river  Ohio 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Ilon^e  of  Representatives 
of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  ter- 
ritory of  the  United  States  south  of  the  river  Ohio,  for  the  purposes 
of  temporary  government,  shall  be  one  district;  the  inhabitants  of 
which  shall  enjoy  all  the  privileges,  benefits,  and  advantages  set 
forth  in  the  ordinance  of  the  late  Congress  for  the  government  of  the 
territory  of  the  United  States  northwest  of  the  river  Ohio.  And 
the  government  of  the  said  territory  south  of  the  Ohio  shall  be  similar 
to  that  which  is  now  exercised  in  the  territory  northwest  of  the  Oiiio: 
except  so  far  as  is  otherwise  provided  in  the  conditions  expre&sed  in 
an  act  of  Congress  of  the  present  session,  entitled  ''An  act  to  accept  a 
c-ession  of  the  claims  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina  to  a  certain 
district  of  western  territory."  J 

iSfic.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  the  salaries  of  the  officers, 
which  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  nominate,  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  appoint,  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall 
lie  the  same  as  those,  by  law  established,  of  similar  officers  in  the  gov- 
ernment northwest  of  the  river  Ohio.  And  the  powers,  duties,  and 
emoluments  of  a  superintendent  of  Indian  affairs  for  the  southern 
department  shall  be  united  with  those  of  the  governor. 

Approved,  May  26,  1790. 

«  Kentucky  was  originally  settle<l  by  the  whites  as  a  colony  of  Virginia,  but 
after  the  revolutionary  war  the  settlers  demanded  an  inde[)endent  government, 
under  the  following  provision  In  the  first  conHtitutlon  of  Virginia  :  "The  western 
and  northern  extent  of  Virginia  shall,  in  all  other  resiiects.  stand,  as  fixed  by 
the  charter  of  King  .Tames  I,  In  the  year  1(K)9,  and  by  the  public  treaty  of  ix^ace 
l»eti»een  the  courts  of  Great  Britain  and  B^ranoe,  In  the  year  17(>3,  unless  by  act 
of  this  legislature  one  or  more  governments  be  established  westward  of  the 
Alleghany  Mountains."  It  was  not,  however,  until  after  there  had  been  ten 
successive  conventions  elected  by  the  i^eople  of  the  "  district,"  and  four  sm^'es- 
sive  enabling  acts  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Virginia,  that  Kentucky  was 
allowed  to  enter  the  Federal  Union  as  an  independent  State,  on  an  equality 
with  those  which  had  established  themselves  as  a  nation.

An  Act  declaring  the  consent  of  Congrees,  that  a  new  State  be  formed  within 
the  jurifldiilion  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  and  admitte<l  into  this 
Union,  by  the  name  of  the  State  of  Kentnclcy 

Whereas  the  legislature  of  the  commonwealth  of  Virginia,  by  an 
act  entitled  '"An  act  concerning  the  erection  of  the  district  of  Ken- 
tucky into  an  independent  state,"  passed  the  eighteenth  day  of 
December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  have  con- 
sented that  the  district  of  Kentucky,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
said  commonwealth,  and  accordinff  to  its  actual  boundaries  at  the 
time  of  pa&sing  the  act  aforesaid,  should  be  formed  into  a  new  state: 
And  whereas  a  convention  of  delegates,  chosen  by  the  people  of  the 
said  district  of  Kentucky,  have  petitioned  Congress  to  consent  that, 
on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two, 
the  said  district  should  be  formed  into  a  new  state,  and  received  into 
the  Union,  by  the  name  of  "  The  State  of  Kentucky :  " 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Ilon^e  of  Rejyresenta- 
tives  of  the  United  States  of  America  in  Con<jreHH  assembled^  and  it 
is  hereby  enacted  and  declared^  That  the  Conjjjress  doth  consent  that 
the  said  district  of  Kentucky,  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  common- 
wealth of  Virginia,  and  according  to  its  actual  boundaries  on  the 
eighteenth  day  of  December,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty- 
nine,  shall,  upon  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  ninety -two,  be  formed  into  a  new  State,  separate  from,  and  inde- 
pendent of,  the  said  commonwealth  of  Virginia. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  declared^  That  upon  the 
aforesaid  first  dav  of  June,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninetv- 
two,  the  said  new  State,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky, shall  be  received  and  admitted  into  this  Union  as  a  new  and 
entire  member  of  the  United  States  of  America. 

Approved,  February  4,  1791. 


CONSTITUTION  OF  KENTUCKY— 1792  *  « 

We,  the  representatives  of  the  j>eople  of  the  State  of  Kentucky, 
in  convention  assembled,  do  ordam  and  establish  this  constitution 
for  its  government. 

Article  I 

1.  The  powers  of  government  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct 
departments,  each  ot  thom  to  be  confided  to  a  separate  body  of 
magistracy,  to  wit,  those  which  are  legislative  to  one,  those  which  are 
executive  to  another,  and  those  which  are  judiciary  to  another.

«ThIa  constitution  was  adopted  by  a  convention  which  met  at  Danville  April 
2,  1702,  and  completed  its  labors  on  the  19th  of  April,  17f>2.  The  constitution 
was  not  submlttcHl  to  the  peoi^le  for  ratification. 
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2.  Xo  person,  or  collection  of  persons,  being  of  one  of  these  depart- 
ments, shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either  oi  the 
others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  permitted. 

3.  The  legislative  powers  of  this  commonwealth  shall  be  vested  in 
a  general  assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  senate  and  house  of 
representatives. 

4.  The  representatives  shall  be  chosen  annually,  by  the  (jualified 
electors  of  each  county  respectively,  on  the  first  Tuesday  in  May; 
but  the  several  elections  may  be  continued  for  three  days,  if,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  presiding  omcer  or  officers,  it  shall  be  necessary,  and 
no  longer. 

5.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who  shall  not  have  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-four  years,  and  have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant 
of  the  State  two  years  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  six  months 
thereof  an  inhaBitant  of  the  county  in  which  he  may  be  chosen; 
unless  he  shall  have  been  absent  on  the  public  business  of  the  United 
States,  or  this  State. 

6.  Within  two  years  after  the  first  meeting  of  the  general  assem- 
blv,  and  within  every  subsequent  term  of  four  years,  an  enumeration 
of  the  free  male  inhabitants  above  twenty -one  years  of  age  shall  be 
made,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  directed  by  law.  The  number  of  the 
representatives  shall,  at  the  several  periods  of  making  such  enumera- 
tion, be  fixed  by  the  legislature,  and  apportioned  among  the  several 
counties,  according  to  the  number  of  free  male  inhabitants  above  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years  in  each,  and  shall  never  be  less  than,  forty, 
nor  greater  than  one  hundred;  but  no  countv  hereafter  erected  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  separate  representation,  until  a  sufficient  number  of 
free  male  inhabitants  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  shall  be  con- 
tained within  it,  to  entitle  them  to  6ne  representative,  agreeable  to 
the  ratio  which  shall  then  be  established. 

7.  The  senators  shall  be  chosen  for  four  years. 

8.  Until  the  first  enumeration  be  made,  the  senate  shall  consist  of 
eleven  members,  and  thereafter  for  every  four  members  added  to  the 
house  of  representatives,  one  member  shall  l)e  added  to  the  senate. 

9.  In  choosing  the  senate,  one  member. at  least  shall  be  elected 
from  each  county,  until  the  number  of  counties  is  equal  to  the  number 
of  senators;  after  which,  when  a  new  county  is  made,  it  shall,  as  to 
the  choice  of  senators,  be  considered  as  being  a  part  of  the  county  or 
counties  from  which  it  shall  have  been  taken. 

10.  The  senate  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner:  All  per- 
sons qualified  to  vote  for  representatives  shall,  on  the  first  Tuesday 
in  May,  in  the  present  year,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year, 
forever  thereafter,  at  the  place  appointed  by  law  for  choosing  repre- 
sentatives, elect  by  ballot,  by  a  majority  of  votes,  as  many  persons 
as  they  are  entitled  to  have  for  representatives  for  their  respective 
counties,  to  be  electors  of  the  senate. 

11.  No  person  shall  be  chosen  an  elector  who  shall  not  have  resided 
in  the  State  three  years  next  before  his  election,  and  who  shall  not 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-seven  years. 

12.  The  electors  of  the  senate  shall  meet  at  such  place  as  shall  be 
appointed  for  convening  the  legislature,  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
May,  in  the  present  year,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year 
forever  thereafter;  and  they,  or  a  majority  of  them  so  met,  shall 
proceed  to  elect  by  ballot,  as  senators,  men  of  the  most  wisdom. 
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experience,  and  virtue,  above  twenty -seven  years  of  age,  who  shall 
have  been  residents  of  the  State  above  two  whole  vears  next  pre- 
ceding the  election.  If  on  the  ballot  two  or  more  shall  have  an  equal 
numlSr  of  ballots  in  their  favor,  by  which  the  choice  shall  not  l>e 
determined  by  the  first  ballot,  then  the  electors  shall  again  ballot 
before  they  separate,  in  which  they  shall  be  confined  to  the  persons 
who,  on  the  first  ballot,  shall  have  had  an  equal  number,  and  they 
who  shall  have  the  greatest  number  in  their  favor  on  the  second 
ballot  shall  be  accordingly  declared  and  returned  duly  elected;  and 
if  on  the  second  ballot  an  equal  number  shall  still  be  in  favor  of  two 
or  more  persons,  then  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  lot  between 
those  who  have  equal  numbers;  which  proceedings  of  the  electors 
shall  be  certified  imder  their  hands,  and  returned  to  the  secretary  for 
the  time  being;  to  whom  shall  also  be  made,  by  the  proper  ofllicers, 
returns  of  the  persons  chosen  as  electors  in  the  respective  counties. 

13.  The  electors  of  senators  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications  and 
elections  of  members  of  their  body,  and  on  a  contested  election  shall 
admit  to  a  seat  as  an  elector  such  Qualified  person  as  shall  appear  to 
them  to  have  the  greatest  number  or  legal  votes  in  his  favor. 

14.  The  electors,  immediately  on  tneir  meeting,  and  before  they 
proceed  to  the  election  of  senators,  shall  take  an  oathj  or  affirmation, 
to  elect,  without  favor,  affection,  partiality,  or  prejudice,  such  person 
for  governor,  and  such  persons  tor  senators,  as  they  in  their  judg- 
ment and  conscience  believe  l)est  qualified  for  the  respective  offices. 

15.  That  in  case  of  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or 
removal  out  of  this  State,  of  any  senator,  the  senate  shall  immediately 
thereupon,  or  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter,  elect,  by  ballot,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  electors  are  herein  directed  to  choose  sen- 
ators, another  person  in  his  place,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of 
four  years. 

16.  The  geiieral  assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first.  Monday  in  Novem- 
ber in  every  year,  till  the  time  of  their  meeting  shall  be  altered  by  the 
legislature,  unless  sooner  convened  by  the  governor. 

17.  Each  house  shall  choose  its  speaker  and  other  officers,  and  the 
senate  shall  also  choose  a,  speaker,  pro  tempore^  when  their  speaker 
shall  exercise  the  office  of  governor. 

18.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  Qualifications  of  its  members: 
contested  elections  shall  l)e  determined  W  a  committee  to  be  selected, 
formed,  and  regulated,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law. 
A  majority  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business, 
but  a  smaller  numlx^r  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  may  be 
authorized  by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in 
such  manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  provided. 

19.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  oif  its  proceedings,  punish 
its  members  for  disorderly  l)ehavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds,  expel  a  memlx^r;  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause. 

20.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  publish 
them  weekly,  except  such  parts  of  them  as  may  require  secrecy,  and 
the  yeas  an^  nays  of  the  members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire 
of  any  two  of  them,  l)e  entered  on  the  journals. 

21.  The  doors  of  each  house  and  ot  committees  of  the  w^hole  shall 
lie  open,  unless  wiien  the  business  shall  be  such  as  ought  to  be  kept 
secret. 
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2*2.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn 
for  more  than  three  days;  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which 
the  two  houses  shall  be  sitting. 

23.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  and  the  electors  of  the 
senate  shall  receive  from  the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their 
services,  which  for  the  present  shall  be  six  shilhngs  a  day  during 
their  attendance  on,  going  to,  and  returning  from  the  legislature,  and 
the  place  for  choosing  the  senators;  but  the  same  may  be  increased 
or  diminished  by  law,  if  circumstances  shall  require  it,  but  no  altera- 
tion shall  be  made  to  take  effect  during  the  existence  of  the  legislature 
which  shall  make  such  alteration.  They  shall  in  all  cases,  except 
treaiion,  felony,  breach,  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  the  respective  houses, 
and  at  the  place  for  choosing  senators,  and  in  going  to  and  returning 
from  the  same;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they 
shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

24.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  time  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected,  or  for  one  year  afterwards,  be  appointed 
to  any  civil  office  under  this  State,  which  shall  have  been  created,  or 
the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  time 
such  senator  or  representative  was  in  office:  Provided^  That  no  mem- 
Ijer  of  the  first  legislature  which  shall  be  assembled  under  this  consti-^ 
tution  shall  be  precluded  from  being  appointed  to  any  office  whicK 
may  have  been  created  during  his  time  of  service  in  the  said  legisla- 
ture; and  no  minister  of  religious  society,  member  of  Congress,  or 
other  person  holding  any  office  of  profit  under  the  United  States,  or 
this  commonwealth,  except  attorneys  at  law,  justices  of  the  peace, 
militia  officers,  and  coroners,  shall  h%  a  member  of  either  house,  dur- 
ing his  continuance  to  act  as  a  minister,  in  Congress,  or  in  office. 

25.  When  vacancies  happen  in  the  house  of  representatives,  the 
speaker  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancies. 

26.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house  of 
i*epresentatives,  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments  as  in  other 
l)ills. 

27.  Each  senator,  representative,  and  sheriff  shall,  before  he  be 
permitted  to  act  as  siicn,  take  an  oath,  or  make  affirmation,  that  he 
hath  not  directly  or  indirectly  given  or  promised  any  bribe  or  treat 
to  procure  his  election  to  said  office,  and  every  person  shall  be  dis- 
qualified from  serving  as  a  senator,  representative,  or  sheriff,  for  the 
term  for  which  he  shall  have  l)een  elected,  who  shall  be  convicted  of 
having  given  or  offered  any  bribe  or  treat,  or  canvassed  for  the  said 
office. 

28.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  governor;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  he  shall 
not  approve,  ne  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in 
which  it  shall  have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large 
upon  their  journals,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it;  if  after  such  recon- 
sideration two-thirds  of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall 
be  sent  with  the  objections  to  the  other  house,  by  which  likewise  it 
shall  be  reconsidered,  and,  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it 
shall  be  a  law.  But  in  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be 
determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for 
or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the  journals  of  each  house 
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respectively ;  if  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within 
ten  days,  Sundays  excepted,  after  it  shall  have  been  pi*esented  to  him, 
it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it;  unle^ss  the 
general  assembly  by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which 
case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless  sent  back  within  three  days  after  their 
next  meeting. 

29.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence  of 
l)oth  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment. 
i?hall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  and  before  it  shall  take  effect  lie 
approved  by  him;  or,  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed  by  two- 
thirds  of  both  houses,  according  to  the  rules  and  Imiitations  pre- 
scribed in  case  of  a  bill. 

Article  II 

1.  The  supreme  execnitive  power  of  this  commonwealth  shall  Ik* 
vested  in  a  governor. 

2.  The  governor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  senate,  at  the 
same  time,  at  the  same  place,  and  in  the  same  manner  that  they  are 
herein  directed  to  elect  senators,  and  the  said  electors  shall  make 
return  of  their  proceedings  in  the  choice  of  a  governor  to  the  secretary 
for  the  time  being. 

.  3.  The  governor  shall  hold  his  office  during  four  years  fi-om  the 
first  of  June  next  ensuing  his  election. 

4.  He  shall  l)e  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  have  been  a  citizen 
and  inhabitant  of  this  State  at  least  two  years  next  before  his  elec- 
tion, unless  he  shall  have  lieen  absent  on  public  business  of  the  United 
States,  or  of  this  State. 

5.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office  under  the 
United  States,  or  this  State,  shall  exercise  the  office  of  governor. 

6.  The  governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services  a 
c-ompensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  during 
the  period  for  which  he  shall  have  lieen  elected. 

7.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of  thi< 
commonwealth,  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  they  shall  l)e  called 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

8.  He  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by  this 
constitution,  or  shall  be  established  by  law,  and  whose  appointments 
are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for;  but  no  person  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  an  office  within  any  county  who  shall  not  have  been  a 
citizen  or  inhabitant  therein  one  year  next  before  his  appointment, 
if  the  county  shall  have  been  so  long  erected;  but  if  it  shall  not  have 
been  so  long  erected,  then  within  the  limits  of  the  county  or  counties 
cnit  of  which  it  shall  have  l)een  taken. 

9.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  all  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commissions, 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  their  next  session. 

10.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and  grant 
reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment;  in  cases  of 
treason,  he  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the 
next  session  of  the  general  assembly,  in  whom  the  power  of  pardon- 
ing shall  l)e  vested. 
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11.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  in  the 
executive  department  upon  any  subject  relatm^  to  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices. 

12.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  general  assembly  infor- 
mation of  the  state  of  the  commonwealth,  and  reconunend  to  their 
consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  judge  expedient. 

13.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  general  as- 
sembly, and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he 
shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

14.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

15.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  governor,  or  of  his 
removal  from  office,  the  speaker  oi  the  senate  shall  exercise  the  office 
of  governor,  until  another  shall  l)e  duly  qualified. 

16.  An  attorney-general  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  dur- 
ing good  behavior;  who  shall  appear  for  the  commonwealth  in  all 
rrnnmal  prosecutions,  and  in  all  civil  cases  in  which  the  common- 
wealth shall  be  interested  in  any  of  the  ^superior  courts:  shall  give  his 
opinion  when  called  upon  for  that  purpose  by  either  branch  of  the 
legislature,  or  by  the  executive,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties 
ns  shall  be  enjoined  him  by  law. 

17.  A  secretary  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  during  the 
governor's  continuance  in  office,  if  he  shall  so  long  behave  himself 
w€*Il ;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  and  attest  all  the  official  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  governor,  and  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  same, 
and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  relative  thereto,  before  either 
branch  of  the  legislature,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  shall 
l)e  enjoined  him  by  law. 

Article  III 

1.  In  elections  by  the  citizens,  all  free  male  citizens  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  having  resided  in  the  State  two  years,  or  the  county 
in  which  they  offer  to  vote  one  year  next  Iwfore  the  election,  shall 
enjoy  the  rights  of  an  elector,  but  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
except  in  the  county  in  which  he  shall  actually  reside  at  the  time  of 
the  election. 

2.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot. 

3.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  and  breach  or 
surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance 
at  elections,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  them. 

Artk'Lk  IV 

1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  i)ower  of 
impeaching. 

2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate;  when  sitting  for 
that  purpose,  the  senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation ;  no  person 
shall  l)e  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  present. 

3.  The  governor  and  all  other  civil  officers  shall  be  liable  to  ini- 
I>eachment  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office;  but  judgment  in  such  cases 
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shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office  and  disqualifica- 
tion to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  common- 
wealth; but  the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  liable  and 
subject  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment  according 
to  law. 

ArTIC  LE   V 

1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  commonwealth,  both  as  tu  matters  of 
law  and  equity,  shall  lie  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  which  shall  l)e 
styled  the  court  of  appeals,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the 
legislature  may  from  time  to  time  ordain  and  establish. 

2.  The  judges  of  both  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  good  behavior;  but  for  any  reasonable  cause 
which  shall  not  be  sufficient  ground  of  impeachment,  the  governor 
may  remove  any  of  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each  branch 
of  the  legislature.  They  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their 
servicers  an  adequate  compensation,  to  l)e  fixed  by  law,  which  shall 
not  l>e  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

3.  The  supreme  court  shall  have  original  and  final  jurisdiction  in 
all  cases  respecting  the  titles  to  land  under  the  present  land-laws  of 
Virginia,  including  those  which  may  be  depending  in  the  present 
supreme  court  for  the  district  of  Kentucky  at  the  time  of  establish- 
ing the  said  supreme  court;  and  in  all  cases  concerning  contracts  for 
lands,  prior  to  the  establishment  of  those  titles.     And  the  said  court 

-shall  have  power  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  in  a  summary  way, 
and  to  direct  the  mode  of  bringing  the  same  to  a  hearing,  so  as  to 
enable  them  to  do  right  and  justice  to  the  parties,  with  as  little  delay 
and  at  as  small  an  expense  as  the  nature  of  the  business  will  allow : 
but  the  said  court  shall,  in  all  such  cases,  oblige  the  parties  to  state  the 
material  parts  of  their  complaint  and  defence  in  writing;  and  shall, 
ott  the  conclusion  of  every  cause,  state  on  the  records  of  the  whole 
merits  of  the  case,  the  questions  arising  therefrom,  the  opinions  of  the 
eoiu't  thereupon,  and  a  summary  of  the  reasons  in  support  of  thosc^ 
opinions. 

4.  And  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  judge  of  the  supreme  court, 
present  at  the  hearing  of  any  such  case,  and  differing  from  a  majority 
of  the  court,  to  deliver  his  opinion  in  writing,  to  be  entered  as  afore- 
said; and  each  judge  shall  deliver  his  opinion  in  open  court.  And 
tlie  said  court  shall  have  power,  on  the  determination  of  anv  such 
cause,  to  award  the  legal  costs  against  either  party,  or  to  divide  the 
same  among  the  different  parties,  as  to  them  shall  seem  just  and 
right.  And  the  said  court  shall  have  full  power  to  take  such  stej^s 
as  they  may  judge  proper  to  perpetuate  testimony  in  all  cases  con- 
cerning such  titles:  Pro  ruled  ^  That  a  jury  shall  always  be  impan- 
elled for  the  finding  of  such  facts  as  are  riot  agreed  by  the  parties; 
unless  the  parties,  or  their  attorneys,  shall  waive  their  right  of  trial 
by  jury  and  refer  the  matter  of  fact  to  the  decision  of  the  court: 
Prorided  also,  That  the  legislature  may,  whenever  they  may  judge  it 
expedient,  pass  an  act  or  acts  to  regulate  the  mode  of  proceedings  in 
such  cases,  or  to  take  away  entirely  the  original  jurisdiction  herein- 
given  to  the  said  court  in  such  cases. 

5.  In  all  other  cases  the  supreme  court  shall  have  api>ellate  juris- 
diction only,  with  such  exceptions  and  under  such  regulations  as  the 
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legislature  shall  make;  and  the  legislature  may^  from  time  to  time, 
vest  in  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  or  either  of  them,  such 
powers,  both  in  law  and  equity,  as  they  shall  judge  proper  and  neces- 
sary for  the  due  administration  of  justice. 

6.  A  competent  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  appointed 
in  each  county;  they  shall  be  commissionea  during  good  behavior, 
but  may  be  removed  on  conviction  of  misbehavior  in  office,  or  any 
infamous  crime,  or  on  the  address  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature. 

7.  The  judges  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  conservators  of  the 
peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be,  "  The 
Commonwealth  of  Kentucky ; "  all  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on 
in  the  name  and  by  authority  of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky, 
and  conclude  "  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Article  VI 

1.  Sheriffs  and  coroners  shall,  at  the  times  and  places  of  elections 
of  representatives,  be  chosen  by  the  citizens  of  each  county,  qualified 
to  vote  for  representatives.  They  shall  hold  their  office  for  three 
years,  if  they  shall  so  long  behave  themselves  well,  and  until  a  suc- 
cessor be  duly  qualified;  but  no  person  shall  be  twice  chosen  or 
appointed  sheriff  in  any  term  of  six  years.  Vacancies  in  either  of 
the  said  offices  shall  be  filled  by  a  new  appointment,  to  be  made  by 
the  governor,  to  continue  until  the  next  general  election,  and  until  a 
successor  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified  as  aforesaid. 

2.  The  freemen  of  this  commonwealth  shall  be  armed  and  dis- 
ciplined for  its  defence.  Those  who  conscientiously  scruple  to  bear 
arms  shall  not  be  compelled  to  do  so,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for 
personal  service. 

3.  The  field  and  staff  officers  of  the  militia  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  governor,  except  the  battalion  staff-officers,  who  shall  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  field-officers  of  each  battalion  respectively. 

4.  The  officers  of  companies  shall  be  chosen  by  the  persons  enrolled 
in  the  list  of  each  company,  and  the  whole  shall  be  commissioned 
(luring  good  behavior,  and  during  their  residence  in  the  bounds  of 
the  battalion  or  company  to  which  they  shall  be  appointed. 

5.  Each  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
(luring  good  behavior;  but  no  person  shall  be  appointed  clerk,  only 
pro  tempore^  who  shall  not  produce  to  the  court  appointing  him  a 
(^rtificate  from  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  that 
he  hath  been  examined  liy  their  clerk,  in  their  presence  and  under 
their  direction,  and  that  they  judge  him  to  be  well  qualified  to  exe- 
cute the  office  of  clerk  to  any  court  of  the  same  dignity  with  that  for 
which  he  offers  himself.  They  shall  be  removable  for  breach  of  good 
behavior  by  the  court  of  appeals  only,  who  shall  he  judges  of  the  fact 
as  well  as  of  the  law.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  must  con- 
cur in  the  sentence. 

f>.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
State  of  Kentucky,  and  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal  and  signed  by 
the  governor. 

7.  The  State  treasurer  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  joint 
ballot  of  both  houses.

Article  VII 

1.  Members  of  the  general  assembly  and  all  officers,  executive  and 
judicial,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respective 
offices,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  *'  I  do  solemnly 
swear  [or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be]  that  I  will  be  faithful  and  true 
to  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky  so  long  as  I  continue  a  citizen 
thereof,  and  that  I  w411  faithfully  execute,  to  the  best  of  my  abilities, 
the  office  of ,  according  to  law.'' 

Article  VIII 

1. .  Treason  against  the  commonwealth  shall  consist  only  in  levyinir 
war  against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  or 
comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  testi- 
money  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  his  own  con- 
fession in  open  court. 

2.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office  and  from  suffrage  those 
who  thereafter  be  convicted  of  briberjr,  perjury,  forgery,  or  other 
high  crimes  or  misdemeanors.  The  privilege  oj  free  suffrage  shall 
be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections,  and  prohibiting,  under 
adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  thereon  from  power,  briberj\ 
tumult,  or  other  improper  practices. 

3.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  consequence 
of  appropriations  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropriations  of 
money  for  the  support  of  an  army  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than 
one  year,  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be  pubfished  annually. 

4.  The  legislature  shall  direct  by  law  in  what  manner  and  what 
courts  suits  may  be  brought  against  the  State. 

5.  The  manner  of  administering  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall  Ik* 
such  as  is  most  consistent  with  the  conscience  of  the  deponent,  ami 
shall  be  esteemed  by  the  legislature  the  most  solemn  appeal  to  God. 

6.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  the  State  of  Virginia,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  constitution,  which  are  of  a  general  nature,  and  not  local 
to  the  eastern  part  of  that  State,  shall  be  in  force  in  this  State, 
until  they  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  legislature. 

7.  The  compact  with  the  State  of  Virginia,  subject  to  such  altera- 
tions as  may  oe  made  therein,  agreeably  to  the  mode  prescribed  by 
the  said  compact,  shall  be  considered  as  a  part  of  this  constitution. 

Article  IX 

1.  The  legislature  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  laws  for  the  emanci- 
pation of  slaves  without  the  consent  of  their  owners,  previous  to  such 
emancipation,  and  a  full  equivalent  in  money  for  the  slaves  so  emanci- 
pated. They  shall  have  no  power  to  prevent  emigrants  to  this  Stai 
from  bringing  with  them  such  persons  as  are  deemed  slaves  by  tl_ 
laws  of  any  one  of  the  United  States,  so  long  as  any  person  of  th 
same  age  oV  description  shall  be  continued  in  slavery  by  the  laws  o; 
this  State.  They  shall  pass  laws  to  permit  the  owners  of  slaves 
to  emancipate  them,  saving  the  rights  of  creditors,  and  prevent ii^ 
them  from  becoming  chargeable  to  the  county  in  which  tney  reside. 
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They  shall  have  full  power  to  prevent  slaves  being  brought  into  this 
State  as  merchandize.  They  snail  have  full  power  to  prevent  any 
slaves  being  brought  into  this  State  from  a  foreign  country,  and  to 
prevent  those  from  being  brought  into  this  State  who  have  been 
since  the  first  day  of  January,  one  tliousand  seven  hundred  and 
eighty-nine,  or  hereafter  may  be,  imported  into  any  of  the  United 
States  from  a  foreign  country.  And  they  shall  have  full  power  to 
pass  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  oblige  the  owners  of  slaves  to 
treat  them  with  humanity,  to  provide  for  them  necessary  clothing 
and  provision,  to  abstain  from  all  injuries  to  them  extending  to  life 
or  limb,  and  in  case  of  their  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the 
directions  of  such  laws,  to  have  such  slave  or  slaves  sold  for  the  benefit 
of  their  owner  or  owners. 

Article  X 

1.  The  place  for  the  seat  of  government  shall  be  fixed  in  the  follow- 
ing manner :  The  house  of  representatives  shall,  during  their  session 
which  shall  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and 
ninety-two,  choose  by  ballot  twenty-one  persons,  from  whom  the 
representation  from  Fayette  and  Mercer  Counties  then  present  shall 
alternately  strike  out  one,  until  the  number  shall  be  reduced  to  five, 
who,  or  any  three  of  them  concurring  in  opinion,  shall  have  power 
to  fix  on  the  place  for  the  seat  of  government,  to  receive  grants  from 
individuals  therefor,  and  to  make  such  conditions  with  the  proprietor 
or  proprietors  of  the  land  so  pitched  on  by  them  as  to  them  shall 
seem  right,  and  shall  be  agreed  to  by  the  said  proprietor  or  pro- 
prietors, and  to  lay  off  a  town  thereon,  in  such  manner  as  they  shall 
judge  most  proper. 

2.  The  general  assembly  and  the  supreme  courts  shall  within  five 
years  hold  their  sessions  at  the  place  so  pitched  upon  by  the  said 
commissioners;  and  the  seat  of  government  so  fixed  shall  continue 
until  it  shall  be  changed  by  two-thirds  of  both'branches  of  the  legis- 
lature. The  commissioners,  before  they  proceed  to  act,  shall  take 
an  oath  or  make  affirmation  that  they  will  aischarge  the  trust  imposed 
on  them  in  such  manner  as  in  their  judgment  will  be  most  beneficial 
to  the  State  lit  large. 

Abticle  XI 

1.  That  the  citizens  of  this  State  may  have  an  opportunity  to 
amend  or  change  this  constitution  in  a  peaceable  manner,  if  to  them 
it  shall  seem  expedient,  the  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  representa- 
tives shall,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thou- 
j^and  seven  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  vote  also,  by  ballot,  for  or 
!?gainst  a  convention,  as  they  shall  severally  choose  to  do;  and  if 
thereupon  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  all  the  citizens  in  the 
State  voting  for  representatives  have  voted  for  a  convention,  the  gen- 
eral assembly  shall  direct  that  a  similar  ballot  shall  be  taken  the 
next  year;  and  if  thereupon  it  shall  also  appear  that  a  majority  of 
all  the  citizens  in  the  State  voting  for  representatives  have  voted 
for  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session, 
call  a  convention,  to  consist  of  as  many  members  as  there  shall  l)e 
in  the  house  of  representatives,  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  (at 
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the  same  places  and  at  the  same  time  that  representatives  are,)  bv 
the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for  representatives,  and  to  meet  within 
three  months  after  the  said  election  for  the  purpose  of  readopting, 
amending,  or  changing  this  constitution.  It  it  shall  appear  upon 
the  ballot  of  either  year  that  a  majority  of  the  citizens  voting  for 
representatives  is  not  in  favor  of  a  convention  being  called,  it  sliall 
not  be  done  until  two-thirds  of  both  branches  of  the  legislature  shall 
deem  it  expedient. 

Article  XII 

1.  That  the  general,  great,  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and 
free  government  may  be  recognized  and  unalterably  established,  we 
declare  that  all  men,  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are  equal,  and 
that  no  man  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive  or  separate  public 
emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community,  but  in  consideration 
of  public  services. 

2.  That  all  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free  govern- 
ments are  founded  on  their  authority  and  instituted  for  their  peace, 
safety,  and  happiness.  For  the  advancement  of  those  ends,  they 
have  at  all  times  an  unalienable  and  indefeasible  right  to  alter, 
reform,  or  abolish  their  government,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
think  proper. 

3.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to  woi-ship 
Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences; 
that  no  man  of  right  can  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support 
any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministrv  against  his  con- 
sent; that  no  human  authority  can  in  any  case  whatever  control  or 
interfere  with  the  rights  of  conscience ;  and  that  no  preference  sliall 
ever  be  given  by  law  to  any  religious  societies  or  modes  of  worship. 

4.  That  the  civil  rights,  privileges,  or  capacities  of  any  citizen  shall 
in  no  ways  be  diminished  or  enlarged  on  account  of  his  religion. 

5.  That  all  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal. 

6.  That  trial  by  jury  shall  he  as  heretofore,  and  the  right  thereof 
remain  inviolate. 

7.  That  the  printing-press  shall  l)e  free  to  every  person  who  iiiuler- 
takes  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  legislature  or  any  branch  of 
government,  and  no  law  shall  ever  l)e  made  to  restrain  the  right 
thereof.  The  free  communications  of  thoughts  and  opinions  is  one 
of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man,  and  every  citizen  may  freely  speak, 
write,  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  libertv. 

8.  In  prosecutions  for  publications  of  papers,  investigating  the  offi- 
cial conduct  of  officers  or  men  in  a  public  capacity,  or  where  the 
matter  published  is  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth  thereof 
may  be  given  in  evidence.  And  in  all  indictments  for  libels,  the  jury 
shall  have  a  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases. 

9.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers, 
and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures;  and  that 
no  warrant  to  search  any  place  or  to  seize  any  person  or  things,  shall 
issue  without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  prob- 
able  cause  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

10.  That  in  all  crimmal  prosecutions  the  accused  hath  a  right  to  be 
heard  by  himself  and  his  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of 
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accusation  against  him;  to  meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face;  to  have 
compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  and  in 
prosecutions  by  indictment  or  inrormation,  a  speedy  public  trial  by 
Jill  impartial  jury  of  the  vicinage;  that  he  cannot  be  compelled  to 
give  evidence  against  himself,  nor  can  he  be  deprived  of  his  life, 
liberty,  or  property,  unless  by  the  judgment  of  his  oeers,  or  the  law 
of  the  land. 

11.  That  no  person  shall  for  any  indictable  offence  be  proceeded 
against  criminally  by  information,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land 
or  naval  forces,  or  m  the  militia  when  in  actual  service,  in  time  of 
war  or  public  danger,  or  by  leave  of  the  court  for  oppression  or  mis- 
demeanor in  office. 

12.  No  person  shall,  for  the  same  offence,  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy 
of  his  life  or  limb,  nor  shall  any  man's  property  be  taken  or  applied 
to  public  use  without  the  consent  of  his  representatives,  and  without 
just  compensation  being  previously  made  to  him. 

13.  That  all  courts  sliall  be  open,  and  every  person  for  an  injury 
done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy 
by  the  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered,  without 
sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

14.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised,  unless  by 
the  legislature  or  its  authority. 

15.  That  excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  inflicted. 

16.  That  all  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  unless 
for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  eviclent  or  presumption  great, 
and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  susj^ended, 
unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may 
i^uire  it. 

17.  That  the  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  pre- 
sumption of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  jmson  after  delivering 
up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

18.  That  no  ex  post  facto  law  nor  any  law  impairing  contracts  shall 
l)e  made. 

19.  That  no  persons  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by  the 
legislature. 

20.  That  no  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  nor,  except 
during  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to  the  common- 
wealth. 

21.  That  estates  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy  their  own  livens 
shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  case  of  natural  death,  and  if  any  person 
shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  l)e  no  forfeiture  by  reason 
thereof. 

22.  That  the  citizens  have  a  right  in  a  peaceable  manner  to  assemble 
together  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those  invested  with 
the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  grievances,  or  other  proper 
purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

23.  That  the  right  of  the  citizens  to  bear  arms  in  defence  of  them- 
selves and  the  State  shall  not  be  questioned. 

24.  That  no  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  kept  up, 
without  the  consent  of  the  legislature;  and  the  military  shall,  in  all 
cases  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

25.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
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house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a 
manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

26.  That  the  le^slature  shall  not  grant  any  title  of  nobility  or 
hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office  the  appointment  to  which 
shall  be  lor  a  longer  term  than  during  good  behavior. 

27.  That  emigration  from  the  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 

28.  To  guarf  against  the  high  powers  which  have  been  delegated. 
we  declare  that  everything  in  this  article  is  excepted  out  of  the 
general  powers  of  government,  and  shall  forever  remain  inviolate; 
and  that  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or  contrary  to  this  constitution, 
shall  be  void. 

Schedule 

1.  That  no  inconvenience  may  rise  from  the  establishing  the  gov- 
ernment of  this  State,  and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into  complete 
operation,  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained,  that  all  rights,  actions, 
prosecutions,  claims,  and  contracts,  as  well  individuals  as  of  bodies- 
corporate,  shall  continue  as  if  the  said  government  had  not  been 
established. 

2.  That  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  in  conunission  under  tho 
State  of  Virginia,  shall  continue  to  hofd  and  exercise  their  offices  until 
the  tenth  day  of  August  next,  and  no  longer. 

3.  That  until  the  first  enumeration  shall  be  made,  as  directed  by  tlie 
sixth  section  of  the  first  article  of  this  constitution,  the  county  of 
Jefferson  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  three  representatives;  the  county 
of  Lincoln,  four  representatives;  the  county  of  Fayette,  nine  repre- 
sentatives; the  county  of  Nelson,  six  representatives;  the  county  of 
Mercer,  four  representatives;  the  county  of  Madison,  three  repre- 
sentatives; the  county  of  Bourbon,  five  representatives;  the  county  of 
Woodford,  four  representatives;  and  the  county  of  Mason,  two  repre- 
sentatives. 

4.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  at  Tjexington  on  the  fourth  day 
of  June  next. 

6.  All  returns  herein  directed  to  be  made  to  the  secretary  shall, 
previous  to  his  appointment,  be  made  to  the  clerk  of  the  supreme 
court  for  the  district  of  Kentucky. 

6.  Until  a  seal  shall  be  provided  for  the  State,  the  governor  shall  W 
at  liberty  to  use  his  private  seal. 

7.  The  oaths  of  office  herein  directed  to  be  taken  may  be  admin- 
istered by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  until  the  legislature  shall  other- 
wise direct. 

8.  All  bonds  given  by  any  officer  within  the  district  of  Kentucky, 
payable  to  the  governor  of  Virginia,  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name 
of  the  ffovernor  of  Kentucky. 

9.  All  offences  against  the  laws  of  Virginia,  which  have  been  com- 
mitted within  the  present  district  of  Kentucky,  or  which  may  be 
committed  within  the  same  before  the  first  day  of  June  next,  shall 
be  cognizable  in  the  courts  of  this  State  in  the  same  manner  that 
they  would  be  if  they  were  committed  within  this  State,  after  the 
said  first  day  of  June. 

10.  At  the  elections  herein  directed  to  be  held  in  May  next,  the 
sheriff  of  each  county,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  one  of  his  deputies, 
shall  preside,  and  if  they  neglect  or  refuse  to  act,  the  said  elections 
shall  be  held  by  any  one  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  for  the  county

where  such  neglect  or  refusal  shall  happen ;  each  officer  holding  such 
election,  having  first  taken  an  oath  hiiore  a  justice  of  the  peace  to 
conduct  the  said  election  with  impartiality,  shall  have  power  to 
administer  to  any  person  offering  to  vote  at  such  election  the  follow- 
ing oath  or  affirmation:  "  I  do  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  am  qualified 

to  vote  for  representatives  in  the  county  of ,  agreeably  to  the 

constitution  formed  for  the  State  of  Kentucky ; "  and  such  officers 
>hall  have  a  right  to  refuse  to  receive  the  vote  of  any  person  who 
shall  refuse  to  take  the  said  oath  or  make  affirmation  when  tendered 
to  him.  And  the  said  elections  shall  be  held  at  the  several  places 
appointed  for  holding  courts  in  the  different  counties. 

11.  The  government  of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky  shall  com- 
mence on  the  first  day  of  June  next. 

Done  in  convention,  at  Danville,  the  nineteenth  day  of  April,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  of  the  Independence  of 
the  United  States  of  America  the  sixteenth.

CONSTITUTION  OF  KENTITCKY— 1799  ♦  « 

We,  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  in 
convention  assembled,  to  secure  to  all  the  citizens  thereof  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  right  of  life,  liberty,  and  property,  and  of  pursuing 
happiness^,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  its  govern- 
ment : 

Article  I 

CONCERN  1X(J  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
lucky  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of 
iheni  be  confided  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to  wit:  those 
which  are  legislative,  to  one;  those  which  are  executive,  to  another; 
and  those  which  are  judiciarv,  to  another. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  collection  of  persons,  being  one  of  those 
ilepartments,  shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of 
the  others;  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or 
]  permitted. 

Article  1 1 

concerning  the  distribution  of  the  l»owers  of  the  (ka'ernment 

Section  1.  The  legislative  power  of  this  commonwealth  shall  bo 
vested  in  two  distinct  branches ;  the  one  to  be  stvled  ''  the  house  of 
representatives,"  the  other  "  the  senate,"  and  both  together  *'  the  gen- 
♦^ral  assembly  of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky."

«Th!8  constitution  was  frametl  l>.v  a  convention,  calUHi  In  accordance  witli  tlie 
♦•leventh  article  of  the  constitution  of  17i)2,  which  met  at  Frankfort  .Inly  22. 
171^.  and  completed  its  labors  August  17.  1799.  It  was  not  snhinltted  to  the 
people,  and  it  toolc  effect  January  1,  1800. 
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Sec.  2.  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  continue 
in  service  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the  day  of  the  commence- 
ment of  the  general  election,  and  no  longer. 

Sec.  3.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in  the 
month  of  August  in  every  year;  but  the  presiding  officers  of  the  sev- 
eral elections  shall  continue  the  same  for  three  days,  at  the  request 
of  any  one  of  the  candidates. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who,  at  the  time  of  hi? 
election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  hath  not  attained 
to  the  age  of  twentv-four  years,  and  resided  in  this  state  two  years 
next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  county  or 
town  for  which  he  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  5.  Elections  for  representatives  for  the  several  coimties  entitled 
to  representation  shall  be  held  at  the  places  of  holding  their  respective 
courts,  or  in  the  several  election  precincts  into  which  the  legislature 
may  think  proper,  from  time  to  time,  to  divide  any  or  all  of  tho?e 
counties:  Provided^  That  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  legislature  that 
any  town  hath  a  number  of  qualified  voters  equal  to  tne  ratio  then 
fixed,  such  town  shall  be  invested  with  the  privilege  of  a  separate 
representation,  which  shall  be  retained  so  long  as  such  town  shall 
contain  a  number  of  qualified  voters  equal  to  the  ratio  which  may, 
from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  by  law,  and  thereafter  elections,  for  the 
county  in  which  such  town  is  situated,  shall  not  he  held  therein. 

Sec.  6.  Representation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  in  this  common- 
wealth ;  and  shall  be  forever  regulated  and  ascertained  by  the  numl)er 
of  qualified  electors  therein.     In  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  three, 
and  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  an  enumeration  of  all  the  free  male 
inhabitants  of  the  State,  above  twenty-one  years  of  age,  shall  be 
fnade,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  law.     The  number  of 
representatives  shall,  in  the  several  years  of  making  these  enumera- 
tions, be  so  fixed  as  not  to  be  less  than  fifty-eight,  nor  more  than  one 
hundred,  and  they  shall  be  apportioned  for  the  four  years  next  fol- 
lowing, as  near  as  may  be,  among  the  several  counties  and  towns,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  qualified  electors;    but,  when  a  county 
not  have  a  residuum  or  residuums,  which,  when  added  to  the  small 
county,  would  entitle  it  to  a  separate  representation,  it  shall  then  Ix*! 
in  the  power  of  the  legislature  to  join  two  or  more  together,  for  the ' 
purpose  of  sending  a  representative:  Provided^  That  when  there  arei 
two  or  more  counties  adjoining:,  which  have  residuums  over  and  above] 
the  ratio  when  fixed  by  law,  if  said  residuums  when  added  together' 
will  amount  to  such  ratio,  in  that  case  one  representative  shall  \)o\ 
added  to  that  county  having  the  largest  residuum.  | 

Sec.  7.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  its  speaker  and  i 
other  officers.  j 

Sec.  8.  In  all  elections  for  representatives,  every  free  male  citizen ; 
(negroes,  mulattoe^,  and  Indians  excepted)  who,  at  the  time  being, 
hath  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  resided  in  the  State 
two  years,  or  the  county  or  town  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  one  yearj 
next  preceding  the  election,  shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an  elector;  but 
no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  except  in  the  county  or  town  in 
which  he  may  actually  reside  at  the  time  of  the  election,  except  as 
is  herein  otherwise  provided.    Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except 
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ti-ea.«on,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  |>eace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at,  going  to,  and  returning  from 
elections. 

Sec.  9.  The  members  of  the  senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of 
four  years;  and,  when  assembled,  shall  have  the  power  to  choose  its 
officers  annually. 

Sec.  10.  At  the  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  this  con- 
stitution takes  eflFect,  the  senators  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally 
as  mav  be,  into  four  classes ;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class 
shall  he  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  first  year;  of  the  second 
class  at  the  expiration  of  tne  second  year;  of  the  third  class  at  the 
expiration  of  the  third  year;  and  of  the  fourth  class  at  the  expiration 
of  the  fourth  year ;  so  that  one-fourth  shall  be  chosen  every  year,  and 
a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually. 

Sec.  11.  The  senate  shall  consist  of  twenty-four  members  at  least, 
and  for  every  three  members  above  fifty-eight,  which  shall  be  added 
to  the  house  of  representatives,  one  member  shall  be  added  to  the 
senate. 

Sec.  12.  The  same  number  of  senatorial  districts  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  be  established  by  the  legislature,  as  there  may  then  be  sen- 
ators allotted  to  the  State ;  which  shall  be  so  formed  as  to  contain,  as 
nciar  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  free  male  inhabitants  in  each, 
above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  so  that  no  county  shall  be 
divided,  or  form  more  than  one  district;  and  where  two  or  more 
counties  compose  a  district,  they  shall  be  adjoining. 

Sec.  13.  When  an  additional  senator  may  be  added  to  the  senate, 
he  shall  be  annexed  by  lot  to  one  of  the  four  classes,  so  as  to  keep 
them  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  possible. 

Sec.  14.  One  senator  for  each  clistrict  shall  be  elected  by  those 
qualified  to  vote  for  representatives  therein,  who  shall  give  their  votes 
at  the  several  places  in  the  counties  or  towns  where  elections  are  by 
law  directed  to  be  held. 

Sec.  15.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who,  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion, is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  hath  not  attained 
to  the  age  of  thirty-five  years,  and  resided  in  this  State  six  years  next 
f)rec'eding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  district  from 
which  he  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  16.  The  first  election  for  senators  shall  be  general  throughout 
the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  general  election  for  repre- 
sentatives is  held;  and  thereafter  there  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  an 
annual  election  for  senators  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  time  of 
service  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  17.  The  general  assembly  shall  convene  on  the  first  Monday 
in  the  month  of  November  in  every  year,  unless  a  different  day 
l»e  appointed  by  law;  and  their  session  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of 
government. 

Sec.  18.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of 
the  general  assembly  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such 
nuinner,  and  under  such  penalties,  as  may  be  prescribed  thereby. 

Sec.  19.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
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qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  its  members;  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  bv 
law. 

Sec.  20.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings;  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  behavior; 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
second  time  for  the  same  cause. 

Sec.  21.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  keep  and  pub- 
lish, weekly,  a  journal  of  its  proceedings;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of 
the  members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  tw^o  of  them, 
be  entered  on  their  journal. 

Sec.  22.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  general  assembly, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  thev  may  be  sitting. 

Sec.  23.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  snail  severally  re- 
ceive from  the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
which  shall  be  one  dollar  and  a  half  a  day,  during  their  attendance 
on,  going  to,  and  returning  from  the  session  of  their  respective  houses : 
Protnded^ThB,i  the  same  may  be  increased  or  diminished  by  law;  but 
no  alteration  shall  take  effect  during  the  session  at  which  such  altera- 
tion shall  be  made. 

Sec.  24.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  in  all  cases 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged 
from  arrast  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective 
houses,  and  in  gomg  to  and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place. 

Sec.  25.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  commonwealth,  which 
shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been 
increased,  during  the  time  such  senator  or  representative  was  in 
office,  except  to  such  offices  or  appointments  as  may  l>e  made  or  filleii 
by  the  elections  of  the  people. 

Sec.  20.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of 
a  clergyman,  priest,  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion,  society,  or 
sect ;  nor  whilst  he  holds  or  exercises  any  office  of  profit  under  this 
commonwealth,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly;  except  at- 
torneys at  law,  justices  of  the  peace,  and  militia  officers:  Provided, 
That  justices  of  the  courts  of  quarter-sessions  shall  be  ineligible  so 
long  as  any  compensation  maj^  be  allowed  them  for  their  services: 
Provided  also^  That  attorneys  for  the  commonwealth,  who  receive  a 
fixed  annual  salary  from  the  public  treasury,  shall  be  ineligible. 

Sec.  27.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of 
taxes  for  the  State,  or  the  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  collector,  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a 

Suietus  for  the  amount  of  such  collection,  and  for  all  public  moneys 
or  which  he  may  l>e  responsible. 

Sec.  28.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until  on  three  several 
days  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  free 
discussion  allowed  thereon ;  unless,  in  cases  of  urgency,  four-fifths  of 
the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  depending  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
dispense  with  this  rule. 
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Sei'.  29.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house  of 
repi-esentatives ;  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in  other 
bills:  Provided^  That  they  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter,  under 
the  color  of  an  amendment,  which  does  not  relate  to  raising  a  revenue. 

Sec.  30.  The  general  assembly  shall  regulate  by  law  by  whom  and 
in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Articlk  III 

CONCERNING    THE    EXECUTIVE    DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  be  vested  in  a  chief  mamstrate,  who  shall  be  styled  "  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  commonwealth  or  Kentucky." 

Sec  2.  The  governor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years 
by  the  citizens  entitled  to  suffrage  at  the  time  and  places  where  they 
shall  respectively  vote  for  representatives.  The  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  governor ;  but  if  two  or  more  shall 
be  equal  and  highest  in  votes,  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  lot, 
in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may  direct. 

Sec  3.  The  governor  shall  be  ineligible  for  the  succeeding  seven 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Sec  4,  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty-five  years  of  age,  and  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  State  at 
least  six  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Sec  5.  He  shall  commence  the  execution  of  his  office  on  the  fourth 
Tuesday  succeeding  the  day  of  the  commencement  of  the  general 
election  on  which  he  shall  be  chosen,  and  shall  continue  in  the  execu- 
tion thereof  until  the  end  of  four  weeks  next  succeeding  the  election 
of  his  successor,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  taken  the  oaths  or 
affirmations  prescribed  by  this  constitution. 

Sec  6.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States,  nor  minister  of  any  religious  society,  shall  be  eligi- 
ble to  the  office  of  governor. 

Sec  7.  The  governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec  8.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  of  the  militia  thereof,  except  when  they  shall 
1)6  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States ;  but  he  shall  not  com- 
mand personally  in  the  field,  unle&s  he  shall  be  advised  so  to  do  by  a 
resolution  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec  9.  He  shall  nominate^  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  officas  are  established  by  this 
coDvStitution  or  shall  be  established  by  law,  and  whose  appointments 
are  not  herein  otherwise  provided  for:  Provided^  That  no  person 
shall  be  so  appointed  to  an  office  within  any  county  who  shall  not 
have  been  a  citizen  and  inhabitant  therein  one  year  next  before  his 
appointment,  if  the  county  shall  have  been  so  long  erected ;  but  if  it 
shall  not  have  been  so  long  erected,  then  within  the  limits  of  the 
county  or  counties  from  which  it  shall  have  been  taken:  Proinded 
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aUo^  That  the  county  courts  be  authorized  by  law  to  appoint  inspect- 
ors, collectors,  and  their  deputies,  surveyors  of  the  highways,  con- 
stables, jailers,  and  such  other  inferior  officers,  whose  jurisdiction 
may  be  confined  within  the  limits  of  a  county. 

Sec.  10.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  grantmg  commissions, 
which  snail  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  grant 
reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment.  In  cases  of 
treason,  he  shall  have  powder  to  gi-ant  i-eprieves  until  the  end  of  tlie 
next  session  of  the  general  assembly ;  in  which  the  power  of  pardon- 
ing shall  be  vested. 

Sec.  12.  He  may  require  information  in  w^riting  from  the  officei*s 
in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  13.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  general  assembly 
information  of  the  state  of  the  commonwealth,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  14.  He  may  on  extraordinary  occasions  convene  the  genenil 
assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place,  if  that 
should  have  become,  since  their  last  adjournment,  dangerous  from  an 
enemy  or  from  contagious  disorders;  and  in  case  of  disagreement 
between  the  two  houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment, 
adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  exceedin*^ 
four  months. 

Sec.  15.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  16.  a  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  chosen  at  every  election  for 
a  governor,  in  the  same  manner,  continue  in  office  for  the  same  time, 
and  poasess  the  same  qualifications.  In  voting  for  governor  and 
lieutenant-governor,  the  electors  shall  distinguish  whom  they  vote 
for  as  governor,  and  whom  as  lieutenant-governor. 

Sec.  17.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  speaker  of  the  senate; 
have  a  right,  when  in  committee  of  the  w^hole,  to  debate  and  vote  on 
all  subjects;  and,  when  the  senate  are  equally  divided,  to  give  the 
casting  vote. 

Sec.  18.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  refusal  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the 
State,  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  exercise  all  the  power  and  author- 
ity appertaining  to  the  office  of  governor,  until  another  be  duly  quali- 
fied, or  the  governor  absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or  be  acqiiitted. 

Sec.  19.  vMienever  the  government  shall  be  administered  oy  the 
lieutenant-governor,  or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  speaker  of  the 
senate,  the  senators  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  members  as  speaker, 
for  that  occasion.  And  if,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  gov- 
ernor, the  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  impeached,  removed  from 
office,  refuse  to  qualify,  resign,  die,  or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the 
speaker  of  the  senate  shall,  in  like  manner,  administer  the  government. 

Sec.  20.  The  lieutenant-governor,  while  he  acts  as  speaker  to  the 
senate,  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensation  w^hich 
shall  ior  the  same  period  be  allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  and  no  more;  and  during  the  time  he  administers  the 
♦jovernment  as  governor,  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  whic^h 
the  governor  w^ould  have  received  and  been  entitled  to  had  he  been 
employed  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 
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Sec.  21.  The  speaker  pro  tempore  of  the  senate,  during  the  time  he 
administers  the  government,  shall  receive  in  like  manner  the  same 
compensation  which  the  governor  would  have  received  had  he  been 
employed  in  the  duties  of  nis  office. 

Sec.  22.  If  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  called  upon  to  admin- 
ister the  government,  and  shall,  while  in  such  administration,  resign, 
die,  or  be  absent  from  the  State  during  the  recess  of  the  general 
assembly,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  secretary  for  the  time  being  to 
convene  the  senate  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  speaker. 

Sec.  23.  An  attorney-general,  and  such  other  attorneys  for  the 
commonwealth  as  may  be  necessary,  shall  be  appointed,  whose  duty 
shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Attorneys  for  the  commonwealth,  for  the 
several  counties,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  respective  courts  having 
jurisdiction  therein. 

Sec.  24.  A  secretary  shall  be  appointed  and  commissioned  during 
the  term  for  which  the  governor  shall  have  been  elected,  if  he  shall 
so  long  behave  himself  well.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  register,  and  attest 
all  the  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  governor,  and  shall,  when 
required,  lay  the  same,  and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers,  relative 
thereto,  before  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  him  by  law. 

Sec.  25,  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it,  but  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall 
have  originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  the 
journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  it;  if,  after  such  reconsideration, 
a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by 
"vhich  it  shall  be  likewise  considered,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  be  a  law ;  but  in  such 
cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  he  entered  on  the 
journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
by  the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  sliall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
tiad  signed  it,  unless  the  general  assembly  by  their  adjournment  pre- 
vent its  return ;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless  sent  back  within 
three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

Sec.  26.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment, 
>hall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  and,  before  it  shall  take  etl'ect,  1k^> 
approvea  by  him;  or,  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed,  by  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses,  according  to  the 
rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  bill. 

Sec.  27.  Contested  elections  for  a  governor  and  lieutenant-governor 
shall  be  determined  by  a  committee  to  Ix*.  selected  from  both  houses 
of  the  general  assembly,  and  formed  and  regulated  in  such  manner  as 
.-hall  h&  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  28.  The  freemen  of  this  commonwealth  (negroes,  mulattoes, 
and  Indians  excepted)  shall  be  armed  and  disciplined  for  its  defence. 
Those  who  conscientiously  scruple  to  bear  arms  shall  not  be  compelled 
to  do  so,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  personal  service. 

Sec-  29.  The  commanding  officers  of  tne  respective  regiments  shall 
appoint   the    regimental    staff;     brigadier-generals,    their    brigade- 
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majors;  major-generals,  their  aids;  and  captains,  the  non-coraniis- 
sioned  officers  of  companies. 

Sec.  30.  A  majority  of  the  field-officers  and  captains  in  each  regi- 
ment shall  nominate  the  commissioned  officers  in  each  companj^,  who 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor:  Provided^  That  no  nomina- 
tion shall  be  made,  unless  two  at  least  of  the  field-officers  are  present; 
and,  when  two  or  more  persons  have  an  equal  and  the  highest  number 
of  votes,  the  field-officer  present,  who  may  be  highest  in  commission, 
shall  decide  the  nomination. 

Sec.  31.  Sheriffs  shall  hereafter  be  appointed  in  the  following  man- 
ner: Allien  time  of  a  sheriff  for  any  county  may  be  about  to  expire, 
the  county  court  for  the  same,  a  majority  of  all  its  justices  being 
present,  shall,  in  the  months  of  September,  October,  or  November, 
next  preceding  thereto,  recommend  to  the  governor  two  proper  per- 
sons to  fill  the  office,  who  are  then  justices  of  the  county  court,  and 
who  shall  in  such  recommendation  pay  a  just  regard  to  seniority  in 
office  and  a  re^lar  rotation.  One  oi  the  persons  so  recommended 
shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor,  ana  shall  hold  his  office  for 
two  years,  if  he  so  long  behave  well,  and  until  a  succe&sor  be  duly 
qualified.  If  the  county  courts  shall  omit,  in  the  months  aforesaid, 
to  make  such  recommendation,  the  governor  shall  then  nominate  and, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  fit  person 
to  fill  such  office. 

Article  IV 

CONCERNING   THE   JUDICIAL   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  judiciary  power  of  this  commonwealth,  both  as  to 
matters  of  law  and  equity,  shall  be  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  which 
shall  be  styled  the  court  of  appeals,  and  in  such  inferior  courts  as  the 
general  assembly  may  from  time  to  time  erect  and  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  court  of  appeals,  except  in  cases  otherwise  directed  l>y 
this  constitution,  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only;  which  shall 
be  coextensive  with  the  State,  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations, 
not  repugnant  to  this  constitution,  as  may  from  time  to  time  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior ;  but  for  any  reasonable  cause, 
which  shall  not  be  sumcient  ground  of  impeachment,  the  governor 
shall  remove  any  of  them  on  the  addrass  of  two-thirds  of  each  house 
of  the  ^neral  assembly:  Provided^  howei'er^  That  the  cause  or  causes 
for  which  such  removal  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at  length  in 
such  address,  and  on  the  journal  of  each  house.  They  shall  at  stated 
times  receive  for  their  services  an  adequate  compensation  to  be  fixed 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  judges  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  be  conservators  of 
the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be 
"  The  commonwealth  of  Kentucky."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  car- 
ried on  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  commonwealth  of 
Kentucky,  and  conclude,  "  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same.'' 

Sec.  5.  There  shall  be  established  in  each  county  now,  or  which  may 
hereafter  be  erected,  within  this  commonwealth  a  county  court. 

Sec.  6.  A  competent  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  each  county;    they  shall  be  commissioned  during  goocl

Wiavior,  but  may  be  removed  on  conviction  of  misbehavior  in  office, 
ur  of  any  infamous  crime,  or  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  each 
house  of  the  general  assembly:  Provided^  however^  That  the  cause  or 
causes  for  which  such  removal  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at 
length  in  such  address,  on  the  journal  of  each  house. 

Seg.  7.  The  number  of  the  justices  of  the  p)eace  to  which  the  several 
counties  in  this  commonwealth  now  established,  or  which  mav  here- 
after be  established,  ought  to  be  entitled,  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be 
regulated  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  Ti\Tien  a  surveyor,  coroner,  or  justice  of  the  peace  shall  be 
needed  in  any  county,  the  county  court  for  the  same,  a  majority  of  all 
its  justices  concurring  therein,  shall  recommend  to  the  governor  two 
l)roper  persons  to  fill  the  office,  one  of  whom  he  shall  appoint  thereto : 
Proinded^  however^  That  if  the  county  court  shall  foB  twelve  months 
omit  to  make  such  recommendation,  after  being  requested  by  the  gov- 
ernor to  recommend  proper  persons,  he  shall  then  nominate  and,  by 
and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  appoint  a  fit  person  to 
fill  such  office. 

Sec.  9.  ^Vhen  a  new  county  shall  be  erected,  a  competent  number  of 
justices  of  the  peace,  a  sheriff,  and  coroner  therefor,  shall  be  recom- 
mended to  the  governor  by  a  majority  of  all  the  members  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  from  the  senatorial  district  or  districts  in  which 
the  county  is  situated ;  and  if  either  of  the  persons  thus  recommended 
shall  be  rejected  by  the  governor  or  the  senate,  another  person  shall 
immediately  be  recommended  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  Each  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  during  good  behavior ;  but  no  person  shall  be  appointed  clerk, 
only  jrro  tempore^  who  shall  not  produce  to  the  court  appointing  him 
a  certificate  irom  a  majority  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  that 
he  had  been  examined  by  their  clerk,  in  their  presence  and  under  their 
direction,  and  that  they  judge  him  to  be  well  qualified  to  execute  the 
office  of  clerk  of  any  courX  oi  the  same  dignity  with  that  for  w^hich  he 
otFers  himself.  They  shall  be  removable  for  breach  of  good  behavior, 
by  the  court  of  appeal  only,  who  shall  be  judges  of  the  tact  as  well  as 
of  the  law.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  must  concur  in  the 
sentence. 

Sec.  11.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky,  and  sealed  with  the  State  seal,  and  signed 
by  the  governor. 

Sec.  12.  The  state  treasurer,  and  printer  or  printers  for  the  com- 
monwealth, shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the  joint  vote  of  lK)th 
houses  of  the  general  assembly:  Promded^  That  during  the  recess  of 
the  same  the  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may 
happen  in  either  of  the  said  offices. 

Article  V 

CONCERNING    IMPEACHMENTS 

Section  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeaching. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate.  Wlien  sit- 
tbg  for  that  purpose,  the  senators  shall  be  upon. oath  or  affirmation. 
No  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
tlie  members  present. 
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Sec.  3.  The  governor  and  all  civil  officers  shall  be  liable  to  impeach- 
ment for  any  misdemeanor  in  office;  but  judgment,  in  such  cases, 
shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office  and  disqualifica- 
tion to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  common- 
wealth ;  but  the  party  convicted  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  and  sub- 
ject to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment,  according  to  law. 

Artic^i.k  VI 

,    GENERAL   PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  officers,  execu- 
tive and  judicial,  before  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  "  I  do 
solemnly  swear  [or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be]  that  I  will  be  faithful 
and  true  to  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky  so  long  as  I  continue  a 
citizen  thereof,  and  that  I  will  faithfullv  execute,  to  the  best  of  my 
abilities,  the  office  of ,  according  to  law." 

Sec.  2.  Treason  against  the  commonwealth  shall  consist  only  in 
levving  war  against  it  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort.  No  person  shall  lx»  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confession 
in  oi)en  court. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  serving  as  a  gov- 
ernor, lieutenant-governor,  senator,  or  representative,  for  the  term 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  who  snail  be  convicted  of  having 
given  or  offered  anv  bribe  or  treat  to  procure  his  election. 

Sec.  4.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office  and  from  suffrage 
those  who  shall  thereafter  be  convicted  of  briberv,  perjury,  forgery, 
or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors.  The  privilege  or  free  suffrage 
shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections,  and  prohibiting, 
under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  thereon  from  power, 
bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  practices. 

Sec.  5.  No  money  shall  he  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  pursu- 
ance of  appropriations  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropriations  of 
money  for  the  support  of  an  army  be  made  for  a  longer  time  than 
one  year;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be  published  annually. 

Sec.  C.  The  general  assembly  shall  direct  by  law  in  what  manner 
and  in  what  courts  suits  may  be  brought  against  the  commonwealth. 

Sec.  7.  The  manner  of  administering  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall 
l)e  such  as  is  most  consistent  with  the  conscience  of  the  deponent,  and 
shall  be  esteemed  by  the  general  assembly  the  most  solemn  appeal 
to  God. 

Sec.  8.  All  laws  which,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  ninety-two,  were  in  force  m  the  State  of  Virginia,  and 
which  are  of  a  general  nature,  and  not  local  to  that  State,  and  not 
repugnant  to  this  constitution,  nor  to  the  laws  which  have  been 
enacted  by  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  in  force 
within  this  State,  until  they  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the  general 
assembly. 

Sep.  9.  The  compact  with  the  State  of  Virginia,  subject  to  such 
alterations  as  may  be  made  therein,  agreeably  to  the  mode  prescribed 
by  the  said  compact,  shall  be  considered  as  part  of  this  constitution. 
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Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assemoiy  to  pass  such 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  decide  differences  by  arbi- 
trators, to  be  appointed  by  the  parties  who  may  choose  that  summary 
mode  of  adjustment. 

Sec.  11.  All  civil  officers  for  the  commonwealth  at  large  shall  reside 
within  the  State,  and  all  district,  county,  or  town  officers  within  their 
respective  districts,  counties,  or  towns,  (trustees  of  towns  excepted,) 
and  shall  keep  their  resf)ective  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be 
required  bv  law;  and  all  militia  officers  shall  reside  in  the  bounds 
of  the  division,  brigade,  regiment,  battalion,  or  company  to  which 
they  may  severally  belong. 

^  Sk.  12.  The  attorney-general,  and  other  attorneys  for  this  com- 
monwealth who  receive  a  fixed  annual  salarv  from  the  public  treas- 
ury, judges,  and  clerks  of  courts,  justices  or  the  peace,  surveyors  of 
lands,  and  all  commissioned  militia  officers  shall  hold  their  respective 
offices  during  good  behavior  and  the  continuance  of  their  respective 
courts,  under  the  exceptions  contained  in  this  constitution. 

Sec.  13.  Absence  on  the  business  of  this  State,  or  the  United  States, 
shall  not  forfeit  a  residence  once  obtained,  so  as  to  deprive  any  one 
of  the  right  of  suffrage  or  of  being  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office 
under  this  commonwealth,  under  the  exceptions  contained  m  this 
constitution. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  regulate  by 
law  in  what  cases  and  what  deduction  from  the  salaries  of  public 
officers  shall  be  made  for  neglect  of  duty  in  their  official  capacity. 

Seg.  15.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
and  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary 
for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  16.  In  all  elections  by  the  people,  and  also  by  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives,  jointly  or  separately,  the  votes  shall  be  per- 
sonally and  publicly  given  viva  voce, 

Sfia  17.  No  member  of  Congress  nor  person  holding  or  exercising 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them, 
or  under  any  foreij^  power,  shall  l)e  eligible  as  a  member  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of 
trust  or  pront  under  the  same. 

Sec.  18.  The  general  assembly  shall  direct  by  law  how  persons  who 
now  are,  or  may  hereafter  become,  securities  for  public  officers  may 
be  relieved  or  discharged  on  account  of  such  securityship. 

Article  VII 

CONCERNING  SLAVES 

Section  1.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  laws 
for  the  emancipation  of  slaves  without  the  consent  of  their  owners, 
or  without  paying  their  owners,  previous  to  such  emancipation,  a 
full  equivalent  in  money  for  the  slaves  so  emancipated.  Thoy  shall 
have  no  power  to  prevent  emigrants  to  this  State  from  bringing  with 
them  such  persons  as  are  deemed  slaves  by  the  laws  of  any  of  the 
I  nited  States,  so  long  as  any  person  of  the  same  age  or  description 
shall  be  continued  in  slavery  bv  the  laws  of  this  State.     Thev  shall 

ft  ft'  ft' 

pass  laws  to  permit  the  owners  of  slaves  to  emancipate  them,  saving 
the  rights  of  creditors,  and  preventing  them  from  becoming  a  charge 
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to  any  county  in  this  commonwealth.  Tiiey  shall  have  full  power  to 
prevent  slaves  being  brought  into  this  State  as  merchandise.  They 
shall  have  full  power  to  prevent  any  slaves  being  brought  into  this 
State  who  have  been^  since  the  first  day  of  January,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  or  may  hereafter  be,  imported  into 
any  of  the  United  States  from  a  foreign  country.  And  they  shall 
have  full  power  to  pass  such  laws  as  may  l)e  neceasary  to  oblige  the 
owners  of  slaves  to  treat  them  with  humanity,  to  provide  for  them 
necessary  clothing  and  provision,  to  abstain  from  all  injuries  to  them 
extending  to  life  or  limb,  and  in  case  of  their  neglect  or  refusal  to 
comply  with  the  directions  of  such  laws,  to  have  such  slave  or  slaves 
sold  for  the  benefit  of  their  owner  or  owners. 

Sec.  2.  In  the  prosecution  of  slaves  for  felony,  no  inquest  by  a 
grand  jury  shall  be  necessary,  but  the  proceedings  in  such  prosecu- 
tions shall  be  regulated  by  law,  except  .that  the  general  assembly 
shall  have  no  power  to  deprive  them  or  the  privilege  of  an  impartial 
trial  by  a  petit  jury. 

Article  VIII 

Section  1.  The  seat  of  government  shall  continue  in  the  town  of 
Frankfort,  until  it  shall  be  I'emoved  by  law:  Provided,  howet^er, 
That  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the 
general  assembly  shall  concur  in  the  passage  of  such  law. 

Article  IX 

mode  of  revising  the  constitution 

Section  1,  When  experience  shall  point  out  the  necessity  of  amend- 
ing this  constitution,  and  when  a  majority  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  within  the  first 
twentv  days  of  their  stated  annual  session,  concur  in  passing  a  law, 
specitying  the  alterations  intended  to  be  made,  for  taking  the  sense 
of  the  good  people  of  this  State  as  to  the  necessity  and  expediency  of 
calling  a  convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  sheriffs  and 
other  returning  officers,  at  the  next  general  election  which  shall  \ye 
held  for  representatives  after  the  passage  of  such  law,  to  open  a  poll 
for  and  make  return  to  the  secretary,  for  the  time  being,  of  the 
names  of  all  those  entitled  to  vote  for  representatives  who  have  voted 
for  calling  a  convention;  and  if  thereupon  it  shall  appear  that  a 
majority  of  all  the  citizens  of  this  State  entitled  to  vote  for  repre- 
sentatives have  voted  for  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  shall 
direct  that  a  similar  poll  shall  be  opened  and  taken  for  the  next 
year;  and  if  thereupon  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  all  the 
citizens  of  this  State  entitled  to  vote  for  representatives  have  voted 
for  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session, 
call  a  convention,  to  consist  of  as  many  members  as  there  shall  be  in 
the  house  of  representatives,  and  no  more;  to  be  chosen  in  the  same 
manner  and  proportion,  at  the  same  places  and  at  the  same  time,  that 
representatives  are,  by  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for  I'epresentatives; 
and  to  meet  within  three  months  after  the  said  election  for  the  pur- 
pose of  readopting,  amending,  or  changing  this  constitution.  But 
if  it  sliall  appear,  by  the  vote  of  either  year,  as  aforesaid,  that  a 
majority  of  all  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for  ref)resentatives  did 
not  vote  for  a  convention,  a  convention  shall  not  be  called. 
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Article  X 

That  the  general,  great,  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free 
government  may  be  recognized  and  estaolished,  we  declare : 

Section  1.  That  all  free  men,  when  they  form  a  social  compact, 
are  equal,  and  that  no  man  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive, 
^parate  public  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community  but 
in  consideration  of  public  services. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free  eov- 
i^rnments  are  founded  on  their  authority,  and  instituted  for  their 
peace,  safety,  and  happiness.  For  the  advancement  of  these  ends, 
they  have  at  all  times  an  unalienable  and  indefeasible  right  to  alter, 
reform,  or  abolish  their  government,  in  such  manner  as  they  may 
think  proper. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to  wor- 
ship Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  con- 
sciences; that  no  man  shall  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support 
any  place  of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministry  against  his  con- 
sent; that  no  human  authority  ought,  in  any  case  whatever,  to  control 
or  interfere  with  the  rights  of  conscience;  and  that  no  preference 
shall  ever  be  given  by  law  to  any  religious  societies  or  modes  of 
worship. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  civil  rights,  privileges,  or  capacities  of  any  citi- 
zen shall  in  no  wise  be  diminisned  or  enlarged  on  account  of  his 
religion. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  ancient  mode  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  held  saci-ed, 
and  the  right  thereof  remain  inviolate. 

Sec.  7.  That  printing-presses  shall  be  free  to  everv  person  w^ho 
undertakes  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  legislature  or  any 
branch  of  government,  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  to  restrain  the 
right  thereof.  The  free  communication  of  thoughts  and  opinions  is 
one  of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man,  and  every  citizen  may  freely 
speak,  write,  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse 
of  that  liberty. 

Sec.  8.  In  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  papers  investigating 
the  official  conduct  of  officers  or  men  in  a  public  capacity,  or  where 
the  matter  published  is  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth 
thereof  ma}''  be  given  in  evidence.  And  in  all  indictments  for  libels, 
the  jury  shall  have  a  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under 
the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches: 
and  that  no  warrant  to  search  any  place  or  to  seize  any  person  or 
thing,  shall  issue -without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor 
without  probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  10.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right 
to  be  heard  by;  himself  and  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause 
of  the  accusation  against  him;  to  meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face;  to 
have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  and, 
in  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  a  speedy  public  trial  by 
an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicinage;  that  he  cannot  be  compelled  to  give 
evidence  against  himself,  nor  can  he  be  deprived  of  his  life,  lil)erty, 
or  property,  unless  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of  the 
land.

Sec.  11.  That  no  person  shall,  for  any  indictable  offence,  be  pro- 
ceeded against  criminally  by  inTormation,  except  in  cases  arising  in 
the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service,  in 
time  of  war  or  public  danger,  by  leave  oi  the  court,  for  oppression  or 
misdemeanor  in  office. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall,  for  the  same  offence,  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  his  life  or  limb,  nor  shall  any  man's  property  be  taken 
or  applied  to  public  use  without  the  consent  of  his  representatives, 
and  without  just  compensation  being  previously  made  to  him. 

Sec.  13.  That  all  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  person,  for  any 
injury  done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have 
remedy  by  the  due  course  of  laws,  and  right  and  justice  administered 
without  sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

Sec.  14.  That  no  power  of  •  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised, 
unless  by  the  legislature  or  its  authority. 

Sec.  15.  That  excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  inflicted. 

Sec.  16.  That  all  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  securities, 
unless  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption 
great;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  lx» 
suspended,  unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong 
presumption  of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison  after  deliv- 
ering up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  18.  That  no  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  con- 
tracts, shall  be  made. 

Sec.  19.  That  no  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by 
the  legislature. 

Sec.  20.  That  no  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  nor, 
except  during  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to  the  com- 
monwealth. 

Sec.  21.  That  the  estates  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy  their 
own  lives  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  case  of  natural  death;  and  if 
any  person  shall  be  killed  by  casiialty,  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  by 
reason  thereof. 

Sec.  22.  That  the  citizens  have  a  right  in  a  peaceable  manner  to 
nssemble  together  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  those 
invested  with  the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  grievances,  or 
other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  rights  of  the  citizens  to  bear  arms  in  defence  of 
themselves  and  the  State  shall  not  be  questioned. 

Se(\  24.  That  no  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  kept  up, 
without  the  consent  of  the  legislature;  and  the  nlilitary  shall,  in  all 
cases  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  25.  That  oio  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  but  in  a 
manner  to  l>e  prescribed  bv  law. 

Sec.  2f).  That  the  legislature  shall  not  grant  any  title  of  nobility 
or  hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office  the  appointment  to 
which  shall  be  for  a  longer  term  than  during  good  behavior. 

Sec.  27.  That  emigration  from  this  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 
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Sec.  28.  To  guard  against  transgressions  of  the  high  powers  which 
we  have  delegated,  we  declare  that  everything  in  this  article  is 
excepted  out  of  the  general  powers  of  government,  and  shall  forever 
remain  inviolate;  and  that  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or  contrary  to 
this  constitution,  shall  be  void. 

SCHEDUI£ 

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  alterations  and  amend- 
ments made  in  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth,  and  in  order 
to  carry  the  same  into  complete  operation,  it  is  hereby  declared  and 
ordained : 

Section  1.  That  all  laws  of  this  commonwealth  in  force  at  the 
time  of  making  the  said  alterations  and  amendments,  and  not  incon- 
sistent therewith,  and  all  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims,  and 
contracts,  as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies-corporate,  shall  continue 
as  if  the  said  alterations  and  amendments  had  not  been  made. 

Sec.  2.  That  all  officers  now  filling  any  office  or  appointment  shall 
continue  in  the  exercise  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  or 
appointments  for  the  terms  therein  expressed,  unless  by  this  consti- 
tution it  is  otherwise  directed. 

Sec.  3.  The  oaths  of  office  herein  directed  to  be  taken  may  be 
administered  by  any  justice  of  the  peace  until  the  legislature  shall 
otherwise  direct.  ♦ 

Sec.  4.  The  general  assembly,  to  be  held  in  November  next,  shall 
apportion  the  representatives  and  senators,  and  lay  off  the  State  into 
senatorial  districts  conformable  to  the  regulations  prescribed  by  this 
c^onstitution.  In  fixing  those  apportionments,  and  in  establishing 
those  districts,  they  shall  take  for  their  guide  the  enumeration 
directed  by  law  to  l>e  made  in  the  present  year  by  the  commissioners 
of  the  tax,  and  the  apportionments  thus  made  shall  remain  unaltered 
untirthe  end  of  the  stated  annual  session  of  the  general  assembly  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  three. 

Sec.  5.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  change 
made  by  this  constitution  in  the  time  of  holding  the  general  election, 
it  is  hereby  ordained  that  the  first  election  for  governor,  lieutenant- 
governor,  and  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  in  May,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred.  The  i3er- 
sons  then  elected  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  several  terms  of 
service  prescribed  by  this  constitution,  and  until  the  next  general 
election  which  shall  be  held  after  their  said  terms  shall  have  respect- 
ively expired.  The  returns  for  the  said  first  election  of  governor  and 
lieutenant-governor  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  within  fifteen  days 
from  the  day  of  election,  who  shall,  as  soon  as  may  l>e,  examine  and 
count  the  same  in  the  presence  of  at  least  two  judges  of  the  court  of 
appeals  or  district  courts,  and  shall  declare  who  are  the  persons 
therebv  duly  elected,  and  give  them  official  notice  of  their  election; 
and  ii  any  person  shall  be  equal  and  highest  on  the  poll,  the  said 
judges  and  secretary  shall  determine  the  election  by  lot. 

Sec.  6.  This  constitution,  except  so  much  thereof  as  is  therein 
otherwise  directed,  shall  not  be  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  June,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred;  on  which  day  the  whole  thereof  shall 
take  full  and  complete  effect. 
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Done  in  convention,  at  Frankfort,  the  seventeenth  day  of  August, 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-nine,  and  of  the  Independ- 
ence of  the  United  States  of  America  the  twenty- fourth.

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Kentucky  in 
convention  assembled,  to  secure  to  all  the  citizens  thereof  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  rights  of  life,  liberty,  and  property,  and  of  pursuing  hap- 
piness, do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution  for  its  government : 

Article  I 

CONCERNING  THE  DISTRIBUTION  OF  THE  POWERS  OF  GOVERNMENT 

Section  1.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Ken- 
tucky shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of 
them  be  confided  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to  wit,  those  which 
are  legislative  to  one,  those  which  are  executive  to  another,  and  those 
which  are  judiciary  to  another. 

Sec.  2.  No  person,  or  collection  of  persons,  being  of  one  of  those 
departments,  shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either 
of  the  others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or 
permitted. 

Article  II 

CONCERNING    THE   LEGISLATIVE    DEPARTMENT 

.  Section  1.  The  legislative  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  house  of  rep- 
resentatives and  senate,  which  together  shall  be  styled  "  The  General 
Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky." 

Sec  2.  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  continue 
in  service  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  general  elec- 
tion, and  no  longer. 

Sec  3.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in 
August  in  every  second  year,  and  the  mode  of  holding  the  elections 
shall  be  regulated  by  law. 

Sec  4.  >«o  person  shall  be  a  representative  who,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  has  not  attained  the  age 
of  twenty-four  years,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  this  State  two  years 
next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  vear  thereof  in  the  county, 
preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  county,  town, 
or  city  for  which  he  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  5.  The  general  assembly  shall  divide  each  county  of  this  com- 
monwealth into  convenient  election-precincts,  or  may  delegate  power

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to  do  so  to  such  county  authorities  as  may  be  designated  by  law ;  and 
elections  for  representatives  for  the  several  counties  shall  be  held  at 

.the  places  of  holding  their  respective  courts,  and  in  the  several 
election-precincts  into  which  the  counties  may  be  divided:  Protndedj 
That  when  it  shall  appear  to  the  general  assembly  that  any  city  or  • 
town  hath  a  number  ox  qualified  voters  equal  to  the  ratio  then  fixed, 
such  city  or  town  shall  be  invested  with  the  privilege  of  a  separate 
representation,  in  either  or  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly, 
which  shall  be  retained  so  long  as  such  city  or  town  shall  contain  a 
number  of  qualified  voters  equal  to  the  ratio  which  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  fixed  by  law;  and,  thereafter,  elections  for  the  county  in 
which  such  city  or  town  is  situated  shall  not  be  held  therein ;  but  such 
city  or  town  snail  not  be  entitled  to  a  separate  representation,  unless 
such  county,  after  the  separation,  shall  also  be  entitled  to  one  or  more 
representatives.  That  whenever  a  city  or  town  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
separate  representation  in  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and 
bv  its  numbers  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  one  representative,  such 
city  or  town  shall  be  divided,  by  squares  which  are  contiguous,  so  as  to 
make  the  most  compact  form,  into  representative  districts,  as  nearly 
equal  as  may  be,  equal  to  the  number  of  representatives  to  which  such 
city  or  town  may  oe  entitled ;  and  one  representative  shall  be  elected 
from  each  district.  In  like  manner  shall  said  city  or  town  be  divided 
into  senatorial  districts,  when  by  the  apportionment  more  than  one 
senator  shall  be  allotted  to  such  city  or  town,  and  a  senator  shall  be 
elected  from  each  senatorial  district;  but  no  ward  or  municipal 
division  shall  be  divided  by  such  division  of  senatorial  or  representa- 
tive districts,  unless  it  be  necessary  to  equalize  the  elective,  senatorial, 
or  representative  districts. 

Sec.  6.  Representation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  in  this  com- 
monwealth, and  shall  be  forever  regulated  and  ascertained  by  the 
number  of  qualified  voters  therein.  In  the  year  1850,  again  in  the 
year  1857,  and  every  eighth  year  thereafter,  an  enumeration  of  all  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  State  shall  be  made;  and,  to  secure  uniformity ' 
and  equality  of  representation,  the  State  is  hereby  laid  off  into  ten 
districts.  The  first  district  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of 
Fulton,  Hickman,  Ballard,  McCracken,  Graves,  Calloway,  Marshall, 
Livingston,*  Crittenden,  Union,  Hopkins,  Caldwell,  and  Trigg.  The 
second  district  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of  Christian,  Muh- 
lenburg,  Henderson,  Daviess,  Hancock,  Ohio,  Breckinridge,  Meade, 
Grayson,  Butler,  and  Edmonson.  The  third  district  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  counties  of  Todd,  Logan,  Simpson,  Warren,  Allen, 
Monroe,  Barren,  and  Hart.  The  fourth  district  shall  be  composed 
of  the  counties  of  Cumberland,  Adair,  Green,  Taylor,  Clinton,  Rus- 
sell, Wayne,  Pulaski,  Casey,  Boyle,  and  Lincoln.  The  fifth  district 
shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  oi  Harden,  Larue,  Bullitt,  Spencer, 

.  Nelson,  Washington,  Marion,  Mercer,  and  Anderson.  The  sixth  dis- 
trict shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of  Garrard,  Madison,  Estill, 
Owsley,  Rockcastle,  Laurel,  Clay,  AATiitley,  Knox,  Harlan,  Perry, 
Letcher,  Pike,  Floyd,  and  Johnson.  The  seventli  district  shall  be 
composed  of  the  counties  of  Jefferson,  Oldham",  Trimble,  Carroll, 
Henry,  and  Shelby,  and  the  city  of  Louisville.  The  eighth  district 
shall  \ye  composed  of  the  counties  of  Bourbon,  Fayette,  Scott,  Owen, 
Franklin,  Woodford,  and  Jessamine.  The  ninth  district  shall  l)e 
composed  of  the  counties  of  Clarke,  Bath,  Montgomery,  Fleming, 
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Lewis,  Greenup,  Carter,  Lawrence,  Morgan,  and  Breathitt.  The 
tenth  district  shall  be  composed  of  the  counties  of  Mason,  Brackeiu 
Nicholas,  Harrison,  Pendleton,  Campbell,  Grant,  Kenton,  Boone,  and 
Gallatin.  The  number  of  representatives  shall,  at  the  several  s!e>- 
pions  of  the  general  assembly  next  after  the  making  of  the  enumera- 
tions, be  apportioned  among  the  ten  several  districts  according  to  the 
number  of  qualified  voters  in  each ;  and  the  representatives  shall  be 
apportioned,  as  near  as  may  be,  among  the  counties,  towns,  and  cities 
in  each  district;  and  in  making  such  apportionment  the  following 
rules  shall  govern,  to  wit :  Every  county,  town,  or  city,  having  the 
ratio,  shall  nave  one  representative;  if  double  the  ratio,  two  repre- 
sentatives, and  so  on.  Jsext,  the  counties,  towns,  or  cities  having  one 
or  more  representatives,  and  the  largest  number  of  qualified  voter- 
above  the  ratio,  and  counties  having  the  largest  number  under  the 
ratio,  shall  have  a  representative,  regard  bemg  always  had  to  the 
greatest  number  of  qualified  voters:  Provided,  That  when  a  county 
may  not  have  a  sufficient  number  of  qualified  votei's  to  entitle  it  to 
one  representative,  then  such  county  may  be  joined  to  some  adjawnt 
county  or  counties,  which  counties  shall  send  one  representative. 
Wlien  a  new  county  shall  be  formed  of  territory  belonging  to  more 
than  one  district,  it  shall  form  a  part  of  that  district  having  the 
least  number  of  qualified  voters. 

Sec.  7.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  its  speaker  and 
other  officers. 

Sec.  8.  Every  free  white  male  citizen  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  who  has  resided  in  the  State  two  years,  or  in  the  county,  town, 
or  city  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  one  year,  next  preceding  the  election, 
shall  be  a  voter;  but  such  voter  shall  have  been  for  sixty  days  next 
preceding  the  election  a  resident  of  the  precinct  in  which  he  offers  to 
vote,  and  he  shall  vote  in  said  precinct,  and  not  elsewhere. 

Sec.  9.  Voters,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety 
of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance 
at,  going  to,  and  returning  from  elections. 

Sec.  10.  Senators  shall  l)e  chosen  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and 
the  senate  shall  have  power  to  choose  its  officers  biennially. 

Sec.  11.  Senators  and  representatives  shall  be  elected,  under  the 
first  apportionment  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution;  in  the  vear 
1851. 

Sec.  12.  At  the  session  of  the  general  assembly  next  after  the  fir^t 
apportionment  under  this  constitution,  the  sc»nators  shall  be  divichnl 
by  lot,  as  equally  as  may  be,  into  two  classes;  the  seats  of  the  lir^t 
class  shall  be  vacated  at  the  end  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  elec- 
tion, and  those  of  the  second  class  at  the  end  of  four  years,  so  that 
one-half  shall  be  chosen  everv  two  vears. 

Sec.  13.  The  number  of  representatives  shall  be  one  hundred,  ami 
the  number  of  senators  thirty-eight. 

Sec.  14.  At  every  apportionment  of  representation,  the  State  shall 
be  laid  off  into  thirty-eight  senatorial  clistricts,  which  shall  be  so 
formed  as  to  contain,  as  near  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  of  qualified 
voters,  and  so  that  no  county  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a 
senatorial  district,  except  such  county  shall  lie  entitled,  under  the 
enumeration,  to  two  or  more  senators;  and  where  two  or  more  coun- 
ties compose  a  district  they  shall  be  adjoining. 
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Sec.  15.  One  senator  for  eacli  district  shall  be  elected  by  the  qiiali- 
fieJ  voters  therein,  who  shall  vote  in  the  precincts  where  they  reside, 
at  the  places  where  elections  are  by  law  directed  to  be  held. 

Sec.  16.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who,  at  the  time  of  his  elec- 
tion, is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  has  not  attained  the  age  of 
thirty  years,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  this  State  six  years  next  pre- 
( eding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  district  for  which 
lie  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  17.  The  election  for  senators,  next  after  the  first  apportion- 
ment under  this  constitution,  shall  be  general  throughout  tlie  State, 
and  at  the  same  time  that  the  election  for  representatives  is  held,  and 
thereafter  there  shall  be  a  biennial  election  for  senators  to  fill  the 
places  of  those  whose  term  of  service  may  have  expired. 

Sec.  18.  Tlie  general  assembly  shall  convene  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  again  on  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  1851,  and  on  the  same  day  of  every  second 
year  thereafter,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by  law,  and  their 
sessions  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Sec.  19.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  membei-s  of  each  house  of 
the  general  assembly  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a 
-mailer  numl)er  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  l)e  author- 
ized by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such  man- 
ner and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  therebj\ 

Sec.  20.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualifications,  elections,  and  returns  of  its  members;  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed 
i)V  law. 

Sec.  21.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  l)ehavior, 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
.H*cond  time  for  the  same  cause. 

Sec.  22.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  keep  and  publish, 
weekly,  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  tlie  yeas  and  nays  of  the 
members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be 
entered  on  their  journal. 

Sec.  23.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  general  assembly, 
.^hall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
(lavs,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  he  sitting. 

Sec.  24.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  severally 
receive  from  the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
which  shall  be  three  dollars  a  5ay  during  their  attendance  on,  and 
twelve  and  a  half  cents  per  mile  for  the  necessary  travel  in  going  to, 
and  returning  from,  the  sessions  of  their  respective  houses  :/^Y>r/V/^Y/, 
That  the  same  may  be  increased  or  diminished  by  law ;  but  no  alter- 
ation shall  take  effect  during  the  session  at  which  such  alteration 
shall  be  made;  nor  shall  a  session  of  the  general  assembly  continue 
l)evond  sixty  days,  except  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  memlxn-s 
elected  to  each  house,  but  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  first  session  held 
under  this  constitution. 

Sec.  25.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  in  all  cases 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  l)e  privileged 
from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective 
houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same;   and  for  any 
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speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place. 

Sec.  26.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  commonwealth,  which 
shall  have  been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been 
increased,  during  the  said  term,  except  to  such  offices  or  appointments 
as  may  be  filled  oy  the  election  of  the  people. 

Sec.  27.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
clergyman,  priest,  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion,  society,  or 
sect,  nor  while  he  holds  or  exercises  any  office  of  profit  under  tliis 
commonwealth,  or  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  shall 
be  eligible  to  tne  general  assembly,  except  attorneys  at  law,  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  militia  officers:  Provided^  That  attomej^s  for  the 
commonwealth,  who  receive  a  fixed  annual  salary,  shall  be  ineligible. 

Sec.  28.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of 
taxes  or  public  moneys  for  the  State,  or  the  assistant  or  deputy  of 
such  collector,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly  unless  ne  shall 
have  obtained  a  Quietus,  six  months  before  the  election,  for  the 
amount  of  such  collection,  and  for  all  public  moneys  for  which  he 
may  have  been  responsible. 

Sec.  29.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until,  on  three  several 
days,  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  free 
discussion  allowed  thereon,  unless,  in  cases  of  urgency,  four-fifths  of 
the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  depending  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
dispense  with  this  rule. 

Sec.  30.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house  of 
representatives,  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in  other 
bills :  Provided^  That  thev  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter,  under 
color  of  amendment,  w^hicK  does  not  relate  to  raising  revenue. 

Sec.  31.  The  general  assembly  shall  regulate  by  law  by  whom  and 
in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Sec.  32.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  grant  divorces, 
to  change  the  names  of  individuals,  or  direct  the  sales  of  estates 
belonging  to  infants  or  other  persons  laboring  under  legal  disabilities 
by  special  legislation ;  but  by  general  laws  shall  confer  such  powers 
on  the  courts  of  justice. 

Sec.  33.  The  credit  of  this  commonwealth  shall  never  be  given  or 
loaned  in  aid  of  any  person,  association,  municipality,  or  corporation. 

Sec.  34.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  laws  to 
diminish  the  resources  of  the  sinking  fund,  as  now  established  by  law, 
until  the  debt  of  the  State  be  paia,  but  may  pass  laws  to  increase 
them ;  and  the  whole  resources  of  said  fund,  Jrom  year  to  year,  shall 
be  sacredly  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  of  the  State  debt,  and  to  no  other  use  or  purpose,  until  the 
whole  debt  of  the  State  is  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 

Sec.  35.  The  general  assembly  may  contract  debts  to  meet  casual 
deficits  or  failures  in  the  revenue;  but  such  debts,  direct  or  contin- 
gent, singly  or  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  five  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars;  and  the  moneys  arising  from  loans  creating 
such  debts  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  they  were 
obtained  or  to  repay  such  debts:  Prooided^  That  the  State  may  con- 
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tract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  insurrection,  or,  if  hostilities 
are  threatened,  provide  for  the  puolic  defence. 

Sec.  36.  No  act  of  the  ^neral  assembly  shall  authorize  any  debt  to 
be  contracted  on  behalf  of  the  commonwealth,  except  for  the  purposes 
mentioned  in  the  thirty-fifth  section  of  this  article,  unless  provision  be 
made  therein  to  lay  and  collect  an  annual  tax  sufficient  to  pay  the 
interest  stipulated,  and  to  discharge  the  debt  within  thirty  years;  nor 
shall  such  act  take  effect  until  it  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the 
people  at  a  general  election,  and  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  all 
the  votes  cast  for  or  against  it :  Provided^  That  the  general  assembly 
may  contract  debts,  by  borrowing  money  to  pay  any  part  of  the  debt 
of  the  State,  without  submission  to  the  people,  and  without  making 
provision  in  the  act  authorizing  the  same  for  a  tax  to  discharge  the 
debt  so  contracted,  or  the  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  37.  No  law  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  shall  relate  to 
more  than  one  subject,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Sec.  38.  The  general  assembly  shall  not  change  the  venue  in  any 
criminal  or  penal  prosecution,  but  shall  provide  for  the  same  by  gen- 
eral laws. 

Sect.  39.  The  general  assembly  may  pass  laws  authorizing  writs  of 
error  iji  criminal  or  penal  cases,  and  regulating  the  right- of  challenge 
of  jurors  therein. 

Sec.  40.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  any  act 
or  resolution  for  the  appropriation  of  any  money,  or  the  creation  of 
any  debt,  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  at  any  one  time, 
unless  the  same,  on  its  final  passage,  shall  be  voted  for  by  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  then  elected  to  each  branch  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, and  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon  entered  on  the  journal. 

Article  III 

concerning  the  executive  department 

Section  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  be  vested  in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  governor 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years,  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  State,  at  the  time  when  and  places  where 
they  shall  respectively  vote  for  representatives.  The  person  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  governor;  but  it  two  or  more 
shall  he  equal  and  highest  in  votes,  the  election  shall  be  determined 
by  lot,  in  such  manner  as  the  general  assembly  may  direct. 

Sec.  3.  The  governor  shall  be  ineligible  lor  the  succeeding  four 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty-five  years  of  age,  and  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  have  been  an  mhabitant  of  this  State  at 
least  six  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Sec.  5.  He  shall  commence  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office 
on  the  fifth  Tuesday  succeeding  the  day  of  the  general  election  on 
which  he  shall  have  been  chosen,  and  shall  continue  in  the  execution 
thereof  until  his  successor  shall  have  taken  the  oath  or  affirmation 
prescribed  by  this  constitution. 
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Sec.  6.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office  unider 
the  United  States,  or  minister  of  any  religious  society,  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  governor. 

Sec.  7.  The  governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
this  commonwealth,  and  of  the  militia  thereof,  except  when  they  shall 
be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States ;  but  he  shall  not  com- 
mand personally  in  the  field,  unless  advised  so  to  do  by  a  resolution 
of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may  occur,  by 
granting  /commissions,  which  shall  expire  when  such  vacancies  shall 
have  been  filled  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  grant 
reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment.  In  cases  of 
treason,  he  shall  have  power  to  ffrant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the 
next  session  of  the  general  assembly,  in  which  the  power  of  pardoning 
shall  be  vested ;  but  he  shall  have  no  power  to  remit  the  fees  of  tho 
clerk,  sheriff,  or  commonwealth's  attorney  in  penal  or  criminal  cases. 

Sec.  11.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  general  assembly 
information  of  the  state  of  the  commonwealth,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  13.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  general 
assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place  if  that 
should  have  become,  since  their  last  adjournment,  dangerous  from 
an  enemy,  or  from  contagious  disorders ;  and  in  case  of  disagreement 
between  the  two  houses,  with  respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he 
may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  exceed- 
ing four  months. 

Sec.  14.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  15.  A  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  chosen  at  every  regular 
election  of  governor,  in  the  same  manner,  to  continue  in  office  for  the 
same  time,  and  possess  the  same  qualifications,  as  the  governor.  In 
voting  for  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  the  electors  shall  state 
for  whom  they  vote  as  governor  and  for  w^hom  as  lieutenant-governor. 

Sec.  16.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  speaker  of  the  senate, 
have  a  right,  when  in  committee  of  the  whole,  to  debate  and  vote  on 
all  subjects,  and,  when  the  senate  are  equally  divided,  to  give  the 
casting  vote. 

Sec.  17.  Should  the  governor  be  impeached,  removed  from  office, 
die,  refuse  to  qualify,  resign,  or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  lieu- 
tenant-governor shall  exercise  all  the  power  and  authority  appertain- 
ing to  tlie  office  of  governor,  until  another  be  duly  elected  and  <juali- 
fied,  or  the  governor  absent  or  impeached  shall  return  or  be  acquitted. 

Sec.  18.  Whenever  the  government  shall  be  administered  by  the 
lieutenant-governor,  or  he  shall  fail  to  attend  as  speaker  of  the  senate, 
the  senators  shall  elect  one  of  their  own  members  as  speaker  for  that 
occasion.  And  if,  during  the  vacancy  of  the  office  or  governor,  the 
lieutenant-governor  shall  be  impeached,  removed  from  office,  refuse 
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to  qualify,  resign,  die,  or  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  speaker  of  the 
senate  shall,  in  like  manner,  administer  the  jgovernment:  Provided^ 
That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  governor,  before 
the  first  two  vears  of  the  term  shall  have  expired,  a  new  election  for 
governor  shall  take  place  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  19.  The  lieutenant-governor,  or  speaker  vro  tempore  of  the 
senate,  while  he  acts  as  speaker  of  the  senate,  snail  receive  for  his 
services  the  same  compensation  which  shall,  for  the  same  period,  be 
allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  no  more; 
and  during  the  time  he  administers  the  government,  as  governor,  shall 
receive  the  same  compensation  which  the  governor  would  have 
received  had  he  been  employed  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  20.  If  the  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  called  upon  to  admin- 
ister the  government,  and  shall,  while  in  such  administration,  resign, 
die,  or  be  absent  from  the  State  during  the  recess  of  the  general 
assembly,  it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  secretary  of  state,  for  the  time 
l)eing,  to  convene  the  senate  K)r  the  purpose  oi  choosing  a  speaker. 

Sec.  21.  The  governor  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  me  senate,  appoint  a  secretary  of  state,  who  shall  be 
commissioned  during  the  term  for  which  the  governor  was  elected, 
if  he  shall  so  long  behave  himself  well.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  register, 
and  attest  all  the  official  acts  of  the  governor,  and  shall,  when  required, 
lay  the  same,  and  all  papers,  minutes,  and  vouchers  relative  thereto, 
before  either  house  of  the  general  assembly ;  and  shall  perform  such 
other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  law. 

Sec.  22.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both,  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  but  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it 
originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the 
bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which 
it  shall  likewise  be  considered,  and,  if  approved  by  a  majority  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  be  a  law;  but  in  such 
cases,  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays, 
and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall 
be  entered  upon  the  journals  of  each  nouse  respectivelv.  If  any  bill 
nhall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law, 
in  like  manner  as  if  he  had  si^ed  it,  unless  the  general  assembly, 
by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  be 
a  law,  unless  sent  back  within  three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

Sec.  23.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  in  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  and  before  it  shall  take  effect  be 
approved  by  him;  or,  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassc^d  by  a 
majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses,  according  to  the 
rules  and  limitations  prescribed  in  case  of  a  bill. 

Sec.  24.  Contested  elections  for  governor  and  lieutenant-governor 
shall  be  determined  by  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly,  according 
to  such  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  law. 

Sec.  25.  A  treasurer  snail  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the 
State,  for  the  term  of  two  years;  and  an  auditor  of  public  accounts, 
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register  of  the  land-office,  and  attorney-general  for  the  term  of  four 
years.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  these  officers  shall  b<^  pre- 
scribed by  law:  Proinded^yYiKt  inferior  State  officers,  not  specially 
provided  for  in  this  constitution,  may  be  appointed  or  elected,  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
four  years. 

Sec.  26.  The  first  election  under  this  constitution  for  governor, 
lieutenant-ffovernor,  treasurer,  auditor  of  public  acocunts,  register  of 
the  land-omce,  and  attorney -general  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  in  the  year  1851.

Article  IV 

CONCERNING  THE  JUDICIAL  DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  commonwealth,  both  as  to 
matters  of  law  and  equity,  shall  be  vested  in  one  supreme  court,  (to  Ix* 
styled  the  court  of  appeals,)  the  courts  established  by  this  constitu- 
tion, and  such  courts,  inferior  to  the  supreme  court,  as  the  general 
assembly  may,  from  time  to  time,  erect  and  establish. 

concerning  the  court  of  appeals 

Sec.  2.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only, 
which  shall  be  coextensive  with  the  State,  under  such  restrictions  and 
regulations,  not  repugnant  to  this  constitution,  as  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall,  after  their  first 
term,  hold  their  omces  for  eight  years,  irom  and  after  their  ele<;tion, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  qualified,  subject  to  the  con- 
ditions hereinafter  prescribed;  but  for  any  reasonable  cause  the 
governor  shall  remove  any  of  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of 
each  house  of  the  general  assembly:  Provided^  however^  That  the 
cause  or  causes  for  wliich  such  removal  may  be  required  shall  be  stated 
at  length  in  such  address  and  on  the  journal  of  each  house.  They 
shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  their  services  an  adequate  compensa- 
tion, to  be  fixed  by  law,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  the  timo 
for  which  they  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  4.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  consist  of  four  judges,  any  threo 
of  whom  may  constitute  a  court  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
The  general  assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this 
constitution,  shall  dfvide  the  State,  by  counties,  into  lour  districts, 
as  nearly  ec^ual  in  voting  population  and  with  as  convenient  limits 
as  may  be,  in  each  of  which  tne  qualified  voters  shall  elect  one  judge 
of  the  court  of  appeals:  Provided^  That  whenever  a  vacancy  shall 
occur  in  said  court,  from  any  cause,  the  general  assembly  shall  have 
the  power  to  reduce  the  number  of  judges  and  districts;  but  in  no 
event  shall  there  be  less  than  three  judges  and  districts.  Should  a 
change  in  the  number  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  be  made, 
the  term  of  office  and  number  or  districts  shall  be  so  changed  as  to 
preserve  the  principle  of  electing  one  judge  every  two  years. 

Sec.  5.  The  judges  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be 
"  The  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky."    All  prosecutions  shall  be  car- 
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ried  on  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  commonweaUh  of 
Kentucky,  and  conclude  *'  acainst  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Sec.  (>.  The  judges  first  elected  shall  serve  as  follows,  to  wit :  One 
shall  serve  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1852;  one  until  the  fir«^t 
Monday  in  August,  1854 ;  one  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1856, 
?nd  one  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1858.  The  judges,  at  the 
first  term  of  the  court  succeeding  their  election,  shall  determine,  by 
lot,  the  length  of  time  which  each  one  shall  serve;  and  at  the  expini- 
tion  of  the  service  of  each  an  election  in  the  proper  district  shall  tak'5 
place  to  fill  the  vacancy.  The  judge  having  the  shortest  time  to  serve 
>hall  be  styled  the  chief  justice  of  Kentucky. 

Sec.  7.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  said  court  from  any  cause,  the 
governor  shall  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  the  proper  district  to  fill 
such  vacancy  for  the  residue  of  the  term:  Provided^  That  if  the 
unexpired  term  be  less  than  one  year,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a 
judge  to  fill  such  vacancv. 

Sec.  8.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  judge  of  the  court 
of  appeals  who  is  hot  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  resident  of  the 
district  for  which  he  may  be  a  candidate  two  years  next  preceding  his 
('lection,  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  who  has  not  been  a  practis- 
ing lawyer  eight  years,  or  whose  service  upon  the  bench  of  any  court 
of  record,  when  added  to  the  time  he  may  have  practised  law,  shall 
not  be  equal  to  eight  years. 

Sec.  9.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  seat  of 
government,  unless  otherwise  directed  by  law ;  but  the  general  asseiri- 
bly  may,  from  time  to  time,  direct  that  said  court  shall  hold  sessions 
in  any  one  or  more  of  said  districts. 

Sec.  10.  The  first  election  of  the  judges  and  clerks  of  the  court  of 
appeals  shall  take  place  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1851,  and 
thereafter,  in  each  aistrict,  as  a  vacancy  may  occur,  by  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  office ;  and  the  judges  of  the  said  court  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  governor. 

Sec.  11.  There  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  this  State, 
a  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals,  who  shall  hold  his  office,  from  the  first 
t lection,  until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1858,  and  thereafter  for 
the  term  of  eight  years  from  and  after  his  election ;  and  should  the 
general  assembly  provide  for  holding  the  court  of  appeals  in  any  one 
or  more  of  said  districts,  they  shall  also  provide  for  the  election  of 
a  clerk  by  the  qualified  voters  of  such  district,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  eight  years,  possess  the  same  Qualifications,  and  be  subject 
to  removal  m  the  same  manner,  as  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals ; 
but  if  the  general  assembly  shall,  at  its  first  or  any  other  session, 
direct  the  court  of  appeals  to  hold  its  sessions  in  more  than  one  dis- 
trict, a  clerk  shall  be  elected  bv  the  qualified  voters  of  such  district. 
And  the  clerk  first  provided  lor  in  this  section  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  other  district  or  districts.  The  same  prin- 
ciple diall  be  observed  whenever  the  court  shall  be  directed  to  hold 
its  sessions  in  either  of  the  other  districts.  Should  the  number  of 
judges  be  reduced,  the  term  of  the  office  of  clerk  shall  be  six  vears. 

Sec.  12.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  court 
of  appeals,  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  resident  of 
the  State  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  of  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and* have  a  certificate  from  a  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals. 
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or  a  judge  of  a  circuit  court,  that  he  has  been  examined  by  the  clerk 
of  his  court,  under  his  supervision,  and  that  he  is  qualified  for  the 
oflSce  for  which  he  is  a  candidate. 

Sec.  13.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  court 
of  appeals,  the  governor  shall  issue  a  writ  of  election,  and  the  quali- 
fied votere  of  the  State,  or  of  the  district  in  which  the  vacancy  may 
occur,  shall  elect  a  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals,  to  serve  until  the  end 
of  the  term  for  which  such  clerk  was  elected:  Provid^d^  That  when 
a  vacancy  shall  occur  from  any  cause,  or  the  clerk  be  under  charges 
upon  information,  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  have  power 
to  appoint  a  clerk  pro  tempore^  to  perform  the  duties  of  clerk  until 
such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  or  the  clerk  acquitted:  And  proriden 
further^  That  no  writ  of  election  shall  issue  to  fill  a  vacancy  unless 
the  unexpired  term  exceed  one  year. 

Sec.  14.  The  general  assembly  shall  direct,  by  law,  the  mode  and 
manner  of  conducting  and  matcing  due  returns  to  the  secretary  of 
state  of  all  elections  of  the  judges  and  clerk  or  clerks  of  the  court  of 
appeals,  and  of  determining  contested  elections* of  any  of  thesi* 
officers. 

Sec.  15.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  an  additional  judge 
or  judges,  to  constitute,  with  the  remaming  judge  or  judges,  a  si>ecial 
court  tor  the  trial  of  such  cause  or  causes  as  may,  at  any  time,  be 
pending  in  the  court  of  appeals,  on  the  trial  of  wnich  a  majority  of 
the  judges  cannot  sit,  on  account  of  interest  in  the  event  of  the  causv, 
or  on  account  of  their  relationship  to  either  party,  or  when  a  ju(l<re 
may  have  been  employed  in  or  decided  the  cause  in  the  inferior  court. 

CONCERNING  THE   CJIRCUIT  COURTS 

Sec.  16.  A  circuit  court  shall  be  established  in  each  county  now 
existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  erected  in  this  commonwealth. 

Sec.  17.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  court  shall  be  and  remain  as  now 
established,  hereby  giving  to  the  general  assembly  the  power  In 
change  or  alter  it. 

Sec.  18.  The  right  to  appeal  or  sue  out  a  writ  of  error  to  the  court 
of  appeals  shall  remain  as  it  now  exists,  until  altered  by  law,  hereby 
giving  to  the  general  assembly  the  power  to  change,  alter,  or  modify 
said  right. 

Sec  19.  At  the  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution, 
the  general  assembly  shall  divide  the  State  into  twelve  judicial  di.-> 
tricts,  having  due  regard  to  business,  territory,  and  population :  Pro- 
vided^ That  no  county  shall  be  divided. 

Sec.  20.  They  shall,  at  the  same  time  that  the  judicial  districts  are 
laid  off,  direct  elections  to  l>e  held  in  each  district,  to  elect  a  judge  for 
said  district,  and  shall  prescribe  in  what  manner  the  election  shall  l)e 
conducted.  The  first  election  of  judges  of  the  circuit  court  shall  take 
place  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1851 ;  and  afterwards  on  the 
first  Monday  in  August,  1856,  and  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  in 
every  sixth  year  thereafter. 

Sec  21.  All  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  in  each  district,  shall  have  the  ri^ht  to  vote  for  judges. 

Sec  22.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  judge  of  the  circuit  court 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  a  resident  of  the  district  for 
which  he  may  be  a  candidate  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  at 
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least  thirty  yeai-s  of  age,  and  who  has  not  been  a  practising  lawyer 
eight  years,  or  whose  service  upon  the  bench  of  any  court  of  record, 
when  added  to  the  time  he  may  have  practised  law,  shall  not  be  equal 
to  eight  years. 

Sec.  23.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  court  shall,  after  their  first  term, 
hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  day  of  their  elec- 
tion. Tliey  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor,  and  continue  in 
office  until  their  successors  be  qualified,  but  shall  be  removable  from 
office  in  the  same  manner  as  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals;  and 
the  removal  of  a  judge  from  his  district  shall  vacate  his  omce. 

Sec.  24.  The  general  assembly,  if  they  deem  it  necessary,  may 
<  stablish  one  additional  district  every  four  years,  but  the  judicial  dis- 
tricts shall  not  exceed  sixteen,  until  the  population  of  this  State  shall 
exceed  one  million  five  hundred  thousand. 

Sec.  25.  The  judges  of  the  circuit  courts  shall,  at  stated  times, 
i\»ceive  for  their  services  an  adequate  compensation,  to  be  fixed  by 
law,  which  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State,  and 
which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  the  time  for  which  they  were 
elected. 

Sec.  20.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  judge  of  the  circuit 
court,  the  g^ovemor  shall  issue  a  writ  of  election  to  fill  such  vacancy 
for  the  residue  of  the  term :  Provided^  That  if  the  unexpired  term  be 
less  than  one  year,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  judge  to  fill  such 
vacancv. 

Sec.  27.  The  judicial  districts  of  this  State  shall  not  be  changed, 
except  at  the  first  session  after  an  enumeration,  unless  when  a  new 
district  mav  be  established. 

Seg.  28.  'The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  holding  cir- 
cuit courts  when,  from  any  cause,  the  judge  shall  fail  to  attend,  or, 
if  in  attendance,  cannot  properly  preside. 

CONCERNINtS    COl'NTY    COURTS 

Sec  20.  A  county  court  shall  be  established  in  each  county  now 
existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  erected  within  this  conmion- 
wealth,  to  consist  of  a  presiding  judge  and  two  associate  judges,  any 
two  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  court  for  the  transaction  of  business: 
Provided^  The  general  assembly  may  at  any  time  abolish  the  office 
of  tlie  associate  judges,  whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  expedient;  in 
which  event  they  may  associate  with  said  court  any  or  all  of  the  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  30.  The  judges  of  the  county  court  shall  be  elected,  by  the 
qualified  voters  in  each  county,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  their  successors  l)e  duly  qualified,  and  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  as  may  be  provided  by 
law. 

Sec.  31.  The  first  election  of  county-court  judges  shall  take  place 
at  the  same  time  of  the  election  of  judges  of  the  circuit  court.  The 
presiding  judge,  first  elected,  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  first  Mon- 
day in  August,  1854.  The  associate  judges  shall  hold  their  offices 
until  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1852,  and  until  their  successors  be 
qualified;  and  afterwards  elections  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday 
in  August,  in  the  years  in  which  vacancies  regularly  occur, 
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Sec.  32.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  presiding  or 
associate  judge  of  the  county  court,  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  shall  have  been  a  resident 
of  the  county  in  which  he  shall  be  chosen  one  year  next  preceding  the 
election. 

Sec.  33.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  county  court  shall  be  regulated  by 
law ;  and,  until  changed,  shall  be  the  same  now  vested  in  the  county 
courts  of  this  State. 

Sec.  34.  Each  county  in  this  State  shall  be  laid  off  into  districts  of 
convenient  size,  as  the  general  assembly  may  from  time  to  time  direct. 
Two  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  elected  in  each  district,  by  the 
qualified  voters  therein,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  whose  jurisdiction  shall  be  coex- 
tensive with  the  county.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  justice  of 
the  peace  unless  he  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  and  a  resident  of  the  district  in  which  he  may  be  candidate. 

Sec.  35.  Judges  of  the  county  court,  and  justices  of  the  peace,  shall 
be  conservators  of  the  peace.  They  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
governor.  County  and  district  officers  shall  vacate  their  offices  bv 
removal  from  the  district  or  county  in  which  they  shall  be  appointed. 
The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  the  manner  of  conducting 
and  making  due  return  of  all  elections  of  judges  of  the  county  court 
and  justices  of  the  peace,  and  for  determining  contested  elections,  and 
provide  the  mode  of  filling  vacancies  in  these  offices. 

Sec.  36.  Judges  of  the  county  court  and  justices  of  the  peaa\ 
sheriffs,  coroners,  surveyors,  jailers,  county  assessor,  attorney  for 
the  county,  and  constables  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  or  present- 
ment for  malfeasance  or  misfeasance  in  office,  or  wilful  neglect 
in  the  discharge  of  their  official  duties,  in  such  mode  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  subject  to  appeal  to  the  court  of  appeals;  and,  upon 
conviction,  their  offices  shall  become  vacant. 

Sec.  37.  The  general  assembly  may  provide  by  law  that  the  justices 
of  the  peace  in  each  county  shall  sit  at  the  "court  of  claims,  and 
assist  in  laying  the  county  levy  and  making  appropriations  only. 

Sec.  38.  When  any  city  or  town  shall  have  a  separate  repre^entii- 
tion,  such  city  or  town,  and  the  county  in  which  it  is  located,  may 
have  such  separate  municipal  courts  and  executive  and  ministerial 
officers  as  the  general  assemoly  may,  from  time  to  time,  provide. 

Sec.  39.  The  clerks  of  the  court  of  appeals,  circuit  and  county 
courts,  shall  be  removable  from  office  by  the  court  of  appeals,  upon 
information  and  good  cause  shown.  The  court  shall  oe  judgei<  of 
the  fact  as  well  as  the  law.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  must 
concur  in  the  sentence. 

Sec.  40.  The  Louisville  chancery  court  shall  exist  under  this  con- 
stitution, subject  to  repeal,  and  its  jurisdiction  to  enlargement  and 
modification  by  the  general  assembly.  The  chancellor  shall  have  the 
same  qualifications  as  a  circuit-court  judge,  and  the  clerk  of  said  court 
as  a  clerk  of  a  circuit  court,  aixd  the  marshal  of  said  court  as  a 
sheriff;  and  the  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  election,  by 
the  qualified  voters  within^its  jurisdiction,  of  the  chancellor,  clerk, 
and  marshal  of  said  court,  at  the  same  time  that  the  judge  and  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  are  elected  for  the  county  of  Jefferson,  and  they 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  same  time,  and  shall  be  removable  in

the  same  manner:  Provided^  That  the  marshal  of  said  court  shall  be 
ineligible  for  the  succeeding  term. 

Sec.  41.  The  city  court  of  Louisville,  the  Lexington  citv  court,  and 
all  other  police-courts  established  in  any  city  or  town,  shall  remain, 
until  otherwise  directed  by  law,  with  their  present  powers  and  juris- 
dictions; and  the  judges,  clerks,  and  marsnals  of  such  courts  shall 
have  the  same  qualifications,  and  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  such  cities  or  towns  at  the  same  time,  and  in  the  same 
manner,  and  hold  their  offices  for  the  same  term,  as  county  judges, 
clerks,  and  sheriffs,  respectively,  and  shall  be  liable  to  removal  in  the 
siinie  manner.  The  general  assembly  may  vest  judicial  powers,  for 
iwlice  purposes,  in  mayors  of  cities,  police  judges,  and  trustees  of 

town.s. 

Articlk  V 

CONCERNING   IMPEACH MENTH 

Section  1.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  the  sole  j)Ower 
of  inii>eachment. 

Sec.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate.  Wlien 
silting  for  that  purpose,  the  senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion. No  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  3.  The  governor  and  all  civil  officers  shall  be  liable  to  impeach- 
ment for  any  misdemeanor  in  office;  but  judgment  in  such  cases  shall 
not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disqualification 
to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  commonwealth; 
hut  the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  and  liable  to 
indictment,  trial,  and  punishment  by  law. 

Article  VI 

CONCERNINCJ   EXECT7TIVE  AND   MINISTERIAL  OFFICERS   FOR   COITNTIES   AND 

DISTRICTS 

Section  1.  A  commonwealth's  attorney  for  each  judicial  district, 
and  a  circuit-court  clerk  for  each  county,  shall  be  elected,  whose  term 
of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  circuit  judges;  also,  a  county- 
court  clerk,  an  attorney,  surveyor,  coroner,  and  jailer,  for  each  county, 
whose  term  of  office  shall  be  the  same  as  that  of  the  presiding  judge 
of  the  county  court. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  offices  mentioned  in  this 
article  who  is  not  at  the  time  twenty-four  years  old,  (except  clerks 
of  countv  and  circuit  courts,  sheriffs,  constables,  and  county  attorneys 
who  shall  be  eligible  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,)  a  citizen  of  the 
I'nited  States,  and  who  has  not  resided  two  years  next  preceding  the 
*»lection  in  the  State,  and  one  year  in  the  county  or  district  for  which 
he  is  a  candidate.    No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  com- 
monwealth's or  countv  attorney  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  licensed 
practicing  attorney  /or  two  years.     No  person  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  office  of  clerk  imless  he  shall  have  procured  from  a  judge  of  the 
court  of  appeals,  or  a  judge  of  the  circuit  court,  a  certificate  that  he 
has  been  examined  by  the  clerk  of  his  court,  under  his  supervision, 
and  that  he  is  qualified  for  the  office  for  which  he  is  a  candidate. 
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Sec.  3.  The  commonwealth's  attorney  and  circuit-court  clerk  shall 
be  elected  at  the  same  time  as  the  circuit  judge — ^the  commonwealth's 
attorney  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  district,  the  circuit-court  clerk 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  county.  The  county  attorney,  clerk, 
surveyor,  coroner,  and  jailer  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  and  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  presiding  judge  of  the  county  court. 

Sec.  4.  A  sheriflf  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  by  the  qualified 
voters  thereof,  whose  term  of  office  shall,  after  the  first  term,  be  two 
years,  and  until  his  successor  be  qualified ;  and  he  shall  be  reeligible 
for  a  second  term ;  but  no  sheriflf  shall,  after  the  expiration  of  the 
second  term,  be  reeligible,  or  act  as  deputy,  for  the  succeeding  term. 
The  first  election  of  sheriflf  shall  be  on  the  second  Monday  in 
May,  1851 ;  and  the  sheriflTs  then  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until 
the  first  Monday  in  Januarv,  1853,  and  until  their  successors  be  Quali- 
fied; and  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1852,  and  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  August  in  every  second  year  thereafter,  elections  for  sheriflfs 
shall  be  held :  Provided,  That  the  sheriflfs  first  elected  shall  enter  upon 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  on  the  first  Monday  in  June,  1851, 
and  after  the  first  election  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  next  suc- 
ceeding their  election. 

Sec.  5.  A  constable  shall  be  elected  in  every  justice's  district,  who 
shall  be  chosen  for  two  years,  at  such  time  and  place  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law,  whose  jurisdiction  shall  be  coextensive  with  the  county 
in  which  he  may  reside. 

Sec.  6.  Officers  for  towns  and  cities  shall  be  elected  for  such  terms, 
and  in  such  manner,  and  with  such  qualifications  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  7.  Vacancies  in  offices  under  this  article  shall  be  filled,  until 
the  next  regular  election,  in  such  manner  as  the  general  assembly 
may  provide. 

Sec.  8.  When  a  new  county  shall  be  erected,  officers  for  the  same, 
to  serve  until  the  next  stated  election,  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
in  such  a  way  and  at  such  times  as  the  general  assembly  may 
prescribe. 

Sec.  9.  Clerks,  sheriflFs,  surveyors,  coroners,  constables,  and  jailers, 
and  such  other  officers  as  the  general  assembly  may  from  time  to  time 
require,  shall,  before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices,  and  as  often  thereafter  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  give  such 
bond  and  security  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  10.  The  general  assembly  may  provide  for  the  election  or 
appointment,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  four  years,  of  such  other 
county  or  district  ministerial  and  executive  officers  as  shall,  from  time 
to  time,  be  necessary  and  proper. 

Sec.  11.  a  county  assessor  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  at  the 
same  time  and  for  the  same  term  that  the  presiding  judge  of  the 
county  court  is  elected,  until  otherwise  provided  for  by  law.  He  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary  and 
proper. 

ArTK  LE  VII 
CONCERNING  THE  MILITIA 

Section  1.  The  militia  of  this  commonwealth  shall  consist  of  all 
free,   able-bodied    male   persons    (negroes,   mulattoes,   and   Indians

excepted)  resident  in  the  same,  between  tlie  ages  of  eighteen  and 
forty-five  years;  except  such  persons  as  now  are,  or  hereafter  may  be, 
exempted  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State ;  but  those 
who  belong  to  religious  societies,  whose  tenets  forbid  them  to  carry 
arms,  shall  not  be  compelled  to  do  so,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for 
personal  services. 

Sec.  2.  The  governor  shall  appoint  the  adjutant-general  and  his 
other  staff-officers;  the  major-generals,  brigadier-generals,  and  com- 
mandants of  regiments  shall  respectively  appoint  their  staff-officers; 
and  conmiandants  of  companies  shall  appoint  their  non-commis- 
sioned officers. 

Sec.  3.  All  militia  officers,  whose  appointment  is  not  herein  other- 
wi^e  provided  for,  shall  be  elected  by  persons  subject  to  military  dutv 
within  their  respective  companies,  battalions,  regiments,  brigades,  and 
divisions,  under  such  rules  and  regulations,  and  for  such  terms,  not 
exceeding  six  years,  as  the  general  assembly  may,  from  time  to  time, 
direct  and  establish. 

Article  VIII 

GEXEILVL    PROVISIONS 

Section  1.  Members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  officers,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  all  members  of  the  bar,  before  they  enter  upon  the  j)ractice  of 
their  profession,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  *'  I  do 
K)lemnly  swear  [or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be]  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  this  State, 
and  be  faithful  and  true  to  the  commonwealth  of  Kentucky  so  long 
as  I  continue  a  citizen  thereof,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  execute,  to 

the  host  of  my  abilities,  the  office  of ,  according  to  law ;  and  I 

do  further  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm]  that  since  tlie  adoption  of 
the  present  constitution  I,  being  a  citizen  of  this  State,  have  not 
fought  a  duel,  with  deadly  weapons,  within  this  State,  nor  out  of  it, 
with  a  citizen  of  this  State,  nor  nave  I  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to 
fight  a  duel,  with  deadlv  weapons,  with  a  citizen  of  this  State;  nor 
have  I  acted  as  second  in  carrying  a  challenge,  or  aided  or  assisted 
any  person  thus  offending:  So  help  me  God." 

>^Ec.  2.  Treason  against  the  commonwealth  shall  consist  only  in 
levving  war  against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort.  No  pjerson  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the 
tc*stimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confes- 
^^ioii  in  open  court. 

Sec.  3.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  for  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected, 
who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  given  or  offered  any  bril>e  or  treat 
to  procure  his  election. 

bEC.  4.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office  and  from  suffrage 
those  who  shall  thereafter  be  convicted  of  bribery,  periury,  forgery, 
or  other  crimes  or  high  misdemeanors.  Tlie  privilege  or  free  suffrage 
-hall  be  supported  oy  laws  regulating  elections,  and  prohibiting, 
under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  thereon  from  power, 
bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  practices. 

Sec  5.  Xo  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  pursu- 
:  nee  of  appropriations  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropriations  of 
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money  for  the  support  of  an  army  be  made  for  a  longer  time  than 
two  years,  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  public  money  shall  be  published  annually. 

Sec.  6.  The  general  assembly  may  direct,  by  law,  in  what  manner, 
and  in  what  courts,  suits  may  \)e  brought  against  the  commonwealth. 

Sec.  7.  The  manner  of  administering  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall 
be  such  as  is  most  consistent  with  the  conscience  of  the  deponent,  and 
shall  be  esteemed  by  the  general  assembly  the  most  solemn  appeal  to 
God. 

Sec.  8.  All  laws  which,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  were  in  force  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
and  which  are  of  a  general  nature,  and  not  local  to  that  State,  and 
not  repugnant  to  this  constitution,  nor  to  the  laws  which  have  l)een 
enacteu  by  the  general  assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  shall  be  in 
force  within  this  State,  until  they  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  by  the 
general  assembly. 

Sec.  9.  The  compact  with  the  State  of  Virginia,  subject  to  such 
alterations  as  may  oe  made  therein  agreeably  to  the  mode  prescril)ed 
by  the  said  compact,  shall  In?  considered  as  part  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  be  the  dut}^  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  such 
laws  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to  decide  diflferences  by  arbi- 
tratoi-s,  to  be  appointed  by  the  parties  who  may  choose  that  summary 
mode  of  adjustment. 

Sec.  11.  All  civil  officers  for  the  commonwealth  at  large  shall  reside 
within  the  State,  and  all  district,  county,  or  town  officers,  within  their 
respective  districts,  counties,  or  towns,  (trustees  of  towns  excepted,) 
and  shall  keep  their  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be  required  by 
law ;  and  all  militia  officers  shall  reside  in  the  bounds  of  the  division, 
brigade,  regiment,  battalion,  or  company  to  which  they  may  severally 
belong. 

Sec.  12.  Absence  on  the  business  of  this  State,  or  the  United  States, 
shall  not  forfeit  a  residence  once  obtained,  so  as  to  deprive  any  one 
of  the  right  of  suffrage,  or  of  being  elected  or  appointed  to  anv  office 
under  this  commonwealth,  under  the  exception  contained  in  this 
constitution. 

Sec.  13.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  regulate,  by 
law,  in  what  cases,  and  what  deductions  from  the  salaries  of  public 
officers  shall  be  made,  for  neglect  of  duty  in  their  official  capacity. 

Sec.  14.  Returns  of  all  elections  by  the  people  shall  h%  made  to  the 
secretary  of  state,  for  the  time  being,  except  m  those  cases  otherwise 

Erovided  for  in  this  constitution,  or  which  shall  be  otherwise  directed 
y  law. 

Sec.  15.  In  all  elections  by  the  people,  and  also  by  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives,  jointly  or  separately,  the  votes  shall  l>e  per- 
sonally and  publicly  given  viva  voce:  Provided^  That  dumb  persons, 
entitled  to  suffrage,  may  vote  by  ballot. 

Sec.  16.  All  elections' by  the  people  shall  be  held  between  the  hours 
of  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  and  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening. 

Sec.  17.  The  general  assembly  shall,  by  law,  prescribe  the  time 
when  the  several  officers  authorized  or  directed  by  this  constitution 
to  be  elected  or  appointed  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices,  except  where  the  time  is  fixed  by  this  constitution. 

Sec.  18.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  person  holding  or  exercising 
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any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them, 
or  under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the 
general  assembly  of  this  commonwealth,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  under  the  same. 

Sec.  19.  The  general  assembly  shall  direct  by  law  how  persons 
who  now  are,  or  who  may  hereafter  become,  securities  for  public 
officers  may  be  relieved  or  discharged  on  account  of  such  securityship. 
Sec.  20.  Any  person  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitu- 
tion, either  directly  or  indirectly,  give,  accept,  or  knowingly  carry  a 
challenge  to  any  person  or  persons  to  fight  in  single  combat,  with  a 
citizen  of  this  State,  with  any  deadly  weapon,  either  in  or  out  of  the 
State;  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  hold  any  office  of  honor  or 
profit  in  this  commonwealth,  and  shall  \ye  punished  otherwise  in  such 
manner  as  the  general  assembly  may  prescribe  by  law. 

Sec.  21.  The  governor  shall  have*  power,  after  five  years  from  the 
time  of  the  offence,  to  pardon  all  persons  who  ^^hall  have  in  anywise 
participated  in  a  duel,  either  as  principals,  seconds,  or  otherwise,  and 
to  restore  him  or  them  to  all  the  rights,  privileges,  and  immunities  to 
which  he  or  they  were  entitled  before  such  participation.  And  upon 
the  presentation  of  such  pardon,  the  oatli  prescribed  in  the  first 
section  of  this  article  shall  be  varied  to-  suit  the  case. 

Sec.  22.  At  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution 
the  general  assembly  shall  appoint  not  more  than  three  persons, 
learned  in  the  law,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  revise  and  arrange  the 
statute  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  both  civil  and  criminal,  so  as  to 
have  but  one  law  on  any  one  subject;  and  also  three  other  persons, 
learned  in  the  law,  whose  duty  it  shall  l>e  to  prepare  a  code  of  prac- 
tice for  the  courts,  both  civil  and  criminal,  in  this  commonwealth,  by 
abridging  and  simplifjnng  the  rules  of  practice  and  laws  in  relation 
thereto;  all  of  whom  shall,  at  as  early  a  day  as  practicable,  report 
the  result  of  their  labors  to  the  general  assembly  for  their  adoption  or 
modification. 

Sec.  23.  So  long  as  the  board  of  internal  improvement  shall  be 
continued,  the  president  thereof  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  this  commonwealth,  and  hold  the  office  for  the  term  of  four 
years,  and  until  another  be  duly  elected  and  qualified.  The  election 
^hall  be  held  at  the  same  time,  and  be  conducted  in  the  same  manner, 
as  the  election  of  governor  of  this  commonwealth  under  this  consti- 
tution ;  but  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  general  assem- 
bly from  abolishing  said  board  of  internal  improvement,  or  the  office 
of  president  thereof. 

Sec  24.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide,  by  law,  for  the  trial 
of  any  contested  election  of  auditor,  register,  treasurer,  attorney- 
general,  judges  of  circuit  courts,  and  all  other  officers  not  otherwise 
herein  specified. 

Sec.  25.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  making 
of  the  returns,  by  the  proper  officers,  of  the  election  of  all  officers  to 
be  elected  under  this  constitution ;  and  the  governor  shall  issue  com- 
missions to  the  auditor,  register,  treasurer,  president  of  the  board  of 
mtemal  improvement,  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  and  such 
other  officers  as  he  may  be  directed  by  law  to  commission,  as  soon  as 
he  has  ascertained  the  result  of  the  election  of  those  officers  respec- 
tively. 
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Sec.  26.  When  a  vacancy  shall  happen  in  the  office  of  attorney- 
general,  auditor  of  public  accounts,  treasurer,  register  of  the  land- 
office,  president  of  the  board  of  internal  improvement,  or  superintend- 
ent of  public  instruction,  the  governor,  in  the  recess  of  the  senate, 
shall  have  power  to  fill  the  vacancy,  by  granting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session,  and  shall  fill  the  vacancy 
for  the  balance  of  the  time  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate. 

Article  IX 

CONCERNIXC;    THE   SEAT  OF    GOVERNMENT 

The  seat  of  government  shall  continue  in  the  city  of  Frankfort  until 
it  shall  be  removed  by  law:  Promded^  howerer^  That  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall 
concur  in  the  passage  of  such  law.

Article  X 

CONCERNING    SLAVES 

Section  1.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  law> 
for  the  emancipation  of  slaves  without  the  consent  of  their  owners,  or 
without  paying  their  owners,  previous  to  such  emancipation,  a  full 
equivalent  in  money  for  the  slaves  so  emancipated,  and  providing  for 
their  removal  from  the  State.  They  shall  have  no  power  to  prevent 
immigrants  to  this  State  from  bringing  with  them  such  persons  as  are 
deemed  slaves  by  the  laws  of  any  of  the  United  States,  so  long  as  any 
person  of  the  same  age  or  description  shall  be  continued  in  slavery'  by 
the  laws  of  this  State.  They  shall  pass  laws  to  permit  owners  of 
slaves  to  emancipate  them,  saving  the  rights  of  creditors,  and  to  pre- 
vent them  from  remaining  in  this  State  after  they  are  emancipateJ. 
They  shall  have  full  power  to  prevent  slaves  being  brought  into  this 
State  as  merchandise.  They  shall  have  full  power  to  prevent  slaves 
being  brought  into  this  State  who  have  l)een,  since  the  first  day  of 
January,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-nine,  or  may  here- 
after be,  imi)orto(l  into  any  of  the  United  States  from  a  foreign 
country.  And  they  shall  have  full  power  to  pass  such  laws  as  may 
be  necessary  to  oblige  the  owners  of  slaves  to  treat  them  with  human- 
ity; to  provide  for  them  necessary  clothing  and  provisions;  to 
abstain  from  all  injuries  to  them,  extending  to  life  or  limb;  and  in 
case  of  their  neglect  or  refusal  to  comply  with  the  directions  of  such 
laws,  to  have  such  slave  or  slaves  sold  for  the  benefit  of  their  owner  or 
owners. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  laws  providing  that  any 
free  negro  or  mulatto  hereafter  nnmigrating  to,  and  any  slave  here- 
after emancipated  in,  and  refusing  to  leave  this  State,  or  having  left, 
shall  return  and  settle  within  this  State,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of 
felony,  and  punished  by  confinement  in  the  penitentiary  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  In  the  prosecution  of  slaves  for  felony,  no  inquest  by  a 
grand  jury  shall  be  necessary;  but  the  proceedings  in  such  prosecu- 
tion shall  be  regulated  by  law,  except  that  the  general  assembly  shall 
have  no  power  to  deprive  them  of  the  privilege  of  an  impartial  trial 
by  a  petit  jury.

Article  XI 

CONCERNING   EDUCATION 

Section  1.  The  capital  of  the  fund  called  and  loiown  as  the  "  com- 
mon-school fund,"  consisting  of  dne  million  two  hundred  and  twenty- 
live  thousand  seven  hundred  and  sixty -eight  dolhirs  and  forty- two 
(tints,  for  which  bonds  have  been  executed  by  the  State  to  the  board 
of  education,  and  seventy-three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of 
st<jck  in  the  Bank  of  Kentucky;  also,  the  sum  of  fifty-one  thousand 
two  hundred  and  twenty-three  dollars  and  twenty-nine  cents,  balance 
of  interest  on  the  school-fund  of  the  year  1848,  unexpended,  together 
with  any  sum  which  may  be  hereafter  raised  in  the  State  by  taxation, 
or  otherwise,  for  purposes  of  education,  shall  be  held  inviolate,  for 
the  purpose  of  sustaining  a  system  of  common  schools.  The  interest 
and  dividends  of  said  funds,  together  with  any  sum  which  may  be 
produced  for  that  purpose,  by  taxation  or  otherwise,  may  be  appro- 
priated in  aid  of  common  schools,  but  for  no  other  purpose.  The 
general  assembly  shall  invest  said  fifty-one  thousand  two  hundred 
and  tw-entv-three  dollars  and  twentv-nine  cents  in  some  safe  and 
]jrofitable  manner;  and  any  portion  of  the  interest  and  dividends  of 
said  school-fund,  or  other  money  or  property  raised  for  school  pur- 
poses, which  may  not  be  needed  in  sustaining  common  schools,  shall 
l)e  invested  in  like  manner.  The  general  assembly  shall  make  pro- 
vision, by  law,  for  the  payment  ot  the  interest  of  said  school-fund: 
Provided^  That  each  county  shall  be  entitled  to  its  projjortion  of  the 
income  of  said  fund,  and  if  not  called  for  for  common-school  pur- 
|>oses,  it  shall  be  reinvested  from  time  to  time  for  the  benefit  of  such 
countv. 

Sec.  2.  A  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  this  commonwealth  at  the  same  time  the  gov- 
ernor is  elected,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years,  and  his  duties 
and  salary  shall  be  prescribed  and  fixed  by  law. 

Article  XII 

MODE  OF  REVISING  THE  CONSTITUTION 

Section  1.  When  experience  shall  point  out  the  necessity  of  amend- 
ing this  constitution,  and  when  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  within  the  first  twenty 
♦lays  of  any  regular  session,  concur  in  passing  a  law  for  taking  the 
st»nse  of  the  good  people  of  this  commonwealth  as  to  the  necessity  and 
expediency  of  calling  a  convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several 
>heriffs  and  other  officers  of  elections,  at  the  next  general  election 
which  shall  be  held  for  representatives  to  the  general  assembly  after 
the  passage  of  such  law,  to  open  a  poll  for,  and  make  return  to  the 
i^KTetary  of  state,  for  the  time  being,  of  the  names  of  all  those  entitled 
to  vote  for  representatives  who  have  voted  calling  a  convention:  and 
if.  thereupon,  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  all  the  citizens  of  this 
J^tate  entitled  to  vote  for  representatives  have  voted  for  calling  a  con- 
vention, the  general  assembly  shall,  at  their  next  regular  session,  di- 
rect that  a  similar  poll  shall  be  opened  and  return  made  for  the  next 
election  for  representatives;  and  if,  thereupon,  it  shall  appear  that  a 
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majority  of  all  the  citizens  of  this  State  entitled  to  vote  for  represent- 
atives have  voted  for  calling  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  shall 
at  their  next  session,  pass  a  law  calling  a  convention,  to  consist  of  as 
many  members  as  there  shall  be  in  the  house  of  representatives,  and 
no  more,  to  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  thereafter,  in 
the  same  manner  and  proportion,  and  at  the  same  places,  and  pos- 
sessed of  the  same  qualifications  of  a  qualified  elector,  by  citizens 
entitled  to  vote  for  representatives,  and  to  meet  within  three  months 
after  their  election,  tor  the  purj)ose  of  readopting,  amending,  or 
changing  this  constitution ;  but  if  it  shall  appear  by  the  vote  of  either 
year,  as  aforesaid,  that  a  majority  of  all  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote 
for  representatives  did  not  vote  for  calling  a  convention,  a  convention 
shall  not  then  be  called.  And  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  whether 
a  majority  of  the  citizens,  entitled  to  vote  for  representatives,  did  or 
did  not  vote  for  calling  a  convention,  as  above,  the  general  assembly 
passing  the  law  authorizing  such  vote  shall  provide  for  ascertaining 
the  number  of  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for  representatives  within  the 
State. 

Sec.  2.  The  convention,  when  assembled,  shall  judge  of  the  election 
of  its  members  and  decide  contested  elections,  but  the  general  assem- 
bly shall,  in  calling  a  convention,  provide  for  taking  testimony  in 
such  cases  and  for  issuing  a  writ  of  election  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Article  XIII 

BILL   OF    RKJHTS 

That  the  general,  great,  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free 
government  may  be  recognized  and  established,  we  declare — 

Section  1.  That  all  freemen,  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are 
equal,  and  that  no  man  or  set  of  men  are  entitled  to  exclusive,  sepa- 
rate public  emoluments  or  privileges  from  the  community,  but  in 
consideration  of  public  services. 

Sec.  2.  That  absolute,  arbitrary  power  over  the  lives,  liberty,  and 
roperty  of  freemen  exists  nowhere  in  a  republic,  not  even  in  the 
argest  majority. 

Sec.  3.  The  right  of  property  is  before  and  higher  than  any  con- 
stitutional sanction;  and  the  right  of  the  owner  of  a  slave  to  such 
slave,  and  its  increase,  is  the  same,  and  as  inviolable  as  the  right  of 
the  owner  of  any  property  whatever. 

Sec,  4.  That  all  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free  gov- 
ernments are  founded  on  their  authority,  and  instituted  for  their 
peace,  safety,  happiness,  security,  and  the  protection  of  property. 
For  the  advancement  of  these  encls,  thev  have  at  all  times  an  inalien- 
able and  indefeasible  right  to  alter,  reform,  or  abolish  their  govern- 
ment, in  such  manner  as  they  may  think  proper. 

Sec.  5.  That  all  men  have  a  natural  and  indefeasible  right  to  wor- 
ship Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences; 
that  no  man  shall  be  compelled  to  attend,  erect,  or  support  any  place 
of  worship,  or  to  maintain  any  ministry  against  his  consent;  that  no 
human  authority  ought,  in  any  case  whatever,  to  control  or  interfere 
with  the  rights  of  conscience;  and  that  no  preference  shall  ever  be 
given,  by  law,  to  any  religious  societies  or  modes  of  worship. 


V 
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Sec.  6.  That  the  civil  rights,  privileges,  or  capacities  of  any  citizen 

>hall  in  no  wise  be  diminished  or  enlarged  on  account  of  his  religion. 

Sec.  7.  That  all  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  ancient  mode  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  held  sacred, 

;md  the  right  thereof  remain  inviolate,  subject  to  such  modifications 

as  may  be  authorized  by  this  constitution. 

Sec.  9.  That  printing-presses  shall  be  free  to  every  pei*son  who 
undertakes  to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  general  assembly,  or 
any  branch  of  government,  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  to  restrain 
the  right  thereof.  The  free  communication  of  thoughts  and  opinions 
is  one  of  the  invaluable  rights  of  man,  and  every  citizen  may  freely 
s{)eak,  write,  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse 
of  that  liberty. 

Sec.  10.  In  prosecutions  for  the  publication  of  papers  investigating 
the  official  conduct  of  officers  or  men  in  a  public  capacity,  or  where 
the  matter  published  is  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth 
thereof  may  be  given  in  evidence;  ana  in  all  indictments  for  libels, 
the  jury  shall  have  a  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under 
the  direction  of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  possessions,  irom  unreasonable  seizures  and  searches,  and 
that  no  warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  thing, 
.-hall  issue,  without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without 
probable  cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  12.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  hath  a  right 
to  be  heard  by  himself  and  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause 
of  the  accusation  against  him ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face ;  to 
have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor;  and, 
in  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  a  speedy  public  trial 
hj  an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicinage;  that  he  cannot  be  compelled  to 
^ve  evidence  against  himself;  nor  can  he  be  deprived  of  his  life, 
hberty,  or  property  unless  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers  or  the  law 
of  the  land. 

Sec.  13.  That  no  person  shall,  for  any  indictable  offence,  be  pro- 
ceeded against  criminally,  by  information,  except  in  cases  arising  in 
the  land  or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service,  in 
time  of  war  or  public  danger,  or  by  leave  of  the  conrt,  for  oppression 
or  misdemeanor  in  office. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall,  for  the  same  offence,  be  twice  put  in  jeop- 
ardy of  his  lire  or  limb;  nor  shall  any  man's  property  l)e  taken  or 
applied  to  public  use  without  the  consent  of  his  representatives,  and 
without  just  compensation  beintj  ])reviously  made  to  him. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  courts  shall  l)o  open,  and  every  person,  for  an 
injurv  done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have 
ivmeay  by  the  due  course  of  law,  ana  right  and  justice  administered 
without  sale,  denial,  or  delay. 

Sec.  16.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  shall  be  exercised, 
unless  by  the  general  assembly,  or  its  authority. 

Sec.  17.  That  excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  punishments  inflicted. 

Sec.  18.  That  all  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  bv  sufficient  securities, 
unless  for  capital  offences,  when  the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption 
great;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
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suspended,  unless  when,  in  castas  of  rolx^llion  or  invasion,  the  public' 
safety  may  require  it. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  person  of  a  debtor,  wliere  there  is  not  strong  pre- 
sumption of  fraud,  shall  not  l>e  continued  in  prison  after  delivering 
up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  j)rescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  20.  That  no  ex  post  fmto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  contract-, 
shall  be  made. 

Sec.  21.  That  no  person  shall  l>e  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by 
the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  22.  That  no  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  nor. 
except  during  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to  the  com- 
monwealth. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  estates  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy  their  own 
lives  shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  case  of  natural  death;  and  if  any 
person  shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  l)e  no  forfeiture  by 
reason  thereof. 

Sec.  24.  That  the  citizens  have  a  right,  in  a  peaceable  manner,  to 
assemble  together  for  their  common  good,  and  to  apply  to  tho^* 
invested  with  the  powers  of  government  for  redress  of  grievances,  or 
other  proper  purposes,  by  petition,  address,  or  remonstrance. 

Sec.  25.  That  the  rights  of  the  .citizens  to  bear  arms  in  defence  of 
themselves  and  the  State  shall  not  be  questioned;  but  the  general 
assembly  may  pass  laws  to  prevent  persons  from  carrying  concealeil 
arms. 

Sec.  20.  That  no  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  l>e  kept  up, 
without  the  consent  of  the  general  assembly;  and  the  military  shall, 
in  all  cases  and  at  all  times,  l>e  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil 
power. 

Sec.  27.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in 
any  house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  nor  in  time  of  war,  but 
in  a  manner  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  28.  That  the  general  assembly  shall  not  grant  any  title  of 
nobility,  or  hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office,  the  appoint- 
ment to  which  shall  Ix?  for  a  longer  time  than  for  a  term  of  years. 

Sec.  29.  That  emigration  from  the  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 

Sec.  80.  To  guard  against  transgressions  of  the  high  powers  which 
we  have  delegated,  we  declare  that  everything  in  this  article  is 
excepted  out  of  the  general  powers  of  government,  and  shall  forever 
remain  inviolate,  and  that  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or  contrary  to 
this  constitution,  shall  be  void.

SCIIEDCLE 

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  alterations  and  amend- 
ments made  in  the  constitution  of  this  conunonwealth,  and  in  order 
to  carry  the  same  into  complete  operation,  it  is  hereby  declared  and 
ordained : 

Section  1.  That  all  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  not  inconsistent  there- 
with, and  all  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims,  and  contracts,  as 
well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies-corporate,  shall  amtinue  as  if  tiiis 
constitution  had  not  been  adopted. 
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Sec.  2.  The  oaths  of  office  hertMii  tUrected  to  1)0  taken  may  be 
administered  by  any  judge  or  justice  of  the  i>eace,  until  the  ♦reneral 
a^^embly  shall  otherwise  direct. 

Sec.  3.  No  office  shall  be  sui)erseded  by  the  adoption  of  this  consti- 
tution, but  the  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  the  duties  of  the  several 
nrticers,  legislative,  executive,  judicial,  and  military,  shall  renuiin  in 
full  force,  though  the  same  be  contrary  to  this  constitution,  and  the 
-everal  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  respective  officers  of  the 
State,  according  to  the  existing  laws,  until  the  organization  of  the 
irovernment,  as  provided  for  under  this  constitution,  and  the  entering 
into  office  of  the  officers  to  be  elected  or  appointed  under  said  govern- 
ment, and  no  longer. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  which  shall  con- 
\i*ne  in  the  year  1850  to  make  an  apportionment  of  the  representation 
»f  this  State,  upon  the  principle  st»t  forth  in  this  constituticm;  and 
until  the  first  apportionment  shall  be  made  as  herein  directed,  the 
apportionment  of  senators  and  representatives  among  the  several  dis- 
tricts and  counties  in  this  State  shall  remain  as  at  present  fixed  by 
hyiiPromded^  That  on  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1850,  all  sena- 
tors shall  go  out  of  office,  and  on  that  day  an  election  for  senators  and 
representatives  shall  l)e  held  throughout  the  State,  and  those  then 
elected  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  no  longer:  Prorlded, 
further^  That  at  the  elections  to  be  held  in  the  year  1850,  that  provi- 
"^ion  in  this  constitution  which  requires  voters  to  vote  in  the  precinct 
within  which  they  reside  shall  not  apply. 

Sec.  5.  All  recognizances  heretofore  taken,  or  which  may  be  taken 
Ijefore  the  organization  of  the  judicial  department  under  this  consti- 
tution, shall  remain  as  valid  as  though  this  constitution  had  not  been 
adopted,  and  may  be  prosecuted  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth. 
All  criminal  prosecutions  and  penal  actions  which  have  arisen  or  may 
arise  before  the  reorganization  of  the  judicial  department  under  this 
constitution,  may  be  prosecuted  to  judgment  and  execution  in  the 
name  of  the  commonwealth. 

We,  the  representatives  of  the  freemen  of  Kentucky,  in  convention 
a>sembled,  in  their  name,  and  by  the  authority  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Kentucky,  and  in  virtue  of  the  powers  vested  in  us,  as  delegates 
from  the  counties  respectively  affixed  to  our  names,  do  ordain  and 
proclaim  the  foregoing  to  be  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth 
of  Kentuckv  from  and  after  this  day. 

Done  at  Frankfort  this  eleventh  day  of  June,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  and  in  the"  fifty-ninth 
year  of  the  commonwealth.

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CONSTITTJTION  OF  THE  COMMONWEALTH  OF  KENTUCKY— 1890  * 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  people  of  the  Commonwealth  of  KentucW,  grateful  to 
Almighty  God  for  the  civil,  political  and  religious  liberties  we  enjoy, 
and  invoking  the  continuance  of  these  blessings,  do  ordain  and  estab- 
lish this  Constitution. 

BILL   OF   RIGHTS 

That  the  great  and  essential  principles  of  liberty  and  free  govern- 
ment may  be  recognized  and  established,  We  Declare  that : 

Section  1.  All  men  are,  by  nature,  free  and  equal,  and  have  certain 
inherent  and  inalienable  rights,  among  which  may  be  reckoned : 

First:  The  right  of  enjoying  and  defending  their  lives  and  lib- 
erties. 

Second:  The  right  of  worshiping  Almighty  God  according  to  the 
dictates  of  their  consciences. 

Third:  The  right  of  seeking  and  pursuing  their  safety  and  hap- 
piness. 

Fourth:  The  right  of  freely  communicating  their  thoughts  and 
opinions. 

Fifth:  The  right  of  acquiring  and  protecting  property. 

Sixth:  The  right  of  assembling  together  in  a  peaceable  manner  for 
their  common  good,  and  of  applying  to  those  invested  with  the  i>ower 
of  government  for  redress  of  grievances  or  other  proper  purposes, 
by  petition,  address  or  remonstrance. 

Seventh:  The  right  to  bear  arms  in  defense  of  themselves  and  of 
the  State,  subject  to  the  power  of  the  General  Assembly  to  enact  hnv> 
to  prevent  persons  from  carrying  concealed  weapons. 

Sec.  2.  Absolute  and  arbitrary  power  over  the  lives,  liberty  and 

f)roperty  of  freemen  exists  nowhere  in  a  republic,  not  even  m  tliti 
argest  majority. 

Sec.  3.  AH  men,  when  they  form  a  social  compact,  are  equal ;  and 
no  grant  of  exclusive,  separate  public  emoluments  or  privileges  shall 
be  made  to  any  man  or  set  of  men,  except  in  consideration  of  public 
services;  but  no  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  except  as 

f)rovided  in  this  Constitution;  and  every  grant  of  a  franchise,  privi- 
ege  or  exemption,  shall  remain  subject  to  revocation,  alteratiim  or 
amendment. 

Sec.  4.  All  power  is  inherent  in  the  people,  and  all  free  goven.- 
ments  are  founded  on  their  authority  and  instituted  for  their  j>eaoe, 
safety,  happiness  and  the  protection  of  propertv.  For  the  advaiuv- 
ment  of  tliese  ends,  they  have  at  all  times  an  inalienable  and  inde- 
feasible right  to  alter,  reform  or  abolish  tluMr  government  in  such 
manner  as  they  may  deem  proper. 

Sec.  5.  No  preference  shall  ever  be  given  by  law  to  any  religion- 
sect,  society  or  denomination ;  nor  to  any  particular  creed,  mode  of 
worship  or  system  of  ecclesiastical  polity;  nor  shall  any  person  Im*

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compelled  to  attend  any  place  of  worship,  to  contribute  to  the  erection 
or  maintenance  of  any  such  place,  or  to  the  salary  or  support  of  anj 
minister  or  religion;  nor  shall  any  man  be  compelled  to  send  his 
child  to  any  school  to  which  he  may  be  conscientiously  opposed ;  and 
the  civil  rights,  privileges  or  capacities  of  no  person  shall  be  taken 
Jiway,  or  in  anywise  diminished  or  enlarged,  on  account  of  his  belief 
or  disbelief  of  any  religious  tenet,  dogma  or  teaching.  No  human 
authoritv  shall,  in  any  case  whatever,  control  or  interfere  with  the 
rights  ot  conscience. 
Sec.  6.  All  elections  shall  be  free  and  equal. 

Sec.  7.  The  ancient  mode  of  trial  by  jury  shall  be  held  sacred,  and 
the  right  thereof  remain  inviolate,  subject  to  such  modifications  as 
may  be  authorized  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  8.  Printing  presses  shall  be  free  to  every  person  who  under- 
takes to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  General  Assembly  or  any 
branch  of  government,  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  to  restrain  the 
right  thereof.  Every  person  may  freely  and  fully  speak,  write  and 
print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  Ifor  the  abuse  of  that  liberty. 
Sec.  9.  In  prosecutions  lor  the  publication  of  papers  investigating 
the  official  conduct  of  officers  or  men  in  a  public  capacity,  or  where  the 
matter  published  is  proper  for  public  iniormation,  the  truth  thereof 
may  be  given  in  evidence;  and  in  all  indictments  for  libel  the  jury 
Aall  have  the  right  to  determine  the  law  and  the  facts,  under  the 
direction  of  the  court,  as  in  other  cases. 

Sec.  10.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers 
and  possessions,  from  unreasonable  search  and  seizure;  and  no  war- 
rant shall  issue  to  search  any  place,  or  seize  any  person  or  thing, 
without  describing  them  as  nearly  as  may  be,  nor  without  probable 
cause  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  11.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  has  the  right  to 
be  heard  by  himself  and  counsel ;  to  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of 
the  accusation  against  him ;  to  meet  the  witnesses  face  to  face,  and  to 
have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor.  He 
can  not  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself,  nor  can  he  be 
deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  property,  unless  by  the  judgment  of 
his  peers  or  the  law  of  the  land;  and  in  prosecutions  by  indictment 
or  information,  he  shall  have  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial 
jury  of  the  vicinage ;  but  the  General  Assembly  may  provide  by  a 
general  law  for  a  change  of  venue  in  such  prosecutions  for  both  the 
defendant  and  the  Commonwealth,  the  change  to  be  made  to  the  most 
convenient  county  in  which  a  fair  trial  can  Be  obtained. 

Sec.  12.  No  person,  for  an  indictable  offense,  shall  be  proceeded 
against  criminally  by  information,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  land 
or  naval  forces,  or  in  the  militia,  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of 
war  or  public  danger,  or  by  leave  of  court  for  oppression  or  misde- 
meanor in  office. 

Sec.  13.  No  person  shall,  for  the  same  offense,  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardv  of  his  life  or  limb,  nor  shall  any  man's  property  be  taken 
or  applied  to  public  use  without  the  consent  of  his  representatives, 
and  without  just  compensation  being  previously  made  to  him. 

Sec.  14.  All  courts  shall  be  open  and  every  person  for  an  injury 
done  him  in  his  lands,  goods,  person  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy 
by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered  without  sale, 
denial  or  delay. 
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Sec.  15.  No  power  to  suspend  laws  shall  be  exercised,  unless  by  the 
General  Assembly  or  its  authority. 

Sec.  16.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  securities, 
unless  for  capital  offenses  when  the  proof  is  eyident  or  the  presump- 
tion great ;  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not 
be  suspended  unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

Sec.  17.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  punishment  inflicted. 

Sec.  18.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  pre- 
sumption of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison  after  delivering 
up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  shall  be  enacted. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by  the 
General  Assembly,  and  no  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood, 
nor,  except  during  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to  the 
Commonwealth. 

Sec.  21.  The  estate  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy  their  own  lives 
shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  cases  of  natural  death ;  and  if  any  person 
shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  by  reason 
thereof. 

Sec.  22.  No  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  maintained 
without  the  consent  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  military  shall, 
in  all  cases  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil 
power;  nor  shall  any  soldier,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
a  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  23.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  grant  any  title  of  nobility 
or  hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office,  the  appointment  of 
which  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than  a  term  of  years. 

Sec.  24.  Emigration  from  the  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 

Sec.  25.  Slavery  and  involuntary  servitude  in  this  State  are  for- 
bidden,  except  as  a  punishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall 
have  been  duly  convicted. 

Sec.  26.  To  guard  against  transgression  of  the  high  powers  which 
we  have  delegated.  We  Declare  that  every  thing  in  this  Bill  of 
Rights  is  excepted  out  of  the  general  powers  of  government,  ami 
shall  forever  remain  inviolate;  and  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or 
contrary  to  this  Constitution,  shall  be  void.

At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  the  General  Assembly  shall 
then,  and  every  ten  years  thereafter,  redistrict  the  State  according  to 
this  rule,  and  lor  the  purposes  expressed  in  this  section.  If,  in  mak- 
ing said  districts,  inequality  of  population  should  be  unavoidable, 
any  advantage  resulting  therefrom  shall  be  given  to  districts  having 
ihe  largest  territory.  No  part  of  a  county  shall  Ix?  added  to  another 
county  to  make  a  district,  and  the  counties  forming  a  district  shall 
l)e  contiguous. 

Sec  34.  The  House  of  Reprcvsentatives  shall  choose  its  Speaker  and 
other  officers,  and  the  Senate  shall  have  power  to  choose  its  officers 
hiennially. 
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Sec.  15.  No  power  to  suspend  laws  shall  be  exercised,  unless  by  the 
General  Assembly  or  its  authority. 

Sec.  1G.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  securities, 
unless  for  capital  offenses  when  the  proof  is  eyident  or  the  presump- 
tion great;  and  the  priyilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpm  shall  not 
be  suspended  unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

Sec.  17.  Excessiye  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  punishment  inflicted. 

Sec.  18.  The  person  of  a  debtor,  where  there  is  not  strong  pre- 
sumption of  fraud,  shall  not  be  continued  in  prison  after  delivering 
up  his  estate  for  the  benefit  of  his  creditors  in  such  manner  as  shall 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obligation 
of  contracts,  shall  be  enacted. 

Sec.  20.  No  person  shall  be  attainted  of  treason  or  felony  by  the 
General  Assembly,  and  no  attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blood, 
nor,  except  during  the  life  of  the  offender,  forfeiture  of  estate  to  the 
Common  wea  1th. 

Sec.  21.  The  estate  of  such  persons  as  shall  destroy  their  own  lives 
shall  descend  or  vest  as  in  cases  of  natural  death;  and  if  any  person 
shall  be  killed  by  casualty,  there  shall  be  no  forfeiture  by  reason 
thereof. 

Sec.  22.  No  standing  army  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  maintained 
without  the  consent  of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  military  shall, 
in  all  cases  and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  subordination  to  the  civil 
power;  nor  shall  any  soldier,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
a  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  23.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  grant  any  title  of  nobility 
or  hereditary  distinction,  nor  create  any  office,  the  appointment  of 
which  shall  be  for  a  longer  time  than  a  term  of  years. 

Sec.  24.  Emigration  from  the  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 

Sec.  25.  Slavery  and  involuntary  servitude  in  this  State  are  for- 
bidden, except  as  a  pimishment  for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall 
have  been  duly  convicted. 

Sec.  26.  To  guard  against  transgression  of  the  high  powers  which 
we  have  delegated.  We  Declare  that  every  thing  in  this  Bill  of 
Kights  is  excepted  out  of  the  general  powers  of  government,  and 
shall  forever  remain  inviolate;  and  all  laws  contrary  thereto,  or 
contrary  to  this  Constitution,  shall  be  void. 

DISTRIBUTION    OF   THE    POWERS   OF    GOVERNMENT 

Sec.  27.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each 
of  them  be  confined  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to- wit:  Tho.^^ 
which  are  legislative,  to  one;  those  which  are  executive,  to  another: 
and  those  which  are  judicial,  to  another. 

Sec.  28.  No  person,  or  collection  of  persons,  l)eing  of  one  of  those 
departments,  shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either 
of  the  others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed 
or  permitted. 
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LEGISLATn'E   DEPARTMENT 

Sec.  29.  The  legislative  power  shall  Ixi  vested  in  a  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  a  Senate,  which,  together,  shall  be  styled  the  "  General 
As^semblv  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentuekv." 

Sec.  30.  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senators 
»lec*ted  at  the  August  election  in  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-one,  and  Senators  then  holding  over,  shall  continue  in  office 
until  and  including  the  last  day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three.  Thereafter  the  term  of  office  of  Repre- 
sentatives and  Senators  shall  begin  upon  the  first  day  of  January  of 
the  year  succeeding  their  election. 

Sec.  31.  At  the  general  election  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three  one  Senator  shall  be  elected  in  each  Sen- 
atorial District,  and  one  Representative  in  each  Reiiresentative  Dis- 
trict. The  Senators  then  elected  shall  hold  their  offices,  one-half  for 
two  years  and  one-half  for  four  years,  as  shall  be  determined  by  lot 
at  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  after  their  election,  and 
tlie  Representatives  shall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years.  Every  two 
years  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  for  four  years  one  Senator  in 
each  Senatorial  District  in  which  the  term  of  his  predecessor  in  office 
will  then  expire,  and  in  every  Representative  District  one  Representa- 
tive for  two  years. 

Sec.  32.  No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  Kentircky,  has  not  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-four  years,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  this  State  two  years 
next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  county, 
town  or  city  for  which  he  may  be  chosen.  No  person  shall  be  a  Sen- 
ator who,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  Kentucky,  has 
not  attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  has  not  resided  in  this  State 
<ix  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the 
district  for  which  he  may  be  chosen. 

Sec.  33.  The  first  General  Assembly  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution  shall  divide  the  State  into  thirty-eight  Senatorial  dis- 
tricts, and  one  hundred  representative  districts,  as  nearly  equal  in 
population  as  may  be  without  dividing  any  county,  except  where  a 
county  may  include  more  than  one  district,  which  districts  shall  con- 
stitute the  Senatorial  and  Representative  districts  for  ten  years.  Not 
more  than  two  counties  shall  be  joined  together  to  form  a  liepresenta- 
tive  district:  Prodded^  In  doing  so  the  principle  requiring  every 
district  to  be  as  nearly  equal  in  population  as  nuiy  be  shall  not  be 
violated.  At  the  expiration  of  that  time,  the  General  Assembly  shall 
then,  and  every  ten  years  thereafter,  redistrict  the  State  according  to 
this  rule,  and  iov  the  purposes  expressed  in  this  section.  If,  in  mak- 
ing said  districts,  inequality  of  population  should  be  unavoidable, 
any  advantage  resulting  therefrom  shall  be  given  to  districts  having 
the  largest  territory.  No  part  of  a  county  shall  be  added  to  another 
county  to  make  a  clistrict.  and  the  counties  forming  a  district  shall 
l)e  contiguous. 

Sec.  34.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  its  Speaker  and 
other  officers,  and  the  Senate  shall  have  power  to  choose  its  officers 
biennially. 
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Sec.  35.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall  be  one  hundred,  and 
the  number  of  Senators  thirty-eight. 

Sec.  36.  The  first  General  Assembly,  the  membei"s  of  which  shall 
be  elected  under  this  Constitution,  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tuesday 
after  the  first  Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- four, 
and  thereafter  the  General  assembly  shall  meet  on  the  same  day  every 
second  year,  and  its  sessions  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government  • 
except  m  case  of  war,  insurrection  or  pestilence,  when  it  may,  by 
proclamation  of  the  Governor,  assemble,  for  the  time  being,  elsewhere. 

Sec.  37.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  House  of 
the  General  Assembly  shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but 
a  smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such 
manner  and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  38.  Each  House  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  its  memoers,  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be.  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed 
by  law. 

Sec.  39.  Each  House  of  the  General  Assembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  behavior, 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two- thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
second  time  for  the  same  cause,  and  may  punish  for  contempt  any 
person  who. refuses  to  attend  as  a  witness,  or  to  bring  any  pa|>er 
proper  to  be  used  as  evidence  before  the  General  Assembly,  or  either 
House  thereof,  or  a  Committee  of  either,  or  to  testify  concerning  any 
matter  which  may  be  a  proper  subject  of  inquiry  by  the  General 
Assembly,  or  offers  or  gives  a  bribe  to  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  attempts  by  other  corrupt  means  or  device  to  control  or 
influence  a  member  to  cast  his  vote  or  withhold  the  same.  The 
punishment  and  mode  of  proceeding  for  contempt  in  such  cases  sliall 
be  prescribed  bv  law,  but  the  term  of  imprisonment  in  anv  such  case 
shall  not  extend  beyond  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  40.  Each  House  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  keep  and  pub- 
lish daily  a  journal  of  its  proceedings;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  or  the 
members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  the  mem- 
bers elected,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  41.  Neither  House,  during  the  session  of  the  General  A&sem- 
bly,  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  it  may  be 
sitting. 

Sec.  42.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  severally 
receive  from  the  State  Treasury  compensation  for  their  services, 
which  shall  be  five  dollars  a  day  during  their  attendance  on,  and 
fifteen  cents  per  mile  for  the  necessary  travel  in  going  to  and  return- 
ing from,  the  sessions  of  their  respective  Houses:  Provided^  The 
same  may  be  changed  by  law ;  but  no  change  shall  take  effect  during 
the  session  at  which  it  is  made;  nor  shall  a  session  of  the  General 
Assembly  continue  beyond  sixty  le^slative  days,  exclusive  of  Sun- 
days and  legal  holidays;  but  this  limitation  as  to  length  of  session 
shall  not  apply  to  the  first  session  held  under  this  Constitution,  nor 
to  the  Senate  when  sitting  as  a  court  of  impeachment.  A  legislative 
day  shall  be  construed  to  mean  a  calendar  day. 

Sec.  43.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  all  cases 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged 
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fruni  arrest  during  their  attendance  on  the  sessions  of  their  reflective 
Houses,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
^fHHH?h  or  debate  in  either  House  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place. 

Sec.  44.  Xo  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  l)e  appointed  or 
«lerte<l  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  in  this  Conmionwealth,  which  shall 
have  lx»en  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  in- 
f  H'ased,  during  the  said  term,  except  to  such  offices  as  may  be  filled 
!>y  the  election  of  the  people. 

Sec.  45.  Xo  pers<m  who  may  have  been  a  collector  of  taxes  or  public 
iiKirieys  for  the  Commonwealth,  or  for  any  county,  city,  town  or  dis- 
tri(  t,  or  the  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  collector,  shall  be  eligible  to 
tiu»  (leneral  Assembly,  unless  he  shall  have  obtained  a  quietus  six 
months  before  the  election  for  the  amount  of  such  collection,  and  for 
all  public  moneys  for  which  he  mav  have  bt^en  responsible. 

Sec.  40.  Xo  bill  shall  be  considered  for  final  passage,  unless  the 
snne  has  been  reported  by  a  Committee  and  printed  tor  the  use  of 
the  members.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  at  length  on  three  different 
<lays  in  each  House;  but  the  second  and  third  readings  mav  be  dis- 
jxnsed  with  bv  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  the  House  in 
which  the  bill  is  pending.  But  whenever  a  Committee  refuses  or 
fails  to  report  a  bill  submitted  to  it  in  a  reasonable  time,  the  same 
may  be  called  up  by  any  member,  and  be  considered  in  the  same  man- 
iitT  it  would  have  been  considered  if  it  had  l)een  reported.  Xo  bill 
-liall  become  a  law  unless,  on  its  final  passage,  it  receives  the  votes  of 
at  least  two-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House,  and  a 
iiiajority  of  the  members  voting,  the  vote  to  l)e  taken  by  yeas  and 
nays  and  entered  in  the  journal :  Prorided^  Any  act  or  resolution  for 
the  appropriation  of  monev  or  the  creation  of  debt  shall,  on  its  final 
j>as>^age,  receive  the  votes  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to 
<*ach  House. 

Sec.  47.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments  thereto; 
Proridid^  Xo  new  matter  shall  be  introduced,  under  color  of  amend- 
ment, which  does  not  relate  to  raising  revenue. 

Sec.  48.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  enact  laws 
to  diminish  the  resources  of  the  Sinking  Fund  as  now  established  by 
law  until  the  debt  of  the  Coitimonwealth  be  paid,  but  mav  enact  laws 
to  increase  them ;  and  the  whole  resources  oi  said  fund,  irom  year  to 
yoar,  shall  be  sacredlv  set  apart  and  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
interest  and  principal  of  the  State  debt,  and  to  no  other  use  or  pur- 
|M»se,  until  the  whole  debt  of  the  State  is  fully  satisfied. 

Sec.  49-  Tlie  General  Assemblv  mav  contract  debts  to  meet  casual 
deficits  or  failures  in  the  revenue;  but  such  debts,  direct  or  contin- 
gent, singly  or  in  the  aggregate,  shall  not  at  any  time  exceed  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  the  moneys  arising  from  loans  creat- 
ing such  debts  shall  be  applied  only  to  the  purpose  or  purposes  for 
which  they  were  obtained,  or  to  repay  such  debts:  Provided^  The 
(Tcneral  Assemblv  may  contract  debts  to  repel  invasion,  suppress  in- 
surrection, or,  if  hostilities  are  threatened,  provide  for  the  public 
defense. 

Sec.  50.  Xo  act  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  authorize  any  debt 
to  l)e  contracted  on  behalf  of  the  Commonwealth  except  for  the  pur- 
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poses  mentioned  in  section  forty-nine,  unless  provision  be  made 
therein  to  levy  and  collect  an  annual  tax  suflScient  to  pay  the  interest 
stipulated,  and  to  discharge  the  debt  within  thirty  years;  nor  shall 
such  act  take  effect  until  it  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  people  at 
a  general  election,  and  shall  have  received  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
cast  for  and  against  it:  Provided^  The  General  Assembly  may  con- 
tract debts  by  Dorrowing  money  to  pay  any  part  of  the  debt  of  the 
State,  without  submission  to  the  people,  ana  without  making  pro- 
vision in  the  act  authorizing  the  same  for  a  tax  to  discharge  the  debt 
so  contracted,  or  the  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  51.  No  law  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  shall  relate  to 
more  than  one  subject,  and  that  shall  l>e  expressed  in  the  title,  and 
no  law  shall  be  revised,  amended,  or  the  provisions  thereof  extended 
or  conferred  by  reference  to  its  title  only,  but  so  much  thereof  as  i< 
revised,  amended,  extended  or  conferred,  shall  be  re-enacted  and  i^ub- 
lished  at  length. 

Sfx\  52.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  release, 
extinguish,  or  authorize  the  releasing  or  extinguishing,  in  whole  or  in 
part,  the  indebtedness  or  liability  or  any  corporation  or  individual  to 
this  Commonwealth,  or  to  any  county  or  municipality  thereof. 

Sec.  53.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  monthly 
investigations  into  the  accounts  of  the  Treasurer  and  Auditor  of 
Public  Accounts,  and  the  result  of  these  investigations  shall  be  re- 
ported to  the  Governor,  and  these  reports  shall  be  semi-annually 
published  in  two  newspapers  of  general  circulation  in  the  State. 
The  reports  received  by  the  Governor  shall,  at  the  beginning  of  each 
session,  l)e  transmitted  by  him  to  the  General  Assembly  for  scrutiny 
and  appropriate  action. 

Sec.  54.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  limit  the 
amount  to  l)e  recovered  for  injuries  resulting  in  death,  or  for  injuries 
to  person  or  property. 

Sec.  55.  Xo  act,  except  general  appropriation  bills,  shall  become  a 
law  until  ninety  days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  session  at  which 
it  was  passed,  except  in  cases  of  emergency,  when,  by  the  concurreniv 
of  a  majority  of  the  meml)ers  elected  to  each  House  of  the  General 
Assembly,  by  a'  yea  and  nay  vote  entered  iipon  their  journals,  an  act 
may  become  a  law  when  approved  by  the  (lovernor;  but  the  reason-' 
for  the  emergency  that  justifies  this  action  must  be  set  out  at  lengtli 
in  the  journal  of  each  House. 

Sec.  56.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  until  the  same  shall  have  l)een 
signed  by  the  presiding  officer  of  each  of  the  two  Houses  in  ojxmi 
session ;  and  l)ef()re  such  officer  shall  have  affixed  his  signature  to  any 
bill,  he  shall  suspend  all  other  business,  declare  that  such  bill  will  now 
be  read,  and  that  he  will  sign  the  same  to  the  end  that  it  may  become  a 
law.  The  bill  shall  then  be  read  at  length  and  compared;  and,  if 
correctlv  enrolled,  he  shall,  in  presence  of  the  House  in  open  session, 
and  before  any  other  business  is  entertained,  affix  his  signature, 
which  fact  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal,  and  the  bill  immediately 
sent  to  the  other  House.  'V\Tien  it  reaches  the  other  House,  the  pre- 
siding officer  thereof  shall  immediately  suspend  all  other  business?, 
announce  the  reception  of  the  bill,  and  the  same  proceeding  shall 
thereupon  l>e  observed  in  every  respect  as  in  the  House  in  which  it 
was  first  signed.     And  thereupon  the  Clerk  of  the  latter  House  shall

iaimediately  present  the  same  to  the  Governor  for  his  signature  and 
approval. 

Sec.  57.  A  member  who  has  a  personal  or  private  interest  in  any 
measure  or  bill  proposed  or  pending  before  the  General  Assembly, 
shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the  House  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and 
shall  not  vote  thereon  upon  pain  of  expulsion. 

Sec.  58.  The  General  Assembly  shall  neither  audit  nor  allow  any 
private  claim  against  the  Commonwealth,  except  for  expenses  in- 
nirred  during  the  session  at  which  the  same  was  allowed;  but  may 
appropriate  money  to  pay  such  claim  as  shall  have  been  audited  and 
allowed  according  to  law. 

LOCAL    AND    SPECIAL    LEGISLATION 

Sec.  59.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  local  or  special 
acts  concerning  any  of  the  following  subjects,  or  for  any  of  the 
following  purposes,  namely : 

First:  To  regulate  the  jurisdiction,  or  the  practice,  or  the  circuits 
of  courts  of  justice,  or  the  rights,  powers,  duties  or  compensation  of 
the  officers  thereof;  but  the  practice  in  circuit  courts  in  continuous 
session  may,  by  a  general  law,  be  made  different  from  the  practice 
of  circuit  courts  held  in  terms. 

Second:  To  regulate  the  summoning,  impaneling  or  compensation 
of  grand  or  petit  jurors. 

Third:  To  provide  for  changes  of  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  causes. 

Fourth:  To  regulate  the  punishment  of  crimes  and  misdemeanors, 
or  to  remit  fines,  penalties  or  forfeitures. 

Fifth :  To  regulate  the  limitation  of  civil  or  criminal  causes. 

Sixth:  To  affect  the  estate  of  cestiiis  que  trunt^  decedents,  infants  or 
other  persons  under  disabilities,  or  to  authorize  any  such  persons  to 
>ell,  lease,  encumber  or  dispose  of  their  property. 

Seventh :  To  declare  any  person  of  age,  or  to  relieve  an  infant  or 
ftme  covert  of  disability,  or  to  enable  him  to  do  acts  allowed  only 
to  adults  not  under  disabilities. 

Eighth:  To  chan^  the  law  of  descent,  distribution  or  succession. 

Ninth:  To  authorize  the  adoption  or  legitimation  of  children. 

Tenth  :  To  grant  divorces. 

Elecenth:  To  change  the  name  of  persons. 

Twelfth :  To  give  effect  to  invalid  deeds,  wills  or  other  instruments. 

Thirteenth:  To  legalize,  except  as  against  the  Commonwealth, 
the  unauthorized  or  invalid  act  of  any  officer  or  public  agent  of  the 
Commonwealth,  or  of  any  city,  countv  or  municipality  thereof. 

Fourteenth:  To  refund  money  legally  paid  into  the  State  Treasury. 

Fifteenth:  To  authorize  or  to  regulate  the  levy,  the  assessment  or 
the  collection  of  taxes,  or  to  give  any  indulgence  or  discharge  to  any 
assessor  or  collector  of  taxes,  or  to  his  sureties. 

Sixteenth:  To  authorize  the  opening,  altering,  maintaining  or 
vacating  roads,  highways,  streets,  alleys,  town  plats,  cemeteries, 
j2Taveyards,  or  public  grounds  not  owned  by  the  Commonwealth. 

Seventeenth:  To  grant  a  charter  to  any  corporation,  or  to  amend 
the  charter  of  any  existing  corporation;  to  license  companies  or  per- 
sons to  own  or  operate  ferries,  bridges,  roads  or  turnpikes;  to  declare 
streams  navigable,  or  to  authorize  the  construction  of  booms  or  dams 
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therein,  or  to  remove  obstructions  therefrom;  to  affect  toll-gates,  or 
to  regulate  tolls ;  to  regulate  fencing  or  the  running  at  large  of  stock. 

Eighteenth:  To  create,  increase  or  decrease  fees,  percentages  or 
allowances  to  public  officers,  or  to  extend  the  time  for  the  collection 
thereof,  or  to  authorize  officers  to  appoint  deputies. 

iVineteenth.  To  give  any  person  or  corporation  the  right  to  lay  a 
railroad  track  or  tramway,  or  to  amend  existing  charters  for  such 
purposes. 

Twentieth:  To  provide  for  conducting  elections,  or  for  designating 
the  places  of  voting,  or  changing  the  boundaries  of  wards,  precincts 
or  districts,  except  when  new  counties  may  be  created. 

Twenty 'first:  To  regulate  the  rate  of  interest. 

T icenty -second :  To  authorize  the  creation,  extension,  enforcement, 
impairment  or  release  of  liens. 

Twenty-third:  To  provide  for  the  protection  of  ^ine  and  fish. 

Twenty-foxirth:  To  regulate  labor,  trade,  mining  or  manufac- 
turing. 

Twenty-fifth :  To  provide  for  the  management  of  common  schools. 

Twenty-sixth:  To  locate  or  change  a  county  seat. 

Twenty-seventh :  To  provide  a  means  of  taking  the  senst^  of  the 
l>eople  of  any  city,  town,  district,  precinct,  or  county,  whether  they 
wish  to  authorize,  regulate  or  prohibit  therein  the  sale  of  vinous, 
spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  or  alter  the  liquor  laws. 

Twenty-eighth:  Restoring  to  citizenship  persons  convicted  of  infa- 
mous crimes. 

Twenty-ninth:  In  all  other  cases  where  a  general  law  can  be  made 
applicable,  no  special  law  shall  be  enacted. 

I  Sec.  00.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  indirectly  enact  an}-  spe- 
cial or  local  act  by  the  repeal  in  part  of  a  general  act,  or  by  exempting 
from  the  operation  of  a  general  act  any  city,  town,  district  or  county; 
but  laws  repealing  local  or  special  acts  may  be  enacted.  Xo  law  shall 
be  enacted  granting  powers  or  privileges  in  any  case  where  the  gi-ant- 
ing  of  such  powers  or  privileges  shall  have  l)een  provided  for  by  a 
general  law,  nor  where  the  Courts  have  jurisdiction  to  grant  the  same 
or  to  give  the  relief  asked  for.  No  law,  except  such  as  relates  to  the 
sale,  loan  or  gift  of  vinous,  spirituous  or  malt  liquors,  bridges,  turn- 
pikes, or  other  public  roads,  public  buildings  or  improvements,  fen- 
cing, running  at  large  of  stocK,  matters  pertaining  to  common  schools, 
paupers,  and  the  regulation  by  counties,  cities,  towns  or  other  munici- 
palities of  their  local  affairs,  shall  be  enacted  to  take  effect  upon  the 
approval  of  any  other  authority  than  the  General  Assembly,  unless 
otherwise  expressly  provided  in  this  Constitution. 
»  Sec.  61.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  general  law,  provide  a 
means  whereby  the  sense  of  the  people  oi  any  county,  city,  town,  dis- 
trict or  precinct  may  be  taken,  as  to  whether  or  not  spirituous,  vinous 
or  malt  liquors  shall  be  sold,  bartered  or  loaned  therein,  or  the  sale 
thereof  regulated.  But  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  to  interfere 
with  or  to  repeal  any  law  in  force  relating  to  the  sale  or  gift  of  such 
liquors.  All  elections  on  this  question  may  be  held  on  a  day  other 
than  the  regular  election  days. 

Sec.  62.  The  stvle  of  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  shall  be  as 
follows :  "  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth of  Kentucky." 
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COUNTIES  AND   COUNTY   SEATS 

Sec.  63.  No  new  county  shall  be  created  by  the  General  Assembly 
which  will  reduce  the  county  or  counties,  or  either  of  them,  from 
which  it  shall  be  taken,  to  less  area  than  four  hundred  square  miles; 
nor  shall  any  county  be  formed  of  less  area,  nor  shall  any  boundary 
line  thereof  pass  within  less  than  ten  miles  of  anv  county  vSeat  of  the 
county  or  counties  proposed  to  be  divided.  Nothing  contained  hereijci 
bhall  prevent  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  from  abolishing  any  county. 

Sec.  64.  No  county  shall  be  divided,  or  have  any  part  stricken 
therefrom,  except  in  the  formation  of  new  counties,  without  submit- 
ting the  question  to  a  vote  of  the  people  of  the  county,  nor.imless  the 
majority  of  all  the  legal  voters  or  the  county  voting  on  the  question 
shall  vote  for  the  same.  The  county  seat  of  no  county  as  now  located, 
or  as  mav  hereafter  be  located,  shall  he,  moved,  except  upon  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  those  voting;  nor  shall  any  new  county  be  established 
which  will  reduce  any  county  to  less  than  twelve  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, nor  shall  any  county  be  created  containing  a  less  i)opulation. 

Sec.  65.  There  shall  be  no  territory  stricken  from  any  county  unless 
a  majority  of  the  voters  living  in  such  territory  shall  petition  for 
such  division.  But  the  portion  so  stricken  off  and  adden  to  another 
county,  or  formed  in  whole  or  in  part  into  a  new  county,  shall  be 
bound  for  its  proportion  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  county  from 
which  it  has  been  taken. 

IMPEACHMENTS 

Sec.  66.  The  House  of  Repi'esentatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
impeachment. 

Sec.  67.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate.  AMien 
sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirma- 
tion. No  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  Senators  present.  ^ 

Sec  68.  The  Governor  and  all  civil  officers  shall  be  liable  to  im- 
peachment for  any  misdemeanors  in  office;  but  judgment  in  such 
cases  shall  not  extend  further  than  removal  from  office,  and  disquali- 
fication to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  under  this  Com- 
monwealth; but  the  party  convicted  shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  and 
liable  to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment  by  law. 

the  executive  department 

OmCERS    FOR  THE    StATE    AT    LARGE 

Sec.  69.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  Commonwealth  shall 
be  vested  in  a  Chief  Magistrate,  who  shall  l)e  styled  the  "  (jovernor 
of  the  Commonwealth  oi  Kentucky." 

Sec.  70.  He  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  State.  The  person  having  the  highest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  Governor;  but  if  two  or  more  shall  1x5  equal  and  high- 
est in  votes,  the  election  shall  l)e  determined  bv  lot  in  such  manner 
as  the  General  Assemblv  may  dii'ect. 

Sec.  71.  He  shall  be  meligible  for  the  succeeding  four  years  after 
the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 
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Sec.  72.  He  shall  be  at  least  thirty  years  of  age,  and  have  been  a 
citizen  and  a  resident  of  Kentucky  for  at  least  six  3'ears  next  preced- 
ing his  election. 

Sec.  73.  He  shall  commence  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  his  office 
on  the  fifth  Tuesday  succeeding  his  election,  and  shall  continue  in  the 
execution  thereof  until  his  successor  shall  have  qualified. 

Sec.  74.  He  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  his  services  a  compen- 
sation to  be  fixed  bv  law. 

Sec.  75.  He  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
this  Commonwealth,  and  of  the  militia  thereof,  except  when  they 
shall  be  called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States;  but  he  shall  not 
command  personally  in  the  field,  unless  advised  so  to  do  by  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  (leneral  Assembly. 

Sec.  76.  He  shall  have  the  power,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  Constitution,  to  fill  vacancies  by  granting  commissions,  which 
shall  expire  when  such  vacancies  shall  have  been  filled  according  to 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  77.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  com- 
mute sentences,  grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  except  in  case  of  im- 
peachment, and  he  shall  file  with  each  application  therefor  a  state- 
ment of  the  reasons  for  his  decision  thereon,  which  application  ami 
statement  shall  always  l)e  open  to  public  inspection.  In  cases  of 
treason,  he  shall  have  power  fo  grant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the 
next  session  of  the  (leneral  Assembl}',  in  which  the  power  of  pardon- 
ing shall  be  vested ;  but  he  shall  have  no  power  to  remit  the  fees  of 
the  Clerk,  Sheriff,  or  Commonwealth's  Attorney  in  penal  or  criminal 
cases. 

Sec.  78.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  of 
the  Executive  Department  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  71).  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  Assembly 
information  of  the  state  of  the  Commonwealth,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Sec.  80.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General 
Assembly  at  the  seat  of  Ciovernment,  or  at  a  different  place,  of  that 
should  have  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy  or  from  contagious 
diseases.  In  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  Houses  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time 
as  he  shall  think  proper,  not  exceeding  four  months.  When  he  shall 
convene  the  General  Assembly  it  shall  be  by  proclamation,  stating 
the  subjects  to  be  considered,  and  no  others  shall  be  considered. 

Sec.  81.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  82.  A  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  chosen  at  every  regular 
election  for  Governor,  in  the  same  manner,  to  continue  in  office  for 
the  same  time,  and  j)ossess  the  same  qualifications  as  the  Governor. 
He  shall  be  ineligible  to  the  office  of  Lieutenant-Governor  for  the 
succeeding  four  years  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he 
shall  have  been  elected. 

Sec,  83.  He  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be  President  of  the  Senate, 
have  a  right,  when  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  to  debate  and  vote 
on  all  subjects,  and  when  the  Senate  is  equally  divided,  to  give  the 
casting  vote. 

Sec.  84.  Should  the  Governor  be  impeached  and  removed  from 
office,  die,  refuse  to  qualify,  resign,  be  absent  from  the  State,  or  lx\ 
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from  any  cause,  .unable  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his  office,  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  shall  exercise  all  the  power  and  authority 
appertaining  to  the  office  of  Governor  until  another  be  duly  elected 
and  qualified,  or  the  Governor  shall  return  or  be  able  to  discharge  the 
<luties  of  his  office.  On  the  trial  of  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  shall  not  act  as  President  of  the  Senate  or  take  part  in  the 
proceedings,  but  the  Chief  Justice  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall 
preside  during  the  trial. 

Sec.  85.  A  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  shall  be  elected  by 
each  Senate  as  soon  after  its  organization  as  possible,  the  Lieutenant- 
(Tovemor  vacating  his  seat  as  President  of  thv>  Senate  until  such 
election  shall  be  made;  and  as  often  as  there  is  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  President  pro  tempore^  another  President  ;  ro  tempore  of  the 
Senate  shall  be  elected  by  the  Senate,  if  in  session.  And  if,  during 
the  vacancy  of  the  office  of  Governor,  the  Lieutenani -Governor  shall 
\ye  impeached  and  removed  from  office,  refuse  to  qualify,  resign,  die 
(»r  be  absent  from  the  State,  the  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate 
>hall  in  like  manner  administer  the  government:  Provided^  When- 
ever a  vacancy  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  Governor  before  the  first 
two  vears  of  the  term  shall  have  expired,  a  new  election  for  Governor 
shall  take  place  to.  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  86.  The  Lieutenant-Governor,  or  President  pro  tempore  of 
the  Senate,  while  he  acts  as  President  of  the  Senate,  shall  receive  for 
his  services  the  same  compensation  which  shall,  for  the  same  period, 
l)e  allowed  to  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  and 
during  the  time  he  administers  the  government  as  Governor,  he  shall 
receive  the  same  compensation  which  the  Governor  would  have 
received  had  he  been  employed  in  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Sec.  87.  If  the  Lieutenant-Governor  shall  be  called  upon  to  adminis- 
ter the  government,  and  shall,  while  in  such  administration,  resign,  die 
or  be  absent  from  the  State  during  the  recess  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, if  there  be  no  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  for  the  time  being,  to  convene  the 
Senate  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  President ;  and  until  a  President 
is  chosen,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  administer  the  government. 
If  there  be  no  Secretary  of  State  to  perform  the  duties  devolved  upon 
him  by  this  section,  or  in  case  that  officer  be  absent  from  the  State, 
then  the  Attorney-General,  for  the  time  being,  shall  convene  the 
Senate  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  President,  and  shall  administer 
the  government  until  a  President  is  chosen. 

Sec.  88.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  the  two  Houses  shall 
l)e  presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it ;  but  if 
not,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it 
originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objections  in  full  upon  its  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  a  ma- 
jority of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bUl,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  House,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  considered,  and  if  approved  by  a  majority 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  House,  it  sliall  be  a  law ;  but  in 
sTich  case  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  bv  yeas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill 
?haU  be  entered  upon  the  journal  of  each  House  respecjtively.  If  any 
bill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays 
excepted)  after  it  shall  have  l)een  presented  to  him,  it  shall  he  a  law 
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in  like  maiinex  u  t  iT  Le  hail  si^jined  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly, 
by  their  adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a 
law,  unless  disapproved  by  him  within  ten  days  after  the  adjourn- 
ment, in  which  case  his  veto  message  shall  be  spread  upon  the  regis- 
ter kept  by  the  Secretary  of  State.  The  Governor  shall  have  power 
to  disapprove  any  part  or  parts  of  appropriation  bills  embracing 
distinct  items,  and  tne  part  or  parts  disapproved  shall  not  become  a 
law  unless  reconsidered  and  passed,  as  in  case  of  a  bill. 

Sec.  80.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  in  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  Houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjourn- 
ment, or  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  shall  be  presented 
to  the  Governor,  and,  before  it  shall  take  effect,  be  approved  by  him; 
or  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed  by  a  majority  of  the  members 
elected  to  both  Houses,  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  pre- 
scribed in  case  of  a  bill 

Sec.  00.  Contested  elections  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant-Governor 
shall  be  determined  by  \x>th  Houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  accord- 
ing to  such  regulations  as  may  be  established  by  law. 

Sec.  01.  A  Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Register  of  the 
Land  Office,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Labor  and  Statistics^,  Sec- 
retary of  State,  Attorney-General  and  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State  at 
the  same  time  the  (lovernor  is  elected,  for  the  term  of  four  j'ears, 
each  of  whom  shall  be  at  least  thirtv  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  hi^ 
election,  and  shall  have  l)een  a  resident  citizen  of  the  State  at  least 
two  years  next  before  his  election.  The  duties  of  all  these  officers 
shall  be  such  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  Secretary  of  State 
shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  and  attest  all  the  official  acts  or  the  Gov- 
ernor, and  shall,  when  required,  lav  the  same  and  all  papers,  minutes 
and  vouchers  relative  ther(»to  before  either  House  of  the  General 
Assembly.  The  officers  named  in  this  section  shall  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their 
election,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected 
and  qualified. 

Sec.  02.  The  Attomey-(ieneral  shall  have  been  a  practicing  lawyer 
eight  years  before  his  election. 

Sec.  03.  The  Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Secretary  of 
Stiite,  Commissioner  of  Agriculture,  Labor  and  Statistics,  Attorney- 
General,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction  and  Register  of  the 
Land  Office  shall  be  ineligible  to  re-election  for  the  succeeding  four 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  they  shall  have  been 
elected.  The  duties  and  responsibilities  of  these  officers  shall  Im? 
prescril)ed  by  law,  and  all  fees  collected  by  any  of  said  officers  shall 
be  covered  into  the  treasury.  Inferior  State  officers,  not  specifically 
provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  may  be  appointed  or  elected,  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  prescrilx»d  by  law,  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
four  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  appointed  or  elected  and 
qualified. 

Sec.  04.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  the  abolishment 
of  the  office  of  the  Kegister  of  the  Land  Office,  to  take  effect  at  the 
end  of  any  term,  and  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  custody  and  pres- 
ervation of  the  papers  and  records  of  said  office,  if  the  same  be 
abolished. 
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Sec.  95.  The  election  under  this  Constitution  for  Governor,  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor, Treasurer,  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts,  Register 
f  the  Land  Oifice,  Attorney-General,  Secretary  of  State,  Superin- 
tendent of  Public  Instruction,  and  Commissioner  of  Agriculture, 
Labor  and  Statistics,  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-fave,  and  the 
-ame  day  every  four  years  thereafter. 

Sec.  96,  All  the  officers  mentioned  in  section  ninety-five  shall  be 
paid  for  their  services  by  salary,  and  not  otherwise. 

Officebs  fob  Distbicts  and  Countikh 

Sec.  97.  At  the  general  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
two  there  shall  be  elected  in  each  circuit  court  district  a  Common- 
wealth's Attorney,  and  in  each  county  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court, 
who  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  or  the  duties  of  their  respective 
offices  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their  election,  ana  shall 
hold  their  offices  five  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qualified.  In  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  every 
.six  years  thereafter,  there  shall  be  an  election  in  each  county  for  a 
circuit  court  clerk,  and  for  a  Commonwealth's  Attorney  in  each  cir- 
cuit court  district,  unless  that  office  be  abolished,  who  shall  hold 
their  respective  offices  for  six  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
after  their  election,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  their 
su<*cessors. 

Sec.  98.  The  compensation  of  the  Commonwealth's  Attorney  shall 
be  bv  salary  and  such  percentage  of  fines  and  forfeitures  as  may  be 
fixed  by  law,  and  such  salary  shall  be  uniform  in  so  far  as  the  same 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  and  not  to  exceed  the  sum  of 
five  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  but  any  county  may  make  addi- 
tional compensation,  to  be  paid  by  said  county.  Should  any  per- 
centage of  fines  and  forfeitures  be  allowed  by  law,  it  shall  not  lx> 
paid  except  upon  such  proportion  of  the  fines  and  forfeitures  as 
have  been  collected  and  paid  into  the  State  Treasury,  and  not  until  so 
collected  and  paid. 

Sec.  99.  There  shall  be  elected  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four 
in  each  county  a  Judge  of  the  County  Court,  a  County  Court  Clerk, 
a  County  Attorney,  Sheriff,  Jailer,  Coroner,  Surveyor  and  Assessor, 
and  in  each  Justice's  District  one  Justice  of  the  Peace  and  one  Con- 
stable, who  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their 
offices  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their  election,  and  con- 
tinue in  office  three  years,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of 
their  successors;  and  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
every  four  years  thereafter,  tnere  shall  be  an  election  in  each  county 
of  the  officers  mentioned,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  four  yeai's 
(from  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their  election),  and  until 
the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors.  The  first  election 
of  Sheriffs  under  this  Constitution  shall  be  held  in  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninety-two,  and  the  Sheriffs  then  elected  shall  hold  their  offices 
two  years,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors. 
The  Sheriffs  now  in  office  for  their  first  term  shall  bi*.  eligible  to 
re-election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  those  elected  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two  for  the  first  term  shall  be  eligible 
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to  re-election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  but  thereafter  no 
Sheriff  shall  be  eligible  to  re-election  or  to  act  as  deputy  for  the 
succeeding  term. 

Sec.  100.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  offices  mentioned  in 
sections  ninety-seven  and  ninety-nine  who  is  not  at  the  time  of  his 
election  twenty- four  years  of  age  (except  Clerks  of  County  and 
Circuit  Courts,  who  shall  be  twenty-one  years  of  age),  a  citizen  of 
Kentucky,  and  who  has  not  resided  in  the  State  two  years,  and  one 

frear  next  preceding  his  election  in  the  county  and  district  in  which 
le  is  a  candidate.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Com- 
monwealth's Attorney  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  licensed  practicing 
lawyer  four  vears.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  County 
Attorney  unless  he  shall  have  been  a  licensed  practicing  lawyer  two 
years.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Clerk  unless  he 
shall  have  procured  from  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  or  a  Judge 
of  a  Circuit  Court,  a  certificate  that  he  has  been  examined  by  the 
Clerk  of  his  Court  under  his  supervision,  and  that  he  is  qualified  for 
the  office  for  which  he  is  a  candidate. 

Sec.  101.  Constables  shall  possess  the  same  c{ualifications  as  Sheriffs, 
and  their  jurisdiction  shall  l)e  co-extensive  with  the  counties  in  which 
they  reside.  Constables  now  in  office  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  102.  TMien  a  new  county  shall  be  created,  officers  for  the  same, 
to  serve  until  the  next  regular  election,  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
in  such  way  and  at  such  times  as  the  General  Assembly  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  103.  The  Judges  of  County  Courts,  ClerksJI  Sheriffs,  Sur- 
veyors, Coroners,  Jaflers,  Constables,  and  such  other  officers  as  the 
General  Assembly  may,  from  time  to  time,  require,  shall,  before  they 
enter  upon  the  aiities  of  their  respective  offices,  and  as  often  there- 
after as  may  be  deemed  proper,  give  such  bond  and  security  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  104.  The  General  Assembly  may  abolish  the  office  of  Assessor 
and  provide  that  the  assessment  of  property  shall  be  made  by  other 
officers;  but  it  shall  have  power  to  re-establish  the  office  of  Assessor 
and  prescribe  his  duties.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
Assessor  two  consecutive  terms. 

Sec.  105.  The  General  Assembly  may,  at  any  time,  consolidate  the 
offices  of  Jailer  and  Sheriff  in  any  county  or  counties,  as  it  shall  deem 
most  expedient;  but  in  the  event  such  consolidation  be  made,  the 
office  of  Sheriff  shall  be  retained,  and  the  Sheriff  shall  be  required 
to  perform  the  duties  of  Jailer. 

Sec.  lOG.  The  foes  of  county  officers  shall  be  regulated  by  law.  In 
counties  or  cities  having  a  population  of  seventy-five  tHousand  or 
more,  the  Clerks  of  the  respective  courts  thereof  (except  the  Clerk 
of  the  City  Court),  the  Marshals,  the  Sheriffs  and  the  Jailers,  shall 
be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury,  by  salary  to  be  fixed  by  law,  the 
salaries  of  said  officers  and  of  their  deputies  and  necessary  office 
expenses  not  to  exceed  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the  fees  collected 
by  said  officers,  respectively,  and  paid  into  the  Treasury. 
"  Sec.  107.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  the  election  or 
appointment,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  four  years,  of  such  other 
county  or  district  ministerial  and  executive  officers  as  may,  from  time, 
to  tinie,  bo  necessary. 
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Sec.  108.  The  General  Assembly  may,  at  any  time  after  the  expi- 
ration of  six  years  from  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  abolish 
the  office  of  Commonwealth's  Attorney,  to  take  eiOPect  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  of  the  incumbents,  in  which  event  the  duties  of  said 
"ffice  shall  be  discharged  by  the  County  Attorneys. 

THE   JCDICIAL  DEPARTMENT 

Sec.  109.  The  judicial  power  of  the  Commonwealth,  both  as  to  mat- 
ters of  law  and  equity,  shall  be  vested  in  the  Senate  when  sitting  as  a 
'onrt  of  impeachment,  and  one  Supreme  Court  (to  be  styled  the 
r  ourt  of  Appeals)  and  the  courts  established  by  this  Constitution. 

COI'RT   OF   APPEAI.S 

Sec.  110.  The  Court  of  Appeals  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction 
only,  which  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  State,  under  such  restric- 
lions  and  regulations  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  as  may  from 
time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  law.  Said  court  shall  have  power  to 
^•^siie  such  writs  as  may  be  necessary  to  give  it  a  general  control  of 
inferior  jurisdictions. 

Sec.  111.  The  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment ;  but  if  that  shall  become  dangerous,  in  case  of  war,  insurrection 
or  pestilence,  it  may  adjourn  to  met»t  and  transact  its  business  at  such 
other  place  in  the  State  as  it  may  deem  expedient  for  the  time  lieing. 

Sec.  112.  The  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  severally  hold 
llieir  offices  for  the  temi  of  eight  years,  commencing  on  the  first 
Mondav  in  January  next  succeeding  their  respective  elections,  and 
until  tiieir  several  successors  are  qualified,  subject  to  the  conditions 
hereinafter  prescribed.  For  any  reasonable  cause  the  (iovernor  shall 
remove  them,  or  any  one  or  more  of  them,  on  the  address  of  two- 
thirds  of  each  House  of  the  General  Assemblv.  The  cause  or  causes 
for  which  said  removal  shall  l)e  required  shall  te  stated  at  length  in 
-'ich  address  and  in  the  journal  of  each  House.  They  shall  at  stated 
times  receive  for  their  services  an  adequate  compensation,  to  be  fixed 
i>v  law. 

Sec.  113.  The  Court  of  Appeals  shall,  after  eighteen  hundred  and 
hinety-four,  consist  of  not  less  than  five  nor  more  than  seven  Judges. 
They  shall,  severally,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  l)e  conservators  of  the 
peace  throughout  t&e  State,  and  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  (tov- 
<  rnor. 

Sec.  114.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  election  as  a  Judge  of  the 
( mirt  of  Appeals  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  Kentucky  and  has  not 
resided  in  this  State  five  years  and  in  the  district  in  which  he  is 
«'lected  two  j'ears  next  preceding  his  election,  and  who  is  less  than 
thirty-five  years  of  age,  and  has  not  been  a  practicing  lawyer  eight 
yeai-s,  or  whose  services  upon  the  bench  of  a  Circuit  Court  or  court 
of  similar  jurisdiction,  when  added  to  the  time  he  may  have  practiced 
law,  shall  not  l)e  equal  to  eight  years. 

Sec  115.  The  present  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  their  respective  terms  expire,  and  until  their  several 
Miccessors  shall  be  qualified;  and  at  the  regular  election  next  preced- 
ing the  expiration  of  the  term  of  each  of  the  present  Judges,  his 
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successor  shall  be  elected.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  before  the 
regular  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  provide  for  the 
election  of  such  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  not  less  than  five 
nor  exceeding  seven,  as  may  be  necessary;  and  if  less  than  seven 
Judges  be  provided  for,  the  General  Assembly  may,  at  any  time,  in- 
crease the  number  to  seven. 

Sec.  116.  The  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  elected  by 
districts.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  before  the  regular  election  in 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  divide  the  State,  by  counties,  into 
as  many  districts,  as  nearly  equal  in  population  and  as  compact  in 
form  as  possible,  as  it  may  provide  shall  oe  the  number  of  Jiidges  of 
the  Court  of  Appeals;  and  it  may,  every  ten  years  thereafter,  or 
when  the  number  of  Judges  requires  it,  redistrict  the  State  in  like 
manner.  Upon  the  creation  of  new  or  additional  districts,  the  (}en- 
eral  Assembly  shall  designate  the  year  in  which  the  first  election  for 
a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  held  in  each  district,  so  that 
not  more  than  the  number  of  Judges  provided  for  shall  be  elected, 
and  that  no  Judge  niav  be  deprived  of  his  office  until  the  expiration 
of  the  term  for  which  fie  was  elected. 

Sec.  117.  A  majority  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  but  m  the  event 
as  many  as  two  decline,  on  account  of  interest  or  for  other  reason,  to 
preside  in  the  trial  of  any  cause,  the  Governor,  on  that  fact  bein^r 
certified  to  him  by  the  Chief  Justice,  shall  appoint  to  try  the  particu- 
lar cause  a  sufficient  number  of  Judges  to  constitute  a  full  Court. 
The  Judges  so  appointed  shall  possevss  the  qualifications  prescribed 
for  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  receive  the  same  compensa- 
tion proportioned  to  the  lengtn  of  service. 

Sec.  118.  The  Judge  longest  in  commission  as  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Appeals  shall  be  Chief  Justice,  and  if  the  term  of  service  of  two 
or  more  Judges  be  the  same,  they  shall  determine  by  lot  which  of 
their  number  shall  be  Chief  Justice.  The  Court  shall  prescribe  by 
rule  that  petitions  for  rehearing  shall  be  considered  by  a  Judge  who 
did  not  deliver  the  opinion  in  the  case;  and  the  Court,  if  composed 
of  seven  Judges,  shall  divide  itself  into  sections  for  the  transaction 
of  business,  if,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Court,  such  arrangement  is 
necessary. 

Sec.  119.  The  Superior  Court  shall  continue  until  the  terms  of  the 
present  Judges  of  said  Court  expire,  and  upon  the  expiration  of  their 
terms,  all  causes  pending  l)efore  the  Superior  Court  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  Court  of  Appeals  and  be  determined  by  it. 

Sec.  120.  The  pres^mt  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  servo 
until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  and  until 
his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified.  At  the  election  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninetv-seven  there  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  State  a  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  who  shall 
take  his  office  the  first  Monday  in  September,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  and  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  regular  election 
in  nineteen  hundred  and  three,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified.  In  nineteen  hundred  and  three  and  thereafter,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  elected  at  the  same  time  as 
the  Governor  for  the  term  of  four  years;  and  the  said  Clerk  shall 
take  his  office  on  the  first  Monday  in  January  following  his  election. 
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and  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified. 
The  Clerk  shall  be  ineliffible  for  the  succeeding  term. 

Sec.  121.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals  unless  he  is  a  citizen  of  Kentucky,  a  resident  thereof 
for  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one 
\ears,  and  have  a  certificate  from  a  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
that  he  has  been  examined  by  him,  or  by  the  Clerk  ofhis  Court  under 
his  supervision,  and  that  he  is  qualified  for  the  office. 

Sec.  122.  Should  a  vacancv  occur  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals,  or  should  the  Clerk  be  under  charges,  the  Court  of 
Appeals  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  Clerk  until  the  vacancy  be 
filled  as  provided  in  this  Constitution,  or  until  the  Clerk  be  acquitted. 

Sec.  123.  The  style  of  process  shall  be,  "  The  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the  name  and 
l)v  the  authoritv  of  the  "  Commonwealth  of  Kentuckv,"  and  conclude 
ugamst  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same. 

Sec.  124.  The  Clerks  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  Circuit  and  County 
Courts,  shall  be  removable  from  office  bv  the  Court  of  Appeals,  upon 
information  and  good  cause  shown.  The  Court  shall  be  judge  of  the 
facts  as  well  as  the  law.  Two-thirds  of  the  members  present  must 
concur  in  the  sentence. 

Circuit  Courts 

Sec.  125.  A  Circuit  Court  shall  be  established  in  each  county  now 
existing,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  created,  in  this  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  126.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  Court  shall  be  and  remain  as  now 
established,  hereby  giving  to  the  General  Assembly  the  power  to 
change  it. 

Sec.  127.  The  right  to  appeal  or  sue  out  a  writ  of  error  shall  remain 
as  it  now  exists  until  altered  by  law,  hereby  giving  to  the  General 
A.ssembly  the  power  to  change  or  modify  said  right. 

Sec.  128.  At  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
the  General  Ah:semblv,  having  due  regard  to  territory,  business  and 
population,  shall  divide  the  State  into  a  sufficient  number  of  judicial 
districts  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  con- 
cerning Circuit  Courts.  In  makins:  «^ich  apportionment  no  county 
Jihall  he  divided,  and  the  number  of  said  districts,  excluding  those  in 
counties  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand, 
shall  not  exceea  one  district  for  each  sixty  thousand  of  the  popula- 
tion of  the  entire  State. 

Sec.  129.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  the  same  time  the  judicial 
districts  are  laid  oif,  direct  elections  to  be  held  in  each  district  to  elect 
a  judge  therein.  The  first  election  of  judges  of  the  Circuit  Courts 
under  this  Constitution  shall  take  place  at  the  annual  election  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  and  the  judges  then  elected 
shall  enter  upK)n  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
on  the  first  Monday  in  January  after  their  election,  and  hold  their 
offices  five  years,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 
At  the  general  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and 
every  six  years  thereafter,  there  shall  l>e  an  election  for  Judges  of 
the  circuit  courts,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  six  years  from  the 
first  Monday  in  January  succeeding  their  election.  They  shall  be 
conunissioned  by  the  Governor,  and  continue  in  office  until  their  sue- 
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cessors  shall  have  been  qualified,  but  shall  be  removable  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals.  The  removal  of  a 
Judge  from  his  district  shall  vacate  his  orace. 

Sec.  130.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  Judge  of  the  circuit  court 
who  is  less  than  thirty-five  years  of  age  when  elected,  who  is  not  a 
citizen  of  Kentuckv,  and  a  resident  of  the  district  in  which  he  mav 
be  a  candidate  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  who  has 
not  been  a  practicing  lawyer  eignt  years. 

Sec.  131.  There  Siall  be  at  least  three  regular  terms  of  Circuit 
Court  held  in  each  coimty  every  year. 

Sec.  132.  The  General  Assembly,  when  deemed  necessary,  ma^' 
establish  additional  districts;  but  the  whole  number  of  districts, 
exclusive  of  counties  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand,  shall  not  exceed  at  any  time  one  for  every  sixty  thousand 
of  population  of  the  State  according  to  the  last  enumeration. 

Sec.  133.  The  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court  shall,  at  stated  times, 
receive  for  their  services  an  adequate  compensation  to  be  fixed  by 
law,  which  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State,  so  far 
as  the  same  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  State  Treasury. 

Sec.  134.  The  Judicial  Districts  of  the  State  shall  not  be  changed 
except  at  the  first  session  after  an  enumeration,  unless  upon  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  new  district. 

Sec.  135.  No  Courts,  save  those  provided  for  in  this  Constitution, 
shall  be  established. 

Sec.  136.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  holding 
Circuit  Courts  when,  from  any  cause,  the  Judge  shall  fail  to  attend, 
or,  if  in  attendance,  can  not  properly  preside. 

Se(\  137.  Each  county  having  a  population  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  or  over,  shall  constitute  a  district,  which  shall  be 
entitled  to  four  Judges.  Additional  Judges  for  said  district  may. 
from  time  to  time,  be  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly,  but  not 
to  exceed  one  Judge  for  each  increase  of  forty  thousand  of  popula- 
tion in  said  county,  to  be  ascertained  by  the  last  enumeration.  Each 
of  the  Judges  in  such  a  district  shall  hold  a  separate  court,  except 
when  a  general  term  may  be  held  for  the  purpose  of  making  rules  of 
court,  or  as  may  be  required  by  law :  Prooid^a^  No  general  term  shall 
have  power  to  review  any  order,  decision  or  proceeding  of  any  branch 
of  the  court  in  said  district  made  in  separate  term.  There  shall  be 
one  Clerk  for  such  district  who  shall  l^e  known  as  the  Clerk  of  the 
Circuit  Court.  Criminal  causes  shall  be  under  the  exchisive  jurisdic- 
tion of  some  one  branch  of  said  court,  and  all  other  litigation  in  said 
district,  of  which  the  Circuit  Court  may  have  jurisdiction,  shall  \ye 
distributed  as  equallv  as  mav  be  between  the  other  branches  thereof, 
in  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  court  made  in  general  term  or  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  138.  Each  county  having  a  city  of  twenty  thousand  inhabit- 
ants, and  a  population,  including  said  city,  of  forty  thousand  or 
more,  may  constitute  a  district,  and  when  its  population  reaches 
seventy-five  thousand,  the  General  Assembly  may  provide  that  it 
shall  have  an  additional  Judge,  and  such  district  may  have  a  Judge 
for  each  additional  fifty  thousand  population  above  one  hundred 
thousand.  And  in  such  counties  the  General  Assembly  shall,  by 
proper  laws,  direct  in  what  manner  the  court  shall  be  held  and  the 
business  therein  conducted. 
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QUABTEHLY   COUBTS 

Sec.  139.  There  shall  be  established  in  each  county  now  existing, 
or  which  mav  be  hereafter  created,  in  this  State,  a  Court,  to  be  stvled 
the  Quarterly  Court,  the  jurisdiction  of  which  shall  be  unifomi 
throughout  the  State,  and  shall  be  regulated  by  a  general  law,  and, 
until  changed,  shall  be  the  same  as  that  now  vested  by  law  in  the 
Quarterly  Courts  of  this  Commonwealth.  The  Judges  of  the  County 
Court  shall  be  the  Judges  of  the  Quarterly  Courts. 

(^oiTNTY  ( Doubts 

iSEC.  140.  There  shall  be  established  in  each  county  now  existing, 
or  which  may  be  hereafter  created,  in  this  State,  a  Court  to  be  styled 
the  County  Court,  to  consist  of  a  Judge,  who  shall  be  a  conservator 
of  the  peace,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  for  his  services  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  (lov- 
omor,  and  shall  vacate  his  office  bv  removal  from  the  countv  in  which 
he  niav  have  been  elected. 

Sec.  141.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  County  Court  shall  be  uniform 
throughout  the  State,  and  shall  be  regulated  by  general  law,  and, 
until  changed,  shall  be  the  same  as  now  vested  in  the  County  Courts 
of  this  State  bv  law. 

JlIHTICKS'    COI'BTH 

Sec.  142.  Each  county  now  existing,  or  which  nuiy  hereafter  be 
created,  in  this  State,  shall  be  laid  off  into  districts  in  such  manner 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct;  but  no  county  shall  have  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  eight  districts,  in  each  of  which  districts 
one  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  elected  as  provided  in  section  ninety- 
nine.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  provisions  for  regulating 
the  number  of  said  districts  from  time  to  time  within  the  limits  herein 
pri^scribed,  and  for  fixing  the  boundaries  thereof.  The  jurisdiction  of 
•Justices  of  the  Peace  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county,  and  shall 
U^  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the  State.  Justices  of  the  Peace 
>hall  be  conservators  of  the  jx^ace.  They  shall  be  conmiissioned  by 
the  Governor,  and  shall  vacate  their  offices  by  removal  from  the 
*li^tricts,  respectively,  in  which  they  may  have  been  elected. 

Poijcp:  Courts 

Sec.  143.  A  Police  Court  may  l)e  established  in  each  city  and  town 
in  this  State,  with  jurisdiction  in  cases  of  violation  of  municipal 
ordinances  and  by-laws  occurring  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the 
rity  or  town  in  which  it  is  established,  and  such  criminal  jurisdic- 
tion within  the  said  limits  as  Justices  of  the  Peace  have.  The  said 
Courts  may  be  authorized  to  act  as  examining  Courts,  but  shall  have 
no  civil  jurisdiction:  ProrideiK  The  (leneral  Assembly  may  confer 
civil  jurisdiction  on  Police  Courts  in  cities  and  towns  of  the  fourth 
and  fifth  classes  and  in  towns  of  the  sixth  class  having  a  population 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  or  more,  which  jurisdiction  shall  l)e  uniform 
throughout  the  State,  and  not  exceed  that  of  Justices  of  the  Peace. 
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E^CAL  COUBTS 

Sec.  144.  Counties  shall  have  a  Fiscal  Ck>urt,  which  may  consist  of 
the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  and  the  Justices  of  the  Peace,  in 
which  Court  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court  shall  preside,  if  present; 
or  a  county  may  have  three  Commissioners,  to  be  elected  from  the 
county  at  large,  who,  together  with  the  Judge  of  the  County  Court, 
shall  constitute  the  Fiscal  Court.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  said 
Court  shall  constitute  a  Court  for  the  transaction  of  business.  But 
where,  for  county  governmental  purposes,  a  city  is  by  law  separated 
from  the  remainder  of  the  county,  such  Commissioners  may  be 
elected  from  the  part  of  the  county  outside  of  such  city. 

SUFFRAGE   AND   ELECTIONS 

Sec.  145.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years,  who  has  resided  in  the  State  one  year,  and  in  the 
coimty  ^ix  months,  and  in  the  precinct  in  which  he  offers  to  vote 
sixty  days,  next  preceding  the  election,  shall  be  a  voter  in  said  pre- 
cinct and  not  elsewhere ;  but  the  following  persons  are  excepted  and 
shall  not  have  the  right  to  vote: 

First:  Persons  convicted  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  of 
treason,  or  felony,  or  bribery  in  an  election,  or  of  such  high  misde- 
meanor as  the  General  A&sembly  may  declare  shall  operate  as  an 
exclusion  from  the  right  of  suffrage;  but  persons  hereby  excluded 
may  be  restored  to  their  civil  rights  by  Executive  pardon. 

Second:  Persons,  who,  at  the  time  of  the  election,  are  in  confine- 
ment under  the  judgment  of  a  court  for  some  penal  offense. 

Third:  Idiots  and  insane  persons. 

Sec.  146.  No  person  in  the  military,  naval  or  marine  service  of  the 
United  States  shall  be  deemed  a  resident  of  this  State  by  reason  of 
being  stationed  within  the  same. 

Sec.  147.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 
registration  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  in  cities  and  towns  having 
a  population  of  five  thousand  or  more;  and  may  provide  by  general 
law  for  the  registration  of  other  voters  in  the  State.  AYhere  registra- 
tion is  required,  only  persons  registered  shall  have  the  right  to  vote. 
The  mode  of  registration  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  General  Assembly. 
In  all  elections  by  persons  in  a  representative  capacity  the  voting  shall 
be  viva  voce  and  made  a  matter  of  record;  but  all  elections  by  the 
people  shall  be  by  secret  official  ballot,  furnished  by  public  authority 
to  the  voters  at  the  polls,  and  marked  by  each  voter  m  private  at  the 
polls,  and  then  and  there  deposited.  The  word  "  Elections  "  in  this 
section  includes  the  decision  of  questions  submitted  to  the  voters,  as 
well  as  the  choice  of  officers  by  them.  The  first  General  Assembly 
held  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  pass  all  necessary 
laws  to  enforce  this  provision,  and  shall  provide  that  persons  illiter- 
ate, blind,  or  in  any  way  disabled,  may  have  their  ballots  marked  as 
herein  required. 

Sec.  148.  Not  more  than  one  election  each  year  shall  be  held  in  this 
State  or  in  any  city,  town,  district,  or  countv  thereof,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  Constitution.  All  elections  of  State,  county, 
city,  town  or  district  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  first  Monday  in  November:  but  no  officer  of  any  city,  town,  or 
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county,  or  of  any  subdivision  thereof,  except  members  of  municipal 
I<  sri'^lative  boards,  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  year  in  which  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States  are  elected. 
District  or  State  Officers,  including  members  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly, may  be  elected  in  the  same  year  in  which  members  of  the  House 
^)f  Representatives  of  the  United  States  are  elected.  All  elections  by 
the  people  shall  be  between  the  hours  of  six  o'clock  A.  M.  and  seven 
o'clock  P.  M.,  but  the  General  Assembly  may  change  said  hours,  and 
all  officers  of  any  election  shall  be  residents  and  voters  in  the  precinct 
in  which  they  act.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  laW  that 
Jill  employers  shall  allow  employees,  under  reasonable  regulations,  at 
least  four  hours  on  election  days,  in  which  to  cast  their  votes. 

Sec.  140,  Voters,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony,  breach  or 
surety  of  the  peace,  or  violation  of  the  election  laws,  shall  be  priv- 
ileged from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  elections,  and  while  they 
are  going  to  and  returning  therefrom. 

Sec.  150.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit  for  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected  who  shall  be  convicted  of  having  given,  or  consented  to  the 
jriving,  offer  or  promise  of  any  money  or  other  thing  of  value,  to  pro- 
cure liis  election,  or  to  influence  the  vote  of  any  voter  at  such  election ; 
:in(l  in  anv  corporation  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  offer,  promise  or 
irive,  or  s^iall  authorize,  directly  or  indirectly,  any  person  to  offer, 
promise  or  give  any  money  or  any  thing  of  value  to  influence  the 
iTsult  of  any  election  in  this  State,  or  the  vote  of  any  voter  authorized 
to  vote  therein,  or  who  shall  afterward  reimburse  or  compensate,  in 
any  manner  whatever,  any  person  who  shall  have  offered,  promised 
or  given  any  money  or  other  thing  of  value  to  influence  the  result  of 
any  election  or  the  vote  of  any  such  voter,  such  corporation  if  organ- 
ized under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  forfeit  its  charter  and  all  rights,  privileges  and  immunities 
thereunder;  and  if  chartered  by  another  State  and  doing  business  in 
this  State,  whether  by  license,  or  upon  mere  sufferance,  such  corpora- 
tion upon  conviction  of  either  of  the  offenses  aforesaid,  shall  forfeit 
:ill  right  to  carry  on  any  buisness  in  this  State;  and  it  shall  be  the 
(liity  of  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
j)rovisions  of  this  section.  All  persons  shall  be  excluded  from  office 
who  have  been,  or  shall  hereafter  be,  convicted  of  a  felon,  or  of  such 
high  misdemeanor  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  but  such  disability 
mav  be  removed  by  pardon  or  the  Governor.  The  privilege  of  free 
siirfrage  shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections,  and  pro- 
hibiting, imder  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence  thereon,  from 
jx)wer,  bribery,  tumult  or  other  improper  practices. 

Sec.  151.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  suitable  means  for 
depriving  of  office  any  person  who,  to  procure  his  nomination  or  elec- 
tion, has,  in  his  canva&s  or  election,  been  guilty  of  anv  unlawful  use 
of  money,  or  other  thing  of  value,  or  has  l)een  guilty  oi  fraud,  intimi- 
dation, bribery,  or  any  other  corrupt  practice,  ancl  he  shall  be  held 
responsible  for  acts  done  by  others  with  his  authority,  or  ratified 
l)v  him. 

Sec.  152.  Except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  vacan- 
cies in  all  elective  offices  shall  be  filled  by  election  or  appointment,  as 
follows:  If  the  unexpired  term  will  end  at  the  next  succeeding  annual 
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election  at  which  either  city,  town,  county,  district,  or  State  officers 
are  to  be  elected,  the  office  shall  be  fillwi  by  appointment  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term.  If  the  unexpired  term  will  not  end  at  the 
next  succeeding  annual  election  at  wnich  either  city,  town,  county, 
district,  or  State  officers  are  to  be  elected,  and  if  three  months  inter- 
vene before  said  succeeding  annual  election  at  which  either  city,  town, 
county,  district,  or  State  officers  are  to  be  elected,  the  office  bhall  l>t* 
filled  by  appointment  until  said  election,  and  then  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  bv  election  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.  If  three  month: 
do  not  intervene  between  the  hapi:)ening  of  said  vacancy  and  the 
next  succeeding  election  at  which  city,  town,  county,  district  or  Stato 
officers  are  to  be  elected,  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  until 
the  second  succeeding  annual  election  at  which  city,  town,  county, 
district  or  State  officers  are  to  be  elected;  and  then,  if  any  part  of  the 
term  remains  unexpired,  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  election  until  th(* 
regular  time  for  the  election  of  officers  to  fill  said  offices.  Vacancies 
in  all  offices  for  the  State  at  large,  or  for  districts  larger  than  a 
county,  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Governor;  all  other 
appointments  shall  be  made  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  Xo  person 
shall  ever  be  appointed  a  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  but 
vacancies  therein  may  be  filled  at  a  special  election,  in  such  manner 
as  may  l>e  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  158.  Exc^ept  as  otherwise,  herein  expressly  provided,  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  have  power  to  provide  bv  general  law  for  the 
manner  of  voting,  for  ascertaining  the  result  o{  elections  and  making 
due  returns  thereof,  for  issuing  certificates  or  commissions  to  all  ix^r- 
sons  entitled  thereto,  and  for  the  trial  of  contested  elections. 

Sec.  154.  The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  such  laws  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  restriction  or  prohibition  of  the  sale  or  gift  of 
spirituous,  vinous  or  malt  liquors  on  election  days. 

Sec.  155.  The  provisions  of  sections  one  hundred  and  forty-five  to 
one  hundred  and  fifty-four,  inclusive,  shall  not  apply  to  the  election 
of  school  trustees  and  other  common  school  district  elections.  Said 
elections  shall  be  regulated  by  the  General  Assembly,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  this  constitution. 

MUNCIPALITIES. 

Sec  150.  The  cities  and  towns  of  this  Commonwealth,  for  the  pur- 
poses of  their  organization  and  government,  shall  be  divided  into  six 
classes.  The  organization  and  powers  of  each  class  shall  be  defined 
and  provided  for  by  general  laws,  so  that  all  municipal  corporation-^ 
of  the  same  class  shall  possess  the  same  powei*s  and  be  subject  to  the 
same  restrictions.  To  the  first  class  shall  belong  cities  with  a  popu- 
lation of  one  hundred  thousand  or  more;  to  the  second  class,  cities 
with  a  population  of  twenty  thousand  or  more,  and  less  than  one 
hundred  thousand;  to  the  third  class,  cities  with  a  population  of 
eight  thousand  or  more,  and  less  than  twentv  thousand;  to  the  fourth 
class,  cities  and  towns  with  a  population  of  three  thousand  or  nion\ 
and  less  than  eight  thousand;  to  the  fifth  class,  cities  and  towns  with 
a  population  of  one  thousand  or  more,  and  less  than  three  thousand; 
to  the  sixth  class,  towns  with  a  population  of  less  than  one  thousand. 
The  General  Assembly  shall  assign  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  Com- 
monwealth  to  the   classes  to   which   they   respectively  belong,    and 
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f  hange  assignments  made  as  the  population  of  said  cities  and  towns 
ni:!}'  increase  or  decrease,  and  in  the  absence  of  other  satisfactory 
information  as  to  their  population,  shall  be  governed  by  the  last  pre- 
mling  Federal  census  in  so  doing;  but  no  city  or  town  shall  be  trans- 
f»  rixnl  from  one  class  to  another,  except  in  pursuance  of  a  law  pre- 
viously enacted  and  providing  therefor.  The  General  Assembly,  by 
a  trcneral  law,  shall  provide  how  towns  may  be  organized,  and  enact 
laws  for  the  government  of  such  towns  until  the  same  are  assigned  to 
'HiO  or  the  other  of  the  classes  above  named;  but  such  assignment  shall 
k'  made  at  the  first  session  of  the  General  Assembly  after  the  organi- 
zation of  said  town  or  city. 

Sfx\  157.  The  tax  rate  of  cities,  towns,  counties,  taxing  districts  and 
•>ther  municipalities,  for  other  than  school  purposes,  shall  not,  at  any 
lime,  exceed  the  following  rates  upon  the  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
•  rty  therein,  viz:  For  all  towns  or  cities  having  a  population  of  fif- 
tton  thousand  or  more,  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  on  the  hundred 
ci(»Ilai-s;  for  all  towns  or  cities  having  less  than  fifteen  thousand  and 
not  less  than  ten  thousand,  one  dollar  on  the  hundred  dollars;  for  all 
towns  or  cities  having  less  than  ten  thousand,  seventy -five  cents  on 
ihe  hundred  dollars;  and  for  counties  and  taxing  districts,  fifty  cents 
on  the  hundred  dollars;  unless  it  should  Ixi  necessary  to  enable  such 
^•ity.  town,  county,  or  taxing  district  to  pay  the  interest  on,  and  pro- 
vide a  sinking  fund  for  the  extinction  of,  indebtedness  contracted 
iM-fore  the  adoption  of  this  Constituticm.  No  county,  city,  town,  tax- 
mg  district,  or  other  municipality,  shall  l>e  authorized  or  permitted 
to  l>ecome  indebted,  in  any  manner  or  for  any  purpose,  to  an  ainoimt 
vxri'oding,  in  any  year,  the  income  and  revenue  provided  for  such 
}ear,  without  the  assent  of  two-thirds  of  the  voters  thereof,  voting 
at  an  election  to  l>e  held  for  that  purpose;  and  any  indebtedness  (con- 
tracted in  violation  of  this  section  shall  be  void.  Nor  shall  such 
rontraet  l>e  enforceable  by  the  person  with  whom  made;  nor  shall 
-\\(^\\  municipality  ever  h^.  authorized  to  assume  the  same. 

Sec.  158.  The  respective  cities,  towns,  counties,  taxing  districts, 
and  municipalities  shall  not  be  authorized  or  ])erniitted  to  incur 
indebtedness  to  an  amount,  including  existing  indebtedness,  in  the 
^•L^jrregate  exceeding  the  following  named  maximum  })ercentag(»s  on 
tW  value  of  the  taxable  property  therein,  to  be  estinuited  by  the 
u-<ossment  next  before  the  last  assessment  previous  to  the  incurrini^ 
of  the  indebtedness,  viz:  Cities  of  the  first  and  second  classes,  and 
of  the  third  class  having  a  popidation  exceeding  fifteen  tliousand, 
t^-n  per  centum;  cities  oi  the  third  class  having  a  popuhition  of  less 
than  fifteen  thousand,  and  cities  and  towns  of  the  fourth  class,  five 
jH^r  centum;  cities  and  towns  of  the  fifth  and  sixth  classes,  three  per 
centum;  and  counties,  taxing  districts  and  other  municipalities,  two 
|mt  centum:  Provided^  Any  city,  town,  county,  taxing  district  or 
other  municipality  may  contract  an  indebtedness  in  excess  of  such 
limitations  wlien  the  same  has  been  authorized  under  laws  in  force 
prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  or  when  necessary  for  the 
<v>mpletion  of  and  payment  for  a  public  improvement  uiulertalvcn 
•and  not  completed  and  paid  for  at  tlie  time  of  the  ad()j)tion  of  tliis 
Constitution:  And  prorlded  fnrtJut\  If,  at  the  time  of  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  the  aggregate  indebtccluess,  i)()n(led  or  floating, 
of  any  city,  town,  county,  taxing  district   or  other   nuuiicipality, 
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including  that  which  it  has  been  or  may  be  authorized  to  contract  as 
herein  provided,  shall  exceed  the  limit  herein  prescribed,  then  no 
such  city  or  town  shall  be  authorized  or  permitted  to  increase  its 
indebtedness  in  an  amount  exceeding  two  per  centum,  and  no  such 
county,  taxing  district  or  other  municipality,  in  an  amount  exceeding 
one  i)er  centum,  in  the  aggregate  upon  the  value  of  the  taxable  prop- 
erty therein,  to  be  ascertained  as  herein  provided,  until  the  aggregate 
of  its  indebtedness  shall  have  been  reduced  below  the  limit  herein 
fixed,  and  thereafter  it  shall  not  exceed  the  limit,  unless  in  case  of 
emergenc3%  the  public  health  or  safety  should  so  require.  Nothing 
herein  shall  prevent  the  issue  of  renewal  bonds,  or  bonds  to  fund  the 
floating  indebtedness  of  any  city,  town,  county,  taxing  district  or 
other  municipality. 

Sec.  159.  \\Tienever  any  county,  city,  town,  taxing  district  or  othoi 
municipality  is  authorized  to  contract  an  indebtedness,  it  shall  l)e 
required,  at  the  same  time,  to  provide  for  the  collection  of  an  annual 
tax  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  said  indebtedness,  and  to  create  a 
sinking  fund  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof,  within  not 
more  than  forty  yeai;^  from  the  time  of  contracting  the  same. 

Sec.  160.  The  Mayor  or  Chief  lixecutive.  Police  Judges,  members 
of  legislative  boards  or  councils  of  towns  and  cities  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  thereof:  Provided^  The  Mayor  or  Chief  Exec- 
utive and  Police  Judges  of  the  towns  of  the  fourth,  fifth  and  sixth 
classes  may  be  appointed  or  elected  as  provided  by  law.  The  terms 
of  office  of  Mayors  or  Chief  Executives  and  Police  Judges  shall  he 
four  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  qualified ;  and  of  mem- 
bers of  legislative  boards,  two  years.  When  any  city  of  the  fii-st  or 
second  class  is  divided  into  wards  or  districts,  members  of  legislative 
boards  shall  be  elected  at  large  by  the  (jualified  voters  of  said  city, 
but  so  selected  that  an  equal  proportion  thereof  shall  reside  in 
each  of  the  said  wards  or  districts;  but  when  in  any  citv  of  tlie 
first,  second  or  third  class,  there  are  two  legislative  boards,  tht» 
less  numerous  shall  l>e  selected  from  and  elected  by  the  voters  at 
shall  be  four  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  qualified.  Xo 
Mayor  or  Chief  Sixecutive  or  fiscal  officer  of  any  city  of  the  first  or 
second  class,  after  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office  to  which  he  has 
been  elected  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  for  the  succeed- 
ing term.  "  Fiscal  officer ''  shall  not  include  an  Auditor  or  Assessor, 
or  any  other  officer  whose  chief  duty  is  not  the  collection  or  holding 
of  public  monevs.  The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  the  qualifi- 
cations of  all  ofticers  of  towns  and  cities,  the  manner  in  and  causes  for 
which  they  may  be  removed  from  office,  and  how  vacancies  in  such 
large  of  said  city ;  but  other  officers  of  towns  or  cities  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  therein,  or  appointed  by  the  local  authorities 
thereof,  as  the  General  Assemblv  may,  by  a  general  Ikw,  provide: 
but  when  elected  by  the  voters  o^  a  town  or  city,  their  terms  of  offici* 

Sec.  161.  The  compensation  of  any  city,  county,  town  or  municipal 
officer  shall  not  be  changed  after  his  election  or  appointment,  or  dur- 
ing his  term  of  office;  nor  shall  the  term  of  any  such  officer  be  ex- 
tended beyond  the  period  for  which  he  may  have  been  elected  or 
appointed. 

Sec.  102.  No  county,  city,  town  or  other  municipality  shall  ever 
be  authorized  or  permitted  to  pay  any  claim  created  against  it,  under 
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auy  agreement  or  contract  made  without  express  authority  of  law, 
jiid  all  such  unauthorized  agreements  or  contracts  shall  be  null  and 

void. 

Sec.  163.  No  street  railway,  gas,  water,  steam  heating,  telephone, 
ir  electric  light  company,  within  a  city  or  town,  shall  be  permitted  or 
luthorized  to  construct  its  tracks,  lay  its  pipes  or  mains,  or  erect  its 
i>ole>,  posts  or  other  apparatus  along,  over,  under  or  across  the  streets, 
alleys  or  public  grouncTs  of  a  city  or  town,  without  the  consent  of  the 
fjroper  legislative  bodies  or  boards  of  such  city  or  town  being  first 
<»l)tained ;  but  when  charters  have  been  heretofore  granted  conferring 
such  rights,  and  work  has  in  good  faith  been  begun  thereunder,  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply. 

Sec.  1G4.  No  county^  city,  town,  taxing  district  or  other  munici- 
j)tility  shall  be  authorized  or  permitted  to  grant  any  franchise  or 
privilege,  or  make  any  contract  in  reference  thereto,  for  a  term 
exceeding  twenty  years.  Before  granting  such  franchise  or  privilege 
for  a  term  of  years,  such  municipality  shall  first,  after  due  advertise- 
luent,  receive  bids  therefor  publiclv,  and  award  the  same  to  the 
highest  and  best  bidder;  but  it  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  or 
all  bids.     This  section  shall  not  apply  to  a  trunk  railway. 

Sec.  165.  No  person  shall,  at  the  same  time,  Ik*  a  State  officer  or  a 
deputy  officer,  or  member  of  the  (leneral  Assembly,  and  an  officer  of 
any  county,  city,  town,  or  other  municipality,  or  an  employe  thereof; 
and  no  person  shall,  at  the  same  time,  fill  two  municipal  offices, 
c  ilher  in  the  same  or  different  municipalities,  except  as  may  be  other- 
wise provided  in  this  Constitution;  but  a  Notary  Public,  or  an  officer 
of  the  Militia,  shall  not  be  ineligible  to  hold  any  other  office  men- 
tioned in  this  section. 

Sec.  166.  All  acts  of  incorporation  of  cities  and  towns  heretofore 
irranted,  and  all  amendments  thereto,  except  as  provided  in  section 
f)iie  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  shall  continue  in  force  under  this  Con- 
stitution, and  all  City  and  Police  Courts  established  in  any  city  or 
town  shall  remain,  with  their  present  powers  and  jurisdictions,  until 
such  time  as  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  general  laws  for 
the  government  of  towns  and  cities,  and  the  officers  and  courts  thereof ; 
luit  not  longer  than  four  years  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  Jan- 
uary, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety-one,  within  which  time 
the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  general  laws  for  the  govern- 
ment of  towns  and  cities,  and  the  officers  and  courts  thereof,  as  pro- 
vided in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  167.  All  city  and  town  officers  in  this  State  shall  be  elected  or 
appointed  as  provided  in  the  charter  of  each  respective  town  and 
city,  until  the  general  election  in  November,  1893,  and  until  their 
sncces>?ors  shall  l)e  elected  and  qualified,  at  which  time  the  terms  of 
all  such  officers  shall  expire;  and  at  that  election,  and  thereafter  as 
their  terms  of  office  may  expire,  all  officers  required  to  be  elected  in 
<iti(*s  and  towns  by  this  Constitution,  or  by  general  laws  enacted  in 
conformity  to  its  provisions,  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  elections 
in  November,  but  only  in  the  odd  years,  except  members  of  municipal 
legislative  boards,  who  may  be  elected  either  in  the  even  or  odd 
years,  or  part  in  the  even  and  part  in  the  odd  years:  Provifled^  That 
the  terms  of  office  of  Police  Judges,  who  were  elected  for  four  years 
at  the  August  election,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety,  shall  expire 
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August  thirty-first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four,  and  the  terms 
of  Police  Judges  elected  in  Xoveml)er,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety- 
three,  shall  begin  September  first,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-four, 
and  continue  until  the  November  election,  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-sevent  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  168.  No  municipal  ordinance  shall  fix  a  ijenalty  for  a  viola- 
tion thereof  at  less  than  that  imposed  by  statute  lor  the  same  offenj?e. 
A  conviction  or  acauittal  under  either  shall  constitute  a  bar  to 
another  prosecution  for  the  same  offense. 

REVENUE   AND   TAXATION 

Sec.  169.  The  fiscal  year  shall  commence  on  the  first  dav  of  July 
m  each  year,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  170.  There  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  public  proi>erty 
used  for  public  purposes ;  places  actually  used  for  religious  worship, 
with  the  grounas  attached  thereto  and  used  and  appurtenant  to  the 
house  of  worship,  not  exceeding  one-half  acre  in  cities  or  towns,  and 
not  exceeding  two  acres  in  the  country;  places  of  burial  not  held  for 
private  or  corjx>rate  profit,  institutions  of  purely  public  charity,  and 
institutions  of  education  not  used  or  emploved  for  gain  by  any  per- 
son or  corporation,  and  the  income  of  whicli  is  devoted  solely  to  the 
cause  of  education;  public  libraries,  their  endowments,  and  the  in- 
come of  such  property  as  is  used  exclusively  for  their  maintenance*: 
all  parsonages  or  residences  owned  l)y  any  religious  society,  and 
occupied  as  a  home,  and  for  no  other  purpose,  by  the  minister  of 
any  religion,  with  not  exceeding  one-half  acre  of  ground  in  towns 
and  cities  and  two  acres  of  ground  in  the  country  appurtenant 
thereto;  household  goods  and  other  personal  property  of  a  peiM)n 
with  a  family,  not  exceeding  two  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  in  vahie; 
crops  grown  in  the  year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made,  and  in 
the  hands  of  the  producer;  and  all  laws  exempting  or  commuting 
property  from  taxation  other  than  the  property  aoove  mentioned 
shall  be  void.  The  (ieneral  Ass(»mblv  mav  authorize  any  incor- 
porated city  or  town  to  exempt  manufacturing  establishments  from 
municipal  taxation,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  five  years,  as  an 
inducement  to  their  location. 

Sec.  171.  The  (ieneral  Assemblv  shall  provide  by  law  an  annual 
tax,  which,  with  other  resources,  sliall  Ik*  sufficient  to  defray  the  esti- 
mated expenses  of  the  Commonwealth  for  each  fiscal  year.  Taxes 
shall  be  levied  and  collected  for  public  purposes  only.  They  shall  lx» 
uniform  upon  all  property  subject  to  taxation  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  authority  levying  the  tax;  and  all  taxes  shall  be  levied 
and  collected  by  general  laws. 

Sec.  172.  All  property,  not  exempted  from  taxation  by  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  be  assessed  for  taxation  at  its  fair  cash  value,  esti- 
mated at  the  price  it  would  briuff  at  a  fair  voluntary  sale;  and  any 
officer,  or  other  person  authorized  to  assess  values  for  taxation,  who 
shall  commit  any  willful  error  in  the  performance  of  his  duty,  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  misfeasance,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall 
forfeit  his  office,  and  Iw  otherwise  punished  as  may  be  provided 
by  law. 

Sec.  17»i.  The  receiving,  directly  or  indirectly,  by  any  officer  of  tiu' 
Commonwealth,  or  of  any  county,  city  or  town,  or  member  or  offia^ 
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of  the  General  Assembly,  of  any  interest,  profit  or  perquisites  arising 
from  the  use  or  loan  oi  public  funds  in  his  hands,  or  moneys  to  be 
raised  through  his  agency  for  State,  city,  town,  district  or  county 
purposes  shall  be  deemed  a  felony.  Said  offense  shall  be  punished  as 
may  be  prescril>ed  by  law,  a  part  of  which  punishment  shall  be 
(Iwjiialification  to  hold  office. 

Sec.  174.  All  property,  whether  owned  by  natural  persons  or  cor- 
porations, shall  bo  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  unless  exempted 
i»y  this  Constitution;  and  all  corporate  property  shall  pay  the  same 
rate  of  taxation  paid  by  individual  property.  Nothing  in  this  Con- 
stitution shall  be  construed  to  prevent  the  General  Assembly  from 
providing  for  taxation  based  on  incomes,  licenses  or  franchises. 

Sec.  175.  The  power  to  tax  property  shall  not  be  surrendered  or 
iriispended  by  any  contract  or  grant  to  which  the  Commonwealth 
>lrall  ])e  a  party. 

Sec.  176.  The  Commonwealth  shall  not  assume  the  debt  of  any 
county,  municipal  corporation  or  political  subdivision  of  the  State, 
unless  such  debt  shall  have  been  contracted  to  defend  itself  in  time 
of  war,  to  repel  invasion  or  to  suppress  insurrection. 

Sec  177.  The  credit  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  not  be  given, 
pledged  or  loaned  to  any  individual,  company,  corporation  or  asso- 
ciation, municipality,  or  political  subdivision  of  the  State;  nor  shall 
the  Commonwealth  become  an  owner  or  stockholder  in,  nor  make 
ilonation  to,  any  company,  association  or  corporation;  nor  shall  the 
Commonwealth  construct  a  railroad  or  other  highway. 

Sec.  178.  All  laws  authorizing  the  borrowing  of  money  bv  and  on 
liehalf  of  the  Commonwealth,  county  or  other  political  subdivision 
of  the  State,  shall  specify  the  purpose  for  which  the  money  is  to  be 
ii>e(l,  and  the  money  so  borrow^ed  snail  be  used  for  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  179.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  authorize  any  county  or 
Mibdi vision  thereof,  city,  town,  or  incorporated  district,  to  become  a 
>t<xkholder  in  any  company,  association  or  corporation,  or  to  obtain 
or  appropriate  money  for,  or  to  loan  its  credit  to,  any  corporation, 
n-^^ociation  or  individual,  except  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
maintaining  bridges,  turnpike  roads,  or  gravel  roads:  Provided^  If 
any  municipal  corporation  shall  offer  to  the  Commonwealth  any 
property  or  money  for  locating  or  building  a  Capitol,  and  the  Com- 
monwealth accepts  such  offer,  the  corporation  may  comply  with  the 
offer. 

Sec  180.  The  General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  counties,  cities 
or  towns  to  levy  a  poll-tax  not  exceecling  one  dollar  and  fiftv  cents 
per  head.  Every  act  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly,  and  every 
ordinance  and  resolution  passed  bv  any  county,  city,  town,  or  munici- 
pal board  or  local  legislative  body,  levying  a  tax,  shall  specify  dis- 
tinctly the  purpose  for  which  said  tax  is  levied,  and  no  tax  levied 
jmd  collected  for  one  purpose  shall  ever  be  devoted  to  another  pur- 
pose. 

•'Sec.  181.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  impose  taxes  for  the 
ptirposes  of  any  county,  city,  town  or  other  municipal  corporation, 
but  may,  by  general  laws,  confer  on  the  proper  authorities  thereof, 
n^specti^ely,  the  power  to  assess  and  collect  such  taxes.     The  (General 

Assembly  "may,  hy  general  laws  only,  provide  for  the  payment  of 

aAmen(le<l.  1802. 
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license  fees  on  franchises,  stock  used  for  breeding  purposes,  the 
various  trades,  occupations  and  professions,  or  a  special  or  exciso 
tax;  and  may,  by  general  laws,  delegate  the  power  to  counties,  towns, 
cities,  and  other  municipal  corporations,  to  impose  and  collect  license 
fees  on  stock  used  for  breeding  purposes,  on  franchises,  trades,  occu- 
pations and  professions. 

Sec.  182.  Nothing  in  this  Constitution  shall  be  construed  to  prevent 
the  General  Assembly  from  providing  by  law  how  railroads  and  rail- 
road proi)erty  shall  be  assessed  and  how  taxes  thereon  shall  be  col- 
lected. And  until  otherwise  provided,  the  present  law  on  said  subject 
shall  remain  in  force. 

EDUCATION 

Sec.  183.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  appropriate  legislation, 
provide  for  an  efficient  svstem  of  common  schools  throughout  the 
State. 

Sec.  184.  The  bond  of  the  Commonwealth  i.ssued  in  favor  of  the 
Board  of  Education  for  the  sum  of  one  million  three  hundred  and 
twenty-seven  thousand  dollars  shall  constitute  one  bond  of  the  Com- 
monwealth in  favor  of  the  Board  of  Education,  and  this  bond  ami 
the  seventv-three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  of  the  stock  in  the 
Bank  of  Kentucky,  held  by  the  Board  of  Education,  and  its  proceeds, 
shall  be  held  inviolate  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining  the  system  of 
common  schools.  The  interest  and  dividends  of  said  fund,  together 
with  any  sum  which  may  be  produced  by  taxation  or  otherwise  for 
purposes  of  common  school  education,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the 
common  schools,  and  to  no  other  purpose.  No  sum  shall  be  raised  or 
collected  for  education  other  than  in  common  schools  until  the  ques- 
tion of  taxation  is  submitted  to  the  legal  voters,  and  the  majoritv  of 
the  votes  cast  at  said  election  shall  be  m  favor  of  such  taxation  :  )^rO' 
vided^  The  tax  now  imposed  for  educational  purposes,  and  for  the 
endowment  and  maintenance  of  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  Col- 
lege, shall  remain  until  changed  by  law. 

Sec.  185.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  provision,  by  law,  for 
the  payment  of  the  interest  of  said  school  fund,  and  may  provide  for 
the  sale  of  the  stock  in  the  Bank  of  Kentuckv :  and  in  case  of  a  sale  of 
all  or  any  part  of  said  stock,  the  proceeds  of  sale  shall  be  invested  by 
the  Sinking  Fund  Commissioners  in  other  good  interest-bearing 
stocks  or  bonds,  which  shall  l)e  subject  to  sale  and  reinvestment,  from 
time  to  time,  in  like  manner,  and  with  the  same  restrictions,  as  pro- 
vided with  reference  to  the  sale  of  the  said  stock  in  the  Bank  of 
Kentucky. 

Sec.  18().  Each  county  in  the  Commonwealth  shall  be  entitled  to  its 
proportion  of  the  school  fund  on  its  census  of  pupil  children  for 
each  school  year;  and  if  the  pro  rata  share  of  any  school  district  l)e 
not  called  for  after  the  second  school  vear,  it  shall  be  covered  into  the 
treasury  and  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  school  fund  for  general 
apportionment  the  following  school  year.  The  surplus  now  due  the 
several  counties  shall  remain  a  perpetual  obligation  against  the  Com- 
monwealth for  the  benefit  of  said  respective  counties,  for  wyhich  the 
Commonwealth  shall  execute  its  bond,  bearing  interest  at  the  rate  of 
six  per  centum  per  annum,  payable  annually  to  the  counties  res{>ec- 
tively  entitled  to  the  same,  and  in  the  proportion  to  which  they  are 
entitled,  to  be  used  exclusively  in  aid  of  conmion  schools. 
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Sec.  187.  In  distributing  the  school  fund  no  distinction  shall  be 
made  on  account  of  race  or  color,  and  separate  schools  for  white  and 
wlored  children  shall  be  maintained. 

Sec.  188.  So  much  of  any  moneys  as  may  be  received  by  the  Com- 
monwealth from  the  United  States  under  the  recent  act  of  Congress 
refunding  the  direct  tax  shall  become  a  part  of  the  school  fund,  and 
lie  held  as  provided  in  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-four;  but  the 
General  Assembly  may  authorize  the  use,  by  the  Commonwealth,  of 
the  moneys  so  received  or  any  part  thereof,  in  which  event  a  bond 
shall  be  executed  to  the  Board  of  Education  for  the  amount  so  used 
which  bond  shall  be  held  on  the  same  terms  and  conditions,  and  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  section  one  hundred  and  eighty-four,  concern- 
ing the  lx)nd  therein  referred  to. 

Sec.  189.  No  portion  of  any  fund  or  tax  now  existing,  or  that  may 
iiereafter  be  raised  or  levied  lor  educational  purposes,  shall  be  appro- 
priated to,  or  used  by,  or  in  aid  of,  any  church,  sectarian  or  denomi- 
national school. 

CORPORATIONS 

Sec.  190.  No  corporation  in  existence  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution  shall  have  the  benefit  of  future  legislation  without 
^T>X.  filing  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State  an  acceptance  of  the 
provisions  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  191.  AH  existing  charters  or  grants  of  special  or  exclusive 
privileges,  under  which  a  bona  fide  organization  shall  not  have  taken 
place,  and  business  been  commenced  in  good  faith  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall  thereafter  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  192.  No  corporation  shall  engage  in  business  other  than  that 
expressly  authorized  by  its  charter,  or  the  law  under  which  it  may 
have  been  or  hereafter  may  be  organized,  nor  shall  it  hold  any  real 
estate,  except  such  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  for  carrying  on  its 
le<ritimate  business,  for  a  longer  period  than  five  years,  uncler  penalty 
of  escheat. 

Sec.  193.  No  corporation  shall  issue  stock  or  bonds  except  for  an 
H|uivalent  in  money  paid  or  labor  done,  or  property  actually  received 
and  applied  to  the  purposes  for  which  such  corporation  was  created, 
und  neither  labor  nor  property  shall  be  receivecl  in  payment  of  stock 
or  bonds  at  a  greater  value  than  the  market  price  at  the  time  said 
lalwr  was  done  or  property  delivered,  and  all  fictitious  increase  of 
-tock  or  indebtedness  shall  be  void. 

Sec.  194.  All  corporations  formed  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  or 
carrying  on  business  in  this  State,  shall,  at  all  times,  have  one  or  more 
kiiown  places  of  business  in  this  State,  and  an  authorized  agent  or 
agents  there,  upon  whom  process  may  l>e  executed,  and  the  General 
Assembly  shall  enact  laws  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec  195.  The  Commonwealth,  in  the  exercise  of  the  right  of  emi- 
nent domain,  shall  have  and  retain  the  same  powers  to  take  the 
property  and  franchises  of  incorporated  companies  for  public  use 
which  it  has  and  retains  to  take  the  property  of  individuals,  and  the 
t^xercise  of  the  police  powers  of  this  (/onimonwealth  shall  never  be 
abridged,  nor  so  construed  as  to  permit  corporations  to  conduct  their 
business  in  such  manner  as  to  iniringe  upon  the  equal  rights  of  indi- 
udnals. 
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Sec.  196.  Transportation  of  freight  and  passengers  by  railroad, 
steamboat  or  other  common  carrier,  shall  be  so  regulated,  by  the  gen- 
eral law,  as  to  prevent  unjust  discrimination.  No  common  carrier 
shall  be  permitted  to  contract  fpr  relief  from  its  common  law  liability. 

Sec.  107.  Xo  railroad,  steamlwat  or  other  common  carrier,  under 
heavy  penalty  to  be  fixed  bv  the  General  Assembly,  shall  give  a  free 
pass  or  passes,  or  shall,  at  reduced  rates  not  common  to  the  public, 
sell  tickets  for  transportation  to  any  State,  district,  city,  town  or 
county  officer,  or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  Judge;  and 
any  State,  district,  city,  town  or  county  officer,  or  member  of  the 
General  Asseml)ly,  or  Judge,  who  shall  accept  or  use  a  free  pass  or 
passes,  or  shall  receive  or  use  tickets  or  transportation  at  reduced 
rates  not  common  to  the  public,  shall  forfeit  his  office.  It  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  enact  laws  to  enforce  the  provisions 
of  this  section. 

Sec.  198.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  from  time  to 
time,  as  necessity  may  require,  to  enact  such  laws  as  may  Ix*  necessary 
to  prevent  all  trusts,  pools,  combinations  or  other  organizations,  from 
combining  to  dei)reciate  l>elow  its  real  value  any  article,  or  to  enhance 
the  cost  of  anv  article  above  its  real  value. 

Sec.  199.  Any  association  or  corporation,  or  the  lessees  or  mana- 
gers thereof,  organized  for  the  purpose,  or  any  individual,  shall  have 
the  right  to  construct  and  maintain  lines  oi  telegraph  within  this 
State,  and  to  connect  the  same  with  other  lines,  and  said  companies 
shall  receive  and  transmit  each  other's  messages  without  unreasonable 
delay  or  discrimination,  and  all  such  companies  are  hereby  declared 
to  be  common  carriers  and  subject  to  legislative  control.  Telejdione 
companies  operating  exchanges  in  different  towns  or  cities,  or  other 
public  stations,  shall  receive  and  transmit  each  other's  messages 
without  unreasonable  delay  or  discrimination.  The  General  Assem- 
bly shall,  by  general  laws  of  uniform  operation,  ])rovide  reasonable 
regulations  to  give  full  effect  to  this  section.  Nothing  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  cities  or  towns  to  arrange 
and  control  their  streets  and  alleys,  and  to  designate  the  places  at 
which,  and  the  manner  in  which,  the  wires  of  such  companies  shall 
be  erected  or  laid  within  the  limits  of  such  city  or  town. 

Sec.  200.  If  any  railroad,  telegraph,  express,  or  other  corporation, 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  consolidate 
by  sale  or  otherwise,  with  any  railroad,  telegraph,  express  or  other 
corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  the  same 
shall  not  thereby  become  a  foreign  corporation,  but  the  courts  of  this 
Commonwealth  shall  retain  jurisdiction  over  that  part  of  the  corpo- 
rate property  Avithin  the  limits  of  this  State  in  all  matters  which  may 
arise,  as  if  said  consolidation  had  not  taken  place. 

Sec.  201.  No  railroad,  telegi'aph,  telephone,  bridge  or  common  car- 
rier company  shall  consolidate  its  capital  stock,  franchises  or  prop- 
erty, or  ])ool  its  earnings,  in  whole  or  in  part,  with  any  other  railroad, 
te]egra])h,  telephone,  bridge  or  common  carrier  company,  owning  a 
parallel  or  com])eting  line  or  structure,  or  acquire  by  purchase,  lease 
or  otherwise,  any  parallel  or  comj^eting  line  or  structure,  or  ojjerate 
the  same;  nor  shall  any  railroad  company  or  other  common  carrier 
combine  or  make  anv  contract  with  the  owners  of  anv  vessel  that 
leaves  or  makes  port  in  this  State,  or  with  any  common  carrier,  by 
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which  combination  or  contract  the  earnings  of  one  doing  the  carrying 
are  to  be  shared  by  the  other  not  doing  the  carrying. 

Sec.  202.  No  corporation  organized  outside  the  limits  of  this  State 
i^hall  be  allowed  to  transact  business  within  the  State  on  more  favor- 
able conditions  than  are  prescribed  by  law  to  similar  corporations 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  Commonwealth. 

Sec.  203.  No  corporation  shall  lease  or  alienate  any  franchise  so  as 
to  relieve  the  franchise  or  property  held  thereunder  from  the  liabili- 
ties of  the  lessor  or  grantor,  lessee  or  grantee,  contracted  or  incurred 
in  the  operation,  use  or  enjoyment  of  such  franchise,  or  any  of  its 
privileges. 

Sec.  201.  Any  President,  Director,  Manager,  Cashier  or  other 
officer  of  any  banking  institution  or  association  for  the  deposit  or 
loan  of  money,  or  any  individual  banker,  who  shall  i-eceive  or  assent 
to  the  receiving  of  deposits  after  he  shall  have  knowledge  of  the 
fact  that  such  banking  institution  or  association  or  individual  banker 
is  insolvent,  shall  he  individually  responsible  for  such  deposits  so 
received,  and  shall  be  guilty  of  felony  and  subject  to  such  punishment 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  205.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  general  laws,  provide  for 
the  revocation  or  forfeiture  of  the  charters  of  all  corporations  guilty 
of  abuse  or  misuse  of  their  corporate  powers,  privileges  or  franchises, 
or  whenever  said  corporations  become  detrimental  to  the  interest  and 
welfare  of  the  Commonwealth  or  its  citizens. 

Sec.  206.  All  elevators  or  storehouses,  where  grain  or  other  prop- 
erty is  stored  for  a  compensation,  whether  the  property  stored  be  kept 
separate  or  not,  are  declared  to  be  public  warehouses,  subject  to 
legislatiA'e  control,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  enact  laws  for 
the  inspection  of  grain,  tobacco  and  other  produce,  and  for  the  pro- 
tection of  producers,  shippers  and  receivers  of  grain,  tobacco  and 
other  produce. 

Sec.  207.  In  all  elections  for  directors  or  managers  of  any  cor- 
poration, each  share-holder  shall  have  the  right  to  cast  as  many  votes 
m  the  aggregate  as  he  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  said  company  under 
its  charter,  multiplied  by  the  numlx?r  of  directors  or  managers  to 
be  elected  at  such  election ;  and  each  share-holder  may  cast  the  whole 
nnnil)er  of  votes,  either  i?i  person  or  b}^  proxy,  for  one  candidate,  or 
distribute  such  votes  among  two  or  more  candidates,  and  such  direct- 
ors  or  managers  shall  not  be  elected  in  any  other  manner. 

Se€.  208.  The  word  corporation  as  used  in  this  Constitution  shall 
embrace  joint  stock  companies  and  associations. 

RAILROADS    AND    COMMERCE 

Sec.  209.  A  commission  is  hereby  established,  to  l)e  known  as  "  The 
Rjiilroad  Commission  "  which  shall  be  composed  of  three  Commis- 
'-ioners.  During  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  which  con- 
venes in  December,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  and  before  the 
first  day  of  June,  ejghteen  hundred  and  ninety-two,  (he  (jovernor 
^hall  appoint,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  said 
three  Commissioners,  one  from  each  Superior  (^ourt  District  as  now 
established,  and  said  appointees  shall  take  their  oilice  at  the  expira- 
tion of  the  terms  of  the  present  incumbents.     The  Conmiissioners  so 
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appointed  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  term  of  the  present 
Governor,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  At 
the  regular  election  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five  and  ever}'^ 
four  years  thereafter  the  Commissioners  shall  be  elected,  one  in  each 
Superior  Court  District,  by  the  qualified  voters  thereof,  at  the  same 
time  and  for  the  same  term  as  the  Governor.  No  person  shall  be 
eligible  to  said  office  unless  he  l^e,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  at  least 
thirty  years  of  age,  a  citizen  of  Kentucky  two  years,  and  a  resident 
of  the  district  from  which  is  chosen  one  year,  next  preceding  his 
election.  Any  vacancy  in  this  office  shall  lie  filled  as  provided  in 
section  one  hundred  and  fifty-two  of  this  Constitution.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  change  said  districts  so  as  to 
equalize  the  population  thereof;  and  may,  if  deemed  expedient, 
require  that  the  Commissioners  be  all  elected  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  State  at  lar^e.  And  if  so  required,  one  Commissioner  shall 
l)e  from  each  District.  No  person  in  the  service  of  any  railroad  or 
common  carrier  company  or  corporation,  or  of  any  firm  or  associa- 
tion conducting  business  as  a  common  carrier,  or  in  anywise  pecun- 
iarily interested  in  such  company,  corporation,  firm  or  association, 
or  in  the  railroad  business,  or  as  a  common  carrier,  shall  hold  such 
office.  The  powers  and  duties  of  the  Railroad  Commissioners  shall 
be  regulated  by  law ;  and  mitil  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Com- 
mission so  created  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  jurisdiction,  per- 
form the  same  duties,  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations,  and  receive 
the  same  compensation,  as  now  conferred,  prescribed  and  allowed 
bv  law  to  the  existing  Railroad  Commissioners.  The  General  Assem- 
bly may,  for  cause,  address  any  of  said  Commissioners  out  of  office 
by  similar  proceedings  as  in  the  case  of  Judges  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  enact  laws  to  prevent  the 
nonfeasance  and  misfeasance  in  office  of  said  Commissioners,  and  to 
impose  proper  penalties  therefor. 

Sec.  210.  No  corporation  engaged  in  the  business  of  common  car- 
rier shall,  directly  or  indirectlv,  own,  manage,  operate,  or  engage  in 
any  other  business  than  that  of  a  common  carrier,  or  hold,  own,  lease 
or  acquire  directly  or  indirectly,  mines,  factories,  or  timber,  except 
such  as  shall  l)e  necessar}^  to  carry  on  its  business;  and  the  General 
Assembly  shall  enact  laws  to  give  effect  to  the  provisions  of  this 
section. 

Sec.  211.  No  railroad  corporation  organized  under  the  laws  of  anv 
other  State,  or  of  the  TJnited  States,  and  doing  business,  or  proposing 
to  do  Imsiness,  in  this  State,  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the 
right  of  eminent  domain  or  have  power  to  acquire  the  right  of  way 
or  real  estate  for  depot  or  other  uses,  until  it  shall  have  become  a 
body -corporate  pursuant  to  and  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of  this 
Commonwealth. 

Sec.  212.  The  rolling  stock  and  other  movable  property  belonging 
to  any  railroad  corporation  or  company  in  this  State  shall  be  con- 
sidered personal  property,  and  shall  be  liable  to  execution  and  sale 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  personal  property  of  individuals.  The 
earnings  of  any  railroad  company  or  corporation,  and  choses  in 
action,  money  and  personal  property  of  all  Kinds  belonging  to  it,  in 
the  hands,  or  under  the  control,  of  any  officer,  agent  or  employe  of 
such  corporation  or  compan}^,  shall  be  subject  to  process  or  attach- 
ment to  the  same  extent  and  in  the  same  manner,  as  like  property  of 
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individuals  when  in  the  hands  or  under  the  control  of  other  persons. 
\jiy  such  earnings,  choses  in  action,  money  or  other  personal  prop-* 
trty  may  be  subjected  to  the  payment  of  any  judgment  against  such 
corporation  or  company,  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  extent 
as  such  property  of  individuals  in  the  hands  of  third  persons. 

Sec.  213.  All  railroad,  transfer,  belt  lines  and  railway  bridge  com- 
panies, organized  under  the  laws  of  Kentucky,  or  operating,  main- 
taining or  controlling  any  railroad,  transfer,  l>elt  lines  or  bridges, 
or  doing  a  railway  business  in  this  State,  shall  receive,  transfer, 
deliver,  and  switch  empty  or  loaded  cars,  and  shall  move,  transport, 
receive,  load  or  unload  all  the  freight  in  car  loads  or  less  quantities, 
coining  to  or  going  from  any  railroad,  transfer,  belt  line,  bridge  or 
siding  thereon,  with  equal  promptness  and  dispatch,  and  without  any 
diNcnmination  as  to  charges,  preference,  drawback  or  rebate  in  favor 
of  any  person,  corporation,  consi^ee  or  consignor,  in  any  matter  as 
to  payment,  transportation,  handling  or  delivery ;  and  shall  so  receive, 
deliver,  transfer  and  transport  all  freight  as  above  set  forth,  from 
and  to  any  point  where  there  is  a  physical  connection  l>etween  the 
tracks  of  said  companies.  But  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  as 
rw]uiring  any  such  common  carrier  to  allow  the  use  of  its  tracks  for 
the  trains  of  another  engaged  in  like  business. 

Sec.  214.  No  railway,  transfer,  belt  line  or  railway  bridge  company 
>hall  make  any  exclusive  or  preferential  contract  or  arrangement  with 
anv  individual,  association  or  corporation,  for  the  receipt,  transfer, 
delivery,  transportation,  handling,  care  or  custody  of  any  freight,  or 
for  the  conduct  of  any  business  as  a  common  carrier. 

Sec.  215.  All  railway,  transfer,  l)elt  lines  or  railway  bridge  com- 
panies shall  receive,  load,  unload,  transport,  haul,  deliver  and  handle 
freight  of  the  same  class  for  all  persons,  associations  or  corporations 
from  and  to  the  same  points  and  upon  the  same  conditions,  in  the 
^ime  manner  and  for  the  same  charges,  and  for  the  same  method  of 
payment. 

Sec.  216.  All  railway,  transfer,  belt  lines  and  railway  bridge  com- 
panies shall  allow  the  tracks  of  each  other  to  unite,  intersect  and  cross 
at  any  point  where  such  union,  intersection  and  crossing  is  reasonable 
or  feasible. 

Sec.  217.  Any  person,  association  or  corporation,  willfully  or 
knowingly  violating  any  of  the  provisions  oi  sections  two  hundred 
and  thirteen,  two  hundred  and  fourteen,  two  hundred  and  fifteen,  or 
two  hundred  and  sixteen,  shall,  upon  conviction  by  a  court  of  com- 
fK^tent  jurisdiction,  for  the  first  offense  be  fined  two  thousand  dollars; 
for  the  second  offense,  five  thousand  dollars,  and  for  the  third  offense, 
shall  thereupon,  ipno  facto^  forfeit  its  francliiaes,  privileges  or  charter 
rights;  and  if  such  delinquent  be  a  foreign  corporation,  it  shall,  ipso 
forto,  forfeit  its  right  to  do  business  in  this  State ;  and  the  Attorney- 
'ieneral  of  the  Commonwealth  shall  forthwith,  upon  notice  of  the 
violation  of  any  of  said  provisions,  institute  proceedings  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  the  aforesaid  sections. 

Sec.  218.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  corporation,  own- 
ing or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  or  any  common  carrier,  to 
charge  or  receive  any  greater  compensation  in  the  aggregate  for  the 
transportation  of  passengers,  or  of  property  of  like  kind,  under  sub- 
stantially similar  circumstances  and  conditions,  for  a  shorter  than  for 
a  longer  distance  over  the  same  line,  in  the  same  direction,  the  shorter 
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being  included  within  the  longer  distance;  but  this  shall  not  be  con- 
strued as  authorizing  any  c*omnion  carrier,  or  i)erson  or  corporation, 
owning  or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  to  receive  as  great  com- 
pensation for  a  shorter  as  for  a  longer  distance:  Provided^  That  upon 
application  to  the  Railroad  Commission,  such  common  carrier,  or  per- 
son, or  corporation  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  may 
in  special  cases,  after  investigation  by  the  Commission,  be  authorized 
to  charge  less  for  longer  than  for  shorter  distances  for  the  transporta- 
tion of  passengers,  or  proj^rtj' ;  and  the  Commission  may,  from  time 
to  time,  prescribe  the  extent  to  which  such  common  carrier,  or  j)ei's()n 
or  corporation,  owning  or  operating  a  railroad  in  this  State,  may  lx» 
I'elieved  from  the  operations  of  this  section. 

TIIK   MILITIA 

Sec.  219.  The  militia  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  shall  con- 
sist of  all  able-bodied  male  residents  of  the  State  iWtween  the  ages  of 
eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  except  such  j)ersons  as  may  be  exempt e<l 
by  the  laws  of  the  State  or  of  the  IJnited  St^ltes. 

Sec.  220.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  maintaining  an 
organized  militia;  and  may  exempt  from  military  service  pei^sons 
having  conscientious  scruples  against  l)earing  arms ;  but  such  person-* 
shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  such  exemption. 

Sec.  221.  The  organization,  equipment  and  discipline  of  the  militia 
shall  conform  as  nearly  as  practicable  to  the  regulations  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  armies  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  222.  All  militia  officers  whose  appointment  is  not  herein  other- 
wise provided  for,  shall  be  elected  by  persons  subject  to  military  duty 
withintheir  respective  companies,  battalions,  regiments  or  other  com- 
mands, under  such  rules  and  regulations  and  for  such  terms,  not 
exceeding  four  years,  as  the  (leneral  Assembly  mav,  from  time  to 
time,  direct  and  establish.  The  Governor  shall  appoint  an  Adjutant- 
General  and  his  other  staff  officers;  the  generals  and  commandants  of 
regiments  and  battalions  shall  respectively  appoint  their  staff  officers^, 
and  the  commandants  of  companies  shall,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
their  regimental  or  battalion  commanders,  appoint  their  non-commis- 
sioned officers.  The  Governor  shall  have  i)ower  to  fill  vacancies  that 
may  occur  in  elective  offices  by  granting:  commissions  which  shall 
expire  when  such  vacancies  have  been  filled  according  to  the  provi- 
sions of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  228.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  safe-keepin<r 
of  the  public  arms,  military  records,  relics  and  banners  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentuckv. 

(JENERAL   PROVISIONS 

Sec.  224.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  a  general  law 
what  officers  shall  execute  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  their 
duties,  and  fix  the  liability  therein. 

Sec.  225.  No  armed  person  or  bodies  of  men  shall  l)e  brought  into 
this  State  for  the  j)reservation  of  the  [)eace  or  the  suppression  of 
domestic  violence,  exce[)t  upon  the  aj)plication  of  the  (Jeneral  Assem- 
bly, or  of  the  Governor  when  the  (leneral  Assembly  may  not  be  in 
session. 
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Sec.  226.  Lotteries  and  gift  enterprises  are  forbidden,  and  no  priv- 
ileges shall  be  granted  for  such  purposes,  and  none  shall  be  exercised, 
and  no  schemes  for  similar  purposes  shall  be  allowed.  The  General 
Assembly  shall  enforce  this  section  by  proper  penalties.     All  lottery 


the   Peace, 
'ounty  Attorneys 

and  Constables  shall  be  subject  to  indictment  or  prosecution  for  mis- 
feasance or  malfeasance  in  office,  or  willful  neglect  in  discharge  of 
official  duties,  in  such  mode  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  upon 
conviction,  his  office  shall  become  vacant,  but  such  officer  shall  have 
the  right  of  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals. 

Sec.  228.  Members  of  the  General  Assemblv  and  all  officers^  before 
they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  all  members  of  the  bar,  Ijefore  they  enter  upon  the  practice  of 
their  profession,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  I  do 
•^<)lemnly  swear  (or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be)  that  I  will  support 
the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth,  and  be  faithful  and  true  to  the  Commonwealth  of 
Kentucky  so  long  as,  I  continue  a  citizen  thereof,  and  that  I  will 
faithfully   execute,  to  the  best  of  my  ability  the  office  of 


ccording  to  law;  and  I  do  further  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that 
-ince  the  adoption  of  the  present  Constitution,  I,  Ixjing  a  citizen  of 
tliis  State,  have  not  fought  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  within  this 
State  nor  out  of  it,  nor  have  I  sent  or  accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  a 
duel  with  deadly  weapons,  nor  have  I  acted  as  second  in  carrying  a 
challenge,  nor  aided  or  assisted  any  person  thus  offending,  so  help 
nie  God. 

Sec.  229.  Treason  against  the  Commonwealth  shall  consist  only  in 
levying  war  against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies  giving  them  aid 
and  comfort.  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  excei)t  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confes- 
sion in  open  court. 

Sec.  230.  Xo  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  State  Treasury, 
f*xc(*pt  in  pursuance  or  appropriations  made  by  law;  and  a  regular 
statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  ])ublic 
money  shall  be  published  annually. 

Sfx*.  231.  The  General  Assembly  may,  by  law^,  direct  in  w^hat  man- 
ner and  in  what  courts  suits  may  be  brought  against  the  Common- 
wealth. 

Sec.  232.  The  manner  of  administering  an  oath  or  affirmation  shall 
\rc  such  as  is  most  consistent  w^ith  the  conscience  of  the  deponent,  and 
shall  be  esteemed  by  the  General  Assembly  the  most  solemn  appeal  to 
(icxl. 

Sec.  233.  All  laws  which,  on  the  first  day  of  June,  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  ninety-two,  were  in  force  in  the  State  of  Virginia, 
and  which  are  of  a  general  nature  and  not  local  to  that  State,  and 
not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  nor  to  the  laws  which  have  been 
enacted  by  the  General  Assemblv  of  this  Commonwealth,  shall  be  in 
force  within  this  State  until  they  shall  be  altered  or  rei)ealod  by  the 
(ieneral  Assembly. 

Sec.  234.  All  civil  officers  for  the  State  at  large  shall  reside  within 
the  State,  and  all  district,  coimty,  city  or  town  officers  shall  reside

within  their  respective  districts,  counties,  cities  or  towns,  and  shall 
keep  their  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

Sec.  235.  The  salaries  of  public  officers  shall  not  be  changed  during 
the  terms  for  which  they  were  elected ;  but  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
General  Assembly  to  regulate,  by  a  general  law,  in  what  cases  and 
what  deductions  shall  be  made  for  neglect  of  official  duties.  This 
section  shall  apply  to  members  of  the  General  Assembly  also. 

Sec.  236.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  law,  prescribe  the  time 
when  the  several  officers  authorized  or  directed  by  this  Constitution 
to  be  elected  or  appointed,  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  respec- 
tive offices,  except  where  the  time  is  fixed  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  237.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  or  exercisiuir 
an  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  any  of  theni,  or 
under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  to  hold  or  exercise  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  Constitution,  or  the  laws  made  in 
pursuance  thereor. 

Sec.  238.  The  General  Assembly  shall  direct  by  law  how  persons 
who  now  are,  or  may  hereafter  become,  sureties  for  public  officers, 
may  be  relieved  of  or  discharged  from  suretyship. 

Sec.  239.  Any  person  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, either  directly  or  indirectly,  give,  accept  or  knowingly  carry 
a  challenge  to  anv  person  or  persons  to  fight  m  single  combat,  with 
a  citizen  of  this  Ij^tate,  with  a  deadly  weapon,  either  in  or  out  of  the 
State,  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  to  hold  any  office  of  honor  or 
profit  in  this  Commonwealth;  and  if  said  acts,  or  any  of  them.  Ix^ 
committed  within  this  State,  the  person  or  persons  so  coimnitting 
them  shall  be  further  punished  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assem- 
bly may  prescribe  by  law. 

Sec.  240.  The  Governor  shall  have  power,  after  five  years  from 
the  time  of  the  offense,  to  pardon  any  person  who  shall  have  partici- 
pated in  a  duel  as  principal,  second  or  otherwise,  and  to  restore  him 
to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  to  which  he  was  entitliHl 
before  such  participation.  I'pon  presentation  of  such  pardon  i\w 
oath  prescribed  in  section  two  hundred  and  twenty-eight  shall  U^ 
varied  to  suit  the  case. 

Sec.  241.  Wlienever  the  death  of  a  person  shall  result  from  an 
injury  inflicted  by  negligence  or  wrongful  act,  then,  in  every  such 
case,  damages  may  be  recovered  for  such  death,  from  the  corporations 
and  persons  so  causing  the  same.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
the  action  to  recover  such  damages  shall  in  all  cases  be  prosecuted  by 
the  personal  representative  of  the  deceased  person.  The  General 
Assembly  may  provide  how  the  recovery  shall  go  and  to  whom  Ih*- 
long;  and  until  such  provision  is  made  the  same  shall  form  part  of 
the  personal  estate  of  the  deceased  person. 

Sec.  242.  ilunicipal  and  other  corporations,  and  individuals  in- 
vested with  the  privilege  of  taking  private  property  for  public  use, 
shall  make  just  compensation  for  property  taken,  injured  or  destroye<l 
by  them;  Avliich  comi)ensation  shall  l)e  paid  l)efore  such  taking,  or 
paid  or  secured,  at  the  election  of  such  corporation  or  individual, 
oefore  such  injury  or  destruction.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not 
deprive  any  person  of  an  appeal  from  any  preliminary  assessment  of 
damages  against  any  such  corporation  or  individual  made  bv  Com- 
missioners or  otherwise;    and  upon  appeal  from  such  preliminary 
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UM^essment,  the  amount  of  such  damages  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  deter- 
mined by  a  jury,  according  to  the  course  of  the  common  law. 

Sec.  243.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall,  bv  law,  fix  the  minimum 
ages  at  which  children  may  be  employed  in  places  dangerous  to  life 
or  health,  or  injurious  to  morals;  and  shall  provide  adequate  penalties 
for  violations  of  such  law. 

Sec.  244.  All  wage-earners  in  this  State  employed  in  factories, 
mines,  workshops,  or  by  corporations,  shall  he  paid  for  their  labor  in 
lawful  money.  The  General  Assembly  shall  prescribe  adequate  pen- 
alties for  violations  of  this  section. 

Sec.  245.  TJpon  the  promulgation  of  this  Constitution,  the  (jov- 
<Tnor  shall  appoint  three  persons,  learned  in  the  law,  who  shall  be 
Commissioners  to  revise  the  statute  laws  of  this  Commonwealth,  and 
prepare  amendments  thereto,  to  the  end  that  the  statute  laws  shall 
conform  to  and  effectuate  this  Constitution.  Such  revision  and 
amendments  shall  be  laid  before  the  next  General  Assc»mbly  for 
adoption  or  rejection,  in  whole  or  in  part.  The  said  Commissioners 
>hall  lye  allow^ed  ten  dollars  each  per  day  for  their  services,  and  also 
necessary  stationery  for  the  time  during  which  they  are  actually 
employed;  and  upon  their  certificate  the  Auditor  shall  draw  his  w^ar- 
rant  upon  the  Treasurer.  They  shall  have  the  power  to  employ 
clerical  assistants,  at  a  compensation  not  exceeding  ten  dollars  per 
day  in  the  aggregate.  If  the  Commissioners,  or  any  of  them,  shall 
refuse  to  act,  or  a  vacancy  shall  occur,  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
another  or  others  in  his  or  their  place. 

Sec.  246.  No  public  officer,  except  the  Governor,  shall  receive  more 
than  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  as  compensation  for  official 
services,  independent  of  the  compensation  of  legally  authorized  depu- 
ties and  assistants,  which  shall  be  fixed  and  provided  for  by  law. 
The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  enforcement  of  this  sec- 
tion by  suitable  penalties,  one  of  w  hich  shall  be  forfeiture  of  office  by 
any  person  violating  its  provisions. 

Sec.  247.  The  prmting  and  binding  of  the  laws,  journals,  depart- 
ment reports,  and  all  other  public  printing  and  binding,  shall  be 
performed  under  contract,  to  oe  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bid- 
der, below  such  maximum  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law^  No  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  officer  of 
the  Commonwealth,  shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in  any  such  con- 
tract; and  all  such  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the 
(fovemor. 

Sec.  248.  A  grand  jury  shall  consist  of  twelve  persons,  nine  of 
whom  concurring,  may  find  an  indictment.  In  civil  and  misde- 
meanor cases,  in  courts  inferior  to  the  Circuit  Courts,  a  juiy  shall 
consist  of  six  persons.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  that  in 
any  or  all  trials  of  civil  actions  in  the  Circuit  Courts,  three- fom-ths 
or  more  of  the  jurors  concurring  may  return  a  verdict,  which  shall 
have  the  same  force  and  effect  as  ii  rendered  by  the  entire  panel. 
But  where  a  verdict  is  rendered  by  a  less  number  than  the  whole 
jury,  it  shall  be  siOTed  by  all  the  jurors  who  aiyree  to  it. 

8ec.  249.  The  House  of  Representatives  or  the  General  Assembly 
shall  not  elect,  appoint,  employ  or  pay  for,  exceeding  one  Chief 
Clerk,  one  Assistant  Clerk,  one  Enrolling  Clerk,  one  Sergeant-at- 
Anns,  one  Door-keeper,  one  Janitor,  two  Cloak-room  Keepers  and 
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four  Pages;  and  the  Senate  shall  not  elect,  appoint,  employ  or  pay 
for,  exceeding  one  dn^i  Clerk,  one  Assistant  Clerk,  one  Enrolling 
Clerk,  one  Sergeant-at-Arms,  one  Door-keeper,  one  Janitor,  one 
Cloak-room  Keeper  and  three  Pagjes;  and  the  General  Assembly 
shall  provide,  by  general  law,  for  fixing  the  per  diem  or  salary  of  all 
of  said  emploj'es. 

Sec.  250.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  enact 
such  laws  as  shall  be  necessary  and  proper  to  decide  differences  by 
arbitrators,  the  arbitrators  to  be  appointed  by  the  parties  who  may 
choose  that  summary  mode  of  adjustment. 

Sec.  251.  No  action  shall  l)e  maintained  for  possession  of  any  lands 
lying  w^ithin  this  State,  where  it  is  necessary  for  the  claimant  to  rely 
for  his  recovery  on  any  grant  or  patent  issued  by  the  Commonwealth 
of  Virginia,  or  by  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky  prior  to  the  year 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty,  against  any  person  claiming 
such  lands  by  possession  to  a  well-defined  boundary,  under  a  title 
of  record,  unless  such  action  shall  be  instituted  within  five  years  after 
this  Constitution  shall  go  into  effect,  or  within  five  years  after  the 
occupant  may  take  possession ;  but  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed 
to  affect  any  right,  title  or  interest  in  lands' acquired  by  virtue  of 
adverse  possession  under  the  laws  of  this  commonwealth. 

Sec.  252.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  to  provide 
by  law,  as  soon  as  practicable,  for  the  establishment  and  mainte- 
nance of  an  institution  or  institutions  for  the  detention,  correction, 
instruction  and  reformation  of  all  pei'sons  under  the  age  of  eighteen 
years,  convicted  of  such  felonies  and  such  misdemeanors  as  may  Ix* 
designated  by  law.  Said  institution  shall  l>e  known  as  the  "  House 
of  lieform." 

Sec.  253.  Persons  convicted  of  felony  and  sentenced  to  confine- 
ment in  the  penitentiary  shall  l)e  confined  at  labor  within  the  walls 
of  the  penitentiary;  and  the  (ieneral  Assembly  shall  not  have  the 
pow'er  to  authorize  employment  of  convicts  elsewhere,  except  upon 
the  public  works  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  or  when,  dur- 
ing pestilence  or  in  case  of  the  destruction  of  the  prison  buildings, 
thev  cannot  be  confined  in  the  penitentiarv. 

Sec.  254.  The  Commonwealth  shall  maintain  control  of  the  dis- 
cipline, and  provide  for  all  supplies,  and  for  the  sanitary  condition 
of  the  convicts,  and  the  lal)or  only  of  convicts  mav  l>e  leased. 

Sec.  255.  The  seat  of  government  shall  continue  in  the  city  of 
F'rankfort,  unless  removea  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  each  House  of 
the  first  General  xVssembly  which  convenes  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution. 

mode  of  revision 

Sec.  250.  Amendments  to  this  Constitution  may  be  proposed  in 
either  House  of  the  General  Assembly  at  a  regular  session,  and  if 
such  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  agreed  to  bv  three-fifths  of 
all  the  members  elected  to  each  House,  such  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments,  with  the  yeas  and  navs  of  the  meml)ers  of  each  House 
taken  thereon,  shall  be  entered  in  full  in  their  respective  journal?. 
Then  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  voters  of  the  State  for  their  ratification  or  rejection  at  the  next 
gwieral  election  for  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  the 
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vote  to  be  taken  thereon  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly 
may  provide,  and  to  be  certified  by  the  officers  of  election  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  in  such  manner  as  sliall  be  provided  by  law,  which  vote 
.-hall  be  compared  and  certified  by  the^same  board  authorized  by  law 
to  compare  the  polls  and  give  certificates  of  election  to  officers  for  the 
State  at  large.  If  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  for 
and  a^inst  an  amendment  at  said  election  was  for  the  amendment, 
then  the  same  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  shall  be  so  proclaimed  by  the  Governor,  and  pub- 
lished in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct.  Said 
amendments  shall  not  be  submitted  at  an  election  which  occurs  less 
than  ninety  days  from  the  final  passage  of  such  proposed  amend- 
ment or  amendments.  Not  more  than  two  amendments  shall  be  voted 
upon  at  any  one  time.  N6r  shall  the  same  amendment  be  again  sub- 
mitted within  five  years  after  submission.  Said  amendments  shall  be 
so  submitted  as  to  allow  a  separate  vote  on  each,  and  no  amendment 
.shall  relate  to  more  than  one  subject.  But  no  amendment  shall  be 
proposed  by  the  first  General  Assembly  which  convenes  after  the 
adoption  or  this  Constitution.  The  approval  of  the  (jovernor  shall 
not  be  necessary  to  any  bill,  order,  resolution  or  vote  of  the  General 
Assembly,  proposing  an  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

Sec.  2o7.  Before  an  amendment  shall  be  submitted  to  a  vote,  the 
Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  such  proposed  amendment,  and  the 
time  that  the  same  is  to  be  voted  upon,  to  be  published  at  least  ninety 
days  before  the  vote  is  to  be  taken  thereon  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  258.  When  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
House  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  concur,  by  a  yea  and  nay  vote, 
to  l>e  entered  upcm  their  resi)ective  journals,  in  enacting  a  law  to  take 
the  sense  of  the  people  of  the  State  as  to  the  necessity  and  expediency 
of  calling  a  convention  for  the  purpose  of  revising  or  amending  this 
Constitution,  and  such  amendments  as  may  have  been  made  to  the 
^ame,  such  law  shall  Ije  spread  upon  their  respective  journals.  If 
the  next  General  Assembly  shall,  in  like  manner,  concur  in  such  law, 
it  ^hall  provide  for  having  a  poll  opened  in  each  voting  precinct  in 
thi-,  State  by  the  officers  provuled  by  law  for  holding  general  elec- 
tions at  the  next  ensuing  regular  election  to  be  held  for  State  officers 
or  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  which  d(X»s  not  occur 
within  ninety  days  from  the  final  passage  of  such  law,  at  which  time 
and  places  the  votes  of  the  qualified  voters  shall  be  taken  for  and 
against  calling  the  Convention,  in  the  same  manner  provided  by  law 
for  taking  votes  in  other  State  elections.  The  vote  for  and  against 
>aid  proposition  shall  be  certified  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the 
-ame  officers  and  in  the  same  manner  as  in  State  elections.  If  it  shall 
apj)ear  that  a  majority  voting  on  the  proposition  was  for  calling  a 
Convention,  and  if  the  total  numlxT  ot  votes  cast  for  tlie  calling  of 
the  Convention  is  equal  to  one-fourth  of  the  number  of  qualified 
voters  who  voted  at  the  last  preceding  general  election  in  this  State, 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  certify  the  same  to  the  General  Assembly 
at  its  next  regular  session,  at  which  session  a  law  shall  be  enacted 
f-alling  a  Convention  to  readopt,  revise  or  amend  this  Constitution, 
and  such  amendments  as  may  have  been  made  thereto.

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Sec.  259.  The  Convention  shall  consist  of  as  majiy  delegates  as 
there  are  members  of  the  House  of  Representatives;  and  the  dele- 
gates shall  have  the  same  qualifications  and  be  elected  from  the  same 
districts  as  said  Representatives. 

Sec.  260.  Delegates  to  such  convention  shall  be  elected  at  the  next 
^neral  State  election  after  the  passage  of  the  act  calling  the  conven- 
tion, which  does  not  occur  within  less  than  ninety  days;  and  they 
shall  meet  within  ninety  days  after  their  election  at  the  Capital  of  the 
State,  and  continue  in  session  until  their  work  is  completed. 

Sec.  261.  The  General  Assembly,  in  the  act  calling  the  convention, 
shall  provide  for  comparing  the  polls  and  giving  certificates  of  elec- 
tion to  the  delegates  elected,  and  provide  for  their  compensation. 

Sec.  262.  The  convention,  when  assembled,  shall  be  the  judge  of  the 
election  and  qualification  of  its  members,  and  shall  determine  con- 
tested elections.  But  the  General  Assembly  shall,  in  the  act  calling 
the  convention,  provide  for  taking  testimony  in  such  cases,  and  for 
issuing  a  writ  or  election  in  case  of  a  tie. 

Sec.  26f3.  Before  a  vote  is  taken  upon  the  question  of  calling  a  con- 
vention, the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  notice  of  the  election  to  be 
published  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  the  act  directing 
said  vote  to  be  taken. 

sc^hedule. 

That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  alterations  and  amend- 
ments made  in  this  Constitution,  and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into 
complete  operation,  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained : 

First:  That  all  laws  of  this  Commonwealth  in  force  at  the  time  of 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  not  inconsistent  therewith,  shall 
remain  m  full  force  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  General  A^^sem- 
bly;  and  all  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims  and  contracts  of  the 
State,  counties,  individuals  or  bodies  corporate,  not  inconsistent  there- 
with, shall  continue  as  valid  as  if  this  Constitution  had  not  been 
adopted.  The  j)rovisions  of  all  laws  which  are  inconsistent  with  this 
Constitution  shall  cease  upon  its  adoption,  except  that  all  laws  which 
are  inconsistent  with  such  provisions  as  require  legislation  to  enforce 
them  shall  remain  in  force  until  such  legislation  is  had,  but  not 
longer  than  six  years  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  unles< 
sooner  amended  or  repealed  by  the  (Jeneral  Assembly. 

Second:  That  all  recognizjinces,  obligations  and  all  other  instru- 
ments entered  into  or  executed  In^fore  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, to  the  State,  or  to  anv  city,  town,  county  or  subdivision  thereof, 
and  all  fines,  taxes,  penalties  and  forfeitures  due  or  owing  to  thi> 
State,  or  to  any  city,  town,  county  or  subdivision  thereof;  and  all 
writs,  prosecutions,  actions  and  causes  of  action,  except  as  otherwise 
herein  provided,  shall  continue  and  remain  unaffected  bv  the  adoj)- 
tion  of  this  Constitution.  And  all  indictments  which  shall  have  Ixvn 
found,  or  may  hereafter  1k»  found,  for  any  crime  or  offense  committed 
before  this  Constitution  takes  effect,  may  l>e  prosecuted  as  if  no 
change  had  taken  place,  except  as  otherw'ise  provided  in  this  Con- 
stitution. 

Third:  All  circuit,  chancery,  criminal,  law  and  equity,  law,  and 
Common  Pleas  Courts,  as  now  constituted  and  organized  by  law,  shall 
continue  with  their  resj)ective  jurisdictions  until  the  Judges  of  the 
Circuit  Courts  provided  for  in  this  Constitution  shall  have   been 
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(lected  and  qualified,  and  shall  then  cease  and  determine;  and  the 
causes,  actions  and  proceedings  then  pending  in  said  first  named 
Hjurts,  which  are  discontinued  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to,  and  tried  by,  the  Circuit  Courts  in  the  counties,  respec- 
tively, in  which  said  causes,  actions  and  proceedings  are  pending. 

Fourth:  The  Treasurer,  Attorney-General,  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction,  and  Register  of  the 
knd  Office,  elected  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one,  shall  hold 
ilieir  offices  until  the  first  Monday  in  January,  eighteen  hundred  and 
liinety-six,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors. 
The  (ioA'ernor  and  Lieutenant-Governor  elected  in  eighteen  hundred 
and  ninetv-one  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  sixth  Tuesday  after  the 
first  Monday  in  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-five,  and  until 
ilioir  successors  are  elected  and  qualified.  The  Governor  and  Treas- 
urer elected  in  eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-one  shall  be  ineligible  to 
tlie  succeeding  term.  The  Governor  elected  in  eighteen  hundred  and 
ninety-one  may  appoint  a  Secretary  of  State  and  a  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture,  Labor  and  Statistics,  as  now  provided,  who  shall  hold 
iheir  offices  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  unless 
sooner  removed  by  the  (lovernor.  The  official  bond  of  the  present 
Treasurer  shall  l^  renewed  at  the  expiration  of  two  years  from  the 
time  of  his  qualification. 

Fifth:  All  officers  who  may  be  in  office  at  the  adoption  of  this 
(\mstitution,  or  who  mav  be  elected  before  the  election  of  their  suc- 
cessors, as  provided  in  tViis  Constitution,  shall  hold  their  respective 
"tlices  until  their  successors  are  elected  or  appointed  and  qualified 
as  provided  in  this  Constitution. 

Sixth:  The  quarterly  courts  created  by  this  Constitution  shall  be 
the  successors  of  the  present  statutory  Quarterly  Courts  in  the  sev- 
eral counties  of  this  State;  and  all  suits,  proceedings,  prosecutions, 
records  and  judgments  now  pending  or  being  in  said  last  named 
'oiirts  shall,  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  be  transferred  to 
the  Quarterly  Courts  created  by  this  Constitution,  and  shall  proceed 
a?,  though  the  same  had  been  therein  instituted. 

ORDINANCE 

We,  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  Kentuckv,  in  Convention 
a>s<»nibled,  in  their  name  and  by  tlieir  authority  ancf  in  virtue  of  the 
power  vested  in  us  as  Delegates  from  the  counties  and  districts 
ri'>j)ectively  affixed  to  our  names,  do  ordain  and  proclaim  the  fore- 
going to  be  the  Constitution  of  the  Commonw^ealth  of  Kentucky 
from  and  after  this  date. 

Done  at  Frankfort  this  twenty-eighth  day  of  September,  in  the 
Vfar  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  himdred  and  ninety-one,  and  in 
the  ninety -ninth  «  year  of  the  Commonwealth.

Sec.  181.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  impose  taxes  for  thv* 
purposes  of  any  county,  city,  town. or  other  municipal  corporatioii. 
but  may,  by  general  laws,  confer  on  the  proper  authorities  thereof, 
respectively,  the  power  to  assess  and  collect  taxes.  The  Geneml 
Assemblv  may,  by  general  laws  only,  provide  for  the  payment  of 
license  fees  on  franchises,  stock  used  for  breeding  purposes,  the 
various  trades,  occupations  and  professions,  or  a  special  or  excise  tax ; 
and  may  by  general  laws,  delegate  the  power  to  counties,  towns, 
cities  and  other  municipal  corporations,  to  impose  and  collect  license* 
fees  on  stock  used  for  breeding  purposes  on  franchises,  trades,  o<"(mi- 
pations  and  professions. , 

And  the  General  Assembly  may,  by  general  laws  only,  authorize* 
cities  or  towns  of  any  class  to  provide  for  taxation  for  municipal  pur- 
poses on  i>ersonal  property,  tangible  and  intangible  based  on  income, 
licenses  or  franchises,  in  lieu  of  an  ad  valorem  tax  thereon:  Prorhhd. 
Cities  of  the  first  class  shall  not  be  authorized  to  omit  the  imnositiou 
of  an  ad  valorem  tax  on  such  property  of  any  steam  railroaa,  street 
railway,  ferry,  bridge,  gas,  water,  heating,  telephone,  telegraph,  elec- 
tric light,  or  electric  power  company. 
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TBEATY  CEDINa  LOUISIANA— 1803  "> 

Concluded,  April  SO,  1803;  ratiftcations  exchanged  at  Washinffton,  October  21, 

1H03;  proclaimed,  October  21,  ISOS 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  First  Con- 
sul of  the  French  Republic,  in  the  name  of  the  French  people,  desir- 
ing to  remove  all  source  of  misunderstanding,  relative  to  objects  of 
discussion  mentioned  in  the  second  and  fifth  articles  of  the  conven- 
tion of  the  8th  Vendemiaire,  an  9,  (30th  September,  1800),  relative 
to  the  rights  claimed  by  the  United  States,  in  virtue  of  the  treaty 
(oncluded  at  Madrid,  the  27th  of  October,  I7i)5,  l)etween  His  Catholic 
ilajesty  and  the  said  United  States,  and  willing  to  strengthen  the 
union  and  friendship,  which  at  the  time  of  the  said  convention  was 
iiappily  re-established  between  the  two  nations,  have  respectively 
named  their  Plenipotentiaries,  to  wit:  The  President  of  the  United 
States,  by  and  w^ith  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  said 
States,  Robert  R.  Livingston,  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the  United 
States,  and  James  Monroe,  Minister  Plenipotentiary  and  Envoy  Ex- 
traordinary of  the  said  States,  near  the  Government  of  the  French 
Republic;  and  the  First  Consul,  in  the  name  of  the  French  people, 

'»The  Lower  Mississippi  Vnliey,  over  whicli  France  exercised  sovereignty  by 
riii:lit  of  discovery  in  1683,  was  eailed  "The  Province  of  r^ulsiana,"  of  which 
New  Orleans  was  tlie  capital,  and  was  jroverned  by  officials  sent  from  Paris, 
without  any  charter.  liouis  XIV  granted  a  nionoiwly  of  trade  and  commerce 
Inr  the  term  of  fifteen  years  to  Anthony  Crozart,  September  14,  1712,  but  it 
'va»  surrendered  in  li?ss  than  two  years.  A  similar  grant  was  made  to  the 
Tompany  of  the  West."  subsequently  the  V  Company  of  the  Indies,"  controlle<i 
I'V  .lohn  Law.  September  6,  1717,  which  was  surrendererl  In  1730.  France  ceded 
that  portion  of  the  province  of  Louisiana  lying  east  of  the  Mississippi  River, 
and  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  to  S[min,  Noveml)er  3,  1702,  altliough  Spanish 
rule  was  not  asserted  until  1700.  It  was  retroce<led  to  France  by  the  treaty 
^'f  San  Ildefonso  October  1,  1800,  which  was  (H)nflrmed  by  the  treaty  of  Madrid, 
March  21,  1801. 

'This  treaty  was  laid  l>efore  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  by  President 
Jeflferson,  at  a  session  which  he  had  called  for  the  17th  of  October,  1803.  After 
stating  in  a  message  the  negotiations  which  had  resulted  in  the  purchase  of 
the  sf)vereignty  of  Ix>uisiana,  he  said,  **  Whilst  the  property  and  sovereignty 
<»f  the  Mississippi  and  its  waters  secure  an  Independent  outlet  for  the  product* 
^•f  the  Western  States,  and  an  uncontrolled  navigation  through  their  whole 
••«»urse,  free  from  collision  with  other  powers  and  the  dangers  to  our  peace  from 
'hat  source,  the  fertility  of  the  countrj',  its  climate  and  extent,  promise  in  due 
^iwm  important  aids  to  our  Treasury,  an  ample  provision  for  our  posterity, 
J'nd  a  wide  spread  for  the  blessings  of  freedom  and  equal  laws." 
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Citizen  Francis  Barbe  Marlx)is,  Minister  of  the  Public  Treasury, 
who,  after  having  respectively  exchanged  their  full  powe^^^.  have 
agreed  to  the  following  articles: 

Articlk  I 

Whereas,  by  the  article  the  third  of  the  treaty  concluded  at  St. 
Ildefonso,  the  9th  Vandemiaire,  an  0  (1st  OctolW,  1800),  between 
the  First  Consul  of  the  French  Republic  and  His  Catholic  Maje>ty, 
it  was  agreed  as  follows:  '*  His  Catholic  Majesty  promises  and  en- 
gages on  his  part  to  cede  to  the  French  Republic,  six  months  after 
the  full  and  entire  execution  of  the  conditions  and  stipulation> 
herein,  relative  to  his  Royal  Highness  the  Duke  of  Parma,  the  (^olony 
or  Province  of  Louisiana,  with  the  same  extent  that  it  now  has  in 
the  hands  of  Spain,  and  that  it  had  when  F'rance  possessed  it :  ami 
such  as  it  should  be  after  the  treaties  subsequently  entered  into 
between  Spain  and  other  States'^;  and  whereas,  in  pursuance  of  the 
treaty,  particularly  of  the  third  article,  the  French  Republic  has 
an  incontestable  title  to  the  domain  and  to  the  possession  of  the  said 
territory,  the  First  Consul  of  the  French  Repuolic,  desiring  to  give 
to  the  tjnited  States  a  strong  proof  of  his  friendship,  dotL  hereby 
cede  to  the  said  United  States,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic, 
for  ever  and  in  full  sovereignty,  the  said  territory,  with  all  its  rights 
and  appurtenances,  as  fully  and  in  the  same  manner  as  they  have 
been  acquired  by  the  French  Rej>ublic,  in  virtue  of  the  above-men- 
tioned treaty,  concluded  with  His  Catholic  Majesty. 

Article  II 

In  the  cession  made  by  the  preceding  article,  are  included  the  adja- 
cent islands  belonging  to  Louisiana,  allpublic  lots  and  squares,  vacant 
lands,  and  all  public  buildings,  fortifications,  barracks,  and  other 
edifices,  which  are  not  private  proj)erty.  The  archives,  papei^s.  and 
documents,  relative  to  the  domain  and  sovereignty  of  Louisiana  and 
its  dependencies,  will  l)e  left  in  the  possession  of  the  commissaries  of 
the  United  States,  and  copies  will  be  afterwards  given  in  due  form  io 
the  magistrates  and  munieij)al  officers,  of  such  ot  the  siiid  papers  and 
documents  as  may  be  necessary  to  them. 

Articxe  hi 

The  inhabitants  of  the  ceded  territory  shall  lie  incorporated  in  the 
TTnion  of  the  United  States,  and  admitted  as  soon  as  possible,  acconl* 
ing  to  the  principles  of  the  Federal  constitution,  to  the  enjoyment  of 
all  the  rights,  advantages,  and  inmiunities,  of  citizens  of  the  United 
States;  and,  in  the  mean  time,  they  shall  be  maintained  and  protected 
in  the  free  enjoyment  of  their  lil)erty,  property,  and  the  religion 
which  they  profess. 

Article  IV 

There  shall  be  sent  by  the  Government  of  France  a  Commissary  to 
Louisiana,  to  the  end  that  he  do  every  act  necessary,  as  well  to  I'eceivo 
from  the  officers  of  His  Catholic  Majesty  the  said  country  and  its 
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tlependencies  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic,  if  it  has  not  been 
already  done,  as  to  transmit  it,  in  the  name  of  the  French  Republic, 
to  the  Conimissarv  or  agent  of  the  United  States. 

Article  V 

Immediately  after  the  ratification  of  the  present  treaty  by  the  Pres- 
ident of  the  United  States,  and  in  case  that  of  the  First  Consul  shall 
have  been  previously  obtained,  the  Commissary  of  the  French  Repub- 
lic shall  remit  all  military  posts  of  New  Orleans,  and  other  parts  of 
the  ceded  territory,  to  the  Commissary  or  Commissaries  named  by 
the  President  to  take  possession;  the  troops,  whether  of  France  or 
Spain,  who  may  be  there,  shall  cease  to  occupy  anv  military  post  from 
the  time  of  takmg  possession,  and  shall  l^e  embarked  as  soon  as  possi- 
ble in  the  course  of  three  months  after  the  ratification  of  this  treatv. 

Article  VI 

The  United  States  promise  to  execute  such  treaties  and  articles  as 
may  have  been  agreed  between  Spain  and  the  tribes  and  nations  of 
Indians,  until,  bv  mutual  consent  of  the  United  States  and  the  said 
tribes  or  nations,  other  suitable  articles  shall  have  been  agreed  upon. 

Article  VII 

As  it  is  reciprocally  advantageous  to  the  commerce  of  France  and 
the  United  States,  to  encourage  the  comnninication  of  both  nations, 
for  a  limited  time,  in  the  country  ceded  by  the  present  treaty,  until 
general  arrangements  relative  to  the  commerce  of  both  nations  may 
be  agreed  on,  it  has  been  a^eed  l)etween  the  contracting  parties,  that 
the  French  ships  coming  directly  from  France  or  any  of  her  colonies, 
loaded  only  with  the  produce  and  manufactures  of  France  or  her 
>aid  colonies,  and  the  ships  of  Spain  coming  directly  from  Spain  or 
any  of  her  colonies,  loaded  only  with  the  produce  or  manufactures  of 
Spain  or  her  colonies,  shall  be  admitted  during  the  space  of  tw^elve 
years  in  the  port  of  New  Orleans,  and  in  all  other  legal  ports  of  entry 
within  the  ceded  territory,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  ships  of  the 
United  States  coming  directly  from  France  or  Spain,  or  any  of  their 
colonies,  without  being  subject  to  any  other  or  greater  duty  on  mer- 
chandise, or  other  or  greater  tonnage  than  that  paid  by  the  citizens  of 
the  United  States. 

During  the  space  of  time  above  mentioned,  no  other  nation  shall 
have  a  right  to  the  same  privileges  in  the  ports  of  the  ceded  territory. 
The  twelve  years  shall  commence  three  months  after  the  exchange  of 
ratifications,  if  it  shall  take  place  in  France,  or  three  months  after  it 
shall  have  been  notified  at  Paris  to  the  French  Government,  if  it  shall 
take  place  in  the  United  States;  it  is,  however,  well  understood,  that 
the  object  of  the  above  article  is  to  favor  the  manufactures,  commerce, 
freight,  and  navigation  of  France  and  of  Spain,  so  far  as  relates  to 
the  importations  that  the  French  and  Spanish  shall  make  into  the 
**aid  ports  of  the  United  States,  without  in  any  sort  affecting  the  regu- 
lations that  the  United  States  may  make  concerning  the  exportation 
of  the  produce  and  merchandise  of  the  United  States,  or  any  right 
they  may  have  to  make  such  regulations. 
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Article  VIII 

In  future  and  forever,  after  the  expiration  of  the  twelve  years,  the 
ships  of  France  shall  be  treated  upon  the  footing  of  the  most  favored 
nations  in  the  ports  above  mentioned. 

Article  IX 

The  particular  convention  signed  this  day  by  the  respective  Min- 
isters, having  for  its  object  to  provide  the  payment  of  debts  due  to 
the  citizens  of  the  United  States  by  the  French  Republic,  prior  to 
the  30th  of  Septr.  1800,  (8th  Vendemiaire,  an  9,)  is  approved,  and 
to  have  its  execution  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been  inserted  in 
the  present  treaty;  and  it  shall  be  ratified  in  the  same  form  and  in 
the  same  time,  so  that  the  one  shall  not  l)e  ratified  distinct  from  the 
other.  Another  particular  convention,  signed  at  the  same  date  as 
the  present  treaty,  relative  to  a  definitive  rule  l)etween  the  contracting 
parties  is,  in  the  like  manner,  approved,  and  will  be  ratified  in  the 
same  form  and  in  the  same  time,  and  jointly. 

Article  X 

The  present  treaty  shall  be  ratified  in  good  and  due  form,  and  the 
ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in  the  space  of  six  months  after  the 
date  of  the  signature  by  the  Ministers  Plenipotentiary,  or  sooner  if 
possible. 

In  faith  whereof,  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  these 
articles  in  the  French  and  knglish  languages,  declaring,  nevertheless, 
that  the  present  treaty  was  originallv  agreed  to  in  the  French  lan- 
guage, and  have  thereunto  affixed  their  seals. 

Done  at  Paris,  the  10th  dav  of  F^'loreal,  in  the  11th  vear  of  the 
French  Republic,  and  the  30th' of  April,  1803.

CONVENTION  BETWEEN  THE  UNITED  STATES  OF  AMEEICA  AND 

THE  FRENCH  REPUBLIC— 1803 

Concluded  April  30,  JSOS;  ratiftcatitms  exchanged  at  Washington,  October  21, 

1803;  proclaimed  October  21,  1803 

The  President  of  the  United  States  of  America,  and  the  First 
Consul  of  the  French  Republic,  in  the  name  of  the  French  people,  in 
consequence  of  the  Treaty  of  cession  of  Louisiana,  which  has  been 
signed  this  day,  wishing:  to  regulate  definitely  everything  which  has 
relation  to  the  said  cession,  have  authorized,  to  this  effect^  the  Pleni- 
potentiaries,  that  is  to  say:  the  President  of  the  United  States  has, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  of  the  said  States, 
nominated  for  their  Plenipotentiaries,  Robert  R.  Livingston,  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  of  the  TTnited  States,  and  James  Monroe,  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  and  Envoy  Extraordinary  of  the  said  Ignited  States, 
near  the  Government  of  tlie  French  Republic;  and  the  First  Consul 
of  the  French  Republic,  in  the  name  of  the  French  people,  has  named. 
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as  Plenipotentiary  of  the  said  Republic,  the  citizen  Francis  Barbe 
Marbois,  who,  in  virtue  of  their  full  powers,  which  have  been  ex- 
changed this  day,  have  agreed  to  the  following  articles : 

Akticle  I 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  engages  to  pay  to  the  French 
(rovemment,  in  the  manner  specified  in  the  following  articles,  the 
Mini  of  sixty  millions  of  francs,  independent  of  the  sum  which  shall 
be  fixed  by  another  convention  for  the  payment  of  the  debts  due  by  . 
France  to  citizens  of  the  United  States. 

Article  II 

For  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  sixty  millions  of  francs,  mentioned 
in  the  preceding  article,  the  United  States  shall  create  a  stock  of 
eleven  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  bearing  an 
interest  of  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  payable,  half-yearly,  in  I^ondon, 
Amsterdam,  or  Paris,  amounting  by  the  half-year  to  three  hundred 
and  thirty-seven  thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  according  to  the 
proportions  which  shall  be  determined  by  the  French  Government, 
to  be  paid  at  either  place:  the  principal  or  the  said  stock  to  l)e  reim- 
bursed at  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States,  in  annual  payments  of 
not  less  than  three  millions  of  dollars  each ;  or  which  the  first  payment 
shall  commence  fifteen  years  after  the  date  of  the  exchange  of  rati- 
fications :  this  stock  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Government  of  F'rance, 
or  to  such  person  or  persons  as  shall  be  authorized  to  receive  it,  in 
three  months,  at  most,  after  the  exchange  of  the  ratifications  of  this 
treaty,  and  after  Louisiana  shall  be  taken  possession  of  in  the  name 
of  the  Government  of  the  United  States. 

It  is  further  agreed  that,  if  the  French  Government  should  be 
desirous  of  disposing  of  the  said  stock,  to  receive  the  capitnl  in 
Europe  at  shorter  terms,  that  its  measures,  for  that  purpos<\  shall 
be  taken  so  as  to  favor,  in  the  greatest  degree  possible,  the  credit  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  raise  to  the  highest  price  the  said  stock. 

Article  III 

It  is  agreed  that  the  dollar  of  the  United  States,  sj^ecified  in  the 
present  convention,  shall  be  fixed  at  five  francs  33ii3-10000ths  or  five 
li\Tes  eight  sous  toumois. 

The  present  convention  shall  be  ratified  in  good  and  due  form,  and 
the  ratifications  shall  be  exchanged  in  the  space  of  six  months,  to  date 
from  this  day,  or  sooner  if  possiole. 

In  faith  of  which,  the  respective  Plenipotentiaries  have  signed  the 
al)ove  articles,  both  in^the  French  and  English  languages,  declaring, 
nevertheless,  that  the  present  treaty  has  been  originally  agreed  on  and 
written  in  the  French  language,  to  which  they  have  licreunto  affixed 
their  seals.

An  Act  to  enable  the  I*resident  of  the  United  States  to  take  possession  of  tho 
territories  ceded  by  France  to  the  ITnited  States,  by  the  treaty  concluded  ni 
Paris,  on  the  thirtieth  of  April  last;  and  for  the  temporarj'  government 
thereof 

Be  it  enacted  hy  th^  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  Amerira  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  President 
of  the  United  States  l^e,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  take  pos- 
session of  and  occupy  the  territories  ceded  by  France  to  the  United 
States,  by  the  treaty  concluded  at  Paris  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April 
last,  l>etween  the  two  nations,  and  that  he  may  for  that  purpose,  and 
in  order  to  maintain  in  the  said  territories  the  authority  of  the  United 
States,  employ  any  part  of  the  arm}'  and  navy  of  the  United  States, 
and  of  the  force  authorized  by  an  act  passed  the  third  day  of  March 
last,  intituled  "An  act  directing  a  detachment  from  the  militia  of  the 
United  States,  and  for  erecting  certain  arsenals,"  which  he  may  deem 
necessary;  and  so  nnich  of  the  sum  appropriated  by  the  said  act  as 
may  be  necessary,  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
this  act  into  effect ;  to  be  applied  under  the  direction  of  the  President 
of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  until  the  expiration  of  the 
present  session  of  Congress,  unless  provision  for  the  temporary  gov- 
ernment of  the  said  territories  be  sooner  made  by  Congress,  all  the 
military,  civil,  and  judicial  powers  exercised  by  the  officers  of  the 
existing  government  of  the  same,  shall  be  vested  in  such  person  and 
persons,  and  shall  be  exercised  in  such  manner  as  the  President  of  the 
United  States  shall  direct  for  maintaining  and  protecting  the  inhab- 
itants of  Louisiana  in  the  free  enjoyment  of  their  liberty,  property, 
and  religion.

An  Aot  erecting  Louisiana  into  two  territories,  and  providing  for  the  temporary 

government  thereof 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  th* 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assemhled^  That  all  that  por- 
tion of  country  ceded  by  France  to  the  United  States,  under  the  name 

a  The  treaty  providing  for  the  purchase  of  Louisiana  by  the  United  States  was 
ratified  at  VV^isliington  ()ct()i)er  21,  18(K?,  and  the  eonnnisslon  appointed  under  it 
toolv  formal  possession  December  20,  18^).'^  when  (Jovernor  clalborne  issued  a 
proclamation  declaring  that  the  government  previously  exercised  over  the 
province  by  Spain  and  by  France  had  ceased,  and  that  of  the  United  States  was 
established  over  tiie  same.  An  act  of  Congress  creating  six  per  cent,  stock  to 
the  amount  of  eleven  million  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  for  tho 
purrH)se  of  carrying  out  the  agreement  with  France  for  the  purchase  of 
Louisiana,  was  api)roved  November  J<0,  1803. 
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of  Louisiana,  which  lies  south  of  the  Mississippi  territory,  and  of  an 
east  and  west  line,  to  commence  on  the  Mississippi  River,  at  the 
thirty-third  degree  of  north  latitude,  and  to  extena  west  to  the  west- 
ern boundary  of  the  said  cession,  shall  constitute  a  territory  of  the 
United  States,  under  the  name  of  the  territory  of  Orleans ;  the  gov- 
ernment whereof  shall  be  organized  and  administered  as  follows : 

Sec.  2.  The  executive  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  governor,  who 
4iall  reside  in  the  said  territory,  and  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of 
three  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  President  oi  the  United 
♦States.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of  the  said 
teri'itory,  shall  have  power  to  grant  pardons  for  offences  against  the 
said  territorj^,  and  reprieves  for  those  against  the  United  States,  until 
the  decision  of  the  President  of  the  United  States  thereon  shall  be 
made  known ;  and  to  appoint  and  commission  all  officers,  civil  and  of 
the  militia,  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise  provided 
for,  and  which  shall  be  established  by  law.  He  shall  take  care  that 
the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  3.  A  secretary  of  the  territory  shall  also  be  appointed,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  years,  unless  sooner 
removed  bj^  the  President  of  the  United  States,  wnose  duty  it  shall  be, 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor,  to  record  and  preserve  all  the 
papers  and  proceedings  of  the  executive,  and  all  the  acts  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  legislative  council,  and  transmit  authentic  copies  of  the 
proceedings  of  the  governor  in  his  executive  department,  every  six 
months,  to  the  President  of  the  United  States.  In  case  of  the  vacancy 
of  the  office  of  governor,  the  government  of  the  said  territory  shall 
devolve  on  the  secretary. 

Sec.  4.  The  legislative  powers  shall  be  vested  in  the  governor,  and 
in  thirteen  of  the  most  fit  and  discreet  persons  of  the  territory,  to  be 
called  the  legislative  council,  who  shall  be  appointed  annually  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States  from  among  those  holding  real  estate 
therein,  and  who  shall  have  resided  one  year  at  least  in  the  said  terri- 
tory, and  hold  no  office  of  profit  under  the  territoiy  or  the  United 
States.     The  governor,  by  and  with  advice  and  consent  of  the  said 
legislative  council,  or  of  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  power  to  alter, 
modify,  or  repeal  the  laws  which  may  be  in  force  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  act.    Their  legislative  powers  shall  also  extend  to  all  the 
rightful  subjects  of  legislation;   but  no  law  shall  be  valid  which  is 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or 
which  shall  lay  any  person  under  restraint,  burden,  or  disability,  on 
account  of  his  religious  opinions,  professions,  or  worship;    in  all 
which  he  shall  be  free  to  maintain  his  own,  and  not  burdened  for 
those  of  another.     The  governor  shall  publish  throughout  tlie  said 
territorv  all  the  laws  which  shall  be  made,  and  shall  from  time  to 
time  report  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  TJnited  States  to  be  laid 
before  Congress;  which,  if  disapproved  of  by  Congress,  shall  thence- 
forth be  of  no  force.    The  governor  or  legislative  council  shall  have 
no  power  over  the  primary  disposal  of  the  soil,  nor  to  tax  the  lands  of 
the  United  States,  nor  to  interfere  with  the  claims  to  land  within  the 
said  territorv.    The  governor  shall  convene  and  prorogue  the  legis- 
lative council  whenever  he  may  deem  it  expedient.     It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  obtain  all  the  information  in  his  power  in  relation  to  the  cus- 
toms, habits,  and  dispositions  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  territory, 
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and  communicate  the  same  from  time  to  time  to  the  President  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  5.  The  judicial  power  shall  l^e  vested  in  a  superior  court,  and 
in  such  inferior  courts,  and  justices  of  the  peace,  as  the  legislature  of 
the  territory  may  from  time  to  time  establish.  The  judges  of  the 
superior  court  and  the  justices  of  the  peace  shall  hold  their  offices  for 
the  term  of  four  years.  The  superior  court  shall  consist  of  three 
judges,  any  one  of  whom  shall  constitute  a  court;  they  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  criminal  cases,  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all 
those  which  are  capital;  and  original  and  appellate  jurisdiction  in 
all  civil  cases  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars.  Its  sessions  shall 
commence  on  the  first  Mondav  of  everv  month,  and  continue  till  all 
the  business  depending  before  them  shall  l)e  disposed  of.  They  shall 
appoint  their  own  clerk.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  which  are  capi- 
tal, the  trial  shall  l)e  by  a  jury  of  twelve  good  and  lawful  men  of  the 
vicinage;  and  in  all  cases,  criminal  and  civil,  in  the  superior  court, 
the  trial  shall  be  by  a  jurv,  if  either  of  the  parties  require  it.  The 
inhabitants  of  the  said  territory  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefits  of  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus;  they  shall  be  bailable,  unless  for  capital 
offences,  where  the  proof  shall  be  evident  or  the  presumption  great ; 
and  no  cruel   and  unusual  punishments  shall  be  inflicted. 

Sec.  6.  The  governor,  secretary,  judges,  district  attorney,  marshal, 
and  all  general  officers  of  the  militia,  shall  Ikj  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  in  the  recess  of  the  Senate;  but  shall  be 
nominated  at  their  next  meeting  for  their  advice  and  consent.  The 
governor,  secretary,  judges,  members  of  the  legislative  council,  ju*^- 
tices  of  the  peace,  and  all  other  officers,  civil  and  of  the  militia,  before 
thev  enter  upon  the  duties  of  tlieir  respective  offices,  shall  take  an 
oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States, 
and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office;  the  gov- 
ernor, before  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  before  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or  before  such 
other  person  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  authorize  to 
administer  the  same;  the  secretary,  jud^res,  and  meml)ers  of  the  legis- 
lative council,  before  the  governor;  and  all  other  officers  l>efore  such 
persons  as  the  governor  shall  direct.  The  governor  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars;  the  secretary,  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  and  the  judcfes,  of  two  thousand  dollars  each;  to  be  paid 
quarter-yearly  out  oi  the  revenues  of  impost  and  tonnage,  accruing 
within  the  said  territory.  The  membei-s  of  the  legislative  council 
shall  receive  four  dollars  each  per  day  during  their  attendance  in 
council. 

Sec.  7.  And  he  it  further  enaeted^  That  the  following  acts,  that  is 
to  say : 

An  act  for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes  against  the  United 
States; 

An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes 
against  the  United  States; 

An  act  to  prevent  citizens  of  the  United  States  from  privateering 
against  nations  in  amity  with  or  against  citizens  of  the  United  States: 

An  act  for  the  punishment  of  certain  crimes  therein  specified ; 

An  act  respecting  fugitives  from  justice  and  persons  escaping  fix)ni 
the  service  ot  their  masters; 
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An  aet  to  prohibit  the  carrying  on  the  slave-trade  from  the  TJnited 
States  to  any  foreign  place  or  country ; 

An  act  to  prevent  the  importation  of  certain  persons  into  certain 
States,  where,  by  the  laws  thereof,  their  admission  is  prohibited ; 

An  act  to  establish  the  post-office  of  the  United  States; 

An  act  further  to  alter  and  establish  certain  post-roads,  and  for  the 
more  secure  carriage  of  the  mail  of  the  United  States; 

An  act  for  the  more  general  promulgation  of  the  laws  of  the  United 
Stat(*s : 

An  act  in  addition  to  an  act  intituled  an  act  for  the  more  general 
promulgation  of  the  laws  of  the  United  States ; 

An  act  to  promote  the  progress  of  useful  arts,  and  to  repeal  the  act 
heretofore  made  for  that  purpose ; 

.Vn  act  to  extend  the  privilege  of  obtaining  patents  for  useful  dis- 
coveries and  inventions  to  certain  persons  therein  mentioned,  and  to 
enlarge  and  define  the  penalties  for  violating  the  rights  of  patentees; 

An  act  for  the  encouragement  of  learning,  by  securing  the  copies 
of  maps,  charts,  and  books  to  the  authors  and  proprietors  of  such 
cx)pies,  during  the  time  therein  mentioned; 

An  act  supplementary  to  an  act  intituled  an  act  for  the  encourage- 
ment of  learning,  by  securing  the  copies  of  maps,  charts,  and  books 
to  the  authors  and  proprietors  of  such  copies,  during  the  times  therein 
mentioned,  and  extending  the  benefits  thereof  to  the  arts  of  designing, 
engraving,  and  etching  historical  and  other  prints; 

.Vn  act  providing  for  salvage  in  cases  of  recapture ; 

An  act  respectin|^  alien  enemies; 

An  act  to  presenile  the  mode  in  which  the  j)ublic  acts,  records,  and 
judicial  proceedings  in  each  State  shall  be  authenticated,  so  as  to  take 
effect  in  everv  other  State ; 

An  act  for  establishing  trading-houses  with  the  Indian  triln^s; 

An  act  for  continuing  in  force  a  law  entitled  An  act  for  establish- 
ing trading-houses  with  the  Indian  tril)es ;  and 

An  act  making  provision  relative  to  rations  for  Indians,  and  to 
their  visits  to  the  seat  of  Government, 

Shall  extend  to,  and  have  full  force  and  effect  in  the  alwve-mentioned 
territories. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  l)e  established  in  the  said  territory  a  district 
court,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside  therein,  and  be  called 
the  district  judge,  and  who  shall  hold,  in  the  city  of  Orleans,  four 
s<*^vsions  annuallv;  the  first  to  conmierce  on  the  third  Mondav  in 
()ctol)er  next,  and  the  three  other  sessions,  progressively,  on  the  third 
Monday  of  every  third  calendar  month  thereafter.  He  shall  in  all 
things  have  and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  which 
are  by  law  given  to,  or  may  be  exercised  by,  the  jiulge  of  Kentucky 
district;  and  shall  be  allowed  an  annual  compensation  of  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  to  l)e  paid  quarter-yearly  out  of  the  revenues  of  impost 
and  tonnage  accruing  within  the  said  territory.  He  shall  appoint 
a  clerk  for  the  said  district,  who  shall  reside  and  keep  the  records  of 
the  court,  in  the  city  of  Orleans,  and  shall  receive  for  the  services 
performed  by  him  the  same  fees  to  which  the  clerk  of  Kentucky  dis- 
trict is  entitled  for  similar  services. 

There  shall  be  appointed  in  the  said  district  a  person  learned  in  the 
law.  to  act  as  attorney  for  the  United  States,  who  shall,  in  addition 
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to  his  stated  fees,  be  paid  six  hundred  dollars  annually,  as  a  full  com- 
pensation for  all  extra  services.  There  shall  also  be  appointed  a 
marshal  for  the  said  district,  who  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be 
subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  i^enalties,  and  be  entitled  to  the 
same  fees  to  which  marshals  in  other  districts  are  entitled  for  similar 
services;  and  shall  moreover  l)e  i)aid  two  hundred  dollai-s  annually 
as  a  compensation  for  all  extra  services. 

Sec.  9.  All  free  male  white  persons  who  are  house-keej^ers,  and  who 
shall  have  resided  one  year,  at  least,  in  the  said  territory,  shall  l)e 
qualified  to  serve  as  grand  or  |)etit  jurors  in  the  courts  of  the  said 
territorv,  and  thev  shall,  until  the  legislature  thereof  shall  otherwise 
direct,  be  selected  in  such  manner  as  the  judges  of  the  said  courts, 
respectively,  shall  prescribe,  so  as  to  be  most  conducive  to  an  impar- 
tial trial,  and  to  be  least  burdensome  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said 
territory. 

Sec.  10.  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  import 
or  bring  into  the  said  territory',  from  any  port  or  place  without  tho 
limits  of  the  United  States,  or  cause  or  procure  to  he  so  imported  or 
brought,  or  knowingly  to  aid  or  assist  in  importing  or  bringing  any 
slave  or  slaves.  And  every  person  so  offending,  and  l)eing  thereof  con- 
victed before  any  court  within  said  territorv,  having  com{>etent 
jurisdiction,  shalf  forfeit  and  pay,  for  each  and  every  slave  so  im- 
ported or  brought,  the  sum  of  tnree  hundred  dollars;  one  moiety  for 
the  use  of  the  United  States  and  the  other  moiety  for  the  use  of  the 
person  or  persons  who  shall  sue  for  the  same;  and  every  slave  so  im- 
ported or  brought  shall  tlx^reupon  l^ecome  entitled  to  or  receive  his  or 
her  freedom.  It  shall  not  be  law^ful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  im- 
port or  bring  into  the  said  territory,  from  any  port  or  place  within  the 
limits  of  the  TTnited  States,  or  to  cause  or  procure  to  be  so  imported 
or  brought,  or  knowingly  to  aid  or  assist  in  so  importing  or  bringing, 
any  slave  or  slaves,  which  shall  have  been  imported  since  the  first 
day  of  May,  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-eight,  into  any 
port  or  place  within  the  limits  of  the  United  States,  or  which  may 
hereafter  l^e  so  imi)orted  from  any  port  or  place  without  the  limits 
of  the  United  States;  and  every  jx^rson  so  offending  and  being 
thereof  convicted  liefore  any  court  within  said  territorv,  having  com- 
petent jurisdiction,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  for  each  and  every  slave, 
so  imported  or  brought,  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars,  one  moiety 
for  the  use  of  the  United  States,  and  the  other  moiety  for  the  us<^  of 
the  person  or  persons  who  shall  sue  for  the  same:  and  no  slave  or 
slaves  shall  directly  or  indirectly  be  introduced  into  said  territory, 
except  by  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  removing  into  said  territory 
for  actual  settlement,  and  being  at  the  time  of  such  removal  bona  fide 
owner  of  such  slave  or  slaves:  and  every  slave  imported  or  brought 
into  the  said  territorv,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
thereupon  be  entitled  to  and  receive  his  or  her  freedom. 

Sec.  11.  The  laws  in  force  in  the  said  territory  at  the  commence- 
ment of  this  act,  and  not  inconsistent  with  the  ])rovisions  thereof, 
shall  continue  in  force  until  altered,  modified,  or  repealed  by  the 
legislature. 

Se(*.  12.  The  residue  of  the  province  of  T-iOuisiana,  ceded  to  the 
United  States,  shall  be  called  the  district  of  Louisiana,"  the  govern-

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ment  whereof  shall  be  organized  and  administered  as  follows:  The 
executive  power  now  vested  in  the  governor  of  the  Indiana  territory 
shall  extend  to  and  be  exercised  in  the  said  district  of  Louisiana. 
The  governor  and  judges  of  the  Indiana  territory  shall  have  power 
to  fc^tablish  in  the  said  district  of  Louisiana  inferior  courts,  and  pre- 
scribe their  jurisdiction  and  duties,  and  to  make  all  laws  which  tliey 
may  deem  conducive  to  the  good  government  of  the  inhabitants  thereof : 
Prorided^  howeijcr^  That  no  law  shall  be  valid  which  is  inconsistent 
with  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  which  shall 
lay  any  person  under  restraint  or  disability  on  account  of  his  religious 
opinions,  profession,  or  worship;  in  all  of  which  he  shall  be  free  to 
maintain  nis  own,  and  not  burdened  for  those  of  another:  And  pro- 
ndf'd  aho^  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  trial  shall  be  by  a 
jury  of  twelve  good  and  lawful  men  of  the  vicinage,  and  in  all  civil 
cases  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  dollars,  the  trial  shall  be  by  jury, 
if  either  of  the  parties  require  it.  The  judges  of  the  Indiana  terri- 
tory, or  any  two  of  them,  shall  hold  annually  two  courts  within  the 
-aid  district,  at  such  place  as  will  be  most  convenient  to  the  inhab- 
itants thereof  in  general,  shall  possess  the  same  jurisdiction  the}'  now 
po^sess  in  the  Indiana  territory,  and  shall  continue  in  si^ssion  until 
all  the  business  depending  before  them  shall  be  disposed  of.  It 
>hall  be  the  duty  or  the  secretary  of  the  Indiana  territory  to  record 
and  pi*eserve  all  the  papers  and  proceedings  of  the  governor,  of  an 
executive  nature,  relative  to  the  district  oi  Louisiana,  and  transmit 
authentic  copies  thereof  every  six  months  to  the  President  of  the 
Tnited  States.  The  governor  shall  publish  throughout  the  said  dis- 
trict all  the  laws  which  may  be  made  as  aforesaid,  and  shall,  from 
time  to  time,  report  the  same  to  the  President  of  the  United  States, 
to  be  laid  before  Congress,  w^hich,  if  disapproved  of  by  Congress, 
shall  thenceforth  cease  and  be  of  no  effect. 

The  said  district  of  Louisiana  shall  be  divided  into  districts  by 
the  governor,  under  the  direction  of  the  President,  as  the  convenience 
of  the  settlements  shall  require,  subject  to  such  alterations  hereafter 
as  experience  may  prove  more  convenient.  The  inhabitants  of  each 
di^lrict,  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five,  shall  be  formed 
into  a  militia,  with  proper  officers,  according  to  their  numbers,  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  except  the  commanding  officer,  w^ho  shall 
l)e  appointed  by  the  President,  and  who,  whether  a  captain,  a  major, 
or  a  colonel,  shall  be  the  commanding  officer  of  the  district,  and  as 
such  shall,  under  the  governor,  have  command  of  the  regular  officers 
and  troops  in  his  district,  as  well  as  of  the  militia,  for  wiiich  he  shall 
have  a  brevet  commission,  giving  him  such  command,  and  the  pay 
and  emoluments  of  an  officer  of  the  same  grade  in  the  regular  army ; 
he  shall  be  specially  charged  with  the  enij)Ioyment  of  the  military 
and  militia  oi  his  district,  m  cases  of  sudden  invasion  or  insurrection, 
and  until  the  orders  of  the  governor  can  be  received,  and  at  all  times 
with  the  duty  of  ordering  a  military  patrol,  aided  bv  militia,  if 
necessary,  to  arrest  unauthorized  settlers  in  any  part  of  his  district, 
and  to  commit  such  offenders  to  jail,  to  be  dealt  with  according 
to  law. 

The  laws  in  force  in  the  said  district  of  Louisiana  at  the 
commencement  of  this  act,  and  not  inconsistent  with  any  of  the  pro- 
visions thereof,  shall  continue  in  force  until  altered,  modified,  or 
rt^pealed  by  the  governor  and  judges  of  the  Indiana  territory,  as 
aforesaid. 
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Sec.  14.  And  he  it  further  enact^d^  That  all  grants  £or  lands  within 
the  territories  ceded  by  the  P>ench  Republic  to  the  United  States, 
hy  the  treaty  of  the  thirtieth  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  three,  the  title  whereof  was,  at  the  date  of  the 
treaty  of  San  Ildefonso,  in  the  crown,  government,  or  nation  of 
Spain,  and  every  act  and  proceeding  subsequent  thereto,  of  what- 
soever nature,  towards  the  obtaining  any  grant,  title,  or  claim  to 
such  lands,  and  under  whatsoever  autliority  transacted,  or  pretended, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby  declared  to  be,  and  to  have  been  from  the 
beginning,  null,  void,  and  of  no  effect  in  law  or  equity.  Provided^ 
necertheleHH^  That  anything  in  this  section  contained  shall  not  l>e 
construed  to  make  null  and  void  any  bona-fide  ^-ant,  made  agreeably 
to  the  laws,  usages,  and  customs  of  the  Spanish  government,  to  an 
actual  settler  on  the  lands  so  granted,  for  himselt  and  for  his  wife 
and  family ;  or  to  make  null  and  void  any  bona-fide  act  or  proceeding 
done  b}'  an  actual  settler,  agreeably  to  the  laws,  usages,  and  customs 
of  the  Spanish  government,  to  obtain  a  grant  for  lands  actually 
settled  on  by  the  pei-son  or  persons  claiming  title  thereto,  if  such 
settlement  in  either  case  was  actually  made  prior  to  the  twentieth 
day  of  December,  one  thousand  eight  hundrea  and  three:  And  pro- 
vided further^  That  such  grant  shall  not  secure  to  the  grantee  or  his 
assigns  more  than  one  mile  square  of  land,  together  with  such  other 
and  further  quantity  as  heretofore  has  been  allowed  for  the  wife  and 
family  of  such  actual  settler,  agreeably  to  the  laws,  usages,  and 
customs  of  the  Spanish  government.  And  that  if  any  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  or  other  person,  shall  make  a  settlement  on  any  lands 
belonging  to  the  United  States,  within  the  limits  of  Louisiana,  or 
shall  survey,  or  attempt  to  survey,  such  lands,  or  to  designate  bound- 
aries by  marking  trees,  or  otherwise,  such  offender  shall,  on  convic- 
tion thereof,  in  anv  court  of  record  of  the  United  States,  or  the  terri- 
tories  of  the  United  States,  forfeit  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  suffer  imprisonment  not  exceeding  twelve  months;  and 
it  shall,  moreover,  l)e  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  employ  such  military  force  as  he  may  judge  necessary  to  remove 
from  lands  belonging  to  the  United  States  any  such  citizen  or  other 
person  who  shall  attemj^t  a  settlement  thereon. 

Sec.  15.  The  President  of  the  United  States  is  hereby  authorized 
to  stipulate  with  any  Indian  tril)es  owning  lands  on  the  east  side  of 
the  Mississippi,  and  residing  thereon,  for  an  exchange  of  lands,  the 
property  of  the  United  States,  on  the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi, 
in  case  the  said  tril)e  shall  remove  and  settle  thereon;  but  in  such 
sctipulation,  the  said  tribes  shall  acknowledge  themselves  to  be  under 
the  protection  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  ajjfree  that  they  will 
not  hold  any  treaty  with  any  foreign  power,  individual  state,  or  with 
the  individuals  of  any  state  or  power;  and  that  they  will  not  sell  or 
dispose*  of  the  said  lands,  or  any  paVt  thereof,  to  any  sovereijrn 
power,  except  to  the  United  States,  nor  to  the  subjects  or  citizens  of 
any  other  sovereign  power,  nor  to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States. 
And,  in  order  to  maintain  peace  and  tranquillity  with  the  Indian 
tribes  who  reside  within  the  limits  of  Louisiana,  as  ceded  bv  France  to 
the  TTnited  State,  the  act  of  Congress,  passed  on  the  thirtieth  day  of 
March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  two,  intituled  "An  act  to 
regulate  trade  and  intercourse  with  the  Indian  tribes,  and  to  preserve 
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I>eace  on  the  frontiers,"  is  hereby  extended  to  the  territories  erected 
and  established  by  this  act;  and  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars 
of  any  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  law  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  enable  the  President  of  the  United  States 
to  effect  the  object  expressed  in  this  section. 

Sec.  16.  The  act  passed  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  October,  one 
thousand  ei^ht  hundred  and  three,  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the 
President  of  the  United  States  to  take  possession  of  the  territories 
ceded  by  France  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  concluded  at  Paris 
on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  last,  and  for  the  temporary  government 
thereof,"  shall  continue  in  force  until  the  first  day  of  October  next, 
anything  therein  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  on  which  said 
first  day  of  October,  this  act  shall  commence  and  have  full  force,  and 
>hall  continue  in  force  for  and  during  the  term  of  one  year,  and  to 
the  end  of  the  next  session  of  Congress  which  may  hapnen  thereafter.

//<'  //  I'hurted  by  the  Senate  and  IIohhv  of  HcpriHentatires  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congrens  atiHemhled^  That  the  President 
of  the  United  States  be,  and  he  is  herby,  authorized  to  establish 
within  the  territory  of  Orleans  a  government  in  all  respects  similar 
(except  as  is  herem  otherwise  provided)  to  that  now  exercised  in 
the  MissLssippi  territory;  and  shall,  in  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  but 
to  he  nominated  at  their  next  meeting,  for  their  advice  and  consent, 
appoint  all  the  officers  necessary  therein,  in  conformitv  with  the 
ordinance  of  Congress,  made  on  the  thirteenth  day  o^  July,  one 
thousand  seven  hundred  and  eighty-seven ;  and  that  from  and  after 
the  establishment  of  the  said  goVernment,  the  inhabitants  of  the 
territory  of  Orleans  shall  be  entitled  to  and  enjoy  all  the  rights, 
privileges,  and  advantages  secured  by  the  said  ordinance,  and  now 
<*njoyed  by  the  people  oi  the  Mississippi  territory. 

Sec.  2i  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  so  much  of  the  said  ordi- 
nance of  Congress  as  relates  to  the  organization  of  a  general  assembly, 
and  prescribes  the  powers  thereof,  shall,  from  and  after  the  fourth 
day  of  July  next,  be  in  force  in  the  said  territoiy  of  Orleans;  and

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ehurted^  That  the  second  paragraph  of 
the  said  ordinance,  which  regulates  the  descent  and  distribution  of 
estates;  and  also  the  sixth  article  of  compact  which  is  annexed  Xo 
and  makes  part  of  said  ordinance,  are  hereby  declared  not  to  exteiul 
to  but  ai'e  excluded  from  all  oi)eration  within  the  said  territory  of 
Orleans.

Be  it  enarted  by  the  Senate  and  Ilonne  of  RevreHentatireH  of  live 
Vnited  States  of  .America  in  Congresa  awtemblea^  That  all  that  part 
of  the  country  ceded  by  Francv  to  the  United  States,  under  the  gen- 
tTal  name  of  Louisiana,  which,  by  an  act  of  the  last  session  of  Con- 
gress, was  erected  into  a  separate  district,  to  Ijc  called  the  district  of 
Louisiana,  shall  heneforth  Ik?  known  and  designated  by  the  name 
ami  title  of  the  Territory  of  Jjouisiana,  the  govermnent  whereof  shall 
l>e  organized  and  administered  as  follows:  The  executive  power  shall 
l>e  vested  in  a  governor,  who  shall  reside  in  said  territory,  and  hold 
liis  office  during  the  term  of  three  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the 
President  of  the  United  States.

And  he  it  further  enaetedn  That  the  governor,  secretary, 
judges,  justices  of  the  |K>ace,  and  all  other  officers,  civil  or  military, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  res|)ective  offices,  shall  take 
an  oath,  or  affirmation,  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  rnite<l 
States  and  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  office;  the 
governor  lK»fore  the  President  of  the  United  States,  or  before  a  judge 
of  the  supreme  or  district  court  of  the  United  States,  or  l)efoi'e  such 
other  person  as  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  authorize  to 
administer  the  same:  the  secretary  and  judges  before  the  governor: 
and  all  other  officers  before  such  person  as  the  governor  shall  direct. 

Sec.  8.  And  he  it  further  enaefed.  That  the  governor,  secretary,  and 
judges,  to  be  appointed  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  all  the  additional 
officers  authorized  theivby,  or  by  the  act  for  erecting  Louisiana  into 
two  territories,  and  providing  for  the  temporary  government  theivof, 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  in  the  nK*e» 
of  the  Senate,  but  shall  l^e  nominated  at  their  next  meeting  for  their 
advice  and  consi»nt. 

Sec.  0.  And  he  it  further  enaeted.  That  the  laws  and  regulations  in 
force  in  the  said  district  at  the  commencement  of  this  act,  and  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  continue  in  force  until 
altered,  modified,  or  repealed  by  tin*  legislature. 

Sec.  10.  And  he  it  further  iiunted^  That  so  much  of  an  act  intituled 
'*An  act  erecting  Louisiana  into  two  territories,  and  providing  for 
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x\w.  temporary  government  thereof/'  as  is  repugnant  to  this  act,  shall, 
from  and  after  the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  be  repealed;  on  which 

^ai<l  fourth  dav  of  Julv  this  act  shall  commence  and  have  full  force.

PEOGLAICATION  EESPEGTIHO  TAKING  POSSESSION  OF  PART  OF 

LOTTISIANA— 1810 

By  the  PRE8n)ENT  OF.  THE  United  Stati':8  of  America. 

A  PROCLAMATION 

YHiereas  the  territoiy  south  of  the  Mississippi  Territory  and 
eastward  of  the  River  Mississippi  and  extending  to  the  River  Per- 
dido,  of  which  ix>ssession  was  not  delivered  to  the  United  States  in 
pursuance  of  the  treaty  concluded  at  Paris,  on  the  80th  of  April, 
1^0v>,  has  at  all  times,  as  is  well  known,  been  considered  and  claimed 
by  them,  as  being  within  the  colony  of  I^ouisiana  conveyed  by  the  said 
treaty,  in  the  same  extent  that  it  had  in  the  hafids  of  Spain,  and  that 
it  had  when  France  originally  possessed  it. 

And  whereas,  the  acquiescence  of  the  United  States  in  the  tempo- 
nirj'  continuance  of  the  said  territory  under  the  Spanish  authority 
was  not  the  result  of  any  distrust  of  their  title,  as  has  l)een  partic- 
ularly evinced  by  the  general  tenor  of  their  laws,  and  by  the  distinc- 
tion made  in  the  application  of  those  laws  between  that  territory  and 
foreign  coimtries,  but  was  occasioned  by  their  concilatory  views,  and 
by  a  confidence  in  the  justice  of  their  cause;  and  in  the  success  of 
candid  discussion  and  amicable  negotiation  with  a  just  and  friendly 
power. 

And  whereas  a  satisfactory  adjustment,  too  long  delayed,  without 
the  fault  of  the  United  States,  has  for  some  time  lieen  entirely  sus- 
pended by  events  over  which  they  had  no  control,  and  whereas  a 
(rises  has  at  length  arrived  subversive  of  the  order  of  things  under 
the  Spanish  authorities,  whereby  a  failure  of  the  United  States  to 
lake  the  said  territory  into  its  possession  may  leatl  to  events  ulti- 
uiately  contravening  the  views  of  both  i)arties,  whilst  in  the  mean 
time  the  tranquillity  and  security  of  our  adjoining  territories  are 
endangered,  and  new  facilities  given  to  violations  of  our  revenue  and 
commercial  laws,  and  of  those  prohibiting  the  introduction  of  slaves. 
Considering,  moreover,  that  under  these  peculiar  and  imperative 
circumstances,  a  forl>earance  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  to 
occupy  the  territory  in  question,  and  thereby  guard  against  the  con- 
fusions and  contingencies  which  threaten  it,  might  be  construed  into 
a  dereliction  of  their  title,  or  an  insensibility  to  the  importance  of 
the  state;  considering  that  in  the  hands  of  the  United  States  it  will 
not  cease  to  l)e  a  subject  of  fair  and  friendly  negotiation  and  adjust- 
ment; considering  finally  that  the  acts  of  Congress  tho'  contempla- 
ting a  present  possession  by  a  foreign  authority,  have  contemplated 
also  an  eventual  possession  of  the  said  territory  by  the  United  States, 
and  are  accordingly  so  framed,  as  in  the  case  to  extend  in  their  opera- 
tion, to  the  same: 

Xow  Ije  it  known  that  I,  James  Madison,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  in  pursuance  of  these  weighty  and  urgent  con- 
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siderations,  hare  deemed  it  right  aud  requisite,  that  possession  shouhl 
be  taken  of  the  said  territory,  in  the  name  and  behalf  of  the  United 
States.  William  C.  C.  Claiborne,  governor  of  the  Orleans  Territory 
of  which  the  said  territory  is  to  be  taken  as  pa  it,  will  accordingly 
proceed  to  execute  the  same;  and  to  exercise  over  the  said  territory 
the  authorities  and  functions  legally  appertaining  to  his  office.  And 
the  good  people  inhabiting  the  same,  are  invited  and  enjoined  to  pay 
due  respect  to  him  in  that  character,  to  be  obedient  to  the  laws;  to 
maintam  order ;  to  cherish  harmony ;  and  in  every  manner  to  conduct 
themselves  as  peaceable  citizens;  under  full  assurance  that  they  will 
be  protected  in  the  enjovment  of  their  liberty,  property,  and  religion. 
Ill  testimony  whereof,  I  have  caused  the  seal  oi  the  United  States 
to  be  hereunto  affixed,  and  signed  the  same  with  my  hand, 
[u  8.]  Done  at  the  ci^  of  Washington,  the  twenty-seventh  day 
of  October,  A.  D.  1810,  and  in  the  thirty-fifth  year  of  the 
independence  of  the  said  United  States.

ENABLING  ACT  FOB  LOUISIANA— 1811 

[ELEVKNTII    CONGRKSH,    TUIBl)    SKl!i8ION] 

An  Act  to  enable  the  i)eople  of  the  Territory  of  Louishina  to  form  a  constitatlon 
and  state  goveruuieiit,  and  for  the  admlHHion  of  8U<*h  state  into  the  Union,  on 
an  equal  footing  with  the  original  states,  aud  for  other  purposes 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  inhab- 
itants of  all  that  part  of  the  territory  or  country  ceded  under  the 
name  of  Louisiana,  by  the  treaty  made  at  Paris  on  the  thirtieth  day 
of  April,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  three^  between  the  United 
States  and  France,  contained  within  the  foUowmg  limits,  that  is  to 
say:  Beginning  at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Sabine;  thence  by  a  line  to 
be  drawn  along  the  middle  of  the  said  river,  inchiding  all  islands,  to 
the  thirty-second  decree  of  latitude;  thence  due  north  to  the  northern- 
most part  of  the  thn-ty-third  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence  alon^ 
the  said  parallel  of  latitude  to  the  river  Mississippi ;  thence  down  the 
said  river  to  the  river  Iberville;  and  from  thence,  along  the  middle 
of  the  said  river  and  Lakes  Maurepasand  Ponchartrain,  totheGnlf  of 
Mexico;  thence  bounded  by  the  said  gulf  to  the  plac*e  of  l)eginniiigr, 
including  all  islands  within  three  leagues  of  the  coast,  be,  and  they 
are  hereby,  authorized  to  form  for  themselves  a  constitution  and  state 
government,  and  to  assume  such  name  as  they  may  deem  proper, 
under  the  provisions  and  iqwu  the  conditions  hereinafter  mentioned. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  all  free  white  male  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  who  shall  have  arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one 
years,  and  resided  within  the  said  territory  at  least  one  year  previous 
to  the  day  of  election,  and  shall  have  paid  a  territorial,  county,  or 
district,  or  parish  tax,  and  all  persons  having  in  other  respects  the 
legal  qualifications  to  vote  for  rej)resentatives  m  the  general  assembly 
of  the  said  territory,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  choose 
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representatives  to  form  a  convention,  who  shall  be  apportioned 
amongst  the  several  counties,  districts,  and  parishes  in  the  said  terri- 
iory  of  Orleans  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  of  the  said  territory 
.-hall  by  law  direct.  The  number  of  representatives  shall  not  exceed 
sixty,  and  the  elections  for  the  representatives  aforesaid  shall  take 
place  on  the  third  Monday  in  September  next,  and  shall  be  conducted 
in  the  same  manner  as  is  now  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  said 
territory  for  electing  members  for  the  house  of  representatives. 

Sec.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  members  of  the  conven- 
tion, when  dulv  elected,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  authorized  to  meet 
at  the  city  of  5few  Orleans,  on  the  first  Monday  of  November  next, 
which  convention,  when  met,  shall  first  determine,  by  a  majority  of 
the  whole  number  elected,  whether  it  be  expedient  or  not,  at  tnat  time, 
to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government  for  the  people  within 
the  said  territory,  and  if  it  be  determined  to  be  exi)edient,  then  the 
convention  shall  in  like  manner  declare,  in  behalf  of  the  i>eople  of  the 
said  territorv,  that  it  adopts  the  constitution  of  the  United  States; 
whereupon  tKe  said  convention  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  authorized  to 
form  a  constitution  and  state  government  for  the  people  of  the  said 
territory:  Provided^  The  constitution  to  be  formed,  in  virtue  of  the 
authority  herein  given,  shall  be  republican,  and  consistent  with  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States;  that  it  shall  contain  the  funda- 
mental principles  of  civil  and  religious  liberty ;  that  it  shall  secure  to 
the  citizen  the  trial  by  jury  in  all  criminal  cases,  and  the  privilege  of 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus^  conformable  to  the  provisions  or  the  consti- 
tution of  the  United  States;  and  that  after  the  admission  of  the  said 
territory  of  Orleans  as  a  state  into  the  Union,  the  laws  which  such 
.itate  mav  pass  shall  be  promulgated  and  its  records  of  every  descrip- 
tion shall  be  preserved,  and  its  judicial  and  legislative  written  pro- 
ceedings conducted  in  the  language  in  which  the  laws  and  the  judicial 
and  legislative  written  proceedings  of  the  United  States  are  now 
published  and  conducted:  And  provided  also^  That  the  said  conven- 
tion shall  provide  by  an  ordinance,  irrevocable  without  the  consent 
of  the  United  States,  that  the  people  inhabiting  the  said  territory  do 
agree  and  declare  that  they  forever  disclaim  all  right  or  title  to  the 
waste  or  unappropriated  lands  lying  within  the  said  territory,  and 
that  the  same  shall  be  and  remain  at  the  sole  and  entire  disposition 
of  the  United  States,  and  moreover  that  each  and  every  tract  of  land 
f.old  by  Congress  shall  l)e  and  remain  exempt  from  any  tax  laid  by 
the  order  or  under  the  authority  of  the  state,  whether  for  state, 
county,  township,  parish,  or  any  other  purpose  whatever,  for  the 
term  of  five  years  from  and  after  the  respective  days  of  the  sales 
thereof,  and  tliat  the  lands  belonging  to  citizens  of  the  United  States 
residing  without  the  said  state  shall  never  be  taxed  higher  than  the 
lands  belonging  to  persons  residing  therein,  and  that  no  taxes  shall  be 
imposed  on  lands  the  property  of  tlie  United  States,  and  that  the  river 
Mississippi  and  the  navigable  rivers  and  waters  leading  into  the  same 
or  into  the  Gulf  of  Mexico  shall  be  common  highwavs  and  forever 
free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  state  as  to  other  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  without  any  tax,  duty,  impost,  or  toll  therefor 
imposed  by  the  said  state. 

Sec.  4.  And  he  it  fvrther  enacted^  That  in  case  the  convention  shall 
declare  its  assent  in  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  said  territory  to  the 
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adoption  of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  shall  form  a 
constitution  and  state  government  for  the  jMM>ple  of  the  said  territoiy 
of  Orleans,  the  said  convention,  as  soon  thereaiter  as  may  be,  is  hereby 
required  to  cause  to  be  transmitted  to  Congress  the  instrument  by 
which  its  assent  to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  is  thus  given 
and  declared,  and  also  a  true  and  attested  copy  of  such  constitution  or 
frame  of  state  government  as  shall  be  formed  and  provided  by  said 
convention,  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  disapproved  by  Congi*ess,  at 
their  next  session  after  the  receipt  thereof,  the  said  state  shall  l>e 
admitted  into  the  Union  upon  the  same  footing  with  the  original 
states. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  five  per  centum  of  the  net 
proceeds  of  the  sales  of  the  lands  of  the  United  States,  after  the  first 
day  of  January,  shall  Ix*.  applied  to  laying  out  and  constructing 
public  roads  and  levees  in  the  said  state,  as  the  legislature  thereof  uiaj- 
direct.

An  act  for  tlTe  admission  of  the  state  of  liouisiana  into  the  I'nion,  and  to  extend 

the  laws  of  the  Unlttnl  States  to  the  siild  state 

Whereas  the  representatives  of  the  people  of  all  that  part  of  the 
territory  or  country  ceded,  under  the  name  of  "  Louisiana,"  by  the 
treaty  made  at  Paris  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  one  thousand 
ei^ht  hundred  and  three,  between  the  United  States  and  France,  con- 
tamed  within  the  following  limits,  that  is  to  say :  Beginning  at  the 
mouth  of  the  river  Sabine ;  thence,  by  a  line  to  be  drawn  along  the 
middle  of  said  river,  including  all  islands,  to  the  thirty-second  degree 
of  latitude;  thence  due  north  to  the  northernmost  part  of  the  thirty- 
third  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence  along  the  said  parallel  of  lati- 
tude to  the  river  Mississippi ;  thence  down  the  said  river  to  the  river 
Il)erville;  and  from  thence  along  the  middle  of  the  said  river,  and 
lakes  Maurepas  and  Pontchartrain,  to  the  gulf  of  Mexico;  thence 
lK)unded  by  the  said  gidf  to  the  place  of  l^ginning,  including  all 
islands  within  three  leagues  of  the  coast,  did,  on  the  twentv-secoud 
day  of  January',  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twelve,  ^orm  for 
themselves  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  give  to  the  said 
state  the  name  of  the  state  of  Louisiana  in  pursuance  of  an  act  of 
Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  enable  the  people  of  the  territory  of 
Orleans  to  form  a  constitution  and  state  government,  and  for  the 
admission  of  the  said  state  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  original  states,  and  for  other  purposes ;  "  and  the  said  constitution 
having  l)een  transmitted  to  Congress,  and  by  them  being  hereby 
approved:  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Seriate  and  IIonM  of  Representatives  of  the 
Vnited^  States  of  America^  in  Congress  assembled^  That  the  said  state 
shall  be  one,  and  is  hereby  declared  to  l>e  one,  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing  with 
the  original  states,  in  all  respects  whatever,  by  the  name  and  title  of 
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tbe  state  of  I^iiisiana:  Provhlcdn  That  it  shall  he  taken  as  a  coiuli- 
tion  upon  which  the  said  state  is  liioorp()rate<l  in  the  Union,  that  the 
river  Mississippi,  and  the  navi|?al>le  rivers  and  waters  leading  into 
ihe  same,  ana  into  the  gulf  of  Mexico,  shall  be  common  highways 
and  forever  free,  as  well  to  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  state  as  to  the 
inhabitants  of  other  states  and  the  territories  of  the  United  States, 
without  any  tax,  duty,  impost,  or  toll  therefor,  imposed  by  the  said 
state;  and  that  the  above  condition,  and  also  all  other  the  conditions 
and  terms  contained  in  the  third  section  of  the  act,  the  title  whereof 
i>  hereinbefore  recited,  shall  be  considered,  deemed,  and  taken  funda- 
mental conditions  and  terms,  upon  which  the  said  state  is  incorporated 
in  the  Union. 

Sec.  2.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  until  the  next  general  census 
nnd  apportionment  of  representatives,  the  said  state  shall  be  entitled 
to  one  representative  in  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United 
States;  and  that  all  the  laws  of  the  United  States  not  locally  inap- 
plicable shall  l)e  extended  to  the  said  state,  and  shall  have  the  same 
force  and  effect  within  the  same  as  elsewhere  within  the  United 
States. 

Sec:.  3.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  the  said  state,  together  with 
the  residue  of  that  portion  of  country  which  was  comprehended 
within  the  territory  of  Orleans,  as  constituted  by  the  act  entituled 
".Vn  act  erecting  Ijouisiana  into  two  territories,  and  providing  for 
the  temporary  government  thereof,"  shall  be  one  district,  and  be 
adled  the  Louisiana  district;  and  there  shall  be  established  in  the 
said  district  a  district  court,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall  reside 
therein,  and  Ik;  called  the  district  judge;  and  there  shall  be,  annually, 
four  stated  sessions  of  the  said  court 'held  at  the  city  of  Orleans;  the 
first  to  commence  on  the  third  Monday  in  July  next,  and  the  three 
other  sessions  progressively,  on  the  third  Monday  of  every  third 
calendar  month  thereafter.  The  said  judge  shall,  in  all  things,  have 
and  exercise  the  same  jurisdiction  and  powers  which,  by  the  act  the 
title  whereof  is  in  this  section  recited,  were  given  to  the  district  judge 
of  the  territory  of  Orleans;  and  he  shall  be  allowed  an  annual  com- 
pensation of  three  thousand  dollars,  to  be  paid  qinirter-y early  at  the 
treasury  of  the  United  States.  The  said  judge  shall  appoint  a  clerk 
of  the  said  court,  who  shall  reside  and  keep  the  records  of  the  court 
in  the  citj'  of  Orleans,  and  shall  receive  for  the  services  performed  by 
iiim  the  same  fees  heretofore  allowed  to  the  clerk  of  the  Orleans 
territory. 

Sec.  4.  Jind  he  it  further  enacted^  That  there  shall  l)e  appointed  in 
the  said  district  a  person  learned  in  the  law,  to  act  as  attorney  for 
the  United  States,  who  shall,  in  addition  to  his  stated  fees,  l)e  paid 
six  hundred  dollai*s  annually  as  a  full  compensation  for  all  extra 
services.  There  shall  also  be  appointed  a  marshal  for  the  said  dis- 
trict, who  shall  perform  the  same  duties,  be  subject  to  the  same 
regulations  and  penalties,  and  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  to  which 
marshals  in  other  districts  are  entitled  for  similar  services;  and  shall, 
moreover,  be  paid  two  hundred  dollars  annually  as  a  compensation 
for  all  extra  services. 

Sec.  5.  And  he  it  further  enacted^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be 
wnstnied  to  repeal  the  fourth  section  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for 
laying  and  collecting  duties  on  imports  and  tonnage  within  the  terri- 
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tones  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  treaty  of  the  thirtieth  of 
April,  one  thousand  eight  Imndred  and  three,  between  the  United 
States  and  the  French  Kenublic,  and  for  other  purposes; ''  and  that 
the  collection-district  shall  lx»  and  remain  as  thereby  established. 

Sec.  6.  And  be  it  ftirther  enacted^  That  this  act  shall  commence  and 
te  in  force  from  and  after  the  thirtieth  day  of  April,  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  twelve.

ACT  TO  ENLAEOE  THE  LIMITS  OF  LOinSIANA— 1812 

[Twelfth   Congress,   Fibst  Session] 
An  Act  to  enlnrge  the  limits  of  tbe  state  of  Ijouisinua 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  JSenate  and  House  of  Repreaentaiives  of  tlie 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled^  That,  in  case  tlie 
legislature  of  the  state  of  Louisiana  shall  consent  thereto,  all  that 
tract  of  country  comprehended  within  the  following  bounds  to  wit : 
Beginning  at  the  junction  of  the  Iberville  with  the  river  Mississippi; 
thence,  along  the  middle  of  the  Il>erville,  the  river  Amite,  and  of  the 
lakes  Maurepas  and  Pontchartrain  to  the  eastern  mouth  of  the  Pearl 
River;  thence  up  the  eastern  branch  of  Pearl  River  to  the  thirty- 
first  degree  of  north  latitude;  thence  along  the  said  degree  of  latitude 
to  the  river  Mississippi;  thence  down  the  said  river  to  the  place  of 
beginning,  shall  become  and  form  a  part  of  the  said  state  of  Louisiana, 
and  be  subject  to  the  constitution  and  laws  thereof,  in  the  same  man- 
ner, and  for  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  if  it  had  been  included  within 
the  original  boundaries  of  the  said  state. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted^  That  it  shall  be  incumbent  upon 
the  legislature  of  the  state  of  Louisiana,  in  case  they  consent  to  the 
incorporation  of  the  territory  afoi*esaid  within  their  limits,  at  their 
first  session,  to  make  provision  by  law  for  the  i*epresentation  of  the 
said  territory  in  the  legislature  of  the  state  upon  the  principles  of 
the  constitution,  and  for  securing  to  the  people  of  the  said  territory 
equal  rights,  privileges,  lx»nefits,  and  advantages  with  those  enjoyed 
by  the  people  of  the  other  parts  of  the  state;  which  law  shall  l)e 
liable  to  revision,  modification,  and  amendment  by  Congi'ess,  and 
also  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  amendment  of  the  state  consti- 
tution, but  shall  not  Ih»  liable  to  change  or  amendment  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  the  state.

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States  and  Franco,  contained  in  the  following  limits,  to  wit ;  begin- 
ning at  the  mouth  of  the  river  Sabine,  thence  by  a  line  to  be  dra^n 
along  the  middle  of  said  river,  including  all  its  uslands,  to  the  thirty 
second  degree  of  latitude — thence  due  north  to  the  Northernmost 
part  of  the  thirty  third  degi'ee  of  north  latitude — thence  along  the 
*^aid  parallel  of  latitude  to  the  river  Mississippi — thence  down  the 
said  river  to  the  river  Iberville,  and  from  thence  along  the  middle  of 
the  said  river  and  lakes  Maurepas  and  Pontchartrain  to  the  Gulf  of 
Mexico — thence  bounded  by  the  said  Gulf  to  the  place  of  beginning, 
including  all  Islands  withm  three  leagues  of  the  coast — in  Conven- 
tion Assembled  by  virtue  of  an  act  of  Congress,  entitled  "  an  act  to 
enable  the  people  of  the  Territory  of  Orleans  to  form  a  constitution 
and  State  government  and  for  the  admission  of  said  State  into  the 
Union  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  original  States,  and  for  other 
purpose;"  In  order  to  secure  to  all  the  citizens  thereof  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  jnght  of  life^  liberty  and  property ^  do  ordain  and  establish 
the  following  constitution  or  form  of  government,  and  do  mutually 
agree  with  each  other  to  form  ourselves  into  a  free  and  independent 
State,  bv  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ijouisiana. 

AancLK   Iht 

COXCTSKNINO    THE    DISTRIBUTION    OF    TIIK    POWERS    OF    GOVERNMENT. 

Sect.  1st.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Louisiana 
shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them  be 
confided  to  a  separate  body  of  Magistracy  viz — those  which  are 
Ije^lative  to  one,  those  which  are  executive  to  another,  and  those 
which  are  judiciary  to  another. 

Sect.  2d.  No  person  or  Collection  of  pei-sons,  l)eing  one  of  those 
<lepartments,  shall  exercise  any  power  properly  belonging  to  either 
of  the  others;  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed 
or  i)ermitted. 

Article  II 

C'ONCERNINCJ  THE  I.EOIHLATIVE  DEPARTMENT 

Sect.  1st.  The  Legislative  power  of  this  State  shall  lie  vested  in 
two  distinct  branches,  the  one  to  Ik?  styled  the  House  of  Kepresenta- 
fives,  the  other  the  senate,  and  both  together,  the  (leneral  Assembly 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana. 

Sect.  2d.  The  Members  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  con- 
tinue in  service  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  com- 
mencement  of  the  general  election. 

Sect.  .'id.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in 
July  every  two  years,  and  the  (leneral  Assembly  shall  convene  on  the 
first  Monday  in  January  in  every  year,  unless  a  different  day  be 
appointed  by  law,  and  their  sessions  shall  be  held  at  the  Seat  of 
(Government. 

Sect.  4th.  No  person  shall  be  a  Representative  who,  at  the  time  of 
his  election  is  not  a  free  white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
hath  not  attained  to  the  age  of  twenty  one  years,  and  resided  in  the 
state  two  years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof 
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in  the  county  for  which  he  may  Ih»  cIiommi  or  in  the  dislrict  for  which 
he  is  elected  in  case  the  saiti  counties  may  l)e  divided  into  separate 
districts  of  ehvtion,  and  lias  not  helil  for  <nie  vear  in  the  said  couniv 
or  district  landed  pro|)erty  to  the  value  of  live  hundred  dollars  agi\H»- 
ably  to  the  last  list. 

Sect.  5th.  Ele<'tions  for  Representatives  for  the  several  countie^s 
entitled  to  representation,  shall  Ik*  held  at  the  places  of  holding  their 
respecting  courts,  or  in  the  s(»veral  election  prt»cincts,  into  w^hich  the 
Legislature  may  think  proper,  from  time  to  time,  to  divide  any  or 
all  of  those  counties. 

Sect.  Gth.  Representation  shall  l>e  equal  and  uniform  in  this  state, 
and  shall  l)e  foivver  regidated  and  asc^ertained  by  the  number  of 
qualified  electors  therein.  In  the  year  cme  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  thirteen  and  every  fourth  vear  thereafter,  an  enumeration  of  all 
the  electoi*s  shall  Iw  made  in  such  manner  as  shall  l)e  directed  by  law. 
The  nmnljer  of  Representatives  shall,  in  the  sc»veral  years  of  making 
these  enunierations  1h5  so  fixed  as  not  to  l>e  less  than  twenty  five  nor 
more  than  fifty. 

Sect.  7th.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  chcx>se  its  speaker 
and  other  officers. 

Sect.  8th.  In  all  elections  for  Representatives  every  free  white  male 
citizen  of  the  TTnitc»d  States,  who  at  the  time  IxMng,  hath  attained  to 
the  age  of  twenty  one  years  and  resided  in  the  count}'  in  which  he 
offers  to  vote  one  year  not  preceding  the  election,  and  who  in  the 
last  six  months  j)rior  to  the  said  election,  shall  have  paid  a  state  tax, 
shall  enjoy  the  right  of  an  elector:  provided  however  that  every  free*, 
white  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  who  shall  have  purchased 
land  from  the  United  States,  shall  have  the  right  of  voting  when- 
ever he  shall  have  the  other  qualifications  of  age  and  residence,  above 
prescribed — Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  breach 
or  surety  of  peac*e,  1h»  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance 
at,  going  to  or  returning  from  elections. 

Sect.  Dth.  The  meml)ei"s  of  the  Senate  shall  l)e  chosen  for  the  term 
of  four  years,  and  when  assembled  shall  have  the  power  to  chcxjse  its 
officers  annually. 

Sect.  lOtli.  The  State  shall  be  divided  in  fourteen  senatorial  dis- 
tric!ts,  which  shall  forever  remain  indivisible,  as  follows;  the  Parish 
of  St.  Bernard  and  l*laquemine  including  the  country  above  as  far  as 
the  land  (Des  Pecheurs)  on  the  east  oi  the  Mississippi  and  on  the 
west  as  far  as  Bernoudy's  canal  shall  form  one  district.  The  citv 
of  Nc*w-()rleans  lK»ginning  at  the  Xuns'  IMantation  above  and  extend- 
ing below  as  far  as  the  above  mentioned  canal  (Des  Pecheurs)  includ- 
ing the  inhabitants  of  the  Bayou  St.  John,  shall  form  the  second 
district,  the  ivmainder  of  the  county  of  Orleans  shall  form  the  third 
district.  The  counties  of  (lerman  Coast,  Acadia,  Lafourche,  Iberville, 
Point  Coupee,  Concordia,  Attakapas,  Opelousas,  Rapides,  Natchi- 
toches and  Ouachitta,  shall  each  form  one  district,  and  each  district 
shall  elect  a  Senator. 

Sect.  11th.  At  the  Session  of  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  after  this  con- 
stitution takes  effect,  the  Senators  shall  be  divided  by  lot,  as  equally 
as  may  be,  into  two  classes ;  the  seats  of  the  Senators  of  the  first  class 
shall  be  vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second 
class  at  the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year;  so  that  one  half  shall  he 
chosen  every  two  years,  and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually. 
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Sect.  12th.  No  ijerson  shall  be  a  Senator  who,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who  hath  not 
attained  to  the  age  of  twenty  seven  years;  resided  in  this  state  four 
years  next  j)recedinff  his  election,  and  one  year  in  the  district,  in 
which  he  may  be  chosen;  and  unless  he  holds  within  the  same  a 
landed  property  to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars  agreeably  to  the 
tax  list. 

Sect.  13th.  The  firet  election  for  Senators  shall  be  general  through- 
out the  state,  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  general  election  for  Rep- 
!v-^ntatives  is  held;  and  thereafter  theixi  shall  be  a  biennial  election 
of  Senators  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  time  of  service  may  have 
expired. 

Sect.  14th.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  memlx»rs  of  each  house 
of  the  general  assemblv,  shall  foim  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
NUialler  number  may  aJjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  authorized 
by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  nieml)ers,  in  such  man- 
ner»  and  under  such  penalties  as  may  be  prescrilxnl  thereby. 

Sect.  l.>th.  Each  house  of  the  general  asst^nbly  shall  judge  of  the 
(jualifications,  elections  and  returns  of  its  membei's,  but  a  contested 
»»le<-tion  shall  Ixj  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  Imj  directed 
by  law. 

Sk(t.  IGth.  Each  housi*  of  the  general  asst»mbly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  prcK*eedings,  punish  a  member  for  clisorderly  behaviour, 
and  with  the  concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  meml)er,  but  not  a 
HK'ond  time  for  the  same  offence. 

Sect.  I7th.  Each  house  of  the  general  ass(»mbly  shall  keep  and 
publish  weekly  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  the  yeas  and  nays 
of  the  members  on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of 
them,  be  entered  on  their  Journal. 

Sect.  18th.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, shall  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  tor  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be 
>itting. 

»Sect.  19th.  The  memlx»rs  of  the  general  assemblv  shall  severallv 
receive  from  the  Public  Treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services, 
which  shall  be  four  dollars  ))er  day,  during  their  attendance  on, 
win^  to  and  returning  from  the  sessions  of  tlieir  respective  houses; 
Provided  that  the  same  may  be  increased  or  diminished  by  law ;  but 
no  alteration  shall  take  effect  during  the  i>eriod  of  service  of  the  mem- 
l)ei-s  of  the  house  of  Repi*esc»ntatives,  by  whom  such  alteration  shall 
have  been  made. 

Sect.  20.  Tlie  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  in  all  cases 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  jxuice,  be  privileged 
from  arrest,  during  their  attendance  at  the  s(»ssions  of  their  respec- 
tive houses,  and  in  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  any 
>I)eech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  Ik*  questioned  in  any 
other  place. 

Sect.  21.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
t»lected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  State,  which  shall  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  encreased 
during  the  time  such  Senator  or  Rei)resentative  was  in  officxs  except 
to  such  offices  or  appointments  as  may  be  filled  by  the  elections  of  the 
ix^ople. 
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Sect.  22.  No  person  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions 
of  a  clergyman,  priest  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion,  society 
or  sect,  diall  be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly,  or  to  any  office  of 
profit  or  trust  under  this  State. 

Sect.  23.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of 
taxe3  for  the  State,  or  the  assistant  or  deputy  of  such  collector  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a 

?uietus  for  the  amount  of  such  collection,  and  for  all  public  moneys 
or  which  he  may  be  responsible. 

Sect.  24.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until,  on  three  several 
days,  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  free 
discussion  allowed  thereon ;  unless  in  case  of  urgency,  four-fifths  of 
the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  depending,  may  deem  it  expedient 
to  dispense  with  this  rule. 

Sect.  25.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House 
of  Repi-esentatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose  amendments  as  in 
other  bills;  Provided  that  they  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter 
under  the  colour  of  an  amendment  which  does  not  relate  to  raising  a 
revenue. 

Sect.  2G.  The  general  assembly  shall  I'egulate,  by  law,  by  w^honi 
and  in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacan- 
cies which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Akticlk  III 

CONCERNING    THE    EXKCI^TIVK    DKl'ARTMKNT 

Sect.  1.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  StAte  shall  be  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana. 

Sect.  2.  The  Governor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  veai-s  in 
the  following  manner,  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for  representa- 
tives shall  vote  for  a  Governor  at  the  time  and  place  of  voting  for 
Representatives  and  Senators.  Their  votes  shall  be  returned  by  the 
persons  presiding  over  the  elections  to  the  seat  of  government 
addressed  to  the  president  of  the  Senate,  and  on  the  second  day  of 
the  general  assembly,  the  membei*s  of  the  two  hous<»s  shall  meet  in 
the  House  of  Representatives,  and  immediately  after  the  two  candi- 
dates who  shall  have  obtained  the  greatest  number  of  votes,  shall  bt* 
ballotted  for  and  the  one  having  a  majority  of  votes  shall  be  gov- 
ernor.— Provided  however  that  if  more  than  two  candidates  have 
obtained  the  highest  number  of  votes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  to  ballot  for  them  in  the  manner  above  prescrioed, 
and  in  case  several  candidates  should  obtain  an  equal  number  of 
votes  next  to  the  candidate  who  has  obtained  the  highest  number,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  select  in  the  same  manner 
the  candidate  who  is  to  be  balloted  for  with  him  who  has  obtained 
the  highest  number  of  votes. 

Sect.  3.  The  governor  shall  be  ineligible  for  the  succeeding  four 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Sect.  4.  He  shall  \ye  at  least  thiiiy  five  yiMirs  of  ago,  and  a  citizen 
of  the  United  States,  and  have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  state  at 
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least  six  years  preceding  his  election,  and  shall  hold  in  his  own  right 
'A  landed  estate  of  five  thousand  dollars  value,  agreeably  to  the  tax 
list. 

kSECT.  5.  He  shall  commence  the  execution  of  his  office  on  the  fourth 
Monday  succeeding  the  day  of  his  election,  and  shall  continue  in  the 
execution  thereof,  until  the  end  of  four  weeks  next  succeeding  the 
election  of  his  successor,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  taken 
the  oaths  or  affirmations  prescribed  by  this  Constitution. 

Sect.  6.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States,  or  minister  of  any  religious  society,  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  Governor. 

Sect.  7.  The  governor  shall  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
a  compensation  which  shall  neither  be  encreased  nor  diminished 
(luring  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Sect.  8.  He  shall  be  commandeir  in  chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
this  State,  and  of  the  militia  thereof  except  when  they  shall  be  called 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  but  he  shall  not  command  {)er- 
sonally  in  the  field,  unless  he  shall  be  advised  so  to  do  by  a  resolution 
of  the  general  assembly. 

Sect.  0th  He  shall  nominate  and  appoint  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  Judges,  Sheriffs  and  all  other  Offiwrs  whose  offices 
are  established  by  this  Constitution,  and  whose  appointments  are  not 
herein  otherwise  provided  for. — l*rovided  however  that  the  Ijcgisla- 
ture  shall  have  a  right  to  prescril)e  the  mode,  of  appointment  of  all 
other  offices  to  be  established  by  law. 

Sect.  10.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  up  vacancies  that 
may  happen  durmg  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  by  granting  com- 
missions which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session. 

Sect.  11.  He  shall  have  power  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  and, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  to  grant  reprieves  &  pardons,  with 
the  approbation  of  the  Senate.  In  cases  of  treason  ho  shall  have 
power  to  grant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  gen- 
eral assenibly  in  which  the  power  of  pardoning  shall  1h»  vested. 

Sect.  12.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Sect.  13.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  general  assembly 
information  respecting  the  situation  of  the  state,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  exjjedient. 

Sect.  14.  He  may  on  extraordinary  occasions  convene  the  general 
assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place  if  that 
should  have  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy  or  from  contagious  dis- 
orders; and  in  case  of  desagreement  betw^een  the  tw^o  houses  with 
respect  to  the  time  of  adjournment,  he  may  ajourn  them  to  such  time 
as  he  may  think  proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

Sect.  15.  He  snail  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfidly  executed. 

Sect.  16.  It  shall  be  his  dutv  to  visit  the  different  counties  at  least 
once  in  every  two  years,  to  in/onn  himself  of  the  state  of  the  militia 
and  the  general  condition  of  the  country. 

Sect.  17.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  governor,  his  removal 
from  office*,  death,  refusal  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  abs(»nce  from  the 
>tate.  the  president  of  the  senate  shall  exercise  all  the  power  and 
authority  appertaining  to  the  office  of  governor,  untill  another  be 
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duly  qualified,  or  the  governor  al)seiit  or  iin|x»ached  shall  return  or 
be  acquitted. 

Sect.  18.  The  president  of  the  Senate,  during  the  time  he  admin- 
isters the  government  shall  receive  the  same  compensation  which  the 
fovernor  would  have  received  had  he  been  employed  in  the  duties  of 
is  office. 

Sect.  19.  A  secretary  of  state  shall  l)e  appointed  and  commissioned 
during  that  term  for  which  the  governor  shall  have  been  elected,  if 
he  shall  so  long  behave  himself  well,  he  shall  keep  a  fair  register,  and 
attest  all  official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  governor,  and  shall  when 
required,  lay  the  same  and  all  papers,  minutes  and  vouchers  relative 
thereto,  before  either  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  him  by  law. 

Se(^.  20.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor,  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it,  if  not  he 
shall  return  it  with  his  objection  to  the  house  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  who  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  their  Journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it — if  after  such  reconsideration,  two  thirds 
of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  house,  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill, 
it  shall  \ye  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it 
shall  likewise  be  reconsidered  and  if  api)roved  by  two  thirds  of  all 
the  memlK»i*s  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  l)e  a  law ;  but  in  such  cases, 
the  votes  of  Inith  houst»s  shall  In*  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  of  the  memlx»rs  voting  for  and  against  the  bill,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively;  if  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  ten  days  ([Sundays  excepted) 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like 
manner  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  general  assembly  by  their 
adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law, 
unless  sent  back  within  three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

Sect.  21.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  and  l)efore  it  shall  take  effect  Ije 
approved  by  him;  or  l)eing  disapproved  shall  be  repassed  by  two 
thirds  of  l>oth  houses. 

Sect.  22.  The  free  white  men  of  this  State,  shall  be  armed  and 
disciplined  for  its  defence ;  but  those  who  belong  to  religious  societies, 
whose  tenets  forbid  them  to  carry  arms,  shall  not  be  compelled  so  to 
do,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  personal  service. 

Sect.  28.  The  militia  of  this  state  shall  be  organized  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  hereafter  deemed  most  expedient  by  the  legislature. 

Article  IV 

CONCERNING    THE    .11  DICIARY    DEPARTMENT 

Sect.  1st.  The  judiciary  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court 
and  inferior  courts. 

Sect.  2d.  The  supreme  court  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  onlv, 
which  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to  all  civil  cases  when  the  matter  in 
dispute  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sect.  e3d.  The  supremi^  court  shall  consist  of  not  less  than  three 
judges,  nor  more  than  five ;  the  majority  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  ; 
each  of  the  said  judges  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars 
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annually.  The  supreme  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  places 
hereinarter  mentioned;  and  for  that  purpose  the  state  is  hereby 
divided  into  two  districts  of  appellate  jurisdiction,  in  each  of  which 
the  supreme  court  shall  administer  justice  in  the  manner  hereafter 
prescribed.  The  Eastern  district  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  New 
Orleans,  German  Coast,  Acadia,  Lafourche,  Iberville,  and  Point 
Coupee;  the  western  district  to  consist  of  the  counties  of  Attakapas, 
Opelousas,  Rapides,  Concordia,  Natchitoches,  and  Ouachita.  The 
supreme  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  each  year,  for  the  EasteM  dis- 
trict in  New-Orleans  during  the  months  of  November,  December, 
January,  February,  March,  April,  May,  June,  and  July ;  and  for  the 
western  district,  at  Opelousas  during  the  months  of  August,  Septem- 
ber and  October:  for  five  years:  Provided  however.  That  every  five 
years  the  legislature  may  change  the  place  of  holding  said  court  in  the 
western  district.     The  said  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerks. 

Sect.  4th.  The  legislature  is  authorised  to  establish  such  inferior 
courts  as  may  be  convenient  to  the  administration  of  justice. 

Sect.  5th.  The  judges  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts 
shall  hold  their  ofiices  during  good  behaviour;  but  for  any  reasonable 
cause  which  shall  not  be  sufficient  ground  for  impeachment,  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  remove  any  of  them,  on  the  address  of  three  fourths-  of 
each  house  of  the  general  assembly:  Provided  however.  That  the 
cause  or  causes  for  which  such  removal  may  be  required,  shall  be 
stated  at  length  in  the  address,  and  inserted  on  the  journal  of  each 
house. 

Sect.  6th.  The  judges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  state;  the  style  of  all  process  shall  be 
"  The  State  of  Louisiana.'^  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in  the 
name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  state  of  Louisiana,  and  conclude 
"  s^inst  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Sect.  7.  There  shall  be  an  attorney  general  for  the  state,  and  as 
many  other  prosecuting  attorneys  for  the  state  as  may  bo  hereafter 
found  necessaiy.  The  said  attorneys  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor with  the  advice  and  approbation  of  the  Senate.  Their  duties 
shall  be  determined  by  law. 

Sect.  8.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name,  and  by  the  author- 
ity of,  the  state  of  Louisiana,  and  sealed  with  the  state  seal,  and 
signed  by  the  Governor. 

Sect.  9.  The  state  treasurei',  and  printer  or  printers  of  the  state, 
shall  be  appointed,  annually,  by  the  joint  vote  of  both  houses  of  the 
general  assembly :  Provided,  That  during  the  recess  of  the  same,  the 
Governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  which  may  happen  in 
either  of  the  said  offices. 

Sect.  10.  The  clerks  of  the  several  courts  shall  be  removable  for 
breach  of  good  behaviour,  by  the  court  of  appeals  only,  who  shall  be 
judge  of  the  fact,  as  well  as  of  the  law. 

Sect  11.  The  existing  laws  in  this  territory,  when  this  constitution 
goes  into  effect,  shall  continue  to  be  in  force  until  altered  or  abolished 
by  the  Legislature;  Provided  however,  that  the  Legislature  shall 
never  adopt  any  system  or  code  of  laws,  by  a  general  reference  to  the 
said  system  or  cocle,  but  in  all  cases,  shall  specify  the  several  provi- 
sions of  the  laws  it  may  enact. 

Sect  12.  The  judges  of  all  courts  within  this  state,  shall,  as  often 
as  it  may  l)e  possible  so  to  do,  in  every  definitive  judgment,  refer  to 
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the  particular  law,  in  virtue  of  which  such  judgment  may  have  been 
rendered,  and  in  all  cases  adduce  the  reasons  on  which  their  judg- 
ment is  founded. 

Articlk  V 

(•(>N('KRNIN(S    IMPEACHMKNT. 

Sect.  1.  The  power  of  iini)ea<*hment  shall  bt»  vested  in  the  Houm* 
of  Representatives  alone. 

Sect.  2.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate  when  sit- 
ting for  that  purpose,  the  senatoi's  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation, 
and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  tne  concurrence  of  two 
thirds  01  the  members  present. 

Sect.  3.  The  governor  and  all  the  civil  officers,  shall  be  liable  to 
impeachment  for  any  misdemeanor  in  office,  but  judgment,  in  such 
cases,  shall  not  extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office  and  dis- 
ciualification  to  hold  any  office  of  honor  trust  or  profit  under  this 
State ;  but  the  parties  convicted  shall  nevertheless,  be  liable  and  sub- 
ject to  indictment,  trial  and  punishment  according  to  law. 

Arthi.k  VI 

(iKNEKAl.    TROVISIOXS 

Sec  T.  1.  Members  of  the  gcMieral  assembly  and  all  officers  cxecutivi' 
and  judicial,  Ix^fore  they  enter  upon  the  execution  of  their  reijpective 
offices,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or  affirmaticm:  "I  (A.  B.)  do 
solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  faithfully  and  impartially 
discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  me  as — according 
to  the  l^est  of  my  abilities  and  understanding,  agreeablv  to  the  rules 
and  regulations  of  the  Constitution,  and  the  laws  of  tliis  State;  so 
help  me  God!" 

Sect.  2.  Treason  against  the  State,  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and 
comfort.  No  person  shall  Ixi  cM)nvic'ted  of  treason,  unless  on  the 
testimony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  oveil  act,  or  his  own  confes- 
sion in  oj)en  court. 

Sect.  3.  Every  j)ers()n  shall  l)e  disqualified  from  serving  as  gov- 
ernor. Senator  or  Kepresentative  for  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have 
been  elected,  who  shall  have  been  convic*ted  of  having  given  or  offen*(l 
any  bril)e  to  procure  his  election. 

Sect.  4.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office  and  from 
suffrage  those  who  shall  thereafter  be  convicted  of  bribery,  perjury, 
forgery  or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors,  the  privilege  of  frec^ 
suffrage  shall  !)e  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections  and  prohibit- 
ing under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influenc*e  therc»on,  from  power, 
bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  practices. 

Sect.  5.  No  mon(\v  shall  l)e  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  in  pursu- 
ance of  appropriations  made  by  law:  nor  shall  any  appropriation  of 
money  for  the  sni:])ort  of  nn  army  1m*  made  for  a  longer  term  than 
one  year;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  i^eceipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  public  moneys,  shall  Im^  publishc^d  annually. 
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Sect.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  such 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  decide  differences  by  arbi- 
trators, to  b!e  appointed  by  the  parties,  who  may  choose  that  summary 
mode  of  adjustment. 

Sect.  7.  All  civil  officers  for  the  state  at  large  shall  reside  within 
the  State,  and  all  district  or  county  officers  within  their  respective 
districts  or  counties,  and  shall  keep  their  respective  offices  at  such 
places  therein  as  may  be  required  by  law. 

Sect.  8.  The  Legislature  shall  determine  the  time  of  duration  of 
the  several  public  offices  when  such  time  shall  not  have  been  fixed  by 
this  Constitution,  and  all  civil  officers  except  the  governor  and  judges 
of  the  superior  and  inferior  courts  shall  be  removable  bv  an  address 
of  two  thirds  of  the  members  of  both  houses,  except  tliose,  the  re- 
moval of  whom  has  been  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Constitution. 

Sect.  9.  Absence  on  the  business  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  shall  not  forfeit  a  residence  once  obtained,  so  as  to  deprive  any 
one  of  the  rights  of  suffrage,  or  of  being  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  this  State,  under  the  exceptions  contained  in  this  Con- 
>1itution. 

Sect.  10.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  regulate  ' 
hy  law  in  what  cases,  and  what  deduction  from  the  salaries  of  public 
officers  shall  be  made  for  neglect  of  duty  in  their  official  capacity. 

Sect.  11.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  the  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  time  l)eing. 

Sect.  12.  The  Legislature  shall  point  out  the  manner  in  which  a 
man  coming  into  the  country  shall  declare  his  residence. 

Sect.  13.  In  all  elections  by  the  |:)eople,  and  also  by  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Representatives  jointly  or  separately,  the  vote  shall  be 
i?iven  by  ballot. 

Sect.  14.  Xo  membei-s  of  Congi*ess,  nor  person  holding  or  exer- 
cising any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either 
of  them,  or  under  any  foreign  powers  shall  be  eligible  as  a  meml>er 
of  the  general  assembly  of  this  State,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of 
trust  or  profit  under  the  same. 

Sect.  15.  All  laws  that  may  l)e  passed  by  the  IjCgislature,  and  the 
public  records  of  this  Statj*,  and  tne  judicial  and  legislative  written 
j)roceedings  of  the  same,  shall  be  promulgated,  ])rt»served  and  con- 
ducted in  the  language  in  which  the  constitution  of  the  United  States 
is  written. 

Sect.  16.  The  general  assembly  shall  direct  by  law  how  persons 
who  are  now  or  may  hereafter  become  securities  for  public  officers, 
may  be  relieved  or  discharged  on  account  of  such  securityship. 

ScET.  17.  No  power  of  suspending  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be 
exercised,  unless  by  the  Legislature,  or  its  authority. 

Sect.  l8.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  have  the  right 
of  l)eing  heard  by  himself  or  counsel,  of  demanding  the  nature  and 
cause  of  the  accusation  against  him,  of  meeting  the  witnesses  face  to 
face,  of  having  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his 
favour,  and  prosecutions  by  indictment  or  information,  a  speedy 
public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the  vicinrtgi*,  nor  shall  lie  be 
«oiiipelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself. 

Sect.  19.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  securities, 
unless  for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption 
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great,  and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  Habeas  Corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended  unless  when  in  cases  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

Sect.  20.  No  expost  fdcto  law  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obliga- 
tion of  contracts  snail  oe  passed. 

Sect.  21.  Printing  presses  shall  be  free  to  every  pei^son  who  under- 
takes to  examine  the  proceedings  of  the  Legislature,  or  any  branch  of 
the  government,  and  no  law  shall  ever  l)e  made  to  restrain  the  right 
thereof.  The  free  communication  of  thoughts  and  opinions  is  one  of 
the  invaluable  rights  of  man,  and  every  citizen  may  freely  speaks 
write  and  print  on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  liberty. 

Sect.  22.  Emigration  from  the  State  sliall  not  be  prohibited. 

Sect,  23.  The  citizens  of  the  town  of  Xew-Orleans  shall  have  tlie 
right  of  appointing  the  several  public  officei's  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration and  the  police  of  the  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of  elec- 
tion which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  Legislature ;  Provided  that  the 
mayor  and  recorder  be  ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the  general  assemblv, 

Sect.  24.  The  seat  of  government  shall  continue  at  New  Orleans 
until  removed  bv  law. 

Sect.  25.  All  laws  contrary  to  this  Constitution  shall  be  null  and 
void. 

Article  VII 

* 

MODE   OF    REVISINCi    THE    CONSTITUTION 

Sect.  1.  When  experience  shall  point  out  the  necessity  of  amending 
this  Constitution,  and  a  majoritv  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each 
house  of  the  general  assembly,  sliall,  within  tlie  first  twenty  days  of 
their  stated  annual  session,  concur  in  passing  a  law,  specifying  tlie 
alterations  intended  to  be  made,  for  taking  the  sense  of  the  good 
people*  of  this  state,  as  to  the  necessity  and  expediencv  of  calling  a 
convention,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  returning  officers,  at 
the  next  general  election  which  shall  be  held  for  Representatives 
after  the  passage  of  such  law,  to  open  a  poll  for.  and  make  return  to 
the  secretary  for  the  time  being,  or  the  names  oi  all  those  entitled  to 
vote  for  Representatives,  who  have  voted  for  calling  a  convention; 
and  if  thereupon,  it  shall  anjiear  that  a  majoritv  of  all  the  citizens  of 
this  state,  entitled  to  vote  lor  Representatives,  have  voted  for  a  con- 
vention, the  general  assembly,  shall  direct  that  a  similar  poll  shall  be 
opened,  and  taken  for  the  next  year;  and  if  thereupon,  it  shall  appear 
that  a  majority  of  all  the  citizens  of  this  state  entitled  to  vote  for 
Representatives,  have  voted  for  a  convention,  the  general  assembly 
shall,  at  their  next  session,  call  a  convention  to  consist  of  as  manv 
members  as  there  shall  be  in  the  general  assembly,  and  no  more,  to 
be  chosen  in  same  manner  and  proportion,  at  the  same  places  and  at 
the  same  time,  that  Representatives  are,  by  citizens  entitled  to  vote 
for  Representatives:  and  to  meet  within  three  months  after  the  said 
election,  for  the  purpose  of  re-adopting,  amending  or  changing  this 
constitution.  But  if  it  shall  appear  by  the  vote  of  either  year,  as 
aforesaid,  that  a  majority  of  all  the  citizens  entitled  to  vote  for  Rep- 
resentatives, did  not  vote  for  a  convention,  a  convention  shall  not  ho 
called. 
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ScHEOrLE 

Sect.  1.  That  no  iiicouvenieuces  may  arise  from  the  change  of  a 
territorial  to  permanent  state  government,  it  is  declared  by  the  Con-  * 
vention  that  all  rights,  suits,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims  and  con- 
tracts, both  as  it  respects  individuals  and  bodies  corporate,  shall 
continue  as  if  no  change  had  taken  place  in  this  government  in  virtue 
of  the  laws  now  in  force. 

Sect.  2.  All  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  due  and  owing  to  the 
territorv  of  Orleans  shall  inure  to  the  use  of  the  state.  All  bonds 
executecl  to  the  governor  or  any  other  officer  in  his  official  capacity 
in  the  territory,  shall  pass  over  to  the  governor  or  to  the  officers  of 
the  State  and  their  successors  in  office,  for  the  use  of  the  State,  by 
liim  or  by  them  to  be  respectively  assigned  over  to  the  use  of  those 
concerned,  as  the  case  may  be. 

Sect.  3.  The  governor,  secretary  and  judges,  and  all  other  officers 
under  the  territorial  government,  shall  continue  in  the  exercise  of 
their  duties  of  their  respective  departments  until  the  said  officers 
are  superceded  under  the  authorit}-  of  this  Constitution. 

Sect.  4.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  this  territory,  not  inconsistent 
with  this  constitution,  shall  continue  and  remain  in  full  effect  until 
repealed  by  the  legislature. 

Sect.  5.  The  governor  of  this  state  shall  make  use  of  his  private 
^^eal,  until  a  state  seal  be  procured. 

Sect.  6.. The  oaths  of  office  herein  directed  to  \ye  taken,  may  be 
administered  by  any  justice  of  the  peace,  until  the  legislature  shall 
otherwise  direct. 

Sect.  7.  At  the  expiration  of  the  time  after  which  this  constitution 
is  to  go  into  operation,  or  immediately  after  official  information  shall 
have  been  received  that  congress  have  approved  of  the  same,  the 
president  of  the  Convention  shall  issue  writs  of  election  to  the  proper 
officers  in  the  different  counties,  enjoining  them  to  cause  an  election 
to  be  held  for  governor  and  members  of  the  general  assembly,  in 
i^ach  of  their  respective  districts.  The  election  shall  commence  on  the 
fourth  Monday  following  the  day  of  the  date  of  the  Pi-esident's 
proclamation,  and  shall  take  place  on  the  same  day  throughout  the 
<tate.  Tlie  mode  and  duration  of  the  said  election  shall  be  determined  • 
by  the  laws  now  in  force :  Provided  however,  that  in  case  of  absence 
or  disability  of  the  President  of  the  Convention,  to  cause  the  said 
election  to  be  carried  into  effect,  the  Secretary  of  the  Convention  shall 
discharge  the  duties  hereby  imposed  on  the  President,  and  that  in  case 
of  absence  of  the  secretary  a  committee  of  Messrs  Blanque,  Brown, 
and  Urquhart  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  discharge  the  duties  herein 
imposed  on  the  secretary  of  the  convention — and  the  meml)ers  of  the 
general  a&sembly  thus  elected  shall  assemble  on  the  fourth  Monday 
thereafter  at  the  seat  of  government.  The  governor  and  members 
of  the  general  assembly  for  this  time  only,  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  immediately  after  their  election, 
and  shall  continue  in  office  in  the  same  manner  and  during  the  same 
period  thev  would  have  done  had  thev  been  elected  on  the  first  Mon- 
dav  of  July  1812. 

Sect.  8.  nntill  the  first  enumeration  shall  be  made  as  directed  in  the 
sixth  section  of  the  second  article  of  this  Constitution,  the,  county  of 
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Orleans  shall  bo  entitled  to  Six  Kepi'esentatives  to  Ik^  olecteil  as  fol- 
lows: one  by  the  iirst  senatorial  district  within  the  said  county,  four 
by  the  second  district,  and  one  by  the  third  district — ^The  county  of 
German  Coast,  to  two  Representatives,  the  county  of  Acadia,  to  two 
Representatives;  the  county  of  Iberville,  to  two  ftepresentatives;  the 
county  of  I^fourehe,  to  two  Representatives;  to  be  elected  as  follows: 
one  by  the  parisli  of  the  assumption,  and  the  other  by  the  parish  of 
the  interior;  the  county  of  Rapides,  to  two  Representatives;  the 
county  of  Natchitoches,  to  one  Representative;  the  county  of  Con- 
cordia, to  one  Representative ;  the  county  of  Ouachitta,  to  one  Repre- 
sentative; the  county  of  Opelloussas,  to  two  Representatives;  the 
county  of  Attakapas,  to  three  Representatives  to  be  elected  as  follows: 
two  by  Uie  parish  of  St.  Martin  and  the  third  by  the  parish  of  St. 
Mary,  and  tne  respective  senatorial  districts  created  by  this  Consti- 
tution, to  one  senator  each. 

Done  in  Convention,  at  New  Orleans,  the  twenty  second  day  of  tho 
month  of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  I»rd  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  twelve,  and  of  the  indejiendence  of  the  ITnited  States  of 
America,  the  thirty-sixth.

CONSTITUTION  OF  LOUISIANA— 1845  *  « 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  do  ordain  and  establisli 
this  constitution : 

Title  I 

DISTRIIUTTIOX    OF   IH)WERS 

Article  1.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  I^uisi- 
ana  shall  be  dividea  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them 
be  confided  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to  wit :  Those  which  are 
legislative  to  one,  those  which  are  executive  to  another,  and  thost* 
which  are  judicial  to  another. 

Art.  2.  No  one  of  these  departments,  nor  any  person  holding  office 
in  one  of  them,  shall  exercise  power  properly  btMonging  to  eitlier  of 
the  others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or 

permitted. 

T1TI.E  II 

I^EGISLATIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Art.  3.  The  legislative  powers  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  two 
distinct  branches,  the  one  to  l>e  styled  the  "  house  of  representatives," 

♦  yerified  by  copy  of  the  c*onstitutlon  of  l^ouisiana  published  by  Bloomfleld  & 
Steel,  New  Orleans.  1861. 

o  This  constitution  was  framed  by  a  convention  which  met  at  Jackson  August 
5,  1844,  and  adjourned  to  New  Orleans  August  24,  1844.  It  resumed  its  labors 
at  New  Orleans  January  14,  1845,  and  completed  them  May  16,  1845.  The  consti- 
tution was  submitted  to  the  people,  and  ratified  November  5,  1845. 
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the  other  *''  the  senate,"  and  both  ''  the  ^enetal  assembly  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana. '^ 

Akt.  4.  The  meml)ei's  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  continue 
in  service  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  tne  day  of  the  closing  of  the 
general  elections. 

Art.  5.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November  every  two  years;  and  the  election  shall  be  completed  in  one 
day.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  everv  second  year,  on  the  third 
Monday  in  January  next  ensuing  the  election,  unless  a  diiferent  day 
be  appointed  by  law,  and  their  session  shall  l>e  held  at  the  seat  of 
government. 

Art.  O.  No  person  shall  be  a  representative  who,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  is  not  a  free  white  male,  and  has  not  been  for  three  years  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  has  not  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  resided  in  the  State  for  the  three  years  next  preceding 
the  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  parish  for  whicn  he  may 
l)e  chosen. 

Art.  7.  Elections  for  representatives  for  the  several  parishes  or 
representative  districts  shall  be  held  at  the  several  election- precincts 
established  by  law.  The  legislature  may  delegate  the  power  of  estab- 
lishing election-precincts  to  the  parochial  or  municipal  authorities. 

Art.  8.  Representation  in  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be 
equal  and  uniform,  and  shall  be  regulated  and  ascertained  by  the 
number  of  qualified  electors.  Each  parish  shall  have  at  least  one 
representative;  no  new  parish  shall  be  created  with  a  territory  less 
than  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  square  miles,  nor  with  a  number  of 
electors  less  than  the  full  number  entitling  it  to  a  representative,  nor 
when  the  creation  of  such  new  parish  would  leave  any  other  parish 
without  the  said  extent  of  territory  and  numl)er  of  electors. 

The  first  enumeration  to  be  made  by  the  State  authorities  under 
this  constitution  shall  be  made  in  the  vear  1847,  the  s(»cond  in  the  vear 
1855;  and  the  subsequent  enumerations  shall  l)e  made  every  tenth 
year  thereafter,  in  such  manner  as  shall  \ye  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  the  total  population  and  the  numl)er  of  quali- 
fied electors  in  each  parish  and  election-district. 

At  the  first  regular  session  of  the  legislature  after  the  making  of 
each  enumeration,  the  legislature  shall  apportion  the  reprasentation 
amongst  the  several  parishes  and  election-districts  on  the  basis  of 
qualified  electors  as  aforesaid.  A  representative  number  shall  be 
fixed,  and  each  parish  and  elect  ion -district  shall  have  as  many  repre- 
sentatives as  the  aggregate  number  of  its  electors  will  entitle  it  to,  and 
an  additional  representative  for  any  fraction  exceeding  one-half  the 
representative  number.  The  numl)er  of  representatives  shall  not  be 
more  than  one  hundred  nor  less  than  seventy. 

That  part  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  situated  on  the  left  bank  of  the 
Mississippi  .shall  he  divided  into  nine  representative  districts,  as  fol- 
lows, viz : 

1st.  First  district  to  extend  from  the  line  of  the  parish  of  Jefferson 
to  the  middle  of  Benjamin,  Estelle,  and  Thalia  streets. 

2d.  Second  district  to  extend  from  the  last-mentioned  limits  to  the 
middle  of  Julia  street,  until  its  strikes  the  New  Orleans  Canal ;  thence 
down  said  canal  to  the  lake. 

3d.  Third  district  to  comprise  the  residue  of  the  second  munici- 
pality. 
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4th.  Fourth  district  to  extend  from  the  middle  of  Canal  street  to 
the  middle  of  Saint  Louis  street,  until  it  reaches  the  Metairie  road ; 
thence  alon^  said  road  to  the  New  Orleans  Canal. 

5th.  Fifth  district  to  extend  from  the  last-mentioned  limits  to  the 
middle  of  Saint  Philip  street ;  thence  down  said  street  until  its  inter- 
section with  the  Bayou  Saint  John ;  thence  along  the  middle  of  said 
Ba^'ou  until  it  intersects  the  Metairie  road;  thence  along  said  road 
until  it  reaches  Saint  Louis  street. 

6th.  Sixth  district  to  be  composed  of  the  residue  of  the  first  munici- 
pality. 

7th.  Seventh  district,  from  the  middle  of  Esplanade  street  to  the 
middle  of  Champs  Elysees  street. 

8th.  Eighth  district,  from  the  middle  of  Champs  Elysees  street  to 
the  middle  of  Enghein  street  and  La  Fayette  avenue. 

9th.  Ninth  district,  from  the  middle  of  Enghein  street  and  La 
Fayette  avenue  to  the  lower  limits  of  the  parish. 

Art.  9.  The  house  of  representatives  snail  choose  its  speaker  and 
other  officers. 

Art.  10.  In  all  elections  by  the  people,  every  free  white  male,  who 
has  been  two  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  who  has  attained 
the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  resided  in  the  State  two  consecutive 
years  next  preceding  the  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the 

?arish  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  shall  have  tfie  right  of  voting: 
^rovided^  That  no  person  shall  be  deprived  of  the  right  of  voting  who 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  was  entitled  to  that 
right  under  the  constitution  of  1812.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  of  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privileged 
from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at,  going  to,  or  returning  from 
elections. 

Art.  11.  Absence  from  the  State  for  more  than  ninety  consecutive 
days  shall  interrupt  the  acquisition  of  the  residence  required  in  the 
preceding  section,  unless  the  person  absenting  himseli  shall  be  a 
housekeejper,  or  shall  occupy  a  tenement  for  carrying  on  business,  and 
his  dwelling-house  or  tenements  for  carrying  on  business  shall  be 
actually  occupied,  during  his  absence,  by  his  family  or  servants,  or 
some  portion  thereof,  or  hy  some  one  employed  by  him. 

Art.  12.  No  soldier,  seaman  or  marine  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the 
United  States,  no  pauper,  no  person  under  interdiction,  nor  under 
conviction  of  any  crime  punishable  with  hard  labor,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  any  election  in  this  State. 

Art.  13.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held  in 
this  State,  except  in  the  parish  of  his  residence,  and,  in  cities  and 
towns  divided  into  election-precincts,  in  the  election-precinct  in  which 
he  resides. 

Art.  14.  The  members  of  the  senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of 
four  years.  The  senate,  when  assembled,  shall  have  the  power  to 
choose  its  officers  every  two  years. 

Art.  15.  The  legislature,  in  every  year  in  which  they  shall  appor- 
tion representation  in  the  bouse  ot  representatives,  shall  divide  the 
State  into  senatorial  districts.  No  parish  shall  be  divided  in  the 
formation  of  a  senatorial  district,  the  parish  of  Orleans  excepted. 
And  whenever  a  new  parish  shall  be  created,  it  shall  be  attached  to 
the  senatorial  district  rrom  which  most  of  its  territory  was  taken,  or 
to  another  contiguous  district,  at  the  discretion  of  the  legislature; 
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luit  shall  not  be  attachod  to  more  tliaii  one  (listri(*t.  The  nimilxu'  of 
-4»nators  shall  be  thirty-two,  and  they  hhall  l>e  apportioned  among 
the  senatorial  districts  according  to  the  total  population  contained  in 
the  several  districts:  Prorided^  That  no  parish  shall  be  entitled  to 
more  than  one-eighth  of  the  whole  number  of  senators. 

Art.  16.  In  allapportionments  of  the  senate,  the  population  of  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  shall  be  deducted  from  the  population  of  the 
whole  State,  and  the  remainder  of  the  population  divided  by  the 
number  twenty-eight,  and  the  result  produced  by  this  division  shall 
be  the  senatorial  ratio  entitling  a  senatorial  district  to  a  senator. 
Single  or  contiguous  parishes  shall  be  formed  into  districts  having  a 
population  the  nearest  possible  to  the  number  entitling  a  district  to 
a  senator;  and  if,  in  the  apportionment  to  be  made,  a  parish  or  dis- 
trict fall  short  of  or  exceed  the  ratio  one-fifth,  then  a  district  may  be 
formed  having  not  more  than  two  senators,  but  not  otherwise. 

No  new  apportionment  shall  have  the  enect  of  abridging  the  term 
of  service  of  any  senator  already  elected  at  the  time  of  making  the 
npportionment. 

After  an  enumeration  has  been  made  as  directed  in  the  [eighth] 
article,  the  legislature  shall  not  pass  any  law  until  an  apportionment 
of  representation  in  both  houses  of  the  general  assemblv  be  made. 

Art.  17.  At  the  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  this 
constitution  takes  effect,  the  senators  shall  l)e  equally  divided  by  lot 
into  two  classes;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second  class  at 
the  expiration  of  the  fourth  year;  so  that  one-half  shall  be  chosen 
every  two  years,  and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually.  In 
^ase  any  district  shall  have  elected  two  or  more  senators,  said  senators 
>hall  vacate  their  seats  respectively  at  the  end  of  two  and  four  years, 
and  lots  shall  be  drawn  between  them. 

Art.  18.  No  person  shall  be  a  senator  who  at  the  time  of  his  election 
has  not  been  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  ten  years,  and  who  has  not 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-seven  years,  and  resided  in  the  State  four 
years  next  preceding  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  dis- 
trict in  which  he  may  l)e  chosen. 

Art.  19.  The  first  election  for  senators  shall  l)e  general  throughout 
the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  general  election  for  repre- 
sentatives is  held ;  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  biennial  elections  to 
fill  the  place  of  those  whose  time  of  service  may  have  expired. 

Art.  20.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of 
the  general  assembly  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  dav  to  day,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  oi  absent  members. 

Art.  21.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualification,  election,  and  returns  of  its  members;  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by 
law. 

Art.  22.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  behavior, 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
second  time  for  the  same  offence. 

Art.  23.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  keep  and  pub- 
lish weekly  a  journal  of  its  proceedings:  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of 
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the  members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  thtmi, 
Ije  entered  on  the  journal. 

Art.  24.  Each  house  may  ]>unish,  by  imprisonment,  any  person 
not  a  member,  for  disrespectful  and  disorderly  behavior  in  its  pres- 
ence, or  for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings.  Such  imprisonment 
shall  not  exceed  ten  days  for  any  one  offence. 

Art.  25.  Neither  house,  during  the  session  of  the  general  assembly, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  otlier  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be  sitting. 

Art.  26.  The  members  of  the  ^neral  assembly  shall  receive  from 
the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services,  w^hich  shall 
be  four  dollars  per  day  dunng  their  attendance,  going  to,  and  return- 
ing from  the  session  of  their  respective  houses.  The  compensatio?i 
mav  be  increased  or  diminished  bv  law:  but  no  alteration  shall  takt- 
effect  during  the  period  of  service  of  the  meml>ers  of  the  house  of 
representatives  by  whom  such  alteration  shall  have  been  made.  No 
session  shall  extend  to  a  period  beyond  sixty  days,  to  date  from  its 
commencement,  and  any  legislative  action  had  after  the  expiration 
of  the  said  sixty  days  shall  be  null  and  void.  This  provision  shall 
not  apply  to  the  first  legislature  which  is  to  convene  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  constitution. 

Art.  27.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  in  all  caso^ 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  or  surety  of  the  peace,  be  privile«:ed 
from  arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective 
houses,  and  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  any  speech 
or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  l)e  questioned  in  any  other 
place. 

Art.  28.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  fiir 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  State,  which  shall  have 
been  created  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased 
during  the  time  such  senator  or  representative  was  in  office,  except 
to  such  offices  or  appointments  as  may  be  filled  by  the  elections  of  the 
people. 

Art.  29.  No  person,  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of 
a  clerg>'man,  priest,  or  teacher  of  any  religious  persuasion,  society, 
or  sect,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  30.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of 
taxes,  or  who  may  have  been  otherwise  intrusted  with  public  money, 
shall  be  eligible  to  the  general  assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  profit 
or  trust  unoer  the  State  government,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a 
discharge  for  the  amount  of  such  collections,  and  for  all  publico 
moneys  with  which  he  may  have  been  intrusted. 

Art.  81.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until,  on  three  several 
days,  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  free 
discussion  allowed  thereon;  unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  four-fifths 
of  the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  pending  may  deem  it  expedient 
to  dispense  with  this  rule. 

Art.  32.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house 
of  representatives,  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in 
other  bills:  Provided^  They  shall  not  mtroduce  any  new  matter, 
under  color  of  an   amendment,  which  does  not  refate  to  raisini 


r 


revenue. 

Art.  33,  The  general  assembly  shall  regulate  by  law  by  whom  and 
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in  what  manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Art.  34.  A  majority  of  all  the  members  electe<l  to  the  senate  shall 
lie  required  for  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  officers  to  be  appointed 
\^\  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate;  and  the 
^e^ate,  in  deciding  thereon,  shall  vote  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the 
names  of  the  senators  voting  for  and  against  the  appointments, 
respectively,  shall  be  entered  on  a  journal  to  be  kept  for  that  pur- 
pose, and  made  public  at  the  end  of  each  session,  or  l^fore. 

.Vbt.  35.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state.  ,, 

Art.  36.  A  treasurer  of  the  State  shall  be  elected  biennially,  by 
joint  ballot  of  the  two  houses  of  the  general  assembly.  The  governor 
shall  have  power  to  fill  anjr  vacancy  that  may  happen  in  that  office 
(hiring  the  recess  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  37.  In  the  year  in  which  a  regular  election  for  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States  is  to  take  place,  the  meml)ers  of  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  meet  in  the  hall  of  the  house  of  representatives,  on  the 
Monday  following  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  and  proceed  to 
the  said  election. 

titlp:  III 

EXECUTIVK   DEPARTMENT 

Art.  38.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  governor  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  years; 
and,  together  with  the  lieutenant-governor  diosen  for  the  same  term, 
be  elected  as  follows :  The  qualified  electors  for  representatives  shall 
vote  for  a  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  voting  for  representatives;  the  returns  of  every  election  shall  be 
sealed  up  and  transmitted  by  the  proper  returning-officer  to  the  sec- 
retary of  state,  who  shall  deliver  them  to  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives,  on  the  second  day  of  the  session  of  the  general 
?jssemblv,  then  next  to  be  holden.  The  members  of  the  general  assem- 
l)ly  shall  meet  in  the  house  of  representatives  to  examme  and  count 
the  votes.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  gov- 
ernor shall  be  declared  duly  elected ;  but  if  two  or  more  persons  sliall 
be  equal,  and  highest  in  the  number  of  votes  polled  for  governor,  one 
of  them  shall  immediately  be  chosen  i^overnor,  by  joint  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  general  assembly.  Tlie  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  tor  lieutenant-governor  shall  l)e  lieutenant-governor; 
but  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  l)e  equal  and  highest  in  the  number 
of  votes  polled  for  lieutenant-governor,  one  of  them  shall  be  imme- 
diately chosen  lieutenant-governor,  by  joint  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  general  assembly. 

Art.  39.  No  person  shall  he  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or  lieu- 
tenant-governor who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  been  fifteen  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  a  resident 
within  the  State  for  the  same  space  of  time  next  preceding  his  elec- 
tion. 

Art.  40.  The  governor  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties  on 
the  fourth  Monday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  Monday  next  succeeding  the  day  that  his 
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successor  shall  lie  declared  duly  elected,  an<l  shall  liiive  taken  the  oath 
or  affirmation  prescribed  by  this  constitution. 

Art.  41.  The  governor  shall  be  inelimble  for  the  succeeding  four 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Akt.  42.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office 
under  the  United  States,  or  minister  of  any  religious  society,  shall  be 
eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or  lieutenant-governor. 

Art.  43.  In  case  of  the  imi)eachment  of  the  governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  resignation,  or 
absence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall 
devolve  upon  the  lieutenant-governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or 
until  the  governor,  absent  or  impeached,  shall  return  or  be  acquitte<l. 
The  legislature  may  provide  by  law  for  the  case  of  removal,  impeach- 
ment, death,  resignation,  disability,  or  refusal  to  qualify,  of  both  the 
governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  declaring  what  officer  shall  act  as 
governor;  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disability 
be  removed,  or  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

Art.  44.  The  lieutenant-governor,  or  other  officer  discharging  the 
duties  of  governor,  shall,  during  his  administration,  receive  the  same 
compensation  to  which  the  governor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he 
continued  in  office. 

Art.  45.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
president  of  the  senate,  but  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote  therein. 
Whenever  he  shall  administer  the  government,  or  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  as  pi'esident  of  the  senate,  the  senators  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  members  as  president  of  the  senate  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  46.  AATiile  he  acts  as  president  of  the  senate,  the  lieutenant- 
governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensation  which 
shall  for  the  same  period  be  allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
i-epivsentatives,  and  no  more. 

Art.  47.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for 
all  offences  against  the  State,  and,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment, 
shall,  with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  have  power  to  gi'ant  pardons, 
and  remit  fines  and  forfeitures,  after  conviction.  In  cases  of  treason, 
he  mav  grant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general 
assemoly,  in  which  the  power  of  pardoning  shall  be  vested. 

Art  48.  The  governor  shall  at  stated  times  receive  for  his  services 
a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  diminished  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Art.  49,  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  or 
this  State,  and  of  the  militia  thereof,  except  when  they  shall  be  called 
into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  50.  He  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by 
this  constitution,  and  whose  appointment  is  not  thereirf  otherwise 
provided  for:  Provided^  however^  That  the  legislature  shall  have  a 
right  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  appointment  to  all  other  offices  estab- 
lished by  law. 

Art.  51.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  conmiissions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session,  umess  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  constitution ;  but  no  wrson  who  has  been  nomi- 
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nated  for  office,  and  rejected  by  the  senate,  shall  be  appointed  to  the 
same  office  during  the  recess  of  the  senate. 

Abt  52.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officei*s  in 
the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices. 

\jct,  53.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  general  assembly 
iufornnation  respecting  the  situation  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Akt.  54.  He  may  on  extraordinary  occasions  convene  the  general 
assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place,  if  that 
should  have  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy  or  from  epidemic; 
and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  as  to  the  time  of 
adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  may  think 
proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

Art.  55.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Art.  56.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it,  if  not,  he 
^hall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house  in  w^hich  it  originated, 
which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  its  journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it ;  if  after  such  reconsiaeration  two-thirds  or  all 
the  members  elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall 
be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  like- 
wise be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
l)ers  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  be  a  law ;  but  in  such  cases  the  vote 
of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  shall  l)e  entered  on 
the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be 
returned  by  the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after 
it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner 
as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  general  assembly,  by  adjournment, 
prevent  its  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law  unless  sent  back 
within  three  days  after  their  next  meeting. 

Art.  57.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjourn- 
ment, shall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  and  before  it  shall  take 
effect  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed 
by  two-thiras  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the  general 
assembly. 

Art.  58.  There  shall  be  a  secretary  of  state,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  time  for  which  the  governor  shall  have  been  elected. 
The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  the  official  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  governor,  and,  when  necessary,  shall  attest  them. 
He  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  said  register,  and  all  papers,  minutes, 
and  vouchers  relative  to  his  office,  before  either  house  of  the  ^neral 
assembly,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  on 
him  bv  law. 

Art.  59.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  naipe  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal,  and 
signed  by  the  governor. 

Art.  60.  The  free  white  men  of  the  State  shall  be  armed  and  dis- 
<*iplined  for  its  defence;  but  those  who  belong  to  religious  societies 
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whose  tenets  forbid  them  to  carry  arms,  shall  not  be  compelled  so  to 
do,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  personal  services. 

Art.  61.  The  militia  of  the  State  shall  be  organized  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  hereafter  deemed  most  expedient  by  the  legislature. 

Title  IV 

JUDICIARY    DEPARTMENT 

Art  62.  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  in 
district  courts,  and  in  justices  of  the  i>eace. 

Art.  63.  The  supreme  court,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  jurisdiction  shall  extt^id 
to  all  cases  where  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  exceed  three  hundred 
dollars,  and  to  all  cases  in  which  the  constitutionality  or  legality  of 
any  tax,  toll,  or  impost,  of  any  kind  or  nature  soever,  shall  be  in  con- 
testation, whatever  may  be  the  amount  thereof;  and  likewise  to  all 
fines,  forfeitures,  and  penalties  imposed  by  municipal  corporations, 
and  in  criminal  cases  on  ques-tions  of  law  alone,  whenever  the  punish- 
ment of  death  or  hard  labor  may  be  inflicted,  or  when  a  fine  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars  is  actually  imix)seil. 

Art.  64.  The  supreme  court  shall  be  composed  of  one  chief  justice 
and  of  three  associate  justices,  a  majorit}'  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  The  chief  justice  shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  thousand 
dollars,  and  each  of  the  associate  judges  a  salary  of  five  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  annually.  The  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerks. 
The  judges  shall  be  appointed  for  the  term  of  eight  years. 

Art.  65.  Wien  the  fii'st  appointments  are  made  under  this  consti- 
tution, the  chief  justice  shall  be  appointed  for  eight  years,  one  of  the 
associate  judges  for  six  yeai-s,  one  for  four  years,  and  one  for  two 
years;  and  in  the  event  of  the  death,  resignation,  or  removal  of  any 
of  said  judges  before  the  expiration  of  the  period  for  which  he  was 
appointed,  his  successor  shall  be  appointed  only  for  the  remainder  of 
his  term;  so  that  the  term  of  service  of  no  two  of  said  judges  sliall 
expire  at  the  same  time. 

Art.  66.  The  supreme  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  New  Orleans 
from  the  first  Monday  of  the  month  of  November  to  the  end  of  the 
month  of  June,  inclusive.  Tlie  legislatui-e  shall  have  ])ower  to  fix 
the  sessions  elsewhere  during  the  rest  of  the  year;  until  otherwise* 
provided,  the  sessions  shall  be  held  as  heretofore. 

Art.  67.  The  supreme  court,  and  each  of  the  judges  thereof,  shall 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus^  at  the  instance  of  all 
persons  in  actual  custody  under  process,  in  all  cases  in  which  they 
may  have  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Art.  68.  In  all  cases  in  which  the  judges  shall  be  eciually  divided 
in  opinion,  the  judgment  ai)pealed  from  shall  stand  affirmed;  in 
which  case  each  of  the  judges  shall  give  his  separate  opinions  in 
writing. 

Art.  69.  All  judges,  1)y  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservatoi-s 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  proc»ess  shall  lx« 
''  The  State  of  Louisiana."  All  jjrosecutions  shall  l)e  carried  on  in 
the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  conclutle 
against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same. 
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Akt.  70.  The  judges  of  all  the  courts  within  this  State  shall,  as 
often  as  it  may  be  possible  so  to  do,  in  every  definitive  judgment,  refer 
to  the  particular  law  in  virtue  of  which  such  judgment  may  be  ren- 
dered, and  in  all  cases  adduce  the  reasons  on  which  their  judgment 
is  founded. 

Art.  71.  No  court  or  judge  shall  make  any  allowance  by  way  of  fee 
or  compensation  in  any  suit  or  proceedings,  except  for  the  payment  of 
such  fees  to  ministerial  officers  as  may  be  established  by  law. 

Art.  72.  No  duties  or  functions  shall  ever  be  attached  bv  law  to  the 
supreme  or  district  courts,  or  to  the  several  judges  thereof,  but  such 
as  are  judicial ;  and  the  said  judges  are  prohibited  from  receiving 
any  fees  of  office  or  other  compensation  tnan  their  salaries  for  any 
civil  duties  performed  by  them. 

Art.  73.  The  judges  of  all  courts  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment ; 
hit  for  any  reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  be  sufficient  ground  for 
im|x?achment,  the  governor  shall  remove  any  of  them  on  the  address 
of  three- fourths  ox  the  members  present  of  each  house  of  the  general 
Jissemblv.  In  every  such  case  the  cause  or  causes  for  which  such 
removaf  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at  length  in  the  address,  and 
inserted  in  the  journal  of  each  house. 

Art.  74.  There  shall  be  an  attorney-general  for  the  State,  and  as 
many  district  attorneys  as  may  ire  hereafter  found  necessary.  They 
^liall  hold  their  offices  for  two  years;  their  duties  shall  be  determined 
by  law. 

Art.  75-  The  first  legislature  assembled  under  this  constitution 
-hall  divide  the  State  into  judicial  districts,  which  shall  remain 
unchanged  for  six  yeai"s,  and  be  subject  to  reorganization  every  sixth 
year  thereafter. 

The  number  of  districts  shall  not  l)e  less  than  twelve  nor  more  than 
twenty. 

For  each  district  one  judge,  learned  in  the  law,  shall  be  appointed, 
except  in  the  districts  in  which  the  cities  of  New^  Orleans  anci  La  Fay- 
t'tte  are  situated,  in  which  the  legislature  may  establish  as  many  dis- 
trict courts  as  the  public  interest  may  require. 

Art.  70.  Each  of  the  said  judges  shall  receive  a  salary  to  l)e  fixed 
by  law,  which  shall  not  bo  increas<Hl  or  diminished  during  his  term 
of  office,  and  shall  never  l)e  less  than  two  thousand  five  hundred  dol- 
lars annuallv.  He  must  he  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  over  the 
age  of  thirty  years,  and  have  resided  in  the  State  for  six  veai>;  next 
preceding  his  appointment,  and  have  practised  law  therein  for  the 
space  of  five  years. 

Art.  77.  The  judges  of  the  district  courts  shall  hold  their  offices 
for  the  term  of  six  years.  The  judges  first  appointed  shall  be  divided 
by  lot  into  three  classes,  as  nearly  equal  as  can  be,  and  the  term  of 
office  of  the  judges  of  the  first  class  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  two 
years,  of  the  second  class  at  the  end  of  four  years,  and  of  the  third 
class  at  the  end  of  six  years. 

Art.  78.  The  district  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all 
civil  cases,  when  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  fiity  dollars,  exclu- 
*>iye  of  interest.  In  all  criminal  cases,  and  in  all  matters  connected 
with  successions,  their  jurisdiction  shall  be  unlimited. 

Art.  79.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  vest  in  clerks  of 
<-ourts  authority  to  grant  such  orders  and  do  such  acts  as  may  be 
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deemed  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  administration  of  justice, 
and  in  all  cases  the  powers  thus  granted  shall  be  specified  and  deter- 
mined. 

Akt.  80.  The  clerks  of  the  several  courts  shall  be  removable  for 
breach  of  good  behavior  by  the  judges  thereof;  subject  in  all  cases 
to  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court. 

Art.  81.  The  jurisaiction  of  iustices  of  the  peace  shall  never  exceed, 
in  civil  cases,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest, 
subject  to  appeal  to  the  district  court  in  such  cases  as  shall  be  pro- 
vided for  by  law.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of 
each  parish  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  shall  have  such  criminal 
jurisaiction  as  shall  be  provided  lor  by  law. 

Art.  82.    Clerks  of  the  district  courts  in  this  State  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  electors  in  each  parish,  for  the  term  of  four  years, 
and,  should  a  vacancy  occur  subsequent  to  an  election,  it  shall  be  filled 
by  the  judge  of  the  court  in  which  such  vacancy  exists,  and  the  per 
son  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  next  general  election. 

Art.  83.  A  sheriff  and  a  coroner  shall  be  elected  in  each  parish,  by 
the  qualified  voters  thereof,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  two  years,  unless  sooner  removed. 

Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  either  of  these  offices  subsequent  to  an 
election,  it  shall  l)e  filled  by  the  governor;  and  the  i)erson  so  ap- 
pointed shall  continue  in  office  untilhis  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified. 

Title  V 

IMPEAl^HMENT 

Art.  84.  The  power  of  impeachment  shall  1^  vested  in  the  house  of 
representatives. 

Art.  85.  Impeachments  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  attor- 
ney-general, secretary  of  state,  State  treasurer,  and  of  the  judges  of 
the  district  courts,  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate;  the  chief -justice  of  the 
supreme  court,  or  the  senior  judge  thereof,  shall  preside  during  the 
trial  of  such  impeachment.  Impeachments  of  the  judges  of  the 
supreme  court  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate,  \^^len  sitting  as  a  court 
of  im[)eachment,  the  senators  shall  l)e  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  and 
no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  the  senators  present. 

Art.  86.  Judgments  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  extend  only  to 
removal  from  office  and  disqualification  from  holding  any  office  of 
honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  this  State;  but  the  parties  convicted 
shall,  nevertheless,  l)e  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment, 
according  to  law. 

Art.  Si,  All  officers  against  whom  articles  of  impeachment  may  be 
preferred  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  their  functions  dur- 
ing the  pendency  of  such  impeachment;  the  appointing  power  may 
make  a  provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended  officer  until 
the  decision  on  the  impeachment. 

Art.  88.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial,  punish- 
ment, and  removal  from  office  of  all  other  officei*s  of  the  SUite.  by 
indictment  or  otherwise.

TiTLB  VI 


GENERAL   PROVISIONS 


Abt.  89.  Members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  officers,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation : 

"I,  [A.  B.,1  do  solemnly  swear  lor  affirm]  that  I  will  faithfully 
and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  tne  duties  incumbent  on 

me  as ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and  understanding, 

agreeably  to  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  tlie  United  States  and  of 
this  State;  and  I  do  further  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm^  that,  since 
the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution,  I,  being  a  citizen  of  this 
State,  have  not  fought  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  within  this  State, 
nor  out  of  it,  with  a  citizen  of  this  State,  nor  have  I  sent  or  accepted 
a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  with  a  citizen  of  this 
State,  nor  Have  I  acted  as  second  in  carrying  a  challenge,  or  aided, 
advised,  or  assisted  any  person  thus  offending:  So  help  me  God. 

Art.  90.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
apinst  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort. 
No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testimony  of 
two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confession  in  open 
rourt. 

Art.  91,  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of 
having  given  or  offered  a  bribe  to  procure  his  election  or  appointment. 

Art.  92.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office,  ana  from  the 
right  of  suffrage,  those  w-ho  shall  hereafter  1^  convicted  of  bribery, 
perjurv,  forgery,  or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors.  The  privi- 
lege of  free  suffrage  shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections, 
and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  undue  influence 
thereon,  from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  practice. 

Art.  93.  No  money  shall  be  drawm  from  the  treasury  but  in  pursu- 
ance of  specific  appropriations  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropria- 
tion of  money  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years.  A  regular 
statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public 
moneys  shall  be  published  annually,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Art.  94.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  such 
laws  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  decide  differences  by  arbi- 
tration. 

Art.  95.  All  civil  officers  for  the  State  at  large  shall  reside  within 
the  State,  and  all  district  or  parish  officers  within  their  districts  or 
parishes,  and  shall  keep  their  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be 
required  by  law.  And  no  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
parish  office  who  shall  not  have  resided  in  such  parish  long  enougn 
oefore  such  election  or  appointment  to  have  acquired  the  right  of 
voting  in  such  parish;  and  no  person  shall  be  elected  or  appointed 
to  any  district  office  who  shall  not  have  resided  in  such  district,  or  an 
adjoining  district,  lon^  enough  before  such  appointment  or  election 
to  have  acquired  the  right  of  voting  for  the  same. 

Art.  96.  The  duration  of  all  offices  not  fixed  by  this  constitution 
«hall  never  exceed  four  years. 
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Art.  07.  All  civil  officers,  except  the  governor  and  judges  of  the 
supreme  and  district  courts,  shall  be  removable  by  an  address  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  both  houses,  except  those  the  removal  of 
whom  has  been  otherwise  j)rovided  for  by  this  constitution. 

Art.  98.  Absence  on  the  business  of  this  State  or  of  the  United 
States  shall  not  forfeit  a  residence  once  obtained,  so  as  to  deprive  any 
one  of  the  right  of  suffrage,  or  of  being  elected  or  appointed  to  any 
office  under  the  exceptions  contained  in  this  constitution. 

Art.  99.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  provide  by  law 
for  deductions  from  the  salaries  of  public  officers  who  may  be  guilty 
of  a  neglect  of  duty. 

Art.  100.  The  legislature  shall  point  out  the  manner  in  which  a 
person  coming  into  the  State  shall  aeclare  his  residence. 

Art.  101.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  in  all  elections  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  jointly 
or  separately,  th^vote  shall  be  given  n'ra  voce. 

Art.  102.  Xo  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  or  exercising 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them, 
or  under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the 
general  assembly,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  omce  of  trust  or  profit  under 
the  State. 

Art.  103.  The  laws,  public  records,  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  or  the  State,  shall  Ik?  promulgated,  preserved, 
and  conducted  in  the  language  in  which  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States  is  written. 

Art.  104.  The  secretary  of  the  senate  and  clerk  of  the  house  of  rep- 
resentatives shall  be  convei'sant  with  the  French  and  English  lan- 
fjages,  and  members  may  address  either  house  in  the  French  or 
nglish  language. 

Art.  105.  The  general  assembly  shall  direct  by  law  how  persons 
who  are  now  or  may  hei-eafter  become  sureties  for  public  officers  may 


laws  of  this  State  shall  l)e 
'gislature,  or  bv  its  authority. 

Art.  107.  Prosecutions  shall  l)e  by  indictment  or  information.  The 
accused  shall  have  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the 
vicinage;  he  shall  not  l)e  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself; 
he  shall  have  the  right  of  being  heard  bv  himself  or  counsel ;  he  shall 
have  the  right,  unless  he  shall  have  fled  from  justice,  of  meeting  the 
witnesses  face  to  face,  and  shall  have  compulsory  process  for  obtain- 
ing witnesses  in  his  favor. 

Art.  108.  All  prisoners  shall  Ih»  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  unless 
for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption  great ; 
and  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  hahaiH  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended, 
unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may 
require  it. 

Art.  100.  No  ea*  }hM  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obliga- 
tion of  contracts,  shall  be  passed,  nor  vested  rights  be  divested,  unless 
for  purposes  of  public  utility,  and  for  adequate  compensation  pre- 
viously made. 

Art.  110.  The  press  shall  l)e  free.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak, 
write,  and  publish  his  s(»ntiments  on  all  subjects;  being  responsible 
for  an  abuse  of  this  liberty. 
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Art.  111.  Emigration  from  the  State  shall  not  be  prohibited. 
Art.  112.  The  general  assembly  which  shall  meet  after  the  first 
election  of  representatives  under  this  constitution  shall,  within  the 
first  month  after  the  commencement  of  the  session,  designate  and  fix 
the  seat  of  governinent  at  some  place  not  less  than  sixty  miles  from 
the  city  of  New  Orleans,  by  the  nearest  travelling  route,  and  if  on 
the  Mississippi  River  by  the  meanders  of  the  same;  and,  when  so 
fixed,  it  shall  not  be  removed  without  the  consentof  four-fifths  of  the 
members  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly.  The  sessions  shall 
Ije  held  in  New  Orleans  until  the  end  of  the  year  1848. 

.Vbt.  113.  The  legislature  shall  not  pledge  the  faith  of  the  State  for 
the  payment  of  any  bonds,  bills,  or  other  contracts  or  obligations  for 
the  benefit  or  use  of  any  person  or  persons,  corporation,  or  body- 
|)olitic  whatever.  But  the  State  shall  have  the  right  to  issue  new 
bonds  in  payment  of  its  outstanding  obligations  or  liabilities,  whether 
•hie  or  not;  the  said  new  bonds,  however,  are  not  to-l)e  issued  for  a 
larger  amount,  or  at  a  higher  rate  of  interest,  than  the  original  obliga- 
tions they  are  intended  to  replace. 

.Vrt.  114.  The  aggregate  amount  of  debts  hereafter  contracted  by 
the  legislature  shall  never  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand 
dollars,  except  in  the  ca^  of  war,  to  renel  invasions  or  suppress  insur- 
rections, unless  the  same^be  authorized  by  some  law,  for  some  single 
object  or  work,  to  be  distinctly  specified  therein;  which  law  shall 
provide  wavs  and  means,  by  taxation,  for  the  pavment  of  running 
interest  during  the  whole  time  for  which  said  debt  sliall  be  contracted, 
and  for  the  full  and  punctual  discharge  at  maturitv  of  the  capital 
lx>rrowed;  and  said  Jaw  shall  be  irrepealable  until  principal  and 
interest  are  fully  paid  and  discharged,  and  shall  not  be  put  into 
execution  until  after  its  enactment  by  the  first  legislature  returned  by 
a  general  election  after  its  passage. 

Abt.  115,  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  a  change  of 
venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Art.  116.  No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  by  this  State,  and  the  buy- 
ing or  selling  of  lottery-tickets  within  the  State  is  prohibited. 

.Vrt.  117.  yo  divorce  shall  l)e  granted  by  the  legislature. 

Art.  118.  Every  law  enacted  by  the  legislature  shall  embrace  but 
one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Art.  110.  No  law  shall  be  revised  or  amended  by  reference  to  its 
title;  but  in  such  case,  the  act  revised,  or  section  amended,  shall  be 
reenacted  and  published  at  length. 

Art.  120.  The  legislature  shall  never  adopt  any  svstem  or  code  of 
laws  bv  general  reference  to  such  system  or  code  of  laws,  but  in  all 
f*ases  stiaD  specify  the  several  provisions  of  the  laws  it  may  enact. 

Art.  121.  The  State  shall  not  become  subscriber  to  the  stock  of  any 
corporation  or  joint-stock  company. 

Art.  122.  No  corporate  body  shall  l)e  hereafter  created,  renewed,  or 
extended  with  banking  or  discounting  privileges. 

Art.  123.  Corporations  shall  not  l)e  created  in  this  State  by  special 
laws,  except  for  political  or  municipal  purposes,  but  the  legislature 
shall  provide,  by  general  laws,  for  the  organization  of  all  other  cor- 
porations, except  corporations  with  banking  or  discounting  privileges, 
the  creation  of  which  is  prohibited. 
Art.  124.  From  and  after  the  month  of  January,  1890,  the  legisla- 
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ture  shall  have  the  power  to  revoke  the  charters  of  all  corporations 
whose  charters  shall  not  have  expired  previous  to  that  time,  and  no 
corporations  hereafter  to  be  created  shall  ever  endure  for  a  longer 
term  than  twenty-five  years,  except  those  which  are  political  or 
municipal. 

Art.  125.  The  general  assembly  shall  never  grant  any  exclusive 
privilege  or  monopoly  for  a  longer  period  than  twenty  years. 

Art.  126.  Xo  person  shall  hold  or  exercise,  at  the  same  time,  more 
than  one  civil  omce  of  emolument,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace. 

Art.  127.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the 
State.  After  the  year  1848,  all  property  on  which  taxes  may  be  levied 
in  this  State  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascer- 
tained as  directed  by  law.  No  one  species  of  property  shall  be  taxed 
higher  than  another  species  of  property  of  equal  value,  on  which 
taxes  shall  be  levied;  the  legislature  shall  have  power  to  levy  an 
income  tax,  and  to  tax  all  persons  pursuing  any  occupation,  trade,  or 
profession. 

Art.  128.  The  citizens  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  shall  have  the 
right  of  appointing  the  several  public  officers  necessary  for  the 
administration  of  the  i)olice  of  the  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of 
elections  which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature:  Protnd^d^ 
That  the  mayor  and  recorders  shall  be  ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the  gen- 
eral assembly ;  and  the  mayor,  recorders,  and  aldermen  shall  be  com- 
missioned by  the  governor  as  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  legislature 
may  vest  in  them  such  criminal  jurisdiction  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  punishment  of  minor  crimes  and  offences,  and  as  the  police  and 
good  order  of  said  eitv  may  require. 

Art.  129.  The  legislature  may  provide  by  law  in  what  cases  officers 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  until  their  suc- 
cessors shall  have  been  inducted  into  office. 

Art.  130.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons,  with  a  citizen  of 
this  State,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  deadh'^ 
weapons,  either  within  this  State  or  out  of  it,  with  a  citizen  of  this 
State,  or  who  shall  act  as  second,  or  knowingly  aid  and  assist  in 
aiw  manner  those  thus  offending,  shall  be  deprived  of  holding  any 
office  of  profit,  and  of  enjoying  the  right  of  suffrage  under  this  con- 
stitution. 

Art.  131.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  extend  this  constitu- 
tion and  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  over  any  territory  acquired  by 
compact  with  any  State,  or  with  the  United  States,  the  same  being 
done  by  the  consent  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  132.  The  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  shall  lie  promul- 
gated in  the  English  and  French  languages. 

Title  VTI 

prm.ic  edk'ation 

Art.  133.  There  shall  be  am)ointed  a  superintendent  of  public  edu- 
cation, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years.  His  duties  shall  bo 
prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  receive  such  compensation  as  the  legisla- 
ture may  direct. 
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Akt.  134.  The  legislature  shall  establish  free  public  schools 
throughout  the  State,  and  shall  provide  means  for  their  support  by 
taxation  on  property,  or  otherwise. 

Art.  135.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the 
United  States  to  this  State  for  the  use  or  support  of  schools,  and  of 
III!  lands  which  may  hereafter  be  granted  or  hequeathed  to  the  State, 
and  not  expressly  granted  or  bequeathed  for  any  other  purpose, 
which  hereafter  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  State,  and  the  proceeds  of 
the  estates  of  deceased  persons  to  which  the  State  may  become  entitled 
by  law,  shall  be  held  by  the  State  as  a  loan,  and  shall  be  and  remain  a 
jXTpetual  fund  on  which  the  State  shall  pay  an  annual  interest  of  6 
per  cent. ;  which  interest,  together,  with  all  the  rents  of  the  unsold 
lands,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  such  schools,  and  this 
appropriation  shall  remain  inviolable. 

Art.  136.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  sales  which  have  been 
or  may  hereafter  be  made  of  any  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the 
United  States  to  this  State,  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  and 
froni  any  kind  of  donation  that  may  hereafter  be  made  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which, 
at  0  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  a 
sirainary  of  learning  for  the  promotion  of  literature  and  the  arts  and 
^iences,  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  diverting  said  fund  to  any 
other  use  than  to  the  establishment  and  improvement  of  said  seminary 
of  learning. 

Art.  137.  A  university  shall  be  established  in  the  city  of  New 
Orleans.  It  shall  be  composed  of  four  faculties,  to  wit :  ()ne  of  law, 
one  of  medicine,  one  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  one  of  lettei's. 

Art.  138.  It  shall  l)e  called  the  "  University  of  Louisiana,"  and  the 
medical  college  of  Louisiana,  as  at  present  organized,  shall  constitute 
the  faculty  or  medicine. 

Art.  139.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  its  further 
organization  and  government,  but  shall  be  under  no  obligation  to 
contribute  to  the  establishment  or  support  of  said  university  by 
appropriations. 

TiTLK  VIII 
MODK  OF   RF.VISINO  THE   CONSTITU'nON 

Art.  140.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution  may 
be  proposed  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  and  if  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each 
house,  and  approved  by  the  governor,  such  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  navs 
taken  thereon,  and  the  secretary  of  state  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
published,  three  months  before  the  next  general  election,  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  in  French  and  English,  in  every  parish  in  the  State, 
in  which  a  newspaper  shall  l>e  published;  and  if  in  the  legislature 
next  afterwards  chosen  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  ea(*h  house, 
the  secretary  of  state  shall  cause  the  same  again  to  be  published  in 
the  manner  aforesaid,  at  least  three  months  previous  to  the  next  gen- 
eral election  for  representatives  to  the  State  legislature,  and  such  pro- 
I>osed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people  at 
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said  election ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  qualified  electors  shall  approve 
and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  the  same  shall  become  a 
part  of  the  constitution.  If  more  than  one  amendment  be  submitted 
at  a  time,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  manner  and  form  that  the 
people  may  vote  for  or  against  each  amendment  separately. 

Title  IX 

8C'Iiedi:le 

Art.  141.  The  constitution  adopted  in  eighteen  hundred  and  twelve 
is  declared  to  be  superseded  by  this  constitution,  and,  in  order  to  carrj- 
the  same  into  effect,  it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained  as  follows : 

Art.  142.  All  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims,  and  contractus, 
as  well  as  of  individuals  as  of  bodies-corporate,  and  all  laws  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  not  inconsistent 
therewith,  shall  continue  as  if  the  same  had  not  been  adopted. 

Art.  143.  Until  the  first  enumeration  shall  be  made  as  directed  in 
article  eighth  of  this  constitution,  the  parish  of  Orleans  shall  have 
twenty  representatives,  to  be  elected  as  follows,  viz : 

Eight  by  the  first  mimicipality,  seven  by  the  .second  municipality, 
and  four  by  the  third  municipality,  to  be  aistributed  among  the  nine 
representative  districts  as  follows:  By  allotting  to  the  first  district, 
two;  second,  two;  third,  three;  fourth,  three;  fifth,  three;  sixth,  two; 
seventh,  two;  eighth,  one;  ninth,  one;  and  to  that  part  of  the  parish 
on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mississippi,  one. 

The  parish  of  Plaquemines  shall  have  three;  Saint  Bernard,  one; 
Jefferson,  three;  Saint  Charles,  one;  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  one; 
Saint  James,  two;  Asc*ension,  two;  Assumption,  thi-ee;  La  Fourche 
Interior,  three ;  Terre  Bonne,  two ;  Iberville,  two ;  West  Baton  Rougt\ 
one;  East  Baton  Rouge,  three;  West  Feliciana,  two;  East  Feliciana, 
three;  Saint  Helena,  one;  Washington,  one;  Livingston,  one;  Saint 
Tammany,  one;  Point  Coupee,  one;  Concordia,  one;  Tensas,  one; 
Madison,  one;  Carroll,  one;  Franklin,  one;  Saint  Mary,  two;  Saint 
Martin,  three;  Vermillion,  one;  La  Favette,  two;  Saint  Landry,  five; 
Calcasieu,  one;  Avoyelles,  two;  Rapides,  three;  Natchitoches,  three; 
Sabine,  two;  Caddo,  one;  De  Soto,  one;  Ouachita,  one;  Morehoust\ 
one;  Union,  one;  Jackson,  one;  Caldwell,  one;  Catahoula,  two;  Clai- 
borne, two;  Bossier,  one;  total,  ninety-eight. 

And  the  State  shall  l)e  divided  into  tne  following  senatorial  dis- 
tricts: All  that  portion  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  lying  on  the  east 
side  of  the  Mississippi  River  shall  compose  one  senatorial  district, 
and  shall  elect  four  senators;  the  parishes  of  Plaquemines,  Saint 
Bernard,  and  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  on  the  right  bank 
of  the  river,  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish 
of  Jefferson  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parishes 
of  Saint  Charles  and  Saint  John  the  Baptist  shall  compose  one  dis- 
trict, with  one  senator;  the  parish  of  Saint  James'shall  compose  one 
district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish  of  Ascension  shall  compose  one 
district,  with  one  senator;  the  parishes  of  Assumption,  La  Fourche 
Interior,  and  Terre  Bonne,  shall  compose  one  district,  with  two  sen- 
ators; the  parishes  of  Iberville  and  West  Baton  Rouge  shall  com- 
pose one  district,  with  one  senator:   the  parish  of  East  oaton  Rouge 
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^hall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish  of  Point 
Coui^ee  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish  of 
Avoyelles  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish  of 
Saint  Mary  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish 
of  Saint  Martin  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the 
parishes  of  I^a  Fayette  and  Vermillion  shall  compose  one  district, 
with  one  senator;  the  parishes  of  Saint  Landry  and  (Vlcasieu  shall 
f'oinpose  one  district,  with  two  senators;  the  parish  of  West  Feliciana 
shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parish  of  East 
Feliciana  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parishes 
of  Saint  Helena  and  Livingston  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one 
senator;  the  parishes  of  Washington  and  Saint  Tammany  shall  com- 
IK>se  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parishes  of  Concordia  and 
Tensas  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parishes  of 
CaiToll  and  Madison  shall  compose  one  district,  wMth  one  senator; 
the  parishes  of  Jackson,  Union,  Morehouse,  and  Ouachita  shall  com- 
|K»>e  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the  parishes  of  Caldwell,  Frank- 
lin, and  Catahoula  shall  compose  one  district,, with  one  senator;  the 
parish  of  Rapides  shall  compose  one  district,  with  one  senator;  the 
parishes  of  Bossier  and  Claiborne  shall  compose  one  district,  with 
one  senator;  the  parish  of  Natchitoches  shall  compose  one  district, 
with  one  senator;  the  parishes  of  Sabine,  De  Soto,  and  Caddo  shall 
compose  one  district,  with  one  senator. 

Art.  144.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  i*esult  to  the  public 
^rvice  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  constitution,  no  office  shall  be 
•superseded  thereby,  but  the  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  the  duties 
of  the  several  officers,  executive,  judicial,  and  military,  shall  remain 
in  full  force,  though  the  same  be  contrary  to  this  constitution,  and 
the  several  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  respective  officers  of  the 
State,  according  to  the  existing  laws,  until  the  organization  of  the 
government  under  this  constitution,  and  the  entering  into  office  of 
the  new  officers,  to  be  appointed  under  said  government,  and  no 
longer. 

Art.  145.  Appointments  to  office  by  the  executive  under  this  con- 
stitution shall  be  made  by  the  governor  to  l)e  elected  under  its 
authority. 

Art.  146.  The  provisions  of  article  twenty-eight,  concerning  the 
inability  of  members  of  the  legislature  to  hold  certain  offices  therein 
mentioned,  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  the  members  of  the  first 
legislature  elected  under  this  constitution. 

Art.  147.  The  time  of  service  of  all  officers  chosen  by  the  people,  at 
the  first  election  under  this  constitution,  shall  terminate  as  tnough 
the  election  had  been  holden  on  the  first  Mondav  of  November,  1845, 
and  they  had  entered  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  time 
designated  therein. 

Art.  148.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the  removal  of  all  causes 
now  pending  in  the  supreme  or  other  courts  of  the  State,  under  the 
constitution  of  1812,  to  courts  created  by  this  constitution. 

Art.  149.  Appeals  to  the  supreme  court  from  the  parishes  of  Jack- 
^^n,  Union,  Morehouse,  Catahoula,  Caldwell,  Ouachita,  Franklin, 
Carroll,  Madison,  Tensas,  and  Concordia,  shall,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided for,  be  returnable  to  New  Orleans. 
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Title  X 


ORDINANCE 


Art.  150.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  convention, 
the  governor  shall  issue  liis  proclamation,  directing  the  several  officers 
of  this  State,  authorized  by  law  to  hold  elections  tor  members  of  the 
general  assembly,  to  open  and  hold  a  poll  in  every  parish  of  the  State,  at 
the  places  designated  by  law,  upon  the  first  Monday  of  November  next, 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  good  people  of  this  State 
in  regard  to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  officers  to  receive  the  votes  of  all  persons 
entitled  to  vote  imder  the  old  constitution,  and  under  this  constitution. 
Each  voter  shall  express  his  opinion  bv  depositing  in  the  ballot-box 
a  ticket  whereon  shall  be  written  "  'f  he  constitution  accepted,"  or 
"  The  constitution  rejected,"  or  some  such  words  as  will  distinctly 
convey  the  intention  of  the  voter.  At  the  conclusion  of  the  said  elec- 
tion, which  shall  be  conducted  in  every  respect  as  the  gjeneral  State 
election  is  now  conducted,  the  parish  judges  and  commissioners  desig- 
nated to  preside  over  the  same  shall  careiiillv  examine  and  count  each 
ballot  so  deposited,  and  shall  forthwith  malce  due  returns  thereof  to 
the  secretary  of  state,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  the  existing 
law  upon  the  subject  of  elections. 

Art.  151.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  returns,  or  on  the  first 
Monday  of  December,  if  the  returns  l)e  not  sooner  received,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  the  secretary  of  state,  the  attorney- 
general,  and  the  State  treasurer,  in  the  presence  of  all  such  persons 
as  may  choose  to  attend,  to  compare  the  votes  given  at  the  said  poll, 
for  the  ratification  and  rejection  of  this  constitution,  and  if  it  shall 
appear  from  said  returns  that  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  are 
for  ratifying  this  constitution,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  gov- 
ernor to  maKe  proclamation  of  that  fact,  and  thenceforth  this  con- 
stitution shall  be  ordained  and  established  as  the  constitution  of  the 
State  of  Louisiana.  But  whether  this  constitution  be  accepted  or 
rejected,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  cause  to  be  published 
in  the  State  paper  the  result  of  the  polls,  showing  the  number  of 
votes  cast  in  each  parish  for  and  against  the  said  constitution. 

Art.  152.  Should  this  constitution  l^e  accepted  by  the  people,  it 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  forthwith  to  issue  his  proc- 
lamation, declaring  the  present  legislature,  elected  under  the  old  con- 
stitution, to  be  dissolved,  and  directing  the  several  officers  of  the 
State,  authorized  by  law  to  hold  elections  for  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  to  hold  an  election  at  the  places  designated  by  law,  upon 
the  third  Monday  in  January  next,  (1S40,)  for  governor,  lieutenant- 
governor,  members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  other  officers 
whose  election  is  provided  for  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
stitution. And  the  said  election  shall  be  conducted,  and  the  returns 
thereof  made,  in  conformity  with  the  existing  laws  ui>on  the  subject 
of  State  elections. 

Art.  153.  The  general  assembly  elected  under  this  constitution  shall 
convene  at  the  State-house,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  upon  the 
second  Monday  of  February  next   (1846)   after  the  elections;  and 
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that  the  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  elected  at  the  same  time, 
diall  be  duly  installed  in  office  during  the  first  week  of  their  session, 
and  before  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  said  general  assembly  to 
proceed  with  the  transaction  of  business.

preamble 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  I^ouisiana,  do  ordain  and  establish 
this  constitution. 

T1T1.E  I 

DISTRIBUTION    OF   POWERS 

Article  1.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  I^ouisiana 
shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them  be 
confided  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to  wit:  Those  which  are 
legislative  to  one,  those  which  are  executive  to  another,  and  those 
which  are  judicial  to  another. 

Art.  2.  jfo  one  of  these  departments,  nor  any  person  holding  office 
in  one  of  them,  shall  exercise  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of 
the  others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or 
I)ermitted. 

Title  IT 

legislative  department 

Art.  3.  The  legislative  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  two  dis- 
tinct branches,  tne  one  to  be  styled  *'  the  house  of  representatives," 
the  other  "the  senate,"  and  both  "the  general  assembly  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana." 

Art.  4.  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  continue 
in  service  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  closing  of  the 
general  elections. 

Art.  5.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November  every  two  ^'^ears;  and  the  election  shall  be  completed  in  one 
day.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  annually,  on  the  third  Monday 
in  Jannarv,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by  law,  and  their  ses- 
sions shalt  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Art.  6.  Every  duly-qualified  elector  under  this  constitution  shall 
be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  general  assembly :  Promded^  That  no  person 
shall  be  a  representative  or  senator,  unless  he  be,  at  the  time  of  his 
election,  a  duij-qualified  voter  of  the  representative  or  senatorial  dis- 
trict from  which  he  is  elected. 


«ThiB  constitution  was  framed  by  a  convention  which  met  at  Baton  Rouge 
July  5,  1852,  and  completed  Its  labors  .Tuly  HI,  1852.  It  was  submitted  to  the 
people  and  ratified  November  1,  18r)2.

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Art.  7.  Elections  for  iiieinl>ers  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  held 
at  the  several  election-i)recincts  established  by  law.  The  legislature 
may  delegate  the  power  of  establishing  election-precincts  to  the 
parochial  or  municipal  authorities. 

Art.  8.  Representation  in  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be  equal 
and  uniform,  and  shall  he  regulated  and  ascertained  by  the  total 
population  of  each  of  the  several  parishes  of  the  State.  Each  pari^-h 
shall  have  at  least  one  representative.  No  new  parish  shall  be  created 
with  a  territory  less  than  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  square  miles, 
nor  with  a  population  less  than  the  full  number  entitling  it  to  a  rep- 
resentative, nor  when  the  creation  of  such  new  parish  would  leave  any 
other  parish  without  the  said  extent  of  territory  and  amount  of  popu- 
lation. 

The  first  enumeration  by  the  State  authorities  under  this  constitu- 
tion shall  be  made  in  the  vear  1853,  the  second  in  the  year  1858,  the 
third  in  the  year  18()5;  after  which  time  the  general  assembly  shall 
direct  in  what  manner  the  census  shall  be  taken,  so  that  it  be  made  at 
least  once  in  every  period  of  ten  years,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining 
the  total  population  in  each  parish  and  election-district. 

At  the  first  regular  session  of  the  legislature  after  the  making  of 
eacH  enumeration,  the  legislature  shall  apportion  the  representation 
among  the  several  parishes  and  election-aistricts  on  the  oasis  of  the 
total  population  as  aforesaid.  A  representative  number  shall  he 
fixed,  and  each  parish  and  election-district  shall  have  as  many  repre- 
sentatives as  its  aggregjite  population  shall  entitle  it  to,  and  an  addi- 
tional representative  for  any  fraction  exceeding  one-half  the  repre- 
sentative numl)er.  The  number  of  representatives  shall  not  be  more 
than  one  hundred  nor  less  than  seventy. 

Until  an  apportionment  shall  be  made,  and  elections  held  under  the 
same,  in  accordance  with  the  first  enumeration  to  be  made  as  directed 
in  this  article,  the  reprcvsentation  in  the  senate  and  house  of  represent- 
atives shall  be  and  remain  as  at  present  established  by  law. 

The  limits  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  are  herebv  extended,  so  as  to 
embrace  the  whole  of  the  present  city  of  New  Orleans,  including  that 

fart  of  the  narish  of  Jefferson  formerly  known  as  the  city  of  La 
ayette. 

All  that  part  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  which  is  situated  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  River,  shall  be  divided  by  the  legislature  into 
not  more  than  ten  representative  districts,  and  until  a  new  appor- 
tionment shall  be  made  according  to  the  first  census  to  be  taken  under 
this  constitution,  that  part  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  which  was  com- 
prised within  the  former  limits  of  the  city  of  La  Fayette  shall  vote  for 
senators  from  the  parish  of  Orleans,  and  form  the  tenth  representa- 
tive district,  and  snail  elect  two  out  of  the  three  representatives  now 
apportioned  by  law  to  the  parish  of  Jefferson :  the  other  renresentative 
districts  shall  remain  as  they  are  now  established. 

Art.  0.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  its  speaker  and 
other  officers. 

Art.  10.  Every  free  white  male  who  has  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
one  years,  and  who  has  l)een  a  resident  of  the  State  twelve  months 
next  preceding  the  election,  and  the  last  six  months  thereof  in  the 
parish  in  which  he  offers  to  vote,  and  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the 
United  States,  shall  have  the  right  of  voting,  but  no  voter,  on  remov- 
ing from  one  parish  to  another  within  the  State,  shall  lose  the  rij^ht 
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of  voting  in  the  former  until  he  shall  have  acqtiired  it  in  the  latter. 
Electors  Khali  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the 
l)eace,  be  privileged  from  arrest,  during  their  attendance  at,  going  to, 
or  returning  from  elections. 

AfiT.  11.  The  legislative  shall  provide  by  law  that  the  names  and 
residence  of  all  Qualified  electors  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  shall  be 
registered,  in  oraer  to  entitle  them  to  vote ;  but  the  registry  shall  be 
free  of  cost  to  the  elector. 

Art.  12.  No  soldier,  seaman,  or  marine  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the 
United  States,  no  pauper,  no  person  under  interdiction,  nor  under 
conviction  of  any  crime  punishable  with  hard  labor,  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  at  any  election  in  this  State, 

Akt.  13.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held 
in  this  State  except  in  the  parish  of  his  residence,  and  in  cities  and 
towns  divided  into  election-precincts,  in  the  election-precinct  in 
which  he  resides. 

Art.  14.  The  members  of  the  senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term 
of  four  years.  The  senate,  when  assembled,  shall  have  the  power  to 
choose  its  officers. 

Art.  15.  The  legislature,  in  every  year  in  which  they  shall  appor- 
tion representation  in  the  house  or  representatives,  sHall  divide  the 
State  into  senatorial  districts.  No  parish  shall  be  divided  in  the  for- 
mation of  a  senatorial  district,  the  parish  of  Orleans  excepted.  And 
whenever  a  new  parish  shall  be  create<l,  it  shall  Ije  attached  to  the 
senatorial  district  from  which  most  of  its  territory  was  taken,  or  to 
another  contiguous  district,  at  the  discretion  of  the  legislature;  but 
shall  not  be  attached  to  more  than  one  district.  The  number  of  sen- 
ators shall  be  thirty-two,  and  they  shall  be  apportioned  among  the 
-^natorial  districts  according  to  the  total  population  contained  in 
the  several  districts:  Promffed^  That  no  paris^i  shall  l)e  entitled  to 
more  than  five  senators. 

Art.  1G.  In  all  apportionments  of  the  senate,  the  population  of  the 
city  of  New  Orleans  shall  be  deducted  from  the  population  of  the 
whole  State,  and  the  remainder  of  the  population  divided  by  the  num- 
lier  twenty-seven,  and  the  result  produced  by  this  division  shall  be 
the  senatorial  ratio  entitling  a  senatorial  district  to  a  senator.  Single 
or  contiguous  parishes  shall  be  formed  into  districts,  having  a  popu- 
lation the  nearest  possible  to  the  number  entitling  a  district  to  a 
senator;  and  if,  in  the  apportionment  to  be  made,  a  parish  or  district 
fall  short  of  or  exceed  the  ratio  one-fifth,  then  a  district  mav  be 
formed  having  not  more  than  two  senators,  but  not  otherwise.  No 
new  apportionment  shall  have  the  effect  of  abridging  the  term  of 
service  of  any  senator  already  elected  at  the  time  of  making  the 
apportionment.  After  an  enumeration  has  been  made  as  directed 
in  the  eighth  article,  the  legislature  shall  not  pass  any  law  until  an 
apportionment  of  representation  in  both  houses  of  the  general  assem- 
bly be  made. 

Art.  17.  At  the  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  this  con- 
stitution takes  effect,  the  senators  shall  be  equally  divided  by  lot  into 
two  classes ;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  Ix*  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year;  of  the  second  class,  at  the  expira- 
tion of  tne  fourth  year;  so  that  one-half  shall  be  chosen  every  two 
years,  and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually.  In  case  any  dis- 
trict shall  have  elected  two  or  more  senators,  said  senators  shall 
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vacate  their  seats  respectively  at  the  end  of  two  and  four  years,  and 
lots  shall  be  drawn  between  them. 

Art.  18.  The  first  election  for  senators  shall  be  gjeneral  throughout 
the  State,  and  at  the  same  time  that  the  general  election  for  representa- 
tives is  held;  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  biennial  elections  to  fill 
the  places  of  those  whose  time  of  service  may  have  expired. 

Art.  19.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house 
of  the  general  assembly  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  aajourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  author- 
ized by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Art.  20.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualification,  election,  and  returns  of  its  members;  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  bv 
law. 

Art.  21.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderlj'  behavior, 
and,  with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a 
second  time  for  the  same  offence. 

Art.  22.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  keep  and  publish 
a  weekly  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and  the  veas  ana  nays  of  the 
members  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  be 
entered  on  the  journal. 

Art.  23.  Each  house  may  punish  by  imprisonment  any  {lerson,  not 
a  member,  for  disrespectful  and  disorderly  behavior  in  it?  presence, 
or  for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings.  Such  imprisonment  shall 
not  exceed  ten  days  for  any  one  offence. 

Art.  24.  Neither  house,  during  the  sessions  of  the  general  assembly, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be  sitting. 

Art.  25.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  receive  from 
the  public  treasury  a  comj^ensation  for  their  services,  which  shall  be 
four  dollars  per  dav  during  their  attendance,  going  to  and  returnin<; 
from  the  session  or  their  respective  houses.  The  compensation  may 
be  increased  or  diminished  by  law ;  but  no  alteration  shall  take  effect 
during  the  period  of  service  of  the  meml)ers  of  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives by  whom  such  alteration  shall  have  been  made.  No  session 
shall  extend  to  a  period  beyond  sixty  days,  to  date  from  its  commence- 
ment, and  any  legislative  action  had  after  the  expiration  of  the  said 
sixty  days  shall  be  null  and  void.  This  provision  shall  not  apply  to 
the  first  legislature  which  is  to  convene  after  the  adoption  of  this 
constitution. 

Art.  2G.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  felony,  breach  of  the  peace,  l)e  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective  houses,  and 
going  to  or  returning  from  the  same,  and  for  any  speech  or  debate  in 
either  house  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Art.  27.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  State,  which  shall  have 
been  created  or  the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased 
during  the  time  such  senator  or  representative  was  in  office,  except  to 
such  offices  or  appointments  as  may  1h»^  filled  by  the  elections  of  the 
people. 

Art.  28.  No  person  wlio  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of 
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taxes,  whether  State,  parish,  or  municipal,  or  who  may  have  been 
otherwise  intrusted  with  public  money,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  general 
assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  State  govern- 
ment, until  he  shall  have  obtamed  a  discharge  for  the  amount  of  such 
collections,  and  for  all  public  moneys  with  which  he  may  have  been 
intrusted. 

Art.  29.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until,  on  three  several 
(lays,  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  free 
discussion  allowed  thereon,  unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  four-fifths  of 
the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  pending  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
dispense  with  this  rule. 

Art.  30.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house  of 
representatives,  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments  as  in  other 
bills,  provided  they  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter  under  color 
of  an  amendment  which  does  not  relate  to  raising  revenue. 

Art.  31.  The  general  assembly  shall  regulate  by  law  by  whom  and 
in  what  manner  writs  of  elections  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Art.  32.  The  senate  shall  vote  on  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of 
officers,  to  be  appointed  bv  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  senate,  by  yeas  ancf  nays,  and  the  na'nes  of  the  senators  voting 
for  or  against  the  appointments,  respectively,  shall  be  entered  on  a 
journal  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  made  public  at  the  end  of 
each  session,  or  before. 

Art.  33.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

Art.  34.  In  the  year  in  which  a  regular  election  for  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States  is  to  take  place,  the  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  meet  in  the  hall  of  the  house  of  representatives,  on  the 
Monday  following  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  and  proceed  to 
the  said  election. 

Title  III 

executive  department 

Art.  35.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  governor  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  years, 
and,  together  with  the  lieutenant-governor,  chosen  for  the  same  term, 
be  elected  as  follows:  The  qualified  electors  for  representatives  shall 
vote  for  a  governor  and  lieutenant-governor,  at  the  time  and  place 
of  voting  for  representatives.  The  returns  of  every  election  shall 
be  sealed  up  and  transmitted  by  the  proper  returning-officer  to  the 
J^ecretary  of  state,  who  shall  deliver  them  to  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives  on  the  second  day  of  the  session  of  the  general 
assemblv  then  next  to  be  holden.  The  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  meet  in  the  house  of  representatives  to  examme  and  count 
the  votes.  The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  gov- 
ernor shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  but  if  two  or  more  persons  shall 
be  equal  and  highest  in  the  number  of  votes  polled  for  governor,  one 
of  them  shall  immediately  be  chosen  governor  by  joint  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  general  assembly.  The  person  having  the  greatest 
number  of  votes  for  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  lieutenant-governor, 
but  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  equal  and  highest  in  the  number 
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of  votes  polled  for  lieutenant-governor,  one  of  them  shall  be  imme- 
diately chosen  lieutenant-governor  by  joint  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  general  assembly. 

Art.  30.  No  i)ers<m  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or 
lieutenant-governor  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  twenty- 
eight  years,  and  l)een  a  citizen  and  a  resident  within  the  State  for  the 
space  of  four  yeai's  next  preceding  his  election. 

Art.  37.  The  governor  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
on  the  fourth  Monday  of  Januaiy  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  Monday  next  succeeding  the  day  that  his 
suc(*essor  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  shall  have  taken  the 
oath  or  affimation  required  by  the  constitution. 

Art.  38.  The  governor  shall  l)e  ineligible  for  the  succeeding  four 
yeai*s  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  for  which  he  shall  have  l>een 
elected. 

Art.  30.  No  meml)er  of  Congress  or  person  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or  lieu- 
tenant-governor. 

Art.  40.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  governor,  his  removal 
from  offi(*e,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  resignation,  or 
absence  from  the  State,  the  jx)wers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall 
devolve  ujxm  the  lieutenant-governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or 
until  the  governor,  absent  or  im|>eached,  shall  return  or  be  acquitted. 
The  legislature  may  provide  bv  law  for  the  case  of  removal,  impeach- 
ment, death,  resignation,  disability  or  refusal  to  qualify  of  both  the 
governor  or  lieutenant-governor,  declaring  w^hat  officer  shall  act  as 
governor,  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly  until  the  disability  b<; 
removed  or  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

Art.  41.  The  lieutenant-governor,  or  officer  discharging  the  duties 
of  governor,  shall,  during  his  administration,  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation to  which  the  governor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he 
continued  in  office. 

Art.  42.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
president  of  the  senate,  but  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote  therein. 
vMienever  he  shall  administer  the  government,  or  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  as  president  of  the  senate,  the  senators  shall  elect  one  of  their 
own  meml>ei's  as  president  of  the  senate  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  43.  While  he  acts  as  president  of  the  senate,  the  lieutenant- 
governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensation  which 
shall  for  the  same  period  be  allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representatives,  and  no  more. 

Art.  44.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  all 
offences  against  the  State,  and,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall, 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  have  power  to  grant  pardons  and 
remit  fines  and  forfeitures  after  conviction.  In  cases  of  treason  ho 
may  grant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  in  which  the  power  of  pardoning  shall  be  vested. 

Art.  45.  The  governor  shall,  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
a  compensation,  which  shall  neither  l)e  increased  nor  diminished 
during  the  term  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Art.  46.  He  shall  he  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
this  State,  and  of  the  militia  thereof,  except  when  they  shall  be 
called  into  the  service  of  the  United  States. 
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Art.  47.  He  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  all  oiBcei-s  whose  offices  are  establislied 
by  this  constitution,  and  whose  appointment  is  not  therein  otherwise 
provided  for:  Provided,  however^  That  the  legislature  shall  have 
a  right  to  prescribe  the  mode  oi  appointment  to  all  other  offices 
established  bv  law. 

Art.  48.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session,  unless  otherwise  provided 
for  in  tnis  constitution ;  but  no  person  who  has  been  nominated  for 
office,  and  rejected  by  the  senate,  shall  be  appointed  to  the  same 
office,  during  the  recess  of  the  senate. 

\srr,  49.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Art.  50.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  general  assembly 
information  respecting  the  situation  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  51.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  general 
a^sembh^  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place,  if  that 
should  have  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy  or  from  epidemic ;  and 
in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  as  to  the  time  of  ad- 
journment, he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  may  think  proper, 
not  exceeding  four  months. 

.\jrr.  .52.  He  shall  take. care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

.Vrt.  53.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor;  if  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it,  if  not  he 
-fuill  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it  originated, 
which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  its  journal,  and  pro- 
ceed to  reconsider  it;  if  after  such  reconsideration  two-thirds  or  all 
the  members  elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to  ])ass  the  bill,  it  shall 
Ije  sent,  with  the  obiections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  like- 
wise be  reconsiderea,  and,  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  all  the  mem- 
Jjers  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  he  a  law ;  but  in  such  cases  the  vote 
of  l)oth  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  navs;  and  the  names 
of  the  members  voting  for  or  agamst  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
bv  the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excepted)  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
iiad  signed  it,  unless  the  general  assembly,  by  adjournment,  prevent 
it>  return;  in  which  case  it  shall  be  a  law,  unless  sent  back  within 
three  days  after  their  next  session. 

Art.  54.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote  to  which  the  ccmcurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment, 
-hall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  and  l)efore  it  shall  take  effect,  be 
appro vea  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved,  shall  l>e  repassed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  55.  There  shall  be  a  secretary  of  state,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  time  for  which  the  governor  shall  have  been  elected. 
The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  the  official  acts  and 
proceedings  of  the  governor,  and.  when  necessary,  shall  attest  them. 
He  shall,  when  required,  lay  the  said  register,  and  all  papers,  minutes. 
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and  vouchers  relative  to  his  office,  before  either  house  6f  the  general 
assembly,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  on 
him  by  law. 

Art.  66.  There  shall  be  a  treasurer  of  the  State,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  during  the  term  of  two  years. 

Art.  57.  The  secretary  of  state  and  treasurer  of  state  shall  lx» 
elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State.  And  in  case  of  any 
vacancies  caused  by  the  death,  resignation,  or  absence  of  the  treasurer 
or  secretary  of  state,  the  governor  shall  order  an  election  to  fill  said 
vacancy. 

Art.  58.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  shall  he  sealed  with  the  State  seal  and 
signed  by  the  governor. 

Art.  59.  The  free  white  men  of  the  State  shall  be  armed  and 
disciplined  for  its  defence;  but  those  who  belong  to  religious  societies 
whose  tenets  forbid  them  to  carry  arms,  shall  not  be  compelled  so  to 
do,  but  shall  pay  an  equivalent  for  personal  services. 

Art.  60.  The  militia  of  the  State  shall  be  organized  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  hereafter  deemed  most  expedient  by  the  legislature.

FlTLK    IV 

jrniciARY  department 

Art.  61.  The  judiciary  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  supreme  court, 
in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  legislature  may,  from  time  to  time, 
order  and  establish,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace. 

Art.  62.  The  supreme  court,  except  in  the  cases  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only;  which  jurisdiction  shall 
extend  to  all  cases  when  tlie  matter  in  dispute  shall  exceed  three 
hundred  dollars;  to  all  cases  in  which  the  constitutionality  or  legality 
of  any  tax,  toll,  or  impost  whatsoever,  or  of  any  fine,  forfeiture,  or 
penalty  imposed  by  a  municipal  cor}>oration,  shall  be  in  contesta- 
tion; and  to  all  criminal  cases  on  questions  of  law  alone,  whenever 
the  offence  charged  is  punishable  with  death,  or  imprisonment  at 
hard  labor,  or  when  a  fine  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  is  actually 
imposed.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  restrict  the  jurisdic- 
tion of  the  supreme  court  in  civil  cases  to  questions  of  law  only. 

Art.  63.  The  supreme  court  shall  be  composed  of  one  chier  justice 
and  four  associate  justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  chief  justice  shall  receive  a  salary  of  six  thousand 
dollars,  and  each  of  the  associate  judges  a  salary  of  five  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  annually,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
The  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerks;  the  judges  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  ten  years. 

Art.  64.  The  chief  justice  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State.  The  legislature  shall  divide  the  State  into  four  dis- 
tricts, and  the  qualified  electors  of  each  district  shall  elect  one  of 
the  associate  justices.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  the  following 
districts  until  the  legislature  shall  otherwise  direct: 

First  district. — The  parishes  of  Plaquemines,  Saint  Bernard,  that 
portion  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mississippi 
River,  and  that  portion  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  which  lies  below 
the  line  extending  from  the  river  Mississippi,  along  the  middle  of 
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Julia  street,  until  it  strikes  the  New  Orleans  Canal,  and  thence  down 
said  canal  to  the  lake. 

Second  district, — That  portion  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  which 
is  situated  above  the  line  extending  along  the  middle  of  Julia  street 
until  it  strikes  the  New  Orleans  Canal,  and  thence  down  said  canal  to 
the  lake,  and  the  parishes  of  Jefferson,  Saint  John  the  Baptist,  Saint 
Cliarles,  Saint  James,  Ascension,  Assumption,  La  Fourche  Interior, 
Terre  Bonne,  West  Baton  Rouge,  and  Il^rville. 

Third  district. — The  parishes  of  Saint  Tammany,  Washington, 
Livingston,  Saint  Helena,  East  Baton  Rouge,  East  Feliciana,  West 
Feliciana,  Point  Coupee,  Avoyelles,  Tensas,  Concordia,  La  Fayette, 
Vermillion,  Saint  Mary,  Saint  Martin,  and  Saint  Landry. 

Fourth  district, — ^Tne  parishes  of  Calcasieu,  Rapides,  Sabine, 
Natchitoches,  De  Soto,  Caddo,  Bossier,  Claiborne,  Bienville,  Cald- 
well, Union,  Ouachita,  Morehouse,  Jackson,  Franklin,  Catahoula, 
Madison,  Carroll,  and  Winn. 

Xsrr.  65.  The  office  of  one  of  the  associate  justices  shall  be  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  another  at  the  expiration  of 
the  fourth  year,  of  a  third  at  the  expiration  of  the  sixth  year,  and  of 
the  fourth  at  the  expiration  of  the  eighth  year;  so  that  one  of  the 
judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  elected  every  second  year. 

Art.  66.  The  secretary  of  state,  on  receiving  the  official  returns  of 
the  first  election,  shall  proceed  immediately,  in  the  presence  and  with 
the  assistance  of  two  justices  of  the  peace,  to  determine  by  lot  among 
the  four  candidates  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  the  respec- 
tive districts,  which  of  the  associate  judges  elect  shall  serve  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  which  shall  serve  for  the  term  of  four  years,  which 
for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  which  for  the  term  of  eight  years;  and 
the  governor  shall  issue  commissions  accordingly. 

Art.  67.  Any  vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  supreme  court,  from 
resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  by  election  for  the  remainder 
of  the  unexpired  term,  but  if  such  remainder  do  not  exceed  one  year, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  executive  appointment. 

Art.  68.  The  supreme  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  New  Orleans 
from  the  first  Mondav  of  the  month  of  November  to  the  end  of  the 
month  of  June  inclusive.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  fix  the 
sessions  elsewhere  during  the  rest  of  the  year;  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided, the  sessions  shall  be  held  as  heretofore. 

Art.  69.  The  supreme  court  and  each  of  the  judges  thereof  shall 
have  p)ower  to  issue  writs  of  haheas  corpus^  at  the  instance  of  all  per- 
^ns  in  actual  custodv  under  process,  in  all  cases  in  which  they  may 
have  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Art.  to.  No  judgment  shall  l)e  rendered  by  the  supreme  court  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  judges  comprising  the  court. 
Whenever  a  majority  cannot  agree,  in  consequence  of  the  recusation 
of  any  member  or  members  of  the  court,  the  judges  not  recused  shall 
have  power  to  call  upon  any  judge  or  judges  or  the  inferior  courts, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  so  called  upon,  to  sit  in  the  place  of  the 
judges  recused,  and  to  aid  in  determining  the  case. 

Art.  71.  All  judges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be 
'*The  State  of  Tjouisiana."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in 
the  name  and  by  authority  of  the  State  of  I^ouisiana,  and  conclude 
'*  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 
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Art.  72.  The  judges  of  all  courts  within  the  State  shall,  as  often  as 
it  may  be  possible  so  to  do,  in  every  definitive  judgment,  refer  to  the 
particular  law  in  virtue  of  which  such  judgment  may  be  rendered, 
and  in  all  cases  adduce  the  reasons  on  which  their  judgment  is 
founded. 

Art.  73.  The  judges  of  all  courts  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment, 
but  for  any  reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  be  sufficient  ground  for 
impeachment,  the  governor  shall  remove  any  of  them,  on  me  addres>i 
of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present  of  each  house  of  the  general 
assembly.  In  every  such  case  the  cause  or  causes  for  whim  such 
removal  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at  length  in  the  address,  and 
inserted  in  the  journal  of  each  house. 

Art.  74.  There  shall  be  an  attorney-general  for  the  State,  and  as 
manv  district  attorneys  as  may  be  hereafter  found  necessary.  They 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  four  years ;  their  duties  shall  be  determined 
by  law. 

Art.  75.  The  judges,  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall, 
at  stated  times,  receive  a  salary,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during 
their  continuance  in  office,  and  they  are  prohibited  from  receiving  anv 
fees  of  office,  or  other  compensation  than  their  salaries  for  any  civil 
duties  pt^rformed  by  them. 

Art.  76.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  vest  in  clerks  of  courts 
authority  to  grant  such  orders  and  do  such  acts  as  maybe  deemed  nec- 
essary for  the  furtherance  of  the  administration  of  justice,  and  in  all 
cases  the  powers  thus  granted  shall  be  specified  and  determined. 

Art.  77.  The  judges  of  the  several  inferior  courts  shall  have  power 
to  remove  the  clerks  thereof  for  breach  of  good  behavior;  subject  in 
all  cases  to  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court. 

Art.  78.  The  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  limited  in 
civil  cases  to  cases  where  the  matter  in  dispute  does  not  exceed  one 
hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  subject  to  appeal  in  such  case< 
as  shall  be  provided  for  by  law.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  each  parish,  district,  or  ward,  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  in  such  manner  and  shall  have  such  criminal  jurisdiction  as 
shall  l)e  provided  by  law. 

Art.  79.  Clerks  of  the  inferior  courts  in  this  State  shall  be  elected 
for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  should  a  vacancy  occur  subsequent  to 
an  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  of  the  court  in  which  such 
vacancy  exists,  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  hold  his  office  until 
the  next  general  election. 

Art.  80.  A  sheriff  and  a  coroner  shall  l)e  elected  in  each  parish  by 
the  qualified  voters  thereof,  who  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of 
two  years,  unless  sooner  removed.  The  legislature  shall  have  the 
power  to  increase  the  number  of  sheriffs  in  any  parish.  Should  a 
vacancy  occur  in  either  of  these  offices  subsequent  to  an  election,  it 
shall  be  filled  by  the  governor;  and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  his  successor  shall  he.  elected  ana  qualified. 

Art.  81.  The  judges  of  the  several  inferior  courts  shall  be  elected 
by  the  duly-qualified  voters  of  their  respective  districts  or  parishes. 

Art.  82.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  fix  the  time  for 
holding  elections  for  all  judges  at  a  time  which  shall  be  different 
from  that  fixed  for  all  other  elections. 

Art.  83.  The  attorney-gf^neral  shall   Ik*  elected   by  the  qualified 
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voters  of  the  State,  and  the  district  attorney  by  the  qualified  voters 
of  each  district  on  the  day  of  the  election  for  governor  of  the  State. 

Akt.  84.  The  legislature  may  determine  the  mode  of  filling  vacan- 
cies in  the  offices  of  the  inferior  judges,  attorney-general,  district 
attorneys,  and  all  other  officers  not  otherwise  provided  for  in  this 
constitution. 

Title  V 

IMPEACHMENT 

Art.  85.  The  power  of  impeachment  shall  be  vested  in  the  house  of 
representatives. 

Akt.  86.  Impeachments  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  attor- 
ney-general, secretary  of  state.  State  treasurer,  and  of  the  judges  of 
the  inferior  courts,  justices  of  the  peace  excepted,  shall  be  tried  by  the 
senate;  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme  court,  or  the  senior  judge 
thereof,  shall  preside  during  the  trial  ©f  such  impeachment.  Im- 
peachments of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  tried  by  the 
senate.  When  sitting  as  a  court  of  impeachment,  the  senators  shall 
be  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without 
the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  senators  present. 

Asrr.  87.  Judgments  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  extend  only  to 
removal  from  office  and  disqualification  from  holding  any  office  of 
honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  State;  but  the  convicted  parties 
shall,  nevertheless,  be  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment, 
according  to  law. 

Art.  88.  All  officers  against  whom  articles  of  impeachment  may  be 
preferred  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  their  functions  dur- 
ing the  pendency  of  such  impeachment;  the  appointing  power  may 
make  a  provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended  officer 
until  the  decision  of  the  impeachment. 

Akt.  89.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial,  punish- 
ment, and  removal  from  office  of  all  other  officers  of  the  State  by 
indictment  or  otherwise. 

Title  VI 

GENERAL   PROVISIONS 

Art.  do.  Members  of  the  general  assembly,  all  officers,  l)efore  they 
ent.er  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  the  following  oath  or 
affirmation : 

''  I  [A.  B.]  do  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  will  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  that  I  will 
faithfully   and   impartially  discharge  and   perform  *^all   the  duties 

incumbent  on  me  as ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and 

understanding,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States^  and  of  this  State;  and  I  do  further  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm] 
that  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution,  I,  being  a  citizen 
of  this  State,  have  not  fought  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  within 
the  State,  nor  out  of  it,  with  a  citizen  of  this  State,  nor  have  I  sent  or 
accepted  a  challenge  to  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  with  a  citi- 
zen of  this  State,  nor  have  I  acted  as  second  in  carrying  a  challenge, 
or  aided,  advised,  or  assisted  any  person  thus  offending:  So  help 
me  God.'' 
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Abt.  91.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only^  in  levying 
war  against  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  com- 
fort. No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason,  unless  on  the  testimony 
of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confession  in  open 
court. 

Abt.  92.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  having 
given  or  offered  a  bribe  to  procure  his  election  or  appointment. 

Abt.  93.  Laws  shall  be  made  to  exclude  from  office,  and  from  the 
right  of  suffrage,  those  who  shall  hereafter  be  convicted  of  bribery, 
perjury,  forgerv,  or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors.  The  privi- 
lege or  free  suj^rage  shall  be  supported  by  laws  regulating  elections, 
and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all  imdue  influence  there- 
on, from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  or  other  improper  practice. 

Art.  94.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  tne  treasury  but  in  pur- 
vsuance  of  specific  appropration  made  by  law,  nor  shall  any  appropria- 
tion of  money  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years.  A  regular 
statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public 
moneys  shall  be  published  annually,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Art.  95.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  such 
laws  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  decide  differences  by  arbitra- 
tion. 

Art.  9C.  All  civil  officers  for  the  State  at  large  shall  reside  within 
the  State,  and  all  district  or  parish  officers,  within  their  districts  or 
parishes,  and  shall  keep  their  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be 
required  by  law. 

Art.  97.  All  civil  officers,  except  the  governor  and  judges  of  the 
supreme  and  inferior  courts,  shall  be  removable  by  an  address  of  a 
majority  of  the  meml)ers  of  both  houses,  except  those  the  removal  of 
whom  has  been  otherwise  provided  by  this  constitution. 

Art.  98.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot, 
and  in  all  elections  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  jointly 
or  separatelv,  the  vote  shall  be  given  viva  voce. 

Art.  99.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  or  exercising 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either  of 
them,  or  under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of 
the  general  assembly,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  State. 

Art.  100.  The  laws,  public  records,  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  of  the  State  shall  be  promulgated,  preserved,  and 
conducted  in  the  language  in  which  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  is  written. 

Abt.  101.  The  secretary  of  the  senate  and  clerk  of  the  house  of 
representatives  shall  l)e  conversant  with  the  French  and  English  lan- 
guages, and  members  may  address  either  house  in  French  or  English 
language. 

Art.  102.  No  power  of  suspending  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be 
exercised,  unless  by  the  legislature  or  by  its  authoritv. 

Art.  103.  Prosecutions  shall  l)e  bv  indictment  or  information.  The 
hcouschI  sliall  have  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury  of  the 
vicinam*;  he  shall  not  Ik*  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself; 
he  shall  have  the  right  of  being  heard  by  himself  or  counsel;  he  shall 
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have  the  right  of  meeting  the  witnesses  face  to  face,  and  shall  have 
ix^mpulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor. 

Art.  104.  All  prisoners  shall  be  bailable  b^  sufficient  sureties, 
unless  for  capital  oflFences,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption 
great,  or  unless  after  conviction  for  any  offence  or  crime  punishable 
with  death  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labior.  The  privilege  of  the  writ 
of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  wnen,  in  case  of  rebel- 
lion or  invasion,  the  public  safety  may  require  it. 

^\jrr.  105.  No  ex  post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obliga- 
tion of  contracts,  shall  be  passed,  nor  vested  rights  be  divested,  unless 
for  purposes  of  public  utility,  and  for  adequate  compensation  previ- 
ously made. 

Art.  106.  The  press  shall  be  free.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak, 
write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects;  being  responsible 
for  an  abuse  of  this  liberty. 

Art.  107.  The  seat  of  government  shall  be  and  remain  at  Baton 
Rouge,  and  shall  not  be  removed  withoiit  the  consent  of  three-fourths 
of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  108.  The  State  shall  not  subscribe  for  the  stock  of,  nor  make 
a  loan  to,  nor  pledge  its  faith  for  the  benefit  of  any  corporation  or 
joint-stock  company,  created  or  established  for  banking  purposes, 
nor  for  otherpurppses  than  those  described  in  following  article. 

Art.  109.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  grant  aid  to  com- 
panies or  associations  of  individuals,  formed  for  the  exclusive  pur- 
pose of  making  works  of  internal  improvement,  wholly  or  partially 
within  the  State,  to  the  extent  only  of  one-fifth  of  the  capital  of 
such  companies,  by  subscription  of  stock  or  loan  of  money  or  public 
Ijonds;  but  any  aid  thus  granted  shall  be  paid  to  the  company  only 
in  the  same  proportion  as  the  remainder  or  the  capital  shall  be  actu- 
ally paid  in  oy  the  stockholders  of  the  company,  and,  in  case  of  loan, 
such  adequate  security  shall  be  required  as  to  the  legislature  mav  seem 
proper.  No  corporation  or  individual  association  receiving  the  aid 
of  the  State,  as  nerein  provided,  shall  possess  banking  or  discount- 
ing privileges. 

Art.  110.  No  liability  shall  be  contracted  by  the  State  as  above 
mentioned,  unless  the  same  be  authorized  by  some  law  for  some  sin- 
gle object  or  work  to  be  distinctly  specified  therein,  which  shall  be 
passed  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  of  the 
general  assembly,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  debts  and  liabilities 
incurred  under  this  and  the  preceding  article  shall  never,  at  any 
one  time,  exceed  eight  millions  of  dollars. 

Art.  111.  "Whenever  the  legislature  shall  contract  a  debt  exceeding 
in  amount  the  sum  of*  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  unless  in  case 
of  war  to  repel  invasion  or  suppress  insurrection,  they  shall,  in  the 
law  creating  the  debt,  provide  adequate  ways  and  means  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  current  interest  and  of  the  principal  when  the  same  shall 
become  due.  xVnd  the  said  law  shall  \>e  irrepealable  until  principal 
and  interest  are  fully  paid  and  discharged,  or  unless  the  repealmg 
law  contains  some  other  adequate  provision  for  the  payment  of  the 
principal  and  interest  of  the  debt. 

Art.  112.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  a  change  of 
venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Art.  113.  No  lottery  shall  be  authorized  by  this  State,  and  the 
buying  and  selling  of  lottery-tickets  within  the  State  is  prohibited. 
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Art.  114.  No  divorce  shall  be  granted  bj[  the  legislature. 

Art.  115.  Every  law  enacted  by  the  legislature  shall  embrace  but 
one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Art.  116.  No  law  shall  be  revived  or  amended  by  reference  to  its 
title;  but  in  such  case,  the  act  revived,  or  section  amended,  shall  In* 
reenacted  and  published  at  length. 

Art.  117.  The  legislature  shall  never  adopt  any  svstem  or  code  of 
laws  by  general  reference  to  such  system  or  code  oi  laws,  but  in  all 
cases  shall  specify  the  several  provisions  of  the  laws  it  may  enact. 

Art.  118.  Corporations  with  banking  or  discounting  privileges  may 
be  either  created  by  special  acts,  or  formed  under  general  laws ;  but 
the  legislature  shall,  m  both  cases,  provide  for  the  registry  of  all 
bill  or  notes  issued  or  put  in  circulation  as  money,  and  shall  require 
ample  security  for  the  redemption  of  the  same  in  specie. 

Art.  119.  The  legislattire  shall  have  no  power  to  pass  anv  ^aw 
sanctioning  in  any  manner,  directly  or  indirectly,  the  suspension  of 
specie  payments  by  any  person,  association,  or  corporation  issuing 
bank-notes  of  any  aescription. 

Art.  120.  In  case  of  insolvency  of  any  bank  or  banking  associatior, 
the  bill-holders  thereof  shall  ue  entitled  to  preference  in  payment 
over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank  or  association. 

Art.  121.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  laws  as  it 
may  deem  expedient  for  the  relief  or  revival  of  the  Citizens'  Bank 
of  Ix>uisiana,  and  the  acts  already  passed  for  the  same  purpose  are 
ratified  and  confirmed:  Provided^  That  the  bank  is  subject  to  the 
restrictions  contained  in  articles  119  and  120  of  this  constitution. 

Art.  122.  No  person  shall  hold  or  exercise,  at  the  same  time,  more 
than  one  civil  orace  of  emolument,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace. 

Art.  123.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the 
State.  All  property  on  which  taxes  may  be  levied  in  this  State  shall 
be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  directed  by 
law.  No  one  species  of  property  shall  be  taxed  higher  than  another 
species  of  property  of  equal  value,  on  which  taxes  shall  be  levied: 
tne  legislature  shall  have  power  to  levy  an  income-tax,  and  to  tax  all 
persons  pursuing  any  occupation,  trade,  or  profession. 

Art.  124.  The  citizens  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  shall  have  the 
right  of  appointing  the  several  public  officers  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration or  the  police  of  the  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of  elec- 
tions which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature:  Provided^  That 
the  mayor  and  recorders  shall  be  ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the  general 
assembly;  and  the  mayor,  recorders,  aldermen,  and  assistant  alder- 
men shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor  as  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  the  legislature  may  vest  in  them  such  criminal  jurisdiction  as 
may  be  necessary  for  the  punishment  of  minor  crimes  and  offences, 
and  as  the  police  and  good  order  of  said  city  may  require. 

Art.  125.  The  legislature  may  provide  ijy  law  in  what  case  officers 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  been  inducted  into  office. 

Art.  126.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  fight  a  duel  with  deadly  weapons  with  a  citizen  of 
this  State,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  to  fignt  a  duel  with  deadly 
weapons,  either  within  this  State  or  out  of  it,  with  a  citizen  of  this 
State,  or  who  shall  act  as  second,  or  knowingly  aid  or  assist  in  any 
manner  those  thus  offending,  shall  be  deprivea  of  holding  any  office 
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ur  trust  or  profit,  and  of  enjoying  the  right  of  suffrage  under  this 
nmstitution ;  and  the  office  of  any  State  officer,  member  of  the  general 
a>senibly,  or  of  any  other  person  holding  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
this  constitution,  and  the  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  shall  be, 
ip^o  facto^  vacated  by  the  fact  of  any  such  person  committing  the 
offence  mentioned  in  this  article,  and  the  legislature  shall  provide  by 
law  for  the  ascertaining  and  declaration  of  such  forfeiture. 

Akt.  127.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  extend  this  constitu- 
tion and  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  over  any  territory  acquired  by 
compact  with  any  State,  or  with  the  United  States,  the  same  being 
done  by  the  consent  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  128.  None  of  the  lands  granted  by  Congress  to  the  State  of 
Louisiana  for  aiding  it  in  constructing  the  necessary  levees  and 
tirains,  to  reclaim  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  in  this  State,  shall 
\y^  diverted  from  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  granted. 

Art.  129.  The  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  shall  be  promul- 
<rated  in  the  English  and  French  languages. 

Title  VII 

INTERNAL    IMPROVEMENTS 

Art.  130.  There  shall  be  a  board  of  public  works,  to  consist  of  four 
commissioners.  The  State  shall  be  d!ivided  by  the  legislature  into 
four  districts,  containing  as  nearly  as  may  be  an  equal  number  of 
voters,  and  one  commissioner  shall  be  elected  in  each  district  by  the 
legal  voters  thereof  for  the  term  of  four  years;  but,  of  the  first 
elected,  two,  to  be  designated  by  lot,  shall  remain  in  office  for  two 
years  only. 

Art.  131.  The  general  assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  constitution,  shall  provide  for  the  election  and  compensa- 
tion of  the  commijssioners  ana  the  organization  of  the  board.  The 
commissioners  first  elected  shall  assemble  on  a  day  to  be  appointed 
by  law,  and  decide  by  lot  the  order  in  which  their  terms  of  service 
shall  expire. 

Art.  132.  The  commissioners  shall  exercise  a  diligent  and  faithful 
supervision  of  all  public  works  in  which  the  State  may  Ix?  interested, 
except  those  made  by  joint-stock  companies.  They  shall  communi- 
cate to  the  general  assembly,  from  time  to  time,  their  views  concern- 
ing the  same,  and  recommend  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  neces- 
sary, in  order  to  employ  to  the  best  advantage  and  for  the  purposes 
for  which  they  were  granted,  the  swamps  and  overfloAved  lands  con- 
vej-ed  by  the  United  States  to  this  State.  They  shall  appoint  all 
oflSoers  engaged  on  the  public  works,  and  shall  perform  such  other 
duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  133.  The  commissioners  mav  be  removed  by  the  concurrent 
vote  of  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the 
general  assembly;  but  the  cause  of  the  removal  shall  l)e  entered  on 
the  journal  of  each  house. 

Abt.  134.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power,  by  a  vote  of 
three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house,  to  abolish  said 
board,  whenever  in  their  opinion  a  board  of  public  works  shall  no 
longer  be  necessary.

PUBLIC    EDITCATION 


Art.  135.  There  shall  be  elected  a  superintendent  of  public  educa- 
tion, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  two  years.  His  duties 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  he  shall  receive  such  compensation  as 
the  legislature  may  direct:  Provided^  That  the  general  assembly  shall 
have  power,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  both 
houses,  to  abolish  the  said  office  of  superintendent  of  public  education 
whenever  in  their  opinion  said  office  shall  be  no  longer  necessary. 

Art.  136.  The  general  assembly  shall  establish  free  public  schools 
throughout  the  State;  and  shall  provide  for  their  support  by  general 
taxation  on  property  or  otherwise ;  and  all  moneys  so  raised  or  pro- 
vided shall  be  distributed  to  each  parish  in  proportion  to  the  number 
of  free  white  children  between  such  ages  as  shall  be  fixed  bj^  the 
general  assembly. 

Art.  137.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the 
United  States  to  this  State  for  the  use  or  support  of  schools,  and  of 
all  lands  which  may  hereafter  be  granted  or  bequeathed  to  the  State, 
and  not  expre&sly  granted  or  bequeathed  for  any  other  purpose,  which 
hereafter  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  State,  and  the  proceeds  of  the 
estates  of  deceased  persons,  to  which  the  State  may  •l)ecome  entitled 
by  law,  shall  be  held  by  the  State  as  a  loan,  and  shall  be  and  remain  a 
perpetual  fund,  on  which  the  State  shall  pay  an  annual  interest  of  ('• 
per  cent.;  which  interest,  together  with  the  interest  of  the  trust  funds 
deposited  with  this  State  by  the  United  States,  under  the  act  of 
CongrCvSS  approved  June  23,  1836,  and  all  the  rents  of  the  unsold 
lands,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  such  schools,  and  this 
appropriation  shall  remain  inviolable. 

Art.  138.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  sales  which  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  made  of  any  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the  United 
States  to  this  State,  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  and  from 
any  kind  of  donation  that  may  hereafter  be  made  for  that  purpose, 
shall  be  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which,  at  6  [)er 
cent,  per  annum,  shall  be  appropriated  to  the  support  of  a  seminary 
of  learning  for  the  promotion  of  literature  and  tne  arts  and  sciences, 
and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made  diverting  said  fund  to  any  other  us(» 
than  to  the  establishment  and  improvement  of  said  seminary  of 
learning. 

Art.  139.  The  University  of  Louisiana  in  New  Orleans,  as  now 
established,  shall  be  maintained. 

Art.  140.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  pass  such  laws  as  may 
be  necessary  for  the  further  regulation  of  the  university,  and  for  the 
promotion  of  literature  and  science,  but  shall  be  under  no  obligation 
to  contribute  to  the  support  of  said  university  by  appropriations. 

Title  IX 

MODE   OF  REVISING    THE    CX)N8TITUTION 

Art.  141.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution  may 
be  proposed  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  and  if  the  same 
shall  be  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house, 
such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their 
journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  the  secretary  of 
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state  shall  cause  the  same  to  he  published,  three  months  before  the 
next  general  election  for  representatives  of  the  State  legislature,  in 
at  least  one  newspaper,  in  Frencli  and  English,  in  every  parish  in 
the  State  in  which  a  newspaper  shall  be  published;  ancl  such  pro- 
posed amendment  or  amendments  shall  he  submitted  to  the  people  at 
>aid  election;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  said  election  shall 
approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  the  same  shall 
become  a  part  of  the  constitution.  If  more  than  one  amendment  be 
submitted  at  a  time,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  manner  and  form 
that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against  each  amendment  separately. 

T1T1.E  X 

SCHEDVLE 

Art.  142.  The  constitution  adopted  in  eighteen  hundred  and  forty- 
five  is  declared  to  be  superseded  by  this  constitution,  and  in  order  to 
carry  the  same  into  effect,  it  is  herebv  declared  and  ordained  as 
follows : 

Art.  143.  All  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims,  and  contracts,  as 
well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies-corporate,  and  all  law\s  in  force  at  the 
time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  not  inconsistent 
therewith,  shall  continue  as  if  the  same  had  not  been  adopted. 

Art.  144.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  result  to  the  public 
service  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  constitution,  no  office  shall  be 
superseded  thereby;  but  the  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  the  duties  of 
the  several  officers,  executive,  judicial,  and  military,  shall  remain  in 
full  force,  though  the  same  l)e  contrary  to  this  constitution,  and  the 
several  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  respective  officers  of  the 
State,  according  to  the  existing  laws,  until  the  organization  of  the 
government  imder  this  constitution,  and  the  entering  into  office  of  the 
new  officers  to  be  appointed  under  said  government,  and  no  longer. 

Art.  145.  Appointments  to  office  by  the  executive  under  this  consti- 
tution shall  be  nfiide  bv  the  governor  to  be  elected  under  its  authority. 
Art.  146.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the  removal  of  all 
causes  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  or  other  courts  of  the  State, 
under  the  constitution  of  1845,  to  courts  created  by  or  under  this 
constitution. 

Art.  147.  The  time  of  service  of  all  officers  chosen  by  the  people,  at 
the  first  election  under  this  constitution,  shall  terminate  as  though  the 
election  had  been  holden  on  the  first  Monday  of  November,  1851,  and 
they  had  entered  on  the  discharge  of  their  duties  at  the  time  desig- 
nated therein.  The  first-class  senators  designated  in  article  17  shall 
hold  their  seats  until  the  day  of  the  closing  of  the  general  elections  in 
November,  1853,  and  the  second-class  until  the  day  of  the  closing  of 
the  general  elections  in  November,  1855. 

Art.  148.  The  first  election  for  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be 
held  on  the  first  Monday  of  April  next,  (1853,)  and  they  shall  enter 
into  office  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  1853. 

Art.  149.  The  first  term  of  service  of  the  district  attorneys  and  the 
clerks  of  the  inferior  courts  to  be  ordered  and  established  under  this 
constitution  shall  he  regulated  by  the  term  of  service  of  the  first  gov- 
trnor,  so  that  a  new  election  for  these  officers  shall  be  held  on  the  nrst 
Monday  of  November,  1855. 
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Title  XI 


ORDINANCE 


Art.  150.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  convention^ 
the  governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation,  directing  the  several  officers 
of  this  State  authorized  by  law  to  hold  elections  for  members  of  the 
general  assembly,  to  open  and  hold  a  poll  in  every  parish  in  the  State, 
at  the  places  designated  by  law,  upon  the  first  'fuesday  of  November 
next,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense  of  the  ^ood  people  of  this 
State  in  regard  to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution ;  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officers  to  receive  the  votes  of  all  persons 
entitled  to  vote  under  the  old  constitution  and  under  this  constitution. 
Each  voter  shall  express  his  opinion  by  depositing  in  a  separate  box. 
kept  for  that  purpose,  a  ticket,  whereon  shall  be  written  "The  con- 
stitution accepted,"'  or  "  The  constitution  rejected,"  or  some  such 
word  as  will  distinctly  convey  the  intention  of  the  voter.  At  the  con- 
clusion of  said  election,  which  shall  be  conducted  in  every  respect  as 
the  general  State  election  is  now  conducted,  the  commissioners 
designated  to  preside  over  the  same  shall  carefully  examine  and  count 
each  ballot  so  deposited,  and  shall  forthwith  make  due  returns  thereof 
to  the  secretary  of  state,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  the 
existing  law  upon  the  subject  of  elections. 

Art.  151.  Upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  returns,  or  on  the  fifth  Mon- 
day of  November,  if  the  returns  be  not  sooner  received,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  governor,  the  secretary  of  state,  the  attorney -general,  and 
the  state  treasurer,  in  the  presence  of  all  such  persons  as  may  choose 
to  attend,  to  compare  the  votes  given  at  the  said  poll  for  the  ratification 
and  rejection  of  this  constitution,  and  if  it  shall  appear  from  said  re- 
turns that  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  is  for  ratifying  this  consti- 
tution, then  it  shall  \)e  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  make  proclamation 
of  that  fact,  and  thenceforth  this  constitution  shall  be  ordained  and 
established  as  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Louisiana.  But 
whether  this  constitution  be  accepted  or  rejected,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  governor  to  cause  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  the 
convention  the  result  of  the  polls,  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast 
in  each  parish  for  and  against  the  said  constitution. 

Art.  152.  Should  this  constitution  be  accepted  by  the  people,  it 
shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  forthwith  to  issue  his  proclama- 
tion, declaring  the  present  legislature,  elected  under  the  old  constitu- 
tion, to  be  dissolved,  and  directing  the  several  officers  of  the  State 
authorized  by  law  to  hold  elections  for  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly to  hold  an  election,  at  the  places  designated  by  law,  upon  the 
fourth  Monday  of  December  next,  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  secretary  of  state,  attorney-general, 
treasurer,  and  superintendent  of  public  education ;  and  the  said  elec- 
tion shall  l)e  conducted  and  the  returns  thereof  made  in  conformity 
with  existing  laws  upon  the  subject  of  State  elections. 

Art.  153.  The  general  assembly  elected  under  this  constitution  shall 
convene  at  the  State-house,  in  Baton  Rouge,  upon  the  third  Monday 
of  January  next  after  the  elections,  and  the  governor  and  lieutenant- 

fovernor  elected  at  the  same  time  shall  be  duly  installed  in  office 
uring  the  first  week  of  this  session,  and  before  it  shall  be  competent 
for  the  said  general  assembly  to  proceed  with  the  transaction  of 
business 
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Art.  154.  All  the  publications  herein  ordered  shall  be  made  in  rhe 
official  journal  of  the  convention. 

Akt.  155.  This  constitution  shall  be  published  in  French  and 
English  in  the  official  journal  of  the  convention,  from  the  period  of 
its  adjournment  until  the  first  Tuesday  of  November,  one  thousand 
ei^t  hundred  and  fifty-two.

[A  State  convention,  which  met  at  New  Orleans,  passed  an  ordi- 
nance of  secession  on  the  25th  of  December,  1860,  but  refused,  by  a 
vote  of  84  against  45,  to  submit  it  to  the  ])eople.  In  March,  1861, 
this  convention  amended  the  State  constitution  of  1852  by  inserting 
the  words  "  Confederate  States  "  in  place  of  "  United  States,"  with 
a  few  other  unimportant  changes.  Tnese  amendments  were  not  sub- 
mitted to  the  people.] 


CONSTITITTION  OF  LOTJISIANA— 1864  ♦  « 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  do  ordain  and  establish 
this  constitution : 

Title  I 

EMANCIPATION 

Abticle  1.  Slavery  and  involuntary  servitude,  except  as  a  punish- 
ment for  crime,  whereof  the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted, 
are  hereby  forever  abolished  and  prohibited  througjhout  the  State. 

Art.  2.  The  legislature  shall  maKe  no  law  recognizing  the  right  of 
property  in  man.

DISTRIBUTION    OF   POWERS 

Art.  3.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Ix)uisiana 
shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  and  each  of  them 
shall  be  confined  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to  wit:  Those 
which  are  le^slatiye  to  one,  those  which  are  executive  to  another, 
and  those  which  are  judicial  to  another.

It  was 
Jtubmltted  to  the  people  in  September,  18r>4,  and  ratified  by  a  vote  of  6.S3C 
against  1,566.

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Abt.  4.  No  one  of  these  departments,  nor  any  person  holding  ofnce 
in  one  of  them,  shall  exercise  power  properly  belonging  to  either  of  the 
others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter  expressly  directed  or  per-

Abt.  5.  The  legislative  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  two 
distinct  branches,  the  one  to  be  styled  '*  the  house  of  representatives,'' 
the  other  ''  the  senate,"  and  both  "  the  general  assembly  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana." 

Akt.  6.  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  continue 
in  service  for  the  term  of  two  years  from  the  day  of  the  closing  of 
the  general  elections. 

Art.  7.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in 
November  every  two  years,  and  the  dection  shall  be  completed  in  one 
day.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  annually  on  the  first  Monday 
in  January,  unless  a  different  day  be  appointed  by  law,  and  their 
sessions  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government.  There  shall  also 
be  a  session  of  the  general  assembly  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  he- 

finning  on  the  first  Monday  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
our;  and  it  shall  Ixi  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  cause  a  special 
election  to  be  held  for  members  of  the  general  assembly,  in  all  the 
parishes  where  the  same  may  be  held,  on  the  day  of  the  election 
for  ratification  or  rejection  of  this  constitution,  to  be  valid  in  case 
of  ratification ;  and  in  other  parishes  or  districts  he  shall  cause  elec- 
tions to  be  held  as  soon  as  it  may  become  practicable,  to  fill  the 
vacancies  for  such  parishes  or  districts  in  the  general  assembly.  The 
term  of  office  of  the  first  general  assembly  shall  expire  as  though  its 
members  had  been  elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-three. 

Art.  8.  Every  duly-qualified  elector  imder  this  constitution  shall 
be  eligible  to  a  seat  in  the  general  assembly:  Provided^  That  no  per- 
son shall  be  a  representative  or  senator  unless  he  be,  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  a  duly-qualified  voter  of  the  representative  or  senatorial 
district  from  which  he  is  elected. 

Art.  9.  Elections  for  the  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be 
held  at  the  several  election-precincts  established  by  law. 

Art.  10.  Representation  m  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be 
equal  and  uniform,  and  shall  l)e  regulated  and  ascertained  by  the 
number  of  qualified  electors.  Each  parish  shall  have  at  least  one 
representative.  No  new  parish  shall  be  created  with  a  territory  less 
than  six  hundred  and  twenty-five  square  miles,  nor  with  a  number  of 
electors  less  than  the  full  number  entitling  it  to  a  representative ;  nor 
when  the  creation  of  such  new  parish  would  leave  any  other  parisli 
without  the  said  extent  of  territorv  and  number  of  electors.  The 
first  enumeration  by  the  State  authorities,  under  this  constitution, 
shall  be  made  in  the  year  eighteen  lumdred  and  sixty-six;  the  second 
in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy;  the  third  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six;  after  w^hich  time  the  general 
assembly  shall  direct  in  what  manner  the  census  shall  be  taken,  so  that 
it  be  made  at  least  once  in  everv  period  of  ten  years  for  the  purpose 
of  ascertaining  the  total  population,  and  the" number  of  qualified

electors  in  each  parish  and  election-district ;  and  in  case  of  informal- 
ity, omission,  or  error  in  the  census-returns  from  any  district,  the 
le^slature  shall  order  a  new  census  taken  in  such  parish  or  election- 
(li.strict. 

Art.  11,  At  the  first  session  of  the  legislature  after  the  making  of 
each  enumeration,  the  legislature  shall  apportion  the  representation 
amon^t  the  several  parishes  and  election-districts  on  the  basis  of 
(jualined  electors,  as  aforesaid.  A  representative  number  shall  be 
iLxed,  and  each  parish  and  election-district  shall  have  as  many  repre- 
sentatives as  the  aggregate  number  of  its  electors  will  entitle  it  to, 
and  an  additional  representative  for  any  fraction  exceeding  one-hali 
the  representative  number.  The  number  of  representatives  shall  not 
l»e  more  than  one  hundred  and  twenty,  nor  less  than  ninety.

The  parishes  of  Washington,  Saint  Tammany,  Saint  Helena,  and 
Livingston  shall  form  one  district,  and  shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  parishes  of  Concordia  and  Tensas  shall  form  one  district,  and 
shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  parishes  of  Madison  and  Carroll  shall  form  one  district,  and 
shall  elect  one  senator. 

The  parishes  .of  Morehouse,  Ouachita,  Union,  and  Jackson  shall 
foiTn  one  district,  and  shall  elect  two  senators. 

The  parishes  of  Catahoula,  Caldwell,  and  Franklin  shall  form  one 
district,  and  shall  elect  one  senator.

^receding  the  election,  and  the  last  three  months  thereof  in  the  parish 

n  which  he  offers  to  vote,  and  who  shall  be  a  citizen  of  the  United 

States,  shall  have  the  right  of  voting. 

Art.  15.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  pass  laws  extending 
suffrage  to  such  other  persons,  citizens  of  the  United  States,  as  by 
military  service,  by  taxation  to  support  the  government,  or  by  intel- 
lectual fitness,  may  be  deemed  entitled  thereto. 

Art.  16.  No  voter,  on  removing  from  one  parish  to  another  within 
the  State,  shall  lose  the  right  of  voting  in  the  former  until  he  shall 
have  acquired  it  in  the  latter.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases,  except  trea- 
son, felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during 
their  attendance  at,  going  to,  or  returning  from  elections. 

Art.  17.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  that  the  names  and 
residence  of  all  qualified  electors  shall  be  registered  in  order  to  entitle 
them  to  vote ;  but  the  registry  shall  be  free  of  cost  to  the  elector. 

Art.  18.  No  pauper,  no  person  under  interdiction,  nor  under  con- 
viction of  any  crime  punishable  with  hard  labor,  shall  be  entitled  to 
vote  at  any  election  in  this  State. 

Art.  19.'  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held  in 
this  State  except  in  the  parish  of  his  residence,  and,  in  cities  and  towns 
divided  into  election-precincts,  in  the  election-precinct  in  which  he 
resides. 

Art.  20.  The  members  of  the  Senate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  term  of 
four  5'ears.  The  senate,  w^hen  assembled,  shall  have  the  power  to 
choose  its  own  officers. 

Art.  21.  The  legislature,  in  every  year  in  which  they  apportion 
representation  in  the  house  of  representatives,  shall  divide  the  State 
into  senatorial  districts. 

Art.  22.  No  parish  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  senatorial 
district,  the  parish  of  Orleans  excepted.  And  whenever  a  new  parish 
shall  be  created,  it  shall  be  attached  to  the  senatorial  district  from 
which  most  of  its  territory  was  taken,  or  to  another  contiguous  dis- 
trict, at  the  discretion  of  the  legislature,  but  shall  not  be  attached  to 
more  than  one  district.  The  niimlx»r  of  senators  shall  be  thirty-six; 
and  they  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  senatorial  districts  according 
to  the  electoral  population  contained  in  the  several  districts;  Pi^o- 
mdedy  That  no  parish  be  entitled  to  more  than  nine  senators. 

Art.  23,  In  all  apportionmentis  of  the  senate,  the  electoral  popula- 
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tion  of  the  whole  State  shall  be  divided  by  the  number  thirty-six,  and 
the  result  produced  by  this  division  shall  be  the  senatorial  ratio  enti- 
tling; a  senatorial  district  to  a  senator.  Single  or  contiguous  parishes 
shall  be  formed  into  districts,  having  a  population  the  nearest  possi- 
ble to  the  number  entitling  a  district  to  a  senator;  and  if  the  appor- 
tionment to  make  a  parish  or  district  fall  short  of  or  exceed  the  ratio, 
then  a  district  may  be  formed  having  not  more  than  two  senators,  but 
not  otherwise.  Xo  new  apportionment  shall  have  the  effect  of  abridg- 
ing the  term  of  service  of  any  senator  already  elected  at  the  time  of 
making  the  apportionment.  After  an  enumeration  has  been  made, 
as  directed  in  the  tenth  article,  the  legislature  shall  not  pass  any  law 
until  an  apportionment  of  representation  in  both  houses  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  be  made. 

Art.  24.  At  the  first  session  of  the  ffeneral  assembly,  after  this  con- 
stitution takes  effect,  the  senators  shall  l)e  equally  divided  by  lot  into 
two  classes;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  l>e  vacated 
at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  first  house  of  representatives:  of 
the  second  class,  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  second  houhe  of 
representatives;  so  that  one-half  shall  be  chosen  every  two  years, 
and  a  rotation  thereby  kept  up  perpetually.  In  case  any  district  shall 
have  elected  two  or  more  senatoi-s,  said  senators  shall  vacate  their 
seats  respectively  at  the  end  of  the  term  aforesaid,  and  lots  shall  l>e 
drawn  between  them. 

Art.  25.  The  first  election  for  senators  shall  be  held  at  the  sann' 
time  that  the  election  for  representatives  is  held ;  and  thereafter  then* 
shall  be  elections  of  senators  at  the  same  time  with  each  general  elec- 
tion of  representatives,  to  fill  the  places  of  those  senators  whose  term 
of  service  may  have  expired. 

Art.  26.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of 
the  general  assembly  shall  form  a  quorum  to  do  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  be  authorized 
by  law  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  meml)ers. 

Art.  27.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualifications,  elections,  and  return  of  its  members;  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  a  manner  as  shall  l>e  directed 
by  law. 

Art.  28.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  mav  determine  the 
rulas  of  its  proceeding,  punish  a  meml)er  for  disorderfy  behavior,  and, 
with  a  concurrence  of  two  thirds,  expel  a  member;  but  not  a  second 
time  for  the  same  offence. 

Art.  29.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  keep  and  publish 
weekly  a  journal  of  its  proceedings;  and  the  veas  and  nays  of  the 
memlx^rs  on  any  question  shall,  at  the  desire  or  any  two  of  them,  be 
entered  on  the  journal. 

Art.  30.  Each  house  may  ])unish,  by  imprisonment,  any  pei'son. 
not  a  member,  for  disrespectful  and  disorderly  behavior  in  its  pres- 
ence, or  for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings.  Such  imprisonment 
shall  not  exceed  ten  days  for  any  one  offence. 

Art.  31.  Neither  house,  during  the  sessions  of  the  general  assembly, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  they  may  be  sitting. 

Art.  32.  The  membei>4  of  tlie  general  assembly  shall  receive  fiom 
the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services,  which  shall  he 
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«nght  dollars  per  day  during  their  attendance,  going  to,  and  returning 
from  the  sessions  of  their  respective  houses.  The  compensation  may 
t*  increased  or  diminished  by  law,  but  no  alteration  shall  take  effect 
during  the  period  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  house  of  repre- 
^ntatives  by  whom  such  alteration  shall  have  been  made.  No  session 
-hall  extend  to  a  period  beyond  sixty  days,  to  date  from  its  com- 
mencement, and  any  lefi:islative  action  had  after  the  expiration  of  the 
said  sixty  days  shall  oe  null  and  void.  This  provision  shall  not 
apply  to  the  first  legislature  which  is  to  convene  after  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution. 

Art.  33.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall,  in  all  cases, 
<^xcept  treason,  felony,  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective  houses,  and 
jroing  to  or  returning  from  the  same ;  and  for  any  speech  or  debate 
in  either  house  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Art  34.  No  senator  or  representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  l)e  appointed  to  any 
civil  office  of  profit  under  this  Stale,  which  shall  have  oeen  created,  or 
the  emoluments  of  which  shall  have  been  increased,  during  the  time 
such  senator  or  representative  was  in  office,  except  to  such  offices  as 
may  be  filled  by  the  election  of  the  people. 

Art.  35.  No  person  who  at  any  time  may  have  been  a  collector  of 
tax»5,  whether  State,  parish,  or  municipal,  or  who  may  have  been 
otherwise  intrusted  witli  public  money,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  general 
assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  State  govern- 
ment, until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  discharge  for  the  amount  of  such 
collections,  and  for  all  public  moneys  with  which  he  may  have  been 
intrusted. 

Art.  36.  No  person  while  he  continues  to  exercise  the  functions  of  a 
clergyman  of  any  religious  denomination  whatever  shall  be  eligible  to 
the  general  assembly. 

Art.  37.  No  bill  snail  have  the  force  of  a  law  until,  on  three  several 
days,  it  be  read  over  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  fre(» 
discussion  allowed  thereon;  unless,  in  case  of  urgency,  four-fifths  of 
the  house  where  the  bill  shall  be  pending  may  deem  it  expedient  to 
disf^ense  with  this  rule. 

Art.  88.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  houfcc 
of  representatives;  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in 
other  bills:  Provided^  They  shall  not  introduce  any  new  matter, 
under  the  color  of  an  amendment,  which  does  not  relate  to  raising 
revenue. 

Art.  39.  The  general  assembly  shall  regulate,  bv  law,  by  whom, 
and  in  what  manner,  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the 
vacancies  which  may  happen  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Art.  40.  The  senate  shall  vote  on  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of 
the  officers  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
^nt  of  the  senate,  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the  names  of  the  senators 
voting  for  and  against  the  appointments,  respectively,  shall  be  entered 
on  a  journal  to  be  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  made  public  at  the  end 
of  each  session,  or  l)efore. 

Art.  41.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  members  of  the  general  asseiu- 
bly  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

Art.  42.  Tn  the  year  in  which  a  regular  election  for  a  Senator  of 
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the  United  States  is  to  take  place,  the  members  of  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  meet  in  the  hall  of  tne  house  of  representatives  on  the  second 
Aionday  following  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  and  proceed  to  said 
election. 

Title  IV 

EXECUTIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Art.  48.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  governor  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana.  He  shall  hold  his  office  during  the  term  of  four  years, 
and,  together  with  the  lieutenant-governor  chosen  for  the  same  term, 
be  elected  as  follows:  The  qualified  electors  for  representatives  shall 
vote  for  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  at  the  time  and  place  of 
voting  for  representatives;  the  returns  of  every  election  shall  Ix* 
sealed  up  and  transmitted  by  the  proper  returning-officer  to  the  secre- 
tary of  state,  who  shall  deliver  them  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
representative.-;  on  the  second  day  of  the  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly then  to  be  holden.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall 
meet  in  the  house  of  representatives  to  examine  and  count  the  votes. 
The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  governor  shall 
l^e  declared  duly  elected;  but  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  equal 
and  the  highest  in  the  numl)er  of  votes  polled  for  governor,  one  of 
them  shall  immediately  be  chosen  governor  by  joint  vote  of  the  mem- 
hevH  of  the  general  assembly.  The  person  having  the  greatest  numl>or 
of  votes  polled  for  lieutenant-governor  shall  1^  lieutenant-governor: 
but  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  equal  and  highe^st  in  the  number 
of  votes  polled  for  lieutenant-governor,  one  of  them  shall  be  imme- 
diately chosen  lieutenant-governor  by  joint  vote  of  the  members  of 
the  gt^neral  assembly. 

Art.  44.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or 
lieutenant-governor  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty-five 
years,  and  l>een  a  citizen  and  resident  within  the  State  for  the  perioil 
of  five  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Art.  45.  The  governor  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties  on 
the  second  Mondav  of  January  next  ensuing  election,  and  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  until  the  Monday  next  succeeaing  the  day  that  his  suc- 
cessor shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  shall  have  taken  the  oath 
or  affirmation  required  by  the  constitution. 

Art.  40.  No  memlwr  of  Congress,  minister  of  any  religious  denomi- 
nation, or  any  person  holding  office  under  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or  lieutenant-governor. 

Art.  47.  In  case  of  impeachment  of  the  governor,  his  removal  from 
office,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  resignation,  or  absence 
from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon 
the  lieutenant-governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  the  gov- 
ernor, absent  or  impeached,  shall  return  or  \ye  acquitted.  The  legis- 
lature may  provide  by  law  for  the  case  of  removal,  impeachment, 
death,  resignation,  disability,  or  refusal  to  qualify,  of  both  the  gov- 
ernor and  the  lieutenant-governor,  declaring  what  officer  shall  act  as 
governor,  and  snch  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the  disabilitv 
be  removed,  or  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Art.  48.  The  lieutenant-governor,  or  officer  discharging  the  duties 
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of  governor,  shall,  during  his  administration,  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation to  which  the  governor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he 
continued  in  office. 

Art.  49.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
president  of  the  senate,  but  shall  have  only  a  casting  vote  therein. 
\Vhenever  he  shall  administer  the  government,  or  shall  be  unable  to 
attend  as  president  of  the  senate,  the  senators  shall  elect  (me  of  their 
own  members  as  president  of  the  senate  for  the  time  being. 

Art.  50.  The  governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  a  compensa- 
tion of  eight  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly  on  his 
own  warrant. 

Art.  51.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
salary  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  quarterly. 

Art.  .52.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  all 
offences  against  the  State,  and,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall, 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  have  power  to  grant  pardons,  remit 
fines  and  forfeitures,  after  conviction.  In  ca.ses  of  treason  he  may 
fl^ant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general 
assembly,  in  which  the  power  of  pardoning  shall  be  vested. 

Art.  53.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of  this 
State,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  thfe  service  of  the  United 
States. 

Art.  54.  He  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
spnt  of  the  senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established 
by  the  constitution,  ana  whose  appointments  ar^  not  herein  otherwise 
provided  for:  Pro  Med,  however^  That  the  legislature  shall  have  a 
right  to  prescril)e  the  mode  of  appointment  to  all  other  offices  estab- 
lished by  law. 

Art.  55.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commissions 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  thereoi,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  constitution;  but  no  person  who  has  been 
nominated  for  office  and  rejected  by  the  senate  shall  l)e  appointed  to 
the  same  office  during  the  recess  of  the  senate. 

Art.  56.  He  may  require  information,  in  writing,  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  department  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices. 

Art.  57.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  to  the  general  assembly 
information  respecting  the  situation  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  may  be  deemed  expedient. 

Art.  58.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  (»onvene  the  general 
assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place  if  that 
should  nave  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy,  or  from  epidemic; 
and,  in  case  of  disagreement  l)etween  the  two  housi^s  as  to  the  time 
of  adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  may  think 
proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

Art.  59.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Art.  60.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor;  if  he  approves,  he  shall  sign  it,  if  not, 
he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house  in  which  it  origi- 
nate<l,  wliich  shall  enter  the  oojections  at  large  upon  its  journal,  and 
jiro<-eed  to  consider  it ;  if  after  such  ccmsideration  two-thirds  of  all 
the  members  elected  to  that  house  shall  agree  to  j)ass  the  bill,  it  shall 
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l)e  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by  which  it  shall  be 
likewise  considered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  members 
elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  be  a  law ;  but  in  such  cases  the  vote  of 
lx)th  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of 
the  meml)ers  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall  not  be  returned 
by  the  governor  within  ten  days  (Sundays  excej)ted)  after  it  shall 
have  lH»en  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it ;  unless  the  general  assembly,  by  adjournment,  prevent 
its  return. 

Art.  f)l.  Eveiy  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment, 
shall  l>e  presented  to  the  governor,  and  before  it  shall  take  effect  be 
approve(i  by  him,  or,  l)eing  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  ()ii.  There  shall  be  a  secretarv  of  state,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  during  the  term  for  which  the  governor  shall  have  been  elected. 
The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  in  the  office  of 
the  secretary ;  he  shall  keep  a  fair  register  oi  the  official  acts  and  pro- 
ceediiigs  of  the  governor,  and,  when  necessary,  shall  attest  them;  he 
shall,  when  required,  lay  the  said  register,  and  all  papers,  minutes, 
and  vouchers  relative  to  his  office,  l)etore  either  house  of  the  general 
assemblv,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined 
on  him  by  law. 

Art.  03.  There  shijl  l)e  a  treasurer  of  the  State,  and  an  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  during  the 
term  of  four  years. 

Art.  ()4.  The  secretary  of  state,  treasurer  of  state,  and  auditor  of 
public  accounts  shall  Ik*  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State: 
and  in  case  of  any  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation,  death,  or  absence 
of  the  secretary,  treasurer,  or  auditor,  the  governor  shall  order  an 
election  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Art.  C)").  The  s(»cretary  of  state,  the  treasurer,  and  the  auditor  shall 
receive  a  salarv  of  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  each. 

Art.  06.  All  commissions  shall  he  in  the  name  and  bv  the  authoritv 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal  and 
signe<l  by  the  governor. 

Art.  07.  All  able-bodied  men  in  the  State  shall  be  armed  and  dis- 
ciplined for  its  defence. 

Art.  ()8.  The  militia  of  the  State  shall  be  organized  in  such  man- 
ner as  may  be  hereafter  deemed  most  expedient  by  the  legislature. 

Titlk  V 

,1  rDlCIAUV    DKr.VRTM  KXT 

Art.  01).  The  judiciary  power  shall  Ik*  vested  in  a  supreme  court, 
in  such  inferior  courts  as  the  legislature  may,  from  time  to  time, 
order  and  establish,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace. 

Art.  70.  The  supreme  court,  except  in  cases  hereafter  provided, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only;  which  jurisdiction  shall  extend 
to  all  cases  when  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  exceed  three  Tiundred 
dollars;  to  all  cases  in  which  the  constitutionality  or  legality  of  any 
tax,  toll,  or  impost  whatscnn-er,  or  of  any  fine,  forfeiture,  or  penalty 
imposed  by  a  municipal  corporation,  shall  be  in  contestation;  and  to 
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all  criminal  cases  on  questions  of  law  alone  whenever  the  offence 
charged  is  punishable  with  death  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  or 
when  a  fine  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  is  actually  imposed. 

Art.  71.  Tlie  supreme  court  shall  be  composed  of  one  chief  justice 
and  four  associate  justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  chief  justice  shall  receive  a  salary  of  seven  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,  and  each  of  the  associate  justices  a  salary  of 
^ven  thousand  dollars,  annually,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
The  court  shall  appoint  its  own  clerks. 

Art.  72.  The  supreme  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  New  Orleans, 
from  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November  to  the  end  of  the 
month  of  June,  inclusive.  The  legislature  shall  have  the  power  to 
!lx  the  sessions  elsewhere  during  the  rest  of  the  year;  until  otherwise 
provided,  the  sessions  shall  be  held  as  heitofore. 

Art.  73.  The  supreme  court,  and  each  of  the  judges  thereof,  shall 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus^  at  the  instance  of  all  per- 
sons m  actual  custody  under  process,  in  all  cases  in  which  they  may 
have  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Art.  74.  No  judgment  shall  Ije  rendered  by  the  supreme  court  with- 
out the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the  judges  comprising  the  court. 
Whenever  the  majority  cannot  agree,  in  consequence  of  the  recusa- 
tion of  any  member  of  the  court,  the  judges  not  recused  shall  have 
power  to  call  upon  any  judge  or  judges  of  the  inferior  courts,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be,  when  so  called  upon,  to  sit  in  the  place  of  the  judge 
of  judges  recused,  and  to  aid  in  determining  the  case. 

Art.  75.  All  judges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  l3e 
"The  State  of  Louisiana.'"  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in 
the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  conclude 
"  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Art.  7G.  The  judges  of  all  courts  within  the  State  shall,  as  often  as 
it  may  be  advisable  so  to  do,  in  every  definite  judgment,  refer  to  the 
particular  law  in  virtue  of  which  such  judgment  may  be  rendered, 
and  in  all  cases  adduce  the  reasons  on  which  their  judgment  is 
founded. 

Art.  77.  The  judges  of  all  courts  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment; 
but  for  any  reasonable  cause,  which  shall  not  Ik>  sufficient  ground  for 
imj)eachment,  the  governor  shall  remove  any  of  them,  on  the  address 
of  a  majority  of  tne  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the  general 
assemblv.  In  every  such  case  the  cause  or  causes  for  which  such 
reniovaf  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at  length  in  the  address, 
and  insertecf  in  the  journal  of  each  house. 

Art.  78.  The  judges  both  of  the  supreme  and  inferior  courts  shall 
receive  a  salary  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during  their  contin- 
uance in  office;  and  they  are  prohibited  from  receiving  any  fees  of 
office  or  other  compensation  than  their  salaries  for  any  civil  duties 
performed  by  them. 

Art.  79,  The  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  for  a  term 
of  eight  years;  the  judges  of  the  inferior  courts  for  a  term  of  six 
years. 

Art.  80.  The  clerks  of  the  inferior  courts  shall  be  elected  by  Ihe 
qualified  voters  of  their  several  districts,  and  shall  hold  their  offices 
during  a  term  of  four  years. 
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Art.  81.  The  legislating  shall  have  power  to  vest  in  clerks  of  courts 
authority  to  grant  sudi  orders  and  do  such  acts  as  may  Ik*  deeniefl 
necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  administration  of  justice,  and  in 
all  cases  the  powers  thus  granted  shall  be  specified  and  determined. 

Art.  82.  The  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  not  exceed, 
in  civil  cases,  the  sum  of  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest, 
subject  to  appeal  in  such  cases  as  shall  be  i)rovided  for  by  law.  They 
shall  l)e  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  oi  their  several  districts,  and 
shall  hold  their  office  during  a  term  of  two  years.  They  shall  have 
such  criminal  jurisdiction  as  shall  be  provided  by  law. 

Art.  83.  There  shall  be  an  attorney-general  for  the  State,  and  as 
many  district  attorneys  as  the  legislature  shall  find  necessary.  The 
attorney-general  shall  be  elected  every  four  years  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  State.  lie  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  payable,  on  his  own  warrant,  quarterly.  The  district 
attorneys  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  their  respective 
districts,  for  a  term  of  four  years.  They  shall  receive  such  salaries 
as  shall  be  provided  by  the  legislature. 

Art.  84.  A  sheriff  and  a  coroner  shall  be  elected  in  each  parish  by 
the  qualified  voters  thereof,  w^ho  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term 
of  two  years.  The  legislature  shall  have  the  ix)wer  to  increase  the 
number  of  sheriffs  in  any  parish.  Should  a  vacancv  occur  in  either 
of  these  offices  subsequent  to  an  election,  it  shall  be  filled  by  the  gov- 
ernor, and  the  person  so  appointed  shall  continue  in  office  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  ana  qualified. 

T1T1.K  VI 

IMPEACHMENT 

Art.  85.  The  power  of  imjjeachment  shall  l)e  vested  in  the  house  of 
representatives. 

Art.  80.  Impeachments  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-ravemor,  attor- 
ney-general, secretary  of  state,  state  treasurer,  auditor  of  public 
accounts,  and  the  judges  of  the  inferior  courts,  justices  of  the  peace 
excepted,  shall  be  tried  by  the  senate;  the  chief  justice  of  the  supreme 
court,  or  the  senior  judge  thereof,  shall  preside  during  the  trial  of 
such  impeachment.  Impeachments  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme 
court  shall  be  tried  by  tne  senate.  When  sitting  as  a  court  of  im- 
peachment, the  senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or  affirmation,  and  no  per- 
son shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  a  majority  of  the 
senators  elected. 

Art.  87.  Judgnients  in  case  of  impeachment  shall  extend  only  to 
removal  from  office;  and  disqualification  from  holding  any  office  of 
honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  State ;  but  the  convicted  parties  shall, 
nevertheless,  be  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Art.  88.  All  officers  against  w'hom  articles  of  impeachment  may  be 
preferred  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  their  functions 
during  the  pendency  of  such  impeachment;  the  appointing  power 
may  make  a  provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended  officer 
until  the  decision  of  the  impeachment. 

Art.  89.  Tlie  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial,  punish- 
ment, and  removal  from  office  of  all  other  officers  of  the  State  by 
indictment  or  otherwise. 
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Title  VII 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

Art.  90.  Members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  all  officers,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation: 

"  I  [A.  B.]  do  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  that 
I  will  faithfully  and  impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties 

incumbent  on  me  as ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and 

understanding:  so  help  me  God." 

Art.  91.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying  war 
a^inst  it,  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  comfort. 
No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  imless  on  the  testimony  of  two 
witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  his  own  confession  in  open  court. 

Art.  92.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  declare  the  punish- 
ment of  treason,  but  no  attainder  of  treason  shall  work  corruption  of 
blood  or  forfeiture,  except  during  the  life  of  the  person  attainted. 

Art.  93.  Every  person  shall  be  disqualified  from  holding  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State,  and  shall  be  excluded  from  the  right 
of  suffrage,  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  treason,  perjury,  forgery, 
bribery,  or  other  high  crimes  or  misdemeanors. 

Art.  94.  All  penalties  shall  be  proportioned  to  the  nature  of  the 
offence. 

Art.  95.  The  privilege  of  free  suffrage  shall  be  supported  by  laws 
regulating  elections,  and  prohibiting,  under  adequate  penalties,  all 
undue  influence  thereon  from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  or  other  im- 
proper practice. 

Art.  96.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  pur- 
suance of  specific  appropriation  made  by  law ;  nor  shall  any  appropri- 
ation of  money  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years.  A  regular 
statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public 
moneys  shall  be  published  annually,  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Art.  97.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  such 
laws  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  decide  differences  by  arbi- 
tration. 

Art.  98.  All  civil  officers  for  the  State  at  large  shall  be  voters  of 
and  reside  within  the  State;  and  all  district  or  parish  officers  shall  be 
voters  of  and  reside  within  their  respective  districts  or  parishes,  and 
shall  keep  their  offices  at  such  places  therein  as  may  be  required  by 
law. 

Art.  99.  All  civil  officers  shall  be  removable  by  an  address  of  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  to  both  houses,  except  those  the  re- 
moval of  whom  has  been  otherwise  provided  by  this  constitution. 

Art.  100.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by 
ballot;  and  in  all  elections  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives, 
jointly  or  separately,  the  vote  shall  be  given  viva  voce. 

Art.  101.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  person  holding  or  exercising 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  ITnited  States,  or  under  any 
foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the  general  assembly, 
or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  State. 
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Art.  102.  None  but  citizens  of  the  United  Staters  shall  be  appointed 
to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State. 

Art.  103,  The  laws,  public  records,  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  of  the  State  shall  be  promulgated,  preserved,  and 
conducted  in  the  language  in  which  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  is  written. 

Art.  104.  No  power  of  suspending  the  laws  of  the  State  shall  l>e 
exercised,  unless  by  the  legislature  or  bv  its  authority. 

Art.  105.  Prosecutions  shall  be  by  indictment  or  information.  The 
accused  shall  have  a  speedy  public  trial  l:>v  an  impartial  jury  of  the 

Earish  in  which  the  offence  shall  have  been  committed.  He  shall  not 
e  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself;  he  shall  have  the  right 
of  being  heard,  by  himself  or  counsel ;  he  shall  have  the  right  of  meet- 
ing the  witnesses  face  to  face,  and  shall  have  compulsory  process  for 
obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor.  He  shall  not  be  twice  put  in  jeop- 
ardy for  the  same  offence. 

Art.  106.  All  persons  shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  unless 
for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption  great, 
or  unless  after  conviction  for  any  offence  or  crime  punishable  with 
death  or  impriscmment  at  hard  labor.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of 
habeas  corpus  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  when,  in  cases  of  rebel- 
lion or  invasion,  the  public  safety  mav  require  it. 

Art.  107.  Excessive  bail  shall  notice  required; ^excessive  fines  shall 
not  be  imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishments  inflicted. 

Art.  108.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers,  and  effects  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures 
shall  not  be  violated,  and  no  warrants  shall  issue  but  upon  probable 
cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing 
the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  person  or  thing  to  be  seized. 

Art.  109.  No  ex  post  facto  or  retroactive  law,  nor  any  law  impair- 
ing the  obligations  of  contracts,  shall  be  passed,  nor  vested  rights  be 
divested,  unless  for  purposes  of  public  utility  and  for  adequate  com- 
pensation previously  made. 

Art.  110.  All  courts  shall  be  open ;  and  every  person,  for  any  injury 
done  him,  in  his  lands,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  remedy 
by  due  course  of  law,  and  right  and  justice  administered  without 
denial  or  unreasonable  delay. 

Art.  111.  The  press  shall  be  free;  every  citizen  maj  freely  speak, 
write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible 
for  an  abuse  of  this  liberty. 

Art.  112.  The  legislature  shall  not  have  power  to  grant  aid  to  com- 
panies or  associations  of  individauls,  except  to  charitable  associations, 
and  to  such  companies  of  associations  as  are  and  shall  be  formed  for 
the  exclusive  purpose  of  making  works  of  internal  improvement, 
wholly  or  partially  within  the  State,  to  the  extent  only  of  one-fifth 
of  the  capital  of  such  companies,  by  subscription  of  stock  or  loan  in 
money  or  public  bonds;  but  any  aid  thus  granted  shall  be  paid  to  the 
company  only  in  the  same  proportion  as  u\e  remainder  of  the  capital 
shall  be  actually  paid  in  by  the  stockholders  of  the  company;  and, 
in  case  of  loan,  such  adequate  security  shall  be  required  as  to  the  leg- 
islature may  seem  proper.  No  corporation  or  individual  association, 
receiving  the  aid  of  the  State  as  herein  provided,  shall  possess  bank- 
ing or  discounting  privileges. 
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Art.  113.  No  liability  shall  Ije  contracted  bv  the  State  as  above 
mentioned,  unless  the  same  be  authorized  by  some  law  for  some  single 
uhjei't  or  work,  to  In?  distinctly  specified  therein,  which  shall  he  passed 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  of  the  general 
assembly,  and  the  aggregate  amount  of  debts  and  liabilities  incurred 
under  this  and  the  preceding  article  shall  never,  at  any  time,  exceed 
eight  millions  of  dollars. 

Art.  114.  AVlienever  the  legislature  shall  contract  a  debt  exceeding 
ill  amount  the  sum  of  on^*  hundred  thousand  dollars,  unless  in  case  of 
war,  to  repel  invasion,  or  suppress  insurrection,  they  shall,  in  the  law 
creating  the  debt,  provide  adequate  ways  and  means  for  the  payment 
of  the  current  interest  and  of  the  principal  when  the  same  shall 
Ijecome  due.  And  the  said  law  shall  be  irrepealable  until  principal 
and  interest  are  fully  paid  and  discharged,  or  unless  the  repealing  law 
contains  some  other  adequate  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  prin- 
cipal and  interest  of  the  debt. 

Art.  115.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  all  change  of 
venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Art.  116.  The  legislature  shall  have  the  power  to  license  the  selling 
of  lottery-tickets  and  the  keeping  of  gambling-houses;  said  houses 
in  all  cases  shall  be  on  the  first  floor  and  kept  with  open  doors;  but 
in  all  cases  not  less  than  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum  shall  be 
levied  as  a  license  or  tax  on  each  vendor  of  lottery-tickets  and  on  each 
gambling-house,  and  five  hundred  dollars  on  each  tombola. 

Art.  117.  The  legislature  may  enact  general  laws  regulating  the 
acloption  of  children,  emancipation  of  minors,  changing  of  names,  and 
the  granting  of  divorces;  but  no  special  laws  shall  he  enacted  relating 
to  particular  or  individual  cases. 

Art.  118.  Every  law  enacted  by  the  legislature  shall  embrace  but 
one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Art.  119.  No  law  shall  be  revived  or  amended  by  reference  to  its 
title;  but  in  such  case  the  act  revived  or  section  amended  shall  be 
reenacted  and  published  at  length. 

Art.  120.  The  legislature  shall  never  adopt  any  system  or  code  of 
laws  bv  general  reierence  to  such  system  or  code  oi  laws,  but  in  all 
cases  shall  specify  the  several  provisions  of  the  laws  it  may  enact. 

Art.  121.  Corporations  shall  not  l>e  created  in  this  State  by  special 
laws  except  for  political  or  municipal  purposes;  but  the  legislature 
>hall  provide  l)y  general  law  for  the  organization  of  all  other  cor- 
l)orations,  except  corporations  with  banking  or  discounting  privileges, 
the  creation,  renewal,  or  extension  of  which  is  hereby  ])rohibited. 

Art.  122.  In  case  of  the  insolvency  of  any  bank  or  banking  associa- 
tion, the  bill-holders  thereof  shall  Ix^  entitled  to  preference  in  pay- 
ment over  all  other  creditors  of  such  bank  or  association. 

Art.  123.  No  person  shall  hold  or  exercise  at  the  same  time  more 
than  one  civil  office  of  trust  or  profit,  except  that  of  justice  of  the 
r>eace. 

Art.  124.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the 
^^tate.  All  property  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be 
a>certained  as  directed  by  law.  The  general  assembly  shall  have 
power  to  exempt  from  taxation  property  actually  used  for  church, 
^•hool,  or  charitable  purposes.  The  general  assembly  shall  levy  an 
income-tax  upon  all  persons  pursuing  any  occupation,  trade,  or  call- 
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ing,  and  all  such  pei^sons  shall  obtain  a  lioense,  as  provided  by  law. 
All  tax  on  income  shall  be  pro  rata  on  the  amount  of  income  or  busi- 
ness done. 

Art.  125.  The  legislature  may  provide  by  law  in  what  case  officers 
shall  continue  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  offices  until  their  succes- 
sors shall  have  been  inducted  into  office. 

Art.  126.  The  le^slature  shall  have  power  to  extend  this  constitu- 
tion and  the  jurisdiction  of  this  State  over  any  territory  acquired  by 
compact  with  any  State,  or  with  the  United  States,  the  same  being 
done  by  consent  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  127.  None  of  the  lands  granted  by  Congress  to  the  State  of 
Louisiana  for  aiding  in  constructing  the  necessary  levees  and  drains 
to  reclaim  the  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  of  the  State,  shall  be 
diverted  from  the  purposes  for  which  they  were  granted. 

Art.  128.  The  legislature  shall  pass  no  law  excluding  citizens  of 
this  State  from  office  for  not  being  conversant  with  any  language 
except  that  in  which  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  is  written. 

Art.  129.  No  liability,  either  State,  parochial,  or  municipal,  shall 
exist  for  any  debts  contracted  for  or  in  the  interest  of  the  rebellion 
against  the  United  States  Government. 

Art.  130.  The  seat  of  government  shall  be  and  remain  at  New 
Orleans,  and  shall  not  be  removed  without  the  consent  of  a  majority 
of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  131.  The  legislature  may  determine  the  mode  of  filling  vacan- 
cies in  all  offices  for  which  provision  is  not  made  in  this  constitution. 

Art.  132.  The  legislature  shall  pass  no  law  requiring  a  property 
qualification  for  office. 

Title  VIII 

CORPORATION    OF   THE   CITY   OF   NEW   ORLEANS 

Art.  133.  The  citizens  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  shall  have  the 
right  of  appointing  the  several  public  officers  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration of  the  police  of  said  city,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of  elections 
which  shall  be  prescribed  by  the  legislature :  Provided^  That  the 
mayor  and  recorders  shall  be  ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the  gjeneral  assem- 
bly; and  the  mayor  and  recorders  shall  be  commissioned  by  the 
governor  as  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  legislature  may  vest  in  them 
such  criminal  jurisdiction  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  punishment  of 
minor  offences  and  as  the  police  and  good  of  said  city  may  require. 

The  citv  of  New  Orleans  shall  maintain  a  police  which  shall  be 
uniformed  with  distinction  of  grade,  to  consist  of  permanent  citizens 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  to  be  selected  by  the  mavor  of  the  citv,  and 
to  hold  office  during  good  behavior,  and  removable  only  by  a  police 
commission  composed  of  five  citizens,  and  the  mayor,  who  shall  he 
president  of  the  Doard.  The  commission  to  be  appointed  by  the  gov- 
ernor of  the  State  for  the  term  of  two  years,  at  a  salary  of  not  less 
than  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
remove  for  delinquencies.  Members  of  the  police  when  rehioved 
shall  not  again  be  eligible  to  any  position  on  the  police  for  a  term 
of  one  year. 

Interfering  or  meddling  in  elections  in  any  manner  will  be  a  suffi- 
cient cause  for  instant  dismissal  from  the  police  by  the  board. . 

The  chief  of  the  police  shall  give  a  penal  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars;    lieutenants  oi  police,  five  thousand  dollars;   ser- 
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^'eants  and  clerks,  each  three  thousand  dollars;  corporals,  two  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  privates  one  thousand  dollars;  with  good  and 
solvent  security,  as  the  law  directs,  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
their  duties. 

The  various  officers  shall  receive  a  salary  of  not  less  than  the  fol- 
lowing rates: 

The  chief  of  police,  $250  per  month ;  the  lieutenants  of  police,  $150 
j)er  month;  the  sergeants  of  police,  $100  per  month;  the  clerks  of 
police,  $100  per  month ;  the  corporals  of  police,  $90  i^er  month ;  the 
privates,  (day  and  night,)  each,  $80  per  month. 

Title  IX 

LABOR   ON    PUBLICO    WORKS 

Art.  134.  The  legislature  may  establish  the  price  and  pay  of  fore- 
men, mechanics,  laborers,  and  others  employed  on  the  public  works  of 
the  State  or  parochial  or  city  governments:  Provided^  That  the  com- 
f)ensation  to  be  paid  all  foremen,  mechanics,  cartmen,  and  laborers 
employed  on  the  public  works,  under  the  government  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  police-juries  of  the  various 
parishes  of  the  State,  shall  not  be  less  than  as  follows,  viz :  Foremen, 
S3.50  per  day;  mechanics,  $3  j)er  day;  cartmen,  $3.50  per  day; 
laborers,  $2  per  day. 

Art.  135.  Nine  hours  shall  constitute  a  day's  labor  for  all  mechan- 
ics, artisans,  and  laborers  employed  on  public  works. 

Title  X 

INTERNAL   IMPROVEMENTS 

Art.  136.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  a  State  engi- 
neer, skilled  in  the  theory  and  practice  of  his  profession,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  at  the  seat  of  government  for  the  term  of  four  years. 
He  shall  have  the  superintendence  and  direction  of  all  public  works 
in  which  the  State  may  be  interested,  except  those  made  by  joint- 
>tock  companies  or  such  as  may  be  under  the  parochial  or  city  author- 
ities exclusively  and  not  in  conflict  with  the  general  laws  of  the  State. 
He  shall  communicate  to  the  general  assembly,  through  the  governor, 
annually,  his  views  concerning  the  same,  report  upon  the  condition  of 
the  public  works  in  progress,  recommend  such  measures  as  in  his 
opinion  the  public  interest  of  the  State  may  require,  and  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  His  salary  shall 
be  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 
The  mode  of  appointment,  number,  and  salarv  of  his  assistants  sliall 
be  fixed  by  law.  The  State  engineer  and  assistants  shall  give  Ixmds 
for  the  performance  of  their  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  137.  The  general  assembly  may  create  internal-improvement 
districts,  composed  of  one  or  more  parishes,  and  may  grant  a  right  to 
the  citizens  thereof  to  tax  themselves  for  their  improvements.  Said 
internal-improvement  districts,  when  created,  shall  have  the  right  to 
select  commissioners,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  officers,  fix  their 
pay,  and  regulate  all  matters  relative  to  the  improvements  of  their  dis- 
tricts, provided  such  improvements  will  not  conflict  with  the  general 
laws  of  the  State. 
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Art.  138.  The  p:eneral  assembly  may  grant  aid  to  said  districts  out 
of  the  funds  arising  from  tlie  swamp  and  overflowed  lands  grantetl  to 
the  State  by  the  United  States  for  tliat  purpose  or  otherwise. 

Art.  139.  The  gt»neral  assembly  shall  have  the  right  of  abolishing 
the  office  of  State  engineer,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  branch,  and  of  substituting  a  board  of  public  works  in 
lieu  thereof,  should  they  deem  it  necessary. 

Title  XI 

PI  BLir    EDUCATION 

Art.  140.  There  shall  l)c  elected  a  superintendent  of  public  educa- 
tion, who  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  four  years.  His  iluties 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  he  shall  receive  a  salarv  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum  until  otherwise  provided  by  law:  Pro ri Jed, 
That  the  general  assemblv  shall  have  power  by  a  vote  of  a  majority 
of  the  members  elected  to  both  houses  to  abolish  the  said  office  of 
superintendent  of  public  education  whenever,  in  their  opinion,  said 
office  shall  be  no  longer  necessary. 

Art.  141.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the  education  of  all 
children  of  the  State,  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years,  by 
maintenance  of  free  public  schools  by  taxation  or  otherwise. 

Art.  142.  The  general  exercises  in  the  common  schools  shall  be 
conducted  in  the  English  language. 

Art.  143.  A  university  shall  be  established  in  the  city  of  New 
Orleans.  It  shall  be  composed  of  four  faculties,  to  wit :  One  of  law. 
one  of  medicine,  one  of  the  natural  sciences,  and  one  of  letters.  The 
legislature  shall  provide  by  law  for  its  organization  and  maintenance. 

Art.  144.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the 
United  States  to  this  State  for  the  use  or  purpose  of  the  public 
schools,  and  of  all  lands  which  may  hereafter  be  granted  or  l)e- 
queathed  for  that  purpose,  and  the  proceeds  of  the  estates  of  deceased 
persons  to  which  tne  State  may  become  entitled  by  law,  sliall  be  and 
remain  a  perjx^tual  fund  on  which  the  State  shall  pay  an  annual 
interest  of  G  per  cent.,  which  interest,  together  w^ith  the  interest  of 
the  trust-funds  deposited  with  the  State  by  the  United  States,  under 
the  act  of  Congivss  approved  June  23,  18»3G,  and  all  the  rents  of  the 
unsold  lands,  shall  Ik»  appropriated  to  the  purpose  of  such  schools, 
and  the  appropriation  shall  remain  inviolable. 

Art.  145.  All  moneys  arising  from  the  sales  which  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  made  of  any  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the  United 
States  to  this  State  for  the  use  of  a  specific  seminary  of  learning,  or 
from  any  kind  of  a  donation  that  may  hereafter  be  made  for  that 
purpose,  shall  be  and  remain  a  ])erpetual  fund,  the  interest  of  which, 
at  G  per  cent,  per  annum,  shall  lx»  appropriated  to  the  promotion  of 
literature  and  the  arts  and  sciences,  and  no  law  shall  ever  be  made 
diverting  said  funds  to  any  other  use  than  to  the  establishment  and 
improvement  of  said  seminary  of  learning;  and  the  general  assembly 
shall  have  power  to  raise  funds  for  the  organization  and  support  of 
said  seminarv  of  learning  in  such  manner  as  it  may  deem  proper. 

Art.  14G.  ^so  appropriation  shall  be  made  by  the  legislature  for  the 
support  of  any  ])rivate  school  or  institution  of  learning  whatever,  but 
the  highest  encouragement  shall  be  granted  to  public  schools  through- 
out the  State. 
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Title  XII 

3IODE   or    REVISING   THE    CONSTITUTION 

Art.  147.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution  may 
l>e  proposed  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  and  if  the  same 
j-hall  be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house, 
such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered  on  their 
journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon.  Such  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  shall  l)e  submitted  to  the  people  at  an 
election  to  be  ordered  by  said  legislature,  and  held  within  ninety 
days  after  the  adjournment  of  the  same,  and  after  thirty  days'  publi- 
cation according  to  law;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  said 
election  shall  approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  the 
•^ame  shall  become  a  part  of  the  constitution.  If  more  than  one 
amendment  be  submitted  at  a  time,  thev  shall  be  submitted  in  such 
manner  and  form  that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against  each  amend- 
ment separately. 

Title  XIII 

SCHEDULE 

Art.  148.  The  constitution  adopted  in  185*2  is  declared  to  l)e  super- 
H*<led  bv  this  constitution:  and  in  order  to  carrv  the  same  into  enect, 
it  is  hereby  declared  and  ordained  as  follows: 

Art.  149.  All  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims,  and  contracts, 
as  well  as  of  individuals  as  of  bodies-corporate,  and  all  laws  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  not  inconsistent 
therewith,  shall  continue  as  if  the  same  had  not  been  adopted. 

Art.  150.  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  result  to  the  public 
-ervice  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  constitution,  no  officer  shall  l>e 
Miperseded  thereby ;  but  the  laws  of  this  State  relative  to  the  duties  of 
the  several  officers,  executive,  judicial,  and  military,  except  those 
made  void  by  military  authority,  and  by  the  ordinance  of  emancipa- 
tion, shall  remain  in  full  force,  though  the  same  Ik*  contrary  to  this 
^constitution,  and  the  several  duties  shall  \ye  performed  by  the  respec- 
tive officers  of  the  State,  according  to  the  existing  laws,  until  the 
organization  of  the  government  under  this  constitution,  and  the  en- 
tering into  office  of  the  new  officers  to  l)e  appointed  under  said  gov- 
ernment, and  no  longer. 

Art.  151.  The  legislature  shall  provide  for  the  removal  of  all 
causes  now  pending  in  the  supreme  court  or  other  courts  of  the  State 
imder  the  constitution  of  1852,  to  courts  created  by  or  under  this 
constitution. 

Title  XIV 

ORDINANCE 

Art.  152.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  the  convention, 
the  governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation  directing  the  several  officers 
of  this  State,  authorized  bv  law  to  hold  elections,  or,  in  default  thereof, 
^uch  officers  as  he  shall  designate,  to  open  and  hold  polls  in  the  sev- 
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eral  parishes  of  the  State,  at  the  places  designated  by  law,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  September,  1864,  for  the  purpose  of  t  a  King  the  sense  of 
tlie  good  people  of  this  State  in  regard  to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of 
this  constitution ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officers  to  receive 
the  suffrages  of  all  qualified  voters.  Each  voter  shall  express  his 
opinion  by  depositing  in  the  ballot-box  a  ticket  whereon  shall  be 
written  "  The  constitution  accepted,"  or,  "  The  constitution  rejected/' 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  said  election,  the  officers  and  commissioners 
appointed  to  preside  over  the  same  shall  carefully  examine  and  count 
each  ballot  as  deposited,  and  shall  forthwith  make  due  return  thereof 
to  the  secretary  of  state,  in  conformity  to  the  provisions  of  law  and 
usages  in  regard  to  elections. 

Art.  153.  Upon  the  receipt  of  said  returns,  or  on  the  third  Monday 
of  September,  if  the  returns  be  not  sooner  received,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  governor,  the  secretary  of  state,  the  attorney-general,  and 
the  State  treasurer,  in  the  presence  of  all  such  persons  as  mav  choose 
to  attend,  to  compare  the  votes  at  the  said  election  for  the  ratification 
or  rejection  of  tnis  constitution,  and  if  it  shall  appear  at  the  close 
that  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  given  is  for  ratifying  this  constitution, 
then  it  shall  l)e  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  make  proclamation  of  the 
fact,  and  thenceforth  this  constitution  shall  be  ordained  and  estab- 
lished as  the.  constitution  of  the  State  of  Tjouisiana.  But  whether 
this  constitution  be  accepted  or  rejected,  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  tho 
governor  to  cause  to  be  published  the  result  of  the  polls,  showing  the 
numl)er  of  votes  cast  in  each  parish  for  and  against  this  constitution. 

Art.  154.  As  soon  as  the  general  election  can  be  held  under  this 
constitution  in  every  parish  of  the  State,  the  governor  shall,  by  prot^- 
lamation,  or,  in  case  of  his  failure  to  act,  the  legislature  shall,  by 
resolution,  declare  the  fact,  and  order  an  election  to  be  held  on  a  day 
fixed  in  said  proclamation  or  resolution,  and  within  sixty  days  from 
the  date  thereof,  for  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  secretary  of  state, 
auditor,  treasurer,  attornev-general,  and  superintendent  of  education. 
The  officers  so  chosen  shall,  on  the  fourth  Monday  after  their  election, 
be  installed  into  office;  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  terms  pre- 
scribed in  this  constitution,  counting  from  the  second  Monday  in 
January  next  preceding  their  entering  into  office,  in  case  they  do  not 
enter  into  office  on  that  date.  The  terms  of  office  of  the  State  officers 
elected  on  the  2i2d  day  of  February,  18G4,  shall  expire  on  the  installa- 
tion of  their  successors  as  herein  provided  for;  but  under  no  state  of 
circumstances  shall  their  term  of  office  be  construed  as  extending 
beyond  the  length  of  the  terms  fixed  for  said  offices  in  this  constitu- 
tion ;  and,  if  not  sooner  held,  the  election  of  their  successors  shall  take 
place  on  the  first  Monday  of  Noveml)er,  1867,  in  all  parishes  where 
the  same  can  l)e  held,  the  officers  elected  on  that  date  to  enter  into  office 
on  the  second  Mondav  in  Januarv,  18(»8.

Art.  155.  This  constitution  shall  Iw  f)ublished  in  three  papers  to  K* 
selected  bv  the  president  of  the  couA^ention,  whereof  two  snail  publish 
the  same  in  English  and  French,  and  one  in  (rerman,  from  the  |>eriod 
of  the  adjournment  of  the  convention  until  the  election  for  ratifica- 
tion or  rejection  on  the  first  Monday  of  Septeml^er,  18B4.

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  people  of  Louisiana,  in  order  to  establish  justice,  insure 
'lomestic  tranquillity,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and  secure  the 
blessings  of  liberty  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity,  do  ordain  and 
establish  this  constitution. 

T1TI.E  I 


BILL   OF    RKiHTS 


Article  1.  All  men  are  created  free  and  equal,  and  have  certain 
inalienable  rights;  among  these  are  life,  liberty,  and  the  pursuit  of 
happiness.  To  secure  these  rights,  governments  are  instituted  among 
men,  deriving  their  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed. 

Art.  2.  All  persons,  without  regard  to  race,  color,  or  previous  con- 
dition, bom  or  naturalized  in  the  ITnited  States,  and  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  thereof,  and  residents  of  this  State  for  one  year,  are  citi- 
zens of  this  State.  The  citizens  of  this  State  owe  allegiance  to  the 
United  States;  and  this  allegiance  is  paramount  to  that  which  they 
owe  to  the  State.  They  shall  enjoy  the  same  civil,  political,  and 
jmblic  rights  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  pains  and 
jienalties. 

Art.  3.  There  shall  be  neither  slavery  nor  involuntary  servitude  in 
this  State,  otherwise  than  for  the  punishment  of  crime,  whereof  the 
party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted. 

Art.  4.  The  press  shall  be  free ;  every  citizen  may  freely  speak, 
write,  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible 
for  the  abuse  of  this  liberty. 

Art.  5.  The  right  of  the  people  peaceablv  to  assemble  and  petition 
the  government,  or  any  department  thereof,  shall  never  be  abridged. 

Art.  6.  Prosecutions  shall  be  by  indictment  or  information.  The 
accused  shall  he  entitled  to  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury 
<if  the  parish  in  which  the  offence  was  committed,  unless  the  venue  be 
changed.  He  shall  not  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  himself; 
he  shall  have  the  right  of  l:>eing  heard  by  himself  or  counsel ;  he  shall 
have  the  right  of  meeting  the  witnesses  face  to  face,  and  shall  have 
compulsory  process  for  oblaininff  witnesses  in  his  favor.  He  shall 
not  be  tried  twice  for  the  same  offence. 

Art.  7.  All  persons  shall  be  l>ailable  by  sufficient  securities,  unless 
for  capital  offences,  where  the  proof  is  evident  or  the  presumption 
great,  or  unless  after  conviction  for  any  crime  or  offence  punishable 
with  death  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor.  The  privilege  of  the 
writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  \ye  suspended. 

Art.  8.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required;  excessive  fines  shall 
not  be  imposed;  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  inflicted.

«This  constitution  was  formed  by  a  convention,  railed  nnder  the  reoonstnic- 
t'on  arts  of  Congress,  which  met  at  New  Orleans  in  Deceml>er,  1807.  and  oom- 
plKffl  Its  labors  March  2.  18(»8.  It  was  submltte<l  to  the  people  on  the  17th  and 
18th  of  August,  1868,  and  ratified  by  a  vote  of  06,152  against  48,739. 
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Art.  9.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers,  and  effects,  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures,  shall 
not  be  violated ;  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  but  upon  probable  cause, 
supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the 
place  to  be  searched,  or  the  person  or  things  to  be  seized. 

Art.  10.  All  courts  shall  be  open ;  and  every  person  for  injury  done 
him  in  his  land,  goods,  person,  or  reputation,  shall  have  adequate 
remedy,  by  due  process  of  law,  and  justice  administered  without 
denial  or  unreasonable  delay. 

Art.  11.  Xo  law  shall  Yie  passed  fixing  the  price  of  manual  labor. 

Art.  12.  Every  person  has  the  naturalright  to  worship  God  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience.  No  religious  test  shall  be 
required  as  a  qualification  for  office. 

Art.  13.  All  persons  shall  enjoy  equal  rights  and  privileges  upon 
any  conveyance  of  a  public  character;  and  all  places  of  business,  or 
of  public  resort,  or  for  which  a  license  is  required  by  either  State, 
parish,  or  municipal  authority,  shall  be  deemed  places  of  a  public 
character,  and  shall  be  openeci  to  the  accommodation  and  patronagi^ 
of  all  persons,  without  distinction  or  discrimination  on  account  of 
race  or  color. 

Art.  14.  The  rights  enumerated  in  this  title  shall  not  be  construed 
to  limit  or  abridge  other  rights  of  the  people  not  herein  expressed.

LEGISLATIVK    DKPARTMENT 


Art.  15.  The  legislative  power  of  the  State  shall  lx»  vested  in  two 
distinct  branches;  the  one  to  1k»  styled  the  house  of  representatives, 
the  other  the  senate;  and  both,  the  general  assembly  ox  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

Art.  1().  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  con- 
tinue in  office  for  tAvo  years  from  the  day  of  the  closing  of  the  general 
elections. 

Art.  17.  Representatives  shall  be  chosen  on  the  first  Monday  in 
Xoveml)er,  every  two  years;  and  the  election  shall  be  completed  in 
one  day.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  annuallv  on  the  first  Mon- 
day in  January,  unless  a  different  day  bi»  appointed  by  law,  and  their 
sessions  shall  be  held  at  the  seat  of  government. 

Art.  18.  EAery  elector  under  this  consfitution  shall  Ik*  eligible  to 
a  seat  in  the  house  of  representatives:  and  every  elector  who  ha> 
reached  the  age  of  twenty-five  years  shall  be  eligible  to  the  senate : 
Pron'(/r(/,  That  no  person  shall  be  a  representative  or  senator  unlex-- 
at  the  time  of  his  election  he  be  a  qualified  elector  of  the  representa- 
tive or  senatorial  district  from  which  he  is  elected. 

Art.  19.  Elections  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be 
held  at  the  several  election  precincts  established  by  law. 

Art.  20.  Representation  in  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be 
equal  and  uniform;  and,  after  the  first  general  assembly  elected  under 
this  constitution,  shall  be  ascertained  and  regulated  by  the  total  popu- 
lation, each  parisli  in  the  State  being  entitled  to  at  least  one  i*epre- 
sentative.  A  census  of  the  State  by  State  authority  shall  be  taken  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  and  every  ten  years  there- 
after.    In  case  of  informality,  omission,  or  error  in  the  census-return^ 
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from  any  parish  or  election  district,  the  general  assembly  may  order 
a  new  census  taken  in  such  parish  or  election  district;  but,  until  the 
State  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-five,  the  apportionment 
of  the  State  shall  be  made  on  the  basis  of  the  census  of  the  United 
States  for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy. 

Akt.  21.  The  general  assembly,  at  the  first  session  after  the  making 
of  each  enumeration,  shall  apportion  the  representation  amongst  the 
^veral  parishes  and  representative  districts  on  the  basis  of  the  total 
I)opulation,  as  aforesaid.  A  representative  number  shall  be  fixed,  and 
each  parish  and  representative  district  shall  have  as  many  repre- 
sentatives as  the  number  of  its  total  population  will  entitle  it  to  have, 
and  an  additional  representative  for  any  fraction  exceeding  one-half 
of  the  representative  number.  The  number  of  representatives  shall 
never  exceed  one  hunderd  and  twenty,  nor  be  less  than  ninetv- 

Art.  22.  Until  an  apportionment  shall  be  made  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  article  twentv,  the  representation  in  the  senate  and 
house  of  representatives  shall  be  as  follows: 

For  the  parish  of  Orleans:  First  representative  district,  two;  sec- 
ond representative  district,  three ;  third  representative  district,  four ;.

Orleans  and  the  parish  of  Saint  Bernard  shall  form  one  district,  and 
elect  two  senators; 

The  tenth  representative  district  of  New  Orleans  shall  form  one 
district,  and  elect  one  senator ; 

Orleans,  right  bank,  and  the  parish  of  Plaquemines  shall  form  one 
district,  and  elect  one  senator ; 

The  parishes  of  Jefferson,  Saint  Charles,  and  Saint  John  Baptist 
shall  form  one  district,  and  elect  two  senators; 

The  j)arishes  of  Ascension  and  Saint  James  shall  form  one  district, 
and  elect  one  senator; 

The  parishes  of  Assumption,  La  Fourche,  and  Terre  Bonne  shall 
form  one  district,  and  elect  two  senators; 

The  parishes  of  Vermillion  and  Saint  Mary's  shall  form  one  dis- 
trict, and  elect  one  senator; 

The  parishes  of  Calcasieu,  La  Fayette,  and  Saint  Landry  shall 
form  one  district,  and  elect  two  senators; 

The  parishes  of  Livingston,  Saint  Helena,  Washington,  and  Saint 
Tammany  shall  form  one  di^^trict,  and  elect  one  senator; 

The  parishes  of  Point  Coupee,  East  Feliciana,  and  West  Feliciana 
shall  form  one  district,  and  elect  two  senators; 

The  parish  of  East  Baton  Rouge  shall  form  one  district,  and  elect 
one  senator; 

The  parishes  of  West  Baton  Rouge,  Iberville,  and  Saint  Martin's 
shall  form  one  district,  and  elect  two  senators: 

The  parishes  of  Concordia  and  Avoyelles  shall  form  one  district, 
and  elect  one  senator ;

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The  parishes  of  Ouachita  and  Caldwell  shall  form  one  district, 
and  elect  one  senator; 

The  parishes  of  Jackson  and  Union  shall  form  one  district,  and 
elect  one  senator ; 

The  parishes  of  Bossier,  Bienville,  and  Claiborne  shall  form  one 
district,  and  elect  two  senators ; 

The  parish  of  Caddo  shall  form  one  district,  and  elect  one  senator; 

The  parishes  of  De  Soto,  Natchitoches,  and  Sabine  shall  form  one 
district,  and  elect  two  senators ; 

The  parish  of  Rapides  shall  form  one  district,  and  elect  one 
senator ; 

The  parishes  of  Catahoula  and  Winn  shall  form  one  district,  and 
elect  one  senator; 

Thirty-six  senators  in  all. 

Art.  23.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  choose  its  s{)eaker  and 
other  officers. 

Art.  24.  Electors  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of 
the  peace,  shall  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance  on, 
going  to,  and  returning  from  elections. 

Art.  25.  At  its  first  session  under  this  constitution,  the  general 
assembly  shall  provide  by  law  that  the  names  and  residence  of  all 
qualified  electors  shall  be  registered,  in  order  to  entitle  them  to  vote ; 
but  the  registry  shall  be  free  of  cost  to  the  elector. 

Art.  26.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  held  in 
this  State,  except  in  the  parish  of  his  residence,  and  at  the  election- 
precinct  in  which  he  is  registered :  Provided^  That  no  voter,  in  remov- 
ing from  one  parish  to  another,  shall  lose  the  right  in  the  former  until 
he  has  acquired  it  in  the  latter. 

Art.  27.  The  members  of  the  senate  shall  be  elected  for  the  term 
of  four  years;  and,  when  assembled,  the  senate  shall  have  the  power  to 
choose  its  own  officers,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Art.  28.  The  general  assembly  shall  divide  the  State  into  senatorial 
districts  whenever  it  apportions  representation  in  the  house  of  repre- 
sentatives. 

Art.  29.  No  parish  shall  be  divided  in  the  formation  of  a  senatorial 
district,  the  parish  of  Orleans  excepted ;  and  whenever  a  new  parish 
shall  be  created,  it  shall  be  attached  to  the  senatorial  district  from 
which  most  of  its  territory  is  taken,  or  to  another  contiguous  district, 
at  the  discretion  of  the  general  assembly;  but  shall  not  be  attached 
to  more  than  one  district.  The  number  of  senators  shall  be  thirty- 
six,  and  they  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  senatorial  districts 
according  to  the  total  population  of  said  districts. 

Art.  30.  In  all  apportionments  of  the  senate,  the  total  population 
of  the  State  shall  be  divided  by  the  number  thirty-six,  and  the  result 
produced  by  this  division  shall  be  the  senatorial  ratio  entitling  a 
senatorial  district  to  a  senator. 

Single  or  contiguous  parishes  shall  be  formed  into  districts  having 
a  population  the  nearest  possible  to  the  number  entitling  a  district  to 
a  senator;  and  if  the  apportionment  to  make  a  parish  or  district  fall 
AioTi  of,  or  exceed  the  ratio,  then  a  district  may  be  formed  having 
not  more  than  two  senators;  but  not  otherwise.  No  new  apportion- 
ment shall  have  the  effect  of  abridging  the  term  of  service  of  any 
•^nator  already  elected  at  the  time  of  making  the  apportionment. 
After  an  enumeration  has  been  made,  as  directed  in  the  twentieth 
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article,  the  general  assembly  shall  not  pass  any  law  till  an  apportion- 
ment of  representation  in  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly  be 
made. 

Art.  31.  At  the  first  session  of  the  general  assembly,  after  this  con- 
stitution goes  into  effect,  the  senators  shall  be  divided  equally  by  lot 
into  two  classes;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  to  be 
vacated  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  first  house  of  representa- 
tives ;  those  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the 
second  house  of  representatives,  so  that  one-half  shall  be  chosen  every 
two  years  successively.  When  a  district  shall  have  elected  two  sena- 
tors, their  respective  terms  of  office  shall  be  determined  by  lot  between 
themselves. 

Art.  82.  The  first  election  for  senators  shall  be  held  at  the  same 
time  with  the  election  for  representatives:  and  thereafter  there  shall 
be  elections  of  senators  at  the  same  time  with  each  general  election  of 
representatives,  to  fill  the  places  of  those  senators  whose  term  of 
office  may  have  expired. 

Art.  33.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  house  of 
the  general  assembly  shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact  business;  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  have  full 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Art.  34.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  judge  of  the 
qualifications,  election,  and  returns  of  its  members;  but  a  contested 
election  shall  be  determined  in  such  manner  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law. 

Art.  35.  Each  house  of  the  geiieral  assembly  may  determine  the 
rules  of  its  proceedings,  punish  a  member  for  disorderly  conduct,  and, 
with  a  concurrence  of  two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second 
time  for  the  same  offence. 

Art.  36.  Each  house  of  the  general  assembly  shall  keep  and  pub- 
lish weekly  a  journal  of  its  proceedings;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the 
members  on  anv  question,  at  the  desire  of  any  two  of  them,  shall  lx» 
entered  on  the  journal. 

Art.  37.  Each  house  may  punish,  by  imprisonment,  any  person,  not 
a  memlx^r,  for  disrespect  and  disorderly  behavior  in  its  presence,  or 
for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings.  Such  imprisonment  shall  not 
exceed  ten  days  for  any  one  offence. 

Art.  38.  Neither  house  shall  adjourn  for  more  than  three  days,  nor 
to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  it  may  be  sitting,  during  the 
sessions  of  the  general  assembly,  without  the  consent  of  the  other. 

Art.  39.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly  shall  receive  from 
the  public  treasury  a  compensation  for  their  services,  which  shall  lx» 
eight  dollars  per  day  during  their  attendance,  going  to,  and  returning 
from  the  sessions  of  tlieir  respective  houses.  This  compensation  may 
be  increased  or  diminished  bv  law,  but  no  alteration  shall  take  effect 
during  the  period  of  service  of  the  members  of  the  house  of  represent- 
atives by  which  such  alteration  shall  have  been  made.  No  session 
shall  extend  bevond  the  period  of  sixty  days,  to  date  from  its  com- 
mencement, and  any  legislative  action  had  after  the  expiration  of  sai<l 
period  of  sixty  days  shall  be  null  and  void;  but  the  first  general 
assembly  that  shall  convene  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution 
may  continue  in  session  for  one  hundred  and  twenty  days. 

Art.  40.  The  nienil)ers  of  the  ijeneral  assembly,  in  all  cases  except 
treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  shall  be  privileged   from 
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arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  resjx^ctive 
houtses,  and  going  to  or  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any  si)eech 
or  debate  in  either  house  shall  not  Ix*  questioned  in  any  other  place. 

Art.  41.  No  senator  or  representative^  during  the  term  for  which  he 
was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  shall  l)e  appointed  to  any 
civil  office  of  profit  under  this  State  which  shall  have  been  created,  or 
the  emoluments  of  which  may  have  been  increased,  during  the  time 
such  senator  or  repre.sentative  was  in  office. 

Art.  42.  No  bill  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law  until  on  three  several 
days  it  be  read  in  each  house  of  the  general  assembly,  and  free  dis- 
cussion allowed  thereon,  unless  four-fifths  of  the  house  where  the  bill 
is  pending  may  deem  it  expedient  to  dispense  with  this  rule. 

Art.  43.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  house 
of  representatives;  but  the  senate  may  propose  amendments,  as  in 
other  bills:  Provided^  It  shall  not  introduce  any  matter  under  the 
color  of  an  amendment  which  does  not  i*elate  to  raising  revenue. 

Art.  44.  The  general  assembly  shall  regulate  by  whom  and  in  what 
manner  writs  of  election  shall  be  issued  to  fill  the  vacancies  which 
may  occur  in  either  branch  thereof. 

Art.  45.  On  the  confirmation  or  rejection  of  the  officers  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the  senators 
voting  for  and  against  the  appointments  respectively  shall  l)e  entered 
on  the  journals  to  l)e  kept  for  the  purpose,  and  made  public  on  or  l>e- 
fore  the  end  of  each  session. 

Art.  46.  Returns  of  all  elections  for  members  of  the  general  as- 
M^mbly  shall  be  made  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

Art.  47.  In  the  year  in  which  a  regular  election  for  a  Senator  of 
the  United  States  is  to  take  place,  the  meml>ers  of  the  general  as- 
sembly shall  meet  in  the  hall  of  the  house  of  representatives,  on  the 
second  Monday  following  the  meeting  of  the  general  assembly,  and 
proceed  to  said  election. 

Tm.E  III 

EXECrTIVE  nEPARTMENT 

Art.  48.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  bo  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  1^  styled  the  governor  of  the  State 
of  Louisiana.  He  shall  hold  his  office*  during  the  term  of  four  years, 
and,  together  with  the  lieutenant-governor  chosen  for  the  same 
term,  be  elected  as  follows:  The  qualified  electors  for  representatives 
shall  vote  for  governor  and  lieutenant-governor  at  the  time  and  place 
of  voting  for  representatives.  The  returns  of  every  election  shall 
l)e  sealed  up  and  transmitted  bv  the  proper  returning-officer  to  the 
^-ecretary  of  state,  who  shall  deliver  them  to  the  speaker  of  the  house 
of  representatives  on  the  second  day  of  the  s<»ssion  of  the  general 
assembly  then  to  be  holden.  The  members  of  the  general  assembly 
'-hall  meet  in  the  house  of  representatives  to  examine  and  count  the 
votes.  The  person  having  the  greatest  numl)er  of  votes  for  governor 
shall  be  declared  duly  elected ;  but  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  between  two 
or  more  candidates,  one  of  them  shall  immediately  be  chosen  governor 
by  joint  vote  of  the  members  of  the  general  assembly.  The  person 
having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  polled  for  lieutenant-governor 
^hall  be  lieutenant-governor ;  but  in  case  of  a  tie  vote  l)etween  two  or 
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more  candidates,  one  of  them  shall  be  immediately  chosen  lieutenant- 
governor  by  joint  vote  of  the  members  of  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  49.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  or 
lieutenant-governor  who  is  r^ot  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  a 
resident  of  this  State  two  years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Art.  50.  The  governor  shall  be  ineligible  lor  the  succeeding  four 
years  after  the  expiration  of  the  time  lor  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected. 

Art.  51.  The  governor  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  duti^  on 
the  second  Monday  in  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  shall 
continue  in  office  until  the  Monday  next  succeeding  the  day  that  his 
successor  shall  be  declared  duly  elected,  and  shall  have  taken  the  oath 
or  affirmation  required  by  the  constitution. 

Art,  52.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  any  person  holding  office 
under  the  United  States  Government,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
governor  or  lieutenant-governor. 

Art.  53.  In  case  of  impeachment  of  the  governor,  his  removal  from 
office,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  or  to  discharge  the  powers 
and  duties  of  his  office,  resignation,  or  absence  from  the  State,  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  lieutenant-gov- 
ernor for  the  residue  of  the  term,  or  until  the  governor  absent  or  im- 
?jached  shall  return  or  be  acquitted,  or  the  disability  be  removed, 
he  general  assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  the  case  of  removal, 
impeachment,  death,  resignation,  disability,  or  refusal  to  qualify,  of 
botli  the  governor  and  the  lieutenant-governor,  declaring  what  oiKcer 
shall  act  as  governor ;  and  such  officer  shall  act  accordingly,  until  the 
disability  be  removed,  or  for  the  remainder  of  the  term. 

Art.  54.  The  lieutenant-governor,  or  officer  discharging  the  duties 
of  governor,  shall,  during  his  administration,  receive  the  same  com- 
pensation to  which  the  governor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  con- 
tinued in  office. 

Art.  55.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  he 
president  of  the  senate,  but  s*hall  onlv  vote  when  the  senate  is  equally 
divided.  A\lienever  he  shall  administer  the  government,  or  shall  be 
unable  to  attend  as  president  of  the  senate,  the  senators  shall  elect 
one  of  their  own  members  as  president  of  the  senate  for  the  time 
being. 

Art.  5G.  The  governor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  cm  his  own  warrant. 

Art.  57.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  quarterly,  upon  his  own 
warrant. 

Art.  58.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  all 
offences  against  tlie  State ;  and,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  shall, 
with  the  consent  of  the  senate,  have  power  to  grant  pardons,  remit 
fines  and  forfeitures,  after  conviction.  In  cases  of  treason,  he  may 
grant  reprieves  until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, in  w^hicli  the  power  of  pardoning  shall  be  vested.  In  cases  when 
the  punishment  is  not  imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  the  party  upon 
being  reprieved  by  the  governor  shall  be  released,  if  in  actual  custody, 
untilfinal  action  by  the  senate. 

Art.  59.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  militia  of  this 
State,  except  when  they  shall  he  called  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States. 
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Art.  60.  He  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by 
the  constitution,  and  whose  appointments  are  not  herein  otherwise 
provided  for:  Provided^  however^  That  the  general  assembly  shall 
have  a  right  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  appointment  to  all  other  offices 
established  by  law. 

Abt.  61.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  vacancies  that  may 
happen  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by  granting  commissions, 
which  shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session  thereof,  unless  other- 
wise provided  for  in  this  constitution ;  but  no  person  who  has  been 
nominated  for  office  and  rejected  by  the  senate  shall  be  appointed  to 
the  same  office  during  the  recess  of  the  senate. 

Am-.  62.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers  in 
the  executive  department  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices. 

Art.  63.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  the  general  assembly 
information  respecting  the  situation  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to 
their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  64.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  general 
assembly  at  the  seat  of  government,  or  at  a  different  place  if  that 
should  have  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy  or  from  epidemic; 
and,  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  as  to  the  time  of 
adjournment,  he  may  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  may  think 
proper,  not  exceeding  four  months. 

.\jKT.  65.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

.Vrt.  66.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  be 
presented  to  the  governor;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  if  he  do 
not,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  house  in  which  it 
originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  its  journal, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  reconsideration,  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  present  in  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  house,  by 
which  it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered;  and  if  approved  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present  in  that  house  it  shall  be  a  law.  But 
in  such  cases  the  vote  oi  both  houses  shall  be  determined  bv  veas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  members  voting  for  or  against  the  bill  shall 
l)e  entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house  respectively.  If  any  bill* 
^hall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  five  days  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if  he 
had  signed  it,  unless  the  general  assembly,  bv  adjournment,  prevent 
its  return;  in  which  case  the  said  bill  shall  be  returned  on  the  first 
day  of  the  meeting  of  the  general  assembly  after  the  expiration  of 
said  five  davs,  or  be  a  law. 

Art.  67.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjournment, 
shall  be  presented  to  the  governor;  and  before  it  shall  take  effect  be 
approved  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved,  shall  be  repassed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Art.  68.  There  shall  be  a  secretary  of  state,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
during  the  term  for  which  the  governor  shall  have  been  elected.  The 
record  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  and  preserved  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary;  he  .shall  keep  a  fair  register  of  the  official  acts  and  pro- 
ceedings of  the  governor,  and,  when  necessary,  shall  attest  them ;  he 
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shall,  when  required,  lay  the  said  reffister,  and  all  papers,  minutes, 
and  vouchers  relative  to  his  office,  lietore  either  house  of  the  general 
assembly,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  enjoined  on 
him  by  law. 

Art.  69.  There  shall  be  a  treasurer  of  the  State,  and  an  auditor  of 
public  accounts,  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  during  the 
term  of  four  years.  At  the  first  election  under  this  constitution  the 
treasurer  shall  be  elected  for  two  years. 

Art.  70.  The  secretary  of  state,  treasurer,  and  auditor  of  public 
accounts  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State ;  and 
in  case  of  any  vacancy  caused  by  the  resignation,  death,  or  absence 
of.  the  secretary,  treasurer,  or  auditor,  the  governor  shall  order  an 
election  to  fill  said  vacancies:  Provided^  The  unexpired  term  to  be 
filled  be  more  than  twelve  months.  When  otherwise,  the  governor 
shall  appoint  a  person  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  omce  thus  vacant 
until  the  ensuing  general  election. 

Art.  71.  The  treasurer  and  the  auditor  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
five  thousand  dollars  per  annum  each.  The  secretary  of  state  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Art.  72.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Ijouisiana;  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal, 
signed  by  the  governor,  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  of  state. 

Title  IV 

JITDICIARV    DEPARTMENT 

Art.  73.  The  judicial  power  shall  l)e  vested  in  a  supreme  court,  in 
district  courts,  in  parish  courts,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace. 

Art.  74.  The  supreme  court,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only;  which  jurisdiction  shall  extend 
to  all  cases  when  the  matter  in  dispute  shall  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars;  and  to  all  cases  in  which  the  constitutionality  or  legality  of 
any  tax,  toll,  or  impost  of  any  kind  or  nature  whatsoever,  or  any 
fine,  forfeiture,  or  penalty  imposed  by  a  municipal  corporation,  shall 
be  in  contestation,  whatever  may  be  the  amount  thereoi;  and  in  such 
cases  the  appeal  shall  be  direct  from  the  court  in  which  the  case 
oriffinated  to  the  supreme  court;  and  in  criminal  cases,  on  questions 
of  Taw  only,  whenever  the  punishment  of  death  or  imprisonment  at 
hard  labor,  or  a  fine  exceeding  three  himdred  dollars,  is  actually 
imposed. 

Art.  75.  The  supreme  court  shall  be  composed  of  one  chief  justice 
and  four  associate  justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 

Suorum.  The  chief  justice  shall  receive  a  salary  of  seven  thousand 
vo  hundred  dollars,  and  each  of  the  associate  justices  a  salary  of 
seven  thousand  dollars  annually,  payable  quarterly  on  their  own  war- 
rants- The  chief  justice  and  tne  associate  justices  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  for  the 
term  of  eight  years.  They  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and 
shall  have  practised  law  for  five  years,  the  last  three  thereof  next 
preceding  their  appointment  in  the  State.  The  court  shall  appoint 
its  own  clerks,  and  may  remove  them  at  pleasure. 

Art.  76.  The  supreme  court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  the  city  of 
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N'ew  Orleans,  from  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  Novoml)er  to 
the  end  of  the  month  of  May.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power 
to  fix  the  sessions  elsewhere  during  the  rest  of  the  year.  Until  other- 
wise provided,  the  sessions  shall  l)e  held  as  heretofore. 

Art.  77.  The  supreme  court,  and  each  of  the  judges  thereof,  shall 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  confms^  at  the  instance  of  persons 
in  actual  custody,  in  cases  when  they  may  have  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Art.  78.  No  judgment  shall  be  rendered  by  the  supreme  court  with- 
out a  concurrence  of  a  majority  composing  the  court.  AMienever  the 
majority  cannot  concur,  in  consequence  of  the  recusation  of  any  mem- 
l)er  of  the  court,  the  judges  not  recused  shall  have  power  to  call  upon 
any  judge  or  judges  of  the  district  courts,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when 
so  called  upon,  to  preside  in  the  place  of  the  judge  or  judges  recused, 
and  to  aid  m  determining  the  case. 

Art.  79.  All  judges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be 
''The  State  of  Louisiana."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in 
the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  l^uisiana,  and  con- 
clude "  against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same.'" 

Art.  80.  The  judges  of  all  courts,  whenever  practicable,  shall  refer 
to  the  law  in  virtue  of  which  every  definitive  judgment  is  rendered; 
but  in  all  cases  they  shall  adduce  tlie  reasons  on  which  their  judgment 
is  founded. 

Art.  81.  The  judges  of  all  courts  shall  \ye  liable  to  impeachment  for 
crimes  and  misdemeanors.  For  anv  reasonable  cause  the  governor 
shall  remove  any  of  them,  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
^)ers  elected  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly.  In  every  such 
case  the  cause  or  causes  for  which  such  removal  may  be  required  shall 
l)e  stated  at  length  in  the  address  and  inserted  in  the  journal  of  each 
house. 

Art.  82.  No  duties  or  functions  shall  ever  be  attached  by  law  to  the 
supreme  or  district  courts,  or  the  several  judges  thereof,  but  such  as 
are  judicial;  and  the  said  judges  are  prohibited  from  receiving  any 
fees  of  office,  or  other  compensation  than  their  salaries,  for  any  official 
duties  performed  by  them. 

Art.  83.  The  general  assembly  shall  divide  the  State  into  judicial 
districts,  which  shall  remain  unchanged  for  four  years,  and  for  each 
district  court  one  judge,  learned  in  the  law,  shall  be  elected  for  each 
district  by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified  electors  thereof.  For  each 
district  there  shall  be  one  district  court,  exce])t  in  the  parish  of 
Orleans,  in  which  the  general  assembly  may  establish  as  many  dis- 
trict courts  as  the  public  interests  may  require.  Until  otherwise  pro- 
vided, there  shall  oe  seven  district  courts  for  the  parish  of  Orleans, 
with  the  following  original  jurisdiction :  The  first,  exclusive  criminal 
jurisdiction;  the  second,  exclusive  probate  jurisdiction;  the  third, 
exclusive  jurisdiction  of  appeals  from  justices  of  the  peace;  the 
fourth,  fifth,  sixth,  and  seventh  district  courts,  exclusive  jurisdiction 
in  all  civil  cases,  except  probate,  when  the  sum  in  contest  is  above  one 
hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest.  These  seven  courts  shall  also 
have  such  further  jurisdiction,  not  inconsistent  herewith,  as  shall  be 
conferred  by  law.  The  number  of  districts  in  the  State  shall  not  be 
less  than  tw^elve  nor  more  than  twenty.  The  clerks  of  the  district 
courts  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  their  respective 
parishes,  and  shall  hold  their  office  for  four  years. 
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Art.  84.  Each  of  said  judges  shall  receive  a  salary  to  be  fixed  by 
law,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  his  term  of 
office,  and  shall  never  be  less  than  five  thousand  dollars.  He  must  be 
a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  over  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and 
have  resided  in  the  State  and  practised  law  therein  for  the  space  of 
two  years  next  preceding  his  election.  The  judges  of  the  district 
courts  shall  hold  their  office  for  the  term  of  four  years. 

Art.  85.  The  district  courts  shall  have  orimnal  jurisdiction  in  all 
civil  cases  when  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  five  hundred  dollars, 
exclusive  of  interest.  In  criminal  cases  their  jurisdiction  shall  be 
unlimited.  They  shall  have  appellate  lurisdiction  in  civil  ordinary 
suits  when  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  one  hundred  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  interest. 

Art.  86.  For  each  parish  court  one  judge  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  electors  of  the  parish.  He  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term 
of  two  years.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  and  fees  to  be  provided  by 
law.  tfntil  otherwise  provided,  each  parish  judge  shall  receive  sl 
salary  of  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  such 
fees  as  are  established  bv  law  for  clerks  of  district  courts.  He  shall 
be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State. 

Art.  87.  The  parish  courts  shall  have  concurrent  jurisdiction  with 
the  justices  of  the  peace  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  in  controversy 
is  more  than  twenty-five  dollars  and  less  than  one  hundred  dollar^?, 
exclusive  of  interest.  They  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction 
in  ordinary  suits  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds  one 
hundred  dollars  and  does  not  exceed  five  hundred  dollars,  subject  to  an 
appeal  to  the  district  court  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  in  contesta- 
tion exceeds  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest.  All  suc- 
cessions shall  be  opened  and  settled  in  the  parish  courts;  and  all 
suits  in  which  a  succession  is  either  plaintiff  or  defendant  may  be 
brought  either  in  the  parish  or  district  court,  according  to  the  amount 
involved.  In  criminal  matters  the  parish  courts  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  cases  when  the  penaltv  is  not  necessarily  imprisonment  at 
hard  labor  or  death,  and  when  the  accused  shall  waive  trial  by  jury. 
They  shall  also  have  the  power  of  committing-maffistrates  and  such 
other  jurisdiction  as  may  Ibe  conferred  on  them  by  law.  There  shall 
be  no  trial  by  jury  before  the  parish  courts. 

Art.  88.  In  all  probate  matters  when  the  amount  in  dispute  shall 
exceed  five  hundred  dollars  exclusive  of  interest,  the  appeal  shall  be 
directly  from  the  parish  to  the  supreme  court. 

Art.  89.  The  justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  elected  by  the  electors  of 
each  parish,  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  the  general  assembly. 
They  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  their  compensa- 
tion shall  be  fixed  by  law.  Their  jurisdiction  in  civil  cases  shall  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  subject  to  an  appeal 
to  the  parish  court  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  in  dispute  shall 
exceed  ten  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest.  They  shall  have  such  crim- 
inal jurisdiction  as  shall  be  provided  for  by  law. 

Art.  90,  In  any  case  when  the  judge  may  be  recused,  and  when  he 
is  not  personallv  interested  in  the  matters  in  contestation,  he  shall 
select  a  lawyer,  liaving  the  qualifications  required  for  a  judge  of  his 
court,  to  try  such  cases.  And  when  the  judge  is  personally  inter- 
ested in  the  suit,  he  shall  call  upon  the  parish  or  aistrict  judge,  as 
the  case  may  be,  to  try  the  case. 
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Art.  91.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  vest  in  the  par- 
ish judges  the  right  to  grant  such  orders  and  to  do  such  acts  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  administration  of 
justice,  and  in  all  cases  the  power  thus  granted  shall  be  specified  and 
determined. 

Art.  1)2.  There  shall  be  an  attorney-general  for  the  State,  who 
<hall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  large.  He 
shall  receive  a  salary  ot  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
quarterly,  on  his  own  warrant,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  yeai's. 
There  shall  be  a  district  attorney  for  each  judicial  district  of  the 
State,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  judicial 
district.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  payable 
quarterly,  on  his  own  warrant,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years. 

Art.  9f3.  There  shall  be  a  sheriff  and  coroner  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  each  parish,  except  the  parish  of  Orleans.  In  the 
parish  of  Orleans  there  shall  be  elected  oy  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  parish  at  large  one  sheriff  for  the  criminal  court,  who  shall  be  the 
executive  officer  of  said  court,  and  shall  have  charge  of  the  parish 
prison.  There  shall  also  be  elected  bv  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
parish  at  large  one  sheriff,  who  shall  )ye  the  executive  officer  of  the 
civil  courts,  and  who  shall  perform  all  other  duties  heretofore 
devolving  upon  the  sheriff  of  the  parish  of  Orleans,  except  those 
herein  delegated  to  the  sheriff  of  the  criminal  court.  The  qualified 
electors  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  residing  below  the  middle  of 
Canal  street  shall  elect  one  coroner  for  that  district,  and  the  qualified 
electors  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  residing  above  the  middle  of 
Canal  street,  together  with  those  residing  in  that  part  of  the  parish 
known  as  Orleans,  right  bank,  shall  elect  one  coroner  for  that  district. 
All  of  said  officers  shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and  receive 
such  fees  of  office  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  94.  No  judicial  powers,  except  as  committing-magistrates  in 
criminal  cases,  shall  be  conferred  on  any  officers  other  than  those  men- 
tioned in  this  title,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  in  towms  and 
ities;  and  the  judicial  powers  of  such  offices  shall  not  extend  further 
than  the  cognizances  or  cases  arising  under  the  police  regulations  of 
towns  and  cities  in  the  State.  In  any  case  where  such  officers  shall 
assume  jurisdiction  over  other  matters  than  those  which  may  arise 
under  police  regulations,  or  under  their  jurisdiction  as  committing- 
magistrates,' they  shall  be  liable  to  an  action  of  damages  in  favor  of 
the  party  injured,  or  his  heirs;  and  a  verdict  in  favor  of  the  party 
injured  shall,  ipso  facto^  operate  a  vacation  of  the  office  of  said  officer. 

Title  V 

IMPEACHMENT 

Art.  95.  The  power  of  impeachment  shall  be  vested  in  the  house  of 
representatives. 

Art.  96.  Impeachments  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  attor- 
ney-general, secretary  of  state,  auditor  of  public  accounts,  State  treas- 
urer, superintendent  of  public  education,  and  of  the  judges  of  the 
inferior  courts,  justices  of  the  peace  excepted,  shall  be  tried  by  the 
senate;  the  chier-justice  of  the  supreme  court,  or  the  senior  associate 
judge  thereof,  shall  preside  during  the  trial  of  such  impeachments. 
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Impeachments  of  the  judges  of  the  supreme  court  shall  be  tried  by 
the  senate.  When  sitting  as  a  court  of  impeachment,  the  senators 
shall  be  upon  oath  or  aflirmation,  and  no  person  shall  l)e  convicted 
without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  the  senators  present. 

Art.  97.  Judgments  in  cases  of  impeachments  shall  extend  only  to 
removal  from  office,  and  disqualification  from  holding  any  office  of 
honor,  trust,  or  profit  in  the  State;  but  the  convicted  parties  shall, 
nevertheless,  be  subject  to  indictment,  trial,  and  punishment,  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Title  VI 

GENERAL   PROVISIONS 

Art.  08.  Every  male  i>erson  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or  up- 
ward, born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States,  and  subject  to  the 
jurisdiction  thereof,  and  a  resident  of  this  State  one  year  next  pre- 
ceding an  election,  and  the  last  ten  days  within  the  parish  in  which  he 
offers  to  vote,  shall  be  deemed  an  elector,  except  those  disfranchised 
by  this  constitution,  and  persons  under  interdiction. 

Art.  99.  The  following  persons  shall  be  prohibited  from  voting 
and  holding  any  office :  All  persons  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of 
treason,  perjury,  forgery,  bribery,  or  other  crime  punishable  in  the 
penitentiary,  and  persons  under  interdiction.  All  persons  who  are 
estopped  from  claiming  the  right  of  suffrage  by  abjuring  their  alle- 
giance to  the  United  States  Government,  or  by  notoriously  levying 
war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  or  comfort, 
but  who  have  not  expatriated  themselves,  nor  have  been  convicted  of 
any  of  the  crimes  mentioned  in  the  first  paragraph  of  this  article,  are 
hereby  restored  to  the  said  right,  except  the  following:  Those  who 
held  office,  civil  or  military,  for  one  year  or  more,  under  the  organiza- 
tion styled  "  the  Confederate  States  of  America ; "  those  who  regis- 
tered themselves  as  enemies  of  the  United  States;  those  who  acted 
as  leaders  of  guerrilla  bands  during  the  late  rebellion ;  those  who,  in 
the  advocacy  of  treason,  wrote  or  published  newspaper  articles  or 
preached  sermons  during  the  late  rebellion ;  and  those  who  voted  for 
and  signed  an  ordinance  of  secession  in  any  State.  No  person  included 
in  these  exceptions  shall  either  vote  or  hold  office  until  he  shall  have 
relieved  himself  by  voluntarily  writing  and  signing  a  certificate 
setting  forth  that  he  acknowledges  the  late  rebellion  to  have  been 
morally  and  politically  wrong,  and  that  he  regrets  any  aid  and  com- 
fort he  may  have  given  it ;  and  he  shall  file  the  certificate  in  the  officii 
of  the  secretary  of  state,  and  it  shall  be  published  in  the  official  jour- 
nal: Provided^  That  no  person  who,  prior  to  the  first  of  January, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-eight,  favored  the  execution  of  the  laws 
of  the  United  States  popularly  known  as  the  reconstruction  acts  of 
Congress,  and  openly  and  actively  assisted  the  loyal  men  of  the  State 
in  their  efforts  to  restore  Louisiana  to  her  position  in  the  Union, 
shall  be  held  to  be  included  among  those  herein  excepted.  Registrars 
of  voters  shall  take  the  oath  of  any  such  person  as  prima- facie  evi- 
dence of  the  fact  that  he  is  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  this  proviso. 

Art.  100.  Members  of  the  general  assembly  and  all  other  officers, 
before  they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  the  follow- 
ing oath  or  affirmation :  "  I,  [A.  B.,]  do  solemnly  swear  [or  affirm] 
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that  I  accept  the  civil  and  political  equality  of  all  men,  and  agree  not 
to  attempt  to  deprive  any  person  or  persons,  on  account  of  race,  color, 
or  previous  condition,  of  any  political  or  civil  right,  privilege,  or 
immunity  enjoyed  by  any  other  class  of  men;  that  I  will  support  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  ITnited  States,  and  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  and  that  I  will  faithfully  and  impartially  dis- 
charge and   perform   all   the   duties   incumbent  on   me   as  , 

according  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  understanding:  So  help  me 

Art.  101.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it  or  in  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  com- 
fort. Xo  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  except  on  the  testimony 
of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  his  confessicm  in  open 
court. 

Akt.  102.  All  penalties  shall  lye  proportioned  to  the  nature  of  the 
offence. 

Art.  103.  The  privilege  of  free  suffrage  shall  be  supported  by  laws 
regulating  elections  and  prohibiting  under  adequate  penalties  all 
undue  influence  thereon  from  power,  bribery,  tumult,  or  other  im- 
proper practice. 

Art.  104.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  but  in  pursu- 
ance of  specific  appropriations  made  by  law.  A  statement  and 
account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all  public  moneys  shall  be 
made  annually  in  such  manner  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  the 
first  general  assembly  convening  under  this  constitution  shall  make  a 
special  appropriation  to  liquidate  whatever  portion  of  the  debt  of 
tins  convention  may  at  that  time  remain  unpaid  or  luiprovided  for. 

Art.  105.  All  civil  officers  of  the  State  at  large  shall  be  voters  of 
and  reside  within  the  State;  and  all  district  or  parish  officers  shall 
reside  within  their  respective  districts  or  parishes,  and  shall  keep  their 
offices  at  such  place  therein  as  may  l)e  required  by  law. 

Art.  106.  Ail  civil  officers  shall  \ye  removable  by  an  address  of  two- 
ihirds  of  the  members-elect  to  each  house  of  the  general  assembly, 
except  those  whose  removal  is  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  con- 
>titution. 

Art.  107.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by 
'mllot;  and  in  all  elections  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives, 
jointly  or  separately,  the  vote  shall  be  given  vira  voce. 

Art.  108.  None  but  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State 
Jiall  be  appointed  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State. 

Art.  109.  The  laws,  public  records,  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
proceedings  of  the  State  shall  be  promulgated  and  preserved  in  the 
English  language;  and  no  laws  shall  require  judicial  process  to  be 
i>sued  in  any  other  than  the  English  lanofuage. 

Art.  110.  No  ex  post  facto  or  retroactive  law,  nor  any  law  impair- 
ing the  obligation  of  contracts,  shall  be  passed,  nor  vested  rights  be 
divested,  unless  for  purposes  of  public  utility  and  for  adequate  com- 
|>ensation  made. 

Art.  111.  Whenever  the  general  assembly  .shall  contract  a  debt 
exceeding  in  amount  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  doilai*s,  unless. 
in  case  of  war,  to  repel  invasion  or  su[)press  insurrection,  it  shall,  in 
Hie  law  creating  the  debt,  provide  adequate  ways  and  means  for  the 
puyment  of  the  current  interest  and  of  the  principal  when  the  same 
4iall  become  due;  and  the  said  law  shall  be  irrepealable  until  prin- 
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cipal  and  interest  be  fully  paid ;  or  unless  the  repealing  law  cont^iin 
some  adequate  provision  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest 
of  the  debt. 

Art.  112.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  all  change 
of  venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Art.  113.  The  general  assembly  may  enact  ^neral  laws  regulating 
the  adoption  of  children,  emancipation  of  minors,  and  the  granting 
of  divorces ;  but  no  special  law  shall  be  passed  relating  to  particular 
or  individual  cases. 

Art.  114.  Every  law  shall  express  its  object  or  objects  in  its  title. 

Art.  115.  No  law  shall  be  revived  or  amended  by  reference  to  its 
title;  but  in  such  case  the  revived  or  amended  section  shall  be 
re-enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Art.  116.  The  general  assembly  shall  never  adopt  any  system  or 
code  of  laws  bv  general  reference  to  such  system  or  code  of  laws;  but 
in  all  cases  shall  specify  the  several  provisions  of  the  law  it  may  enact. 

Art.  117.  No  person  shall  hold  or  exercise  at  the  same  time  more 
than  one  office  of  trust  or  profit,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace  or 
notary  public. 

Art.  118.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the 
State.  All  property  shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  Ixi 
ascertained  as  directed  by  law.  The  general  assembly  shall  have 
power  to  exempt  from  taxation  property  actually  used  for  church, 
school,  or  charitable  purposes.  The  general  assembly  may  levy  an 
income-tax  upon  all  persons  pursuing  any  occupation,  trade,  or  callinfi:. 
And  all  such  persons  shall  obtain  a  license  as  provided  by  law.  All 
tax  on  income  shall  be  m^o  rata  on  the  amount  of  income  or  business 
done.  And  all  deeds  or  sale  made,  or  that  may  be  made,  by  collectors 
of  taxes  shall  l)e  received  by  courts  in  evidence  as  prima  facie  valid 
sales.  The  general  assembly  shall  levy  a  poll-tax  on  all  male  inhabit- 
ants of  this  State,  over  twenty-one  years  old,  for  school  and  chari- 
table purposes,  which  tax  shall  never  exceed  one  dollar  and  fifty 
cents  per  annum. 

Art.  119.  No  liability,  either  State,  parochial,  or  municipal,  shall 
exist  for  anv  debts  contracted  for  or  in  the  interest  of  the  rebellion 
against  the  tjnited  States  Government. 

Art.  120.  The  general  assembly  may  determine  the  mode  of  fill- 
ing vacancies  in  all  offices  for  which  provision  is  not  made  in  this 
constitution. 

Art.  121.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  no  law  requiring  a 
property  qualification  for  office. 

Art.  122.  All  officers  shall  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  inducted  into  office,  except 
in  cases  of  impeachment  or  suspension. 

Art.  123.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  protection  of 
the  rights  of  married  women  to  their  dotal  and  paraphernal  property, 
and  for  the  registration  of  the  same;  but  no  mortgage  or  privilege 
shall  hereafter  affect  third  parties,  unless  recorded  in  the  parish  when* 
the  property  to  be  affected  is  situated.  The  tacit  mortgages  and 
privileges  now  existing  in  this  State  shall  cease  to  have  effect  against 
third  persons  after  the  1st  day  of  January,  1870,  unless  duly  recorde<l. 
The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  registration  of  all 
mortgages  and  privileges. 

Art.  124.  The  general  assembly,  at  its  first  session  under  this  con 
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-titution,  shall  provide  an  annual  pension  for  the  veterans  of  1814 
and  1815,  residing  in  the  State. 

Akt.  125.  The  military  shall  be  in  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Art.  126.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  make  it 
obligatory  upon  each  parish  to  support  all  paupers  residing  within 
its  limits. 

Akt.  127.  All  agreements,  the  consideration  of  which  was  confed- 
erate money,  notes,  or  bonds,  are  null  and  void,  and  shall  not  be 
enforced  by  the  courts  of  this  State. 

Art.  128.  Contracts  for  the  sale  of  persons  are  null  and  void,  and 
shall  not  be  enforced  by  the  courts  of  tnis  State. 

Art.  129.  The  State  of  Louisiana  shall  never  assume  nor  pay  any 
debt  or  obligation  contracted  or  incurred  in  aid  of  the  rebellion ;  nor 
shall  this  State  ever,  in  any  manner,  claim  from  the  United  States, 
or  make  any  allowance  or  compensation  for  slaves  emancipated  or 
liberated  in  any  way  whatever. 

Art.  130.  All  contracts  made  and  entered  into  under  the  pretended 
authority  of  any  government  heretofore  existing  in  this  State,  by 
which  children  were  bound  out  without  the  knowledge  or  consent  of 
their  parents,  are  hereby  declared  null  and  void ;  nor  shall  any  child 
i)e  I)ound  out  to  any  one  for  any  term  of  years,  while  either  one  of  its 
parents  live,  without  the  consent  of  sucn  parent,  except  in  cases  of 
children  legally  sent  to  the  house  of  correction. 

Art.  131.  The  seat  of  government  shall  be  established  at  the  city  of 
New  Orleans,  and  shall  not  be  removed  without  the  consent  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  both  houses  of  the  general  assembly. 

Art.  132.  All  lands  sold  in  pursuance  of  decrees  of  courts  shall  be 
divided  into  tracts  of  from  ten  to  fifty  acres. 

Art.  133.  No  judicial  powers  shall  be  exercised  by  clerks  of  courts. 

Art.  134.  No  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  in  the  military  or  naval 
-«ervnce  of  the  United  States,  shall  hereafter  acquire  a  residence  in 
this  State  by  reason  of  being  stationed  or  doing  duty  in  the  same. 

Title  VII 

PUBLIC   EDUCATION 

Art.  135.  The  general  asseml)ly  shall  establish  at  least  one  free 
public  school  in  every  parish  throughout  the  State,  and  shall  provide 
for  its  support  by  taxation  or  otherwise.  All  children  of  this  State 
l)etween  the  years  of  six  and  twenty-one  shall  be  admitted  to  the  pub- 
lic schools  or  other  institutions  of  learning  sustained  or  established 
by  the  State  in  common,  without  distinction  of  race,  color,  or  previ- 
ous condition.  There  shall  be  no  separate  schools  or  institutions 
of  learning  established  exclusively  for  any  race  by  the  State  of 
Louisiana. 

Art.  136.  No  municipal  corporation  shall  make  any  rules  or  regula- 
tions contrary  to  the  spirit  and  intention  of  article  135. 

Art.  137.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  this  State 
a  superintendent  of  public  education,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for 
four  years.  His  duties  shall  be  prescribed  bv  law,  and  he  shall  have 
the  supervision  and  the  general  control  of  alt  public  schools  through- 
r>ut  the  State.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  quarterly,  on  his  own  warrant. 
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Art.  138.  The  general  exercises  in  the  public  schools  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  English  language. 

Art.  139.  The  proceeds  of  all  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the 
United  States  for  the  use  and  support  of  public  schools,  and  of  all 
lands  or  other  property  which  may  hereafter  be  bequeathed  for  that 
purpose,  and  or  all  lands  which  may  be  granted  or  bequeathed  to  the 
State,  and  not  granted  or  bequeathed  expressly  for  any  other  pur- 
pose, which  may  hereafter  be  disposed  of  by  the  State,  and  the  pro- 
ceeds of  all  estates  of  deceased  persons  to  which  the  State  may  be 
entitled  by  law,  shall  be  held  by  the  State  as  a  loan,  and  shall  be  and 
remain  a  perpetual  fund,  on  which  the  State  shall  pay  an  annual 
interest  or  0  per  cent.,  which  interest,  with  the  interest  of  the  trust- 
fund  deposited  with  this  State  by  the  United  States  under  the  act  of 
Congress  approved  June  the  twenty-third,  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-six,  and  the  rent  of  the  unsold  land,  shall  be  appropriated  to 
the  support  of  such  schools;  and  this  appropriation  shstll  remain 
inviolable. 

Art.  140.  No  appropriation  shall  be  made  by  the  general  a&sembly 
for  the  support  ox  any  private  school  or  any  private  institution  of 
learning  whatever. 

Art.  141.  One-half^of  the  funds  derived  from  the  poll-tax  herein 

!:)rovided  for  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  support  of  the 
rree  public  schools  throughout  the  State  and  the  University  of  New 
Orleans. 

Art.  142.  A  university  shall  be  established  and  maintained  in  the 
city  of  New  Orleans.  It  shall  be  composed  of  a  law,  a  medical,  and  a 
collegiate  department,  each  with  appropriate  faculties.  The  general 
assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  its  organization  and  maintenance: 
Provided  J  That  all  departments  of  this  institution  of  learning  shall 
be  open  in  common  to  all  students  capable  of  matriculating.  No  rules 
or  regulations  shall  be  made  by  the  trustees,  faculties,  or  other  oflScers 
of  said  institution  of  learning,  nor  shall  any  laws  be  made  by  the  gen- 
eral assembly  violating  the  letter  or  spirit  of  the  articles  under  this 
title. 

Art.  143.  Institutions  for  the  support  of  the  insane,  the  education 
and  support  of  the  blind  and  the  deaf  and  dumb,  shall  always  Ix* 
fostered  by  the  State,  and  be  subject  to  such  regulations  as  may  be 
prescribed  by  the  general  assembly. 

TlTLK    VIII 
MILITIA 

Art.  144.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  organize 
the  militia  of  the  State;  and  all  al)le-l)odied  male  citizens,  between 
the  ages  of  eighteen  and  forty-five  years,  not  disfranchised  by  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  shall  be  subject  to 
military  duty. 

Art.  145.  The  governor  shall  appoint  all  commissioned  officei-s, 
subject  to  confirmation  or  rejection  by  the  senate,  except  the  staff- 
officers,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  their  respective  chiefs,  and  com- 
missioned by  the  governor.  All  militia  officers  shall  take  and  sub- 
scribe to  the  oath  j)rescril)etl  for  officers  of  the  United  States  Army 
and  the  oath  prescribed  foi"  officers  in  this  State. 
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Abt.  146.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  call  the  militia  into 
active  service  for  the  preservation  of  law  and  order,  or  when  the 
public  safety  may  require  it.  The  militia,  when  in  active  service, 
shall  receive  the  same  pay  and  allowances,  as  officei-s  and  privates,  as 
is  received  by  officers  and  privates  in  the  United  States  Army. 

Title  IX 

MODE    OF    REVISING    THE    CONSTITUTION 

Art.  147.  Any  amendment  or  amendments  to  this  constitution 
may  be  proposed,  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  and  if  the 
same  shall  be  agreed  to  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  house,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  entered 
on  their  respective  journals,  with  the  yeas  and  nays  taken  thereon; 
and  the  secretary  oi  state  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published  three 
months  before  the  next  general  election  for  representatives  to  the 
general  assembly,  in  at  least  one  newspaper  in  every  parish  of  the 
State  in  which  a  newspaper  shall  be  published.  And  such  pro- 
posed amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  submitted  to  the  people 
at  said  election ;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  voters  at  said  election  shall 
approve  and  ratify  such  amendment  or  amendments,  the  same  shall 
become  a  part  of  this  constitution.  If  more  than  one  amendment 
shall  be  submitted  at  one  time,  they  shall  be  submitted  in  such  man- 
ner and  form  that  the  people  may  vote  for  or  against  each  amend- 
ment separately. 

Title  X 

SCHEDULE 

Art.  148.  The  ordinance  of  secession  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
passed  26th  of  January,  1861,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  null  and  void. 
The  constitution  adopted  in  1864,  and  all  previous  constitutions  in 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  are  declared  to  be  superseded  by  this 
constitution. 

Art.  149.  All  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claims,  contracts,  and 
all  laws  in  force  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and 
not  inconsistent  therewith,  shall  continue  as  if  it  had  not  been 
adopted;  all  judgments  and  judicial  sales,  marriagjes,  and  executed 
contracts,  made  in  good  faith  and  in  accordance  with  existing  laws 
in  this  State,  rendered,  made,  or  entered  into,  between  the  26th  day 
of  January,  1861,  and  the  date  when  this  constitution  shall  be 
adopted,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid,  except  the  following  laws : 

An  act  to  authorize  the  widening  of  the  new  canal  and  basin, 
approved  March  14,  1867. 

An  act  to  amend  and  re-enact  the  121st  section  of  an  act  entitled 
"An  act  relative  to  crimes  and  offences,"  approved  December  20, 1865. 

An  act  for  the  punishment  of  persons  for  tami^ering  with,  persuad- 
ing, or  enticing  away,  harboring,  feeding,  or  secreting  laborers,  serv- 
ants, or  apprentices,  approved  December  21,  1865. 

An  act  to  punish,  in  certain  cases,  the  employers  of  laborers  and 
apprentices,  approved  December  21,  1865. 

An  act  in  relation  to  exemption  from  State,  parish,  and  city  taxes, 
for  the  years  1862,  1863,  1864,  and  1865,  in  certain  cases,  certified 
March  16, 1866. 
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An  act  granting  ferry  privileges  to  C.  K.  Marshall,  his  heirs  or 
assigns,  approved  March  10,  1866. 

An  act  to  authorize  the  board  of  levee  commissioners,  of  the  levee 
district  in  the  parishes  of  Madison  and  Carroll,  to  issue  bonds,  &c, 
approved  Marcn  28,  1867. 

Section  third  of  An  act  to  organize  the  police  of  New  Orleans,  and 
to  create  a  police-toard  therein,  approved  February  12, 1866. 

Art.  150.  The  laws  relative  to  the  duties  of  officers  shall  remain  in 
force,  though  contrary  to  this  constitution,  and  the  several  duties  be 
performed  by  the  respective  officers,  until  the  organization  of  the 
government  imder  this  constitution. 

Art.  151.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  removal  of 
causes  now  pending  in  the  courts  of  this  State  to  courts  created  by 
or  under  this  constitution. 

Title  XI 

ORDINANCE 

Art.  152.  Immediately  upon  the  adjournment  of  this  convention 
this  constitution  shall  be  submitted  for  ratification  to  the  registered 
voters  of  the  State,  in  conformity  to  the  act  of  Congress  passed 
March  2,  1867,  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  more  efficient  gov- 
ernment of  the  rebel  States,"  and  the  acts  supplementary  thereto. 
-  Art.  153.  The  election  for  the  ratification  of  the  constitution  shall 
be  held  on  Friday  and  Saturday,  the  I7th  and  18th  days  of  ApriL 
1868,  at  the  places  now  prescribed  by  law;  and  the  polls  shall  lx> 
kept  open  from  7  o'clock  a.  m.  to  7  o'clock  p.  m.  At  that  election 
ali  those  in  favor  of  ratifying  the  constitution  shall  have  written  or 
printed  on  their  ballots  "  For  the  constitution ;"  and  those  opposed  to 
ratifying  the  constitution  shall  ha ve^ written  or  printed  on  their 
ballots  "Against  the  constitution." 

Art.  154.  In  order  to  establish  a  civil  government,  as  required  by 
act  of  Congress  passed  March  23^  1867,  an  election  shall  be  held,  at 
the  same  time  and  place  at  which  the  constitution  is  submitted  for 
ratification,  for  all  State,  judicial,  parish,  and  municipal  officers,  for 
members  of  the  general  assembly,  and  for  congressional  Represent- 
atives, at  which  election  the  electors  who  are  qualified  under  the 
reconstruction  acts  of  Congreas  shall  vote,  and  none  others:  Pro- 
videdj  That  any  elector  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office  under  any 
municipal  corporation  in  this  State. 

Art.  155.  At  the  election  for  the  ratification  of  the  constitution, 
and  for  officers  of  the  civil  government,  as  required  by  Congress,  all 
registered  electors  may  vote  m  any  parish  where  tliey  have  resided  for 
ten  days  next  preceding  said  election,  and  at  any  precinct  in  tli(» 
parish,  uj)on  presentation  of  their  certificates  of  registration,  affidavit, 
or  other  satisfactory  evidence  that  they  are  entitled  to  vote  as  regis- 
tered electors. 

Art.  156.  The  same  registrars  and  commissioners  who  shall  \m 
appointed  by  the  commanding  general  of  the  fifth  military  district 
to  superintend  the  election  for  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  the 
constitution,  shall  also,  at  the  same  time  and  place,  superintend  the 
election  for  all  officers  and  representatives  herein  ordered:  Providefh 
They  be  authorized  so  to  act  l)y  the  commanding  general.  And  in 
case  the  commanding  general  sliould  not  so  authorize  said  registrars 
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and  commissioners,  the  committee  of  seven,  appointed  by  this  con- 
Tention  to  take  charge  of  the  Avhole  matter  of  the  ratification  of -the 
constitution  and  the  election  of  civil  officers,  shall  appoint  one  reg- 
istrar for  each  parish  in  the  State,  except  the  parish  of  Orleans, 
and  one  in  each  district  of  the  parish  of  Orleans,  counting  Orleans, 
right  bank,  as  one  district,  who  shall,  each  in  his  parish  or  district, 
appoint  a  sufficient  number  of  commissioners  of  election  to  hold  the 
said  election  for  said  civil  officers  and  representatives  at  the  same 
time  and  place  as  herein  provided  for. 

Ajct.  15  <.  Returns  shall  be  made  in  duplicate,  sworn  to  by  the  com- 
missioners holding  the  election,  and  forwarded  within  three  days 
thereafter,  to  the  registrars  of  the  parish  or  district.  The  registrars 
>hall  immediately  forward  one  copy  of  said  returns  to  the  chairman 
of  the  committee  of  seven  appointed  by  this  convention,  who  shall, 
within  ten  days  after  the  last  return  has  been  received,  make  procla- 
mation of  the  result  of  said  election. 

-Vet.  158.  All  civil-  officers  thus  elected  shall  enter  upon  the  dis- 
char|^  of  their  duties  on  the  second  Monday  after  the  return  of  their 
election  shall  have  been  officially  promulgated,  or  as  soon  as  qualified 
according  to  law,  and  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  terms  of  their 
ropective  offices  herein  prescribed,  said  terms  to  date  from  the  first 
Monday  in  November  following  the  election. 

Art.  159.  The  general  assembly  elected  under  this  constitution  shall 
hold  its  first  session  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  on  the  third  Monday 
after  the  official  promulgation  aforesaid,  and  proceed  immediately 
upon  its  organization  to  vote  upon  the  adoption  of  the  fourteentli 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  proposed  by 
Congress,  and  passed  June  18,  1866.  Said  general  assembly  shall  not 
have  power  to  enact  any  laws  relative  to  the  per  diem  of  members,  or 
any  other  subject,  after  organization,  until  said  constitutional  amend- 
ment shall  have  been  acted  upon. 

Art.  160.  All  registrars  and  commissioners  appointed  under  this 
constitution  shall,  before  entering  upon  their  duties,  take  and  sub- 
>^  ribe  the  oath  of  office  prescribed  bjr  Cqngress,  approved  July  s(»cond, 
('ijrhteen  hundred  and  sixty-two,  entitled  ''An  act  to  prescribe  an  oath 
of  office;  "  the  said  oath  of  office  shall  be  administered  to  each  regis- 
trar by  the  chairman  of  the  committee  of  seven  and  to  each  commis- 
sioner by  the  registrar  appointing  him. 

Art.  i61.  All  registrars,  commissioners,  and  other  officers,  necessary 
to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  except  as  other- 
wise provided  for  by  the  reconstruction  acts  of  Congress,  shall  be  paid 
out  of  any  funds  raised  by  virtue  of  the  tax  ordinance  adopted  by  the 
convention  December  twentv-fourth,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  not  otherwise  appropriated.

AKENDUEKTS  TO  CONBTITTJTION  OF  1868 

(Uatifleil  1870) 

Title  II.  Art.  17.  Strike  out  the  words  "  first  Monday  "  and  insert 
the  words  ^'  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday." 

Title  VI.  Art.  99.  No  person  shall  hold  any  office,  or  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  vote  at  any  election,  or  to  act  as  a  juror  who,  in  due  course 
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of  law,  shall  have  been  convicted  of  treason,  perjury,  forgery,  bribery, 
or  other  crime,  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  or 
who  shall  have  been  under  interdiction. 

Sec.  1.  That  no  person  who,  at  any  time,  may  have  been  a  collector 
of  taxes,  whether  State,  parish,  or  municipal,  or  who  may  have  been 
otherwise  intrusted  with  public  money,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  General 
Assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  the  State  govern- 
ment, until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  discharge  for  the  amount  of  such 
collections,  and  for  all  public  moneys  with  which  he  may  have  been 
intrusted. 

Sec.  2.  That  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1890,  the  debt  of 
the  State  shall  not  be  so  increased  as  to  exceed  twenty-five  millions  of 
dollars. 

(Ratified  1874) 

Art.  [162],  Sec.  1.  The  issue  of  consolidated  bonds  authorized  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  the  State,  at  its  regular  session  in  the  year  1874, 
is  hereby  declared  to  create  a  valid  contract  between  the  State  and 
each  and  everj'  holder  of  said  bonds,  which  the  State  shall  bv  no 
means  and  in  no  wnse  impair.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  a  valid  obliga- 
tion of  the  State  in  favor  of  any  holder  thereof,  and  no  court  shall 
enjoin  the  payment  of  the  principal  or  interest  thereof,  or  the  levy 
and  collection  of  the  tax  therefor;  to  secure  such  levy,  collection,  and 
payment  the  judicial  power  shall  be  exercised  when  necessary.  The 
tax  required  for  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  said 
bonds  shall  be  assessed  and  collected  each  and  evei-y  year  until  the 
bonds  shall  be  paid,  principal  and  interest,  and  the  proceeds  shall  1:kj 
paid  by  the  treasurer  of  the  State  to  the  holders  of  said  l)onds  as  the 

f)rincipal  and  interest  of  the  same  shall  fall  due,  and  no  further  legis- 
ation  or  appropriation  shall  be  requisite  for  the  said  assessment  and 
collection  and  for  such  payment  from  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  WTienever  the  debt  of  the  State  shall  have  been  reduced 
below  twenty-five  million  dollars,  the  constitutional  limit  shall  remain 
at  the  lowest  point  reached,  beyond  which  the  public  debt  shall  not 
thereafter  be  increased ;  and  this  rule  continue  m  operation  until  the 
debt  is  reduced  to  fifteen  million  dollars,  beyond  which  it  shall  not  bo 
increase<L  Nor  shall  taxation  for  all  State  purposes,  excepting  the 
support  of  public  schools,  ever  exceed  twelve  and  a  half  mills  on  the 
dollar  of  the  assessed  valuation  of  the  real  and  personal  property  in 
the  State,  except  in  case  of  Avar  or  invasion. 

Sec.  3.  The  revenue  of  each  year  derived  from  taxation  upon  real, 
personal,  and  mixed  property,  or  from  licenses,  shall  be  devoted  solely 
to  the  expenses  of  the  said  year  for  which  it  shall  be  raised,  excepting 
any  surplus  remain,  which  shall  be  directed  to  sinking  the  public 
debt.  All  appropriations  and  claims  in  excess  of  revenue  shall  Ix? 
null  and  void,  and  the  State  shall  in  no  manner  provide  for  their 
payment. 

Art.  [103].  The  city  of  New  Orleans  shall  not  hereafter  increase  her 
debt  in  any  manner  or  form  or  under  any  pretext.  After  the  first  day 
of  January,  1875,  no  evidence  of  indebtedness  or  warrant  for  pay- 
ment of  money  shall  be  issued  by  any  officer  of  said  city,  except 
against  cash  actually  in  the  treasury:  but  this  shall  not  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  prevent  a  renewal  of  matured  lx>nds  at  par,  or  the  issue 
of  new  bonds  in  exchange  for  other  bonds,  provided  the  city  debt  be 
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not  thereby  increased,  nor  to  prevent  the  issue  of  drainage  warranto; 

to  the  transferee  of  contract,  under  act  No.  80,  of  1871,  payable  only 

from  drainage  taxes,  and  not  otherwise;    any  pei*son  violating  the 

prohibitions  [provisions]  of  this  article  shall,  on  conviction,  be 

by  imprisonment  for  not  less  two  nor  more  than  ten  years,  and 

by  fine  of  not  less  than  three  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  thousand 

dollars. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  LOTTISIANA— 1879  *  » 

PREAMBLE  , 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  in  order  to  establish  jus- 
tice, insure  domestic  tranquility,  promote  the  general  welfare,  and 
seizure  the  blessings  of  liberty  to  oiirselves  and  our  posterity,  acknowl- 
edging and  invoking  the  guidance  of  Almighty  God,  the  author  of 
all  good  government,  do  ordain  and  establish  this  constitution. 

BILL  OF   RIGHTS 

Article  1.  All  government  of  right  originates  with  the  people,  is 
founded  on  their  will  alone,  and  is  instituted  solely  for  the  good  of 
the  whole,  deriving  its  just  powers  from  the  consent  of  the  governed. 
Its  only  legitimate  end  is  to  protect  the  citizen  in  the  enjoyment  of 
life,  liberty  and  property.  When  it  assumes  other  functions  it  is 
usurpation  and  oppression. 

Art.  2.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses, 
papers  and  eifects  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures  shall  not 
l)e  violated,  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  except  upon  probable  cause, 
"supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularly  describing  the 
(>lace  to  be  searched  and  the  person  or  things  to  be  seized. 

Art.  3.  A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessarv  to  the  security  of 
a  free  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  Keep  and  i»ear  arms  shall  not 
Ije  abridged.  This  shall  not  prevent  the  passage  of  laws  to  punish 
those  who  carrv  weapons  concealed. 

Xbtv.  4.  No  laws  shall  be  passed  respecting  an  establishment  of 
religion  or  prohibiting  the  free  exercise  thereof,  or  abridging  the 
freedom  of  speech,  or  oi  the  press,  or  the  right  of  the  people  peaceably 
to  assemble  and  petition  the  government  for  a  redress  of  grievances. 

Art.  5.  There  shall  be  neither  slaverv  nor  involuntary  servitude  in 
this  State  otherwise  than  for  the  punishment  of  crime,  whereof  the 
party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted.  Prosecutions  shall  be  by  indict- 
ment or  information;  provided^  that  no  perfion  shall  be  held  to  ansAver 
for  a  capital  crime  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  by  a  grand 
jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in 
time  of  war  or  public  danger,  nor  shall  any  person  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  life  or  liberty  for  the  same  offense,  except  on  his  own

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The  Eleventh  District  shall  l)e  composed  of  the  parishes  of  St. 
Martin,  Iberia  and  I^fayette,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator. 

The  Twelfth  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  parishes  of  St^ 
Landry,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators. 

The  Thirteenth  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  parishes  of  Avoy- 
elles and  Pointe  Coupee,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator. 

The  Fourteenth  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  parishes  of  Iber- 
ville and  West  Baton  Rouge,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator. 

The  Fifteenth  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  parishes  of  East 
and  West  Feliciana,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator. 

The  Sixteenth  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  parish  of  East 
Baton  Rouge,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator. 

The  Seventeenth  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  parishes  of  St. 
Helena,  Livingston,  Tangipahoa,  Washington  and  St.  Tammany  and 
shall  elect  one  Senator.

(lecbration  of  a  retention  of  domicile  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing; and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  four  years. 

Art.  23.  Each  house  shall  judge  of  the  qualifications,  election  and 
returns  of  its  own  members,  choose  its  own  officers  (except  President 
of  the  Senate),  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings  and  may  pun- 
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ish  its  inenibei*s  for  disorderly  conduct  and  contempt,  and,  with  the 
concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  its  members  elected,  expel  a  memlier. 

Art.  24.  iiither  house,  during  the  session,  may  punish  by  imprison- 
ment any  person  not  a  member,  who  shall  have  been  guilty  of  disre- 
spect by  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior;  but  such  imprison- 
ment shall  not  exceed  ten  days  for  each  offense. 

Art.  25.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  State  whicn  may  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  may  have  been  increased 
hy  the  General  Assembly  during  the  time  such  Senator  or  Representa- 
tive was  a  member  thereof. 

Art.  2().  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  felony  and  breach  of  the  peace,  Ije  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  their  respective 
houses,  and  m  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
speech  or  debate  in  either  house,  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place. 

Art.  27.  The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  receive  a 
compensation  not  to  exceed  four  dollars  per  day  during  their  attend- 
ance, and  their  actual  traveling  exi^enses  going  to  and  returning  from 
the  seat  of  government;  but  in  no  instance  shall  more  than  thirty 
dollars  each  way  be  allowed  for  traveling  expenses. 

Art.  28.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
cause  the  same  to  l)e  published  immediately  after  the  close  of  the 
session ;  when  practicaole,  the  minutes  of  each  day's  session  shall  be 
printed  and  ^)laced  in  the  hands  of  members  on  the  day  following. 
The  original  journal  shall  Ix^  preserved,  after  publication,  in  the  office 
of  Secretary  of  State,  but  there  shall  be  required  no  other  record 
thereof. 

Art.  21).  Every  law  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  shall  embrace 
but  orte  object,  and  that  be  expressed  in  the  title. 

Art.  30.  No  law  shall  be  revived  or  amended  by  reference  to  its 
title,  but  in  such  cases  the  act  revived  or  section  as  amended  shall  l)e 
re-enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Art.  31.  The  general  Assembly  shall  never  adopt  any  svstem  or 
code  of  laws  by  general  reference  to  such  system  or  code  of  laws,  but 
in  all  cases  shall  recite  at  length  the  several  provisions  of  the  laws 
it  may  enact. 

Art.  32.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  meml)ers  of  each  House  of 
the  General  Assembly  shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact  business ;  but 
a  smaller  numl)er  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  have  power 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Art.  33.  Neither  House  during  the  session  of  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  adjourn  for  more  than 
three  days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  it  may  l)e 
sitting. 

Art.  34.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  in  either  House  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  the  meml)ers  elieicted,  be  entered  on  the 
journal. 

Art.  35.  All  bills  for  raising  revenue  or  appropriating  money 
shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may 
propose  or  concur  in  amendments,  as  in  other  bills. 
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Art.  3G.  No  bill,  or  ordinance,  or  resolution  intended  to  have  the 
effect  of  a  law,  which  shall  have  been  rejected  by  either  House,  shall 
l)e  again  proposed  in  the  same  House  during  the  same  session,  under 
the  same  or  any  other  title,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the 
House  by  which  the  same  was  rejected. 

Art.  37.  Every  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days  in  each 
House,  and  no  bdl  shall  be  considered  for  final  paasage  unless  it  has 
Ijeen  read  once  in  full,  and  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  a  com- 
mittee. Nor  shall  any  bill  become  a  law  unless,  on  its  final  passage, 
the  vote  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting 
for  or  against  the  same  be  entered  on  the  journal,  and  a  majority  or 
the  members  elected  to  each  House  be  recorded  thereon  as  voting  in 
its  favor. 

Art.  38.  No  amendment  to  bills  by  one  House  shall  be  concurred 
in  by  the  other,  except  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  elected 
thereto,  taken  by  yeas  and  na^s,  and  the  names  of  those  voting  for  or 
against  recorded  upon  the  journal  thereof.  And  reports  of  com- 
mittees of  conference  shall  be  adopted  in  either  House  only  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  elected  thereto,  the  vote  to  be  taken  by 
yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  those  voting  for  or  against  recorded 
upon  the  journal. 

Art.  39.  Whenever  a  bill  that  has  been  passed  by  both  Houses  is 
enrolled  and  placed  in  possession  of  the  House  in  which  it  originated 
the  title  shall  be  read,  and  at  the  request  of  any  five  members,  the 
bill  shall  be  read  in  full,  when  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives or  the  President  of  the  Senate,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
act  at  once,  sign  it  in  open  House,  and  tlie  fact  of  signing  shall  l)e 
noted  on  the  journal ;  thereupon  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  shall  immedi- 
ately convey  the  bill  to  the  other  House,  whose  presiding  officer  shall 
c^use  a  suspension  of  all  other  business  to  read  and  sign  the  bill  in 
open  session  and  without  delay;  as  soon  as  bills  are  signed  by  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  and  President  of  the  Senate,  tliey  shall  be 
taken  at  once,  and  on  the  same  day,  to  the  Governor  by  the  Clerk  of 
the  House  or  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

Art.  40.  No  law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  except  the  gen- 
eral appropriation  act,  or  act  appropriating  money  for  tlie  expenses 
of  the  General  Assembly,  shall  take  effect  until  promulgated.  A 
law  shall  be  considered  promulgated  at  the  place  where  the  State 
journal  is  published  the  day  after  the  publication  of  such  law  in  the 
iState  journal,  and  in  all  other  parts  of  the  State,  twenty  days  after 
j^iich  publication. 

Art.  41.  The  clerical  officers  of  the  two  Houses  of  Kepresontatives 
.-hall  be  a  Secretary  of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, with  such  assistants  as  may  be  necessary,  but  the  expenses 
for  clerks  and  employes  shall  not  exceed  sixty  dollars  daily  for  the 
Senate,  nor  seventy  dollars  daily  for  the  House. 

Art.  42.  All  stationery,  printing,  paper  and  fuel  used  in  the  legis- 
lative and  other  departments  of  government,  shall  be  furnished,  and 
the  printing,  bindmg  and  distributing  of  the  laws,  journals  and 
department  reports,  and  all  other  pnnting  and  binding,  and  the 
repairing  and  furnishing  the  halls  and  rooms  used  for  the  meetings 
01^  the  General  Assembly  and  its  committees,  shall  be  done  under 
contract,  to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  below  such  maxi- 
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inuni  price,  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law : 
provided,  that  such  contracts  shall  l)e  awarded  only  to  citizens  of  th(» 
State.  No  member  or  officer  of  any  of  the  departments  of  the  gov- 
ernment shall  be  in  any  way  interested  in  such  contracts,  and  all 
such  contracts  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  oi  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, or  any  two  of  them. 

LIMITATION   OF  LEGISLATIVE   POWERS 

Art.  43.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  except  in 
pursuance  of  sj^ecific  appropriations  made  by  law;  nor  shall  any 
appropriation  of  money  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years. 
A  reg^ilar  statement  and  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all 
public  moneys  shall  be  published  every  three  months,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  44.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  contract, 
or  to  authorize  the  contracting,  or  any  debt  or  liability,  on  behalf  of 
the  State,  or  to  issue  bonds  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  thereof, 
except  for  the  purpose  of  repelling  invasion  or  for  the  suppression 
of  insurrection. 

Art.  45.  The  (leneral  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  grant,  or  to 
authorize  any  parish  or  municipal  authority  to  grant,  any  extra  com- 
pensation, fee  or  allowance  to  a  public  officer,  agent,  servant  or  con- 
tractor, nor  pay,  nor  authorize  the  payment,  of  any  claim  against  the 
State,  or  any  parish  or  municipality  of  the  State,  under  any  agree- 
ment or  contract  made  without  express  authority  of  law ;  and  all  such 
unauthorized  agreements  or  contracts  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Art.  40.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any  local  or  si)ecial 
law  on  the  following  specified  objects : 

For  the  opening  and  conducting  of  elections,  or  fixing  or  changing 
the  place  of  voting. 

Changing  the  names  of  persons. 

Changing  the  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

Authorizing  the  laying  out,  opening,  closing,  altering  or  maintain- 
ing roads,  highways,  streets  or  alleys,  or  relating  to  ferries  and 
bridges,  or  incorporating  bridge  or  ferry  companies,  except  for  the 
erection  of  bridges  crossing  streams  which  form  boundaries  between 
this  and  any  other  State. 

Authorizing  the  adoption  or  legitimation  of  children  or  the  eman- 
cipation of  minors. 

Granting  divorces. 

Changing  the  law  of  descent  or  succession. 

Affecting  the  estates  of  minors  or  persons  under  disabilities- 
Remitting  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  or  refunding  moneys 
legally  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Authorizing  the  constructing  of  street  passenger  railroads  in  any 
incorporated  town  or  city. 

Regulating  labor,  trade,  manufacturing  or  agriculture. 

Creating  corporations,  or  amending,  renewing,  extending  or 
explaining  the  charter  thereof;  provided^  that  this  shall  not  appy  to 
the  corporation  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  or  to  the  organization  of 
levee  districts  and  parishes. 
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Granting  to  any  corporation,  association  or  individual  any  si)ecial 
iH-  exclusive  rieht,  privilege  or  immunity. 

Extending  the  time  for  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes,  or  for 
\\w  relief  ox  any  assessor  or  collector  of  taxes  from  the  due  perforni- 
aiK-e  of  his  official  duties,  or  of  his  securities  from  liability ;  nor  shall 
nny  such  be  passed  by  any  political  corporation  of  this  State. 

Regulating  the  practice  or  jurisdiction  of  any  court,  or  changing 
the  rules  of  evidence  in  any  judicial  proceeding  or  in(][uiiy  before 
•*<)urts,  or  providing  or  changing  methods  for  the  collection  of  debts 
or  the  enforcement  of  judgments,  or  prescribing  the  effects  of  judicial 
>ales. 

Exemption  of  property  from  taxation. 

Fixing  the  rate  of  interest. 

Concerning  any  civil  or  criminal  actions. 

Giving  effect  to  informal  or  invalid  wills  or  deeds,  or  to  any  illegal 
ilI>position  of  property. 

Regiilating  the  management  of  public  schools,  the  building  or 
repairing  oi  school  houses,  and  the  raising  of  money  for  such 
purposes. 

Legalizing  the  unauthorized  or  invalid  acts  of  any  officer,  servant, 
agent  of  the  State,  or  of  any  parish  or  municipality  theriH)f. 

^Vrt.  47.  The  General  Assemblv  shall  not  indirectly  enact  si>ecial 
or  local  laws  by  the  partial  repeal  of  a  general  law ;  but  laws  repeal- 
ing local  or  special  laws  may  be  passed. 

Akt.  48.  No  local  or  special  laws  shall  be  passed  on  any  subject  not 
^'numerated  in  Article  46  of  this  Constitution,  unless  notice  of  the 
intention  to  apjJv  therefor  shall  have  been  published,  without  cost  to 
tlie  State,  in  the  locality  where  the  matter  or  thing  to  Ix?  affected  may 
Ik?  situated,  which  notice  shall  state  the  substance  of  the  contemplated 
l;iw,  and  shall  l)e  published  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  General  Assembly  of  such  bill,  and  in  the  same  manner 
provided  by  law  for  the  advertisement  of  judicial  sales.  The  evi- 
dence of  such  notice  having  been  published  shall  be  exhibited  in  the 
General  Assembly  before  such  act  shall  be  passed,  and  every  such  act 
>hall  contain  a  recital  that  such  notice  has  been  given. 

Art.  49.  No  law  shall  be  passed  fixing  the  price  of  manual  labor. 

Art.  50.  Any  member  of  the  General  Assembly  who  has  a  personal 
or  private  interest  in  any  measure  or  bill  proposed  or  pending  l)efore 
the  General  Assembly  shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the  House  of  which  he 
is  a  member,  and  shall  not  vote  thereon. 

Art.  51.  No  money  shall  ever  be  taken  from  the  public  treasury, 
directly  or  indirectlv  in  aid  of  any  church,  sect  or  denomination  of 
religion,  or  in  aid  oi  any  priest,  preacher,  minister  or  teacher  thereof, 
a<  such,  and  no  preference  shall  ever  be  given  to  nor  any  discrimina- 
tion made  against,  any  church,  sect  or  creed  of  religion,  or  any  form 
of  religious  faith  or  worship,  nor  shall  any  appropriations  be  made 
for  private  charitable  or  oenevolent  purposes  to  any  person  or 
''ommunity;  provided^  this  shall  not  applv  to  the  State  asylums  for 
the  insane  and  deaf,  dumb  and  blind  and  the  charity  hospitals  and 
imblic  charitable  institutions  conducted  under  State  authority. 

Art.  52.  The  General  Assemblv  shall  have  no  power  to  increase  the 
expenses  of  any  office  bv  appointing  assistant  officials. 

Art.  53.  The  general  appropriation  bill  shall  embrace  nothing  hut 
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appropriations  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government,  interest 
on  the  public  debt,  public  schools  and  public  charities,  and  such  bill 
shall  be  so  itemized  as  to  show  for  what  account  each  and  ever\' 
appropriation  shall  be  made.  All  other  appropriations  shall  be  made 
by  separate  bills,  each  embracing  but  one  object. 

Aht.  54.  Each  appropriation  shall  be  for  a  specific  purpose,  and  no 
appropriation  shall  be  made  under  the  head  or  title  of  contingent ; 
nor  shall  any  officer  or  department  of  government  receive  anv  amount 
from  the  treasury  for  contingencies  or  for  a  contingent  funcf. 

Art.  55.  No  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  last  five  days  of  the  session  thereof;  all  appropria- 
tions to  be  valid,  shall  be  passed  and  receive  the  signatures  of  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
five  full  days  before  the  adjournment  sine  die  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Art.  56.  The  funds,  credit,  property  or  things  of  value  of  the 
State,  or  of  any  political  corporation  "thereof,  shall  not  be  loaned, 
pledged  or  granted  to  or  for  any  person  or  pei*sons,  association  or 
corporation,  public  or  private;  nor  shall  the  State,  or  any  political 
corporation,  purchase  or  subscribe  to  the  capital  or  stock  of  any 
corporation  or  association  whatever,  or  for  any  private  enterprise. 
Nor  shall  the  State,  nor  any  political  corporation  thereof  assume  the 
liabilities  of  any  political  municipal,  parochial,  private,  or  other  cor- 
l)oration  or  association  whatsoever;  nor  shall  the  State  undertake  to 
carry  on  the  business  of  any  such  corporation  or  association,  or 
become  a  part  owner  therein ;  provided,  the  State,  through  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  shall  have  power  to  grant  the  right  of  way  through  its 
public  lands  to  any  railroad  or  canal. 

Art.  57.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  release  or 
extinguish,  or  to  authorize  the  releasing  or  extinguishing,  in  whole 
or  in  part,  the  indebtedness,  liability  or  obligation  of  any  corporation 
or  individual  to  this  State,  or  to  any  parish  or  municipal  corporation 
therein ;  provided,  the  heirs  to  confiscated  property  may  be  releastnl 
of  all  taxes  due  thereon  at  the  date  of  its  reversion  to  them. 

executive  department 

Art.  58.  The  Executive  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Governor, 
Lieutenant  Governor,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Secretarv  of  State. 

Art.  59.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  be  styled  the  Governor  of  Louisiana. 
He  shall  hold  his  office  during  four  years,  and,  together  with  the  Lieu- 
tenant Governor,  chosen  for  the  same  term,  shall  be  elected  as  follow --: 
The  qualified  electors  for  Representatives  shall  vote  for  a  Governor 
and  Lieutenant  Governor  at  the  time  and  place  of  voting  for  Rep- 
resentatives. 

The  returns  of  every  election  for  Governor  and  Lieutenant  (lov- 
einor  shall  he.  sealed  up  separately  from  the  returns  of  election  of 
other  officers,  and  transmitted  by  the  proper  officer  of  every  parish 
to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  deliver  them,  unopened,  to  the 
General  Assembly  then  next  to  be  holden.  The  members  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Thursday  after  the  day  on  which 
they  assemble,  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  examine  and  count 
the  votes.    The  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  for  Gov- 
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ernor  shall  be  declared  duly  elected ;  but  in  ca«e  two  or  more  persons 
shall  be  equal  and  highest  in  the  number  of  votes  polled  for  Governor, 
(»nt*  of  them  shall  immediately  be  chosen  Governor  by  the  joint  vote 
of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  person  having  the 
sreatest  number  of  votes  for  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  Lieutenant 
fiovemor;  but  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  equal  and  highest  in 
miml)er  of  votes  polled  for  Lieutenant  Governor,  one  of  them  shall 
1)0  immediately  chosen  Lieutenant  Governor,  by  joint  vote  of  the 
members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Art.  00.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  or 
Lieutenant  Governor  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  been  ten  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  resident  of 
the  State  for  the  same  space  of  time  next  preceding  his  election,  or 
^vho  shall  be  a  member  of  Congress,  or  shall  hold  office  under  the 
United  States  at  the  time  of,  or  within  six  months  immediately  pre- 
ceding the  election  for  such  office. 

Art.  6L  The  Governor  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of  his  duties 
the  first  Monday  next  ensuing  the  announcement  by  the  (ieneral  As- 
^nibly  of  the  result  of  the  election  for  Governor,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  until  the  Monday  next  succeeding  the  day  that  his  successor 
-hall  have  been  declared  duly  elected  and  shall  have  taken  the  oath 
or  affirmation  required  by  this  constitution. 

Art,  62.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  disabilitv,  resigna- 
tion or  absence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  oi  the  office 
^hall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  residue  of  the 
term,  or  until  tne  Governor,  absent  or  impeached,  shall  return  or  be 
acquitted  or  the  disability  be  removed.  In  the  event  of  the  removal, 
impeachment,  death,  resignation,  disability  or  refusal  to  qualify  of 
both  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  President  pro 
tfmpore  of  the  Senate  shall  act  as  Governor  until  the  disability  be 
removed  or  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

That  in  the  event  of  the  death,  or  from  whatever  cause  the  office  of 
Lieutenant  Governor  shall  become  vacant,  then,  and  in  that  event,  the 
President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  shall  fill  the  office  of  Lieutenant 
Governor,  performing  all  the  duties  incident  to  the  office  and  receiving 
its  emoluments. 

Art.  ^3.  The  Lieutenant  (lovemor,  or  officer  discharging  the  duties 
of  Governor,  shall,  during  his  administration,  receive  tjie  same  com- 
I>ensation  to  which  the  Governor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he 
continued  in  office. 

Art.  64.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  be 
President  of  the  Senate,  but  shall  have  onlva  casting  vote  therein. 
The  Senate  shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  l^resident  pro  tempore  of 
the  Senate. 

Art.  f)*").  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  receive  for  his  services  a 
stlary  which  shall  l)e  double  that  of  a  meml^er  of  the  General  Assem- 
i>lv,  and  no  more. 

Art.  66.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  all 
offenses  against  the  State,  and,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment  or 
treason,  shall,  upon  the  recommendation  in  writing  of  the  Lieutenant 
rrovemor.  Attorney  General  and  presiding  judge  of  the  court  before 
which  conviction  was  had,  or  of  any  two  of  them,  have  power  to  grant 
pardons,  commute  sentences,  and  remit  fines  and  forfeitures  after 
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conviction.  In  cases  of  treason  he  may  grant  reprieves  until  the  end 
of  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  in  wnich  body  the  power 
of  pardoning  is  vested. 

ART.  67.  The  Governor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  four  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant. 

Art.  C8.  He  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by 
this  Constitution,  and  whose  appointments  or  elections  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for ;  provided,  however,  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  have  the  right  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  appointment  or 
election  to  all  offices  created  by  it. 

Art.  69.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  in  cases  not  otherwise 
provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  by  panting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session;  but  no  person  who  has 
been  nominated  for  office  and  rejected,  shall  be  appointed  to  the  same 
office  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate.  The  failure  of  the  Governor 
to  send  into  the  Senate  the  name  of  any  person  appointed  for  office, 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection.. 

Art.  70.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers 
in  the  Executive  Department  upon  any  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices.  He  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
militia  of  the  State,  except  when  they  shall  be  called  into  active  serv- 
ice of  the  United  States. 

Art.  71.  He  shallj  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  Assembly 
information  respecting  the  situation  ot  the  State,  and  recommend  to 
its  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  72.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed, 
and  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  the  seat  of  government,  or,  if  that  should  have  become  danger- 
ous from  an  enemy  or  from  an  epidemic,  at  a  different  place.  Tlie 
power  to  legislate  shall  be  limited  to  the  objects  enumerated  specif- 
ically in  the  proclamation  convening  such  extraordinary  session; 
therein  the  Governor  shall  also  limit  the  time  such  session  may  con- 
tinue; provided^  it  shall  not  exceed  twenty  days.  Any  legislative 
action  had  after  the  time  so  limited,  or  as  to  other  objects  than  those 
enumerated  in  said  proclamation,  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Art.  73.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  Houses,  shall  be 
presented  to  the  Governor;  if  he  approve,  he  shall  sign  it;  if  not,  he 
shall  return  it,  with  his  objections,  to  the  House  in  which  it  origi- 
nated, which  House  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  upon  the  jour- 
nal, and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If,  after  such  consideration,  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  House  shall  agree  to  pass 
the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections,  to  the  other  House,  bv 
which  likewise  it  shall  be  reconsidered^  and  if  passed  by  two-thirds 
of  the  members  elected  to  that  House,  it  shall  be  a  law ;  but  in  such 
cases,  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and 
the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  snail  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  each  House  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  live  days  after  it  shall  have 
been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in  like  manner  as  if 
he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assemblv,  by  adjournment,  shall 
prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  "be  a  law. 

Art.  74.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  disapprove  of 
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anv  item  or  items  of  any  bill  making  appropriations  of  money, 
embracing  distinct  items,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the  bill  approved 
.shall  be  law  and  the  item  or  items  of  appropriations  disapproved 
shall  be  void  unless  repassed,  according  to  the  rules  and  limita- 
tions prescribed  for  the  passage  of  other  bills,  over  the  Executive 
veto. 

Art.  75.  Every  order,  resolution  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjourn- 
ment, or  on  matters  of  parliamentary  proceedings,  or  an  address 
for  removal  from  office,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Governor,  and 
before  it  shall  take  effect,  be  approved  by  him,  or  being  disapproved, 
shall  be  repassed  by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House. 

^Vbt,  76.  The  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Attorney  General,  and  Secretary 
of  State,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualiiSed  electors  oi  the  State  for 
the  term  of  four  years ;  and  m  case  of  vacancy  caused  by  death,  resig- 
nation or  permanent  absence  of  either  of  said  officers,  the  Governor 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  Senate ;  provided,  however,  that  notwithstanding  such  appoint- 
ment, such  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  election  at  the  next  election  after 
the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy. 

Abt.  77.  The  Auditor  of  I*ublic  Accounts  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  the  Treasurer  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  and  the  Secre- 
tary of  State  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
dollars  per  annum.  Each  of  the  iJefore  named  officers  Siall  be  paid 
monthlv,  and  no  fees  or  perquisites  or  other  compensation  shall  be 
allowed  to  said  officers;  provided,  the  Secretary  of  State  may  be 
allowed  fees  as  may  be  provided  by  law  for  copies  and  certificates 
furnished  to  private  persons. 

Abt.  78.  Appropriations  for  the  clerical  expenses  of  the  officers 
named  in  the  preceding  article  shall  specify  each  item  of  such  appro- 
priations; and  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  for  the  Treasurer, 
the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  for  the  Auditor  of  Public 
Accounts,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars. 

Art.  79.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal, 
signed  by  the  Governor  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

JUDICIARY   DEPARTMENT 

AlRT.  80.  The  judicial  power  shall  be  vested  in  a  Supreme  Court,  in 
courts  of  appeal,  in  district  courts  and  in  justices  of  the  peace. 

Art.  81.  The  Supreme  Court,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  jurisdiction  shall  extend 
to  all  cases  wnen  the  matter  in  dispute,  or  the  fund  to  be  distributed, 
whatever  may  be  the  amount  therein  claimed,  shall  exceed  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  exclusive  of  interest ;  to  suits  for  divorce  and  separation 
from  bed  and  board;  to  suits  for  nullity  of  marriage;  to  suits  involv- 
ing the  rights  to  homesteads;  to  suits  for  interdiction ;  and  to  all  cases 
in  which  the  constitutionality  or  legality  of  any  tax,  toll  or  impost 
whatever,  or  of  any  fine,  forfeiture  or  penalty  imposed  by  a  munic- 
ipal corporation  shall  be  in  contestation,  whatever  may  be  the  amount 
thereof,  and  in  such  cases  the  appeal  on  the  law  and  the  fact  shall  be 
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directly  from  the  court  in  which  the  case  originated  to  the  Supreme 
Court;  and  to  criminal  cases,  on  questions  of  law  alone,  whenever  the 
punishment  of  death  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  may  be  inflicted, 
or  a  fine  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars  ($300)  is  actually  imposed. 

Art.  82.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  composed  of  one  Chief  Jus- 
tice and  four  Associate  Justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  quorum.  The  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices  shall  each 
receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dollars  (5000)  per  annum,  payable 
monthly  on  their  own  warrants.  They  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  The 
first  Supreme  Court  to  be  organized  under  this  constitution  shall  be 
appointed  as  follows :  The  Chief  Justice  for  the  term  of  twelve  years ; 
one  Associate  Justice  for  the  term  of  ten  years ;  one  for  the  term  of 
eight  years ;  one  for  the  term  of  six  years ;  and  one  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  and  the  Governor  shall  designate  in  the  commission  of 
each  the  term  for  which  such  judge  is  appointed.  In  case  of  death, 
resignation  or  removal  from  omce  of  any  of  said  judges,  the  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired  term  of  said  judge, 
and  upon  expiration  of  the  term  of  any  said  judges  the  office  shall 
be  filled  by  appointment  for  a  term  of  twelve  years.  They  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  of  the  State,  over  thirty-five  years 
of  age,  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  practiced  law  in  this  State 
for  ten  years  preceding  their  appointment. 

Art.  83.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  four  Supreme  Court  Dis- 
tricts, and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  always  be  composed  of  judges 
appointed  from  said  districts.  The  parishes  of  Orleans,  St.  John  the 
Baptist,  St.  Charles,  St.  Bernard,  l^laquemines  and  Jefferson  shall 
compose  the  first  district,  from  which  two  judges  shall  be  appointed. 

The  parishes  of  Caddo,  Bossier,  Webster,  Bienville,  Claiborne, 
Union,  Lincoln,  Jackson,  Caldwell,  Ouachita,  Morehouse,  Richland, 
Franklin,  West  Carroll,  East  Carroll,  Madison,  Tensas  and  Catahoula 
shall  compose  the  second  district,  from  which  one  judge  shall  be 
appointed. 

The  parishes  of  DeSoto,  Red  River,  Winn,  Grant,  Natchitoches, 
Sabine,  Vernon,  Calcasieu,  Cameron,  Rapides,  Avoyelles,  Concordia, 
Pointe  Coupee,  West  Baton  Rouge^  Iberville,  St.  Landry,  Lafayette 
and  Vermilion  shall  compose  the  third  district,  from  which  one  judge 
shall  be  appointed. 

And  the  parishes  of  St.  Martin,  Iberia,  St.  Mary,  Terrebonne,  La- 
fourche, Assumption,  St.  James,  Ascension,  East  Rouge,  East  Feli- 
ciana, West  Feliciana,  St.  Helena,  Livingston,  Tangipahoa,  St.  Tam- 
many and  Washington  shall  compose  the  fourth  district,  from  which 
one  judge  shall  be  appointed. 

Art.  84.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans  from  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November  to 
the  end  of  the  month  of  May  in  each  and  every  year.  The  General 
Assembly  shall  have  power  to  fix  the  sessions  elsewhere  during  the 
rest  of  the  year.  Until  otherwise  provided,  the  sessions  shall  be  held 
as  heretofore.  They  shall  appoint  their  own  clerks  and  remove  them 
at  pleasure. 

Art.  85.  No  judgment  shall  be  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court 
without  the  concurrence  of  three  judges.  Whenever  three  members 
cannot  concur,  in  consequence  of  the  recusation  of  any  member  or 
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members  of  the  court,  the  judges  not  recused  shall  have  authority  to 
call  upon  any  judge  or  judges  of  the  district  courts,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be,  when  so  called  upon,  to  sit  in  the  place  of  the  judge  or  judges 
recused,  and  to  aid  in  the  determination  of  the  case. 

Art.  86-  All  judges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throu^out  me  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be, 
•'  The  State  of  Louisiana."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  "  in 
the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,"  and  con- 
clude :  *' Against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Art.  87.  The  judges  of  all  courts,  whenever  practicable,  shall  refer 
to  the  law  by  virtue  of  which  every  definite  judgment  is  rendered; 
init  in  all  cases  they  shall  adduce  the  reasons  on  which  their  judgment 
is  founded. 

Abt.  88.  There  shall  be  a  reporter  of  the  decisions  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  who  shall  report  in  full  all  cases  which  he  may  be  required  to 
report  by  law  or  by  the  court.  He  shall  publish  in  the  reports  the 
title,  numbers  and  Kead  notes  of  all  ca,ces  decided,  whether  reported  in 
full  or  not. 

In  all  cases  reported  in  full  he  shall  make  a  brief  statement  of  the 
principal  points  presented  and  authorities  cited  by  counsel. 

He  shall  be  appointed  by  a  majority  of  the  court,  and  hold  his  office 
and  be  removable  at  their  pleasure. 

His  salarv  shall  be  fixecl  by  the  court,  and  shall  not  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthlv  on  his  own  warrant. 

Art.  89.  The  Supreme  Court  and  each  or  the  judges  thereof  shall 
have  power  to  issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  at  the  instance  of  all  per- 
sons in  actual  custody,  in  cases  where  it  may  have  appellate  jurisdic- 
tion. 

Art.  90.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  control  and  general  super- 
vision over  all  inferior  courts.  They  shall  have  power  to  issue 
writs  of  certiorari,  prohibition,  mandamus,  quo  warranto,  and  other 
remedial  writs. 

Art.  91.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  appeals  from 
the  district  courts  to  the  Supreme  Court  upon  questions  of  law  alone, 
when  the  party  or  parties  aggrieved  desire  only  a  review  of  the  law. 

Art.  92.  Except  as  herein  provided  no  duties  or  functions  shall 
ever  \)e  attached  bv  law  to  the  Supreme  Court,  courts  of  api)eal  or 
district  courts,  or  the  several  judges  thereof,  but  such  as  are  judicial ; 
and  the  said  judges  are  prohibited  from  receiving  any  fees  of  office 
or  other  compensation  than  their  salaries  for  any  official  duties  per- 
formed by  them.  No  judicial  powers,  except  as  committing  magis- 
trates in  criminal  cases,  shall  be  conferred  on  any  officers  other  than 
those  mentioned  in  this  title,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  in 
towns  and  cities,  and  the  judicial  powers  of  such  officers  shall  not 
extend  further  than  the  co^izance  of  cases  arising  under  the  police 
regulations  of  towns  and  cities  in  the  State. 

Art.  93.  The  judges  of  all  courts  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for 
crimes  and  misdemeanors.  For  anv  reasonable  cause  the  Governor 
shall  remove  any  of.  them  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the  niem- 
Wrs  elected  to  each  house  of  the  General  Ass(»mbly.  In  every  case 
the  cause  or  causes  for  which  such  removal  may  l)e  required  shall  be 
stated  at  length  in  the  address,  and  inserted  in  the  journal  of  each 
house. 
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ATTORNEY   GENERAL 

Art.  94.  There  shall  be  an  Attorney  General  for  the  State,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  large  every 
four  years.  He  shall  be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  actually 
resided  and  practiced  law,  as  a  licensed  attorney  in  the  State  five 
years  next  preceding  his  election.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum ;  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant. 

COURTS    OF   APPEAL 

Art.  95.  The  courts  of  appeal,  except  in  cases  hereinafter  provided, 
shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  jurisdiction  shall  extend 
to  all  cases,  civil  or  probate,  when  the  matter  in  dispute  or  the  funds 
to  be  distributed  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  in- 
terest, and  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  in- 
terest. 

Art.  96.  The  courts  of  appeal  shall  be  composed  of  two  circuit 
judges,  shall  be  elected  by  tne  two  houses  of  the  General  Assembly 
m  joint  session.  The  first  judges  of  the  courts  of  appeal  under  this 
constitution  shall  be  elected  for  the  following  terms:  One  judge  for 
each  court  for  the  term  of  four  years  and  one  judge  for  the  term  of 
eight  years. 

They  shall  be  learned  in  the  law  and  shall  have  resided  and  prac- 
ticed law  in  this  State  for  six  years,  and  shall  have  been  actual  resi- 
dents of  the  circuit  from  which  they  shall  be  elected  for  at  least  two 
years  next  m*eceding  their  election. 

Art.  97.  The  State,  with  the  exception  of  the  parish  of  Orleans, 
shall  be  divided  into  five  circuits,  from  each  of  which  two  judge> 
shall  be  elected.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  parishes  of 
Caddo,  Bossier,  Webster,  Bienville,  DeSoto,  Red  River,  Claiborne, 
Union,  Lincoln,  Natchitoches,  Sabine,  Jackson,  Winn  and  Caldwell 
shall  compose  the  First  Circuit. 

The  parishes  of  Ouachita,  Richland,  Morehouse,  West  Carroll,  Cata- 
houla, Franklin,  Madison,  East  Carroll,  Concordia  and  Tensas  shall 
compose  the  Second  Circuit. 

The  parishes  of  Rapides,  Grant,  Avoyelles,  St.  Landry,  Vernon. 
Calcasieu,  Cameron,  Lafayette,  Vermilion,  St.  Martin  and  Iberia 
shall  compose  the  Third  Circuit. 

The  parishes  of  East  Baton  Rouge,  West  Baton  Rouge,  Iberville, 
East  Feliciana,  St.  Helena,  Tangipahoa,  Livingston,  St.  Tammany, 
Washington,  Pointe  Coupee  and  West  Feliciana  shall  compose  the 
Fourth  Circuit. 

And  the  parishes  of  St.  Mary,  Terrebonne,  Ascension,  Lafourche, 
Assumption,  Plaquemines,  St.  Bernard,  Jefferson,  St.  Charles,  St, 
John  the  Baptist  and  St.  James  shall  compose  the  Fifth  Circuit, 

Art.  98.  The  judges  of  the  courts  of  appeal,  until  otherw^ise  pro- 
vided by  law,  shall  hold  two  terms  annually  in  each  parish  composing 
their  respective  circuits. 

Art.  99.  ITntil  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  terms  of  the  circuit 
courts  of  appeal  shall  be  as  follows :

Art.  101.  WTienever  the  judges  composing  the  courts  of  ap]>eal 
shall  concur,  their  judgment  shall  be  final.  Whenever  there  shall  he 
a  disagreement,  the  two  judges  shall  appoint  a  lawyer  having  the 
qualifications  for  a  judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  of  their  circuit, 
who  shall  aid  in  the  determination  of  the  case;  a  judgment  concurred 
in  by  any  two  of  them  shall  be  final. 

Art.  102.  All  causes  on  appeal  to  the  courts  of  appeal  shall  be  tried 
on  the  original  record,  pleadmgs  and  evidence  in  tne  district  court. 

Abt.  103.  The  rules  of  practice  regulating  appeals  to,  and  proceed- 
ings in  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  apply  to  appeals  and  proceedings 
in  the  courts  oi  appeal,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  until  other- 
wise provided  by  law. 

Art.  104.  The  judges  of  the  courts  of  appeal  shall  have  power  to 
issue  writs  of  habeas  corpus  at  the  instance  of  all  persons  m  actual 
custody  within  their  respective  circuits.  They  shall  also  have  author- 
ity to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  prohibition  and  certiorari,  in  aid  of 
their  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Art.  105.  The  judges  of  courts  of  appeal  shall  each  receive  a  sal- 
ary of  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  their 
respective  warrants. 

The  (xeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial  of 
recused  cases  in  the  courts  of  appeal. 

Art.  10(>.  The  sheriff  of  the  parish  in  which  the  sessions  of  the 
court  art*  held,  shall  attend  in  person,  or  l)y  deputy,  to  execute  the 
orders  of  the  court. 

DISTRICT    COURTS 

Art.  107.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  not  less  than  twenty, 
nor  more  than  thirty,  judicial  districts,  the  parish  of  Orleans 
excepted. 

Art.  108.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  there  shall  be  twenty- 
six  districts. 

The  Parish  of  Caddo  shall  compose  the  First  district.* 

The  parishes  of  Bossier,  Webster  and  Bienville  shall  compose  the 
Second  District.

Art.  109.  District  courts  shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil 
matters  where  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  interest. 

They  shall  have  unlimited  original  jurisdiction  in  all  criminal,  pro- 
bate and  succession  matters,  and  when  a  succession  is  a  party  de- 
fendant. 

The  district  judges  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified 
voters  of  their  respective  districts,  in  which  they  shall  have  be^n 
actual  residents  for  two  years  next  preceding  their  election. 

They  shall  be  learned  m  the  law,  and  shall  have  oracticed  law  in  the 
State  ror  five  years  previous  to  their  election. 

They  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years.  All  elections  to  fill 
vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  shall  be  for  the 
unexpired  term,  and  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancy  until  an  elec- 
tion can  be  held. 

The  judges  of  the  district  court  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  their  respective 
warrants. 

Akt.  110.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  increase  the 
number  of  district  judges  in  any  district  whenever  the  public  business 
may  require. 

Abt.  111.  The  district  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  appeals  from 
justices  of  the  peace  in  all  matters  where  the  amount  in  controversy 
shall  exceed  ten  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest. 

Art.  112.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial 
of  recused  cases  in  the  district  courts,  by  the  selection  of  licensed 
attorneys  at  law,  by  an  interchange  of  judges,  or  otherwise. 

Art.  113.  Wherever  in  this  Constitution  the  qualification  of  any 
justice  or  judge  shall  be  the  previous  practice  of  the  law  for  a  term 
of  years,  there  shall  be  included  in  such  term  the  time  such  justice  or 
judge  shall  have  occupied  the  bench  of  any  court  of  record  in  this 
State;  vrovided^  he  shall  have  been  a  licensed  attorney  for  five  years 
before  nis  election  or  appointment. 

Art.  114.  No  judge  oi  any  court  of  the  State  shall  be  affected  in 
his  term  of  office,  salary  or  jurisdiction  as  to  territory  or  amount 
during  the  term  or  jperiod  for  which  he  was  elected  or  appointed. 
Any  legislation  so  affecting  any  judge  or  court  shall  take  effect  only 
at  the  end  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  judge  or  judges,  incumbents 
of  the  court  or  courts  to  which  such  legislation  may  apply  at  the  time 
of  its  enactment.  This  article  shall  not  affect  the  provisions  of  this 
constitution  relative  to  impeachment  or  removal  from  office. 

Art.  115.  The  district  judges  shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of 
haheaa  corpus  at  the  instance  of  all  persons  in  actual  custody  in  their 
respective  districts. 

Art.  116.  The  General  Assembly  at  its  first  session  under  this  con- 
stitution shall  provide  by  general  law  for  the  selection  of  competent 
and  intelligent  jurors,  who  shall  have  capacity  to  serve  as  grand 
jurors  and  try  and  determine  both  civil  ana  criminal  cases,  and  may 
provide,  in  civil  cases,  that  a  verdict  be  rendered  by  the  concurrence 
of  a  less  number  than  the  whole.

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Xbt.  117.  In  those  districts  composed  of  one  parish,  there  shall  not 
be  less  than  six  terms  of  the  district  court  each  year. 

In  all  other  districts  there  shall  be  in  each  parish  not  less  than  four 
terms  of  the  district  court  each  year,  except  in  the  parishes  of  Cam- 
eron, Franklin  and  Vernon,  in  which  there  shall  not  be  less  than  two 
terms  of  the  district  court  each  year. 

Until  provided  by  law,  the  terms  of  the  district  court  in  each 
parish  be  fixed  by  a  rule  of  said  court,  which  shall  not  be  changed 
without  notice  by  publication  at  least  thirty  days  prior  to  such 
t'hange. 

There  shall  be  in  each  parish  not  less  than  two  jury  terms  each 
year,  at  which  a  grand  jury  shall  be  impaneled,  except  in  the  parishes 
of  Cameron,  Franklin  and  Vernon,  in  which  there  shall  not  be  less 
than  one  jury  term  each  year  at  which  a  grand  jury  shall  be  im- 
paneled.   * 

At  other  jury  terms  the  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  spe- 
cial juries,  when  necessary  for  the  trial  of  criminal  cases. 

SHERIFI-^   AND   CORONERS 

Art.  118.  There  shall  be  a  sheriff  and  coroner  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  each  parish  in  the  State,  except  the  parish  of  Orleans, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  elections  and  hold  ofSce  for  four 
Years. 

The  coroner  shall  act  for  and  in  place  of  the  cheriff  whenever 
the  sheriff  shall  be  party  interested  and  whenever  there  shall  be  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  sheriff,  until  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled; 
but  he  shall  not  during  such  vacancy  discharge  the  duties  of  tax 
collector. 

The  sheriff,  except  in  the  parish  of  Orleans,  shall  be  ex-officio 
collector  of  State  and  parish  taxes. 

He  shall  give  separate  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duty  in  each  capacity.  Until  otherwise  provided,  the  bonds  shall 
t>e  given  according  to  existing  laws. 

The  General  Assembly,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution, 
shall  pass  a  general  law  regulating  the  amount,  form,  condition  and 
mode  of  approval  of  such  bonds,  so  as  to  fully  secure  the  State  and 
parish,  ana  all  parties  in  interest. 

Sheriffs  elected  at  the  first  election  under  this  constitution  shall 
comply  with  the  provisions  of  such  law,  within  thirtv  days  after  its 
promulgation,  in  default  of  which  the  office  shall  be  cleclared  vacant, 
and  the  Governor  shall  appoint  for  the  remainder  of  the  time. 

Art.  119.  Sheriffs  shall  receive  compensation  from  the  parish  for 
iheir  services  in  criminal  matters  (the  keeping  of  prisoners,  convey- 
ing convicts  to  the  Penitentiary,  insane  persons  to  the  Insane  Asylum, 
and  service  of  process  from  another  parish,  and  service  of  process 
or  the  performance  of  any  duty  bevond  the  limits  of  his  own  parish 
excepted),  not  to  exceed  five  nun^red  dollars  per  annum  for  each 
Representative  the  parish  may  have  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  compensation  of  sheriffs  as  tax  collectors  shall  not  exceed  five 
per  cent  on  the  amount  collected  and  paid  over;  proridcch  that  he 
^hall  not  be  discharged  as  tax  collector  until  he  makes  proof  that  he 
has  exhausted  the  legal  remedies  to  collect  the  taxes. 
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Art.  120.  The  coroner  in  each  parish  shall  be  a  doctor  of  medicine, 
regularly  licensed  to  practice,  and  ex-offlcio  parish  physician;  pro- 
vided^  this  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  parish  in  which  there  is  no 
regurlarly  licensed  physician  who  will  accept  the  office. 

CLERKS 

Art.  121.  There  shall  te  a  clerk  of  the  district  court  in  each  parish, 
the  parish  of  Orleans  excepted,  who  shall  be  ex-ofjicw  clerk  of  the 
court  of  appeals. 

He  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  parish  every  four 
years;  and  shall  be  ex-ofjicio  parish  recorder  of  conveyances,  mort- 
gages and  other  acts,  ana  notary  public. 

He  shall  receive  no  compensation  for  his  services  from  the  State, 
or  the  parish,  in  criminal  matters. 

He  shall  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duties,  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Art.  122.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  vest  in  clerks 
of  courts  authority  to  grant  such  orders,  and  to  do  such  acts  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  furtherance  of  the  administration  of  jus- 
tice ;  and  in  all  cases,  powers  thus  vested  shall  be  specified  and  deter- 
ll^ined. 

Art.  123.  Clerks  of  district  courts  may  appoint,  with  the  approval 
of  the  district  judge,  deputies,  with  such  powers  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law ;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  pro- 
vide for  continuing  one  or  more  of  them  in  office,  in  the  event  ot  the 
death  of  the  clerk,  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed  and 
duly  qualified. 

district  attorneys 

Art.  124.  There  shall  l)e  a  district  attorney  for  each  judicial  dis- 
trict in  the  State,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
judicial  district.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  or  one  thousand  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant,  and  shall  hold  his 
office  for  four  years.  He  snail  be  an  actual  resident  of  the  district, 
and  a  licensed  attorney  at  law  in  this  State. 

He  shall  also  receive  fees ;  but  no  fees  shall  be  allowed  in  criminal 
cases,  except  on  conviction. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  district  attorney  shall  be  filled  by 
appointment  by  the  Governor  for  the  unexpired  term.  There  shall 
be  no  parish  attorney,  or  district  attorney,  pro  tempore.  (This  article 
shall  not  apply  to  the  parish  of  Orleans.) 

JUSTICES   OF   THE    PEACE 

Art.  125.  In  each  parish,  the  parish  of  Orleans  excepted,  then^ 
shall  be  as  many  justices  of  the  peace  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

The  present  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  snail  remain  as  now 
fixed  until  otherwise  provided.  They  shall  be  elected  for  the  term 
of  four  years  by  the  qualified  voters  within  the  territorial  limits  of 
their  jurisdiction. 

They  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  matters 
when  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of 
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interest,  and  original  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  district  court, 
wrhen  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of 
interest,  and  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of 
interest. 

They  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  in  succession  or  probate  matters,  or 
when  a  succession  is  a  defendant.  They  shall  receive  such  fees  or 
^aIa^T  as  may  be  fixed  by  law. 

Xkt.  126.  They  shall  have  criminal  jurisdiction  as  committing 
ma^strates,  and  shall  have  power  to  bail  or  discharge  in  cases  not 
capital  or  necessarily  punishable  at  hard  labor. 

CONSTABLES 

Aht.  127.  There  shall  be  a  constable  for  the  court  of  each  justice 
of  the  peace  in  the  several  parishes  of  the  State,  the  parish  of 
Orleans  excepted,  who  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  by 
the  qualified  voters  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  several  justices  of  the  peace. 

The  compensation,  salaries,  or  fees  of  constables  and  the  amount 
of  their  bonds,  shall  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly. 

C?OURT8   OF   THE   PARISH    AND    CITY   OF    NEW   ORLEANS 

Art.  128.  There  shall  be  in  the  parish  of  Orleans  a  court  of  appeals 
for  said  parish,  with  exclusive  appellate  jurisdiction  in  all  matters, 
civil  or  probate,  arising  in  said  parish,  when  the  amount  in  dispute 
or  fund  to  be  distributed  exceeos  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of 
interest,  and  does  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of 
interest ;  said  court  shall  be  presided  over  by  two  judges  who  shall 
be  elected  by  the  General  Assembly  in  joint  session ;  they  shall  be  resi- 
dents and  voters  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  possessing  all  the  quali- 
fications necessary  for  judges  of  circuit  courts  of  api)eals  throughout 
the  State;  they  snail  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand 
dollars,  payable  monthly  upon  their  respective  warrants. 

Said  appeals  shall  be  upon  questions  of  law  alone,  in  all  cases, 
involving  less  than  fivp  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  and 
upon  the  law  and  facts  in  other  cases. 

It  shall  sit  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  from  the  first  Monday  of 
Xoveniber  to  the  last  Monday  of  June  of  each  year. 

It  shall  have  authority  to  issue  writs  of  mandamvA^  prohibition, 
fertioraH  and  habeas  corpus  in  aid  of  its  appellate  jurisdiction. 

Art.  129.  The  provisions  of  this  constitution,  relating  to  the  term 
of  ofiice,  qualifications  and  salary  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts 
of  appeal  throughout  the  State,  and  the  manner  of  proceeding  and 
determining  causes  as  applicable  to  such  circuit  courts  of  appeal, 
shall  apply  to  this  court  and  its  judges,  in  so  far  as  such  provisions 
are  not  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  specially  relating  to  said  court 
and  its  judges. 

Said  Court  of  Appeals  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  all  causes  now 
pending  on  appeal  from  the  parish  of  Orleans  before  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  State  where  the  amount  in  dispute  or  fund  to  be  dis- 
tributed is  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  and 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  at  once  transfer  said  causes  to  the  Court  of 
Appeals. 
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Art.  180.  .F'or  the  parish  of  Orleans  there  j^hall  be  two  district 
courts  and  no  more.  One  of  said  courts  shall  be  known  as  the  Civil 
District  Court  for  the  parish  of  Orleans;  and  the  other  ii$  the  Crimi- 
nal District  Court  for  the  parish  of  Orleans.  The  former  shall  con- 
sist of  not  less  than  five  judges,  and  the  latter  not  less  than  two  judges 
having  the  qualifications  prescribed  for  district  judges  throughout  the 
State.  The  said  judges  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  the  term  of  eight  years. 
The  first  appointment  shall  be  made  as  follows:  Three  judges  of  the 
Civil  District  Court  for  four  years  and  two  judges  for  eight  years. 
One  judge  of  the  Criminal  District  Court  for  four  years  and  one 
for  eight  years,  the  terms  to  be  designated  in  their  commissions. 

The  said  judges  shall  receive  each  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
Said  Civil  District  Court  shall  have  exclusive  and  general  probate, 
and  exclusive  civil  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  in 
dispute  or  to  l)e  distributed  exceeds  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  exclu- 
sive of  interest,  and  exclusive  appellate  jurisdiction  from  the  city 
courts  of  the  parish  of  Orleans,  when  the  amount  in  dispute  exceeds 
twenty-five  dollars  exclusive  of  interest.  All  causes  nled  in  saiil 
court  shall  be  equally  allotted  and  assigned  among  said  judges,  in 
accordance  with  rules  of  court  to  be  adopted  for  the  purpose.  In  ca^^ 
of  recusation  of  any  judge  in  any  cause,  such  cause  shall  oe  reassigned, 
or  in  case  of  absence  from  the  parish,  sickness  or  the  disability  of  the 
judge  to  whom  said  cause  may  have  been  assigned,  any  judge  of  said 
court  may  issue  or  grant  conservatory  writs  or  orders.  In  other 
respects  each  judge  shall  have  exclusive  control  over  every  c4iuso 
assigned  to  him  from  its  inception  to  its  final  determination  in  said 
court.  The  Criminal  District  Court  shall  have  criminal  jurisdic- 
tion only.  All  prosecutions  instituted  in  said  court  shall  be  equally 
apportioned  between  said  judges  by  lot.  Each  judge,  or  his  suc- 
cessor, shall  have  exclusive  control  over  every  cause  tailing  to  him  from 
its  inception  to  its  final  determination  in  said  court.  In  case  of 
vacancy  or  recusation  causes  assigned  shall  be  reassigned  under  order 
of  court. 

Art.  VM,  The  General  Assembly  may  increase  the  number  of 
judgt»s  of  the  Civil  District  Court,  not,  h(5wever,  to  exceed  nine 
judges,  and  the  number  of  the  criminal  judges  not  to  exceed  thret*. 

Art.  132.  The  Court  of  Appeals  and  the  Civil  and  Criminal  Dis- 
trict Courts  for  the  parish  of  Orleans  shall  respectively  regulate 
the  order  of  preference  and  trial  of  causes  pending,  and  adopt  other 
rules  to  govern  the  proceedings  therein,  not  in  conflict  with  the  pro- 
visions of  law. 

Art.  lJi3.  The  Civil  District  Court  for  the  parish  of  Orleans  shall 
select  a  solvent  incorporated  bank  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  as  a 
judicial  depository.  Therein  shall  be  deposited  all  moneys,  notes 
bonds  and  securities  (except  such  notes  or  documents  as  maj^  be  filed 
with  suits  or  in  evidence,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  clerk  of  court), 
so  soon  as  the  same  shall  come  into  the  hands  of  any  sheriff  or  clerk 
of  court ;  such  deposits  shall  be  removable,  in  whole  or  in  part,  only 
upon  order  of  court.  The  officer  making  such  deposits  shall  make 
immediate  and  written  return  to  the  court  of  the  date  and  particulars 
thereof,  to  Ik?  filed  in  the  cause  in  which  the  matter  is  pending,  under 
l>enalties  to  be  prescribed  by  law. 
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^Vrt.  134.  There  shall  be  a  district  attorney  for  the  parish  of 
Orleans,  who  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications  and  be  elected  in  the 
-ame  manner  and  for  the  same  period  of  time  as  the  district  attorneys 
for  other  parishes,  as  provided  by  this  constitution. 

He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum  and 
such  fees  as  may  be  allowed  by  law;  but  no  fee  shall  be  allowed  in 
mminal  cases  except  on  conviction. 

lie  may  appoint  an  assistant  at  a  salary  not  to  exceed  fifteen  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum. 

^Vbt.  13t5.  There  shall  be  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans  four  city 
courts,  one  of  which  shall  be  located  in  that  |X)rtion  of  the  city  on 
the  right  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  presided  over  by  judges 
having  all  the  qualifications  required  for  a  district  judge,  and  shall 
l>e  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  for  the  term  of  tour  veal's;  they 
>hall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  over  all  sums  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the 
Civil  Di.strict  Court  when  the  amount  claimed  exceeds  twentv-five 
dollars,  exclusive  of  interest.  The  General  Assembly  shall  regulate 
the  salaries,  territorial  division  of  jurisdiction,  the  manner  of  execut- 
ing their  process,  the  fee  bill,  and  proceedings  which  shall  govern 
iheni;  they  shall  have  authority  to  execute  commissions,  to  take 
testimony  and  receive  therefor  such  fees  as  may  be  allowed  by  law. 

The  (ieneral  Assembly  may  increase  the  numl)er  of  city  courts  for 
the  said  parish,  not  to  exceed  eight  in  all,  until  otherwise  provided  by 
law.  Each  of  said  courts  shall  have  one  clerk,  to  be  elected  for  the 
term  of  four  years  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  parish,  who  shall 
ivceive  a  salarv  of  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  no  more, 
and  whose  qualifications,  bond  and  duties  shall  be  regulated  by  law. 

Art.  13G.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide  for  police  or  magis- 
trates' courts,  but  such  courts  shall  not  be  vested  with  jurisdiction 
l>eyond  the  enforcement  of  municipal  ordinances  or  as  committing 
magistrates. 

Art.  137.  There  shall  be  one  clerk  for  the  Civil  District  Court  and 
one  for  the  Criminal  District  Court  of  the  parish  of  Orleans.  The 
former  shall  be  ex-officio  clerk  of  the  Court  or  Appeals  of  said  parish. 
Said  clerks  shall  be  removable  in  the  mariner  provided  for  the  removal 
()f  the  sheriffs  of  said  parish.  The  Clerk  of  said  Civil  District  Court 
shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  dollars, 
v.\\{\  no  more;  and  the  clerk  of  the  Criminal  Court  an  annual  salary 
of  three  thousand  dollars,  and  no  more,  both  payable  on  their  war- 
rants. They  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  parish  for 
the  term  of  four  years. 

The  amount  and  character  of  the  bonds  and  qualification  of  the 
sureties  to  be  furnished  by  said  clerks  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  138.  The  Court  oi  Appeals  and  each  judge  of  the  Civil  and 
Criminal  District  Court  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  shall  appoint  a  min- 
ute clerk  at  an  annual  salary  oi  not  more  than  eighteen  hundred  dol- 
lars, whose  duties  shall  be  regulated  by  law.  Each  clerk  of  court  shall 
appoint,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  district  court  of  which  he  is 
clerk,  such  deputies  as  mav  be  necessary  to  perform  officially  the 
duties  of  said  office,  at  salaries  to  be  fixed  by  law.  He  shall  be 
re<jK)nsible  for  the  said  deputies,  and  may  require  from  each  such 
security  as  he  may  deem  sufncient  to  secure  nimself,  and  said  deputies 
^hall  be  removable  at  his  pleasure. 
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Art.  139.  There  shall  be  a  civil  and  a  criminal  sheriff  for  the  parish 
of  Orleans.  The  civil  sheriff  shall  be  the  executive  officer  of  all  the 
civil  courts,  (except  city  courts;)  and  the  criminal  sheriff  shall  be  the 
executive  officer  ot  the  Criminal  District  Court. 

They  shall  attend  the  sittings,  execute  the  writs  and  mandates  of 
their  respective  courts.  They  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the 
parish  of  Orleans  every  four  years.  They  shall  be  citizens  of  the 
btate,  residents  and  voters  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  at  least  twenty- 
five  years  of  age,  and  shall  he  removable  each  by  the  district  court  of 
which  he  is  the  executive  officer,  upon  proof  after  trial,  without  jury, 
of  gross  or  continued  neglect,  incompetency  or  unlawful  conduct, 
operating  injury  to  the  court  or  any  individual.  The  two  district 
courts  for  the  parish  of  Orleans  shall  immediately  upon  organization 
under  this  constitution,  in  joint  session,  adopt  rules  governing  tlie 
lodging  of  complaints  against  and  the  trial  of  such  officers;  and  such 
rules  once  adopted,  shall  not  be  changed,  except  by  the  unanimous 
consent  of  all  the  judges  composing  the  said  courts. 

Art.  140.  The  civil  sheriff  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  shall  receive 
such  fees  as  the  General  Assembly  may  fix.  He  shall  render  monthly 
accounts,  giving  amounts  and  dates,  numlx^r  and  title  of  causes 
wherein  received  or  paid  out,  of  all  sums  collected  and  disbursed  by 
him,  which  shall  l>e  filed  in  the  Civil -District  Court  of  said  parish  anil 
form  a  part  of  its  public  records. 

He  shall  be  responsible  to  the  State  for  all  profits  of  said  office  over 
ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  shall  settle  with  the  State  at 
least  once  a  year  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  pro- 
vide. 

The  criminal  sheriff  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  thirty-six 
hundred  dollars  and  no  more.  He  shall  receive  no  other  compensa- 
tion. He  shall  charge  and  collect  for  the  State  from  parties  con- 
victed such  fees  and  charges  as  may  be  fixed  by  law  and  shall  render 
monthly  accounts  of  the  same. 

Art.  141.  Said  sheriffs  shall  appoint,  each  with  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  district  court  which  he  serves,  such  a  number  of 
deputies  as  the  said  court  may  find  necessary  for  the  proper  expedi- 
tion of  the  public  business,  at  such  salaries  as  may  be  fixed  by  law. 
Each  sheriff  shall  l)e  responsible  for  his  deputies,  and  may  remove 
them  at  pleasure  and  fill  vacancies  with  the  approval  of  the  court, 
and  may  exact  from  all  deputies  security  in  such  manner  and  amount 
as  such  sheriff  may  deem  necessary. 

Art.  142.  The  civil  sheriff  for  said  parish  shall  execute  a  bond  with 
sureties,  residents  of  said  parish,  conditioned  for  the  lawful  and 
faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars.  The  sureties  shall  be  examined  in  open  court  by 
the  judges  of  the  Civil  District  Court  for  the  parish  of  Orleans,  anil 
the  questions  and  answers  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  form  a 
portion  of  the  records  of  said  court. 

A  similar  bond  shall  l)e  executed  by  the  criminal  sheriff  of  said 
parish  in  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  with  sureties  to  be  exam- 
ined and  approved  as  to  solvency  by  the  Criminal  District  Court  of 
said  parish,  as  herein  directed  lor  the  Civil  District  Court  of  said 
parish  in  the  case  of  the  civil  sheriff. 

Art.  143.  There  shall  be  one  constable  for  each  city  court  of  the 
parish  of  Orleans,  who  shaU  be  the  executive  officer  of  such  court. 
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He  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  parish  of  Orleans 
for  the  term  of  four  years.  The  General  Assembly  shall  define  his 
qualifications  and  fix  his  compensation  and  duties,  and  shall  assimi- 
late the  same  so  far  as  practicable  to  the  provisions  of  this  constitu- 
tion relating  to  the  civil  sheriff  of  said  parish.  The  judges  of  the 
citT  courts  shall  sit  in  bane  to  examine  such  bonds,  trv  and  remove 
constables  and  adopt  rules  regulating  such  trial  and  removal.  They 
shall  in  such  proceedings,  be  governed  so  far  as  practicable  by  the 
provisions  of  tiiis  constitution  regulating  the  proceedings  of  the  dis- 
trict courts  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  in  the  case  of  the  sheriffs  of  said 
parish. 

Akt.  144.  There  shall  be  a  register  of  convevance^s  and  a  recorder  of 
mortgages  for  the  parish  of  Orleans,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied electors  of  said  parish  every  four  years.  The  register  of  con- 
veyances shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars and  no  more,  and  said  recorder  of  mortgages  an  annual  salary  of 
four  thousand  dollars  and  no  more.  The  General  Assembly  shall 
rpfifulate  the  qualifications  and  duties  of  said  officers  and  the  number 
of  employees  they  shall  appoint,  and  fix  the  salaries  of  such  employees, 
not  to  exceed  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum  for  each. 

Xbt.  145.  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  constitution,  shall  enact  a  fee  bill  for  the  clerks  of  the 
various  courts,  including  the  city  courts,  sitting  in  New  Orleans,  and 
for  the  civil  and  criminal  sheritfs,  constables,  register  of  conveyances 
and  recorder  of  mortgages  of  said  parish.  In  the  vSame  act  provision 
shall  be  made  for  a  system  of  stamps  or  stamped  paper  for  the  collec- 
tion by  the  State,  and  riot  by  said  officers,  oi  such  fees  and  charges, 
so  far  as  clerks  of  courts,  register  of  conveyances  and  recorder  of 
mortgages  are  concerned. 

AffT.  14G.  All  fees  and  charges  fixed  by  law  for  the  various  civil 
Courtis  of  the  parish  of  Orleans,  and  for  the  register  of  conveyances 
and  recorder  of  mortgages  of  said  parish  shall  enure  to  the  State,  and 
all  sums  realized  therefrom  shall  be  set  aside  and  held  as  a  special 
fund,  out  of  which  shall  be  paid  by  preference  the  expenses  of  the 
clerk  of  tlie  civil  district  court,  the  clerks  of  the  city  courts,  the  regis- 
ter of  conveyances  and  the  recorder  of  mortgages  of  the  parish  of 
Orleans:  Provided^  That  the  State  shall  never  make  any  payment  to 
any  sheriff,  clerk,  register  of  conveyances  or  recorder  of  mortgages  of 
the  parish  of  Orleans,  or  any  of  their  deputies  for  salary  or  other 
expenses  of  their  respective  offices,  except  from  the  special  fund  pro- 
vided for  by  this  article,  and  any  appropriation  made  contrary  to  this 
provision  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Art.  147.  There  shall  be  one  coroner  for  the  parish  of  Orleans,  who 
shall  be  elected  every  four  years  by  the  qualified  electors  of  said  par- 
ish, and  whose  duties  shall  be  regulated  by  law.  He  shall  be  ex-onicio 
city  physician  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans  and  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  no  more.  He  shall  be  a  prac- 
ticing physician  of  said  city,  and  a  graduate  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  some  university  of  respectable  standing.  He  may  appoint  an 
assistant  having  the  same  qualifications  as  himself,  at  an  annual 
salary  not' exceeding  three  thousand  dollai-s.  The  salaries  of  both 
coroner  and  assistant  to  be  paid  by  the  parish  of  Orleans. 

The  maintenance  and  support  of  prisoners  confined  in  the  parish  of 
Orleans,  upon  charges  or  conviction  for  criminal  offenses,  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans. 
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GENERAL   PR0V1810NS 

Art.  148.  No  person  shall  hold  any  office,  State,  parochial  or  mu- 
nicipal, or  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  at  any  election  or  act  as  a  juror, 
who,  in  due  course  of  law,  shall  have  been  convicted  of  treason,  per- 
jury, forgery,  bribery  or  other  crime  punishable  by  imprisonment  in 
the  penitentiary,  or  who  shall  be  under  interdiction. 

Art.  140.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers,  before 
they  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their  offices,  shall  take  the  following 
oath  or  affirmation : 

"I  {A.  B.)  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  the  constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State;  and  that  I  will  faithfully  and  impartially  dis- 
charge and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  me  as  

according  to  the  best  of  mv  ability  and  understanding.  So  help  me 
God." 

Art.  150.  The  seat  of  government  shall  be  and  remain  at  the  city 
of  Baton  Rouge. 

The  General  Asembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this 
constitution,  shall  make  the  necessary  appropriation  for  the  repair  of 
the  State  House  and  for  the  transfer  of  the  archives  of  the  State  to 
Baton  Rouge;  and  the  city  council  of  Baton  Rouge  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  issue  certificates  of  mdebtedness,  in  such  manner  and  form  as  to 
cover  the  subscription  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars,  tendered  by  tho 
citizens  and  the  city  council  in  said  city  to  aid  in  repairing  the  Capitol 
in  said  city;  prorided^  the  city  of  Baton  Rouge  shall  pav  into  the 
State  treasury  said  amount  of  thirty-five  thousand  dollars  Ibefore  the 
contract  for  the  repairs  of  the  State  House  be  finally  closed. 

Art.  151.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levj-in^ 
war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  com- 
fort. No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  except  on  the  testimony 
of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  on  his  confession  in  open 
court. 

Art.  152.  All  civil  officers  shall  be  removable  by  an  address  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the  General  Assembly, 
except  those  whose  removal  is  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  consti- 
tution. '  i 

Art.  153.  No  member  of  congress  nor  person  holding  or  exercising 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  either  of  them, 
or  under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the 
General  Assembly,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  State. 

Art.  154.  The  laws,  public  records  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  of  the  State  shall  be  promulgated,  preserved  and 
conducted  in  the  English  language;  but  the  General  Assembly  may 
provide  for  the  publication  of  the  laws  in  the  French  language,  and 
prescribe  that  judicial  advertisements  in  certain  designated  cities  and 
parishes  shall^  also  l)e  made  in  that  language. 

Art.  155.  No  <\v  font  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obliga- 
tions of  contracts,  shall  Ix*  passed;  nor  vested  rights  be  divest e<l, 
unless  for  purnosos  of  public  utility  and  for  adequate  compensation 
previously  made. 
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Art.  156.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  nor  dama^d,  for 
public  purposes  without  just  and  adequate  compensation  being  first 
paid. 

Abt.  157.  No  power  of  suspending  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be 
exercised,  unless  by  the  General  Assembly  or  its  authority. 

Akt.  158.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  change  of 
venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Art.  159.  No  person  shall  hold  or  exercise^  at  the  same  time,  more 
than  one  office  of  trust  or  profit,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace  or 
notary  public. 

Art.  160.  The  General  Assembly  may  determine  the  mode  of  fill- 
ing vacancies  in  all  offices  for  which  provisions  is  not  made  in  this 
constitution. 

Art.  161.  All  officers  shall  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  inducted  into  office, 
except  in  case  of  impeachment  or  suspension. 

Art.  162.  The  military  shall  be  in  subordination  to  the  civil  power, 
and  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house 
without  consent  of  the  owner. 

Art.  163.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  it  obligatory  upon 
each  parish  to  support  all  infirm,  sick  and  disabled  paupers  residing 
within  its  limits;  provided,  that  in  every  municipal  corporation  in 
a  parish  where  the  powers  of  the  police  jury  do  not  extend,  the  said 
corporation  shall  support  its  own  infirm,  sick  and  disabled  paupers. 

Art.  164.  No  soldier,  sailor  or  marine  in  military  or  naval  service 
of  the  United  States  shall  hereafter  acquire  a  domicile  in  this  State 
\i\  reason  of  being  stationed  or  doing  duty  in  the  same. 

XscT.  165.  It  shall  be  the  duty  oi  the  General  Assembly  to  pass 
such  laws  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  decide  differences  by 
arbitration. 

Art.  166.  The  power  of  the  courts  to  punish  for  contempt  shall 
Ije  limited  bv  law. 

Ajtr.  167.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  authority  to  grant 
lottery  charters  or  privileges;  provided,  each  charter  or  privilege 
j^hall  not  pay  less  than  forty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  in  money 
into  the  treasury  of  the  State;  and  provided  further,  that  all  char- 
ters shall  cease  and  expire  on  the  first  of  January,  1895,  from  which 
time  all  lotteries  are  prohibited  in  the  State. 

The  forty  thousand  dollars  per  annum  now  provided  bv  law  to  be 
paid  by  the  Louisiana  State  Lottery  Company,  according  to  the 
provisions  of  its  charter,  granted  in  the  year  1868,  shall  belong  to 
the  Charity  Hospital  of  >iew  Orleans,  and  the  charter  of  said  com- 
pany is  reco^ized  as  a  contract  binding  on  the  State  for  the  period 
therein  specified,  except  its  monopoly  clause,  which  is  hereby  abro- 
gated, and  all  laws  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  article  are 
liereby  declared  null  and  void;  provided,  said  company  shall  file  a 
written  renunciation  of  all  its  monopoly  leatures,  in  the  office  of  the 
iS<?cretary  of  State,  within  sixty  days  after  the  ratification  of  this 
constitution. 

Of  the  additional  sums  raised  by  license  on  lotteries,  the  hospital  at 
Shreveport  shall  receive  ten  thousand  dollars  annually,  and  the 
remaining  sum  shall  be  divided  each  year  among  the  several  parishes 
in  the  State  for  the  benefit  of  their  schools. 
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Abt.  168.  In  all  proceedings  of  indictments  for  libel,  the  truth 
thei-eof  may  be  given  in  evidence.  The  jury  in  all  criminal  cases 
shall  be  judges  of  the  law  and  of  the  facts  on  the  question  of  guilt 
or  innocence,  having  been  charged  as  to  the  law  applicable  to  the 
case  by  the  presiding  judge. 

Art.  169.  No  officer  whose  salary  is  fixed  by  the  Constitution  shall 
be  allowed  any  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  except  where  otherwise 
provided  for  by  this  Constitution. 

Art.  170.  The  regulation  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  or  spirituous 
liquor  is  declared  a  police  regulation,  and  the  General  Assembly  may 
enact  laws  regulating  their  sale  and  use. 

Art.  171.  So  person  who,  at  any  time,  may  have  been  a  collector 
of  taxes,  whether  State,  parish  or  municipal,  or  who  may  have  been 
otherwise  intrusted  with  public  money,  or  any  portion  thereof,  shall 
be  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  honor,  profit  or 
trust  under  the  State  government,  or  any  parish  or  municipality 
thereof,  until  he  shall  have  obtained  a  discharge  for  the  amount  of 
such  collections,  and  for  all  public  moneys  with  which  he  may  have 
been  intrusted. 

Art.  172.  Gambling  is  declared  to  be  a  vice,  and  the  General  As- 
sembly shall  enact  laws  for  its  suppression. 

Art.  173.  Any  person  who  shall  directly  or  indirectly  offer  or  give 
any  sum » or  sums  of  money,  bribe,  present,  reward,  promise,  or  any 
other  thing,  to  any  officer,  State,  parochial  or  municipal,  or  to  any 
member  or  officer  of  the  General  Assembly,  with  the  intent  to  induce 
or  influence  such  officer  or  member  of  the  (jreneral  Assembly  to  appoint 
any  person  to  office,  to  vote  or  exercise  any  power  in  him  vested,  or  to 
perform  any  dutv  of  him  required,  with  partiality  or  favor,  the  per- 
son giving,  or  offering  to  give,  and  the  omcer  or  member  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  so  receiving  any  money,  bribe,  present,  reward,  promise, 
contract,  obligation  or  security,  with  the  intent  or  for  the  purpose  or 
consideration  aforesaid,  shall  he  guilty  of  bribery,  and  on  being  found 

fuilty  thereof  by  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  or  by  either 
[ouse  of  the  General  Assembly  of  which  he  may  be  a  member  or 
officer,  shall  l)e  forever  disquafified  from  holding  any  office,  State, 
parochial  or  municipal,  and  shall  be  forever  ineligible  to  a  seat  in  the 
General  Assembly;  provided,  that  this  shall  not  be  so  construed  as 
to  prevent  the  General  Assembly  from  enacting  additional  penalties. 

Art.  174.  Any  person  may  hie  compelled  to  testify  in  any  lawful 
proceeding  against  any  one  who  may  be  charged  with  having  com- 
mitted the  offense  of  bribery,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  withhold 
his  testimony  upon  the  ground  that  it  may  criminate  him  or  subject 
him  to  public  infamy;  out  such  testimony  shall  not  afterwards  be 
used  against  hini  in  any  judicial  proceedings,  except  for  perjury  in 
giving  such  testimony. 

Art.  175.  The  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  session,  pass 
laws  to  protect  laborers  on  buildings,  streets,  roads,  railroads,  canals 
and  other  similar  works,  against  the  failure  of  contractors  and  sub- 
contractors to  pay  their  current  wages  when  due,  and  to  make  the 
corporation,  company  or  individual  for  whose  benefit  the  work  Is 
done  responsible  tor  their  ultimate  payment. 

Art.  176.  No  mortgage  or  privilege  on  immovable  property  shall 
affect  third  persons,  unless  recorded  or  registered  in  the  parish'  where 
the  property  is  situated,  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  as  is 
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now  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  except  privileges  for  expenses  of 
last  illness,  and  privileges  for  taxes,  State,  parish  or  municipal ;  pro- 
nded,  such  privileges  3iall  lapse  in  three  years. 

Akt.  177.  Privileges  on  movable  property  shall  exist  without  reg- 
istration for  the  same,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  general  assembly 
may  prescribe  by  law,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution. 

Abt.  178.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  interest  of 
State  medicine  in  all  its  departments,  for  the  protection  of  the  people 
from  unqualified  practitioners  of  medicine;  for  protecting  confi- 
dential communications  to  medical  men  by  their  patients  while  under 
professional  treatment,  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  treatment;  and 
for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  a  State  Board  of  Health. 

-\jrr.  179.  The  General  Assembly  shall  create  a  Bureau  of  Api- 
culture, define  its  objects,  designate  its  officers  and  fix  their  salaries, 
at  such  time  as  the  financial  condition  of  the  State  may  warrant 
them,  in  their  judgment,  in  making  such  expenditures;  provided,  that 
such  expenditures  never  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

THE    NEW    CANAL   AND    SHELL   KOAD 

Art.  180.  The  New  Basin  Canal  and  Shell  Koad,  and  their  appur- 
tenances shall  not  be  leased  or  alienated. 

MILITIA 

Art.  181.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  authority  to  provide 
by  law  how  the  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  orgarfized,  officered, 
trained,  armed  and  equipped,  and  of  whom  it  shall  consist. 

Art.  182.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  militia  and  volunteer  forces 
shall  receive  no  pay,  rations  or  emoluments  when  not  in  active  service 
by  authority  of  the  State. 

Art.  183.  The  General  Assembly  may  exempt  from  military  service 
those  who  belong  to  religious  societies,  whose  tenets  forbid  them  to 
bear  arms;  provided,  a  money  equivalent  for  these  services  shall  be 
exacted.  Tne  Governor  shall  have  power  to  call  the  militia  into 
active  service  for  the  preservation  of  law  and  order,  or  when  the 
public  service  may  require  it;  provided^  that  the  police  force  of  any 
city,  town  or  parish  shall  not  oe  organized  or  used  as  a  part  of  the 
State  militia. 

SUTFRAGE   AND   ELECTIONS 

Art.  184.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  electors  shall  vote  by 
ballot;  and  in  all  elections  by  persons  in  a  representative  capacity, 
the  vote  shall  be  viva  voce. 

Art.  185.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  every  male 
j>erson  of  foreign  birth  who  has  been  naturalized,  or  who  may  have 
legally  declaredhis  intention  to  become  a  citizen  of  the  United  States 
l>efore  he  offers  to  vote,  who  is  twenty-one  years  old  or  upwards, 

Eossessing  the  following  qualifications,  shall  be  an  elector,  and  shall 
e  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  by  the  people,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided : 

1.  He  shall  be  an  actual  resident  of  the  State  at  least  one  year 
next  preceding  the  election  at  which  he  offers  to  vote. 
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2.  He  shall  be  an  actual  resident  of  the  parish  in  which  he  offei-s 
to  vote  at  least  six  months  next  preceding  the  election. 

3.  He  shall  be  an  actual  resident  of  the  ward  or  precinct  in  which 
he  offers  to  vote  at  least  thirty  days  next  preceding  the  election. 

Art.  186.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the 
proper  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the  foregoing  article;  pro- 
vided, that  in  the  parish  of  Orleans  there  shall  be  a  supervisor  of 
registration,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  hj  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  whose  term  of  office  shall  he 
for  the  period  of  four  years,  and  whose  salary,  qualifications  and 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  bv  law.  And  the  General  Assemblv  mav 
provide  for  the  registration  of  voters  in  the  other  parishes. 

Art.  187.  The  following  persons  shall  not  be  permitted  to  register, 
vote  or  hold  any  office  or  appointment  of  honor,  profit  or  trust  in  this 
State,  to-wit: 

Those  who  shall  have  been  convicted  of  treason,  embezzlement  of 
public  funds,  malfeasance  in  office,  larcenj,  bribery,  illegal  voting 
or  other  crime  jjunishable  by  hard  labor  or  imprisonment  in  the  peni- 
tentiary, idiots  and  insane  persons. 

Art.  188.  No  qualification  of  any  kind  for  suffrage  or  office,  nor 
any  restraint  upon  the  same,  on  account  of  race,  color  or  previous 
condition  shall  be  made  by  law. 

Art.  189.  Electors  shall  in  all  cases  except  for  treason,  fel6ny  anti 
breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance 
on  elections,  and  in  gomg  to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

Art.  190.  The  general  assembly  shall  by  law  forbid  the  giving  or 
selling  of  intoxicating  drinks,  on  the  day  of  election,  within  one  mile 
of  precincts,  at  any  election  held  within  this  State. 

Art.  191.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  general  State  elei- 
tion  shall  be  held  once  every  four  years  on  the  Tuesday  next  following 
the  third  Monday  in  April. 

Presidential  electors  and  member  of  Congress  shall  be  chosen  cir 
elected  in  the  manner  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  192.  Parochial  and  the  municipal  elections  in  the  cities  of  New 
Orleans  and  Shreveport  shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the  general 
State  election  and  not  oftener  than  once  in  four  years. 

Art.  193.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  gained  a  residence,  by  reason  of  his  presence,  or  lost  it  by  reason 
of  his  absence,  while  employed  in  the  service,  either  civil  or  militar\% 
of  this  State  or  of  the  ITnited  States;  nor  while  engaged  in  the  navi- 
gation of  the  waters  of  the  State  or  the  United  States,  or  of  the  high 
seas,  nor  while  a  student  of  any  institution  of  learning. 

Art.  194.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  bv  Taw  for  the  trial 
pud  determination  of  contested  elections  of  all  public  officers,  whether 
State,  judicial,  parochial  or  municipal. 

Art.  195.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office.  State,  or  judicial, 
parochial,  municipal  or  Ward ;  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  this  State  ajid 
a  duly  qualified  elector  of  the  State,  judicial  district,  parish,  munici- 
pality or  ward,  wherein  the  functions  of  said  office  are  to  be  exercised. 
And,  whenever  any  officer,  State,  judicial,  parochial,  municipal  or 
ward,  may  change  liis  residence  from  this  State,  or  from  the  district, 
parish,  municipality  or  ward  in  which  he  holds  such  office,  the  same 
shall  thereby  be  vacated,  any  declarations  of  retention  of  domicile  to 
the  contrary  notwitlistanding. 
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IMPEACHMENT  AND  REMOVALJ9  FROM  OFFICE 

Art.  196.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governot*,  Secretary  of  State, 
Auditor,  Treasurer,  Attorney  General,  Superintendent  of  Public  Edu- 
cation and  the  judges  of  all  the  courts  of  record  in  this  State  shall  be 
liable  to  impeachment  for  high  crimes  and  misdemeanor,  for  nonfea- 
sance or  malfeasance  in  office,  for  incompetency,  for  corruption,  favor- 
itism, extortion  or  oppression  in  office,  or  for  gross  misconduct  or 
habitual  drunkenness. 

Art.  197.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeachment.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate; 
when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or 
affirmation,  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present.  When  the  Governor  of  the 
l>tate  is  on  trial,  the  Chief  Justice  or  the  Senior  Associate  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  preside. 

Judgment  in  cases  of  impeachment  shall  extend  only  to  removal 
from  office  and  disaualification  from  holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust 
or  profit  under  the  State,  but  the  party,  whether  convicted  or 
acquitted,  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  prosecution,  trial  and  pun- 
islmient  according  to  law. 

^Vrt.  198.  All  officers  against  whom  articles  of  impeachment  may 
l)e  preferred  shall  be  suspended  from  the  exercise  of  the  functions  of 
their  office  during  the  pendency  of  such  impeachment  and,  except  in 
case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  the  appointing  power  shall 
make  a  provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended  officer  until 
the  decision  of  the  impeachment. 

Art.  199.  For  any  reasonable  cause,  the  Governor  shall  remove  any 
officer  on  the  address  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each 
house  of  the  General  Assembly.  In  every  such  case,  the  cause  or 
causes  for  which  such  removal  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at 
length  in  the  address  and  inserted  in  the  journal  of  each  house. 

Art.  200.  For  any  of  the  causes  specified  in  article  196,  judges  of 
the  courts  of  appeal,  of  the  district  courts  throughout  the  State,  and 
of  the  city  courts  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  may  be  removed  from 
offi(*e  by  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  in  a  suit  insti- 
tuted by  the  Attorney  General  or  a  district  attorney  in  the  name  of 
the  State,  on  his  relation.  The  Supreme  Court  is  hereby  vested  with 
original  jurisdiction  to  try  such  causes;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the 
duty  of  the  Attorney  General  or  of  any  district  attorney  to  institute 
^uch  suit  on  the  written  request  and  information  of  fifty  citizens  and 
taxpayers  residing  within  the  territorial  limits  of  the  district  or  circuit 
over  which  the  judge  against  whom  the  suit  is  brought  exercises  the 
functions  of  his  office.  Such  suits  shall  be  tried,  after  citation  and 
ten  days'  delay  for  answering,  in  preference  to  all  other  suits,  and 
wherever  the  court  may  be  sitting;  but  the  pendency  of  such  suit  shall 
not  operate  a  suspension  from  office.  In  all  case,s  where  the  officer 
^ued ;  as  above  directed,  shall  be  acquitted,  judgment  shall  be  rendered 
jointly  and  in  Holido  against  the  citizens  signing  the  request,  for  all 
costs  of  the  suit. 

Art.  201.  For  any  of  the  causes  enumerated  in  article  190,  dis- 
trict  attorneys,  clerks  of  courts,  sheriffs,  coroners,  recorders,  justices 
of  the  peace  and  all  other  parish,  municipal  and  ward  officers  shall 
be  removed  by  judgment  of  the  district  court  of  the  domicile  of  such 
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officer  (in  the  parish  of  Orleans  the  Civil  District  Court;)  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  district  attorney,  except  when  the  suit  is  to 
be  brought  against  himself,  to  institute  suit  in  the  manner  directed 
in  article  200,  on  the  written  request  and  information  of  twenty-five 
resident  citizens  and  taxpayers  in  the  case  of  district,  parish  or 
municipal  officers,  and  of  ten  resident  citizens  and  taxpayers  in  the 
case  of  ward  officers.  Such  suit  shall  be  broug^ht  against  a  district 
attorney  by  the  district  attorney  of  an  adjoming  district,  or  by 
counsel  appointed  by  the  judge  lor  that  purpose.  In  all  such  cases 
the  defendant,  the  State  and  the  citizens  and  taxpayers  on  whose 
information  and  at  whose  request  such  suit  was  brought,  or  any  one  of 
them,  shall  have  the  right  to  appeal^  both  on  the  law  and  the  facts, 
from  the  judgment  of  the  court.  In  all  cases  where  the  officer  sued, 
as  above  directed,  shall  be  acquitted,  judgment  shall  bo  rendered 
jointly  and  in  solido  against  the  citizens  signing  the  request,  for  all 
costs  of  the  suit. 

In  cases  against  district  attorneys,  clerks,  sheriffs  and  recorders 
the  appeal  shall  be  to  the  supreme  court,  and  in  cases  against  all 
other  officers  the  appeal  shall  be  to  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  proper 
circuit. 

Such  appeals  shall  be  returnable  within  ten  days  to  the  appellate 
court,  wherever  it  may  be  sitting  or  wherever  it  may  hold  its  next 
session,  and  mav  be  transferred  by  order  of  the  judges  of  said  court 
to  another  parish  within  their  circuit;  and  such  appeals  shall  be 
tried  by  preference  over  all  others.  In  case  of  the  refusal  or  neglect 
of  the  district  attorney  or  Attorney  General  to  institute  and  prose- 
cute any  suit  provided  for  in  this  and  the  preceding  article,  the 
citizens  and  taxpayers  making  the  renuest,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall 
have  the  right  by  mandamus  to  compel  him  to  perform  such  duty. 

REVENUE   AND   TAXATION 

Art.  202.  The  taxing  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  General 
Assembly  for  State  purposes,  and  by  parishes  and  municipal  cor- 
porations, under  authority  granted  to  them  by  the  General  Assembly, 
for  parish  and  municipal  purposes. 

Art.  203.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  authority  levying  the  tax,  and  all  property 
shall  l)e  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  directed 
by  law ;  providecl,  the  assessment  of  all  property  shall  never  exceed 
the  actual  cash  value  thereof;  and  provided  further,  that  the  tax- 
payers shall  have  the  right  of  testing  the  correctness  of  their  assess- 
ments before  the  courts  of  justice.  In  order  to  arrive  at  this  equality 
and  uniformity  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  provide  a  system  of  equality  and 
uniformity  in  assessments,  based  upon  the  relative  value  of  property 
in  the  dirferent  portions  of  the  State.  The  valuation  put  upon  prop- 
erty for  the  purposes  of  State  taxation  shall  be  taken  as  the  proper 
valuation  for  purposes  of  local  taxation  in  every  sub-division  of  the 
State. 

Art.  204.  The  taxing  power  shall  l)e  exercised  only  to  carry  on  and 
maintain  the  government  of  the  State  and  the  public  institutions 
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thereof,  to  educate  the  children  of  the  State,  to  pay  the  principal  and 
interest  of  the  public  debt,  to  suppress  insurrection,  repeal  invasion 
or  defend  the  State  in  time  of  war,  to  supply  the  citizens  of  the  State 
who  lost  a  limb  or  limbs  in  the  military  service  of  the  Confederate 
States  with  substantial  artificial  limbs  during  life,  and  for  levee  pur- 
poses, as  hereinafter  provided. 

Abt.  205.  The  power  to  tax  corporations  and  corporate  property 
diall  never  be  surrendered  noc  suspended  by  act  of  the  General 
Assembly. 

Abt.  206.  The  General  Assembly  may  levy  a  license  tax,  and  in  such 
case  shall  graduate  the  amount  of  such  tax  to  be  collected  from  the 
persons  pursuing  the  several  trades,  professions,  vocations  and  call- 
ings. All  persons,  association  of  persons  and  corporations  pursuing 
any  trade,  profession,  business  or  calling  may  be  rendered  liable  to 
such  tax,  except  clerks,  laborers,  clergymen,  school  teachers,  those 
engaged  in  mechanical,  agricultural,  horticultural  and  mining  pur- 
suits, and  manufacturers  other  than  those  of  distilled  alcoholic  or 
malt  liquors,  tobacco  and  cigars,  and  cotton  seed  oil.  No  political 
corix)ration  shall  impose  a  greater  license  tax  than  is  imposea  by  the 
General  Assembly  for  State  purposes. 

Akt.  207.  The  following  property  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation, 
and  no  other,  viz:  All  public  property,  places  of  religious  worship 
or  burial,  all  charitable  institutions,  all  buildings  and  property  used 
exclusively  for  colleges  or  other  school  purposes,  the  real  and  per- 
sonal estate  of  any  public  library  and  that  of  any  other  literary 
asvsociation,  used  by  or  connected  with  such  library;  all  books  and 
philosophical  apparatus,  and  all  paintings  and  statuary  of  any 
company  or  association  kept  in  a  public  hall;  provided^  the  prop- 
erty so  exempted  be  not  used  or  leased  for  purposes  of  private  or  cor- 
porate profit  or  income.  There  shall  also  be  exempt  from  taxation 
household  property  to  the  value  of  five  hundred  dollars ;  there  shall 
also  be  exempt  from  taxation  and  license  for  a  period  of  twenty  years 
from  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  of  1879,  the  capital,  machmery 
and  other  property  employed  in  the  manufacture  of  textile  fabrics, 
leather,  shoes,  harness,  saddlery,  hats,  flour,  machinery,  agricultural 
implements,  manufacturer  of  ice,  fertilizers  and  chemicals,  and  f iirni- 
lure  and  other  articles  of  wood,  marble  or  stone,  soap,  stationery,  ink 
and  paper,  boat-building  and  chocolate;  proHded,,  that  not  less  than 
five  hands  are  employed  in  any  one  factory. 

Akt.  208.  The  General  Assembly  shall  levy  an  annual  poll  tax, 
for  the  maintenance  of  public  schools,  upon  every  male  inhabitant  in 
the  State  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  which  shall  never  l^e  less 
than  one  dollar  nor  exceed  one  dollar  and  a  half  per  capita,  and  the 
General  Assembly  shall  pass  laws  to  enforce  pavment  of  said  tax. 

Art.  209.  The  State  tax  on  property  for  all  purposes  whatever, 
including  expenses  of  government,  schools,  levees  and  interest,  shall 
not  exceed  in  anv  one  year  six  mills  on  the  dollar  of  its  assessed  valua- 
tion, if  the  ordinance  regarding  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State  is 
adopted  and  ratified  by  the  people;  and  if  said  ordinance  is  not 
adopted  and  ratified  by  the  people,  said  State  tax  for  all  purposes 
aforesaid  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  one  year,  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of 
the  assess^  valuation  of  the  property;  and  no  parish  or  municipal 
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tax  for  all  purposes  whatsoever  shall  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  dollar  of 
valuation ;  provided,  that  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  construct- 
ing public  building,  bridges  and  works  of  public  improvement  in 
Earishes  and  municipalities,  the  rates  of  taxation  herein  limited  may 
e  increased  when  the  rate  of  such  increase  and  the  purpose  for  which 
it  is  intended  shall  have  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  property 
taxpayers  of  such  parish  or  municipality  entitled  to  a  vote  under  the 
election  laws  of  the  State,  and  a  majority  of  same  voting  at  such  elec- 
tion shall  have  voted  therefor. 

Art.  210.  There  shall  be  no  forfeiture  of  property  for  the  non-pay- 
ment of  taxes,  State,  levee  district,  parochial  or  municipal,  but  at  the 
expiration  of  the  year  in  which  they  are  due  the  collector  shall,  with- 
out suit,  and  after  giving  notice  to  the  delinauent  in  the  manner  to 
be  provided  by  law  (which  shall  not  be  by  puolication  except  in  case 
of  unknown  owner)  advertise  for  sale  the  property  on  which  the 
taxes  are  due  in  the  manner  provided  for  judicial  sales,  and  on  the 
day  of  sale  he  shall  sell  such  portion  of  the  property  as  the  debtor 
shall  point  out,  and  in  case  the  debtor  shall  not  point  out  suflScient 
property,  the  collector  shall  at  once  and  without  further  delay  sell 
the  least  quantity  of  property  which  any  bidder  will  buy  for  the 
amount  of  the  taxes,  interest  and  costs.  The  sale  shall  be  without 
appraisement,  and  the  property  sold  shall  be  redeemable  at  any  time 
for  the  space  of  one  year,  by  paying  the  price  given,  with  twenty  per 
cent  and  costs  added.  No  sale  of  property  for  taxes  shall  be  annulled 
for  any  informality  in  the  proceedings  until  the  price  paid,  with  ten 
per  cent  interest  he  tendered  to  the  purchaser.  All  deeds  of  sale 
made,  or  that  may  be  made,  by  collectors  of  taxes,  shall  be  received 
by  courts  in  evidence  as  prima  facie  valid  sales. 
"  Art.  211.  The  tax  sliall  be  designated  by  the  vear  in  which  it  is 
collectable,  and  the  tax  on  movable  property  shalf  be  collected  in  the 
year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made. 

Art.  212.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  law  postponing  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  except  in  case  of  overflow,  general  conflagration,  gen- 
eral destruction  of  the  crops,  or  other  pubnc  calamity. 

Art.  213.  A  levee  system  shall  be  maintained  in  the  State,  and  a 
tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill  mav  be  levied  annually  on  all  property 
subject  to  taxation,  and  shall  he  applied  exclusively  to  the  mainte- 
nance and  repairs  of  levees. 

Art.  214.  The  General  Assemblv  mav  divide  the  State  into  levet* 
districts  and  provide  for  the  appointment  or  election  of  levee  com- 
missioners in  said  districts,  who  shall  in  the  method  and  manner  to 
be  provided  by  law,  have  supervision  of  tlie  erection,  repair  and 
maintenance  oi  the  levees  in  said  districts;  to  that  effect  tne  Levee 
Commissioners  may  le\'y  a  tax  not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  taxable 
property  situated  within  alluvial  portions  of  said  district  subject  to 
overflow ;  prorided^  that  in  case  of  necessity  to  raise  additional  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  preserving  or  repairing  anv  levees 
protecting  the  lands  of  a  district,  the  rate  of  taxation  herein  limited, 
may  be  increased  when  the  rate  of  such  increase  and  the  necessity 
and  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  shall  have  been  submitted  to  a 
vote  of  the  property  taxpayers  of  such  district,  paying  taxes  for 
himself,  or  in  any  representative  capacity,  whether  resid<fnt  or  non- 
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resident,  on  property  situated  within  the  alluvial  portion  of  said  dis- 
trict subject  to  overflow,  and  a  majorit}'  of  those  in  number  and  value, 
\oting  at  such  election,  shall  have  voted  therefor. 

Ajtrr.  215.  The  provisions  of  the  above  two  articles  shall  cease  to 
have  effect  whenever  the  Federal  government  shall  assiune  permanent 
control  and  provide  ways  and  means  for  the  maintenance  of  levees  in 
ihis  State.  The  Federal  government  is  authorized  to  make  such 
geological,  topographical,  hydrographical  and  hydrometrical  surveys 
and  investigations  within  the  State  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  act  of  Congress,  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  'a 
Mississippi  River  Commission  ror  the  improvement  of  said  river, 
from  the  head  of  the  Passes  near  its  mouth  to  the  headwaters,  and  to 
construct  and  protect  such  public  works  and  improvements  as  may 
l)e  ordered  by  Congress,  under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Art.  216.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  with  the  concur- 
rence of  an  adjacent  State  or  States,  to  create  levee  districts  composed 
of  territorv  partly  in  this  State  ana  partly  in  such  adjacent  State  or 
States,  ancl  the  levee  commissioners  for  such  district  or  districts  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  provided  by  article  214  of  this  constitution. 

Art.  217.  Corporations,  companies  or  associations  organized  or 
domiciled  out  of  this  State,  but  aoing  business  herein,  may  De  licensed 
i)y  a  mode  different  from  that  provided  for  home  corporations  or 
(X)mpanies;  provided,  ^id  different  mode  of  license  shall  be  uniform, 
upon  a  graduated  system,  as  to  all  such  corporations,  companies  or 
associations  that  transact  the  same  kind  of  business. 

Art.  218.  All  the  articles  and  provisions  of  this  constitution  regu- 
iating  and  relating  to  the  collection  of  State  taxes  and  tax  sales  shall 
also  apply  to  and  regulate  the  collection  of  parish,  district  and 
municipal  taxes. 

HOMESTEADS    AND   OTHER    EXEMPTIONS 

Art.  219.  There  shall  be  exempt  from  seizure  and  sale  by  any 
process  whatever,  except  as  herein  i)rovided,  the  "'  homesteads  "  bona 
fide  owned  by  the  debtor  and  occupied  by  him  consisting  of  lands, 
buildings  and  appurtenances,  whether  rural  or  urbane;  of  every  head 
of  a  family,  or  person  having  a  mother  or  father,  a  person  or  persons 
dependent  on  him  or  her  for  support;  also  one  work  horse,  one  wagon 
or  cart,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  two  cows  and  calves,  twenty-five  head  of 
hogs,  or  one  thousand  pounds  of  bacon  or  its  equivalent  in  pork, 
whether  these  exempted  objects  be  attached  to  a  homestead  or  not, 
and  on  a  farm  the  necessary  Quantity  of  corn  and  fodder  for  the  cur- 
rent year,  and  the  necessary  farming  implements  to  the  value  of  two 
thousand  dollars;  promded^  that  in  case  the  homestead  exceeds  two 
thousand  dollars  in  value,  the  beneficiary  shall  be  entitled  to  that 
amount  in  case  a  sale  of  the  homestead  under  any  legal  process 
realizes  more  than  that  sum. 

No  husband  shall  have  the  benefit  of  a  homestead  whose  wife  owns 
and  is  in  the  actual  enjoyment  of  proi:)erty  or  means  to  the  amount 
of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Such  exemptions  to  be  valid,  shall  be  set  apart  and  registered  as 
shall   be  provided  by  law.     The  benefit  of  this  provision  may  bt^ 
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claimed  bj'  the  surviving  spouse,  or  minor  child  or  children  of  a 
deceased  beneficiary,  if  in  indigent  circumstances. 

Art.  220.  Laws  shall  be  passed  as  early  as  practicable,  for  the 
setting  apart,  valuation  and  registration  of  property  claimed  as  a 
homestead.  Rights  to  homesteads,  or  exemptions  under  laws  or  con- 
tracts, or  for  debts  existing  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  not  be  impaired,  repealed  or  affected  by  any  provision 
of  this  Constitution,  or  any  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof.  No 
court  or  ministerial  officer  of  this  State  shall  ever  have  jurisdiction 
or  authority  to  enforce  any  judgment,  execution  or  decree  against 
the  property  set  apart  for  a  homestead,  including  such  improvements 
as  may  be  made  tnereon  from  time  to  time;  j^rovided^  the  property 
herein  declared  to  be  exempt  shall  not  exceed  in  value  two  tnousand 
dollars.  This  exemption  snail  not  apply  to  the  following  cases,  to- 
wit: 

1.  For  the  purchase  price  of  said  property,  or  any  part  thereof. 

2.  For  labor  and  material  furnished  for  building,  repairing  or 
improving  homesteads. 

«4.  For  liabilities  incurred  by  any  public  officer  or  fiduciary,  or  any 
attorney  at  law,  for  money  collected  or  received  on  deposit. 

4.  For  lawful  claims  for  taxes  or  assessments. 

Art.  221.  The  owner  of  a  homestead  shall  at  any  time  have  the 
right  to  supplement  his  exemption  by  adding  to  an  amount  already 
set  apart,  which  is  less  than  the  whole  amount  of  exemption  herein 
allowed,  sufficient  to  make  his  homestead  and  exemption  equal  to 
the  whole  amount  allowed  bv  this  Constitution. 

Art.  222.  The  homestead  shall  not  be  susceptible  of  mortgage, 
except  for  the  purchase  price,  labor  and  material  furnished  for  the 
building,  repairing  or  improving  homestead,  nor  shall  any  renuncia- 
tion or  waiver  of  homestead  rights  or  exemptions  be  valid.  The 
right  to  sell  any  property  which  shall  be  recorded  as  a  homestead 
shall  be  preserved,  but  no  sale  shall  destroy  or  impiar  any  rights  of 
creditors  therein. 

Art.  223.  Equitable  laws  shall  be  passed  for  the  protection  of 
creditors  against  the  fraudulent  claims  of  debtors;  for  the  punish- 
ment of  fraud,  and  for  reaching  property  and  funds  of  the  debtor 
concealed  from  the  creditor. 

PUBLIC^   EDUCATION 

Art.  224.  There  shall  be  free  public  schools  established  bv  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  throughout  the  State  for  the  education  of  all  children 
of  the  State  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years;  and  the 
General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  their  establishment,  maintenence 
and  support  by  taxation  or  otherwise.  And  all  moneys  so  raised, 
except  the  poll  tax,  shall  be  distributed  to  each  parish  in  proportion 
to  the  number  of  children  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years. 

Art.  225.  There  shall  be  elected,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State,  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Education,  who  shall  hold  his  office 
for  the  term  of  four  vears,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualified.  His 
duties  shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  he  shall  receive  an  annual  sal- 
ary of  two  thousand  dollars.  The  aggregate  annual  expenses  of  hi^ 
office,  including  his  salary,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
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dollars.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  appointment 
of  parish  boards  of  public  education  for  the  different  parishes. 

The  parish  boards  may  appoint  a  parish  superintendent  of  public 
K^hools  in  their  respective  parishes,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  secretary 
of  the  parish  board,  and  whose  salary  for  his  double  functions  shall 
not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  annually,  (except  that  in  the  parish 
of  Orleans  the  salary  of  the  parish  superintendent  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  General  Assembly,)  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  fund  accruing  to 
each  parish  respectively. 

Art.  226.  The  general  exercises  in  the  public  schools  shall  be  con- 
•Ineted  in  the  English  language  and  the  elementary  branches  taught 
therein;  provided^  that  these  elementary  branches  may  be  also  taught 
in  the  French  language  in  those  parishes  in  the  State  or  localities  in 
>aid  parishes  where  the  French  language  predominates,  if  no  addi- 
tional expenses  is  incurred  thereby. 

Akt.  227.  The  funds  derived  from  the  collection  of  the  poll  tax 
>ha]l  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  maintenance  of  the  public  schools 
as  organized  under  this  Constitution,  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
to  the  support  of  the  public  schools  in  the  parish  in  which  the  same 
>hall  be  collected,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  by  the  collect- 
ing officers  directly  to  the  competent  school  authorities  of  each 
parish. 

Art.  228.  Xo  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools  of 
the  State  shall  be  appropriated  to  or  used  for  the  support  of  any 
>ectarian  schools. 

Art.  229.  The  school  funds  of  this  State  shall  consist  of : 

1.  The  proceeds  of  taxation  for  school  purposes,  as  provided  in 
this  Constitution. 

2.  The  interest  on  the  proceeds  of  all  public  lands  heretofore 
granted  by  the  United  States  for  the  use  and  support  of  the  public 
K'hools. 

3.  Of  lands  and  other  property  which  mav  hereafter  be  bequeathed, 
granted  or  donated  to  the  State,  or  generally,  for  school  purposes. 

4.  All  funds  or  property,  other  than  imimproved  lands,  bequeathed 
or  granted  to  the  State,  hot  designated  for  other  purposes. 

5.  The  proceeds  of  vacant  estates  falling  under  the  law  to  the 
State  of  Louisiana. 

The  Legislature  may  appropriate  to  the  same  fund  the  proceeds,  in 
whole  or  in  part,  of  public  lands  not  designated  for  any  other  purpose, 
and  shall  provide  that  every  parish  mav  levy  a  tax  for  the  public 
schools  therein,  which  shall  not  exceed  the  State  tax ;  providea,  that 
with  such  tax  the  whole  amount  of  parish  taxes  shall  not  exceed  the 
limits  of  parish  taxation  fixed  by  tnis  Constitution. 

STATE    I^NIVERSITY 

Art.  230.  The  University  of  Louisiana,  as  at  present  established 
and  located  at  New  Orleans,  is  hereby  recognized  m  its  three  depart- 
ments, to  wit:  the  law,  the  medical  and  the  academical  departments, 
to  be  governed  and  controlled  by  appropriate  faculties. 

The  General  Assembly  shall,  from  time  to  time,  make  such  provision 
for  the  proper  government,  maintenance  and  support  of  said  State 
University  of  Louisiana,  and  all  the  departments  thereof,  as  the 
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pubKc  necessities  and  well  being  of  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisi- 
ana mav  require,  not  to  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars  annually. 

The  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
Collie,  now  established  and  located  in  the  city  of  Baton  Rouge,  is 
hereby  recognized,  and  all  revenues  derived  and  to  be  derived  froin 
the  sales  of  land,  or  land  scrip,  donated  by  the  United  States  to  the 
State  of  Louisiana  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  and  mechan- 
ical and  agricultural  college,  shall  be  appropriated  exdusively  to  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  said  University  and  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  from  tinae  to 
time  make  such  additional  appropriations  for  the  maintenance  and 
support  of  said  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  as  the  public  necessities  and  the  well  being  of  the 
people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  may  require,  not  to  exceed  ten  thou- 
sand dollars  annually. 

Art.  231.  The  General  Assembly  shall  also  establish  in  the  city  of 
New  Orleans  a  university  for  the  education  of  persons  of  color ;  pro- 
vide for  its  proper  government,  and  shall  make  an  annual  appropria- 
tion of  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  nor  more  than  ten  thousand 
dollars  for  its  maintenance  and  support. 

Art.  282.  Women  over  twenty-one  years  of  age  shall  be  eligible  to 
any  office  of  control  or  management  under  the  school  laws  of  this 
State. 

FREK     H('H(X)L     FIND,     SEMINARY     FUND,     AND     AGRICULTURAL     AND 

MEC'IIANICAL    C^OLLEGE    FUND 

Art.  233.  The  debt  due  by  the  State  to  the  Free  School  Fund  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  sum  of  one  million,  one  hundred  and  thirty 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  fifty -one  cents 
in  principal,  and  shall  be  placed  on  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  several  townships  entitled  to  the  same; 
the  said  principal  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  lands  heretofore 
gi'anted  by  the  United  States  for  the  use  and  support  of  free  public- 
schools,  which  amount  shall  be  held  by  the  State  as  a  loan,  and  shall 
be  and  remain  a  |wrpetual  fund,  on  which  the  State  shall  pay  an 
annual  interest  of  four  per  cent  from  the  first  day  of  January,  1880: 
and  that  said  interest  snail  be  paid  to  the  several  townships  in  the 
State  entitled  to  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  act  of  Congres'i, 
No.  68,  approved  February  15,  1843,  and  the  bonds  of  the  State  nen*- 
tofore  issued  lx?longing  to  said  fund,  and  sold  under  act  of  the 
General  Assemblv,  No.  81,  of  1872,  are  herebv  declared  null  and  void, 
and  the  General  Assembly  shall  make  no  provision  for  their  payment, 
and  mav  cause  them  to  be  destroved. 

The  debt  due  bv  the  State  to  the  Seminary  Fund  is  hereby  declared 
to  be  one  hundred  and  thirtv-six  thousand  dollars,  being  the  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the  United  States  to  thi> 
State  for  the  use  of  a  Seminarv  of  learning,  and  said  amount  shall  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  on  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  of  the  State  as  a  perpetual  loan,  and  the  State  shall  pay 
an  annual  interest  of  four  pt^r  cent  on  said  amount  from  January  1, 
1880,  for  the  use  of  said  seminary  of  learning;  and  the  consolidated 
bonds  of  the  State  now  held  for*  use  of  said  fund  shall  he  null  and 
void  after  the  first  day  of  January,  1880,  and  the  General  Assembly 
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-hall  never  make  any  provision  for  their  payment,  and  they  shall  be 
destroyed  in  such  manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct. 

The  debt  due  by  the  State  to  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College  Fund  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  sum  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  three 
cmiSj  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  lands  and  land  scrip  horeto- 
f(>»  granted  bv  the  United  States  to  this  State  for  the  use  of  a  col- 
lege for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts;  said 
jimounts  shall  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  on  the  books  of  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  State  as  a  perpetual  loan,  and  the 
State  shall  pay  an  annual  interest  of  five  per  cent  on  said  amount 
from  January  1,  1880,  for  the  use  of  said  Agricultural  and  Mechan- 
ical College.  The  consolidated  bonds  of  the  State  now  held  by  the 
State  for  the  use  of  said  fund  shall  be  null  and  void  after  the  first 
(lay  of  January,  1880,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  never  make 
any  provision  for  their  payment,  and  they  shall  be  destroyed  in  such 
manner  as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct. 

The  interest  provided  for  by  this  article  shall  be  paid  out  of  any 
tax  that  may  be  levied  and  collected  for  the  general  purposes  of  pub- 
lic education. 

CORPORATIONS  AND   CORPORATE  RIGHTS 

Abt.  2M.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  remit  the  forfeiture  of 
the  charter  of  any  corporation  now  existing,  nor  renew,  alter  or 
amend  the  same,  nor  pass  any  genaral  or  special  law  for  the  benefit 
of  such  corporation,  except  upon  the  condition  that  such  corporation 
^hall  thereafter  hold  its  charter  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
stitution. 

Art.  235.  The  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State  shall  never 
be  abridged  nor  so  construed  as  to  permit  corporations  to  conduct 
iheir  business  in  such  manner  as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights  of  indi- 
viduals or  the  general  well-being  of  the  State. 

Art.  236.  No  foreign  corporation  shall  do  any  business  in  this 
>^tate  without  having  one  or  more  known  places  of  business  and  an 
authorized  agent  or  agents  in  the  State  upon  whom  process  may  be 
:^rved. 

Art.  237.  No  corporation  shall  engage  in  any  business  other  than 
that  expressly  authorized  in  its  charter  or  incidental  thereto,  nor  shall 
it  take  or  hold  any  real  estate  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years, 
except  such  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  its  legitimate  business 
or  purposes. 

Art.  238.  No  corporation  shall  issue  stock  nor  bonds,  except  for 
labor  done  or  money  or  property  actually  received,  and  all  fictitious 
issues  of  stock  shall  be  void,  and  any  corporation  issuing  such  ficti- 
tious stock  shall  forfeit  its  charter. 

Art.  289.  The  stock  shall  not  be  increased,  except  in  pursuance  of 
general  laws,  nor  without  consent  of  persons  holding  the  larger 
amount  in  value  of  the  stock,  first  obtained  at  a  meeting  of  stock- 
holders to  be  held  after  thirty  days'  notice  given  in  pursuance  of  law. 

Art.  240.  The  term  corporation,  as  used  in  this  Constitution,  shall 
()e  construed  to  include  all  joint  stock  companies  or  associations  hav- 
ing any  power  or  privileges  not  possessed  by  individuals  or  partner- 

^^hlps. 
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AfiT.  241.  It  shall  be  a  crime,  the  nature  and  punishment  of  which 
shall  be  prescribed  by  law,  for  any  president,  director^  manager, 
cashier  or  other  officer  or  owner  of  any  private  or  public  bank  or 
banking  institution  to  assent  to  the  reception  of  deposits,  or  the  crea- 
tion OT  debts  by  such  banking  institution,  after  he  shall  have  had 
knowledge  of  the  fact  that  it  is  insolvent  or  in  failing  circumstances; 
any  such  officer,  agent  or  manager  shall  be  individually  responsible 
for  such  deposits  so  received  and  all  such  debts  so  created  with  his 
assent. 

Abt.  242.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  enact  general 
laws  authorizing  the  parochial  or  municipal  authorities  of  the  State, 
under  certain  circumstances,  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  property 
taxpayers  in  numbers  and  in  value,  to  levy  special  taxes  in  aid  oif 
public  improvements  or  railway  enterprises;  protyided,  that  such  tax 
shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  five  mills  per  annum  nor  extend  for  a 
longer  period  than  ten  years. 

Art.  243.  Any  railroad  corporation  or  association  organized  for  the 
purpose  shall  have  the  right  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad  be- 
tween any  points  within  this  State,  and  connect  at  the  State  line  with 
railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad  company  shall  have  the 
right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  with  or  cross  any  other  rail- 
road, and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  the  other's  passengers,  ton- 
nage and  cars,  loaded  or  empty,  without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Art.  244.  Railwavs  heretofore  constructed,  or  that  may  hereafter 
be  constructed  in  this  State,  are  hereby  declared  public  highways, 
and  railroad  companies  common  carriers. 

Art.  245.  Every  railroad  or  other  corporation,  organized  or  doing 
business  in  this  State  under  the  laws  or  authority  thereof,  shall  have 
and  maintain  a  public  office  or  place  in  this  State  for  the  transaction 
of  its  business,  where  transfers  of  stock  shall  be  made,  and  where 
shall  be  kept  for  public  inspection  books  in  which  shall  be  recorded 
the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed,  the  names  of  owners  of  stock, 
the  amounts  owned  by  them  respectively,  the  amount  of  stock  paid, 
and  by  whom,  the  transfers  of  said  stock,  with  the  date  of  transfer, 
the  amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  the  names  and  places  of 
residence  of  its  officers. 

Art.  246.  If  any  railroad  company,  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  shall  consolidate,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  with  any  railroad 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  the  same  shall  not  thereby  become  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion, but  the  courts  of  this  State  shall  retain  jurisdiction  in  all  matters 
which  may  arise,  as  if  said  consolidation  had  not  taken  place.  In  no 
case  shall  any  consolidation  take  place  except  upon  public  notice  of 
at  least  sixty  days  to  all  stockholders,  in  sucn  manner  as  may  be  pro- 
vided by  law. 

Art.  247.  General  laws  shall  be  enacted  providing  for  the  creation 
of  private  corporations,  and  shall  therein  provide  tuMy  for  the  ade- 
quate protection  of  the  public  and  the  individual  stockholder. 

Art.  248.  The  police  jurias  of  the  several  parishes  and  the  con- 
stituted authorities  of  all  incorporated  municipalities  of  the  State 
shall  alone  have  the  power  of  re^ilating  the  slaughtering  of  cattle 
and  other  live  stock  within  their  respective  limits;  provided,  no 
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monopolv  or  exclusive  privilege  shall  exist  in  this  State,  nor  such 
business  l)e  restricted  to  the  land  or  houses  of  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration; provided,  the  ordinances  designating  the  places  of  slaughter- 
ing shall  obtain  the  concurrent  approval  of  the  board  of  health  or 
other  sanitary  organization. 

PAROCHIAI.  AFFAIRS  AND  BOUNDARIES 

Art.  249.  The  General  Assembly  may  establish  and  organize  new 

Earishes,  which  shall  be  bodies  corporate,  with  such  powers  as  may 
e  prescribed  by  law ;  but  no  new  parish  shall  contain  less  than  six 
hundred  and  twenty-five  square  miles,  nor  less  than  seven  thousand 
inhabitants ;  nor  shall  any  parish  be  reduced  below  that  area  or  num- 
ber of  inhabitants. 

.Vrt.  250.  All  laws  chan^ng  parish  lines  or  removing  parish  seats 
shall,  before  taking  effect,  l)e  submitted  to  the  electors  oi  the  parish 
or  the  parishes  to  be  effected  thereby,  at  a  special  election  held  for 
that  purpose,  and  be  adopted  by  a  majority  of  votes  of  each  parish 
cast  at  such  election. 

Art.  251.  Any  parish  may  be  dissolved  and  merged  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly  into  a  contiguous  parish  or  parishes,  two-thirds  of  the 
Qualified  electors  of  the  parish  proposed  to  be  dissolved  voting  in 
lavor  thereof,  at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose;  vrovided,  that 
each  of  the  parishes  into  which  the  dissolved  parisli  proposes  to 
become  incorporated  consents  thereto  by  a  majority  of  its  qualified 
electors  voting  therefor. 

Ajrr.  252.  whenever  a  parish  shall  be  enlarged  or  created  from  ter- 
ritory contiguous  thereto,  it  shall  be  entitled  to  a  just  proportion  of 
the  property  and  assets,  and  liable  for  a  just  proportion  of  the  exist- 
ing debts  or  liabilities  of  the  parish  or  parishes  from  which  such 
territory  shall  be  taken. 

THE    CITY   OF    NEW    ORLEANS 

Art.  253.  The  citizens  of  the  citv  of  New  Orleans  or  any  political 
corporation  which  may  be  created  within  its  limits  shalf  have  the 
right  of  appointing  the  several  public  officers  necessary  for  the  admin- 
istration OI  the  police  of  said  citv,  pursuant  to  the  mode  of  election 
which  shall  be  provided  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly. 

Art.  254.  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  session  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  Constitution,  shall  enact  such  legislation  as  may  be  proper 
to  liquidate  the  indebtedness  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  apply 
its  assets  to  the  satisfaction  thereof.  It  shall  have  authoritv  to  can- 
cel the  charter  of  said  city;  and  remit  its  inhabitants  to  anotWr  form 
of  government  if  necessary.  In  any  such  new  form  of  government 
no  salary  shall  exceed  three  thousand  five  hundred  dollars. 

Art.  255.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  necessary  laws  to  pre- 
vent sailors  or  others  of  the  crew  of  foreign  vessels  from  working  on 
the  wharfs  and  levees  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans;  provided,  there 
i>  no  treaty  between  the  United  States  and  foreign  powers  to  the 
contrary. 
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AMENDMENT   AND   REVISION    OF   THE    CONSTITUTION 

^Vrt.  256.  Propositions  for  the  amendment  of  this  Constitution  may 
be  made  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  at  any  session  therof,  and  if  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  concur  therein, 
after  such  proposed  amendments  have  been  read  in  such  respective 
houses  on  three  separate  days,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments, together  with  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon,  shall  be  entered  on 
the  journal,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  pub- 
lished in  two  newspapers  published  in  the  parish  of  Orleans  and  in 
one  paper  in  each  other  parish  of  the  State  in  which  a  newspaper  i> 
published,  for  three  months  preceding  the  next  election  for  Repre- 
sentatives, at  which  time  the  said  amendment  or  amendments  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  electors  for  their  approval  or  rejection;  and  if  a 
majority  voting  on  said  amendment  or  amendments  shall  approve 
and  ratify  the  same,  then  such  amendment  or  amendments  so  approved 
and  ratified  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

When  more  than  one  amendment  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same 
time  they  shall  be  so  submitted  as  to  enable  the  electors  to  vote  on 
each  amendment  separately.  The  result  of  said  election  shall  bo 
made  known  by  the  proclamation  of  the  Grovemor. 

SCHEDULE 

Art.  257.  The  Constitution  of  this  State,  adopted  in  1868,  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  is  declared  to  be  superseded  by  this  Constitu- 
tion, and  in  order  to  carry  the  same  into  effect,  it  is  hereby  declared 
and  ordained  as  follows : 

Art.  258.  All  rights,  actions,  prosecutions,  claiins  and  contracti^, 
as  well  of  individuals  as  of  bodies  corporate,  and  all  laws  in  force 
at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  not  inconsistent 
therewith,  shall  continue  as  if  the  said  Constitution  had  not  been 
adopted.  But  the  monopoly  features  in  the  charter  of  any  corpora- 
tion now  existing  in  the  State,  save  such  as  may  be  contained  in  the 
charters  of  railroad  companies,  are  hereby  abolished. 

Art.  259,  In  order  that  no  inconvenience  may  result  to  the  public 
service  from  the  taking  effect  of  this  Constitution,  no  office  shall  Ih» 
superceded  thereby,  but  the  laws  of  the  State  relative  to  the  duties  of 
the  several  officers — executive,  judicial  and  military — ^shall  remain  in 
full  force,  though  the  same  be  contrary  to  this  Constitution,  and  the 
several  duties  shall  be  performed  by  the  respective  officers  of  the  State, 
according  to  the  existing  laws,  until  the  or^nization  of  the  govern- 
ment under  this  Constitution  and  the  entering  into  office  of  the  new 
officers  to  be  appointed  or  elected  under  said  government,  and  no 
longer. 

Art.  260.  Appointments  to  office  by  the  Executive  under  this  Con- 
stitution shall  oe  made  by  the  Governor  to  be  elected  under  its 
authority. 

Art.  261.  All  causes  in  which  appeals  have  been  or  may  be  here- 
after taken,  or  now  pending  in  the  Supreme  Court  under  the"  Constitu- 
tion of  1868,  and  of  which  jurisdiction  has  been  vested  by  this  Consti- 
tution in  the  courts  of  appeal,  shall,  after  the  adoption  of  this  Consti- 
tution, be  transferred  for  trial  to  the  court  of  appeal  of  the  circuit 
from  which  appeal  has  been  or  may  be  taken. 
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All  other  causes  that  may  be  pending  in  the  SiiprenKx  Court,  under 
the  Constitution  of  1868,  shall  be  transferred  to  the  Supreme  Court 
created  by  this  Constitution,  as  soon  as  it  shall  be  organized. 

All  causes  that  may  be  pending  in  all  other  courts,  under  the  Con- 
stitution of  1868,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  and  the  reor- 
ganization of  the  courts  created  by  this  Constitution,  shall  be  trans- 
ferred to  the  courts  respectively  having  jurisdiction  thereof  under 
this  Constitution.  ^ 

Am*.  262.  Immediately  after  the  adjournment  of  this  Convention, 
the  Governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation,  directing  the  several  offi- 
cers of  the  State  auth(»:ized  by  law  to  hold  elections  for  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  to  open  and  hold  a  poll  in  every  parish  in  the 
State,  at  the  places  designated  by  law,  upon  the  first  Tuesday  in  the 
month  of  December  next,  1879,  for  the  purpose  of  taking  the  sense 
of  the  good  j)eople  of  this  State  in  regara  to  the  adoption  or  rejection 
of  this  Constitution ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  officers  to  receive 
the  votes  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote  under  the  Constitution  of  1868. 

Each  voter  shall  express  his  opinion  by  depositing  in  the  ballot  box 
a  ticket,  whereon  shall  be  written  or  printed,  "  For  the  Constitution," 
or  "Against  the  Constitution,"  or  some  such  words  as  will  distinctively 
convev  the  intention  of  the  voter. 

It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  in  his  said  proclamation,  to 
direct  the  said  officers  authorized  by  law  to  hold  elections,  to  open  and 
hold  a  poll  at  the  above  stated  time  and  places,  for  the  election  of  Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant  Governor,  members  ol  the  General  Assembly,  Secre- 
tar\'  of  State,  Attomev  General,  State  Auditor,  and  Superintendent  of 
Public  Education,  an^  of  all  other  officers  whose  election  by  the  people 
is  provided  for  in  this  Constitution ;  and  the  names  of  the  persons 
voted  for  shall  be  written  or  printed  on  the  same  ticket,  and  deposited 
in  the  same  box  as  the  votes  "  for  "  or  "  against "  the  Constitution. 

And  the  said  election  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  for  the  said  officers,  shtdl  be  conducted  and  the  returns 
thereof  made  in  conformity  with  existing  laws  upon  the  subject  of 
>^tate  elections. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  said  returns,  or  on  the  last  Monday  in 
December,  1879,  if  the  retufns  be  not  sooner  received,  it  shall  ha  the 
duty  of  the  Governor,  the  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  Secretary  of  State, 
and  the  Attorney  General,  in  the  presence  of  all  such  persons  as  may 
choose  to  attend,  to  compile  the  votes  given  at  the  said  polls  for  rati- 
fication and  rejection  of  this  Constitution ;  and  it  shall  appear  from 
^aid  returns  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  given  on  the  question  of 
adoption  and  rejection  of  the  Constitution  is  for  ratifying  this  Con- 
stitution, then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  make  immediate 
proclamation  of  that  fact,  and  henceforth  this  Constitution  shall  be 
ordained  and  established  as  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Louisiana, 
and  the  General  Assembly  elected  in  1878  shall  thereupon  be  dissolved. 
^Vhethe^  this  Constitution  be  adopted  or  rejected,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  cause  to  be  published  in  the  official  paper  of  the 
Convention  the  result  of  the  polls,  showing  the  number  of  votes  cast  in 
each  parish  for  or  against  the  said  Constitution. 

If  the  Constitution  be  ratified,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  examine  and  compile  the  returns,  and  publish  the  result 
of  the  election  of  officers  herein  ordained,  and  in  the  manner  provided 
by  existing  laws.

Art.  263.  The  General  Assemblv  first  elected  under  this  Constitu- 
tion shall  convene  in  the  city  of  l^^ew  Orleans  upon  the  second  Mon- 
day in  January  next,  1880,  after  the  election,  and  the  Governor  and 
Lieutenant  Governor  elected  shall  be  duly  installed  in  of-ce  during  the 
first  week  of  the  session,  and  before  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  said 
General  Assembly  to  proceed  with  the  transaction  of  business  beyond 
their  own  organization. 

Art.  2CA.  The  State  Auditor,  Attorney  General,  Secretary  of  State, 
and  Superintendent  of  Public  Education,  elected  at  the  first  election 
herein  provided  for,  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices  on  the  second  Monday  of  January,  1880,  after 
complying  with  the  requisites  of  existing  laws;  and  all  other  officers 
whose  election  or  appointment  is  provided  for  bjr  this  Constitution 
shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
on  the  first  Monday  of  April,  eighteen  hundred  and  eighty,  after 
complying  with  the  requirements  of  existing  laws;  until  which 
fjeriocf,  all  officers  under  the  Constitution  of  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-eight  shall  receive  the  pay  and  emoluments  provided  for  under 
such  Constitution;  provided^  that  the  pay  of  the  officers  elected  or 
appointed  under  this  Constitution  shall  not  commence  until  after 
their  induction  into  office.  The  State  Treasurer  elected  in  November. 
1878,  shall  continue  in  office  as  if  elected  at  the  election  to  be  held  on 
the  first  Tuesday  in  December,  1879;  but  the  salary  of  said  officer 
shall  be  as  established  by  this  Constitution,  from  and  after  the  second 
Monday  in  January,  1880. 

Art.  265.  The  time  of  service  of  all  officers  chosen  by  the  people  at 
the  first  election  under  this  Constitution  shall  terminate  as  though  the 
election  had  been  holden  on  the  first  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
in  April,  1880. 

Art.  266.  The  judges  of  the  courts  of  appeal,  district  judges,  city 
judges,  district  attorney,  coroner,  clerks  of  courts,  sheriffs,  recorder 
of  mortgages  and  register  of  conveyances,  all  of  whose  election  and 
appointment  are  provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  in  the  parish  of 
Orleans,  shall  only  enter  on  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  respec- 
tive offices  on  the  first  Monday  of  August,  1880,  and  the  present 
incumbents  shall  continue  until  then  in  the  performance  of  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices  and  the  enjoyment  of  the  emoluments 
thereof,  as  now  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  267.  The  General  Assembly  is  required  to  make  provision  for 
paying  J.  IL.Cosgrove,  Printer  of  the  Convention,  for  the  balance 
due  him  for  work  done  previous  to  adjournment,  and  for  all  work 
that  may  be  done  by  him  after  the  adjournment  of  the  Convention, 
by  its  direction,  and  shall  make  a  special  appropriation  to  liquidate 
the  debt  which  this  Convention  has  contracted,  authorizing  the 
Fiscal  Agent  of  the  State  to  negotiate  a  loan  of  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars;  and  also  for  the  payment  of  such  vouchers  as  may  be 
issued  by  the  chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses, 
under  the  authority  of  this  Convention  in  excess  of  the  foregoing 
appropriation,  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  this  Convention  to  com- 
plete its  work;  provided,  said  vouchers  are  approved  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Convention. 

Art.  268.  There  shall  not  be  any  municipal  election  in  the  cities  of 
New  Orleans  and  Shrovoport,  in  December,  1879.  The  General 
Assembly  shall  provide  for  a  municipal  election  in  the  city  of  New 
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Orleans,  or  such  municipal  corporations  as  may  be  created  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  parish  of  Orleans  during  the  year  1880. 
The  General  Assembly  may  fix  the  time  for  a  municipal  election  in 
the  city  of  Shreveport,  before  April,  1884. 

Abt.  269.  The  terms  of  act  No.  43,  of  the  regular  session  of  1884, 
adopted  at  the  session  of  the  Legislature  in  the  year  1884,  are  hereby 
ratified  and  approved;  and  all  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of 
18T0  repugnant  thereto  or  in  any  way  impairing  the  passage  thereof, 
are  hereby  repealed,  so  far  as  the  operations  of  said  act  are  concerned. 

Akt.  270.  The  General  Assembly  may  divide  the  State  into  levee  dis- 
tricts and  provide  for  the  appointment  of  election  of  Levee  Commis- 
j-ioners  in  said  districts,  who  shall  in  the  method  or  manner  to  be 
proWded  by  law,  have  supervision  of  the  erection,  repair  and  main- 
tenance of  the  levees  in  said  districts;  to  that  effect  the  Levee  Com- 
missioners may  levy  a  tax  not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  taxable  prop- 
erty, situated  within  the  alluvial  portions  of  said  district  subject  to 
overflow ;  provided^  that,  in  case  oi  necessity,  to  raise  additional  funds 
for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  preserving  and  repairing  any  levees 
protecting  the  lands  of  the  district,  the  rate  of  taxation,  herein 
limited,  may  be  increased  when  the  rate  of  such  increase  and  the 
necessity  and  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended  shall  have  been  sub- 
mitted to  a  vote  of  the  property  taxpayers  in  such  district,  paying 
taxes  for  himself,  or  in  any  representative  capacity,  whether  resident 
or  non-resident,  on  property  situated  in  the  alluvial  portion  of  said 
district  subject  to  overflow,  and  a  majority  of  those  in  number  and 
value,  voting  at  such  election,  shall  have  voted  therefor.

RELIEF   OF   DELINQUENT   TAXPAYERS 

Art.  1-  Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana^  in 
contention  assembled ,  All  interests,  penalties,  costs  ana  charges  what- 
ever, on  taxes  and  licenses  due  the  State,  or  any  political  corporation 
therein,  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1879,  and  yet  unpaid,  are 
remitted ;  and  all  property  forfeited  to  the  St^te  or  any  political  cor- 
poration on  account  of  non-payment  of  taxes  and  licenses,  or  to  which 
the  State  or  any  political  corporation  now  has  a  title,  shall  be  redeem- 
able, and  the  title  to  the  State  or  any  political  corporation  thereto 
annulled  upon  the  payment  by  the  debtor,  or  any  interested  party, 
of  the  principal  of  all  taxes  and  licenses  that  may  be  due  thereon  at 
the  date  of  redemption,  and  this  right  of  redemption  shall  continue 
until  the  1st  day  of  January,  1881.  In  the  event  the  principal  of 
said  taxes  and  licenses  is  not  paid  by  said  time,  the  interest,  penalties, 
costs,  fee5  and  charges  herein  before  remitted  shall  revive  and  attach 
to  the  property  upon  which  the  taxes  and  licenses  are  due,  and  such 
property  shall  be  then  sold  in  the  manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  and 
the  title  of  the  purchaser  shall  be  full  and  complete :  provided,  that 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  rights  of 
third  persons  who  may  have  purchased  property,  legally  assessed  and 
sold  at  tax  sales,  or  from  the  State  or  any  political  corporation,  after 
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the  same  was  legally  forfeited  to  or  purchased  by  the  State,  or  such 
corporation;  and  provided  further,  that  nothing  in  this  ordinance 
shall  be  taken  as  granting  any  time  for  the  payment  of  the  principal 
of  said  taxes  and  licenses;  and  provided  further,  that  interest  shall 
accrue  and  be  collected  on  the  principal  of  said  delinquent  taxes  and 
licenses  at  the  rate  of  eight  per  cent  annum  from  January  1,  18^0: 
and  on  all  said  taxes  ana  licenses  paid  a  discount  of  10  per  cent  \wr 
annum  shall  be  allowed  from  the  date  of  payment  to  January  1,  ISSI. 
That  all  taxes  and  licenses  due  the  State  prior  to  January  1,  1871K 
may  be  paid  as  follows: 

1.  That  portion  of  said  taxes  and  licenses  due  the  Greneral  Yuml 
and  all  other  funds,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  in  any  valid 
Auditor's  warrants  outstanding  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  except  all  warrants  issued  prior  to  the  first  of  January, 
1874,  and  also  all  warrants  issued  from  the  first  of  Januar}%  1S74. 
to  the  first  of  January,  1875,  for  other  purposes  than  for  salaries  of 
constitutional  officers,  or  for  the  support  of  charitable  institutions  for 
the  year  1874. 

That,  at  the  option  of  the  holders  of  any  of  said  warrants,  the  said 
warrants  may  be  funded  in  bonds  of  the  Jenomination  of  five  dollars 
with  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  at  the  rate  of  three  per  cent 
per  annum  interest  from  the  first  day  of  July,  1880.  The  said  bond> 
to  be  due  and  payable  six  years  from  the  first  day  of  January,  18S0: 
the  said  coupons  being  payable  at  the  State  treasury  on  the  first  day 
of  February  and  August  of  each  year. 

All  moneys  received  in  the  treasury  for  all  taxes  and  licenses  due 
the  State  prior  to  the  first  day  of  January,  1879,  except  such  as  are 
otherwise  provided  for  by  this  ordinance,  shall  be  set  aside  to  pay  the 
interest  on  said  five  dollar  bonds,  and  to  provide  a  sinking  fund  to 
redeem  the  same.  Tlie  bonds  above  provided  and  interest  coupons 
shall  also  be  receivable  for  amounts  due  to  the  State  for  the  redemp- 
tion or  purchase  of  property  which  has  been  forfeited  or  sold  to  the 
State  for  delinquent  taxes  and  licenses  of  any  of  the  years  named  in 
this  article.  The  bonds  so  issued  shall  be  receivable  for  the  said 
taxes  and  licenses  and  the  obligations  of  the  public  charitable  institu- 
tions of  the  State  given  for  the  purchase  of  necessary  supplies  of 
foo<l,  clothing,  medicine  and  hire  of  employes. 

2.  That  portion  of  said  taxes  and  licenses  due  the  Interest  Fund, 
subsequent  to  January,  1874,  in  any  matured  coupons  issued  by  the 
State  since  that  date. 

3.  That  portion  of  said  tax  due  the  levee  fund  since  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-one  to  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
seventy-six,  inclusive  of  fx)th  years,  in  any  valia  warrants  issueil  to 
the  levee  company  and  indorsed  by  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the 
State  as  follows:  "Receivable  for  levee  tax  due  from  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  seventy-one  to  eighteen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  inclu- 
sive ;  "  and  the  Auditor  and  Treasurer  are  hereby  authorias^  to  so 
indorse  warrants  issued  by  the  Ijevee  Company,  as  provided  above, 
to  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  balance  due  on  the  judgment 
recovered  by  said  company  in  the  case  entitled  I^ouisiana  Levee  Com- 
pany vs.  the  State  of  I^uisiana,  No.  7163,  in  the  Supreme  Court  of 
I^uisiana. 

Be  it  further  ordained^  etc.  That  no  Auditor's  warrant  shall  k 
taken  as  valid  for  the  purpose  of  payment  of  taxes  and  licenses  or

for  funding  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
examined  by  the  Auditor,  Treasurer  and  Attorney  General  of  the 
State,  and  indorsed  by  them  as  valid.  Said  warrants,  when  so  in- 
dorsed, may  be  surrendered  to  said  officers,  and  by  them  registered 
and  cancelled,  and  in  lieu  thereof  said  Auditor  and  Treasurer  shall 
issue  certificates  in  sums  of  five,  ten,  twenty  or  fiftv  dollars,  as  may 
1)6  desired  by  the  holder  of  said  warrants,  which  shall  be  receivable 
for  all  taxes  and  licenses  due  the  State  prior  to  January  1,  1879, 
except  the  taxes  due  the  Interest  Fund  and  Levee  Fund. 

Be  it  further  ordained^  That  all  taxes  and  licenses  due  any  parish 
or  municipal  corporation  prior  to  Januarv  1,  1879,  may  be  payable  in 
any  valid  warrants,  scrip  or  floating  indebtedness  of  said  parish  or 
municipal  corporation,  except  judgments. 

INDEBTEDNESS  OF  THE  STATE  TO  ITS  FISCAL  AGENT 

be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  Conveiv- 
i'tun  ansembled^  The  debt  due  from  the  State  to  its  Fiscal  Agent,  being 
in  amount  one  hundred  and  eighty-seven  thousand  seventy-seven 
dollars  and  twenty-four  cents  ($187,077.24^ ,  subject  to  such  reduction 
as  may  result  from  credits  arising  out  or  taxes  due  to  the  Interest 
Fund  since  June  30, 1879,  which  said  debt  was  created  under  the  con- 
tract made  between  the  Board  of  Liquidators  and  the  Fiscal  Agent, 
under  date  of  twenty-fifth  May,  1877,  and  under  Act  No.  28,  ses-- 
-ion  of  the  Legislature  of  1878,  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  valid  obli- 
gation of  the  State;  and  the  Legislature  shall,  at  its  first  session 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  provide  for  the  payment  of 
the  same;  and  the  Fiscal  Agent  shall,  as  a  condition  precedent  to 
?^aid  payment,  surrender  and  deliver  to  the  Auditor  of  m^  State  for 
cancellation,  the  interest  coupons  which  were  taken  up  and  held  by 
said  Fiscal  Agent  at  the  time  of  making  the  advances  which  created 
the  said  indebtedness;  but  the  interest  to  be  allowed  said  Fiscal 
Agent  shall  be  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum  until  the  debt 
\>  paid. 

ORDINANCE — LOAN  BY  FISCAL  AGENT 

Art.  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in 
Convention  assembled^  That  the  Fiscal  Agent  of  this  State  shall  be 
and  is  hereby  empowered  by  authority  of  this  Convention  to  nego- 
tiate a  loan  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  or  so  much  thereof  as  may 
Ije  necessarv,  at  seven  per  cent  per  annum  to  defray  the  residue  of  the 
»*xpenses  of  this  Convention  not  provided  for  by  the  act  of  the  General 
Assembly  calling  this  Convention,  and  to  enable  the  Convention  to 
complete  the  work  of  framing  the  new  Constitution. 

Art.  2.  That  said  loan  shallbe  evidenced  by  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness, signed  by  the  President  of  this  Convention,  and  countersigned 
hy  the  Secretary  thereof,  under  seal  of  this  Convention,  in  sums  of 
five  hundred  dollars  or  under,  bearing  seven  per  cent  per  annum 
interest  from  the  date  of  such  certificates  until  paid,  and  payable  on 
the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1880,  at  the  State  National  Bank 
of  Xew  Orleans,  in  the  city  of  New  Orleans. 

Art.  3.  The  first  General  Assembly  convened  under  this  Constitu- 
tion shall  make  a  special  appropriation  to  liquidate  the  debt  which 
this  Convention  has  contracted  or  may  contract,  as  per  ordinance 
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adopted  authorizing  the  Fiscal  Agent  of  the  State  to  negotiate  a  loan 
of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  this  Con- 
vention to  complete  the  work  of  framing  this  Ck)nstitution. 

STATE   DEBT

Article  1.  Be  it  ordained  hy  the  people  of  tlie  State  of  Latiisiana^ 
as  prorided  hy  law^  That  the  State  Debt  Ordinance  be  amended  so  as 
to  i-ead  as  follows :  That  the  interest  to  be  paid  on  the  Consolidated 
Bonds  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  be  and  is  hereby  fixed  at  two  pr 
centum  per  annum  for  five  vears,  from  the  first  day  of  January,  oiio 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty  (1880),  and  four  per  centum  pr 
anmmi  thereafter,  payable  semi-annually;  and  there  shall  be  levied 
an  annual  tax  sufficient  for  the  full  payment  of  said  interest,  not 
exceeding  three  mills,  the  limit  of  State  tax  for  all  purpos<»s  \m\\g 
hereby  fixed  at  six  mills;  and  said  bonds  and  coupons  shall  1x5  duly 
stamped;  "  Interest  reduced  to  two  per  centum  per  annum  for  five 
years  from  January  1,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty,  and 
four  per  centum  per  annum  thereafter/ 

Ajbcv.  2.  That  the  holders  of  the  Consolidated  Bonds  may,  at  any 
time,  in  order  that  the  coupons  may  be  paid,  present  their  bonds  to 
the  Treasurer  of  the  State,  or  to  agents  to  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, one  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  the  other  in  the  city  of 
London,  England,  and  the  said  Treasurer  or  agents,  as  the  case  may 
be,  shall  indorse  or  stamp  thereon  the  words :  "'  Interest  reduced  to 
two  per  centum  per  annum  for  five  years  from  January  1,  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  eighty  (1880),  and  four  per  centum  pr 
annum  thereafter;"  and  said  Treasurer  or  agent  shall  indorse  or 
stamp  on  said  coupons  the  following  words :  "'  Interest  reduced  to 
two  per  cent  per  annum ;  "  or  "  Interest  reduced  to  four  per  centum 
per  annum,"  as  the  case  may  be. 

Art.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained^  That  the  coupons  of  said  consoli- 
dated bonds  falling  due  the  first  of  January,  1880,  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  remitted,  and  any  interest  taxes  collected  to  meet  said  coupons 
are  hereby  transferred  to  defray  the  expenses  of  the  State  govern- 
ment. 

Be  it  further  oi'dained^  and  it  is  hereby  ordaitied  by  this  Constitu- 
tional Convention^  That  the  foregoing  provisions  and  articles  relative 
to  the  consolidated  debt  shall  not  form  a  part  of  this  Constitution, 
except  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  follows: 

At  the  election  held  for  the  ratification  or  rejection  of  this  Consti- 
tution, it  shall  be  lawful  for  each  voter  to  have  written  or  printed  on 
his  ballot  the  words,  "  For  ordinance  relative  to  State  debt,"  or  the 
words,  "Against  ordinance  relative  to  State  debt,"  and  in  the  event 
that  a  majority  of  the  ballots  so  cast  have  indorsed  on  them  the 
words,  "  For  ordinance  relative  to  State  debt,"  then  the  said  forego- 
ing provisions  and  articles  of  this  ordinance  shall  form  a  part  of  the 
Constitution  submitted,  if  the  same  is  ratified;  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  votes  so  cast  shall  have  indorsed  on  them  the  words,  ''Against 
ordinance  relative  to  State  debt,"  then  said  provisions  and  articles 
shall  form  no  part  of  this  Constitution.

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CITY    DEBT   ORDINANCE 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  jproviding  for  the 
funding  of  the  bonded  debt  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  other  than 
Premium  Bonds,  into  four  per  cent  bonds;  providing  a  special 
tax  of  one  per  cent  to  pay  the  bonded  debt  of  the  city,  and  exempt- 
ing the  said  four  per  cent  bonds  from  taxation,  and  further  author- 
izing the  said  city  to  assume  and  pay  such  unpaid  claims  of  the 
Board  of  School  Directors  of  said  city  and  parish  which  it  may  find 
to  be  equitably  due  by  said  board. 

Section  1.  Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Represent- 
afireJi  of  the  State  of  Lomniana^  two-thirds  of  all  the  members 
tkcted  to  ea-ch  house  concurring^  That  the  following  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  of  the  State  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State 
at  the  next  election  for  Representatives  for  the  General  Assembly 
in  the  year  1892,  for  the  purpose  of  retiring  the  now  existing  valid 
outstanding  bonds  of  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  including  the  bond 
certificates  or  bonds  issued  under  the  act  of  the  Legislature  Xo.  58 
of  1882  and  to  retire  judgments  now  or  hereafter  rendered  against 
the  city  on  floating  debt  claims  prior  to  1879,  entitled  to  l)e  funded 
under  act  No.  67  of  1884,  the  said  city  of  New  Orleans  is  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  on  and  after  the  adoption  of  this  amend- 
ment, to  issue  through  the  Board  of  Liquidation  of  the  City  Debt, 
lK)nds  to  be  known  as  the  Constitutional  Bonds  of  the  city  of  New 
Orleans,  not  exceeding  ten  millions  of  dollars,  at  fifty  years,  bear- 
ing four  per  cent  per  annum  interest  to  bear  date  and  be  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Legislature.  The  said  bonds  shall  be  applied  by 
the  said  board  to  the  retirement  of  said  outstanding  bonds  and  judg- 
ments, by  the  sale  of  said  Constitutional  Bonds,  and  application  of 
the  proceeds  of  sale  by  the  Board  of  Liquidation,  to  pay  or  purchase 
said  outstanding  boncls  and  judgments,  or  by  exchanging  the  said 
Constitutional  Bonds  for  bonds,  on  the  terms  and  in  the  mode  pre- 
scribed by  the  Le^slature.  For  the  payment  of  the  interest  and 
principal  at  maturity,  of  said  Constitutional  Bonds,  and  other  out- 
standing bonds  not  retired  under  this  amendment,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  annual  allotments  and  premiums  of  the  Premium  Bonds 
of  said  city,  the  said  citv  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  levy 
annually,  and  until  the  full  payment  of  said  bonds,  a  special  tax  of 
one  per  cent  on  all  the  real  and  personal  property  of  the  city,  said  tax 
to  be  part  of,  and  not  in  addition  to  the  tax  of  twenty  mills  and  two- 
tenths  of  a  mill  on  the  dollar  of  valuation  now  levied  for  all  pur- 
poses by  the  city  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  said  tax  shall  be  paid  over 
as  collected  to,  and  be  applied  by  the  Board  of  Liquidation,  to  the 
payment  of  the  interest  and  principal  at  maturity  of  said  Constitu- 
tional Bonds,  and  outstanding  bonus  not  retired,  and  to  the  payment 
of  the  allotments  of  Premium  Bonds  and  premiums  extant,  m  the 
hands  of  holders. 

Said  tax  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  contract  right  of  the  holders 
of  all  said  bonds;  and  the  exemption  of  said  Constitutional  Bonds 
from  all  taxation  by  the  city  of  ^ew  Orleans  and  State  of  Tjouisiana 
is  hereby  recognized  and  declared,  and  after  pavment  of  all  the 
annual  interest  on  said  Constitutional  Bonds  and  l^onds  not  retired 
and  the  payment  of  the  said  annual  allotments  of  Premium  Bonds 
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and  premiums  extant  in  the  hands  of  holders,  and  after  making  pro- 
visions for  a  sinking  fund,  at  such  time  and  of  such  an  amount  as 
the  Legislature  prescribes,  the  surplus  of  said  one  per  cent  shall  be 
disposed  of  as  prescribed  by  the  Legislature. 

The  act  passed  at  the  present  session  No.  36,  entitled  "An  act  to 
carry  into  effect  the  Constitutional  amendment  passed  at  the  present 
session  relative  to  the  bond  debt  of  the  city  oi  New  Orleans,"  etc., 
be  and  is  hereby  approved  and  confirmed  in  all  its  parts  as  a  contract 
between  the  city  or  New  Orleans  and  the  holders  of  said  Constitu- 
tional Bonds,  Premium  Bonds  and  of  the  bonds  outstanding  not 
retired  as  aforesaid. 

Section  2.  Be  it  further  renolved^  That  all  electors  voting  at  said 
Orleans  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  examine  into 
and  assume  the  payment  of  the  claims  or  obligations  of  the  Board 
of  School  Directors  for  the  city  and  parish  of  Orleans  due  for  the 
years  1880,  1881,  1882,  1883  and  1884,  now  in  the  hands  of  original 
owners,  who  have  in  no  wise  parted  with  their  right  of  ownership 
or  pledged  the  same,  as  may  be  found  to  be  equitably  due  by  said 
board  for  services  rendered,  labor  performed  or  materials  furnished 
by  authority  of  said  board. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  resolved^  That  all  electors  voting  at  said 
election  for  said  amendment  shall  place  upon  their  ballots  the  words. 
For  the  city  of  New  Orleans  debt  amendment,"  and  all  electors  voting 
at  said  election  against  said  amendment  shall  place  on  their  ballots 
the  words,  "Against  the  city  of  New  Orleans  debt  amendment." 


COHSTrniTIOH  OF  LOTTISIAHA— 1898  ♦  « 

PREAMBLE 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  grateful  to  Almighty 
God  for  the  civil,  political  and  religious  liberties  -we  enjoy,  and 
desirine:  to  secure  the  continuance  of  these  blessings,  do  oraain  and 
establish  this  Constitution. 

BILL   OF   RIGHTS 

Art.  1.  All  government,  of  right,  originates  with  the  people,  is 
founded  on  their  will  alone  and  is  instituted  solelv  for  the  good  of 
the  whole.  Its  only  legitimate  end  is  to  secure  justice  to  all,  preserve 
peace  and  promote  the  interest  and  happiness  of  the  people. 

Art.  2.  No  person  shall  be  deprived  of  life,  liberty  or  property, 
except  by  due  process  of  law. 

Art.  3.  No  law  shall  ever  be  passed  to  curtail  or  restrain  the  lib- 
erty of  si)eech  or  of  the  press ;  any  person  may  speak,  write  and  pub- 
lish his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of 
that  libertv. 

Art.  4.  fevery  person  has  the  natural  right  to  worship  God,  accord- 
ing to  the  dictates  of  his  conscience,  and  no  law  shall  be  passed 
respecting  an  establishment  of  religion.

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Art.  5.  The  people  have  the  right  peaceably  to  assemble  and  apply 
to  those  vested  with  the  powers  of  government  for  a  redress  of  griev- 
ances by  petition  or  remonstrance. 

Art.  6.  All  courts  shall  be  open,  and  every  ])erson  for  injury  done 
him  in  his  rights,  lands,  goods,  person  or  reputation  shall  have  ade- 
quate remedy  by  due  process  of  law  and  justice  administered  without 
tJeniaU  partialitv  or  unreasonable  delav. 

Art.  7.  The  right  of  the  people  to  be  secure  in  their  persons, 
houses,  papers  and  effects  against  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures 
>hall  not  be  violated  and  no  warrant  shall  issue  except  upon  probable 
cause,  supported  by  oath  or  affirmation,  and  particularlv  describing 
the  place  to  be  searched  and  the  persons  or  things  to  be  seized. 

Art.  8.  A  well  regulated  militia  being  necessary  to  the  security  of 
a  free  State,  the  right  of  the  people  to  keep  and  bear  arms  shall  not 
l)e  abridged.  This  shall  not  prevent  the  passage  of  laws  to  punish 
those  who  carry  weapons  concealed. 

Art.  9.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions  the  accused  shall  have  the 
right  to  a  speedy  public  trial  by  an  impartial  jury;  provided,  that 
cases  in  which  the  penalty  is  not  necessarily  imprisonment  at  hard 
labor,  or  death,  shall  be  tried  by  the  court  without  a  jury  or  by  a 
jury  less  than  twelve  in  number,  as  provided  elsewhere  in  the  Con- 
stitution; provided  further,  that  all  trials  shall  take  place  in  the 
parish  in  w^hich  the  offense  was  committed,  unless  the  venue  be 
changed.  The  accused  in  every  instance,  shall  have  the  right  to  be 
confronted  with  the  witnesses  against  him ;  he  shall  have  the  right  to 
defend  himself,  to  have  the  assistance  of  counsel,  to  have  compulsory 
process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor.  Prosecutions  shall  be 
by  indictment  or  inlormation ;  but  the  Ije^slature  may  provide  for 
the  prosecution  of  misdemeanors  on  affidavits ;  provided,  that  no  per- 
son shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  crime  unless  on  a  present- 
ment or  indictment  bv  a  grand  jury,  except  in  cases  arising  in  the 
militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger;  nor 
shall  any  person  be  twice  put  in  jeopardy  of  life  or  liberty  for  the 
same  offense,  except  on  his  own  application  for  a  new  trial,  or  where 
there  is  a  mistrial,  or  a  motion  in  arrest  of  judgment  is  sustained. 

Art.  10.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  be  informed 
of  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation  against  him ;  and  when  tried 
by  jury  shall  have  the  right  to  challenge  jurors  j)eremptorily,  the 
miniber  of  chaUenges  to  be  fixed  by  law. 

Art.  11.  No  person  shall  be  compelled  to  give  evidence  against  him- 
self in  a  criminal  case,  or  in  any  proceeding  that  may  subject  him  to 
(riminal  prosecution,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Consti 
tution. 

-\jrr.  12.  Excessive  bail  shall  not  be  required,  nor  excessive  fines 
imposed,  nor  cruel  and  unusual  punishment  inflicted.  All  persons 
shall  be  bailable  by  sufficient  sureties,  unless  for  capital  offenses  where 
the  proof  is  evident  or  presumption  great,  or  unless  after  conviction 
for  any  crime  or  offense  punishable  with  death  or  imprisonment  at 
hard  labor. 

.Vrt.  13.  The  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not  be 
suspended,  unless  when,  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion,  the  public 
safety  may  require  it. 

Art.  14.  The  military  shall  be  in  subordination  to  the  civil  power. 

Art.  15.  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to  deny 
or  impair  other  rights  of  the  people  not  herein  expressed. 
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DISTRIBUTION    OF   POWERS 

Art.  16.  The  powers  of  the  government  of  the  State  of  Louisiana 
shall  be  divided  into  three  distinct  departments,  each  of  them  to  be 
confided  to  a  separate  body  of  magistracy,  to-wit:  Those  which  are 
le^slative  to  one,  those  which  are  executive  to  another,  and  those 
which  are  judicial  to  another. 

Art.  17.  No  one  of  these  departments,  nor  any  person  or  collection 
of  i^ersons  holding  office  in  one  of  them,  shall  exercise  power  properly 
belonging  to  either  of  the  others,  except  in  the  instances  hereinafter 
expressly  directed  or  permitted. 

LEGISLATIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Apportion  II  ent 

Art.  18.  Representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  be 
equal  and  uniform  and  shall  be  based  upon  population.  Each  parish 
and  each  ward  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  have  at  least  one 
representative.  At  its  first  regular  session  after  the  United  States 
census  of  1900,  and  after  each  census  thereafter,  the  General  Assembly 
shall,  and  it  is  hereby  directed  to  apportion  the  representation  among 
the  several  parishes  and  Representative  Districts  on  the  basis  of  the 
total  population  shown  bjr  such  census.  A  representative  number 
shall  be  fixed,  and  each  parish  and  Representative  District  shall  have 
as  many  Representatives  as  such  representative  number  is  contained 
in  the  total  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  parish  or  Representa- 
tive District  and  one  additional  Representative  for  every  fraction 
exceeding  one-half  the  representative  number.  The  number  of  Repre- 
sentatives shall  not  be  more  than  one  hundred  and  sixteen  nor  less 
than  ninety-eight. 

Art.  19.  The  General  Assembly,  in  every  year  in  which  it  shall 
apportion  representation  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  shall  divide 
the  State  into  Senatorial  Districts.  No  parish  shall  be  divided  in  the 
formation  of  a  Senatorial  District,  the  Parish  of  Orleans  excepted. 
AVhenever  a  new  parish  is  created,  it  shall  be  attached  to  the  Sena- 
torial District  from  which  most  of  its  territory  is  taken,  or  to  another 
contiguous  district,  at  the  discretion  of  the  General  Assembly,  but  shall 
not  l^  attached  to  more  than  one  district.  The  number  of  Senators 
shall  not  be  more  than  forty-one  nor  less  than  thirty -six,  and  they 
shall  be  apportioned  amon^  the  Senatorial  Districts  acording  to  the 
total  population  contained  in  the  several  districts. 

Art.  20.  Until  an  enumeration  shall  have  been  made  in  accordance 
with  Articles  18  and  19,  the  State  shall  be  divided  into  the  following 
Senatorial  Districts,  with  the  number  of  Senators  hereinafter  appor- 
tioned to  each  district : 

The  First  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  First  and 
Second  Wards  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 

The  Second  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Third 
Ward  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Third  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Fourtlh 
Fifth,  Sixth  and  Seventh  Wards  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  shall 
elect  two  Senators ; 
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The  Fourth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Eighth 
and  Ninth  Wards,  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  of  the  Parishes  of 
St.  Bernard  and  Plaquemines,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators ; 

The  Fifth  Senatoriar  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Tenth  Ward, 
and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Sixth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Eleventh, 
Twelfth,  Thirteenth  and  Fourteenth  Wards,  and  shall  elect  two 
Senators ; 

The  Seventh  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Fifteenth, 
Sixteenth  and  Seventeenth  Wards,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Eighth  Senatorial  district  shall  be  composed  of  the  ParLshes  of 
JeflFerson,  St.  Charles  and  St.  John  the  Baptist,  and  shall  elect  one 
Senator ; 

The  Ninth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Parishes  of 
St.  James  and  Ascension  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Tenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Parishes  of 
Terrebonne,  Lafourche  and  Assumption,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators; 

The  Eleventh  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Parishes 
of  St.  Mary  and  Vermilion,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Twelfth  Senatorial  District  shall  be. composed  of  the  Parishes 
of  Cameron  and  Calcasieu,  and  shall  (elect)  one  Senator; 

The  Thirteenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  St.  Martin,  Iberia  and  Lafayette,  and  shall  elect  two  Sena- 
tors; 

The  Fourteenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  St.  Landry  and  Acadia,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators ; 

The  Fifteenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Parishes 
of  Avoyelles  and  Pointe  Coupee,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 

The  Sixteenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  Iberville  and  West  Baton  Rouge,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Seventeenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  East  and  West  Feliciana,  and  shall  (elect)  one  Senator; 

The  Eighteenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ish of  East  Baton  Rouge,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Nineteenth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  St.  Helena,  Livingston,  Tangipahoa,  Washington  and  St. 
Tammany,  and  shall  elect  two  Senators ; 

The  Twentieth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  Rapides  and  Vernon,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Twenty-first  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parishes  of  Natchitoches,  Sabine,  DeSoto  and  Red  River,  and  shall 
elect  two  Senators ; 

The  Twenty-second  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parish  of  Caddo,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Twenty-third  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parishes  of  W  ebster  and  Bossier,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator ; 

The  Twenty-fourth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parishes  of  Bienville  and  Claiborne,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 

The  Twenty-fifth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  Union,  Lincoln,  Morehouse  and  West  Carroll,  and  shall  elect 
two  Senators; 

The  Twenty-sixth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  Ouachita  and  Jackson,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 
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The  Twenty-seventh  Senatorial  district  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parishes  of  Winn,  Caldwell  and  Grant,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 

The  Twenty-eiffhth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parishes  of  East  Carroll  and  Madison,  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 

The  Twenty-ninth  Senatorial  Distridt  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Parishes  of  Tensas  and  Concordia  and  shall  elect  one  Senator; 

The  Thirtieth  Senatorial  District  shall  be  composed  of  the  Par- 
ishes of  Bichland,  Franklin  and  Catahoula,  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
one  Senator; 

Thirty-nine  (39)  Senators  in  all. 

And  the  Representatives  shall  be  apportioned  among  the  parishes 
and  Representative  districts,  as  follows : —

The  Parishes  of  Ascension,  Assumption,  AvOTelles,  East  Baton 
Rouge,  Bossier,  Calcasieu,  Claiborne,  Concordia,  Ve  Soto,  East  Feli- 
ciana, West  Feliciana,  Iberia,  Iberville,  Lafourche,  Lafayette,  Madi- 
son, Morehouse,  Natchitoches,  Pointe  Coupee,  Ouachita,  Rapides,  St. 
James,  St.  Mary,  St.  Martin,  Tensas,  Terrebonne,  Union,  each,  two 
Representatives ; 

The  Parishes  of  Caddo  and  St.  Landry,  each,  three  Representa- 
tives. 
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This  apportiomn^at  of  Senators  and  Representatives  shall  not  be 
changed  or  altered  in  any  manner  until  after  the  enumeration  shall 
have  been  taken  by  the  United  States.  After  the  year  1902  the 
apportionment  made  in  this  article  shall  cease  to  exist. 

General  Assembly 

Abt.  21.  The  legislative  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  which  shall  consist  of  a  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives. 

Art.  22.  The  style  of  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  be :  "  Be  it  enacted 
bv  the  General  Assemblv  of  the  State  of  Louisiana." 

Xsrr,  23.  The  General  Assembly  shall  meet  at  the  seat  of  government 
on  the  third  Monday  of  May,  1898,  at  12  o'clock  noon,  and  biennially 
thereafter,  on  the  second  Monday  of  May,  and  the  sessions  thereof 
shall  be  limited  to  sixtv  days.  Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  either 
House,  the  Governor  shall  order  an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy  for  the 
remainder  of  the  term. 

XsT.  24.  Every  elector  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be  eligible  to 
a  seat  in  the  House  of  Reoresentatives,  and  everv  elector  who  has 
reached  the  age  of  twenty-nve  years  shall  be  eligible  to  the  Senate ; 
provided,  that  no  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  General  Assembly 
unless  at  the  time  of  his  election  he  has  been  a  citizen  of  the  State  for 
five  years,  and  an  actual  resident  of  the  district  or  parish  from  which 
he  may  be  elected  for  two  years  immediately  preceding  his  election. 
The  seat  of  any  member  who  may  change  his  residence  from  the  dis- 
trict or  parish  which  he  represents  shall  thereby  be  vacated,  and  dec- 
laration of  a  retention  of  domicile  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding; 
and  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of 
four  years. 

Art.  25.  Each  House  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  qualifications,  elec- 
tions and  returns  of  its  own  members,  choose  its  own  officers,  except 
President  of  the  Senate,  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  and 
may  punish  its  members  for  disorderly  conduct  and  contempt,  and, 
with  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of  all  its  members  elected,  expel  a 
member. 

Art.  26.  Either  House,  during  the  session,  may  punish  bv  im- 
prisonment any  person  not  a  member  who  shall  have  been  guilty  of 
disrespect,  or  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior;  but  such  im- 
prisonment shall  not  exceed  ten  days  for  each  offense. 

Art.  27.  No  Senator  or  Representative  shall,  during  the  term  for 
which  he  was  elected,  nor  for  one  year  thereafter,  be  appointed  or 
elected  to  any  civil  office  of  profit  under  this  State  which  may  have 
been  created,  or  the  emoluments  of  which  mav  have  been  increased  bv 
the  General  Assembly  during  the  time  such  Senator  or  Representative 
was  a  member  thereof. 

Art.  28.  The  members  of  the  General  Assemblv  shall  in  all  cases, 
except  treason,  felony,  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from 
arrest  during  their  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  their  respective 
Houses,  and  m  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same;  and  for  any 
speech  or  debate  in  either  House  they  shall  not  be  questioned  in  any 
other  place. 

Art.  29.  The  members  of  the  General  Assemblv  shall  receive  a  com- 
pensation  not  to  exceed  five  dollars  per  day  during  their  attendance. 
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and  five  cents  per  mile  going  to  and  returning  from  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment. 

Art.  30.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  published  immediately  after  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion; when  practicable,  the  minutes  of  each  day's  session  shall  be 
;rinted  and  placed  in  the  hands  of  members  on  the  day  following, 
'he  original  Journal  shall  be  preserved,  after  publication,  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  but  there  shall  be  required  no  other  Record 
thereof. 

Art.  31.  Every  law  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  shall  embrace 
but  one  object,  and  that  shall  be  expressed  in  its  title. 

Art.  32.  No  law  shall  be  revived,  or  amended  by  reference  to  its 
title,  but  in  such  cases  the  act  revived,  or  section  as  amended,  shall  be 
re-enacted  and  published  at  length. 

Art.  33.  The  General  Assenioly  shall  never  adopt  any  system  or 
code  of  laws  by  general  i*eference  to  such  system  or  code  of  laws ;  but 
in  all  cases  shall  recite  at  length  the  several  provisions  of  the  laws 
it  may  enact. 

Art.  34.  Not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  members  of  each  House  of 
the  General  Assembly  shall  form  a  Quorum  to  transact  business,  but  a 
smaller  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  shall  have  power 
to  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members. 

Art.  35.  Neither  House,  during  the  sitting  of  the  General  Assembly, 
shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  ad]ourn  for  more  than  three 
days,  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in  which  it  may  be  sitting. 

Art.  36.  The  yeas  and  nays  on  any  question  in  either  House  shall, 
at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  the  members  elected,  be  entered  on  the 
Journal. 

Art.  37.  All  bills,  for  raising  revenue  or  appropriating  money,  shall 
originate  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  but  the  Senate  may  propose 
or  concur  in  amendments,  as  in  other  bills. 

Art.  38.  No  bill,  ordinance  or  resolution,  intended  to  have  the  effect 
of  a  law,  which  shall  [have]  been  rejected  by  either  House,  shall  be 
again  proposed  in  the  same  House  during  the  same  session,  under  the 
same  or  any  other  title,  without  the  consent  of  a  majority  or  the  House 
by  which  the  same  was  rejected. 

Art.  39.  Everv  bill  shall  be  read  on  three  different  days  in  each 
House,  and  no  bill  shall  be  considered  for  final  passage  unless  it  has 
been  read  once  in  full,  and  the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  a  com- 
mittee ;  nor  shall  any  bill  become  a  law  unless,  on  its  final  passage,  the 
vote  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for 
or  against  the  same  be  entered  on  the  Journal,  and  a  majority  of  the 
members  elected  to  each  House  be  recorded  thereon  as  voting  in  its 
favor;  provided,  that  bills  revising  the  statutes  or  codes  of  this  State, 
or  adopting  a  criminal  code  as  a  whole,  shall  l)e  read  in  such  manner 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  (Jeneral  Assembly. 

Art.  40.  No  amendments  to  bills  bv  one  House  shall  be  concurred 
in  by  the  other,  nor  shall  reports  of  committees  of  conference  be 
adopted  in  either  House  except  by  a  majority  of  the  members  elected 
thereto,  the  vote  to  be  taken  bv  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  those 
voting  for  or  against  recorded  upon  the  Journal. 

Art.  41.  T\Tienever  a  bill  that  has  been  passed  by  both  Houses  has 
been  enrolled  and  placed  in  possession  of  the  House  in  which  it  orig- 
inated, the  title  shall  be  read,  and,  at  the  request  of  any  five  members. 
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the  bill  shall  be  read  in  full,  when  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives or  the  President  of  the  Senate,  as  the  ease  may  be,  shall 
at  once,  sign  it  in  open  house,  and  the  fact  of  signing  shall  be  noted 
on  the  Journal ;  thereupon  the  Clerk  or  Secretary  shall  immediately 
convey  the  bill  to  the  other  House,  whose  presiding  officer  shall  cause 
a  suspension  of  all  other  business  to  read  and  sign  the  bill  in  open 
session  and  without  delay.  As  soon  as  bills  are  signed  by  the  SpeaTker 
of  the  House  and  President  of  the  Senate,  they  shall  be  taken  at 
once,  and  on  the  same  day,  to  the  Governor  by  the  Clerk  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  or  Secretary  of  the  Senate. 

Abt.  42.  Xo  law  passed  by  the  General  Assembly,  except  the  general 
appropriation  act,  or  act  appropriating  money  for  the  exj^enses  of 
the  General  Assembly,  shall  take  effect  until  promulgated.  Laws  shall 
be  considered  promulgated  at  the  place  where  the  State  Journal  is 
published,  the  day  after  the  publication  of  such  law  in  the  State 
Journal,  and  in  all  other  parts  of  the  State  twenty  days  after  such 
publication.     The  State  Journal  shall  be  published  at  the  capital. 

Abt.  43.  The  clerical  officers  of  the  two  Houses  shall  be  a  Secretary 
of  the  Senate  and  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  with  such 
assistants  as  may  be  necessary;  but  the  expenses  for  said  officials, 
including  the  Sergeant-at-Arms,  of  each  House,  together  with  all 
clerks  or  committees  and  all  other  employes  of  whatever  kind,  shall 
not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars  daily  for  the  Senate,  nor  one  hundred 
and  twenty  dollars  daily  for  the  House,  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses  of  each  House  shall  not  issue 
warrants  for  any  compensation  in  excess  of  said  amounts :  Provided^ 
this  shall  not  affect  the  employes  of  the  present  General  Assembly. 
No  donation  of  any  unexpended  balances  snail  be  made  as  extra  com- 
pensation or  for  any  other  purpose.  •  . 

Art.  44.  All  stationery,  printing,  paper  and  fuel  used  in  the  legisla- 
tive and  other  departments  of  government  shall  be  furnished,  and  the 
printing,  binding  and  distribution  of  the  laws,  journals  and  depart- 
ment reports,  and  all  other  printing  and  binding,  and  the  repairing 
and  furnishing  of  the  halls  and  rooms  used  for  the  meetings  of  the 
General  Assembly  and  its  committees,  shall  be  done  under  contract, 
to  be  given  to  the  lowest  responsible  bidder  below  such  maximum 
price  and  under  such  regulations  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

No  member  or  officer  of  any  of  the  departments  of  the  government 
shall  be  in  any  way  interestea  in  the  contracts ;  and  all  such  contracts 
shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  the  President  of  the 
Senate  and  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  or  of  any  two  of 
them. 

Limitation  of  Legislative  Powebs 

Art.  45.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  except  in 
pursuance  of  specific  appropriation  made  by  law ;  nor  sliall  any  ap- 
propriation of  money  be  made  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years.  A 
regular  statement  and  account  of  receipts  and  expenditures  of  all 
public  moneys  shall  be  published  every  three  months,  in  such  manner 
as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law-. 

Art.  46.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  contract, 
or  to  authorize  the  contracting,  oi  any  debt  or  liability,  on  behalf  of 
the  State ;  or  to  issue  bonds  or  other  evidence  of  indebtedness  thereof, 
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except  for  the  purpose  of  repelling  invasion,  or  for  the  suppression 
of  insurrection. 

Art.  47.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  ix)wer  to  grant  or  to 
authorize  any  parish  or  municipal  authority  to  grant  any  extra  com- 
pensation, fee  or  allowance  to  a  public  officer,  agent,  servant  or  con- 
tractor, nor  pay,  nor  authorize  the  payment,  of  any  claim  against 
the  State,  or  any  parish  or  municipality  thereof,  under  any  agree- 
ment or  contract  made  without  express  authority  of  law ;  and  all  such 
unauthorized  agreements  or  contracts  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Art.  48.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  any  local  or  special 
law  on  the  following  specified  subjects: 

For  the  opening  ana  conducting  of  elections,  or  fixing  or  changing 
the  place  of  voting. 

Changing  the  names  of  persons. 

Changing  the  venue  in  civil  or  criminal  cases. 

Authorizing  the  laying  out,  opening,  clasing,  altering  or  maintain- 
ing roads,  highways,  streets  or  alleys,  or  relating  to  ferries  and 
bridges,  or  incorporating  bridge  or  /errv  companies,  except  for  the 
erex'tion  of  bridges  crossmg  streams  which  form  t)oundaries  between 
this  and  an^  other  State. 

Authorizing  the  adoption  or  legitimation  of  children  or  the  eman- 
cipation of  minors. 

Granting  divorces. 

Changing  the  law  of  descent  or  succession. 

Affecting  the  estates  of  minors  or  persons  under  disabilities. 

Remittin£f  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  or  refunding  moneys 
legally  paid  into  the  treasury. 

Authorizing  the  constructing  of  street  passenger  railroads  in  any 
incorporated  town  or  city. 

Regulating  labor,  trade,  manufacturing  or  agriculture. 

Creating  corporations,  or  amending,  renewing,  extending  or  ex- 
plaining the  charters  thereof;  provided,  this  shall  not  apply  to 
municipal  corporations  having  a  population  of  not  less  than  twenty- 
five  hundred  inhabitants,  or  to  the  organization  of  levee  districts  and 
parishes. 

Granting  to  any  corporation,  association,  or  individual  any  special 
or  exclusive  right,  privilege  or  immunity. 

Extending  the  time  for  the  assessment  or  collection  of  taxes,  or  for 
the  relief  or  any  assessor  or  collector  of  taxes  from  the  performance 
of  his  official  duties,  or  of  his  sureties  from  liability ;  nor  shall  any 
such  law  or  ordinance  Ix?.  passed  by  any  political  corporation  of  this 
State. 

Regulating  the  practice  or  jurisdiction  of  any  court,  or  changing 
the  rules  of  evidence  in  any  judicial  proceeding  or  inquiry  before 
courts,  or  providing  or  changing  methods  for  the  collection  of  debts 
or  the  enforcement  of  judgments,  or  prescribing  the  effects  of  judi- 
cial sales. 

Exempting  property  from  taxation. 

Fixing  the  rate  of  interest. 

Concerning  any  civil  or  criminal  actions. 

Giving  effect  to  informal  or  invalid  wills  or  deeds,  or  to  any  illegal 
disposition  of  property. 
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Regulating  the  management  of  public;  schools,  the  building  or 
repairing  or  schoolhouses,  and  the  raising  of  money  for  such  pur- 
j>oses. 

Legaliidng  the  unauthorized  or  invalid  acts  of  any  officer,  servant, 
or  agent  of  the  State,  or  of  any  parish  or  municipality  thereof. 

Art.  49.  The  General  Assemblv  shall  not  indirectly  enact  special 
or  local  laws  by  the  partial  repeal  of  a  general  law ;  but  laws  repeal- 
ing local  or  special  laws  may  be  passed. 

Art.  50.  No  local  or  special  law  shall  be  {)assed  on  any  subject  not 
enumerated  in  Article  48  of  this  Constitution,  unless  notice  of  the 
intention  to  applv  therefor  shall  have  been  published,  without  cost  to 
the  State,  in  tne  locality  where  the  matter  or  thing  to  be  affected  may 
lie  situated,  which  notice  shall  state  the  substance  of  the  contemplated 
law,  and  shall  be  published  at  least  thirtv  days  prior  to  the  introduc- 
tion into  the  General  Assembly  of  such  till,  ana  in  the  same  manner 
provided  by  law  for  the  advertisement  of  judicial  sales.  The  evi- 
dence of  such  notice  having  been  published,  shall  be  exhibited  in  the 
(leneral  Assembly  before  such  act  shall  be  passed,  and  every  such  act 
^^haIl  contain  a  recital  that  such  notice  has  been  given. 
Art.  51.  No  law  shall  be  passed  fixing  the  price  of  manual  labor. 
Art.  52.  Any  member  of  the  General  Assembly  who  has  a  personal 
or  private  interest  in  any  measure  or  bill  proposed,  or  pending  before 
the  General  Assemblv,  shall  disclose  the  fact  to  the  house  of  which 
iie  is  a  member,  and  shall  not  vote  thereon. 

Art.  53.  No  money  shall  ever  be  taken  from  the  public  treasury, 
ilirectlv  or  indirectlv,  in  aid  of  anv  church,  sect  or  cienomination  of 
religion,  or  in  aid  of  any  priest,  preacher,  minister  or  teacher  thereof, 
as  such,  and  no  preference  shall  ever  be  given  to,  nor  any  discrimina- 
tion made  against,  any  church,  sect  or  creed  of  religion,  or  any  form 
of  religious  faith  or  worship;  nor  shall  any  appropriation  be  made 
for  private,  charitable  or  benevolent  purposes  to  any  person  or  com- 
munity; provided,  this  shall  not  apply  to  the  State  Asylum  for  the 
Insane  and  State  Institution  for  the  Deaf  and  Dumb,  and  State  In- 
stitution for  the  Instruction  of  the  Blind,  and  the  charity  hospitals 
and  public  charitable  institutions  conducted  under  State  authority. 
Airr.  54.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  increase 
the  expen.ses  6f  any  office  by  appointing  assistant  officials. 

Art.  55.  The  general  appropriation  bill  shall  embrace  nothing  but 
appropriations  for  the  ordinary  expenses  of  the  government,  interest 
on  the  public  debt,  public  schools  and  public  charities;  and  such  bill 
shall  be  so  itemized  as  to  show  for  what  account  each  and  every  appro- 
priation shall  be  made.  All  other  appropriations  shall  be  made  by 
separate  bills,  each  embracing  but  one  object. 

Art.  56.  Each  appropriation  shall  be  tor  a  specific  purpose,  and  no 
appropriation  shall  be  made  under  the  head  or  title  of  contingent; 
nor  shall  any  officer  or  department  of  government  receive  any  amount 
from  the  treasury  for  contingencies  oi:  for  a  contingent  fimd. 

Art.  57.  No  appropriation  of  money  shall  be  made  by  the  General 
Assembly  in  the  last  five  days  of  the  session  thereof.  All  appropria- 
tions, to  be  valid,  shall  be  passed  and  receive  the  signatures  of  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives five  full  days  before  the  adjournment  sine  die  of  the  General 
As^mbly. 
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Art.  58.  The  funds,  credit,  property  or  things  of  value  of  the  State, 
or  of  any  political  corporation  thereof,  shall  not  be  loaned,  pledpnl 
or  granted  to  or  for  any  person  or  persons,  association  or  corporation, 
public  or  private;  nor  shall  the  State,  or  any  political  corjwratiou. 
purchase  or  subscribe  to  the  capital  or  stock  of  any  corporation  or 
association  whatever,  or  for  any  private  enterprise.  Nor  shall  th«' 
State,  nor  ^ny  political  corporation  thereof,  assume  the  liabilities  <»f 
any  political,  municipal,  parochial,  private  or  other  corporation  or 
association  whatsoever;  nor  shall  the  State  undertake  to  carry  on  ihf 
business  of  any  such  corporation  or  association,  or  become  a  part 
owner  therein;  provided,  the  State,  through  the  General  Assembly, 
shall  have  power  to  grant  the  right  of  way  through  its  public  lands 
to  any  railroad  or  canal;  and  provided.  Police  Juries  and  municipal 
corporations  may,  in  providing  for  destitute  persons,  utilize  any 
charitable  institutions  within  their  corporate  limits  for  the  care, 
maintenance  and  asylum  of  such  persons;  and  all  appropriations 
made  to  such  institutions  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  \ie  accounted 
for  by  them  in  the  manner  required  of  officials  entrusted  with  public 
funds. 

Art.  no.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  no  jx)wer  to  release*  or 
extinguish,  or.  to  authorize  the  releasing  or  extinguishment,  in  whoh* 
or  in  pait,  of  the  indebtedness,  liability  or  obligation  of  anv  corjxi- 
ration  or  individual  to  the  State,  or  to  any  parish  or  municipal  cor- 
poration thereof;  provided,  the  heii's  to  confiscated  proj^rty  may 
be  released  from  all  taxes  due  thereon  at  the  date  of  its  reversion 
to  them. 

Art.  go.  No  educational  or  charitable  institution,  other  than  the 
State  institutions  now  existing,  or  expressly  provided  for  in  this 
Constitution,  shall  be  established  by  the  State,  except  upon  a  vote  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  House  of  the  "General 
Assembly. 

EXECUTIVE    DEPARTMENT 

Art.  61.  The  Executive  Department  shall  consist  of  a  Governor, 
Lieutenant  (iovernor,  Auditor,  Treasurer,  and  Secretarv  of  State. 

Art.  (V2.  The  supreme  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  l>e  vested 
in  a  chief  magistrate,  who  shall  Ik?  stvled  the  (iovernor  of  I^uisiana. 
He  shall  hold  his  office  during  four  veal's,  and,  together  with  tbe 
Lieutenant  Governor,  chosen  joy  the  same  term,  shall  be  elected  as 
follows:  The  qualified  electors  for  Representatives  shall  vote  for  a 
(lOvernor  and  Lieutenant  (lOvernor  at  the  time  and  place  of  voting 
for  Representatives.  The  return  of  every  election  for  Governor  and 
Lieutenant  (fovernor  shall  be  made  and  sealed  up  separately  from 
the  return  of  election  of  other  officers,  and  transmitted  by  the  proper 
officer  of  every  parish  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  deliver 
them,  unopened,  to  the  (Jeneral  Assemblv  then  next  to  l>e  holden. 
The  members  of  the  General  Assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Tliurs- 
day  after  the  day  on  which  they  assemble,  in  the  House  of  Repn?- 
sentatives,  to  examine,  tabulate  and  count  the  votes  evidenced  by  said 
returns.  The  person  having  the  gi'eatest  number  of  votes  for  (jov- 
ernor  shall  l)e  declared  duly  elected:  but  in  case  two  or  more  persons 
shall  be  ecjiial  and  highest  in  the  numl)er  of  votes  polled  for  Governor, 
one  of  them  shall  be  imediately  chosen  Governor  by  the  joint  vote  of

ihe  members  of  the  General  Assembly.  The  person  having  the  great- 
e>t  number  of  votes  for  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  declared  duly 
elected  Lieutenant  Governor;  but  in  case  two  or  more  persons  shall 
be  equal  and  highest  in  the  number  of  votes  polled  for  Lieutenant 
Governor,  one  of  them  shall  be  immediately  chosen  Lieutenant  Gov- 
ernor by  the  joint  vote  of  the  members  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Abt.  63.  ]No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor,  or 
Lieutenant  Governor,  who  shall  not  have  attained  the  age  of  thirty 
years,  been  ten  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  resident  of 
the  State  for  the  same  period  of  time  next  preceding  his  election ;  or 
who  shall  hold  office  under  the  United  States  at  the  time  of  or 
within  six  months  immediatelv  preceding  the  election  for  such  office; 
nor  shall  any  person  who  shall  have  been  elected,  qualified  and  served 
a.s  Governor  under  this  Constitution  be  eligible  as  his  own  successor; 
provided,  however,  that  he  may  again  be  eligible  to  the  office  at  the 
expiration  of  one  or  more  terms  after  the  term  for  which  he  shall 
have  served. 

Art.  64.  The  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  enter  on  the 
discharge  of  their  duties  the  first  Monday  next  ensuing  the  announce- 
ment by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  result  of  the  election  for  Gover- 
nor and  Lieutenant  Governor ;  and  each  shall  continue  in  office  until 
the  first  Monday  next  succeeding  the  dav  that  his  successor  shall 
have  been  declared  duly  elected,  and  shall  have  taken  the  oath,  or 
affirmation,  required  by  the  Constitution. 

Art.  65.  In  case  of  the  impeachment  of  the  Governor,  his  removal 
from  office,  death,  refusal  or  inability  to  qualify,  disability,  resigna- 
tion, or  absence  from  the  State,  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  office 
<hall  devolve  upon  the  Lieutenant  Governor  for  the  residue  of  the 
term,  or  until  the  Governor,  absent  or  impeached,  shall  return  or  be 
acquitted  or  the  disability  be  removed.  In  the  event  of  the  removal, 
impeachment,  death,  resignation,  disability  or  refusal  to  qualify,  oi 
\yoX\\  the  Governor  and  Lieutenant  Governor,  the  President  pro 
Umpore  of  the  Senate  shall  act  as  Governor  until  the  disability  be 
removed,  or  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  If  there  should  be  no  Presi- 
dent pro  tempore  of  the  Senate,  when  any  of  the  above  mentioned 
contingencies  arise  for  him  to  act  as  Governor^  or  in  the  event  of 
the  removal,  death,  resignation,  permanent  disability,  or  refusal 
to  qualify,  of  the  President  pro  tempore^  the  Secretary  of  State  shall 
act  as  Governor  until  a  President  pro  tempore  be  elected,  either  in 
regular  session,  or  in  specially  called  session,  should  the  vacancy  have 
occurred  during  recess;  and  in  the  event  of  the  impeachment,  or 
temporary  disability,  of  the  President  pro  tempore^  acting  Governor, 
the  Secretary  of  State  shall  likewise  act  as  Governor  until  the  dis- 
ability be  removed,  or  the  impeachment  proceedings  be  terminated  in 
acquittal,  or  until  another  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate  be 
chosen. 

Art.  66.  The  Lieutenant  Governor,  or  President  pro  tempare^  or 
Secretary  of  State,  discharging  the  duties  of  the  Governor,  shall, 
during  his  administration,  receive  the  same  compensation  to  which 
the  Governor  would  have  been  entitled  had  he  continued  in  office. 

Art.  67.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  be  ea^o-fficio  President  of 
the  Senate,  but  shall  onlv  have  a  casting  vote  therein.  The  Senate 
shall  elect  one  of  its  members  as  President  pro  tempore  of  the  Senate. 
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Art.  68.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  shall  receive  for  his  services 
a  salary  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  war- 
rant, in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor 
by  death,  resignation,  or  any  other  cause,  the  President  pro  tempore 
of  the  Senate  shall  fill  the  office  of  Lieutenant  Governor,  performing 
all  the  duties  incident  to  the  office,  and  receiving  its  emoluments. 

Akt.  69.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  for  all 
offenses  against  the  State;  and,  except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  or 
treason,  shall,  upon  the  recommendation  in  writing  of  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  Attorney-General,  and  presiding  Judge  of  the  court  before 
which  the  conviction  was  had,  or  of  any  two  of  them,  have  power  in 
his  discretion  to  grant  pardons,  commute  sentences,  and  remit  fines  and 
forfeitures,  after  conviction.  In  case  of  treason  he  may  grant  re- 
prieves until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembl}',  in 
which  body  the  power  of  pardoning  is  vested. 

Art.  70.  The  Governor  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars per  a?i7ium,  payable  monthly,  on  his  own  warrant. 

Art.  71.  He  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  appoint  all  officers  whose  offices  are  established  by 
this  Constitution  and  whose  appointments,  or  elections,  are  not  herein 
otherwise  provided  for;  provided,  however,  that  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall  have  the  right  to  prescribe  the  mode  of  appointment  or 
election  to  all  offices  created  bv  it. 

Art.  72.  The  Governor  shall  have  the  power  to  fill  vacancies  that 
may  happen  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  in  cases  not  otherwis<» 
provided  for  in  this  Constitution,  by  panting  commissions  which 
shall  expire  at  the  end  of  the  next  session;  but  no  person  who  has 
been  nominated  for  office  and  rejected  shall  be  appointed  to  the  same 
office  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate.  The  failure  of  the  Governor 
to  send  into  the  Senate  the  name  of  any  person  appointed  for  oflice, 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  equivalent  to  a  rejection. 

Art.  73.  He  may  require  information  in  writing  from  the  officers 
in  the  executive  departments  upon  anv  subject  relating  to  the  duties 
of  their  respective  offices.  He  shall  be  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
militia  of  the  State,  except,  when  they  shall  be  called  into  the  actual 
service  of  the  United  States. 

Art.  74.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  give  to  the  General  Assembly 
information  respecting  the  situation  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to 
its  consideration  such  measures  as  he  may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  75.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfullv  executed, 
and  he  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  General  Assem- 
bly at  the  seat  of  government,  or,  if  that  should  have  become  dan- 
gerous from  an  enemy  or  from  an  epidemic,  at  a  different  place. 
The  power  to  legislate  shall  be  limitea  to  the  objects  specially  enu- 
merated in  the  proclamation  convening  such  extraordinary  session ; 
therein  the  Governor  shall  also  limit  the  time  such  session  may  con- 
tinue; provided,  it  shall  not  exceed  thirty  davs.  Any  legislative 
action  had  after  the  time  so  limited,  or  as  to  obfects  not  enumerated 
in  said  proclamation,  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Art.  76.  Every  bill  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses  shall  tH» 
presented  to  the  Governor.  If  he  aj^proves  it,  he  shall  sign  it;  if 
not,  he  shall  return  it,  with  his  objections  in  writing,  to  the  house  in 
which  it  originated,  which  house  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large 
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npon  the  Journal,  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  bill.  If,  after  such 
ivconsideration,  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  that  house 
>hall  agree  to  pass  the  bill,  it  shall  be  sent,  with  the  objections  to  the 
other  house,  by  which  likewise  it  shall  be  reconsidered ;  and  if  passed 
by  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  that  house,  it  shall  be  a  law ; 
but  in  such  cases  the  votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  taken  bv  veas  and 
nays,  and  the  names  of  the  members  voting  for  and  against  the  bill 
nhall  be  entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  house,  respectively.  If  any 
l>ill  shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  five  days  after  it 
Aall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  be  a  Ip.w  in  like  manner  as 
if  he  si^ed  it,  unless  the  General  Assemblv,  by  adjournment,  shall 
prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  oe  a  law. 

Art.  77.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  disapprove  of  any  item 
or  items  of  any  bill  making  appropriations  of  money,  embracing  dis- 
tinct times,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the  bill  approved  shall  be  law, 
and  the  item  or  items  of  appropriation  disapproved  shall  be  void, 
unless  repassed  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  for 
the  passage  of  other  bills  over  the  executive  veto. 

Art.  78.  Every  order,  resolution,  or  vote,  to  which  the  concurrence 
of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question  of  adjourn- 
ment, or  matters  of  parliamentary  proceedings,  or  an  address  for 
removal  from  office,  snail  be  presented  to  the  Governor,  and  before 
it  shall  take  effect,  be  approved  by  him,  or,  being  disapproved,  shall 
be  repassed  according  to  the  rules  and  limitations  prescribed  for  the 
passage  of  bills  over  the  executive  veto. 

Art.  79.  The  Treasurer,  Auditor,  Attorney  General,  and  Secretary 
of  State,  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  at  the 
time  and  place  of  voting  lor  Representatives,  for  the  term  of  four 
years;  and  in  case  of  vacancy  caused  by  death,  resignation,  perma- 
nent absence,  or  otherwise,  of  any  of  said  officers,  the  Governor  shall 
fill  the  vacancy  by  appointment,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
i'^enate;  provi(led,  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  have  authority  to 
appoint  an  assistant,  who  shall  be  known  as  Assistant  Secretary  of 
State,  s^lc  or  in  case  of  his  disability  to  act,  or  under  the  directions 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  Assistant  Secretarv  of  State  shall  have 
authority  to  perform  all  the  acts  and  duties  of  the  office  of  Secretary 
of  Stated  The  Secretarv  of  State  shall  have  authority  to  remove  the 
Assistant  Secretary  of  State  at  pleasure. 

Art.  80.  The  Treasurer  shall  not  be  eligible  as  his  own  immediate 
successor. 

Art.  81.  The  Auditor  of  Public  Accounts  shall  receive  a  salary  of 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  Treasurer  shall 
receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum.  The  Secretary 
of  State  shall  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars 
per  annum.  Each  of  the  said  officers  shall  be  paid  monthly,  and  no 
fees,  or  perquisites,  or  other  compensation,  shall  be  allowed  them; 

Erovided,  that  the  Secretary  of  State  may  be  allowed  fees,  as  may 
e  provided  by  law,  for  copies  and  certificates  furnished  to  private 
persons. 

Art.  82.  Appropriations  for  the  clerical  expenses  of  the  officers 
named  in  the  preceding  article  shall  specify  each  item  of  appropria- 
tion; and  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  for  the  Treasurer  the  sum 
of  two  thousand  dollars ;  for  the  Secretary  of  State,  the  sum  of  two 
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thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  and  the  salary  of  the  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  State  shall  be  included  in  this  amount ;  and  for  the  Auditor 
of  Public  Accounts,  the  sum  of  four  thousand  dollars. 

Art.  83.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority 
of  the  State  of  Louisiana;  and  shall  be  sealed  with  the  State  seal. 
signed  by  the  Governor,  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

JITDICIARY   DEPARTMENT 

Art.  84.  The  judicial  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Court,  in  Courts  of  Appeal,  in  District  Courts,  in  justices 
of  the  peace,  and  in  such  other  courts  as  are  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Art.  85.  The  Supreme  Court,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  jurisdiction  shall  extend  to 
all  cases  where  the  matter  in  dispute,  or  the  fund  to  be  distributed, 
whatever  may  be  the  amount  therein  claimed,  shall  exceed  two  thou- 
sand dollars,  exclusive  of  interest;  to  suits  for  divorce  and  separa- 
tion from  bed  and  board,  and  to  all  matters  arising  therein ;  to  suit^ 
involving  alimony,  for  the  nuUitv  of  marriage,  or  for  interdiction: 
to  all  matters  of  adoption,  emancipation,  legitimacy,  and  custody  of 
children;  to  suits  involving  homestead  exemptions,  and  to  all  case.^ 
in  which  the  constitutionantv  or  legality  of  any  tax,  toll  or  inijx)st 
whatever,  or  of  any  fine,  forfeiture,  or  penalty  imposed  by  a  munici- 
pal corporation,  shall  be  in  contestation,  whatever  may  be  the  amount 
thereof,  and  to  all  cases  wherein  an  ordinance  of  a  municipal  cor- 
poration or  a  law  of  this  State  has  been  declared  unconstitutional, 
and  in  such  cases  the  appeal  on  the  law  and  the  facts  shall  be  directly 
from  the  court  in  which  the  case  originated  to  the  Supreme  Court : 
and  to  criminal  cases  on  questions  of  law  alone,  whenever  the  punisli- 
ment  of  death  or  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  may  be  inflicted,  or  a 
fine  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  or  imprisonment  exceeding  six 
months,  is  actually  imposed.  Said  court  shall  have  such  original 
jurisdiction  as  may  be  necessary  to  enable  it  to  determine  questions 
of  fact  affecting  its  own  jurisdiction  in  any  case  pending  before  it, 
or  it  may  remand  the  case;  and  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdic- 
tion in  all  matters  touching  professional  misconduct  of  memliers  of 
the  bar,  with  power  to  disbar  under  such  rules  as  may  be  adopted  by 
the  court. 

Art.  86.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  composed  of  one  Chief  Justice 
and  four  Associate  Justices,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  constitute  a 
quorum.  The  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices  shall  each  receive 
a  salary  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable 
monthly  on  his  own  warrant.  Thev  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  the  term  of  twelve 
years.  In  case  of  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  office  of  any 
justice,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  for  the  unexpired 
term  of  such  justice.  They  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and 
of  this  State,  over  thirty-five  years  of  age,  learned  in  the  law,  and 
shall  have  practiced  law  in  this  State  for  ten  years  preceding  their 
appointment. 

Art.  87.  The  State  shall  l)e  divided  into  four  Supreme  Court  dis^ 
tricts,  and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  always  l^  composed  of  justices 
appointed  from  said  districts.    The  parishes  of  Orleans,  St.  John  the 
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Baptist,  St.  Charles,  St.  Bernard,  Plaquemines,  and  Jefferson  shall 
compose  the  first  district,  from  which  two  justices  shall  l)e  appointed. 

The  parishes  of  Caddo,  Bossier,  Webster,  Bienville,  Claiborne, 
Union,  Lincoln,  Jackson,  Caldwell,  Ouachita,  Morehouse,  Richland, 
Franklin,  West  Carroll,  East  Carroll,  Madison,  Tensas,  Concordia, 
and  Catahoula,  shall  compose  the  second  district,  from  which  one 
justice  shall  be  appointed. 

The  parishes  or  DeSoto,  Red  River,  Winn,  Grant,  Natchitoches, 
Sabine,  Vernon,  Calcasieu,  Cameron,  Rapides,  Avoyelles,  Pointe 
Coupee,  West  Baton  Rouge,  Iberville,  St.  Landry,  Acadia,  Lafayette, 
and  Vermillion,  shall  compose  the  third  district,  from  which  one 
justice  shall  be  appointed. 

The  parishes  of  St.  Martin,  Iberia,  St.  Mary,  Terrebonne,  La- 
fourche, Assumption,  Ascension,  St.  James,  East  Baton  Rouge,  East 
Feliciana,  West  Feliciana,  St.  Helena,  Livingston,  Tangipohoa,  St. 
Tammany,  and  Washington  shall  compose  the  fourth  district,  from 
which  one  justice  shall  be  appointed. 

The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  now  constituted,  shall  serve 
until  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms.  When  the  office  of 
Chief  Justice  becomes  vacant,  either  from  expiration  of  term,  death, 
resignation,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  Associate  Justice  who  has 
^rved  the  longest  time,  shall  by  virtue  of  said  length  of  service, 
l)ecome  Chief  Justice,  and  the  new  appointee  shall  become  an  Asso- 
ciate Justice  only. 

Xkt.  88.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans  from  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November  to 
the  end  of  the  month  of  June  in  each  and  every  year.  It  shall 
appoint  its  own  clerks  and  remove  them  at  pleasure. 

Tlie  General  Assembly  shall  make  the  necessary  appropriation  to 
provide  suitable  and  commodious  buildings  for  said  court  and  the 
n^cords  thereof,  and  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of  the  State  librarv 
therein ;  and  shall  provide  for  the  repair  and  alteration  of  the  build- 
ing now  occupied  by  the  court. 

Akt.  89.  ]So  judgment  shall  be  rendered  by  the  Supreme  Court 
without  the  concurrence  of  three  justices.  Whenever  three  members 
cannot  concur  in  any  case,  in  consequence  of  the  recusation  of  any 
member  or  members  of  the  court,  or  for  any  other  cause,  the  court 
5^hall  have  authority  to  call  on  any  judge  or  judges  of  the  Courts  of 
Appeals,  or  District  Courts,  whose  duty  it  shall  be,  when  so  called 
upon,  to  sit  in  such  case. 

Art.  90.  All  judges,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  shall  be  conservators 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State.  The  style  of  all  process  shall  be 
''The  State  of  Louisiana."  All  prosecutions  shall  be  carried  on  in 
the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  and  con- 
clude: "Against  the  peace  and  dignity  of  the  same." 

Art.  91.  The  judges  of  all  courts,  whenever  practicable,  shall  refer 
to  the  law  by  virtue  of  which  every  definitive  judgment  is  rendered, 
and  in  every  case  they  shall  adduce  the  reasons  on  which  their  judg- 
ment is  founded.  Service  of  citation  shall  not  be  waived,  nor  judg- 
ment confessed,  by  any  document  under  private  signature  executed 
prior  to  the  maturitv  of  the  obligation  sued  on. 

Art.  92.  The  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  shall  l)e  reported 
under  the  direction  of  the  court;  the  publication  thereof  shall  Ix^  let 
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out  by  contract  to  the  lowest  bidder,  who  need  not  be  a  citizen  of 
the  State ;  provided,  that  the  annual  reports  for  the  year  1898,  shall 
be  published  in  numbers,  and  completed  under  the  present  con- 
tract therefor,  and  the  present  reporter  shall  remain  in  office  until 
February  1st,  1899. 

Concurring  and  dissenting  opinions  shall  not  be  published. 

The  General  Assembly  shall  annually  appropriate  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  dollars,  as  salary  of  stenographers  to  be  appointed  by  the 
court,  and  for  the  use  of  the  justices  thereof. 

Aht.  93.  The  Supreme  Court,  and  each  of  the  justices  thereof,  shall 
have  power  to  issue  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus,  at  the  instance  of 
any  person  in  actual  custody,  in  any  case  where  it  may  have  appellate 
jurisdiction. 

Art.  94.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  have  control  and  general  super- 
vision over  all  inferior  courts.  The  court,  or  any  justice  thereof, 
shall  have  power  to  issue  writs  of  certiorari,  prohibition,  mandamus, 
quo  warranto,  and  other  remedial  writs. 

Art.  95.  In  all  cases  where  there  is  an  appeal  from  a  judgment 
rendered  on  a  reconventional  demand,  the  appeal  shall  lie  to  the 
court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  main  demand. 

Art.  96.  Except  as  herein  provided,  no  duties  or  functions  shall 
ever  be  attached  by  law  to  the  Supreme  Court,  Courts  of  Appeal, 
or  District  Courts,  or  to  the  several  justices,  or  judges  thereof, 
except  such  as  are  judicial,  and  the  said  justices  and  judges  are  pro- 
hibited from  receiving  anv  fees  of  office,  or  other  compensation  than 
their  salaries,  for  any  oiticial  duty  perfotmed  by  them.  No  judi- 
cial powers,  except  as  committing  magistrates  in  criminal  cases, 
shall  be  conferred  on  any  officer  other  than  those  mentioned  in  this 
title,  except  such  as  may  be  necessary  in  towns  and  cities;  provided, 
the  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  power  to  abolish  justice  of  the 
peace  courts  in  wards  containing  cities  of  more  than  five  thousand 
mhabitants,  and  to  create  in  their  stead  courts  with  such  civil  juris- 
diction as  is  now  vested  in  justices  of  the  peace,  and  with  criminal 
jurisdiction  which  shall  not  extend  beyond  the  trial  of  offenses  not 

Sunishable  bv  imprisonment  at  hard  labor  under  the  laws  of  this 
tate,  and  oi  violations  of  municipal  and  parochial  ordinances,  and 
the  holding  of  preliminary  examinations  in  cases  not  capital.  Pro- 
vided, the  compensation  of  the  judges  of  such  courts  shall  be  paid 
by  the  parishes  and  cities  in  which  they  are  established,  in  such  pro- 
portions as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

Attorney  General 

Art.  97.  There  shall  be  an  Attorney  General  for  the -State,  who 
shall  be  elected  bv  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  large  every 
four  vears.  He  sliall  be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  actuallv 
resided  and  practiced  law,  as  a  licenstnl  attornej^  in  the  State  for  five 
years  preceding  his  election.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant. 

Courts  of  Appeal 

Art.  98.  The  Courts  of  Appeal,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in 
this  Constitution,  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which  juris- 
diction shall  extend  to  all  cases,  civil  or  probate,  when  the  matter  in 
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dispute  or  the  funds  to  be  distributed  shall  exceed  one  hundred  dol- 
lars, exclusive  of  interest,  and  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dollars, 
exclusive  of  interest. 

Art.  99.  The  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  remain  as  at  present  consti- 
tuted, until  the  first  day  of  July,  1900.  From  and  after  that  date 
the  several  Courts  of  Appeal,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  shall 
consist  of  one  of  the  judges  of  those  courts  whose  terms  shall  not 
have  expired,  and  who,  with  a  judge  of  a  district  court  to  be  desig- 
nated by  the  Supreme  Court,  shall  be  assigaed  by  the  Supreme  Court 
to  that  iuty,  throughout  the  State. 

From  and  after  the  first  day  of  July,  1904,  the  Courts  of  Appeal 
shall  be  composed  of  two  district  judges,  to  be  from  time  to  time 
designated  by  the  Supreme  Court,  and  assigned  to  the  performance 
of  the  duties  of  judges  of  said  Courts  of  Appeal;  provided,  that  no 
district  judge  shall  be  assigned  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal  for  any  parish  in  his  own  district;  and,  provided  further, 
that  district  judges  shall  be  paid  their  actual  and  necessary  expenses 
when  serving  as  judges  of  the  Courts  of  Appeal  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  provided  by  law. 

Art.  100.  There  shall  be  two  terms  of  the  said  Courts  of  Appeal 
held  in  each  parish  annually,  to  be  fixed  by  the  judges  of  said  courts, 
until  the  first  day  of  July,  1904.  Thereafter  the  terms  of  said  courts 
shall  be  fixed  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 

-:Vrt.  101.  The  judges  of  the  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  have  power  to 
certify  to  the  Supreme  Court  any  question  or  proposition  of  law 
arising  in  any  cause  pending  before  them  concerning  which  they 
desire  the  instruction  or  that  court,  for  its  proper  decision ;  and  there- 
upon the  Supreme  Court  may  either  give  its  instruction  on  the  ques- 
tion or  proposition  certified  to  it,  which  shall  be  binding  upon  the 
Court  of  Appeal  in  such  case,  or  it  may  require  that  the  whole 
record  be  sent  up  for  its  consideration,  and  thereupon  shall  decide 
the  whole  matter  in  controversy  in  the  same  manner  as  if  it  had  been 
on  appeal  directly  to  the  Supreme  Court.  It  shall  l>e  competent  for 
the  Supreme  Court  to  require  bv  certiorari,  or  otherwise,  any  case 
to  be  certified  from  the  Courts  of  Appeal  to  it  for  its  review  and  de- 
termination, with  the  same  power  and  authority  in  the  case,  as  if  it 
had  been  carried  directlv  oy  appeal  to  the  said  court;  provided, 
that  the  Supreme  Court  shall  in  no  case  exercise  the  power  conferred 
on  it  by  this  article,  unless  the  application  be  made  to  the  court,  or  to 
one  of  the  justices  thereof,  not  later  than  thirty  days  after  the  decision 
of  the  Court  of  Appeal  has  been  rendered  and  entered. 

Art.  102.  No  judgment  shall  be  rendered  by  the  Courts  of  Appeal 
without  the  concurrence  of  two  judges.  Whenever  there  shall  be  a 
disagreement  in  the  Courts  of  Appeal  above  provided,  the  court  shall 
appoint  a  district  judge  or  a  lawyer  having  the  qualifications  of  a 
juQge  of  the  court  to  sit  in  the  case,  and  in  case  of  the  recusation, 
absence,  or  disability,  of  one  of  the  judges,  the  other  judge  shall 
select  a  judge  or  lawyer,  as  aforesaid,  to  sit  in  the  case.  In  the  Court 
of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  when  two  judges  cannot  concur 
for  any  reason,  the  court  shall  select  a  district  judge,  or  judges,  to 
nit  in  the  case. 

Abt.  103.  All  cases  on  appeal  to  the  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  be 
tried  on  the  original  record,  pleadings,  and  evidence. 
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Art.  104.  The  rules  of  practice  regulating  appeals  to  and  proceetl- 
ings  in  the  Supreme  Court  shall  apply  to  appeals  and  proceeding  in 
the  Courts  of  Appeal,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  until  other- 
wise provided.  The  Courts  of  Appeal,  and  each  of  the  judges 
thereof,  shall  have  power  to  issue  tne  w^rit  of  habeas  corpus  at  tho 
instance  of  any  person  in  actual  custody  within  their  respective* 
circuits. 

They  shall  also  have  authoritv  to  issue  writs  of  mandamus,  pro- 
hibition, and  certiorari,  in  aid  of  their  appellate  jurisdiction. 

«  Art.  105.  The  several  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  as  con- 
stituted under  the  Constitution  of  1879,  shall  each  receive  a  salary 
of  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own 
warrant. 

Art.  106.  The  sheriff  of  the  parish  in  which  the  sessions  of  the 
court  are  held  shall  attend  in  person,  or  by  deputy,  to  execute  the 
orders  of  the  court. 

DiSTBICT   COUBTS 

Art.  107.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  not  less  than  twenty  nor 
more  than  twenty-nine  judicial  districts,  the  parish  of  Orleans 
excepted. 

Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  there  shall  be  twenty-nine  dis- 
tricts. 

Art.  108.  The  parish  of  Caddo  shall  compose  the  first  district. 

The  parishes  oi  Bossier  and  Webster  shall  compose  the  second  dis- 
trict. 

The  parishes  of  Claiborne  and  Bienville  shall  compose  the  thinl 
district. 

The  parishes  of  Union  and  Lincoln  shall  compose  the  fourth  dis- 
trict. 

The  parishes  of  Caldwell,  Jackson,  and  Winn  shall  compose  the 
fifth  district. 

The  parishes  of  Ouachita  and  Morehouse  shall  compose  the  sixth 
district. 

The  parishes  of  West  Carroll  and  Richland  shall  compose  the 
seventh  district. 

The  parishes  of  Franklin  and  Catahoula  shall  compose  the  eighth 
district. 

The  parishes  of  Madison  and  East  Carroll  shall  compose  the  ninth 
district. 

The  parishes  of  Concordia  and  Tensas  shall  compose  the  tenth  dis- 
trict. 

The  parishes  of  Natchitoches  and  Red  River  shall  compose  the 
eleventh  district. 

The  parishes  of  De  Sota,  Sabine,  and  Vernon  shall  compose  the 
twelfth  district. 

The  parishes  of  Rapides  and  Grant  shall  compose  the  thirteenth 
district. 

The  parish  of  Avoyelles  shall  compose  the  fourteenth  district. 

The  parishes  of  Calcasieu  and  Cameron  shall  compose  the  fifteenth 
district. 

The  parish  of  St.  Landry  shall  compose  the  sixteenth  district. 


»  Abrogated  by  amendment.  1906. 
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The  parish  of  Vermillion  shall  compose  the  seventeenth  district. 

The  parishes  of  Acadia  and  Lafayette  shall  compose  the  eighteenth 
district. 

The  parishes  of  Iberia  and  St.  Martin  shall  compose  the  nineteenth 
district. 

The  parishes  of  Terrebonne -and  Lafourche  shall  compose  the 
twentietn  district. 

The  parishes  of  Iberville,  West  Baton  Rogue,  and  Pointe  Coupee 
shall  compose  the  twenty-first  district. 

The  parish  of  East  Baton  Rogue  shall  compose  the  twenty-second 
district. 

The  parish  of  St.  Mary  shall  compose  the  twenty-third  district. 

The  parishes  of  East  Feliciana  and  West  Feliciana  shall  compose 
the  twenty-fourth  district. 

The  parishes  of  St.  Helena,  Livingston,  and  Tangipahoa  shall  com- 
ix)*^ the  twenty-fifth  district. 

The  parishes  of  Washington  and  St.  Tammany  shall  compose  the 
twenty-sixth  district. 

The  parishes  of  Ascension,  St.  James,  and  Assumption,  shall  com- 
pose the  twenty-seventh  district. 

The  parishes  of  St.  John  the  Baptist,  St.  Charles,  and  Jefferson 
<hall  compose  the  twenty-eighth  district. 

The  parishes  of  St.  Bernard  and  Plaquemines  shall  compose  the 
twenty-ninth  district. 

The  judges  of  the  first,  sixth,  tenth,  eleventh,  twelfth,  thirteenth, 
fifteenth,  sixteenth,  nineteenth,  twentieth,  twenty-second,  twenty- 
third,  twenty-fifth,  twenty-seventh,  and  twenty -eighth  districts  shall 
each  receive  a  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  the 
judges  of  the  second,  third,  fourth,  ninth,  fourteenth,  eighteenth, 
twenty-first,  twenty-fourth,  twenty-sixth,  and  twenty-ninth  districts 
shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  the 
judges  of  the  fifth,  seventh,  eighth,  and  seventeenth  districts  shall 
each  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  per  annum;  such 
salaries  to  be  paid  monthly  on  their  own  warrants.  Provided,  that 
if  the  General  Assembly  at  any  time  reduces  the  number  of  districts, 
as  herein  fixed,  it  shall  have  the  right  to  regrade  the  salaries  of  the 
judges,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  judge  receive  a  salary  in  excess  of 
three  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Art.  109.  The  District  Courts,  except  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  shall 
have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  matters  where  the  amount  in 
dispute  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  and  in  all 
cases  where  title  to  real  estate  is  involved,  or  to  office,  or  other  public 
position,  or  civil  or  political  rights,  and  all  other  cases  where  no 
specific  amount  is  in  contest,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Constitution.  They  shall  have  unlimited  and  exclusive  original  juris- 
diction in  all  criminal  cases,  except  such  as  may  be  vested  in  other 
courts  authorized  by  this  Constitution ;  and  in  all  probate  and  succes- 
sion matters,  and  where  a  succession  is  a  party  derendant ;  and  in  all 
cases  where  the  State,  parish,  any  municipality  or  other  political  cor- 
poration, is  a  party  defendant,  regardless  of  the  amount  in  dispute; 
and  of  all  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  receivers  or  liquidators 
to  corporations  or  partnerships;  and  said  courts  shall  have  authority 
to  issue  all  such  writs,  process  and  orders  as  may  lx»  necessary  or 

proper  for  the  purposes  of  the  jurisdiction  herein  conferred  unon 
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them.  There  shall  be  one  district  judge  in  each  judicial  district,  ex- 
cept in  the  twenty-first  judicial  district,  where,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  there  shall  be  two  district  judges,  who  shall  not  be 
residents  of  the  same  parish.  District  judges  shall  be  elected  by  a 
plurality  of  the  aualified  voters  of  their  respective  districts,  in  which 
(hey  shall  have  been  actual  residents  for  two  years  next  preceding 
their  election ;  provided,  one  year's  residence  only  in  the  district  shall 
be  required  for  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution.  They  shall 
be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  practiced  law  in  the  State  five 
years  previous  to  their  election. 

The  first  district  judges  under  this  Constitution  shall  be  elected  at 
the  general  State  election  in  1900,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  at  the  election  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Mon- 
day in  November,  1904,  at  which  time,  and  every  four  years  there- 
after, district  judges  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  four  years. 

Vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  l)e 
filled  for  the  unexpired  term  by  appointment  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Art.  110.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  have  power  to  increase 
the  number  of  district  judges  in  any  district. 

Art.  111.  The  District  Courts  shall  have  jurisdiction  of  appeals 
from  justices  of  the  peace  in  all  civil  matters,  regardless  or  the 
amount  in  dispute,  and  from  all  orders  requiring  a  peace  bond.  Per- 
sons sentenced  to  a  fine  or  imprisonment,  by  Mayors  or  Recorders, 
shall  be  entitled  to  an  appeal  to  the  District  Court  of  the  parish,  upon 
giving  security  for  fine  and  co.sts  of  court,  and  in  such  cases  trial 
shall  be  de  noro  and  w^ithout  juries. 

Art.  112.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  inter- 
change of  district  judges;  and  also  for  the  trial  of  recused  cases  in 
the  District  Courts  by  the  selection  of  licensed  attorneys  at  law,  by 
an  interchange  of  judges  or  otherwise.  Whenever  any  (listrict  judge 
is  prevented  by  disability,  or  any  other  cause  whatever,  from  holding 
his  court,  and  that  fact  is  made  to  appear  by  the  certificate  of  the 
clerk,  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  to  the  Supreme  Court,  or  to  any 
justice  thereof,  if  in  the  judgment  of  the  court,  or  any  justice,  the 
public  interest  so  requires,  the  court  or  such  justice  shall  designate 
and  appoint  any  district  judge  of  any  other  district  to  hold  said  court 
and  discharge  all  the  judicial  duties  of  the  judge  so  disabled  during 
said  disability.  Such  appointment  shall  be  filed  in  the  clerk's  office 
and  entered  on  the  minutes  of  said  District  Court,  and  a  certified  copv 
thereof,  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  shall  be  transmitted  by  the  clerk 
of  the  District  Court  to  the  district  judge  so  designated  and  ap- 
pointed. 

Art.  113.  Whenever  in  this  Constitution  the  qualification  of  any 
justice  or  judge  shall  be  the  nrevious  practice  of  the  law  for  a  term 
of  years,  there  shall  l)e  included  in  such  term  the  time  such  justice  or 
judge  shall  have  occupied  the  bench  of  any  court  of  record  in  this 
State;  provided,  he  shall  have  been  a  licensed  attorney  for  five  years 
before  his  election  or  appointment. 

Art.  114.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  the  State  shall  be  affected  in  his 
term  of  office,  salary,  or  jurisdiction  as  to  territory  or  amount,  during 
the  term  or  period  iFor  \vhich  he  was  elected  or  appointed.  Any  legis- 
lation so  affecting  any  judge  or  court  shall  take  effect  only*  at  the 
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end  of  the  term  of  office  of  the  ;jiidge  or  judges,  incumbents  of  the 
court,  or  courts,  to  which  such  legislation  may  apply  at  the  time  of  its 
enactment.  This  article  shall  not  affect  the  provisions  of  this  Con- 
stitution relative  to  impeachment  or  removal  from  office. 

Art.  116.  The  district  judges  shall  have  power  to  issue  the  writ 
of  habeas  corpus  at  the  instance  of  any  person  in  actual  custody  in 
their  respective  districts. 

Art.  116.  The  Greneral  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  selection  of 
competent  and  intelligent  jurors.  All  cases  in  which  the  punishment 
may  not  be  at  hard  labor  shall,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  which 
.shall  not  be  prior  to  1904,  be  tried  by  the  judge  without  a  jury. 
Cases  in  which  the  punishment  may  be  at  hard  labor  shall  be  tried 
by  a  jury  of  five,  all  of  whom  must  concur  to  render  a  verdict;  cases 
in  which  the  punishment  is  necessarily  at  hard  labor,  by  a  jury  of 
twelve,  nine  of  whom  concurring  may  render  a  verdict ;  cases  in 
which  the  punishment  may  be  capital,  by  a  jury  of  twelve,  all  of 
whom  must  concur  to  render  a  verdict. 

Art.  117.  District  Courts  shall  hold  continuous  sessions  during  ten 
months  of  the  vear.  In  districts  composed  of  more  than  one  parish, 
the  judge  shall  sit  alternately  in  each  parish,  as  the  public  business 
may  require.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  judgments  shall  be 
signed  after  three  days  from  the  rendition  thereof,  and  become  execu- 
tory ten  days  from  such  signing. 

The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  drawing  of  juries  for 
the  trial  of  civil  and  criminal  cases.  A  grand  jury  of  twelve,  nine  of 
whom  must  concur  to  find  an  indictment,  shall  be  empanelled  in  each 
parish  twice  in  each  year,  and  shall  remain  in  office  until  a  succeeding 
grand  jury  is  empanelled;  except  in  the  Parish  of  Cameron,  in  which 
at  least  one  grand  jury  shall  be  empanelled  each  year.  The  district 
judges  shall  have  authority  to  try  at  any  time  all  misdemeanors  and 
when  the  jury  is  waived  all  cases  not  necessarily  punishable  at  hard 
labor,  and  to  receive  pleas  of  guilty  in  cases  lass  than  capital. 

The  provisions  of  this  article  shall  go  into  effect  upon  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution. 

Art.  118.  The  District  Courts  as  created  and  now  existing  under 
the  Constitution  of  1879,  in  the  various  parishes  of  the  State,  as  now 
apportioned  under  existing  laws,  shall  remain  undisturbed  until  the 
organization  of  the  District  Courts  created  by  this  Constitution,  after 
the  general  election  of  1900,  and  the  judges  thereof  shall  receive  sala- 
ries as  now  fixed. 

Sheriffs  and  Coroners. 

Art.  119.  There  shall  be  a  sheriff  and  a  coroner  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  each  parish  in  the  State,  except  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
who  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  and  hold  office  for  four 
years. 

The  coroner,  except  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  shall  act  for  and  in 
place  of  the  sheriff,  whenever  the  sheriff  shall  l)e  a  party  interested, 
and  whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancv  in  the  office  of  sheriff,  until  such 
vacancy  shall  be  filled;  but  he  shall  not,  during  such  vacancy,  dis- 
charge'the  duties  of  tax  collector.  The  sheriff,  except  in  the  Parish 
of  Orleans,  shall  be  ex-officio  collector  of  State  and  parish  taxes. 
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He  shall  give  separate  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duty  in  each  capacity.  Until  otherwise  provided,  the  bonds  shall  be 
given  according  to  existing  laws. 

Sheriffs  elected  or  appointed  shall  furnish  bond  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  their  commissions,  in  default  of  which  the  office  shall 
be  declared  vacant,  and  the  Governor  shall  appoint  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term. 

Art.  120.  The  sheriff  shall  receive  compensation  from  the  parish 
for  his  services  in  criminal  matters, — the  keeping  of  prisoners,  con- 
veying convicts  to  the  penitentiary,  insane  persons  to  the  Insane 
Asylum,  service  of  process  from  another  parish,  and  service  of  process 
or  the  performance  of  any  duty  beyond  the  limits  of  his  own  parish 
excepted, — not  to  exceed  five  hundred  dollars  per  anum  for  each 
Representative  the  parish  mav  have  in  the  House  of  Representatives. 

The  compensation  of  sheritfs  as  tax  collectors  shall  not  exceed  fiva 
per  cent  on  all  sums  collected  and  paid  over;  provided,  that  they 
shall  not  be  discharged  as  tax  collectors  until  they  make  proof  that 
they  have  exhausted  the  legal  remedies  to  collect  taxes. 

Art.  121.  The  coroner  in  each  parish  shall  be  a  doctor  of  medicine, 
regularlv  licensed  to  practice,  and  ex-o^cio  parish  physician;  pro- 
vided, ttiis  article  shall  not  apply  to  any  parish  in  which  there  is  no 
regularly  licensed  physician  wno  will  accept  the  office. 

Clerk  8 

Art.  122.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  District  Court  in  each  par- 
ish, the  Parish  of  Orleans  excepted,  who  shall  be  ex-officio  clerk  of 
the  Court  of  Appeal. 

He  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  parish  every  four 
years,  and  shall  be  ex-ofjicio  parish  recorder  of  conveyances,  mort- 
gages, and  other  acts,  and  notary  public. 

He  shall  receive  no  compensation  from  the  State  or  parish  for  his 
services  in  criminal  matters. 

He  shall  give  bond  and  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
his  duties  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Art.  128.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  vest  in  clerks 
of  court  authority  to  grant  such  orders  and  to  do  such  acts  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  tor  the  furtherance  of  the  administration  of 
justice ;  and  in  all  cases  the  powers  thus  vested  shall  be  sr)ecified  and 
determined. 

Art.  124.  Clerks  of  District  Courts  may  appoint,  with  the  approval 
of  the  district  judges,  deputies  with  such  powers  as  shall  be  prescribed 
by  law ;  and  the  General  Assembh'  shall  have  power  to  provide  for 
continuing  one  or  more  of  them  in  office  in  the  event  of  any  vacancy 
in  the  office  of  clerk,  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appointed 
and  duly  qualified. 

PisTBicT  Attorneys 

Art.  125.  There  shall  be  a  District  Attornev  for  each  judicial  dis- 
trict in  the  State,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of 
the  judicial  district  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  is  pro- 
vided in  Article  100  for  district  judges.  He  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  war- 
rant. He  sliall  l)e  an  actual  resident  of  the  district  and  a  licensed 
attorney  in  this  State. 
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He  shall  also  receive  fees;  but  no  fee  shall  be  allowed  in  criminal 
cases,  except  on  conviction,  which  fees  shall  not  exceed  five  dollars  in 
ca.s(»s  of  misdemeanor. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  District  Attorney  shall  be  filled  by 
ap{x)intment  by  the  Governor  for  the  unexpired  term. 

Justices  of  the  Peace

! 

Art.  126.  In  each  parish,  the  Parish  of  Orleans  excepted,  there 
shall  be  as  many  justices  of  the  peace  as  may  be  provided  by  law. 
The  present  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  remain  as  now  fixed  i 

until  otherwise  provided.    They  shall  be  freeholders  and  qualified  ! 

electors  and  possess  such  other  qualifications  as  may  be  prescribed  by 
law.  They  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  within  the  territorial  limits  of  their  jurisdiction. 

They  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  matters, 
when  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  not  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclusive 
()f  interest,  and  original  jurisdiction  concurrent  with  the  District 
Court  when  the  amount  in  dispute  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclu- 
sive of  interest,  and  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive 
of  interest;  including  suits  for  the  ownership  or  possession  of  mov- 
able property  not  exceeding  said  amounts  in  value,  and  suits  by  land- 
lords for  possession  of  leased  premises,  when  the  monthly  or  yearly 
rent,  or  the  rent  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  lease  does  not  exceed 
j-aid  amounts.  They  shall  have  no  jurisdiction  in  succession  or  pro- 
hate  matters,  or  when  a  succession  is  a  defendant,  or  when  the  State, 
parish  or  any  municipality  or  other  political  corporation,  is  a  party 
'lefendant,  or  when  title  to  real  estate  is  involved.  They  shall  receive 
J^uch  fees  in  civil  matters  as  may  be  fixed  by  law.  Thev  shall  have 
criminal  jurisdiction  as  committing  magistrates,  and  shall  have  power 
to  bail  or  discharge  in  cases  not  capital  or  necessarily  punishable  at 
hard  labor.  The  General  Assembly  may  by  general  or  special  laws 
invest  justices  of  the  peace  in  g:eneral  or  in  any  particular  parish  or 
parishes  with  criminal  jurisdiction  over  misdemeanors  to  be  tried 
with  a  jury  composed  of  not  more  than  five  nor  less  than  three  per- 
Hms,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  by  law,  with  the  right  of 
ap|)eal  to  the  District  Court  in  all  cases,  not  appealable  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for. 

Constables 

Abt.  127.  There  shall  be  a  constable  for  the  court  of  each  justice 
of  the  peace  in  the  several  parishes  of  the  State,  who  shall  be  elected 
for  a  term  of  four  years,  by  the  qualified  voters  within  the  territorial 
limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  justices  of  the  peace.  They 
^liall  receive  such  fees  in  civil  matters  as  may  be  fixed  by  law. 

Art.  128.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  shall  receive  no  fees 
in  criminal  matters,  including  peace  bond  cases,  but,  in  lieu  thereof 
Mich  salaries  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  police  jury,  and  paid  by  the  par- 
i^h,  which  salaries  shall  be  graded. 

Art.  120.  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  this  Con-  ^ 

>titution  is  adopted,  shall  provide  a  general  fee  bill,  or  bill  of  costs, 
regulating  and  fixing  the  fees  and  compensation  allowed  sheriffs, 
clerks  and  recorders,  justices  of  the  peace,  constables,  and  coroners, 
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in  all  civil  matters.  The  (leneral  Assembly  may  provide  in  all  civil 
cases  for  the  service  of  process  and  pleadings  by  the  litigants  them- 
selves. 

Courts  and  Officers  fob  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  City  of  New  Oblcans 

Art.  180.  Except  as  herein  otherwise  provided,  the  judicial  offi- 
cers of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  shall 
be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  resided  and  practiced  law  or 
shall  have  held  judicial  positions  in  this  State  for  five  years,  and  shall 
have  been  actual  residents  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  for  at  least 
two  years  next  preceding  their  election  or  appointment. 

Ajrt.  131.  There  shall  be  a  Court  of  Appeal,  to  be  known  and 
designated  as  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  which 
shall  be  comiK)sed  of  three  juages,  who  shall  be  learned  in  the  law 
and  who  shall  have  practicea  law  in  this  State  for  six  years,  and  shall 
have  been  residents  of  one  of  the  parishes  hereinafter  named  for  at 
least  two  years  next  preceding  their  election  or  appointment,  and 
they  shall  be  elected  ov  the  qualified  electors  of  the  said  parishes. 
Said  court  shall  sit  in  the  Citv  of  New  Orleans,  and  sliall  hold  its 
session  from  the  second  Monday  of  October  until  the  end  of  the 
month  of  June  in  each  year.  Said  court,  until  the  first  day  of  Au- 
gust, 15)00,  shall  be  composed  of  the  prasent  judges  thereof,  and  a 
third  judge,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Parish 
of  Orleans,  at  the  Congressional  election  in  the  year  1898,  and  w^ho 
shall  serve  in  said  court  until  the  1st  of  August,  1900.  His  succes- 
sor shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  eight  years  from  that  date,  at  the 
general  State  election  of  1900.  On  August  1,  1900,  the  | judge]  of 
the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Fifth  Circuit,  as  established  under  the 
Constitution  of  1879,  who  was  elected  in  the  year  189C,  shall  become 
a  member  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  to- 
gether with  the  judge  of  that  court  elected  in  1896,  shall  serve  until 
the  election  of  their  successors  at  the  Congressional  election  of  19W. 
At  that  election  one  judge  of  said  court  shall  l)e  elected  for  a  t«nn  of 
six  years,  and  one  for  a  term  of  eight  years,  and  thereafter  all  elec- 
tions for  judges  of  said  court  shall  f)e  for  terms  of  eight  years. 

Vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  shall  be 
filled  for  the  unexpired  terms  by  appointment  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

The  judges  of  said  court  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant. 

After  August  1,  1900,  m  addition  to  those  from  the  Parish  of  Or- 
leans, all  appeals  within  its  jurisdiction  from  the  parishes  of  Jeffer- 
son, St.  Charles,  Plaquemines,  and  St.  Bernard,  shall  be  returnable 
to  said  court,  and  the  costs  of  filing  same  shall  not  exceed  five  dollrfl^ 
in  each  case. 

All  cases  pending  and  undetermined  on  said  date  in  the  Courts  of 
Appeal  as  now  constituted,  from  said  parishes,  shall  be  transferred 
to  said  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans  without  cost  to  the 
parties. 

There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  said  Court  of  Appeal,  who  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  parishes  for  a  term  of  four  years;  he 
shall  l)e  entitled  to  charge  and  retain  as  his  compensation  such  fees  as 
may  be  allowed  by  law.    The  first  election  for  said  clerk  shall  be  held 
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in  the  year  1899,  at  the  time  the  parochial  and  municipal  elections 
are  held  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans;  said  clerk  shall  appoint,  if 
necessary,  deputy  clerks,  and  shall  fix  and  pay  their  salaries;  he  shall 
give  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  which  bond  shall  be 
examined  in  open  court  by  the  judges  of  the  court,  and  all  testimony 
given  in  said  examination  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and  made  of 
record ;  he  may  be  removed  bv  the  court  for  the  same  causes  and  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  hereinafter  provided  for  the  clerk  of  the  Civil 
District  Court  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans ;  he  may  act  as  minute  clerk 
of  the  court,  or  appoint  a  deputy  to  that  position. 

Said  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans  shall  hereafter 
have  appellate  jurisdiction  from  the  city  courts  of  New  Orleans  as 
now  constituted,  under  the  same  conditions  as  hereinafter  provided 
for  appeals  from  the  City  Courts  to  be  organized  under  this  Con- 
stitution. 

Art.  132.  There  shall  he  two  District  Courts  for  the  Parish  of  Or- 
leans, and  no  more.  One  of  said  courts  shall  be  known  as  the  Civil 
District  Court,  and  the  other  as  the  Criminal  District  Court.  For  the 
Civil  District  Court  there  shall  be  not  less  than  five  judges,  and  for 
the  Criminal  District  Court  not  less  than  two  judges,  who  shall  be 
elected  by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  Parish  of  Or- 
leans for  the  tenn  of  twelve  years,  and  who  shall  each  receive  an  an- 
nual salary  of  four  thousand  dollars,  payable  upon  his  own  warrant, 
in  equal  monthly  instalments. 

Art.  133.  The  Civil  District  Court  shall  have  exclusive  and  general 
original  probate  jurisdiction,  and  exclusive  original  civil  jurisdiction, 
in  all  cases  where  the  amount  in  dispute  or  the  fund  to  be  distributed, 
shall  exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest;  and  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  suits  by  married  women  for  separation  of  property, 
in  suits  for  separation  from  bed  and  board,  for  divorce,  for  nullity 
of  marriage,  or  for  interdiction,  and  in  suits  involving  title  to  im- 
movable property,  or  to  office  or  other  public  position,  or  civil  or 
political  rights;  and  in  all  other  cases,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, where  no  specific  amount  is  in  contest,  and  of  all  proceedmgs 
for  the  appointment  of  receivers  or  liquidators  to  corporations  or 
partnerships.  And  said  court  shall  have  authority  to  issue  all  such 
writs,  process  and  orders  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper  for  the  pur- 
pose's of  the  jurisdiction  herein  conferred  upon  it. 

Art.  134.  All  cases  after  being  filed  in  said  Civil  District  Court 
•^hall  be  allotted  or  assigned,  among  the  judges  thereof,  and,  except  as 
herein  otherwise  provided,  each  judge,  or  his  successor,  shall  have  ex- 
clusive control  over  every  case  allotted  or  assigned  to  him,  from  its 
inception  to  its  final  determination  in  said  court.  In  case  of  vacancy 
in  the  office,  recusation,  absence  or  disability  of  a  jud^e  to  whom  a 
case  has  been  allotted  or  assigned,  or  in  case  such  action  is  deemed 
advisable  in  the  proper  administration  of  justice,  or  of  the  business 
of  the  court,  such  case  may  be  re-allotted  or  re-assigned,  or  without 
such  re-allotment  or  re-assignment,  but,  under  rules  to  be  adopted,  it 
may  be  taken  in  charge  by  another  judge  of  said  court,  and  the  judge 
to  whom  a  case  is  thus  re-allotted  or  re-assigned,  or  by  whom  it  is 
thus  taken  in  charge,  shall  be  authorized  to  act  therein  for  all  pur- 
poses as  though  such  case  had  been  originally  allotted  or  assigned  to 
him.  Previous  to  the  allotment  or  assignment  of  a  case,  any  judge  of 
said  court  may,  for  the  purposes  of  such  case,  make  interlocutor}'

orders,  and  issue  and  grant  conservatory  writs  and  executory  process. 
Applications  for  naturalization,  for  emancipation,  and  by  married 
women  for  authorization,  when  there  is  consent  given  and  no  issue 
joined,  or  where  there  is  no  contest,  suits  for  nullity,  and  for  re- 
vival of  judgment,  and  suits  in  which  is  claimed  an  interest  in 
proi>erty  or  funds  as  to  which  a  particular  judge  has  acquired  juris- 
diction, need  not  be  allotted  or  especially  assigned,  but  snail  be  ix>n- 
t rolled  by  law  or  by  rules  to  be  adopted  by  the  court. 

Art.  135.  Judgments  homologating  accounts,  which  have  been  duly 
advertised,  when  not  opposed,  or  so  far  as  not  opposed,  may  be  ren- 
dered and  signed  either  m  term  time  or  vacation;  and  by  any  judge, 
in  the  absence  or  disability  of  the  judge  to  whom  the  case  lias  been 
allotted. 

Art.  136.  The  judges  of  said  Civil  District  Court  shall  be  author- 
ized to  adopt  rules,  not  in  conflict  with  law,  regulating  the  allotment, 
assignment  and  disposition  of  cases,  the  order  m  which  they  shall  be 
tried,  and  the  proceedings  in  such  trials,  and  to  sit  en  banc  for  the 
purpose  of  testing  the  bonds  and  sureties  of  the  clerk  of  the  court, 
the  recorder  of  mortgages,  the  register  of  conveyances,  and  the  civil 
sheriff;  for  the  trial  and  removal  of  the  clerk  and  civil  sheriff,  or 
either  of  them,  for  the  selection  of  jurors,  and  in  other  cases  when  the 
action  of  the  court  as  a  whole  is  required.  When  sitting  en  hane  the 
judge  who  has  been  longest  in  continuous  service  in  said  court,  and  in 
his  absence  the  judge  longest  in  service  of  those  present,  shall  preside; 
and  when  a  certificate  or  authentication  from  the  court  is  recjuired 
such  judge  shall  be  authorized  to  sign  the  same  as  presiding  judge. 
The  court  may,  by  its  rules,  grant  the  presiding  jud^  further  au- 
thority not  in  conflict  with  these  provisions.  Provided,  that  in 
rendering  judgments  en  banc,  the  court  shall  conform,  as  far  as 
practicable,  to  the  rules  and  practice  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

Art.  137.  There  shall  be  one  clerk  for  the  Civil  District  Court, 
who,  until  the  election  and  induction  into  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal,  provided  for  in  Article  131,  shall  be  ex-oficio  clerk 
of  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  shall  be 
elected  by  the  voters  of  said  parish  for  the  term  of  four  years.  His 
qualifications  and  duties,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall  l)e  a,s  fixed 
by  law ;  he  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars, 
which  bond  shall  l)e  examined  bv  the  court,  and  all  testimony  given 
in  such  examination  shall  be  re(\uced  to  writing  and  filed  of  record 
in  the  court.  He  shall  charge  and  collect  the  fees  prescribed  by  the 
Greneral  Assembly,  and  shall  dispose  of  the  same  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided; the  amoimt  of  his  compensation  shall  be  three  thousand  six 
hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Said  clerk  shall  he  authorized,  with  the  approval  of  the  judges  of 
the  Civil  District  Court,  to  appoint  such  deputies  and  other  assistants, 
at  salaries  not  to  exceed  those  now  fixed  by  law,  as  in  the  opinion  of 
said  judges  are  needed  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his 
office ;  and  he  may  remove  them  at  pleasure,  or  the  court  may  remove 
them.  The  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  imtil  after 
the  election  of  the  clerk  thereof,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  and  each 
judge  of  the  Civil  District  Court  shall  appoint  one  minute  clerk,  who 
shall  be  sworn  as  deputy  clerk,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars  in  equal  monthly  installments ;  and  the  said 
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Court  of  Appeal,  until  said  election,  shall  also  have  the  right  to 
appoint  one  docket  clerk. 

The  minute  clerk  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  Civil  District 
Court  longest  in  continuous  service  in  said  court,  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided, shall  be  ex-officio  minute  clerk  of  the  court  when  sitting  eit 
han/*^  and  shall  receive,  as  additional  compensation,  three  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be  paid  in  like  manner  as  his  other 
compensation.  The  clerk  of  the  Civil  District  Court  shall  be  remov- 
able by  the  judges  of  said  court,  sitting  en  banc^  upon  proof,  after 
trial,  without  a  jury,  of  gross  or  continued  neglect,  incompetency,  or 
imlawful  conduct,  operating  injury  to  the  court  or  to  any  individual, 
and  a  majority  of  said  judges  shall  be  competent  to  render  judgment 
in  the  case.  Such  trial  and  the  lodging  of  complaints  leading  thereto, 
shall  be  regulated  by  rules  which  shall  be  adopted  by  the  judges  of 
the  Civil  District  Court  and  of  the  Criminal  District  Court  in  joint 
session. 

Art.  138.  The  Civil  District  Court  shall  select  a  solvent,  incor- 
porated bank  in  New  Orleans  as  a  judicial  depository,  in  which, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  court,  shall  be  deposited  all  money  as 
K)on  as  the  same  shall  come  into  the  hands  of  the  clerk  or  sheriff,  and 
such  deposits  shall  not  be  removed  in  whole  or  in  part  without  an 
order  from  the  judge  seized  with  jurisdiction. 

Art.  139.  The  Criminal  District  Court  shall  have  exclusive  original 
jurisdiction  for  the  trial  and  punishment  of  all  offenses  when  the 
penalty  of  death,  imprisonment  at  hard  labor,  or  imprisonment  with- 
out hard  labor  for  any  time  exceeding  six  months,  or  a  fine  exceeding 
three  hundred  dollars  may  be  imposed,  and  appellate  jurisdiction  in 
all  cases  tried  before  the  City  Criminal  Courts,  or  Recorders'  Courts 
of  New  Orleans,  which  cases  shall  be  appealable  on  the  law  and  the 
facts,  and  shall  be  tried  on  the  record  and  the  evidence  as  made  and 
offered  in  the  lower  court.  Provided,  that  until  the  (jeneral  Assembly 
shall  enact  a  law  grading  offenses,  said  court  shall  have  general 
criminal  jurisdiction  extending  to  all  cases  arising  in  the  Parish  of 
Orleans,  the  jurisdiction  of  which  is  not  vested  by  law  or  by  this 
Constitution  in  some  other  court.  Said  court  shall  have  general  and 
supervisory  jurisdiction  over  all  inferior  State  and  municipal  crim- 
inal courts  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  shall  have  authority  to  issue 
writs  of  haheas  corpus^  in  criminal  and  quasi-criminal  cases,  and  such 
other  writs  and  orders  as  may  Ixi  necessary  or  proper  in  aid  of  the 
jurisdiction  conferred  upon  it ;  and  to  adopt  rules  not  in  conflict  with 
law,  regulating  the  order  of  preference,  and  proceedings  in  the  trial 
of  cases,  and  tne  method  of  allotting  or  assigning  such  cases,  and  of 
re-allotting  and  re-assigning  them,  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office, 
recusation,  absence  or  disability  of  one  or  more  of  the  judges,  or  in 
ease  such  action  is  deemed  necessary  for  the  proper  administration 
of  justice.  All  prosecutions  instituted  in,  and  all  cases  appealed  to 
said  Criminal  District  Court  shall  be  equally  allotted  or  assigned  by 
classes  among  the  judges,  and  each  judge,  or  his  successor,  shall  have 
exclusive  control  over  any  case  allotted  or  assigned  to  him,  from  its 
inception  to  its  final  determination  in  said  court,  except  as  herein 
otherwise  provided. 

There  shall  be  one  clerk  for  the  Criminal  District  Court,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  for  the  term  of 
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four  years.  His  qualifications  and  duties,  except  as  herein  provided, 
shall  be  as  fixed  by  law.  He  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  which  bond  shall  be  examined  by  the  court,  in  like 
manner  as  the  bond  of  the  clerk  of  the  Civil  District  Court.  He  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand  dollars,  which  shall  be 
paid  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  in  equal  monthly  instalments,  and 
he  shall  receive  no  other  compensation.  He  shall  appoint,  with  the 
approval  of  the  court,  such  deputies,  at  such  salaries,  as  mav  be 
fixed  by  law.  Said  deputies  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
clerk  of  the  court,  ana  their  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
New  Orleans. 

Each  judge  of  said  court  shall  appoint  a  minute  clerk,  who  shall 
be  sworn  as  a  deputy  clerk,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of 
eighteen  hundred  dollars,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of  New 
Orleans,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  salary  of  the  clerk.  One  of  the 
said  minute  clerks,  to  be  designated  by  the  judge  longest  in  con- 
tinuous service  in  said  court,  shall  be  ex-o^icio  minute  clerk  of  said 
court  when  sitting  en  bancj  and  shall  receive,  as  additional  compensa- 
tion, three  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be  paid  in  like 
manner  as  his  other  compensation.  The  said  clerk  shall  be  removable 
by  the  judges  of  the  Criminal  District  Court  for  the  causes,  and  in 
the  manner  prescribed  for  the  removal  of  the  clerk  of  the  Civil 
District  Court. 

Art.  140.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  two  inferior 
criminal  courts,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  First  City  Criminal 
Court  and  the  Second  [City]  Criminal  Court,  each  of  which  shall 
be  presided  over  by  one  judge,  and  which  shall  have  jurisdiction 
within  the  territory  hereinafter  prescribed,  for  the  trial  and  punish- 
ment, without  juries,  and  subject  to  appeal  to  the  Criminal  District 
Court,  of  all  onenses  against  the  State  where  the  penalty  does  not  ex- 
ceed six  months'  imprisonment  in  the  parish  jail,  or  a  fine  of  three 
hundred  dollars,  or  Doth ;  in  all  other  cases  the  judges  of  said  courts 
shall  have  iurisdiction  as  committing  magistrates,  with  authority  to 
bail  or  discharge. 

The  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  First  City  Criminal  Court  shall 
extend  over  the  First,  Fourth,  Sixth  and  Seventh  Municipal  Dis- 
tricts of  the  City  of  New  Orleans;  and  of  the  Second  City  Criminal 
Court,  over  the  Second,  Third  and  Fifth  Municipal  Districts  of  said 
city. 

Said  judges  shall  be  elected  bv  the  voters  of  the  City  of  New 
Orleans,  at  Targe,  for  the  term  of  Jour  years;  the  first  election,  there- 
for, shall  be  held  at  the  Congressional  election  in  November,  1898, 
and  the  judges  then  elected  shall  serve  until  May  1st,  1900,  and  their 
successors  shall  be  elected  at  the  parochial  and  municipal  election  in 
the  year  1809.  They  shall  be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  re- 
sided and  practiced  as  attorneys  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  for 
not  less  than  three  years  l)efore  their  election  or  appointment.  The 
judges  of  said  courts  shall  each  receive  a  yearly  compensation  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant.  Each  judge 
shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  such  deputies  as  may  be  authorized  by  law, 
at  salaries  not  exceeding  twelve  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  except 
one  deputy,  who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  may  receive   a 
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salary  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  in 
monthly  instalments,  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 

Art.  141.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  Recorders' 
Courts  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  to  be  presided  over  by  magistrates, 
who  need  not  be  attorneys  at  law,  but  such  courts  shall  have  no  juris- 
diction except  for  the  trial  of  offenses  against  city  ordinances. 

Art.  142.  There  shall  be  a  civil  and  a  criminal  sheriff  for  the 
Parish  of  Orleans,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  said  parish 
for  the  term  of  four  years.  Their  qualifications  and  duties  other  than 
as  herein  provided,  shall  be  prescribed  by  law.  Each  of  said  sheriffs 
shall  execute  an  official  bond,  the  civil  sheriff  in  the  sum  of  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  and  the  criminal  sheriff  in  th^  sum  of  ten  thousand 
dollars;  and  the  bonds  of  said  sheriffs  respectively  shall  be  examined 
in  open  court  by  the  judges  of  the  District  Court  which  he  serves, 
and  all  testimony  given  m  such  examinations  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  made  of  record  in  said  court.  The  civil  sheriff  shall  be 
executive  officer  of  all  the  Civil  Courts  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
except  the  City  Courts;  and  the  criminal  sheriff  shall  be  the  execu- 
tive officer  of  all  the  Criminal  Courts  in  said  parish. 

The  civil  sheriff  shall  appoint  as  many  deputies  as  in  his  opinion 
are  needed  for  the  efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office ;  but 
after  Majr  1st,  1900,  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans 
and  each  judge  of  the  Civil  District  Court  shall  name  one  deputy  to 
be  so  appointed,  who  shall  serve  as  crier  in  said  court,  and  in  the 
divisions  presided  over  by  said  judges  respectively,  and  who  shall 
each  receive  a  salary  of  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum  to  be  paid  bv 
the  sheriff.  When  not  engaged  in  court  they  shall  perform  such 
duties  as  the  sheriff  may  require. 

The  civil  sheriff  shall  receive  as  compensation  such  fees  as  may  be 
now  or  hereafter  allowed  by  law,  and  shall  pay  his  deputies  and  all 
expenses  of  his  office. 

The  civil  sheriff  shall  pay  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars  annually 
in  quarterly  instalments  to  the  City  of  New  Orleans  for  the  fund 
for  payment  and  redemption  of  judicial  fund  warrants  and  certifi- 
cates hereinafter  provided  for.  In  cases  where  the  said  sheriff  is  a 
party  in  interest  the  criminal  sheriff,  or  one  of  his  deputies  shall  act. 
The  "criminal  sheriff  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
six  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  City  of 
New  Orleans  in  equal  monthly  instalments,  and  he  shall  receive  no 
other  compensation;  he  shall  appoint,  with  the  approval  of  the 
judges  of  the  Criminal  District  Court  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  as 
many  deputies  as  in  the  opinion  of  said  judges  are  needed  for  the 
efficient  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  and  the  salaries  of  such 
deputies  shall  te  fixed  by  the  Council  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans, 
and  paid  in  like  manner  as  his  own.  Each  judge  of  said  Criminal 
District  (Court)  shall  name  one  deputy  to  be  so  appointed,  who  shall 
serve  as  crier  in  the  sections  presided  over  by  the  judges  respectively, 
and  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 
When  not  engaged  in  court  they  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as 
the  sheriff  may  require. 

The  criminal  sheriff  shall  account  to  and  settle  with  the  City  of 
New  Orleans  for  all  fines  and  judgments  collected  by  him,  without 
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deductions  of  any  kind,  and  all  ex{)enses  of  his  office  shall  be  borne 
by  said  corporation. 

Art.  143.  There  shall  be  a  First  City  C!ourt  in  New  Orleans,  com- 
posed of  three  judges,  each  of  whom  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty- 
four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  war- 
rant. Said  court  shall  have  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  when  the 
defendant  resides  in  that  part  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  on  the  left 
bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  in  all  cases  when  the  amount  in  dispute 
or  the  fund  to  be  aistributed  does  not  exceed  one  hundred  dollars 
exclusive  of  interest,  including  suits  for  the  ownership  or  possession 
of  movable  property  not  exceeding  that  amount  in  value ;  and  suits 
by  landlords  for  pos^ssion  of  leased  premises  when  the  monthly  or 
yearly  rent,  or  the  rent  for  the  unexpired  term  of  the  lease  does  not 
exceed  that  amount ;  subject  to  an  appeal  in  all  cases  to  the  Court  of 
Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans.  All  appeals  shall  be  tried  d^  novo^ 
and  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  may  provide  by  rules  that 
one  or  more  of  the  judges  shall  try  such  cases,  which  they  shall  be 
authorized  to  decide  immediately  after  trial,  and  without  written 
opinions. 

The  judges  of  said  court  shall  have  authority  to  issue  marriage 
licenses,  and  («lebrate  marriages,  subject  to  such  conditions  as  may 
be  imposed  by  law,  and  to  execute  commissions  to  take  testimony, 
and  to  receive  therefor  the  fees  allowed  by  law ;  they  shall  adopt  rules 
not  in  conflict  with  law  for  the  fixing  ind  trial  of  cases,  and  shall 
sit  en  bancj  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  bonds  of  the  clerk  and 
constable  of  said  court,  and  for  the  trial  and  removal  of  said  officers, 
or  either  of  them,  in  which  proceedings  they  shall  be  governed  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  as  far  as  they  are  applicable  upon 
the  subject  of  the  bond  and  of  the  trial  and  tKe  removal  from  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  Civil  District  Court. 

The  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  provide  suitable  accommodationr 
for  said  court,  and  cases  filed  in  said  court  shall  be  allotted  equalh 
to  the  judges  thereof.  The  pleadings  in  said  court  shall  be  in  writ- 
ing, prepared  by  the  litigants,  or  their  attornevs  or  by  the  clerk. 

Art.  144.  There  shall  be  one  clerk  for  said  First  City  Court  of 
New  Orleans,  who  shall  furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars;  his  qualifications  and  duties,  except  as  herein  provided,  shall 
be  determined  by  law;  his  salary  shall  be  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
per  annum,  payable  monthly*  Each  judge  shall  have  the  appoint- 
ment of  one  deputy  clerk,  whose  compensation  shall  not  exceed  twelve 
hundred  dollars  per  annum.  The  clerk  shall  appoint  such  other 
deputies  as  may  be  authorized  by  law,  provided  that  their  total  com- 
pensation shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  sum  of  eighteen  hundred  dollars 
per  annum. 

Art.  145.  There  shall  be  one  constable  for  said  court,  who  shall 
furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  dollars,  and  who  shall  ap- 
point such  deputies  as  may  be  necessary,  and  at  such  salaries  as  he 
may  fix  and  pay.  Said  deputies  shall  be  removed  at  his  pleasure,  or 
at  the  pleasure  of  the  court.  His  compensation  shall  be  the  fees  of 
his  office  as  now  or  hereafter  fixed  by  law ;  he  shall  furnish  and  pay 
one  deputy  to  attend  the  sittings  of  each  judge,  who  shall  have  the 
selection  of  such  deputy  and  who,  when  not  engaged  in  court,  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  the  constable  may  direct. 
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The  clerk  of  the  said  court  and  the  constable  thereof  shall  be  remov- 
uble  by  the  judges  of  said  court  sitting  en  hanc^  for  the  causes,  and 
in  the  manner  prescribed  for  the  removal  of  the  clerk  of  the  Civil 
District  Court,  conformably  to  rules  to  be  adopted  by  said  judges, 
rtnd  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  for  the  Parish  oi 
Orleans. 

Art.  146.  The  judges,  clerk  and  constable  of  said  court  shall  be 
elected  for  the  term  of  four  years  bv  the  qualified  voters  of  the  City 
of  New  Orleans  on  the  left  bank  ot  the  Mississippi  river.  The  first 
election  under  this  provision  shall  be  held  at  the  next  parochial  and 
municipal  election. 

Art.  147.  There  shall  also  be  a  Second  City  Court  in  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river,  now  known 
as  the  Fifth  District  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans ;  and  said  court  shall 
have  the  same  jurisdiction  as  the  First  City  Court  in  all  cases  where 
the  defendant  resides  in  the  Fifth  District.  There  shall  be  one  clerk 
for  said  City  Court,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred 
dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  by  the  City  Treasurer,  out  of  the 
fund  hereinafter  provided.  There  shall  be  a  constable  for  said  court, 
whose  compensation  shall  be  the  fees  of  his  oflice,  as  may  be  now  or 
hereafter  fixed  by  law.  The  judge  of  said  court  shall  have  the  same 
qualifications  anS  authority  as  the  judges  of  the  First  City  Court, 
and  shall  receive  the  same  compensation.  Said  judge,  clerk  ana 
constable  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  said  Fifth  District 
of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  for  the  term  of  four  years.  The  first 
election  under  this  provision  shall  be  held  at  the  next  parochial  and 
municipal  election.  The  clerk  and  constable  shall  each  furnish  bond 
in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the  judge  of 
the  court;  and  they  shall  be  removable  by  tne  judge  of  said  court 
after  due  trial,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the 
Parish  of  Orleans. 

Art.  148.  There  shall  be  a  District  Attorney  for  the  Parish  of 
Orleans,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  said  parish  for  the  term 
of  four  vears,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salarv  of  one  thousand 
dollars,  and  such  fees  as  may  be  allowed  by  law ;  but  no  fees  shall  be 
allowed  in  criminal  cases  except  upon  conviction.  lie  shall  be  a 
licensed  attorney,  and  may  appoint  two  assistants  with  like  qualifi- 
cations, at  salaries  not  to  exceea  eighteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 
He  shall  appoint  such  other  assistants  as  may  be  required,  at  salaries 
to  be  fixed  and  paid  by  him. 

Art.  149.  There  shall  be  a  register  of  conveyances  and  a  recorder 
of  mortgages  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
voters  oi  said  parish  for  the  term  of  four  years.  Their  qualifications 
and  duties  shall  be  as  fixed  by  law ;  the  register  of  conveyances  shall 
furnish  bond  in  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  and  the  recorder 
of  mortgages  in  the  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  which  said 
bonds  shall  be  examined  by  the  judges  of  the  Civil  District  Court,  and 
all  testimony  given  in  said  examinations  shall  be  reduced  to  writing 
and  filed  in  the  court ;  they  shall  appoint  such  deputies  and  at  such 
salaries  as  are  now  authorized  by  law,  or  as  hereinafter  provided. 
They  shall  be  governed,  with  respect  to  the  fees  and  expenses  of  their 
offices,  the  manner  of  their  compensation  and  their  obligations  with 
regard  to  accounting  and  settling,  as  hereinafter  prescribed.    The 
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compensation  of  the  register  of  conveyances  shall  be  twenty-five 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  of  the  recorder  of  mortgages 
shall  be  four  thousand  dollars  per  annum. 

Art.  150.  The  judges  of  the  Civil  and  Criminal  District  Courts  for 
the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  of  the  City  Courts  of  New  Orleans, 
and  the  clerks  and  constables  of  said  courts  respectively,  and  the 
sheriffs,  district  attorney,  register  of  conveyances  and  recorder  of 
mortgages  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  who  shall  be  serving  at  the 
time  oi  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall,  unless  removed  for 
cause,  remain  in  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  for  which  they 
were  elected  or  appointed. 

The  three  judges  of  the  Civil  District  Court  and  the  one  judge. of 
the  Criminal  District  Court,  whose  terms  expire  in  1900,  shall  serve 
until  after  the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors,  who  shall 
be  elected  at  the  Congressional  election  of  that  year;  and  the  terms 
of  the  two  judges  of  the  Civil  District  Court  and  the  one  judge  of  the 
Criminal  District  Court,  whose  terms  expire  in  1904,  shall  serve  until 
the  election  and  qualification  of  their  successors,  who  shall  be  elected 
at  the  Congressional  election  of  that  year. 

All  cases  in  said  courts,  and  all  writs,  orders  and  process  issued 
therefrom,  and  which  shall  be  pending  or  in  course  of  execution, 
together  with  all  the  records  and  archives  of  said  courts,  and  of  the 
offices  hereinabove  mentioned  shall,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution, at  once,  and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  hereof,  be  trans- 
ferred to,  and  held  to  be  cases  pending  in,  and  writs,  orders  and  proc- 
ess issued  from,  and  in  course  of  execution  under  the  authority  of, 
and  records  and  archives  belonging  and  pertaining  to  the  Civil  and 
Criminal  District  Courts  and  the  clerks  thereof,  and  the  offices  of  the 
civil  and  criminal  sheriffs,  district  attorney,  register  of  conveyances 
and  recorder  of  mortgages  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  respectively  es- 
tablished and  provided  for  by  this  Constitution.  No  change  in  the 
system  of  docketing  or  numbering  shall  be  required  for  the  purpose  of 
suits  which  may  hereafter  be  filed  in  either  of  said  courts,  nor  shall 
any  new  set  of  Ixwks,  or  system  of  keeping  the  same,  be  required  for 
the  purposes  of  any  of  said  offices.  The  books  and  records  of  the 
Court  of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans  shall  be  transferred  to, 
and  all  appeals  held  to  be  cases  pending  in  the  Court  of  Appeals 
herein  provided  for,  and  without  the  formality  of  being  renumbered 
or  docketed,  and  the  same  rule  shall  apply  to  cases  pending  in  the 
Third  City  Court  of  New  Orleans  upon  the  organization  of  the  Sec- 
ond City  Court  of  New  Orleans,  as  hereinbefore  provided.  Upon  the 
organization  of  the  First  City  Court  of  New  Orleans,  as  herein- 
before provided,  all  books,  records  and  archives  of  the  First,  Second 
and  Fourth  Citv  Courts  of  New  Orleans  as  now  constituted,  and  of 
the  clerks  and  constables  thereof,  and  all  suits,  orders  and  process 
issued  from  and  in  course  of  execution  under  the  authority  of  said 
courts,  shall  \>e  transferred  thereto,  and  all  cases  pending  in  said 
courts  shall  be  redocketed  and  numbered  in  said  First  City  Court, 
upon  application  of  any  of  the  parties  in  interest,  and  without  cost 

to  them. 

The  laws  regulating  the  sessions  of  and  practice  in  the  Civil  and 
Criminal  District  Courts  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  the  City 
Courts  of  New  Orleans,  which  may  be  in  fore©  at  the  time  of  the 
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adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall,  if  not  in  conflict  herewith,  re- 
main in  force  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Art.  151.  All  cases  on  appeal  from  the  City  Courts  of  New  Orleans 
to  the  Civil  District  Court,  upon  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
Aall  remain  and  be  tried  in  said  Civil  District  Court. 

Abt.  152.  The  recorders  of  the  Citv  of  New  Orleans  who  may  be 
erring  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall,  unless 
removed  for  cause,  continue  ui  the  exercise  of  their  functions  and 
jurisdiction,  conformably  to  existing  laws,  and  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided, except  in  so  far  as  such  functions  and  jurisdiction  may  be  af- 
fected by  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  which  confer  appellate 
and  supervisory  jurisdiction  on  the  Criminal  District  Court  and 
original  jurisdiction  in  certain  matters  on  the  City  Criminal  Courts. 

Art.  153.  The  election  of  judges  and  other  officers  for  the  Parish 
of  Orleans  and  City  of  New  Orleans,  herein  provided  for,  the  time 
of  which  is  not  specially  fixed,  shall  be  held  at  the  time  of  the 
parochial  and  municipal  elections. 

Art.  154.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  costs  to  be  paid 
clerks,  sheriffs,  constables,  recorder  of  mortgages  and  register  of  con- 
veyances, shall  be  as  now  fixed,  except  that  in  no  case  shall  the  costs 
of  filing  appeals  from  the  City  Courts  exceed  the  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Art.  155.  The  General  Assembly  shall  grade  all  misdemeanors  and 
minor  offenses  against  the  State,  and  shall  fix  the  minimum  and 
maximum  penalties  therefor. 

Art.  156.  All  valid  warrants  issued  for  salaries  and  authorized  ex- 
penses of  the  offices  of  the  clerk  of  the  Civil  District  Court,  register 
of  conveyances  and  recorder  of  mortgages  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
of  the  clerks  of  the  City  Courts  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  for 
salaries  of  the  clerks  ol  the  Court  of  Appeal,  which  are  payable  out 
of  the  special  judicial  expense  fund  provided  for  by  Article  146  of 
the  Constitution  of  1879,  as  amended,  and  which  shall  l)e  outstanding 
and  unpaid  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  or  which 
shall  be  issued  for  the  current  month  in  which  this  Constitution  is 
adopted,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  subsisting  claims  against 
the  revenues  of  the  respective  offices  upon  which  said  fund  was  made 
dependent. 

The  holders  of  said  warrants  may  present  them  within  six  months 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  to  the  Board  of  Liquidation 
of  the  City  Debt,  and  receive  therefor  the  bonds  hereinafter  author- 
ized to  be  issued ;  and  the  City  of  New  Orleans  is  required,  within 
three  months  from  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  to  provide  for 
.^aid  warrants  or  claims,  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  sum  of  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary;  said  bonds  shall  be  for  the  face  value  of  said  war- 
rants, in  such  denominations  as  the  said  Board  of  Liquidation  shall 
recommend,  and  shall  be  dated  July  1st,  1898,  and  made  payable 
twenty-five  years  after  date,  or  earlier,  at  the  option  of  saici  board, 
and  shall  bear  four  per  cent  per  annum  interest,  payable  semi- 
annually, and  represented  by  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  the 
first  of  said  coupons  payable  Januaiy  1st,  1899;  said  bonds  to  be 
known  as  Judicial  Expense  Fund  Bonds,  and  to  be  signed  by  the 
Mayor  and  Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  delivered 
^0  the  Board  of  Liquidation  of  the  City  Debt  and  shall  be  counter- 
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signed  by  the  president  and  secretary  of  said  board  and  issued  by 
said  board  to  tne  holders  of  said  warrants  upon  surrender  of  same. 
Neither  the  State  of  Louisiana  nor  the  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  ever 
be  liable  for  the  payment  of  said  bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon,  ex- 
cept from  the  special  fund  herein  provided  for,  and  any  appropria- 
tion or  other  provision  therefor  made  by  the  State  or  city  shall  be 
null  and  void. 

There  shall  be  stamped  across  the  face  of  said  bonds  the  words: 
"  Issued  in  accordance  with  Article  156  of  the  Constitution  of 
Louisiana  of  1898." 

The  clerk  of  the  Civil  District  Court,  register  of  conveyances  and 
recorder  of  mortgages  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  and  the  clerks  of 
the  City  Courts  of  New  Orleans,  shall  keep  accurate  and  detailed 
accounts  in  books  to  be  used  exclusively  for  that  purpose,  of  all  fees 
and  charges  collected  in  their  oflSces,  respectively ;  and  they  shall  fur- 
nish, daily,  to  the  city  comptroller,  transcripts  of  said  accounts  duly 
certified  by  them  or  by  their  authority,  and  said  oflScers  shall  also 
daily  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  the  whole 
amount  of  fees  and  charges  so  collected. 

From  the  amounts  thus  paid  into  the  City  Treasury,  the  Treasurer 
shall  set  apart  and  reserve  twenty  per  cent  out  of  which  shall  first 
be  paid  the  expenses  necessary  for  the  preparation  and  execution  of 
the  aforesaid  bonds,  and  thereafter  the  same  shall  be  used  solely  and 
exclusively  to  retire  the  bonds  issued  in  payment  of  said  Judicial 
Expense  Fund  Warrants  and  interest  thereon,  and  the  certificates  of 
the  Comptroller  hereinafter  authorized;  and  upon  the  second  Tues- 
day in  December  and  June  of  every  year  the  said  Treasurer  shall  pay 
said  amounts  so  reserved,  and  also  the  amounts  received  from  the 
Civil  Sheriff,  to  the  Board  of  Liquidation  of  the  City  Debt,  until 
all  the  bonds  herein  authorized  have  been  retired  or  paid ;  and  on  the 
second  Tuesday  in  February  and  August  of  every  year,  said  Board 
of  Liquidation,  in  accordance  with  rules  to  be  adopted  and   made 

Eublic  by  it,  shall,  after  paying  the  semi-annual  interest  on  said 
onds,  purchase  or  redeem  with  such  money  thus  set  apart  as  may 
have  accumulated,  and  with  the  surplus  of  the  remaining  eighty 
per  cent  as  hereinafter  provided,  as  many  of  said  bonds  as  said  money 
will  buy  or  redeem,  preference  being  given  to  holders  offering  at  the 
lowest  rate;  and  all  such  bonds  so  purchased  or  redeemed  shall  be  by 
said  Board  of  Liquidation  immediately  canceled,  and  a  record  made 
thereof. 

From  the  remaining  eight v  per  cent  of  said  fund  there  shall  be 
paid  monthlv  the  current  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  offices  from 
which  same  is  derived,  including  the  salary  of  the  docket  and  minute 
clerks  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  as  now  constituted  and  until  the  elec- 
tion of  the  clerk  of  the  said  court,  as  above  provided,  together  with 
such  authorized  expenses  of  said  offices  as  are  not  required  to  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  New  Orleans;  and  the  surplus  of  said  eighty  per  cent, 
it  any,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  to  the  said  Board  of  Liauida- 
tion,  and  shall  be  used  to  redeem  or  pay  said  bonds  and  certificates 
as  hereinbefore  and  hereinafter  provided. 

But  if  said  eighty  per  cent,  during  the  six  months  ending  July 
31st,  or  January  31st,  of  anv  year,  should  prove  inadequate  to  pay 
said  salaries  anci  expenses,  the  comptroller  shall  prorate  the  deficit 
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among  those  entitled  to  payment,  and  shall  issue  certificates  therefor 
in  sums  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  which  shall  bear  interest  at  the  rate 
of  four  per  cent  per  annum  from  date,  and  shall  be  paid  from  the 
funds  herein  set  apart  and  reserved  only  after  all  the  bonds  issued 
in  pa^onent  of  outstanding  warrants  shall  have  first  been  redeemed 
or  paid. 

All  disbursements  from  said  fund  for  stationery  shall  be  made  upon 
the  requisitions  of  the  oflicers  requiring  same ;  said  requisitions  to  be 
approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  rfew  Orleans;  and  in  all  cases 
such  disbursements  and  all  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  of 
the  City  of  New  Orleans  upon  warrants  drawn  against  said  fund 
by  the  comptroller  of  said  city,  approved,  so  far  as  the  Civil  District 
Court  is  concerned  by  the  presidiiig  judge  thereof,  for  the  office  of 
the  recorder  of  mortgages  and  the  omce  of  the  register  of  conveyances, 
by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  for  the  offices  of  the 
respective  City  Courts  by  the  judge  or  judges  thereof,  and  for  the 
officers  of  the  Court  of  Appeal  by  one  of  the  judges  thereof. 

Until  the  full  and  final  payment  of  all  of  said  bonds  and  certificates 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  the  salaries  of  the  employes  of  the  various 
offices  hereinafter  named  shall  remain  as  now  fixed  by  law,  and  there 
shall  be  no  increase  in  the  number  of  employes  now  authorized  by  law 
for  the  offices  of  recorder  of  mortgages  or  register  of  conveyances, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Civil  District  Court  sitting  en  banc; 
and  the  number  of  employes  of  the  Civil  District  Court  snail  be  as 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  thereof. 

ThB  clerks  of  the  First  and  Second  City  Courts,  until  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  City  Courts  hereinbefore  provided  for,  may  each  appoint 
with  the  approval  of  the  judge  thereof,  an  additional  deputy  clerk 
at  fifty  dollars  per  month,  but  no  other  employes,  nor  larger  salaries 
than  those  now  fixed  by  law,  shall  be  allowed  to  the  City  Courts. 

The  said  Board  of  Liquidation  hereinbefore  named  shall  have  the 
right  to  reject  any  and  all  bids  made  for  the  redemption  of  bonds 
Issued  as  hereinabove  provided,  and  should  there  be  no  bids,  or  none 
be  accepted,  then  said  Board  of  Liquidation,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
in  February  and  August  of  each  year,  with  whatever  amount  has 
been  paid  to  said  Board  by  the  Treasurer  as  herein  provided,  shall, 
after  paying  the  interest,  pay  said  bonds  in  numerical  order. 

After  the  payment  of  all  of  said  bonds,  the  twenty  per  cent,  reserve 
herein  provided,  and  any  surplus  of  the  remaining  eighty  per  cent, 
shall  be  used  bv  the  City  Treasurer  in  paying  the  certificates  herein 
provided  for,  ii  any,  in  the  order  of  their  Issue.  When  said  Judicial 
Expense  Fund  Bonds  and  Comptroller's  certificates,  if  any  of  the 
latter  shall  be  issued,  shall  have  been  retired  and  canceled,  the 
salaries  and  expenses  of  the  various  offices  affected  by  this  aritcle  and 
the  revenue  of  said  offices  shall  be  regulated  and  disposed  of  as  may 
he  determined  by  the  General  Assembly. 

This  article  shall  take  effect  from  the  last  day  of  the  current  month 
in  which  this  Constitution  is  adopted,  and  all  amounts  arising  from 
the  Judicial  Expense  Fund,  which  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the 
State  Treasurer  on  that  date,  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  Board  of 
liquidation  of  the  City  Debt,  and  be  used  by  said  board  as  part  of 
the  funds  hereinabove  referred  to. 

Abt.  157.  Vacancies  occurring  from  any  cause  in  the  judicial  offices 
of  the  Parish  of  Orleans  or  City  of  New  Orleans,  shall  be  filled  by 
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appointment  by  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  tlitj 
Senate,  for  the  unexpired  term.  l 

Art.  158.  The  fact  that  the  officers  and  deputies  herein  provide*! 
for  are  paid  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  not  make  them  officer 
or  employes  thereof. 

GENERAL    PROVISIONS 

Art.  150.  No  person  shall  be  permitted  to  act  as  a  juror,  who,  ii| 
due  course  of  law,  shall  have  been  convicted  of  treason,  j)erjurv| 
forgery,  bribery  or  other  crime  punishable  by  imprisonment  in  tin 
penitentiary,  or  who  shall  be  unaer  interdiction. 

Art.  1()0.  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  all  officers,  befon 
entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  shall  take  the  fol 
lowing  oath  or  affirmation : 

"  I  (A.  B.)  do  solemnly  swear  (or  affirm)  that  I  will  support  tin 
Constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  the  Constitution  an* 
laws  of  this  State;  and  that  I  will  faithfully  and  impartial^  dis 

charge  and  i^erform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  me  as ,  acconli 

ing  to  the  best  of  my  ability  and  understanding.     So  help  me  God.1 

Art.  161.  The  seat  of  government  shall  be  and  remain  at  the  Cid 
of  Baton  Rouge. 

Art.  1()2.  Treason  against  the  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  or  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  them  aid  and  coinl 
fort.  .  No  person  shall  be  convicted  of  treason  except  on  the  testimonj 
of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  on  his  confession  in  open  court! 

Art.  103.  All  civil  officers  shall  be  removable  bv  an  address  of  twoj 
thirds  of  the  meml)ers  elected  to  each  House  of  the  General  Assembly 
except  those  whose  removal  is  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  Con 
stitution. 

Art.  164.  No  member  of  Congress,  nor  person  holding  or  exercising] 
any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or  any  State,  oi 
under  any  foreign  power,  shall  be  eligible  as  a  member  of  the  General 
Assembly,  or  hold  or  exercise  any  onice  of  trust  or  profit  under  tlM 
State. 

Art.  165.  The  laws,  public  records,  and  the  judicial  and  legislative 
written  proceedings  of  the  State,  shall  he  promulgated,  preserved  ami 
conducted  in  the  Enplish  language;  but  the  General  Assembly  nia^^ 
provide  for  the  publication  or  the  laws  in  the  French  langua^,  an(| 
provide  that  judicial  advertisements,  in  certain  designated  cities  and 
parishes,  shall  also  l)e  made  in  that  language. 

Art.  106.  No  ex-post  facto  law,  nor  any  law  impairing  the  obligsii 
tions  of  contracts,  sliall  be  passed,  nor  vested  rights  be  divested,  un^ 
less  for  purposes  of  public  utility,  and  for  adequate  compensation 
previously  made. 

Art.  167.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  nor  damaged  foi 
public  purposes  without  just  and  adequate  compensation  being  firs< 
paid. 

Art.  168.  No  power  of  suspending  the  laws  of  this  State  shall  W 
exercised  unless  bv  the  General  Assemblv,  or  bv  its  authoritv. 

Art.  169.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  change 
of  venue  in  civil  and  criminal  cases. 

Art.  170.  No  perscm  shall  hold  or  exercise,  at  the  same  time,  mom 
than  one  office  of  trust  or  profit,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  f)eace  or 
notary  public. 
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Art.  171.  The  General  Assembly  may  determine  the  mode  of  fill- 
ing vacancies  in  all  offices,  for  the  filling  of  which  provision  is  not 
made  in  this  Constitution. 

Art.  172.  All  officers  shall  continue  to  discharge  the  duties  of  their 
offices  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  inducted  into  office,  except 
in  case  of  impeachment  or  suspension. 

Art.  173.  The  military  shall  be  in  subordination  to  the  civil  power, 
and  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any  house  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  owner. 

Art.  174.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  it  obligatory  upon 
every  parish  to  support  all  infirm,  sick,  and  disabled  paupers  residing 
within  its  limits;  provided,  that  every  municipal  corporation  to 
which  the  powers  of  the  police  jury  do  not  extend,  shall  support  its 
own  infirm,  sick  and  disabled  paupers. 

Art.  175.  No  soldier,  sailor,  or  marine,  in  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  shall  hereafter  acquire  a  domicile  in  this  State  by  reason  of 
l)eing  stationed  or  doing  duty  in  the  same. 

Art.  176.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  such 
luws  as  may  be  proper  and  necessary  to  decide  differences  by  arbitra- 
tion. 

Art.  177.  The  power  of  the  courts  to  punish  for  contempt  shall  l)e 
limited  by  law. 

Art.  178.  Lotteries,  and  the  sale  of  lottery  tickets,  are  prohibited 
in  this  State. 

.Vrt.  179.  In  all  proceedings  or  indictments  for  lil)el,  the  truth 
thereof  may  be  given  in  evidence.     The  jury  in  all  criminal  cases 
^hall  be  the  judges  of  the  law  and  of  the  facts  on  the  question  of  guilt  . 
or  innocence,  having  been  charged  as  to  the  law  applicable  to  the  case 
by  the  presiding  judge. 

Art.  180.  No  officer  whose  salary  is  fixed  by  the  Constitution  shall 
be  allowed  any  fees  or  perquisites  of  office,  except  where  otherwise 
provided  for  by  this  Constitution. 

Art.  181.  The  regulation  of  the  sale  of  alcoholic  or  spirituous 
liquors  is  declared  a  police  regulation,  and  the  General  Assembly  may 
enact  laws  regulating  their  sale  and  use. 

Art.  182.  No  person  who,  at  any  time,  may  have  been  a  collector 
of  taxes,  whether  State,  parish,  or  municipal,  or  who  may  have  been 
otherwise  entrusted  with  public  money,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  (xen- 
«Tal  Assembly,  or  to  any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust,  under  the 
State  government,  or  any  parish,  or  municipality  thereof,  until  he 
shall  have  obtained  a  discharge  for  the  amount  of  such  collections, 
and  for  all  public  moneys  with  which  he  may  have  Ix^en  entrusted; 
and  the  General  Assembly  is  empowered  to  enact  laws  providing  for 
the  suspension  of  public  officials  charged  with  the  collection  of  public 
money,  when  such  officials  fail  to  account  for  same. 

Art.  183.  Any  person  who  shall,  directly  or  indirectly,  offer  or 
give  any  sum,  or  sums,  of  money,  bril)e,  i)rescnt,  reward,  promise,  or 
any  other  thing  to  any  officer.  State,  parochial,  or  municipal,  or  to  any 
member  or  officer  of  the  General  Assembly,  with  the  intent  to  induce 
or  influence  such  officer,  or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  ap- 
I)oint  any  person  to  office,  to  vote  or  exercise  any  power  in  him  vested, 
or  to  perform  any  duty  of  him  required,  the  person  giving  or  offering 
to  give,  and  the  officer,  or  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  so  re- 
ceiving any  money,  bribe,  present,  reward,  promise,  contract,  obliga- 
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tion,  or  securitv,  with  the  intent  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  bribery, 
and  on  being  found  guilty  thereof  by  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, or  by  either  House  of  the  General  Assembly  of  which  he 
may  be  a  member  or  officer,  shall  be  forever  disqualified  from  holding 
any  office,  State,  parochial,  or  municipal,  and  shall  be  forever  ineligi- 
ble to  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly ;  provided  that  this  shall  not  be 
so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  General  Assembly  from  enacting  ad- 
ditional penalties. 

Art.  184.  Any  person  may  be  compelled  to  testify  in  any  lawful 
proceeding  against  any  one  who  may  be  charged  with  having  com- 
mitted the  offense  of  bribery,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  withhold 
his  testimony  upon  the  ground  that  it  may  criminate  him  or  subject 
him  to  public  infamy ;  but  such  testimony  shall  not  afterwards  be| 
used  against  him  in  any  judicial  proceedings,  except  for  perjury  in 
giving  such  testimony. 

Art.  185.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  laws  to  protect  laborers 
on  buildings,  streets,  roads,  railroads,  canals,  and  other  similar  works, 
against  the  failure  of  contractors  and  sub-contractors  to  pay  their 
current  wages  when  due,  and  to  make  the  corporation,  company,  or 
individual,  for  whose  benefit  the  work  is  done,  responsible  lor  their 
ultimate  payment. 

Art.  186."^  No  mortgage  or  privilege  on  immovable  property  shall 
affect  third  persons,  unless  recorded  or  registered  in  the  parish  where 
the  property  is  situated,  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  as  is  now 
or  may  be  prescril)ed  by  law,  except  privileges  for  expenses  of  last 
illness  and  privileges  for  taxes.  State,  parish,  or  municipal ;  provided, 
such  tax  liens,  mortgages,  and  privileges,  shall  lapse  m  three  years 
from  the  31st  day  or  December,  in  the  year  in  which  the  taxes  are 
levied,  and  whether  now  or  hereafter  recorded. 

Art.  187.  Privileges  on  movable  property  shall  exist  without  regis- 
tration of  the  same,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  General  Assembly 
mav  prescribe  by  law. 

Art.  188.  Gambling  is  a  vice,  and  the  I^egislature  shall  pass  laws 
to  suppress  it. 

Art.  189.  The  pernicious  practice  of  dealing  or  gambling  in 
futures  on  agricultural  products  or  articles  of  necessity,  where  the 
intention  of  the  parties  is  not  to  make  an  honest  and  bona  fide  de- 
livery, is  declared  to  be  against  public  policy;  and  the  Legislature 
shall  pass  laws  to  suppress  it. 

Art.  190.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  persons  or  corporations,  or  their 
legal  representatives,  to  combine  or  conspire  together,  or  to  unite  or 
pool  their  interests  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  up  or  down  the  price 
of  any  agricultural  product  or  article  of  necessity,  for  speculative 
purposes;  and  the  I^egislature  shall  pass  laws  to  suppress  it. 

Art.  191.  Xo  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  public  officer,  or 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  a  public  office  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  shall  directlv  on  indirectly,  ask,  demand,  accept,  receive,  or 
consent  to  receive,  for  his  own  use  or  benefit,  or  for  the  use  or  benefit 
of  another,  any  free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege,  or 
discrimination  in  passenger,  telegraph,  or  telephone  rates,  from  any 
person  or  corporation,  or  make  use  of  the  same  himself  or  in  con- 
junction with  another. 
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Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this  Article  shall  forfeit 
his  ofice,  at  the  suit  of  the  Attorney-General,  or  the  District  Attor- 
ney, to  be  brought  at  the  domicile  of  the  defendant,  and  shall  be 
•subject  to  such  nirther  penalty  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Any  corporation,  or  officer,  or  agent  thereof,  who  shall  give,  or 
offer,  or  promise,  to  a  public  officer  any  such  free  pass,  free  trans- 
|K)rtation,  franking  privilege,  or  discrimination,  shall  be  liable  to 
pimishment  for  each  offense  by  a  fine  of  five  hundred  dollars,  to 
in*  recovered  at  the  suit  of  the  Attorney-General,  or  District  Attorney, 
to  be  brought  at  the  domicile  of  the  officer  to  whom  such  free  pass, 
free  transportation,  franking  privilege,  or  discrimination,  was  given, 
offered,  or  promised. 

No  person,  or  officer,  or  agent,  of  a  corporation,  giving  any  such 
free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege,  or  discrimination, 
hereby  prohibited,  shall  be  privileged  from  testifying  in  relation 
thereto ;  but  he  shall  not  be  liable  to  civil  or  criminal  prosecution 
therefor,  if  he  shall  testify  to  the  giving  of  the  same. 

Art.  192.  Whenever  the  General  Assembly  shall  authorize  a  suit 
against  the  State  it  shall  provide  in  the  act  authorizing  the  same, 
that  such  suit  be  institutea  before  the  District  Court  at  the  State 
Capital ;  that  citation  to  answer  such  suit  shall  be  served  both  upon 
the  Governor  and  the  Attorney-General ;  that  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  State  shall  Have  appellate  jurisdiction  in  such  suit,  without  regard 
to  the  amount  involved ;  that  the  only  object  of  such  suit,  and  the  only 
effect  of  the  judgment  therein,  shall  be  a  judicial  interpretation  of 
the  legal  rights  or  the  parties  for  the  consideration  of  the  Legislature 
in  making  appropriations;  that  the  burden  of  proof  shall  rest  upon 
the  plaintiff  or  claimant  to  show  that  the  cJaim  sued  upon  is  a  legal 
and  valid  obligation  of  the  State,  incurred  in  strict  conformity  to  law, 
not  in  violation  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  or  of  the  United 
States,  and  for  a  valid  consideration,  and  that  all  these  things  shall  be 
affirmatively  declared  by  the  Supreme  Court  before  any  judgment  is 
recognized  for  any  purpose  against  the  State. 

Art.  193.  Prescription  shall  not  run  against  the  State  in  any  civil 
matter,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  or  expreasly 
hv  law. 

*  _ 

Art.  194.  There  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  a  State  Examiner  of  State 
Banks,  who  shall  be  an  expert  accountant,  and  who  shall  make  ex- 
aminations of  all  State  banks  at  least  twice  in  every  year.  His 
term  of  office  shall  be  four  years  and  the  Legislature  shall  define  his 
duties  and  fix  his  compensation. 

Art.  195.  The  New  Basin  Canal  and  Shell  Road,  and  their  ap- 

urtenances,  shall  not  be  leased,  nor  alienated,  nor  shall  the  Carondfe- 
et  Canal  and  Bayou  St.  John,  and  their  appurtenances,  be  leased,  or 
alienated  when  they  shall  come  into  the  possession  of  the  State. 

Art.  196.  The  (jeneral  Assembly  may  authorize  the  employment 
under  State  supervision  and  the  proper  officers  and  employes  of  the 
State,  of  convicts  on  public  roads  or  other  public  works,  or  convict 
farms,  or  in  manufactories  owned  or  controlled  bv  the  State,  under 
Huch  provisions  and  restrictions  as  may  l)e  imposed  by  law,  and  shall 
enact  laws  necessary  to  carry  these  provisions  into"  effect;  and  no 
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convict  sentenced  to  the  State  penitentiary  shall  ever  be  leased,  or 
hired  to  any  person,  or  persons,  or  corporation,  private  or  public,  or 
quasi-public,  or  board,  save  as  herein  authorizea.  This  article  shall 
take  effect  upon  the  expiration  of  the  penitentiary  lease,  made  pur- 
suant to  Act  jS^o.  114,  approved  July  10th,  1890. 

SUFFRAGE   AND   ELECTIONS. 

Art.  197.  Every  male  citizen  of  this  State  and  of  the  United 
States,  native  born  or  naturalized,  not  less  than  twenty-one  years  of 
age,  and  possessing  the  following  qualifications,  shall  be  an  elector, 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  the  State  by  the  people, 
except  as  may  be  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sec.  1.  He  shall  have  been  an  actual  Ixina-fide  resident  of  this 
State  for  two  years,  of  the  parish  one  year  and  of  the  precinct  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote  six  months  next  preceding  the  election ;  pro- 
vided, that  removal  from  one  precinct  to  another  in  the  same  parish 
shall  not  operate  to  deprive  any  person  of  the  right  to  vote  in  the 
precinct  from  which  he  has  removed,  until  six  months  after  such 
removal. 

Sec.  2.  He  shall  have  been  at  the  time  he  offers  to  vote,  legally 
enrolled  as  a  registered  voter  on  his  personal  application,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution,  and  the  laws  enacted 
thereunder. 

The  qualifications  of  voters  and  the  registration  laws  in  force  prior 
to  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall  remain  in  force  until  De- 
cember 31st,  1898,  at  which  date  all  the  provisions  of  this  Constitu- 
tion relative  to. suffrage,  registration  ana  election,  except  as  herein- 
after otherwise  provided,  shall  go  into  effect,  and  the  General  Assem- 
bly shall,  and  is  hereby  directed,  at  its  regular  session  in  1898,  to 
enact  a  general  registration  law  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions 
of  this  Constitution  relative  to  the  qualifications  and  registration  of 
voters. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  l)e  able  to  read  and  write,  and  shall  demonstrate 
his  ability  to  do  so  when  he  applies  for  registration,  by  making, 
under  oath  -administered  by  the  registration  officer  or  his  dep- 
uty, written  application  therefor,  in  the  English  language,  or  his 
mother  tongue,  which  application  shall  contain  the  essential  facts 
necessary  to  show  that  he  is  entitled  to  register  and  vote,  and  shall 
be  entirely  written,  dated  and  signed  by  hmi,  in  the  presence  of  the 
registration  officer  or  his  deputy,  without  assistance  or  suggestion 
from  any  person  or  any  memorandum  whatever,  except  the  lorm  of 
application  hereinafter  set  forth;  provided,  however,  that  if  the 
applicant  In?  unable  to  write  his  application  in  the  Enfiflish  language, 
he  shall  have  the  right,  if  he  so  demands,  to  write  the  same  m  his 
mother  tongue  from  the  dictation  of  an  interpreter;  and  if  the  appli- 
cant is  unable  to  write  his  application  by  reason  of  physical  disability, 
the  same  shall  be  written  at  his  dictation  by  the  registration  officer 
or  his  deputy,  upon  his  oath  of  such  disability.  The  application  for 
registration,  above  provided  for,  shall  l)e  a  copy  of  the  following 
form,  with  the  proper  names,  dates  and  numl)ers  substituted  for  the 
blanks  appearing  therein,  to-wit :

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on  the day  of ,  in  the  year .    I  am  now 


years, months  and days  of  age.    I  have  resided  in  this  State 

since ,  in  this  parish ,  ana  in  Precinct  No. ,  of  Ward 

Xo. ,  of  this  parish,  since ,  and  I  am  not  disfranchised  by 

any  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  this  State." 

Sec.  4.  If  he  be  not  able  to  read  and  write,  as  provided  by  Section 
three  of  this  article,  then  he  shall  be  entitled  to  register  and  vote 
if  he  shall,  at  the  time  he  offers  to  register,  be  the  bona  fide  owner  of 
property  assessed  to  him  in  this  State  at  a  valuation  of  not  le&s  than 
three  hundred  dollars  on  the  assessment  roll  of  the  current  year  in 
which  he  offers  to  register,  or  on  the  roll  of  the  preceding  year,  if 
the  roll  of  the  current  year  shall  not  then  have  been  completed  and 
filed,  and  on  which,  if  such  property  be  personal  only,  all  taxes  due 
shall  have  been  paid.  The  applicant  lor  registration  under  this 
.section  shall  make  oath  before  the  registration  officer  or  his  deputy, 
that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  over  the 
age  of  twenty -one  years;  that  he  possesses  the  qualifications  pre- 
scribed in  section  one  of  this  article,  and  that  he  is  the  owner  of  prop- 
erty assessed  in  this  State  to  him  at  a  valuation  of  not  less  than 
three  hundred  dollars,  and  if  such  property  be  personal  only,  that  all 
taxes  due  thereon  have  been  paid. 

Sec.  5.  Xo  male  person  who  was  on  January  1st,  1867,  or  at  any 
date  prior  thereto,  entitled  to  vote  under  the  Constitution  or  statutes 
of  any  State  of  the  United  States,  wherein  he  then  resided,  and  no 
son  or  grandson  of  any  such  person  not  less  than  twenty -one  years  of 
age  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  no  male 
person  of  foreign  birth,  who  was  naturalized  prior  to  the  first  day  of 
January,  1898,  shall  be  denied  the  right  to  register  and  vote  in  this 
State  by  reason  of  his  failure  to  possess  the  educational  or  property 
qualifications  prescribed  by  this  Constitution ;  provided,  he  shall  have 
resided  in  this  State  for  nve  years  next  preceaing  the  date  at  which 
he  shall  apply  for  registration,  and  shall  have  registered  in  accord- 
ance with  the  terms  of  this  article  prior  to  September  1,  1898,  and  no 
l)erson  shall  be  entitled  to  register  under  this  section  after  said  date. 

Every  person  claiming  the  benefit  of  this  section  shall  make;  appli- 
cation to  the  proper  registration  officer,  or  his  deputy,  for  registra- 
tion, and  he  shall  make  oath  before  such  registration  officer  or  his 
deputy,  in  the  form  following,  viz. :  "  I  am  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  State,  over  the  age  of  twenty-one  years ;  I  have 
resided  in  this  State  for  five  years  next  preceding  this  date.    I  was 

on  the day  of entitled  to  vote  under  the  Constitution  or 

statutes  of  the  State  of ,  wherein  I  then  resided  (or,  I  am  the 

son,  or  grandson)   of ,  who  was  on  the  day  of  

entitled  to  vote  under  the  Constitution  or  statutes,  of  the  State  of 

,  wherein  he  then  resided,  and  I  desire  to  avail  mvself  of  the 

privileges  conferred  by  section  5  of  Article  197  of  the  Constitution 
of  this  State." 

A  separate  registration  of  voters  applying  under  this  section,  shall 
be  mhde  by  the  registration  officer  of  every  parish,  and  for  this  pur- 
pose the  registrajtion  officer  of  every  parish  shall  keep  his  office  open 
daily,  Sundays  and  legal  holidays  excepted,  from  May  16th,  1898, 
until  August  81st,  1898,  both  included,  during  the  hours  prescribed 
by  Act  Xo.  89  of  the  General  Assembly  of  1896.     In  every  parish, 
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except  the  parish  of  Orleans,  he  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  courthoust^ 
at  least  during  the  months  of  Mav,  June  and  August,  and  during  the 
month  of  July,  he  shall  keep  it  for  at  least  one  daj'  at  or  near  each 
polling  place,  giving  thirty  days'  notice  thereof  by  publication. 

The  registration  of  voters  under  this  section  shall  close  on  the  31st 
day  of  August,  1898,  and  immediately  thereafter  the  registration 
officer  of  every  parish  shall  make  a  sworn  copy,  in  duplicate,  of  the 
list  of  persons  registered  under  this  section,  showing  in  detail  whether 
the  applicant  registered  as  a  voter  of  1807,  or  prior  thereto,  or  as  the 
son  of  such  voter,  or  as  the  grandson  of  such  voter,  and  deposit  one  of 
said  duplicates  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  by  him 
recorded  and  preserved  as  a  part  of  the  permanent  records  of  his 
office,  and  the  other  of  said  duplicates  shall  be  by  him  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  District  Court  of  the  parish,  and  in  the 
parish  of  Orleans,  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of  Mortgages,  there  t<* 
remain  a  permanent  n^cord. 

All  persons  whose  names  appear  on  said  registration  lists  shall  1h» 
admitted  to  register  for  all  elections  in  this  State  without  possessin«r 
the  educational  or  property  qualification  prescribed  by  this  Constitu- 
tion, unless  otherwise  disqualified,  and  all  persons  who  do  not  by 
l^ersonal  application  claim  exemption  from  the  provisions  of  sections 
3  and  4  of  this  article  before  September  1st,  1898,  shall  be  forever 
denied  the  right  to  do  so. 

The  Legislature  shall,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution,  provide  the  manner  in  which  ipersons  whose  names  ap- 
pear upon  said  registration  lists  shall  hereafter  register,  which  mode 
may  be  different  from  that  required  for  persons  registering  under 
ihe  other  sections  of  this  article;  and  shall  also  provide  a  remedy 
whereby  subsequently  to  the  close  of  said  registration  on  August  :Ust, 
1898,  the  names  of  anv  persons  who  may  have  obtained  registration 
under  this  section  bv  false  statements  of  fact  or  other  fraud,  shall  by 
appropriate  proceecCings  be  stricken  from  said  roll. 

Art.  198.  yo  person  less  than  sixty  years  of  age  shall  be  permitted 
to  vote  at  any  election  in  the  State  who  shall  not,  in  addition  to  the 
qualifications  above  prescribed,  have  paid  on  or  before  the  31st  day 
of  Decemlier,  of  each  year,  for  the  two  vears  preceding  the  year  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote,  a  poll  tax  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  to  be  used 
exclusivelv  in  aid  of  the  public  schools  of  the  parish  in  which  such 
tax  shall  liave  been  collected ;  which  tax  is  hereby  imposed  on  every 
male  resident  of  this  State  between  the  age  of  twenty-one  and  sixtyl 
years.  Poll  taxes  shall  be  a  lien  only  upon  assessed  property,  anaj 
no  process  shall  issue  to  enforce  the  collection  of  the  same  except 
against  assessed  property. 

Every  person  liaole  for  such  tax  shall,  before  beinjg  allowed  to 
vote,  exhibit  to  the  Commissioners  of  Election  his  poll  tax  receipts 
for  two  years,  issued  on  the  official  form,  or  duplicates  thereof,  in  tlii 
event  o/  loss,  or  proof  of  payment  of  such  poll  taxes  may  be  maJ< 
by  a  certificate  ot  the  tax  collector,  which  shall  be  sent  to  the  Com 
niissioners  of  the  several  voting  precincts,  showing  a  list  of  those  wh 
have  paid  said  two  years'  poll  taxes  as  above  provided,  and  the  date 
of  payment.  It  is  nereby  declared  to  be  forgery,  and  punishable  a 
such,  for  any  tax  collector  or  other  person,  to  antedate,  or  alter, 
poll  tax  receipt.    Any  person  who  shall  pay  the  poll  tax  of  another 
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or  advance  him  money  for  that  purpose,  in  order  to  influence  his  vote, 
>hall  be  guilty  of  bribery  and  punished  accordingly.  The  provi- 
.^ions  of  this  section  as  to  the  payment  of  poll  taxes  shall  not  apply 
to  persons  who  are  deaf  and  dumb,  or  bhnd,  nor  to  persons  under 
twenty-three  years  of  a^,  who  have  paid  all  poll  taxes  assessed 
acjainst  them.  This  section  shall  not  go  into  operation  until  after 
the  general  State  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  1900,  and  the  Ijegis- 
lature  elected  in  the  year  1908  shall  have  authority  to  repeal  or  modify 
the  siime. 

Art.  199.  Upon  all  questions  submitted  to  the  taxpayers,  as  such, 
of  any  municipal  or  other  political  subdivision  of  this  State,  the 
qualifications  of  such  taxpayers  as  voters  shall  lx»  those  of  age  and 
rpj^idence  prescribed  by  this  article,  and  women  taxpayers  shall  have 
the  right'to  vote  at  all  such  elections,  without  registration,  in  person 
or  by  their  a^nts,  authorized  in  writing;  but  all  other  persons  voting 
:it  Mich  elections  shall  be  registered  voters. 

Art.  200.  'Xo  person  shall  vote  at  any  primary  election  or  in  any 
convention  or  other  political  assembly  held  for  the  purpose  of  nom- 
inating any  candidate  for  public  office,  unless  he  is  at  the  time  a  regis- 
tered voter.  And  in  all  political  conventions  in  this  State  the  appor- 
tionment of  representation  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  population. 

Art.  201.  Any  person  possessing  the  qualifications  prescribed  by 
Section  8  or  4  or  Article  197  of  this  Constitution,  who  may  l)e  denied 
registration,  shall  have  the  right  to  apply  for  relief  to  the  District 
Court  having  jurisdiction  of  civil  causes  for  the  parish  in  which  he 
offers  to  register,  and  the  party  cast  in  said  suit  shall  have  the  right 
of  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court ;  and  any  citizen  of  the  State  shall 
have  a  like  right  to  apply  to  said  courts,  to  have  stricken  off  any 
nsimes  illegally  placed  on  said  registration  rolls  under  Sections  3  and 
4  of  Article  197,  and  such  applications  and  appeals  shall  be  tried  by 
said  courts  by  preference,  in  open  court  or  at  chaml)ers.  The  Gen- 
eral Assembly  snail  provide  by  law  for  such  applications  and  appeals 
without  cost,  and  for  the  prosecution  of  all  persons  charged  with 
illegal  or  fraudulent  registration  or  voting,  or  any  other  crime  or 
offense  against  the  registration  or  election  or  primary  election  laws. 

Art.  202.  The  following  persons  shall  not  be  permitted  to  register, 
vote  or  hold  any  office  or  appointment  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  in  this 
State,  to-wit:  Those  who  have  been  convicted  of  any  crime  punish- 
able by  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  and  not  afterwards  par- 
doned with  express  restoration  of  franchise:  those  who  are  inmates 
of  any  charitable  institution,  except  the  Soldiers'  Home;  those  actu- 
ally confined  in  any  public  prison ;  all  indicted  persons,  and  all  per- 
sons notoriously  insane  or  idiotic,  whether  interdicted  or  not. 

Art.  203.  In  all  elections  by  the  people  the  electors  shall  vote  by 
ballot,  and  the  ballots  cast  shall  be  publicly  counted.  In  all  elections 
by  persons  in  a  representative  capacity,  the  vote  shall  be  rira-roce. 

Art.  204.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases  except  treason,  felony  or 
breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  during  their  attendance 
on  elections,  and  in  going  to  and  returning  from  the  same. 

Art.  205.  The  General  Assembly  shall  by  law  forbid  the  giving  or 
selling  of  intoxicating  drinks,  on  the  day  of  any  election,  or  primary 
election,  within  one  mile  of  any  polling  place. 
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Art.  206.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  general  State  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  once  every  four  years  on  the  Tuesday  next  fol- 
lowing the  third  Monday  in  April. 

Presidential  electors  and  members  of  Congress  shall  be  chosen  or 
elected  in  the  manner  and  at  the  time  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  207.  Parochial  elections,  except  in  the  city  of  New  Orlejius 
shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  as  the  general  State  election,  and  not 
oftener  than  once  in  four  years. 

In  the  City  of  New  Orleans  parochial  and  municipal  elections  shall 
be  held  on  the  Tuesday  following  the  first  Monday  of  November,  isi^u. 
and  of  every  fourth  year  thei*eafter,  but  the  General  Assemblv  may 
change  the  date  of  said  election  after  the  year  1899;  provided,  thai 
the  parochial  and  numicipal  elections  shall  be  held  together,  ami 
shall  always  be  on  a  day  separate  and  apart  from  the  (ieneral  State 
Election  and  not  oftener  than  once  in  four  years.  The  municipal 
and  parochial  officers  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  take  their 
offices  on  the  fii*st  Monday  in  the  month  of  May  following  their 
election,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law. 

Art.  208.  For  the  purpose  of  voting,  no  person  shall  be  deemed  to 
have  gained  a  residence,  by  reason  of  his  presence,  or  lost  it  by  reason 
of  his  absence,  while  employed  in  the  service,  either  civil  or  militan', 
of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States;  or  while  engaged  in  the  navi- 
gation of  the  watei's  of  the  State  or  of  the  United  States;  or  of  the 
nigh  seas ;  or  while  a  student  of  any  institution  of  learning. 

Art.  209.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  trial 
and  determination  of  contested  elections  of  all  public  officers,  whether 
State,  judicial,  parochial  or  municipal  (except  Governor  and  Lieu- 
tenant Governor),  which  trials  shall  be  by  the  courts  of  law  and  at 
the  domicile  of  the  party  defendant. 

Art.  210.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  any  office.  State,  judicial, 
parochial,  numicipal  or  ward,  who  is  not  a  citizen  of  this  State  and  a 
duly  qualified  elector  of  the  State,  judicial  district,  parish,  niunici- 
])ality  or  ward,  wherein  the  functions  of  said  office  are  to  Ix*  per- 
formed. And  whenever  any  officer.  State,  judicial,  parochial,  mu- 
nicipal or  ward,  may  change  his  residence  from  this  State,  or  from 
the  district,  parish,  municipality  or  ward  in  which  he  holds  such 
office,  the  same  shall  thereby  be  vacated,  any  declaration  of  re- 
tention of  domicile  to  the  contrarv  notwithstanding. 

Art.  211.  Returns  of  elections  for  all  civil  officers  who  are  to  Ix' 
commissioned  bv  the  Governor  shall  be  made  to  the  SecretaiT  of 
State,  unless  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution. 

Art.  212.  All  elections  by  the  people,,  except  primary  elections  and 
municipal  elections  in  towns  having  a  population  of  less  than  twenty- 
five  hundred,  when  such  elections  are  not  held  at  the  same  time  a^ 
general  State  elections,  shall  be  by  official  ballot,  printed  and  dis- 
tributed at  the  expense  of  the  State;  and,  until  otherwise  provided 
by  law,  such  ballots  shall  have  printed  thereon,  and  at  the  head  and 
immediately  preceding  the  list  of  names  of  the  candidates  of  each 
political  party  or  nominating  paper,  a  specific  and  separate  deviot* 
by  which  the  political  partv  and  the  candiaates  of  such  political  party 
or  nominating  paper  may  1)6  indicated.  By  stamping  such  device  at 
the  head  of  the  list  of  candidates  of  each  political  party,  or  nominat- 
ing paper,  the  voter  may  indicate  that  his  vote  is  for  the  entire  or 
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straight  ticket  of  the  particular  party  or  nominating  paper  employing 
the  ]>articular  dev-ice  allott^ed  to  such  political  party,  or  nominating 
paj^er.  \\lien  the  voter  does  not  desire  to  vote  an  entire  or  straight 
j)arty  ticket,  he  may  vote  for  candidates  of  any  political  party  or 
nominating  paper,  bv  stamping  a  blank  space  to  be  left  opposite  the 
name  of  each  candidate  on  said  official  ballot. 

The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  some  plan  by  which  the  voters 
may  prepare  their  ballots  in  secrecy  at  the  polls.  This  article  -shall 
not  be  construed  so  as  to  prevent  the  names  of  independent  candidates 
from  being  printed  on  the  ballots  with  a  device ;  and  names  of  candi- 
dates may  be  written  on  the  ballot.  These  provisions  shall  not  apply 
to  elections  for  the  imposition  of  special  taxes,  for  which  the  General 
Assembly  shall  proviae  special  laws. 

Art.  213.  Electors  shall  not  be  registered  within  thirtv  days  next 
preceding  any  election  at  which  they  may  offer  to  vote,  but  applica- 
tions to  the  courts,  and  appeals  may  be  he^rd  and  determined,  and 
revision  take  place  at  any  time  prior  to  the  election,  and  no  person 
who,  in  respect  to  age  and  residence,  would  become  entitled  to  vote 
within  the  said  thirty  days,  shall  be  excluded  from  registration  on 
account  of  his  want  of  qualifications  at  the  time  of  his  application  for 
registration. 

Art.  214.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  the  registration  of 
voters  throughout  the  State. 

.Vrt.  215.  The  Legislature  shall  enact  laws  to  secure  fairness  in 
party  primary  elections,  conventions,  or  other  methods  of  naming 
party  candidates. 

Art.  216.  In  the  trial  of  contested  elections  and  in  proceedings  for 
the  investigation  of  elections,  and  in  all  criminal  trials  under  the 
election  laws,  no  person  shall  be  permitted  to  withhold  his  testimony 
on  the  pounds  that  he  may  criminate  himself  or  subject  himself  to 
public  infamy,  but  such  testimony  shall  not  be  used  against  him  in 
any  judicial  proceedings  except  for  perjury  in  giving  such  testimony. 

IMPEACHMENT   AND   REMOVAL    FROM    OFFICE 

Art.  217.  The  Governor,  Lieutenant  Governor,  Secretary  of  State, 
Auditor,  Treasurer,  Attorney  General,  Superintendent  of  Public 
Education,  Railroad  Commissioners,  and  the  Judges  of  all  the  Courts 
of  Record  in  this  State,  shall  be  liable  to  impeachment  for  high  crimes 
und  misdemeanors,  for  nonfeasance  or  malfeasance  in  office,  for  in- 
(^ompetency,  for  corruption,  favoritism,  extortion  or  oppression  in 
oflSce,  or  for  gross  misconduct,  or  habitual  drunkenness. 

Art.  218.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power 
of  impeachment.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  Senate; 
when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  Senators  shall  be  upon  oath  or 
affirmation,  and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  the  Senators  present.  ^\Tien  the  Governor  of  the 
State  is  on  trial,  the  Chief  Justice  or  the  senior  Associate  Justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  shall  preside. 

The  Senate  may  adjourn  the  trial  of  any  impeachment  from  time 
to  time,  as  it  may  deem  proper,  and  may  sit  for  the  purpose  of  such 
trial  whether  the  House  of  Representatives  or  the  Legislature  be  in 
session  or  not. 
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Judgment  in  cases  of  ini|)eaclunent  shall  extend  only  to  removal 
from  office  and  disqualification  from  holding  any  office  of  honor,  trust 
or  profit,  under  the  State,  but  the  party,  whether  convicted  or  ac- 
quitted, shall  nevertheless  Ik»  lia!)le  to  prosecution,  trial  and  punish- 
ment according  to  law. 

Art.  219.  All  officers  against  whom  articles  of  impeachment  are 
preferred,  except  the  (iovernor,  shall  be  sus()ended  from  office  during 
the  pendency  of  such  impeachment,  and  the  appointing  power  shall 
make  a  provisional  appointment  to  replace  any  suspended  officer  until 
the  decision  of  the  impeachment. 

Art.  220.  For  any  I'easonable  cause,  whether  sufficient  for  im- 
peachment or  not,  the  (lOvernor  shall  remove  any  officer  on  the 
address  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  house  of  the 
General  Assembly.  In  every  such  case,  the  cause  or  causes  for  which 
such  removal  may  be  required  shall  be  stated  at  length  in  the  addre<^ 
and  inserted  in  the  Journal  of  each  House. 

Art.  221.  For  any  of  the  causes  specified  in  Art.  217,  judges  of  the 
Courts  of  Appeal,  and  of  the  District  Courts  throughout  the  State 
mav  be  removed  from  office  by  judgment  of  the  Supreme  Court, 
which  is  hereby  vested  with  original  jurisdiction  to  try  such  cases. 
The  suit  for  removal  may  be  instituted  by  the  Attorney  Greneral  or 
District  Attorney,  whenever  in  his  opinion  sufficient  cause  exists 
therefor;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General 
or  District  Attorney  to  institute  such  suit  whenever  instructed  iu 
writing  by  the  (lOvernor  so  to  do,  or  on  the  written  request  and 
information  of  twenty-five  citizens  and  taxpayers  residing  within 
the  territorial  limits  of  the  district  or  circuit  over  which  the  judge 
against  whom  the  suit  is  brought  exercises  the  functions  of  his  offi(^. 
Such  suits  shall  l>e  tried  after  citation  and  ten  days'  delay  for  answer- 
ing, in  preference  to  all  other  suits,  and  w^herever  the  court  may  W 
sitting;  but  the  pendency  of  such  suit  shall  not  operate  a  suspension 
from  office.  In  all  cases  where  the  officer  sued,  as  above  directed, 
shall  l)e  acquitted,  and  w^here  the  suit  is  instituted  on  the  request  and 
information  of  citizens,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  jointly  and  in 
solido  against  the  citizens  signing  the  request,  for  all  costs  of  the  suit. 
Judgments  in  cases  of  removal  under  this  Article  shall  extend  not 
only  to  removals  from  office  and  disqualification  from  holding  any 
office  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit  under  the  State,  but  also  to  disqualifi- 
cation for  the  practice  of  law,  and  the  party,  whether  convicted  or 
not,  shall  nevertheless  be  liable  to  prosecution,  trial  and  punishment 
according  to  law. 

Art.  222.  For  any  of  the  causes  enumerated  in  Article  217,  mem- 
bers of  the  State  Board  of  Appraisers,  except  the  Auditor,  RaiIroa<l 
Commissioners,  District  Attorneys,  Clerks  of  Court,  Sheriffs,  Coro- 
ners, Justices  of  the  Peace,  Judges  of  the  City  Courts,  and  of  other 
inferior  courts  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  and  elsewhere,  and  all 
other  parish,  municii)al  and  ward  officers,  may  be  removed  by  judg- 
ment of  the  District  Court  of  the  domicile  of  such  officer  (in  the 
Parish  of  Orleans  the  Civil  District  Court).  The  District  Attorney 
may,  w^henever  in  his  opinion  sufficient  cause  exists  therefor,  institute 
such  suit,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty  (except  when  the  suit  is  to  be 
brought  against  himself),  to  institute  such  suit  on  the  written  request 
and  information  of  twenty-five  resident  citizens  and  taxpayers,  in

the  case  of  members  of  the  State  Board  of  ^Vppraisers,  Railroad  Com- 
mi>^ioners,  district,  parish,  or  municipal  officers,  and  of  ten  resident 
riiizens  and  taxpayers  in  the  case  of  ward  officers.  Such  suit  shall 
be  brought  a^mst  a  District  Attorney  upon  such  written  request 
and  information  by  the  District  Attorney  of  an  adjoining  district, 
or  by  counsel  appointed  bv  the  judge  for  that  purpose.  In  all  suits 
instituted  under  this  article  the  defendant,  the  State  and  the  citizens 
and  taxpayers,  on  whose  information,  and  at  whose  request  such  suit 
may  have  been  brought,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall  have  the  right  to 
appeal,  both  on  the  law  and  the  facts,  from  the  judgment  of  the 
court.  In  all  cases  where  the  officer  sued,  as  above  directed,  shall  be 
acquitted,  judgment  shall  be  rendered  jointly  and  in  solido  against 
the  citizens  signing  the  request,  for  all  costs  of  the  suit. 

In  cases  against  members  of  the  State  Board  of  Appraisers,  Rail- 
road Commissioners,  District  Attorneys,  Clerks  and  Sheriffs,  the 
appeal  shall  be  to  the  Supreme  Court,  and  in  case  against  all  other 
officers  the  appeal  shall  be  to  the  Court  of  Appeal  of  the  proper 
circuit. 

Such  appeals  shall  be  returnable  within  ten  days  to  the  appellate 
court  wherever  it  may  be  sitting  or  w^ierever  it  may  hold  its  next 
-ession,  and  may  be  transferred  by  order  of  the  judges  of  said  court 
to  another  parish  within  their  circuit,  and  such  appeals  shall  be  tried 
by  preference  over  all  others.  In  case  of  the  refusal  or  neglect  of  the 
District  Attorney  or  Attornev  General  to  institute  and  prosecute  any 
suit  provided  for  in  this  and  the  preceding  article,  the  citizens  and 
taxpayers  making  the  request,  or  any  one  of  them,  shall  have  the 
right  by  mandamus  to  compel  him  to  perform  such  duty. 

The  institution  and  pendency  of  suits  brought  under  this  article 
^hall  not  operate  a  suspension  of  the  defendant  from  office. 

Art.  223.  On  the  recommendation  of  the  Auditor  or  the  Police 
Jury  of  anv  parish,  the  Governor  may  suspend  any  officer  charged 
with  the  collection  or  custody  of  public  funds  when  in  arrears. 

REVENUE  AND  TAXATION 

Art.  224.  The  taxing  power  may  be  exercised  by  the  General  As- 
sembly for  State  purposes,  and  by  parishes  and  municipal  corpora- 
tions and  public  Doards,  under  authority  granted  to  them  by  the 
General  Assembly,  for  parish,  municipal,  and  local  purposes,  strictly 
public  in  their  nature. 

Art.  225.  Taxation  shall  be  equal  and  uniform  throughout  the 
territorial  limits  of  the  authority  levying  the  tax,  and  all  property 
shall  be  taxed  in  proportion  to  its  value,  to  be  ascertained  as  directed 
by  law;  provided,  the  assessment  of  all  property  shall  never  exceed 
the  actual  cash  value  thereof;  and  providea,  further,  that  the  tax- 
payers shall  have  the  right  of  testing  the  correctness  of  their  assess- 
nients  before  the  courts  of  justice.  In  order  to  arrive  at  this  equality 
and  uniformity,  the  General  Assembly  shall,  at  its  first  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  provide  a  system  of  equality  and 
pniformity  in  assessments  based  upon  the  relative  value  of  property 
in  the  different  portions  of  the  State.  The  valuations  put  upon  prop- 
erty for  the  purposes  of  State  taxation  shall  be  taken  as  the  proper 
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tion,  or  security,  with  the  intent  aforesaid,  shall  be  guilty  of  bribery, 
and  on  being  found  guilty  thereof  by  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, or  by  either  House  of  the  General  Assembly  of  which  he 
may  be  a  member  or  officer,  shall  be  forever  disqualified  from  holding 
any  office,  State,  parochial,  or  municipal,  and  shall  be  forever  ineligi- 
ble to  a  seat  in  the  General  Assembly ;  provided  that  this  shall  notoe 
so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  General  Assembly  from  enacting  ad- 
ditional penalties. 

Art.  184.  Any  person  may  be  compelled  to  testify  in  any  lawful 
proceeding  against  any  one  who  may  be  charged  with  having  com- 
mitted the  offense  of  bribery,  and  shall  not  be  permitted  to  withhold 
his  testimony  upon  the  ground  that  it  may  criminate  him  or  subject 
him  to  public  infamy;  but  such  testimony  shall  not  afterwards  be 
used  against  him  in  any  judicial  proceedings,  except  for  perjury  in 
giving  such  testimony. 

Art.  185.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  laws  to  protect  laborers 
on  buildings,  streets,  roads,  railroads,  canals,  and  other  similar  works, 
against  the  failure  of  contractors  and  sub-contractors  to  pay  their 
current  wages  when  due,  and  to  make  the  corporation,  company,  or 
individual,  for  whose  benefit  the  work  is  done,  responsible  for  their 
ultimate  payment. 

Art.  186.  No  mortgage  or  privilege  on  immovable  property  shall 
affect  third  persons,  unless  recorded  or  registered  in  the  parish  where 
the  property  is  situated,  in  the  manner  and  within  the  time  as  is  now 
or  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  except  privileges  for  expenses  of  last 
illness  and  privileges  for  taxes.  State,  parish,  or  municipal;  provided, 
such  tax  liens,  mortgages,  and  privileges,  shall  lapse  in  three  years 
from  the  31st  day  of  December,  in  the  year  in  which  the  taxes  are 
levied,  and  whether  now  or  hereafter  recorded. 

Art.  187.  Privileges  on  movable  property  shall  exist  without  regis- 
tration of  the  same,  except  in  such  cases  as  the  General  Assemoly 
may  prescribe  by  law. 

Art.  188.  Gambling  is  a  vice,  and  the  Legislature  shall  pass  laws 
to  suppress  it. 

Art.  189.  The  pernicious  practice  of  dealing  or  gambling  in 
futures  on  agricultural  products  or  articles  of  necessity,  where  the 
intention  of  the  parties  is  not  to  make  an  honest  and  bona  fide  de- 
livery, is  declared  to  be  against  public  policy;  and  the  Legislature 
shall  pass  laws  to  suppress  it. 

Art.  190.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  persons  or  corporations,  or  their 
legal  representatives,  to  combine  or  conspire  together,  or  to  unite  or 
pool  their  interests  for  the  purpose  of  forcing  up  or  down  the  price 
of  any  agricultural  product  or  article  of  necessity,  for  speculative 
purposes ;  and  the  Legislature  shall  pass  laws  to  suppress  it. 

Art.  191.  No  member  of  the  General  Assembly,  or  public  officer,  or 
person  elected  or  appointed  to  a  public  office  under  the  laws  of  this 
State,  shall  directly  on  indirectly,  ask,  demand,  accept,  receive,  or 
consent  to  receive,  for  his  own  use  or  benefit,  or  for  the  use  or  benefit 
of  another,  any  free  pass,  free  transportation,  franking  privilege,  or 
discrimination  in  passenger,  telegraph,  or  telephone  rates,  from  any 
person  or  corporation,  or  make  use  of  the  same  himself  or  in  con- 
junction with  another. 
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tion  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  1st  day  of  January,  1900, 
the  capital,  machinery  ana  other  property  employed  in  mining  oper- 
ations, and  in  the  manufacture  of  textile  fabrics,  yarns,  roj^,  cordagt^ 
leather,  shoes,  harness,  saddlery,  hats,  clothings,  flour,  machinery, 
articles  of  tin,  copper  and  sheet  iron,  agricultural  implements,  and 
furniture  and  other  articles  of  wood,  marble  or  stone ;  soap,  station- 
♦*ry,  ink  and  paper,  boat  building  and  fertilizers  and  chemicals ;  pro- 
vided, that  not  less  than  five  hands  are  employed  in  any  one  factory ; 
provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  snail  affect  the  exemptions 
provided  for  by  existing  constitutional  provisions. 

There  shall  also  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  a  period  of  ten  years 
from  the  date  of  its  completion  any  railroad  or  part  of  such  railroad 
that  may  hereafter  be  constructed  and  completed  prior  to  January  1st. 
1904 ;  provided,  that  when  aid  has  heretofore  been  voted  by  any  par- 
ish, ward,  or  municipality  to  any  railroad  not  yet  constructed,  such 
i-ailroad  diall  not  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  from  taxation  herein 
established,  unleas  it  waives  and  relinquishes  such  aid  or  consents  to 
a  resubmission  of  the  question  of  granting  such  aid  to  a  vote  of  the 
property  taxpayers  of  the  parish,  ward,  or  municipality,  which  has 
voted  the  same,  if  one-thira  of  such  property  taxpayers  petition  for 
the  same  within  six  months  after  the  adoption  of  this  (Constitution. 

And  provided,  further,  that  this  exemption  shall  not  apply  to 
double  tracks,  sidings,  switches,  depots  or  other  improvements  or  bet- 
terments, which  may  be  constructed  by  railroads  now  in  operation 
within  the  State,  other  than  extensions  or  new  lines  constructed  by 
such  railroads;,  nor  shall  the  exemption  hereinabove  gi'anted  apply 
to  any  railroad  or  part  of  such  railroad,  the  construction  of  which 
was  begun  and  the  roadbed  of  which  was  substantially  completed  at 
the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution. 

The  property  or  real  estate  belonging  to  any  military  organization 
of  the  State  oi  Louisiana  which  is  used  by  the  State  Js  ational  Guard 
or  militia  for  military  purposes,  such  as  arsenals  or  armories,  while 
s6  used,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 

Art.  231.  The  General  Assembly  shall  levy  an  annual  poll  tax  of 
one  dollar  upon  every  male  inhabitant  in  the  State  between  the  ages 
of  twenty-one  and  sixty  years,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  public 
schools  in  the  parishes  where  collected. 

^Vkt.  232.  The  State  tax  on  property  for  all  purposes  whatever,  in- 
duding  expense  of  government,  schools,  levees  and  iiitere^st,  shall  not 
exceed,  in  any  one  year,  six  mills  on  the  dollar  of  its  assessed  valua- 
tion, and,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution,  no 
parish,  municipal  or  public  board  tax  for  all  purposes  whatsoever, 
J^hall  exceed  in  any  one  year  ten  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation ;  pro- 
vided, that  for  giving  additional  support  to  public  schools,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  erecting  and  constructing  public  buildings,  public 
school  houses,  bridges,  wharves,  levees,  sewerage  work  and  other 
works  of  permanent  public  improvement,  the  title  to  which  shall  be 
in  the  public,  any  parish,  municipal  corporation,  ward  or  school  dis- 
trict may  levy  a  special  tax  in  excess  of  said  limitation,  whenever  the 
rate  of  such  increase  and  the  number  of  years  it  is  to  be  levied  and  the 
purposes  for  which  the  tax  is  intended,  shall  have  been  submitted  to 
a  vote  of  the  property  taxpayers  of  such  parish,  municipality,  ward  or 
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school  district  entitled  to  vote  under  the  election  laws  of  the  Stat^ 
and  a  majority  of  the  same  in  numbers,  and  in  value  voting  at  such 
election  shall  have  voted  therefor. 

Art.  233.  There  shall  be  no  forfeiture  of  property  for  the  non- 
payment of  taxes,  State,  levee  district,  parochial  or  municipal,  but  at 
the  expiration  of  the  year  in  which  said  taxes  are  due  the  collector 
shall,  without  suit,  and  after  giving  notice  to  the  delinquent  in  the 
manner  to  be  provided  by  law,  advertise  for  sale  in  the  official  journal 
of  the  parish,  city  or  municipality,  provided  there  be  an  official 
journal  m  such  parish,  city  or  municipality,  the  property  on  which 
the  taxes  are  due  in  the  manner  provided  for  judicial  sales,  and  on  the 
day  of  sale  he  shall  sell  such  portion  of  the  property  as  the  debtor 
shall  point  out ;  and  in  case  the  debtor  shall  not  point  out  sufficient 
property,  the  collector  shall,  at  once  and  without  further  delay,  sell 
the  least  quantity  of  property  which  any  bidder  will  buy  for  the 
amount  of  the  taxes,  interest  and  costs.  The  sale  shall  be  without 
appraisement,  and  the  property  sold  shall  be  redeemable  at  any  time 
for  the  space  of  one  year,  oy  paying  the  price  given,  including  costs, 
and  twenty  per  cent  thereon.  No  judgment  annulling  a  tax  sale  shall 
have  effect  until  the  price  and  all  taxes  and  costs  paid,  with  ten  per 
cent  per  annum  interest  on  the  amount  of  the  price  and  taxes  paid 
from  date  of  respective  payments,  be  previously  paid  to  the  pur- 
chaser; provided,  this  shall  not  applv  to  sales  annulled  on  account 
of  taxes  having  been  paid  prior  to  the  date  of  sale,  or  dual  assess- 
ments. All  deeds  of  sale  made,  or  that  maj  be  made,  h-^  the  collector? 
of  taxes,  shall  be  received  by  courts  in  evidence  as  pnma  facie  valid 
sales. 

No  sale  of  property  for  taxes  shall  be  set  aside  for  any  cause,  ex- 
cept on  proof  of  dual  assessment,  or  of  payment  of  the  taxes  for  which 
the  property  was  sold  prior  to  the  date  of  the  sale,  unless  the  pro- 
ceeding to  annul  is  instituted  within  six  months  from  service  of  notice 
of  sale,  which  notice  shall  not  be  served  until  the  time  of  redemption 
has  expii'ed,  or  within  three  years  from  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution, as  to  sales  already  made,  and  within  three  years  from  the 
date  of  recordation  of  the  tax  deed,  as  to  sales  made  hereafter,  if  no 
notice  is  given.  The  manner  of  notice  and  form  of  proceeding  to 
quiet  tax  titles  shall  be  provided  by  law.  Taxes  on  movables  shall 
be  collected  by  seizure  and  sale  by  the  tax  collector  of  the  movable 
property  of  tlie  delinquent,  whether  it  be  the  property  assessed  or 
not,  sufficient  to  pay  the  tax.  Sale  of  such  property  shall  be  made  at 
public  auction,  without  appraisement,  after  ten  days'  advertisement, 
made  within  ten  days  from  date  of  seizure,  and  shall  be  absolute  and 
without  redemption. 

If  the  tax  collector  can  find  no  corporeal  movables  of  the  delin- 
quent to  seize,  he  may  levy  on  incorporeal  rights,  by  notifying  the 
debtor  thereof,  or  he  may  proceed  by  summary  rule  in  the  courts  to 
compel  the  delinquent  to  deliver  up  for  sale  property  in  his  posse*^- 
sion  or  under  his  control. 

Art,  234.  The  tax  shall  be  designated  bv  the  vear  in  which  it  is 
collectable,  and  the  tax  on  movable  property  shall  be  collected  in  the 
year  in  which  the  assessment  is  made. 

Art.  235.  The  Ijegislature  shall  have  power  to  levy,  solely  for  the 
support  of  the  public  schools,  a  tax  upon  all  inheritances,  legacies. 
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and  donations;  provided,  no  direct  inheritance,  or  donation,  to  au 
iiKrendant  or  descendant,  l)elow  ten  thousand  dollars  in  amount  or 
value  shall  be  so  taxed ;  provided  further,  that  no  such  tax  shall  ex- 
ceed three  per  cent  for  direct  inheritances  and  donations  to  ascendants 
or  descendants,  and  ten  per  cent  for  collateral  inheritances,  and  dona- 
tions to  collaterals  or  strangers;  provided,  bequests  to  educational, 
religious,  or  charitable  institutions  shall  be  exempt  from  this  tax. 

Art.  236.  The  tax  provided  for  in  the  j)receding  article  shall  not 
be  enforced  when  the  property  donated  or  inherited  shall  have  borne 
its  just  proportion  ot  taxes  prior  to  the  time  of  such  donation  or 
inheritance. 

Abt.  237.  The  Legislature  shall  pass  no  law  postponing  the  pay- 
ment of  taxes,  except  in  case  of  overflow,  general  conflagration,  gen- 
eral destruction  of  corps,  or  other  public  calamity. 

Xxi.  238.  A  levee  system  shall  be  maintained' in  the  State,  and  a 
tax  not  to  exceed  one  mill  may  be  levied  annually  on  all  property  sub- 
ject to  taxation,  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  maintenance 
and  repairs  of  levees. 

Art.  239.  The  General  Assemblj^  may  divide  the  State  into  Levee 
Districts,  and  provide  for  the  appointment  or  election  of  I^vee  Com- 
missioners in  said  districts,  who  shall,  in  the  method  and  manner  to  be 
provided  by  law,  have  supervision  of  the  erection,  repair,  and  main- 
tenance of  the  levees  in  said  districts ;  to  that  effect  the  Levee  Commis- 
sioners may  levy  a  tax  not  to  exceed  ten  mills  on  the  taxable  property 
situated  within  the  alluvial  portions  of  said  districts  subject  to  over- 
flow; provided,  that  in  case  of  necessity  to  raise  additional  funds  for 
the  purpose  of  constructing,  preserving,  or  repairing  any  levees  pro- 
tecting the  lands  of  a  district,  the  rate  of  taxation  herein  limited,  may 
be  increased,  when  the  rate  of  such  increase  and  the  necessity  and  pur- 
pose for  which  it  is  intended  shall  have  been  submitted  to  a  vote  of 
the  property  taxpayers  of  such  district,  paying  taxes  for  themselveis, 
or  in  any  representative  capacity,  whether  resident  or  non-resident, 
on  property  situated  within  the  alluvial  portion  of  said  district  sub- 
ject to  overflow,  and  a  majority  of  those  m  numlier  and  value,  voting 
at  such  election,  shall  have  voted  therefor.  The  Boards  of  Commis- 
sioners of  the  several  levee  districts,  when  authorized  so  to  do  by  the 
State  Board  of  Engineers,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
contract  with  and  permit  any  steam  railroad  corporation  to  con- 
struct, maintain,  freely  use  and  operate  on  the  public  levees,  a  rail- 
road track  or  tracks;  the  supervision,  control  and  general  police 
power  over  such  levees,  however,  to  remain  in  and  with  the  sev^eral 
levee  boards.  Provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  con- 
strued as  divesting  either  the  General  Assembly  or  the  municipal 
government  of  any  incorporated  town  or  city  in  this  State  of  the 
jurisdiction,  control,  or  police  power  now  vested  in  them,  or  either  of 
them;  and  provided  further,  that  no  right  or  privilege  shall  be 
granted  to  any  one  or  more  railroad  companies  which  shall  preclude 
like  grants  to  other  companies  willing  to  contribute  pro  rata  to  the 
common  expense,  incurred  or  to  be  incurred. 

The  several  levee  districts  of  the  State,  for  the  purpose  of  refund- 
ing the  bonds  heretofore  issued  by  them  under  authority  granted  by 
the  Legislature,  and  in  order  that  they  may  negotiate  to  In^tter  ad- 
vantiige  that  portion  of  their  authorized  issue  of  bonds  not  yet  dis- 
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posed  of,  may  issue  l>oiuls  in  lieu  of  said  bonds  outstanding  or  not  yet 
disposed  of.  The  I>>^slature  shall  pass  an  act  to  carry  this  provision 
into  effect,  but  bonds  issued  uiuler  this  provision  shall  not  bear  a  rate 
of  inteivst  greater  than  five  per  cent,  or  be  disposed  of  at  less  than 
par,  and  it  shall  not  be  obligatory  on  the  holders  of  the  said  out- 
standing bonds  to  give  up  the  same  in  exchange  before  the  maturity 
thereof. 

All  the  provisions  of  this  article  are  held  to  apply  to  the  levee  dis- 
trict of  which  the  Citv  of  New  Orleans  forms,  or  may  hereafter 
form,  a  part;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  as 
affecting  any  existing  legislation  upon  the  subject  of  the  taxing  power 
of  the  commissioners  of  .said  district,  or  as  affecting  the  power  of  the 
Legislature,  under  the  Constitution  of  1879,  and  the  amendment^ 
thereto,  with  respect  to  such  power. 

Art.  240.  The  provisions  of  the  above  two  articles  shall  cease  to 
have  effect  whenever  the  Federal  government  shall  assume  permanent 
control  and  provide  the  ways  and  means  for  the  maintenance  of  levees 
in  this  State.  The  Federal  government  is  authorized  to  make  such 
geological,  topographical,  hydrographical  and  hydrometrical  surveys 
and  investigations  within  the  State  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into 
effect  the  act  of  Congress  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  Mis- 
sissippi River  Commission  for  the  improvement  of  said  river,  from 
the  head  of  Passes  near  its  mouth  to  the  headwaters,  and  to  construct 
and  protect  such  public  works  and  improvements  as  may  he  orderc<l 
by  Congress  under  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Art.  241.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power,  with  the  con- 
currence of  an  adjacent  State  or  States,  to  create  levee  districts  com- 
posed of  territory  partlv  in  this  State  and  partly  in  an  adjacent 
State  or  States,  and  the  f  jevee  Commissioners  for  such  district  or  dis- 
tricts shall  possess  all  the  powers  provided  by  Article  289  of  the 
Constitution. 

Art.  242.  Corporations,  companies  or  associations  or^nized  or 
domiciled  out  of  the  State,  but  doing  business  therein,  mayT)e  licensed 
and  taxed  by  a  mode  different  from  that  provided  for  home  corpora- 
tions or  companies;  ])rovided,  said  different  mode  of  license  shall  l)e 
uniform,  upon  a  graduated  system,  and  said  different  mode  of  taxa- 
tion shall  be  equal  and  uniform  as  to  all  such  corporations,  companies 
or  associations  that  transact  the  same  kind  of  business. 

Art.  243.  All  the  articles  and  provisions  of  this  Constitution  regu- 
lating and  relating  to  the  collection  of  State  taxes  and  tax  sales  shall 
also  apply  to  and  regulate  the  collection  of  parish,  district,  municipal, 
board  and  ward  taxes. 

HOMESTEAD    EXEMPTIONS 

Art.  244.  There  shall  be  exempt  from  seizure  and  sale  by  any 
process  whatever,  except  as  herein  provided,  and  without  registra- 
tion, the  homestead,  bona  fide,  ownea  by  the  debtor  and  occupied  by 
him,  consisting  of  lands,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  and  sixty  acres, 
buildings  and  appurtenances,  whether  rural  or  urban,  of  every  head 
of  a  family,  or  person  having  a  mother  or  father,  or  a  person  or  per- 
sons dependent  on  him  or  her  for  support,  also  two  work  horses,  one 
wagon  or  cart,  one  yoke  of  oxen,  two  cows  and  calves,  twenty-five 
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head  of  hogs,  or  one  thousand  pounds  of  bacon  or  its  equivalent  in 
pork,  whether  these  exempted  objects  be  attached  to  a  homestead  or 
not,  and  on  a  farm  the  necessary  quantity  of  corn  and  fodder  for 
the  current  year,  and  the  necessary  larming  implements,  to  the  value 
of  two  thousand  dollars. 

Provided,  that  in  case  the  homestead  exceeds  two  thousand  dollars 
in  value,  the  beneficiary  shall  be  entitled  to  that  amount  in  case  a  sale 
of  the  homestead  under  any  legal  process  realizes  more  than  that  sum. 

No  husband  shall  have  the  benent  of  a  homestead,  whose  wife  owns, 
and  is  in  the  actual  enjoyment  of  property  or  means  to  the  amount 
of  two  thousand  dollars. 

The  benefit  of  this  exemption  may  be  claimed  by  the  surviving 
spouse,  or  minor  child  or  children,  oi  a  deceased  beneficiary. 

Asrr,  245.  Rights  to  homesteads  or  exemptions,  under  laws  or  con- 
tracts, or  obligations  existing  at  the  time  or  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
.-titution,  shall  not  be  impaired,  repealed  or  affected  by  any  provision 
of  this  Constitution,  or  any  laws  passed  in  pursuance  thereof. 

This  exemption  shall  not  apply  to  the  following  debts,  to-wit : 

1st.  F'or  the  purchase  price  of  property  or  anv  part  thereof. 

2d.  For  labor,  money,  and  material,  furnishe(l  lor  building,  repair- 
ing or  improving  homesteads. 

3d.  For  liabilities  incurred  by  any  public  officer,  or  fiduciary,  or 
any  attorney  at  law,  for  money  collected  or  received  on  deposit. 

ith.  For  taxes  or  assessments. 

5th.  For  rent  which  bears  a  privilege  upon  said  property.  No 
court  or  ministerial  officer  of  this  State  shall  ever  have  jurisdiction, 
or  authority,  to  enforce  any  judgment,  execution,  or  decree,  against 
the  property  exempted  as  a  homestead,  except  the  debts  above  men- 
tioned in  numbers  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five,  of  this  Article;^ pro- 
vided, the  property  herein  declared  exempt  shall  not  exceed  in  value 
two  thousand  dollars. 

Art.  246.  The  right  to  sell  any  property  that  is  exempt  as  home- 
>tead  shall  be  preserved;  but  no  sale  shall  destroy  or  impair  any 
rights  of  creditors  therein.  Any  person  entitled  to  a  homestead  may 
waive  the  same,  by  signing  witli-liis  wufe,  if  she  be  not  separated  a 
mensa  et  thoro^  and  having  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Recorder  of 
Mortgages  of  his  parish,  a  written  waiver  of  the  same,  in  whole  or 
in  part.  Such  waiver  may  be  either  general  or  special,  and  shall  have 
effect  from  the  time  of  recording. 

Akt.  247.  The  articles  of  this  Constitution  relating  to  homesteads 
and  exemption  shall  take  effect  on  January  1st,  1899.  In  the  Parish 
of  Orleans,  the  homestead  to  be  valid  shall  be  recorded  as  is  now,  or 
may  be,  provided  by  law. 

PUBLIC   EDUCATION 

Art.  248.  There  shall  be  free  public  schools  for  the  white  and 
colored  races,  separately  established  by  the  Cieneral  Assembly, 
throughout  the  State,  for  the  education  of  all  the  children  of  the 
State  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years;  provided,  that 
where  kindergarten  schools  exist,  children  between  the  ages  of  four 
and  six  may  be  admitted  into  said  schools.  AH  funds  raised  by  the 
State  for  the  support  of  public  schools,  except  the  poll  tax,  shall  be 
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distributed  to  each  parish  in  proportion  to  the  number  of  children 
therein  between  the  ages  of  six  and  eighteen  years.  The  General 
Assembly,  at  its  next  session  shall  provide  for  the  enumeration  of 
educable  children. 

Art.  249.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the 
State  a  Superintendent  of  Public  Education,  who  shall  hold  this 
office  for  the  term  of  four  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  qualifier!. 
His  duties  shall  l)e  prescribed  by  law,  and  he  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  of  two  thousand  dollars.  The  aggregate  annual  expense.^  of 
his  office,  including  his  salary,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  four  thou- 
sand dollars: 

Art.  250.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  creation  of 
a  State  Board,  and  Parish  Boards  of  Public  Education.  The  Parish 
Boards  shall  elect  a  Parish  Superintendent  of  Public  Education  for 
their  respective  parishes,  whose  qualifications  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
Legislature,  and  who  shall  be  ex-omcio  secretarv  of  the  Parish  Board. 
The  salary  of  the  Parish  Superintendent  shall  oe  provided  for  by  the 
General  Assembly,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  public  school  funds  accruing 
to  the  respective  parishes. 

Art.  251.  The  general  exercises  in  the  public  schools  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  the  P^nglish  language;  provided,  that  the  French  language 
may  be  taught  in  those  parishes  or  localities  where  the  French  lan- 
guage predominates,  if  no  additional  expense  is  incurred  thereby. 

Art.  252.  The  funds  derived  from  the  collection  of  the  poll  tax 
shall  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  maintenance  of  the  public  schools 
as  organized  under  this  Constitution,  and  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
to  the  support  of  the  public  schools  in  the  parish  in  which  the  siime 
shall  be  collected,  and  shall  be  accounted  for  and  paid  by  the  collect- 
ing officer  directly  to  the  treasurer  of  the  local  school  board. 

Art.  253.  No  funds  raised  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools 
of  the  State  shall  be  appropriated  to  or  used  for  the  support  of  any 
private  or  sectarian  schools. 

Art.  254.  The  school  funds  of  the  State  shall  consist  of:  1st.  Not 
less  than  one  and  one-quarter  mills  of  the  six  mills  tax  levied  and 
collected  by  the  State.  2d.  The  proceeds  of  taxation  for  school  pur- 
poses as  provided  by  this  Constitution.  3d.  The  interest  on  the  pro- 
ceeds of  all  public  lands  heretofore  granted  or  to  be  granted  by  the 
United  States  for  the  support  of  the  public  schools,  and  the  revenue 
derived  from  such  lands  as  mav  still  remain  unsold.  4th.  Of  lands 
and  other  property  hertofore  or  hereafter  bequeathed,  granted  or 
donated  to  the  State  for  school  purposes.  5th.  All  funds  and  prop- 
erty, other  than  unimproved  lands,  bequeathed  or  granted  to  the 
State,  not  designated  for  any  other  purpose.  6th.  The  proceeds  of 
vacant  estates  falling  under  the  law  to  the  State  of  Louisiana.  7th. 
The  legislature  may  appropriate  to  the  same  fund  the  proceeds  of 
public  lands  not  designated  or  set  apart  for  anv  other  purpose,  and 
shall  provide  that  every  parish  may  lew  a  tax  ior  the  public  schools 
therein,  which  shall  not  exceed  the  entire  State  tax;  provided,  that 
with  such  a  tax  the  whole  amount  of  parish  taxes  shall  not  exceed 
the  limits  of  parish  taxation  fixed  by  this  Constitution.  The  City  of 
New  Orleans  shall  make  such  appropriation  for  the  support,  main- 
lenance  and  repair  of  the  public  schools  of  said  city  as  it  may  deem 
proper,  but  not  less  than  eight-tenths  of  one  mill  for  any  one  year: 
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JUid  said*  schools  shall  also  continue  to  receive  from  the  Board  of 
Lic^uidation  of  the  City  Debt,  the  amounts  to  which  they  are  now 
entitled  under  the  Constitutional  amendment,  adopted  in  the  year 

Art.  255.  The  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College,  founded  upon  the  land  grants  of  the  United 
States  to  endow  a  seminary  of  learning  and  a  college  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts,  now  established  and  located 
in  the  City  of  Baton  Rouge,  is  hereby  recognized ;  and  all  revenues 
derived  and  to  be  derived  from  the  seminary  fund,  the  Agricultural 
and  Mechanical  College  fund,  and  other  funds  or  lands  donated  or 
to  l)e  donated  by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  for  the 
use  of  a  seminary  of  learning  or  of  a  college  for  the  benefit  of  agri- 
culture or  the  mechanic  arts,  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  said  Louisiana  State  University  and 
A^'icultural  and  Mechanical  Colle^;  and  the  General  Assembly 
shall  make  such  additional  appropriations  as  may  be  necessary  for 
its  maintenance,  support  and  improvement,  and  for  the  establishment, 
in  connection  with  said  institution,  of  such  additional  scientific  or 
Kterary  departments  as  the  public  necessities  and  the  well  l^ing  of 
the  people  of  Louisiana  may  require;  provided,  that  the  appropria- 
tion shall  not  exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  annum  for  its  main- 
tenance and  support. 

The  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana,  located  in  New  Orleans,  is 
hereby  recognized  as  created  and  to  be  developed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  legislative  act  No.  43,  approved  July  5,  1884,  and  by 
approval  of  the  electors,  made  part  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State. 

Art.  256.  The  Louisiana  otate  Normal  School,  established  and 
located  at  Natchitoches;  the  Industrial  Institute  and  College  of 
Ix)nisiana,  whose  name  is  hereby  changed  to  the  T^uisiana  Industrial 
Institute,  established  and  located  at  Ruston;  and  the  Southern  Uni- 
versity, now  established  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  for  the  educa- 
tion of  persons  of  color,  are  hereby  reco^ized;  and  the  General 
Assembly  is  directed  to  make  such  appropriations  from  time  to  time 
as  may  be  necessary  for  the  maintenance,  support  and  improvement 
of  these  institutions;  provided,  that  the  appropriation  for  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  the  Louisiana  Industrial  Institute  shall  not 
exceed  fifteen  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  and  that  for  the  Southern 
University  shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand. 

.\jrr.  257.  The  debt  due  by  the  State  to  the  free  school  fund  is 
hereby  declared  to  be  the  sum  of  one  million  one  hundred  and  thirty 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents 
in  principal,  and  shall  be  kept  on  the  books  of  the  Auditor  and 
Treasurer  to  the  credit  of  the  several  townships  entitled  to  the  same ; 
the  said  principal  being  the  proceeds  of  the  sales  of  lands  heretofore 
granted  bv  the  United  States  for  the  use  and  support  of  free  public 
^hools,  wliich  amount  shall  be  held  bv  the  State  as  a  loan,  and  shall 
i)e  and  remain  a  perpetual  fund,  on  which  the  State  shall  pay  an 
annual  interest  of  four  per  cent,  and  that  said  interest  shall  be  paid 
to  the  several  townships  in  the  State  entitled  to  the  same,  in  accord- 
ance with  the  Act  of  Congress,  No.  68,  approved  February  15th,  1843. 

Art.  258.  The  debt  due  by  the  State  to  the  seminary  fund  is  hereby 
Jeclared  to  be  one  hundred  and  thirty-six  thousand  dollars,  being  the 
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proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lands  heretofore  granted  by  the  United  States 
to  this  State  for  the  use  of  a  seminary  of  learning,  and  said  amount 
shall  be  kept  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  on  the  books  of  the  Auditor 
and  Treasurer  of  the  State  as  a  perpetual  loan,  and  the  State  shall 
pay  an  annual  interest  of  four  per  cent,  on  said  amount. 

Art.  259.  The  debt  due  by  the  State  to  the  Agricultural  and  Me- 
chanical College  fund  is  hereby  declared  to  be  the  sum  of  one  hundre<l 
and  eighty-two  thousand  three  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and 
three  cents,  l)eing  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  lands  and  land  scrip 
heretofore  gi*anted  by  the  United  States  to  this  State  for  the  use  of 
a  college  for  the  benefit  of  agricultural  and  mechanical  arts;  and  said 
amount  shall  l)e  kept  to  the  credit  of  said  fund  on  the  books  of  the 
Auditor  and  Treasurer  of  the  State  as  a  perpetual  loan,  and  the  State 
shall  pay  an  annual  interest  of  five  j^er  cent,  on  said  amount. 

Art.  260.  The  interest  due  on  the  free  school  fimd,  the  seminary 
fund  and  the  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College  fund,  shall  Ik- 
paid  out  of  any  tax  that  may  l>e  levied  and  collected  for  the  payment 
of  the  interest  on  the  State  debt. 

Art.  261.  All  pupils  in  the  primary  grades  in  the  public  schcK>l>^ 
throughout  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  unable  to  provide  themselves  with 
the  requisite  books,  an  affidavit  to  that  effect  having  been  made  by  one 
of  the  parents  of  such  pupils,  or  if  such  parents  be  dead,  then  by  the 
tutor  or  other  person  m  charge  of  such  pupils,  shall  be  furnished 
with  the  necessary  books,  free  of  expense,  to  be  paid  for  out  of  the 
school  fund  of  said  parish;  and  the  School  Board  of  the  Parish  of 
Orleans  is  hereby  directed  to  appropriate  annually  not  less  than  two 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  named,  provided  such  amount  be 
needed. 

cx)rpouations  and  corporate  rights 

Art.  262.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  not  remit  the  forfeiture  of 
the  charter  of  any  corporation  now  existing,  nor  renew,  alter  or 
amend  the  same,  nor  pass  any  general  or  special  law  for  the  benetit 
of  such  corporation,  except  upon  the  condition  that  such  corporation 
shall  thereafter  hold  its  charter  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this 
Constitution. 

Art.  263.  The  exercise  of  the  police  power  of  the  State  shall  never 
be  abrid^d  nor  so  construed  as  to  permit  corporations  to  conduct 
their  business  in  such  manner  as  to  infringe  the  equal  rights  of  indi- 
viduals or  the  general  well-being  of  the  State. 

Art.  264.  No  domestic  or  foreign  corporations  shall  do  any  busi- 
ness in  this  State  without  having  one  or  more  known  places  of  busi- 
ness and  an  authorized  agent  or  agents  in  the  State  upon  whom 
process  may  be  served. 

Art.  265.  No  corporation  shall  engage  in  any  business  other  than 
that  expressly  authorized  in  its  charter  or  incidental  thereto,  nor  shall 
it  take  or  hold  any  real  estate  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years,  ex- 
(?ept  such  as  may  "be  necessary  and  projDer  tor  its  legitimate  busine-ss 
or  purposes. 

Art.  266.  No  corporation  shall  issue  stock  or  bonds,  except  for 
labor  done  or  money  or  property  actually  received,  and  all  fictitious 
issues  of  stock  shall  be  void,  and  any  corporation  issuing  such  ficti- 
tious stock  shall  forfeit  its  charter. 
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Art.  267.  The  stock  shall  neither  be  increased  nor  decreased,  ex- 
^pt  in  pursuance  of  general  laws,  nor  without  consent  of  persons 
holding  the  larger  amount  in  value  of  the  stock,  first  obtained  at  a 
meeting  of  stockholders  to  be  held  after  thirty  days'  notice  given  in 
pursuance  of  law. 

Art.  268.  The  term  corporation,  as  used  in  this  Constitution,  shall 
l)e  construed  to  include  all  joint  stock  companies  or  associations  hav- 
ing any  power  or  privilege  not  possessed  by  individuals  or  partner- 
ships. 

^\jrr.  269.  It  shall  be  a  crime,  the  punishment  of  which  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  for  any  president,  director,  manager,  cashier,  or  other 
officer  or  owner  of  any  private  or  public  bank  or  banking  institution 
or  other  corporation  accepting  deposits  or  loans  to  assent  to  the  recep- 
tion of  deposits,  or  the  creation  of  debts  by  such  banking  institu- 
tions, after  he  shall  have  had  knowledge  of  the  fact  that  it  is  msolvent 
or  in  falling  circumstances ;  any  such  officer,  agent  or  manager  shall 
he  individually  responsible  for  such  deposits  so  received  and  all  such 
debts  so  created  with  his  assent. 

Art.  270.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  enact  general 
laws  authorizing  the  parochial,  ward  and  municipal  authorities  of 
the  State  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the  propertv  tax-payers  in 
number  entitled  to  vote  under  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution  and 
in  value,  to  levy  special  taxes  in  aid  of  public  improvements  or  rail- 
way enterprises ;  provided,  that  such  tax  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of 
five  mills  per  annum,  nor  extend  for  a  longer  period  than  ten  years ; 
and  provided  further,  that  no  taxpayer  shall  be  permitted  to  vote  at 
such  election  unless  he  shall  have  been  assessed  in  the  parish,  ward  or 
municipality  to  be  affected  for  property  the  year  previous. 

Art.  271.  Anv  railroad  corporation  or  association  organized  for 
tlie  purpose  shall  have  the  rignt  to  construct  and  operate  a  railroad 
i)etween  any  points  within  this  State,  and  connect  at  the  State  line 
with  railroads  of  other  States.  Every  railroad  company  shall  have 
the  right  with  its  road  to  intersect,  connect  with  or  cross  any  other 
railroad,  and  shall  receive  and  transport  each  other's  passengers,  ton- 
nage and  cars,  loaded  or  emptv,  without  delay  or  discrimination. 

Art.  272.  Railways  heretofore  constructed,  or  that  may  hereafter 
Ik*  constructed  in  this  State,  are  hereby  declared  public  highways,  and 
railroad  companies  common  carriers. 

Art.  273.  Every  railroad  or  other  corporation,  organized  or  doing 
business  in  this  State,  under  the  laws  or  authority  thereof,  shall  have 
and  maintain  a  public  office  or  place  in  this  State  for  the  transaction 
f>f  its  business,  where  transfers  of  stock  shall  be  made,  and  where  shall 
he  kept  for  public  inspection  books  in  which  shall  be  recorded  the 
amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed,  the  names  of  owners  of  stock,  the 
amounts  owned  by  them  respectively,  the  amount  of  stock  paid,  and 
hy  whom,  the  transfers  of  said  stock,  with  the  date  of  transfer,  the 
amount  of  its  assets  and  liabilities,  and  the  names  and  places  of 
residence  of  its  officers. 

Art.  274.  If  any  railroad  company,  organized  under  the  laws  of 
this  State,  shall  consolidate,  by  sale  or  otherwise,  with  any  railroad 
company  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  other  State  or  of  the 
United  States,  the  same  shall  not  thereby  become  a  foreign  corpora- 
tion, but  the  <*ourts  of  this  State  shall  retain  jurisdiction  in  all  matters 
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which  may  arise,  as  if  said  consolidation  had  not  taken  place.  In  no 
case  shall  any  one  consolidation  take  place  except  upon  public  notice 
of  at  least  sixty  days  to  all  stockholders,  in  such  manner  as  may  be 
provided  by  law. 

Abt.  275.  (leneral  laws  shall  be  enacted  providing  for  the  creation 
of  private  corporations,  and  shall  therein  provide  fully  for  the  ade- 
quate protection  of  the  public  and  of  the  individual  stockholder. 

Art.  276.  The  police  juries  of  the  several  parishes  and  the  con- 
stituted authorities  of  all  incorporated  municipalities  of  the  State 
shall  alone  have  the  ix)wer  of  regulating  the  slaughtering  of  cattle 
and  other  live  stock  within  their  respective  limits;  provided,  no 
monopoly  or  exclusive  privilege  shall  exist  in  this  State,  nor  such 
business  be  restricted  to  the  land  or  houses  of  any  individual  or  cor- 
poration; provided,  the  ordinances  designating  the  places  for 
slaughtering  shall  obtain  the  concurrent  approved  of  the  Board  of 
Health  or  other  sanitary  organization. 

PAROCHIAL   AND    MUNICIPAL   (X)RPORATION8 

Art.  277.  The  General  Assembly  may  establish  and  organize  new 
parishes,  which  shall  be  bodies  corporate,  with  such  powers  as  may  be 

Srescribed  by  law,  but  no  new  parish  shall  contain  less  than  six  hun- 
red  and  twentv-five  square  miles,  nor  less  than  seven  thousand  in- 
habitants ;  nor  shall  any  parish  be  reduced  below  that  area,  or  number 
of  inhabitants. 

Art.  278.  All  laws  changing  parish  lines,  or  removing  parish  seats, 
shall,  before  taking  effect,  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  parish 
or  parishes  to  be  affected  thereby,  at  a  special  election  held  for  that 
purpose,  and  the  lines,  or  the  parish  seat,  shall  remain  unchanged 
unless  two-thirds  of  the  qualified  electors  of  the  parish  or  parishes 
affected  thereby  vote  in  favor  thereof  at  such  election. 

Art.  279.  Any  parish  may  be  dissolved  and  merged  by  the  General 
Assembly  into  a  contiguous  parish  or  parishes,  two-thirds  of  the 

?ualified  electors  of  the  parish  proposed  to  be  dissolved  voting  in 
avor  thereof  at  an  election  held  lor  that  purpose ;  provided,  that  the 
parish  or  parishes  into  which  the  dissolved  parish  proposes  to  become 
incorporated  consents  thereto  by  a  majority  of  its  qualified  electors 
voting  therefor. 

Art.  280.  WTienever  a  parish  shall  be  enlarged  or  created  from 
territory  contiguous  thereto,  it  shall  l)e  entitled  to  a  just  proportion  of 
the  property  and  assets,  and  be  liable  for  a  just  proportion  of  the 
existing  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  parish  or  parishes  from  which  such 
territory  shall  have  been  taken. 

Art.  281.  Municipal  corporations,  parishes,  and  drainage  districts, 
the  City  of  New  Orleans  excepted,  when  authorized  to  do  so,  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  in  number  and  amount  of  the  property  taxpayers, 
qualified  as  electors  under  the  Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State, 
voting  at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose,  after  due  notice  of  said 
election  has  been  published  for  thirty  days  in  the  official  journal  of 
the  municipality  or  parish,  and  where  there  is  no  official  journal,  in  a 
newspaper  published  therein,  may  incur  debt,  and  issue  negotiable 
bonds  therefor,  to  the  extent  of  one-tenth  of  the  assessed  valuation 
of  the  proj^rty  within  said  municipal  corporation,  parish,  or  drain- 
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age  district,  as  shown  by  the  last  assessment  made  prior  to  the  sub* 
mission  of  the  proposition  to  the  property  taxpayer,  as  above  pro- 
nded,  and  may  be  authorized  by  the  property  tax-payers  voting  at 
said  election,  to  levy  and  assess  special  taxes  upon  the  property  sub- 
ject to  taxation  in  the  parish,  drainage  district  or  corporation ;  pro- 
vided, said  taxes  so  imposed  do  not. exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar 
of  the  assessed  valuation  in  any  one  year,  nor  run  for  a  greater 
numl)er  of  years  than  the  number  named  in  the  proposition  submitted 
to  the  tax-payers.  No  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  any  other  purpose 
than  statecl  in  the  submission  of  the  proposition  to  the  tax-payers, 
and  published  for  thirty  days,  as  aforesaid,  nor  for  a  greater  amount 
than  therein  mentioned ;  nor  shall  such  bonds  be  issued  for  any  other 
purpose  than  for  paving  and  improving  streets,  roads  and  alleys, 
purchasing  or  constructing  a  system  of  water- works,  sewerage,  drain- 
age, lights,  public  parks  and  buildings,  bridges  and  other  works  of 
public  improvement,  the  title  to  which  shall  vest  in  the  municipal 
corporation,  parish  or  drainage  district,  as  the  case  may  be;  nor  shall 
such  bonds  nm  for  a  longer  period  than  forty  years  from  their  date, 
or  bear  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  or 
be  sold  by  the  municipal  corporation,  parish  or  drainage  district 
issuing  the  same  for  less  than  par. 

The  municipal  corporation,  parish  or  drainage  district  issuing  such 
lx)nds  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  annually,  or 
semi-annually,  and  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity ;  provided,  that 
the  total  issue  of  bonds  by  any  municipality,  parish  or  drainage  dis- 
trict, for  all  purposes  shall  never  exceed  ten  per  cent,  of  the  assessed 
value  of  the  property  in  such  municipality,  parish  or  drainage  dis- 
trict. Provided,  that  drainage  districts  availing  themselves  of  the 
provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  limited  to  the  rate  of  taxation 
herein  fixed;  and  such  districts  shall  l^e  prohibited  from  levying  con- 
tributions under  the  provisions  of  existing  laws,  and  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  drainage  districts 
from  being  established  under  the  provisions  of  existing  laws. 

xVbt.  282.  One-half  of  the  net  amount  of  all  parish  taxes  and 
licenses,  levied  and  collected  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City 
of  Baton  Rouge,  shall  be  paid  over  for  the  use  of  said  city,  by  the 
officer  collecting  the  same,  to  the  officer  charged  with  the  custody  of 
the  funds  of  said  city. 

BAlLROAD,   EXPRESS,  TELEPHONE,   TELEGRAPH,    STEAMBOAT  AND   SLEEPING 

CAR   COMPANY   COMMISSION 

Art.  283.  A  Railroad,  Express,  Telephone,  Telegraph,  Steamboat 
and  other  Water  Craft,  and  Sleeping  Car  Commission,  is  hereby  cre- 
ated: to  be  composed  of  three  memoers,  to  be  elected  from  the  dis- 
tricts hereinafter  named,  at  the  time  fixed  for  the  Congressional 
election  of  1898.  Of  the  three  commissioners  elected  in  the  year 
1808,  one  shall  serve  two  vears,  one  shall  serve  four  vears,  and  one 
shall  six  years,  the  period  each  is  to  serve  to  be  determined  by  lot; 
thereafter  the  commissioners  from  each  district  shall  be  elected  for  a 
term  of  six  years.  They  shall  1k»  known  as  the  Railroad  Commis- 
sion of  Louisiana.  The  Commission  shall  meet  and  open  an  office 
and  have  its  domicile  at  Baton  Rouge,  and  shall  elect  one  of  their 
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number  chairman,  and  may  appoint  a  secretary  at  a  salary  of  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  may  meet  and  hold  regular  or  spe- 
cial hearings  at  such  other  places  as  they  may  find  necessary.  S"o 
member  of  this  Convention  shall  be  eligible  to  election  or  appoint- 
ment as  a  member  of  said  Commission,  prior  to  the  year  1908. 

Art.  284.  The  power  and  authority  is  hereby  vested  in  the  Com- 
mission, and  it  is  hereby  made  its  autv,  to  adopt,  change  or  make 
reasonable  and  just  rates,  charges  anJ  regulations,  to  govern  and 
regulate  railroaa,  steamboat  and  other  water  craft,  and  sleeping  car, 
freight  and  passenger  tariffs  and  service,  express  rates,  and  telephone 
and  telegrapn  charges,  to  correct  abuses,  and  prevent  unjust  discrimi- 
nation and  extortion  in  the  rates  for  the  same,  on  the  different  rail- 
roads, steamboat  and  other  water  craft,  sleeping  car,  express,  telephone 
and  telegraph  lines  of  this  State,  and  to  prevent  such  companies  from 
charging  any  greater  compensation  in  the  aggregate  for  the  like  kind 
of  property  or  passengers,  or  messages,  for  a  shorter  than  a  longer 
distance  over  the  same  line,  unless  authorized  by  the  Commission  to 
do  so  in  special  cases;  to  reauire  all  railroads  to  build  and  maintain 
suitable  depots,  switches  and  appurtenances,  wherever  the  same  are 
reasonably  necessary  at  stations,  and  to  inspect  railroads  and  to 
require  them  to  keep  Iheir  tracks  and  bridges  in  a  safe  condition,  and 
to  fix  and  adjust  rates  between  branch  or  short  lines  and  the  great 
trunk  lines  with  which  they  connect,  and  to  enforce  the  same  by  hav- 
ing the  penalties  hereby  prescribed  inflicted  through  the'projjer  courts 
having  jurisdiction. 

The  Commission  shall  have  power  to  adopt  and  enforce  such  reason- 
able rules,  regulations,  and  modes  of  procedure,  as  it  may  deem 
proper  for  the  discharge  of  its  duties,  and  to  hear  and  determine 
complaints  that  may  he  made  against  the  classification  or  rates  it  may 
estaolish,  and  to  regulate  the  mode  and  manner  of  all  investigations 
and  hearings  of  railroad  companies  and  other  parties  before  it,  in  the 
establishment  of  rates,  orders,  charges,  and  other  acts,  required  or 
authorized  by  these  provisions.  They  shall  have  power  to  summon 
and  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses,  to  swear  witnesses,  and  to 
compel  tne  production  of  books  and  papers,  to  take  testimony  under 
commission,  and  to  punish  for  contempt,  as  fully  as  is  provided  by 
law  for  the  district  courts. 

Art.  285.  If  any  railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat 
and  other  water  craft,  or  sleeping  car  company,  or  other  party  in 
interest,  be  dissatisfied  with  the  decision  or  nxing  of  any  rate,  classi- 
fication, rules,  charge,  order,  act  or  regulation,  adopted  by  the  Com- 
mission, such  party  may  file  a  petition  setting  forth  the  cause  of 
objection  to  such  decision,  act,  rule,  rate,  charge,  classification  or 
order,  or  to  either  or  to  all  of  them,  in  a  court  of  competent  jurisdic- 
tion, at  the  domicile  of  the  Commission,  against  said  Commission  as 
defendant,  and  either  party  to  said  action  may  appeal  the  case  to 
the  Supreme  Court  of  the  State,  without  regard  to  the  amount  in- 
volved, and  all  such  cases,  both  in  the  trial  and  appellate  courts,  shall 
be  tried  summarily,  and  by  preference  over  all  other  cases.  Such 
cases  may  be  tried  in  the  court  of  the  first  instance  either  in  cham- 
l)ers,  or  at  term  time;  provided,  all  such  appeals  shall  l>e  returned  to 
the  Supreme  Court  within  ten  days  after  the  decision  of  the  lower 
court ;  and  where  the  Commission  appeals,  no  bond  shall  be  required. 
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No  bond  shall  be  required  of  said  Commission  in  any  case,  nor  shall 
advance  costs,  or  security  for  costs,  be  required  of  the  Commission. 

Art.  286.  If  any  railroad,  express,  telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat, 
or  other  water  craft,  or  sleeping  car  company,  subject  hereto,  directly 
or  indirectly,  or  by  any  special  rate,  rebate,  or  other  device,  shall  in- 
tentionally charge,  demand,  collect  or  receive  from  any  person,  firm 
or  corporation,  a  greater  or  less  compensation  for  any  service  ren- 
dered by  it,  than  it  charges,  demands  or  receives  from  any  other  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation,  for  doing  a  like  and  contemporaneous  serv- 
ice, or  shall  violate  any  of  the  rates,  charges,  orders  or  decisions  of 
said  Commission,  such  railroad,  steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  ex- 
press, telegraph,  telephone  or  other  companv,  shall  forfeit  and  pay 
to  the  State  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more  than  five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  recovered  before  any  court  of  competent  juris- 
diction, at  the  suit  of  said  Commission,  at  the  domicile  of  the  Com- 
mission or  of  the  company,  or  at  the  place  where  the  complaint  arises, 
at  the  option  of  the  Commission.  Provided,  that  whenever  any  rate, 
order,  cnarge,  rule  or  regulation  of  the  Commission  is  contested  in 
court,  as  provided  for  in  Article  285  of  this  Constitution,  no  fine  or 
penalty  for  disobedience  thereto,  or  disregard  thereof,  shall  be  in- 
curred until  after  said  contestation  shall  have  been  finally  decided  by 
the  courts,  and  then  only  for  acts  subsequently  committed. 

The  power  of  the  Commission  shall  affect  only  the  transportation 
of  passengers,  freight,  express  matter,  and  telegraph  and  telephone 
messages,  between  points  within  this  State,  and  the  use  of  such  instru- 
ments within  this  State. 

Art.  287.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  members  of  the 
Commission  shall  each  receive  a  salary  or  three  thousand  dollars  per 
annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant,  and  their  actual  travel- 
ing expenses,  and  those  of  their  secretary ;  which  expenses,  and  the 
salary  of  the  latter,  shall  be  paid  on  the  warrant  of  the  Chairman  of 
the  Commission  on  a  sworn  statement  of  their  correctness. 

Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  railroad,  express,  telegraph,  tele- 
phone and  steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  or  other  companies,  from 
serving  free  of  cost,  or  at  reduced  rates,  the  State  or  any  city,  parish, 
or  town  government,  or  any  charitable  purpose,  or  any  fair  or  expo- 
sition, or  any  destitute  or  indigent  person,  or  the  issuance  of  mileage 
or  excursion  tickets;  nor  to  prevent  railroads,  steamboats  or  other 
water  craft,  from  giving  free  transportation  to  ministers  of  religion, 
or  inmates  of  hospitals,  or  to  railroad  officers,  agjents,  employes,  attor- 
neys, stockholders  or  directors,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  this 
Constitution. 

Art.  288.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  the  Legis- 
lature may  add  to  or  enlarge  the  powers  and  duties  of  said  Commis- 
£.ion,  or  confer  other  powers  and  duties  on  them.  They  may  also 
provide  additional  clerical,  or  other  asistance,  that  may  be  deemed 
necessarv  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  said  Commission,  and 
may  add  other  penalties  to  make  the  work  of  said  Commission  effec- 
tive. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney  General,  and  the  various  dis- 
trict attorneys,  to  aia  said  Commission  in  all  legal  matters,  for  which 
they  shall  receive  not  exceeding  25  per  cent,  of  all  fines  and  forfeit- 
ures collected  by  them;  provided,  the  Commission  may  employ  other 
attorneys  in  lieu  of  these  officers  on  like  terms. 
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No  person  in  the  service  of,  or  attorney  for,  any  railway,  express, 
telephone,  telegraph,  steamboat  or  other  water  craft,  sleeping  car 
company  or  corporation,  or  pecuniarily  interested  in  such  company 
or  corporation,  snail  hold  the  office  of  Commissioner. 

The  fines  collected,  after  paying  the  attorney's  fees  and  the  costs 
in  suits,  in  which  the  Commission  may  be  cast  /or  costs,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  State  Treasury. 

Art.  289.  The  State  is  hereby  divided  into  three  Railway  Com- 
mission Districts,  and  one  Commissioner  shall  be  elected  from  each 
of  said  districts  by  a  plurality  of  the  voters  of  the  respective  dis- 
tricts. The  First  District  shall  comprise  the  parishes  of  Orleans, 
Plaquemines,  St.  Bernard,  Jefferson,  St.  Charles,  St.  John  the  Bap- 
tist and  St.  James.  The  Second  District  shall  comprise  the  parishes  of 
Iberville,  Ascension,  Assumption,  Lafourche,  Terrebonne,  St.  Mary, 
Iberia,  St.  Martin,  Lafayette,  Vermillion,  Cameron,  Calcasieu,  Avoy- 
elles, St.  Landry,  Pointe  Coupe,  West  Feliciana,  East  Feliciana, 
West  Baton  Rouge,  East  Baton  Rouge,  St.  Helena,  Livingston,  Tan- 
gipahoa, Washington,  St.  Tammany  and  Acadia.  The  Third  District 
shall  comprise  the  parishes  of  Rapides,  Vernon,  Sabine,  Grant,  Natch- 
itoches, winn,  Red  River,  DeSoto,  Caddo,  Bossier,  Webster,  Bien- 
ville, Concordia,  Caldwell,  Franklin,  Tensas,  Madison,  Richland, 
Ouachita,  Jackson,  Lincoln,  Union,  Morehouse,  East  CarroU,  West 
Carroll,  Claiborne  and  Catahoula. 

RIPARIAN    BIGHTS 

Art.  290.  Riparian  owners  of  property  on  navigable  rivers,  lakes, 
and  streams,  within  any  city  or  town  in  this  State  having  a  popula- 
tion in  excess  of  five  thousand  shall  have  the  right  to  erect  and  main- 
tain on  the  batture  or  banks  owned  by  them,  such  wharves,  buildings 
and  improvements  as  may  be  required  for  the  purposes  of  commerce 
and  navigation,  subject  to  the  following  conditions,  and  not  other- 
wise, to-wit :  Such  owners  shall  first  obtain  the  consent  of  the  Council, 
or  other  governing  authority,  and  of  the  Board  of  Levee  Commis- 
sioners, within  whose  municipal  or  levee  district  jurisdiction  such 
wharves,  buildings,  and  improvements  are  to  be  erected,  and  such 
consent  having  been  obtained,  shall  erect  the  same  in  conformity  to 
plans  and  specifications  which  shall  have  been  first  submitted  to, 
and  approved  by,  the  engineer  of  such  Council,  or  other  governing 
authority;  and  when  so  erected,  such  wharves,  buildings,  and  im- 
provements shall  be,  and  remain,  subject  to  the  administration  and 
control  of  such  Council,  or  other  governing  authority,  with  respect 
to  their  maintenance  and  to  the  fees  and  charges  to  be  exacted  for 
their  use  by  the  public,  whenever  any  fee  or  charge  is  authorized  to 
be  and  is  made :  and  shall  be  and  remain  subject  to  the  control  of  such 
Board  of  I^evee  Commissioners,  in  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  for 
the  maintenance  and  administration  of  the  levefes  in  its  jurisdiction. 
The  Council,  or  other  governing  authority,  shall  have  the  right  to 
expropriate  such  wharves,  buildings,  and  improvements,  whenever 
necessary  for  public  purpases,  upon  reimbursing  the  owner  the  cost 
of  construction,  less  sucn  depreciation  as  may  have  resulted  from 
time  and  decay;  such  reimbursement,  however,  in  no  case  to  exceed 
the  actual  market  value  of  the  property.    Provided,  that  nothing  in 
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this  article  shall  be  construed  as  affecting  the  right  of  the  State,  or  of 
any  political  subdivision  thereof,  or  of  the  several  Boards  of  Levee 
Comniissioners  to  appropriate  without  compensation  such  wharves 
buildings,  and  improvements,  when  necessary  for  levee  purposes. 

The  grants  made  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans  under  the  terms  of 
Ordinance  11,765,  Council  Series,  adopted  January  14, 1896,  authoriz- 
ing the  construction,  use,  and  maintenance  of  wharves,  structures,  and 
improvements  upon  certain  riparian  property  in  the  Sixth  Municipal 
District,  and  other  grants  of  the  same  nature  made  by  the  City  of 
Xew  Orleans  to  riparian  owners  with  reference  to  their  property,  are 
reco^ized  as  necessary  aids  to  the  commerce  of  this  State,  and  are 
hereoy  ratified,  and  declared  to  be  lawful,  but  shall  in  no  event  be 
construed  as  conferring  greater  privileges  or  rights  than  might  be 
conferred  under  this  article,  or  as  releasing  the  riparian  owners  from 
the  obligations  herein  imposed  or  which  may  nave  been  imposed 
upon  or  assumed  by  such  riparian  owner  by  contract,  municipal  ordi- 
nance or  otherwise. 

PUBLIC  BOAOS 

Abt.  291.  The  Police  Juries  of  this  State  may  form  their  respec- 
tive parishes  into  road  districts ;  and  in  order  to  raise  funds  for  the 
purpose  of  constructing,  maintaining  and  repairing,  the  public  roads 
and  bridges  of  their  parishes,  thev  are  authorized  to  set  aside  at  least 
one  mill  per  annum  of  the  taxes  levied  by  them,  and  to  impose  a  per 
capita  tax  of  not  more  than  one  dollar  per  annum  upon  eacli  able- 
bodied  male  inhabitant  of  the  parish  between  the  ages  of  eighteen 
and  fiftv-five  years,  and  to  levy  an  annual  license  of  not  less  than 
twenty-five  cents,  nor  more  than  one  dollar  per  annum  upon  each 
vehicfe,  including  bicycles  kept  and  used  for  locomotion  over  public 
roads,  in  their  respective  parishes;  which  license  may  be  graduated. 
The  provisions  of  this  article  relative  to  the  per  capita  tax  shall  not 
be  operative  in  incorporated  towns  and  cities  that  maintain  their 
own  streets. 

To  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  article  the  Police  Juries 
mav  enact  such  ordinances  of  a  civil  nature  as  maj  be  necessary  to 
enforce  the  property  and  license  tax,  and  of  a  criminal  nature  to  en- 
force the  per  capita  tax.  Other  taxes  may  be  levied  by  the  Police 
Juries  for  road  and  bridge  purposes,  not  to  exceed  five  mills  for  five 
years  on  the  property  of  the  parish,  or  any  ward  thereof,  where  the 
rate  of  taxation  and  the  purpose  thereof  shall  have  been  submitted 
to  the  property  tax-payers  of  said  ward  or  parish  entitled  to  vote 
under  tne  election  laws  of  the  State,  and  a  majority  in  numbers  and 
value  of  those  voting  at  said  election  shall  have  vote^  in  favor  thereof. 

Art.  292.  When  any  parish  shall  avail  itself  of  the  provisions  of 
this  article,  the  judge,  m  passing  sentence  on  persons  convicted  of 
any  offense,  when  the  punishment  imposed  by  faw  is  imprisonment 
in  the  parish  jail  in  the  first  instance,  or  in  default  of  payment  of 
fine,  may  sentence  such  persons  to  work  on  the  public  roads  and  bridges 
and  any  other  public  works  of  the  parish ;  and  when  the  punishment 
prescribed  by  law  is  imprisonment  in  the  penitentiary,  he  may  sen- 
tence the  persons  so  convicted  to  work  on  the  public  roads  and  bridges 
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and  other  public  w  orks  of  .the  parish  where  the  crime  was  committed, 
if  the  sentence  actually  imposed  does  not  exceed  six  months.  All 
fines  and  penalties  impost  on  persons  for  infringement  of  any 
ordinance  relative  to  roads  and  bridges,  shall  go,  when  collected,  into 
the  road  and  bridge  fund  of  the  parish. 

Art.  293.  The  Police  Jury  shall  relieve  from  compulsory  road 
duty  all  persons  who  have  paid  the  road  and  bridge  tax  and  license 
levied  against  them. 

Akt.  294.  The  State  Board  of  Engineers,  whenever  called  on  so  to 
do,  shall  furnish  the  different  road  (fistricts  with  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  public  roads,  and  such  assistance  and  advice  as  will  tend  to 
create  a  imif orm  system  of  public  roads  throughout  the  State. 

BOARD  OF  CHARITIES  AND  CORRECTIONS 

Art.  295.  The  Legislature  shall  provide  for  a  State  Board  of 
Charities  and  Corrections,  which  shall  consist  of  six  members,  and  of 
which  the  Governor  shall  be  chairman  ex-officio.  Upon  the  organiza- 
tion of  said  Board,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  one  member  for  six 
years,  one  for  five  years,  one  for  four  years,  one  for  three  years,  one 
for  two  years,  and  thereafter  shall  make  appointments  for  six  years, 
except  in  case  of  vacancy  in  office,  when  the  appointment  shall  be 
made  for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  of  the  Board  shall 
serve  without  compensation,  but  they  shall  be  authorized  to  elect  a 
secretary,  who  shall  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  Legis- 
lature. The  State  shall  provide  an  office  for  said  Board,  and  shall 
make  provision  from  time  to  time  for  the  payment  of  its  expenses. 

The  duties  of  the  Board  shall  be  strictly  visitorial,  without  admin- 
istrative or  executive  powers.  It  shall  visit  and  inspect  all  State, 
parish  or  municipal  institutions  which  are  of  a  charitable,  eleemosy- 
nary, correctional,  or  reformatory  character,  and  all  private  institu- 
tions of  like  character  utilized  or  aided  by  parochial  or  municipal 
authority,  and  all  private  insane  asylums,  whether  so  utilized  or 
aided  or  not. 

The  Board  shall  report  annually  to  the  Governor,  and  to  the  Legis- 
lature at  each  session  thereof,  the  actual  condition  of  all  of  the  above 
institutions.  They  shall  make  such  suggestions  to  the  Governor  and 
Legislature  as  may  be  necessary  and  pertinent;  provided,  said  sug- 
^stions  are  concurred  in  by  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Boards 
m  control  of  each  of  said  institutions.  The  officers  in  charge  of  said 
institutions  shall  furnish  the  Board  such  information  and  statistics 
as  it  may  require. 

BOARDS  OF  HEALTH  AND  STATE  MEDICINE 

Art.  296.  The  General  Assembly  shall  create  for  the  State,  and  for 
each  parish  and  municipality  therein,  Boards  of  Health,  and  shaU 
define  their  duties,  and  prescribe  the  powers  thereof.  The  State 
Board  of  Health  shall  be  composed  of  representative  physicians  from 
the  various  sections  of  the  State.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
both  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Board  of  Health  for  the  City  of  New 
Orleans,  the  President  of  the  State  Board  to  be  the  President  of  the 
local  Board  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 
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Art.  297.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  for  the  interest  of 
State  Medicine  in  all  its  departments ;  for  the  protection  of  the  people 
from  unq^ualified  practitioners  of  medicine,  and  dentistry ;  protecting 
confidential  communications  made  to  medical  men  by  their  patients 
while  under  professional  treatment  and  for  the  purpose  of  such  treat- 
ment; for  protecting  the  people  against  the  sale  of  injurious  or 
adulterated  drugs,  foods  and  drinks,  and  against  any  and  all  adultera- 
tions of  the  general  necessaries  of  life  of  whatever  kinds  and  character. 

MILITIA 

Art.  298.  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  authority  to  provide 
by  law  how  the  militia  of  this  State  shall  be  organized,  officered, 
trained,  armed  and  equipped,  and  of  whom  it  shall  consist. 

Art.  299.  The  officers  and  men  of  the  militia  and  volunteer  forces 
shall  receive  no  pay,  rations  or  emoluments,  when  not  in  active  service 
by  authority  of  the  State. 

Art.  300.  The  General  Assembly  may  exempt  from  military  serv- 
ice those  who  belong  to  religious  societies  whose  tenets  forbid  them  to 
bear  arms;  provided,  a  money  equivalent  for  these  services  shall  be 
exacted. 

Art.  301.  The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  call  the  militia  into 
active  service  for  the  preservation  of  law  and  order,  or  when  the 
public  service  may  require  it;  provided,  that  the  police  force  of  any 
city,  town  or  parish,  shall  not  be  organized  or  used  as  a  part  of  the 
State  militia. 

PENSIONS 

Art.  302.  The  Soldiers'  Home  of  the  State  of  Louisiana,  known 
as  Camp  Nicholls,  shall  be  maintained  by  the  State,  and  the  General 
Assembly  shall  make  an  appropriation  for  each  year  based  upon  the 
number  of  inmates  in  said  home  on  the  first  day  of  April  of  the  jrear 
in  which  said  appropriation  is  made,  of  one  hundred  and  thirty 
dollars  per  capita,  for  the  maintenance  and  clothing  of  such  inmates 
from  which  one  dollar  per  month  shall  be  allowed  to  each  inmate  for 
his  personal  use,  and  shall  make  such  further  appropriations  for 
building,  repairs,  and  incidentals,  as  may  be  absolutely  necessary. 

Art.  303.  A  pension  not  to  exceed  eight  dollars  per  month  shall  be 
allowed  to  each  Confederate  soldier  or  sailor  veteran,  who  possess  all 
of  the  following  qualifications : 

1st.  He  shall  have  served  honorably  from  the  date  of  his  enlistment 
until  the  close  of  the  late  Civil  war,  or  until  he  was  discharged  or 
paroled,  in  some  military  organization  regularly  mustered  into  the 
armv  or  naw  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  shall  have  remained  true 
to  the  Confederate  States  until  the  surrender. 

2d.  He  shall  be  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  unable  to  earn  a 
livelihood  by  his  own  labor  or  skill. 

3d.  He  shall  not  be  salaried  or  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  or  by  an^  other  State  or  Government. 

In  case  he  enlisted  in  any  organization  mustered  into  said  service 
as  a  Louisiana  organization,  or  in  case  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment 
he  resided  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  he  shall  have  resided  in  this 
State  for  at  least  five  years  prior  to  his  application  for  a  pension. 
In  case  he  resided  elsewhere  than  in  this  State,  and  enlisted  in  an 
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organization  not  mustered  in  from  Louisiana,  or  in  the  navy  of  the 
Confederate  States,  he  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  least 
fifteen  years  prior  to  his  application  for  such  pension.  A  like  pen- 
sion shall  be  granted  to  the  widow  who  shall  not  have  married  again*, 
in  indigent  circumstances,  of  any  soldier  or  sailor  who,  havingen- 
tered  the  service  of  the  Confederate  States  during  the  late  Civil  War, 
lost  his  life  prior  to  June  1st,  1865,  from  wounds  received,  or  disease 
contracted  in  such  service;  provided,  that  if  her  deceased  husband 
served  in  an  organization  mustered  in  from  Louisiana,  or  if  he 
resided  in  Louisiana  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment,  and  has  so  resided 
for  one  year  prior  thereto,  then  in  order  that  such  widow  shall  be 
entitled  to  the  pension  as  herein  provided,  she  shall  have  resided  in 
this  State  for  at  least  five  years  prior  to  her  application  therefor; 
and  if  her  deceased  husband  enlisted  elsewhere  than  in  Louisiana, 
and  served  in  an  organization  not  mustered  in  from  Louisiana,  such 
widow  shall,  in  order  to  entitle  her  to  pension  as  herein  provided, 
have  resided  in  this  State  for  not  less  than  fifteen  years  prior  to  her 
application  for  such  pension;  provided,  further,  that  pensions, 
whether  to  veterans  or  to  widows,  shall  be  allowed  only  from  the 
date  of  application  under  this  article,  and  the  total  appropriation 
for  all  pensions  shall  not  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  any  one 
year. 

Art.  304.  The  General  Assembly  shall  appropriate  not  less  than 
twelve  hundred  dollars  ner  annum  for  the  maintenance  in  New  Or- 
leans of  a  Memorial  Hall  or  repository  for  the  collection  and  preser- 
vation of  relics  and  mementoes  of  the  late  Civil  War,  and  oi  other 
objects  of  interest,  and  shall  be  authorized  to  make  suitable  appro- 
priations for  the  erection  of  monuments  and  markers  on  the  battle- 
fields of  the  country,  commemorative  of  the  services,  upon  such 
fields,  of  Louisiana  soldiers  and  commands. 

AGRICULTURE   AND  IMMIGRATION 

Art.  305.  The  existing  Bureau  of  Agriculture  and  Immigration 
shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Agricul- 
ture and  Immigration,  and  shall  be  recognized  as  an  integral  part  of 
the  State  government. 

Art.  306.  The  Louisiana  State  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Immi- 
gration shall  have  the  control  and  direction  of  all  State  agricultural 
organizations  and  State  Farmers'  Institutes,  and  shall  adopt  the 
needful  measures  for  the  securement  of  proper  immigration. 

It  shall  also  encourage  State,  district  and  parish  fairs  and  local 
agricultural  organizations,  and  shall  maintain  effective  control  of  the 
manufacture  or  sale,  in  this  State,  of  fertilizers  and  Paris  green  for 
the  suppression  of  adulteration  and  fraud  therein.  It  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  and  shall  have  such  other  powers  as  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  General  Assembly. 

Art.  307.  The  said  Board  of  Agriculture  and  Immigration  shall 
consist  of  one  member  from  each  Congressional  district,  appointed 
by  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate, 
from  men  engaged  in  the  leading  agricultural  interests  of  the  State; 
the  said  members  to  hold  their  offices  for  six  years,  or  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  appointed.  In  the  first  appointment,  which  shall  be  made 
within  sixty  days  after  the  adjournment  of  this  convention,  the  mem- 
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bers  from  the  first  and  fourth  districts  shall  be  appointed  for  two 
years;  those  from  the  second  and  fifth  districts  for  four  years;  and 
those  from  the  third  and  sixth  districts  for  six  years.  The  Governor 
of  the  State,  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  and  Immiffration,  the 
President  of  the  State  University  and  Agricultural  and  Mechanical 
College,  the  Vice-President  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  State 
University  and  Agricultural  and  Mechanical  College,  and  the  Di- 
rector of  the  State  experimental  stations  are  and  shall  be  ex-officio 
members  of  this  Board.  The  members  of  said  Board  shall  serve 
without  compensation,  except  actual  expenses  incurred  in  attending 
the  meetings. 

Art.  308.  The  paramount  importance  of  our  agricultural  interests, 
and  the  necessity  of  peoplinj?  with  a  desirable  population  the  vast 
unoccupied  areas  of  our  fertile  lands,  require  an  enlargement  of  the 
duties  and  an  expansion  of  the  scope  of  the  work  of  this  Board,  for 
which  the  Greneral  Assembly  shall  enact  such  laws  as  may  be  necessary 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  article. 

CITY   OF    NEW    ORLEANS 

Art.  309.  There  shall  be  seven  Assessors  in  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans, who  together  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  the 
Parish  of  Orleans.  One  shall  be  appointed  from  each  municipal  dis- 
trict of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  they  shall  be  residents  of  the 
districts  from  which  they  are  appointed. 

There  shall  be  seven  State  Tax  Collectors  for  the  City  of  New 
Orleans.  One  shall  be  appointed  from  each  municipal  district. 
They  shall  be  residents  of  the  districts  from  which  they  are  appointed, 
and  they  shall  maintain  offices  in  their  respective  districts.  The 
said  Assessors  and  State  Tax  Collectors  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  for  the 
term  of  four  years. 

The  first  appointments  under  this  Constitution  of  said  officers  shall 
be  after  the  general  election  in  1900. 

Art.  310.  There  shall  be  one  coroner  for  the  parish  of  Orleans, 
who  shall  be  elected  for  four  years  by  the  qualified  electors  of  said 
parish,  and  whose  duties  shall  be  fixed  by  law.  He  shall  be  ex-officio 
city  physician  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  forty-ei^ht  hundred  dollars.  He  shall  be  a  prac- 
ticing physician  of  said  city  and  a  graduate  of  the  medical  depart- 
ment of  some  university  of  recognized  standing.  He  shall  appoint 
two  assistants,  having  the  same  qualifications  as  himself;  one  at  an 
annual  salary  of  twenty-six  hundred  dollars,  and  one  at  an  annual 
salary  of  six  hundred  dollars. 

Art.  311.  The  assistant,  whose  salary  is  hereby  fixed  at  six  hun- 
dred dollars  shall  be  a  resident  of  the  Fifth  district  of  the  parish  or 
City  of  New  Orleans  and  shall  have  his  office  in  said  district. 

The  assistant,  whose  salary  is  fixed  at  twenty-six  hundred  dollars 
?hall  be  a  resident  of  that  portion  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  lying 
on  the  left  bank  of  the  Mississippi  river. 

The  provision  shall  take  eflect  from  and  after  the  next  general 
election.  The  salaries  of  the  coroner  and  his  assistants  shall  be  paid 
by  the  City  of  New  Orleans. 
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Art.  312.  Any  person  whose  property  has  been  appropriated  within 
twelve  months  prior  to  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  or  whost* 
property  may  hereafter  be  appropriated  by  the  Orleans  Levee  Board 
for  levee  purposes,  shall  have  a  ri^ht  of  action  against  said  Board 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction  for  the  value  of  said  property, 
and  whatever  judgment  may  be  finally  rendered  against  tne  Board 
shall  be  paid  out  of  the  taxes  coUected  by  it  in  the  same  manner  as 
other  disDursements  are  made;  provided,  that  this  shall  not  apply  to 
batture  property,  nor  to  vacant  property,  where  only  a  part  thereof 
has  been  taken  for  levee  purposes,  and  where  the  effect  of  the  levee 
building  would  be  to  protect  the  remaining  part  of  the  same  prop- 
erty ;  nor  to  any  property  on  any  part  of  the  river  front,  the  admin- 
istration and  control  of  which  is  vested,  for  the  purposes  of  commerce, 
either  in  the  State  or  city  authorities,  and  on  which  improvements 
have  been  erected  under  grants  from  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  or 
other  authority,  nor  to  the  said  improvements;  provided,  that  said 
Board  shall  have  power  to  appropriate  property  subject  to  such  servi- 
tude, for  levee  building,  as  under  existing  laws,  without  making  such 
compensation  in  advance. 

Art.  313.  All  surplus  revenues  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  from 
the  year  1879  to  the  year  1895,  both  inclusive,  except  the  surplus 
revenue  dedicated  to  permanent  public  improvement,  and  to  schools, 
by  Act  No.  110  of  1890,  derived  from  the  one  per  cent,  tax  levied 
under  said  act,  shall  be  turned  over  by  the  city  to  the  Board  of 
Liquidation  of  the  City  Debt.  Said  Board  shall  redeem  all  claims 
evidenced  by  financial  ordinance  or  judgment  against  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  for  debts  arising  and  incurred  between  the  years  1879 
to  1895,  both  inclusive,  payment  of  which  has  not  heretofore  been 
provided  for  out  of  the  reserve  and  permanent  public  improvement 
funds  of  the  city  for  the  years  1893  to  1898,  both  inclusive,  excepting 
therefrom  the  claims  of  school  teachers  for  the  years  1880  to  1884, 
payment  of  which  has  been  authorized  by  Act  No.  110  of  1890,  and  is 
now  being  provided  for  by  the  city,  said  claims  or  judgments  to  b(» 
purchased  on  the  most  reasonable  terms  offered  by  creditors  within 
the  period  of  eighteen  months  succeeding  the  date  of  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  the  said  Board  to  invite  proposals  by  public  adver- 
tisements, to  be  made  bimonthly ;  provided,  any  and  all  bids  may  be 
rejected.  For  the  purpose  of  such  redemption  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans, through  the  Board  of  Liquidation,  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue 
bonds  to  the  extent  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  bear- 
ing four  per  cent,  per  annum  interest,  payable  semi-annually  in  such 
denominations  as  may  be  by  said  Board  determined  upon,  maturing 
in  fifty  years  from  the  date  of  issue,  but  subject  to  redemption  by 
said  Board  in  the  reverse  order  of  their  issue  at  any  time  after  sixty 
days'  notice. 

Said  Board  is  hereby  authorized  in  its  discretion  to  exchange  said 
bonds  for  said  claims  against  the  city,  evidenced  by  financial  or- 
dinances or  judgments,  or  to  sell  said  bonds,  and  with  the  proceeds 
thereof  purchase  said  claims;  provided,  that  no  sale  of  said  bonds 
shall  be  made  for  less  than  par. 

Said  Board  of  Liquidation  shall,  at  any  time  it  may  be  necessary, 
sell  a  sufficient  number  of  the  Constitutional  Bonds  of  the  City  of 
New  Orleans,  now  unsold,  of  the  issue  provided  for  by  Act  No.  110  of 
the  General  Assembly  for  the  year  1890,  and  by  the  amendment  to 
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the  Constitution  of  the  State  submitted  to  the  people  by  said  act  and 
adopted  at  the  ^neral  election  in  1892,  to  provide  for  the  payment 
of  interest  or  principal  of  the  bonds  hereby  authorized  to  be  issued. 
^Vlienever  the  said  Board  of  Liquidation  shall  have  received  from  the 
surplus  revenues  of  the  Citj  of  New  Orleans,  as  provided  herein,  suf- 
ficient funds  to  meet  the  issue  of  bonds  hereby  authorized  in  prin- 
cipal and  interest,  the  remainder  of  the  surplus  revenues  so  turned 
over  to  the  said  Board  shall  revert  to  the  city. 

Xbt.  314.  The  provisions  of  the  amendment  embodied  in  joint 
resolution  of  the  General  Assembly  No.  110,  approved  July  8th,  1890, 
and  thereafter  ratified  by  the  people  and  made  part  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, are  recognized  as  of  full  force  and  effect ;  the  authority  conferred 
upon  the  City  of  New  Orleans  and  upon  the  Board  of  Liquidation  of 
the  City  Debt,  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  constitutional  bonds  of 
the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  to  the  levy  and  collection  of  a  special 
ad  valorem  tax  of  one  per  cent,  upon  all  the  taxable  property,  real, 
pepional  and  mixed,  in  said  city,  for  the  pavment  of  said  bonds,  in 
principal  and  interest,  and  with  respect  to  tne  manner  of  such  pay- 
ment, IS  confirmed,  as  are  also  all  rights  vested  by  said  amendment  in 
ihe  present  and  future  holders  of  said  bonds,  whether  issued  or  to  be 
issued ;  and  no  limitations  imposed  by  other  provisions  of  this  Con- 
stitution upon  the  authority  oi  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  shall  be  held 
lo  include,  apply  to,  or  aflfect,  the  taxing  power  herein  contemplated 
and  confirmee!. 

Art.  315.  The  City  of  New  Orleans  is  hereby  authorized  and 
required  to  examine  into  and  assume  payment  of  the  obligations  of 
the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Public  Schools  of  the  Parish  of  Orleans 
for  impaid  salaries  of  school  teachers  and  portresses  and  of  other 
legitimate  claims  against  said  School  Board,  for  the  years  1882,  1883 
and  1884,  and  for  unpaid  salaries  of  school  teachers  and  portresses  for 
the  years  1885,  1886  and  1887,  now  in  the  hands  of  the  original 
owners,  who  have  in  no  wise  parted  witli  their  rights  of  ownership, 
or  pledged  the  same,  as  may  be  found  by  said  city  to  be  equitably 
due  by  said  Board.  All  claims  to  be  examined  into  and  assumed  by 
the  City  of  New  Orleans  under  this  Article  shall  be  presented  to  and 
filed  with  the  City  Council  of  said  city  within  ninety  days  after  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  and  not  thereafter. 

Art.  316.  The  City  Council  shall  issue  certificates  of  indebtedness 
to  the  owners  of  saia  claims,  when  examined  and  found  to  be  equita- 
bly due,  and  all  such  certificates  shall  be  paid  by  the  Board  of 
Liquidation.  If  any  of  the  claims  aforesaid  oe  rejected  by  the  said 
City  Council,  the  decision  thereon  may  be  reviewed  by  any  Court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  the  judgment  of  the  court  thereon 
shall,  if  in  favor  of  the  claimant,  be  likewise  paid  by  the  Board  of 
Liquidation. 

Art.  317.  The  funds  requisite  to  pay  said  claims  shall  be  provided 
by  said  Board  of  Liquidation,  by  the  sale  of  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
Constitutional  bonds  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  of  the  issue  provided 
for  by  Act  No.  110  of  the  General  Assembly  for  the  year  1890,  and 
by  the  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  State  submitted  to  the 
people  by  said  act  and  adopted  at  the  general  election  in  1892. 

^^T.  318.  The  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  is  hereby 
authorized  to  amend  Act  No.  110  of  1890,  confirmed  bv  Constitu- 
tional  amendment  of  1892,  providing  for  the  refunding  of  the  city 
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debts  so  far  onl}r  as  to  provide  that  in  the  further  issue  of  bonds 
under  said  act  within  the  limit  of  ten  million  dollars,  provided  for 
in  said  act,  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  through  the  Boara  of  Liquida- 
tion, shall  have  authority  to  issue  registered  bonds,  and  to  authorize 
the  exchange  of  registered  bonds,  for  eq^ual  amounts  of  outstanding 
four  per  cent,  coupon  bonds  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  issued 
under  authority  of  said  act,  having  the  same  time  to  run  and  at  the 
same  rate  of  interest,  and  provide  For  their  registration  and  payment 
of  interest.  All  registered  bonds  issued  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
under  the  amended  act  as  herein  provided  shall  have  the  same  guar- 
antees, and  the  holders  of  said  bonds  shall  have  the  same  privileges, 
as  are  now  secured  by  said  act  to  the  holders  of  coupon  bonds.  Said 
registered  bonds  shall  be  denominated  Registered  Constitutional 
Bonds  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  Authorized  by  Act  No.  110  of 
1890,  and  Amendment  thereto. 

Art.  319.  The  electors  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  of  any  polit- 
ical corporation  which  may  be  established  within  the  territory  now, 
or  whicn  may  hereafter  be,  embraced  within  the  corporate  limits  of 
said  city,  shall  have  the  right  to  choose  the  public  omcers,  who  shall 
be  charged  with  the  exercise  of  the  police  power  and  with  the  admin- 
istration of  the  affairs  of  said  corporation  m  whole  or  in  part. 

Art.  320.  This  article  shall  not  apply  to  the  Board  oi  Liquidation 
of  the  City  Debt,  nor  shall  it  be  construed  as  prohibiting  tne  estab- 
lishment of  Boards  or  Commissioners,  the  members  oi  which  are 
elected  by  the  Council  or  appointed  by  the  Mayor  with  the  consent  of 
the  Council.  As  to  all  other  existing  boards  6v  Commissions  affected 
bv  it,  said  article  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  the  first  municipal 
election  which  shall  be  held  in  the  Citv  of  New  Orleans  after  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution;  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  the  Legislature  from  cre- 
ating Boards  or  Commissioners,  whose  powers  shaU  extend  in  and  be- 
yond the  Parish  of  Orleans,  or  as  affecting  present  Boards  of  that 
character,  or  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  public  schools;  provided, 
that  hereafter,  in  creating  any  Board  with  such  powers,  or  in  filling 
vacancies  therein,  at  least  two-thirds  of  the  members  thereof  shall  l» 
from  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  elected  by  the  people  or  Council 
thereof,  or  appointed  by  the  Mayor  as  hereinabove  provided. 

AMENDMENTS  TO   THE   CONSTITUTION 

Art.  321.  Propositions  for  the  amendment  of  this  Constitution  may 
be  made  by  the  General  Assemblv  at  any  session  thereof,  and  if  two- 
thirds  of  all  the  members  elected  to  each  house  shall  concur  therein, 
after  such  proposed  amendments  have  been  read  in  such  respective 
houses  on  tnree  separate  days,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments, together  with  the  yeas  and  nays  thereon,  shall  be  entered  on 
the  Journal,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  cause  the  same  to  be 
published  in  two  newspapers  published  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans  and 
m  one  paper  in  each  other  parish  of  the  State  in  which  a  newspaper 
is  published,  for  two  inontns  preceding  an  election  for  Representa- 
tives in  the  Legislature  or  in  Congress,  to  l)e  designated  by  the  Ijegis- 
lature,  at  which  time  the  said  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  electors  for  their  approval  or  rejection;  and  if  a 
majority  voting  on  said  amendment  or  amendments  shall  approve  and 
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ratity  the  same,  then  such  amendment  or  amendments  so  approved 
and  ratified  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution.  When  more 
than  one  amendment  shall  be  submitted  at  the  same  time,  they  shall 
be  so  submitted  as  to  enable  the  electors  to  vote  on  each  amendment 
separately.  The  result  of  said  election  shall  be  made  known  by  the 
proclamation  of  the  Governor. 

CODE  OF  CHIKINAL  LAW,  PHOCEDURE  AND  CORRECTION 

Art.  322.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  appoint  a  com- 
mission to  prepare  drafts  of  a  code  of  Criminal  Law,  of  a  Code  of 
Criminal  Procedure,  and  of  a  Code  of  Criminal  Correction  for  this 
State.  The  drafts  of  such  codes,  when  prepared,  shall  be  promptly 
printed,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  sent  to  each  judge  of  this  State, 
and  to  such  other  persons  in  or  out  of  this  State  as  the  Governor  may 
think  proper,  with  the  request  from  him  for  suggestions  and  criti- 
cisms. The  Governor  shall  submit  to  the  General  Assembly  of  this 
State,  first  convened,  after  the  lapse  of  one  year  from  the  distribu- 
tion of  the  printd  copies  of  said  arafts  as  above,  the  said  drafts,  to- 
gether with  the  report  of  the  Commission,  and  with  a  message  from 
himself  in  which  he  shall  embody  and  condense  each  suggestion  he 
hhall  deem  of  use.  And  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to 
adopt  said  Codes,  with  such  amendments  as  they  mav  deem  advisable, 
by  vote  in  each  House,  without  complying  with  tne  formalities  of 
readings  and  the  other  formalities  required  by  the  Constitution  in 
the  passage  of  statutes.  No  promulgation  of  said  code  shall  be  re- 
quired beyond  its  publication  in  book  form  after  same  shall  have 
become  a  law. 

Art.  323.  All  amendments  proposed  in  the  General  Assembly  shall 
loe  proposed  within  the  first  thirty  days  after  its  convening,  and  no 
amendments  shall  be  proposed  after  the  lapse  of  that  time.  All 
amendments  shall  be  referred  to  a  joint  committee  of  both  Houses, 
consisting  of  two  members  from  each  House,  with  the  Attorney 
General  as  ex-o^cio  chairman.  Only  such  amendments  shall  be 
voted  on  as  shall  be  favorably  reported  by  this  committee,  and  each 
amendment  shall  be  voted  on  separately. 

Art.  324.  The  Commission  to  prepare  said  drafts  shall  be  com- 
posed of  three  lawyers  of  this  State.  The  compensation  of  said  Com- 
missioners shall  hie  fixed  by  the  General  Assembly.  Said  compen- 
sation to  be  payable  only  when  the  drafts  have  been  prepared 
and  submitted  to  the  Governor;  but  the  other  expenses  of  the  Com- 
mission shall  be  promptly  paid  as  incurred,  and  the  Governor  is 
hereby  warranted  to  draw  on  the  General  Fund  for  said  compensa- 
tion, and  for  all  the  expenses  of  printing  the  said  drafts,  and  for  the 
other  expenses  incurred  under  this  act. 

SCHEDULE 

Art.  325.  That  no  inconvenience  may  arise  from  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution,  and  in  order  to  carry  this  Constitution  into  com- 
plete operation,  it  is  hereby  declared : 

First — That  all  laws  in  force  in  this  State,  at  the  time  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  Constitution,  not  inconsistent  therewith,  and  constitu- 
tional when  enacted,  shall  remain  in  full  force  and  effect  until  altered 
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or  repealed  by  the  General  Assembly,  or  until  they  expire  by  their 
own  limitation.  All  ordinances  passed  and  ratified  by  this  Conven- 
tion and  appended  to  the  official  original  draft  of  tHe  Constitution 
delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  shall  have  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  if  included  in,  and  constituting  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Second — All  writs,  actions,  causes  of  action,  proceedings,  prosecu- 
tions and  rights  of  individuals,  or  bodies  corporate,  and  of  the  State, 
when  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution,  shall  continue  as  valid 
and  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Third — ^The  provisions  of  all  laws,  which  are  inconsistent  with  thi^ 
Constitution,  shall  cease  upon  its  adoption,  except  that  all  laws  which 
are  inconsistent  with  such  provisions  of  this  CJonstitution  as  require 
legislation  to  enforce  them,  shall  remain  in  full  force  until  such  legi^^- 
lation  is  had. 

Fourth — All  recognizances,  obligations  and  all  other  instruments 
cntei'ed  into  or  executed  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution*  to 
the  State,  or  to  any  parish,  city,  municipality,  board,  or  other  public 
corporation  therein,  and  all  fines,  taxes,  penalties,  forfeitures  and 
rights,  due,  owing  or  accruing  to  the  State  of  Louisiana,  or  to  any 
parish,  city,  municipality,  board,  or  other  public  corporation  therein, 
under  the  Constitution  and  laws  heretofore  in  force,  and  all  writs, 
prosecutions,  actions  and  proceedings,  except  as  herein  otherwise  pro- 
vided, shall,  continue  and  remain  unaffected  by  the  adoption  of  this 
Constitution.  All  indictments  and  information  which  shall  have 
been  found  or  filed,  or  may  hereafter  be  found  or  filed  for  anv  crime 
or  offense  committed  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  may  bt» 
prosecuted  as  if  no  change  had  been  made,  except  as  herein  otherwir^e 
provided. 

Fifth — All  officers,  executive,  legislative  and  judicial.  State  parish 
or  municipal,  who  may  be  in  office  at  the  adoption  of  this  Constitu- 
tion, or  who  may  be  elected  or  appointed  before  the  election  or  ap- 
pointment of  their  successors  as  nerein  provided,  shall  hold  their 
resj>ective  offices  until  their  terms  have  expired,  shall  hold  their 
successors  are  duly  qualified,  as  provided  in  tnis  Constitution,  unles.^ 
sooner  removed,  as  may  be  provided  by  law;  and  shall  receive  the 
compensation  now  fixed  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  in  force  at  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided. 

Sixth — The  Constitution  of  this  State,  adopted  in  18  i  9,  and  all 
amendments  thereto,  are  declared  to  be  superseded  by  this  Constitu- 
tion ;  provided,  however,  that  no  failure  on  the  part  of  this  Conven- 
tion to  re-enact  and  re-ordain  any  article  or  orainance  contained  in 
the  Constitution  of  1879  upon  any  of  the  subjects  upon  which  this 
Convention  is  by  the  act  convening  it  prohibited  from  enactmg, 
ordaining  or  framing  any  article  or  ordinance,  shall  be  construed  as 
in  any  manner  impairing  or  affecting  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion of  1879,  upon  the  prohibited  subjects. 

Seventh — ^Tne  Supreme  Court,  Courts  of  Appeal  and  district 
Courts,  provided  for  by  this  Constitution,  are  declared  to  be,  and 
shall  be  construed  to  be  the  same  courts  as  those  of  the  same  name, 
created  by  the  Constitution  of  1879,  and  all  writs,  orders  and  process 
issued  from  said  courts,  which  shall  be  pending,  or  in  course  of  execu- 
tion at  the  date  when  this  Constitution  goes  into  effect,  together  with 
all  the  i»ecords  and  archives  of  said  courts,  shall  at  once,  by  virtue  of 
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this  article,  be  transferred  to,  and  held  to  be  cases  pending  in,  and 
writs,  orders  and  process  issued  from,  and  in  course  of  execution, 
under  the  authority  of,  and  records  and  archives  of  said  courts  re- 
spectively, as  organized  under  this  Constitution. 

Eighth — This  Constitution,  adopted  by  the  people  of  the  State  of 
Louisiana,  in  Convention  assembled,  shall  be  in  full  force  and  effect 
from  and  after  this  12th  daj  of  May,  1898,  save  and  except  as  other- 
wise provided  in  and  by  said  Constitution. 

Xkt,  326.  The  first  General  Assembly,  meeting  after  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  is  required  to  make  a  special  appropriation  to 
pay  the  debt  which  this  Convention  has  contracted  with  the  Louisiana 
National  Bank,  the  Hibernia  National  Bank  and  the  Xew  Orleans 
National  Bank,  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  with  interest  at  5  per 
cent,  per  annum  from  May  9th,  1898,  until  paid,  and  for  which  certifi- 
cates are  held  by  said  banks,  issued  to  them  pursuant  to  an  ordinance 
heretofore  adopted  by  this  Convention,  and  which  said  debt  was  in- 
curred for  the  purpose  of  enabling  this  Convention  to  complete  its 
work. 

There  shall  be  printed  in  book  or  pamphlet  form  1500  copies  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Convention,  and  5000  copies  of  this  Constitution,  and 
each  member  of  the  Convention  shall  be  entitled  to  eight  copies  of 
the  Journal  and  twenty-five  copies  of  the  Constitution.  The  remain- 
ing copies  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  to  be  disposed 
of  as  may  hereafter  be  ordered  by  the  Legislature. 

Said  General  Assembly  shall  also  make  any  appropriation  required 
to  pay  any  loans  heretofore  negotiated,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
negotiated  by  the  Governor,  pursuant  to  an  ordinance  heretofore 
adopted  by  this  Convention,  for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses 
of  organizing  and  mobilizing  the  State's  quota  of  volunteers  called 
for  by  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  hereto- 
fore promulgated. 

Done  in  Convention,  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  on  the  12th  day 
of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninctv-eight,  ana  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  of  Amer- 
ica, the  one  hundred  and  twenty-second.

POSTPONING   THE   SESSION    OF   THE   GENERAL    ASSEMBLY 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  Conven- 
tion assembled : 

Art.  1.  That  the  next  regular  session  of  the  (xeneral  Assembly  of 
tliis  State,  to  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  in  May,  1898,  be  ana  the 
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same  is  hereby  postponed  until  the  third  Monday  in  May,  1808,  and 
that  the  Governor  of  the  State  be  and  is  hereby  authorized  and  re- 
quested to  issue  his  proclamation  to  that  effect. 

Art.  2.  Said  (ieneral  Assembly  may  adjourn  its  said  session  from 
time  to  time  during  the  year  1898,  provided  that  said  session,  includ- 
ing any  and  all  adjournments  thereof,  shall  not  exceed  sixty  days  in 
duration. 

Done  in  Convention  this  30th  day  of  April,  1898. 

IX>AN    IX)    DEFRAY    THE    EXPENSES   OF   THE    CONVENTION 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  Conven- 
tion assembled. 

Art.  1.  That  the  President  of  this  Convention,  and  the  Chairman 
of  the  Committee  on  Contingent  Expenses,  are  hereby  authorized  and 
instructed,  in  the  name  and  by  the  authority  of  this  Convention,  to 
negotiate  a  loan  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary  to  defray  the  residue  of  the  expenses  of  this  Con- 
vention not  provided  for  by  the  Act  of  the  (Ieneral  Assembly  calling 
this  Convention,  and  to  enable  the  Convention  to  complete  the  work 
of  framing  the  new  Constitution. 

Art.  '2.  Said  loan  shall  be  evidenced  by  one  or  more  certificates  of 
indebtedness,  signed  by  the  President  of  this  Convention,  and  coun- 
tersigned by  the  Secretary  thereof,  under  seal  of  this  Convention,  and 
Ix^aring  interest  from  the  date  of  such  certificates  until  paid,  at  such 
rate,  not  exceeding  G  per  cent,  per  annum,  as  may  be  agreed  upon 
between  the  President  of  this  Cfonvention  and  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  on  Contincfent  Expenses,  as  representing  the  Convention, 
and  the  lenders.  Saia  certificates  of  indebtedness  shall  be  payable  on 
the  first  day  of  July,  1898,  at  any  bank  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
which  may  be  named  on  their  face. 

The  (ieneral  Assembly,  at  its  next  session,  shall  make  a  sjjecial 
appropriation  to  pay  said  certificate  or  certificates. 

Done  in  Convention  this  22d  day  of  April,  1898. 

LOAN    FOR    MOBILIZATION    OF   STATE   TROOPS 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  people  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  in  Conven- 
tion assembled: 

Art.  1.  The  (xovernor  is  authorized  and  empowered  to  borrow  Fifty 
Thousand  Dollars,  or  as  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  on  the 
credit  of  the  State,  to  defray  the  necessary  expense  of  organizing 
and  mobilizing  the  State's  quota  of  volunteers  called  for  by  tlie  proc- 
lamation of  the  President  of  the  United  States  heretofore  promul- 
gated, and  the  legislature  shall,  at  its  next  session,  make  an  appro- 
priation to  pay  the  loan  negotiated  in  pursuance  thereof. 

Done  in  Convention  this  27th  day  or  April,  1898.

In  view  of  the  numerous  amendments  to  the  Constitution  of  1898, 
twenty-six  in  number,  which  are  available  only  by  recourse  to  the 
various  Acts  of  the  Legislature  from  the  Special  Session  of  1899  to 
'906, 1  have  compiled  in  a  single  pamphlet  all  of  the  amendments  to 
the  Constitution  in  the  order  tnat  they  were  adopted.  A  descriptive 
heading  is  printed  over  each  amendment ;  the  number  of  the  Article 
amended  is  printed  in  black  gothic  type;  the  number  of  the  Act  of 
the  Legislature  proposing  the  amenament  is  given;  side  notes  are 
placed  on  each  article,  and  an  index  is  printed  at  the  back  of  the 
pamphlet. 

This  pamphlet  will  accompany  all  copies  of  the  Constitution  of 
^898,  which  are  distributed  from  this  office  in  the  future,  and  copies 
will  be  sent  to  the  courts  and  officials  of  Louisiana  to  complete  the 
edition  of  the  original  Constitution  sent  to  them  at  the  time  of  its 
adoption  in  1898.

Ratifying    Special  Taxes   for  Sewebage  and  Water   Board,   City  op  New 
Orleans,  and  the  Act  of  Legislature  Authorizing  Issuance  of  Bonds. 

(First  Amendment,  Adopted  April  17,  1900— Act  No.  4,  Ex.  Sess.,  1899) 

'*The  special  tax  for  public  improvements,  voted  by  the  property 
taxpayers  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  on  June  6,  1899,  and  levied  by 
the  Citv  Council,  by  Ordinance  No.  15,391  approved  June  22,  1899, 
is  hereby  ratified,  and  its  validity  shall  never  be  questioned.  The 
si)ecial  Act  adopted  by  the  Legislature  at  the  special  session  held  on 
August  8,  1899,  constituting  tne  Sewerage  and  Water  Board  of  the 
City  of  New  Orleans,  authorizing  the  City  of  New  Orleans  to  issue 
bonds,  and  providing  the  means  to  pay  the  principal  and  interest 
thereof,  and  for  other  purposes  cognate  to  the  purposes  of  the  special 
tax  aforesaid,  is  herepy  ratified  and  approved,  specially  including 
therein  reserved  legislative  right  to  amend  the  same;  and  all  pro- 
visions of  the  present  Constitution  in  conflict  with  the  provisions  of 
said  Act,  and  with  this  amendment,  are  to  that  extent,  and  for  that 
purpose  only,  repealed." 

Ihcheasino  Pension  Appbopbiation  from  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($50,000.00) 

TO  Seventy-five  Thousand  Dollars  ($75,000.00) 

(Second  AnieudmeDt,  Adopted  November  8,  19(X) — Act  No.  73  of  1900)

Article  303.  A  pension  not  to  exceed  eight  ($8)  dollars  per  month 
J^hall  be  allowed  to  each  Confederate  soldier  or  sailor  veteran,  who 
poijsesses  all  of  the  following  qualifications : 

1st.  He  shall  have  served  honorably  from  the  date  of  his  enlist- 
ment until  the  close  of  the  Civil  AVar,  or  until  he  was  discharged  or 
paroled,  in  some  military  organization  regularly  mustered  into  the 
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Army  or  Xavy  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  shall  have  remained 
true  to  the  Confederate  States  until  the  surrender. 

2nd.  He  shall  be  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  unable  to  earn  a 
livelihood  by  his  own  labor  or  skill. 

3.  He  shall  not  be  salaried  or  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  or  by  an^  other  State  or  Government. 

In  case  he  enlisted  in  any  organization  mustered  into  said  service 
as  a  Louisiana  organization,  or  in  case  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment 
he  resided  in  the  State  of  Louisiana,  he  shall  have  resided  in  this 
State  for  at  least  five  years  prior  to  his  application  for  pension.  In 
case  he  resided  elsewhere  than  in  this  State,  and  enlisted  m  an  organi- 
zation not  mustered  in  from  Louisiana,  or  in  the  Navy  of  the  Con- 
federate States,  he  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  least  fifteen 
years  prior  to  his  application  for  such  pension.  A  like  pension  shall 
be  granted  to  the  widow  who  shall  not  have  married  again,  in  indi- 
gent circumstances,  of  such  soldier  or  sailor,  whose  marriage  to  her 
was  contracted  prior  to  January  1,  1870,  provided,  that  if  her  de- 
ceased husband  served  in  an  organization  mustered  in  from  Louisi- 
ana, or  if  he  resided  in  Louisiana  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment,  and 
has  so  resided  for  one  year  prior  thereto,  then  in  order  that  such 
wndow  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pension  as  herein  provided,  sh^  shall 
have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  least  five  years  prior  to  her  applica- 
tion therefor;  and  if  her  deceased  husband  enlisted  elsewhere  than  in 
Louisiana,  and  served  in  any  organiaztion  not  mustered  in  from  Lou- 
isiana, such  widow  shall,  in  order  to  entitle  her  to  pension  as  herein 
provided,  have  resided  in  this  State  for  not  less  than  fifteen  years 
prior  to  her  application  for  such  pension ;  provided  further,  that  |)en- 
sions,  w-hether  to  veterans  or  to  widows,  snail  be  allowed  only  from 
the  date  of  application  under  this  article,  and  the  total  appropriations 
for  all  pensions  shall  not  be  less  than  fifty  thousand  dollars,  nor  more 
than  seventy-five  thousand  dollars  in  any  one  year,  provided  that 
nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit  the  Gen- 
eral Asstmibly  from  providing  artificial  limbs  to  disabled  Confed- 
erate soldiers  or  sailors. 

Ratifyino   Contbacts   Made  by  the  City  of  New   Orleans,   Prior  to  Mat 

12th,  1902 

(Third  Ainendnieiit,  Adopted  Noveuil)er  4.  1902— Act  No.  50  of  1902) 

Article  47.  The  (xeneral  Assembly  shall  have  no  power  to  grant 
or  authorize  any  parish  or  municipal  authority  to  grant  any  extra 
compensation,  fee  or  allowance  to  a  public  officer,  agent,  servant,  or 
contractor,  nor  pay,  nor  authorize  the  payment  of  any  claim  against 
the  State  or  any  parish  or  municipality  thereof,  under  any  agree- 
ment of  contract  made  witliout  express  authority  of  law;  and  all 
such  unathorized  agreements  or  contracts  shall  be  null  and  void,  but 
all  agreements  or  contracts  for  work  of  public  improvements  made 
or  entered  into  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans  prior  to  the  twelfth  of 
May,  1902,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved  and  the  citv  of  New 
Orleans  is  hereby  authorized  to  make  all  payments  provided  for  in 
said  contracts  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  under  the  conditions 
set  forth  in  said  contracts. 
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Exempting  Certain  Classes  of  Pbopebty  from  Taxation 
(Fourth  Amendment.  Adopted  November  4,  1902— Act  No.  129  of  1902) 

Article  230.  The  following  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and  no 
other,  viz :  All  public  property,  places  of  religious  worship,  or  burial, 
the  rectories  and  parsonages  of  churches  and  grounds  thereunto  ap- 
j)urtenaiit,  used  exclusively  as  residences  for  the  ministers  in  charge 
of  such  churches,  all  charitable  institutions,  all  buildings  and  prop- 
erty used  exclusively  for  public  monuments  or  historical  collections, 
colleges  and  other  school  purposes,  the  real  and  personal  estate  of  any 
public  library,  and  that  of  any  other  library  association  used  by  or 
connected  with  such  library,  all  books  and  philosophical  apparatus, 
and  all  paintings  and  statuary  of  any  company  or  association,  kept 
in  a  public  hall ;  provided,  the  property  so  exempted  be  not  leased  for 
purposes  of  private  or  corporate  profit  or  income.  There  shall  also 
!«  exempt  from  taxation  household  property  to  the  value  of  five 
hundred  dollars.  There  shall  also  be  exempt  from  parochial  and 
municipal  taxation  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  the  first  day  of 
January,  1900,  the  capital,  machinery  and  other  property  employed 
in  mining  operations,  and  in  the  manufacture  of  textile  fabrics, 
yarns,  rope,  cordage,  leather,  shoes,  harness,  saddlery,  hats,  clothing, 
llour,  machinery,  articles  of  tin,  copper  and  sheet  iron,  agricultural 
implements,  and  furniture  and  other  articles  of  wood,  marble  or 
stone;  soap,  stationery,  ink  and  paper,  boat  building,  and  fertilizers 
and  chemicals;  provided  that  not  less  than  five  hands  are  employed 
in  any  one  factory;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall 
affect  the  exemptions  provided  for  by  existing  Constitutional  provi- 
sions. There  shall  also  be  exempt  from  taxation  for  a  period  of  ten 
years  from  the  date  of  its  completion  any  railroad  or  parts  of  such 
railroad  that  may  hereafter  be  constructed  and  completed  prior  to 
January  1st,  1904;  provided,  that  when  aid  has  heretofore  been  voted 
by  any  parish,  ward,  or  municipality  to  any  railroad  not  yet  con- 
structed, such  railroad  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  exemption  from 
taxation  herein  established,  unless  it  waivers  and  relinquishes  such 
aid  or  consents  to  a  resubmission  of  the  question  of  granting  such 
aid  to  a  vote  of  the  property  taxpayers  of  the  parish,  ward  or  muni- 
cipality, which  has  voted  the  same,  if  one-third  of  such  property  tax- 
payers petition  for  the  same  within  six  months  after  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution.  And  provided,  further,  that  this  exemption  shall 
not  apply  to  double  tracks,  sidings,  switches,  depots  or  other  improve- 
ments or  betterments,  which  may  be  constructed  by  railroads  now  in 
operation  within  the  State,  other  than  extensions  or  new  lines  con- 
structed by  such  railroads;  nor  shall  the  exemption  hereinbefore 
granted  apply  to  any  railroad  or  part  of  such  railroad,  the  construc- 
tion of  which  was  begun  and  the  roadbed  of  which  was  substantially 
completed  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution.  The 
property  or  real  estate  belonging  to  any  military  organization  of  the 
State  of  I^uisiana  which  is  used  by  the  State  National  Guard  or 
niilitia  for  military  purposes,  such  as  arsenals  or  armories,  while  so 
used,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation. 
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Cbeatino  State  Board  of  Appraiseus  ;  One  Member  fob  Each  CoNGBESSioif  ai. 
District.     (Providing  for  New  Seventh  Congressional  District) 

(Fifth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  4,  1902— Act  No.  165  of  1902) 

Article  226.  There  shall  be  and  is  hereby  created  a  State  Board 
of  Appraisers,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  assess  the  property  belonging 
to  corporations,  associations,  and  individuals  employed  in  railway, 
telegraph,  telephone,  sleeping  car  and  express  business  throughout 
the  State  of  Louisiana,  which  Board  of  Appraisers  shall  be  com- 
posed of  the  Auditor  and  other  members  corresponding  in  number 
to  the  Congressional  Districts  of  the  State,  to  be  elected  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant-Governor,  Treasurer,  Attorney  General  and  Secre- 
tary of  State,  one  member  from  each  Congressional  District,  for  the 
term  of  four  years,  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  fix  the  compensa- 
tion of  said  fioard. 

Ratifying  Warrants  Issued  for  Salaries  and  Expenses  of  Offices  of  Clerks 
OF  CrviL  District  (^ourt.  Register  of  Conveyances,  etc.,  City  of  New 
Orleans 

(Sixth  Amendment.  Adopted  November  4.  1902— Aot  No.  182  of  1902) 

Article  156.  All  valid  warrants  issued  for  salaries  and  authorized 
expenses  of  the  offices  of  the  clerks  of  the  Civil  District  Court,  Reg- 
ister of  Conveyances  and  Recorder  of  Mortages  for  the  parish  of 
Orleans,  of  the  clerks  of  the  City  Courts  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans, 
and  for  salaries  of  the  clerks  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  which  are  pay- 
able out  of  the  special  judicial  expense  fund  provided  for  bv  Article 
146  of  the  Constitution  of  1879,  as  amended,  and  which  shall  be  out- 
standing and  unpaid  at  the  date  of  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
or  which  shall  he  issued  for  the  current  month  in  which  this  Consti- 
tution is  adopted,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  valid  and  subsisting 
claims  against  the  revenues  of  the  respective  offices  upon  which  said 
fund  was  made  dependent. 

The  holders  of  said  warrants  may  present  them  within  six  months 
after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution  to  the  Board  of  Liquidation 
of  the  City  Debt,  and  receive  therefor  the  bonds  hereinafter  author- 
ized to  be  issued;  and  the  City  of  New  Orleans  is  required,  within 
three  months  from  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  to  provide  for 
said  warrants  or  claims,  bv  the  issuance  of  bonds  in  the  sum  of  Two 
Hundred  and  Twenty-five  Thousand  Dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as 
may  be  necessary ;  said  bonds  shall  be  for  the  face  value  of  said  war- 
rants, in  such  denominations  as  the  said  Board  of  Liquidation  shall 
recommend,  and  shall  be  dated  July  1st,  1898,  and  made  payable 
twentv-five  years  after  date,  or  earlier,  at  the  option  of  said  Board, 
and  stiall  bear  four  per  cent  per  annum  interest,  payable  semi-annu- 
ally, and  represented  by  interest  coupons  attached  thereto,  the  first 
of  said  coupons  payable  January  1st,  1899 ;  said  l)onds  to  be  known  as 
Judicial  Expense  Fund  Bonds,  and  to  be  signed  by  the  Mayor  and 
Comptroller  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  delivered  to  the  Board 
of  Liquidation  of  the  City  Debt  and  shall  be  countersigned  by  the 
President  and  Secretary  of  said  Board  and  issued  by  said  BoaVd  to 
the  holders  of  said  warrants  upon  surrender  of  same.  Neither  the 
State  of  Louisiana  nor  the  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  ever  be  liable 
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for  the  pajrment  of  said  bonds  nor  the  interest  thereon,  except  from 
the  special  fund  herein  provided  for,  and  any  appropriation  or  other 
provision  therefor  made  by  the  State  or  city  shall  be  null  and  void. 
There  shall  be  stamped  across  the  face  of  said  bonds  the  words: 
"Issued  in  accordance  with  Article  156  of  the  Constitution  of  I^u- 
isiana  of  1898."  The  Clerk  of  the  Civil  District  Court,  Register  of 
Conveyances  and  Recorder  of  Mortgages  for  the  Parish  of  ( )rleans, 
and  the  Clerks  of  the  Citv  Courts  of  New  Orleans,  shall  keep  accurate 
and  detailed  accounts  in  books  to  be  used  exclusively  for  that  purpose 
of  all  fees  and  charges  collected  in  their  offices,  res|)ectively,  and  they 
shall  furnish,  daily,  to  the  City  Comptroller,  transcripts  of  said 
accounts  dulv  certified  by  them  or  bv  their  authoritv,  and  said  offi- 
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cers  shall  also  daily  pay  into  the  Treasury  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans 
the  whole  amount  or  fees  and  charges  so  collected.  From  the  amounts 
thus  paid  into  the  City  Treasury  the  Treasurer  shall  set  apart  and 
reserve  twenty  per  cent  out  of  which  shall  first  l>e  paid  the  expenses 
necessary  for  the  preparation  and  execution  of  the  aforesaid  bonds, 
and  thereafter  the  same  shall  be  used  solely  and  exclusively  to  retire 
the  bonds  issued  in  payment  of  said  Judicial  Expense  Fund  warrants 
and  interest  thereon,  and  the  certificates  of  the  Comptroller  herein- 
after authorized;  and  upon  the  second  Tuesday  in  December  and 
June  of  every  year  the  said  Treasurer  shall  pay  said  amounts  so 
reserved,  and  also  the  amounts  received  from  the  Civil  Sheriff  to  the 
Ifeard  of  Liquidation  of  the  City  Debt,  until  all  the  bonds  herein 
authorized  have  been  retired  or  paid ;  and  on  the  second  Tuesday  in 
February  and  August  of  every  year,  said  Board  of  Liquidation,  in 
accordance  with  rules  to  be  adopted  and  made  public  by  it,  shall,  after 
paying  the  semi-annual  interest  on  said  bonds,  purchase  or  redeem 
with  such  money  thus  set  apart  as  may  have  accumulated,  and  with 
the  surplus  of  the  remaining  eighty  per  cent  as  hereinafter  provided, 
as  manv  of  said  tx)nds  as  said  monev  will  buv  or  redeem,  preference 
l)eing  given  to  holders  offering  at  the  lowest  rate ;  and  all  such  l)onds 
so  purchased  or  redeemed  shall  be  bv  said  Board  of  I^iquidation 
immediately  canceled,  and  a  record  matle  thereof.  F'rom  the  remain- 
ing eighty  per  cent  of  said  fund  there  shall  be  paid  monthly  the  cur- 
rent salaries  and  expenses  of  the  offices  from  which  the  same  is  derived, 
including  the  salary  of  the  docket  and  minute  clerks  of  the  Court  of 
Appeal,  as  now  constituted  and  until  the  election  of  the  clerk  of  the 
said  court,  as  above  provided,  together  with  such  authorized  expenses 
of  said  offices  as  are  not  required  to  \ye  paid  by  the  City  or  New 
Orleans;  and  the  surplus  of  said  eighty  per  cent,  if  any,  shall  be  paid 
by  the  Treasurer  to  the  said  Board  of  Liquidation,  and  shall  be  used 
to  redeem  or  pay  said  bonds  and  certificates  as  hereinbefore  and 
hereinafter  provided.  But  if  said  eighty  per  cent  during  the  six 
months  ending  July  31st,  or  January  31st  of  any  year,  i^hould  prove 
inadequate  to  pay  said  salaries  and  expenses,  the  Comptroller  shall 
prorate  the  deficit  among  those  entitled  to  payment,  and  shall  issue 
certificates  therefor  in  sums  not  less  than  ten  dollars,  which  shall  l)ear 
interest  at  the  rate  of  four  per  cent  per  annum  from  date,  and  said 
interest  shall  be  paid  annually,  but  tlie  principal  of  said  certificates 
shall  be  paid  from  the  funds  herein  set  apart  and  reserved  only  after 
all  the  l)onds  issued  in  pavment  of  outstanding  warrants  shall  have 
first  been  redeemed  or  paid. 
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All  disbursements  from  said  fund  for .  stationery  shall  be  made 
upon  the  reouisition  of  the  officers  requiring  same ;  said  requisition  to 
be  approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  or  New  Orleans;  and  in  all 
cases  such  disbursements  and  all  salaries  shall  be  paid  by  the  Treas- 
urer of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  upon  warrants  drawn  against  said 
fund  by  the  Comptroller  of  said  city,  approved,  so  far  as  the  Civil 
District  Court  is  concerned  by  the  presiding  judge  thereof,  for  the 
office  of  Recorder  of  Mortgages  and  the  office  of  Register  of  Convey- 
ances, by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  for  the  offices  of 
the  respective  city  courts  by  the  judge  or  judges  thereof  and  for  the 
officers  of  tlie  Court  of  Appeal  by  one  of  the  judges  thereof.     Until 
the  full  and  final  payment  of  all  said  bonds  and  certificates  herein- 
before provided  for  the  salaries  of  the  employees  of  the  various  offices 
hereinafter  named  shall  remain  as  now  fixed  by  law,  and  there  shall 
be  no  increase  in  the  number  of  employees  now  authorized  by  law  for 
the  offices  of  Recorder  of  Mortgages  or  Register  of  Conveyances,  un- 
less otherwise  ordered  by  the  Civil  District  Court  sitting  en  banc ;  and 
the  number  of  employees  of  the  Civil  District  Court  shall  be  as 
determined  by  a  majority  of  the  judges  thereof.     The  Clerks  of  the 
first  and  second  city  courts,  until  the  organization  of  the  city  courts 
hereinbefore  provided  for,  may  each  appoint  with  the  approval  of  the 
judges  thereof,  an  additional   deputy   clerk   at  Fifty   Dollars  per 
month,  but  no  other  employees,  nor  larger  salaries  tlian  those  now 
fixed  by  law,  shall  be  allowed  to  the  city  courts.    The  said  Board  of 
Liquidation  hereinbefore  named  shall  have  the  right  to  reject  any  and 
all  bids  made  for  the  redemption  of  bonds  issuea  as  hereinabove  pro- 
vided, and  should  there  be  no  bids,  or  none  accepted,  then  said  Board 
of  Liquidation,  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  P^ebruary  and  August  of 
each  year,  with  whatever  amount  has  been  paid  to  said  board  by  the 
treasurer  as  herein  provided,  shall,  after  paying  the  interest,  pay  said 
bonds  in  numerical  order.     After  the  payment  of  aH  said  bonds,  the 
twenty  per  cent,  reserve  herein  provided,  and  any  surplus  of  the  re- 
maining eighty  per  cent,  shall  be  used  by  the  City  Treasurer  in  pay- 
ing the  certificates  herein  provided  for,  if  any,  in  the  order  of  their 
issue.     When  said  Judicial  Expense  Fund  bonds  and  Comptroller 
certificates,  if  any  of  the  latter  shall  be  issued,  shall  have  been  retired 
and  canceled,  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the  various  officers  affected 
*  by  this  article  and  the  revenue  of  said  officers  shall  be  regulated  and 
disposed  of  as  may  be  determined  by  the  General  Assembly.     This 
article  shall  take  effect  from  the  last  day  of  the  current  month  in 
which  this  constitution  is  adopted,  and  all  amounts  arising  from  the 
Judicial  Expense  Fund,  which  shall  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  State 
Treasurer  on  that  date,  shall  be  paid  by  him  to  the  Board  of  Liquida- 
tion of  the  City  Debt,  and  be  used  by  said  board  as  part  of  the  funds 
hereinabove  referred  to. 

Extending  Time  of  Exemption  of  Uaijboad  Pbopebty  to  January  1st,  1909 
(Seventh  Amendment,  Adopted  November  8,  1904 — Act  No.  16  of  1904) 

There  shall  l^e  exempt  from  taxation  for  a  period  of  ten  years  from 
the  date  of  its  completion,  any  railroad  or  part  of  railroacf  that  shall 
have  been  constructed  and  completed  subsequently  to  January  1, 1905, 
and  prior  to  January  1,  1909.    This  exemption  shall  include  and 
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apply  to  all  the  rights  of  way,  roadbed,  sidings,  rails  and  other  super- 
structures upon  such  rights  of  way,  roadbed  or  sidings;  and  to  all 
depots,  station-houses,  buildings,  erections  and  structures  appurtenant 
to  such  railroads  and  the  operation  of  the  same ;  but  shall  not  include 
the  depots,  warehouses,  station-houses  and  other  structures  and  ap- 
purtenances nor  the  land  upon  which  they  are  erected  at  terminal 
points,  and  for  which  franchises  have  been  granted  and  obtained; 
whether  same  remain  the  property  of  the  present  owner  or  owners, 
or  be  transferred  or  assigned  to  any  corporation  or  corporations,  per- 
son or  persons,  whomsoever,  and  provided  further  that  this  exemp- 
tion shall  not  apply  to  double  tracks,  sidings,  switches,  depots,  or 
other  improvements  or  betterments  which  may  he  constructed  by 
railroads  now  in  operation  within  the  State,  other  than  extensions  or 
new  lines  constructed  by  such  railroads. 

Increasing    Pension    Appropriation    from    Seventy-five   Thousand    Dollars 
($75,000.00) TO  One  Hundbed  aivd  Fifty  Thousand  Dollars  ($150,000.00) 

(Eighth  Amendment.  Adopted  November  8.  1904— Act  No.  112  of  1004) 

Article  303.  A  pension  not  to  exceed  eight  dollars  ($8)  per  month 
shall  be  allowed  to  each  Confederate  soldier  or  sailor  veteran  who 
posesses  all  of  the  following  qualifications : 

1.  He  shall  have  served  honorably  from  the  date  of  his  enlisitment 
until  the  close  of  the  late  Civil  War,  or  until  he  was  discharged  or 
paroled,  in  some  military  organization  regularly  mustered  into  the 
army  or  navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  and  shall  have  remained  true 
to  the  Confederate  States  until  the  surrender. 

2.  He  shall  be  in  indigent  circumstances,  and  unable  to  earn  a  Hv- 
lihood  by  his  own  labor  or  skill. 

3.  Heshall  not  be  salaried  or  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  or  by  any  other  State  Government.  In  case  he  enlisted 
in  any  organization  mustered  into  said  service  as  a  Louisiana  organ- 
ization, or  in  case  at  the  date  of  his  enlistment  he  resided  in  the  State 
of  Louisiana,  he  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  least  five  years 
prior  to  his  application  for  a  pension.  In  case  he  resided  elsewhere 
than  in  this  State,  and  enlisted  in  an  organization  not  mustered  in 
from  Louisiana,  or  in  the  Navy  of  the  Confederate  States,  he  shall 
have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  least  fifteen  years  prior  to  his  appli- 
cation for  such  pension.  A  like  pension  shall  be  granted  to  the  widow 
who  shall  not  have  married  again,  in  indigent  circumstances,  of  such 
soldier  or  sailor  whose  marriage  to  her  was  contracted  prior  to  Janu- 
ary 1st,  1875;  provided,  that  if  her  deceased  husband  served  in  an 
organization  mustered  in  from  Louisiana,  or  if  he  resided  in  Louisiana 
at  the  date  of  his  enlistment,  and  has  so  resided  for  one  year  prior 
thereto,  then  in  order  that  such  widow  shall  be  entitled  to  the  pension 
as  herein  provided,  she  shall  have  resided  in  this  State  for  at  least 
five  years  prior  to  her  application  therefor;  and  if  her  deceased  hus- 
band enlisted  elsewhere  than  in  Louisiana,  and  served  in  an  organ- 
ization not  mustered  in  from  Louisiana,  such  widow  shall  in  order 
to  entitle  her  to  pension  as  herein  provided,  have  resided  in  this  State 
for  not  less  than  fifteen  years  prior  to  her  application  for  such  pen- 
sions; provided  further,  that  pensions,  whether  to  veterans  or  to  wid- 
ows, shall  be  allowed  only  from  the  date  of  application  under  this 
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article,  and  the  total  appropriations  for  all  pensions  shall  not  be  less 
than  seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000)  dollars  nor  more  than  one  hun- 
dred and  fifty  thousand  ($150,000)  dollars  in  any  one  year;  pro- 
vided, that  nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  construed  so  as  to  prohibit 
the  (ireneral  Assembly  from  providing  artificial  limbs  to  disabled 
Confederate  soldiers  or  sailors. 

Maintenance  of  Ix>t  isiana  State  University  and  Agbicultural  and  Mechah- 

iCAL  Coixegk;  Hemovino  Limit  of  Appbopbiation 

(Ninth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  8,  1901— Act  No.  12  of  1904) 

Article  255.  The  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricultural  ana 
Mechanical  College,  founded  upon  the  land  grants  of  the  United 
States  to  endow  a  seminary  of  learning  and  a  college  for  the  benefit 
of  agriculture  and  mechanic  arts  now  established  and  located  in  the 
Citv  of  Baton  Rouge,  is  hereby  recognized ;  and  all  revenues  derived 
and  to  be  derived  from  the  Seminary  fund,  the  Agricultural  and 
Mechanical  College  fund,  and  other  funds  or  lands  donated  or  to  be 
donated  by  the  United  States  to  the  State  of  Louisiana  for  the  use  of 
a  seminary  of  learning  or  of  a  college  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture 
or  the  mechanic  arts,  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  main- 
tenance and  support  of  said  Louisiana  State  University  and  Agricul- 
tural and  Mechanical  College;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  make 
such  additional  appropriations  as  may  be  necessary  for  its  mainte- 
nance and  support  and  improvement,  and  for  the  establishment,  in 
connection  with  said  institution,  of  such  additional  scientific  or  liter- 
ary departments  as  the  public  necessities  and  the  well-being  of  the 
people  of  Louisiana  ma^v  require. 

The  Tulane  University  of  Louisiana,  located  in  New  Orleans,  is 
hereby  recognized  as  created  and  to  be  developed  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  legislative  act.  No.  43,  approved  July  5,  1884,  and. 
by  approval  of  the  electors,  made  part  of  the  C/onstitution  of  the  State. 

Pbovidino  fob  Election  of  Judges  of  Supreme  Court  ;  Fixing  Their  Salaries, 

AND  THE  Time  OF  Holding  Sessions 

(Tenth  Amendment  Adopted  November  8,  1904— Act  No.  137  of  1904) 

Article  86.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  be  composed  of  one  Chief 
Justice  and  four  Associate  Justices,  a  majority  oi  whom  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum.  The  Chief  Justice  and  Associate  Justices  shall  each 
receive  a  salary  of  not  less  than  Five  Thousand  Dollars  per  annum, 
payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant.  They  shall  each  be  elected  for 
a  term  of  twelve  years.  In  case  of  death,  resignation,  or  removal 
from  office  of  any  Justice,  the  vacancv  shall  be  filled  bv  the  selection 
by  the  Court  of  a  Judge  of  one  of  the  Courts  of  Appeal  from  a  Su- 
preme Court  District  other  than  that  in  which  such  vacancy  shall 
occur,  until  the  next  ensuing  Congressional  election,  when  it  snail  be 
filled  bv  election  for  a  full  term  of  twelve  years.  Tliev  shall  be 
citizens  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  over  thirty-five  yeari» 
of  age,  learned  in  the  law\  and  shall  have  practiced  law  in  this  State 
for  ten  years  preceding  their  election,  or  appointment. 

Akticle  87.  The  State  shall  be  divided  mto  four  Supreme  Court 
Districts,  and  the  Supreme  Court  shall  always  be  composed  of  Jus- 
tices elected  from  said  districts.     The  parishes  of  Orleans,  St.  John 
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the  Baptist,  St.  Charles,  St.  Bernard,  Plaquemines  and  Jefferson  shall 
compose  the  First  District,  from  which  two  Justices  shall  be  elected. 
The  Parishes  of  Caddo,  Bossier,  Webster,  Bienville,  Claiborne, 
Union,  Lincoln,  Jackson,  Caldwell,  Ouachita,  Morehouse,  Richland, 
Franklin,  West  Carroll,  East  Carroll,  Madison^  Tensas,  Concordia 
and  Catahoula  shall  compose  the  Second  District,  from  which  one 
Justice  shall  be  elected.  The  Parishes  of  DeSoto,  Red  River,  Winn, 
Grant,  Natchitoches,  Sabine,  Vernon,  Calcasieu,  Cameron,  Rapides, 
Avoyelles,  Pointe  Coupee,  West  Baton  Rouge,  Iberville,  St.  Landry, 
Acadia,  Lafayette  ana  Vermilion  shall  compose  the  Third  District, 
from  which  one  Justice  shall  be  elected.  The  Parishes  of  St.  Martin, 
Iberia,  St.  Mary,  Terrebonne,  Lafourche,  Assumption,  Ascension,  St. 
James,  East  Baton  Rouge,  East  Feliciana,  West  Feliciana,  St.  Helena, 
Livingston,  Tangipahoa,  St.  Tammany  and  Washington  shall  com- 
pose the  Fourth  District,  from  which  one  Justice  shall  be  elected. 
The  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  as  now  constituted,  shall  serve 
imtil  the  expiration  of  their  respective  terms,  and  their  successors 
shall  be  elected  each  for  a  term  of  twelve  years  at  the  Congressional 
election  next  preceding  such  expiration  of  term. 

When  the  office  of  Chief  Justice  becomes  vacant,  either  by  death, 
resignation,  removal  from  office,  or  otherwise,  the  Associate  Justice 
who  has  served  the  longest  time  shall,  by  virtue  of  said  length  of 
service,  become  Chief  Justice. 

Articxe  88.  The  Supreme  Court  shall  hold  an  annual  session  in 
the  City  of  New  Orleans,  beginning  not  later  than  the  first  Monday 
in  the  month  of  November  and  endmg  not  sooner  than  June  30th,  in 
each  year.  It  shall  appoint  its  own  clerks  and  remove  them  at 
pleasure.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  the  necessary  appro- 
priations to  provide  suitable  and  commodious  buildings  for  said 
Court,  and  the  records  thereof,  and  for  the  care  and  maintenance  of 
the  State  Library. 

Article  95.  In  all  cases  where  there  is  an  appeal  from  a  iudgment 
rendered  on  a  reconventional,  or  other  incidental  demand,  tne  appeal 
shall  lie  to  the  Court  having  jurisdiction  of  the  main  demand. 

Pbovioino  fob  Election  of  Offices  of  Ck)BONER  and  Sheriff,  and  fob  the  Fill- 
ing OF  Vacancies  bt  Election 

(Eleventh  Amendment,  Adopted  November  8,  1904 — Act  No.  138  of  1904) 

Article  119;  There  shall  be  a  Sheriff  and  a  Coroner  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  each  Parish  in  the  State,  except  in  the  Parish  of 
Orleans,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  general  election  and  hold  office 
for  four  jears.  The  Coroner,  except  in  the  Prrish  of  Orleans,  shall  act 
for  and  m  place  of  the  Sheriff,  whenever  the  Sheriff  shall  be  a  party 
interested,  and  whenever  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
Sheriff,  until  such  vacancy  shall  be  filled;  but  he  shall  not,  during 
such  vacancy,  discharge  the  duties  of  tax  collector.  The  Sheriff,  ex- 
cept in  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  shall  be  ex-officio  Collector  of  State  and 
Parish  taxes. 

He  shall  give  separate  bonds  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his 
duty  in  each  capacitjr.  Until  otherwise  providea  the  bonds  shall  be 
given  according  to  existing  laws. 

Sheriffs  elected  or  appointed  shall  furnidi  bonds  within  thirty  days 
from  the  date  of  their  commissions,  in  default  of  which  the  office  shall 
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l)e  declared  vacant,  and  the  Governor  shall  appoint  for  the  remainder 
of  the  term. 

All  vacancies  occurring  in  the  office  of  Sheriff  and  ex-officio  col- 
lector of  State  and  parish  taxes,  by  death,  resigation  or  otherwise, 
where  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  is  one  year  or  more,  shall  be 
filled  by  special  election,  to  be  called  by  the  Governor  and  held  within 
sixty  days  of  the  occurrence  of  such  vacancy  under  the  general  elec- 
tion laws  of  this  State.  In  all  cases  where  the  vacancy  is  less  than 
one  year,  the  (Jovernor  shall  appoint  for  the  remainder  of  the  term.

COUBT 

(Twelfth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  8,  1904— Act  No.  139  of  1904) 

Article  124.  Clerks  of  District  Courts  may  appoint,  with  the 
approval  of  the  District  Judges,  deputies  with  such  powers  as  shall 
be  prescril)ed  by  law ;  and  the  General  Assembly  shall  have  the  power 
to  provide  for  continuing  one  or  more  of  them  in  office  in  the  event 
of  anv  vacancv  in  the  office  of  Clerk,  until  his  succe&sor  shall  have 
been  elected  and  qualified. 

All  elections  to  fill  vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or 
removal  shall  l>e  for  the  imexpired  term,  and  the  Governor  shall  fill 
the  vacancy  until  an  election  can  l)e  held.

(Thirteenth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  8,  1904— Act  No.  140  of  1904) 

Article  125.  There  shall  be  a  District  Attorney  for  each  Judicial 
District  in  the  State,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors,  of 
the  Judicial  District  at  the  same  time  and  for  the  same  term  as  is 
provided  in  Article  109  for  District  Judges.  He  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  one  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own 
warrant.  He  shall  be  an  actual  resident  of  the  district  and  a  licensed 
attorney  in  this  State.  He  shall  also  receive  fees;  but  no  fee  shall 
be  allowed  in  criminal  cases,  except  on  conviction,  which  fees  shall 
not  exceed  five  dollars  in  cases  of  misdemeanor.  All  elections  to 
fill  vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  removal  shall  l)e 
for  the  unexpired  term,  and  the  Governor  shall  fill  the  vacancv  until 
an  election  can  be  held.  Provided,  that  the  election  to  fill  said 
vacancy  shall  be  held  within  sixty  days  from  the  date  the  vacancy 
occurs.  Provided,  if  such  unexpired  term  is  for  a  shorter  period  than 
one  year,  the  appointee  of  the  (Jovernor  shall  hold  office  for  said  term. 

Pbovidino  fob  the  Election  of  Distbict  Judges,  and  the  Filling  of  Vacan- 
cies BY  Election 

(Fourteenth  Amendment,  Adopted  Novemlx^r  8,  1904 — Act  No.  141  of  1904) 

Article  109.  The  District  Courts,  except  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civu  matters  where  the  amount 
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in  dispute  shall  exceed  fifty  dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  and  in  all 
cases  where  title  to  real  estate  is  involved,  or  to  office,  or  other  public 
position,  or  civil  or  political  rights,  and  all  other  cases  where  no 
specific  amount  is  in  contest,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Constitution.  They  shall  have  unlimited  and  exclusive  original  jur- 
isdiction in  all  criminal  cases,  except  such  as  may  be  vested  in  other 
courts  authorized  by  this  Constitution;  and  in  all  probiite  and  suc- 
cession matters,  and  where  a  succession  is  a  party  defendant;  qnd 
in  all  cases  where  the  State,  parish,  any  municipality  or  other  politi- 
cal corporation,  is  a  party  defendant,  regardless  of  the  amount  in 
dispute;  and  of  all  proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  receivers  or 
liquidators  to  corporations  or  partnerships ;  and  said  courts  shall  have 
authority  to  issue  all  such  writs,  process  and  orders  as  may  be  neces- 
sary or  proper  for  the  purposes  of  the  jurisdiction  herein  conferred 
upon  them.  There  shall  be  one  District  Judge  in  each  Judicial  Dis- 
trict, except  in  the  Twenty-first  Judicial  District,  where,  until  other- 
wise provided  by  law,  there  shall  be  two  District  Judges  who  shall 
not  be  residents  of  the  same  parish.  District  Judges  shall  be  elected 
by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified  voters  of  their  respective  districts,  in 
which  they  shall  have  been  actual  residents  for  two  years  next  pre- 
ceding their  election;  provided,  one  year's  residence  only  in  the 
district  shall  be  requirecl  for  the  fii"st  election  under  this  Constitution. 
They  shall  be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  practiced  law  in  the 
State  five  years  previous  to  their  election. 

The  first  District  Judges  under  this  Constitution  shall  be  elected  at 
the  general  State  election  in  1900,  and  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  are  elected  at  the  election  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  fii-st 
Monday  in  November,  1904,  at  which  time,  and  every  four  years 
thereafter.  District  Judges  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  four  years. 
Vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  where  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term  is  less  than  one  year,  shall  be  filled  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  by  appointment  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  In  all  cases  where  the  unex- 
pired portion  of  the  term  is  one  year  or  more,  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  oy  special  election,  to  be  called  by  the  Governor,  and  held 
within  sixty  days  of  the  occurrence  of  the  vacancy,  under  the  general 
election  laws  of  the  State. 

authorizino  the  issuance  of  bondb  by  mltnicipal  corporations,  parishes, 
Drainage  and  Sewerage  Districts,  and  Levying  a  Special  Tax  to  Pay  for 
Same 

(Fifteenth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  8,  1904— Act  No/l8<5  of  1904) 

Article  281.  Municipal  corporations,  parishes,  and  drainage  and 
sewerage  districts,  the  City  of  New  Orleans  excepted,  when  author- 
ized to  do  so  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  in  number  and  amount  of  the 
property  tax  payers,  qualified  as  electors  under  the  Constitution  and 
laws  of  this  State,  voting  at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose,  after 
due  notice  of  said  election  has  been  published  for  thirty  days  in  the 
official  journal  of  the  municipality  or  parish,  and  where  there  is  no 
official  journal,  in  a  newspaper  published  therein,  may  incur  debts  and 
issue  negotiable  bonds  therefor  to  the  extent  of  one-tenth  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  the  property  within  the  municipal  corporation, 
parish  drainage  district  or  sewerage  district,  as  shown  by  the  last 
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assessment  made  prior  to  the  submission  of  the  proposition  to  the 
property  tax  payers  as  above  provided,  and  may  be  authorized  by  the 
property  tax  payers  voting  at  said  election,  to  levy  and  assess  special 
taxes  upon  the  property  subject  to  taxation  in  the  parish,  drainage 
district,  corporation  or  sewerage  districts;  provided  said  taxes  si> 
imposed  do  not  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  the  assessed  valua- 
tion in  any  one  year,  nor  run  for  a  greater  number  of  years  than  the 
number  named  m  the  proposition  submitted  to  the  tax-jwiyers.  No 
bonds  shall  be  issued  tor  any  other  purpose  than  stated  in  the  sub- 
mission of  the  proposition  to  the  tax  payers  and  published  for  thirty 
days,  as  aforesaid,  nor  for  a  greater  amount  than  herein  mentioned; 
nor  shall  such  bonds  be  issued  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  pavino: 
and  improving  streets,  roads  and  alleys,  purchasing  and  constructing 
a  system  of  waterworks,  sewerage,  li^nts,  public  parks  and  buildings, 
briages,  and  other  w^orks  of  public  improvement,  the  title  to  which 
shall  vest  in  the  municipal  corporation,  parish,  drainage  or  sewerage 
district,  as  the  case  may  be;  nor  shall  such  bonds  run  for  a  longer 
period  than  forty  years  from  their  date,  or  bear  a  greater  rate  of 
mterest  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  or  be  sold  by  the  municipal 
corporation,  parish,  drainage  or  sewerage  district  issuing  same  for 
less  than  par. 

The  municipal  corporation,  parish,  drainage  or  sewerage  dLstrict 
issuing  such  bonds,  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  interest 
imnually  or  semi-annually,  and  the  principal  thereof  at  maturity: 
provided  that  the  total  issue  of  bonds  by  any  municipality,  parish, 
drainage  or  sewerage  district  for  all  purposes  shall  never  exceed  ten 
per  cent,  of  the  assessed  value  of  the  property  in  such  municipality, 
parish,  drainage  or  sewerage  district;  proviaed,  that  drainage  dis- 
tricts availing  themselves  or  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  be 
limited  to  the  rate  of  taxation  herein  fixed ;  and  such  districts  shall 
be  prohibited  from  levying  contributions  under  the  provisions  of 
existing  laws;  and  provided  further,  that  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  drainage  districts  from  being  established  under  the  pro- 
visions of  existing  laws;  and,  provided  further,  that  municipal  coun- 
cils shall  have  authority  to  create  within  their  respective  limits  one  or 
more  sewerage  districts.

''  The  City  of  New  Orleans  shall  have  power  and  it  shall  be  its

visions and  conditions  set  forth  in  the  special  act  of  the  Legislature

(Eighteenth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  6.  1906— Act  No.  30  of  1906) 

Article  97.  There  shall  be  an  Attorney  General  for  the  State,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  large  every 
four  years.  He  shall  be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  actually 
resided  and  practiced  law,  as  a  licensed  attorney,  in  the  State,  for 
five  years  preceding  his  election.  He  shall  receive,  a  salary  of  five 
thousand  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant. 

I*aoviDiNO  FOR  IQlection  of  Members  of  Board  of  Assessors  for  the  Parish  of 

Orleans 

(Nineteenth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  6,  1906— Act  No.  8  of  1906) 

.\jtTiCLE  309.  There  shall  be  seven  assessors  in  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans, who  together  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Assessors  for  the 
Parish  of  Orleans.  One  shall  be  elected  from  each  municipal  district 
of  the  City  of  New  Orleans  and  they  shall  be  residents  of  said  district 
from  which  thev  are  elected. 

There  shall  be  seven  State  tax  collectors  for  the  City  of  New  Or- 
leans. One  shall  be  elected  from  each  municipal  district  of  the  City 
of  New  Orleans.  They  shall  be  residents  of  the  said  districts  from 
which  they  are  elected,  and  they  shall  maintain  offices  in  the  respective 
districts  from  which  thev  have  been  elected.  The  said  avSsessors  and 
State  tax  collectors  shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  four  years,  and  the 
first  election  shall  take  place  at  the  general  State  election  to  be  held  in 
April,  1908. 

Relative  to  Criminal  Courts,  City  of  New  Orleans 

(Twentieth  Amendment,  Adopted  November  6,  1906— Act  No.  44  of  1906) 

Abticle  140.  There  shall  be  in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  two  in- 
ferior criminal  courts,  to  be  known  respectively  as  the  First  City 
Criminal  Court,  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  and  the  Second  City 
Criminal  Court,  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  each  of  which  shall  be 
presided  over  by  one  judge,  and  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  within 
the  territory  hereinafter  prescribed,  for  the  trial  without  jury  and  the 
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punishment  of  all  offenses  a^inst  the-  State  where  the  penalty  doe^ 
not  exceed  six  months'  imprisonment  in  the  parish  jail  or  a  fine  of 
$300,  or  both;  in  all  other  cases  the  judges  or  said  courts  shall  have 
jurisdiction  as  committing  magistrates,  without  authority  to  commit, 
bail  or  discharge. 

The  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  First  City  Criminal  Court  shall 
extend  over  the  First,  Fourth,  Sixth  and  Seventh  municipal  districts 
of  New  Orleans ;  and  the  Second  City  Criminal  Court  over  the  StH.'- 
ond.  Third  and  Fifth  municipal  districts  of  said  city.  In  case  of 
vacancy  in  the  office,  recusation,  disability  or  absence  with  or  without 
leave,  of  either  of  said  judges,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  other  jud«r»' 
to  issue  warrants  of  arrest  for  the  apprehension  of  parties  accus^il 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  judge  he  replaces,  and  to  make  any 
order  of  commitment  or  admitting  to  bail  that  may  be  necessary  aiul 
proper  and  might,  in  due  course,  have  been  made  by  the  judge  within 
whose  jurisdiction  the  offense  was  committed.  And  in  case  of  smli 
vacancy,  recusation,  absence  or  disability  of  one  of  said  judges,  on 
motion  of  the  prosecuting  officer,  or  of  the  accused  or  his  counsel,  the 
otlier  judge,  acting  within  his  discretion,  may  proceed  to  try  and  dis- 
charge or  convict  and  sentence  parties  accused  of  offenses  charged  to 
have  been  committed  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  wherein  the 
vacancy  exists,  or  whereof  the  judge  is  recused,  absent  or  disabled. 
In  like  manner,  acting  also  within  his  discretion,  upon  formal  appli- 
cation made,  he  may,  as  committing  magistrate,  examine  and  ai^- 
charge,  bail  or  commit  parties  accused  of  offenses  charged  to  have  Ijeen 
committed  within  the  territorial  jurisdiction  of  the  City  Criminal 
Court.  In  all  such  cases  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  judge  assuming 
jurisdiction  under  the  provision  of  this  paragraph  to  issue  warrants 
of  arrest,  make  preliminary  orders  and  have  the  accused  brouffl}^ 
before  him,  although  sitting  in  his  own  court;  or  he  mav,  in  hi> 
discretion,  occupy  the  bench  of  the  judge  he  replaces.  Said  judge 
shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  City  of  New  Orleans,  at  large,  for 
the  term  of  four  years;  the  first  election  therefor  shall  be  held  at  the 
congressional  election  in  November,  1898,  and  the  judges  then  elected 
shall  serve  until  May  11,  1900,  and  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
at  the  parochial  and  municipal  election  in  the  year  1899.  They  shall 
be  learned  in  the  law,  and  shall  have  resided  and  practiced  as  attor- 
neys in  the  City  of  New  Orleans  for  not  less  than  three  years  before 
their  election  or  appointment.  The  judges  of  said  courts  shall  each 
receive  a  yearly  compensation  of  $3,000,  payable  monthly  on  his  own 
warrant.  Each  judge  shall  appoint  a  clerk  and  such  deputies  as  msy 
be  authorized  by  law,  at  salaries  not  exceeding  $1,200  per  annum' 
except  one  deputy,  who  shall  be  a  stenographer,  and  who  may  receive 
a  salary  not  exceeding  $1,500  per  annum,  to  be  paid  in  monthly 
installments  by  the  City  of  New  Orleans.

Article  281.  Municipal  corporations,  parishes,  school  districts 
and  drainage  and  sewerage  districts,  the  City  of  New  Orleans  ex- 
cepted, when  authorized  to  do  so,  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  in  number 
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and  amount  of  the  property  tax  payers,  qualified  as  electors  under  the 
Constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  voting  at  an  election  held  for  that 
purpose,  after  due  notice  of  said  election  has  been  published  for  thirty 
days  in  the  official  journal  of  the  municipality  or  parish,  and  where

No  bonds  shall  be  issued  for  any  other  purpose  than  stated 
in  the  submission  of  the  proposition  to  the  tax  payers  and  published 
for  thirty  days,  as  aforesaid,  nor  for  a  greater  amount  than  therein 
mentioned ;  nor  shall  such  bonds  be  issued  for  any  other  purpose  than 
for  paving  and  improving  the  streets,  roads  and  alleys,  purchasing  or 
constructing  systems  of  waterworks,  sewerage,  drainage,  lights,  public 
parks  and  buildings,  bridges  and  other  work  of  public  improvement, 
the  title  to  which  shall  vest  in  the  municipal  corporation,  parish, 
school,  drainage  or  sewerage  districts,  as  the  case  may  be,  nor  shall 
such  bonds  run  for  a  longer  period  than  forty  years  from  their  date, 
or  bear  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  or  be 
sold  by  the  municipal  corporation,  parish,  school  district,  drainage  or 
sewerage  district  issuing  same  for  less  than  par. 

The  municipal  corporation,  parish,  school  district,  drainage  or  sew- 
erage district  issuing  such  bonds  shall  provide  for  the  payment  of  the 
interest  annually  or  semi-annually,  and  the  principal  thereof  at  ma- 
turity, provided^  that  the  total  issue  of  bonds  by  any  municipality, 
parish,  school,  or  sewerage  district  for  all  purposes  shall  never  exceed 
ten  per  cent,  of  the  asse^ed  value  of  the  property  in  such  municipal- 
ity, parish,  school  or  sewerage  districts;   provided  that  municipal 
councils  shall  have  authority  to  create  within  their  respective  limits 
one  or  more  sewerage  districts;  provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  drainage  districts  from  being  estaolished  under 
the  provisions  of  existing  Taws,  and  that  all  drainage  districts  es- 
tablished under  the  laws  of  this  State  shall,  in  addition  to  the  powers 
hereinabove  granted,  have  the  further  power  and  authority  to  levy 
and  assess  annual  contributions  or  acreage  taxes,  for  the  purpose  of 
providing  and  maintaining  drainage  systems,  on  all  lanas  situated 
m  such  districts  not  exceeding  twenty-five  (25c.)  cents  per  acre  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  forty  (40)  years  when  authorized  to  do  so  by  a 
vote  of  a  majority  in  number  and  amount  of  the  property  tax  payers 
of  said  districts  qualified  as  electors  under  the  laws  or  this  State,  vot- 
ing at  an  election  held  for  that  purpose  as  provided  in  the  first  part 
of  this  article,  and  said  drainage  districts,  through  the  boards  of 
commissioners  thereof,  may  incur  indebtedness  and  issue  negotiable 
bonds  therefor  payable  in  principal  and  interest  out  of,  and  not  to 
exceed  in  principal  and  interest,  the  aggresfate  amount  to  be  raised  by 
said  annual  contributions  during  the  period  for  which  the  same  are 
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levied.  Xo  such  drainage  lx)nds  shall  be  issued  for  any  other  purpose 
than  that  for  which  said  contributions  were  voted  and  shall  not  run 
for  a  longer  period  than  forty  years  from  their  date,  nor  bear  a 
greater  rate  or  interest  than  five  per  cent,  per  annum,  nor  l^e  sold  for 
Jess  than  par. 

All  contributions  and  acreage  taxes  heretofore  authorized  by  a  vote 
of  a  majority  in  number  and  amount  of  the  property  tax  payers 

Qualified  to  vote  under  the  laws  of  this  State  at  elections  held  in 
rainage  districts  organized  under  existing  laws  are  hereby  ratified 
and  confirmed,  and  their  validity  shall  not  oe  questioned. 

Pbovidino  for  Additional  Juixje  in  First  Jtuicial  District,  Parish  of  Caddo 

(Twenty-SeconU  Amendment,  Adopte<l  November  «,  J906— Act  No.  12  of  1JXI6) 

Article  100.  The  district  courts,  except  in  the  Parish  of  Orleans, 
shall  have  original  jurisdiction  in  all  civil  matters  where  the  amount 
in  dispute  shall  exc(»ed  fifty  ($50)  dollars  exclusive  of  interest,  and  in 
all  cases  where  the  title  to  real  estate  is  involved,  or  to  oflSce  or  other 
public  positions,  or  civil  or  political  rights,  and  all  other  cases  where 
no  specific  amount  is  in  contest,  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  this 
Constitution. 

They  shall  have  unlimited  and  exclusive  original  jurisdiction  in  all 
criminal  cases  except  as  may  be  vested  in  other  courts  authorized  by 
this  Constitution;  and  in  all  probate  and  succession  matters,  and 
where  a  succession  is  a  party  defendant;  and  in  all  cases  where  the 
State,  parish,  any  municipality  or  other  political  corporation  is  a 
party  defendant,  regardless  of  the  amount  in  dispute;  and  for  all 
proceedings  for  the  appointment  of  receivers  or  liquidators  to  corpor- 
ation or  partnership;  and  said  court  shall  have  authority  to  issue  all 
such  writs,  pro<*ess  and  orders  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper,  for 
the  purpose  of  the  jurisdiction  herein  conferred  upon  them. 

Tnere  shall  be  one  (1)  district  judge  in  each  judicial  district,  ex- 
cept in  the  First  and  Twenty-first  judicial  districts,  where,  until 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  there  shall  be  two  (2)  district  judges, 
but  the  juages  of  the  Twenty-first  judicial  district  shall  not  be  resi- 
dents of  the  same  parish. 

District  judges  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified  voters 
of  their  respective  districts  in  which  tiiey- shaft  have  been  actual  resi- 
dents for  two  (*2)  years  next  preceding  their  election.  They  shall  lx> 
learned  in  the  law  and  shall  have  practiced  law  in  the  State  five  (5) 
years  previous  to  their  election. 

The  first  district  judges  under  this  Constitution  shall  he  elected  at 
the  general  State  election  in  1900  and  shall  hold  office  until  their  suc- 
cessors are  elected  at  the  election  on  the  first  Tuasday  after  the  first 
Mondav  in  November,  1904,  at  which  time,  and  even'  four  vears 
thereafter,  district  judges  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  four  yeai*s. 
Vacancies  occasioned  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  where  the 
unexpired  portion  of  the  term  is  less  than  one  year,  shall  be  filled  for 
the  remainder  of  the  term  by  appointment  by  the  Governor,  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

In  all  cases  where  the  unexpired  portion  of  the  term  is  one  year  or 
more,  the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  special  election,  to  be  called' by  the 
Governor  and  held  within  sixty  (CO)  days  of  the  occurrence  of  the 
vacancy,  under  the  general  election  laws  of  the  State, 
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Amending  Abticles  98,  99,  100,  100  and  131,  and  Repealing  Abticle  105  of  the 
Constitution.  Relative  to  the  Judiciahy  Departments,  and  Providing  fob 
THE  Creation  of  Courts  of  Appeal  for  the  Country  Parishes 

(Twenty-Third  Amendment,  Adopted  November  0,  1906— Act  No.  137  of  190G) 

Article  98.  The  Courts  of  Appeal,  except  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  Constitution,  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only,  which 
jurisdiction  shall  extend  to  all  cases,  civil  and  probate,  when  the  mat- 
ter in  dispute  or  the  fund  to  be  distributed  shall  exceed  one  hundred 
dollars,  exclusive  of  interest,  and  shall  not  exceed  two  thousand  dol- 
lars, exclusive  of  interest,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  upon  the  law  and 
the  facts. 

Article  99.  The  Courts  of  Appeal  shall  consist  of  three  judges 
each.  They  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  qualified  elect- 
ors of  this  State,  learned  in  the  law  and  shall  have  practiced  law  in 
this  State  for  six  years,  and  shall  have  been  actual  residents  of  the  dis- 
trict from  which  thev  are  elected  or  appointed  for  at  least  two  years 
preceding  their  election  or  appointment.  Thev  shall  receive  a  salary 
of  four  thousand  dollars  each  per  year,  and  the  judges  of  the  Court 
of  Appeal  for  the  Parish  of  Orleans  shall  receive  a  salary  of  five 
thousand  dollars  each  per  year,  payable  monthly  on  his  own  warrant, 
and  the  Legislature  shall  make  adequate  appropriation  to  pay  the 
same. 

Section  3.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc..  That  Article  100  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  State  of  Louisiana  l)e  so  amended  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

Article  100.  Exclusive  of  the  parishes  whose  appeals  are  return- 
able to  the  Parish  of  Orleans,  the  State  shall  be  divided  into  two  cir- 
cuits, to  be  subdivided  into  districts  as  hereinafter  provided.  Until 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  Parishes  of  East  Baton  Rouge,  West 
Baton  Rouge,  Livin^ton,  Tangipahoa,  Washington,  St.  Helena, 
Pointe  Coupee,  Iberville,  St.  ilary,  Terrebonne,  Assumption,  La- 
fourche, Ascension,  Calcasieu,  Cameron,  Vermilion,  Lafayette,  Iberia, 
St.'Martin,  St.  Tammany,  Acadia,  East  Feliciana,  West  Feliciana,  St. 
Landrv  and  Vernon  shall  compose  the  first  circuit  and  be  known  as 
the  "  Court  of  Appeal,  First  Circuit,  State  of  Louisiana,"  and  the 
Parishes  of  Cadao,  Bossier,  Webster,  Bienville,  Claiborne,  Union, 
Lincoln,  Jackson,  Caldwell,  Winn,  Natchitoches,  Sabine,  DeSoto,  Red 
River,  Ouachita,  Richland,  Franklin,  Catahoula,  Concordia,  Tensas, 
Madison,  East  Carroll,  West  Carroll,  Morehouse,  Avoyelles,  Rapides 
and  Grant,  shall  compose  the  st»cond  circuit,  and  be  known  as  the 
"  Court  of  Appeal,  Second  Circuit,  State  of  Louisiana." 

The  circuits  above  provided  for,  until  otherwise  provided  by  law, 
shall  be  divided  in  three  districts  each,  as  follows:  The  parishes  of 
Calcasieu,  Cameron,  Vermilion,  Lafayette,  St.  Martin,  Acadia,  St. 
Landry,  Vernon  and  Il>eria,  shall  compose  the  first  district  of  the  first 
circuit,  and  the  Parishes  of  West  Baton  Rouge,  Ascension,  Pointe 
Coupee,  Iberville,  St.  Mary,  Terrebonne,  Assumption  and  Lafourche, 
shall  compose  the  second  district  of  the  first  circuit ;  and  the  Parishes 
of  East  Baton  Rouge,  Livingston,  Tangipahoa,  St.  Helena,  St.  Tam- 
many,*East  Feliciana,  West  Feliciana  and  Washington  shall  compose 
the  third  district  of  the  first  circuit;  and  the  Parishes  of  Richland, 
Concordia,  East  Carroll,  West  Carroll,  Franklin,  Tensas,  Ouachita, 
Madison,  Morehouse  and  Caldwell  shall  compose  the  first  district  of

the  second  circuit ;  and  the  Parishes  of  Bienville,  Claiborne,  Jackson, 
Lincoln,  Catahoula,  Union,  Bossier,  Winn,  Webster  and  Grant  shall 
compose  the  second  district  of  the  second  circuit ;  and  the  Parishes  of 
Caddo,  DeSoto,  Natchitoches,  Rapides,  Sabine,  Avoyelles  and  Ked 
River,  shall  compose  the  third  district  of  the  second  circuit.  For  e\ic\i 
of  the  circuits  there  shall  be  elected  three  judges,  as  herein  proviJe<l 
for,  one  judge  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors  of  each  district  a> 
above  designated. 

The  first  Courts  of  Appeal  to  be  organized  in  the  circuits  hennn 
established  under  this  amendment  to  the  Constitution  shall  be  as  fol- 
lows: There  shall  be  elected  on  January  16,  1907,  bv  the  qualifie<l 
electors  thereof,  one  judge  for  each  of  the  districts  in  the  two  circuit^. 
The  judges  for  each  of  the  first  districts  above  nanied  shall  be  ele<"te<l 
for  a  term  of  four  years  beginning  on  the  first  day  of  March,  11H)7: 
and  the  judges  for  each  of  the  second  districts  above  named  shall  U* 
elected  for  a  term  of  six  vears,  beginning  on  said  date;  and  the  judges 
for  each  of  the  third  disjtricts  above  named  shall  be  elected  for  a 
period  of  eight  years,  beginning  on  said  date.  Upon  expiration  of 
the  term  of  office  of  each  of  the  judges  thus  elected,  his  succ(*ssor 
shall  be  elected  for  a  term  of  eight  years,  by  qualified  electors  of 
such  district  of  each  circuit;  the  election  pf  each  judge  herein  pro- 
vided for  shall  take  place  at  the  same  time  and  place  as  the  con- 
gressional election  next  preceding  the  expiration  of  his  term.  In  case 
of  death,  removal  or  resignation  from  office  of  any  judge,  the  vacancy 
shall  l>e  filled  by  appointment  of  the  Governor  by  and  with  the  advit*e 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  until  the  next  congressional  election,  at 
which  time  his  successor .  shall  be  elected.  In  case  any  one  of  the  cir- 
cuit jud^s  shall  be,  from  sickness  or  any  other  cause,  unable  to  attend 
any  session  of  court,  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  other  two  judges  to 
appoint,  in  his  place,  a  qualified  member  of  the  bar,  who  shall  l>e 
sworn  to  sit  as  judge  of  said  court  during  such  absence  only,  who  shall 
receive  such  compensation  as  the  General  Assembly  may  fix,  or  the 
Courts  of  Appeal  may  arrange  for  an  interchange  of  judges  from  one 
circuit  to  the  other  when  a  member  of  the  court  is  unable  to  attend 
from  sickness  or  other  cause.  Until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  the  Court  of  Appeal  of  the  first  circuit  shall  hold 
session  of  court  at  Baton  Rouge,  Amite  City,  New  Iberia,  Houina, 
Franklin,  Opelousas,  Crowley,  Lake  Charles,  Thibodeaux  and  Don- 
aldsonville,  and  such  other  placets  as  may  be  designated  by  said  Court 
of  Appeal,  and  the  Court  of  Appeal  for  the  second  circuit  shall  hold 
sessions  of  court  at  Monroe,  Shreveport,  Alexandria,  Natchitoches, 
Vidalia,  Tallulah,  and  Ruston,  and  such  other  places  as  may  he 
designated  bv  said  Court  of  Appeal.  The  sessions  of  said  Courts  of 
Appeal  shall  continue  in  each  circuit  for  a  period  of  ten  months, 
beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  September  or  each  year,  and  ending 
on  the  last  day  of  June  in  the  following  vear;  and  said  courts  shall 
convene  at  the  several  places  named  as  the  public  business  mav  re- 
quire, and  shall  keep  their  courts  in  session  at  such  places  until  the 
cases  before  them  are  heard  and  finally  determined.

Erovided  by  law,  the  time  and  place  for  the  return  of  appeals  shall 
e  fixed  bv  said  court. 
No  decisions  shall  1x3  rendered  by  these  courts  without  the  concur- 
i-ence  of  tw^o  judges,  but  any  two  of  the  judges  of  each  circuit  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
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AjmcLE  105.  Section  4.  Be  it  further  resolved,  etc..  Thai  Article 
206  of  the  Constitution  of  the  State  of  Lauisintia  shall  be  and  is 
hereby  abrogated. 

AirncLE  106.  The  sheriff  of  the  parish  in  which  the  session  of  the 
court  is  held,  shall  attend  in  person,  or  by  deputy,  to  execute  the 
orders  of  said  court,  and  the  clerk  of  the  district  court  of  the  parish 
in  \^hich  the  sessions  of  the  Courts  of  Appeal  are  held  shall  serve  as 
clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and  shall  attend  sessions  of  said  court, 
either  in  person  or  by  deputy,  until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly.

*This  charter,  which  was  granted  by  Henry  IV  of  France  to  IMerre  du  Gast, 
sieur  de  Monts,  a  Protestant  member  of  his  suite,  embraced  tlie  whole  of  North 
America  between  the  fortieth  and  forty-sixth  degrees  of  latitude.  An  expedi- 
tion fitted  out  under  it  visited  Passamaquoddy  Bay  in  1604,  and  another  explored 
the  coast  of  Maine  In  1605,  entering  the  Penobscot,  Kennelnv.  and  Saco  Rivers. 
But  In  1606  It  was  decided  to  make  a  permanent  settlement  at  Port  Royal  and  no 
furtlier  attempt  was  made  to  plant  colonies  under  this  charter  within  the  limit*? 
of  the  present  State  of  Maine.  The  French  in  Canada,  however,  maintained 
friendly  relations  with  the  Penobscot  Indians,  and  had  several  missionary  and 
trading  stations  among  them  until  Great  Britain  took  possession  of  the  country 
under  the  treaty  of  Paris  of  1673.

A  GBAirr  OF  THE  FEOVINCE  OF  MAUTE  TO  SIR  FEBBXHAITOO 
OOEOES  AND  JOHN  MASON,  ESQ.,  lO'^'  OF  AVOVST,  1622  <^ 

This  indenture,  made  the  10***  day  of  August,  Anno  Dom.  1622, 
and  in  the  20***  yeare  of  the  reigne  oi  our  Sovereigne  Lord  James,  by 
the  grace  of  God  King  of  England,  Scotland,  France  and  Ireland, 
Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  Between  the  President  and  councill  of 
New-England  on  the  one  part,  and  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges,  of  Ix)n- 
don,  Knight,  and  Captain  John  Mason,  of  London,  Esquire,  on  y* 
other  part :  Witneaaeth^  that  whereas  our  said  Sovereigne  Lord  King 
James,  for  the  making  of  a  plantation  and  establishing  a  colony  or 
colonyes  in  y*  country  called  or  knowne  by  y*  names  of  S^ew-England 
in  America,  hath,  by  his  Highness'  Letters  Patents,  under  the  5reat 
Scale  of  England,  bearing  date  at  Westmr.  the  3d  day  of  November, 
in  the  18^"  yeare  of  his  reigne,  given,  granted  and  confinned  unto 
the  Right  Honorable  Lodowick,  Duke  of  Lenox;  George,  Marquis 
of  Buckingham ;  James,  Marquis  Hamilton ;  Thomas,  Earl  of  Arun- 
dell ;  Robert,  Earl  of  Warwick ;  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges,  Knt.,  and 
divers  others  whose  names  are  expressed  in  y*  said  Letters  Patents, 
and  their  successors  and  assignes,  that  they  shall  be  one  Body  Politique 
and  Corporate  perpetuall,  and  that  they  should  have  perpetual  suc- 
cession, &c.,  and  one  comon  scale  or  scales,  to  serve  for  the  said  Body, 
and  that  they  and  their  successors  shall  be  known,  called  and  incor- 
porated by  the  name  of  the  President  and  Councill  established  at 

o  This  charter,  which  was  granted  by  James  I  of  Great  Britain,  gave  the  lands 
along  the  North  American  coast  between  the  thirty-fourth  and  the  forty-fifth 
degrees  of  north  latitude  to  two  companies,  one  of  which  had  its  headquarters 
at  London  and  the  other  at  Plymouth,  England.  The  Plymouth,  or  second  com- 
pany, at  once  commenced  colonizing  the  coast  of  New  England,  which  was 
especially  assigned  to  It.  The  first  colony  was  planted  on  the  peninsula  of 
Sabino,  at  the  mouth  of  the  Kennebec  River,  August  19,  1607,  o.  s.,  by  (Jeorge 
Popham.  Strachey  says:  "They  fully  finished  the  fort,  trencht  and  fort  efyed 
yt  with  12  pieces  of  ordnance,  and  built  50  houses  therein,  besides  a  church  and 
a  Ktorehouse;  and  the  carpenters  framed  a  pretty  Pinnace  of  about  some  30 
tonne,  which  they  called  the  Virginia."  Popham,  who  "brought  into  these 
wilds  English  laws  and  learning,  and  the  faith  and  the  Church  of  Christ,"  died 
February  5,  1608,  o.  s.,  and  was  buried  at  Sabino.  A  fort,  which  was  erected 
near  the  spot  by  the  United  States  Government  in  18G2,  perpetuates  the  event  by 
bearing  the  name  "  Fort  Popham." 

^Tbe  Earl  of  Stirling  claimed  that  under  this  patent  he  was  entitled  to  land 
on  the  coast  of  Maine,  afterward  granted  to  the  Plymouth  Company,  and  by 
direction  of  James  I  that  company  issued  a  patent  to  William  Alexander,  Earl 
of  Stirling,  "  for  a  tract  of  the  maine  land  of  New  England,  beginning  at  Saint 
Croix,  and  from  thence  extending  along  the  sea-coast  to  Pemaquid  and  the  river 
Kennebeck."

and  Capt.  John  Mason,  or  to  their  certaine  attorney  or  attorneys  in 
that  behalf  J  according  to  the  true  intent  and  meaning  of  these  pres- 
ents, ratifymg  and  confirming  and  allowing  all  and  whatsoever  their 
said  attorney  shall  doe  in  or  about  the  premises  by  these  presents.

»This  charter  which  was  granted  by  Charles  I  to  Sir  Ferdinand  Gorges  vir- 
tually confirmed  a  patent  which  had  been  given  by  the  Plymouth  Company, 
established  under  the  charter  of  1000,  to  Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges  and  Captain 
John  Mason,  dated  August  10,  1G22.  Gorges  established  a  government  under 
it,  which  was  broken  up  by  his  death  in  1047. 

Sir  Ferdinando  Gorges's  grandson.  Ferdinando  Gorges,  sold  and  gave  a  deed 
of  the  Province  of  Maine,  March  l.S,  1077,  to  John  TTsher.  a  merchant  of  Boston, 
for  £1,250.  In  the  same  year  Usher  gave  a  deed  of  the  same  territory  to  the 
governor  and  company  of  Massachusetts  Bay. 
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privileilees  and  jurif^liccons  for  the  welfare  and  good  of  the  state  i»f

unto  any  person  or  persons  whatsoever  bodyes  politick  or  corporate 
or  any  law  or  other  restraint  incertainty  or  imperfeccon  whatsoever 
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to  the  contrary  in  any  wise  notwithstanding  although  Expresse  men- 
tion of  the  true  yearly  value  or  certainty  or  the  premises  or  of  any  of

CESSION  OF  MAINE  BY  MASSACHUSETTS— 1820 

An  Act  ill  addition  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  Heparatfon  of  the 
District  of  Maine  from  MaHHachusettH  i)roi)er,  and  forndng  the  same  into  a 
separate  and  indeiwndent  State." 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  senate  and  fiouse  of  representatives  of  Massa- 
chusetts hi  general  court  assembled^  and  by  the  authority  of  the  same. 
That  the  consent  of  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  oe,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  given,  that  the  District  of  Maine  may  be  formed  and 
erected  into  a  separate  and  independent  State,  upon  the  terms  and 
conditions,  and  in  conformity  to  the  enactments  contained  in  an  act 
entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  District  of  Maine 
from  Massachusetts  proper,  and  forming  the  same  into  a  separate 
and  independent  State,"  whenever  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
shall  give  its  consent  thereto,  anything  in  the  said  act  limiting  the 
time  when  such  consent  should  be  given  to  the  contrary  notwithstand- 
ing: Pj'orided,  howecer^  That  if  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
shall  not  have  given  its  consent,  as  aforesaid,  before  the  fifteenth  day 
of  March  next,  then  all  parts  oi  the  act,  to  which  this  is  an  addition, 
and  all  matters  therein  contained,  which  by  said  act  have  date  or  opera- 
tion from  or  relation  to  the  fifteenth  day  of  March  next,  shall  have 
date  and  operation  from  and  relation  to  the  day  on  which  the  Con- 
gress of  the  United  States  shall  give  its  consent,  as  aforesaid:  Pro- 
videdj  alsoj  That  if  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  shall  not  give 
its  consent,  as  aforesaid,  within  two  years  from  the  fourth  day  of 
March  next,  this  present  act  shall  be  void  and  of  no  effect. 

Sec.  2.  Be  it  further  enacted,  That  if  it  shall  not  be  known  on  the 
first  Monday  or  April  next  that  the  Congress  of  the  United  States 
has  given  its  consent,  as  aforesaid,  the  people  of  the  said  District  of 
Maine  shall  elect,  provisionally,  a  governor,  senators  and  representii- 
tives,  or  other  officers  necessary  to  the  organization  of  the  government 
thereof  as  a  separate  and  independent  State,  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  the  constitution  of  government  agreed  to  by  the  people 
of  the  said  District.  And  the  persons  so  elected  shall  assemble  at  the 
time  and  place  desig[nated  bv  the  said  constitution,  if  the  consent  of 
Congress,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  given  during  the  present  session  there- 
of, but  not  otherwise;  and  when  assembled,  as  aforesaid,  and  having 
fii*st  determined  on  the  returns  and  qualifications  of  the  pei^son? 
elected,  they  shall  have  the  power  as  delegates  of  the  people  for  that 
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])i]rpose,  to  declare,  on  behalf  and  in  the  name  of  the  people,  the  said 
elections  of  such  persons  to  be  constitutional  and  valid,  for  the 
respective  offices  and  stations  for  which  they  shall  have  l)een  elected, 
ns  aforesaid.  And  if  such  declaration  shall  not  be  made  l)efore  the 
I)er.sons  so  elected  shall  proceed  to  transact  business  as  the  legislature 
of  said  State,  the  said  election  shall  be  wholly  void,  unless  it  shall 
np}>ear  that  the  consent  of  Congress,  aforesaid,  shall  have  betMi  given 
on  or  l)efore  the  said  first  Monday  of  April  next.  And  if  the  consent 
of  Congress,  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  given  after  the  said  first  Monday  of 
April  next,  and  the  persons  so  elected,  when  assembled,  as  aforesaid. 
-hall  not  declare  the  said  election  valid  and  constitutional,  as  aforc- 
>aid-  within  t(Mi  days  from  the  last  Wednesday  of  May  next,  then  they 
?>hall  cease  to  have  any  power  to  act  in  any  capacity  tor  the  people  of 
the  said  District,  bv  virtue  of  their  elections,  as  aforesaid;  and  the 
ptH>ple  shall  again  clioose  delegates  to  meet  in  convention,  in  the  man- 
ner, for  the  purposes,  and  with  the  powers  set  forth  in  the  third  and 
fourth  sections  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  in  addition;  the  said  elec- 
tions of  such  delegates  to  be  made  on  the  first  Monday  of  July  next, 
and  the  delegates  to  meet  in  convention  at  Portland  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  Septeml)er  next.

ACT  ADMITTING  MAINE  INTO  THE  UNION— 1820 

[Sixteenth  Congbksh.  First  Sk8hion] 

Whereas  by  an  act  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts,  passed  on  the 
nineteenth  day  of  June,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
nineteen,  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  separation  of  the  District 
of  Maine  from  Massachusetts  proper,  and  forming  the  same  into  a 
separate  and  independent  State,''  the  people  of  that  part  of  Massa- 
chusetts heretofore  known  as  the  District  of  Maine  did,  with  the  con- 
sent of  the  legislature  of  the  said  State  of  Massachusetts,  form  them- 
selves into  an  independent  State,  and  did  establish  a  constitution  for 
the  government  of  the  same,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  said 
act :  Therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Hon^e  of  Representatives  of  tlie 
!' lilted  States  of  AmeHca  in  Congress  assembled^  That  from  and 
after  the  fifteenth  day  of  March,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
twenty,  the  State  of  Maine  is  hereby  declared  to  be  one  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  and  admitted  into  the  Union  on  an  equal  footing 
with  the  original  States,  in  all  respects  whatever. 

Approved,  March  3,  1820. 
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CONSTmiTION  OF  TEE  STATE  OF  MAINE— 1819  *  <> 

PREAMBLK 

We,  the  people  of  Maine,  in  order  to  establish  justice,  insure  tran- 
quility, provide  for  our  mutual  defence,  promote  our  common  welfare, 
and  secure  to  ourselves  and  our  posterity  the  blessings  of  liberty, 
acknowledging  with  grateful  hearts  the  goodness  of  tne  Sovereign 
Ruler  of  the  Universe  in  affording  us  an  opix)rtunity,  so  favorable  to 
the  design;  and,  imploring  His  aid  and  direction  in  its  accomplish- 
ment, do  agree  to  form  ourselves  into  a  free  and  independent  State, 
l)V  the  stvle  and  title  of  the  State  of  Maine,  and  do  ordain  and 
establish  the  following  constitution  for  the  government  of  the  same. 

Article  I 

DECLARATION   OF    RUillTS 

Section  1.  All  men  are  lK)rn  equallv  free  and  independent,  and 
have  certain  natural,  inherent  and  unalienable  rights,  among  which 
are  those  of  enjoying  and  defending  life  and  libertv,  acquiring,  pos- 
sessing and  protecting  property,  ana  of  pursuing  an^  obtaining  safety 
and  happiness. 

Sec.  2.  All  power  is  inherent  in  the  people;  all  free  governments 
are  founded  in  their  authority  and  instituted  for  their  benefit;  they 
have  therefore  an  unalienable  and  indefeasible  riffht  to  institute  gov- 
ernment, and  to  alter,  reform,  or  totally  change  the  same,  when  their 
safety  and  happiness  require  it.

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Sec.  3.  All  men  have  a  natural  and  unalienable  right  to  worship 
Almighty  God  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  own  consciences,  and 
no  one  shall  be  hurt,  molested  or  restrained  in  his  pei'son,  liberty  or 
estate  for  worshiping  God  in  the  manner  and  season  most  agreeable 
to  the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  nor  for  his  religious  professions 
or  sentiments,  provided  he  does  not  disturb  the  public  peace,  nor 
obstruct  others  m  their  religious  worship ; — and  all  persons  demean- 
ing themselves  peaceably  as  good  members  of  the  State  shall  be 
H[ually  under  the  protection  of  the  laws,  and  no  subordination  nor 
preference  of  any  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be 
established  by  law,  nor  shall  any  religious  test  be  required  as  a  quali- 
fication for  any  office  or  trust,  under  this  State;  and  all  religious 
societies  in  this  State,  whether  incorporate  or  unincorporate,  shall  at 
all  times  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  their  public  teachers, 
and  contracting  with  them  for  tlieir  support  and  maintenance. 

Sec.  4.  Every  citizen  may  freely  speak,  write  and  publish  his  senti- 
ments on  any  subject,  being  responsible  for  the  abuse  of  this  liberty ; 
DO  laws  shall  be  passed  regulating  or  restraining  the  freedom  of  the 
I>ress;  and  in  prosecutions  for  any  publication  respecting  the  official 
conduct  of  men  in  public  capacity,  or  the  qualifications  of  those  who 
vre  candidates  for  the  suffrages  of  the  people,  or  where  the  matter 
published  is  proper  for  public  information,  the  truth  thereof  may  be 
given  in  evidence,  and  in  all  indictments  for  libels,  the  Jury,  after 
naving  received  the  direction  of  the  Court,  shall  have  a  right  to 
determine,  at  their  discretion,  the  law  and  the  fact. 

Sec.  5.  The  people  shall  be  secure  in  their  persons,  houses,  papers 
and  possesions  from  all  unreasonable  searches  and  seizures;  and  no 
warrant  to  search  any  place,  or  seize  any  person  or  thing,  shall  issue 
without  a  special  designation  of  the  place  to  be  searched,  and  the 
l)erson  or  thing  to  be  seized,  nor  without  probable  cause — supported 
by  oath  or  affirmation. 

Sec.  6.  In  all  criminal  prosecutions,  the  accused  shall  have  a  right 
to  be  heard  by  himself  and  his  counsel,  or  either,  at  his  election ; 

To  demand  the  nature  and  cause  of  the  accusation,  and  have  a  copy 
thereof; 

To  be  confronted  by  the  witnesses  against  him ; 

To  have  compulsory  process  for  obtaining  witnesses  in  his  favor; 

To  have  a  speedy,  public  and  impartial  trial,  and,  except  in  trials 
by  martial  law  or  impeachment,  by  a  jury  of  the  vicinity.  lie  shall 
not  be  compelled  to  fiirnish  or  give  evidence  against  himself,  nor  be 
deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  property  or  privileges,  but  by  judgment 
of  his  peers,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land. 

Sec.  7.  No  person  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  a  capital  or  infamous 
crime,  unless  on  a  presentment  or  indictment  of  a  grand  jury,  except 
in  cases  of  impeachment,  or  in  such  cases  of  offences  as  are  usually 
cognizable  by  a  justice  of  the  peace,  or  in  cases  arising  in  the  army 
or  navy,  or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or 
public  danger.  The  legislature  shall  provide  by  law  a  suitable  and 
impartial  mode  of  selecting  juries  and  their  usual  number  and  una- 
nimity, in  indictments  ana  convictions,  shall  be  held  indispensable. 

Sec.  8.  No  person,  for  the  same  offence,  shall  be  twice  put  in 
jeopardy  of  lite  or  limb. 

Sec.  9.  Sanguinary  laws  shall  not  be  passed ;  all  penalties  and  pun- 
ishments  shall  be  proportioned  to  the  offence ;  excessive  bail  shall  not 
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W.  required,  nor  excessive  fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  nor  unusual  pun- 
ishments inflicted. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  before  conviction  shall  be  bailable  for  any  of 
the  crimes,  which  now  art»,  or  have  been  denominated  capital  offences 
since  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution,  where  the  proof  is  evident 
or  the  presumption  great,  whatever  the  piuiishment  of  the  crimes 
may  be.  And  the  privilege  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall  not 
be  sus{)ended,  unless  when  in  case  of  rebellion  or  invasion  the  public- 
safety  may  require  it. 

Sec.  U.  The  Legislature  sliall  pass  no  bill  of  attainder,  ex  post 
facto  law,  nor  law  impairing  the  obligation  of  contracts,  and  no 
attainder  shall  work  corruption  of  blooo  nor  forfeiture  of  estate. 

Sec.  12.  Treason  a^inst  this  State  shall  consist  only  in  levying 
war  against  it,  adhering  to  its  enemies,  giving  theui  aid  and  com- 
fort. No  person  shall  oe  convicted  of  treason  unless  on  the  te,sti- 
mony  of  two  witnesses  to  the  same  overt  act,  or  confession  in  open 
court. 

)i     Sec.  13.  The  laws  shall  not  l>e  suspended  but  by  the  Legislature 
or  its  authority. 

Sec.  14.  No  person  shall  be  subject  to  corporal  punishment  under 
military  law,  except  such  as  are  employed  in  the  army  or  navy, 
or  in  the  militia  when  in  actual  service  in  time  of  war  or  public 
danger. 

Sec.  15.  The  people  have  a  right  at  all  times  in  an  orderly  and 
peaceable  manner  to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common  good,  to 
give  instructions  to  their  representatives,  and  to  i-equest,  of  either 
department  of  the  government  by  petition  or  remonstrance,  redress 
of  their  wrongs  and  prievanc*es. 

Sec.  1(>.  Every  citizen  has  a  right  to  keep  and  bear  arms  for  the 
common  defence* ;  and  this  right  shall  never  l)e  questioned. 

Sec.  17.  No  standing  army  sliall  be  kept  up  in  time  of  peace  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  Ijegislatiire,  and  the  military  shall,  m  all  cases, 
and  at  all  times,  be  in  strict  sulxirdination  to  the  civil  power. 

Sec.  18.  No  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  pea(*e,  Ix*  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner  or  occupant,  nor  in  time  of 
war,  but  in  a  manner  to  Ixt  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  19.  Every  person,  for  an  injury  done  him  in  his  person, 
reputation,  property  or  immunities,  shall  have  remedy  bv  due  course* 
of  law;  and  right  and  justice  shall  be  administered  freely  and  with- 
out sale,  completely  and  without  denial,  promptly  and  without  delay. 

Sec.  20.  Li  all' civil  suits,  and  in  all  controversies  concerning 
property,  the  parties  shall  have  a  right  to  a  trial  by  jury,  except  in 
cases  where  it  has  heretofore  b<MMi  otherwi.se  practiced:  the  party 
claiming  the  right  may  \)e  heard  by  himself  and  nis  counsel,  or  either, 
at  his  election. 

Sec.  21.  Private  property  shall  not  be  taken  for  public  uses  with- 
out just  compensation;  nor  unless  the  public  exigencies  require  it. 
'      Sec.  22.  No  tax  or  duty  shall  be  imposed  without  the  consent  of 
the  people  or  of  their  repres<Mitatives  in  tlie  Ijegislature. 

Skc.  2X  No  title  of  nobility  or  hereditary  distinction,  privilege, 
honor  or  emolument,  shall  ever  l>e  granted  or  confirmed,  nor  shall 
any  office  be  created,  the  appointment  to  which  shall  be  for  a  longer 
time  than  during  good  l^ehavior. 
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Sec.  24.  The  enumeration  of  certain  rights  shall  not  impair  nor 
«leny  others  retained  by  the  people. 

Article  II 

EIJ5CTORS 

Sec.  1.  Every  male  citizen  of  the  United  States  of  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  excepting  paupers,  persons  under 
guardianship,  and  Indians  not  taxea,  having  nis  residence  estab- 
lished in  this  State  for  the  term  of  three  months  next  preceding  any 
election,  shall  be  an  elector  for  Governor,  Senators  and  Representa- 
tives, in  the  town  or  plantation  where  his  residence  is  so  established ; 
and  the  elections  shall  be  by  written  ballot.  But  persons  in  the  mili- 
tary, naval  or  marine  service  of  the  United  States,  or  this  State,  shall 
not  be  considered  as  having  obtained  such  established  residence  by 
being  stationed  in  any  garrison,  barrack,  or  military  place,  in  any 
town  or  plantation;  nor  shall  the  residence  of  a  student  at  any 
seminary  of  learning  entitle  him  to  the  right  of  suffrage  in  the  town 
or  plantation  where  such  seminary  is  established.  No  person,  how- 
ever, shall  be  deemed  to  have  lost  his  residence  by  reason  of  his 
absence  from  the  State  in  the  militarv  service  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  Electors  shall,  in  all  cases,  except  treason,  felony  or  breach 
of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  on  the  days  of  election,  during 
their  attendance  at,  going  to,  and  returning  therefrom. 

Sec.  3.  No  elector  shall  be  obliged  to  do  duty  in  the  militia  on  any 
day  of  election,  except  in  time  of  war  or  public  danger. 

Sec.  4.  The  election  of  (lovernor,  Senators  and  Kepresentatives 
shall  be  on  the  second  Monday  of  September  annually  forever.  But 
citizens  of  the  State  absent  tfierefrom  in  the  militarv  service  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State,  and  not  in  the  regular  armv  of  the 
United  States,  being  otherwise  qualified  electors,  <5iall  be  allowed  to 
rote  an  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  Novemher^  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four^  for 
goi'emor ,and  senators^  and  their  votes  shall  he  counted  and  allowed 
in  th^  same  manner^  and  with  the  same  effect^  as  if  given  on  the 
second  Monday  of  September  in  that  year.  And  they  shall  he 
allowed  to  rote  for  governor,  senators  and  representatives  on  the 
second  Mondaj^  of  September  annually  thereafter  forever^  in  the 
manner  herein  provided.  On  the  day  of  election  a  poll  shall  be 
opened  at  every  place  without  this  State  where  a  regiment,  battalion, 
battery,  company,  or  detachment  of  not  less  than  twenty  soldiers 
from  the  State  of  Maine,  may  be  found  or  stationed,  and  every  citi- 
zen of  said  State  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  in  such  military 
ser\nce,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  as  aforesaid ;  and  he  shall  l)e  con- 
sidered as  voting  in  the  city,  town,  plantation  and  county  in  this 
State  where  he  resided  when  he  entered  the  service.  The  vote  shall 
be  taken  by  regiments  when  it  can  conveniently  be  done;  wlien  not 
so  convenient,  any  detachment  or  part  of  a  regiment  not  less  than 
twenty  in  number,  and  any  battery  or  part  thereof  numbering  twenty 
or  more,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  wherever  they  may  be.  The  three 
ranking  officers  of  such  regiment,  battalion,  battery,  company,  or 
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part  of  either,  as  the  case  mav  be,  actinfi^  as  such  on  the  day  of  elec- 
tion, shall  be  supervisors  of  elections.  If  no  officers,  then  three  non- 
commissioned officers  according  to  their  seniority  shall  be  such 
supervisors.  If  any  officer  or  non-commissioned  officer  shall  nefflect 
or  refuse  to  act,  the  next  in  rank  shall  take  his  place.  In  case  mere 
are  no  officers  or  non-commissioned  officers  present,  or  if  they  or  eithe* 
of  them  refuse  to  act,  the  electors  present,  not  less  than  twenty,  may 
choose,  by  written  ballot  enough  of  their  own  number,  not  exceeding 
three,  to  fill  the  vacancies,  and  the  persons  so  chosen  shall  be  super- 
visors of  elections.  All  supervisors  shall  be  first  sworn  to  support 
the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  faithfully 
and  impartially  to  perform  the  duties  of  supervisors  of  elections. 
Each  is  authorized  to  administer  the  necessary  oath  to  the  others;  and 
certificates  thereof  shall  be  annexed  to  the  lists  of  votes  by  them  to  be 
made  and  returned  into  the  office  of  the  secretary  of  state  of  this  State 
as  hereinafter  provided.  The  polls  shall  be  opened  and  closed  at 
such  hours  as  the  supervisors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  direct; 
provided  however^  that  due  notice  and  sufficient  time  shall  be  given 
for  all  voters  in  the  regiment,  battalion,  battery,  detachment,  com- 
pany, or  part  of  either,  as  the  case  may  be,  to  vote.  Regimental  and 
fielcl  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  with  their  respective  commands. 
AVhen  not  in  actual  command,  such  officers,  and  also  all  general  and 
staff  officers  and  all  surgeons,  assistant  surgeons,  and  chaplains,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  place  where  polls  are  opened.  The  super- 
visors of  elections  shall  prepare  a  ballot  box  or  other  suitable  recep- 
tacle for  the  ballots.  Upon  one  side  of  every  ballot  shall  be  printe<l 
or  written  the  name  of  the  county,  and  also  of  the  city,  town  or 
plantation  of  this  State,  in  which  is  the  residence  of  the  person  pro- 
posing to  vote.  Upon  the  other  side  shall  be  the  name  or  names  of 
the  persons  to  he  voted  for,  and  the  office  or  offices  which  he  or  they 
are  intended  to  fill.  And  before  receiving  any  vote,  the  supervisors, 
or  a  majority  of  them,  must  be  satisfied  of  the  age  and  citizenship  of 
the  person  claiming  to  vote,  and  that  he  has  in  fact  a  residence  in  the 
county,  city,  town  or  plantation  which  is  printed  or  written  on  the 
vote  offerecl  by  him.  If  his  right  to  vote  is  challenged,  they  may 
require  him  to  make  true  answers,  upon  oath^  to  all  interrogatories 
touching  his  age,  citizenship,  residence,  and  right  to  vote,  and  shall 
hear  any  other  evidence  offered  by  him,  or  by  those  who  challenge 
his  right.  They  shall  keep  correct  poll-lists  olF  the  names  of  all  per- 
sons allowed  to  vote,  and  of  their  respective  places  of  residence  in 
this  State,  and  also  the  number  of  the  regiment  and  company  or  bat- 
tery to  which  they  belong;  which  lists  shall  be  certifiea  by  them  or 
by  a  majority  of  them,  to  be  correct,  and  that  such  residence  is  in 
accordance  with  the  indorvsement  of  the  residence  of  each  voter  on 
his  vote.  They  shall  check  the  name  of  every  person  before  he  is 
allow  to  vote,  and  the  check-mark  shall  be  plainly  made  against  his 
name  on  the  poll-lists.  They  shall  sort,  count  and  publicly  declare 
the  votes  at  the  head  of  their  respective  commands  on  the  day  of 
election,  unless  prevented  by  the  public  enemy,  and  in  that  case  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be;  and  on  the  same  day  of  said  declaration 
they  shall  form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with  the  number  of 
votes  for  each  person  against  nis  name,  and  the  office  which  he  was 
intended  to  fill,  and  shall  sign  and  seal  up  such  list  and  cause  the 
same,  together  with  the  poll-lists  aforesaid,  to  be  delivered  into  the 
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office  of  the  secretary  of  state  aforesaid,  on  or  hefoi^e  the  frst  day  of 
December^  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty -four 
and  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  November  annually  thereafter 
forever.  The  legislature  of  this  State  may  pass  any  law  additional 
to  the  foregoing  provisions,  if  any  shall,  in  practice,  be  found  neces- 
sary in  order  more  fully  to  carry  into  effect  the  purpose  thereof. 

Article  III 

DISTRIBUTION    OF    I'OWERS 

Sec.  1.  TThe  powers  of  this  government  shall  be  divided  into  three 
distinct  departments,  the  Legislative,  Executive  and  Judicial. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  or  persons,  belonging  to  one  of  these  depart- 
ments, shall  exercise  any  of  the  powers  properly  belonging  to  either 
of  the  others,  except  in  the  cases  herein  expressly  directed  or  per- 
mitted. 

Article  IV. — Part  First 

I.J«I8LATIVE    PO^VER. liOrSB    OF    REI^RESENTATIVES 

Sec.  1.  The  legislative  power .  shall  be  vested  in  two  distinct 
branches,  a  House  of  Representatives,  and  a  Senate,  each  to  have  a 
negative  on  the. other,  and  both  to  be  styled  the  Legislature  of  Maine 
and  the  stvle  of  their  acts  and  laws  shall  be,  "  Be  it  enacted  by  the 
Senate  and  House  of  Representatives,  in  Legislature  assem- 
bled." 

Sec.  2.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  consist  of  one  hundred 
and  fifty-one  members,  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  electors,  for 
an^  year  from  the  day  next  preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the 
Legislature.  The  Legislature,  which  shall-  frnt  he  convened  under 
this  Constitution^  shall,  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  day  of  August^  in 
the  year  of  our  Lord^  07ie  thousand  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one^ 
and  the  Legislature^  within  every  subsequent  period  of  at  most  ten 
years,  and  at  least  five,  cause  the  number  of  the  inhabitants  of  the 
State  to  be  ascertained,  exclusive  of  foreigners  not  naturalized  and 
Indians  hot  taxed.  The  number  of  Representatives  shall,  at  the 
several  periods  of  making  such  enumeration,  l>e  fixed  and  apportioned 
among  the  several  counties  as  near  as  may  be,  according  to  the  num- 
ber or  inhabitants,  having  regard  to  the  relative  increase  of  popu- 
lation. The  number  of  representatives  shall^  on  said  first  appor- 
tionment,  be  not  less  than  one  hundred  nor  more  than  one  hundred 
and  fifty. 

Sec.  3.  Each  town  having  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants  may  elect 
one  representative;  each  town  having  three  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  firty  may  elect  two ;  each  town  having  six  thousand  seven  hun- 
dred and  fifty  may  elect  three;  each  town  having  ten  thousand  five 
hundred  may  elect  four;  each  tow^n  having  fifteen  thousand  may 
elect  five ;  each  town  having  twenty  thousand  two  hundred  and  fifty 
mav  elect  six;  each  town  having  twenty-six  thousand  two  hundreJi 
and  fifty  may  elect  seven ;  but  no  town  shall  ever  be  entitled  to  more 
than  seven  representatives;  and  towns  and  plantations  duly  organ- 
ized, not  having  fifteen  hundred  inhabitants,  shall  be  classed,  as 
conveniently  as  may  be,  into  districts  containing  that  number,  and 
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so  as  not  to  divide  towns;  and  each  f^uch  district  may  elect  one  rep- 
resentative; aml^  when  on  thin  apportionment  the  number  of  repre- 
»entutire8  shall  be  two  humlred^  a  different  apportionment  shall  take 

Elace  vnon  the  abore  principle:  and,  m  case  tne  fifteen  hundred  shall 
e  too  larpe  or  too  small  to  apportion  all  the  representatives  to  any 
county,  it  shall  be  so  increascHi  or  diminished  as  to  give  the  number 
of  repi'esentatives  according  to  the  above  rule  and  proportion;  and 
whenever  any  town  or  towns,  plantation  or  plantations  not  entitled 
to  elect  a  representative  shall  determine  against  a  classification  with 
any  other  town  or  plantation,  the  Legislature  may,  at  each  appor- 
tionment of  representatives,  on  the  application  of  such  town  or  plan- 
tation, authorize  it  to  elect  a  representative  for  such  portion  of  time 
and  such  periods,  as  shall  Ih»  equal  to  its  portion  of  representation ; 
and  the  right  of  representation,  so  established,  shall  not  he  altered 
until  the  next  general  apportionment. 

Sec.  4.  Xo  person  shall  be  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, unless  he  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  the  period  for  which  he 
is  elected,  have  been  five  years  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  have 
arrived  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  have  been  a  resident  in  thi> 
State  one  year,  or  from  the  adoption  of  this  constitution;  and  for 
the  three  months  next  preceding  the  time  of  his  election  shall  have 
been,  and,  during  the  period  for  which  he  is  elected,  shall  continue  to 
1x3  a  resident  in  the  town  or  district  which  he  rt»presents. 

Sec.  5.  The  met»tings  within  this  State  for  the  choice  of  represen- 
tatives shall  l)e  warned  in  due  course  of  law  by  the  selectmen  of  the 
several  towns  seven  davs  at  least  before  the  election,  and  the  select- 
men  thereof  shall  preside  impartially  at  such  meetings,  receive  the 
votes  of  all  the  qualified  electors  present,  sort,  count  and  declare  theui 
in  open  town  meeting,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  town  clerk,  who  shall 
form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each 
person  against  his  name,  shall  make  a  fair  record  thereof  in  the  p^e^^- 
ence  of  the  selectmen  and  in  open  town  meeting.  And  the  town> 
and  plantations  organized  by  law,  belonging  to  any  class  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  hold  their  meetings  at  the  same  time  in  the  respective 
(owns  and  plantations;  and  the  town  and  plantation  meetings  m  such 
towns  and  plantations  sliall  be  notified,  held  and  regulated,  the  votes 
received,  sorted,  counted  and  declared  in  the  same  manner.  And  tlu» 
assessors  and  clerks  of  plantations  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  hv 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  which  selectmen  and  town  clerks  have,  and 
are  stibject  to  by  this  Constitution.  And  fair  copies  of  the  lists  of 
votes  shall  be  attested  bv  the  selectmen  and  town  clerks  of  tow^ns,  and 
the  assessors  of  plantations,  and  sealed  up  in  open  town  and  planta- 
tion meetings;  and  the  town  and  plantation  clerks  respectively  shall 
cause  the  same  to  l)e  delivered  into  the  secretary's  office  thirty  days  at 
least  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  annnalhj.  And  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  shall  examine  the  returned  copies  of  such  lists,  and 
also  all  lists  of  votes  of  citizens  in  the  military  service,  returned  to  the 
secretary's  office,  as  provided  in  article  second,  section  four,  of  this 
Constitution;  and  tAventv  davs  l)efore  the  said  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  annnalhj,  shall  issue  a  siunmons  to  such  persons  as  shall 
appear  to  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  all  the  votes  returned,  to  attend 
and  take  their  seats.  But  all  such  lists  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
of  Representatives  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  aAnitalh/^  an<l 
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they  shall  finally  determine  who  are  elected.  The  electors  resident  in 
any  city  may,  at  any  meeting  duly  notified  for  the  choice  of  represen- 
tatives vote  for  such  representatives  in  their  respective  ward  meetings, 
and  the  wardens  in  said  wards  shall  preside  impartially  at  such  meet- 
ings, receive  the  votes  of  all  qualifiea  electors  present,  sort,  count  and 
declare  them  in  open  ward  meetings,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  ward 
clerk,  who  shall  form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with  the  number 
of  votes  for  each  person  against  his  name,  shall  make  a  fair  record 
thereof  in  the  presence  of  the  warden,  and  in  open  ward  meetings; 
iind  a  fair  copy  of  this  list  shall  be  attested  by  the  warden  and  ward 
clerk,  sealed  up  in  open  ward  meeting,  and  delivered  to  the  city  clerk 
within  twenty-four  nours  after  the  close  of  the  polls.  And  the  elec- 
tors resident  in  any  city  may  at  any  meetings  duly  notified  and  holden 
for  the  choice  of  any  other  civil  officers  for  wnom  they  have  been 
required  heretofore  to  vote  in  town  meeting,  vote  for  such  officers  in 
their  respective  wards,  and  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  by  the 
warden  and  ward  clerk  in  each  ward,  as  in  the  case  of  votes  for  repre- 
sentatives. And  the  aldermen  of  anv  city  shall  be  in  session  within 
twenty-four  hours  after  the  close  of  the  polls  in  such  meetings,  and  in 
the  presence  of  the  city  clerk  shall  open,  examine  and  compare  the 
copies  from  the  lists  of  votes  given  in  the  several  wards,  of  wiiich  the 
city  clerk  shall  make  a  record,  and  return  therof  shall  be  made  into 
the  Secretary  of  State's  office  in  the  same  manner  as  selectmen  of 
towns  are  required  to  do. 

Sec.  0.  A\Tienever  the  seat  of  a  member  shall  l)e  vacated  by  death, 
resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  vacancy  may  be  filled  by  a  new  election. 

Sec.  7.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  choose  their  speaker, 
clerk  and  other  officers. 

Sect.  8.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall  have  the  sole  power  of 
impeachment. 

Article  IV. — Part  Second 

SENATE 

Sec.  1.  The  Senate  shall  consist  of  7Wt  leMs  than  trrenty  nor  more 
than  thirty-one  members,  elected  at  the  same  time,  and  for  the  same 
term,  as  the  representatives,  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  district 
into  which  the  State  shall  from  time  to  time  lx»  divided. 

Sec.  2.  The  I>egislature,  which  shall  he  frnt  convened  under  thw 
Constitution^  shall,  on  or  he  fore  the  fft-eenth  daij  of  Aur/ifst  in  the 
year  of  our  Lord^  one  thmmind  eight  hundred  and  twenty-one,  and 
the  Legislature  at  every  nuhsequent  period  of  ten  years,  cause  the 
State  to  be  divided  into  districts  for  the  choice  of  senators.  The  dis- 
tricts shall  conform,  as  near  as  may  be,  to  county  lines,  and  be  appor- 
tioned according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants.  The  number  of  sen- 
ators shall  not  exceed  twenty  at  the  frnt  apportionment^  and  shall  at 
each  apportionment  he  in^reased^  itntil  they  shall  amount  to  thirty- 
one,  according  to  the  increase  in  the  House  of  Representatives, 

Sec.  8.  The  meetings  within  this  state  for  the  election  of  senators 
shall  be  notified,  held  and  regulated,  and  the  votes  received,  sorted, 
counted,  declared  and  recorded,  in  the  same  manner  as  those  for 
representatives.  And  fair  copies  of  the  list  of  votes  shall  he  attested 
bv  the  selectmen  and  town  clerks  of  towns,  and  the  assessors  and 
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clerks  of  plantations,  and  sealed  up  in  open  town  and  plantation 
meetings;  and  the  town  and  plantation  clerks  respectively  shall 
cause  tne  same  to  be  delivered  into  the  secretarv's  office  thirtv  davs 
at  least  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  January.  All  other  qualified 
electors,  living  in  places  unincorporated,  who  shall  be  assessed  to  the 
support  of  the  government  by  the  assessors  of  an  adjacent  tow^n,  shall 
have  the  privilege  of  votinp  for  senators,  representatives  and  gov- 
ernor in  such  town ;  and  shall  l>e  notified  by  the  selectmen  thewt^t  for 
that  purpose  accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  The  Governor  and  Council  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  exam- 
ine the  returned  copies  of  such  lists,  and  also  the  lists  of  votes  of 
citizens  in  the  military  service,  returned  into  the  secretary's  office, 
and  twenty  days  before  the  said  first  Wednesday  of  January,  i*^ue 
a  summons  to  such  persons,  as  shall  appear  to  be  elected  by  a  plu- 
ralitv  of  the  votes  for  each  district,  to  attend  that  dav  and  take  their 

Sec.  5.  The  Senate  shall,  on  the  said  first  Wednesdav  of  Januarv, 
annually^  determine  who  are  elected  by  a  plurality  of  votes  to  be 
senators  in  each  district ;  and  in  case  the  full  number  of  senators  to 
be  elected  from  each  district  shall  not  have  been  so  elected,  the  mem- 
lx»rs  of  the  house  of  representatives  and  such  senators,  as  shall  have 
been  elected,  shall  from  the  highest  numbers  of  the  persoiis  voted  for, 
on  said  lists,  equal  to  twice  the  number  of  senators  deficient,  in  every 
district,  if  there  be  so  many  voted  for,  elect  by  joint  ballot  the  num- 
ber of  senators  required;  and  in  this  manner  all  vacancies  in  the 
Senate  shall  be  supplied  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  such  vacancies 
happen. 

Sec.  6.  The  senators  shall  be  twenty-five  years  of  age  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  term,  for  which  they  are  elected,  and  in  all  other 
respects  their  qualifications  shall  be  the  same,  as  those  of  the  repre- 
sentatives. 

Sec.  7.  The  Senate  shall  have  the  sole  power  to  try  all  impeach- 
ments, and  when  sitting  for  that  purpose  snail  be  on  oath  or  affirma- 
tion, and  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds  of  the  members  present.  Their  judgment,  however,  shall 
not  extend  farther  than  to  removal  from  office,  and  disaualification  to 
hold  or  enjoy  any  office  of  honor,  trust  or  profit  unaer  this  State. 
But  the  partv,  whether  convicted  or  acquitted,  shall  nevertheless  be 
liable  to  indictment,  trial,  judgment  and  punishment  according  to 
law. 

Sec.  8.  The  Senate  shall  choose  their  president,  secretary  and  other 
officers. 

Article  IV. — Part  Third 

LEGISLATIVE    l*OWER 

Sec.  1.  The  Legislature  shall  convene  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  annually^  and  shall  have  full  power  to  make  and  establish 
all  reasonable  laws  and  regulations  for  the  defence  and  benefit  of 
the  people  of  this  State,  not  repugnant  to  this  Constitution,  nor  to 
that  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  Every  bill  or  resolution  having  the  force  of  law,  to  which 
the  concurrence  of  both  houses  may  be  necessary,  except  on  a  question 
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of  a^iournment,  which  shall  have  passed  both  houses,  shall  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor,  and  if  he  approve,  he  shall  si^  it;  if  not,  he 
shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  house,  in  which  it  shall  have 
originated,  which  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  its  journals, 
and  proceed  to  reconsider  it.  If  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds 
of  that  house  shall  agree  to  pass  it,  it  shall  be  sent  together  with  the 
objections,  to  the  other  house  by  which  it  shall  be  reconsidered,  and, 
if  aproved  by  two-thirds  of  that  house,  it  shall  have  the  same  effect,  as 
if  it  had  been  signed  by  the  Governor;  but  in  all  such  cases,  the  votes 
of  both  houses  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  nays,  and  the  names  of  the 
persons,  voting  for  and  against  the  bill  or  resolution,  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journals  of  both  houses  respectively.  If  the  bill  or  resolution 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  five  days  (Sundays  ex- 
cepted) after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  it  shall  have  the 
same  force  and  effect,  as  if  he  had  signed  it,  unless  the  Legislature, 
by  their  adjournment  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  have 
such  force  and  effect,  unless  returned  within  three  days  after  their 
next  meeting. 

Sec.  3.  Each  house  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  elections  and  qualifi- 
cations of  its  own  members,  and  a  majority  shall  constitute  a  quorum 
to  do  business;  but  a  sitialler  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day, 
and  may  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner, 
and  under  such  penalties  as  each  house  shall  provide. 

Sec.  4.  Each  house  may  determine  the  rules  of  its  proceedings,  pun- 
ish its  members  for  disorderly  behavior,  and,  with  the  concurrence  of 
two-thirds,  expel  a  member,  but  not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause. 

Sec.  5.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal,  and  from  time  to  time  pub- 
lish its  proceedings,  except  such  parts  as  in  their  judgment  may 
require  secrecy ;  and  the  yeas  and  nays  of  the  members  of  either  house 
on  any  question,  shall,  at  the  desire  of  one-fifth  of  those  present,  be 
entered  on  the  journals. 

Sec.  6.  Each  house,  during  its  session,  may  punish  by  imprison- 
ment any  person,  not  a  meniber,  for  disrespectful  or  disorderly  be- 
havior in  its  presence,  for  obstructing  any  of  its  proceedings,  threat- 
ening, assaulting  or  abusing  any  of  its  members  for  anything  said, 
done,  or  doing  in  either  house ;  provided,  that  no  imprisonment  shall 
extend  beyond  the  period  of  the  same  session. 

Sec.  7.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall  receive  such  compen- 
sation, as  shall  be  established  by  law ;  but  no  law  increasing  their  com- 
I)ensation  shall  take  effect  during  the  existence  of  the  Legislature 
which  enacted  it.  The  expenses  of  the  House  of  Representatives  in 
travelling  to  the  Legislature  and  returning  therefrom,  once  in  each 
session  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  by  the  State  out  of  the  public 
treasury  to  every  member,  who  shall  seasonably  attend,  in  the  judg- 
ment ot  the  house,  and  does  not  depart  therefrom  without  leave. 

Sec.  8.  The  senators  and  representatives  shall,  in  all  cases  except 
treason,  felony  or  breach  of  the  peace,  be  privileged  from  arrest  dur- 
ing their  attendance  at,  going  to,  and  returning  from  each  session  of 
the  Legislature ;  and  no  member  shall  be  liable  to  answer  for  anything 
spoken  in  debate  in  either  house,  in  any  court  or  place  elsewhere. 

Sec.  9.  J3ills,  orders  or  resolutions,  may  originate  in  either  house, 
and  may  be  altered,  amended  or  rejected  in  the  other ;  but  all  bills  for 
raising  a  revenue  shall  originate  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  but 
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so  as  not  to  divide  towns;  and  each  such  district  may  elect  one  rep- 
resentative; atul^  wheti  on  thin  a p port io anient  the  number  of  reprt- 
sentatires  nhall  be  tiro  hundred^  a  different  avportionment  shall  take 

Elate  nvon  the  abore  principle ;  and,  in  case  tne  fifteen  hundred  shall 
B  too  larp:e  or  too  small  to  apportion  all  the  representatives  to  any 
county,  it  shall  be  so  increascnl  or  diminished  as  to  give  the  number 
of  representatives  according  to  the  above  rule  and  proportion;  and 
whenever  any  town  or  towns,  plantation  or  plantations  not  entitled 
to  elect  a  representative  shall  determine  against  a  classification  with 
any  other  town  or  plantation,  the  I^egislature  may,  at  each  appor- 
tionment of  representatives,  on  the  application  of  such  town  or  plan- 
tation, authorize  it  to  elect  a  representative  for  such  portion  of  time 
and  such  j^eriods,  as  shall  Ih»  equal  to  its  portion  of  representation ; 
and  the  right  of  representation,  so  established,  shall  not  he  altered 
until  the  next  general  apportionment. 

Sfx\  4.  No  person  shall  Ik>  a  member  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives, unless  he  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  the  period  for  which  he 
is  elected,  have  been  five  yeai's  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  have 
arriveil  at  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  have  been  a  resident  in  this 
State  one  year,  or  from  the  adoption  of  thin  constitution;  and  for 
the  three  months  next  preceding  tlie  time  of  his  election  shall  have 
l)eeu,  and,  during  the  j)eriod  for  which  he  is  elected,  shall  continue  to 
be  a  resident  in  the  town  or  distri<'t  which  he  represents. 

Sec.  5.  The  meetings  within  this  State  for  the  choice  of  represen- 
tatives shall  l)e  warned  in  due  course  of  law  by  the  selectmen  of  the 
several  towns  seven  davs  at  least  l)efore  the  election,  and  the  select- 
men  thereof  shall  preside  impartially  at  such  meetings,  receive  the 
votes  of  all  the  qualified  electors  present,  sort,  count  and  declare  them 
in  open  town  meeting,  and  in  the  presence  of  the  town  clerk,  who  shall 
form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted  for,  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each 
person  against  his  name,  shall  make  a  fair  record  thereof  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  selectmen  and  in  open  town  meeting.  And  the  towns 
and  plantations  organized  by  law,  l)elonging  to  any  class  herein  pro- 
vided, shall  hold  their  meetings  at  the  same  time  in  the  rei^pective 
towns  and  plantations;  and  the  town  and  plantation  meetings  m  such 
towns  and  plantations  sliall  l)e  notified,  held  and  regulated,  the  votes 
received,  sorted,  counted  and  declared  in  the  same  manner.  And  the 
assessors  and  clerks  of  ])lantations  shall  have  all  the  powers,  and  b<» 
subject  to  all  the  duties,  which  selectmen  and  town  clerks  have,  and 
are  subject  to  by  this  Constitution.  And  fair  copies  of  the  lists  of 
votes  shall  be  attested  by  the  selectmen  and  town  clerks  of  towns,  and 
(he  assessors  of  plantations,  and  sealed  up  in  ojMjn  town  and  planta- 
tion meetings:  and  the  town  and  plantation  clerks  respectively  shall 
cause  the  same  to  l)e  delivered  into  the  secretary's  office  thirty  days  at 
least  before  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  annvally.  And  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  shall  examine  the  returned  copies  of  such  lists,  and 
also  all  lists  of  votes  of  citizens  in  the  military  service,  returned  to  tho 
secretary's  office,  as  provided  in  article  second,  section  four,  of  this 
Constitution;  and  twentv  davs  Ix^fore  the  said  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  annvally.  shall  issue  a  summons  to  such  persons  as  shall 
appear  to  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  all  the  votes  returned,  to  attend 
and  take  their  seats.  But  all  such  lists  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
of  Representatives  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  January  af^nually,  an<l 
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Sec.  4.  The  Governor  shall,  at  the  commencement  of  his  term,  be 
not  less  than  thirty  years  of  age ;  a  natural  born  citizen  of  the  United 
States,  have  been  five  years,  or  tram  the  adoption  of  this  Coruititu- 
tlon^  a  resident  of  the  State;  ana  at  the  time  of  his  election  and  dur- 
ing the  term  for  which  he  is  elected,  be  a  resident  of  said  State. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  holding  any  office  or  place  under  the  United 
States,  this  State,  or  any  other  power,  shall  exercise  the  office  of 
(xovernor. 

Sec.  6.  The  Governor  shall  at  stated  times,  receive  for  his  services 
SI  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  his 
continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  7.  He  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy  of 
the  State  and  of  the  militia,  except  when  called  into  the  actual  service 
of  the  United  States;  but  he  shall  not  march  nor  convev  any  of  the 
citizens  out  of  the  State,  without  their  consent  or  that  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, unless  it  shall  become  necessary,  in  order  to  march  or  transport 
them  from  one  part  of  the  State  to  another  for  the  defence  thereof. 

Sec.  8.  He  shall  nominate,  and,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  appoint  all  judicial  officers,  coroners,  and  notaries  public; 
and  he  shall  also  nominate,  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  appoint  all  other  civil  and  military  officers,  whose  appoint- 
ment is  not  by  this  Constitution,  or  shall  not  by  law  be  otherwise 
provided  for;  and  every  such  nomination  shall  be  made  seven  days, 
at  least,  prior  to  such  appointment. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  from  time  to  time  give  the  Legislature  informa- 
tion of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to  their  considera- 
tion such  measures,  as  he  may  judge  expedient. 

Sec.  10.  He  may  require  information  from  any  military  officer  or 
any  officer  in  the  executive  department,  upon  any  subject  relating  to 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall  have  power,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  to  remit,  after  conviction,  all  forfeitures  and  penalties,  and 
to  grant  reprieves,  commutations  and  pardons,  except  in  cases  of 
impeachment,  upon  such  conditions,  and  with  such  restrictions  and 
limitations,  as  may  be  deemed  proper,  subject  to  such  reflations  as 
may  be  provided  by  law,  relative  to  the  manner  of  applymg  for  par- 
dons. And  he  shall  communicate  to  the  Legislature  at  each  session 
thereof,  each  case  of  reprieve,  I'emission  of  penalty,  commutation  or 
pardon  granted,  stating  the  name  of  the  convict,  the  crime  of  which 
he  was  convicted,  the  sentence  and  its  date,  the  date  of  the  reprieve, 
remission,  commutation  or  pardon,  and  the  conditions,  if  any,  upon 
which  the  same  was  granted. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  13.  He  may,  on  extraordinary  occasions,  convene  the  Legisla- 
ture; and  in  case  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses  with  respect 
to  the  time  of  adjournment,  adjourn  them  to  such  time  as  he  shall 
think  proper,  not  beyond  the  day  of  the  next  annual  meeting;  and  if, 
since  the  last  adjournment,  the  place  where  the  Legislature  were  next 
to  convene  shall  have  become  dangerous  from  an  enemy  or  contagious 
sickness,  may  direct  the  session  to  be  held  at  some  other  convenient 
place  within  the  State. 

Sec.  14.  Whenever  the  office  of  Governor  shall  become  vacant  by 
death,  resignation,  removal  from  office  or  otherwise,  the  president  of 
the  Senate  shall  exercise  the  office  of  Governor  until  another  Governor 
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shall  be  duly  qualified ;  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal 
from  office  or  disqualification  of  the  president  of  the  Senate,  so  exer- 
cising the  office  of  Governor,  the  speaKer  of  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives shall  exercise  the  office,  until  a  president  of  the  Senate  shall  have 
been  chosen ;  and  when  the  office  of  Governor,  president  of  the  Senate, 
and  speaker  of  the  House  shall  become  vacant,  in  the  recess  of  the 
Senate,  the  person,  acting  as  Secretary  of  State  for  the  time  being, 
shall  by  proclamation  convene  the  Senate,  that  a  president  may  be 
chosen  to  exercise  the  office  of  Governor.  ^\jid  whenever  either  the 
president  of  the  Senate  or  speaker  of  the  House  shall  so  exercise  said 
office,  he  shall  receive  onlv  the  compensation  of  Governor,  but  his 
duties  as  president  or  speaker  shall  be  suspended ;  and  the  Senate  or 
House  shall  fill  the  vacancv  until  his  duties  as  Governor  shall  cease.

AKTICX.E  V. — Part  Second 

COUNCIL 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  a  Council,  to  consist  of  seven  persons,  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  residents  of  this  State,  to  advise  the  Gov- 
ernor in  the  executive  part  of  government,  whom  the  Governor  shall 
have  full  pow^er,  at  his  discretion,  to  assemble;  and  he  with  the  coun- 
cillors, or  a  majority  of  them,  may  from  time  to  time,  hold  and  keep  a 
Council,  for  ordering  and  directing  the  affairs  of  State,  according  to 
law. 

Sec,  2.  The  councillors  shall  be  chosen  annually^  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  January,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  convention ;  and  vacancies,  which  shall  afterwards  happen, 
shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner;  but  not  more  than  one  councillor 
shall  be  elected  from  any  district,  prescribed  for  the  election  of  sen- 
ators; and  thev  shall  he  privileged  from  arrest  in  the  same  manner 
as  senators  and  representatives. 

Sec.  3.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  Council,  shall  be  recorded  in 
a  register,  and  signed  by  the  members  agreeing  thereto,  which  may  be 
called  for  by  either  house  of  the  Legislature ;  and  any  councillor  may 
enter  his  dissent  to  the  resolution  of  the  majority. 

Sec.  4.  No  member  of  Congress,  or  of  the  Ijcgislature  of  this  State, 
nor  any  person  holding  any  office  under  the  United  States^  (post 
officers  excepted),  nor  any  civil  officers  under  this  State  (justices  of 
the  peace  and  notaries  public  excepted)  shall  be  councillors.  And  no 
councillor  shall  be  appointed  to  any  office  during  the  time  for  which 
he  shall  have  been  elected. 

Article  V. — Part  Third 

SECRETARY 

Sec.  1.  The  Secretarv  of  State  shall  be  chosen  annually  at  the  first 
session  of  the  Legislature,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  repre- 
sentatives in  convention. 

Sec.  2.  The  records  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  in  the  office  of.  the 
Secretary,  who  may  appoint  his  deputies,  for  whose  conduct  he  shall 
be  accountable. 
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Sec.  3.  He  shall  attend  the  Governor  and  Council,  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  in  person  or  by  his  deputies,  as  they  shall 
respectivelv  require. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  carefully  keep  and  preserve  the  records  of  all  the 
official  acts  and  proceedings  of  the  Governor  and  Council,  Senate  and 
House  of  Representatives,  and,  when  required,  lay  the  same  before 
either  branch  of  the  legislature,  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  are 
enjoined  by  this  Constitution,  or  shall  be  required  by  law. 

Artici.e  V. — Part  Fourth 

TREASURER 

Sec.  1.  The  Treasurer  shall  be  chosen  annually^  at  the  first  session 
of  the  Legislature,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  convention,  but  shall  not  be  eligible  more  than  five  years 
successively. 

Sec.  2.  The  Treasurer  shall,  before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his 
office,  give  bond  to  the  State,  with  sureties,  to  the  satisfaction  of  th(v 
legislature,  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  trust. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  not,  during  his  continuance  in  office, 
engage  in  any  business  of  trade  or  commerce,  or  as  a  broker,  nor  as 
an  agent  or  factor  for  any  merchant  or  trader. 

Sec.  4.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury,  but  by  warrant 
from  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  in  consequence  of  appropriations 
made  bv  law;  and  a  regular  statement  and  account  of  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  all  public  money,  shall  l)e  published  at  the  commence- 
ment of  the  annual  session  of  the  Legislature. 

Article  VI 

.fl'DlCIAL  POWER 

Sec.  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  l)e  vested  in  a 
Supreme  Judicial  Court,  and  such  other  courts  as  the  Legislature 
shall  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Sec.  2.  The  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  shall,  at  stated 
times  receive  a  compensation,  which  shall  not  be  diminished  during 
their  continuance  in  office,  but  thev  shall  receive  no  other  fee  or 
reward. 

Sec.  3.  They  shall  he  obliged  to  give  their  opinion  upon  important 
questions  of  law,  and  upon  solemn  occasions,  when  required  by  the 
Governor,  Council,  Senate,  or  House  of  Representatives. 

Sec.  4.  All  judicial  officers  noir  in  offive  or  who  may  he  hereafter 
appointed  shall,  fi'oni  and  after  the  frst  day  of  March  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  forty^  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  seven 
years  from  the  time  of  their  respective  appointments,  (unless  sooner 
removed  by  impeachment  or  by  address  of  both  branches  of  the  I-<egis- 
hiture  to  the  Executive)  and  no  longer  unless  re-appointed  thereto. 

Seu.  5.  Justices  of  the  peace  and  notaries  public,  shall  hold  their 
offices  during  .s<»ven  years,  if  they  so  long  behave  themselves  well,  at 
the  expiration  of  which  term,  they  may  be  re-appointed  or  others 
appointed,  as  the  public  interest  may  require. 
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Sec.  ().  Tl)e  justices  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  sliall  hold  no 
office  under  the  United  States,  nor  any  State,  nor  any  other  office 
under  this  State,  except  that  of  justice  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  7.  Judges  and  registers  of  probate  shall  be  elected  by  tlu! 
people  of  their  resi)ective  counties,  by  a  plurality  of  the  votes  given 
in  at  the  annual  election,  on  the  second  Monday  of  Septemter,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  four  years,  commencing  on  the  first  dav  of 
January  next  after  their  election.  Vacancies  occurring  in  said  olBce> 
by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  shall  l)e  filled  by  election  in  man- 
ner aforesaid,  at  the  Septeml)er  election  next  after  their  cK'curren(*c : 
and  in  the  meantime,  the  (Jovernor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of 
the  Council,  may  fill  said  vacancies  by  appointment,  and  the  persoriN 
so  appointed  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  firM  day  of  January 
thereafter, 

Se<  .  H.  Judges  of  municipal  and  police*  courts  sliall  be  appointed 
by  the  executive  power,  in  the  same  manner  as  other  judicial  officer>, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  four  years;  prorifled^  how- 
erer^  that  the  pre  neat  inramhents  shall  hold  their  oifices  for  the  term 
for  which  they  were  elected, 

Artk'lk  VII

MILITARY 

Se(\  1.  The  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  militia  shall  he.  elected 
by  the  written  votes  of  the  members  of  their  i-espective  compaiiie>. 
The  field  officers  of  regiments  by  the  written  votes  of  the  captains  and 
sul)alterns  of  their  respective  regiments.  TIub  brigadier  generals  in 
like  manner,  by  the  field  officers  of  their  respective  brigades. 

Sec.  2.  The  IjCgislature  shall,  by  law,  direct  the  manner  of  notify- 
ing the  electors,  conducting  the  elections,  and  making  returns  to  the 
(iovernor  of  the  officers  elected;  and,  if  the  electors  shall  neglect  or 
refuse  to  make  such  elections,  after  lieing  duly  notified  according  to 
law,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill  such  offices.

Sec.  18.  The  Legislature  may  enact  laws  excluding  from  the  right 
of  suffrage,  for  a  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  all  persons  convicted 
of  bribery  at  any  election,  or  of  voting  at  any  election,  under  the  in- 
fluence of  a  bribe. 

Se<\  14.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  be  directly  or  indirectly 
loaned  in  any  case.  The  I^egislature  shall  not  create  any  debt  or 
debts,  liability  or  liabilities,  on  behalf  of  the  State,  which  shall  singly 
or  in  the  aggregate,  with  previous  debti^  and  liabilities  hereaiter 
incurred  at  any  one  time,  exceed  three  hundred  thousand  dollars, 
except  to  suppress  insurrection,  to  re{x»l  invasion,  or  for  purposes  of 
war;  but  this  amendment  shall  not  l)e  construed  to  refer  to  any 
money  thathas  been,  or  may  l)e  deposited  with  this  State  by  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  United  States,  or  to  any  fund  which  the  State  sliall 
hold  in  trust  for  any  Indian  tribe. 

Sec.  15.  The  State  is  authorized  to  insue  bonds  payable  within 
twenty-one  years ^  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  a 
y<^u\  payable  semi-annually^  which  bonds  or  their  proceeds  shall  be 
devoted  solely  torvards  the  reimbursement  of  the  expenditures  in- 
rurred  by  the  cities^  towns  and  plantations  of  the  State  for  war  pur- 
poses during  the  rebellion^  upon  the  following  basis:  Each  city^  town 
and  plantation  shall  receive  from  the  State  one  hundred  dollars  for 
crery  man  furnished  for  the  military  service  of  the  Ignited  States 
under  and  after  the  call  of  July  second^  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
two^  and  accepted  by  the  United  States  towards  its  quota  for  the  term 
of  three  year's^  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  every  man  so  furnished 
and  accepted  for  any  shorter  penod ;  and  the  same  shall  be  in  full 
payment  for  any  claim  upon  the  State  on  account  of  its  irar  debts 
by  any  such  municipality,  -1  cojnmission  appointed  by  the  Governor 
end  Council  shall  determine  the  amount  to  which  each  city^  town  and 
phintation  is  entitled;  to  be  devoted  to  such  reimbursement^  the  su?'- 
plus^  if  any^  to  be  appropriated  to  the  soldiers  who  enlisted  or  were 
drafted  and  went  at  any  time  during  the  war^  or  if  deceased^  to  their 
legal  representatives.  The  issue  of  bonds  hereby  authorized  shall  not 
creeed  in  the  aggregate  three  7n  ill  ion  five  hundred  thousand  dollars^ 
and  th'is  amendment  shall  not  be  construed  to  permit  the  credit  of  the 
State  to  be  directly  or  indirectly  loa7ied  in  any  other  case  or  for  any 
other  purpose. 

Sec.  10.  The  Ijcgislature  may  by  law  authorize  the  dividing  of 
towns  having  not  less  than  four  thousand  inhabitants,  or  having 
voters  residing  on  anv  island  within  the  limits  thereof,  into  voting: 
districts  for  tlie  election  of  representatives  to  the  Ijegislature,  and 
prescribe  the  manner  in  which  the  votes  shall  be  received,  counted, 
and  the  result  of  the  election  declared.

Sec.  1.  All  laws  now  in  force  in  this  State,  and  not  repugnant  to 
this  Constitution,  shall  remain,  and  be  in  force,  until  altered  or 
repealed  by  the  I^egislature,  or  shall  expire  by  their  own  limitation. 

Sec.  2.  The  Legislature,  whenever  two-thircis  of  both  houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  may  projwse  amendments  to  this  Constitution;  and 
when  any  amendments  shall  Ik»  so  agreed  upon,  a  resolution  shall  l>e 
passed  and  sent  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  and  the  assessors 
of  the  several  plantations,  empowering  and  directing  them  to  notify 
the  inhabitants  of  their  respective  towns  and  plantations,  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law,  at  their  next  annual  meetings  in  the  month 
of  September,  to  give  in  their  votes  on  the  question,  whether  such 
amendment  shall  be  made;  and  if  it  shall  appear  that  a  majority  of 
the  inhabitants  voting  on  the  (|uestion  are  in  favor  of  such  amend- 
ment, it  shall  l)ecome  a  part  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  8.  After  the  amendments  pi'Oponed  herewith  f^hall  hare  heeu 
Hubmitted  to  popular  rote^  the  chief  justice  of  the  Supreme  JudiH/i/ 
Court  shall  arrange  the  Constitution^  as  amended^  under  approprititf 
titles^  and  in  proper  articles^  parts  and  sections^  omitting  alt  sections^ 
clauses  and  vords  not  in  force^  and  making  7io  other  changes  in  the 
prorisions  or  language  thereof^  and  shall  submit  the  same  to  thr 
Legislature  at  its  tiejrt  sess^ion.  And  the  draft,  and  arrangement, 
when  approved  by  the  Ix^gislature,  shall  be  enrolled  on  parchment 
and  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  printed 
copies  thereof  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  books  containing  the  laws  of 
the  State.  And  the  Constitution,  with  the  amendments  made  thereto, 
in  accordance  with  the  provisions  thereof,  shall  be  the  supreme  law 
of  the  State. 

Sec.  4.  Sections  one,  two  and  five,  of  article  ten  of  the  existing 
Constitution,  shall  hereafter  l^e  omitted  in  any  printed  copies  thereof 
j)refixed  to  the  laws  of  the  State;  but  this  shall  not  impair  the 
validity  of  acts  under  those  sections;  and  section  five  shall  remain 
in  full  force,  as  part  of  the  Constitution,  according  to  the  stipulations 
of  said  s(»ction,  with  the  sauje  effect  as  if  contained  in  said  printed 
copies.

Amendment  XXIX 

EOrCATIONAL  QUALIFICATION   OE  VOTERS 

'  No  person  shall  have  the  right  to  vote  or  be  eligible  to  office  under 
the  constitution  of  this  state,  who  shall  not  be  able  to  read  the  consti- 
tution in  the  English  language  and  write  his  name;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  the  provisions  of  this  amendment  shall  not  apply  to  any 
fH*rson  prevented  by  a  physical  disability  from  complying  with  its 
requisitions,  nor  to  any  person  who  now  has  the  right  to  vote,  nor 
to  any  person  who  shall  be  sixty  years  of  age  or  upwards  at  the  time 
this  amendment  shall  take  effect.

VACANCIES    IN    THE   SENATE 

Section  five,  in  article  four,  part  two,  is  hei'eby  amended  by  striking 
out  the  words  '*  and  in  this  manner  all  vacancies  in  the  senate  shall 
l>e  supplied  as  soon  as  may  l)e  after  such  vacancies  happen/'  an<l 
substituting  therefor  the  following: 

'  But  all  vacancies  in  the  senate,  arising  from  death,  i*esignatioru 
removal  from  the  State,  or  like  causes,  shall  be  filled  by  an  immediate 
election  in  the  unrepresented  district.  The  governor  shall  issue  his 
proclamation  therefor  and  therein  fix  the  time  of  such  election."  *

II.  Whereas  our  well  beloved  and  right  trusty  Subject  Caccilius 
Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore,  in  our  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  Son  and 
Heir  of  (Jeorge  Calvert,  Knight,  late  Baron  of  Baltimore,  in  our 
said  Kingdom  of  Ireland,  treading  in  the  steps  of  his  Father,  being 
animated  with  a  laudable,  and  pious  Zeal  for  extending  the  Christian 
Religion,  and  also  the  Territories  of  our  Empire,  hath  humbly  be- 
sought Leave  of  us,  that  he  may  transport,  by  nis  own  Industry,  and 
P2xpense,  a  numerous  Colony  of  the  English  Nation,  to  a  certain 
Region,  herein  after  described,  in  a  Country  hitherto  uncultivated,  in 
the  Parts  of  America,  and  partly  occupied  by  Savages,  having  no 
knowledge  of  the  Divine  Being,  and  that  all  that  Region,  with  some

III.  Know  Ye  therefore,  that  We,  encouraging  with  our  Royal 
Favour,  the  pious  and  noble  purpose  of  the  aforesaid  Barons  of 
Baltimore,  of  our  special  Grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere  Motion, 
have  Given,  Granted  and  Confirmed,  and  by  this  our  present  Charter, 
for  Us  our  Heirs,  and  Successors,  do  Give,  Grant  and  Confirm,  unto 
the  aforesaid  Caecilius,  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs,  and 
Assigns,  all  that  Part  of  the  Peninsula,  or  Chersonese,  lying  in  the 
Parts  of  America,  between  the  Ocean  on  the  East  and  the  Bay  of 
Chesapeake  on  the  West,  divided  from  the  Residue  thereof  by  a 
Right  Line  drawn  from  the  Promontory,  or  Head-Land,  called  Wat- 
kin's  Point,  situate  upon  the  Bay  aforesaid,  near  the  river  Wigloo, 
on  the  West,  unto  the  main  Ocean  on  the  East;  and  between  that 
Boundarv  on  the  South,  unto  that  Part  of  the  Bay  of  Delaware  on 
the  Nortk,  which  lieth  under  the  Fortieth  Degree  of  North  Latitude 
from  the  Equinoctial,  where  New  England  is  terminated;  And  all 
that  Tract  of  Land  within  the  Metes  underwritten  (that  is  to  say) 
passing  from  the  said  Bay,  called  Delaware  Bay,  in  a  right  Line,  by 
the  Degree  aforesaid,  unto  the  true  meridian  of  the  first  Eountain  of 
the  River  of  Pattowmack,  thence  verging  toward  the  South,  unto 
the  further  Bank  of  the  said  River,  and  following  the  same  on  the 
West  and  South,  unto  a  certain  Place,  called  Cinquack,  situate  near 
the  mouth  of  the  said  River,  where  it  disembogues  into  the  aforesaid 
Bay  of  Chesapeake,  and  thence  by  the  shortest  Line  unto  the  afore- 
said Promontory  or  Place,  called  Watkin's  Point;  so  that  the  whole 
tract  of  land,  divided  by  the  Line  aforesaid,  between  the  main  Ocean 
and  Watkin's  Point,  unto  the  Promontorv  called  Cape  Charles,  and 
every  the  Appendages  thereof,  may  entirely  remain  excepted  for  ever 
to  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors. 

IV.  Also  We  do  grant  and  likewise  Confirm  unto  the  said  Baron 
of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs,  and  Assigns,  all  Islands  and  Inlets  within  the 
Limits  aforesaid,  all  and  singular  the  Islands,  and  Islets,  from  the 
Eastern  Shore  of  the  aforesaid  Region,  towards  the  East,  which  had 
been,  or  shall  be  formed  in  the  Sea,  situate  within  Ten  marine 
Leagues  from  the  said  shore;  with  all  and  singular  the  Ports,  Har- 
bours, Bays,  Rivers,  and  Straits  belonging  to  the  Region  or  Islands 
aforesaid,  and  all  the  Soil,  Plains,  Woods,  Marshes,  Lakes,  Rivers, 
Bays,  and  Straits,  situate,  or  being  within  the  Metes,  Bounds,  and 
Limits  aforesaid,  with  the  Fishings  of  every  kind  of  Fish,  as  well  of 
Whales,  Sturgeons,  and  other  royal  Fish,  as  of  other  Fish,  in  the  Sea, 
Bays,  Straits,  or  Rivers,  within  the  Premises,  and  the  fish  there 
taken ;  And  moreover  all  Veins,  Mines,  and  Quarries,  as  well  o[:>ened 
as  hidden,  already  found,  or  that  shall  be  found  within  the  Region, 
Islands,  or  Limits  aforesaid,  of  Gold,  Silver,  Gems,  and  precious 
Stones,  and  any  other  whatsoever,  whether  they  be  of  Stones,  or 
Metals,  or  of  any  other  Thing,  or  Matter  whatsoever;  And  further- 
more the  Patronages,  and  Advowsons  of  all  Churches  which  (with 
the  increasing  Worship  and  Religion  of  Christ)  within  the  said  Re- 
gion, Islands,  Islets,  and  Limits  aforesaid,  hereafter  shall  happen 
to  be  built,  together  with  License  and  Faculty  of  erecting  and  found- 
ing Churches,  Chapels,  and  Places  of  Worship,  in  convenient  and 
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suitable  places,  within  the  Premises,  and  of  causing  the  same  to  be 
dedicated  and  consecrated  according  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Laws  of 
our  Kingdom  of  England,  with  all,  and  singular  such,  and  as  ample 
Rights,  Jurisdictions,  Privileges,  Prerogatives,  Royalties,  Liberties, 
Immunities,  and  royal  Rights,  and  temporal  Franchises  whatsoever, 
as  well  bv  Sea  as  by  Land,  within  the  Region,  Islands,  Islets,  and 
Limits  aforesaid,  to  be  had,  exercised,  used,  and  enjoyed,  as  an}' 
Bishop  of  Durham,  within  the  Bishoprick  or  County  Palatine  of 
Durham,  in  our  Kingdom  of  England,  ever  heretofore  Kath  had,  held, 
used,  or  enjoyed,  or  of  right  could,  or  ought  to  have,  hold,  use,  or 
enjoy. 

V.  And  we  do  by  these  Presents,  for  us,  our  Heirs,  and  Successors, 
Make,  Create,  and  Constitute  Him,  the  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and 
his  Heirs,  the  true  and  absolute  Lords  and  Proprietaries  of  the  Re- 
gion aforesaid,  and  of  all  other  Premises  (except  the  before  excepted) 
saving  alwavs  the  Faith  and  Allegiance  and  Sovereign  Dominion  due 
to  Us,  our  Ileirs,  and  Successors;  to  have,  hold,  possess,  and  enjoy 
the  aforesaid  Region,  Islands,  Islets,  and  other  the  Premises,  unto  the 
aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  to  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  to 
the  sole  and  proper  Behoof  and  Use  of  him,  the  now  Baron  of  Balti- 
more, his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  forever.  To  Hold  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and 
Successors,  Kings  of  England,  as  of  our  Castle  of  Windsor,  in  our 
County  of  Berks,  in  free  and  common  Soccage,  by  Fealty  only  for  all 
Services,  and  not  in  Capite,  nor  by  Knight  s  Service,  Yielding  there- 
fore unto  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors  Two  Indian  Arrows  of  these 
Parts,  to  be  delivered  at  the  said  Castle  of  Windsor,  every  Year,  on 
Tuesday  in  Easter  Week:  And  also  the  fifth  Part  of  all  (jold  and 
Silver  Ore,  which  shall  happen  from  Time  to  Time,  to  be  found 
within  the  aforesaid  Limits. 

VI.  Now,  That  the  aforesaid  Region,  thus  by  us  granted  and  de- 
scribed, may  be  eminently  distinguished  above  all  other  Regions  of 
that  Territory,  and  decorated  with  more  ample  Titles,  Know  Ye, 
that  We,  of  our  more  especial  Grace,  certain  knowledge,  and  mere 
Motion,  have  thought  fit  that  the  said  Region  and  Islands  be  erected 
into  a  Province,  as  out  of  the  Plenitude  of  our  royal  Power  and  Pre- 
rogative, We  do,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  erect  and  incor- 
porate the  same  into  a  Province,  acd  nominate  the  same  Maryland, 
by  which  Name  We  will  that  it  shall  from  henceforth  be  called. 

'  VII.  And  forasmuch  as  We  have  above  made  and  ordained  the 
aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  the  true  Lord  and  Prcprietarv  of 
the  whole  Province  aforesaid,  Know^  Ye  therefore  further,  that  ^Ve, 
for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  do  grant  unto  the  said  now  Baron, 
(in  whose  Fidelity,  Prudence,  Justice,  and  provident  Circumspection 
of  Mind,  We  repose  the  greatest  Confidence)  and  to  his  Heirs,  for 
the  ffood  and  happy  Government  of  the  said  Province,  free,  full,  and 
absolute  Power,  by  the  Tenor  of  these  Presents,  to  Ordain,  Make, 
and  Enact  Laws,  of  what  Kind  soever,  according  to  their  sonnd  Dis- 
cretions, whether  relating  to  the  Public  State  of  the  said  Province,  or 
the  private  Utility  of  Individuals,  of  and  with  the  Advice,  Assent, 
and  Approbation  of  the  Free-Men  of  the  same  Province,  or  the 
greater  Part  of  them,  or  of  their  Delegates  or  Deputies,  whom  We 
will  shall  be  called  together  for  the  framing  of  Laws,  when,  and  as 
often  as  Need  shall  require,  by  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Balti- 
more, and  his  Heirs,  and  in  the  Form  which  shall  seem  best  to  him 
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or  them,  and  tho  same  to  i)iil>lish  under  tlie  Seal  of  the  aforesaid  now 
Baron  of  Baltimore,  anu  his  Heirs,  and  duly  to  execute  the  same 
upon  all  Persons,  for  the  time  being,  within  the  aforesaid  Province, 
and  the  Limits  thereof,  or  under  his  or  their  Government  and  Power, 
in  Sailing  towards  Maryland,  or  thence  Returning,  Outward-bound, 
cither  to  England,  or  elsewhere,  whether  to  any  other  Part  of  Our, 
or  of  anv  foreign  Dominions,  wheresoever  established,  by  the  Impo- 
sition of  Fines,  Imprisonment,  and  other  Punishment  whatsoever; 
even  if  it  be  necessar}%  and  the  Quality  of  the  Offence  require  it,  by 
Privation  of  Member,  or  Life,  by  him  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of 
Baltimore,  and  his  Heirs,  or  by  his  or  their  Deputy,  Lieutenant, 
Judges,  Justices,  Magistrates,  Officers,  and  Ministers,  to  be  consti- 
tuted and  appointed  according  to  the  Tenor  and  true  Intent  of  these 
Presents,  ana  to  constitute  and  ordain  Judges,  Justices,  Magistrates 
and  Officers  of  wiiat  kind,  for  what  Cause,  and  with  what  Power 
soever,  within  that  Land,  and  the  Sea  of  those  Parts,  and  in  such 
form  as  to  the  said  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  or  his  Heirs,  shall 
seem  most  fitting ;  And  also  to  Remit,  Release,  Pardon,  and  Abolish, 
all  Crimes  and  Offences  whatsoever  against  such  Laws,  whether  be- 
fore, or  after  Judgment  passed;  and  to  do  all  and  singular  other 
Things  belonging  to  the  Completion  of  Justice,  and  to  Courts,  Prae- 
torian Judicatories,  and  Triounals,  Judicial  Forms  and  Modes  of 
Proceeding,  although  express  Mention  thereof  in  these  Presents  be 
not  made ;  and,  by  Judges  b}'-  them  delected,  to  award  Process,  hold 
Pleas,  and  determine  in  those  Courts,  Praetorian  Judicatories,  and 
Tribunals,  in  all  Actions,  Suits,  Causas,  and  Matters  whatsoever,  as 
well  Criminal  as  Personal,  Real  and  Mixed,  and  Praetorian :  AVliich 
said  Laws,  so  to  be  published  as  above-said.  We  wuU  enjoin,  charge, 
and  command,  to  l)e  most  absolute  and  firm  in  Law,  and  to  be  Kept 
in  those  Parts  by  all  the  Subjects  and  Liege-Men  of  Us,  our  Heirs, 
and  Successors,  so  far  as  they  concern  them,  and  to  be  inviolablv 
observed  under  the  Penalties  therein  expressed,  or  to  be  expressed. 
So,  nevertheless,  that  the  Laws  aforesaid  be  consonant  to  Reason, 
and  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary,  but  (so  far  as  conveniently  may 
l)e)  agreeable  to  the  Laws,  Statutes,  Customs,  and  Rights  of  this 
Our  Kingdom  of  England. 

VIII.  And  forasmuch  as,  in  the  Government  of  so  ^eat  a  Prov- 
ince, sudden  accidents  may  frequently  happen,  to  which  it  will  be 
necessary  to  apply  a  Remedv,  before  the  Freeholders  of  the  said 
Province,  their  Delegates,  or  t)eputies,  can  be  called  together  for  the 
framing  of  Laws;  neither  will  it  be  fit  that  so  great  a  Number  of 
People  should  immediately,  on  such  emergent  Occasion,  be  called 
together,  We  therefore,  for  the  better  Government  of  so  great  a 
Province,  do  Will  and  Ordain,  and  by  these  Presents,  for  Us,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  do  grant  iinto  the  said  now  Baron  of  Balti- 
more, and  to  his  Heirs,  that  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore, 
and  his  Heirs,  by  themselves,  or  by  their  Magistrates  and  Officers, 
thereunto  duly  to  l)e  constituted  as  aforesaid,  may,  and  can  make  and 
constitute  fit  and  AAliolesome  Ordinances  from  I'ime  to  Time,  to  be 
Kept  and  observed  within  the  Province  aforesaid,  as  well  for  the 
Conservation  of  the  Peace,  as  for  the  better  Government  of  the  Peo- 
ple inhabiting  therein,  and  publicly  to  notify  the  same  to  all  Persons 
whom  the  same  in  anv  wise  do  or  mav  atfect.     "Which  Ordinances 
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We  will  to  be  inviolablv  observed  within  the  said  Province,  under 
the  Pains  to  be  expressed  in  the  same.  So  that  the  said  Ordinances 
be  consonant  to  Reason  and  be  not  repugnant  nor  contrary,  but  (so 
far  as  conveniently  may  be  done)  agreeable  to  the  Laws,  Statutes, 
or  Rights  of  our  Kingdom  of  England:  And  so  that  the  same 
Ordinances  do  not,  in  any  Sort,  extend  to  oblige,  bind,  charge,  or 
take  away  the  Right  or  Interest  of  any  Person  or  Persons,  of,  or  in 
Member,  Life,  Freehold,  Goods  or  Chattels. 

IX.  Furthermore,  that  the  New  Colony  may  more  happily  increase 
by  a  Multitude  of  People  resorting  thither,  and  at  the  same  Time 
may  be  more  firmly  secured  from  the  Incursions  of  Savages,  or  of 
other  Enemies,  Pirates,  and  Ravagers:  We  therefore,  for  Us,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  do  by  these  Presents  give  and  grant  Power, 
[license  and  Libertv,  to  all  the  Liege-Men  and  Subjects,  present  and 
future,  of  Us,  our  fieirs  and  Successors,  except  such  to  whom  it  shall 
be  expressly  forbidden,  to  transport  themselves  and  their  Families  to 
the  said  Province,  with  fitting  Vessels,  and  suitable  Provisions,  and 
therein  to  settle,  dwell  and  inhabit;  and  to  build  and  fortify  Castles, 
Forts,  and  other  Places  of  Strength,  at  the  Appointment  of  the 
jjforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  his  Heirs,  for  the  Public 
and  their  own  Defence;  the  Statute  of  Fugitives,  or  any  other  what- 
soever to  the  contrary  of  the  Premises  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 

X.  We  will  also,  and  of  our  more  abundant  Grace,  for  Us,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  do  firmly  charge,  constitute,  ordain,  and  com- 
mand, that  the  said  Province  be  of  our  Allegiance;  and  that  all  and 
singular  the  Subjects  and  Liege-Men  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Succes- 
sors, transplanted,  or  hereafter  to  be  transi)lanted  into  the  Province 
aforesaid,  and  the  Children  of  them,  and  of  others  their  Descendants, 
whether  already  born  there,  or  hereafter  to  be  born,  be  and  shall  be 
Natives  and  Liege-Men  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  of  our 
Kingdom  of  England  and  Ireland ;  and  in  all  Things  shall  be  held, 
treated,  reputed,  and  esteemed  as  the  faithful  Liege-Men  of  Us,  and 
our  Heirs  and  Successors,  born  within  our  Kingdom  of  England; 
also  Lands,  Tenements,  Revenues,  Services,  and  other  Hereditaments 
whatsoever,  within  our  Kingdom  of  England,  and  other  our  Domin- 
ions, to  inherit,  or  otherwise  purchase,  receive,  take,  have,  hold,  buy, 
and  possess,  and  the  same  to  use  and  enjoy,  and  the  same  to  give, 
sell,  alien  and  bequeath;  and  likewise  all  Privileges,  Franchises  and 
Liberties  of  this  our  Kingdom  of  England,  freely,  quietly,  and  peace- 
ably to  have  and  possess,  and  the  same  may  use  and  enjoy  in  the  same 
manner  as  our  Liege-Men  born,  or  to  be  born  within  our  said  King-

XL  Furthermore,  That  our  Subjects  may  be  incited  to  undertake 
this  Expedition  with  a  ready  and  cheerful  mind :  Know  Ye,  that  We, 
of  our  especial  (irace,  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  do,  by 
the  Tenor  of  these  Presents,  give  and  grant,  as  well  as  to  the  afore- 
said Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  to  his  Heirs,  as  to  all  other  Persons 
who  shall  from  Time  to  Time  repair  to  the  said  Province,  either  for 
the  Sake  of  Inhabiting,  or  of  Trading  with  the  Inhabitants  of  the 
l*rovince  aforesaid,  full  License  to  Ship  and  Lade  in  anj^  the  Ports 
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of  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  all  and  singular  their  Goods,  as 
well  movable,  as  immovable,  Wares  and  Merchandizes,  likewise  Grain 
of  what  Sort  soever,  and  other  Things  whatsoever  necessary  for 
Food  and  Clothing,  bv  the  Laws  and  Statutes  of  our  Kingdoms  and 
Dominions,  not  prohibited  to  be  transported  out  of  the  said  King- 
doms; and  the  same  to  transport,  by  themselves,  or  their  Servants 
or  Assigns,  into  the  said  Province,  without  the  Impediment  or  Moles- 
tation of  Us,  our  Heirs  or  Successors,  or  any  Officers  of  Us,  our  Heirs 
or  Successors,  ^Saving  unto  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  the  Impo- 
sitions, Subsidies,  Customs,  and  other  Dues  payable  for  the  same 
Goods  and  Merchandizes)  any  Statute,  Act,  Ordinance,  or  other 
Thing  whatsoever  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

XII.  But  because,  that  in  so  remote  a  Region,  placed  amon^  ^o 
many  barbarous  Nations,  the  Incursions  as  well  or  the  Barbarians 
themselves,  as  of  other  Enemies,  Pirates  and  Ravagers,  probably  will 
be  feared.  Therefore  We  have  Given,  and  for  Us,  our  Heirs,  and 
Sucessors,  do  Give  by  these  Presents,  as  full  and  unrestrained  Power, 
as  any  Captain-General  of  an  Army  ever  hath  had,  unto  the  aforesaid 
now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  to  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  by  themselves, 
or  by  their  Captains,  or  other  Officers  to  summon  to  their  Standards, 
and  to  array  all  men,  of  whatsoever  Condition,  or  wheresoever  born, 
for  the  Time  being,  in  the  said  Province  of  Maryland,  to  wafife  War, 
and  to  pursue,  even  beyond  the  Limits  of  their  Province,  the  Enemies 
and  Ravagers  aforesaid,  infesting  those  Parts  by  Land  and  by  Sea, 
and  (if  God  shall  grant  it)  to  vanquish  and  captivate  them,  and  the 
Captives  to  put  to  Death,  or,  according  to  their  Discretion,  to  save, 
and  to  do  all  other  and  singular  the  Things  which  api>ertaiii,  or  have 
been  accustomed  to  appertain  unto  the  Authority  and  Office  of  a 
Captain-General  of  an  Army. 

XIII.  We  also  will,  and  by  this  our  Charter,  do  give  unto  the 
aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  to  his  Heirs  and  Assign^, 
Power,  Liberty,  and  Authority,  that,  in  Case  of  Rebellion,  sudden 
Tumult,  or  Sedition,  if  any  (which  God  forbid)  should  happen  to 
arise,  whether  upon  Land  within  the  Province  aforesaid,  or  upon  the 
High  Sea  in  malcing  a  Voyage  to  the  said  Province  of  Marj'land.  or 
in  returning  thence,  they  may,  bv  themselves,  or  by  their  Captains,  or 
other  Officers,  thereunto  depute(f  under  their  Seals  (to  whom  We,  for 
Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  bv  these  PresenUs,  do  Give  and  Grant 
the  fullest  Power  and  Authority)  exercise  Martial  Law  as  freely,  and 
in  as  ample  Manner  and  Form,  as  any  Captain-General  of  an  Army, 
by  virtue  of  his  Office  may,  or  hath  accustomed  to  use  the  same, 
against  the  seditious  Authors  of  Innovations  in  those  Parts,  with- 
drawing themselves  from  the  Government  of  him  or  them,  refusing 
to  serve  in  War,  flying  over  to  the  Enemy,  exceeding^  their  Leave  of 
Absence,  Deserters,  or  otherwise  howsoever  oflfending  against  the 
Rule,  Law,  or  Discipline  of  War. 

XIV.  Moreover,  left  in  so  remote  and  far  distant  a  Region,  every 
Access  to  Honors  and  Dignities  may  seem  to  be  precluded,  and  utterly 
barred,  to  Men  well  born,  who  are  preparing  to  engage  in  the  present 
Expedition,  and  desirous  of  deserving  well,  both  m  Peace  and  War, 
of  lis,  and  our  Kingdom;  for  this  Cause,  We,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and 
Successors,  do  give  free  and  plenary  Power  to  the  aforesaid  now 
Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  to  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  to  confer  Favors, 
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Rewards  and  Honors,  upon  such  Subjects,  inhabiting  within  the  Prov- 
ince aforesaid,  as  shall  be  well  deserving,  and  to  adorn  them  with 
whatsoever  Titles  and  Dignities  they  shall  appoint;  (so  that  they  be 
not  such  as  are  now  used  in  England)  also  to  erect  and  incorporate 
Towns  into  Boroughs,  and  Boroughs  into  Cities,  w^th  suitable  Privi- 
leges and  Immunities,  according  to  the  Merits  of  the  Inhabitants,  and 
Convenience  of  the  Places;  and  to  do  all  and  singular  other  Things 
in  the  Premises,  which  to  him  or  them  shall  seem  fitting  and  con- 
venient; even  although  they  shall  be  such  as,  in  their  own  Nature, 
require  a  more  special  Commandment  and  Warrant  than  in  these 
Presents  may  be  expressed. 

XV.  We  will  also,  and  by  these  Presents  do,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and 
Successors,  give  and  grant  License  by  this  our  Charter,  unto  the 
aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  and  to  all 
Persons  whatsoever,  w^ho  are,  or  shall  be  Residents  and  Inhabitants 
of  the  Province  aforesaid,  freely  to  import  and  unlade,  by  themselves, 
their  Servants,  Factors  or  Assigns,  all  Wares  and  Merchandizes  what- 
soever, which  shall  be  collected  out  of  the  Fruits  and  Commodities  of 
the  said  Province,  whether  the  Product  of  the  Land  or  the  Sea,  into 
any  the  Ports  whatsoever  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  of  England 
or  Ireland,  or  otherwise  to  dispose  of  the  same  there;  and,  if  Need  be, 
within  One  Year,  to  be  computed  immediately  from  the  Time  of  unlad- 
ing thereof,  to  lade  the  same  Merchandizes  again,  in  the  same,  or  other 
Sliips,  and  to  export  the  same  to  any  other  Countries  they  shall  think 
proper,  whether  belonging  to  Us,  or  any  foreign  Power  which  shall 
be  in  Amity  w^ith  Us,  our  Heirs  or  Successors :  Provided  always,  that 
they  be  bound  to  pay  for  the  same  to  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors, 
such  Customs  and  Impositions,  Subsidies  and  Taxes,  as  our  other 
Subjects  of  our  Kingdom  of  England,  for  the  Time  l)einff,  shall  be 
l)ound  to  pay,  beyond  which  We  will  that  the  Inhabitants  of  the  afore- 
said Province  or  the  said  Land,  called  Maryland,  shall  not  be  bur- 
dened. 

XVI.  And  furthermore,  of  our  more  ample  special  Grace,  and  of 
our  certain  Knowledge,  and  mere  Motion,  We  do,  for  Us,  our  Heirs 
and  Successors,  grant  unto  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his 
Heirs  and  Assigns,  full  and  absolute  Power  and  Authority  to  make, 
erect,  and  constitute,  within  the  Province  of  Marvland,  and  the 
Islands  and  Islets  aforesaid,  such,  and  so  many  Sea-l*orts,  Harbors, 
(Veeks,  and  other  Places  of  LTnlading  and  Discharge  of  (loods  and 
Merchandizes  out  of  Ships,  Boats,  and  other  Vessels,  and  of  Lading 
in  the  same,  and  in  so  many,  and  such  Places,  and  with  such  Rights, 
Jurisdictions,  Liberties,  and  Privileges,  imto  such  Parts  respecting, 
as  to  him  or  them  shall  seem  most  expedient :  And,  that  all  and  every 
the  Ships,  Boats,  and  other  Vessels  whatsoever,  coming  to,  or  going 
from  the  Province  aforesaid,  for  the  Sake  of  Merchandizing,  shall  be 
laden  and  unladen  at  such  Ports  only  as  shall  be  so  erected  and  con- 
stituted by  the  said  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns, 
any  Usage,  Custom,  or  other  Thing  whatsoever  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding. Saving  always  to  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  and  to 
all  the  Subjects  of  our  Kingdoms  of  England  and  Ireland,  of  Us,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  the  Liberty  of  Fishing  for  Sea-Fish,  as  well  in 
the  Sea,  Bays,  Straits,  and  navigable  Rivers,  as  in  the  Harbors,  Bays, 
and  Creeks  of  the  Province  aforesaid;  and  the  Privilege  of  Salting 
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and  Drying  Fish  on  the  Shores  of  tlie  same  Province ;  and,  for  that 
Cause,  to  cut  down  and  take  Hedging- Wood  and  Twigs  there  ^o>^- 
ing,  and  to  build  Huts  and  Cabins,  necessary  in  this  Behalf,  in  th«^ 
same  Manner,  as  heretofore  they  reasonably  might,  or  have  used  to  do. 
AVhich  Lil)erties  and  Privileges,  the  said  Subjects  of  l"s,  our  Heir- 
and  Successors,  shall  enjoy,  without  notable  Damage  or  Injur\'  in 
anv  wise  to  Ik?  done  to  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  hi> 
Heirs  or  Assigns,  or  to  the  Residents  and  Inhabitants  of  the  sanif 
Province  in  the  Ports,  Ci'eeks,  and  Shores  aforesaid,  and  especially 
in  the  W<x)ds  and  Trees  there  growing.  And  if  anv  Person  shall  d*) 
Damage  or  Injury  of  this  Kind,  he  shall  incur  the  Wril  and  Pain  oi 
the  heavy  Displeasure  of  l"s,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  and  of  th«^ 
due  Chastisement  of  the  Laws,  besides  making  Satisfaction. 

XVII.  Moreover,  We  will,  appoint,  and  ordain,  and  by  these  Pr(»*- 
ents,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  do  grant  imto  the  aforesai*] 
now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  that  the  same  liaron 
of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  from  Time  to  Time,  forever, 
shall  have,  and  enjoy  the  Taxes  and  Subsidies  payable,  or  ari>.in^ 
within  the  Ports,  HarlK)rs,  and  other  Ci'eeks  and  Places  afoivsaid. 
within  the  Province  aforesaid,  for  Wares  bought  and  sold,  and 
Things  there  to  lie  laden,  or  unladen,  to  be  reasonably  assessed  bv 
ihem,  and  the  People  there  as  aforesaid,  on  emergent  Occasion;  to 
whom  We  grant  Power  by  these*  Presents,  for  Cs,  our  Heirs  ami 
Successors,  to  assess  and  impose  the  said  Taxes  and  Sul)sidies  there, 
upon  just  Cause  and  in  due  Proportion. 

XVIII.  And  furthermore,  of  our  s|)ecial  Grace,  and  certain  Knowl- 
edge, and  mere  Motion,  We  have  given,  gi*anted,  and  confirmed,  and 
by  these  Presents,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  do  give,  gnmt 
and  confirm,  unto  the  said  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  antl 
Assigns,  full  and  absolute  License,  Power,  and  Authority,  that  \n\ 
the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  from 
Time  to  Time  hereafter,  forever,  may  and  can,  at  his  or  their  Will 
and  Pleasure,  assign,  alien,  grant,  demise,  or  enfeoff  so  many,  such, 
and  i)roportionate  Parts  and  Parcels  of  the  Premises,  to  any  Person 
or  Persons  willing  to  purchase  the  same,  as  they  shall  think  conven- 
ient, to  have  and  to  hold  to  the  same  Person  or  Persons  willing  to 
take  or  purchase  the  same,  and  his  and  their  Heirs  and  Assigns,  in 
Fee-simple,  or  Fw-tail,  or  for  Term  of  Life,  Lives  or  Yeai^s;  to  hold 
of  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  by 
so  many,  sudi,  and  so  great  Services,  Customs  and  Rents  of  this  Kind, 
as  to  the  same  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs,  and  Assigns,  shall 
seem  fit  and  agreeable,  and  not  immediately  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and 
Successors.  And  We  do  give,  and  by  these  Presents,  for  I^s,  our 
Heirs  and  Successors,  do  gi'ant  to  the  same  Pei'son  and  Persons,  and 
to  each  and  every  of  them.  License,  Authority  and  Power,  that  such 
Person  and  Persons  may  take  the  Premist^s,  or  any  Parcel  thereof,  of 
the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  and 
hold  tlie  same  to  them  and  their  Assigns,  or  Heirs,  of  the  aforesiiid 
Baron  of  Baltimoi-e,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  of  what  Estate  of  Inher- 
itance soever,  in  Fee  Simple  or  Fee-tail,  or  otherwise,  as  to  them  and 
the  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  his  Heii*s  and  Assigns,  shall  seem  expe- 
dient :  the  Statute  made  in  the  Parliament  of  I^ord  Edward,  Son  of 
King  Henry,  late  King  of  England,  our  Progenitor,  commonly  called 
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the  "  Statute  Quia  Emptores  Terranim,"  heretofore  i)nbli.shed  in  our 
Kingdom  of  England,  or  any  other  Statute,  Act,  Ordinance,  Usage, 
Law,  or  Custom,  or  any  other  Thing,  Cause,  or  Matter,  to  the  con- 
trary thereof,  heretofore  had,  done,  published,  ordained  or  provided 
to  the  contrary  thereof  notwithstanding. 

XIX.  We  also,  by  these  Presents,  do  give  and  grant  License  to 
the  same  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  to  his  Heirs,  to  erect  any  Parcels 
of  Land  within  the  Province  aforesaid,  into  Manors,  and  in  everv  of 
those  Manors,  to  have  and  to  hold  a  Court-Baron,  and  all  Things 
which  to  a  Court  Baron  do  belong;  and  to  have  and  to  Keep  View 
of  Frank-Pledge,  for  the  Conservation  of  the  Peace  and  better  Gov- 
(Miiment  of  those  Parts,  by  themselves  and  their  Stewards,  or  by  the 
Ix)rds,  for  the  Time  being  to  be  deputed,  of  other  of  those  Manors 
Avhen  they  shall  be  constituted,  and  in  the  same  to  exercise  all  Things 
t  o  the  View  of  Frank  Pledge  belong. 

XX.  And  further  We  will,  and  do,  by  these  Presents,  for  Us,  our 
Ileii-s  and  Successors,  covenant  and  grant  to,  and  with  the  aforesaid 
now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  His  Heirs  and  Assigns,  that  We,  our  Heirs, 
and  Successors,  at  no  Time  hereafter,  will  impose,  or  make  or  cause 
to  be  imposed,  any  Impositions,  Customs,  or  other  Taxations,  Quotas, 
or  Contributions  whatsoever,  in  or  upon  the  Residents  or  Inhabitants 
of  the  Province  aforesaid  for  their  Goods,  Lands,  or  Tenements 
within  the  same  Province,  or  upon  any  Tenements,  Lands,  Goods 
or  Chattels  within  the  Province  aforesaid,  or  in  or  upon  any  Goods 
or  Merchandizes  within  the  Province  aforesaid,  or  within  the  Ports 
or  Harbors  of  the  said  Province,  to  be  laden  or  unladen ;  And  We 
will  and  do,  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successoi*s,  enjoin  and  command 
that  this  our  Declaration  shall,  from  Time  to  Time,  be  received  and 
allowed  in  all  our  Courts  and  Praetorian  Judicatories,  and  before 
all  the  Judges  whatsoever  of  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  for  a 
sufficient  and  lawful  Discharge,  Payment,  and  Acquittance  thereof, 
charging  all  and  singular  the  Officers  and  Ministers  of  Us,  our  Heirs 
and  Successors,  and  enjoining  them  under  our  heavy  Displeasure, 
that  they  do  not  at  any  Time  presume  to  attempt  any  Thing  to  the 
contrary  of  the  Premises,  or  that  may  in  any  wise  contravene  the 
same,  but  that  they,  at  all  Times,  as  is  fitting,  do  aid  and  assist  the 
aforesaid  now  Baron  of  Baltimore,  and  his  Heirs,  and  the  aforesaid 
Inhabitants  and  Merchants  of  the  Province  of  Maryland  aforesaid, 
and  their  Servants  and  Ministers,  Factors  and  Assigns,  in  the  fullest 
Use  and  Enjoyment  of  the  Charter. 

XXI.  And  furthermore  We  will,  and  by  these  Presents,  for  Us, 
our  Heirs  and  Successors,  do  grant  unto  the  aforesaid  now  Baron  of 
Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns,  and  to  the  Freeholders  and  In- 
habitants of  the  said  Province,  both  Present  and  to  come,  and  to 
every  of  them,  that  the  said  Province,  and  the  Freeholders  or  In- 
habitants of  the  said  Colonv  or  Country,  shall  not  henceforth  be  held 
or  reputed  a  Member  or  l^art  of  the  Land  of  Virginia,  or  of  anv 
other  Colony  already  transported,  or  hereafter  to  be  transportecl, 
or  be  dependent  on  tlie  same,  or  subordinate  in  any  kind  of  Govern- 
ment,  from  which  We  do  separate  both  the  said  Province,  and  In- 
habitants thereof,  and  bv  the.se  Pre.sents  do  will  to  1^  distinct,  and 
that  they  may  l)e  immediately  subject  to  our  Crown  of  England, 
and  dependent  on  the  same  forever. 
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XXII.  And  if,  pcradvoiituiv,  hcTeafter  it  may  hapixjn,  tliat  any 
Doubts  or  Questions  should  arise  concerning  the  true  Sense  and 
Meaning  of  any  Word,  Clause,  or  Sentence,  contained  in  this  our 
present  Charter,  We  will  charge  and  command,  That  Interpretation  to 
be  applied  always,  and  in  all  Things,  and  in  all  Courts  and  Judic- 
atories whatsoever,  to  obtain  which  shall  be  judged  to  be  the  more 
beneficial,  profitable,  and  favorable  to  the  aioresaid  now  Baron  of 
Baltimore,  his  Heirs  and  Assigns:  Provided  always,  that  no  Inter- 
pretation thereof  be  made,  whereby  God  s  holy  and  true  Christian 
Religion,  or  the  Allegiance  due  to  Ls,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  may 
in  any  wise  suffer  by  Change,  Prejudice,  or  Diminution;  although 
express  Mention  be  not  made  in  these  Presents  of  the  true  yearly 
Value  or  Certainty  of  the  Premises,  or  of  any  Part  thereof;  or  of 
other  Gifts  and  Grants  made  bv  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  unto 
the  said  now  Lord  Baltimore,  or  any  Statute,  Act,  Ordinance,  Pro- 
vision, Proclamation  or  Restraint,  heretofore  had,  made,  published, 
ordained  or  provided,  or  any  other  Thing,  Cause,  or  Matter  whatso- 
ever, to  the  contrary  thereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding. 

XXIII.  In  Witness  ^Miereof  We  have  caused  these  our  Letters  to 
be  made  Patent.  Witness  Ourself  at  Westminster,  the  Twentieth  Day 
of  June,  in  the  Eighth  Year  of  our  Reign.

A   DECLARATION   OF    UKJIITS.   &C. 

THE  parliament  of  Great  Britain,  by  a  declaratory  act,  having 
assumed  a  right  to  make  laws  to  bind  the  Colonies  in  all  cases  what- 
soever, and,  m  pursuance  of  such  claim,  endeavoured,  by  force  of 
arms,  to  subjugate  the  United  Colonies  to  an  unconditional  sub- 
mission to  their  will  and  power,  and  having  at  length  constrained 
them  to  declare  themselves  independent  States,  and  to  assume  gov- 
ernment under  the  authority  of  the  people ; — Therefore  we,  the  Dele- 
gates of  Maryland,  in  free  and  full  Convention  assembled,  taking 
mto  our  most  serious  consideration  the  best  means  of  establishing  a 
good  Constitution  in  tliis  State,  for  the  sure  foundation  and  more  i>er- 
nuinent  security  thereof,  declare, 

I.  That  all  government  of  right  originates  from  the  people,  is 
founded  in  compact  only,  and  instituted  solely  for  the  good  of  the 
W'hole. 

II.  That  the  people  of  this  State  ought  to  have  the  sole  and  exclu- 
sive right  of  n^gulating  the  internal  government  and  police  thereof. 

III.  That  the  inhal)itants  of  Maryland  are  entitled  to  the  common 
law  of  England,  and  the  trial  by  jury,  according  to  the  course  of

oThis  constitution  was  framed  by  a  convention  which  met  at  Annaiwlis 
August  14,  177r»,  and  coninl(»t<Ml  its  Inlwrs  NovemlH'r  11,  177(1.  It  was  not  sub- 
mitted to  tlie  iieople. 
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Ihat  law,  and  to  the  benefit  of  such  of  the  English  statutes,  as  existed 
at  the  time  of  their  first  emi^ation,  and  which,  by  exi^erience,^  have 
I>een  found  applicable  to  their  local  and  other  circumstances,  and  of 
such  others  as  have  been  since  made  in  England,  or  (Ireat  Britain, 
and  have  been  introduced,  used  and  practised  by  the  courts  of  law  or 
tHluity;  and  also  to  acts  of  Assembly,  in  force  on  the  first  of  June 
seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-four,  except  such  as  may  have  since 
expired,  or  have  been  or  may  be  altered  by  acts  of  Convention,  or  this 
Declaration  of  Rights — ^subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  revision  of,  and 
amendment  or  repeal  by,  the  Legislature  of  this  State:  and  the 
inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  also  entitled  to  all  property,  derived  to 
them,  from  or  under  the  Charter,  panted  by  his  Majesty  Charles  I. 
to  Ca»cilius  Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore. 

IV.  That  all  persons  invested  with  the  legislative  or  executive  pow- 
ers of  government  are  the  trustees  of  the  public,  and,  as  such,  account- 
able for  their  conduct;  wherefore,  whenever  the  ends  of  government 
are  i>erverted,  and  public  liberty  manifestly  endangered,  and  all 
other  means  of  redress  are  ineffectual,  the  people  may,  and  of  right 
ought,  to  reform  the  old  or  establish  a  new  government,  nie  doc- 
trine of  non-resistance,  against  arbitrary  power  and  oppression,  is 
absurd,  slavish,  and  destructive  of  the  good  and  happiness  of 
mankind. 

V.  That  the  right  in  the  people  to  participate  in  the  Legislature  is 
(he  l>est  security  of  liberty,  and  the  foundation  of  all  free  government ; 
for  this  purpose,  elections  ought  to  be  free  and  frequent,  and  every 
man,  having  property  in,  a  common  interest  with,  and  an  attachment 
to  the  community,  ought  to  have  a  right  of  suffrage. 

VL  That  the  legislative,  executive  and  judicial  powers  of  govern- 
ment, oiight  to  be  forever  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other. 

VII.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  execution  of  laws, 
unless  by  or  derived  from  the  Legislature,  ought  to  be  exercised  or 
allowed. 

VIII.  That  freedom  of  speech  and  debates,  or  proceedings  in  the 
I^»gislature,  ought  not  to  be  impeached  in  any  other  court  or  judic- 
ature. 

IX.  That  a  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  ought  to  be 
fixed,  the  most  convenient  to  the  members  thereof,  and  to  the  deposi- 
torv  of  public  records;  and  the  legislature  ought  not  to  Ik?  convened 
or  held  at  any  other  place,  but  from  evident  necessity. 

X.  That,  for  redress  of  grievances,  and  for  amending,  strengthen- 
ing and  preserving  the  laws,  the  Legislature  ought  to  l)e  frequently 
convened. 

XI.  That  every  man  hath  a  right  to  petition  the  Legislature,  for 
the  redress  of  grievances,  in  a  peaceable  and  orderly  manner. 

XII.  That  no  aid,  charge,  tax,  fee,  or  fees,  ought  to  be  set,  rated,  or 
levied,  under  anv  pretence,  without  consent  of  the  Ijcgislature. 

XIII.  That  the  levving  taxes  by  the  poll  is  grievous  and  oppress- 
ive, and  ought  to  1k>  a\)olished;  that  paupers  ought  not  to  he.  assessed 
for  the  support  of  government ;  but  every  other  person  in  the  State 
ought  to  contribute  his  proportion  of  public  taxes,  for  the  support 
of  government,  according  to  his  actual  worth,  in  real  or  personal 
property,  within  the  State;  yet  fines,  duties,  or  taxes,  may  properly 
and  justly  i)e  imposed  or  laid,  with  a  political  view,  for  the  good 
government  and  benefit  of  the  communitv. 
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XIV.  Tliat  sanguinary  laws  ought  to  lie  avoided,  as  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  safety  of  the  State:  and  no  law,  to  inflict  cruel  ami 
unusual  pains  and  penalties,  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at  any 
time  hereafter. 

XV.  That  n»trospective  laws,  punishing  facts  committed  before  tli«' 
existence  of  such  laws,  and  by  them  only  declared  criminal,  are 
oppressive,  unjust,  and  incomnatible  with  liberty;  wherefore  no  vj- 
pout  facto  law  ouglit  to  l)e  mane. 

XVI.  That  no  law,  to  attaint  particular  persons  of  treason  or 
.felony,  ouglit  to  l>e  made  in  any  case,  or  at  any  time  hereafter. 

XVII.  That  every  freeman,  for  any  injury  done  him  in  his  person 
or  property,  ought  to  have  ivmedy,  hy  the  course  of  the  law  of  the 
land,  and  ought  to  have  justice  and  right  freely  without  sale,  fully 
without  any  denial,  and  speedily  without  delay,  according  to  the  law 
of  the  land. 

XVIII.  That  the  trial  of  facts  where  they  arise,  is  one  of  the  great- 
est securities  of  the  lives,  liberties  and  estates  of  the  people. 

XIX.  That,  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  every  man  hath  a  right  to 
l>e  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him;  to  have  a  copy  of  the 
indictment  or  charge  in  due  time  (if  required)  to  prepare  for  hi^ 
defence;  to  l)e  allowed  counsel;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  process  for  his  witnesses;  to  examine  the  wit- 
nesses, for  and  against  him,  on  oath ;  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  im- 
partial jury,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  ought  not  to  be 
found  guilty. 

XX.  That  no  man  ought  to  1h»  compelled  to  give  evidence  against 
himself,  in  a  common  court  of  law\  or  in  anv  other  court,  but  in  such 
cases  as  have  been  usually  practised  in  this  State,  or  may  hereafter  l)e 
directed  bv  the  legislature. 

XXI.  That  no  freeman  ought  to  l)e  taken,  or  imprisoned,  or  dis- 
seized of  his  freehold,  liberties,  or  privileges,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled, 
or  in  any  manner  destroyed,  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  prop- 
erty, but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land. 

XXII.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  rtM]uired,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishments  inflicted,  by  the  courts 
of  law. 

XXIII.  That  all  warrants,  without  oath  or  afiirmation,  to  search 
suspected  places,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  proj^rty,  are  grievous  and 
oppressive;  and  all  general  warrants — to  search  suspected  places,  or 
to  apprehend  suspected  persons,  without  naming  or  describing  tlu* 
place,  or  the  person  in  special — are  illegal,  and  ought  not  to  Ix' 
granted. 

XXIV.  That  there  ought  to  be  no  forfeiture  of  any  part  of  the 
estate  of  any  person,  for  any  crime  except  nnirder,  or  treason  against 
the  State,  and  then  only  on  conviction  and  attainder. 

XXV.  That  a  well-regulated  militia  is  the  proper  and  natural  de- 
fence of  a  free  government. 

XXVI.  That  standing  armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought 
not  to  be  raised  or  kept  up,  without  consent  of  the  Legislature. 

XXVII.  That  in  all  cas(\s,  and  at  all  times,  the  military  ought  to 
l)e  under  strict  subordination  to  and  control  of  the  ci\nl  jK)wer. 

XXVIII.  That  no  soldier  ought  to  l)i»  quartered  in  any  house,  in 
time  of  j)eace,  without  the  cons<Mit  of  the  owner;  and  in  time  of  war, 
in  such  niJinner  only,  as  the  Legislature*  shall  direct, 
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XXTX.  That  no  person,  except  regular  soldiers,  mariners,  and 
marines  in  the  service  of  this  State,  or  militia  when  in  actual  service, 
ought  in  anv  case  to  be  subject  to  or  punishable  by  martial  law. 

XXX,  That  the  independency  and  uprightne»5  of  Judges  are  es- 
sential to  the  impartial  administration  of  justice,  and  a  great  secu- 
rity to  the  riffhts  and  liberties  of  the  people;  wherefore  the  Chan- 
ct^llor  and  Judges  ought  to  hold  connnissions  during  good  l)ehaviour; 
and  the  said  Chancellor  and  Judges  shall  be  removed  for  misbe- 
haviour, on  conviction  in  a  court  ot  law,  and  mav  be  removed  bv  the 
(Governor,  upon  the  address  of  the  (leneral  Assembly;  Provided. 
That  two-thirds  of  all  the  meml)ers  of  each  House  concur  in  such 
address.  That  salaries,  lil)eral,  but  not  profuse,  ou^ht  to  be  secured 
to  the  Chancellor  and  the  Judges,  during  the  continuance  of  their 
t*onimissions,  in  such  manner,  and  at  such  times,  as  the  Legislature 
shall  hereafter  direct,  upon  consideration  of  the  circumstances  of  this 
State.  No  Chancellor  or  Judge  ought  to  hold  any  other  office,  civil 
or  military,  or  receive  fees  or  j)erquisites  of  any  kind. 

XXXI.*  That  a  long  continuance,  in  the  first  executive  departments 
of  power  or  trust,  is  dangerous  to  libertv;  a  rotation,  therefore,  in 
those  departments,  is  one  of  the  l)est  securities  of  j^rmanent  freedom. 

XXXII.  That  no  jK^i-son  ought  to  hold,  at  the  same  time,  more 
than  one  office  of  profit,  nor  ought  any  person,  in  public  trust,  to 
receive  any  present  from  any  foreign  prince  or  state,  or  from  the 
United  States,  or  any  of  them,  without  the  approbation  of  this  State. 

XXXIII.  That,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  worship  Clod  in 
such  manner  as  he  thinks  most  acceptable  to  him;  all  persons,  pro- 
fessing the  Christian  religion,  are  equally  entitled  to  i)rotection  in 
their  religious  liberty;  wherefore  no  person  ought  by  any  law  to  be 
molested  in  his  jjerson  or  estate  on  account  of  his  religious  persuasion 
or  profession,  or  for  his  religious  practice;  unless,  under  colour  of 
religion,  any  man  shall  disturb  the  good  order,  j>eace  or  safety  of  the 
State,  or  shall  infringe  the  laws  of  morality,  or  injure  others,  in  their 
natural,  civil,  or  religious  rights;  nor  ought  any  i)erson  to  be  com- 
pelled to  frequent  or  maintain,  or  contribute,  unless  on  contract,  to 
maintain  any  particular  plat^e  of  worship,  or  any  particular  ministry ; 
yet  the  Legislature  mav,  in  their  discretion,  lay  a  general  and  equal 
lax,  for  the  support  of  the  Christian  religion ;  leaving  to  eadi  indi- 
vidual the  power  of  appointing  the  payment  over  of  the  monev,  col- 
let-ted from  him,  to  the  support  of  any  particular  place  of  worsliip  or 
minister,  or  for  the  l)enefit  of  the  poor  of  his  own  denomination,  or 
the  p<x)r  in  general  of  any  particular  county :  but  the  churches,  chap- 
els, glebes,  and  all  other  property  now  belonging  to  the  church  of 
England,  ought  to  remain  to  the  church  of  England  forever.  And 
all  acts  of  Assembly,  lately  passed,  for  collecting  monies  for  building 
or  repairing  particular  churches  or  chapels  of  ease,  shall  continue  in 
force,  and  be  executed,  unless  the  Legislature  shall,  by  act,  supersede 
or  repeal  the  same :  but  no  county  court  shall  assess  any  quantity  of 
tobacco,  or  sum  of  money,  hereafter,  on  the  application  of  any  vestry- 
men or  church- wardens ;  and  every  encumbent  of  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, who  hath  remained  in  his  parish,  and  performed  his  duty,  shall 
Ije  entitled  to  receive  the  provision  and  support  established  by  the  act, 
entitled  *'An  act  for  the  support  of  the  clergy  of  the  church  of  Eng- 
land, in  this  Province,"  till  the  November  court  of  this  present  year, 
to  be  held  for  the  county  in  which  his  parish  shall  lie,  or  partly  lie. 
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or  for  such  time  as  ho  hath  reiuaiiUHl  in  his  parish,  and  i>erfornK*<l  hi> 
duty. 

XXXIV.  That  every  gift,  sale,  or  devise  of  lauds,  to  any  miniver. 
l)ublic  teacher,  or  preacher  of  the  gospel,  as  such,  or  to  any  religion- 
hect,  order  or  denomination,  or  to  or  for  the  support,  use  or  l^enefit  of. 
or  in  trust  for,  any  minister,  public  teacher,  or  preacher  of  the  gosiH^l. 
as  such,  or  any  religious  j^ct,  order  or  denomination — and  every  gift 
or  sale  of  goods,  or  chattels,  to  go  in  succession,  or  to  take  place  after 
the  death  of  the  seller  or  donor,  or  to  or  for  such  support,  ust»  or 
benefit — and  also  every  devise  of  goods  or  chattels  to  or  for  the  sup- 
port, use  or  benefit  of  any  minister,  public  teacher,  or  preacher  of  the 
gosi)el,  as  such,  or  any  religious  sect,  order,  or  denomination,  without 
the  leave  of  the  Legislature,  shall  l)e  void;  except  always  any  sale, 
gift,  lease  or  devise  of  any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  two  aci'e>. 
tor  a  church,  meeting,  or  other  house  of  worship,  and  for  a  burying- 
ground,  which  shall  be  improved,  enjoyed  or  used  only  for  such  pur- 
pose— or  such  sale,  gift,  lease,  or  devise,  shall  be  void. 

XXXV.  That  no  other  test  or  qualification  ought  to  be  required, 
on  admission  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit,  than  such  oath  of  support 
and  fivielity  to  this  State,  and  such  oath  of  office,  as  shall  Ije  directed 
by  this  Convention,  or  the  Legislature  of  this  State,  and  a  declara- 
tion of  a  l>elief  in  the  Christian  religion. 

XXXVI.  That  the  manner  of  administering  an  oath  to  any  person, 
ought  to  \yQ  such,  as  those  of  the  religious  persuasion,  profession,  or 
denomination,  of  which  such  pei'son  is  one,  generally  esteem  the  mo>t 
effectual  confirmation,  by  the  attestation  of  the  Divine  Being.  And 
that  the  i>eople  called  Quakers,  those  called  Dunkers,  and  those  called 
Menonists,  holding  it  imlawful  to  take  an  oath  on  any  occasion,  ought 
to  be  allowed  to  make  their  solemn  affirmation,  in  the  manner  that 
Quakers  have  Iwen  heretofore  allowed  to  affirm;  and  to  be  of  the  same 
avail  as  an  oath,  in  all  such  cases,  as  the  affirmation  of  Quakers  hath 
l)een  allowed  and  accepted  within  this  State,  instead  of  an  oath.  And 
further,  on  such  affirmation,  warrants  to  search  for  stolen  goods,  or 
for  the  apprehension  or  commitment  of  offenders,  ought  to  be  granted, 
or  security  for  the  peace  awarded,  and  Quakers,  DmiKers  or  Menonists 
ought  also,  on  their  solemn  affirmation  as  aforesaid,  to  be  admitted  a?^ 
witnesses,  in  all  criminal  cases  not  capital. 

XXXVII.  That  the  city  of  Annapolis  ought  to  have  all  its  rights, 
privileges  and  benefits,  agreeable  to  its  Charter,  and  the  acts  of 
Assembly  ccmfirming  and  regulating  the  same,  subject  nevertheles-^ 
to  such  alteration  as  may  be  made  by  this  Convention,  or  any  future 
legislature. 

XXXVIII.  That  the  liberty  of  the  press  ought  to  be  inviolably 
preserved. 

XXXIX.  That  monoj)olies  are  odious,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  a 
free  government,  and  the  principles  of  commerce;  and  ought  not  to 
be  suffered. 

XL.  That  no  title  of  nobility,  or  hereditary  honours,  ought  to  be 
gi'anted  in  this  State. 

XLI.  That  the  subsisting  resolves  of  this  and  the  several  Conven- 
tions held  for  this  Colony,  ought  to  be  in  force  as  laws,  unless  altei^ed 
by  this  Convention,  or  the  Legislature  of  this  State. 

XLII.  That  this  Declaration  of  Kights,  or  the  Form  of  Govern- 
ment, to  be  established  by  this  Convention,  or  any  part  or  either  of 
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them,  oiight  not  to  be  altered,* changed  or  abolished,  by  the  Le^sla- 
ture  of  this  State,  but  in  such  manner  as  this  Convention  shall  pre- 
scribe and  direct. 

This  Declaration  of  Rights  was  assented  to,  and  passed,  in  Con- 
vention of  the  Delegates  of  the  freemen  of  Maryland,  begun  and  held 
at  Annapolis,  the  14th  day  of  August,  A.  D.  1776.

THE    CONSTITUTION,    OR    FORM    OF    GOVERNMENT,    &C. 

I.  That  the  I^egislature  consist  of  two  distinct  branches,  a  Senate 
and  House  of  Delegates,  which  shall  be  styled,  The  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland. 

II.  That  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following 
manner :  All  freemen,  above  twenty-one  years  of  age,  having  a  free- 
hold of  fifty  acres  of  land,  in  the  countv  in  which  they  offer  to  vote, 
and  residing  therein — and  all  freemen,  having  property  in  this  State 
above  the  value  of  thirty  pounds  current  money,  and  having  resided 
in  the  county,  in  which  they  offer  to  vote,  one  whole  year  next  preced- 
ing the  election,  shall  have  a  right  of  suffrage,  in  the  election  of  Dele- 
gates for  such  county :  and  all  freemen,  so  qualified,  shall,  on  the  fii*st 
Monday  of  October,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  on  the 
same  day  in  every  vear  thereafter,  assemble  in  the  counties,  in  which 
they  are  respectively  qualified  to  vote,  at  the  court-house,  in  the  said 
counties;  or  at  such  other  place  as  the  Legislature  shall  direct;  and, 
when  assembled,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect,  vica  voce^  four  Delegates, 
for  their  respective  counties,  of  the  most  wise,  sensible,  and  discreet  of 
the  people,  residents  in  the  county  where  they  are  to  be  chosen,  one 
whole  year  next  preceding  the  election,  above  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  having,  in  the  State,  real  or  personal  property  above  the  value 
of  five  hundred  pounds  current  money ;  and  upon  the  final,  casting  of 
the  polls,  the  four  persons  who  shall  appear  to  have  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  legal  votes  shall  be  declared  and  returned  duly  elected  for  their 
respective  counties. 

III.  That  the  Sheriff  of  each  county,  or,  in  case  of  sickness,  his 
Deputy  (summoning  two  Justices  of  the  county,  who  are  required  to 
attend,  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace)  shall  be  the  judges  of  the 
election,  and  may  adjourn  from  day  to  dav,  if  necessary,  4:iir  the  same 
be  finished,  so  that  the  whole  election  shall  be  concluded  in  four  days; 
and  shall  make  his  return  thereof,  under  his  hand,  to  the  Chancellor 
of  this  State  for  the  time  being. 

IV.  That  all  persons  qualified,  by  the  charter  of  the  city  of  An- 
napolis, to  vote  for  Burgesses,  shall,  on  the  same  first  Monday  of 
October,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  on  the  same  day 
in  every  year  forever  thereafter,  elect,  viva  voce^  by  a  majority  of 
votes,  two  Delegates,  qualified  agreeable  to  the  said  charter;  that  the 
Mayor,  Recorder,  and  Aldermen  of  the  said  city,  or  any  three  of  them, 
be  judges  of  the  election,  appoint  the  place  in  the  said  city  for  hold- 
ing the  samet,  and  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  as  aforesaid,  and 
shall  make  return  thereof,  as  aforesaid:  but  the  inhabitants  of  the 
said  city  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote  for  Delegates  for  Anne- Arundel 
county,  unless  they  have  a  freehold  of  fifty  a(!res  of  land  in  the  county 
distinct  from  the  city. 
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W  That  all  jMirsons,  inhabitants  of  Baltinioi-e  town,  and  having  the 
j-ame  qualifications  as  electors  in  the  county,  shall,  on  the  same  first 
Monday  in  October,  stnenteen  hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  on  the 
same  day  in  every  year  forever  thereafter,  at  such  place  in  the  said 
town  as  the  Judges  shall  appoint,  elect,  vira  roci\  by  a  majority  of 
voters,  two  Delegates,  qualified  as  afoi-esiiid :  but  if  the  said  inhabitant> 
of  the  town  shall  so  decrease,  as  that  a  number  of  i>ersons,  having  a 
right  of  suffrage  therein,  shall  have  been,  for  the  symce  of  seven  yeaiv 
successively,  less  than  one  half  the  number  of  voters  in  some  one 
county  in  this  State,  such  town  shall  thenceforward  cease  to  send  two 
Delegates  or  Representatives  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  until  the  said 
town  shall  have  one  half  of  the  number  of  voters  m  some  one  county 
in  this  State. 

VI.  That  the  Commissioners  of  the  said  town,  or  any  three  or  uion» 
of  them,  for  the  time  being,  shall  be  judges  of  the  said  election,  and 
may  adjourn,  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  mane  return  thereof,  as  afore- 
saitl :  but  the  inhabitants  of  the  said  town  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote 
for,  or  be  elected.  Delegates  for  Baltimore  county:  neither  shall  the 
inhabitants  of  Baltimore  county,  out  of  the  limits  of  Baltimore  town, 
l)e  entitled  to  vote  for,  or  be  elected.  Delegates  for  the  said  town. 

VII.  That  on  refusal,  death,  disqualification,  resignation,  or  re- 
moval out  of  this  State  of  any  Delegate,  or  on  his  becoming  Governor, 
or  meml)er  of  the  Council,  a  warrant  of  election  shall  issue  by  the 
Speaker,  for  the  election  of  another  in  his  place;  of  which  ten  days' 
notice,  at  least,  (excluding  the  day  of  notice,  and  the  day  of  election) 
shall  be  given. 

VIII.  That  not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Delegates,  with  their 
Speaker  (to  be  cliosen  by  them,  by  ballot)  constitute  a  House,  for 
the  transaction  of  any  business  other  than  that  of  adjourning. 

IX.  That  the  House  of  Delegates  shall  judge  of  the  elections  and 
(qualifications  of  Delegates. 

X.  That,  the  Housi*  of  Delegate's  may  originate  all  money  bills. 
])ropose  bills  to  the  Senate,  or  receive  those  offered  by  that  body: 
and  assent,  dissent,  or  propose  amendments;  that  they  may  inquin* 
on  the  oath  of  witnesses,  into  all  complaints,  grievances,  and  offenc*es, 
as  the  grand  inquest  of  this  State;  and  may  conmiit  any  j)ei'son.  for 
any  crime,  to  the  public  jail,  there  to  remain  till  he  be  discharged  by 
due  course  of  law.  They  may  expel  any  member,  for  a  great  misde- 
meanor, but  .not  a  second  time  for  the  same  cause.  They  may  ex- 
amine and  pass  all  accounts  of  the  State,  relating  either  to  the  coUcm- 
tion  or  expenditure  of  the  revenue,  or  appoint  auditors,  to  state  and 
adjust  the  same.  They  may  call  for  all  public  or  official  pajwrs  and 
records,  and  send  for  persons,  whom  they  may  judge  necessary  in  the 
course  of  their  inquiries,  concerning  affairs  relating  to  the  public 
interest;  and  may  direct  all  office  bonds  (which  shall  be  made  pay- 
able to  the  State)  to  be  sued  for  any  breach  of  duty. 

XI.  That  the  Senate  may  he  at  full  and  perfect  liberty  to  exerciK 
their  judgment  in  passing  laws — and  that  they  may  not  fee  compelled 
by  the  House  of  Delegates,  either  to  reject  a  money  bill,  which  the 
emergency  of  affairs  may  require,  or  to  ass(Mit  to  some  other  act  of 
legislation,  in  their  conscience  and  judgment  injurious  to  the  public 
welfare — the  House  of  Delegates  shall  not,  on  any  occasion,  or  under 
any  pretence,  annex  to,  or  l)lend  with  a  money  bill,  any  matter,  claus*\ 
or  thing,  not  immediately  relating  to,  and  necessary  for  the  imposing. 
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assessing,  levying,  or  applying  the  taxes  or  supplies,  to  be  raised  for 
the  support  of  government,  or  the  current  expenses  of  the  State:  and 
to  prevent  altercation  about  such  bills,  it  is  declared,  that  no  bill, 
imposing  duties  or  customs  for  the  mere  regulation  of  commerce,  or 
inflicting  fines  for  the  reformation  of  morals,  or  to  enforce  the  execu- 
tion of  the  laws,  by  which  an  incidental  revenue  may  arise,  shall  be 
accounted  a  monev  bill :  but  every  bill,  assessing,  levying,  or  apply- 
ing taxes  or  supplies,  for  the  support  of  government,  or  the  current 
expenses  of  the  State,  or  appropriating  money  in  the  treasury,  shall 
\ye  deemed  a  money  bill. 

XII.  That  the  House  of  Delegates  may  punish,  by  imprisonment, 
any  person  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  contempt  in  their  view,  by  any 
disorderly  or  riotous  behaviour,  or  by  threats  to,  or  abuse  of  their 
members,  or  by  any  obstruction  to  their  proceedings.  They  may  also 
punish,  by  imprisonment,  any  pjerson  who  shall  be  guilty  of  a  breach 
of  privilege,  by  arresting  on  civil  process,  or  by  assaulting  any  of 
their  members,  during  tneir  sitting,  or  on  their  way  to,  or  return 
from  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  by  any  assault  of,  or  obstruction  to 
their  officers,  in  the  execution  of  any  order  or  process,  or  hj  assault- 
ing or  obstructing  any  witness,  or  any  other  person,  attending  on,  or 
on  their  way  to  or  from  the  House,  or  by  rescuing  any  person  eom- 
uiitted  by  the  House:  and  the  Senate  may  exercise  the  same  power, 
in  similar  cases. 

XIII.  That  the  Treasurers  (one  for  the  western,  and  another  for 
the  eastern  shore)  and  the  Conmiissioners  of  the  Loan  Office,  may  be 
appointed  by  the  House  of  Delegates,  during  their  pleasure;  and  in 
case  of  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  reuioval  out  of 
the  State,  of  any  of  the  said  Commissioners  or  Treasurers,  in  the 
recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the 
Council,  may  appoint  and  conmiission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  such 
vacant  office,  to  hold  the  same  until  the  meeting  or  the  next  General 
Assembly. 

XIV.  That  the  Senate  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner :  All 
persons,  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  vote  for  county  Delegates,  shall,  on 
the  fii'st  day  of  September,  1781,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fifth 
year  forever  thereafter,  elect,  rfra  roce^  by  a  majority  of  votes,  two 
persons  for  their  respective  counties  (qualified  as  aforesaid  to  be 
(»lected  county  Delegates)  to  be  electors  of  the  Senate;  and  the 
Sheriff  of  each  county,  or,  in  case  of  sickness,  his  Deputy  (sunmion- 
ing  two  Justices  of  the  county,  who  are  recjuired  to  attend,  for  the 
preservation  of  the  peace,)  shall  hold  and  Ix;  judge  of  the  said  elec- 
tion, and  make  return  thereof,  as  aforesaid.  And  all  persons,  quali- 
fied as  aforesaid,  to  vote  for  Delegates  for  the  city  of  Ainiapolis  and 
Haltimore  town,  shall,  on  the  same  first  Monday  of  Septeml)er,  1781, 
and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fifth  year  forever  thereaiter,  elect,  nra 
roce^  by  a  majority  of  votes,  one  person  for  the  said  city  and  town 
respectively,  qualified  as  aforesaid  to  be  elected  a  Delegate  for  the 
said  city  and  town  respectively;  the  said  election  to  l^e  held  in  the 
same  manner,  as  the  election  of  Delegates  for  the  said  city  and  town ; 
the  right  to  elect  the  said  elector,  with  respect  to  Baltimore  town,  to 
ccmtinue  as  long  as  the  right  to  elect  Delegates  for  the  said  town. 

XV.  That  the  said  (^lectors  of  the  Senate  meet  at  the  city  of 
Annapolis,  or  such  other  place  as  shall  l>e  appointed  for  convening 
the  Legislature,  on  the  third  Monday  in  September,  1781,  and  on  the 
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Maine  day  in  every  fiftli  year  forever  thereafter,  and  thev,  or  an} 
twenty-four  of  thein  so  met,  shall  proceed  to  elect,  by  ballot,  either 
out  oi  their  own  body,  or  the  i)eople  at  large,  fifteen  Senators  (nine 
of  whom  to  l)e  residents  on  the  western,  and  six  to  be  residents  on  the 
eastern  shore)  men  of  the  most  wisdom,  experience  and  virtue,  above 
twenty-five  yeai-s  of  age,  residents  of  the  State  above  three  whole 
yeai*s  next  preceding  the  election,  and  having  real  and  personal 
property  alK)ve  the  value  of  one  thousand  ixiunus  current  money. 

XVI.  That  the  Senators  shall  be  balloted  for,  at  one  and  the  "same 
time,  and  out  of  the  gentlemen  residents  of  the  western  shore,  who 
shall  be  proposed  as  Senators,  the  nine  who  shall,  on  striking  the 
ballots,  appear  to  have  the  greatest  numbers  in  their  favour,  shall  Ik» 
accordingly  declared  and  I'eturned  duly  elected :  and  out  of  the  gentle- 
men residents  of  the  eastern  shore,  who  shall  be  proposed  as  Senator^, 
the  six  who  shall,  on  striking  the  ballots,  appear  to  have  the  greatest 
number  in  their  favour,  shall  be  accordingly  declared  and  returne<l 
duly  elected:  and  if  two  or  more  on  the  same  shore  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  ballots  in  their  favour,  by  which  the  choice  shall 
not  be  determined  on  the  first  ballot,  then  the  electors  shall  again 
ballot,  before  they  separate;  in  which  they  shall  be  confined  to  the 
persons  who  on  the  first  ballot  shall  have  an  equal  number:  and  they 
who  shall  have  the  greatest  numl)er  in  their  favour  on  the  second 
ballot,  shall  l)c  accordingly  declared  and  i'eturned  duly  elected:  and 
if  the  whole  number  should  not  thus  be  made  up,  because  of  an  equal 
number,  on  the  second  ballot,  still  being  in  favour  of  two  or  moi-e 
{persons,  then  the  election  shall  be  determined  by  lot,  between  thost* 
who  have  equal  numbei-s;  which  proceedings  of  the  electors  shall  be 
certified  under  their  hands,  and  returned  to  the  Chancellor  for  the 
time  being. 

XVII.  That  the  electors  of  Senators  shall  judge  of  the  qualifica- 
tions and  elections  of  members  of  tlieir  l)ody;  and,  on  a  conteste<l 
election,  shall  admit  to  a  stmt,  as  an  elector,  such  (lualified  person  as 
shall  appear  to  them  to  have  the  greatest  number  or  legal  votes  in  his 
favour. 

XVIII.  That  the  electors,  innnediately  on  their  meeting,  and 
before  they  proceed  to  the  election  of  Senators,  take  such  oath  of 
support  and  fidelity  to  this  State,  as  this  Convention,  or  the  legisla- 
ture, shall  direct ;  and  also  an  oath  '*  to  elect  without  favour,  affection, 
partiality,  or  prejudice,  such  persons  for  Senators,  as  they,  in  their 
judgment  and  conscience,  believe  best  qualified  for  the  office."' 

AlX.  That  in  case  of  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disc^ualification, 
or  removal  out  of  this  State,  of  any  Senator,  or  on  his  becoming 
Governor,  or  a  member  of  the  Council,  the  Senate  shall,  immediately 
thereupon,  or  at  their  next  meeting  thereafter,  elect  by  ballot  (in  the 
same  manner  as  the  electors  are  above  directed  to  choose  Senators) 
another  person  in  his  place,  for  the  residue  of  the  said  term  of  five 
years. 

XX.  That  not  less  than  a  majority  of  the  Senate,  with  their  Presi- 
dent (to  be  chosen  by  them,  by  ballot)  shall  constitute  a  House,  for 
the  transacting  any  business,  other  than  that  of  adjourning. 

XXI.  That  the  Senate  shall  judge  of  the  elections  and  qualifica- 
tions of  Senators. 

XXII.  That  the  Senate  may  origiiuite  any  other,  except  money 
bills,  to  which  their  assent  or  dissent  only  shall  Ik'  given;  and  may 
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ivci'ive  .tny  othor  l)ills  from  tlio  House  of  Dolo^atos,  ami  assont,  dis- 
sent, or  propohe  ameiulments 

XXIII.  That  the  (fcneral  Ass(»ml)ly  moot  annua lly,  on  tlio  first 
Monday  of  XovomlH»r,  and  if  necessary,  oftener. 

XXIV.  That  each  House  shall  appoint  its  own  officers,  and  settle 
its  own  rules  of  proceeding. 

XXV.  That  a  person  or  wisdom,'  experience,  and  virtue,  shall  be 
chosen  (jovernor,  on  the  second  Monday  of  November,  seventeen 
hundred  and  seventy-seven,  and  on  the  second  Mondav  in  everv 
year  forever  thereafter,  by  the  joint  ballot  of  both  Houses  (to  be 
taken  in  each  House  respectively)  deposited  in  a  conference  room; 
the  lK)xes  to  1k»  examined  by  a  joint  conmiittee  of  l)oth  Houses,  and 
the  numbers  severally  reported,  that  the  appointment  may  be 
entered;  which  mode  of  takin*^  the  joint  ballot  of  l)oth  Houses  shall 
l)e  adopted  in  all  cases.  But  if  two  or  more  shall  have  an  equal 
numl^er  of  ballots  in  their  favour,  by  w^hich  the  choice  shall  not  be 
determined  on  the  first  ballot,  then  a  second  ballot  shall  Ik?  taken, 
which  shall  l)e  confined  to  the  m»rsons  who,  on  the  first  ballot,  shall 
have  had  an  equal  numln^r;  an(i,  if  the  ballots  should  again  be  equal 
l>et\veen  two  or  more  persons,  then  the  election  of  the  Governor  shall 
l)e  determined  by  lot,  between  those  who  have  equal  numbers:  and 
if  the  person  chosen  (lovernor  shall  die,  resign,  move  out  of  the 
State,  or  refuse  to  act,  (the  (leneral  Assembly  sitting)  the  Senate 
and  House  of  Delegates  shall,  immediately  thereupon,  proceed  to  a 
new  choice,  in  manner  aforesaid. 

XXVI.  That  the  Senators  and  Delegates,  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  November,  1777,  and  annuallv  on  the  second  Tuesday  of  Novem- 
l)er  forever  thereafter,  elect  by  joint  ballot  (in  the  same  manner  as 
Senators  are  directed  to  be  chosen)  five  of  the  most  sensible,  discreet, 
and  experienced  men,  above  twenty-five  years  of  age,  residents  in  the 
State  above  three  years  next  preceding  the  election,  and  having 
therein  a  freehold  of  lands  ana  tenements,  above  the  value  of  one 
thousand  pounds  current  money,  to  be  the  Council  to  the  Governor, 
whose  proceedings  shall  Ix*  always  entered  on  record,  to  any  part 
whereof  any  meml)er  may  enter  his  dissent ;  and  their  advice,  if  so 
required  by  the  Governor,  or  any  meml)er  of  the  Council,  shall  be 
piven  in  writing,  and  signed  by  the  members  giving  the  same  respect- 
ively: which  proceedings  of  the  Council  shall  l)e  laid  l)efore  the 
Senate,  or  House  of  Delegates,  when  called  for  by  them  or  either  of 
them.  The  Council  may  a|)])oint  their  own  Clerk,  who  shall  take 
such  oath  of  suport  and  fidelity  to  this  State,  as  this  Convention, 
or  the  Ijegislature,  shall  direct ;  and  of  secrecy,  in  such  matters  as 
he  shall  be  directed  by  the  board  to  keep  secret.  . 

XXVII.  That  the  Delegates  to  Congress,  from  this  State,  shall 
l)e  chos(»n  annually,  or  superseded  in  the  mean  time  by  the  joint 
ballot  of  l>oth  Houses  of  Assembly ;  and  that  there  h^.  a  I'otation,  in 
such  manner,  that  at  least  two  of  the  numl>er  l)e  annually  changed; 
and  no  person  shall  l)e  capal)le  of  l)eing  a  Delegate  to  Congress  for 
more  than  three  in  any  term  of  six  years;  and  no  person,  who  holds 
any  office  of  profit  in  the  gift  of  Congress,  shall  Ik*  eligible  to  sit  in 
Congress;  but  if  appointed  to  any  such  office,  his  seat  shall  lx»  thereby 
vacated.  That  no  person,  unless  above  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
and  a  resident  in  the  State  more  than  five  years  next  preceding  the 
election,  and  having  real  and  personal  estate  in  this  State  above  the 
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Art.  XV.  That  no  i>ersi)ii  residing  in  the  city  of  Annapolis  shall 
have  u  vote  in  the  county  of  Anne  Arundel,  for  delegates  of  the  said 
county ;  and  all  and  every  part  of  the  constitution  which  enables  per- 
sons holding  fifty  acres  of  land  to  vote  in  said  county,  be,  and  is 
hereby,  abolished. 

Art.  XVI.  That  the  foity-fifth  article  of  the  constitution  and 
form  of  government  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  repealed  and  utterly 
abolished. 

(HntmiMl  1H12) 

Art.  XVII.  Section  1.  That  the  time  of  the  meeting  of  the  gen- 
eral assembly  shall  be  on  the  fii*st  Monday  in  December  in  each  year, 
instead  of  the  first  Monday  in  November,  as  prescribed  by  the  consti- 
tution and  form  of  government. 

Sec.  2,  The  governor  of  this  State  shall  be  chosen  on  the  second 
Monday  of  Decemlxn-,  in  each  and  every  year,  in  tlie  same  manner  as 
is  now  prescrilxHl  l)y  the  constitution  and  form  of  government;  and 
the  council  to  the  governor  shall  1k»  elected  on  the  first  Tuesday  after 
the  si»cond  Mondav  of  I)eceml)er,  in  each  and  everv  vear,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  now  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  form  of  govern- 
ment. 

Sec.  3.  All  annual  appointments  of  civil  officers  in  this  State  shall 
1h»  made  in  the  third  week  of  Decemlxsr,  in  every  year,  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  constitution  and  form  of  government  now  directs. 

(UatiHeil  18:17) 

Section  1.  The  term  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  pi'esent  senate 
shall  end  and  be  determined  whenever  and  as  soon  as  a  new  senate 
shall  Im  elected  as  hereinafter  |)rovi(led,  and  a  quorum  of  its  members 
shall  have  qualified,  as  directed  l)V  the  constitution  and  laws  of  thi^ 
State. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  I)ecemlx»r  scission  of  the  general  assembly  for  the 
year  of  our  Lord  eightwu  hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  forever 
thereafter,  the  senate  shall  Ih»  com|)osi»d  of  twenty-one  members,  to  be 
chosen  as  hereinafter  provided,  a  majority  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum 
for  the  transaction  of  business. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  time  and  plaa^  of  holding  elections  in  the  several 
counties  of  this  State,  and  in  the  citv  of  Baltimoixs  for  delegates  to 
the  "[eneral  assembly  for  the  I)e<*(»mlx»r  session  of  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  thirty-eight,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  same  judges 
bv  whom  such  elections  for  delegates  shall  lx»  held,  an  election  shall 
also  be  held  in  each  of  the  s(»veral  comities  of  this  State  and  in  the 
city  of  Baltimore  respectively,  for  the  purpose  of  choosing  a  senator 
of  the  State  of  Mar  viand  for  and  from  such  countv  or  said  citv,  as 
the  case  mav  l)e,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  dav  fixed 
by  law  for  the  coiinnencement  of  the  regular  session  of  the  general 
assembly  next  succeeding  such  election,  and  continue  for  two,  four, 
or  six  years,  according  to  the  classification  of  a  quorum  of  its  mem- 
bers; and  at  every  such  election  for  senators,  every  jjei'son  qualified 
to  vote  at  the  place  at  which  he  shall  offer  to  vote  for  delegates  to  the 
general  assembly,  shall  Ih»  entitled  to  vote  for  one  person  as  senator: 
and  of  the  peisons  voted  for  as  senator  in  each  of  the  several  cx)untie*» 
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XXXIV.  That  the  members  of  the  Council,  or  any  three  or  more 
of  them,  when  convened,  shall  constitute  a  board  for  the  transacting 
€){  business;  that  the  Governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall  preside  in  the 
Council,  and  be  entitled  to  a  vote,  on  all  questions  in  which  the 
Council  shall  be  divided  in  opinion ;  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  Gov- 
ernor, the  first  named  of  the  Council  shall  preside ;  and  as  such,  shall 
also  vote,  in  all  cases,  where  the  other  members  disagree  in  their 
opinion. 

XXXV.  That,  in  case  of  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disqualifica- 
tion, or  removal  out  of  the  State,  of  any  person  chosen  a  member  of 
the  council,  the  members  thereof,  immediately  thereupon,  or  at  their 
next  meeting  thereafter,  shall  elect  by  ballot  another  person  (qualified 
as  aforesaid)  in  his  place,  for  the  residue  of  the  year. 

XXXVI.  That  the  Council  shall  have  power  to  make  the  Great 
Seal  of  this  State,  which  shall  be  kept  by  the  Chancellor  for  the  time 
l)eing,  and  affixed  to  all  laws,  commissions,  grants,  and  other  public 
testimonials,  as  has  been  heretofore  practised  in  this  State. 

XXXVII.  That  no  Senator,  I>elegate  of  Assembly,  or  member  of 
the  Council,  if  he  shall  qualify  as  such,  shall  hold  or  execute  any  office 
of  profit,  or  receive  the  profits  of  any  office  exercised  by  any  other 
person,  during  the  time  for  which  he  shall  be  elected ;  nor  shall  any 
Governor  be  capable  of  holding  any  other  office  of  profit  in  this  State, 
while  he  acts  as  such.  And  no  person,  holding  a  place  of  profit  or 
receiving  any  part  of  the  profits  thereof,  or  receiving  the  profits  or 
any  part  of  the  profits  arising  on  any  agency,  for  the  supply  of  cloth- 
ing or  provisions  for  the  Armv  or  Xavj%  or  holding  any  office  under 
the  United  States,  or  any  of  them — or  a  minister,  or  preacher  of  the 
gospel,  of  any  denomination — or  any  person,  employed  in  the  regular 
land  service,  or  marine,  of  this  or  the  United  States — shall  have  a 
seat  in  the  General  Assembly  or  the  Council  of  this  State. 

XXXVIII.  That  every  (jovernor,  Senator,  Delegate  to  Congress  or 
Assembly,  and  member  of  the  Council,  before  he  acts  as  such,  shall 
take  an  oath  "  that  he  will  not  receive,  directlv  or  indirectlv,  at  anv 
time,  any  part  of  the  profits  of  any  office,  held  by  any  other  person 
during  his  acting  in  his  office  of  Governor,  Senator,  Delegate  to  Con- 
gress or  Assembly,  or  member  of  the  Council,  or  the  profits  or  any 
part  of  the  profits  arising  on  any  agency  for  the  supply  of  clothing  or 
provisions  for  the  Army  or  Navy." 

XXXIX.  That  if  any  Senator,  Delegate  to  Congress  or  Assembly, 
or  member  of  the  Council,  shall  hold  or  execute  any  office  of  profit, 
or  receive,  directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time,  the  profits  or  any  part  of 
the  profits  of  any  office  exercised  by  any  other  person,  during  his  act- 
ing as  Senator,  J)elegate  to  Congress  or  Assembly,  or  member  of  the 
Council — ^liis  seat  (on  conviction,  in  a  Court  of  law,  by  the  oath  of 
two  credible  witnesses)  shall  he  void;  and  he  shall  suffer  the  punish- 
ment of  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  or  be  banished  this  State  forever, 
or  disqualified  forever  from  holding  any  office  or  place  of  trust  or 
profit,  as  the  Court  may  judge. 

XL.  That  the  Chancellor,  all  Judges,  the  Attorney-General,  Clerks 
of  the  General  Court,  the  Clerks  of  the  County  Courts,  the  Registers 
of  the  Land  Office,  and  the  Registers  of  Wills,  shall  hold  their  com- 
missions during  good  l:)ehaviour,  removable  only  for  misbehaviour, 
on  conviction  in  a  Court  of  law. 
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XLI.  That  there  Ix?  a  Register  of  Wills  appointed  for  each  county, 
who  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  (iovernor,  on  the  joint  recoin 
mendation  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates;  and  that,  upon  tli»' 
death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  removal  out  of  the  county  of 
any  Register  of  Wills,  in  the  recess  of  the  General  Assembly,  th*- 
Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  mav  appoint  and  com- 
mission a  fit  and  proper  person  to  such  vacant  office,  to  hold  the  saiii'. 
until  the  meeting  of  the  (loneral  Assembly. 

XLII.  That  Sheriffs  shall  be  elected  in  each  countv,  bv  ballot, 
every  third  year;  that  is  to  say,  two  persons  for  the  office  of  Sheritf 
for  each  county,  the  one  of  whom  having  the  majority  of  votfe^,  or 
if  both  have  an  equal  numlier,  either  of  them,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Governor,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  Governor  for  the  said  office*: 
and  having  served  for  three  years,  such  person  shall  be  ineligible 
for  the  four  years  next  succeeding;  l)ond  with  security  to  be  takeii 
every  year,  as  usual;  and  no  Sheriff  shall  Ik?  qualified  to  act  befon^ 
the  same  is  given.     In  case  of  death,  refusal,  resignation,  disqualifi- 
cation, or  removal  out  of  the  county  before  the  expiration  of  the 
three  years,  the  other  person,  chosen  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  conruiiis- 
sioned  ])y  the  (Jovernor  to  execute  the  said  offic*e,  for  the  residue  of 
the  said  three  years,  the  said  j^erson  giving  bond  and  security  a< 
aforesaid :  and  m  case  of  his  death,  refusal,  resignation,  disqualifica- 
tion, or  removal  out  of  the  county,  before  the  expiration  of  the  said 
three  years,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  may  nomi- 
nate and  commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  execute  the  said  office 
for  the  residue  of  the  said  three  years,  the  said  person  giving  boml 
and  security  as  aforesaid.     The  election  shall  be  held  at  the  same 
time  and  place  appointed   for  the  election  of  Delegates;  and   the 
Justices,  there  siunmoned  to  attend  for  the  preservation  of  the  peace, 
shall  be  judges  thereof,  and  of  the  qualification  of  candidates,  who 
shall  appoint  a  Clerk,  to  take  the  ballots.     All  freemen  above  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  having  a  freehold  of  fifty  acres  of  land  in 
the  county  in  which  they  offer  to  ballot,  and  residing  therein — and 
all  freemen  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  having  property 
in  the  State  above  the  value  of  thirty  pounds  current  money,  and 
having  resided  in  the  coiuity  in  which  they  offer  to  ballot  one  whole 
year  next  preceding  the  election — shall  have  a  right  of  suffrage.     Xo 
person  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Sheriff  for  a  county,  but  an 
mhabitant  of  the  said  county  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  and 
having  real  and  personal  property  in  the  State  above  the  value  of 
one  thousand  pounds  current  money.     The  Justices  aforesaid  shall 
examine  the  ballots;  and  the  two  candidates  properly  qualified,  hav- 
ing in  each  county  the  majority  of  legal  ballots,  shall  be  declared 
duly  elected  for  the  office  of  Sheriff  for  such  county,  and  returned  to 
the  Governor  and  Council,  w  ith  a  certificate  of  the  number  of  ballots 
for  each  of  them. 

XLIII.  That  every  person  who  shall  offer  to  vote  for  Delegates, 
or  for  the  election  of  the  Senate,  or  for  the  Sheriff,  shall  (if  requireil 
by  any  three  persons  qualified  to  vote)  before  he  be  permitted  to 
poll,  take  such  oath  or  affirmation  of  support  and  fidelity  to  this 
State,  as  this  Convention  or  the  Ix^gislature  shall  direct. 

XLIV.  That  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  may  be  eligible  as  a  Senator, 
Delegate,  or  member  of  the  Council,  and  may  continue  to  act  as  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace. 
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XLV.  Tliat  no  field  officer  of  the  militia  1m»  elipl»le  as  a  Senator, 
Delegate,  or  niemlwr  of  the  Council. 

XEVI.  That  all  civil  officers,  hereafter  to  be  appointed  for  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  shall  have  been  residents  of  the  county, 
respectively,  for  which  they  shall  be  appointed,  six  months  next 
l)erore  their  appointment;  and  shall  continue  residents  of  their 
county,  respectively,  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

XTjVII.  That  the  Judges  of  the  (Jeneral  Court,  and  Justices  of  the 
County  Courts,  may  appoint  the  Clerks  of  their  respective  Courts; 
and  in  case  of  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  removal 
out  of  the  State,  or  from  their  respective  shores,  of  the  Clerks  of  the 
(reneral  Court,  or  either  of  them,  m  the  vacation  of  the  said  Court — 
nnd  in  case  of  the  refusal,  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or 
removal  out  of  the  county,  of  anv  of  the  said  County  Clerks,  in  the 
vacation  of  the  County  Court  ox  which  he  is  Clerk — the  Governor, 
with  the  advice  of  the  Council,  mav  appoint  and  commission  a  fit  and 
j)ro|)er  person  to  such  vacant  office  respectively,  to  bold  the  same 
until  the  meeting  of  the  next  (leneral  Court,  or  County  Court,  as  the 
case  may  be. 

XLVIII.  That  the  Governor,  for  the'  time  lieinir,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Council,  may  appoint  the  Cnancellor,  and  all 
Judges  and  Justices,  the  Attorney-General,  Xaval  Officers,  officers  in 
the  regular  land  and  sea  service,  officers  of  the  militia.  Registers  of 
the  Land  Office,  Survevors.  and  all  other  civil  officers  of  government 
(Assessors,  Constables,  and  Overseers  of  the  roads  only  excepted) 
and  may  also  suspend  or  remove  any  civil  officer  who  has  not  a  com- 
mission, during  good  behaviour;  and  may  suspend  any  militia  officer, 
for  one  month :  and  may  also  suspend  or  remove  any  regular  officer 
in  the  land  or  sea  service :  and  the  Governor  may  remove  or  suspend 
anv  militia  officer,  in  pursuance  of  the  judgment  of  a  Court  Martial. 

XLIX.  That  all  civil  officers  of  the  appointment  of  the  Governor 
and  Council,  who  do  not  hold  commissions  during  good  behaviour, 
shall  be  appointed  annually  in  the  third  week  oF  November.  But 
if  any  of  them  shall  be  reappointed,  they  may  continue  to  act,  with- 
out any  new  commission  or  qualification;  and  every  officer,  though 
not  reappointed,  shall  continue  to  act,  until  the  person  who  shall  m 
appointed  and  commissioned  in  his  stead  shall  l>e  qualified. 

L.  That  the  Governor,  every  member  of  the  Council,  and  every 
Judge  and  Justice,  before  they  act  as  such,  shall  respectively  take 
an  oath,  "  That  he  will  not,  through  favour,  affection  or  partiality 
vote  for  any  pl*rson  to  office;  and  that  he  will  vote  for  such  jx^rson 
as,  in  his  judgment  and  conscience,  he  In^lieves  most  fit  and  l)est 
qualified  for  the  office;  and  that  he  has  not  made,  nor  will  make,  any 
promise  or  engagement  to  give  his  vote  or  interest  in  favor  of  any 
person." 

LI.  That  there  be  two  Registers  of  the  Land  Office,  one  upon  the 
western,  and  one  upon  the  eastern  shore:  that  short  extracts  of  the 
grants  and  certificates  of  the  land,  on  the  western  and  eastern  shores 
respectively,  be  made  in  st^parate  books,  at  the  public  expense,  and 
deposited  in  the  offices  of  the  said  Registers,  in  such  manner  as  shall 
hereafter  be  provided  by  the  General  Assembly. 

LII.  That  every  Chancellor,  Judge,  Register  of  Wills,  Commis- 
sioner of  the  Loan  Office,  Attorney-General,  Sheriff,  Treasurer,  Naval 
OflScer,  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  Register  of  the  Chancery  Court,

and  every  Clerk  of  the  common  law  courts,  Surveyor  and  Auditor 
of  the  public  accounts,  before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath 
"That  he  will  not  directly  or  indirectly  receive  any  fee  or  reward, 
for  doing  his  office  of  ,  but  what  is  or  shall  be  allowed 

by  law ;  nor  will,  directly  or  indirectly,  receive  the  profits  or  any  part 
of  the  profits  of  any  office  held  by  any  other  person ;  and  that  he  does 
not  hold  the  same  office  in  trust,  or  for  the  benefit  of  any  other 
person." 

LIII.  That  if  anv  Governor,  Chancellor,  Judge,  Register  of  Wills, 
Attorney-General,  Register  of  the  Land  Office,  Register  of  the  Chan- 
cery Court,  or  any  Clerk  of  the  common  law  courts,  Treasurer,  Naval 
Officer,  Sheriff,  Surveyor  or  Auditor  of  public  accounts,  shall  receive, 
directly  or  indirectly,  at  any  time,  the  profits,  or  any  part  of  the 
profits  of  any  office,  held  by  any  other  person,  during  his  acting  in 
the  office  to  which  he  is  appointed;  his  election,  ap|>ointment  and 
commission  (<m  conviction  in  a  court  of  law  by  oath  of  two  credible 
witnesses)  shall  be  void;  and  he  shall  suffer  the  punishment  for  wil- 
ful and  corrupt  perjurv,  or  he  banished  this  State  forever,  or  dis- 
qualified forever  from  holding  any  office  or  place  of  trust  or  profit, 
as  the  court  mav  adjudge. 

LIV.  That  if  any  person  shall  give  any  bribe,  present,  or  reward, 
or  any  promise,  or  any  security  for  the  payment  or  delivery  of  any 
money,  or  any  other  thing,  to  obtain  or  procure  a  vote  to  be  Gov- 
ernor, Senator,  Delegate  to  Congress  or  Assembly,  member  of  the 
Council,  or  Judge,  or  to  be  appointed  to  any  of  the  said  offices,  or  to 
an^  office  of  profit  or  trust,  now  created  or  hereafter  to  be  created  in 
this  State — the  person  ffiving,  and  the  person  receiving  the  same  (on 
conviction  in  a  court  ot  law)  shall  be  forever  disqualified  to  hold  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit  in  this  State. 

LV.  That  every  person,  appointed  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust, 
shall,  before  he  enters  on  the  execution  thereof,  take  the  following 
oath ;  to  wit :  "  I,  A.  B.,  do  swear,  that  I  do  not  hold  myself  bound  in 
allegiance  to  the  King  of  Great  Britain,  and  that  I  will  be  faithful, 
and  bear  true  allegiance  to  the  State  of  Maryland ; "  and  shall  also 
subscribe  a  declaration  of  his  belief  in  the  Christian  religion. 

LVI.  That  there  be  a  Court  of  Appeals,  composed  of  persons  of 
integrity  and  sound  judgment  in  the  law,  whose  judgment  shall  be 
final  and  conclusive,  in  all  cases  of  appeal,  from  the  General  Court, 
Court  of  Chancery,  and  Court  of  Admiralty :  that  one  person  of  in- 
tegrity and  sound  judgment  in  the  law,  be  appointed  Chancellor:

That  the  style  of  all  laws  run  thus;  ^^Be  it  enacted  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  Maryland:'''^  that  all  public  commiasions  and 
grants  run  thus;  ^''The  State  of  Mai^landT  &c.  and  shall  be  signed  by 
the  Governor,  and  attested  by  the  Chancellor,  with  the  seal  of  the  State 
annexed — except  military  commissions,  which  shall  not  be  attested 
by  the  Chancellor,  or  have  the  seal  of  the  State  annexed:  that  all

writs  shall  run  in  the  same  style,  and  be  attested,  sealed  and  signed  as 
usual :  that  all  indictments  shall  conclude,  ''^Against  the  peace^  govern- 
ment^  and  dignity  of  the  State.^^ 

LVIII.  That  all  penalties  and  forfeitures,  heretofore  going  to  the 
King  or  proprietary,  shall  go  to  the  State — save  only  such,  as  the 
General  Assembly  may  abolish  or  otherwise  provide  for. 

LIX.  That  this  Form  of  Government,  and  the  Declaration  of 
Rights,  and  no  part  thereof,  shall  be  altered,  changed,  or  abolished, 
unless  a  bill  so  to  alter,  change  or  abolish  the  same  shall  pass  the 
General  Assembly,  and  be  published  at  least  three  months  before  a 
new  election,  and  shall  be  confirmed  by  the  General  Assembly,  after 
a  new  election  of  Delegates,  in  the  first  session  after  such  new  elec- 
tion ;  provided  that  nothing  in  this  form  of  government,  which  relates 
to  the  eastern  shore  particularly,  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be 
altered,  unless  for  the  alteration  and  confirmation  thereof  at  least 
two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the  General  Assembly 
shall  concur. 

IjX.  That  every  bill  passed  bv  the  General  Assembly,  when  en- 
grossed, shall  iKi  presented  by  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Dele- 
gates, in  the  Senate,  to  the  (iovernor  for  the  time  being,  who  shall 
sign  the  same,  and  thereto  affix  the  Great  Seal,  in  the  presence  of  the 
members  of  both  Houses :  every  law  shall  be  recorded  in  the  General 
Court  office  of  the  western  shore,  and  in  due  time  printed,  published, 
and  certified  under  the  Great  Seal,  to  the  several  County  Courts,  in 
the  same  manner  as  hath  been  heretofore  used  in  this  State. 

This  Form  of  Government  was  assented  to,  and  passed  in  Conven- 
tion of  the  Delegates  of  the  freemen  of  Maryland,  oegun  and  held  at 
the  citv  of  Annapolis,  the  fourteenth  of  August,  A.  D.  one  thousand 
seven  hundred  and  seventy-six.

Art.  II.  Be  it  en/icted  hy  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland^  That 
no  member  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  United  States,  shall  be  capable  of  having  a  seat  in  the 
general  assembly,  or  being  an  elector  of  the  senate,  or  holding  any 
office  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  State;  and  if  any  member  of  the 
general  assembly,  elector  of  the  senate,  or  person  holding  any  office 
of  trust  or  profit  under  this  State,  shall  take  his  seat  in  Congress,  or 
accept  of  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the  United  States,  or 
being  elected  to  Congress,  or  appointed  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit 
under  the  United  States,  not  make  his  resignation  of  his  seat  in  Con- 
gress, or  of  his  office,  as  the  case  may  be,  within  thirty  days  after 
notice  of  his  election  or  appointment  to  office,  as  aforesaid,  his  seat 
in  the  legislature  of  this  State,  or  as  elector  of  the  senate,  or  of  his 
office  held  under  this  State  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  void:  Provided^ 
That  no  person  who  is  now,  or  may  be  at  anv  time  when  this  act 
becomes  part  of  the  constitution,  a  member  both  of  Congress  and  of 
the  legislature  of  the  State,  or  who  now  holds,  or  may  hold  at  the  time 
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Sec.  24.  The  elections  to  lye  held  in  pursuance  of  this  act  shall  Ih* 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  thirty-eight ;  and  for  the  election  of  delegates  on  tlie  same  day  in 
every  year  thereafter,  for  the  election  of  governor  on  the  same  day  in 
every  third  year  thereafter,  and  for  the  election  of  senators  of  the 
fii'st  class,  on  the  same  dav,  in  the  second  vear  after  their  election  and 
classificiition,  and  on  the  same  dav  in  everv  sixth  vear  thereafter;  and 
for  the  election  of  senators  of  the  second  class,  on  the  same  day  in  the 
fourth  year  after  their  election  and  classification,  and  on  the  same  day 
in  every  sixth  year  thereafter;  and  for  the  election  of  senators  of  the 
third  class,  on  the  same  day,  in  the  sixth  year  after  their  election  and 
classification,  and  on  the  same  dav  in  everv  sixth  vear  thereafter. 

Sec.  25.  In  all  elections  for  governor,  the  city  of  Annapolis  shall  l>e 
deemed  and  taken  as  part  of  Anne  Arundel  County. 

Sec.  26.  The  relation  of  master  and  slave,  in  this  State,  shall  not  be 
abolished,  iniless  a  bill  so  to  al)olish  the  same  shall  be  passed  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the  general  assem- 
bly, and  shall  Ix?  published  at  least  thn*e  months  before  a  new  election 
of  delegates,  and  shall  l)e  confirmed  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  each  branch  of  the  general  assembly,  at  the  next  regular  con- 
stitutional session  after  such  new  election,  nor  then,  without  full  com- 
pensation to  the  master  for  the  property  of  which  he  shall  be  thereby 
deprived. 

Sec.  27.  The  city  of  Annapolis  shall  continue  to  be  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  place  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  court  of  appeals 
for  the  western  shore,  and  the  high  court  of  chancery. 

Se(\  28.  If  this  act  shall  l)e  confirmed  by  the  general  assembly,  after 
a  new  election  of  delegates,  in  the  first  session  after  such  new^  election, 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  form  of  govern- 
ment, then  and  in  such  case  this  act,  and  the  alterations  and  amend- 
ments of  the  constitution  therein  ecmtained,  shall  l)e  taken  and  con- 
sidered, and  shall  constitute  and  he  valid,  as  a  part  of  said  constitution 
and  form  of  government,  anything  in  the  said  constitution  and  form 
of  government  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

THE  DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  grateful  to  Almighty 
God  for  our  civil  and  religious  lil)erty,  and  taking  into  our  serious 
consideration  the  best  means  of  establishing  a  good  constitution  in 
this  State,  for  the  sure  foundation  and  more  permanent  siecurity 
thereof,  declare : 

Article  1.  That  all  government  of  right  originates  from  the  peo- 
ple, is  founded  in  compact  only,  and  instituted  solely  for  the  good  of

All  and  every  part  of  the  constitution  and  form  of  govern- 
ment, relating  to  the  judges,  time,  place,  and  manner  of  holding  elec- 
tions in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  all  and  every  part  of  the  second, 
third,  fifth,  fourteenth,  and  forty-second  sections  of  the  constitution 
and  fonn  of  government  of  this  State,  which  relate  to  the  judges, 
place,  time,  and  manner  of  holding  the  several  elections  for  dele- 
gates, electors  of  the  senate,  and  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties, 
be,  and  the  same  are  hereby,  abrogated,  re|)ealed,  and  annulled,  and 
the  same  shall  hereafter  1m»  regulated  by  law.

Tliat  this  State  shall  Ik^  divided  into  six 
judicial  districts,  in  manner  and  form  following,  to  wit:  Saint 
Mary's,  Charles,  and  Prince  George's  Counties  shall  be  the  first  dis- 
trict; Cecil,  Kent,  Queen  Anne's,  and  Talbot  Counties  shall  be  the 
second  district;  Calvert,  Anne  Arundel,  and  Montgomery  Counties

of  whom  shall  be  styled  in  the  commission  chief  judge,  and  the  other 
two  associate  judges  of  the  district  for  which  they  shall  \w.  appointed ; 
and  the  chief  judge,  together  with  the  two  associate  judges,  shall  com- 
pose the  county  courts  in  each  respective  district;  and  each  judge 
shall  hold  his  commission  during  good  behavior;  removal  for  misbe- 
havior, on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law,  or  shall  be  removed  by  the 
governor,  upon  the  address  of  the  general  assembly,  provided  that 
two-thirds  of  the  meml)ers  of  each  house  concur  m  such  address; 
and  the  coimty  courts,  so  as. aforesaid  established,  shall  have,  hold, 
and  exercise,  in  the  several  counties  of  tliis  State,  all  and  every  the 
powei's,  authorities,  and  jurisdictions  which   the  county  courts  of 
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this  State  now  have,  use,  and  exercise,  and  which  shall  l)e  hereafter 
pi*escribed  b^  law ;  and  the  said  county  courts  established  by  this  act 
shall  respectively  hold  their  sessions  m  the  sevei'al  counties  at  such 
times  and  places  as  the  legislature  shall  direct  and  appoint;  and  the 
salaries  of  the  said  judges  shall  not  be  diminished  during  the  period 
of  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  2.  In  anv  suit  or  action  at  law  hereafter  to  be  commenced  or 
instituted  in  any  county  court  of  this  State,  the  judges  thereof,  u|>on 
suggestion  in  writing,  W  either  of  the  parties  thereto,  supported  by 
amdavit,  or  other  proper  evidence,  that  a  fair  and  impartial  trial 
cannot  be  had  in  the  county  court  of  the  county  where  such  suit 
or  action  is  depending,  shall  and  may  order  and  direct  the  record  of 
their  proceedings  in  such  suit  or  action  to  be  transmitted  to  the  judges 
of  any  county  court  within  the  district,  for  trial,  and  the  judges  of 
such  county  court,  to  whom  the  said  record  shall  be  transmitted,  shall 
hear  and  determine  the  same  in  like  manner  as  if  such  suit  or  action 
had  been  originally  instituted  therein:  Pro  ruled  ^  nerertheless.  That 
such  suggestion  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid,  before  or  during  the  term 
in  which  the  issue  or  issues  may  be  joined  in  said  suit  or  action :  And 
provided  (dso,  That  such  further  remedy  may  be  provided  by  law  in 
the  premises  as  the  legislature  shall  from  time  to  time  direct  and 
enact. 

Art.  III.  If  any  party  presented  or  indicted,  in  any  of  the  county 
courts  of  this  State,  shall  suggest,  in  writing,  to  the  court  in  which 
such  prosecution  is  depending,  that  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  cannot 
be  had  in  such  court,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said  court  to 
order  and  direct  the  record  of  their  i)roceedings  in  the  said  prosecu- 
tion to  be  transmitted  to  the  judge  of  any  adjoining  county  court, 
for  trial ;  and  the  judges  of  such  adjoining  county  court  shall  hear 
and  determine  the  same,  in  the  same  manner  as  it  such  prosecution 
had  been  originally  instituted  therein :  Prorided^  That  such  further 
and  other  remedy  may  l)e  provided  by  law  in  the  premises  as  the 
legislature  may  direct  and  enact. 

Art.  IV.  If  the  attorney -general,  or  the  prosecutor  for  the  State, 
shall  suggest,  in  writing,  to  any  county  court  before  whom  an  indict- 
ment is  or  may  l)e  depending,  that  the  State  cannot  have  a  fair  and 
impartial  trial  in  such  court,  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  for  the  said 
court,  in  their  discretion,  to  order  and  direct  the  record  of  their  pro- 
ceedings in  the  said  prosecution  to  be  transmitted  to  the  judges  of 
any  acgoining  county  court  for  trial;  and  the  judges  of  such  county 
court  shall  hear  and  determine  the  same,  as  if  such  prosecution  had 
been  originally  instituted  therein. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  Ix*  a  court  of  a])peals,  and  the  same  shall  U^ 
composed  of  the  chief  judges  of  the  several  judicial  districts  of  the 
State ;  which  said  court  of  appeals  shall  hold,  use,  and  exercise  all  and 
singidar  the  powers,  authorities,  and  jurisdictions,  heretofore  held, 
used,  and  exercised  by  the  court  of  appeals  of  this  State,  and  also 
the  appellate  jurisdiction  heretofore  used  and  exercised  by  the  gen- 
eral court;  and  the  said  court  of  appeals  hereby  established  shall  sit 
on  the  western  and  eastern  shores,  for  transacting  and  determining 
the  business  of  the  respective  shores,  at  such  times  and  places  as  the 
future  legislature  of  this  State  shall  direct  and  appoint;  and  anv 
three  of  the  said  judges  of  the  court  of  ai)peals  shall  form  a  quorum 
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to  hear  and  decide  in  all  cases  pending  in  said  court ;  and  the  judge 
who  has  given  a  decision  in  any  case  in  the  county  court  shall  with- 
draw from  the  bench  upon  the  deciding  of  the  same  case  before  the 
court  of  appeals;  and  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  may  appoint 
the  clerks  or  said  court  for  the  western  and  eastern  snoi^es  respectively, 
who  shall  hold  tlieir  appointments  during  good  behavior,  removable 
only  for  misbehavior,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law;  and,  in  case 
of  death,  resignation,  disqualification,  or  removal  out  of  the  State, 
or  from  their  respective  snores,  of  either  of  the  said  clerks,  in  the 
vacation  of  the  said  court,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the 
council,  may  appoint  and  commission  a  fit  and  proper  person  to  such 
vacant  office,  to  hold  the  same  until  the  next  meeting  of  the  said 
court;  and  all  laws  passed  after  this  act  shall  take  eifect  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  court  of  appeals  of  the  western  shore.

the  President  and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  for  Repre- 
sentatives of  this  State  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  for  dele- 
gates to  the  general  assembly  of  this  State,  electors  of  the  senate,  and 
>heriffs.

given,  in  any  one  of  said  counties  or  said  city,  to  have  an  equal  num- 
ber of  votes,  there  shall  be  a  new  election  ordered  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned; and  immediately  after  the  senate  shall  have  convened  in 
pursuance  of  their  election  under  this  act,  the  senators  shall  be 
divided,  in  such  manner  as  the  senate  shall  prescribe,  into  three 
classes;  the  seats  of  the  senators  of  the  first  class  shall  be  vacated  at 
the.  expiration  of  the  second  year,  of  the  second  class  at  the  expiration 
of  the  fourth  year,  and  of  the  third  class  at  the  expiration  of  the 
sixth  year,  so  that  one-third  thereof  may  be  elected  on  the  first 
AVednesdav  of  October  in  everv  second  vear:  and  elections  shall  be 
held  in  the  several  counties  and  city,  from  which  the  retiring  senators 
came,  to  supply  the  vacancies  as  they  may  occur  in  consequence  of  this 
classification. 

Seg.  4,  Such  election  for  senators  shall  be  conducted,  and  the  re- 
turns thereof  be  made,  with  proper  variations  in  the  certificate  to  suit 
the  case,  in  like  manner  as  in  cases  of  elections  for  delegates. 

Sec.  5.  The  qualifications  necessary  in  a  senator  shall  be  the  same 
as  are  required  in  a  delegate  to  the  general  assembly,  with  the  addi- 
tional qualification  that  he  shall  be  above  the  age  of  twenty-five  years, 
and  shall  have  resided  at  least  three  years,  next  preceding  his  election, 
in  the  county  or  city  in  and  for  which  he  shall  be  chosen. 

Sec.  0.  In  case  any  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  as  a  senator 
shall  refuse  to  act,  remove  from  the  county  or  city,  as  the  case  mav  be, 
for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  die,  resign,  or  be  removed,  for 
cause,  or  in  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  qualified  persons  in  any 
one  of  the  counties  or  in  the  citv  of  Baltimore,  a  warrant  of  election 
shall  be  issued  by  the  president  of  the  senate  for  the  time  being  for 
the  election  of  a  senator  to  supply  the  vacancy,  of  which  i^n  days' 
notice  at  the  least,  excluding  the  day  of  notice  and  the  day  of  election, 
shall  be  given. 

Sec.  7.  So  much  of  the  thirty-seventh  article  of  the  constitution  as 
provides  that  no  senator  or  delegate  to  the  general  assembly,  if  he 
shall  qualify  as  such,  shall  hold  or  execute  any  office  of  profit  during 
the  time  for  which  he  shall  be  elected,  shall  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby, 
repealed. 

Sec.  8.  No  senator  or  delegate  to  the  general  assembly  shall,  during 
the  time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  appointed  to  any  civil  office 
under  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State  which  shall  have  been 
created  or  the  emoluments  whereof  shall  have  been  increased  during 
such  time;  and  no  senator  or  delegate,  during  the  time  he  shall  con- 
tinue to  act  as  such,  shall  be  eligible  to  any  civil  office  whatever. 

Sec.  9.  At  the  election  for  delegates  to  the  general  assembly  for  the 
December  session  of  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen  hundred  and 
thirty-eight,  and  at  each  succeeding  election  for  delegates,  until  after 
the  next  census  shall  have  been  taken  and  officially  promulged,  five 
delegates  shall  be  elected  in  and  for  Baltimore  Citv  and  one  delegate 
in  and  for  the  city  of  Annapolis,  until  the  promufging  of  the  census 
for  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  forty,  when  the  city  of  Annapolis 
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refuse  or  nogleet  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation,  he  shall  ho 
(H)nsi(lere(l  as  having  refused  to  accept  the  said  office,  and  a  new 
election  or  appointment  shall  be  made  as  in  case  of  refusal  or  resig- 
nation, and  anv  person  swearing  or  affirming  falsely  in  the  premises 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  a  court  of  Taw,  incur  the  penalties 
for  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and  be  thereafter  incapable  of  votinor 
at  any  election,  and  also  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust  in  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  con- 
victed of  larceny  or  other  infamous  crime,  unless  he  shall  be  par- 
doned by  the  executive,  shall  ever  thereafter  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  in  this  State,  and  no  person  under  guardianship  as  a 
lunatic,  or  as  a  person  iwn  rompos  nientis^  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Article  II 

EXECITTIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
governor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  continue  for  four  years, 
and  until  his  successor  shallhave  qualified.        ' 

Sec.  2.  The  first  election  for  governor  imder  this  constitution  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  on  the  same  day  and  month  in  every 
fourth  year  thereafter,  at  the  places  of  voting  for  delegates  to  the 
general  assembly,  and  everv  jx^rson  qualified  to  vote  for  delegates 
shall  be  qualified  and  entitfed  to  vote  for  governor;  the  election  to 
be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  delegates,  and  the 
returns  thereof,  under  seal,  to  be  addressed  to  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  delegates,  and  inclosed  and  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of 
state,  and  delivered  to  the  said  speaker  at  the  commencement  or  the 
session  of  the  legislature  next  ensuing  said  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  speaker  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  then  open  the 
said  returns  in  the  presence  of  both  houses,  and  the  person  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes,  and  l>eing  constitutionally  eligible,  shall 
be  the  governor,  and  shall  qualify  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
riuml>er  of  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  governor  by  the  senate 
and  house  of  delegates;  and  all  questions  in  relation  to  the  eligibility 
of  governor,  and  to  the  returns  of  said  election,  and  to  the  number 
and  legality  of  votes  therein  given,  shall  be  determined  by  the  house 
of  delegates.  And  if  the  person  or  persons  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  l)e  ineligible,  the  governor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  senate 
and  house  of  delegates.  Every  election  of  governor,  by  the  legisla- 
ture, shall  be  determined  by  a  joint  majority  of  the  senate  and  house 
of  delegates,  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  vi^m  voce.  But  if  two  or 
more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
then  a  second  vote  shall  be  taken,  which  shall  be  confined  to  the 
persons  having  an  equal  number;  and  if  the  votes  should  again  be 
equal,  then  the  election  of  governor  shall  be  determined  by  lot  between 
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l>e  abrogated,  abolished,  and  annulled,  and  that  the  whole  executive 
jx>wer  of  the  government  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  exclusively  in 
the  governor,  subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  checks,  limitations  and  pro- 
visions hereinafter  specified  and  mentioned. 

Sec.  14.  The  governor  shall  nominate,  and,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  all  officers  of  the  State  ^hose 
offices  are  or  may  be  created  by  law,  and  whose  appointment  shall 
not  be  otherwise  provided  for  by  the  constitution  anil  form  of  ffovern- 
nient,  or  by  any  laws  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  rorm  of 
government:  Prorided^  That  this  act  shall  not  l^  deemed  or  con- 
strued to  impair  in  any  manner  the  validity  of  the  commissions  of 
such  persons  as  shall  l)e  in  office  under  previous  executive  appoint- 
ment, when  this  act  shall  go  into  operation,  or  alter,  abridge,  or 
change  the  tenure,  quality,  or  duration  of  the  same,  or  of  any  of  them. 

Sec.  15.  The  governor  shall  have  power  to  fill  any  vacancy  that 
may  occur  in  any  such  offices  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  by 
granting  commissions  which  shall  expire  upon  the  appointment  of 
the  same  person,  or  any  other  person,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  senate,  to  the  same  office,  or  at  the  expiration  of  one 
calendar  month,  ensuing  the  commencement  of  the  next  regular 
session  of  the  senate,  whichever  shall  first  occur. 

Sec.  16.  The  same  person  shall  in  no  case  be  nominated  by  the 
governor  a  second  time  during  the  same  session  for  the  same  office, 
m  case  he  shall  have  been  rejected  by  the  senate,  unless  after  such 
rejection  the  senate  shall  inform  the  governor  by  message  of  their 
willingness  to  receive  again  the  nomination  of  such  rejected  person 
for  further  consideration;  and  in  case  any  person  nominated  oy  the 
governor  for  any  office  shall  have  been  rejected  by  the  senate,  it  shall 
not  l)e  lawful  for  the  governor  at  any  time  afterwards,  during  the 
recess  of  the  senate,  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  same  office,  to  appoint 
such  i"ejected  person  to  fill  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor,  within  the  period  of 
tme  calendar  month  next  after  this  act  shall  go  into  operation,  and 
in  the  same  session  in  which  the  same  shall  oe  confirmed,  if  it  be 
confirmed,  and  annually  thereafter  during  the  regular  session  of  the 
senate,  and  on  such  particular  day,  if  any,  or  within  such  particular 
period  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  to  nominate,  and  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  to  appoint  a  secretary  of  state, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  until  a  successor  shall  be  appointed,  and  who 
shall  discharge  such  duties,  and  receive  such  compensation,  as  shall 
l)e  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  18.  In  case  a  vacancv  shall  occur  in  the  office  of  governor  at 
any  time  after  this  act  shalf  go  into  operation,  the  general  assembly, 
if  in  session,  or  if  in  the  recess  at  their  next  session,  shall  proceed  to 
elect,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  two  houses,  some  person,  being  a  quali- 
fied resident  of  the  gul)ernatorial  district  from  which  the  governor 
for  said  term  is  to  be  taken,  to  be  governor  for  the  residue  of  said 
term  in  place  of  the  person  originally  chosen;  and  in  every  case  of 
vacancy,  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  the  person  succeeding, 
the  secretary  of  state,  by  virtue  of  his  said  office,  shall  be  clothed,  ad 
mtenm^  with  the  executive  powers  of  govenmient ;  and  in  case  there 
shall  l)e  no  secretary  of  state,  or  in  case  he  shall  refuse*  to  act,  remove 
from  the  State,  di^,  resign,  or  hi'  n'uioved  for  cause,  the  person  filling 
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the  nomination  of  the  person  thus  appointed  during  the  recess,  or  of 
some  other  person  in  nis  place,  shall  be  made  to  the  senate  within 
thirty  days  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature. 

Sec.  13.  No  person,  after  being  rejected  by  the  senate,  shall  be 
again  nominated  for  the  same  office  at  the  same  session,  imless  at  the 
request  of  the  senate ;  or  be  appointed  to  the  same  office  during  the 
recess  of  the  legislature. 

Sec.  14*  All  civil  officers  appointed  by  the  governor  and  senate 
shall  be  nominated  to  the  senate  within  fifty  days  from  the  com- 
mencement of  each  regular  session  of  the  legislature;  and  their  term 
of  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  ensuing 
their  appointment,  and  continue  for  two  years,  (unless  sooner  removed 
from  omce,)  and  until  their  successors,  respectively,  qualify  accord- 
ing to  law. 

Sec.  15.  The  governor  may  suspend  or  arrest  any  military  officer 
of  the  State  for  disobedience  of  orders,  or  other  militarv  offence,  and 
may  remove  him  in  pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial; 
ana  may  remove,  for  incompetency  or  misconduct,  all  civil  officers 
who  receive  appointments  from  the  executive  for  a  term  not  exceeding 
two  years. 

Sec.  16.  The  governor  may  convene  the  legislature,  or  the  senate 
alone,  on  extraordinary  occasions;  and  whenever,  from  the  presence 
of  an  enemy  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  seat  of  government  shall 
become  an  unsafe  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  legislature,  he  may 
direct  their  seasions  to  be  held  at  some  other  convenient  place. 

Sec.  17.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  semi-annually,  and 
oftener  if  he  deem  it  expedient,  to  examine  the  bank-book,  account- 
books,  and  official  proceedings  oi  the  treasurer  and  comptroller  of  the 
State. 

Sec.  18.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  inform  the  legislature  of  the 
condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  may  judge  necessary  and  expedient. 

Sec.  10.  lie  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  in  cases  in  which  he  is  prohib- 
ited by  other  articles  of  this  constitution,  and  to  remit  fines  and 
forfeitures  for  offences  against  the  State;  but  shall  not  remit  the 

!)rincipal  or  interest  of  any  debt  diie  to  the  State,  except  in  cases  of 
ines  and  forfeitures;  and  l)efbre  granting  a  nolle  proneqni^  or  par- 
don, he  shall  give  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspa|)ers,  of  the  applica- 
tion made  for  it,  and  of  the  day  on  or  after  which  his  decision  will 
be  given ;  and  in  every  case  in  which  he  exercises  this  power,  he  shall 
report  to  either  branch  of  the  legislature,  whenever  required,  the 
petitions,  recommendations,  and  reasons  which  influence  his  decision. 

Sec.  20.  The  governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  ^fovernment,  and 
shall  receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  thirty-six  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  21.  When  the  public  interest  require^s  it,  he  shall  have  power 
to  employ  counsel,  who  shall  be  entitled  to  such  compensation  as  the 
legislature  may  allow  in  each  case  aft(»r  the  services  of  such  counsel 
shall  have  been  performed. 

Sec.  22.  A  secretary  of  state  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  who  shall  continue 
in  office,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  governor,  till  the  end  of  the 
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^ul>ernatorial  district,  and  the  person  to  be  chosen  governor  at  the 
t^lection  first  to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the 
j>*?i'son  to  be  chosen  at  every  succeeding  third  election  for  governor 
forever  thereafter,  shall  be  taken  from  the  said  first  district ;  and  the 
tlistrict,  the  name  of  which  shall  be  written  on  the  ballot  secondly 
ilrawn,  shall  thenceforth  be  distinguished  as  the  second  gubernatorial 
%  I  istrict,  and  the  i)erson  to  be  chosen  f^overnor  at  the  second  election 
to  be  held  under  the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  i>ei>)On  to  be 
ehosen  at  every  succeeding  third  election  for  governor  forever  there- 
after, shall  be  taken  from  the  said  second  district,  and  the  district, 
the  name  of  which  shall  be  written  on  the  ballot  thirdly  drawn,  shall 
thenceforth  be  distinguished  as  the  third  gubernatorial  district,  and 
the  person  to  he  chosen  governor  at  the  third  election  to  be  held  under 
the  provisions  of  this  section,  and  the  person  to  l>e  chosen  at  every 
succeeding  third  election  forever  thei'eafter,  shall  be  taken  from  the 
>-aicI  third  district;  and  the  result  of  such  drawing  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  of  the  senate,  and  be  reported  by  tlie  speaker  of  the 
house  of  delegates  on  his  return  to  that  body,  and  be  entered  on  the 
journal  thereof,  and  shall  be  certified  by  a  Joint  letter,  to  be  signed 
Uy  the  president  of  the  senate  and  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  dele- 
gates, and  be  addressed  and  transmitted  to  the  secretary  of  state,  if 
appointed,  and  if  not,  as  soon  as  he  shall  be  appointed,  to  be  by  him 
preserved  in  his  office. 

Sec.  21.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  regulate  by  law 
all  matters  which  relate  to  the  judges,  time,  place,  and  manner  of 
holding  elections  for  governor,  and  of  making  returns  thereof  not 
affecting  the  tenure  and  term  of  office  thereby,  and  that  until  other- 
wise directed,  the  returns  shall  be  made  in  like  manner  as  in  elections 
for  electors  of  President  and  Vice-President,  save  that  the  form  of  the 
certificates  shall  be  varied  to  suit  the  case,  and  save  also  that  the 
returns,  instead  of  being  made  io  the  governor  and  council,  shall  be 
made  to  the  Senate,  ancf  l)e  addressed  to  the  president  of  the  senate, 
and  be  inclosed  under  cover  to  the  secretary  of  state,  by  whom  they 
shall  be  delivered  to  the  president  of  the  senate,  at  the  commencement 
of  the  session  next  ensuing  such  election. 

Sec.  22.  Of  the  ijersons  voted  for  as  governor  at  any  such  election, 
the  person  having,  in  the  judgment  of  the  senate,  the  liighest  number 
of  legal  votes,  and  possessing  the  legal  qualifications,  and  resident,  as 
aforesaid,  in  the  district  from  which  the  governor  at  such  election  is 
to  l>e  taken,  shall  be  governor,  and  shall  qualify  in  the  manner  pre- 
scril)ed  by  the  constitution  and  laws,  on  the  first  Monday  of  January 
next  ensuing  his  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be,  and  all 
questions  in  relation  to  the  number  or  legality  of  the  votes  given  for 
each  and  any  person  voted  for  as  governor,  and  in  relation  to  the 
returns,  and  in  relation  to  the  qualifications  of  the  persons  voted  for 
as  governor,  shall  l)e  decided  by  the  senate,  and  in  case  two  or  more 
l^ersons,  legally  qualified  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
have  an  equal  number  of  legal  votes,  then  the  senate  and  house  of 
delegates,  upon  joint  ballot,  shall  determine  which  one  of  them  shall 
be  governor,  ana  the  one  which,  upon  counting  the  ballots,  shall  have 
the  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  he  governor,  and  shall  qualify 
accordingly. 

Sec.  23.  No  person  who  shall  be  elected,  and  shall  act  as  governor, 
shall  1)6  again  eligible  for  the  next  succeeding  term. 
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Sec.  24.  Tlie  elections  to  l>e  held  in  pursuance  of  this  act  sliall  \> 
held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  huutln-': 
and  thirty-eight ;  and  for  the  election  of  delegates  on  tne  same  day  in 
every  year  thereafter,  for  the  election  of  governor  on  the  same  day  ii 
everv  third  vear  thereafter,  and  for  the  election  of  senators  of  the 
fii^st  class,  on  the  siinie  day,  in  the  second  year  after  their  election  ana 
classification,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  sixth  year  thereafter;  an«i 
for  the  election  of  senators  of  the  second  class,  on  the  same  day  in  the 
fourth  vear  after  their  election  and  classification,  and  on  the  same  dav 
in  every  sixth  year  thereafter;  and  for  the  election  of  senators  of  the 
third  class,  on  the  same  dav,  in  the  sixth  year  after  their  election  anil 
classification,  and  on  the  same  dav  in  everv  sixth  vear  thereafter. 

Sec.  25.  In  all  elections  for  governor,  the  city  of  Annapolis  shall  lv» 
deemed  and  taken  as  part  of  Anne  Arundel  County. 

Sec.  26.  The  relation  of  master  and  slave,  in  this  State,  shall  not  be 
abolished,  unless  a  bill  so  to  al)olish  the  same  shall  be  passed  by  a 
unanimous  vote  of  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the  general  as>eui- 
bly,  and  shall  l>e  published  at  least  three  months  before  a  new  election 
of  delegates,  and  shall  lie  confirmed  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  the  mem- 
bers of  each  branch  of  the  general  assembly,  at  the  next  regular  con- 
stitutional session  after  such  new  election,  nor  then,  without  full  com- 
pensation to  the  master  for  the  property  of  which  he  shall  be  there! )y 
deprived. 

HEC.  27.  The  city  of  Annapolis  shall  continue  to  be  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, and  the  place  of  holding  the  sessions  of  the  court  of  app(*al> 
for  the  western  shore,  and  the  liigh  court  of  chancery. 

Sec.  28.  If  this  act  shall  l)e  confirmed  by  the  general  assembly,  after 
a  new  election  of  delegates,  in  the  first  session  after  such  new  election, 
agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution  and  form  of  govern- 
ment, then  and  in  siich  case  this  act,  and  the  alterations  and  amend- 
ments of  the  constitution  therein  ccmtained,  shall  l)e  taken  and  con- 
sidered, and  shall  constitute  and  be  valid,  as  a  part  of  said  constitution 
and  form  of  government,  anything  in  the  sain  constitution  and  form 
of  government  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

Art.  XXVI.  That  the  sessions  of  the  general  assembly  be  biennial 
instead  of  annual. 

CONSTITUTION  OF  MARYLAND— 1861  *  « 

THE  DKCLARATION  OF  RIGHTS 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  grateful  to  Almighty 
God  for  our  civil  and  religious  lil)erty,  and  tiiking  into  our  serious 
consideration  the  best  means  of  establishing  a  good  constitution  in 
this  State,  for  the  sure  foundation  and  more  i>ermanent  security 
thereof,  declare : 

Article  1.  That  all  government  of  ri^ht  originates  from  the  peo- 
ple, is  founded  in  compact  only,  and  instituted  solely  for  the  good  of

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the  whole ;  and  they  have  at  all  times,  according  to  the  mode  pre- 
scribed in  this  constitution,  the  unalienable  right  to  alter,  reform,  or 
sibolish  their  form  of  government,  in  such  manner  as  they  may  deem 
expedient 

Art.  2.  That  the  people  of  this  State  ought  to  have  the  sole  and 
exclusive  right  of  regulating  the  internal  government  and  police 
thereof. 

Art.  3.  That  the  inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  entitled  to  the  com- 
mon law  of  England,  and  the  trial  by  jury  according  to  the  course  of 
that  law,  and  to  the  benefit  of  such  of  the  English  statutes  as  existed 
<m  the  fourth  day  of  July,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy-six,  and 
which,  by  experience,  have  l)een  found  applicable  to  their  local  and 
other  circumstances,  and  have  been  introduced,  used,  and  practised  by 
the  courts  of  law  or  equity,  and  also  of  all  acts  of  assembly  in  force  on 
the  first  Monday  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty,  except 
such  as  may  have  since  expired,  or  may  be  altered  by  this  constitution, 
subject,  nevertheless,  to  the  revision  of,  and  amendment  or  repeal  by 
the  legislature  of  this  State;  and  the  inhabitants  of  Maryland  are 
also  entitled  to  all  property  derived  to  them  from  or  under  the  charter 
granted  by  His  Majesty  Charles  the  First  to  Ca^cilius  Calvert,  Baron 
of  Baltimore. 

Art.  4.  That  all  persons  invested  with  the  legislative  or  executive 
powers  of  government  are  the  trustees  of  the  public,  and  as  such 
accountable  for  their  conduct ;  wherefore,  whenever  the  ends  of  gov- 
ernment are  perverted,  and  public  liberty  manifestly  endangered,  and 
all  other  means  of  redress  are  ineffectual,  the  people  may,  and  of 
right  ought  to,  reform  the  old  or  establish  a  new  government.  The 
doctrine  of  tion-resistance  against  arbitrary  power  and  oppression  is 
absurd,  slavish,  and  destructive  of  the  good  and  happiness  of  mankind. 

Art.  5.  That  the  right  of  the  people  to  participate  in  the  legisla- 
ture is  the  best  security  of  liberty,  and  the  foundation  of  all  free  gov- 
ernment ;  for  this  purpose  elections  ought  to  be  free  and  frequent,  and 
every  free  white  male  citizen  having  the  qualifications  prescribed  by 
the  constitution  ought  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage. 

Art.  G.  That  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  powers  of  gov- 
ernment ought  to  be  lorever  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other ; 
and  no  person  exercising  the  fiinctions  of  one  of  said  departments 
shall  assume  or  discharge  the  duties  of  any  other. 

Art.  7.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws,  or  the  execution  of  laws, 
unless  by  or  derived  from  the  legislature,  ought  to  he  exercised  or 
allowed. 

Art.  8.  That  freedom  of  speech  and  debate,  or  proceedings  in  the 
legislature,  ought  not  to  be  impeached  in  any  court  of  judicature. 

Art.  9.  That  Annapolis  be  the  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  legisla- 
ture; and  the  legislature  ought  not  to  be  convened  or  held  at  any 
other  place  but  from  evident  necessitv. 

Art.  10.  That  for  the  redress  of  grievances,  and  for  amending, 
strengthening,  and  preserving  the  laws,  the  legislature  ought  to  be 
frequently  convened. 

Art.  11.  That  every  man  hath  a  right  to  petition  the  legislature  for 
the  redress  of  grievances  in  a  peaceable  and  orderly  manner. 

Art.  12.  That  no  aid,  charge,  tax,  burden,  or  fees  ought  to  be  rated 
or  levied,  under  any  pretence,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 
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Art.  13.  That  the  le\Ting  of  taxes  by  the  poll  is  grievoiif?  and 
oppressive,  and  ought  to  be  abolished;  that  paupers  ought  not  to  U- 
assessed  for  the  support  of  government,  but  every  other  person  in  tLt- 
State,  or  pei'son  holding  proi>erty  therein,  ought  to  contribute  hi- 
proportion  of  public  taxes,  for  the  support  of  government,  accordinir 
to  his  actual  worth  in  real  or  personal  property;  yet  fines,  duties,  or 
taxes  mav  properlv  and  justly  W  imposed  or  laid  on  persons  or  prop- 
erty, \vit\i  a  political  view,  tor  the  good  government  and  benefit  of 
the  communitv. 

Art.  14.  That  sanguinary  laws  ought  to  be  avoided  as  far  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  safety  of  the  State;  and  no  law  to  inflict  cruel  and 
unusiMl  pains  and  penalties  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at  any 
time  hereafter. 

Art.  15.  That  retros])ective  laws,  punishing  acts  committed  before 
the  existence  of  such  laws,  and  by  tnem  only  declared  criminaK  are 
oppreasive,  unjust,  and  incompatible  with  liberty;  wherefore,  no  t\r 
pofit  facto  law  ought  to  l>e  maae. 

Art.  IG.  That  no  law  to  attaint  particular  persons  of  treason  or 
felony  ought  to  \ye  made  in  any  case  or  at  any  time  hereafter. 

Art.  17.  That  every  freeman,  for  any  injury  done  to  hiin  in  hi< 
person  or  property,  ouglrt  to  have  remedv  by  the  course  of  the  law 
of  the  land,  and  ought  to  have  justice  and  right,  freely  without  sale, 
fully  without  any  denial,  and  speedily  without  delay,  according  to 
the  law  of  the  land. 

Art.  18.  That  the  trial  of  facts,  where  they  arise,  is  one  of  the 
greatest  securities  of  the  lives,  liberties,  and  estate  of  the  people. 

Art.  11).  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  every  man  hath  a  right 
to  l)e  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him;  to  have  a. copy  of  the 
indictment  or  charge,  in  due  time  (if  required)  to  prepare  for  his 
defence;  to  be  allowed  counsel;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witness^*- 
against  him;  to  have  process  for  his  witnesses;  to  examine  the  wit- 
nesses for  and  against  him  on  oath;  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  im- 
partial jury,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  ought,  not  to  be 
found  guilty. 

Art.  20.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  compelled  to  give  evidence 
against  himself  in  a  court  of  common  law,  or  in  any  other  court,  but 
in  such  cases  as  have  been  usually  practised  in  this  State,  or  may  here- 
after be  directed  by  the  legislature. 

Art.  21.  That  no  freeman  ought  to  be  taken  or  imprisoned,  or  dis- 
seized of  his  freehold,  lilx»rties,  or  privileges,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled, 
or  in  any  manner  destroyed,  or  deprived  of  his  life,  libertv,  or  prop- 
erty, but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land: 
Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  article  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  pre- 
vent the  legislature  from  passing  all  such  laws  for  the  government, 
regulation,  and  disposition  of  the  free  colored  population  of  this  State 
as  they  may  deem  necessary. 

Art.  22.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishment  inflicted  by  the 
courts  of  law. 

Art.  23.  That  all  warrants,  without  oath  or  affirmation,  to  search 

suspected  places,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  property,  are  grievous  and 

i.  oppressive ;  and  all  general  warrants  to  search  suspected  places,  or  to 

apprehend  suspected  persons,  without  naming  or  describing  the  place, 

I  or  the  person  in  special,  are  illegal,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 
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Art.  24.  That  no  conv^iction  shall  work  coiTuptioii  of  blood  or  for- 
feiture of  estate. 

Art.  25.  That  a  weil-reguhited  militia  is  the  proper  ami  natural 
defence  of  a  free  government. 

Art.  26.  That  standing  armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought 
not  to  be  raised  or  kept  up  without  consent  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  27.  That  in  all  cases  and  at  all  times  the  military  ought  to  be 
under  strict  subordination  to,  and  control  of,  the  civil  power. 

Art.  28.  That  no  soldier  ought  to  be  quartered  in  any  house  in 
time  of  peace  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  and  in  time  of  war 
in  such  manner  only  as  the  legislature  shall  direct. 

Art.  29.  That  no  person,  except  regular  soldiers,  mariners,  and 
marines,  in  the  service  of  this  State,  or  militia  when  in  actual  service, 
ought  in  any  case  to  be  subject  to  or  punishable  by  martial  law. 

Art.  30.  That  the  independencv  and  uprightness  of  judges  are 
essential  to  the  impartial  administration  of  justice,  and  a  great 
security  to  the  rights  and  lil^erties  of  the  people;  wherefore  the 
judgesshall  not  be  removed,  except  for  misbehavior,  on  conviction  in 
a  court  of  law,  or  by  the  governor,  upon  the  address  of  the  general 
assembly:  Provided^  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  each 
house  concur  in  such  address.  No  such  judge  shall  hold  any  other  office, 
civil  or  militarv,  or  political  trust  or  employment  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, under  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  them,  or  receive  fees  or  perquisites  of  any  kind  for 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

Art.  31.  That  a  long  continuance  in  the  executive  departments  of 
power  or  trust  is  dangerous  to  liberty ;  a  rotation,  thereiore,  in  those 
departments  is  one  ox  the  best  securities  of  permanent  freedom. 

Art.  32.  That  no  person  ought  to  hold  at  the  same  time  more  than 
one  office  of  profit,  created  by  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State; 
nor  ought  any  person  in  public  trust  to  receive  any  present  from  any 
foreign  prince  or  state,  or  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them, 
without  the  approbation  of  this  State. 

Art.  33.  That  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  worship  God  in 
such  manner  as  he  thinks  most  acceptable  to  him,  all  persons  are 
equally  entitled  to  protection  in  their  religious  liberty;  wherefore,  no 
person  ought,  by  any  law,  to  be  molested  in  his  person  or  estate,  on 
account  or  his  religious  persuasion  or  profession,  or  for  his  religious 
practice,  unless  under  color  of  religion  any  man  shall  disturb  the 
good  order,  peace,  or  safety  of  the  State,  or  shall  infringe  the  laws  of 
morality,  or  injure  others  in  their  natural,  civnl,  or  religious  rights; 
nor  ought  any  person  to  l>e  compelled  to  frequent  or  maintain  or  con- 
tribute, unless  on  contract,  to  maintain  any  place  of  worship  or  any 
ministry;  nor  shall  any  person  be  deemed  incompetent  as  a  witness  or 
juror  who  believes  in  the  existence  of  a  God,  and  that  under  his  dis- 
pensation such  person  will  be  held  morally  accountable  for  his  acts, 
and  be  rewarded  or  punished  therefor,  either  in  this  world  or  the 
world  to  come. 

Art.  34.  That  no  other  test  or  qualification  ought  to  be  required,  on 
admission  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit,  than  such  oath  of  office  as 
may  be  prescritJed  bv  this  constitution,  or  by  the  laws  of  the  State, 
and  a  declaration  of  Wlief  in  the  Christian  religion;  and  if  the  party 
shall  profess  to  be  a  Jew,  the  declaration  shall  be  of  his  belief  in  a 
future  state  of  rewards  and  punishments. 
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ing,  shall  ever  thereafter  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  trust 
or  profit  under  this  State. 

Sec.  37.  No  lottery -grant  shall  ever  hereafter  be  authorized  by  the 
legislature. 

Sec.  38.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  laws  necessary  to  protect 
the  property  oi  the  wife  from  the  debts  of  the  husband  during  her 
life,  ana  for  securing  the  same  to  her  issue  after  her  death. 

Sec.  39.  Laws  shall  be  passed  by  the  legislature  to  protect  from 
execution  a  reasonable  amount  of  the  property  of  a  debtor,  not  exceed- 
ing in  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  40.  The  le^slature  shall,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  adopt  some  simple  and  uniform  system  of 
charges  in  the  offices  of  clerks  of  courts  and  registers  of  wills  in  the 
counties  of  this  State  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  for  the  collec- 
tion thereof:  Promled^  The  amount  of  compensation  to  any  of  said 
officers  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twentv-five  hundred  dollars  a 
year,  over  and  above  office  expenses,  and  compensation  to  a&sistanlM 
And  provided  further^  That  such  compensation  of  clerks,  registers, 
assistants,  and  office  expenses  shall  always  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  or 
receipts  of  the  offices  respectively. 

Sec.  41.  The  house  or  delegates  shall  have  the  feole  power  of  im- 
peachment in  all  cases,  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  must  con- 
cur in  an  impeachment;  all  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  sen- 
ate, and  when  sitting  for  that  purpose  they  shall  be  on  oath  or 
affirmation  to  do  justice  according  to  the  law  and  evidence,  but  no 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  of 
all  the  senators. 

Sec  42.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature,  so  soon  as  the 
public  debt  shall  have  been  fully  paid  off,  to  cause  to  be  transferrml 
to  the  several  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore  stock  in  the  internal- 
improvement  companies,  equal  to  the  amount  respectively  paid  by 
each  toward  the  erection  and  completion  of  said  works,  at  the  then 
market-value  of  said  stock. 

Sec.  43.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  any  law  abolishing  the  rela- 
tion of  master  or  slave,  as  it  now  exists  in  this  State. 

Sec  44.  No  person  diall  be  imprisoned  for  debt. 

Sec  45.  The  legislature  hereafter  shall  grant  no  charter  for  bank- 
ing purposes  or  renew  any  banking  corporation  now  in  existence, 
except  upon  the  condition  that  the  stockholders  and  directors  shall 
be  liable  to  the  amount  of  their  respective  share  or  shares  of  stock  in 
such  banking  institution  for  all  its  debts  and  liabilities  upon  note,  bill, 
or  otherwise ;  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  no  director  or  other 
officer  of  said  corporation  shall  borrow  any  money  from  said  corpo- 
ration; and  if  any  director  or  other  officer  shall  be  convicted  upon 
indictment  of  directly  or  indirectly  violating  this  article,  he  shall  W 
punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  AH 
banks  shall  be  open  to  inspection  of  their  books,  papers,  and  accounts, 
under  such  regulations  as  mav  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  46.  The  legislature  shall  enact  no  law  authorizing  private 
property  to  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation,  as 
agreed  upon  l>etween  the  parties  or  awarded  by  a  jury,  being  first 
paid  or  tendered  to  the  party  entitled  to  such  compensation. 

Sec.  47.  Corporations  maV  be  formed  under  preneral  laws,  but  shall 
not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in 
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divided  as  to  form  portious  of  different  t»lectoral  districts  for  the 
election  of  Congressmen,  senator,  delegate,  or  other  officer  or  officers, 
then  to  entitle  a  person  to  vote  for  such  officer,  he  must  have  been  a 
resident  of  that  part  of  the  county  or  city  which  shall  form  a  part  of 
the  electoral  district  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  for  six  months  next 
preceding  the  election ;  but  a  pjerson  who  shall  have  acquired  a  resi- 
dence in  such  county  or  city  entitling  him  to  vote  at  any  such  election, 
shall  l)e  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election  district  from  which  he  removed 
until  he  shall  have  acquired  a  residence  in  the  part  of  the  county  or 
city  to  which  he  has  removed. 

Sec.  2.  That  if  any  person  shall  give,  or  offer  to  give,  directly  or 
indirectly,  any  bribe,  present,  or  reward,  or  any  promise,  or  any  se- 
curity for  the  payment  or  delivery  of  money  or  any  other  thing  to 
induce  any  voter  to  refrain  from  casting  his  vote,  or  forcibly  to  pre- 
vent him  m  any  way  from  voting,  or  to  obtain  or  procure  a  vote  for 
any  candidate  or  person  proposed  or  voted  for  as  elector  of  President 
and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  or  Representative  in  Con- 
gress, or  for  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  created  by  the  constitution  or 
laws  of  this  State,  or  by  the  ordinances  or  authoritv  of  the  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore,  the  person  giving  or  onering  to  give,  and 
the  person  receiving  the  same,  and  any  person  who  gives  or  causes  to 
be  given  an  ille^l  vote,  knowing  it  to  be  so,  at  any  election  to  be  here- 
after held  in  this  State,  shall,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law,  in  addi- 
tion to  the  penalties  now  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  law,  be  forever 
disqualified  to  hold  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  or  to  vote  at  any 
election  thereafter. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland 
to  pass  laws  to  punish  with  fine  and  imprisonment  any  person  who 
shall  remove  into  any  election  district  or  ward  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, not  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  hona-fde  residence  therein, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  voting  therein  at  an  approaching  election,  or 
who  shall  vote  m  any  election  district  or  ward  in  which  he  does  not 
reside,  (except  in  the  case  provided  for  in  the  first  article  of  the  con- 
stitution,) or  shall,  at  the  same  election,  vote  in  more  than  one  elec- 
tion district  or  ward,  or  shall  vote  or  offer  to  vote  in  any  name  not 
his  own,  or  in  place  of  any  other  person  of  the  same  name,  or  shall 
vote  in  anv  county  in  which  he  does  not  reside. 

Sec.  4.  Every  person  elected  or  appointectto  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust  under  the  constitution  or  laws  made  pursuant  thereto,  before 
he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  such  office  shall  take  and  subscribe 
the  following  oath  or  affirmation :  "  I,  A.  B.,  do  swear  [or  affirm,  as 
the  case  may  be]  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  that  I  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to  the 
State  of  Maryland,  and  support  the  constitution  and  laws  thereof; 
that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  judgment,  diligently  and 

faithfully,  without  partiality  or  prejudice,  execute  the  office  of 

according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State,  and  that  since 
the  adoption  of  the  present  constitution  I  have  not  in  any  manner 
violated  the  provisions  thereof  in  relation  to  the  bribery  of  voters 
or  preventing  legal  or  procuring  illegal  votes  to  be  given;  and  [if 
a  governor,  senator,  member  of  tne  house  of  delegates,  or  judge]  that 
I  will  not  directly  or  indirectly  receive  the  profits  or  any  part  of 

the  profits  of  any  other  office  during  the  time  of  my  acting  as ." 

Ana  if  any  j^rson.  elected  or  appointed  to  office  as  aforesaid,  shall 
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refuse  or  neglect  to  take  the  said  oath  or  affirmation,  he  shall  lie 
amsidered  as  having  refused  to  accept  the  said  office,  and  a  new 
election  or  apiM)intment  shall  be  made  as  in  case  of  i*efusal  or  resig- 
nation, and  anv  person  swearing  or  affirming  falsely  in  the  premise^ 
shall,  on  conviction  thereof  in  a  court  of  Taw,  incur  the  penalties; 
for  wilful  and  corrupt  perjury,  and  be  thereafter  incapable  of  voting 
at  any  election,  and  also  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust  in  this  State. 

Sec.  5.  That  no  person  above  the  ag[e  of  twenty-one  years,  con- 
victed of  larceny  or  other  infamous  crime,  unless  he  shall  be  par- 
doned by  the  executive,  shall  ever  thereafter  be  entitled  to  vote  at 
any  election  in  this  State,  and  no  person  under  guardianship  as  a 
lunatic,  or  as  a  person  non  compos  mentis^  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Article  IT 

EXECITTIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 

Sovernor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  Wednes- 
ay  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  continue  for  four  years, 
and  until  his  successor  shallhave  qualified. 

Sec.  2.  The  first  election  for  governor  under  this  constitution  shall 
be  held  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  fiftv-three,  and  on  the  same  day  and  month  in  everv 
fourth  year  thereafter,  at  the  places  of  voting  for  delegates  to  the 
general  assembly,  and  everv  person  qualified  to  vote  for  delegates 
shall  be  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  governor;  the  election  to 
be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  delegates,  and  the 
returns  thereof,  under  seal,  to  be  addressed  to  the  speaker  of  the 
house  of  delegates,  and  inclosed  and  transmitted  to  the  secretarv  of 
state,  and  delivered  to  the  said  speaker  at  the  commencement  of  the 
session  of  the  legislature  next  ensuing  said  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  speaker  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  then  open  the 
said  returns  in  the  presence  of  both  houses,  and  the  person  having 
the  highest  number  of  votes,  and  l^ing  constitutionally  eligible,  shall 
be  the  governor,  and  shall  qualify  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  or 
as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
numl)er  of  votes,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  governor  by  the  senate 
and  house  of  delegates;  and  all  questions  in  relation  to  the  eligibility 
of  governor,  and  to  the  returns  of  said  election,  and  to  the  number 
and  legality  of  votes  therein  given,  shall  l)e  determined  by  the  house 
of  delegates.  And  if  the  person  or  perstms  having  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  be  ineligible,  the  governor  shall  be  chosen  by  the  senate 
and  house  of  delegates.  Every  election  of  governor,  by  the  legisla- 
ture, shall  be  determined  by  a  joint  majority  of  the  senate  and  house 
of  delegates,  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  riva  voce.  But  if  two  or 
more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
then  a  second  vote  shall  be  taken,  which  shall  be  confined  to  the 
persons  having  an  equal  number;  and  if  the  votes  should  again  be 
equal,  then  the  election  of  governor  shall  be  determined  by  lot  between 
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those  who  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  on  the  first 
vote. 

Sec.  5.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  three  districts,  Saint  Mary's. 
Charles,  Calvert,  Prince  George's,  Anne  Arundel,  Montgomery,  and 
Howard  Counties,  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  the  first ;  the  eight 
counties  of  the  eastern  shore  to  be  the  second ;  and  Baltimore,  Har- 
ford, Frederick,  Washington,  Alleghany,  and  Carroll  Counties  to  be 
the  third.  The  governor,  elected  rrom  the  third  district  in  October 
last,  shall  continue  in  office  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected. 
The  governor  shall  be  taken  from  the  first  district,  at  the  first  election 
of  governor  under  this  constitution;  from  the  second  district  at  the 
second  election,  and  from  the  third  district  at  the  third  election,  and 
in  like  manner,  afterwalrds,  from  each  district,  in  regular  succession. 

Sec.  6.  A  person  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  governor  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  bi^en  for  five  years  a  citizen  of 
the  United  States,  and  tor  five  years  next  preceding  his  election  a 
resident  of  the  State,  and  for  three  years  a  resident  of  the  district 
from  which  he  was  elected. 

Sec  7.  In  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  governor,  or  of  his 
removal  from  the  State,  the  general  assembly,  if  in  session,  or  if  not, 
at  their  next  session,  shall  eu»ct  some  other  qualified  resident  of  the 
same  district  to  be  the  governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for  which 
the  said  governor  had  been  elected. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  governor  during  the 
recess  of  the  legislature,  the  president  of  the  senate  shall  discharge 
the  duties  of  said  office  till  a  governor  is  elected  as  herein  provided 
for;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  said  president,  or  of 
his  removal  from  the  State,  or  of  his  refusal  to  serve,  then  the  duties 
of  said  office  shall,  in  like  manner,  and  for  the  same  interval,  devolve 
upon  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  delegates,  and  the  legislature  may 
l^rovide  by  law  for  the  case  of  impeachment  or  inal)ility  of  the 
governor,  and  declare  what  person  shall  perform  the  executive  duties 
during  such  impeachment  or  inabilitv;  and  for  any  vacancy  in  said 
office,  not  herein  provided  for,  provision  may  be  made  by  law,  and  if 
such  vacancv  should  occur  without  such  provision  being  made,  the 
legislature  sKall  be  convened  by  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  purpose 
or  filling  said  vacancv. 

Sec.  9.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  land  and 
naval  forces  of  the  State,  and  may  call  out  the  militia  to  repel  inva- 
sions, suppress  insurrections,  and  enforce  the  execution  of  the  laws; 
but  shall  not  take  the  command  in  person  without  the  consent  of  the 
legislature. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  l)e  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  11.  He  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  all  civil  and  military  officers  of  the  State, 
whose  appointment  or  election  \^  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for, 
imless  a  different  mode  of  appointment  be  prescribea  by  the  law 
creating  the  office. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  in 
any  office  which  the  governor  has  power  to  fill,  he  shall  appoint  some 
suitable  person  to  said  office,  whose  ronunission  shall  continue  in  force 
lill  the  end  of  the  next  s(»ssion  of  the  legislature,  oi*  till  some  otiier 
{)erson  is  appointed  to  the  same  office,  whichever  shall  first  occur,  and 
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void's  of  the  said  city,  and  who  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  juris- 
diction now  exercised  by  Baltimore  City  court,  and  the  said  judge 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  constitution  with  regard  to  the 
election  and  qualifications  of  judges,  term  of  office,  and  removal 
therefrom. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  in  each  county  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  county,  and  the 
person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  and 
returned  duly  elected  clerk  of  said  circuit  court  for  the  said  county, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  time  of  hL< 
election,  and  until  a  new  election  is  held ;  shall  be  reeligible  thereto, 
and  subject  to  removal  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  other  misde- 
meanor in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  There  shall  aLso  be 
a  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  Baltimore  City,  and  a  clerk  of 
the  superior  court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  there  shall  also  be  a  clerk 
of  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  each  of  said  clerks  shall 
be  elected  as  aforesaid  by  the  q^ualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  six  years  from  the  time  of  his  election, 
and  until  a  new  election  is  held,  and  be  reeligible  thereto,  subject,  in 
like  manner,  to  be  removed  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty  or  other  mis- 
demeanor in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  clerk,  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  court  of 
which  he  was  clerk  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  clerk  until  the 
general  election  of  delegates  held  next  thereafter,  when  a  clerk  shall 
l)e  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  15.  The  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  Baltimore 
City  shall  have  authority  to  issue  within  the  said  city  all  marriage 
and  other  licenses  required  by  law,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  the 
legislature  shall  hereafter  prescribe;  and  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  for  said  city  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds,  conveyances, 
and  other  papers  now  remaining  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Balti- 
more County  court,  and  shall  hereafter  receive  and  record  all  deeds, 
conveyances,  and  other  papers  which  are  required  by  law  to  l)e 
recorded  in  said  city.  He  shall  also  have  the  custody  of  all  other 
papers  connected  with  the  proceedings  on  the  law  or  equity  side  of 
Baltimore  County  court,  and  of  the  dockets  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same 
have  relation  to  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and  the  clerks  of 
the  circuit  courts  in  the  several  counties,  shall  respectively  perform 
all  the  duties  and  be  entitled  to  the  fees  which  appertain  to  the 
offices  of  the  clerks  of  court  of  appeals  for  the  eastern  and  westeni 
shores  and  of  the  clerks  of  county  courts,  and  the  clerks  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  the  superior  court,  and  the  criminal  court 
for  Baltimore  City  shall  perform  all  the  duties  app)ertaining  to  their 
respective  offices,  and  heretofore  vested  in  the  clerks  of  Baltimore 
County  court  and  Baltimore  City  court  respectively,  and  be  entitled 
to  all  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law ;  and  all  laws  relating  to  the  clerks 
of  court  of  appeal,  clerks  of  the  several  county  coUrts,  and  Balti- 
more City  court  shall  be  applicable  to  the  clerks  respectively  of  the 
clerk  of  court  of  appeals,  tne  circuit  courts,  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  the  superior  court,  and  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  City, 
until  otherwise  provided  by  law;  and  the  said  clerks,  when  duly 
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official  term  of  the  governor  from  whom  he  receives  his  appointment, 
and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  23.  He  shall  carefully  keep  and  preserve  a  record  of  all  official 
acts  and  proceedings,  (which  may,  at  all  times,  be  inspected  by  a 
committee  of  either  branch  of  the  legislature,)  and  shall  perform 
such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  or  as  may  properly 
\  >elong  to  his  office. 

Article  III 

LEGISLATIVE   DEPARTMENT 

iSEcrnoN  1.  The  legislature  shall  consist  of  two  distinct  branches, 
a  senate  and  a  house  of  delegates,  which  shall  be  styled  "  The  general 
assembly  of  Maryland."' 

Sec.  2.  Every  county  of  the  State,  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect  one  senator,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  counties  and  city  of  Baltimore,  respectively,  and  who 
shall  serve  for  four  years  from  the  day  of  their  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  legislature  at  its  first  session  after  the  returns  of  the 
national  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty  are  published,  and  in 
like  manner  after  each  subsequent  census,  shall  apportion  the  mem- 
bers of  the  house  of  delegates  among  the  several  counties  of  the  State, 
according  to  the  population  of  each,  and  shall  always  allow  to  the 
city  of  Baltimore  four  more  delegates  than  are  allowed  to  the  most 
populous  county,  but  no  county  shall  be  entitled  to  less  than  two 
members,  nor  shall  the  whole  number  of  delegates  ever  exceed  eighty, 
or  be  less  than  sixty-five;  and,  until  the  apportionment  is  made  under 
the  census  of  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty,  Saint  Mary's  County  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  delegates;  Kent,  two;  Anne  Arundel,  three;  Cal- 
vert, two;  Charles,  two;  Baltimore  County,  six;  Talbot,  two;  Somer- 
set, four;  Dorchester,  three;  Cecil,  three;  Prince  George's,  three; 
Queen  Anne's,  two;  Worcester,  three;  Frederick,  six;  Harford,  three; 
Caroline,  two;  Baltimore  Citv,  ten;  Washington,  five;  Montgomery, 
two;  Alleghany,  four;  Carroll,  three,  and  Howard,  two. 

Sec.  4.  The  members  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  Ix^  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  and  city  of  Baltimore  respectively, 
to  serve  for  two  yeai*s  from  the  day  of  their  election. 

Sec.  5.  The  first  election  for  delegates  shall  take  place  on  the  fii'st 
Wednesday  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one;  and  the 
elections  tor  delegates,  and  for  one-half  of  the  senators,  as  nearly  as 
practicable,  shall  oe  held  on  the  same  day  in  every  second  year  there- 
after, but  an  election  for  senators  shall  be  held  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-one  in  Howard  County,  and  all  those  counties 
in  which  senators  were  elected  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
forty-six. 

Sec  6.  Immediately  after  the  senate  shall  have  convened  after  the 
first  election  under  this  constitution,  the  senators  shall  he  divided,  by 
lot,  into  two  classes,  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  may  be ;  the  sena- 
tors of  the  first  class  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  two 
vears,  and  senators  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  Novem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  for  the  term  of  four  yeai's,  to 
supply  their  places;  so  that  after  the  fii-st  election,  one-half  of  the 
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st»natoi-s  may  be  chosen  every  second  year:  Promded^  That  in  no  ca>e 
shall  any  senator  be  placed  m  a  class  which  shall  entitle  him  to  serTi^ 
for  a  longer  term  than  that  for  which  he  was  elected.  In  case  tht* 
number  of  senators  be  hereafter  increased,  such  classification  of  the 
additional  senators  shall  be  made  as  to  preserve  as  nearly  as  may  N" 
an  equal  number  in  each  class. 

Sec.  7.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-two,  on  the  same  day  in  the  ye^r 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-three,  and  on  the  same  day  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-four,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  second 
year  thereafter,  and  at  no  other  time  unless  convened  by  the  procla- 
mation of  the  governor. 

Se(\  8.  The  g;eneral  assembly  may  continue  their  first  two  session^ 
.after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  as  long  as,  in  the  opinion  of  tho 
two  houses,  the  public  interests  may  require  it,  but  all  subsequent 
regular  sessions  of  the  general  assembly  shall  be  closed  on  the  tenth 
day  of  March  next  ensuing  the  time  of  their  commencement,  unle^> 
the  same  shall  be  closed  at  an  earlier  day  by  the  agreement  of  the  two 
houses. 

Sec.  0.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  senator  or  delegate  who,  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who 
has  not  resided  at  least  three  yeai's  next  preceding  the  day  of  his 
election  in  this  State,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  county  or  city 
which  he  may  be  chosen  to  represent,  if  such  county  or  city  sliall  have 
been  so  long  established,  and  if  not,  then  in  the  county  from  which, 
in  whole  or  in  part,  the  same  may  have  been  formed;  nor  shall  any 
person  Ik?  eligible  as  a  senator  unless  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of 
twentv-five  years,  nor  as  a  delegate  unless  he  shall  have  attained  the 
age  oi  twenty-one  years  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

Sec.  10.  No  meml)er  of  Congress,  or  pei*son  holding  any  civil  or 
militaiT  office  under  the  United  States,  sliall  be  eligible  as  a  senator 
or  delegate;  and  if  any  person  shall,  after  his  election  as  a  senator  or 
delegate,  l)e  ele<!ted  to  Congress,  or  be  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or 
military,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  his  acceptano' 
thereof  shall  vacate  his  st^at. 

Se(\  11.  No  minister  or  pivacher  of  the  (lospel,  of  any  denomina- 
tion, and  no  person  holding  any  civil  office  ox  profit  or  trust  under 
this  State,  except  justices  of  the  peace,  shall  l^  eligible  as  senator  or 
delegate. 

Sec.  12.  Each  house  shall  be  judge  of  the  qualifications  and  elec- 
tions of  its  members,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State;  appoint  its  own 
officers,  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  j)roceedings,  punish  a  member 
for  disorderly  or  disrespectful  Ix^havior,  and,  with  the  consent  of  two 
thirds,  exi)el  a  meml)er;  but  no  meml)er  shall  be  expelled  a  second 
time  for  the  same  offence. 

Sec.  13.  A  majority  of  each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for 
the  transaction  of  business,  but  a  smaller  numl)er  may  adjourn  from 
day  to  day,  and  compel  the  attendance  of  absent  members  in  such 
manner  and  under  Such  penalties  as  each  house  mav  prescribe. 

Sec.  14.  The  doors  of  each  house  and  of  committees  of  the  whole 
shall  be  open,  exce])t  when  the  business  is  such  as  ought  to  be  kept 
secret . 

^VA\  IT).  Kaeh  house  shall  keej)  a  journal  of  its  pnK'eedinirs.  ami 
cause  the  same  to  be  published.     The  yeas  and  nays  of  members  on 
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any  question  shall,  at  the  call  of  any  five  of  them,  in  the  house  of  dele- 
gates, or  one  in  the  senate,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  16.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other,  ad- 
journ for  more  than  three  days;  nor  to  any  other  place  than  that  in 
Avhich  the  house  shall  be  sitting,  without  the  concurrent  vote  of  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  17.  The  style  oi  all  laws  of  this  State  shall  be,  ''Be  it  enacted 
hy  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland^^  and  all  laws  shall  be  passed  by 
original  bill,  and  every  law  enacted  by  the  legislature  shall  embrace 
but  one  subject,  and  that  shall  be  described  in  the  title,  and  no  law  or 
section  of  law  shall  be  revived,  amended,  or  repealed  bv  reference  to 
its  title  or  section  only,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature,  at 
the  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  to  appoint 
two  commissioners,  learned  in  the  law,  to  revise  and  codify  the  laws 
of  this  State;  and  the  said  commissioners  shall  report  the  said  code, 
so  formed,  to  the  legislature,  within  a  time  to  be  bv  it  determined,  for 
its  approval,  amendment,  or  rejection;  and,  if  adopted  after  the  re- 
vision and  codification  of  the  said  laws,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
legislature,  in  amending  any  article  or  section  thereof,  to  enact  the 
same  as  the  said  article  or  section  would  read  when  amended.  And 
whenever  the  legislature  shall  enact  any  public  general  law,  not 
amendatory  of  any  section  or  article  in  the  said  code,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  legislature  to  enact  the  same  in  articles  and  sections,  in 
the  same  manner  as  the  said  code  may  be  arranged,  and  to  provide  for 
the  publication  of  all  additions  and  alterations  which  may  be  made  to 
the  said  code ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  appoint 
one  or  more  commissioners  learned  in  the  law,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
to  revise,  simplify,  and  abrid^  the  rules  of  practice,  pleadings,  forms 
of  conveyancing,  and  proceedmgs  of  the  courts  of  record  in  this  State. 

Sec.  18.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  general  as- 
sembly, and  be  altered,  amended,  or  rejected  by  the  other,  out  no  bill 
shall  originate  in  either  house  during  the  last  three  days  of  the  session, 
or  become  a  law,  until  it  be  read  on  three  different  days  of  the  session 
in  each  house,  unless  three-fourths  of  the  members  of  the  house  where 
such  bill  is  pending  shall  so  determine. 

Sec.  19.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  it  be  passed  in  each  house 
by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  elected,  and  on  its 
final  passage  the  ayes  and  noes  be  recorded. 

Sec.  20.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
except  in  accordance  with  an  appropriation  made  by  law,  and  every 
such  law  shall  distinctly  specify  the  sum  appropriated,  and  the  object 
to  which  it  shall  be  applied:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained shall  prevent  the  legislature  from  placing  a  contingent  fimd 
at  the  disposal  of  the  executive,  who  shall  report  to  the  legislature  at 
each  session  the  amount  expended  and  the  purposes  to  which  it  was 
applied.  An  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  public  money  shall  be  attached  to  and  published  with  the  laws 
after  each  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  21.  No  divorce  shall  be  granted  by  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  22.  No  debts  shall  hereafter  be  contracted  by  the  legislature, 
unless  such  debt  shall  be  authorized  bv  a  law  providing  for  the  col- 
lection  of  an  annual  tax  or  taxes  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on  such 
debt  as  it  falls  due,  end  also  to  discharge  the  principal  thereof  within 
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fifteen  years  from  the  time  of  contracting  the  same,  and  the  taxes 
laid  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be  repealed  or  applied  to  any  other  ob- 
ject until  the  said  debt  and  the  interest  thereon  shall  be  fully  dis- 
char^d,  and  the  amount  of  debts  so  contracted  and  remaining 
unpaid  shall  never  exceed  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.  The  credit 
of  the  State  shall  not,  in  any  manner,  be  given  or  loaned  to  or  in  aid 
of  any  individual,  association,  or  corporation,  nor  shall  the  general 
assembly  have  the  power,  in  any  mode,  to  involve  the  State  in  the 
construction  of  works  of  internal  improvement,  or  in  any  enterprise 
which  shall  involve  the  faith  or  credit  of  the  State,  or  make  any 
appropriations  therefor.  And  they  shall  not  use  or  appropriate  the 
proceeds  of  the  internal-improvement  companies,  or  or  the  State  tax 
now  levied,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  levied,  to  pay  off  the  public 
debt,  to  any  other  purpose,  until  the  interest  and  debt  are  fully  paid^ 
or  the  sinking  fund  shall  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  outstanding 
debt;  but  the  legislature  may,  without  laying  a  tax,  borrow  an 
amount,  never  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars,  to  meet  temporary 
deficiencies  in  the  treasury,  and  may  contract  debts  to  any  amount 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  defence  of  the  State. 

Sec.  23.  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  granted  or  allowed  by  the 
general  assembly  to  any  public  oiBcer,  agent,  servant,  or  contractor, 
after  the  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or  the  contract  entered 
into.  Nor  shall  the  salary  or  compensation  of  any  public  officer 
be  increased  or  diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  24.  No  senator  or  delegate,  after  qualifying  as  such,  shall, 
during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  eligible  to  any  office 
which  shall  have  been  created,  or  the  salary  or  profits  of  which  shall 
have  been  increased,  during  such  term,  or  shall,  during  said  term, 
hold  any  office  or  receive  the  salary  or  profits  of  any  office,  under  the 
appointment  of  the  executive  or  legislature. 

Sec.  25.  Each  house  may  punish  by  imprisonment,  during  the 
session  of  the  general  assembly,  any  person  not  a  member,  for  dis- 
respectful or  disorderly  behavior  in  its  presence,  or  for  obstructing 
any  of  its  proceedings  or  any  of  its  officers  in  the  execution  of  their 
duties:  Provided^  Such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time, 
exceed  ten  days. 

Sec.  26.  The  meipbers  of  each  house  shall,  in  all  cases,  except 
treason,  felony,  or  other  criminal  offence,  be  privileged  from  arrest 
during  their  attendance  at  the  session  of  the  general  assemblv,  and  in 
going  to  and  returning  from  the  same,  allowing  one  day  lor  every 
thirty  miles  such  member  may  reside  from  the  place  at  which  the 
general  assembly  is  convened. 

Sec.  27.  No  senator  or  delegate  shall  be  liable,  in  any  civil  action 
or  criminal  prosecution  whatever,  for  words  spoken  in  debate. 

Sec.  28.  The  house  of  delegates  may  inquire,  on  the  oath  of  wit- 
nesses, into  all  complaints,  grievances,  and  offences,  as  the  grand  i 
inquest  of  the  State,  and  may  commit  any  [)erson  for  any  crime  to  | 
the  public  jail,  there  to  remain  until  discharged  bv  due  course  of  law; 
they  may  examine  and  pass  all  accounts  of  the  fetate  relating  either 
in  the  collection  or  expenditure  of  the  revenue,  and  appoint  auditors 
to  state  and  adjust  the  same;  they  may  call  for  all  public  or  official 
papers  and  records,  and  send  for  persons  whom  they  may  judg*' 
necessary  in  the  course  of  their  inquiries  concerning  affairs  relatmg 
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to  the  public  interest,  and  may  direct  all  office  bonds  which  shall  be 
made  payable  to  the  State  to  be  sued  for  any  breach  of  duty. 

Sec.  29.  In  case  of  death,  disqualification,  resignation,  refusal  to 
act,  expulsion,  or  removal  from  the  county  or  city  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  elected,  of  any  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  as  a 
delegate  or  senator,  or  in  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  such 
qualified  persons,  a  warrant  of  election  shall  be  issued  by  the  speaker 
of  the  house  of  delegates  or  president  of  the  senate,  as  the  case  may  be, 
for  the  election  of  another  person  in  his  place,  of  which  election  not 
less  than  ten  days'  notice  snail  be  given,  exclusive  of  the  day  of  the 
publication  of  the  notice  and  of  the  day  of  election ;  and  in  case  of 
such  resignation  or  refusal  to  act  being  communicated  in  writing,  to 
the  governor,  by  the  person  making  it,  or  if  such  death  occur  during 
the  legislative  recess  and  more  than  ten  days  before  its  termination, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  issue  a  warrant  of  election  to 
supply  the  vacancy  thus  created  in  the  same  manner  that  the  said 
speaker  or  president  might  have  done  during  the  session  of  the  legis- 
lature: Provided^  however^  That  unless  a  meeting  of  the  general 
assembly  may  intervene,  the  election  thus  ordered  to  fill  such  vacancy 
shall  be  held  on  the  day  of  the  ensuing  election  for  delegates  and 
senators. 

Sec.  30.  The  senators  and  delegates  shall  receive  a  per  diem  of  four 
dollars,  and  such  mileage  as  mayl)e  allowed  by  law,  and  the  presiding 
oflScer  of  each  house  shall  be  allowed  an  adaition  of  one  dollar  per 
day.  No  book  or  other  printed  matter  not  appertaining  to  the  busi- 
ness of  the  session  shall  be  purchased  or  subscribed  for,  for  the  use 
of  the  members,  or  be  distributed  among  them  at  the  public  expense. 
Sec.  31.  No  law  passed  by  the  general  assembly  shall  take  effect 
until  the  first  day  of  June  next  after  the  session  at  which  it  may  be 
passed,  unless  it  be  otherwise  expressly  declared  therein. 

Sec.  32.  No  law  shall  be  passed  creating  the  office  of  attorney- 
general. 

Sec.  33.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  full  power  to  exclude 
from  the  privilege  of  voting  at  elections,  or  of  holding  any  civil  or 
military  office  in  this  State,  any  person  who  may  thereafter  be  con- 
victed of  perjury,  bribery,  or  other  felony,  unless  such  person  shall 
have  been  pardoned  by  the  executive. 

Sec.  34.  Every  bill,  when  passed  by  the  general  assembly,  and 
sealed  with  the  great  seal,  shall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  who 
bhall  sign  the  same  in  the  presence  or  the  presiding  officers  and  chief 
clerks  of  the  senate  and  nouse  of  delegates.  Every  law  shall  be 
recorded  in  the  office  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and  m  due  time  be 
printed,  published,  and  certified  under  tne  great  seal  to  the  several 
courts  in  the  same  manner  as  has  been  heretofore  usual  in  this  State. 
Sec.  35.  No  person  who  may  hereafter  be  a  collector,  receiver,  or 
holder  of  public  moneys  shall  be  eligible  as  senator  or  delegate,  or  to 
any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under  this  State,  until  he  shall  have  ac- 
counted for  and  paid  into  the  treasury  all  sums  on  the  books  thereof, 
charged  to  and  due  by  him. 

Sec.  36.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  either  in  or  out  of  this  State,  fight  a  duel  with  deadly 
weapons,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  so  to  do,  or  who  shall  act  as 
second,  or  knowingly  aid  or  assist  in  any  manner  those  thus  offend- 
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ing,  shall  ever  thereafter  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  tni-- 
or  profit  under  this  State. 

Sec.  37.  No  lotterv-grant  shall  ever  hereafter  be  authorized  bv  tl.^ 
legislature. 

Sec.  38.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  laws  necessary  to  prott-r- 
the  property  of  the  wife  from  the  debts  of  the  husband  during  her 
life,  and  for  securing  the  same  to  her  issue  after  her  death. 

Sec.  39.  Laws  shall  be  passed  by  the  legislature  to  protect  frcmi 
execution  a  reasonable  amount  of  the  property  of  a  debtor,  not  exce«^l- 
ing  in  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

hEc.  40.  The  le^slature  shall,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adopiioi; 
of  this  constitution,  adopt  some  simple  and  uniform  system  <»f 
charges  in  the  offices  of  clerks  of  courts  and  registers  of  wills  in  ih 
counties  of  this  State  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  for  the  colle*:- 
tion  thereof:  Provided^  The  amount  of  compensation  to  any  of  saitl 
officers  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  a 
year,  over  and  above  office  expenses,  and  compensation  to  assistants: 
And  provided  further^  That  such  compensation  of  clerks,  registei^, 
assistants,  and  office  expenses  shall  always  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  or 
receipts  of  the  offices  respectively. 

Sec  41.  The  house  or  delegates  shall  have  the  feole  power  of  in]- 
peachment  in  all  cases,  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  must  con- 
cur in  an  impeachment;  all  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the  sen- 
ate, and  when  sitting  for  that  purpose  they  shall  be  on  oath  or 
affirmation  to  do  justice  according  to  the  law  and  evidence,  but  n** 
person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds  <»f 
all  the  senators. 

Sec.  42.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature,  so  soon  a^^  the 
public  debt  shall  have  been  fully  paid  off,  to  cause  to  be  transfern^l 
to  the  several  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore  stock  in  the  internal- 
improvement  companies,  equal  to  the  amount  respectively  paid  by 
each  toward  the  erection  and  completion  of  said  works,  at  the  then 
market-value  of  said  stock. 

Sec.  43.  The  legislature  shall  not  pass  any  law  abolishing  the  rela- 
tion of  master  or  slave,  as  it  now  exists  in  this  State. 

Sec  44.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt. 

Sec  45.  The  legislature  hereafter  shall  grant  no  charter  for  bank- 
ing purposes  or  renew  any  banking  corporation  now  in  existence, 
except  upon  the  condition  that  the  stockholders  and  directors  shall 
be  liable  to  the  amount  of  their  respective  share  or  shares  of  stock  in 
such  banking  institution  for  all  its  aebts  and  liabilities  upon  note,  bill, 
or  otherwise ;  and  upon  the  further  condition  that  no  director  or  other 
officer  of  said  corporation  shall  borrow  any  money  from  said  corp<> 
ration;  and  if  any  director  or  other  officer  shall  be  convicted  upon 
indictment  of  directly  or  indirectly  violating  this  article,  he  shall  Ix* 
punished  by  fine  or  imprisonment  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  All 
banks  shall  be  open  to  inspection  of  their  books,  papers,  and  accounts, 
under  such  regulations  as  mav  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec  46.  The  legislature  shall  enact  no  law  authorizing  private 
property  to  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation,  a.^ 
agreed  upon  between  the  parties  or  awarded  by  a  jury,  being  first 
paid  or  tendered  to  the  party  entitled  to  such  compensation. 

Sec  47.  Corporations  maV  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall 
not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes,  and  in 
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caftes  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  legislature,  the  object  of  the  cor- 
poration cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws.  All  laws  and  special 
acts^  pursuant  to  this  section,  may  be  altered  from  time  to  time,  or 
repealed:  Provided^  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to 
alter,  change,  or  amend  in  any  manner  the  article  in  relation  to  banks. 

Sec.  48.  The  legislature  shall  make  provision  for  all  cases  of  con- 
tested elections  ot  any  of  the  officers  not  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  49.  That  the  rate  of  interest  in  this  State  shall  not  exceed  C 
per  cent,  per  annum,  and  no  higher  rate  shall  be  taken  or  demanded, 
and  the  legislature  shall  provide,  by  law,  all  necessary  forfeitures  and 
penalties  against  usury. 

Article  IV 

JUDICIARY   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vCvSted  in  a 
<!ourt  of  appeals,  in  circuit  courts,  in  such  courts  for  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore as  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed,  and  in  justices  of  the  peace. 

Sec.  2.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  have  appellate  jurisdiction  only, 
which  shall  be  coextensive  with  the  limits  of  the  State.  It  shall 
consist  of  a  chief  justice  and  three  associate  justices,  any  three  of 
whom  shall  form  a  quorum,  whose  judgment  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive in  all  cases  of  appeals;  and  who  shall  have  the  jurisdiction 
which  the  present  court  of  appeals  of  this  State  now  has,  and  such 
other  appellate  jurisdiction  as  nereafter  may  be  provided  for  by  law. 
And  in  every  case  decided,  an  opinion,  in  writing,  shall  be  filed,  and 
provision  shall  be  made  by  law  tor  publishing  reports  of  cases  argued 
and  determined  in  the  said  court.  The  governor,  for  the  time  being, 
bv  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  designate  the 
cfiief  justice,  and  the  court  of  appeals  shall  hold  its  sessions  at  the  city 
of  Annapolis,  on  the  first  Monday  of  June  and  the  first  Monday  of 
December,  in  each  and  every  year. 

Sec.  3.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  six  years,  and  may  be  reappointed  at  the  end 
thereof;  he  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  said  court  for  incom- 
petency, neglect  of  duty,  misdemeanor  in  office,  and  for  such  other 
causes  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  four  judicial  districts :  Alle- 
ghany, Washington,  Frederick,  Carroll,  Baltimore,  and  Harford  Coun- 
ties shall  compose  the  first ;  Montgomery,  Howard,  Anne  Arundel,  Cal- 
vert, Saint  Mary's,  Charles,  and  Prince  George  s  the  second ;  Baltimore 
City  the  third;  and  Cecil,  Kent,  Queen  Anne's,  Talbot,  Caroline, 
Dorchester,  Somerset,  and  Worcester  shall  compose  the  fourth  dis- 
trict. And  one  person  from  among  those  learned  in  the  law,  having 
^)een  admitted  to  practise  in  this  State,  and  who  shall  have  been  a  citi- 
zen of  this  State  at  least  five  years,  and  above  the  age  of  thirty  years 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  a  resident  of  the  judicial  district,  shall 
lie  elected  from  each  of  said  districts  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters 
therein,  as  a  judge  of  the  said  court  of  appeals,  who  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  ten  years  from  the  time  of  his  election,  or  until 
he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years,  whichever  may  first 
happen,  and  be  reeligible  thereto  until  he  shall  have  attained  the  age 
of  seventy  years,  and  not  after,  subject  to  removal  for  incompetency. 
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wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  inisl)ehavior  in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  coiiii 
of  law,  or  by  the  governor  upon  the  address  of  the  general  astsenibl}. 
two-thirds  of  the  nienil)ei>i  of  each  house  concurring  in  such  addrp--: 
and  the  salary  of  each  of  the  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  U 
two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  annually,  and  shall  not  be  increa^t-'. 
or  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office;  and  no  fees  or  per 
quisites  of  any  kind  shall  be  allowed  by  law  to  any  of  the  said  judg*^-. 

Sec.  5.  No  judge  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  sit  in  any  ca>*^ 
wherein  he  may  be  interested,  or  where  either  of  the  parties  ma\'  ^K• 
connected  with  him  by  affinity  or  consanguinity  wnthm  such  degrer> 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  or  when  he  shall  have  been  of  couns*^! 
in  said  case;  when  the  court  of  appeals,  or  any  of  its  members,  shall 
be  thus  disqualified  to  hear  and  determine  any  case  or  cases  in  said 
court,  so  that  by  reason  thereof  no  judgment  can  be  rendered  in  sai*! 
court,  the  same  shall  be  certified  to  the  governor  of  the  State,  whu 
shall  immediately  commission  the  requisite  number  of  persons  learneii 
in  the  law  for  the  trial  and  determination  of  said  case  or  cases. 

Sec.  6.  All  Judges  of  the  court  of  appeals,  of  the  circuit  courts,  ami 
of  the  courts  lor  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall,  by  virtue  of  their  office.-, 
be  conservators  of  the  i)eace  throughout  the  State. 

Sec.  7.  All  public  commissions  and  grants  shall  run  thus :  "  Th*^ 
State  of  Maryland,"  &c.,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  governor,  with 
the  seal  of  the  State  annexed ;  all  writs  and  process  shall  run  in  th<» 
same  style,  and  be  tested,  sealed,  and  signed  as  usual;  and  all  indict- 
ments shall  conclude,  "  against  the  peace,  government,  and  di^nitv 
of  the  State." 

Sec.  8.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  eight  judicial  circuits,  in 
manner  and  form  following,  to  wit:  Saint  Mary's,  Charles,  and 
Prince  George's  Counties  shall  be  the  first ;  Anne  Arundel,  Howard, 
Calvert,  ana  Montgomerv  Counties  shall  be  the  second ;  Frederick 
and  Carroll  Counties  shall  be  the  third ;  Washington  and  Alleghany 
Counties  shall  be  the  fourth:  Baltimore  City  shall  be  the  fifth;  Bal- 
timore, Harford,  and  Cecil  Coimties  shall  be  the  sixth;  Kent,  Que<Mi 
Anne's,  Talbot,  and  Caroline  Counties  shall  l)e  the  seventh;  and  Dor- 
chester, Somerset,  and  Worcester  Counties  shall  be  the  eighth ;  and 
there  shall  l)e  elected,  as  hereinafter  directed,  for  each  of  the  siiid 
judicial  circuits,  except  the  fifth,  one  person  from  among  Xho^ 
learned  in  the  law,  having  been  admitted  to  practise  in  this  State. 
and  who  shall  have  l)een  a  citizen  of  this  State  at  least  five  years, 
and  above  the  age  of  thirty  years  at  the  time  of  his  election,  and  a 
resident  of  the  judicial  circuit,  to  be  judge  thereof;  the  said  judges 
shall  be  styled  circuit  judges,  and  shall  respectively  hold  a  term  of 
their  courts  at  least  twic^e  in  each  year,  or  oftener  if  required  by  la^v, 
in  each  county  composing  their  resj)ective  circuits;  and  the  saiil 
courts  shall  lie  called  circuit  courts  for  the  countv  in  which  thev  niav 
be  held,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  in  the  several  counties  of  this 
State  all  the  power,  authority,  and  jurisdiction  which  the  county 
courts  of  this  State  now  have  and  exercise,  or  which  may  hereafter 
be  prescribed  by  law,  and  the  said  judges  in  their  respective  circuit^ 
shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  power,  authority,  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  present  court  of  chancery  of  Maryland:  Prorided^  nevertheless. 
That  Baltimore  County  court  may  hold  its  sittings  within  the  limits 
of  the  city  of  Baltimore  until  provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  the 
location  of  a  county-seat  within  the  limits  of  the  said  county  proper. 
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itnd  the  erection  of  a  court-house  and  all  other  appropriate  buildings 
for  the  convenient  administration  of  justice  in  said  court. 

Sec.  9.  The  judges  of  the  several  judicial  circuits  shall  be  citizens 
of  the  United  States,  and  shall  have  resided  five  years  in  this  State, 
find  two  years  in  the  judicial  circuit  for  which  they  may  be  respec- 
tively elected,  next  before  the  time  of  their  election,  and  shall  reside 
therein  while  they  continue  to  act  as  judges;  they  shall  be  taken  from 
among  those  who,  having  the  other  qualifications  herein  prescribed, 
a  re  most  distinguished  for  integrity,  wisdom,  and  sound  le^al  knowl- 
edge, and  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  circuits, 
and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  ten  years,  removable  for 
misbehavior,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law,  or  by  the  governor, 
upon  the  address  of  the  general  assembly,  provided  that  two-thirds 
of  the  members  of  each  house  shall  concur  m  such  address;  and  the 
said  judges  shall  each  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars  a  year, 
and  the  same  shall  not  be  increased  or  diminished  during  the  time  of 
their  continuance  in  office;  and  no  judge  of  any  court  m  this  State 
^hall  receive  any  perquisite,  fee,  commission,  or  reward,  in  addition 
thereto,  for  the  performance  of  any  judicial  dutv. 

Sec.  10.  There  shall  be  established  for  the  city  of  Baltimore  one 
court  of  law,  to  be  styled  "  the  court  of  common  pleas,"  which  shall 
have  civil  jurisdiction  in  all  suits  where  the  debt  or  damage  claimed 
shall  be  over  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  not  exceed  five  hundred 
dollars;  and  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  appeal  from 
the  judgment  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  said  city,  and  shall  have 
jurisdiction  in  all  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  insolvent  laws  of 
this  State,  and  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  trustees  thereof. 

Sec.  11.  There  shall  also  be  established  for  the  city  of  Baltimore 
another  court  of  law,  to  be  styled  the  superior  court  of  Baltimore 
City,  which  shall  have  jurisdiction  over  all  suits  where  the  debt  or 
damage  claimed  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars ;  and 
in  case  any  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  shall  recover  less  than  the  sum  or 
value  of  five  nundred  dollars,  he  or  they  shall  be  allowed  or  adjudged 
to  pay  costs  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  The  said  court  shall  also 
have  jurisdiction  as  a  court  of  e(|uity  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city, 
and  in  all  other  civil  cases  which  have  not  been  heretofore  assigned 
to  the  court  of  common  pleas. 

Sec.  12.  Each  of  the  said  two  courts  shall  consist  of  one  judge,  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of  the  said  city,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  oi  ten  years,  subject  to  the  provision.^ 
of  this  constitution  with  regard  to  the  election  and  qualincation  of 
judges  and  their  removal  from  office,  and  the  salary  of  each  of  the 
said  judges  shall  be  twenty-five  hundred  dollars  a  year ;  and  the  legis- 
lature shall,  whenever  it  may  think  the  same  proper  and  expedient, 
provide,  by  law,  another  court  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  consist 
of  one  judge,  to  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  city, 
who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  constitutional  provisions,  hold  his 
office  for  the  same  term  of  years,  and  receive  the  same  comjmnsatiou 
as  the  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said  city,  and  the 
said  court  shall  have  such  jurisdiction  and  powers  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  13.  There  shall  also  be  a  criminal  court  for  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, to  be  styled  "  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore,"  which  shall  con- 
sist of  one  judge,  who  shall  also  be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified 
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voters  of  the  said  city,  and  who  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  juris- 
diction now  exercised  by  Baltimore  City  court,  and  the  said  judge 
shall  receive  a  salary  or  two  thousand  dollars  a  year,  and  shall  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  constitution  with  regard  to  the 
election  and  qualifications  of  judges,  term  of  office,  and  removal 
therefrom. 

Sec.  14.  There  shall  be  in  each  county  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court, 
who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  each  county,  and  the 
person  receiving  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  and 
returned  duly  elected  clerk  of  said  circuit  court  for  the  said  county, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  time  of  his 
election,  and  until  a  new  election  is  held ;  shall  be  reeligible  thereto, 
and  subject  to  removal  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  other  misde- 
meanor m  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  There  shall  also  be 
a  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  in  Baltimore  City,  and  a  clerk  of 
the  superior  court  of  Baltimore  Citv,  and  there  shall  also  be  a  clerk 
of  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  Oity,  and  each  of  said  clerks  shall 
be  elected  as  aforesaid  by  the  (j^ualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
and  shall  hold  his  office  for  six  years  from  the  time  of  his  election, 
and  until  a  new  election  is  held,  and  be  reeligible  thereto,  subject,  in 
like  manner,  to  be  removed  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty  or  other  mis- 
demeanor in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  clerk,  the  judge  or  judges  of  the  court  of 
which  he  was  clerk  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a  clerk  until  the 
general  election  of  delegates  held  next  thereafter,  when  a  clerk  shall 
l)e  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  15.  The  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  Baltimore 
City  shall  have  authority  to  issue  within  the  said  city  all  marriage 
ana  other  licenses  required  by  law,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  the 
legislature  shall  hereafter  prescribe;  and  the  clerk  of  the  superior 
court  for  said  city  shall  have  the  custody  of  all  deeds,  conveyances, 
and  other  papers  now  remaining  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  Balti- 
more County  court,  and  shall  hereafter  receive  and  record  all  deed?, 
conveyances,  and  other  papers  which  are  required  by  law  to  l)i> 
recorded  in  said  city.  He  shall  also  have  the  custody  of  all  other 
papers  connected  with  the  proceedings  on  the  law  or  equity  side  of 
baltimore  County  court,  and  of  the  dockets  thereof,  so  far  as  the  same 
have  relation  to  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and  the  clerks  of 
the  circuit  courts  in  the  several  counties,  shall  respectively  perform 
all  the  duties  and  be  entitled  to  the  fees  which  appertain  to  the 
offices  of  the  clerks  of  court  of  appeals  for  the  eastern  and  western 
shores  and  of  the  clerks  of  county  courts,  and  the  clerks  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas,  the  superior  court,  and  the  criminal  court 
for  Baltimore  City  shall  perform  all  the  duties  appertaining  to  their 
respective  offices,  and  heretofore  vested  in  the  clerks  of  Baltimore 
County  court  and  Baltimore  City  court  respectively,  and  be  entitled 
to  all  the  fees  now  allowed  by  law ;  and  all  laws  relating  to  the  clerks 
of  court  of  appeal,  clerks  of  the  several  county  coUrts,  and  Balti- 
more City  court  shall  be  applicable  to  the  clerks  respectively  of  the 
clerk  of  court  of  appeals,  the  circuit  courts,  the  court  of  common 
pleas,  the  superior  court,  and  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  City, 
until  otherwise  provided  by  law;  and  the  said  clerks,  when  duly 
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elected  and  qualified  according  to  law,  shall  have  the  charge  and 
custody  of  the  records  and  other  papers  belonging  to  their  respective 
offices. 

Sec.  17.  The  qualified  voters  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  of  the 
several  counties  of  the  State,  shall,  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  Novem- 
Ijer,  eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  on  the  same  day  of  the  same 
month  in  every  fourth  year  forever  thereafter,  elect  three  men  to  be 
judges  of  the  orphans'  court  of  said  city  and  counties  respectively, 
who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State  of  Maryland  and  citizens  of  the  city 
or  county  for  which  they  may  be  severally  elected  at  the  time  of 
their  election.  They  shall  have  all  the  powers  now  vested  in  the 
orphans'  courts  of  this  State,  subject  to  such  changes  therein  as  the 
legislature  may  prescribe,  and  each  of  said  judges  shall  be  paid  at  a 
per  diem  rate  for  the  time  they  are  in  session,  to  be  fixed  by  the 
legislature  and  paid  by  the  said  counties  and  city  respectively. 

Sec.  18.  There  shall  be  a  register  of  wills  in  each  county  of  the 
State  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  elected  by  the  legal  and 
qualified  voters  of  said  counties  and  city  respectively,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  six  years  from  the  time  oi  his  election,  and  until  a  new 
election  shall  take  place,  and  be  reeligible  thereto,  subject  to  be 
removed  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty  or  misdemeanor  in  office,  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  clerks  of  the  county  courts  are  removable. 
In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  register  of  wills,  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  judges  of  the  orphans'  court  until  the 
general  election  next  thereafter  for  delegates  to  the  general  assembly, 
when  a  register  shall  be  elected  to  fill  such  vacancy. 

Sec.  19.  The  legislature  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution  shall  fix  the  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  con- 
stables for  each  ward  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  for  each  election 
district  in  the  several  counties,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  le^l  and 

Qualified  voters  thereof  respectively,  at  the  next  general  election  for 
elegates  thereafter,  and  shall  hola  their  offices  for  two  years  from 
the  time  of  their  election,  and  until  their  successors  in  office  are 
elected  and  qualified;  and  the  legislature  may,  from  time  to  time, 
increase  or  diminish  the  number  of  justices  of  the  peace  and  con- 
stables to  be  elected  in  the  several  wards  and  election  districts  as 
the  wants  and  interests  of  the  people  may  require.  They  shall  be, 
by  virtue  of  their  offices,  conservators  of  the  peace  in  the  said  coun- 
ties and  city  respectively,  and  shall  have  such  duties  and  compensa- 
tion as  now  exist  or  may  be  provided  for  by  law.  In  the  event  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the  peace,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  a  person  to  serve  as  justice  of  the  peace,  until  the  next 
regular  election  of  said  officers,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office 
of  constable,  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  a 
vacancy  may  occur,  or  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  serve  as  constable  until 
the  next  regular  election  thereafter  for  said  officers.  An  appeal 
shall  lie  in  all  civil  cases  from  the  judgment  of  a  justice  of  the  peace 
to  the  circuit  court,  or  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  Baltimore 
City,  as  the  case  may  be,  and  on  all  such  appeals,  either  party  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  trial  by  jury,  according  to  the  laws  now  existing,  or 
which  may  be  hereafter  enacted.  And  the  mayor  and  city  council  may 
provide,  by  ordinance,  from  time  to  time,  for  the  creation  and  gov- 
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eruinent  of  such  temporary  additional  ]K)licy  as  they  may  deem  necer^- 
sary  to  preserve  the  pubhc  peace. 

Sec.  20.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county  and  in  the  cit^'  of 
Baltimore,  every  second  j'ear,  two  persons  for  the  office  of  sherin  for 
each  county,  and  two  for  the  said  city,  the  one  of  whom  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said  county  or 
city,  or  if  both  have  an  equal  number,  either  of  them,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  governor,  to  be  commissioned  by  the  governor  for  the  said  office, 
and,  having  served  for  two  years,  such  person  shall  be  ineligible  for 
the  two  years  next  succeeding;  bond  with  security,  to  be  taken  every 
year,  and  no  sheriff  shall  be  qualified  to  act  before  the  same  be  given. 
In  case  of  death,  refusal,  ciisqualification,  or  removal  out  of  the 
county,  before  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  the  other  person 
chosen  as  aforesaid  shall  be  commissioned  by  the  governor  to  execute 
the  said  office  for  the  residue  of  the  said  two  j^eai-s,  and  said  person 
giving  bond  with  security  as  aforesaid.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  the  office  of  sheriff  but  a  resident  of  such  county  or  city  respectively, 
who  shall  have  been  a  citizen  of  this  State  at  least  five  years  preceding 
his  election,  and  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years.  The  two  can- 
didates, properly  qualified,  having  the  highest  number  of  legal  bal- 
lots, shall  be  declared  duly  elected  for  the  office  of  sheriff  for  such 
county  or  city,  and  returned  to  the  governor,  with  a  certificate  of 
the  number  of  ballots  for  each  of  them. 

Sec.  21.  Coroners,  elisors,  and  notaries  public  shall  be  appointed 
for  each  county  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  manner  now  pre- 
scril)ed  by  law,  or  in  such  other  manner  as  the  general  assembly  may 
hereafter  direct. 

Sec.  22.  No  judge  shall  sit  in  any  case  wherein  he  may  be  inter- 
ested, or  where  either  of  the  parties  may  be  connected  wuth  him  by 
affinity  or  consanguinity,  within  such  degrees  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  law,  or  where  he  shall  have  been  of  council  in  the  case ;  and  when- 
ever any  of  the  judges  of  the  circuit  courts,  or  of  the  courts  for 
Baltimore  City,  shall  be  thus  disqualified,  or  whenever,  by  reason  of 
sickness,  or  any  other  cause,  the  said  judges,  or  any  of  them,  may  be 
unable  to  sit  in  any  cause,  the  parties  may,  by  consent,  appoint  a 
proper  person  to  try  the  said  cause,  or  the  judges,  or  any  of  them, 
shall  do  so  when  directed  by  law. 

Sec.  23.  The  present  chancellor  and  the  register  in  chancery,  and, 
in  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  their  respective  offices,  their  successors 
in  office  respectively,  who  are  to  he  appointed  as  at  present,  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  senate,  shall  continue  in  office,  with  the  powers  and  com- 
pensation as  at  present  established,  until  the  expiration  of  two  jears 
after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  by  the  people,  and  until  the 
end  of  the  session  of  the  legislature  next  thereafter,  after  which  the 
said  offices  of  chancellor  and  register  shall  be  abolished.  The  legis- 
lature shall,  in  the  mean  time,  provide  by  law  for  the  recording,  safe- 
keeping, or  other  disposition  of  the  records,  decrees,  and  other  pro- 
ceeaings  of  the  court  of  chancery,  and  for  the  copying  and  attesta- 
tion thereof,  and  for  the  custody  and  use  of  the  great  seal  of  the  State, 
w^hen  required,  after  the  expiration  of  the  said  two  years,  and  for 
transmitting  to  the  said  counties,  and  to  the  city  of  Baltimore,  all 
the  cases  and  proceedings  in  said  court  then  undisposed  of  and  unfin- 
ished, in  such  manner  and  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  and  proper :  Provided^  That  no  new  business  shall  originate 
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in  the  said  court,  nor  shall  any  cause  be  removed  to  the  same  from 
any  other  court,  from  and  after  the  ratification  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  24.  The  first  election  of  judges,  clerks,  registers  of  wills,  and 
all  other  officei's,  whose  election  by  the  people  is  provided  for  in  this 
article  of  the  constitution,  except  justices  of  the  peace  and  consta- 
bles, shall  take  place  throughout  the  State  on  the  first  Wednesday 
of  November  next  after  the  ratification  of  this  constitution  by  the 
people. 

Sec.  25.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  dis- 
qualification of  a  judge  of  any  of  the  courts  of  law,  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  thereupon 
appoint  a  person,  duly  qualified,  to  fill  said  office  until  the  next  gen- 
eral election  for  delegates  thereafter;  at  which  time  an  election 
shall  be  held,  as  hereinbefore  prescribed,  for  a  jud^,  who  shall  hold 
the  said  office  for  ten  years,  according  to  the  provisions  of  this  con- 
stitution. 

Sec.  26.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  dis- 
qualification of  the  judge  of  an  orphans'  court,  the  vacancy  shall  be 
filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  senate. 

Sec.  27.  Whenever  lands  lie  partly  in  one  county  and  partly  in 
another,  or  partly  in  a  county  and  partly  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  or 
whenever  persons  proper  to  be  made  defendants  to  proceedings  in 
chancery  reside  some  m  one  county  and  some  in  another,  that  court 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  which  proceedings  shall  have  been  first 
commenced,  subject  to  such  rules,  regulations,  and  alterations  as  may 
l>e  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  28.  In  all  suits  or  actions  at  law,  issues  from  the  orphans' 
court,  or  from  any  court  sitting  in  equity,  in  petitions  for  freedom, 
and  in  all  presentments  and  indictments  now  pending,  or  which  may 
be  pending  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  by  the 

{)eople,  or  which  may  be  hereafter  instituted  in  any  of  the  courts  of 
aw  or  this  State,  having  jurisdiction  thereof,  the  judge  or  judges 
thereof,  upon  suggestion  in  writing,  if  made  by  the  State's  attorney, 
of  the  prosecutor  for  the  State,  or  upon  suggestion  in  writing, 
supported  by  affidavit,  made  by  any  of  the  parties  thereto,  or  other 
proper  evidence,  that  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  cannot  be  had  in  the 
court  where  such  suit  or  action  at  law,  issues  or  petitions,  or  present- 
ment and  indictment  is  depending,  shall  order  and  direct  the  record 
of  proceedings  in  such  suit  or  action,  issues  or  petitions,  presentment 
or  indictment,  to  be  transmitted  to  the  court  of  any  adjoining  county; 
Provided^  That  the  removal  in  all  civil  causes  be  confined  to  an  ad- 
joining county  within  the  judicial  circuit,  except  as  to  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  where  the  removal  may  be  to  an  adjoining  county  for  trial, 
which  court  shall  hear  and  determine  the  same  in  Tike  manner  as  if 
such  suit  or  action,  issues  or  petitions,  presentment  or  indictment,  had 
been  originally  instituted  therein:  Arid  provided  aUo^  That  such 
suggestion  shall  be  made  as  aforesaid  before  or  during  the  term  in 
which  the  issue  or  issues  may  be  joined  in  said  suit  or  action,  issues 
or  petition,  presentment  or  indictment,  and  that  such  further  remedy 
in  the  premises  may  be  provided  by  law  as  the  legislature  shall  from 
time  to  time  direct  and  enact. 

Sec.  29.  All  elections  of  judges,  and  other  officers  provided  for  by 
this  constitution,  shall  be  certified,  and  the  returns  made  by  the  clerks 
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of  the  i-espective  counties  to  the  governor,  who  shall  issue  commissions 
to  the  different  persons  for  the  offices  to  which  they  shall  have  been 
respectively  elected;  and  in  all  such  elections  the  person  having  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected. 

Sec.  30.  If  in  any  case  of  election  for  judges,  clerks  of  the  courts 
of  law,  and  registers  of  wills  the  opposing  candidates  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  it  shall  be  tne  duty  of  the  governor  to  order 
a  new  election;  and  in  case  of  any  contested  election,  the  governor 
shall  send  the  returns  to  the  house  of  delegates,  who  shall  judge  of 
the  election  and  qualification  of  the  candidates  at  such  election. 

Sec.  31.  Every  person  of  good  moral  character,  being  a  voter,  shall 
be  admitted  to  practise  law  in  all  the  courts  of  law  in  this  Stat«  in 
his  own  case. 

Article  V 

THE   state's   attorneys 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  an  attorney  for  the  State  in  each  county 
and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  stylea  "  the  State's  attorney,"  who 
,^hall  be  elected  by  the  voters  thereof,  respectively,  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  November  next,  and  on  the  same  day  every  fourth  year 
thereafter,  and  hold  his  office  for  four  years  from  the  fii'st  Monday 
of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  shall  \>o 
elected  and  Qualified,  and  shall  be  reeligible  thereto,  and  be  subject 
to  removal  therefrom  for  incompetency,  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or 
misdemeanor  in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  for  the  State's  attorney  shall  be  certified  to, 
and  returns  made  thereof,  by  the  clerks  of  the  said  counties  and  city 
to  the  judges  thereof  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  respectively,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  decide  upon  the  elections  and  qualifications  of  the 
persons  returned,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  persons  to 
designate  which  of  said  persons  shall  qualify  as  State's  attorney,  and 
to  administer  the  oaths  of  office  to  the  persons  elected. 

Sec.  3.  The  State's  attorney  shall  perform  such  duties  and  receive 
such  fees  and  commissions  as  are  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
attorney-general  and  his  deputies,  and  such  other  duties,  fees,  and 
commissions  as  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law,  and  if  any  State's 
attorney  shall  receive  any  other  fee  or  reward  than  such  as  is,  or  may 
l)e  allowed  by  law,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  removed  from 
office. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  State's  attorney 
who  has  not  Ix^n  admitted  to  practise  the  law  in  this  State,  and  who 
has  not  resided  for  at  least  one  vear  in  the  county  or  citv  in  which 
lie  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  tlie  office  of  State's  attorney,  or  of 
his  removal  from  the  county  or  city  in  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  or  on  his  conviction  as  hereinbefore  specified,  the  said  vacanc}' 
shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  of  the  county  or  city,  respectively,  having 
criminal  jurisdiction,  in  Avhich  said  vacancy  shall  occur,  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  his  successor,  at  which  election  said 
vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  voters  of  the  said  county  or  city  for  the 
residue  of  the  term  thus  made  vacant. 
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Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals  and 
the  commissioner  of  the  land-office,  respectively,  whenever  a  case 
shall  be  brought  into  said  court  or  office  in  which  the  State  is  a  party, 
or  has  an  interest,  immediately  to  notify  the  governor  thereof. 

Article  VI 

TREASURY   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  treasury  department,  consisting  of  a 
comptroller,  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  at  each 
election  of  members  of  the  house  of  delegates,  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars ;  and  of  a  treas- 
urer, to  be  appointed  bv  the  two  houses  of  the  legislature,  at  each 
session  thereof,  on  joint  ballot,  who  shall  also  receive  an  annual  salar\' 
of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  and  neither  of  the  said  officers 
shall  be  allowed  or  receive  anv  fees,  commissions,  or  perquisites  of 
any  kind,  in  addition  to  his  salary,  for  the  performance  of  any  duty 
or  service  whatever.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  either  of  the  offices,  by 
death  or  otherwise,  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  ^nd  consent 
of  the  senate,  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  to  continue  until 
another  election  by  the  people  or  a  choice  by  the  legislature,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  the  qualification  of  the  successor.  The  comptroller 
and  the  treasurer  shall  keep  their  offices  at  the  seat  of  government, 
and  shall  take  such  oath  and  enter  into  such  bonds  for  the  faithful 
discharge  of  their  duties  as  the  legislature  shall  prescribe. 

Sec.  2.  The  comptroller  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  fiscal  affairs  or  the  State ;  he  shall  digest  and  prepare  plans  for 
the  improvement  and  management  of  the  revenue  and  tor  the  support 
of  the  public  credit;  prepare  and  report  estimates  of  the  revenue  and 
expenditure  of  the  State ;  superintend  and  enforce  the  collection  of  all 
taxes  and  revenue;  adjust,  settle,  and  preserve  all  public  accounts; 
decide  on  the  forms  or  keeping  and  stating  accounts;  grant,  under 
regulations  prescribed  by  law,  all  warrants  for  moneys  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  treasury,  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  by  law ;  prescribe 
the  formalities  of  the  transfer  of  stock  or  other  evidences  of  the  State 
debt;  and  countersign  the  same,  without  which  such  evidences  shall 
not  be  valid ;  he  shall  make  full  reports  of  all  his  proceedings,  and  of 
the  state  of  the  treasury  department,  within  ten  aays  after  the  com- 
mencement of  each  session  of  the  legislature,  and  perform  such  other 
duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  the  moneys  of  the 
State,  and  disburse  the  same  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  comptroller, 
and  not  otherwise ;  he  shall  take  receipts  for  all  moneys  paid  by  him, 
and  all  receipts  for  moneys  received  dv  him  shall  be  indorsed  upon 
warrants  signed  by  the  comptroller,  without  which  warrant,  so  signed, 
no  acknowledgment  of  money  received  into  the  treasury  shall  be 
valid;  and  upon  warrants  issued  by  the  comptroller  he  shall  make 
arrangements  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  public  debt,  and 
for  the  purchase  thereof,  on  account  of  the  sinking-fund.  Every 
bond,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  the  debt  of  Uie  State,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller,  and 
no  new  certificate  or  other  evidence  intended  to  replace  another  shall 
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be  issued  until  the  old  one  shall  be  delivered  to  the  treasurer,  and 
authority  executed  in  due  form  for  the  transfer  of  the  same  shall  hti 
filed  in  his  office,  and  the  transfer  accordingly  made  on  the  book< 
thereof,  and  the  certificate  or  other  evidence  cancelled ;  but  the  legis- 
lature may  lyake  provision  for  the  loss  of  certificates  or  other  evidence 
of  tlie  debt. 

Sec.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  render  his  accounts  Quarterly  to  the 
comptroller;  and  on  the  third  day  of  each  session  of  the  legislaturt» 
he  shall  submit  to  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  fair  and  accurate 
copies  of  all  accounts  by  him  from  time  to  time  rendered  and  settle<l 
with  the  comptroller.  lie  shall  at  all  times  submit  to  the  comptroller 
the  inspection  of  the  moneys  in  his  hands,  and  perform  aU  other 
duties  tnat  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Article  VII 

SUNDRY   OFFICERS 

Section  1.  At  the  first  general  election  of  delegates  to  the  general 
assembly,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  four  continissi oners 
shall  be  elected  as  hereinafter  provided,  who  shall  be  styled  •'  com- 
sioners  of  public  works,"  and  who  shall  exercise  a  diligent  and  faith- 
ful sui^ervision  of  all  public  works,  in  which  the  State  may  be  inter- 
ested as  stockholder  or  creditor,  and  shall  represent  the  State  in  all 
meetings  of  the  st(wkholders,  and  shall  appoint  the  directors  in  ever}^ 
railroad  or  canal  company  in  which  the  State  has  the  constitutional 
power  to  appoint  directors.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  commis- 
sioners of  public  works  to  review,  from  time  to  time,  the  rate  of  tolls 
adopted  by  any  company;  use  all  legal  powers  which  they  may  pos- 
sess to  obtain  the  establishment  of  rates  of  toll,  which  may  prevent 
an  injurious  competition  with  each  other,  to  the  detriment  of  the 
interests  of  the  State;  and  so  to  adjust  them  as  to  promote  the  agri- 
culture of  the  State.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  said  commis- 
sioners of  public  works  to  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings;  and 
at  each  regular  session  of  the  legislature  to  make  to  it  a  report,  and 
to  Recommend  such  legislation  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  and  requi- 
site to  promote  or  protect  the  interest  of  the  State  in  the  public 
works;  and  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 
Thcv  shall  each  receive  such  salary  as  may  be  allowed  by  law,  which 
shall  not  he  increased  or  diminished  during  their  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  election  of  the  commissioners  of  public  works,  the 
State  shall  be  divided  into  four  districts.  The  counties  of  Alleghany, 
Washington,  Frederick,  Carroll,  Baltimore,  and  Harford  shall  con- 
stitute tne  first  district ;  the  counties  of  Montgomery,  Howard,  Anne 
Arundel,  Calvert,  Saint  Mary's,  Charles,  and  Prince  George's  shall 
constitute  the  stvond  district;  Baltimore  Citv  shall  constitute  the 
third  district;  the  counties  of  Cecil,  Kent,  Queen  Anne's,  Talbot, 
Caroline,  Dorchester,  Somerset,  and  Worcester  shall  constitute  the 
fourth  district.  One  commissioner  shall  be  elected  in  each  district, 
who  shall  have  been  a  resident  thereof  at  least  five  years  next  pre- 
ceding his  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  Ix*  elected  bv  the  qualified 
voters  of  their  districts  respectively :  the  returns  of  their  election  shall 
be  certified  to  the  governor,  who  shall,  by  proclamation,  declare  the 
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result  of  the  election.  Two  of  the  said  commissioners  first  elected 
shall  hold  their  office  for  four  years,  and  the  other  two  for  two  years 
from  the  first  Monday  of  December  next  succeeding  their  election. 
And  at  the  first  meeting  after  their  election,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as 
practicable,  they  shall  determine  by  lot  who  of  their  number  shall 
hold  their  offices  for  four  and  two  years  respectively ;  and  thereafter 
there  shall  be  elected  as  aforesaid,  at  each  general  election  of  dele- 
gates, two  commissioners  for  the  term  of  lour  years,  to  be  taken 
from  the  districts  respectively  wherein  the  commissioners  resided  at 
the  time  of  their  election,  whose  term  of  service  has  expired.  And 
in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  either  of  said  commissioners,  by 
ileath,  resignation,  or  otherwise,  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  some  qualified  pei-son 
from  the  same  district,  to  serve  until  tne  next  general  election  of 
delegates,  when  an  election  shall  be  held,  as  aforesaid,  for  a  commis- 
hioner  for  the  residue  of  said  term.  And  in  case  of  an  equal  division 
in  the  board  of  commissioners,  on  any  subject  committed  to  their 
charge,  the  treasurer  of  the  State  shall  have  power,  and  shall  be 
called  on  to  decide  the  same.  And  in  the  event  of  a  tie  vote  for  any 
two  of  the  candidates  for  the  office  of  commissioner  in  the  same  dis- 
trict, it  shall  be  the  dutv  of  the  governor  to  commission  one  or  the 
other  of  the  candidates  having  the  equal  number  of  votes.  And  if 
the  governor  doubt  the  legality  or  result  of  anv  election  held  for  said 
commissioners,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  send  the  returns  of  such 
election  to  the  house  of  delegates,  who  shall  judge  of  the  election  and 
quahfication  of  the  candidates  at  such  election. 

Sec.  4.  During  the  continuance  of  the  lottery  system  in  this  State, 
there  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of  the  State, 
at  every  general  election  for  delegates  to  the  general  assembly,  one 
commissioner  of  lotteries,  who  shall  hold  his  omce  for  two  years,  and 
till  the  qualification  of  his  successor,  and  shall  be  reeligible.  His 
whole  compensation  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fund  raised  for  the 
Maryland  consolidated  lottery-grants,  and  shall  not  exceed  the 
amount  of  commissions  received  by  one  of  the  present  lottery  com- 
missioners, out  of  said  fund;  and  he  shall  give  such  bond,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  as  is  now  given  by  the  lottery 
commissioners.  The  term  of  the  commissioner,  who  shall  be  elected 
at  the  general  election  for  delegates  next  succeeding  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  shall  commence  at  the  expiration  of  the  commis- 
sions of  the  present  lottery  commissioners,  and  continue  for  two 
years,  and  till  the  qualification  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  5.  From  and  after  the  first  day  of  April,  eighteen  hundred 
and  fifty-nine,  no  lottery  scheme  shall  be  drawn,  for  any  purpose 
whatever,  nor  shall  any  lottery-ticket  be  sold  in  this  State;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  several  commissioners  elected  under  this  con- 
stitution to  make  such  contract  or  contracts  as  will  extinguish  all 
existing  lottery -grants  before  the  said  first  day  of  April,  eighteen 
hundred  and  fifty-nine,  and  also  secure  to  the  State  a  clear  yearly 
revenue  equal  to  the  average  amount  derived  by  the  State  from  the 
svstem  for  the  last  five  years;  but  no  such  contract  or  contracts  shall 
be  valid  until  approved  by  the  treasurer  and  comptroller. 

Sec.  6.  There  shall  be  a  commissioner  of  the  land-office  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  State,  at  the  first  general  election  of  dole- 
gates  to  the  assembly  after  the  ratification  of  this  constitution,  who 
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shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  day  of 
January  next  after  his  election.  The  returns  of  said  election  shall 
be  made  to  the  governor,  and  in  the  event  of  a  tie  between  any  t\ro 
or  more  candidates,  the  governor  shall  direct  a  new  election  to  be  held 
by  writs  to  the  several  sheriffs,  who  shall  hold  said  election  after  at 
least  twenty  days'  notice,  exclusive  of  the  day  of  election.  The  said 
commissioner  shall  sit  as  judge  of  the  land-oAce,  and  receive  therefor 
the  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
State  treasury.  He  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  the  register  of 
the  land -office,  and  be  entitled  to  receive  therefor  the  fees  now 
chargeable  in  said  office;  and  he  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of 
examiner-general,  and  be  entitled  to  receive  therefor  the  fees  now 
chargeable  by  said  officer.  The  office  of  register  of  the  land-office 
and  examiner-general  shall  be  abolished  from  and  after  the  election 
and  qualification  of  the  commissioner  of  the  land-office. 

Sec.  7.  The  State  librarian  shall  be  elected  by  the  joint  vote  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  legislature,  for  two  years,  and  until  his  succesK)r 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  His  salary  shall  be  one  thousand  dol- 
lars per  annum.  He  shall  perform  sucn  duties  as  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  8.  The  county  autnorities  now  known  as  levy  courts  or  county 
commissioners,  shall  hereafter  be  styled  "  county  commissioners,"  and 
shall  be  elected  by  general  ticket,  and  not  by  districts,  by  the  voters 
of  the  several  counties,  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  November,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every 
second  year  thereafter.  Said  commissioners  shall  exercise  such  pow- 
ers and  duties  only  as  the  legislature  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe; but  such  powers  and  duties  and  tlie  tenure  of  office  shall  be 
uniform  throughout  the  State,  and  the  legislature  shall,  at  or  before 
its  second  regular  session,  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  pass 
such  laws  as  may  be  necessary  for  determining  the  number  for  each 
county,  and  ascertaining  and  defining  the  powers,-  duties,  and  tenure 
of  office  of  said  commissioners ;  and  until  the  passage  of  such  laws  the 
commissioners  elected  under  this  constitution  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  powers  and  duties  in  their  respective  counties,  now  exercised 
by  the  county  authorities  under  the  laws  of  the  State. 

Sec.  9.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  election 
of  road  supervisors,  in  the  several  counties,  by  the  voters  of  the  elec- 
tion-districts respectively,  and  may  provide  by  law  for  the  election  or 
appointment  of  such  other  county  officers  as  may  be  required  and  are 
not  herein  provided  for,  and  prescribe  their  powers  and  duties;  but 
the  tenure  of  office,  their  powers  and  duties,  and  mode  of  appointment, 
shall  be  uniform  throughout  the  State. 

Sec.  10.  The  qualified  voters  of  each  county,  and  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, shall,  at  the  first  election  of  delegates  after  the  adoption  of  this 
constitution,  and  every  two  years  thereafter,  elect  a  surveyor  for  the 
counties,  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  respectively,  whose  duties  and 
compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  arc  now  prescribed  by  law  for  the 
county  and  city  surveyors,  respectively,  or  as  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  The  term  of  office  of  said  county  and  city  surveyors, 
respectively,  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next 
succeeding  their  election.  And  vacancies  in  said  office  of  surveyors, 
by  death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  their  respective  counties  or 
city,  shall  be  filled  by  the  commissioners  of  the  counties,  or  mayor  and 
city  council  of  Baltimore,  respectively. 
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Sec.  11.  The  qualified  voters  of  Worcester  C!ounty  shall,  at  the  first 
election  of  delegates  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  every 
two  years  thereafter,  elect  a  wreck-master  for  the  said  county,  whose 
duties  and  compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  prescribed  or 
may  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  law.  The  term  of  office  of  said  wreck- 
master  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  January  next  succeed- 
ing his  election;  and  a  vacancy  in  said  office,  by  death,  rcvsignation,  or 
removal  from  the  county,  shall  be  filled  by  the  county  commissioners 
of  said  county,  for  the  residue  of  the  term  thus  made  vacant. 

Article  VIII 

NEW    COUNTIES 

Section  1.  That  part  of  Anne  Arundel  County  called  Howard  dis- 
trict is  hereby  erected  into  a  new  county,  to  be  called  Howard  County, 
the  inhabitants  whereof  shall  have,  hold,  and  enioy  all  such  rights 
and  privileges  as  are  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  other 
counties  in  this  State ;  and  its  civil  and  municipal  officers,  at  the  time 
of  the  ratification  of  this  constitution,  shall  continue  in  office  until 
their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  or  appointed,  and  shall  have 
qualified  as  such ;  and  all  rights,  powers,  ana  obligations  incident  to 
Howard  district  of  Anne  jGrundel  County  shall  attach  to  Howard 
County. 

Sec.  2.  "VMien  that  part  of  Alleghany  County  lying  south  and  west 
of  a  line  beginning  at  the  summit  of  Big  Back  Bone  or  Savage  Moun- 
tain, where  that  mountain  is  crossed  by  Mason  and  Dixon's  line,  and 
running  thence  by  a  straight  line  to  the  middle  of  Savage  River 
where  it  empties  into  the  Potomac  River,  thence  by  a  straight  line  to 
the  nearest  point  or  boundary  of  the  State  of  \irginia,  then  with 
said  boundary  to  the  Fairfax  stone,  shall  contain  a  population  of  ten 
thousand,  and  the  majority  of  electors  thereof  shall  desire  to  sepa- 
rate and  form  a  new  county,  and  make  known  their  desire  by  petition 
to  the  legislature,  the  legislature  shall  direct,  at  the  next  succeeding 
election,  that  the  judges  shall  open  a  book  at  each  election-district  in 
said  part  of  Alleghany  County,  and  have  recorded  therein  the  vote 
of  each  elector  "  lor  or  against  "  a  new  county.  In  case  the  majority 
are  in  favor,  then  said  part  of  Alleghany  County  to  be  declared  an 
independent  county,  and  the  inhabitants  whereof  shall  have  and 
enjoy  all  such  rights  and  privileges  as  are  held  and  enjoyed  by  the 
inhabitants  of  the  other  counties  in  this  State:  Proindea^  That  the 
whole  representation  in  the  returns  of  every  census  of  the  United 
States,  hereafter  taken,  to  pass  a  law  for  the  general  assembly  of  the 
county,  when  divided,  shall  not  exceed  the  present  delegation  of  Alle- 
ghany County,  allowed  under  this  constitution,  until  after  the  next 
census. 

Article  IX 

MILITIA 

Section  1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature  to  pass  laws  for 
the  enrolment  of  the  militia ;  .to  provide  for  districting  the  State  into 
divisions,  brigades,  battalions,  regiments,  and  companies,  and  to  pass 
laws  for  the  effectual  encouragement  of  volunteer  corps  by  some  mode 
which  may  induce  the  formation  and  continuance  of  at  least  one 
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volunteer  company  in  every  county  and  division  in  the  city  of  Balti- 
more. The  company,  battalion,  and  regimental  officers  (staff -officers 
excepted)  shall  be  elected  by  the  persons  composing  their  several 
companies,  battalions,  and  regiments. 

Sec.  2.  The  adjutant-general  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate.  He  shall  hold  his 
office  for  the  term  of  six  years,  and  receive  the  same  salary  as  hereto- 
fore, until  changed  by  the  legislature. 

Article  X 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  1.  Every  officer  of  this  State,  the  governor  excepted,  the 
entire  amount  of  whose  pay  or  compensation  received  for  the  dis- 
charge of  his  official  duties  shall  exceed  the  yearly  sum  of  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which  shall  be  entered  every  sum 
or  sums  of  money  received  by  him  or  on  his  account  as  a  payment  or 
compensation  for  his  performance  of  official  duties,  a  copy  of  which 
entries  in  said  book,  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  officer  by  whom  it  is 
directed  to  be  kept,  shall  be  returned  yearly  to  the  treasurer  of  the 
State  for  his  inspection  and  that  of  the  general  assembly  of  Mary- 
land ;  and  each  of  such  officers,  when  the  amount  received  by  him  for 
the  year  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  shall  yearl v 
pay  over  to  the  treasurer  the  amount  of  such  excess  by  him  received, 
subject  to  such  disposition  thereof  as  the  legislature  may  deem  just 
and  e(}uitable.  And  any  such  officer  failing  to  comply  with  the  said 
requisition  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  office,  and  be  subject  to 
suit  by  the  State  for  the  amount  that  ought  to  have  been  poid  into  the 
treasury. 

Sec.  2.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such  laws  as 
may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the  powers 
vested  by  this  constitution  in  any  department  or  office  of  the  govern- 
ment, and  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  thereby. 

Sec.  3.  If  in  any  election  directed  by  this  constitution  any  two  or 
more  candidates  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
a  new  election  shall  be  ordered,  unless  in  cases  specially  provided  for 
by  the  constitution. 

Sec.  4.  The  trial  by  jury  of  all  issues  of  fact  in  civil  proceedings, 
in  the  several  courts  of  law  in  this  State,  where  the  amount  in  contro- 
versy exceeds  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  shall  be  inviolablv  preserved. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  trial  of  all  criminal  cases  the  jury  shall  be  the  judges 
of  law  as  well  as  fact. 

Sec  6.  The  legislature  shall  have  power  to  regulate  by  law  all  mat- 
ters which  relate  to  the  judges,  time,  place,  and  manner  of  holding 
elections  in  this  State,  and  oi  making  returns  thereof:  Provided, 
That  the  tenure  and  term  of  office,  and  the  day  of  election,  shall  not 
be  affected  therebv. 

Sec  7.  All  rights  vested,  and  all  liabilities  incurred,  shall  remain 
as  if  this  constitution  had  not  been  adopted. 

Sec.  8.  The  governor  and  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  hold- 
ing commissions  under  this  State,  shall  continue  to  hold'^and  exercise 
their  offices,  according  to  their  present  tenure,  until  they  shall  be 
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superseded,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  and  until 
t  heir  successors  be  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  9.  The  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State,  and  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore,  shall  give  notice  of  the  several  elections  authorized 
>>y  this  constitution,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  existing  laws  for 
elections  under  the  present  constitution. 

Sec.  10.  This  constitution,  if  adopted  by  a  majority  of  the  legal 
votes  cast  on  the  fii-st  Wednesday  of  June  next,  shall  go  into  operation 
on  the  fourth  day  of  July  next,  and  on  and  after  said  day  shall 
supersede  the  present  constitution  of  this  State. 

Article  XI 

AMENDAfENT   OF   THE   CONSTITUTION 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  legislature,  at  its  first  session  immedi- 
ately succeeding  ascertaining,  at  the  next  general  election  of  delegates, 
the  sense  of  the  people  of  Maryland  in  regard  to  the  calling  a  conven- 
tion for  altering  the  constitution;  and  in  case  the  majority  of  votes 
cast  at  said  election  shall  be  in  favor  of  calling  a  convention,  the 
lemslature  shall  provide  for  assembling  such  convention,  and  electing 
delegates  thereto  at  the  earliest  convenient  day ;  and  the  delegates  to 
the  said  convention  shall  be  elected  by  the  several  counties  of  the 
State  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  proportion  to  their  representation 
respectively  in  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates  at  the  time  when  said 
convention  may  be  called. 

Done  in  convention,  the  13th  day  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord 
cue  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-one,  and  of  the  Independence 
of  the  United  States  the  seventv-fifth.

CONSTITUTION  OF  MAKYLAND— 1864  *  « 

DECLARATION  OF  RIGHTS 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  grateful  to  Almighty 
God  for  our  civil  and  religious  liberty,  and  taking  into  our  serious 
consideration  the  best  means  of  establishing  a  good  constitution  in 
this  State,  for  the  sure  foundation  and  more  permanent  security 
thereof,  declare : 

Article  1.  That  we  hold  it  to  be  self-evident  that  all  men  are 
created  equally  free;  that  they  are  endowed  bv  their  Creator  with 
certain  unalienable  rights,  among  which  arc  life,  liberty,  the  enjoy- 
ment of  the  proceeds  of  their  own  labor,  and  the  pursuit  of  happiness. 

Art.  2.  That  all  government  of  right  originates  from  the  people,  is

whole;  and  they  have  at  all  times  the  unalfenable  right  to  alter, 
reform,  or  abolish  their  form  of  government  in  such  manner  as  thev 
mav  deem  expedient. 

Art.  3.  That  the  people  of  this  State  ought  to  have  the  sole  and 
exclusive  right  of  regulating  the  internal  government  and  police 
thereof. 

Art.  4.  That  the  inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  entitled  to  the  com- 
mon law  of  England,  and  the  trial  by  jury  according  to  the  course 
of  that  law,  and  to  the  benefit  of  such  of  the  Engfish  statutes  as 
existed  .on  the  fourth  day  of  July,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six,  and  which,  by  experience,  have  been  found  applicable  to  their 
local  and  other  circumstances,  and  have  been  introduced,  used,  and 
practised  by  the  courts  of  law  or  eauity,  and  also  of  all  acts  of 
assembly  in  force  on  the  first  day  oi  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  except  such  as  may  have  since  expired  or  may  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  constitution,  subject,  nevertheles>. 
to  the  revision  or  and  amendment  or  rei:)eal  by  the  legislature  of  this 
State ;  and  the  inhabitants  of  Marylana  are  also  entitled  to  all  prop- 
erty derived  to  them  from  or  under  the  charter  granted  by  Hi> 
Majesty  Charles  the  First  to  Cecillus  Calvert,  Baron  of  Baltimore. 

Art.  6.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  laws  made 
in  pursuance  thereof  being  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  every  citizen 
of  this  State  owes  paramount  allegiance  to  the  Constitution  and 
Government  of  the  United  States,  and  is  not  bound  by  any  law  or 
ordinance  of  this  State  in  contravention  or  subversion  thereof. 

Art.  6.  That  all  persons  invested  with  the  legislative  or  executive 
powers  of  government  are  the  trustees  of  the  public,  and  as  such 
accountable  for  their  conduct;  wherefore,  whenever  the  ends  of 
government  are  perverted,  and  public  liberty  manifestly  endangered, 
and  all  other  means  of  redress  are  ineffectual,  the  people  may  hnd 
of  right  ought  to  reform  the  old  or  establish  a  new  government.  The 
doctrine  ot  non-resistance  against  arbitrary  power  and  oppression  is 
absurb,  slavish,  and  destructive  of  the  good  and  happiness  of 
mankind. 

^Vrt.  7.  That  the  right  of  the  people  to  participate  in  the  legisla- 
ture is  the  best  security  of  liberty  and  the  foundation  of  all  fret* 
government;  for  this  purpose  elections  ought  to  be  free  and  fre- 
quent, and  every  free  white  male  citizen,  having  the  qualifications 
prescribed  by  the  constitution,  ought  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage. 

Art.  8.  That  the  legislative,  executive,  and  judicial  powers  of  gov- 
ernment ought  to  be  forever  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other, 
and  no  person  exercising  the  functions  of  one  of  said  departments 
shall  assume  or  discharge  the  duties  of  any  other. 

Art.  9.  That  no  power  of  suspending  laws  or  the  execution  of 
laws,  unless  by  or  derived  from  the  legislature,  ought  to  be  exercised 
or  allowed. 

Art.  10.  That  freedom  of  speech  and  debate,  or  proceedings  in  the 
legislature,  ought  not  to  be  impeached  in  any  court  of  judicature. 

Art.  11.  That  Annapolis  be  the  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  legis- 
lature, and  the  legislature  ought  not  to  be  convened  or  held  at  any 
other  place  but  for  evident  necessity. 
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Aht.  12.  That  for  the  redress  of  grievances,  and  for  amending, 
strengthening,  and  preserving  the  laws,  the  legislature  ought  to  be 
frequently  convened. 

Art.  13.  That  every  man  hath  a  right  to  petition  the  legislature 
for  the  redress  of  grievances,  in  a  peaceable  and  orderly  manner. 

Art.  14.  That  no  aid,  charge,  tax,  burden,  or  fees  ought  to  be  rated 
or  levied,  under  any  pretence,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  15.  That  the  levying  of  taxes  by  the  poll  is  grievous  and  op- 
pressive, and  ought  to  be  prohibited;  that  paupers  ou^ht  not  to  be 
assessed  for  the  support  of  the  government,  but  every  other  person  in 
the  State,  or  persons  holding  property  therein,  ought  to  contribute 
his  propjortion  of  public  taxes  for  the  support  or  government,  accord- 
ing to  his  actual  worth  in  real  or  personal  propert}r ;  yet  fines,  duties, 
or  taxes  may  properly  and  justly  be  imposed  or  laid,  with  a  political 
view,  for  the  good  government  and  benefit  of  the  community. 

Art.  1G.  That  sanguinary  laws  ought  to  be  avoided  as  far  as  it  is 
consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  State;  and  no  law  to  inflict  cruel 
and  unusual  pains  and  penalties  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at 
any  time  hereafter. 

Art.  17.  That  retrospective  laws,  punishing  acts  committed  before 
the  existence  of  such  laws,  and  by  them  only  declared  criminal,  are 
oppressive,  unjust,  and  incompatible  with  liberty;  wherefore  no  ex 
post  facto  law  ought  to  be  maae. 

Art.  18.  That  no  law  to  attaint  particular  j)ersons  of  treason  or 
felony  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at  any  time  hereafter. 

Art.  19.  That  every  man,  for  any  injury  done  to  him  in  his  person 
or  property,  ought  to  have  remedy  b}r  the  course  of  the  law  of  the 
land,  and  ou^ht  to  have  justice  and  right  freely  without  sale,  fully 
without  any  denial,  and  speedily  without  delay,  according  to  the  law 
of  the  land. 

Art.  20.  That  the  trial  of  facts  where  they  arise  is  one  of  the  great- 
est securities  of  the  lives,  liberties,  and  estate  of  the  people. 

Art.  21.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions  every  man  hath  a  right 
to  be  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him ;  to  have  a  copy  of  the 
indictment  or  charge  in  due  time  (if  required)  to  prepare  for  his 
defence ;  to  be  allowed  counsel ;  to  be  confronted  with  tne  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  process  for  his  witnesses;  to  examine  the  wit- 
nesses for  and  against  nim  on  oath;  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an  im- 
partial jury,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  ought  not  to  be 
found  guilty. 

Art.  22.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  compelled  to  give  evidence 
against  himself  in  a  criminal  case. 

Art.  23.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  taken  or  imprisoned,  or  disseized 
of  his  freehold,  liberties,  or  privileges,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in 
any  manner  destroyed,  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty,  or  property, 
but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  by  the  law  of  the  land. 

Art.  24.  That  hereafter,  in  this  State,  there  shall  be  neither  slavery 
nor  involuntary  servitude,  except  in  punishment  of  crime,  whereof 
the  party  shall  have  been  duly  convicted;  and  all  persons  held  to 
service  or  labor  as  slaves  are  hereby  declared  free. 

Art.  25.  That  excessive  bail  oumt  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishment  inflicted,  by  the  courts 
of  law. 
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\s:i\  20.  That  all  warrants,  without  oath  or  affirmation,  to  search 
suspected  places,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  property,  are  grievous  and 
oppressive ;  and  all  general  warrants  to  search  suspected  places,  or  to 
apprehend  suspected  persons,  without  naming  or  describing  the  place, 
or  the  person  in  special,  are  illegal,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Akt.  27.  That  no  conviction  shall  work  corruption  of  blood,  nor 
shall  there  be  any  forfeiture  of  the  estate  of  any  person  for  any 
crime,  except  treason,  and  then  only  on  conviction. " 

Art.  28.  That  a  well-regulated  militia  is  the  proper  and  natural 
defence  of  a  free  government. 

Art.  29.  That  standing  armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought 
not  to  be  raised  or  kept  up  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  30.  That  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  the  military  ought  to  be 
under  strict  subordination  to  and  control  of  the  civil  power. 

Art.  31.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  law. 

Art.  32.  That  no  person,  except  regular  soldiers,  mariners,  and  ma- 
rines, in  the  service  of  this  State,  or  militia  when  in  actual  service, 
ought  in  any  case  to  be  subject  to,  or  punishable  by,  martial  law. 

Art.  33.  That  the  independency  and  uprightness  of  judges  are 
essential  to  the  impartial  administration  of  justice,  and  a  great 
security  to  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  people;  wherefore  the 
judges  shall  not  be  removed,  except  for  misbehavior,  or  conviction  in  a 
court  of  law,  or  by  the  governor,  upon  the  address  of  the  general 
assembly:  Provided^  That  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  of  each 
house  concur  in  such  address.  No  judge  shall  hold  any  other  office, 
civil  or  militarv,  or  political  trust  or  employment  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, under  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  them,  or  receive  fees  or  perquisites  of  any  kind  for 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

Art.  34.  That  a  long  continuance  in  the  executive  departments  of 
power  or  trust  is  dangerous  to  liberty ;  a  rotation,  therefore,  in  those 
departments  is  one  of  the  best  securities  of  permanent  freedom. 

Art.  35.  That  no  person  ought  to  hold  at  the  same  time  more  than 
one  office  of  profit  created  by  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State  ; 
nor  ought  any  person  in  public  trust  to  receive  any  present  from  any 
foreign  prince,  or  state,  or  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them, 
without  the  approbation  of  this  State. 

Art.  36.  That,  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  worship  God  in 
such  manner  as  he  thinks  most  acceptable  to  Him,  all  persons  are 
equally  entitled  to  protection  in  their  religious  liberty;  wherefore,  no 
person  ought,  by  any  law,  to  be  molested  in  his  person  or  estate  on 
account  oi  his  religious  persuasion  or  profession,  or  for  his  religious 
practice,  unless  under  the  color  of  religion  any  man  shall  disturb  the 
good  order,  peace,  or  safety  of  the  State,  or  shall  infringe  the  laws  of 
morality,  or  injure  others  in  their  natural,  civil,  or  religious  rights; 
nor  ought  any  person  to  be  compelled  to  frequent  or  maintain,  or  con- 
tribute, unless  on  contract,  to  maintain  any  place  of  worship  or  any 
ministry ;  nor  shall  any  person  he,  deemed  incompetent  as  a  witness  or 
juror  who  believes  in  the  existence  of  a  God,  ana  that  under  His  dis- 
pensation such  person  will  be  held  morally  accountable  for  his  acts. 
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and  be  rewarded  or  punished  therefor,  either  in  this  world  or  the 
i^orld  to  come. 

Art.  37.  That  no  other  test  or  qualification  ought  to  be  required  on 
admission  to  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  than  such  oath  of  allegiance 
and  fidelity  to  this  State  and  the  United  States  as  may  be  prescribed 
by  this  constitution,  and  such  oath  of  office  and  qualification  as  may 
be  prescribed  by  this  constitution,  or  by  the  laws  of  the  State,  and  a 
declaration  of  belief  in  the  Christian  religion,  or  in  the  existence  of 
(rod,  and  in  a  future  state  of  rewards  and  punishments. 

Art.  38.  That  every  gift,  sale,  or  devise  of  land,  to  any  minister, 
public  teacher,  or  preacher  of  the  gospel,  as  such,  or  to  any  religious 
sect,  order,  or  denomination,  or  to  or  for  the  support,  use,  or  benefit 
of,  or  in  trust  for  any  minister,  public  teacher,  or  preacher  of  the 
gospel,  as  such,  or  any  religious  sect,  order,  or  denomination;  and 
every  gift  or  sale  of  goods  or  chattels  to  go  in  succession,  or  to  take 
place  after  the  death  of  the  seller  or  donor,  to  or  for  such  support, 
use,  or  benefit;  and  also  every  devise  of  goods  or  chattels,  to  or  for 
the  support,  use,  or  benefit  of  any  minister,  public  teacher,  or  preacher 
of  the  gospel,  as  such ;  or  any  religious  sect,  order,  or  denomination, 
without  the  prior  or  subsequent  sanction  of  the  legislature,  shall  be 
void ;  except  always  any  sale,  gift,  lease,  or  devise  of  any  quantity 
of  land,  not  exceeding  five  acres,  for  a  church,  meeting-house,  or 
other  house  of  woi*ship,  or  parsonage,  or  for  a  burying-ground, 
which  shall  be  improved,  enjoyed,  or  used  only  for  such  purpose,  or 
such  sale,  gift,  lease,  or  devise  shall  be  void. 

Art.  39.  That  the  manner  of  administering  an  oath  or  affirmation 
to  any  person  ought  to  be  such  as  those  of  the  religious  persuasion, 
profession,  or  denomination  of  which  he  is  a  member  generally  esteem 
the  most  effectual  confirmation  by  the  attestation  of  the  Divine 
Being. 

Art.  40.  That  the  liberty  of  the  press  ought  to  be  inviolably  pre- 
served ;  that  every  citizen  of  the  State  ought  to  be  allowed  to  speak, 
write,  and  punish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible 
for  the  abuse  of  that  liberty. 

Art.  41.  That  monopolies  are  odious,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  a 
free  government  and  the  principles  of  commerce,  and  ought  not  to 
he  suffered. 

Art.  42.  That  no  title  of  nobility  or  hereditary  honors  ought  to 
be  granted  in  this  State. 

Art.  43.  That  the  legislature  ought  to  encourage  the  diffusion  of 
knowledge  and  virtue,  the  extension  of  a  judicious  system  of  general 
education,  the  promotion  of  literature,  the  arts,  science,  agriculture, 
commerce,  and  manufacture,  and  the  general  melioration  of  the 
condition  of  the  people. 

Art.  44.  This  enumeration  of  rights  shall  not  be  construed  to 
impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  people. 

Art.  45.  That  the  legislature  shall  pass  no  law  providing  for  an 
alteration,  change,  or  abolishment  of  tnis  constitution,  except  in  the 
manner  therein  prescribed  and  directed. 
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Article  I 

ELECm'E   FRANCHISE 

^  SEcnoN  1.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  every  white  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years  or 
upwards^  who  shall  have  resided  in  the  State  one  year  next  preceding 
the  election,  and  six  months  in  any  county,  or  in  any  legislative  dis- 
trict of  Baltimore  City^  and  who  shall  comply  with  the  provisions  of 
this  article  of  the  constitution,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  all  elections 
hereafter  held  in  this  State ;  and  in  case  any  counts  or  city  shall  be 
so  divided  as  to  form  portions  of  different  electoral  districts  for  the 
election  of  Congressmen,  senator,  delegate,  or  other  officer  or  officers, 
then  to  entitle  a  person  to  vote  lor  such  officer  he  must  have  been  a 
resident  of  that  part  of  the  county  or  city  which  shall  form  a  part  of 
the  electoral  district  in  which  he  offers  to  vote  for  six  months  next 
preceding  the  election ;  but  a  person  who  shall  have  acquired  a  resi- 
dence in  such  county  or  city  entitling  him  to  vote  at  any  such  election 
shall  be  entitled  to  vote  in  the  election-district  from  which  he  re- 
moved, until  he  shall  have  acquired  a  residence  in  the  part  of  the 
county  or  city  to  which  he  has  removed. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  a  uniform 
registration  of  the  names  of  voters  in  this  State,  which  registration 
shall  be  evidence  of  the  qualification  of  said  voters  to  vote  at  any 
election  thereafter  held,  but  no  person  shall  be  excluded  from  voting 
at  any  election  on  account  of  not  being  registered  until  the  general 
assembly  shall  have  passed  an  act  of  registration,  and  the  same  shall 
have  been  carried  into  effect,  after  which  no  person  shall  vote  unless 
his  name  appears  on  the  register.  The  general  assembly  shall  also 
provide  by  law  for  taking  the  votes  of  soldiers  in  the  Army  of  the 
United  States  serving  in  the  field. 

Sec.  3.  No  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  convicted  of 
larceny  or  other  infamous  crime,  unless  pardonea  by  the  governor, 
shall  ever  thereafter  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  this  State, 
and  no  lunatic,  or  person  non  compos  mentis^  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  who  has  at  any  time  been  in  armed  hostilitv  to 
the  United  States,  or  the  lawful  authorities  thereof,  or  who  has  feeen 
in  any  manner  in  the  service  of  the  so-called  Confederate  States  of 
America,  and  no  person  who  has  voluntarily  left  this  State  and  gone 
within  the  military  lines  of  the  so-called  Confederate  States  or  armies, 
with  the  purpose  of  adhering  to  said  States  or  armies,  and  no  person 
who  has  given  any  aid,  comfort,  countenance,  or  support  to  those 
engaged  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United  States,  or  m  any  manner 
adhered  to  the  enemies  of  the  United  States,  either  by  contributing  to 
the  enemies  of  the  United  States,  or  unlawfully  sending  within  the 
lines  of  such  enemies  money,  or  goods,  or  letters,  or  in&rmation,  or 
who  has  disloyally  held  communication  with  the  enemies  of  the  United 
States,  or  who  has  advised  any  person  to  enter  the  service  of  the  said 
enemies,  or  aided  any  person  so  to  enter,  or  who  has  by  any  open 
deed  or  word  declared  his  adhesion  to  the  cause  of  the  enemies  of  the 
United  States,  or  his  desire  for  the  triumph  of  said  enemies  over  the 
arms  of  the  United  States,  shall  ever  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election 
to  be  held  in  this  State,  or  to  hold  any  office  of  honor,  profit,  or  trust 
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under  the  laws  of  this  State,  unless  since  such  unlawful  acts  he  shall 
have  voluntarily  entered  into  the  military  service  of  the  United  States, 
and  been  honorably  discharged  therefrom,  or  shall  be  on  the  day  oi 
election  actually  and  voluntarily  in  such  service,  or  unless  he  shall 
be  restored  to  his  full  rights  of  citizenship  by  an  act  of  the  general 
assembly  passed  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  all  the  members  elected 
to  each  house;  ana  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of  registration 
and  judges  of  election  carefully  to  exclude  from  voting,  or  being 
registerea,  all  persons  so  as  above  disqualified ;  and  the  judges  of  elec- 
tion at  the  first  election  held  under  this  constitution  shall,  and  at  any 
subsequent  election  may,  administer  to  any  person  offering  to  vote  the 
following  oath  or  affirmation :  "  I  do  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  am  a 
citizen  or  the  United  States;  that  I  have  never  given  any  aid,  counte- 
nance, or  support  to  those  in  armed  hostility  to  the  United  States; 
that  I  have  never  expressed  a  desire  for  the  triumph  of  said  enemies 
over  the  arms  of  the  United  States;  and  that  I  will  bear  true  faith 
and  allegiance  to  the  United  States  and  support  the  Constitution  and 
laws  thereof  as  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  any  law  or  any  ordnance 
of  any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  that  I  will  in  all 
resp>ects  demean  myself  as  a  loyal  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and 
I  make  this  oath  or  affirmation  without  any  reservation  or  evasion, 
and  believe  it  to  be  binding  on  me ; "  and  any  person  declining  to 
take  such  oath  shall  not  be  aflowed  to  vote,  but  the  taking  of  such  oath 
shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  of  the  right  of  such  person 
to  vote ;  and  any  person  swearing  or  affirming  falsely  shall  be  liable 
to  penalties  of  perjury,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  proper  officers 
of  registration  to  allow  no  person  to  be  registered  until  he  shall  have 
taken  the  oath  or  affirmation  above  set  out,  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  judges  of  election  in  all  their  returns  of  the  first  election 
held  under  this  constitution  to  state  in  their  said  returns  that  every 
person  who  has  voted  has  taken  such  oath  or  affirmation.  But  the 
provisions  of  this  section  in  relation  to  acts  against  the  United  States 
shall  not  apply  to  anv  person  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  who 
shall  have  committed  such  acts  while  in  the  service  of  some  foreign 
country  at  war  a^inst  the  United  States,  and  who  has,  since  such 
acts,  been  naturalized,  or  may  be  naturalized,  under  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  oath  above  set  forth  shall  be  taken  in  the  case 
of  such  persons  in  such  sense. 

Sec.  5.  If  any  person  shall  give,  or  offer  to  give,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, or  hath  given,  or  offered  to  give,  since  the  fourth  day  of  July, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty -one,  any  bribe,  present,  or  reward,  or  any 
promise,  or  any  security  for  the  payment  or  delivery  of  money  or  any 
other  thing  to  induce  any  voter  to  refrain  from  casting  his  vote,  or 
forcibly  to  prevent  him  in  any  way  from  voting,  or  to  procure  a  vote, 
for  any  candidate  or  person  proposed  or  voted  xor  as  elector  of  Presi- 
dent and  Vice-President  of  the  United  States  or  Representative  in 
Congress,  or  for  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  created  by  the  constitu- 
tion or  laws  of  this  State,  or  oy  the  ordinances  or  authority  of  the 
mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  the  person  giving,  or  offering  to 
give,  and  the  person  receiving  the  same,  and  any  person  who  gives, 
or  causes  to  be  given,  an  illegal  vote,  knowing  it  to  be  such,  at  any 
election  to  be  hereafter  held  in  this  State,  or  who  shall  be  guilty  of  or 
accessory  to  any  fraud,  force,  surprise,  or  bribery  to  procure  himself 
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or  any  other  person  to  be  nominated  to  any  office,  national.  State,  or 
municipal,  shall,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law,  in  addition  to  the 
penalties  now  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  law,  be  forever  disquali- 
fied to  hold  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  or  to  vote  at  any  election 
thereafter. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  pass  law?  to 
punish  with  fine  and  imprisonment  any  person  who  shall  remove  into 
any  election  district  or  precinct  of  any  ward  of  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
not  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  horui-fide  residence  therein,  but  for 
the  purpose  of  voting  at  an  approaching  election,  or  who  shall  vote  in 
any  election-district  or  ward  in  which  he  does  not  reside,  (except  in 
the  case  provided  for  in  this  article,)  or  shall  at  the  same  election  vote 
in  more  than  one  election  district  or  precinct,  or  shall  vote  or  offer  to 
vote  in  any  name  not  his  own,  or  in  place  of  any  other  person  of  the 
same  name,  or  shall  vote  in  any  county  in  which  he  does  not  reside. 

Sec.  7.  Everv  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  of  trust  or 
profit  under  this  constitution,  or  under  the  laws  made  pursuant 
thereto,  before  he  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  such  office,  shall  take 

and  subscribe  the  following  oatn  or  affirmation :  "  I, ,  do  swear 

or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be]  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and 
udgment,  diligently  and  faithfully,  without  partiality  or  prejudice, 

execute  the  office  of  — according  to  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this 

State,  and  that  since  the  fourth  day  of  July,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  fifty-one,  I  have  not  in  any  manner  violated  the  provisions 
of  the  present  or  of  the  late  constitution  in  relation  to  the  bribery  of 
voters^  or  preventing  legal  votes  or  procuring  illegal  votes  to  be  given, 
and  [if  a  governor,  senator,  member  of  the  house  of  delegates,  or 
judge]  that  I  will  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  receive  the  profits  or  any 
part  of  the  profits  of  any  other  office  during  the  term  of  my  acting  as 
.  I  do  further  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I  will  bear  true  allegi- 
ance to  the  State  of  Maryland  and  support  the  constitution  and  laws 
thereof,  and  that  I  will  bear  true  allegiance  to  the  United  States,  and 
support,  protect,  and  defend  the  Constitution,  laws,  and  Government 
thereof  as  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  any  law  or  ordinance  of  this 
or  any  State  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding;  that  I  have  never 
directly  or  indirectly,  by  word,  act,  or  deed,  given  any  aid,  comfort, 
or  encouragement  to  those  in  rebellion  against  the  United  States  or 
the  lawful  authorities  thereof,  but  that  I  have  been  truly  and  loyally 
on  the  side  of  the  United  States  against  those  in  armed  rebellion 
a^inst  the  United  States;  and  I  do  further  swear  [or  affirm]  that  I 
will,  to  the  best  of  my  abilities,  protect  and  defend  the  Union  of  the 
United  States,  and  not  allow  the  same  to  be  broken  up  and  dissolved 
or  the  Government  thereof  to  be  destroyed  under  any  circumstances, 
if  in  my  power  to  prevent  it,  and  that  I  will  at  all  times  discounte- 
nance ana  oppose  all  political  combinations  having  for  their  object 
such  dissolution  or  destruction." 

Sec.  8.  Every  person  holding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  the 
late  constitution  or  under  any  law  of  this  State,  and  who  shall  be  con- 
tinued in  office  under  this  constitution  or  under  any  law  of  the  State, 
shall,  within  thirty  days  after  this  constitution  shall  have  gone  into 
effect,  take  and  subscribe  the  oath  or  affirmation  set  forth  in  the 
seventh  section  of  this  article,  and  if  any  such  person  shall  fail  to 
take  said  oath,  his  office  shall  he  ipso  facto  vacant.     And  every  person 
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lereafter  elected  or  appointed  to  office  in  this  State  who  shall  refuse 
►r  neglect  to  take  the  oath  or  affirmation  of  office  provided  for  in  the 
aid  seventh  section  of  this  article  shall  be  considered  as  having 
«fiised  to  accept  the  said  office,  and  a  new  election  or  appointment 
hall  be  made  as  in  case  of  refusal  to  accept  or  resignation  oi  an  office. 
Vnd  any  person  swearing  or  affirming  falsely  in  the  premises  shall, 
>n  conviction  thereof  in  a  court  of  law,  incur  the  penalties  for  wilful 
md  corrupt  perjury,  and  thereafter  shall  be  incapable  of  holding  any 
>ffice  of  profit  or  trust  in  this  State. 

Akticle  II 

EXECUTIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
governor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  Wednes- 
day of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  continue  for  four  years, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  have  qualified,  but  the  governor  chosen 
at  the  first  election  under  this  constitution  shall  not  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term 
for  w^hich  the  present  incumbent  was  elected,  unless  the  said  office 
shall  become  vacant  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State,  or 
other  disqualification  of  said  incumbent. 

Sec.  2.  An  election  for  governor  under  this  constitution  shall  be 
held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  on  the  same  day  and 
month  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  at  the  place  of  voting  for  dele- 
gates to  the  general  assembly,  and  every  person  qualified  to  vote  for 
dele^tes  shall  be  (qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  governor;  the 
election  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of  delegates, 
and  the  returns  thereof,  under  seal,  to  be  addressed  to  the  speaker  of 
the  house  of  delegates,  and  inclosed  and  transmitted  to  the  secretary 
of  state,  and  delivered  to  the  said  speaker  at  the  commencement  of  the 
session  of  the  general  assembly  next  ensuing  said  election. 

Sec.  3.  The  speaker  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  then  open  the 
said  returns  in  the  presence  of  both  houses,  and  the  person  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  and  being  constitutionally  eligible,  shjOl  be 
the  governor,  and  shall  qualify  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed,  on 
the  second  Wednesday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  may  be  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  one  of  tnem  shall  be  chosen  governor  by  the  senate 
and  house  of  delegates;  and  all  questions  in  relation  to  the  eligibility 
of  governor,  and  to  the  returns  of  said  election,  and  to  the  number 
and  legality  of  votes  therein  given,  shall  be  determined  by  the  house 
of  delegates ;  and  if  the  person  or  persons  having  the  highest  number 
of  votes  be  ineligible,  the  governor  shall  l>e  chosen  by  the  senate  and 
house  of  delegates.  Every  election  of  governor  bv  the  general  assem- 
bly shall  be  determined  by  a  joint  majority  of  the  senate  and  house 
01  delegates,  and  the  vote  shall  be  taken  viva  voce.  But  if  two  or 
more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
then  a  second  vote  shall  be  taken,  which  shall  be  confined  to  the  per- 
sons having  an  equal  number ;  and  if  the  votes  should  be  again  equal, 
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then  the  election  of  governor  shall  be  determined  by  lot  between  th 
who  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  on  the  fii^jt  vote. 

Sec.  5.  A  person  to  be  eligible  to  the  oflice  of  governor  must  havr 
attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  must  have  been  for  five  year>  ■ 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  for  five  years  next  preceding  Ij> 
election  a  resident  of  the  State. 

Sec.  6.  A  lieutenant-governor  shall  be  chosen  at  every  regular  ele« 
tion  for  governor.  He  shall  continue  in  office  for  the  same  time,  shaL 
be  elected  in  the  same  manner,  and  shall  possess  the  same  qualifica- 
tions as  the  governor.  In  voting  for  governor  and  lieutenant-orov- 
emor,  the  electors  shall  state  for  whom  tney  vote  as  governor,  ana  f^r 
whom  as  lieutenant-governor. 

Sec.  7.  The  lieutenant-governor  shall,  by  virtue  of  his  office,  U 
president  of  the  senate,  and  whenever  the  senate  are  equally  divid*^!. 
shall  have  the  right  to  give  the  casting  vote. 

Sec.  8.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State,  ur 
other  disqualification  of  the  governor,  the  powers,  duties,  and  emolu- 
ments of  the  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  lieutenant-governor;  and  h 
case  of  his  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  disqualification,  thru 
upon  the  president  of  the  senate  for  the  time  being,  until  the  disquaii 
fication  or  inability  shall  cease,  or  until  a  new  governor  shall  U 
elected  atid  qualified ;  and  for  any  vacancy  in  said  office  not  herein 
provided  for,  provision  may  be  made  by  law,  and  if  such  vacancv 
should  occur  without  such  provision  being  made,  the  general  assembly 
shall  be  convened  by  the  secretary  of  state  for  the  purpose  of  fiUinir 
said  vacancy. 

Sec.  0.  Whenever  the  office  of  governor  shall  be  administered  bv 
the  lieutenant-governor,  or  he  shall  be  unable  to  attend  as  presideiu 
of  the  senate,  the  senate  shall  elect  one  of  its  own  members  as  presi- 
dent pro  tempore. 

Sec.  10.  Tne  lieutenant-governor,  while  he  acts  as  president  of  the 
senate,  shall  receive  for  his  services  the  same  compensation  which 
shall  for  the  same  period  l)e  allowed  to  the  speaker  of  the  house  of 
delegates,  and  no  more. 

Sec.  11.  The  governor  shall  be  commander-in-chief  of  the  land  and 
naval  forces  of  the  State,  and  may  call  out  the  militia  to  repel  inva- 
sions, suppress  insurrections,  and  enforce  the  execution  of  the  laws: 
but  shall  not  take  the  command  in  person  without  the  consent  of  the 
general  assembly. 

Sec.  12.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  laws  be  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  18.  He  shall  nominate  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  senate,  appoint  all  civil  and  military  officers  of  the  State, 
whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for. 
unless  a  different  mode  of  appointment  be  prescribed  by  the  law  creat- 
ing the  office. 

Sec.  14.  In  case  of  a  vacancy,  during  the  recess  of  the  senate,  in 
anj  office  which  the  governor  has  powder  to  fill,  he  shall  appoint  sonio 
suitable  person  to  said  office,  whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force 
till  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  general  assembly,  or  till  some 
other  person  is  appointed  to  the  same  office,  whichever  shall  first 
occur,  and  the  nomination  of  the  person  thus  appointed  during  the 
recess,  or  of  some  other  person  in  his  place,  shall  be  made  to  the 
senate  within  thirty  days  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  general 
assembly. 
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Sec.  15.  No  person  after  being  rejected  by  the  senate  shall  be  again 
nominated  for  the  same  office  at  the  same  session,  unless  at  the  request 
of  the  senate,  or  be  appointed  to  the  same  office  during  the  recess  of 
the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  16.  All  civil  officers  appointed  by  the  governor  and  senate 
shall  be  nominated  to  the  senate  within  fifty  days  from  the  commence- 
ment of  each  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly,  and  their  term 
of  office,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  constitution, 
shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  ensuing  their 
appointment,  and  continue  for  two  years,  (unless  sooner  removed 
from  office,)  and  until  their  successors  respectively  qualify  according 
to  law. 

Sec.  17.  The  governor  may  suspend  or  arrest  any  military  officer  of 
the  State  for  disobedience  of  orders,  or  other  military  offence;  may 
remove  him  in  pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial ;  and  may 
remove,  for  incompetency  or  misconduct,  all  civil  officers  who  received 
appointments  from  the  executive  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years. 

Sec.  18.  The  governor  may  convene  the  general  assembly,  or  the 
f^enate  alone,  on  extraordinary  occasions;  and  whenever,  from  the 
presence  of  an  enemy,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  seat  of  government 
shall  become  an  unsafe  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  general  assembly, 
he  may  direct  their  sessions  to  be  held  at  some  other  convenient  place. 

Sec.  19.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  semi-annually,  and 
oftener,  if  he  deem  it  expedient,  to  examine  the  bank-book,  account- 
books,  and  official  proceedings  of  the  treasurer  and  comptroller  of 
the  State. 

Sec.  20.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  inform  the  general  assembly 
of  the  condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration 
such  measures  as  he  may  judge  necessary  and  expjedient. 

Sec.  21.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons, 
except  in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  in  cases  in  which  ho  is  prohibited 
by  other  articles  of  this  constitution,  and  to  remit  fines  and  forfeitures 
for  offences  against  the  State;  but  shall  not  remit  the  principal  or 
interest  of  any  debt  due  to  the  State,  except  in  cases  of  fines  and  for- 
feitures; and  before  granting  a  nolle  prosequi^  or  pardon,  he  shall 
give  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  of  the  application  made  for  it, 
and  of  the  day  on  or  after  which  his  decision  will  be  given ;  and  in 
every  case  in  which  he  exercises  this  power,  he  shall  report  to  either 
branch  of  the  general  assembly,  whenever  required,  the  petitions, 
recommendations,  and  reasons  which  influenced  his  decision. 

Sec.  22.  The  governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  government,  and 
shall  receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  or  four  thousand 
dollars. 

Sec.  23.  A  secretary  of  state  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  who  shall  continue 
in  office,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  governor,  till  the  end  of  the 
official  term  of  the  governor  from  whom  he  received  his  appoint- 
ment, and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  24.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  carefully  keep  and  preserve  a 
record  of  all  official  acts  and  proceedings,  which  may  at  all  times  be 
inspected  by  a  committee  of  either  branch  of  the  general  assembly, 
and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  law,  or  as  may  properly  belong  to  his  office. 
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Article  III 

LEGISLATIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  legislature  shall  consist  of  two  distinct  branches,  a 
senate  and  a  house  of  delegates,  which  shall  be  styled  "  The  general 
assembly  of  Maryland." 

Sec.  2.  Immediately  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and 
before  there  shall  have  been  held  any  general  election  under  it,  the 
mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore  shall  proceed  to  lay  off  and 
divide  the  said  city  into  three  several  districts^  of  ecmal  population 
and  contiguous  territory,  as  near  as  may  be ;  which  said  districts  shall 
be  called  the  first,  second,  and  third  legislative  districts  of  Balti- 
more City. 

Sec.  3.  Every  county  in  the  State  and  each  legislative  district  of 
Baltimore  City,  as  hereinbefore  provided  for,  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
senator,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  Qualified  voters  of  the  counties 
and  of  the  legislative  districts  of  Baltimore  City  respectively,  and 
shall  serve  for  four  years  from  the  date  of  his  election,  subject  to  the 
classification  of  senators  hereinafter  provided  for. 

Sec.  4.  The  white  population  of  the  State  shall  constitute  the  basis 
of  representation  in  the  house  of  delegates,  and  the  apportionment  of 
the  delegates  among  the  several  counties  and  legislative  districts  of 
the  city  of  Baltimore  shall  be  as  follows :  For  every  five  thousand  per- 
sons, or  a  fractional  part  thereof  above  one-half,  one  delegate  shall 
be  chosen,  until  the  number  of  delegates  in  each  county  and  legis- 
lative district  of  the  city  of  Baltimore  shall  reach  five;  above  that 
number,  one  delegate  shall  be  chosen  for  the  next  twenty  thousand 
persons,  or  a  fractional  portion  over  one-half  thereof,  in  each  county 
and  legislative  district  of  the  city  of  Baltimore;  above  that  number 
each  county  and  legislative  district  of  the  said  city  shall  elect  one 
delegate  for  every  eighty  thousand  persons,  or  fractional  portion 
thereof  above  one-half.  Upon  this  principle,  and  as  soon  as  practi- 
cable after  each  national  census,  or  State  enumeration  of  inhabitants, 
the  general  assembly  shall  apportion  the  members  of  the  house  of 
delegates  among  the  several  counties  and  the  several  legislative  dis- 
tricts of  Baltimore  City  according  to  the  white  population  of  each. 
But  until  such  apportionment  is  made  the  house  of  delegates  shall 
consist  of  eighty  members,  distributed  as  follows:  Allegany,  five 
members;  Anne  Arundel,  two;  each  of  the  three  legislative  districts 
in  Baltimore  Citv,  six;  Baltimore  County,  six;  Calvert,  one;  Caro- 
line, two;  Carroll,  five;  Cecil,  four;  Charles,  one;  Dorchester,  two; 
Frederick,  six;  Harford,  four;  Howard,  two;  Kent,  two;  Montgom- 
ery, two;  Prince  George's,  two;  Queen  Anne's,  two;  Saint  Mary's, 
one;  Somerset,  three;  Talbot,  two;  Washington,  five;  Worcester, 
three. 

Sec  5.  The  members  of  the  house  of  delegates  shall  be  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  counties  and  the  legislative  districts  of 
Baltimore  City,  respectively,  to  serve  for  two  years  from  the  day  of 
their  election. 

Sec.  C.  The  first  election  for  senators  and  delegates  shall  take  place 
on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  moftth  of  Noveni- 
l)er,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four;  and  the  elections  for  delegates. 
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and,  as  nearly  as  practicable,  for  one-half  of  the  senators,  shall  be 
held  on  the  same  day  in  every  second  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  7.  Immediately  after  the  senate  shall  have  convened,  after  the 
first  election  under  this  constitution,  the  senators  shall  be  divided  by 
lots  into  two  classes,  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  may  be ;  senators  of 
the  first  class  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  two  years,  and 
senators  shall  be  elected  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday 
in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-six,  for  the 
term  of  four  vears,  to  supply  their  places;  so  that,  after  the  first  elec- 
tion, one-half  of  the  senators  may  be  chosen  every  year.  In  case  the 
number  of  senators  be  hereinafter  increased,  such  classification  of  the 
additional  senators  shall  be  made  as  to  preserve,  as  nearly  as  may  be, 
an  equal  number  in  each  class. 

Sec.  8.  Xo  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  senator  or  delegate  who,  at 
the  time  of  his  election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  and  who 
has  not  resided  at  least  three  years  next  preceding  the  day  of  his  elec- 
tion in  this  State,  and  the  last  year  thereof  in  the  county  or  in  the 
legislative  district  of  Baltimore  City  which  he  may  be  chosen  to 
represent,  if  such  county  or  legislative  district  of  such  city  shall  have 
l>een  so  long  established,  and  if  not,  then  in  the  county  or  city  from 
which,  in  whole  or  part,  the  same  may  have  been  formed ;  nor  shall 
any  person  be  eligible  as  a  senator  unless  he  shall  have  attained  the 
age  of  twenty-five  years,  nor  as  a  delegate  unless  he  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

Sec.  9.  No  member  of  Congress  or  person  holding  any  civil  or  mili- 
tary office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  eligible  as  a  senator  or 
delegate;  and  if  any  person  shall,  after  his  election  as  a  senator  or 
delegate,  be  elected  to  Congress,  or  be  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or 
military,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  his  acceptance 
thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  holding  any  civil  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
this  State,  except  justices  of  the  peace,  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of 
senator  or  delegate. 

Sec.  11.  No  collector,  receiver  or  holder  of  public  moneys,  shall  be 
eligible  as  senator  or  delegate,  or  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  under 
this  State,  until  he  shall  have  accounted  for  and  paid  into  the  treas- 
ury all  sums  on  the  books  thereof  charged  to  and  due  by  him. 

Sec.  12.  In  case  of  death,  disqualification,  resignation,  refusal  to 
act,  expulsion,  or  removal  from  the  county  or  legislative  district  of 
Baltimore  City  for  which  he  shall  have  been  elected,  of  any  person 
who  shall  have  been  chosen  as  a  delegate  or  senator,  or  in  case  of  a 
tie  between  two  or  more  such  qualified  persons,  a  warrant  of  election 
shall  be  issued  by  the  speaker  of  the  house  of  delegates,  or  president  of 
the  senate,  as  the  case  may  be,  for  the  election  of  another  person  in 
his  place,  of  which  election  not  less  than  ten  days'  notice  shall  be 
given,  exclusive  of  the  day  of  the  publication  of  the  notice  and  of  the 
dav  of  election ;  and  in  case  of  such  -resignation  or  refusal  to  act, 
being  communicated  in  writing  to  the  governor  by  the  person .  so 
resigning  or  refusing  to  act,  or  if  such  death  occur  during  the  legis- 
lative recess,  and  more  than  ten  days  before  its  termination,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  issue  a  warrant  of  election  to  supply 
the  vacancy  thus  created,  in  the  same  manner  the  said  speaker  or 
president  might  have  done  during  the  session  of- the  general  assembly : 
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Provided^  however^  That  unless  a  meeting  of  the  general  assembly 
may  intervene,  the  election  thus  ordered  to  fill  such  vacancy  shall  be 
held  on  the  day  of  the  ensuing  election  for  delegates  and  senators. 

Sec.  13.  The  general  assembly  shall  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  on  the  same  day  in 
every  second  year  thereafter,  and  at  no  other  time,  unless  convened  by 
the  proclamation  of  the  governor. 

Sec.  14.  The  general  assembly  shall  continue  its  session  so  long  as 
in  its  judgment  the  public  interest  may  require,  and  each  member 
thereof  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  five  dollars  per  diem,  for 
every  day  he  shall  attend  the  sessions,  but  shall  receive  no  per  diem 
when  absent,  unless  absent  on  account  of  sickness:  Provided^  however^ 
That  no  member  shall  receive  any  other  or  larger  sum  than  four 
hundred  dollars.  When  the  general  assembly  shall  be  convened  by 
proclamation  of  the  governor,  the  session  shall  not  continue  longer 
than  thirty  davs,  ana  in  such  case  the  compensation  shall  be  at  the 
rate  of  five  dollars  per  diem. 

Sec.  15.  No  book  or  other  printed  matter  not  app>ertaining  to  the 
business  of  the  session  shall  be  purchased  or  subscrioed  for  for  the  u>e 
of  the  members  of  the  general  assembly,  or  be  distributed  among  them 
at  the  public  expense. 

Sec.  16.  No  senator  or  delegate,  after  qualifying  as  such,  notwith- 
standing he  may  thereafter  resign,  shall,  during  the  whole  period  of 
time  for  which  he  was  elected,  be  eligible  to  any  office  which  snail  have 
been  created,  or  the  salary  or  profits  of  which  shall  have  been  in- 
creased, during  such  term,  or  shall  during  said  whole  period  of  time 
be  appointed  to  any  civil  office  by  the  executive  or  general  assembly. 

Sec.  17.  No  senator  or  delegate  shall  be  liable,  in  any  civil  action  or 
criminal  prosecution  whatever,  for  words  spoken  in  debate. 

Sec.  18.  Each  house  shall  be  judge  of  tlie  qualifications  and  elec- 
tions of  its  members,  subject  to  the  laws  of  the  State;  shall  appoint 
its  own  officers,  determine  the  rules  of  its  own  proceedings,  punish  a 
member  for  disorderly  or  disrespectful  behavior,  and,  with  the  con- 
sent of  two-thirds  of  its  whole  number  of  members  elected,  expel  a 
member ;  but  no  member  shall  be  expelled  a  second  time  for  the  same 
offence. 

Sec.  19.  A  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  the  members  elected  to 
each  house  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business, 
but  a  smaller  number  mav  adjourn  from  day  to  day  and  compel  the 
attendance  of  absent  members,  in  such  manner,  and  under  such  penal- 
ties, as  each  house  may  prescribe. 

Sec.  20.  The  doors  of  each  house  and  of  committees  of  the  whole 
shall  be  open,  except  when  the  business  is  such  as  ought  to  be  kept 
secret. 

Sec.  21.  Each  house  shall  keep  a  journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  published.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  members  on 
anv  questions  shall,  at  the  call  of  any  five  of  them  in  the  house  of 
delegates,  or  one  in  the  senate,  be  entered  on  the  journal. 

Sec.  22.  Each  house  may  punish,  by  imprisonment  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  general  assembly,  any  person  not  a  member  for  disrespect- 
ful or  disorderly  behavior  in  its  presence,  or  for  obstructing  any  of  \X< 
Jroceedings,  or  any  of  its  officers  in  the  execution  of  their  duties: 
Provided ^  Such  imprisonment  shall  not,  at  any  one  time,  exceed  ten 
days. 
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Sec.  23.  The  house  of  delegates  may  inquire,  on  the  oath  of  wit- 
nesses, into  all  complaints,  grievances,  and  offences,  as  the  grand 
inquest  of  the  State,  and  may  commit  any  person,  for  any  crime,  to 
the  public  jail,  there  to  remain  until  discharged  by  due  course  of  law ; 
they  may  examine  and  pass  all  accounts  of  the  State,  relating  either 
to  the  collection  or  expenditure  of  the  revenue,  and  appoint  auditors 
to  state  and  adjust  the  same;  they  may  call  for  all  public  or  official 
papers  and  records,  and  send  for  persons  whom  they  may  judge  neces- 
sary in  the  course  of  their  inquiries  concerning  affairs  relating  to  the 
public  interest,  and  may  direct  all  office  bonds,  which  shall  be  made 
payable  to  the  State,  to  be  sued  for  any  breach  thereof. 

Sec.  24.  Neither  house  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  three  days  at  any  one  time,  nor  to  any  other 
place  than  that  in  which  the  house  shall  be  sitting,  without  tne  con- 
current vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  25.  The  house  of  delegates  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  im- 
I)eachnient  in  all  cases,  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected  must 
concur  in  an  impeachment;  all  impeachments  shall  be  tried  by  the 
senate,  and,  when  sitting  for  that  purpose,  the  senators  shall  be  on 
oath  or  affirmation  to  do  justice  accoraing  to  the  law  and  evidence, 
but  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence  of  two-thirds 
of  all  the  senators  elected. 

Sec.  26.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  house  of  the  general 
assembly,  and  be  altered,  amended,  or  rejected  by  the  other;  but  no 
bill  shall  originate  in  either  house  during  the  last  ten  days  of  the  ses- 
^^ion,  nor  become  a  law  until  it  be  read  on  three  different  days  of  the 
scission  in  each  house,  unless  three- fourths  of  the  members  of  the  house 
where  such  bill  is  pending  shall  so  determine. 

Sec.  27.  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  it  be  passed  in  each  house 
by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  elected,  and  on  its 
final  passage  the  ayes  and  noes  be  recorded. 

Sec.  28.  The  style  of  all  laws  of  this  State  shall  be :  ''Be  it  enacted 
hy  the  general  assembly  of  Maryland J'^  and  all  laws  shall  be  passed  by 
original  bill;  and  every  law  enacted  by  the  general  assembly  shall 
t^uibrace  but  one  subject,  and  that  shall  be  described  in  the  title;  and 
no  law  nor  section  of  a  law  shall  be  revised  or  amended  by  reference 
to  its  title  or  section  only,  and  it  shall  be-  the  duty  of  the  general 
assembly,  in  amending  any  article  or  section  of  the  code  of  laws  of 
this  State,  to  enact  the  same  as  the  said  article  or  section  would  read 
when  amended ;  and  whenever  the  general  assembly  shall  enact  any 
public  general  law,  not  amendatory  of  any  section  or  article  in  the 
said  code,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  enact  the 
same  in  articles  and  sections,  in  the  same  manner  as  the  said  code  is 
arranged,  and  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  all  additions  and 
alterations  which  may  be  made  to  the  code. 

Sec.  29.  Every  bill,  when  passed  by  the  general  assembly  and  sealed 
^'itli  the  great  seal,  shall  be  presented  to  the  governor,  who  shall 
sim  the  same  in  the  presence  or  the  presiding  officers  and  chief  clerks 
of  the  senate  and  house  of  delegate.  Every  law  shall  be  recorded  in 
the  office  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and,  in  due  time,  be  printed,  pub- 
lished, and  certified  under  the  great  seal  to  the  several  courts,  in  the 
same  manner  as  has  been  heretofore  usual  in  this  State. 

Sec.  30.  No  law  passed  by  the  general  assembly  shall  take  effect 
^mtil  the  first  day  of  June  next  after  the  session  at  which  it  may  be 
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passed,  unless  it  be  otherwise  expressly  declared  therein ;  and  in  case 
any  public  law  is  made  to  take  enect  before  the  said  first  day  of  June, 
the  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  immediate  publication  of 
the  same. 

Sec.  31.  No  money  shall  be  drawn  from  the  treasury  of  the  State, 
except  in  accordance  with  an  appropriation  by  law,  and  every  such 
law  shall  distinctly  specify  the  sum  appropriated,  and  the  object  t<» 
which  it  shall  be  applied:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  containeil 
shall  prevent  the  general  assembly  from  placing  a  contingent  fund  at 
the  disposal  of  the  executive,  who  shall  report  to  the  general  assembly, 
at  each  session,  the  amount  expended  and  the  purposes  to  which  it  wa> 
applied.  An  accurate  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of 
the  public  money  shall  be  attached  to  and  published  with  the  laws 
after  each  regular  session  of  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  32.  The  general  assembly  shall  not  pass  local  or  special  laws  in 
anv  of  the  following-enumerated  cases,  viz:  For  the  assessment  and 
collection  of  taxes  for  State  or  count v  purposes,  or  extending  the  time 
for  the  collection  of  taxes;  provi^in^  for  the  support  of  public 
schools;  the  preservation  of  school-funds;  the  location  or  the  regula- 
tion of  school -houses;  granting  divorces;  relating  to  fees  or  salaries; 
relating  to  the  interest  on  money ;  providing  for  regulating  the  elec- 
tion or  compensation  of  State  or  countv  officers;  or  designating  the 
places  of  voting;  or  the  boundaries  of  election-districts;  providing 
lor  the  sale  of  real  estate  belonging  to  minors  or  other  persons  labor- 
ing under  legal  disabilities,  by  executors,  administrators,  guardians, 
or  trustees ;  giving  eflfect  to  informal  or  invalid  deeds  or  wills ;  refund- 
ing money  paid  into  the  State  treasury,  or  releasing  persons  from 
their  debts  or  obligations  to  the  State,  unless  recommended  by  the 

{governor  or  officers  of  the  treasury  department;  or  establishing, 
ocating,  or  affecting  the  construction  of  roads,  and  the  repairing  or 
building  of  bridges.  And  the  general  assembly  shall  pass  no  special 
law  for  any  case  for  which  provision  has  been  made  by  an  existing 
general  law.  The  general  assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the 
adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for 
the  cases  enumerated  in  this  section,  and  for  all  other  cases  where  a 
general  law  can  be  made  applicable. 

Sec.  33.  No  debt  shall  be  nereafter  contracted  by  the  general  assem- 
bly unless  such  debts  shall  be  authorized  by  a  law  providing  for  the 
collection  of  an  annual  tax  or  taxes  sufficient  to  pay  the  interest  on 
such  debt  as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  discharge  the  principal  thereof 
within  fifteen  years  from  the  time  of  contracting  tne  same,  and  the 
taxes  laid  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be  repealed  or  applied  to  any 
other  object  until  the  said  debt  and  interest  thereon  shall  be  fully 
discharged.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not,  in  any  manner,  be 
given  or  loaned  to  or  in  aid  of  anv  individual,  association  or  corpora- 
tion, nor  shall  the  general  assembly  have  the  power  in  any  mode  U^ 
involve  the  State  in  the  construction  of  works  of  internal  improve- 
ment, nor  in  any  enterprise  which  shall  involve  the  faith  or  credit  of 
the  State,  nor  make  any  appropriations  therefor ;  and  they  shall  not  use 
or  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the  internal-improvement  companies, 
or  of  the  State  tax  now  levied,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  levied, 
to  pay  off  the  public  debt,  to  any  other  purpose  until  the  interest  and 
debt  are  fully  paid,  or  the  sinking-fund  shall  be  equal  to  the  amount 
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of  the  outstanding  debt ;  but  the  general  assembly  may,  without  lay- 
ing a  tax,  borrow  an  amount,  never  to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
to  meet  temporary  deficiencies  in  the  treasury,  and  may  contract  debts 
to  any  amount  that  may  be  necessary  for  the  defence  of  the  State. 

Sec.  34.  No  extra  compensation  shall  be  granted  or  allowed  by  the 
general  assembly  to  any  public  officer,  agent,  servant,  or  contractor, 
after  the  services  shall  have  been  rendered  or  the  contract  entered 
into;  nor  shall  the  salai^  or  compensation  of  any  public  officer  be 
increased  or  diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  35.  No  lottery-grant  shall  ever  hereafter  be  authorized  by  the 
general  assembly. 

Sec.  36.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  no  law  nor  make  any 
appropriation  to  compensate  the  masters  or  claimants  of  slaves  eman- 
cipated from  servitude  by  the  adoption  of  this  constitution. 

Sec.  37.  No  person  shall  be  imprisoned  for  debt. 

Sec.  38.  The  general  assembly  shall  grant  no  charter  for  banking 
purposes,  nor  renew  any  banking  corporation  now  in  existence,  except 
upon  the  condition  that  the  stockholders  shall  be  liable  to  the  amount 
of  their  respective  share  or  shares  of  stock  in  such  banking  institu- 
tion, for  all  its  debts  and  liabilities,  upon  note,  bill,  or  otherwise,  and 
upon  the  fuicther  condition,  that  no  director  or  other  officer  of  said 
corporation  shall  borrow  any  money  from  said  corporation,  and  if 
any  director  or  other  officer  shall  be  convicted,  upon  indictment,  of 
directly  or  indirectly  violating  this  section,  he  shall  be  punished,  by 
fine  or  imprisonment,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.  The  books, 
papers,  and  accounts  of  all  banks  shall  be  open  to  inspection,  under 
such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  39.  The  general  assembly  shall  enact  no  law  authorizing  pri- 
vate property  to  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensation, 
as  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  or  awarded  by  a  jury,  being  first 
paid  or  tendered  to  the  party  entitled  to  such  compensation. 

Sec.  40.  Any  citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption  of 
this  constitution,  either  in  or  out  of  this  State,  fight  a  duel  with 
deadly  weapons,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  so  to  do,  or  who  shall 
act  as  a  second,  or  knowingly  aid  or  assist  in  any  manner  those  thus 
offending,  and  any  citizen  who  has  thus  offended  or  so  aided  or 
assisted  those  thus  offending,  since  the  first  Wednesday  of  June, 
eighteen  hundred  and  fifty-one,  shall  ever  thereafter  be  incapable  of 
hmding  any  office  of  trust  or  profit  under  this  State. 

Sec.  41.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  laws  for  the  preservation 
of  the  purity  of  elections  by  the  registration  of  voters,  and  by  such 
other  means  as  may  be  deemed  expedient;  and  to  make  effective  the 
provisions  of  the  constitution  disfranchising  certain  persons,  or  dis- 
qualifying them  from  holding  office. 

Sec.  42.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  laws  necessary  to  protect 
the  property  of  the  wife  from  the  debts  of  the  husband  during  her 
life,  and  for  securing  the  same  to  her  issue  after  her  death. 

Sec.  43.  Laws  shall  be  passed  by  the  general  assembly  to  protect 
from  execution  a  reasonable  amount  of  property  of  a  debtor,  not 
exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  44.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  a  simple  and  uniform 
system  of  charges  in  the  offices  of  clerks  of  courts  and  registers  of 
wills,  in  the  counties  of  this  State  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  for 
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the  collection  thereof:  Provided,  The  amount  of  compensation  to  any 
of  said  officers  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twentr-five  hundre<i 
dollars  a  year  over  and  above  office  expenses,  and  compensation  to 
assistants:  And  provided  further^  That  such  compensation  of  clerk-, 
registers,  assistants,  and  office  expenses  shall  always  be  paid  out  of 
the  fees  or  receipts  of  the  offices  re^si)ectively. 

Sec.  45.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  receive  from  th*^ 
United  States  anv  ^ant  or  donation  of  land,  money,  or  securitit*^. 
for  any  purpose  designated  by  the  United  States,  and  shall  adinini>- 
tcr  or  distrioute  the  same  according  to  the  conditions  of  said  grant 

Sec.  4G.  The  general  assembly  shall  make  provision  for  all  ceases  of 
contested  elections  of  any  of  the  officers  not  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  47.  The  general  assembly  shall  pass  laws  requiring  the  presi- 
dent, directors,  trustees,  or  agents  of  corporations,  created  or  author- 
ized by  the  laws  of  this  State,  teachers  or  superintendents  of  the 
pul>lic  schools,  colleges,  or  other  institutions  or  learning;  attorney- 
at  law,  jurors,  and  such  other  jjersons  as  the  general  assembly  shall 
from  time  to  time  prescribe,  to  take  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the 
United  States  set  forth  in  the  first  article  of  this  constitution. 

Se(!.  48.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  accept  the  ce>- 
sion  of  any  territory,  contiguous  to  this  State,  from  the  States  of 
Virginia  and  West  Virginia,  or  from  the  United  States,  with  the 
con.s(>nt  of  Congress  and  of  the  inhabitants  of  such  ceded  territory, 
and  in  case  of  such  cessions  the  general  assembly  may  divide  such 
territory  into  counties,  and  shall  provide  for  the  representation 
of  the  same  in  the  general  assembly,  on  the  basis  fixed  by  this  con- 
stitution, and  may,  for  that  purpose,  increase  the  number  of  senators 
and  delegates,  and  the  general  assembly  shall  enact  such  laws  as 
may  be  required  to  extend  the  constitution  and  laws  of  this  State 
over  such  territorv,  and  mav  create  courts,  conformablv  to  the  con- 
stitution,  for  such  territory,  and  may  for  that  purpose  mcrease  tlie 
number  of  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals. 

Sec.  49.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  regis- 
tration of  births,  marriages,  and  deaths,  and  shall  pass  laws  providing 
for  the  celebration  of  marriage  lx»tween  any  persons  legally  compe- 
tent to  contract  marriage,  and  shall  provide  that  anv  person  pre- 
vented by  conscientious  scruples  from  being  married  By  any  of  the 
existing  provisions  of  law,  may  be  married  by  any  judge  or  clerk  of 
any  court  of  record,  or  any  mayor  of  any  incorporated  city  in  this 
State. 

Sec.  50.  The  rate  of  interest  in  this  State  shall  not  exceed  six  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  no  higher  rate  shall  be  taken  or  demandeil : 
and  the  general  assembly  «hall  provide  by  law  all  necessary  for- 
feitures and  penalties  against  usury. 

Sec.  51.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  laws,  but  shall 
not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for  numicipal  purposes,  and  in 
cases  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  general  assembly,  the  obiect  of 
the  corporation  cannot  be  attained  under  general  laws.  All  laws 
and  special  acts,  pursuant  to  this  scvtion,  may  be  altered  from  time 
to  time,  or  repealed:  Provided^  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  b» 
construed  to  alter,  change,  or  amend  in  any  manner  the  section  in 
relation  to  banks. 

Sec.  52.  The  governor,  comptroller,  and  treasurer  of  the  State 
are  hereby  authorized,  conjointly,  or  any  two  of  them,  to  exchange 
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he  State's  interest  as  stockholder  and  creditor  in  the  Baltimore  and 
>hio  Railroad  Company  for  an  equal  amount  of  the  l>onds  or  regis- 
ered.  debt  now  owing  by  the  State;  and,  subject  to  such  regulations 
iiid  conditions  as  the  general  assembly  may  from  time  to  time  pre- 
scribe, to  sell  the  State's  interest  in  the  other  works  of  internal 
mprovement,  whether  as  a  stockholder  or  a  creditor;  also,  the  State's 
interest  in  any  banking  corporation,  and  to  receive  in  payment  the 
l>onds  and  registered  debt  now  owing  by  the  State,  equal  m  amount 
to  the  price  obtained  for  the  State's  said  interest:  Provided^  That 
the  interest  of  the  State  in  the  Washington  Branch  of  the  Baltimore 
and  Ohio  Railroad  be  reserved  and  excepted  from  sale:  And  pro- 
vided further^  That  no  sale  or  contract  of  sale  of  the  State's  interest 
in  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware 
Canal,  and  the  Susquehanna  and  Tide  Water  Canal  Companies  shall 
go  into  eflFect  until  the  same  shall  be  ratified  by  the  ensumg  general 
assembly. 

Sec.  53.  The  general  assembly  before  authorizing  the  sale  of  the 
State's  interest  m  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal,  and  before  pre- 
scribing regulations  and  conditions  for  said  sale,  shall  pass  all  laws 
that  may  be  necessary  to  authorize  the  counties  of  Allegnany,  Wash- 
ington, Frederick,  and  Montgomery,  or  any  one  of  them,  to  create  a 
deot  by  the  issue  of  bonds  or  otherwise,  so  as  to  enable  them,  or  any 
of  them,  to  become  the  purchasers  of  said  interest. 

Sec.  54.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  regulate  by  law, 
not  inconsistent  with  this  constitution,  all  matters  which  relate  to 
the  judges  of  election,  time,  place,  and  manner  of  holding  elections  in 
this  State,  and  of  making  returns  thereof. 

Sec.  55.  The  general  assembly  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  such 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  carrying  into  execution  the 
powers  vested  bv  this  constitution  in  any  department  or  office  of  the 
government,  and  the  duties  imposed  upon  them  thereby. 

Article  IV 

JUDICIARY    DEPARTMENT 

Part  I. — General  Provisions 

•Section  1.  The  judicial  power  of  this  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
court  of  appeals,  circuit  courts,  orphans'  courts,  such  courts  for  the 
city  of  Baltimore  as  may  be  hereinafter  prescribed  or  provided  for, 
and  justices  of  the  peace;  all  said  courts  shall  be  courts  of  record, 
and  each  shall  have  a  seal,  to  be  used  in  the  authentication  of  all 
process  issuing  from  them.  The  process  and  official  character  of 
justices  of  the  peace  shall  be  authenticated  as  hath  heretofore  been 
practised  in  this  State,  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribe  '  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  judges  of  the  several  courts,  except  le  judges  of  the 
orphans'  courts,  shall  be  citizens  of  the  United  St'  ies,  and  residents 
of  this  State,  not  less  than  five  years  next  precedii.g  their  election,  or 
appointment  by  the  executive  in  case  of  a  vacancy;  and  not  less  than 
one  year  next  preceding  their  election  or  appointment,  residents  in 
the  judicial  district  or  circuit,  as  the  case  mav  oe,  for  which  they  may 
be  elected  or  appointed ;  they  shall  not  be  less  than  thirty  years  of 
age  at  the  time  of  their  election,  and  selected  from  those  wno  have 
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l)een  admitted  to  practise  law  in  this  State,  and  who  are  most  distin- 
guished for  integrity,  wisdom,  and  sound  legal  knowledge. 

Sec.  3.  The  judges  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  be  elected  by  th^ 
qualified  voters  of  the  State;  and  the  governor,  bj^  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  designate  the  chief  justice: 
and  the  judges  of  the  judicial^circuits  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualitie.] 
voters  ox  their  respective  circuits;  each  judjge  of  the  court  of  api>eal' 
and  of  each  judicial  circuit  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  terra  of  fiftet-L 
vears  from  the  time  of  his  election,  or  until  he  shall  have  attaints: 
the  age  of  seventy  years,  whichever  may  first  happen,  and  be  reeligil)lr 
thereto  until  he  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  seventy  years,  and  mn 
after. 

Sec.  4.  Any  judge  shall  be  removed  from  office  bv  the  ffovernor 
on  conviction,  m  a  court  of  law,  of  incompetency,  of  wilful  negle<i 
of  duty,  of  misbehavior  in  office,  or  any  other  crime;  or  on  imi>eaoh 
ment  according  to  this  constitution,  or  the  laws  the  State;  or  on  th*- 
address  of  the  general  aasembly,  two-thirds  of  each  house  concur- 
ring in  such  address,  and  the  accused  having  been  notified  of  tlu- 
charges  against  him,  and  had  opportunity  of  making  his  defence. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  disquali- 
fication of  a  judge  of  any  court  of  this  State,  except  of  the  orpnan^* 
courts,  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate, 
shall  thereupon  appoint  a  person  duty  qualified  to  fill  said  offitv 
until  the  next  general  election  thereafter,  whether  for  members  of 
general  assembly  or  county  officers,  whichever  shall  first  occur,  at 
which  time  an  election  shall  be  held  as  herein  prescribed  for  a  judge, 
who  shall  hold  said  office  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  and  until  the 
election  and  qualification  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  6.  All  judges  shall,  bv  virtue  of  their  offices,  be  conservative? 
of  the  peace  throughout  the  State,  and  no  fees  or  perquisites,  commis- 
sion or  reward  of  any  kind,  shall  be  allowed  to  any  judge  in  tliis 
State,  besides  his  annual  salary  or  fixed  per  diem,  for  the  dischar*re 
of  any  judicial  duty. 

Sec.  7.  No  judge  shall  sit  in  any  case  wherein  he  may  be  interested!, 
or  where  either  of  the  parties  may  be  connected  with  him  by  affinity 
or  co'tisanguinity  within  such  degrees  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  law,  or  where  he  shall  have  been  of  counsel  in  the  case. 

Sec.  8.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  for  the  trial  of  causes 
in  case  of  the  disqualification  of  the  judge  of  the  superior  court  of 
Baltimore  City,  the  court  of  common  pleas,  the  circuit  court  of  Bal- 
timore Citv,  and  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore,  and  also  in  case  of 
a  disqualification  of  any  judge  of  other  circuit  courts  of  this  State, 
to  hear  and  determine  the  same,  but  in  case  of  such  disqualification, 
the  parties  thereto  may,  by  consent,  appoint  a  person  to  try  the  same: 
and  the  parties  to  any  cause  may  submit  the  same  to  the  court  for 
determination  >  uthout  the  aid  of  a  jury. 

Sec.  9.  The  dge  or  judges  of  any  court  of  this  State^  except  the 
court  of  appeal  shall  order  and  direct  the  record  of  proceedings  in 
any  suit  or  acin  n,  issue,  or  petition,  presentment  or  indictment, 
pending  in  such  court,  to  be  transmitted  to  some  other  court-  in  the 
same  or  any  adjoining  circuit  having  jurisdiction  in  such  cases, 
whenever  any  party  to  such  cause,  or  the  counsel  of  any  party,  shall 
make  it  satisfactorily  appear  to  the  court  that  such  party  cannot 
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have  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  in  the  court  in  which  such  suit  or 
action,  issue  or  petition,  presentment  or  indictment,  is  pending;  and 
the  general  assembly  shall  make  such  modifications  of  existing  law  as 
may  be  necessary  to  regulate  and  give  force  to  this  provision. 

Sec.  10.  The  judge  or  judges  of  any  court  may  appoint  such  oflS- 
cers  for  their  respective  courts  as  may  be  found  necessary,  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  assembly  to  prescribe  by  law  a  fixed 
compensation  for  all  such  officers. 

Sec.  11.  Every  person  being  a  citizen  of  the  United  States  shall  be 

Sermitted  to  appear  to  and  try  his  own  case  in  all  the  courts  of  this 
tate. 

Sec.  12.  Any  person  who  shall,  after  this  constitution  shall  have 
gone  into  eflFect,  detain  in  slavery  any  person  emancipated  by  the 
provisions  of  this  constitution,  shall,  on  conviction,  be  fined  not  less 
than  five  hundred  dollars  nor  more  than  five  thousand  dollars,  or  be 
imprisoned  not  more  than  five  years;  and  any  of  the  judges  of  this 
State  shall  discharge,  on  habeas  corpus,  any  person  so  detained  in 
slavery. 

Sec.  13.  The  clerks  of  the  several  courts  created  or  continued  by 
this  constitution  shall  have  charge  and  custody  of  the  records  and 
other  papers,  shall  perform  all  tne  duties  and  be  allowed  the  fees 
which  appertain  to  their  several  offices,  as  the  same  now  are  or  may 
hereafter  be  regulated  by  law. 

Sec.  14.  All  election  of  judges  and  other  officers  provided  for  by 
this  constitution.  State's  attorneys  excepted,  shall  oe  certified  and 
the  returns  made  by  the  clerks  or  the  respective  counties  to  the  gov- 
ernor, who  shall  issue  commissions  to  the  different  persons  for  the 
offices  to  which  they  shall  have  been  respectively  elected ;  and  in  all 
such  elections,  the  person  having  the  greatest  number  of  votes  shall 
be  declared  to  be  elected. 

Sec.  15.  If  in  any  case  of  election  for  judges,  clerks  of  the  courts 
of  law,  and  registers  of  wills,  the  opposing  candidates  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  governor  to  order 
a  new  election;  and  in  case  of  any  contested  election  the  governor 
shall  send  the  returns  to  the  house  of  delegates,  who  shall  ]udge  of 
the  election  and  qualification  of  the  candidates  at  such  election. 

Sec.  16.  All  public  commissions  and  grants  shall  run  thus,  "  The 
State  of  Maryland,"  &c.,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  governor,  with 
the  seal  of  the  State  annexed ;  all  writs  and  process  shall  run  to  the 
same  style,  and  be  tested,  sealed,  and  signed  as  usual ;  and  all  indict- 
ments shall  conclude  "  against  the  peace,  government,  and  dignity 
of  the  State." 

Part  II. — Court  of  Appeals 

Sec.  17.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  consist  of  a  chief  justice  and 
four  associate  justices,  and  for  their  selection  the  State  shall  be 
divided  into  five  judicial  districts,  as  follows,  viz :  Worcester,  Somer- 
set, Dorchester,  Talbot,  Caroline,  Queen  Anne,  Kent,  and  Cecil  Coun- 
ties shall  compose  the  first  district ;  Harford  and  Baltimore  Counties, 
and  the  first  seven  wards  of  Baltimore  City,  shall  compose  the  second 
district;  Baltimore  City,  except  the  first  seven  wards,  shall  compose 
the  third  district;  Alleghany,  Washington,  Frederick,  Howard,  and 
Carroll  Counties  shall  compose  the  fourth  district;  Saint  Mary's, 
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Charles,  Anne  Arundel,  Calvert,  Prince  George's,  and  Montgomery 
Counties  shall  compose  the  fifth  district,  and  one  of  the  justices  of 
the  court  of  appeals  shall  be  elected  from  each  of  said  districts,  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  whole  State.  The  present  chief  justice 
and  associate  justices  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  continue  to  act  as 
such  until  the  expiration  of  the  term  for  which  they  were  respec- 
tively elected,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
and  an  election  for  a  justice  of  the  court  of  appeals,  to  be  taken  from 
the  fourth  judicial  district,  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four. 

Sec.  18.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  the  city  of 
Annapolis,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  and  the  first  Monday  in  C)cto- 
ber  of  each  and  every  year,  or  at  such  other  times  as  the  general  assem- 
bly may  by  law  direct,  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  justices  of 
said  court,  sufficient  cause  appearing  to  them,  temporarily  to  transfer 
their  sittings  elsewhere. 

Sec.  19.  The  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  be  coexten- 
sive with  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  such  as  now  is  or  may  hereafter 
be  prescribed  for  it  by  law,  and  its  sessions  shall  continue  for  not  less 
than  ten  months  in  the  vear,  if  the  business  before  it  shall  so  require. 

Sec.  20.  Any  three  of  the  justices  of  the  court  of  appeals  may  con- 
stitute a  quorum,  but  no  cause  shall  be  decided  without  the  concur- 
rence of  at  least  three  justices  in  the  decision;  and  in  every  case 
decided  an  opinion  in  writing  shall  be  filed  within  three  months  after 
the  argument  or  submission  of  the  cause,  and  the  judgment  of  the 
court  ^all  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Sec.  21.  The  salary  of  the  justices  of  the  court  of  appeals  shall  be 
three  thousand  dollars  each  per  annum,  payable  quarterly. 

Sec.  22.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  publishing  reports  of 
all  causes  argued  and  determined  in  the  court  of  appeals,  which  the 
justices  s^iall  designate  as  proper  for  publication. 

Sec.  23.  The  court  of  appeals  shall  appoint  its  own  clerk,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  six  years,  and  may  be  reappointed  at  the  end 
thereof;  he  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  court  for  incompetency, 
neglect  of  duty,  misdemeanor  in  office,  or  such  other  cause  or  causes  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Pabt  III. — CiKCuiT  Courts 

Sec.  24.  The  State  shall  be  divided  into  thirteen  judicial  circuits, 
in  manner  following:  The  counties  of  Saint  Marv's  and  Charles  shall 
constitute  the  first  circuit ;  the  counties  of  Anne  Arundel  and  Calvert, 
the  second;  the  counties  of  Prince  George's  and  Montgomery,  the 
third ;  the  county  of  Frederick,  the  fourth ;  the  county  of  Washington, 
the  fifth ;  the  county  of  Alleghany,  the  sixth ;  the  counties  of  Carroll 
and  Howard,  the  seventh;  the  county  of  Baltimore,  the  eighth;  the 
counties  of  Harford  and  Cecil,  the  ninth ;  the  counties  of  Kent  and 
Queen  Anne's,  the  tenth;  the  counties  of  Talbot  and  Caroline,  the 
eleventh;  the  counties  of  Dorchester,  Somerset,  and  Worcester,  the 
twelfth ;  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  thirteenth. 

Sec.  25.  One  court  shall  be  held  in  each  county  of  the  State.  Tlie 
said  courts  shall  be  called  circuit  courts  for  the  county  in  which  they 
may  be  held,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  power,  authority,  anti 
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Ivirisdiction,  original  and  appellate,  which  the  present  circuit  courts 
3f  this  State  now  have  and  exercise,  or  which  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Sec.  26,  For  each  circuit  (the  thirteenth  excepted)  there  shall  be 
3ne  judge,  who  shall  be  styled  circuit  judge,  who,  during  his  term  of 
office,  shall  reside  in  one  of  the  counties  composing  the  circuit  for 
wHich  he  may  be  elected;  the  said  judges  shall  hold  a  term  of  their 
courts  in  each  of  the  counties  composing  their  respective  circuits  at 
such  times  as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  law,  such  terms  to 
l)e  never  less  than  two  in  each  jear  in  each  county;  special  terms  may 
be  held  by  said  judges  in  their  discretion,  whenever  the  business  of 
their  several  counties  renders  such  terms  necessary. 

Sec.  27.  The  present  jud^s  of  the  circuit  courts  shall  continue  to 
act  as  judges  of  the  respective  circuit  courts  within  the  judicial  cir- 
cuits in  which  they  respectively  reside,  until  the  expiration  of  the 
term. for  which  they  were  respectively  elected,  and  until  their  success- 
ors are  elected  and  q^ualified,  viz :  The  present  judges  of  the  first,  sec- 
ond, third,  fourth,  sixth,  and  eighth  judicial  circuits,  as  organized  at 
the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  shall  continue  to  act  as 
judges  respectively  of  the  first,  second,  fourth,  fifth,  ninth,  and 
twelfth  juaicial  circuits  as  or^nized  under  the  constitution;  and  an 
election  of  judges  of  the  third,  sixth,  seventh,  eighth,  tenth,  and 
eleventh  judicial  circuits  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
fiirst  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four. 

Sec.  28.  The  salary  of  each  judge  of  the  circuit  court  shall  be 
twenty-five  hundred  dollars  per  annum  payable  quarterly,  and  shall 
not  \ye  increased  or  diminished  during  his  continuance  in  office. 

Sec.  29.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  each  countv, 
who  shall  be  selected  by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified  voters  of  said 
county;  he  shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the 
time  of  his  election,  and  until  a  new  election  is  held  and  his  successor 
duly  qualified ;  he  shall  be  reeligible  at  the  end  of  his  term,  and  shall 
at  any  time  be  subject  to  removal  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  other 
misdemeanor  in  omce,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  In  the  event 
of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  any  of  the  circuit  courts, 
said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  judge  of  saia  circuit  court  in  which 
said  vacancy  occurs,  until  the  next  general  election  for  county  officers, 
when  a  clerk  of  said  circuit  court  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  six  years 
thereafter. 

Sec.  30.  The  judges  of  the  respective  circuit  courts  of  this  State, 
and  of  the  courts  ox  Baltimore  City,  shall  render  their  decisions,  in 
all  cases  argued  before  them,  or  submitted  for  their  judgment,  within 
two  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  argued  or  submitted. 

Part  IV. — Courts  of  Baltimore  City 

Sec.  31.  There  shall  be  in  the  thirteenth  judicial  circuit  four  courts, 
to  be  styled  the  superior  court  of  Baltimore  City ;  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas;  the  circuit  court  of  Baltimore  City,  and  the  criminal 
court  of  Baltimore.  Each  court  shall  consist  of  one  judge,  who  shall 
l)e  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of  said  city,  and  shall 
hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  fifteen  years,  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  constitution  with  regard  to  the  election  and  qualification  of 
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jud^s,  and  their  removal  from  office,  and  shall  exercise  the  juris- 
diction hereinafter  specified. 

Sec.  32.  Each  of  said  ludges  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars,  payable  quarterly. 

Sec.  33.  The  superior  court  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion over  all  suits  where  the  debt  or  damage  claimed,  exclusive  of 
interest,  shall  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  and  in  case 
any  plaintiff  or  plaintiffs  shall  recover  less  than  the  sum  or  value  of 
one  thousand  dollars,  he  or  they  shall  be  deemed  as  adjudged  to  pay 
costs  in  the  discretion  of  the  court.  The  said  court  shall  have  juris- 
diction as  a  court  of  equity  within  the  limits  of  the  said  city,  and  in 
all  other  civil  cases  which  are  not  hereinafter  assijmed  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas,  and  also  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  appeals 
from  the  conunissioners  for  opening  the  streets. 

Sec.  34.  The  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  civil  jurisdiction  in 
all  suits  where  the  debt  or  damage  claimed,  exclusive  of  interest,  shall 
be  over  one  hundred  dollars,  and  shall  not  exceed  one  thousand  dol- 
lars; and  shall  also  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  appeal  in  civil 
cases  from  the  judgnient  of  justices  of  the  peace  in  the  said  city,  and 
shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the 
insolvent  laws  of  this  State,  and  tne  supervision  and  control  of  the 
trustees  thereof. 

Sec.  35.  The  circuit  court  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  jurisdic- 
tion concurrent  with  the  superior  court  of  Baltimore  City,  in  all 
cases  in  equity,  in  cases  arising  under  the  act  to  direct  descents,  and 
its  supplements,  and  shall  exercise  all  the  power  that  is  now  conferred 
by  law:  Provided^  Said  court  shall  not  nave  jurisdiction  in  appli- 
cations for  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus^  in  cases  of  persons  charged 
with  criminal  offences. 

Sec.  36.  The  criminal  court  of  Baltimore  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  jurisdiction  now  held  and  exercised  by  the  criminal  court 
of  Baltimore,  except  in  cases  of  appeals  from  commissioners  for 
opening  streets,  and  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  of  appeals 
from  justices  of  the  peace  in  said  city,  for  the  recovery  of  fines, 
penalties,  and  forfeitures. 

Sec.  37.  The  present  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  Baltimore  City 
shall  continue  to  act  as  such  until  the  expiration  of  the  terms  for 
which  they  were  respectively  elected,  and  until  their  successors  are 
elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  38.  All  causes  pending  in  the  several  courts  of  Baltimore^  City 
at  the  adoption  of  this  constitution  shall  be  prosecuted  to  final  judg- 
ment, as  though  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several  courts  in  which  they 
may  be  pending  had  not  been  changed. 

Sec.  39.  There  shall  be  a  clerk  of  each  of  the  said  courts  of  Balti- 
more City,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  six  years  froni  the  time  of  his 
election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  Qualified,  and  be  re- 
eligible  thereto,  subject  to  be  removed  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty  or 
other  misdemeanor  m  office  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  In  case 
of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  clerk  in  any  of  the  said  courts,  the  judge 
of  the  court  of  which  he  was  clerk  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  a 
clerk  until  the  general  election  for  countv  officers  held  next  thereafter, 
when  a  clerk  of  said  court  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  six  years 
thereafter. 
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Sec.  40.  The  present  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  Baltimore  City 
and  the  court  of  conunon  pleas  and  of  the  criminal  court  of  Baltimore 
shall  continue  to  act  as  clerks  of  said  courts  respectively  during  the 
time  for  which  they  were  severally  elected,  and  until  their  successors 
are  elected  and  qualified,  and  in  case  of  the  death,  resi^ation,  or  dis- 

?ualification  of  either  of  said  clerks  before  the  expiration  of  the  time 
or  which  they  were  elected,  the  judge  of  the  court  where  such  death, 
resignation,  or  other  disqualification  may  occur  shall  have  the  power 
to  appoint  a  clerk  as  provided  by  the  thirty-ninth  section  of  this 
article.  The  present  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  of  Baltimore  City  shall 
continue  to  act  as  clerk  of  said  court  until  the  first  election  for  county 
officers  next  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  when  a  clerk  of 
said  court  shall  be  elected  in  the  same  manner,  and  hold  his  office  for 
the  same  time,  and  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  of  this  constitu- 
tion, as  the  clerks  of  the  courts  in  said  city. 

Sec.  41.  The  general  assembly  shall,  whenever  it  may  think  the 
same  proper  and  expedient,  provide  by  law  another  court  for  the  city 
of  Baltimore,  to  consist  of  one  judge,  to  be  elected  by  the  legal  and 
qualified  voters  of  said  city,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  constitu- 
tional provisions,  hold  his  office  for  the  same  term  of  years,  and 
receive  the  same  compensation  as  the  jud^e  of  the  superior  court  of 
said  city,  and  said  court  shall  have  such  jurisdiction  and  powers  as 
may  be  prescribed  by  law;  and  the  general  assembly  may  reapportion 
the  civil  jurisdiction  among  the  several  courts  in  Baltimore  City 
from  time  to  time  as  in  their  judgments  the  public  interest  and  con- 
venience may  require. 

Sec.  42.  The  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall  have  author- 
ity to  issue  within  said  city  all  marriage  and  other  licenses  required 
by  law,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  the  general  assembly  have  now 
or  may  hereafter  prescribe,  and  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  said 
city  shall  receive  and  record  all  deeds,  conveyances^  and  other  papers 
which  are  required  by  law  to  be  recorded  in  said  city.  He  shall  also 
have  custody  of  all  papers  connected  with  the  proceedings  on  the  law 
or  equity  side  of  Baltimore  County  court,  and  of  the  dockets  thereof, 
so  far  as  the  same  have  relation  to  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Part  V. — Orphans'  Court 

Sec.  43.  There  shall  be  an  orphans'  court  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
and  in  each  of  the  counties  of  tnis  State.  The  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  of  Baltimore  and  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State  shall,  on  the 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November, 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  elect  three  men  to  be  judges  of  the 
orphans'  court  of  said  city  and  counties  respectively ;  one  of  the  said 
judges  first  elected  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  one  for  four 
years,  and  the  other  for  six  years;  and  at  the  first  meeting  after  their 
election  and  qualification,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable,  they 
shall  determine  by  lot  which  one  of  their  members  shall  hold  his  office 
for  twojrfour,  and  six  years  respectively,  and  thereafter  there  shall  be 
elected  as  aforesaid,  at  each  general  election  for  county  officers,  one 
judge  to  serve  for  the  term  of  six  years.  No  person  shall  be  elected 
judge  of  the  orphans'  court,  unless  he  be  at  the  time  of  his  election  a 
citizen  of  the  United  States  and  resident  for  twelve  montlis  in  the 
city  or  county  for  which  he  may  be  elected.    Each  of  said  judges  shall 
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receive  such  compensation,  to  Ik»  paid  by  the  said  counties  and  city 
res{)ectively,  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  genera! 
assembly. 

Sec.  44.  In  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal,  or  other  dis- 
qualification of  a  judge  of  an  orphans'  court,  the  governor,  by  and 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate,  shall  appoint  a  person  duly 
qualified  to  fill  said  office  for  the  residue  of  the  term  thus  made  vacant. 

Sec.  45.  The  orphans'  courts  shall  have  all  the  powers  now  vested 
by  law  in  the  orphans'  courts  of  this  State,  subject  to  such  changes  as 
the  gfeneral  assembly  may  prescribe,  and  shall  have  such  other  juris- 
diction as  may  from  time  to  time  be  provided  by  law. 

Sec.  46.  There  shall  be  a  register  of  wills  m  each  county  of  the 
State  and  in  the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  elected  by  the  legal  and 
qualified  voters  of  said  counties  and  city  respectively,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  six  years  from  the  time  of  his  election,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified ;  he  shall  be  reeligible  and  subject  at 
all  times  to  removal  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty  or  misdemeanor  in 
office  in  the  same  manner  that  the  clerks  of  courts  are  removable.  In 
the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  register  of  wills,  said  vacancv 
shall  be  filled  by  the  judges  of  the  orpnans'  court  in  which  such 
A'acancy  occurs,  until  the  next  general  election  for  county  officers, 
when  a  register  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  six  years  thereafter. 

Part  VI. — Justices  of  the  Peace 

Sec.  47.  The  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
senate,  shall  appoint  such  number  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the 
county  commissioners  of  the  several  counties,  and  the  mayor  and  city 
council  of  Baltimore,  shall  appoint  such  number  of  constables  for  the 
.several  election-districts  of  tne  counties  and  wards  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  he  prescribed  by  law;  and 
justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  so  appointed  shall  be  subject  to 
removal  by  the  judge  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  county  or 
city  for  incompetency,  wilnil  neglect  of  duty,  or  misdemeanor  in 
office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law.  The  justices  of  the  peace  and 
constables  so  appointed  and  commissioned  shall  be  conservators  of  the 
peace,  shall  hola  their  office  for  two  years,  and  shall  have  such  juris- 
diction, duties,  and  compensation,  subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  in 
all  cases,  from  the  judgment  of  justices  of  the  peace,  as  hatn  been 
heretofore  exercised,  or  shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  48.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  justice  of  the 
peace,  the  governor  shall  appoint  a  person  to  serve  as  justice  of  the 
peace  for  the  residue  of  the  term,  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  constable,  the  county  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs,  or  the  mayor  and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  serve  as  constable  for  the 
residue  of  the  term. 

Part  VII. — Sheriffs 

Sec.  49.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  county,  and  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  in  every  second  year,  one  person,  resident  in  said  county 
or  city,  above  the  age  of  twentj^-five  years,  and  at  least  five  years 
preceding  his  election  a  citizen  of  this  State,  to  the  office  of  sheriff. 
He  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly 
elected  and  qualified;  shall  be  ineligible  for  two  years  thereafter; 
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shall  give  such  bond,  exercise  such  powers,  and  perform  such  duties 
as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  law.  Iii  case  of  a  vacancy 
by  death,  refusal  to  serve,  or  neglect  to  qualify  or  give  bond,  by  dis- 
qualification or  removal  from  the  county  or  city,  the  governor  shall 
appoint  a  person  to  be  sheriff  for  the  remainder  of  the  official  term. 

Sec.  50.  Coroners,  elisors,  and  notaries  public  may  be  appointed 
for  each  county  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  the  manner,  for  the 
purposes,  and  with  the  powers  now  fixed  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Article  V 

ATTORNEY-CJENERAI. 

Section  1.  There  shall  l)e  an  attorney-general  elected  by  the  quali- 
fied voters  of  the  State,  on  general  ticket,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  on  the  same  day  in  everv  fourth  year 
tliereafter,  who  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years  from  the  first 
Monday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  until  his  successor 
hhall  be  elected  ana  qualified,  and  shall  be  reeligible  thereto,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  removal  for  incompetency,  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  mis- 
demeanor in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  for  attorney-general  shall  be  certified  to,  and 
returns  made  thereof  bv  the  clerks  oi  the  circuit  courts  for  the  several 
counties,  and  the  clerk  of  the  superior  court  of  Baltimore  City,  to  the 
governor  of  the  State,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  decide  upon  the  elec- 
tion and  qualifications  of  the  person  returned,  and  in  case  of  a  tie 
between  two  or  more  persons,  to  designate  which  of  said  persons  shall 
qualify  as  attorney-general,  and  to  administer  the  oath  or  office  to  the 
person  elected. 

Sec.  »S.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attorney-general  to  prosecute  and 
defend,  on  the  part  of  the  State,  all  cases  which  at  the  time  of  his 
election  and  qualification,  and  which  thereafter  may  be  depending  in 
the  court  of  appeals,  or  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States, 
by  or  against  the  State,  or  wherein  the  State  may  be  interested ;  and 
he  shall  give  his  opinion  in  writing  whenever  required  by  the  general 
assembly,  or  either  branch  thereof,  the  governor,  the  comptroller,  the 
treasurer,  or  any  State's  attorney,  on  any  matter  or  subject  depending 
l)efore  them,  or  either  of  them,  and  when  required  by  the  governor  or 
the  general  assembly  he  shall  aid  any  State's  attorney  in  prosecuting 
any  suit  or  action  brought  by  the  State  in  any  court  of  this  State; 
and  he  shall  commence  and  prosecute  or  defend  any  suit  or  action  in 
any  of  said  courts,  on  the  part  of  the  State,  which  the  general  assem- 
bly or  the  governor,  acting  according  to  law,  shall  direct  to  be  com- 
menced, prosecuted,  or  defended;  and  he  shall  receive  for  his  services 
an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars;  but  he  shall  not  l>e 
entitled  to  receive  any  fees,  pertjuisites,  or  rewards  whatever  in  addi- 
tion to  the  salary  aforesaid  for  the  performance  of  any  official  duty, 
nor  have  power  to  appoint  any  agent,  representative,  or  deputy,  under 
any  circumstances  whatever. 

Sec.  4.  No  {)erson  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  attorney-general 
who  has  not  resided  and  practised  law  in  this  State  for  at  least  seven 
years  next  preceding  his  election. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  attorney-general,  occa- 
sioned by  death,  resignation,  or  his  removal  from  the  State,  or  his 
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conviction,  as  hereinbefore  specified,  the  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled 
by  the  governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term  thus  mede  vacant. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  appeals,  and 
the  commissioner  of  the  land-office,  respectively,  whenever  a  case  shall 
be  brought  into  said  court  or  office,  in  which  the  State  is  a  party  or 
has  an  interest,  immediately  to  notify  the  attorney-general  thereof. 

THE   state's    attorneys 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  an  attorney  for  the  State  in  each  county  and 
the  city  of  Baltimore,  to  be  styled  "  the  State's  attorney,"  who  shall  be 
elected  by  the  voters  thereof,  respectively,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  and  on  the  same  day  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  and 
shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years  from  the  first  Monday  in  January 
next  ensuing  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and 
qualified,  and  shall  be  reeligible  thereto,  and  be  subject  to  removal 
therefrom  for  incompetency,  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  misdemeanor 
in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  court  of  law. 

Sec.  8.  All  elections  for  the  State's  attorney  shall  be  certified  to  and 
returns  made  thereof  by  the  clerks  of  the  said  counties  and  city  to 
the  judges  thereof  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  respectively,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  decide  upon  the  elections  and  qualifications  of  the 
persons  returned,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  persons,  to 
designate  which  of  said  persons  shall  qualify  as  State's  attorney,  and 
to  administer  the  oaths  of  office  to  the  persons  elected. 

Sec.  9.  The  State's  attorney  shall  perform  such  duties  and  receive 
such  fees  and  commissions  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
by  law,  and  if  any  State's  attorney  shall  receive  any  other  fee  or  re- 
ward than  such  as  is  or  may  be  allowed  by  law,  he  shall,  on  conviction 
thereof,  be  removed  from  office:  Provided^  That  the  State's  attorney 
for  Baltimore  City  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  deputy,  at  a 
salary  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid 
by  the  State's  attorney  out  of  the  fees  of  his  onice,  as  has  heretofore 
been  practised. 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  State's  attorney 
who  has  not  been  admitted  to  practise  law  in  this  State,  and  who  has 
not  resided  for  at  least  one  year  in  the  county  or  city  in  which  he  may 
be  elected. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  State's  Attorney,  or  of 
his  removal  from  the  county  or  city  in  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  or  on  his  conviction  as  herein  specified,  the  said  vacancy  shall 
be  filled  by  the  judge  of  the  county  or  city,  respectively,  having  crim- 
inal jurisaiction,  in  which  said  vacancy  shall  occur,  for  the  residue 
of  the  term  thus  made  vacant. 

Article  VI 
treasury  department 

■ 

Section  1.  The  treasuiy  department  of  this  State  shall  consist  of 
a  comptroller  and  a  treasurer. 

Sec.  2.  The  comptroller  shall  be  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors 
of  the  State  at  each  regular  election  for  members  of  the  general 
assembly.    He  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  commencing  on  the 
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second  Wednesday  in  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty- five  hundred  dollars,  but  shall 
not  be  allowed,  nor  shall  he  receive,  any  fees,  commissions,  or  per- 
quisites of  any  kind,  in  addition  thereto,  for  the  performance  of  any 
official  duty  or  service.  He  shall  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  gov- 
ernment, and  shall  take  such  oath  ana  enter  into  such  bond  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duty  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
scribed by  law.  A  vacancy  in  the  office  of  comptroller  shall  be  fillea  by 
the  governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term.  The  first  election  for  comp- 
troller under  this  constitution  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty- four;  but  the  comptroller  then  elected  shall  not 
enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office  until  the  expiration 
of  the  term  of  the  present  incumbent,  unless  the  said  office  shall  sooner 
become  vacant. 

Sec.  3.  The  comptroller  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  State ;  he  shall  digest  and  prepare  plans  for  the 
improvement  and  management  of  the  revenue,  and  for  the  support 
of  the  public  credit;  prepare  and  report  estimates  of  the  revenue 
and  expenditures  of  the  State;  superintend  and  enforce  the  collec- 
tion of  all  taxes  and  revenue;  adjust,  settle,  and  preserve  all  public 
accounts ;  decide  on  the  forms  of  keeping  and  stating  accounts ;  grant, 
under  regulations  prescribed  by  law,  ail  warrants  for  moneys  to  be 
paid  out  of  the  treasury  in  pursuance  of  appropriations  by  law,  pre- 
scribe the  formalities  of  the  transfer  of  stock  or  other  evidences 
of  the  State  debt,  and  countersign  the  same,  without  which  such 
evidences  shall  not  be  valid ;  he  shall  make  full  reports  of  all  his  pro- 
ceedings and  of  the  state  of  the  treasury  department  within  ten  days 
after  the  commencement  of  each  session  of  the  general  assembly,  and 
perform  such  other  duties  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
by  law. 

Sec.  4.  The  treasurer  shall  be  elected  on  joint  ballot  by  the  two 
houses  of  the  general  assembly  at  each  regular  session  thereof.  He 
shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  shall  receive  an  annual  salary 
of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars,  but  shall  not  be  allowed,  nor  shall 
he  receive,  any  fees,  commissions,  or  perquisites  of  any  kind  in  addi- 
tion thereto  for  the  performance  of  any  official  duty  or  service.  He 
shall  keep  his  office  at  the  seat  of  government,  and  shall  take  such 
oath  and  enter  into  such  bond  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duty 
as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law.  A  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  treasurer  shall  be  fillea  by  the  governor  for  the  residue  of 
the  term.  The  general  assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  shall  elect  a  treasurer,  but  the  treasurer  then 
elected  shall  not  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  office 
nntil  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  present  incumbent,  unless  the 
said  office  shall  sooner  become  vacant. 

Sec.  5.  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  the  moneys  of  the 
State,  and  disburse  the  same  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  comptroller, 
and  not  otherwise ;  he  shall  take  receipts  for  all  moneys  paid  by  him, 
and  all  receipts  for  moneys  received  oy  him  shall  be  indorsed  upon 
warrants  signed  by  the  comptroller,  without  which  warrants,  so 
signed,  no  acknowledgment  of  money  received  into  the  treasury  shall 
be  valid;  and,  upon  warrants  issued  by  the  comptroller,  he  shall 
make  arrangements  for  the  payment  of  the  interest  of  the  public  debt. 
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and  for  the  purchase  thereof,  on  account  of  the  sinking-fund.  Every 
bond,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  the  debt  of  the  State  shall  lie 
signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  comptroller,  and 
no  new  certificate  or  other  evidence  intended  to  replace  another  shall 
be  issued  until  the  old  one  shall  be  delivered  to  the  treasui-er,  and 
authority  executed  in  due  form  for  the  transfer  of  the  same  shall  Ix* 
filed  in  his  office,  and  the  transfer  accordingly  made  on  the  Ixwks 
thereof,  and  the  certificate  or  other  evidence  cancelled;  but  the  gen- 
eral assembly  may  make  provision  for  the  loss  of  certificates  or  other 
evidences  of  the  debt. 

Sec.  6.  The  treasurer  shall  rejider  his  accounts  quarterly  to  the 
comptroller,  and  on  the  third  day  of  each  regular  session  of  the 
general  assembly  he  shall  submit  to  the  senate  and  house  of  delegates 
fair  and  accurate  copies  of  all  accoiuits  by  him  from  time  to  time 
rendered  and  settled  with  the  comptroller.  He*  shall  at  all  times 
submit  to  the  comptroller  the  inspection  of  the  moneys  in  his  hands, 
and  jKjrform  all  other  duties  that  are  now  or  may  hereafter  bte  pre- 
scribed by  law. 

Article  VII 

SUNDRY   OFFICERS 

Section  1.  The  governor,  the  comptroller  of  the  treasurv,  and  the 
treasurer  shall  constitute  the  board  of  public  works  in  this  State; 
they  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  hold  regular 
sessions  in  the  city  of  Annapolis  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
April,  Jidy,  and  Octol)er  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  necessary,  at 
wnich  sessions  thev  shall  hear  and  determine  such  matters  as  affect 
the  public  works  of  the  State,  and  as  the  general  assembly  may  confer 
upon  them  the  power  to  decide. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  exercise  a  diligent  and  faithful  supervision  of  all 
public  works  in  which  the  State  may  be  interested  as  stockholder  or 
creditor,  and  shall  appoint  the  directors  in  every  railroad  or  c^nal 
company  in  which  the  State  has  the  legal  power  to  appoint  directors, 
which  said  directors  shall  represent  the  State  in  all  meetings  of  the 
stockholders  of  every  railroad  or  canal  company  in  which  the  State 
is  a  stockholder;  they  shall  require  the  directors  of  all  public  works, 
from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  there  shall  Ik*  anv  change  in  the 
rates  of  toll  on  anv  of  said  works,  to  furnish  said  hoard  of  public 
works  a  schedule  of  such  modified  rates  of  toll,  and  shall  use  all  legal 
powers  w^hich  they  may  possess  to  obtain  the  establishment  of  rates 
of  toll  which  may  prevent  an  injurious  competition  with  each  other 
to  the  detriment  of  the  interests  of  the  State;  and  so  to  adjust  them  a< 
to  promote  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State;  they  shall  re]>ort 
to  the  general  assembly  at  each  regular  session,  and  recommend  such 
legislation  as  they  shall  deem  jiecH?ssary  and  requisite  to  promote  ov 
protect  the  interests  of  the  State  in  said  public  works;  they  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  l)e  hereafter  prescribed  by  law. 
and  a  majority  of  them  shall  he  competent  to  act. 

The  governor,  comptroller,  and  treasurer  shall  receive  no  addi- 
tional salary  for  services  rendered  by  them  as  members  of  the  board 
of  public  w^orks. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  \)o  a  commissioner  of  the  land-offic«,  elected  by 
the  qualified  voters  of  the  State,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first 
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Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  seventy,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  sixth  year  thereafter,  who 
shall  hold  his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  first  Mondav 
in  January  ensuing  his  election.  The  i-eturns  of  said  election  shall 
be  made  to  the  governor,  and  in  the  event  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more 
candidates,  the  governor  shall  direct  a  new  election  to  be  held,  hj 
writs  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties,  and  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more, who  shall  hold  said  election  after  at  least  twenty  days'  notice, 
exclusive  of  the  day  of  election.  He  shall  perform  such  duties  as 
are  now  required  or  the  commissioner  of  the  land-office,  or  such  as 
may  hereafter  be^  prescribed  by  law,  and  shall  also  be  the  keeper  of 
the  chancery  records.  He  shall  receive  a  salary  of  two  thousand 
dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  and  shall  charge 
such  fees  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  fixed  by  law.  He  shall 
make  a  semi-annual  report  of  all  the  fees  of  his  office,  both  as  commis- 
sioner of  the  land-office  and  as  keeper  of  the  chancery  records,  to  the 
comptroller  of  the  treasury,  and  shall  pay  the  same  semiannually  into 
the  treasury.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  said  office  by  death,  resignation, 
or  other  cause,  the  governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy  imtil  the  next 
general  election  for  members  of  the  general  assembly  thereafter, 
when  a  commissioner  of  the  land-office  shall  be  elected  for  the  full 
term  of  six  years  ensuing. 

Sec.  4.  The  State  librarian  shall  be  elected  by  a  joint  vote  of  the 
two  branches  of  the  general  assembly  for  four  years,  and  until  his 
successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  His  salary  shall  be  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum,  and  the  general  assembly  shall  pass  no 
law  whereby  he  shall  receive  any  additional  compensation.  He  shall 
perform  such  duties  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by 
law.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  State  librarian  from  death, 
resignation,  or  any  other  cause,  the  governor  shall  fill  such  vacancy 
]mtil  the  next  meeting  of  the  general  assembly  thereafter,  and  until 
a  successor  be  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  5.  The  county  commissioner  shall  Ixj  elected,  on  a  general 
ticket,  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  several  counties  in  this  State ;  an 
election  for  county  commissioners  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next 
after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixtv-five,  and  as  nearly  one-half  as  may  be  of  said  commissioners 
shall  hold  their  office  for  two  years,  and  the  other  half  for  four  years. 
At  the  first  meeting  after  their  election  and  qualification,  or  as  soon 
thereafter  as  practicable,  the  said  commissioners  shall  determine  by 
lot  which  of  their  number  shall  hold  office  for  two  and  four  years 
respectively;  and  thereafter  there  shall  be  elected  as  aforesaid,  at  each 
general  election  for  county  officers,  county  commissioners  for  four 
years  to  fill  the  places  of  those  whose  term  has  expired.  The  said 
commissioners  shall  exercise  such  powers  and  perform  such  duties 
(which  shall  be  similar  throughout  the  State)  as  are  now  or  may  here- 
after be  prescribed  by  law.  Their  number  in  each  county,  and  their 
compensation,  their  powers  and  duties,  may  at  any  time  hereafter  be 
changed  and  regulated  by  the  general  assembly. 

Sec.  6.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  appoint- 
ment of  road  supervisors  in  the  several  counties  by  the  county  com- 
missioners, and  the  number  of  said  supervisors,  as  well  as  their 
powers  and  duties  in  the  several  counties,  shall  be  determined  by  the 
said  county  commissioners. 
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Sec.  7.  The  qualified  roters  of  each  county  and  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore  shall,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the 
month  of  November,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nve,  and 
every  two  years  thereafter,  elect  a  surveyor  for  the  counties  and  city 
of  Baltimore,  respectively,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  next  ensuing  their  election,  and  whoso 
duties  and  compensation  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  or  may  heri'- 
after  be  prescribed  by  law.  Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  surveyor 
shall  be  nlled  by  the  commissioners  of  the  counties  or  bv  the  mavor 
and  city  council  of  Baltimore,  respectively,  for  the  residue  of  tho 
'  term. 

Sec.  8.  The  aualified  voters  of  Worcester  County  shall,  on  the 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  in 
the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  every  two  years  there- 
after, elect  a  wreck-master  for  said  county,  whose  duties  and  com- 
Eensation  shall  be  the  same  as  are  now  or  may  be  hereafter  prescribed 
y  law;  the  term  of  office  of  said  wreck-master  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  of  January  next  preceding  his  election,  and  a 
vacancy  in  said  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  county  commissioners  of 
said  county  for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

Sec.  9.  The  general  assembly  may  provide  by  law  for  the  election 
or  appointment  of  such  other  officers  as  may  be  required,  and  are  not 
herein  provided  for,  and  prescribe  their  tenure  of  office,  powers,  and 
duties. 

Article  VIII 

EDUC^ATION 

Section  1.  The  governor  shall,  within  thirty  days  after  the  ratifi- 
cation by  the  people  of  this  constitution,  appoint,  subject  to  the  con- 
firmation of  the  senate,  at  its  first  session  thereafter,  a  State  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction,  w^ho  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years 
and  until  his  successor  shall  have  been  appomted  and  shall  have 

aualified.  He  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  twenty-five  hundred 
ollars,  and  such  additional  sum  for  travelling  and  incidental  ex- 
penses as  the  general  assembly  my  by  law  allow ;  shall  report  to  the 
feneral  assembly,  within  thirty  days  after  the  commencement  of  its 
rst  session  under  this  constitution,  a  uniform  system  of  free  public 
schools,  and  shall  perform  such  other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office 
as  may  from  time  to  time  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  a  State  board  of  education,  consisting  of  tlie 
governor,  the  lieutenant-governor,  and  speaker  of  the  house  of  dele- 
gates, and  the  State  superintendent  of  public  instruction,  which  board 
shall  perform  such  duties  as  the  general  assembly  may  direct. 

Sec.  3.  There  shall  be  in  each  county  such  number  of  school  com- 
missioners as  the  State  superintendent  of  public  instruction  shall 
deem  necessary,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  State  board  of  educa- 
tion; shall  hold  office  for  four  years,  and  shall  perform  such  duties 
and  receive  such  compensation  as  the  general  assembly  or  State 
superintendent  may  direct;  the  school  commissioners  of  Baltimore 
City  shall  remain  as  at  present  constituted,  and  shall  be  appointed,  as 
at  present,  by  the  mayor  and  city  council,  subject  to  such  alterations 
ana  amendments  as  may  be  made  from  time  to  time  by  the  general 
assembly,  or  the  said  mayor  and  city  council.

Sec.  4.  The  general  assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  shall  provide  a  uniform  system  of  free  public 
schools,  by  which  a  school  shall  be  kept  open  and  supported  tree  of 
expense  for  tuition  in  each  school-district,  for  at  least  six  months  in 
(^ach  year;  and  in  case  of  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  general  assem- 
bly so  to  provide,  the  system  reported  to  it  by  the  State  superin- 
tendent of  public  instruction  shall  become  the  system  of  free  public 
K^hools  of  the  State:  Prorided^  That  the  report  of  the  State  superin- 
(ondent  shall  be  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  constitu- 
tion, and  such  system  shall  be  subject  to  such  alterations,  conformable 
to  this  article,  as  the  general  assembly  may  from  time  to  time  enact. 

Sec.  5.  The  general  assemblv  shall  levy  at  each  regular  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  constitution  an  annual  tax  of  not  less  than  ten 
rents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars  of  taxable  propertv  throughout  the 
State,  for  the  support  of  the  free  public  schools,  wfiich  tax  sliall  be 
mllected  at  the  same  time  and  by  the  same  agents  as  the  general 
State  levy;  and  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  State,  and  shall 
Ik^  distributed,  under  such  reflations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law, 
among:  the  counties  and  the  city  of  Baltimore,  in  proportion  to  their 
resj)ective  population  between  the  ages  of  five  and  twenty  ^vears: 
Pro r hied ^  That  the  general  assembly  shall  not  levy  any  additional 
scliool-tax  upon  particular  counties,  unless  such  county  express  by 
popular  vote  its  desire  for  such  tax.  The  city  of  Baltimore  shall  pro- 
vide for  its  additional  school-tax  as  at  present,  or  as  may  hereafter 
1)0  provided  by  the,  general  assembly,  or  by  the  mayor  and  city  council 
of  Baltimore. 

Sec.  (k  The  general  assembly  shall  further  provide  bv  law,  at  its 
first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  a  fund  for  the 
support  of  the  free  public  schools  of  the  State,  by  the  imposition  of 
an  annual  tax  of  not  less  than  five  cents  on  each  one  hundred  dollars 
of  taxable  proj)erty  throughout  the  State,  the  proceeds  of  which  tax 
shall  Ik?  known  as  the  public-school  fund,  and  shall  be  invested  by  the 
treasurer,  together  with  its  annual  interest,  until  such  time  as  said 
fund  shall,  by  its  own  increase  and  any  additions  which  may  be  made 
10  it  from  time  to  time,  together  with  the  present  school-fund,  amount 
to  six  millions  of  dollars,  when  the  tax  of  ten  cents  in  the  hundrecl 
dollars  authorized  by  the  preceding  section  may  be  disQpntinued  in 
whole  or  in  part,  as  the  general  assembly  may  direct.  The  principal 
fund  of  six  millions  hereby  provided  sfiall  remain  forever  inviolate 
as  the  free  public-school  fund  of  the  State,  and  the  annual  interest 
of  said  school-fund  shall  be  disbursed  for  educational  purposes  only, 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Article  IX 

MILmA   AND   MILITARY   AFFAIRS 

Section  1.  The  militia  shall  be  composed  of  all  able-bodied  male 
citizens,  residents  of  this  State,  being  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  under 
the  age  of  forty-five  years,  who  shall  be  enrolled  in  the  militia,  and 
perform  military  duty  in  such  manner,  not  incompatible  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  as  may  oe  prescribed  by 
the  general  assembly  of  Maryland ;  but  persons  whose  religious  opin- 
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ions  and  conscientious  scruples  forbid  them  to  bear  arms  shall  be 
relieved  from  doing  so  on  producing  to  the  proper  authorities  satis- 
factory proof  that  they  are  thus  conscientious. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  at  its  first  session  after 
the  adoption  of  this  constitution,  and  from  time  to  time  thereafter,  as 
the  exigency  may  require,  for  organizing,  equipping,  and  disciplining 
the  militia  in  such  a  manner,  not  incompatible  with  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  as  shall  \ye  most  effective  to  repel  invasion  and  sup- 
press insurrection,  and  shall  pass  such  laws  as  shall  promote  the  for- 
mation of  volunteer  militia  associations  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  and 
in  every  county,  and  to  secure  them  such  privileges-or  assistance  as 
may  arford  them  effectual  encouragement. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  an  adjutant-general,  who  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  senate. 
He  shall  hold  his  ofcce  at  the  pleasure  of  the  governor;  shall  perform 
such  duties,  and  shall  receive  such  compensation  or  emoluments  as  are 
now  or  may  be  hereafter  fixed  by  law. 

Article  X 

COl'NTIES    AND    'n>WNSHIPH 

Section  1.  The  general  assembly  may  provide  for  organizing  new 
counties,  locating  and  removing  county-seats,  and  changing  county- 
lines,  but  no  new  county  shall  be  organized  without  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  residing  within  the  limits  al)out  to  form 
said  county,  nor  shall  the  lines  of  any  county  l)e  changed  without  tlie 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  residing  withm  the  limits  of 
the  lines  proposed  to  lx»  changed,  nor  shall  any  new  county  contain 
less  than  four  hundred  square  miles  nor  less  than  ten  thousand  white 
inhabitants,  nor  shall  anv  countv  be  reduced  below  that  amount  of 
square  miles,  nor  Iwlow  that  numlx^r  of  white  inhabitants. 

Sec.  2.  The  general  assembly  shall  provide  by  general  law  for 
dividing  the  counties  into  townships  or  permanent  municipal  corpo- 
rations, in  place  of  the  existing  election-districts,  pi'escribing  their 
limits  and  confiding  to  them  all  powers  necessary  for  the  manage- 
ment of  their  public  local  concerns:  and  whenever  the  organization  of 
these  township  corporations  shall  l)e  perfected,  all  officers  provided 
for  in  this  constitution,  but  whose  official  functions  shall  have  been 
superseded  by  such  organizations  shall  be  dispensed  with,  and  the 
affairs  of  such  townships  and  of  the  counties  as  affected  by  the  action 
of  such  townships  shall  be  transacted  in  such  manner  as  the  general 
assembly  may  direct. 

Article  XI 

amendments   of   THE   CONSTITUTION 

Section  1.  The  general  assembly  may  propose  any  amendment  or 
amendments  to  this  constitution,  which  shall  be  agreed  to  by  three- 
fifths  of  all  the  members  elected  to  both  houses.  Such  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments,  with  the  veas  and  navs  thereon,  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journal  of  each  house;  shall  be  prmted  with  the  laws 
passed  at  the  same  session,  and  shall  be  published,  by  order  of  the 
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governor,  in  all  the  newspapers  printed  in  the  different  counties  of 
this  State,  and  in  three  newspapers  printed  in  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
(one  of  which  shall  be  printed  in  the  German  language,)  for  at  least 
three  months  preceding  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  general 
assembly,  at  which  election  the  said  proposed  amendment  or  amend- 
ments shall  be  submitted  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State  for  their 
confirmation  or  rejection ;  and  ii  it  shall  appear  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  governor,  from  the  returns  of  said  election  made  to  him  by  the 
proper  authorities,  that  a  majority  of  the  qualified  votes  cast  at  said 
election  on  the  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  were  in  favor  of 
the  said  proposed  amendment  or  amendments,  he  shall,  by  proclama- 
tion, declare  said  amendment  or  amendments  to  be  part  or  the  con- 
stitution of  this  State.  When  two  or  more  amendments  shall  be  sub- 
mitted by  the  general  assemblv  to  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State 
at  the  same  election,  they  shall  be  so  submitted  that  the  electors  may 
vote  for  or  against  each  amendment  separately. 

Sec.  2.  Whenever  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  each  branch 
of  the  general  assembly  shall  think  it  necessary  to  call  a  convention 
to  revise,  amend,  or  change  this  constitution,  they  shall  recommend 
to  the  electors  to  vote  at  the  next  election  for  members  of  the  general 
asiiembly  for  or  against  a  convention;  and  if  a  majority  of  all  the 
electors  voting  at  said  election  shall  have  voted  for  a  convention,  the 
general  assembly  shall,  at  their  next  session,  provide  by  law  for 
calling  the  same. 

The  convention  shall  consist  of  as  many  members  as  both  houses 
of  the  general  assembly,  who  shall  Ije  chosen  in  the  same  manner,  and 
shall  meet  within  three  months  after  their  election  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  and  in  each  twentieth  year  thereafter, 
the  question,  '^  Shall  there  be  a  convention  to  revise,  alter  or  amend 
the  constitution,''  shall  be  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State,  and 
in  any  case  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  voting  at  such  election  shall 
decide  in  favor  of  a  convention,  the  general  assembly  at  its  next 
session  shall  provide  by  law  for  the  election  of  delegates  and  the 
assembling  or  such  convention,  as  is  provided  in  the  preceding  sec- 
tion; but  no  amendment  of  this  constitution  agreed  upon  by  any 
convention  assembled  in  pursuance  of  this  article  shall  take  effect 
luitil  the  same  shall  have  been  submitted  to  the  electors  of  the  State, 
and  adopted  by  a  majority  of  those  voting  thereon. 

Article  XII 

sen  EDI' LE 

Section  1.  Every  person  holding  any  office  (treated  by  or  existing 
under  the  constitution  or  laws  oi  the  State,  the  entire  amount  of 
whose  pay  or  compensation  received  for  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties  shall  exceecl  the  yearly  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  except 
wherein  otherwise  provided  by  this  constitution,  shall  keep  a  book 
in  which  shall  be  entered  any  sum  or  sums  of  money  received  by  him 
or  on  his  account  as  a  payment  or  compensation  for  his  performance 
of  official  duties,  a  copy  of  which  entries  in  said  book,  verified  by  the 
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oath  of  the  officer  by  whom  it  is  directed  to  be  kept,  shall  be  returned 
yearly  to  the  comptroller  of  the  State  for  his  inspection  and  that  of 
the  general  assembly  of  the  State,  and  each  of  the  said  officers,  when 
the  amount  received  by  him  for  the  year  shall  exceed  three  thousand 
dollars,  shall  yearly  pay  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  State  the  amount 
of  such  excess  by  him  received,  subject  to  such  disposition  thereof 
as  the  general  assembly  may  direct ;  and  such  officer  failing  to  com- 
ply with  this  requisition  sfiall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  office 
and  be  subject  to  suit  by  the  State  for  the  amount  that  ought  to  be 
paid  into  the  treasury. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  courts,  except  as  herein  otherwise  provided, 
shall  continue  with  like  powers  ana  jurisdiction,  both  at  law  and  in 
equity,  as  if  this  constitution  had  not  been  adopted,  and  until  the 
organization  of  the  judicial  department  provided  oy  this  constitution. 

Skc.  8.  If  at  any  election  directed  by  this  constitution  any  two  or 
more  candidates  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
a  new  election  shall  l)e  ordered,  except  in  cases  specially  provided,  for 
by  this  constitution. 

Skc.  4.  In  the  trial  of  all  criminal  cases,  the  juiy  shall  be  the  judge-^ 
of  law  as  well  as  fact. 

Sec.  5.  The  trial  by  jury  of  all  issues  of  fact  in  civil  proceedings 
in  the  several  courts  of  law  in  this  State,  where  the  amount  in  con- 
troversy exceeds  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  shall  be  inviolablv  preserved. 

Sec.  0.  All  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  holding  oifice,  whether 
by  election  or  appointment,  under  the  State,  shall  continue  to  hold 
and  exercise  their  offices,  according  to  their  present  tenure,  unless 
otherwise  provided  in  this  constitution,  until  they  shall  be  superseded 
pursuant  to  its  provisions,  and  until  their  successors  be  duly  qualified, 
and  the  compensation  of  such  officers  which  has  been  increased  by  this 
constitution  shall  take  effect  from  the  first  day  of  January,  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixtv-five. 

Sec.  7.  General  elections  shall  be  held  throughout  the  State  on  tlie 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November  of 
tmch  and  every  year;  at  the  election  held  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred 
and  sixty-four,  all  State  officers  required  to  be  elected  under  this  con- 
stitution during  that  year  shall  Ix*  elected,  and  in  like  manner  in  every 
second  year  thereafter  an  election  shall  be  held  for  those  State  officers 
whose  terms  are  al)out  to  expire;  at  the  election  held  in  the  year 
eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-nve,  all  county  officers  required  to  be 
elected  under  this  constitution  in  that  year  shall  be  elected,  and  in 
like  manner  in  every  second  year  thereafter  an  election  shall  be  held 
for  those  county  officers  w^hose  terms  are  about  to  expire:  Pro  ruled  ^ 
howerer^  The  judges  of  the  several  courts  of  this  State,  except  the 
judges  of  the  orphans'  court,  shall  be  elected  at  the  regular  election, 
whether  for  State  or  countv  officers,  as  the  case  may  be,  iinmedialely 
preceding  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  the  incumbent  whose  place  is 
to  be  filled. 

VOTE   ON    the    CONSTITITTION 

Sec.  8.  For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  people  of 
this  State  in  regard  to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution, 
the  governor  shall  issue  his  proclamation  within  five  days  after  the 
adjournment  of  this  convention,  directed  to  the  sheriff  oi  the  city  of 
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Baltimore,  and  to  the  sheriffs  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State, 
commanding  them  to  give  notice,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law, 
that  an  election  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Baltimore  on  the  twelfth 
day  of  October,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  in 
the  several  counties  of  this  State  on  the  twelfth  and  thirteenth  days  of 
October,  in  the  same  year,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  elections  in 
said  city  and  counties,  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitu- 
tion, wiiich  election  shall  be  held  in  the  said  city  of  Baltimore  on 
the  twelfth  daj  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  between 
the  hours  of  eight  o'clock  a.  m.  and  five  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  in  the  said 
several  counties  of  the  State  on  the  said  twelfth  and  thirteenth  days  of 
October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  between  the  hours  of  eight 
o'clock  a.  m.  and  five  o'clock  p.  m.,  and  the  judges  of  election  of  said 
city,  and  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  shall  receive  at  said 
election  the  votes  only  of  such  electors  as  are  qualified  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  constitution,  who  may  offer  to  vote  at  such  election, 
and  the  said  sheriffs  shall  also  give  notice  on  or  after  the  twelfth  day 
of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four,  for  all  elections  pro- 
vided for  by  this  constitution,  to  be  held  during  that  vear. 

Sec.  9.  At  the  said  election  the  vote  shall  be  bv  ballot,  and  each 
ballot  shall  describe  thereon  the  words  "For  the  constitution,"  or 
"Against  the  constitution,"  as  the  voter  may  select,  and  it  shall  be  con- 
ducted in  all  respects  as  the  general  elections  in  this  State  are  now 
conducted.  The  judges  of  election  shall  administer  to  every  person 
offering  to  vote  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  this  constitution, 
and  should  any  person  offering  to  vote  refuse  or  decline  to  take  said 
oath,  he  shall  not  be  permitted  to  vote  at  such  election,  but  the  taking 
of  such  oath  or  affirmation  shall  not  be  deemed  conclusive  evidence  of 
the  right  of  such  person  to  vote,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  return 
judges  of  said  city,  and  of  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  having 
counted  the  votes  given  for  or  against  the  adoption  of  this  constitu- 
tion, to  certify  the  result  thereof  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by 
law,  accompanied  with  a  special  statement  that  every  person  who  has 
voted  has  taken  the  oath  or  affirmation  prescribed  by  this  constitution ; 
and  the  governor,  upon  receiving  such  result,  and  ascertaining  the 
aggregate  vote  throughout  the  State,  including  the  soldiers'  vote,liere- 
inafter  provided  for,  shall,  by  his  proclamation,  make  known  the 
same,  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  for  the  adoption 
of  this  constitution,  it  shall  go  into  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Novem- 
ber, eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-four. 

Sec.  10.  And  the  governor  shall  exclude  from  count  the  votes  of 
any  county  or  city,  the  return  judges  of  which  shall  fail  to  certify  in 
the  returns,  as  prescribed  by  this  schedule,  that  all  persons  who  have 
voted  have  taken  the  oath  prescribed  to  be  taken,  unless  the  governor 
shall  be  satisfied  that  such  oath  was  actually  administered,  and  that 
the  failure  to  make  the  certificate  has  been  from  inadvertence  or 
mistake. 

soldiers'  vote 

Sec.  11.  Any  qualified  voter  of  this  State  who  shall  be  absent  from 
the  county  or  city  of  his  residence  by  reason  of  being  in  the  military 
service  oi  the  United  States,  so  as  not  to  be  able  to  vote  at  home,  on 
the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution,  or  for  all  State  officers 
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elected  on  general  ticket,  and  for  presidential  electors  and  for  mem- 
bers of  Congress,  at  the  election  to  be  held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after 
the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-four,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  such  elections  as  follows:  A 
poll  shall  be  opened  in  each  company  of  every  Maryland  regiment  in 
the  service  of  the  United  States  or  oi  this  State  on  the  day  appointed 
by  this  convention  for  taking  the  vote  on  the  new  constitution,  or 
some  other  day  not  more  than  five  days  thereafter,  at  the  quarters  of 
the  commanding  officer  thereof,  and  voters  of  this  State  belonging  to 
such  company  who  shall  be  within  ten  miles  of  such  quarters  on  the 
day  of  election  may  vote  at  such  poll;  the  polls  shall  be  op>ened  at 
eiffht  o'clock  a.  ni.  and  close  at  six  o'clock  p.  m.;  the  commissioned 
pincers  of  such  company,  or  such  of  them  as  are  present  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  polls,  shall  act  as  judges,  and  any  one  officer  shall  be  com- 
petent so  to  act,  and  if  no  officer  be  present,  then  the  voters  in  such 
company  present  shall  elect  two  of  the  voters  present  to  ast  as  judges 
of  the  election;  before  anj^  votes  are  received,  each  of  the  judges  shall 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  perform  the  duties  of  judge 
according  to  law ;  will  prevent  fraud,  and  observe  and  make  proper 
return  thereof,  and  such  oath  the  judges  may  administer  to  each 
other;  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  any  voter  may  vote  either 
"  For  the  constitution  "  or  "Against  the  constitution." 

Sec.  12.  Any  qualified  voter  of  this  State  who  shall  be  absent  from 
the  city  or  county  of  his  residence  on  the  day  for  taking  the  vote  on 
the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  constitution  by  reason  of  his  being 
in  the  military  service  of  the  United  States,  but  shall  be  at  some  hos- 
pital or  military  post,  or  on  duty  within  this  State,  and  not  with  his 
company,  may  vote  at  the  nearest  poll  to  such  place  on  satisfying  the 
judges  that  he  is  a  legal  and  qualified  voter  of  this  State. 

Sec.  13.  The  judgt^s  may  swear  any  one  offering  to  vote  as  to  his 
being  a  legal  voter  of  this  State.  The  judges  shall  take  down  on  a 
poll-book  or  list  the  names  of  all  the  voters  as  their  votes  are  taken, 
and  the  tickets  shall  be  placed  in  a  box  as  taken ;  after  the  polls  are 
closed,  the  tickets  shall  oe  counted  and  strung  on  a  thread,  and  the 
judges  shall  make  out  a  certificate,  which  they  shall  sign,  addressed 
to  the  governor,  at  Annapolis,  in  which  they  shall  state  they  have 
taken  the  oath  hereby  prescril:)ed,  and  shall  certify  the  number  of 
votes  taken,  and  the  number  of  votes  for  the  constitution  and  against 
the  constitution;  the  said  certificates  shall  be  accompanied  with  the 
names  of  the  voters,  and  shall  be  plainly  expressed,  but  no  particular 
words  shall  be  required. 

Sec.  14.  The  judges  shall,  as  soon  as  possible,  transmit  said  returns, 
with  the  tickets  so  strung,  to  the  governor,  who  shall  receive  the 
return  of  the  soldiers'  vote,  and  shall  cast  up  the  same  and  judge  of 
the  genuineness  and  correctness  of  the  returns,  and  may  recount  the 
threaded  tickets  so  as  to  satisfy  himself,  and  the  governor  shall  count 
said  vote  with  the  aggregate  vote  of  the  State  on  the  adoption  or 
rejection  of  this  constitution,  and  shall  wait  for  fifteen  days  after  the 
day  on  which  the  State  vote  is  taken,  so  as  to  allow  the  returns  of  the 
soldiers'  vote  to  be  made  before  the  result  of  the  whole  vote  is  an- 
nounced. The  governor  shall  receive  the  returns  of  the  soldiers'  vote 
on  said  election  for  State  officers,  presidential  electors,  and  members 
of  Congress,  and  shall  count  the  same  with  the  aggregate  home  vote 
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on  State  officers,  and  the  aggregate  home  vote  in  each  district  respec- 
tively for  members  of  Congress. 

Sec.  15.  The  governor  shall  make  known  to  the  officers  of  the  State 
regiments  the  provisions  of  this  article  of  the  schedule,  and  request 
them  to  exercise  the  rights  hereby  conferred  upon  them,  and  shall 
take  all  means  proper  to  secure  the  soldiers'  vote;  and  the  general 
assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  constitution, 
shall  make  proper  appropriation  to  pay  any  expense  that  may  arise 
herein. 

Sec.  1G.  If  this  constitution  shall  be  adopted  by  the  people,  the  pro- 
visions contained  herein  for  taking  the  soldiers'  vote  on  the  adoption 
of  the  constitution  shall  apply  to  all  elections  to  be  held  in  this  State 
until  the  general  assembly  shall  provide  some  other  mode  of  taking 
the  same. 

Done  in  Convention  the  sixth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-four,  and  of  the  Inde- 
pendence of  the  United  States  the  eighty-ninth.

DECLARATION  OF  RIOIITS 

We,  the  people  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  grateful  to  Almighty 
(lod  for  our  civil  and  religious  liberty,  and  taKing  into  our  serious 
consideration  the  best  means  of  establishing  a  good  Constitution  in 
this  State  for  the  sure  foundation  and  more  i>ermanent  security 
thereof,  declare : 

Article  1.  That  all  Government  of  right  originates  from  the  Peo- 
ple, is  founded  in  compact  only,  and  instituted  solely  for  the  good 
of  the  whole;  and  thev  have,  at  all  times,  the  inalienable  right  to 
alter,  reform  or  abolish  their  form  of  Government  in  such  manner 
as  they  may  deem  expedient. 

Art.  2.  The  Constitution  of  the  United  States,  and  the  Laws  made 
or  which  shall  be  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  and  all  Treaties  made, 
or  which  shall  be  made,  under  the  authority  of  the  United  States, 
are  and  shall  be  the  Supreme  Law  of  the  State;  and  the  Judges  of 
this  State,  and  all  the  People  of  this  State,  are,  and  shall  be  bound 
thereby,  anything  in  the  Constitution  or  Law  of  this  State  to  the 
contrary  notwithstanding. 

Art.  3.  The  powers  not  delegated  to  the  United  States  by  the 
Constitution  thereof,  nor  prohibited  by  it  to  the  States,  are  reserved 
to  the  States  respectively,  or  to  the  People  thereof.

« Adopted  by  the  Convention  which  assembled  at  tiie  city  of  Annapolis  on 
the  eighth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  adjourned  on 
the  seventeenth  day  of  August,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  ratified 
by  the  People  on  the  eighteenth  day  of  Sei>teniber,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  with  Amendments  and  Decisions  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  to  and  includ- 
ing 102  Md. 
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Art.  4.  That  the  People  of  this  State  have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  of  retaliating  the  internal  government  and  police  thereof,  as  a 
free,  sovereign  and  independent  State. 

Art.  5.  That  the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  entitled  to  the  Com- 
mon Law  of  England,  and  the  trial  by  Jury,  according  to  the  course 
of  that  law,  and  to  the  benefit  of  such  oi  the  English  statutes  as 
existed  on  the  Fourth  day  of  July,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six;  and  which,  by  experience,  have  been  found  applicable  to  their 
local  and  other  circumstances,  and  have  been  introduced,  used  and 
practiced  by  the  Courts  of  Law  or  Equity;  and  also  of  all  Acts  of 
Assembly  in  force  on  the  first  day  oi  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven;  except  such  as  may  have  since  expired,  or  may  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution ;  subject,  nevertheless, 
to  the  revision  of,  and  amendment  or  rejieal  by,  the  Legislature  of 
this  State.  And  the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  also  entitled 
to  all  property  derived  to  them  from  or  under  the  Charter  granted 
by  His  Majesty,  Charles  the  First,  to  Csecilius  Calvert,  Baron  of 
Baltimore. 

Art.  G.  That  all  persons  invested  with  the  Legislative  or  Executive 
powers  of  (Tovernment  are  Trustees  of  the  Public,  and  as  such, 
accountable  for  their  conduct:  Wherefore,  whenever  the  ends  of 
Government  are  perverted,  and  public  liberty  manifestly  endangered, 
and  all  other  means  of  redress  are  ineffectual,  the  People  may,  and 
of  right  ought  to  reform  the  old,  or  establish  a  new  Government: 
the  doctrine  of  non-resistance  against  arbitrary  power  and  opprei^- 
sion  is  absurd,  slavish  and  destructive  of  the  gooa  and  happiness  of 
mankind, 

Art.  7.  That  the  right  of  the  People  to  participate  in  the  Legis- 
lature is  the  best  security  of  liberty  and  the  foundation  of  all  free 
Government;  for  this  purpose  elections  ought  to  be  free  and  fre- 
quent, and  every  white  «  male  citizen  having  the  qualifications  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution,  ought  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage. 

Art.  8.  That  the  Ij(»gislative,  Executive  and  Judicial  powers  of 
Government  ought  to  be  forever  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other : 
and  no  person  exercising  the  functions  of  one  of  said  Departments 
shall  assume  or  discharge  the  duties  of  any  other. 

Art.  9.  That  no  power  of  suspending  Laws  or  the  execution  of 
Laws,  unless  by,  or  derived  from  the  Legislature,  ought  to  l)e  exer- 
cised, or  allowed. 

Art.  10.  That  freedom  of  speech  and  debate,  or  proceedings  in  the 
Ijegislatiire,  ought  not  to  be  impeached  in  any  Court  of  Judicature. 

Art.  11.  That  Annapolis  be  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Ijcgislature : 
and  the  Legislature  ought  not  to  be  convened,  or  held  at  any  otlier 
place  but  from  evident  necessity. 

Art.  12.  That  for  redress  of  grievances,  and  for  amending, 
strengthening,  and  for  preserving  the  laws,  the  Ijegislature  ought  to 
be  frequently  convened. 

Art.  13.  That  every  man  hath  a  right  to  petition  the  Legislature 
for  the  redress  of  grievances  in  a  peaceful  and  orderly  manner. 

Art.  14.  That  no  aid,  charge,  tax,  burthen  or  fees  ought  to  be 
rated,  or  levied,  under  any  pretence,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Ijegislature. 

<»The  word  "white"  omitted  under  the  1.5th  Amendment  to  the  Constitution 
of  tlie  United  States. 
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Abt.  15.  That  the  levying  of  taxes  by  the  poll  is  grievous  and 
oppressive,  and  ought  to  be  prohibited ;  that  paupers  ought  not  to  be 
assessed  for  the  support  of  the  Government ;  out  every  person  in  the 
State,  or  person  holding  property  therein,  ought  to  contribute  his 
proportion  of  public  taxes  for  the  support  of  the  Government,  accord- 
ing to  his  actual  worth  in  real  or  personal  property;  yet  fines,  duties 
or  taxes  may  properly  and  justly  be  imposed,  or  laid  with  a  political 
view  for  the  good  government  and  benefit  of  the  community. 

Art.  16.  That  sanguinary  Laws  ought  to  be  avoided  as  far  as  it 
is  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  State ;  and  no  Law  to  inflict  cruel 
and  unusual  pains  and  penalties  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at 
any  time,  hereafter. 

Art.  17.  That  retrospective  Laws,  punishing  acts  committed  before 
tlie  existence  of  such  Laws,  and  bv  them  onlv  declared  criminal  are 
oppressive,  unjust  and  incompatible  with  liberty;  wherefore,  no  e.v 
poHt  facto  Law  ought  to  be  made;  nor  any  retrospective  oath  or 
restriction  be  imposed  or  required. 

Art.  18.  That  no  Law  to  attaint  particular  persons  of  treason  or 
felony  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at  any  time,  hereafter. 

Art.  19.  That  every  man,  for  any  injury  done  to  him  in  his  per- 
son or  property  ought  to  have  remedy  bv  the  course  of  the  Law  of 
the  Land,  and  ought  to  have  justice  and  right,  freely  without  sale, 
fully  without  any  denial,  and  speedily  without  delay,  according  to 
Law  of  the  Land. 

Art.  20.  That  the  trial  of  facts,  where  they  arise,  is  one  of  the 
greatest  securities  of  the  lives,  liberties  and  estate  of  the  People. 

Art.  21.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  every  man  hath  a  right 
to  be  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him ;  to  have  a  copy  of  the 
Indictment,  or  Charge  in  due  time  (if  required)  to  prepare  for  his 
defence;  to  be  allowed  counsel;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses 
against  him ;  to  have  process  for  his  witnesses ;  to  examine  the  wit- 
nesses for  and  against  him  on  oath;  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an 
impartial  jury,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  ought  not  to  be 
found  guilty. 

Art.  22.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  compelled  to  give  evidence 
against  himself  in  a  criminal  case. 

Art.  23.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  taken  or  imprisoned  or  disseized 
of  his  freehold,  liberties  or  privileges,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in 
any  manner  destroyed,  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  property,  but 
by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  by  the  Law  of  the  Land. 

'  Art.  24.  That  slavery  shall  not  be  re-established  in  this  State;  but, 
having  been  abolished,  under  the  policy  and  authority  of  the  ITnited 
States,  compensation  in  consideration  thereof,  is  due  from  the  United 
States. 

Art.  25.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishment  inflicted  by  the  Courts 
of  Law. 

Art.  26.  That  all  warrants,  without  oath  or  affirmation,  to  search 
suspected  places,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  property,  are  grievous  and 
oppressive ;  and  all  general  warrants  to  search  suspected  places,  or  to 
apprehend  suspected  persons,  without  naming  or  describing  the  place, 
or  the  person  in  special,  are  illegal,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Art.  27.  That  no  conviction  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  for- 
feiture of  estate. 
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Art.  28.  That  a  well  regulated  Militia  is  the  proper  and  natural 
defence  of  a  free  Government. 

Art.  21).  That  Standing  Armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought 
not  to  be  raised,  or  kept  up,  without  the  consent  of  the  Legislature. 

Art.  30.  That  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  the  military  ought  to  be 
under  strict  subordination  to,  and  control,  of  the  civil  power. 

Art.  31.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  Law. 

Art.  32.  That  no  person  except  regular  soldiers,  marines,  and  mari- 
ners in  the  service  of  this  State,  or  militia,  when  in  actual  service, 
ought,  in  anv  ease,  to  l)e  subject  to,  or  punishable  by.  Martial  Law. 

Art.  33.  That  the  independency  and  uprightness  of  Judges  are 
essential  to  the  impartial  administration  of  Justice,  and  a  great  se- 
curity to  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  People;  wherefore,  the  Judges 
shall  not  I)e  removed,  except  in  the  manner,  and  for  the  causes, 
provided  in  this  Constitution.  No  Judge  shall  hold  any  other  office, 
civil  or  militarv  or  political  trust,  or  emplovment  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, under  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  them ;  or  receive  fees,  or  j>erquisites  of  any  kind,  for 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

Art.  34.  That  a  long  continuance  in  the  Executive  Departments  of 
power  or  trust  is  dangerous  to  liberty;  a  rotation,  thererore,  in  thosi*. 
Departments  is  one  or  the  best  securities  of  permanent  freedom. 

Art.  3;").  That  no  person  shall  hold,  at  the  same  time,  more  than  one 
office  of  profit,  created  by  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  this  State;  nor 
shall  any  person  in  public  trust  receive  any  present  from  any  foreign 
Prince  or  State,  or  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  without 
the  approbation  of  this  State. 

Art.  3().  That  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  worship  God  in  such 
manner  as  he  thinks  most  acceptable  to  Him,  all  persons  are  equally 
entitled  to  protection  in  their  religious  liberty;  wherefore,  no  person 
ought,  bv  any  law  to  be  molested  in  his  person  or  estate,  on  account 
of  his  religious  persuasion  or  profession,  or  for  his  religious  practice, 
unless,  under  the  color  of  religion,  he  shall  disturb  the  good  order, 
peace  or  safety  of  the  State,  or  shall  infringe  the  laws  of  morality,  or 
injure  others  in  their  natural,  civil  or  religious  rights ;  nor  ought  any 
person  to  be  compelled  to  frequent,  or  maintain,  or  contribute,  unleas 
under  contract,  to  maintain  any  place  of  worship  or  any  ministry; 
nor  shall  any  person,  otherwise  competent,  be  deemed  incompetent  as 
a  witness,  or  juror,  on  account  of  his  religious  belief;  provided,  he 
believes  in  the  existence  of  God,  and  that  under  His  dispensation 
such  person  will  be  held  morally  accountable  for  his  acts,  and  bt? 
rewarded  or  punished  therefor  in  this  world  or  the  world  to  come. 

Art:  37.  That  no  religious  test  ought  ever  to  be  required  as  a  quali- 
fication for  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  in  this  State,  other  than  a 
declaration  of  belief  in  the  existence  of  God;  nor  shall  the  Legis- 
lature prescribe  any  other  oath  of  office  than  the  oath  prescribed  by 
this  Constitution. 

Art.  38.  That  every  gift,  sale  or  devise  of  land  to  any  Minister, 
Public  Teacher  or  Preacher  of  the  Gospel,  as  such,  or  to  any  Religious 
Sect,  Order  or  Denomination,  or  to,  or  for  the  support,  use  or  benefit 
of,  or  in  trust  for,  any  Minister,  Public  Teacher  or  Preacher  of  the 
Gospel,  as  such,  or  any  Religious  Sect,  Order  or  Denomination ;  and 
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every  gift  or  sale  of  goods,  or  chattels,  to  go  in  succession,  or  to  take 
place  after  the  death  of  the  Seller  or  Donor,  to  or  for  such  support, 
use  or  benefit;  and  also  every  devise  of  goods  or  chattels  to  or  for 
the  support,  use  or  benefit  of  any  Minister,  Public  Teacher  or 
Preacher  of  the  Gospel,  as  such,  or  any  Religious  Sect,  Order  or 
Denomination,  without  the  prior  or  subsequent  sanction  of  the  Legis- 
lature, shall  be  void;  except  always,  any  sale,  gift,  lease  or  devise  of 
any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  five  acres,  for  a  church,  meeting- 
house, or  other  house  of  worship,  or  parsonage,  or  for  a  burying- 
ground,  which  shall  be  improved,  enjoyed  or  used  only  for  such  pur- 
pose; or  such  sale,  gift,  lease  or  devise  shall  be  void. 

Art.  39.  That  the  manner  of  administering  the  oath  or  affirmation 
to  any  person  ought  to  be  such  as  those  of  the  religious  i>ersuasion, 
profession,  or  denomination,  of  which  he  is  a  member,  generally 
esteem  the  most  effectual  confirmation  bv  the  attestation  of  the  Divine 

ft 

Being. 

Art.  40.  That  the  liberty  of  the  press  ought  to  be  inviolably  pre- 
served ;  that  every  citizen  of  the  State  ought  to  be  allowed  to  speak, 
write  and  publisn  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible 
for  the  abuse  of  that  privilege. 

Art.  41.  That  monopolies  are  odious,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  a 
free  government  and  the  principles  of  commerce,  and  ought  not  to 
be  suffered. 

Art.  42.  That  no  title  of  nobility  or  hereditary  honors  ought  to 
granted  in  this  State. 

Art.  43.  That  the  Legislature  ought  to  encourage  the  diffusion  of 
knowledge  and  virtue,  the  extension  of  a  judicious  system  of  general 
education,  the  promotion  of  literature,  the  arts,  sciences,  agriculture, 
commerce  and  manufactures,  and  the  general  amelioration  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  people. 

Art.  44.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State,  apply  as  well  in  time  of  war  as  in  time  of 
peace;  and  any  departure  therefrom,  or  violation  thereof,  under  the 
plea  of  necessity,  or  any  other  plea,  is  subversive  of  good  government 
and  tends  to  anarchy  and  despotism. 

Art.  45.  This  enumeration  of  Rights  shall  not  be  construed  to 
impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  People.

Artjci.e  I 

ELECTIVE   FRANCHISE 

Section  1.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot;  and  every  white «  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  up- 
wards, who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  State  for  one  year,  and  of  the 
Legislative  District  of  Baltimore  city,  or  of  the  county,  in  which  he 
may  offer  to  vote,  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  election,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote,  in  the  ward  or  election  district  m  which  he  resides. 


« The  word  "  white  **  hecnme  inoperative  under  the  15th  Amendment  to  tlie 
Clonstltution  of  the  Unitetl  States. 
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at  all  elections  hereafter  to  be  held  in  this  State;  and  in  case  any 
county  or  city  shall  be  so  divided  as  to  form  portions  of  different 
electoral  districts,  for  the  election  of  Representatives  in  Congress, 
Senators,  Delegates,  or  other  Officers,  then  to  entitle  a  person  to  vote 
for  such  officer,  he  must  have  been  a  resident  of  that  part  of  the 
county,  or  city,  which  shall  form  a  part  of  the  electoral  district,  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote,  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  election ; 
but  a  pei-son,  who  shall  have  acquired  a  residence  in  such  county  or 
city,  entitling  him  to  vote  at  any  such  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  election  district  from  which  he  removed,  until  he  shall  have 
acquired  a  residence  in  the  part  of  the  county  or  city  to  which  he  has 
removed. 

Sec.  2.  No  person  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  convicted  of 
larceny  or  other  infamous  crime,  unless  pardoned  by  the  Governor, 
shall  ever  thereafter,  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  this  State; 
and  no  person  under  guardianship,  as  a  lunatic,  or  as  a  pei'son  non 
covipoH  mentis^  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  shall  give,  or  offer  to  give,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, any  bribe,  present,  or  reward,  or  any  promise,  or  any  security, 
for  the  payment  or  the  delivery  of  money,  or  any  other  thing,  to 
induce  any  voter  to  refrain  from  casting  his  vote,  or  to  prevent  him 
m  any  way  from  voting,  or  to  procure  a  vote  for  any  candidate  or 
person  proposed,  or  voted  for,  as  Elector  of  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  or  Representative  in  Congress,  or  for  any 
office  of  profit  or  trust,  created  by  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  this 
State,  or  bv  the  Ordinances,  or  Authority  of  the  Mavor  and  Citv 
Council  of  Baltimore,  the  i)erson  giving,  or  offering  to  give,  and  the 
person  receiving  the  same,  and  any  pei'son  who  gives,  or  causes  to  bi* 
given,  an  illegal  vote,  knowing  it  to  be  such,  at  any  election  to  lx» 
hereafter  held  in  this  State,  shall,  on  conviction  in  a  Court  of  Law, 
in  addition  to  the  penalties  now  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  law,  he 
forever  disqualified  to  hold  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  or  to  vote  at 
anv  election  thereafter. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  Laws 
•  to  punish,  with  fine  and  imprisonment,  any  person  who  shall  remove 
into  anv  election  district  or  precinct  of  anv  ward  of  the  city  of  Balti- 
more,  not  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  bann  fide  residence  therein, 
but  for  the  purpose  oi  voting  at  an  approaching  election,  or  who  shall 
vote  in  any  election  district  or  ward  in  which  he  does  not  reside  (ex- 
cept in  the  case  provided  for  in  this  Article),  or  shall,  at  the  same 
election,  vote  in  more  than  one  election  district,  or  precinct,  or  shall 
vote,  or  offer  to  vote,  in  any  name  not  his  own,  or  in  place  of  any 
other  person  of  the  same  name,  or  shall  vote  in  any  county  in  which 
he  does  not  reside. 

Sec.  5.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  a  uniform 
Registration  of  the  names  of  all  the  voters  in  this  State  who  possess 
the  qualifications  prescribed  in  this  Article,  which  Registration  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  to  the  Judges  of  election  of  the  right  of  every 
person  thus  registered  to  vote  at  any  election  thereafter  neld  in  this 
State;  but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  election.  Federal  or  State,  here- 
after to  be  held  in  this  State,  or  at  any  municipal  election  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  unless  his  name  appears  in  the  list  of  registered  voters :

5)ffirm,  as  the  case  mav  be,)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States;  and  that  I  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  support  the  Constitution  and  Laws  there- 
of; and  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  judgment,  diligently 
and  faithfully,  without  partiality  or  prejudice,  execute  the  office  of 

,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  State,  (and, 

if  a  Governor,  Senator,  Member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  Judge) , 
that  I  will  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  receive  the  profits  or  any  part 
of  the  profits  of  any  other  office  during  the  term  of  my  acting 
as 

Sec.  7.  Every  person  hereafter  elected  or  appointed  to  office  in  this 
State,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
office  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  Article,  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  having  refused  to  accept  the  said  office;  and  a  new  elec- 
tion or  appointment  shall  be  made,  as  in  case  of  refusal  to  accept,  or 
resignation  of  an  office;  and  any  person  violating  said  oath  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  in  a  Court  of  Law,  in  addition  to  the  penalties 
now  or  hereafter  to  l)e  imposed  by  law,  be  thereafter  incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  in  this  State. 

Article  II 

EXECTTTI VE   DEPA  RTM  ENT 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
Governor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  AVednes- 
day  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  continue  for  four  years, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  have  qualified;  but  the  Governor  chosen 
at  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution  shall  not  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term 
for  which  the  present  incumbent  was  ele(!ted;  unless  the  said  office 
shall  become  vacant  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State,  or 
other  disqualification  of  the  said  incuml>ent. 

Sec.  2.  An  election  for  Governor,  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be 
held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  ifirst  Monday  of  November,  in  the 
year  «i^hteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  on  the  same  day  and 
month  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  at  the  places  of  voting  for 
delegates  to  the  General  Assembly;  and  every  person  qualified  to 
vote  for  Delegates  shall  be  qualified  and  entitlea  to  vote  for  Gov- 
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ernor;  the  election  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of 
Delegates,  and  the  returns  thereof  under  seal  to  be  addressed  to  the 
SpeaKer  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  enclosed  and  transmitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  delivered  to  said  Speaker,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  next  ensuing  said 
election. 

Sec.  3.  Tlie  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegate  shall  then  open  the 
said  returns  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses;  and  the  person  having 
the  highest  numl)er  of  votes,  and  being  constituticmally  eligible,  shall 
be  the  Governor,  and  shall  qualify,  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  or  as 
soon  thereafter  as  may  l)e  practicable. 

Se<\  4.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  of  votes  for  Governor,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor 
by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  and  all  questions  in  relation  to 
the  eligibility  of  Governor,  and  to  the  returns  of  said  election,  and  to 
the  numl>er  and  legality  of  votes  therein  given,  shall  be  determine<l 
by  the  House  of  Delegates;  and  if  the  person  or  persons,  having  the 
highest  numl)er  of  votes,  be  ineligible,  the  Governor  shall  1x5  chosen 
by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates.  Every  election  of  Governor 
by  the  General  Assembly  shall  l)e  determined  by  a  joint  majoritj-  of 
the  Senate  and  House  o5F  Delegates,  and  the  vote  shall  be  talcen  rira 
voce.  But  if  two  or  more  i)ersons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  then  a  second  vote  shall  be  taken,  which  shall  be 
confined  to  the  persons  having  an  equal  number;  and  if  the  vote 
should  again  be  equal,  then  the  election  of  Governor  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  lot  between  those  who  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  on  the  first  vote. 

Sfx:.  5.  A  person  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  must  have  l)een  for  ten  years  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  for  five  years  next  preceding 
his  election  a  resident  of  the  State,  and,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a 
qualified  voter  therein. 

Sec.  C).  In  the  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  the  Governor,  or  of 
his  removal  from  the  State,  or  other  disqualification,  the  General 
assembly,  if  in  session,  or  if  not,  at  their  next  session,  shall  elect  some 
other  qualified  person  to  lie  Governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  the  said  (Jovernor  had  been  elected. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Legislature,  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  discharge 
the  duties  of  said  office,  until  a  Governor  is  elected,  as  herein  provided 
for;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  said  President,  or 
of  his  removal  from  the  State,  or  of  his  refusal  to  serve,  then  the 
duties  of  said  office  shall,  in  like  manner,  and  for  the  same  interval, 
devolve  upon  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  And  the  Legis- 
lature may  provide  by  Law,  for  the  imi>eachment  of  the  Governor; 
and  in  case  of  his  conviction,  or  his  inability,  may  declare  what  per- 
son shall  perform  the  f]xecutive  duties;  and  for  any  vacancy  in  said 
office  not  nerein  provided  for,  provision  may  be  made  by  Law ;  and 
if  such  vacancy  snould  occur  without  such  provision  being  made,  the 
Legislature  shall  be  convened  by  the  Secretary  of  State  tot  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  shall  he  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  land 
and  naval  forces  of  the  State;  and  may  call  out  the  Militia  to  rep<»l 
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invasions,  suppress  insurrections,  and  enforce  the  execution  of  the 
Laws;  but  shall  not  take  the  command  in  person,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  Laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  nominate,  and  by  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Senate,  appoint  all  civil  and  military  officers  of  the  State, 
whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for; 
unless  a  different  mode  of  appointment  be  prescribea  by  the  Law 
creating  the  office. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  in 
an^y  office  which  the  Governor  has  power  to  fill,  he  shall  appoint  some 
suitable  person  to  said  office,  whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force 
until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  Ijegislature,  or  luitil  some 
other  person  is  appointed  to  the  same  office,  whichever  shall  first 
occur;  and  the  nomination  of  the  person  thus  appointed  during  the 
recess,  or  of  some  other  person  in  his  place,  shall  be  made  to  the 
Senate  within  thirty  days  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  12.  No  person,  after  being  rejected  by  the  Senate,  shall  be 
again  nominated  for  the  same  office  at  the  same  session,  unless  at  the 
request  of  the  Senate;  or  be  appointed  to  the  same  office  during  the 
recess  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  13.  All  civil  officers  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Senate, 
shall  be  nominated  to  the  Senate  within  fiftv  davs  from  the  com- 
mencement  of  each  regular  session  of  the  Legislature ;  and  their  term 
of  office,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution, 
^hall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  ensuing  their  ap- 
pointment, and  continue  for  two  years,  (unless  removed  from  office), 
and  until  their  successors,  respectively,  qualify  according  to  Law; 
but  the  term  of  office  of  the  Inspectors  of  Tobacco  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  of  March  next  ensuing  their  appointment. 

Sec.  14.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  during  the  session  of  the  Senate, 
in  any  office  which  the  Governor  and  Senate  have  the  power  to  fill, 
the  Governor  shall  nominate  to  the  Senate,  before  its  final  adjourn- 
ment, a  proper  person  to  fill  said  vacancy,  unless  such  vacancy  occurs 
within  ten  days  before  said  final  adjournment. 

Sec.  15.  The  Governor  may  suspend  or  arrest  any  military  officer 
of  the  State  for  disobedience  of  orders  or  other  military  offence;  and 
may  remove  him  in  pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  a  Court  Martial; 
and  may  remove  for  incompetency  or  misconduct,  all  civil  officei*s  who 
received  appointment  from  the  Executive  for  a  term  of  yeai's. 

Sec.  16.  The  Governor  shall  convene  the  Legislature,  or  the  Senate 
alone,  on  extraordinary  occasions;  and  whenever  from  the  presence 
of  an  enemy,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  Seat  of  Government  shall 
become  an  unsafe  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  he  may 
direct  their  sessions  to  be  held  at  some  other  convenient  place. 

Sec.  17.  To  guard  against  hasty  or  partial  legislation  and  encroach- 
ments of  the  Legislative  Department  upon  the  co-ordinate.  Executive 
and  Judicial  Departments,  every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the 
House  of  Delegates,  and  the  Senate  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be 

E resented  to  the  Governor  of  the  State;  if  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it, 
ut  if  not  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  House  in  which 
it  originated,  which  House  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  its 
Journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  Bill;  if,  after  such  reconsidera- 
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Akt.  4.  That  the  People  of  this  State  have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  of  regulating  the  internal  government  and  police  thereof,  as  a 
free,  sovereign  and  independent  State. 

Art.  5.  That  the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  entitled  to  the  Com- 
mon Law  of  England,  and  the  trial  by  Jury,  according  to  the  course 
of  that  law,  and  to  the  benefit  of  .such  of  the  English  statutes  as 
existed  on  the  Fourth  day  of  July,  seventeen  hundred  and  seventy- 
six;  and  which,  by  experience,  have  been  found  applicable  to  their 
local  and  other  circumstances,  and  have  been  introduced,  used  and 
practiced  by  the  Courts  of  Law  or  Equity;  and  also  of  all  Acts  of 
Assembly  in  force  on  the  first  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven ;  except  such  as  may  have  since  expired,  or  may  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution;  subject,  nevertheless, 
to  the  revision  of,  and  amendment  or  repeal  by,  the  Legislature  of 
this  State.  ^Vnd  the  Inhabitants  of  Maryland  are  also  entitled 
to  all  property  derived  to  them  from  or  under  the  Charter  granted 
by  His  Majesty,  Charles  the  First,  to  Caecilius  Calvert,  Baron  of 
Baltimore. 

Art.  6.  That  all  persons  invested  with  the  Legislative  or  Executive 
powers  of  (government  are  Trustees  of  the  Public,  and  as  such, 
accountable  for  their  conduct:  Wherefore,  whenever  the  ends  of 
Government  are  perverted,  and  public  liberty  manifestly  endangered, 
and  all  other  means  of  redress  are  ineffectual,  the  People  may,  and 
of  right  ought  to  reform  the  old,  or  establish  a  new  Government; 
the  doctrine  of  non-resistance  against  arbitrary  power  and  oppres- 
sion is  absurd,  slavish  and  destructive  of  the  gooa  and  happiness  of 
mankind. 

Art.  7.  That  the  right  of  the  People  to  participate  in  the  Leoris- 
lature  is  the  best  security  of  liberty  and  the  foundation  of  all  tree 
Government;  for  this  purpose  elections  ought  to  be  free  and  fre- 
quent, and  every  white  «  male  citizen  having  the  qualifications  pre- 
scribed by  the  Constitution,  ought  to  have  the  right  of  suffrage. 

Art.  8.  That  the  I^egislative,  Executive  and  Judicial  powers  of 
Government  ought  to  be  forever  separate  and  distinct  from  each  other: 
and  no  person  exercising  the  functions  of  one  of  said  Departments 
shall  assume  or  discharge  the  duties  of  any  other. 

Art.  9.  That  no  power  of  suspending  Laws  or  the  execution  of 
Laws,  unless  by,  or  derived  from  the  Legislature,  ought  to  be  exer- 
cised, or  allowed. 

Art.  10.  That  freedom  of  speech  and  debate,  or  proceedings  in  the 
I^egislature,  ought  not  to  be  impeached  in  any  Court  of  Judicature. 

Art.  11.  That  Annapolis  be  the  place  of  meeting  of  the  Ijegislatun>: 
and  the  Legislature  ought  not  to  be  convened,  or  held  at  any  other 
place  but  from  evident  necessity. 

Art.  12.  That  for  redress  of  grievances,  and  for  amending, 
strengthening,  and  for  preserving  the  laws,  the  Legislature  ought  to 
be  frequently  convened. 

Art.  13.  That  every  man  hath  a  right  to  petition  the  Legislature 
for  the  redress  of  grievances  in  a  peaceful  and  orderly  manner. 

Art.  14.  That  no  aid,  charge,  tax,  burthen  or  fees  ought  to  he 
rated,  or  levied,  under  any  pretence,  without  the  consent  of  the 
Legislature. 

«  The  wonl  **  wliite  "  oiiiittocl  inuler  the  IHth  Amendiiient  to  the  Coiistl(uti(»n 
of  the  Uuited  States. 
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Akt.  15.  That  the  levying  of  taxes  by  the  poll  is  grievous  and 
oppressive,  and  ought  to  be  prohibited ;  that  paupers  ought  not  to  be 
assessed  for  the  support  of  the  Government ;  but  every  person  in  the 
State,  or  person  holding  property  therein,  ought  to  contribute  his 
proportion  of  public  taxes  lor  the  support  of  the  Government,  accord- 
ing to  his  actual  worth  in  real  or  personal  property ;  yet  fines,  duties 
or  taxes  may  properly  and  justly  be  imposed,  or  laid  with  a  political 
view  for  the  good  government  and  benefit  of  the  community. 

Art.  16.  That  sanguinary  Laws  ought  to  be  avoided  as  iav  as  it 
is  consistent  with  the  safety  of  the  State ;  and  no  Law  to  inflict  cruel 
and  unusual  pains  and  penalties  ought  to  he  made  in  any  case,  or  at 
any  time,  hereafter. 

Art.  17.  That  retrospective  Laws,  punishing  acts  committed  before 
the  existence  of  such  Laws,  and  by  them  only  declared  criminal  aro 
oppressive,  unjust  and  incompatible  with  liberty;  wherefore,  no  e,r 
pofit  facto  Law  ought  to  be  made;  nor  any  retrospective  oath  or 
restriction  be  imposed  or  required. 

Art.  18.  That  no  Law  to  attaint  particular  persons  of  treason  or 
felony  ought  to  be  made  in  any  case,  or  at  anv  time,  hereafter. 

Art.  19.  That  every  man,  for  any  injury  clone  to  him  in  his  per- 
son or  property  ouffht  to  have  I'cmedy  bv  the  course  of  the  Law  of 
the  Land,  and  ought  to  have  justice  and  right,  freely  without  sale, 
fully  without  any  denial,  and  si)eedily  without  delay,  according  to 
I^w  of  the  Land. 

Art.  20.  That  the  trial  of  facts,  where  they  arise,  is  one  of  the 
greatest  securities  of  the  lives,  liberties  and  estate  of  the  People. 

Art.  21.  That  in  all  criminal  prosecutions,  every  man  hath  a  right 
to  be  informed  of  the  accusation  against  him;  to  have  a  copy  of  the 
Indictment,  or  Charge  in  due  time  (if  reauired)  to  prepare  for  his 
defence;  to  be  allowed  counsel;  to  be  confronted  with  the  witnesses 
against  him;  to  have  process  for  his  witnesses;  to  examine  the  wit- 
nesses for  and  against  him  on  oath;  and  to  a  speedy  trial  by  an 
impartial  jury,  without  whose  unanimous  consent  he  ought  not  to  Iw 
found  guilty. 

Art.  22.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  compelled  to  give  evidence 
against  himself  in  a  criminal  case. 

Art.  23.  That  no  man  ought  to  be  taken  or  imprisoned  or  disseized 
of  his  freehold,  liberties  or  privileges,  or  outlawed,  or  exiled,  or  in 
any  manner  destroyed,  or  deprived  of  his  life,  liberty  or  property,  but 
by" the  judgment  o5f  his  peers,  or  by  the  Law  of  the  Land 

Art.  24.  That  slavery  shall  not  be  re-established  in  this  State;  but, 
having  been  abolished,  under  the  policy  and  authority  of  the  United 
States,  compensation  in  consideration  thereof,  is  due  from  the  United 
States. 

Art.  25.  That  excessive  bail  ought  not  to  be  required,  nor  excessive 
fines  imposed,  nor  cruel  or  unusual  punishment  inflicted  b^'  the  Courts 
of  Law. 

Art.  26.  That  all  warrants,  without  oath  or  affirmation,  to  search 
suspected  places,  or  to  seize  any  person  or  property,  are  grievous  and 
oppressive;  and  all  general  warrants  to  search  suspected  places,  or  to 
apprehend  suspected  persons,  without  naming  or  describing  the  place, 
or  the  person  in  special,  are  illegal,  and  ought  not  to  be  granted. 

Art.  27.  That  no  conviction  shall  work  corruption  of  blood  or  for- 
feiture of  estate. 
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Art.  28.  That  a  well  regulated  Militia  is  the  proper  and  natural 
defence  of  a  free  Government. 

Art.  20.  That  Standing  Armies  are  dangerous  to  liberty,  and  ought 
not  to  be  raised,  or  kept  up,  without  the  consent  of  the  legislature. 

Art.  30.  That  in  all  cases,  and  at  all  times,  the  military  ought  to  be 
under  strict  subordination  to,  and  control,  of  the  civil  power. 

Art.  31.  That  no  soldier  shall,  in  time  of  peace,  be  quartered  in  any 
house,  without  the  consent  of  the  owner,  nor  in  time  of  war,  except  in 
the  manner  prescril)ed  by  Law. 

Art.  32.  That  no  person  except  regular  soldiers,  marines,  and  mari- 
ners in  the  service  of  this  State,  or  militia,  when  in  actual  service, 
ought,  in  any  case,  to  be  subject  to,  or  punishable  by,  Martial  Law. 

Art.  33.  That  the  independency  and  uprightness  of  Judges  aiv 
essential  to  the  impartial  administration  of  Justice,  and  a  great  se- 
curity to  the  rights  and  liberties  of  the  People;  wherefore,  the  Judges 
shall  not  be  removed,  except  in  the  manner,  and  for  the  causes, 
provided  in  this  Constitution.  No  Judge  shall  hold  any  other  office, 
civil  or  military  or  political  trust,  or  employment  of  any  kind  what- 
soever, under  the  constitution  or  laws  of  this  State,  or  of  the  United 
States,  or  any  of  them ;  or  receive  fees,  or  {perquisites  of  any  kind,  for 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties. 

Art.  34.  That  a  long  continuance  in  the  Executive  Departments  of 
power  or  trust  is  dangerous  to  liberty;  a  rotation,  thererore,  in  those 
Departments  is  one  or  the  best  securities  of  i>ermanent  freedom. 

Art.  35.  That  no  person  shall  hold,  at  the  same  time,  more  than  one 
office  of  profit,  created  by  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  this  State;  nor 
shall  any  pei^son  in  public  trust  receive  any  present  from  any  foreign 
Prince  or  State,  or  from  the  United  States,  or  any  of  them,  without 
the  approbation  of  this  State. 

Art.  3().  That  as  it  is  the  duty  of  every  man  to  worship  God  in  such 
manner  as  he  thinks  most  acceptable  to  Him,  all  persons  are  equally 
entitled  to  protection  in  their  religious  liberty;  wherefore,  no  person 
ought,  by  any  law  to  be  molested  in  his  person  or  estate,  on  account 
of  his  religious  persuasion  or  profession,  or  for  his  religious  practice, 
unless,  under  the  color  of  religion,  he  shall  disturb  the  good  order, 
peace  or  safety  of  the  State,  or  shall  infringe  the  laws  of  morality,  or 
injure  others  in  their  natural,  civil  or  religious  rights;  nor  ought  any 
person  to  be  compelled  to  frequent,  or  maintain,  or  contribute,  unless 
under  contract,  to  maintain  any  place  of  worship  or  any  ministry: 
nor  shall  any  person,  otherwise  competent,  be  deemed  incompetent  as 
a  witness,  or  juror,  on  account  of  his  religious  belief;  provided,  he 
believes  in  the  existence  of  God,  and  that  under  His  dispensation 
such  person  will  be  held  morally  accountable  for  his  acts,  and  bt; 
rewarded  or  punished  therefor  in  this  world  or  the  world  to  come. 

Art-.  37.  That  no  religious  test  ought  ever  to  be  required  as  a  quali- 
fication for  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  in  this  State,  other  than  a 
declaration  of  belief  in  the  existence  of  God;  nor  shall  the  Legis- 
lature prescrilxi  any  other  oath  of  office  than  the  oath  prescribed  by 
this  Constitution. 

Art.  38.  That  every  gift,  sale  or  devise  of  land  to  any  Minister, 

Public  Teacher  or  Preacher  of  the  Gospel,  as  such,  or  to  any  Religious 

Sect,  Order  or  Denomination,  or  to,  or  for  the  support,  use  or  benefit 

of,  or  in  trust  for,  any  Minister,  Public  Teacher  or  Preacher  of  the 

-ospel,  as  such,  or  any  Religious  Sect,  Order  or  Denomination;  and

every  gift  or  sale  of  goods,  or  chattels,  to  go  in  succession,  or  to  take 
place  after  the  death  of  the  Seller  or  Donor,  to  or  for  such  support, 
use  or  benefit;  and  also  every  devise  of  goods  or  chattels  to  or  for 
the  support,  use  or  benefit  of  any  Minister,  Public  Teacher  or 
Preacher  of  the  Gospel,  as  such,  or  any  Religious  Sect,  Order  or 
Denomination,  without  the  prior  or  subsequent  sanction  of  the  Legis- 
lature, shall  be  void;  except  always,  any  sale,  gift,  lease  or  devise  of 
any  quantity  of  land,  not  exceeding  five  acres,  for  a  church,  meeting- 
house, or  other  house  of  worship,  or  parsonage,  or  for  a  burying- 
ground,  which  shall  be  improved,  enjoyed  or  used  only  for  such  pur- 
pose; or  such  sale,  gift,  lease  or  devise  shall  be  void. 

Art.  39.  That  the  manner  of  administering  the  oath  or  affirmation 
to  any  person  ought  to  be  such  as  those  of  the  religious  persuasion, 
profession,  or  denomination,  of  which  he  is  a  member,  generally 
esteem  the  most  effectual  confirmation  by  the  attestation  of  the  Divine 
Being. 

Akt.  40.  That  the  liberty  of  the  press  ought  to  be  inviolably  pre- 
served; that  every  citizen  of  the  State  ought  to  be  allowed  to  speak, 
write  and  publish  his  sentiments  on  all  subjects,  being  responsible 
for  the  abuse  of  that  privilege. 

Art.  41.  That  monopolies  an»  odious,  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  a 
free  government  and  the  principles  of  commerce,  and  ought  not  to 
be  suffered. 

Art.  42.  That  no  title  of  nobility  or  hereditary  honors  ought  to 
granted  in  this  State. 

Art.  43.  That  the  Legislature  ought  to  encourage  the  diffusion  of 
knowledge  and  virtue,  the  extension  of  a  judicious  sj'stem  of  general 
education,  the  promotion  of  literature,  the  arts,  sciences,  agriculture, 
commerce  and  manufactures,  and  the  general  amelioration  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  people. 

Art.  44.  That  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States,  and  of  this  State,  apply  as  w-ell  in  time  of  war  as  in  time  of 
peace;  and  any  departure  therefrom,  or  violation  thereof,  under  the 
plea  of  necessity,  or  any  other  plea,  is  subversive  of  good  government 
and  tends  to  anarchy  and  despotism. 

Art.  45.  This  enumeration  of  Rights  shall  not  be  construed  to 
impair  or  deny  others  retained  by  the  People.

Article  I 

ELECTIVE   FRANCHISE 

Section  1.  All  elections  shall  be  by  ballot ;  and  every  white «  male 
citizen  of  the  United  States,  of  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  or  up- 
wards, who  has  been  a  resident  of  the  State  for  one  year,  and  of  the 
Legislative  District  of  Baltimore  city,  or  of  the  county,  in  which  he 
may  offer  to  vote,  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  election,  shall 
be  entitled  to  vote,  in  the  ward  or  election  district  in  which  he  resides. 


a  The  word  "white"  became  Inoperative  under  the  15th  Araendmeut  to  the 
(/onstitutlou  of  the  United  States. 
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at  all  elections  hereafter  to  be  held  in  this  State;  and  in  case  any 
county  or  city  shall  be  so  divided  as  to  form  portions  of  different 
electoral  districts,  for  the  election  of  Representatives  in  Congress, 
Senators,  Delegates,  or  other  Officers,  then  to  entitle  a  person  to  vote 
for  such  officer,  he  must  have  been  a  resident  of  that  part  of  the 
county,  or  city,  which  shall  fonn  a  part  of  the  electoral  district,  in 
which  he  offers  to  vote,  for  six  months  next  preceding  the  election; 
but  a  i>erson,  who  shall  have  acquired  a  residence  in  such  county  or 
city,  entitling  him  to  vote  at  any  such  election,  shall  be  entitled  to  vote 
in  the  election  district  from  which  he  removed,  until  he  shall  have 
acquired  a  residence  in  the  part  of  the  county  or  city  to  which  he  has 
removed. 

Sec.  2.  No  pei'son  above  the  age  of  twenty-one  vears,  convicted  of 
larceny  or  other  infamous  crime,  unless  pardoned  by  the  Governor, 
shall  ever  thereafter,  be  entitled  to  vote  at  any  election  in  this  State; 
and  no  i)erson  under  guardianship,  as  a  lunatic,  or  as  a  person  nou 
compos  mentis^  shall  be  entitled  to  vote. 

Sec.  3.  If  any  person  shall  give,  or  offer  to  give,  directly  or  indi- 
rectly, any  bribe,  present,  or  reward,  or  any  promise,  or  any  security, 
for  the  payment  or  the  delivery  of  money,  or  any  other  thing,  to 
induce  any  voter  to  refrain  from  casting  his  vote,  or  to  prevent  him 
in  any  way  from  voting,  or  to  procure  a  vote  for  any  candidate  or 
pei'son  proposed,  or  voted  for,  as  Elector  of  President  and  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  United  States,  or  Representative  in  Congress,  or  for  any 
office  of  profit  or  trust,  created  by  the  Constitution  or  Laws  of  this 
State,  or  bv  the  Ordinances,  or  Authoritv  of  the  Mavor  and  Citv 
Council  of  Baltimore,  the  ix^rson  giving,  or  offernig  to  give,  and  the 
person  ivceiving  the  same,  and  any  person  who  gives,  or  causes  to  be 
given,  an  illegal  vote,  knowing  it  to  be  such,  at  any  election  to  lx» 
hereafter  held  in  this  State,  shall,  on  conviction  in  a  Court  of  I^w, 
in  addition  to  the  penalties  now  or  hereafter  to  be  imposed  by  law,  \ye 
forever  disqualified  to  hold  any  office  of  profit  or  trust,  or  to  vote  at 
anv  election  thereafter. 

Sec.  4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  pass  Laws 
.  to  punish,  with  fine  and  imprisonment,  any  person  wlio  shall  remove 
into  anv  election  district  or  i^recinct  of  anv  ward  of  the  citv  of  Balti- 
more,  not  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  a  bona  "fide  residence  therein, 
but  for  the  purpose  of  voting  at  an  approaching  election,  or  who  shall 
vote  in  any  election  district  or  ward  in  which  he  does  not  reside  (ex- 
cept in  the  case  provided  for  in  this  Article),  or  shall,  at  the  same 
election,  vote  in  more  than  one  election  district,  or  precinct,  or  shall 
vote,  or  offer  to  vote,  in  any  name  not  his  ow^n,  or  in  place  of  any 
other  person  of  the  same  name,  or  shall  vote  in  any  county  in  which 
he  does  not  reside. 

Sec.  5.  The  General  Assembly  shall  provide  by  law  for  a  uniform 
Registration  of  the  names  of  all  the  voters  in  this  State  who  possess 
the  qualifications  prescribed  in  this  Article,  w^hich  Registration  shall 
bi^  conclusive  evidence  to  the  Judges  of  election  of  the  right  of  every 
person  thus  registered  to  vote  at  any  election  thereafter  held  in  this 
State;  but  no  person  shall  vote  at  any  election.  Federal  or  State,  heiv- 
after  to  be  held  in  this  State,  or  at  any  municipal  election  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  unless  his  name  appears  in  the  list  of  registered  votei-s ; 
and  until  the  General  Assembly  shall  hereafter  pass  an  Act  for  the 
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Registration  of  the  names  of  voters,  the  law  in  force  on  the  first  day 
of  June,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  in  reference 
tliei-eto,  shall  be  continued  in  force,  except  so  far  as  it  may  be  incon- 
sistent with  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution;  and  the  registry  of 
voters,  made  in  pursuance  thereof,  may  be  corrected,  as  provided  in 
said  law ;  but  the  names  of  all  persons  shall  be  added  to  the  list  of 
qualified  voters  by  the  officers  of  Registration,  who  have  the  qualifica- 
tions prescribed  m  the  first  section  of  this  Article,  and  who  are  not 
disqualified  under  the  provisions  of  the  second  and  third  sections 
thereof. 

Sec.  6.  Every  person  elected  or  appointed  to  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust,  under  this  Constitution,  or  under  the  laws,  made  pursuant 
thereto,  shall,  before  he  enters  upon  the  duties  of  such  office,  take  and 

subscribe  the  following  oath  or  affirmation:  I, ,  do  swear,  (or 

affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,)  that  I  will  support  the  Constitution  of  the 
United  States;  and  that  I  will  be  faithful  and  bear  true  allegiance  to 
the  State  of  Maryland,  and  support  the  Constitution  and  Laws  there- 
of;  and  that  I  will,  to  the  best  of  my  skill  and  judgment,  diligently 
and  faithfully,  without  partiality  or  prejudice,  execute  the  office  of 

,  according  to  the  Constitution  and  Laws  of  this  State,  (and, 

if  a  Governor,  Senator,  Member  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  Judge) , 
that  I  w^ill  not,  directly  or  indirectly,  receive  the  profits  or  any  part 
of  the  profits  of  any  other  office  during  the  term  of  my  acting 
as 

Se(\  7.  Every  person  hereafter  elected  or  appointed  to  office  in  this 
State,  who  shall  refuse  or  neglect  to  take  the  oath  or  affirmation  of 
office  provided  for  in  the  sixth  section  of  this  Article,  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  having  refused  to  accept  the  said  office;  and  a  new  elec- 
tion or  appointment  shall  be  made,  as  in  case  of  refusal  to  accept,  or 
resigiiation  of  an  office;  and  any  person  violating  said  oath  shall,  on 
conviction  thereof,  in  a  Court  of  Law%  in  addition  to  the  penalties 
now  or  hereafter  to  he  imposed  by  law,  be  thereafter  incapable  of 
holding  any  office  of  profit  or  trust  in  this  State. 

Article  II 

EXECUTIVE  DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  executive  power  of  the  State  shall  be  vested  in  a 
(lovernor,  whose  term  of  office  shall  commence  on  the  second  AVednes- 
cJay  of  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  continue  for  four  years, 
and  until  his  successor  shall  have  qualified;  but  the  Governor  chosen 
at  the  first  election  under  this  Constitution  shall  not  enter  upon  the 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  office  until  the  expiration  of  the  term 
for  which  the  present  incumbent  was  elected;  unless  the  said  office 
shall  become  vacant  by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State,  or 
other  disqualification  of  the  said  incuml)ent. 

Sec.  2.  An  election  for  Governor,  under  this  Constitution,  shall  be 
held  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  in  the 
>ear  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  on  the  same  day  and 
month  in  every  fourth  vear  thereafter,  at  the  places  of  voting  for 
delegates  to  the  General  Assembly;  and  every  person  qualified  to 
vote  for  Delegates  shall  be  qualified  and  entitled  to  vote  for  Gov- 
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ernor;  the  election  to  be  held  in  the  same  manner  as  the  election  of 
Delegates,  and  the  returns  thereof  under  seal  to  be  addressed  to  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  enclosed  and  transmitted  to 
the  Secretary  of  State,  and  delivered  to  said  Speaker,  at  the  com- 
mencement of  the  session  of  the  General  Assembly  next  ensuing  said 
election. 

Sec.  3.  Tlie  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegate  shall  then  open  the 
said  returns  in  the  presence  of  both  Houses;  and  the  person  having 
the  highest  numl)er  of  votes,  and  being  constitutionally  eligible,  shall 
be  the  Governor,  and  shall  qualify,  in  the  manner  herein  prescribed, 
on  the  second  Wednesday  of  Januarv  next  ensuing  his  election,  or  a^ 
soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable. 

Sec.  4.  If  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  of  votes  for  Governor,  one  of  them  shall  be  chosen  Governor 
by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  and  all  questions  in  relation  to 
the  eligibility  of  Governor,  and  to  the  returns  of  said  election,  and  to 
the  number  and  legality  of  votes  therein  given,  shall  be  determined 
by  the  House  of  Delegates;  and  if  the  person  or  persons,  having  the 
highest  number  of  votes,  be  ineligible,  the  Governor  shall  be  chosen 
by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates.  Every  election  of  Governor 
by  the  General  Assembly  shall  be  determined  by  a  joint  majority  of 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  and  the  vote  shall  l>e  taken  rir^i 
voce.  But  if  two  or  more  persons  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  then  a  second  vote  shall  be  taken,  which  shall  l>e 
confined  to  the  persons  having  an  equal  number;  and  if  the  vote 
should  again  be  equal,  then  the  election  of  Governor  shall  be  deter- 
mined by  lot  between  those  who  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal 
number  on  the  first  vote. 

Sec.  5.  A  person  to  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Governor  must  have 
attained  the  age  of  thirty  years,  and  must  have  been  for  ten  years  a 
citizen  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  for  five  years  next  preceding 
his  election  a  resident  of  the  State,  and,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  a 
qualified  voter  therein. 

Sec.  6.  In  the  case  of  death  or  resignation  of  the  Governor,  or  of 
his  removal  from  the  State,  or  other  disqualification,  the  General 
assembly,  if  in  session,  or  if  not,  at  their  next  session,  shall  elect  some 
other  qualified  person  to  be  Governor  for  the  residue  of  the  term  for 
which  the  said  Governor  had  been  elected. 

Sec.  7.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Governor,  during  the 
recess  of  the  Legislature,  the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  discharge 
the  duties  of  said  office,  until  a  (lovernor  is  elected,  as  herein  proviiled 
for;  and  in  case  of  the  death  or  resignation  of  the  said  President,  or 
of  his  removal  from  the  State,  or  of  his  refusal  to  serve,  then  the 
duties  of  said  office  shall,  in  like  manner,  and  for  the  same  interval, 
devolve  upon  the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Delegates.  And  the  Legis- 
lature may  provide  by  Law,  for  the  imi>eachment  of  the  Governor: 
and  in  case  of  his  conviction,  or  his  inabilitv,  may  declare  what  per- 
son shall  perform  the  Executive  duties ;  and  for  any  vacancy  in  said 
office  not  herein  provided  for,  provision  may  be  made  by  llaw ;  and 
if  such  vacancy  should  occur  without  such  provision  being  made,  the 
Legislature  shall  be  convened  by  the  Secretary  of  State  ror  the  pur- 
pose of  filling  said  vacancy. 

Sec.  8.  The  Governor  shall  be  the  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  lanJ 
:ind  naval  forces  of  the  State;  and  may  call  out  the  Militia  to  reix»l 
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invasions,  suppress  insurrections,  and  enforce  the  execution  of  the 
Laws;  but  shall  not  take  the  command  in  person,  without  the  consent 
of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  9.  He  shall  take  care  that  the  Laws  are  faithfully  executed. 

Sec.  10.  He  shall  nominate,  and  bv  and  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  all  civil  and  military  officers  of  the  State, 
whose  appointment  or  election  is  not  otherwise  herein  provided  for ; 
unless  a  different  mode  of  appointment  be  prescribed  by  the  Law 
creating  the  office. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  in 
anj  office  which  the  Governor  has  power  to  fill,  he  shall  appoint  some 
suitable  person  to  said  office,  whose  commission  shall  continue  in  force 
until  the  end  of  the  next  session  of  the  I^egislature,  or  until  some 
other  person  is  appointed  to  the  same  office,  whichever  shall  first 
occur;  and  the  nomination  of  the  person  thus  appointed  during  the 
recess,  or  of  some  other  person  in  his  place,  shall  be  made  to  the 
Senate  within  thirty  days  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  legislature. 

Sec.  12.  Xo  person,  aifer  being  rejected  by  the  Senate,  shall  be 
again  nominated  for  the  same  office  at  the  same  session,  unless  at  the 
request  of  the  Senate;  or  be  appointed  to  the  same  office  during  the 
recess  of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  13.  All  civil  officers  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  Senate, 
shall  be  nominated  to  the  Senate  within  fifty  days  from  the  com- 
mencement of  each  regular  session  of  the  Legislature ;  and  their  term 
of  office,  except  in  cases  otherwise  provided  for  in  this  Constitution, 
shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  next  ensuing  their  ap- 
pointment, and  continue  for  two  years,  (unless  removed  from  office), 
and  until  their  successors,  respectively,  qualify  according  to  Law; 
but  the  term  of  office  of  the  Inspectors  of  Tobacco  shall  commence  on 
the  first  Monday  of  March  next  ensuing  their  appointment. 

Sec.  14.  If  a  vacancy  shall  occur  during  the  session  of  the  Senate, 
in  any  office  which  the  Governor  and  Senate  have  the  power  to  fill, 
the  Governor  shall  nominate  to  the  Senate,  before  its  final  adjourn- 
ment, a  proper  person  to  fill  said  vacancy,  unless  such  vacancy  occurs 
within  ten  days  before  said  final  adjournment. 

Sec.  15.  The  Governor  may  suspend  or  arrest  any  military  officer 
of  the  State  for  disobedience  of  orders  or  other  military  offence ;  and 
may  remove  him  in  pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  a  Court  Martial; 
and  may  remove  for  incompetency  or  misconduct,  all  civil  officers  who 
received  appointment  from  the  Executive  for  a  term  of  years. 

Sec.  16.  The  Governor  shall  convene  the  Legislature,  or  the  Senate 
alone,  on  extraordinary  occasions;  and  whenever  from  the  presence 
of  an  enemy,  or  from  any  other  cause,  the  Seat  of  Government  shall 
become  an  unsafe  place  for  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature,  he  may 
direct  their  sessions  to  be  held  at  some  other  convenient  place. 

Sec.  17.  To  guard  against  hasty  or  partial  legislation  and  encroach- 
ments of  the  Legislative  Department  upon  the  co-ordinate.  Executive 
and  Judicial  Departments,  every  Bill  which  shall  have  passed  the 
House  of  Delegates,  and  the  Senate  shall,  before  it  becomes  a  law,  be 

Presented  to  the  Governor  of  the  State ;  if  he  approve  he  shall  sign  it, 
ut  if  not  he  shall  return  it  with  his  objections  to  the  House  in  which 
it  originated,  which  House  shall  enter  the  objections  at  large  on  its 
Journal  and  proceed  to  reconsider  the  Bill ;  if,  after  such  reconsidera- 
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tion,  three-fifths  of  the  members  elected  to  that  House  shall  pass  the 
Bill,  it  shall  be  sent  with  the  objections  to  the  other  House,  by  which 
it  shall  likewise  be  reconsidered,  and  if  it  pass  bv  three-fifths  of  the 
members  elected  to  that  House  it  shall  become  a  law ;  but  in  all  such 
cases  the  votes  of  both  Houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nay<, 
and  the  names  of  the  persons  voting  for  and  against  the  Bill  shall  U* 
entered  on  the  Journal  of  each  House,  respectively.  If  any  bill  shall 
not  be  returned  by  the  Governor  within  six  days  (Sundavs  excepted), 
after  it  shall  have  been  presented  to  him,  the  same  shall  be  a  law  in 
like  manner  as  if  he  signed  it,  unless  the  General  Assembly  shall,  by 
adjournment,  prevent  its  return,  in  which  case  it  shall  not  be  a  law. 

[The  Governor  shall  have  power  to  disapprove  of  any  item  or  items 
of  any  Bills  making  appropriations  of  monev  embracing  distinct 
items,  and  the  part  or  parts  of  the  Bill  approved  shall  be  the  law,  and 
the  item  or  items  of  appropriations  disapproved  shall  be  void  unle^«^ 
repassed  according  to  the  rules  or  limitations  prescribed  for  the 
passage  of  other  Bills  over  the  Executive  veto.]  ** 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  semiannually,  (and 
oftener,  if  lie  deems  it  expedient),  to  examine  under  oath  the  Treas- 
urer and  Comptroller  of  the  State  oh  all  matters  pertaining  to  their 
respective  offices,  and  inspect  and  review  their  bank  and  other  account 
books. 

Sec.  19.  He  shall,  from  time  to  time,  inform  the  Legislature  of  the 
condition  of  the  State,  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such 
measures  as  he  mav  judge  necessary  and  expedient. 

Sec.  20.  He  shall  have  power  to  grant  reprieves  and  pardons,  ex- 
cept in  cases  of  impeachment,  and  in  cases  in  w^hich  he  is  prohibited 
by  other  Articles  of  this  Constitution;  and  to  remit  fines  and  for- 
feitures for  offences  against  the  State;  but  shall  not  remit  the  prin- 
cipal or  interest  of  any  debt  due  the  State,  except  in  cases  of  fines  and 
forfeitures;  and  before  granting  a  nolle  prosequi^  or  pardon,  he  shall 
give  notice,  in  one  or  more  newspapers,  oi  the  application  made  for  it, 
and  of  the  day  on  or  after  which  his  decision  will  be  given;  and  in 
every  case  in  which  he  exercises  this  power,  he  shall  report  to  either 
Branch  of  the  Legislature,  whenever  required,  the  petitions,  recom- 
mendations and  reasons  which  influenced  his  decision. 

Sec.  21.  The  Governor  shall  reside  at  the  seat  of  government,  and 
receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of  four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars. 

Sec.  22.  A  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Governor, 
by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  who  shall  continue 
in  office,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  Governor,  till  the  end  of  the 
official  term  of  the  Governor  from  whom  he  received  his  appointment, 
and  receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  reside 
at  the  seat  of  government;  and  the  office  of  Private  Secretary  shall 
thenceforth  cease. 

Sec.  23.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  carefully  keep  and  preserve  a 
record  of  all  official  acts  and  proceedings,  which  may  at  all  times  be 
inspected  by  a  committee  of  either  branch  of  the  Legislature;  and 
he  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law,  or 
as  may  properly  belong  to  his  office,  together  with  all  clerical  duty 
belonging  to  the  Executive*  Department.

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Article  III 

LEGISLATIVE   DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  The  Legislature  shall  consist  of  two  distinct  branches — 
a  Senate  and  a  House  of  Delegates — and  shall  be  styled  the  General 
Assembly  of  Maryland. 

Sec.  2.  Kach  County  in  the  State,  and  each  of  the  three  Legislative 
Districts  of  Baltimore  City,  as  they  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
defined,  shall  be  entitled  to  one  Senator,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  Counties,  and  of  the  Legislative  Districts  of 
Baltimore  City,  respectively,  and  shall  serve  for  four  years  from  the 
date  of  his  election,  subject  to  the  classification  of  Senators  hereafter 
provided  for. 

[Sec.  2.  The  City  of  Baltimore  shall  be  divided  into  four  legislative 
districts,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  equal  population  and  of  contiguous 
territory,  and  each  of  said  legislative  districts  of  Baltimore  City,  as 
they  may  from  time  to  time  be  laid  out,  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions hereof,  and  each  countv  in  the  State  shall  be  entitled  to  one 
Senator,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  said  legis- 
lative districts  of  Baltimore  Citv,  and  of  the  counties  of  the  State, 
respectively,  and  shall  serve  for  Jour  years  from  the  date  of  his  elec- 
tion, subject  to  the  classification  of  Senators  hereafter  provided  for.]  " 

Sec.  3.  Until  the  taking  and  publishing  of  the  next  National  Cen- 
sus, or  until  the  enumeration  of  the  population  of  this  State,  under 
the  authority  thereof,  the  several  counties  and  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
shall  have  a  representation  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  as  follows: 
Allegany  County,  five  Delegates;  Anne  Anmdel  County,  three  Dele- 
gates; Baltimore  County,  six  Delegates;  each  of  the  three  Legisla- 
tive Districts  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  six  Delegates;  Calvert  County, 
two  Delegates;  Caroline  County,  two  Delegates;  Carroll  County, 
four  Delegates;  C^ecil  County,  four  Delegates;  Charles  County,  two 
Delegates;  Dorchester  County,  three  Delegates;  Frederick  County, 
six  Delegates;  Harford  County,  four  Delegates;  Howard  County, 
two  Delegates;  Kent  County,  two  Delegates;  Montgomery  County, 
three  Delegates;  Prince  George's  County,  three  Delegates;  Queen 
Anne's  County,  two  Delegates;  St.  Mary's  County,  two  Delegates; 
Somerset  County,  three  Delegates;  Talbot  County,  two  Delegates; 
Washington  County,  five  Delegates,  and  Worcester  County,  three 
Delegates.^ 

Sec.  4.  As  soon  as  may  be  after  the  taking  and  publishing  of  the

[Sec.  4.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  taking  and  publishing  of  the 
National  Census  of  1000,  or  after  the  enumeration  of  the  population 
of  this  State,  under  the  authority  thereof,  there  shall  be  an  appor- 
tionment of  representation  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  be  made 
on  the  following  basis,  to  wit:  fiach  of  the  several  counties  of  the 
State,  having  a  population  of  eighteen  thousand  souls  or  less,  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  delegates;  and  every  county  having  a  population

Immediately  after  the  taking  and  publishing  of  the  next 
National  (Vnsus,  or  after  any  State  enumeration  of  ix>pulation,  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  then  being,  to  arrange 
the  representation  in  said  House  of  Delegates  in  accordance  with  the

Sec.  0.  The  members  of  the  Ilouse  of  Delegates  shall  be  elected 
by  the  qualified  voters  of  the  Counties,  and  the  Legislative  Districts 
of  Baltimore  City,  respectively,  to  serve  for  two  years  from  the  day 
of  their  election. 

Sec.  7.  The  first  election  for  Senators  and  Delegates  shall  take 
place  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of 
rfovember,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven;  and  the  election  for 
Delegates,  and  as  nearly  as  practicable,  for  one-half  of  the  Senators 
shall  be  held  on  the  same  day  in  eveiy  second  year  thereafter. 

Sec.  8.  Immediately  after  the  Senate  shall  have  convened,  after  the 
first  election,  under  this  Constitution,  the  Senators  shall  be  divided 
by  lot  into  two  classes,  as  nearly  equal  in  number  as  may  be.  Sen- 
ators of  the  first  class  shall  go  out  of  office  at  the  expiration  of  two 
years,  and  Senators  shall  be  elected  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
nine,  for  the  term  of  four  years,  to  supply  their  places;  so  that,  after 
the  first  election,  one-half  of  the  Senators  may  be  chosen  every  second 
year.  In  case  the  number  of  Senators  be  hereafter  increased,  such 
classification  of  the  additional  Senators  shall  be  made  as  to  preserve, 
as  nearly  as  may  be,  an  equal  number  in  each  class. 

Sec.  0.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Senator  or  Delegate  who, 
at  the  time  of  his  election,  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Maryland, 
and  who  has  not  resided  therein  for  at  least  three  vears  next  pre- 
ceding the  day  of  his  election,  and  the  last  year  thereof,  in  the  County, 
or  in  the  I^egislative  District  of  Baltimore  City,  which  he  may  Ik> 
chosen  torei)resent,if  such  County  or  Ijcgislative  District  of  said  City 
shall  have  l)een  so  long  established;  and  if  not,  then  the  (\)iuity  or 
(^ity,  from  which,  in  whole  or  in  part,  the  same  may  have  biHMi  formed ; 
nor  shall  any  pei'son  be  eligible  as  a  Senator  unless  he  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  nor  as  a  Delegate  unless  he  shall 
have  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  at  the  time  of  his  election. 

Sec.  10.  No  memlx>r  of  Congress,  or  person  holding  any  civil  or 
military  office  under  the  United  States  shall  be  eligible  as  a  Senator 
or  Delegate;  and  if  any  person  shall,  after  his  election  as  Senator  or 
Delegate,  be  elected  to  Congress,  or  be  appointed  to  any  office,  civil 
or  military,  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  his  accept- 
ance thereof  shall  vacate  his  seat. 

Sec.  11.  No  Minister  or  Preacher  of  the  (lospel,  or  of  any  religious 
creed  or  denomination,  and  no  person  holding  any  civil  office  of 
profit  or  trust  under  this  State,  except  eJustices  of  the  Peace,- shall  be 
eligible  as  Senator  or  Delegate. 

Sec.  12.  No  Collector,  Receiver  or  holder  of  public  money  shall  l)e 
eligible  as  Senator  or  Delegate,  or  to  any  office  of  profit  or  trust 
under  this  State,  until  he  shall  have  accounted  for  ana  paid  into  the 
Treasury  all  sums  on  the  books  thereof  charged  to  and  due  by  him. 

Sec.  13.  In  case  of  death,  disqualification,  resignation,  refusal  to 
act,  expulsion,  or  removal  from  the  county  or  city  for  which  he  shall 
have  iSeen  elected,  of  any  person  who  shall  have  been  chosen  as  a 
Delegate  or  Senator,  or  m  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more  such 
qualified  persons,  a  warrant  of  election  shall  be  issued  by  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  or  President  of  the  Senate,  as  the  case  may 
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this  State,  under  the  authority  thereof,  there  shall  be  an  apportion- 
ment of  representation  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  be  made  on  the 
following  basis,  to  wit:  Each  of  the  several  Counties  of  the  State 
having  a  population  of  eighteen  thousand  souls,  or  less,  shall  be 
entitled  to  two  Delegates,  and  every  County  having  a  population  of 
over  eighteen  thousand,  and  less  than  twenty-eight  thousand  souls, 
shall  be  entitled  to  three  Delegates;  and  every  County- having  a 
population  of  twenty-eight  thousand,  and  less  tlian  forty  thousanc! 
souls,  sliall  1m»  entithnl  to  four  Delegates;  and  every  County  having 
a  population  of  forty  thousand,  and  less  than  fift^'-five  thousand  souls, 
shall  be  entitled  to  five  Delegates;  and  every  Coimty  having  a  popu- 
lation of  fifty-five  thousand  souls,  and  upwards,  shall  be  entitled  in 
six  Delegates,  and  no  more;  and  each  or  the  three  Ijegislative  Dis- 
tricts of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  In*  entitled  to  the  number  of 
Delegates  to  which  the  largest  Ct)unty  shall  or  may  l)e  entitled,  under 
the  aforegoing  apportionment.  And  the  (xencral  Assembly  shall  have 
power  to  provide  oy  law,  from  time  to  time,  for  altering  and  chang- 
ing the  l)oundaries  of  the  three  existing  Legislative  Districts  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  so  as  to  make  them,  as  near  as  may  be,  of  equal 
population;  but  said  Districts  shall  always  consist  of  contiguous 
territory. 

[Sec.  4.  As  soon  as  may  be,  after  the  taking  and  publishing  of  the 
National  Census  of  1900,  or  after  the  enumeration  of  the  population 
of  this  State,  under  the  authority  thereof,  there  shall  be  an  appor- 
tionment of  representation  in  the  House  of  Delegates,  to  be  made 
on  the  following  basis,  to  wit:  Each  of  the  several  counties  of  the 
State,  having  a  population  of  eighteen  thousand  souls  or  less,  shall 
be  entitled  to  two  delegates;  and  every  county  having  a  population 
of  over  eighteen  thousand  and  less  than  twenty-eight  thousand  souls, 
shall  be  entitled  to  three  delegates;  and  every  county  having  a  popu- 
lation of  twenty-eight  thousand  and  less  than  forty  thousand  souls, 
shall  be  entitled  to  four  delegates;  and  every  county  having  a  popu- 
lation of  forty  thousand  and  less  than  fiftj'-five  thousand  souls,  shall 
be  entitled  to  five  delegates;  and  every  county  having  a  population 
of  fifty-five  thousand  souls  and  upwards,  shall  be  entitled  to  six 
delegates  and  no  more;  and  each  of  the  liCgislative  Districts  of  the 
City  of  Baltimore  shall  be  entitled  to  the  numl:>er  of  delegates  to 
which  the  largest  county  shall  or  may  l)e  entitled  under  the  aforegoing 
apportionment,  and  the  General  Assembly  sliall  have  the  jwwer  to 
provide  by  law,  from  time  to  time,  for  altering  and  changing  the  boun- 
daries of  the  existing  legislative  districts  of  the  City  of  Baltimoiv, 
so  as  to  make  them  as  near  as  may  be  of  equal  population ;  but  said 
district  shall  always  consist  of  contiguous  territory.]  * 

Sec.  5.  Immediately  after  the  taking  and  publishing  of  the  next 
National  Census,  or  after  any  State  enumeration  of  population,  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor,  then  being,  to  arrange 
the  representation  in  said  House  of  Delegates  in  accordance  with  the 
apportionment  herein  provided  for;  and  to  declare,  by  Proclamation, 
the  number  of  Delegates  to  which  each  County  and  the  City  of  Bal- 
timore may  be  entitled  under  such  apportionment;  and  after  every 
National  Census  taken  thereafter,  or  alter  any  State  enumeration  of 

a  ThuH  nmcndod  by  Act  of  1900,  Chapter  4.'{2,  ratified  by  the  people  at  Novem- 
ber electlou.  lyOl. 
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Sec.  21.  The  doors  of  each  House  and  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
shall  be  open,  except  when  the  business  is  such  as  ought  to  be  kept 
secret. 

Sec.  22.  Each  House  shall  keep  a  Journal  of  its  proceedings,  and 
cause  the  same  to  be  published.  The  yeas  and  nays  of  members  on 
any  question  shall,  at  the  call  of  any  five  of  them  in  the  House  of 
Delegates,  or  one  in  the  Senate,  he  entered  on  the  Journal. 

Sec.  23.  Each  House  may  punish  by  imprisonment,  during  the  ses- 
sion of  the  General  Assembly,  any  person  not  a  member,  for  dis- 
respectful or  disorderly  behavior  in  its  presence,  or  for  obstructing 
any  of  its  proceedings,  or  any  of  its  officers  in  the  execution  of  their 
duties;  provided,  such  imprisonment  shall  not  at  any  one  time  ex- 
ceed ten  days. 

Sec.  24.  The  House  of  Delegates  may  inquire,  on  the  oath  of  wit- 
nesses, into  all  complaints,  grievances  and  offences,  as  the  Grand 
Inquest  of  the  State,  and  may  commit  any  person  for  any  crime  to 
the  public  jail,  there  to  remain  until  discharged  by  due  course  of 
law.  They  may  examine  and  pass  all  accounts  of  the  State,  relating 
either  to  the  collection  or  expenditure  of  the  revenue,  and  appoint 
auditors  to  state  and  adjust  the  same.  They  may  call  for  all  public 
or  official  papers  and  records,  and  send  for  persons  whom  they  may 
judge  necessary,  in  the  course  of  their  inquiries,  concerning  affairs 
relating  to  the  public  interest,  and  may  direct  all  office  bonds  which 
shall  l)e  made  payable  to  the  State  to  be  sued  for  any  breach  thereof; 
and  with  the  view  to  the  more  certain  prevention  or  correction  of  the 
abuses  in  the  expenditures  of  the  money  of  the  State,  the  General 
Assembly  shall  create,  at  every  session  thereof,  a  Joint  Standing 
Committee  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates,  who  shall  have 
power  to  send  for  persons  and  examine  them  on  oath  and  call  for 
public  or  official  papers  and  records;  and  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to 
examine  and  report  upon  all  contracts  made  for  printing,  stationery, 
and  purchases  lor  the  public  offices  and  the  library,  and  all  expendi- 
tures therein,  and  upon  all  matters  of  alleged  abuse  in  expenditures, 
to  which  their  attention  may  be  called  by  resolution  of  either 
House  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  25.  Neither  House  shall,  without  the  consent  of  the  other, 
adjourn  for  more  than  three  days  at  any  one  time,  nor  adjourn  to 
any  other  place  than  that  in  which  the  House  shall  be  sitting,  without 
the  concurrent  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present. 

Sec.  26.  The  House  of  Delegates  shall  have  the  sole  power  of  im- 
peachment in  all  cases;  but  a  majority  of  all  the  members  elected 
must  concur  in  the  impeachment.  All  impeachments  shall  be  tried 
by  the  Senate,  and  when  sitting  for  that  purpose  the  Senators  shall 
l)e  on  oath  or  affirmation  to  do  justice  according  to  the  law  and  the 
evidence;  but  no  person  shall  be  convicted  without  the  concurrence 
of  two-thirds  of  aU  the  Senators  elected. 

Sec.  27.  Any  bill  may  originate  in  either  House  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  be  altered,  amended  or  rejected  by  the  other;  but  no 
bill  shall  originate  in  either  House  during  the  last  ten  days  of  the 
session,  unless  two-thirds  of  the  members  elected  thereto  shall  so  deter- 
mine by  yeas  and  nays;  nor  shall  any  bill  become  a  law  until  it  be  read 
on  three  different  days  of  the  session  in  each  House,  unless  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  elected  to  the  House  where  such  bill  is  pend- 
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me  shall  so  determine  bv  veas  aiul  navs;  and  no  bill  shall  be  read  a 
third  time  until  it  shall  have  l)een  actually  engrossed  for  a  thini 
reading. 

Sec.  2S,  No  bill  shall  become  a  law  unless  it  lie  passed  in  each 
House  by  a  majority  of  the  whole  number  of  members  elected,  and 
on  its  final  passage  tKe  yeas  and  nays  be  recorded ;  nor  shall  any  resi>- 
lution  requiring  the  action  of  both  Houses  be  passed  except  in  the 
same  manner. 

Sec.  29.  The  style  of  all  laws  of  this  State  shall  be,  **  Be  it  enacte<l 
by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,"  and  all  laws  shall  be  passed 
by  oriirinal  bill :  and  every  law  enacted  bv  the  (leneral  Assemblv  j-hall 
embrace  but  one  subject,  and  that  shall  Ik*  described  in  its  title: 
and  no  law,  nor  st»ction  of  law,  shall  be  revived  or  amended  bv  n*f- 
erence  to  its  title  or  section  only;  nor  shall  any  law  be  construed  bv 
reason  of  its  title  to  grant  powers  or  confer  rights  which  are  not  ex- 
pressly contained  in  the  body  of  the  Act;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  (leneral  Assembly,  in  amending  any  article  or  section  of  the  Ccxlc 
of  I^aws  of  this  State,  to  enact  the  same  as  the  said  article  or  section 
would  read  when  amended.  And  whenever  the  General  Assembly 
shall  enact  any  Public  General  Law,  not  amendatory-  of  any  section  or 
article  in  the  said  Code,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assemblv 
to  enact  the  same,  in  articles  and  st^ctions,  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
Cocle  is  arranged,  and  to  provide  for  the  publication  of  all  addition^ 
and  alterations  which  may  l)e  made  to  the  said  Code. 

Se(\  80.  Every  bill,  when  pass(»d  by  the  General  Assembly,  and 
sealed  with  the  (Jreat  Seal,  shall  l>e  pres(»nted  to  the  Governor,  win), 
if  he  approves  it,  shall  siffii  the  same  in  the  presence  of  the  presidin<r 
office i*s  and  chief  clerks  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Delegates.  Every 
law  shall  In?  recorded  in  the  office  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  and  in 
due  time  be  printed,  published  and  certified  under  the  Great  Seal, 
to  the  several  courts,  in  the  same  manner  as  has  Ix^n  heretofore  usual 
in  this  State. 

Sec.  31.  No  law'  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  shall  take  effect 
until  the  first  day  of  June  next  after  the  session  at  which  it  may 
be  passed,  unless  it  l>e  otherwise  expressly  declared  therein. 

Sec.  82.  No  money  shall  be  draw  from  the  Treasury  of  the  State 
by  any  order  or  resolution,  nor  except  in  accordance  with  an  appro- 
priation by  law;  and  every  such  law  shall  distinctly  specify  the  sum 
apj)roj)riated  and  the  object  to  which  it  shall  1h»  applied;  provided 
that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  prevent  the  General  Assembly 
from  placing  a  contingent  fund  at  the  disposal  of  the  Executive, 
who  shall  report  to  the  (Jeneral  Assembly  at  each  session  the  amount 
expended,  and  the  purposes  to  which  it  was  applied.  An  accurate 
statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the  public  money  shall 
l)e  attached  to  and  published  with  the  laws  after  each  regular  session 
of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  33.  The  General  Assembly  shall  not  pass  local  or  special  laws 
in  any  of  the  following  enumerated  cases,  viz:  For  extending  the 
time  for  the  collection  of  taxes,  granting  divorces,  changing  the  name 
of  any  person,  providing  for  the  sale  of  real  estate  belonging  to  minors 
or  other  persons  lalx)ring  under  legal  disabilities,  by  executors,  ad- 
ministrators, guardians  or  trustees,  giving  effect  to  informal  or  in- 
valid deeds  or  wills,  refunding  money  paid  into  the  State  Treasury, 
or  releasing  persons  from  their  debts  or  obligations  to  the  State,  unles 
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recommended  by  the  Governor  or  officers  of  the  Treasury  Department. 
And  the  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  special  law  for  any  case  for 
^vhich  provision  has  been  made  by  an  existing  general  law.  The 
( General  Assembly ,  at  its  first  session  after  the  adoption  of  this  Con- 
stitution, shall  pass  general  laws  providing  for  the  cases  enumerated 
in  this  section  which  are  not  already  adequately  j)rovided  for,  and 
for  aU  other  cases  where  a  General  Law  can  be  made  applicable. 

Sec.  34.  No  debt  shall  be  hereafter  contracted  by  the  General 
Assembly  unless  such  debt  shall  be  authorized  by  a  law  providing 
for  the  collection  of  an  annual  tax  or  taxes  sufficient  to  pay  the  inter- 
t'st  on  such  debt  as  it  falls  due,  and  also  to  discharge  the  principal 
thereof  within  fifteen  years  from  the  time  of  contracting  the  same; 
and  the  taxes  laid  for  this  purpose  shall  not  be  repealed  or  applied 
to  an}^  other  object  until  the  said  debt  and  interest  thereon  shall  be 
fully  discharged.  The  credit  of  the  State  shall  not  in  any  manner 
l>e  given,  or  loaned  to,  or  in  aid  of  any  individual  association  or  cor- 
l>oration;  nor  shall  the  General  Assembly  have  the  ix)wer  in  any 
mode  to  involve  the  State  in  the  construction  of  Works  of  Internal 
Improvement,  nor  in  granting  any  aid  thereto,  which  shall  involve 
the  faith  or  credit  of  the  State;  nor  make  any  appropriation  therefor, 
except  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  Works  of  Internal  Improvement 
in  the  counties  of  St.  Mary's,  Charles  and  Calvert,  which  have  had 
no  direct  advantage  from  such  works  as  have  been  heretofore  aided 
by  the  State;  and  provided  that  such  aid,  advances  or  appropriations 
siiall  not  exceed  in  the  aggregate  the  sum  of  five  hundre<l  thousand 
dollars.  And  they  shall  not  use  or  appropriate  the  proceeds  of  the 
Internal  Improvement  Companies,  or  oi  the  State  tax,  now  levied,  or 
which  may  hereafter  be  levied,  to  pay  off  the  public  debt  [or  |  to  any 
other  purpose  until  the  interest  and  debt  are  fully  paid  or  the  sinking 
fund  shall  l^e  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  outstanding  debt;  but  the 
(ieneral  Assembly  may,  without  laying  a  tax,  borrow  an  amount  never 
to  exceed  fifty  thousand  dollars  to  meet  temporary  deficiencies  in  the 
Treasury,  and  may  contract  debts  to  any  amount  that  may  l)e  neces- 
sarj'  for  the  defence  of  the  State. 

Sec.  »35.  Xo  extra  compensation  shall  l)e  granted  or  allowed  by  the 
(leneral  Assembly  to  any  Public  Officer,  Agent,  Servant  or  Con- 
tractor, after  the  service  shall  have  l)een  rendered,  or  the  contract 
entered  into;  nor  shall  the  salary  or  compensation  of  any  public 
(officer  he  increased  or  diminished  during  his  term  of  office. 

Sec.  30.  No  Lottery  grant  shall  ever  hereafter  be  authorized  by  the 
General  Assembly. 

Sec.  37.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  no  Law  providing  for 
payment  by  this  State  for  Slaves  emancipated  from  servitude  in  this 
State;  but  they  shall  adopt  such  measures  as  they  may  deem  expedient 
to  obtain  from  the  United  States  compensation  for  such  Slaves,  and 
to  receive  and  distribute  the  same  equitably  to  the  persons  entitled. 

Sec.  38.  No  person  shall  l)e  imprisoned  ior  debt. 

Sec.  39.  The  General  Assembly  shall  grant  no  charter  for  Banking 
purposes,  nor  renew  any  Banking  Corporation  now  in  existence, 
except  upon  the  condition  that  the  Stockholders  shall  be  liable  to  the 
amount  of  their  respective  share  or  shares  of  stock  in  such  Banking 
Institution,  for  all  its  debts  and  liabilities  upon  note,  bill  or  other- 
wise; the  books,  papers  and  accounts  of  all  Banks  shall  be  open  to 
inspection  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  Law. 
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Sec.  40.  The  General  Assembly  shall  enact  no  Law  authorizing 
private  proj^erty  to  be  taken  for  public  use,  without  just  compensa- 
tion as  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  or  awarded  by  a  jury,  beiuff 
first  pa  id  or  tenclered  to  the  party  entitled  to  such  compensation. 

Sec.  41.  Any  Citizen  of  this  State  who  shall,  after  the  adoption 
of  this  Constitution,  either  in  or  out  of  this  State,  fight  a  duel  with 
deadly  weapons,  or  send  or  accept  a  challenge  so  to  do,  or  who  shall 
act  as  a  second,  or  knowingly  aid  or  assist  in  any  manner  those  offend- 
ing, shall  ever  thereafter  be  incapable  of  holding  any  office  of  profit  or 
trust  under  this  State,  unless  relieved  from  the  disability  by  an  Act 
of  the  Legislature. 

Sec.  42.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  Laws  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  the  purity  of  elections. 

Sec.  43.  The  property  of  the  wife  shall  be  protected  from  the  debts 
of  her  husband. 

Sec.  44.  Laws  shall  be  passed  by  the  General  Assembly  to  protect 
from  execution  a  reasonable  amount  of  the  property  of  the  debtor,  not 
exceeding  in  value  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  45.  The  (Jeneral  Assembly  shall  provide  a  simple  and  uniform 
svstem  of  charges  in  the  offices  of  Clerks  of  Courts  and  Registers  of 
Wills,  in  the  Counties  of  this  State  and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  for 
the  collection  thereof;  provided,  the  amount  of  compensation  to  any 
of  the  said  officers  in  the  various  Counties  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of 
three  thousand  dollars  a  year,  and  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  thirty-five 
hundred  dollars  a  year,  over  and  above  office  expenses,  and  compensa- 
tion to  assistants;  and  provided  further  that  such  compensation  of 
Clerks,  Registers,  assistants  and  office  expenses  shall  always  be  paid 
out  of  the  tees  or  receipts  of  the  offices,  respectively. 

Sec.  4().  The  General  Assembly  shall  have  power  to  receive  from 
the  United  States  any  grant  or  donation  of  land,  money,  or  securities 
for  any  purpose  designated  bv  the  United  States,  and  shall  administer 
or  distribute  the  same  according  to  the  conditions  of  the  said  grant. 

Sec.  47.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make  provisions  for  all  cases 
of  contested  elections  of  any  of  the  officers,  not  herein  provided  for. 

Sec.  48.  Corporations  may  be  formed  under  general  Laws;  but 
shall  not  be  created  by  special  act,  except  for  municipal  purposes,  and 
except  in  cases  where  no  general  Laws  exist,  providing  for  the  crea- 
tion of  Corporations  of  the  same  general  character,  as  tTie  corporation 
proposed  to  l^e  created ;  and  any  act  of  incorporation  passed  in  viola- 
tion of  this  section  shall  l)e  void.  And  as  soon  as  practicable,  after 
the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor 
to  appoint  three  persons  learned  in  the  Law,  whose  dutv  it  shall  he 
to  prepare  drafts  of  general  Laws,  providing  for  the  creation  of  corpo- 
rations, in  such  cases  as  may  be  proper,  and  for  all  other  cases,  whei-e 
a  general  Law  can  be  made;  and  lor  revising,  amending,  so  far  as 
may  be  necessary  or  expedient,  the  General  Laws  which  maj'  be  in 
existence  on  the  first  day  of  June,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven, 
providing  for  the  creation  of  corporations,  and  for  other  purposes; 
and  such  drafts  of  Laws  shall  by  said  commissioners,  be  submitted  to 
the  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  meeting,  for  its  action  thereon:  and 
each  of  said  commissioners  shall  receive  a  compensation  of  five  hun- 
dred dollars  for  his  services,  as  such  commissioner. 

All  Charters  granted  or  adopted  in  pursuance  of  this  section,  and 
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all  Charters  heretofore  granted  and  created,  subject  to  repeal  or  mod- 
ification, majr  be  altered,  from  time  to  time,  or  be  repealed ;  provided, 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  extend  to  Banks,  or 
the  incorporation  thereof.

Court  having  jurisdiction  in  such  case,  for  trial;  but  in  all  other 
cases  of  Presentment  or  Indictment  pending  in  any  of  the  Courts  of 
Law  in  this  State  having  jurisdiction 'thereof,  in  addition  to  the  sug- 
gestion in  writing  of  either,  of  the  parties  to  such  Presentment  or 
Indictment  that  such  party  cannot  have  a  fair  and  impartial  trial  in 
the  Court  in  which  the  same  may  be  pending,  it  shall  be  necessary  for 
the  party  making  such  suggestion  to  make  it  satisfactorily  appear  to 
the  Court  that  such  suggestion  is  true,  or  that  there  is  reasonable 
ground  for  the  same;  and  thereupon  the  said  Court  shall  order  and 
direct  the  Record  of  Proceedings  in  such  Presentment  or  Indictment 
to  be  transmitted  to  some  other  Court  having  jurisdiction  in  such 
cas(\s  for  trial ;  and  such  right  of  removal  shall  exist  upon  suggestion 
ill  cases  when  all  the  Judges  of  said  Court  may  be  disqualified,  under 
ihe  provisions  of  this  Constitution  to  sit  in  any  case:  and  said  court 
to  which  the  Record  of  Proceedings  in  such  Suit  or  Action,  Issue, 
Presentment  or  Indictment  may  he  so  transmitted,  shall  hear  and 
determine  the  same  in  like  manner  as  if  such  Suit  or  Action,  Issue, 
Presentment  or  Indictment  had  been  originally  instituted  therein; 
and  the  General  Ajlsembly  shall  make  such  modification  of  existing 
law  as  may  be  necessary  to  regulate  and  give  force  to  this  provision.]  *» 

Sec.  9.  The  Judge  or  Judges  of  any  Coiirt  may  appoint  such 
officers  for  their  respective  Courts  as  may  l>e  found  necessary;  and 
such  officers  of  the  Courts  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  or  the  General  Assemblv  to  prescribe  by  law  a  fixed  com- 
pensation for  all  such  officers,  an^  saia  Judge  or  Judges  shall  from 
time  to  time  investigate  the  expenses,  costs  and  charges  of  their  re- 
spective Courts,  with  a  view  to  a  change  or  reduction  thereof,  and 
report  the  result  of  such  investigation  to  the  General  AsvSembly  for 
its  action. 

Sec.  10.  The  Clerks  of  the  several  Courts  created  or  continued  by 
this  Constitution  shall  have  charge  and  custodv  of  the  records  and 
other  papers;  shall  perform  all  the  duties,  and  be  allowed  the  fees 
which  appertain  to  their  several  offices,  as  the  same  now  are  or  may 
hereafter  be  regulated  by  law.  And  the  office  and  business  of  said 
Clerks,  in  all  their  departments,  shall  be  subject  to  the  visitorial 
power  of  the  Judges  of  their  respective  Courts,  who  shall  exercise 
the  same,  from  time  to  time,  so  as  to  insure  the  faithful  performance 
of  the  duties  of  said  offices ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  oi  the  Judges 
of  said  Courts,  respectively,  to  make  from  time  to  time  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  for  the  government 
of  said  Clerks,  and  for  the  performance  of  the  duties  of  their  offices,

Sec.  11.  The  election  for  Judges  hereinbefore  provided,  and  all 
elections  for  Clerks,  Registers  of  Wills  and  other  omcers  provided  in 
this  Constitution,  except  State's  Attorneys,  shall  be  certified,  and 
the  returns  made  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  the  Count ie:?, 
and  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  respectively, 
to  the  Governor,  who  shall  issue  commissions  to  the  different  persons 
for  the  offices  to  which  they  shall  have  been,  respectively,  elected: 
and  in  all  such  elections  the  person  having  the  greatest  numl>er  of 
votes  shall  l)e  declared  elected. 

Sec.  12.  If  in  any  case  of  election  for  Judges,  Clerks  of  the  Courts 
of  Law,  and  Register  of  Wills,  the  opposing  candidates  shall  have  an 
equal  number  of  votes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Governor  to  order 
a  new  election;  and  in  case  of  any  contested  election  the  Governor 
shall  send  the  returns  to  the  House  of  Delegates,  which  shall  judgi* 
of  the  election  and  (|ualification  of  the  candic&tes  at  such  election,  and 
if  the  judgment  shall  l^e  against  the  one  who  has  been  returned 
elected,  or  the  one  who  has  been  commissioned  by  the  Governor,  the 
House  of  Delegates  shall  order  a  new  election  within  thirty  days. 

Sec.  18.  All  Public  Commissions  and  Grants  shall  run  thus:  '•  The 
State  of  Maryland,  &c./'  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  Governor,  with 
the  Seal  of  the  State  annexed;  all  writs  and  process  shall  run  in  the 
same  style,  and  be  tested,  sealed  and  signed  as  heretofore,  or  as  may 
hereafter  l)e  provided  by  law;  and  aU  indictments  shall  conclude, 
"  against  the  peace,  government  and  dignity  of  the  State." 

Tart  II. — Coubt  of  Appeals 

Sec.  14.  The  Court-  of  Appeals  shall  be  coniposed  of  the  Chief 
Judges  of  the  first  seven  of  the  several  Judicial  Circuits  of  the  Stale 
and  a  Judge  from  the  City  of  Baltimore  specially  elected  thereto,  one 
of  whom  shall  be  designated  by  the  Governor,  by  and  wuth  the  advi(v 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  as  the  Chief  Judge;  and  in  all  cases  until 
action  by  the  Senate  can  be  had,  the  Judce  so  designated  by  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  act  as  Chief  Judge.  The  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
from  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  be  elected  by  the  qualified  votei-s  of 
said  city  at  the  election  of  Judges  to  be  held  therein,  as  hereinbefore 
provided;  and  in  addition  to  his  duties  as  Judge  of  the  Court  of 
Appeals,  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  the  General  Assembly 
shall  prescribe.  The  jurisdiction  of  said  Court  of  Appeals  shall  bo 
co-extensive  with  the  limits  of  the  State,  and  such  as  now  is  or  may 
hereafter  be  prescribed  by  Law.  It  shall  hold  its  sessions  in  the  City 
of  Annapolis,  on  the  first  Monday  in  April,  and  the  first  Monday  in 
October;  [on  the  stn^ond  Monday  in  January,  the  first  Monday  in 
April  and  the  fii'st  Monday  in  October]  ^  of  each  and  every  year,  or  at 
such  other  times  as  the  General  xVssemblv  mav  bv  Law  direct.  Its 
sessions  shall  continue  not  less  than  ten  months  m  the  year,  if  the 
business  before  it  shall  so  require;  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the 
Judges  temporarily  to  transfer  their  sittings  elsewhere  upon  sufficient 
cause.

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Sec.  15.  Four  of  said  Judges  shall  constitute  a  quorum ;  no  cause 
shall  be  decided  without  the  concurrence  of  at  least  three;  but  the 
Judge  who  heard  the  cause  below  shall  not  participate  in  the  decision ; 
in  every  case  an  opinion,  in  writing,  shall  be  filed  within  three  months 
after  the  argument  or  submission  of  the  cause;  and  the  judgment  of 
the  court  shall  be  final  and  conclusive;  and  all  cases  shall  stand  for 
hearing  at  the  first  term  after  the  transmission  of  the  record. 

Sec.  16.  Provision  shall  be  made  by  law  for  publishing  reports  of 
all  causes  argued  and  determined  in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  wnich  the 
Judges  shall  designate  as  proper  for  publication. 

Sec.  17.  There  shall  l)e  a  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  who  shall 
be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of  the  State,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  six  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly  qualified; 
he  shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  said  Court  for  incompetency, 
neglect  of  duty,  misdemeanor  in  office,  or  such  ether  cause  or  causes 
as  may  be  prescribed  by  law ;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of 
said  Clerk,  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  appoint  a  Clerk  of  said  Court, 
who  shall  hold  his  office  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  his 
successor,  who  shall  be  elected  at  the  next  general  election  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly;  and  the  person  so  elected  shall  hold 
his  office  for  the  term  of  six  years  from  the  time  of  election. 

Sec.  18.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals, 
as  soon  after  their  election  under  this  Constitution  as  practicable,  to 
make  and  publish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  prosecution  of  appeals 
to  said  appellate  court  whereby  they  shall  prescribe  the  periods  within 
which  appeals  may  be  taken,  what  part  or  parts  of  the  proceedings  in 
the  court  below  shall  constitute  the  record  on  appeal  and  the  manner 
in  which  such  appeals  shall  be  brought  to  hearing  or  determination, 
and  shall  regulate,  generally,  the  practice  of  said  Court  of  Appeals  so 
as  to  prevent  delays  and  promote  brevitv  in  all  records  and  proceed- 
ings brought  into  said  court,  and  to  abolish  and  avoid  all  unnecessary 
costs  and  expenses  in  the  prosecution  of  appeals  therein ;  and  the  said 
Judges  shall  make  such  reductions  in  the  fees  and  expenses  of  the  said 
court  as  they  may  deem  advisable.  It  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  said 
Judges  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  as  soon  after  their  election  as  prac- 
ticable, to  devise  and  promulgate  by  rules  or  orders,  forms  and  modes 
of  framing  and  filing  bills,  answers  and  other  proceedings  and  plead- 
inj^s  in  Equity;  and  also  forms  and  modes  of  taking  and  obtaining 
evidence,  to  be  used  in  Equity  cases;  and  to  revise  and  regulate,  gen- 
erally, the  practice  in  the  Courts  of  Equity  of  this  State,  so  as  to  pre- 
vent delays,  and  to  promote  brevity  and  conciseness  in  all  pleadings 
and  proceedings  therein,  and  to  abolish  all  unnecessary  costs  and 
expenses  attending  the  same.  And  all  rules  and  regulations  hereby 
directed  to  be  made  shall,  when  made,  have  the  force  of  Law  until 
rescinded,  changed  or  modified  by  the  said  Judges,  or  the  General 
Assembly. 

Part  III. — riBCuiT  Coitrts 

Sec.  19.  The  State  shall  bi»  divided  into  eight  Judicial  Circuits,  in 
manner  following,  viz :  The  Counties  of  Worcester,  Somerset,  Dor- 
<*hester  and  Wicomico,'*  shall  constitute  the  First  Circuit;  the  Counties

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of  Caroline,  Talbot,  Queen  Anne's,  Kent  and  Cecil,  the  Second;  the 
Counties  of  Baltimore  and  Harford,  the  Third;  the  Counties  of 
Allegany,  Washington  and  Garrett,*  the  Fourth;  the  Counties  of 
Carroll,  Howard  and  Anne  Arundel,  the  Fifth;  the  Counties  of 
Montgomery  and  Frederick,  the  Sixth:  the  Counties  of  Prince 
George's,  Charles,  Calvert  and  St.  Mary's,  the  Seventh,  and  Balti- 
more City,  the  Eighth. 

Sec.  20.  A  Court  shall  be  held  in  each  County  of  the  State,  to  be 
styled  the  Circuit  Court  for  the  County  in  which  it  may  be  held.  The 
said  Circuit  Courts  shall  have  and  exercise,  in  the  respective  Counties, 
all  the  power,  authority  and  jurisdiction,  original  and  appellate, 
which  the  present  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State  now  have  and  exercise, 
or  which  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  Law. 

Sec.  21.  For  each  of  the  said  Circuits   (excepting  the  Ei^th) 
there  shall  be  a  Chief  Judge  and  two  Associate  Judges,   to   be 
styled  Judges  of  the  Circuit  Court,  to  be  elected  or  appointed  as 
herein  provided.     And  no  two  of  said  Associate  Judges  shall  at  the 
time  ox  their  election,  or  appointment,  or  during  the  term  for  which  ' 
they  may  have  been  elected  or  appointed,  reside  in  the  same  County. 
If  two  or  more  persons  shall  be  candidates  for  Associate  Judge  in 
the  same  County,  that  one  only  in  said  Countv  shall  be  declared 
elected  who  has  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  tKe  Circuit.     In  case 
any  two  candidates  for  Associate  Judge,  residing  in  the  same  County, 
shall  have  an  equal  number  of  votes,  greater  than  any  other  candi- 
date for  Associate  Judge  in  the  Circuit,  it  shall  be  tlie  duty  of  the 
Governor  to  order  a  new  election  for  one  Associate  Judge;  but  the 
person  residing  in  any  other  County  of  the  Circuit,  and  who  has  the 
next  highest  number  of  votes,  shall  be  declared  elected.     The  said 
Judges  shall  hold  not  less  than  two  terms  of  the  Circuit  Court  in  each 
of  the  Counties,  composing  their  respective  Circuits,  at  such  times  as 
are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed,  to  which  Jurors  shall  be 
summoned ;  and  in  those  Counties  where  only  two  such  terms  are  held, 
two  other  and  intermediate  terms,  to  which  Jurors  shall  not  be  sum- 
moned ;  they  may  alter  or  fix  the  times  for  holding  any  or  all  terms, 
until  otherwise  prescribed,  and  shall  adopt  rules  to  the  end  that  all 
business  not  requiring  the  interposition  of  a  Jury  shall  be,  as  far  as 
practicable,  disposed  of  at  said  intermediate  terms.     One  Judge  in 
each  of  the  above  Circuits  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transac- 
tion of  any  business ;  and  the  said  Judges,  or  any  of  them>  may  hold 
Special  Terms  of  their  Courts,  whenever  in  their  discretion,  the  busi- 
ness of  the  several  Counties  renders  such  Terms  necessary. 

Sec.  22.  ^\Tiere  any  Term  is  held,  or  trial  conducted  by  less  than 
the  whole  number  of  said  Circuit  Judges,  upon  the  decision  or  deter- 
mination of  any  point  or  question  by  the  Court,  it  shall  be  competent 
to  the  party  against  whom  the  ruling  or  decision  is  made,  upon 
motion,  to  have  the  point  or  question  reserved  for  the  consideration 
of  the  three  Judges  of  the  Circuit,  who  shall  constitute  a  Court  in 
banc  for  such  purpose;  and  the  motion  for  such  reservation  shall  be 
entered  of  record  during  the  sitting  at  which  such  decision  may  be 
made ;  and  the  several  Circuit  Courts  shall  regulate,  by  rules,  the 
mode  and  manner  of  presenting  such  points  or  questions  to  the  Court 

o  Garrett  formed  sim^e  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution. 
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in  banCj  and  the  decision  of  the  said  Court  in  bav^c  shall  be  the  eflFect- 
ive  decision  in  the  premises,  and  conclusive,  as  against  the  partj  at 
Tvhose  motion  said  points  or  questions  were  reserved ;  but  such  decision 
in  banc  shall  not  preclude  the  right  of  appeal  or  writ  of  error  to  the 
adverse  partv  in  those  cases,  civil  or  crimmal,  in  which  appeal  or  writ 
of  error  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  may  be  allowed  by  law.  The  right 
of  having  questions  reserved  shall  not,  however,  apply  to  trials  of 
Appeals  from  judgments  of  Justices  of  the*Peace,  nor  to  Criminal 
eases  below  the  grade  of  felony,  except  when  the  punishment  is  con- 
finement in  the  penitentiary ;  and  this  section  shall  be  subject  to  such 
provisions  as  may  hereafter  be  made  by  law. 

Sec.  23.  The  Judges  of  the  respective  Circuit  Courts  of  this  State, 
and  of  the  Courts  of  Baltimore  City,  shall  render  their  decisions  in 
all  cases  argued  before  them,  or  submitted  for  their  judgment,  within 
two  months  after  the  same  shall  have  been  so  argued  or  submitted. 

Sec.  24.  The  salary  of  each  Chief  Judge,  and  of  the  Judge  of  the 
Court  of  Appeals  from  the  City  of  Baltimore,  shall  be  three  thousand 
five  himdred  dollars,  and  of  each  Associate  Judge  of  the  Circuit 
Court,  shall  be  two  thousand  eight  hundred  dollars  per  annum  pay- 
able quarterly,  and  shall  not  be  diminished  during  his  continuance  in 
office." 

Sec.  25.  There  shall  be  a  Clerk  of  the  Circuit  Court  for  each 
County,  who  shall  be  elected  by  a  plurality  of  the  qualified  voters  of 
said  County,  and  shall  hold  his  office  for  six  years  from  the  time  of  his 
election,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  and  be  re- 
eligible,  subject  to  be  removed  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty  or  other  mis- 
demeanor in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  Court  of  Law.  In  case  of  a 
vacancy  in  the  office  of  Clerk  of  a  Circuit  Court,  the  Judges  of  said 
Court,  shall  have  power  to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  general  election 
for  Delegates  to  the  (ieneral  Assembly,  to  be  held  next  thereafter, 
when  a  successor  shall  be  elected  for  the  term  of  six  years. 

Sec.  26.  The  said  Clerks  shall  appoint,  subject  to  the  confirmation 
of  the.  Judges  of  their  respective  Courts,  as  many  deputies  under  them 
as  the  said  Judges  shall  deem  necessary  to  perform,  together  with 
themselves,  the  duties  of  the  said  office,  who  shall  be  removable  by  the 
said  Judges  for  incompetency,  or  neglect  of  duty,  and  whose  compen- 
sation shall  be  according  to  existing  or  future  provisions  of  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly. 

Part  IV.— ^Courts  of  Baltimore  C'ity 

Sec.  27.  There  shall  be  in  the  Eighth  Judicial  Circuit  six  Courts, 
to  be  styled  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Superior  Court 
of  Baltimore  City,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  the  Baltimore  City 
Court,  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City  ^  and  the  Criminal  Court  ^ 
of  Baltimore.

Sec.  28.  The  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  and  the  Baltimore  City  Court «  shall  each  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  in  all  civil  common  law  cases,  and  concurrently  all  the 
jurisdiction  which  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City  and  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  now  have,  except  jurisdiction  in  Equity,  and 
except  in  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Insolvent  Laws  of  Mary- 
land, and  in  cases  of  Api)eal  from  judgments  of  Justices  of  the  Pc^ee 
in  said  city,  whether  civil  or  criminal,  or  arising  under  the  ordinance:^ 
of  the  Mayor  and  Citv  Council  of  Baltimore,  of  all  of  which  appeal 
cases  the  fialtimore  City  Court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction;  and 
the  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
all  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Insolvent  Laws  of  Maryland, 
and  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Trustees  thereof. 

Sec.  29.  The  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  Equity  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  all  such 
jurisdiction  as  the  present  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City  has;  pro- 
vided, the  said  Court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  in  applications  for 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  cases  of  persons  charged  with  criminal 
offenses. 

Sec.  30.  The  Criminal  Court  of  Baltimore  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  jurisdiction  now  held  and  exercised  by  the  Criminal  Court  of 
Baltimcfre,  except  in  such  Appeal  Cases  as  are  herein  assigned  to  the 
Baltimore  Citv  Court. 

Sec.  31.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  at  the  election,  hereinbefore  provided  for,  one  Chief  Judge 
and  four  Associate  Judges,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  tlie  Su- 
preme Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  and  shall  hold  their  officer  for  the 
term  of  fifteen  years,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 
with  regard  to  the  election  and  qualifications  of  Judges  and  their 
removal  from  office,  and  shall  exercise  the  jurisdiction,  hereinafter 
specified,  and  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
five  hundred  dollars,*^  pavable  quarterly,  which  shall  not  be  dimin- 
ished during  their  term  oi  office ;  but  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the 
Mavor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  pav  to  each  of  the  said 
Judfges  an  annual  addition  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  their  respective 
salaries;  provided,  that  the  same  being  once  granted  shall  not  be 
diminished  nor  increased  during  the  continuance  of  said  Judges  in 
office. 

Sec.  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Balti- 
more City,  as  soon  as  the  Judges  thereof  shall  be  elected  and  duly 
Qualified,  and  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  each  of 
the  aforesaid  Courts,  by  the  assignment  of  one  or  more  of  their  numl)er 
to  each  of  the  said  Courts,  who  may  sit  either  separately  or  together 
in  the  trial  of  cases;  and  the  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City 
may,  from  time  to  time,  change  the  said  assignment,  as  circumstanc<»s 
may  require,  and  the  public  interest  may  demand ;  and  the  Judge  or 
Judges,  so  assigned  to  the  said  several  Courts,  shall,  when  holding  the 
same,  have  all  the  powers  and  exercise  all  the  jurisdiction  which  may

more  of  the  Judges  or  said  Court. 

Sec.  33.  The  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have 
f>ower,  and  it  shall  be  its  duty,  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  as  many 
general  Terms  as  the  performance  of  its  duties  may  require,  such 
general  Terms  to  be  held  by  not  less  than  three  Judges ;  to  make  all 
needful  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  business  in  each  of 
the  said  Courts,  durmg  the  session  thereof,  and  in  vacation,  or  in 
Chambers,  before  any  of  said  Judges;  and  shall  also  have  jurisdic- 
tion to  hear  and  determine  all  motions  for  a  new  trial  in  cases  tried  in 
any  of  said  Courts,  where  such  motions  arise  either,  on  questions  of 
fact,  or  for  misdirection  upon  any  matters  of  Law,  and  all  motions  in 
arrest  of  judgment,  or  upon  any  matters  of  Law  determined  by  the 
said  Judge,  or  Judges,  while  holding  said  several  Courts;  and  the 
said  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City  shall  make  all  needful  rules 
and  regulations  for  the  hearing  before  it  of  all  said  matters;  and 
the  same  right  of  appeal  to  the  Court  of  Appeals  shall  be  allowed 
from  the  determination  of  the  said  Court  on  such  matters,  as  would 
have  been  the  right  of  the  parties  if  said  matters  had  been  decided  by 
the  Court  in  which  said  cases  were  tried. 

[The  Judge,  before  whom  any  case  may  hereafter  be  tried,  in  either 
the  Baltimore  City  Court,  the  "Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  or 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  to  hear 
and  determine,  and  the  said  Judge  shall  hear  and  determine  all 
motions  for  a  new  trial  where  such  motions  arise,  either  on  questions 
of  fact  or  for  misdirection  upon  any  matters  of  law,  and  all  motions 
in  arrest  of  judgement,  or  upon  any  matters  of  law,  determined  by 
the  said  Judge,  and  all  such  motions  shall  be  heard  and  determined 
within  thirty  days  after  they  are  made.]« 

Sec.  34.  No  appeal  shall  lie  to  the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore 
City  from  the  decision  of  the  Judge  or  the  Judges  holding  the  Balti- 
more City  Court  in  case  of  appeal  from  a  Justice  of  the  Peace ;  but 
the  decision  by  said  Judge  or  Judges  shall  be  final;  and  all  writs  and 
other  process  issued  out  of  either  of  said  Courts,  requiring  attestation, 
shall  be  attested  in  the  name  of  the  Chief  Judge  ox  the  said  Supreme 
Bench  of  Baltimore  City. 

Sec.  35.  Thi-ee  of  the  Judges  of  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore 
City  shall  constitute  a  quorum  of  said  Court. 

Sec.  30.  All  causes  depending,  at  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution, 
in  the  Superior  Court  oi  Baltimore  City,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
the  Criminal  Court  of  Baltimore,  and  the  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore 
City,  shall  be  proceeded  in,  and  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  or 
decree,  in  the  Courts,  respectively,  of  the  same  name  established  by 
this  Constitution,  except  cases  belonging  to  that  class,  jurisdiction 
over  which  is  by  this  Constitution  transterred  to  the  Baltimore  City 
Court,  all  of  which  shall,  together  with  all  cases  now  pending  in  the 
City  Court  of  Baltimore,  he  proceeded  in  and  prosecuted  to  final 
judgment  in  said  Baltimore  City  Court. 

Sec.  37.  There  shall  be  a  Clerk  of  each  of  the  said  Courts  of  Balti-

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Sec\  28.  The  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  and  the  Baltimore  City  Court*  shall  each  have  concurrent 
jurisdiction  in  all  civil  common  law  cases,  and  concurrently  all  the 
jurisdiction  which  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City  and  the 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  now  have,  except  jurisdiction  in  Eiquity,  and 
except  in  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Insolvent  Laws  of  Mary- 
land, and  in  cases  of  Appeal  from  judgments  of  Justices  of  the  Peace 
in  said  city,  whether  civil  or  criminal,  or  arising  under  the  ordinances 
of  the  Maj'or  and  Citv  Council  of  Baltimore,  of  all  of  which  appeal 
cases  the  Baltimore  City  Court  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction;  and 
the  said  Court  of  Common  Pleas  shall  have  exclusive  jurisdiction  in 
all  applications  for  the  benefit  of  the  Insolvent  Laws  of  Maryland, 
and  the  supervision  and  control  of  the  Trustees  thereof. 

Sec.  29.  The  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City  shall  have  exclusive 
jurisdiction  in  Equity  within  the  limits  of  said  city,  and  all  such 
jurisdiction  as  the  present  Circuit  Court  of  Baltimore  City  has;  pro- 
vided, the  said  Court  shall  not  have  jurisdiction  in  applications  for 
the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  in  cases  of  persons  charged  with  criminal 
oflFenses. 

Sec.  30.  The  Criminal  Court  of  Baltimore  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  jurisdiction  now  held  and  exercised  by  the  Criminal  Court  of 
Baltimcfre,  except  in  such  Appeal  Cases  as  are  herein  assigned  to  the 
Baltimore  Citv  Court. 

Seg.  31.  There  shall  be  elected  by  the  legal  and  qualified  voters  of 
said  city,  at  the  election,  hereinbefore  provided  for^  one  Chief  Judge 
and  four  Associate  Judges,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  the  Su- 
preme Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the 
term  of  fifteen  years,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Constitution 
with  regard  to  the  election  and  qualifications  of  Judges  and  their 
I'emoval  from  office,  and  shall  exercise  the  jurisdiction,  hereinafter 
specified,  and  shall  each  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three  thousand 
nve  hundred  dollars,*^  pavable  quarterlv,  which  shall  not  be  dimin- 
ished during  their  term  oi  office ;  but  authority  is  hereby  given  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  to  pav  to  each  of  the  said 
Judfges  an  annual  addition  of  five  hundred  dollars  to  their  respective 
salaries;  provided,  that  the  same  being  once  granted  shall  not  be 
diminished  nor  increased  during  the  continuance  of  said  Judges  in 
office. 

Sec.  32.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Balti- 
more City,  as  soon  as  the  Judges  thereof  shall  be  elected  and  duly 
Qualified,  and  from  time  to  time,  to  provide  for  the  holding  of  each  of 
tne  aforesaid  Courts,  by  the  assignment  of  one  or  more  of  their  numl)er 
to  each  of  the  said  Courts,  who  may  sit  either  separately  or  together 
in  the  trial  of  cases;  and  the  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City 
may,  from  time  to  time,  change  the  said  assignment,  as  circumstances 
mav  require,  and  the  public  interest  may  demand ;  and  the  Judge  or 
Judges,  so  assigned  to  the  said  several  Courts,  shall,  when  holding  the 
same,  have  all  the  powers  and  exercise  all  the  jurisdiction  which  may 
belong  to  the  Court  so  being  held ;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
the  said  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  in  case  of  the  sicknc*ss,

The  General  Assembly  shall,  as  often  as  it  may  think  the 
same  proper  and  expedient,  provide  by  Law  for  the  election  of  an 
additional  Judgp  of  tne  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  and  when- 
ever provision  is  so  made  by  the  Gteneral  Assembly,  there  shall  be 
elected  by  the  voters  of  said  City  another  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Bench  of  Baltimore  City,  who  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  constitu- 
tional provisions,  hold  his  office  for  the  same  term  of  years,  receive

And  the  General  Assembly 
may  reapportion,  change  or  enlarge  the  jurisdiction  of  the  several 
Courts  in  said  city.]* 

Pabt  V. — Orphans'  Coubts 

Sec.  40.  The  qualified  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  of  the 
several  counties,  shall  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  in 
November  next,  and  on  the  same  day  in  everv  fourth  year  thereafter, 
elect  three  men  to  be  Judges  of  the  Orphans^  Courts  of  said  city  and 
counties,  respectively,  who  shall  be  citizens  of  the  State,  and  residents 
for  the  twelve  months  preceding,  in  the  city,  or  county,  for  which 
they  may  be  elected.  They  shall  have  all  the  powers  now  vested  in 
the  Orphans'  Courts  of  the  State,  subject  to  such  changes  as  the 
Legislature  may  prescribe.     Each  of  said  Judges  shall  be  paid  a 

Ejr  diem  for  the  time  they  are  actually  in  session,  to  be  reflated  by 
aw,  and  to  be  paid  by  the  said  city,  or  counties,  respectively.  In 
case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Judge  of  the  Orphans'  Court,  the 
Governor  shall  appoint,  subject  to  confirmation  or  rejection  by  the 
Senate,  some  suitaole  person  to  fill  the  same  for  the  residue  of  the 
term. 

Sec.  41.  There  shall  be  a  Register  of  Wills  in  each  county  of  the 
State,  and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  be  elected  by  the  legal  and 
qualified  voters  of  said  counties  and  city,  respectively,  who  shall  hold 
his  office  for  six  years  from  the  time  of  his  election,  and  until  his 
successor  is  elected  and  qualified ;  he  shall  be  re-eligible,  and  subject 
at  all  times  to  removal  for  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or  misdemeanor 
in  office  in  the  same  manner  that  the  Clerks  of  the  Courts  are  remov- 
able. In  the  event  of  any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  the  Register  of 
Wills,  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Judges  of  the  Orphans' 
Court,  in  which  such  vacancy  occurs,  until  the  next  general  election 
for  Delegates  to  the  General  Assembly,  when  a  Register  shall  be 
elected  to  serve  for  six  vears  thereafter.

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Part  VI. — Justk'es  of  thk  TKArE 

Sec.  42.  The  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
Senate,  shall  appoint  such  number  of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  and  the 
County  Commissioners  of  the  several  counties,  and  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore,  respectively,  shall  appoint  such  number 
of  Constables,  for  the  several  Election  Districts  of  the  counties  and 
wards  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  pre- 
scribed by  Law;  and  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Constables  so  ap- 
pointed shall  be  subject  to  removal  by  the  Judj^e  or  Judges  having 
criminal  jurisdiction  in  the  county  or  city,  for  mcompetency,  wilful 
neglect  of  duty,  or  misdemeanor  in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  Court 
of  Law.  The  Justices  of  the  Peace  and  Constables  so  appointed  and 
commissioned  shall  be  Conservators  of  the  Peace;  shall  hold  their 
office  for  two  years,  and  shall  have  such  jurisdiction,  duties  and  com- 
pensation, subject  to  such  right  of  appeal  in  all  cases  from  the  judg- 
ment of  Justices  of  the  Peace,  as  hath  been  hei'etofore  exercised,  or 
shall  be  hereafter  prescribed  by  Law. 

Sec.  43.  In  the  event  of  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  person  to  serve  as  Justice  of  the 
Peace  for  the  residue  of  the  term;  and  in  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the 
office  of  Constable,  the  County  Commissioners  of  the  county  in  which 
the  vacancy  occurs,  or  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  as 
the  case  may  be,  shall  appoint  a  person  to  serve  as  Constable  for  the 
residue  of  tlie  term. 

Part  VII. — Sheriffs 

Sec.  44.  There  shall  be  elected  in  each  County,  and  in  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  in  every  second  year,  one  person,  resident  in  said  County 
or  City,  above  the  age  of  twenty-five  years,  and  at  least  five  years  pre- 
ceding his  election,  a  citizen  of  this  State,  to  the  office  of  Sheriff. 
He  shall  hold  his  office  for  two  years,  and  until  his  successor  is  duly 
elected  and  qualified;  shall  be  ineligible  for  two  years  thereafter; 
shall  give  such  bond,  exercise  such  |)owers,  and  perform  such  duties 
as  now  are  or  may  hereafter  be  fixed  by  law.  In  case  of  a  vacancy 
by  death,  re,signation,  refusal  to  serve,  or  neglect  to  qualify,  or  give 
bond,  or  by  disqualification,  or  removal  from  the  County  or  City, 
the  Governor  shall  appoint  a  person  to  be  Sheriff  for  the  remainder 
of  the  official  term. 

Sec.  45.  Coroners,  Elisore  and  Notaries  Public  may  be  appointed 
for  each  County  and  the  City  of  Baltimoi*e  in  the  manner,  for  the 
purpose  and  with  the  powers  now  fixed,  or  which  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Article  V 

ATTORNEY-GENERAL   AND   STATE's   ATTORNEYS 

Attorney-General 

Sec.  1.  There  shall  be  an  Attorney-General  elected  by  the  qualified 
voters  of  the  State,  on  general  ticket,  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the 
firet  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty- 
seven,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter,  who  shall 
hold  his  office  for  four  yeai*s  from  the  time  of  his  election  and  quali- 
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fication,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified,  and  shall  be 
re-eligible  thereto,  and  shall  be  subject  to  removal  for  incompetency, 
wilful  neglect  of  duty  or  misdemeanor  in  oflSce,  on  conviction  in  a 
court  of  law. 

Sec.  2.  All  elections  for  Attorney-General  shall  be  certified  to,  and 
returns  made  thereof  by  the  Clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts  for  the  sev- 
eral Counties,  and  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City, 
to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  decide  on  the 
election  and  qualification  of  the  person  returned;  and  in  case  of  a  tie 
between  two  or  more  persons  to  designate  which  of  said  persons  shall 
qualify  as  Attorney-Creneral,  and  to  administer  the  oath  of  office  to  the 
person  elected. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General  to  prosecute 
and  defend  on  the  part  of  the  State  all  cases  which  at  the  time  of  his 
appointment  and  qualification,  and  which  thereafter  may  be  depend- 
ing in  the  Court  of  Appeals,  or  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United 
States  by  or  against  the  State,  or  wherein  the  State  may  be  inter- 
ested ;  and  he  shall  give  his  opinion  in  writing  whenever  required  by 
the  General  Assembly,  or  eitner  branch  thereof,  the  Governor,  the 
Comptroller,  the  Treasurer,  or  any  State's  Attorney,  on  any  legal 
matter,  or  subject  depending  before  them,  or  either  of  them;  and 
when  required  by  the  Governor  or  the  General  Assembly,  he  shall  aid 
any  State's  Attorney  in  prosecuting  any  suit  or  action  brought  by  the 
State  in  any  Court  of  this  State,  and  he  shall  commence  and  prose- 
cute or  defend  any  suit  or  action  in  any  of  said  Courts,  on  the  part  of 
the  State,  which  the  General  Assembly,  or  the  Governor,  acting 
according  to  law,  shall  direct  to  be  commenced,  prosecuted  or 
defended;  and  he  shall  receive  for  his  services  an  annual  salary  of 
three  thousand  dollars;  but  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  receive  any 
fees,  perquisites  or  rewards  whatever,  in  addition  to  the  salary  afore- 
said, for  the  performance  of  any  official  duty;  nor  have  power  to 
appoint  any  agent,  representative  or  deputy,  under  any  circumstances 
whatever;  nor  shall  the  Governor  employ  any  additional  counsel 
in  any  case  whatever,  unless  authorized  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  4.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  Attorney-General, 
who  is  not  a  citizen  of  this  State,  and  a  qualified  voter  therein,  and 
has  not  resided  and  practiced  Law  in  this  State  for  at  least  ten  years. 

Sec.  5.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Attorney-General,  occa- 
sioned by  death,  resignation,  removal  from  the  State  or  from  office, 
or  other  disqualification,  the  said  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  residue  of  the  term  thus  ma^e  vacant. 

Sec.  6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 

and  of  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office,  respectively,  whenever 

a  case  shall  be  brought  into  said  court  or  office,  in  which  the  State  is 

a  party  or  has  interest,  immediately  to  notify  the  Attorney-General 

thereof. 

The  State's  Attorneys 

Sec.  7.  There  shall  be  an  Attorney  for  the  State  in  each  County 
and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  to  be  styled  "  The  State's  Attorney,"  who 
shall  be  elected  by  the  voters  thereof,  respectively,  on  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  in  the  year  eighteen  hun- 
dred and  sixty  seven,  and  on  the  same  day  every  fourth  year  there- 
after; and  shall  hold  his  office  for  four  years  from  the  first  Monday 
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in  January  next  ensuing  his  election,  and  until  his  successor  shall  be 
elected  and  Qualified,  and  shall  be  re-eligible  thereto,  and  be  subject 
to  removal  therefrom  for  incompetency,  wilful  neglect  of  duty,  or 
misdemeanor  in  office,  on  conviction  in  a  Court  of  Law,  or  by  a  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  the  Senate,  on  tjie  recommendation  of  the  Attorney- 
General. 

Sec.  8.  All  elections  for  the  State's  Attorney  shall  be  certified  to 
and  returns  made  thereof  by  the  Clerks  of  the  said  counties  and  city 
to  the  Jud^s  thereof  having  criminal  jurisdiction,  respectively, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  decide  upon  the  elections  and  qualifications 
of  the  persons  returned;  and  in  case  of  a  tie  between  two  or  more 
persons,  to  designate  which  of  said  persons  shall  qualify  as  State's 
Attorney,  and  to  administer  the  oaths  of  office  to  the  person  elected. 

Sec.  9.  The  State's  Attorney  shall  perform  such  duties  and  receive 
such  fees  and  commissions  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed 
by  law,  and  if  any  State's  Attorney  shall  receive  any  other  fee  or 
reward  than  such  as  is  or  may  be  aflowed  by  Law,  he  shall,  on  con- 
viction thereof,  be  removed  from  office;  pravided^  that  the  State''s 
Attorney  for  Baltimore  City  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  Deputy, 
at  a  salary  of  not  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  to 
be  paid  by  the  State's  Attorney  out  of  the  fees  of  his  office,  as  has 
heretofore  been  practised. 

[Sec.  9.  The  State's  Attorney  shall  perform  such  duties  and  re- 
ceive such-  fees  and  commissions  or  salary,  not  exceeding  three  thou- 
sand dollars,  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  law;  and 
if  any  State's  Attorney  shall  receive  any  other  fee  or  reward  than 
such  as  is  or  may  be  allowed  by  law,  he  shall,  on  conviction  thereof, 
be  removed  from  office;  provided,  that  the  State's  Attorney  for  Balti- 
more City  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  forty-five  hundred  dol- 
lars, and  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  deputy,  at  an  annual  salary, 
not  exceeding  three  thousand  dollars,  and  such  other  assistants  at 
such  annual  salaries  not  exceeding  fifteen  hundred  dollars  each,  as 
the  Supreme  Bench  of  Baltimore  City  may  authorize  and  approve; 
all  of  said  salaries  to  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  of  the  said  State's 
Attorney's  office,  as  has  heretofore  been  practised.]  • 

Sec.  10.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  State's  Attorney 
who  has  not  been  admitted  to  practice  Law  in  this  State,  and  \vho 
has  not  resided  for  at  least  two  years  in  the  county  or  city  in  which 
he  may  be  elected. 

Sec.  11.  In  case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  State's  Attorney,  or  of 
his  removal  from  the  county  or  city  in  which  he  shall  have  been 
elected,  or  on  his  conviction  as  herein  specified,  the  said  vacancv  shall 
be  filled  by  the  judge  of  the  county  or  city,  respectively,  having 
criminal  jurisdiction,  in  which  said  vacancy  shall  occur,  for  the 
residue  or  the  term  thus  made  vacant. 

Sec.  12.  The  State's  Attorney  in  each  county,  and  the  City  of 
Baltimore,  shall  have  authority  to  collect,  and  give  receipt,  in  the 
name  of  the  State,  for  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  collected  by 
him,  and  forthwith  make  return. of  and  pay  over  the  same  to  the 
proper  accounting  officer.  And  the  State's  Attorney  of  each  county, 
and  the  City  of  Baltimore,  before  he  shall  enter  on  the  discharge  of

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his  duties,  shall  execute  a  bond  to  the  State  of  Maryland,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  in  the  penalty  oi  ten  thousand 
dollars,  with  two  or  more  sureties,  to  be  approved  by  the  Judge  of 
the  Court  having  criminal  jurisdiction  in  saia  counties  or  city. 

Article  VI 

TREASURY  DEPARTMENT 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Treasury  Department,  consisting  of  a 
Comptroller,  chosen  by  the  qualified  electors  of  the  State,  at  each 
regular  election  of  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  who  shall 
receive  an  annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  and 
a  Treasurer,  to  be  appointed  by  the  two  Houses  of  the  Legislature, 
at  each  regular  session  thereof,  on  joint  ballot,  who  shall  receive  an 
annual  salary  of  two  thousand  five  hundred  dollars;  and  the  terms 
of  office  of  the  said  Comptroller  and  Treasurer  shall  be  for  two  years, 
and  until  their  successors  shall  qualify;  and  neither  of  the  said 
officers  shall  be  allowed,  or  receive  any  fees,  commissions  or  perqui- 
sites of  any  kind  in  addition  to  his  salary  for  the  performance  of  any 
duty  or  services  whatsoever.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  either  of  the 
offices  by  death,  or  otherwise,  the  Governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  appointment,  to 
continue  until  another  election,  or  a  choice  by  the  Legislature,  as  the 
case  may  be,  and  until  the  qualification  of  the  successor.  The  Comp- 
troller and  the  Treasurer  shall  keep  their  offices  at  the  seat  of  Govern- 
ment, and  shall  take  such  oath^  and  enter  into  such  bonds  for  the 
faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be 
prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  2.  The  Comptroller  shall  have  the  general  superintendence  of 
the  fiscal  affairs  of  the  State ;  he  shall  digest  and  prepare  plans  for 
the  improvement  and  management  of  the  revenue,  and  for  the  sup- 
port of  the  public  credit ;  prepare  and  report  estimates  of  the  revenue 
and  expenditures  of  the  State;  superintend  and  enforce  the  prompt 
collection  of  all  taxes  and  revenue;  adjust  and  settle,  on  terms  pre- 
scribed by  law,  with  delinquent  collectors  and  receivers  of  taxes  and 
State  revenue;  preserve  all  public  accounts;  decide  on  the  forms  of 
keeping  and  stating  accounts;  grant,  under  regulations  prescribed 
by  Law,  all  warrants  for  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Treasury,  in 
pursuance  of  appropriations  by  Law,  and  countersign  all  checks 
drawn  by  the  Treasurer  upon  any  bank  or  banks,  in  which  the  moneys 
of  the  State  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  deposited;  prescribed  the 
formalities  of  the  transfer  of  stock,  or  other  evidence  of  the  State 
debt,  and  countersign  the  same,  without  which  such  evidence  shall 
not  be  valid ;  he  shall  make  to  the  General  Assembly  full  reports  of 
all  his  proceedings,  and  of  the  state  of  the  treasury  department  within 
ten  days  after  the  commencement  of  each  Session ;  and  perform  such 
other  duties  as  shall  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sec.  3.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  the  moneys  of  the  State,  and, 
until  otherwise  prescribed  by  law,  deposit  them,  as  soon  as  received, 
to  the  credit  of  the  State,  in  such  bank  or  banks  as  he  may,  from  time 
to  time,  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor,  select  (the  said  bank  or 
banks  giving  security,  satisfactory  to  the  Governor,  for  the  safekeep- 
ing and  forthcoming,  when  required,  of  said  deposits)^  and  shall 
disburse  the  same  for  the  purposes  of  the  State,  according  to  law, 
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upon  warrants  drawn  by  the  Comptroller,  and  on  checks  counter- 
signed by  him,  and  not  otherwise;  he  shall  take  receipts  for  all  moneys 
paid  by  him;  and  receipts  for  moneys  received  by  him  shall  be 
endorsed  upon  warrants  signed  by  the  Comptroller,  without  which 
warrants,  so  signed,  no  acknowledgment  of  money  received  into  the 
Treasury  shall  be  valid;  and  upon  warrants,  issued  by  the  Comp- 
troller, he  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  payment  oi  the  interest 
of  the  public  debt,  and  for  the  purchase  thereof,  on  account  of  the 
sinking  fund.  Every  bond,  certificate,  or  other  evidence  of  the  debt 
of  the  State  shall  be  signed  by  the  Treasurer,  and  countersigned  by 
the  Comptroller;  and  no  new  certificate  or  other  evidence  intended 
to  replace  another  shall  be  issued  until  the  old  one  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  Treasurer,  and  authority  executed  in  due  form  for  the  transfer 
of  the  same  field  in  his  office,  and  the  transfer  accordingly  made  on 
the  books  thereof,  and  the  certificate  or  other  evidence  cancelled ;  but 
the  Legislature  may  make  provisions  for  the  loss  of  certificates,  or 
other  evidences  of  the  debt ;  and  may  prescribe,  by  Law,  the  manner 
in  which  the  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  keep  the  moneys  of  the  State. 

Sec.  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  render  his  accounts  quarterly  to  the 
Comptroller,  and  shall  publish  monthly,  in  such  newspapers  as  the 
Governor  may  direct,  an  abstract  thereof,  showing  the  amount  of 
cash  on  hand,  and  the  place  or  places  of  deposit  thereof;  and  on  the 
third  day  of  each  regular  session  of  the  Legislature  he  shall  submit 
to  the  Senate  and  House  of  Dele^tes  fair  and  accurate  copies  of  all 
accounts  by  him,  from  time  to  time,  rendered  and  settled  with  the 
Comptroller.  He  shall  at  all  times  submit  to  the  Comptroller  the 
inspection  of  the  money  in  his  hands,  and  perform  all  other  duties 
that  shall  be  prescribed  by  Law.

Article  VIII 

EDUCATION 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly,  at  its  first  session  after  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution,  shall,  by  law,  establish  throughout  the 
State  a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free  Public  Schools ;  and  shall 
provide  by  taxation,  or,  otherwise,  for  their  maintenance. 

Sec.  2.  The  system  of  Public  Schools,  as  now  constituted,  shall 
remain  in  force  until  the  end  of  the  said  first  session  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  shall  then  expire,  except  so  far  as  adopted  or  con- 
tinued by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  3.  The  School  Fund  of  the  State  shall  be  kept  inviolate,  and 
appropriated  only  to  the  purposes  of  education. 

Article  IX 

MILITIA    AND    MILITARY   AFFAIRS 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  shall  make,  from  time  to  time, 
such  provisions  for  organizing,  equipping  and  disciplining  the 
Militia,  as  the  exigency  may  require,  and  pass  such  Laws  to  promote 
Volunteer  Militia  Organizations  as  may  anord  them  effectual  encour- 
agement. 

Sec.  2.  There  shall  be  an  Adjutant-General  appointed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor, by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  He  shall 
hold  his  office  until  the  appointment  and  qualification  of  his  successor, 
or  until  removed  in  pursuance  of  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial.  He 
shall  perform  such  dutias  and  receive  such  compensation  or  emolu- 
ments as  are  now  or  may  be  prescribed  by  law.  He  shall  discharge 
the  duties  of  his  office  at  the  seat  of  government,  unless  absent  under 
orders,  on  duty;  and  no  other  officer  of  the  General  Staff  of  the 
Militia  shall  receive  salary  or  pay,  except  when  on  service  and 
mustered  in  with  troops. 

Sec.  3.  The  existing  Militia  Law  of  the  State  shall  expire  at  the 
end  of  the  next  session  of  the  General  Assembly,  except  so  far  as  it 
may  be  re-enacted,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article. 
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Article  X 

LABOR   AND   AGRICULTURE* 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  a  Superintendent  of  Labor  and  Agri- 
culture elected  by  the  qualified  voters  of  this  State  at  the  first  Gen- 
eral election  for  Delegates  to  the  General  Assembly  after  the  adop- 
tion of  this  Constitution,  who  shall  hold  his  ofiice  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  and  until  the  election  and  qualification  of  his  successor. 

Sec.  2.  His  qualifications  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  for 
the  Comptroller;  he  shall  qualify  and  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his 
office  on  the  second  Monday  of  January  next  succeeding  the  time  of 
his  election;  and  a  vacancy  in  the  office  shall  be  filled  by  the  Gov- 
ernor for  the  residue  of  the  term. 

Sec.  3.  He  shall  perform  such  of  the  duties  now  devolved  by  Law 
upon  the  Commissioner  of  Immigration,  and  the  Immigration  Agent, 
as  will  promote  the  object  for  which  those  officers  were  appointed, 
and  such  other  duties  as  may  be  assigned  to  him  by  the  General 
Assembly,  and  shall  receive  a  salarv  of  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 
a  year;  and  after  his  election  and  qualification,  the  offices  before 
mentioned  shall  cease. 

Sec.  4.  He  shall  supervise  all  the  State  Inspectors  of  agricultural 
products  and  fertilizers,  and  from  time  to  time  shall  carefully  exam- 
ine and  audit  their  accounts,  and  prescribe  regulations  not  incon- 
sistent with  Law,  tending  to  secure  economv  and  efficiency  in  the 
business  of  their  offices.  He  shall  have  the  supervision  of  the 
Tobacco  Warehouses,  and  all  other  buildings  used  for  inspection 
and  storage  purposes  by  the  State ;  and  may,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
Ijegislature,  nave  the  super^dsion  of  all  public  buildings  now  belong- 
ing to,  or  which  may  hereafter  be,  erected  by  the  State.  He  shall 
frequently  inspect  such  buildings  as  are  committed  to  his  charge, 
and  examine  all  accounts  for  labor  and  materials  required  for  their 
construction  or  repairs. 

Sec  5.  He  shall  inauire  into  the  undeveloped  resources  of  wealth 

of  the  State  of  Maryland,  more  especially  concerning  those  within 

the  limits  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  its  tributaries,  which  belong 

-to  the  State,  and  suggest  such  plans  as  may  be  calculated  to  render 

them  available  as  sources  of  revenue. 

Sec  6.  He  shall  make  detailed  reports  to  every  General  Assembly 
within  the  first  week  of  its  session,  in  reference  to  each  of  the  subjects 
committed  to  his  charge,  and  he  shall  also  report  to  the  Governor, 
in  the  recess  of  the  Legislature,  all  abuses  or  irregularities  which  he 
may  find  to  exist  in  any  department  of  public  affairs  with  which  his 
office  is  connected. 

Sec  7.  The  office  hereby  established  shall  continue  for  four  years 
from  the  date  of  the  qualification  of  the  first  incumbent  thereof,  and 
shall  then  expire,  unless  continued  by  the  General  Assembly.

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Article  XI 

CITY   OF   BALTIMORE 

Section  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  qualified  by 
La.w  to  vote  in  said  city  for  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates, 
shall  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  of  October,  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty  seven,  and  on  the  same  day  in  every  fourth  year  thereafter- 
elect  a  person  to  be  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltiinore,  who  shall  have 
such  qualifications,  receive  such  compensation,  discharge  such  duties, 
and  have  such  powers  as  are  now,  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by 
Law ;  and  the  term  whose  office  shall  commence  on  the  first  Monday 
of  November  succeeding  his  election,  and  shall  continue  for  four 
years,  and  until  his  successor  shall  have  qualified;  and  he  shall  l>e 
ineligible  for  the  term  next  succeeding  that  for  which  he  was  elect ihI. 

[Sec.  1.  The  inhabitants  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  qualified  by 
Law  to  vote  in  said  city  for  members  of  the  House  or  Delegates, 
shall  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-nine,  and  on  the  same  Sav  in  every  second  year 
thereafter,  elect  a  person  to  be  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  who

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Sec.  4.  The  regular  sessions  of  the  City  Council  of  Baltimore 
(which  shall  be  annual),  shall  conmience  on  the  third  Monday  of 
January  of  each  year,  and  shall  not  continue  more  than  ninety  days, 
exclusive  of  Sundays;  but  the  Mayor  may  convene  the  City  Council 
in  extra  session  whenever,  and  as  often  as  it  may  appear  to  him  that 
the  public  good  may  require,  but  no  called  or  extra  session  shall  last 
longer  than  twenty  days,  exclusive  of  Sundays. 

Sec.  5.  No  person  elected  and  qualified  as  Mayor,  or  as  a  member 
of  the  City  Council,  shall,  during  the  term  for  which  he  was  elected, 
hold  any  other  office  of  profit  or  trust,  created,  or  to  be  created  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  or  by  any  law  relating  to  the 
Corporation  of  Baltimore,  or  hold  any  employment  or  position,  the 
compensation  of  which  shall  be  paid,  directly  or  indirectly,  out  of  the 
City  Treasury ;  nor  shall  any  such  person  be  interested,  directly  or 
indirectly,  in  any  contract  to  which  the  City  is  a  party ;  nor  shall  it 
be  lawful  for  any  person  holding  any  office  under  the  City,  to  be 
interested,  while  holding  such  office,  in  any  contract  to  which  the  City 
is  a  party. 

Siic.  6.  The  Mayor  shall,  on  conviction  in  a  Court  of  Law,  of  wilful 
neglect  of  duty,  or  misbehavior  in  office,  be  removed  from  office  by 
the  (iovernor  of  the  State,  and  a  successor  shall  thereafter  be  elected, 
as  in  a  case  of  vacancy. 

Sec.  7.  From  and  after  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  no  debt 
(except  as  hereinafter  excepted),  shall  be  created  by  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore;  nor  shall  the  credit  of  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  of  Baltimore  be  given  or  loaned  to,  or  in  aid  of  any 
individual,  association,  or  corporation;  nor  shall  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  of  Baltimore  have  the  power  to  involve  the  City  of  Balti- 
more in  the  construction  of  works  of  internal  improvement,  nor  in 
granting  any  aid  thereto,  which  shall  involve  the  faith  and  credit 
of  the  City,  nor  make  any  appropriation  therefor,  unless  such  debt 
or  credit  be  authorized  by  an  Act  of  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, and  by  an  ordinance  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Balti- 
more, submitted  to  the  legal  voters  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  at  such 
time  and  place  as  may  be  fixed  by  said  ordinance,  and  approved  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  such  time  and  place ;  but  the  Mayor  and 
City  Council  may,  temporarily,  borrow  any  amount  of  money  to  meet 
any  deficiency  in  the  City  Treasury,  or  to  provide  for  any  emergency 
arising  from  the  necessity  of  maintaining  the  police,  or  preserving 
the  safety  and  sanitary  condition  of  the  City,  and  may  make  due  ana 
proper  arrangements  and  agreements  for  the  removal  and  extension, 
ill  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  and  all  debts  and  obligations  created  ac- 
cording to  Law  before  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  8.  All  Laws  and  Ordinances  now  in  force  applicable  to  the 
City  of  Baltimore,  not  inconsistent  with  this  Article,  shall  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  continued  until  changed  in  due  course  of  Law. 

Sec.  9.  The  General  Assembly  may  make  such  changes  in  this 
Article,  except  in  Section  7th  thereof,  as  it  may  deem  best;  and  this 
Article  shall  not  be  so  construed  or  taken  as  to  make  the  political 
corporation  of  Baltimore  independent  of,  or  free  from  the  control 
which  the  General  xVssembly  of  Maryland  has  over  all  such  Corpora- 
tions in  this  State.

PUBLIC  WORKS 


Section  1.  The  Governor,  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  and  the 
Treasurer  shall  constitute  the  Board  of  Public  Works  in  this  State. 
The^  shall  keep  a  journal  of  their  proceedings,  and  shall  hold  regular 
sessions  in  the  City  of  Annapolis  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January, 
April,  July  and  October  in  each  year,  and  oftener  if  necessary;  at 
which  sessions  they  shall  hear  and  determine  such  matters  as  affect 
the  Public  Works  of  the  State,  and  as  the  General  Assembly  may 
confer  upon  them  the  power  to  decide. 

Sec.  2.  They  shall  exercise  a  diligent  and  faithful  supervision  of  all 
Public  Works  in  which  the  State  may  be  interested  as  Stockholder  or 
Creditor,  and  shall  represent  and  vote  the  stock  of  the  State  of  Mary- 
land in  all  meetings  of  the  stockholders  of  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal ;  and  shall  appoint  the  Directors  in  every  Railroad  and  Canal 
Company  in  which  the  State  has  the  legal  power  to  appoint  Directors, 
which  said  Directors  shall  represent  the  State  in  all  meetings  of  the 
Stockholders  of  the  respective  Companies  for  which  they  are 
appointed  or  elected.  And  the  President  and  Directors  of  the  sjiid 
Chesapeake  and  Ohio  Canal  Company  shall  so  regulate  the  tolls  of 
said  (^ompany  from  time  to  time  as  to  produce  the  largest  amount  of 
revenue,  and  to  avoid  the  injurious  enect  to  said  company  of  rival 
competition  by  other  Internal  Improvement  Companies.  They  sliall 
require  the  Directors  of  all  said  Public  Works  to  guard  the  i)ublic 
interest  and  prevent  the  establishment  of  tolls  whidi  shall  discrimi- 
nate against  the  interest  of  the  citizens  or  products  of  this  State,  ami 
from  time  to  time,  and  as  often  as  there  shall  l)e  any  change  in  tht» 
rates  of  toll  on  anv  of  the  said  Works,  to  furnish  the  said  Board  of 
Public  Works  a  schedule  of  such  modified  raters  of  toll,  and  so  adjust 
them  as  to  promote  the  agricultural  interests  of  the  State;  they  shall 
report  to  the  (leneral  Assembly  at  each  regular  session,  and  recom- 
mend such  legislation  as  they  may  deem  necessary  and  requisite  to 
promote  or  protect  the  interests  of  the  State  in  the  saia  Public 
Works ;  thev  shall  perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  hereafter  pre- 
scribed by  Law,  and  a  majority  of  them  shall  be  competent  to  act. 
The  Governor,  Comptroller  and  Treasurer  shall  receive  no  additional 
salary  for  services  rendered  by  them  as  members  of  the  Board  of 
Public  Works.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  of  the  General  Assemblv 
of  Maryland  of  the  year  1867,  chapter  359,  are  hereby  declared  null 
and  void. 

Sec.  3.  The  Board  of  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized  to 
exchange  the  State's  interest  as  Stockholder  and  Creditor  in  the  Bal  - 
timore  and  Ohio  Railroad  Company  for  an  equal  amount  of  the  bonds 
or  registered  debt  now  owing  by  the  State,  to  the  extent  only  of  all 
the  preferred  stock  of  the  State  on  which  the  State  is  entitled  to 
only  six  per  cent,  interest,  provided  such  exchange  shall  not  lie  made 
at  less  than  par,  nor  less  than  the  market  value  of  said  stock;  and  the 
said  Board  is  authorized,  subject  to  such  regulations  and  conditions 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe,  to  sell  the 
State's  interest  in  the  other  Works  of  Internal  Improvement,  whether 
as  a  Stockholder  or  a  Creditor,  and  also  the  State's  interest  in  any 
banking  corporation,  receiving  in  payment  the  bonds  and  registered 
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debt  now  owing  by  the  State,  equal  in  amount  to  the  price  obtained 
for  the  State's  said  interest ;  provided,  that  the  interest  of  the  State 
in  the  Washington  Branch  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Railroad  be 
reserved  and  excepted  from  sale;  and  provided  further,  that  no  sale 
or  contract  of  sale  of  the  State's  interest  in  the  Chesapeake  and  Ohio 
Canal,  the  Chesapeake  and  Delaware  Canal,  and  the  Susquehanna  and 
Tidewater  Canal  Companies  shall  go  into  effect  until  the  same  shall 
be  ratified  by  the  ensuing  General  Assembly. 

[Sec.  3.  The  Board  or  Public  Works  is  hereby  authorized,  subject 
to  such  regulations  and  conditions  as  the  General  Assembly  may  from 
time  to  time  prescribe,  to  sell  the  State's  interest  in  all  works  ol  inter- 
nal improvement,  whether  as  a  Stockholder  or  a  Creditor,  and  also 
the  State's  interest  in  any  banking  corporation,  receiving  in  payment 
the  bonds  and  registered  debt  now  owing  by  the  State,  equal  in 
amount  to  the  price  obtained  for  the  State's  said  interest,]  * 

Article  XIII 

NEW   COUNTIES 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  may  provide,  by  Law,  for 
organizing  new  Counties,  locating  and  removing  county  seats,  and 
changing  county  lines;  but  no  new  county  shall  be  organized  with- 
out the  consent  of  the  majority  of  the  legal  voters  residing  within 
the  limits  proposed  to  be  formed  into  said  new  county;  and  when- 
ever a  new  county  shall  be  proposed  to  be  formed  out  of  portions  of 
two  or  more  counties,  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  of 
such  part  of  each  of  said  counties,  respectively,  shall  be  required ;  nor 
shall  the  lines  of  any  county  be  changed  without  the  consent  of  a 
majority  of  the  legal  voters  residing  within  the  district,  which,  under 
said  proposed  change,  would  form  a  part  of  a  county  diflferent  from 
that  to  which  it  belonged  prior  to  said  change;  and  no  new  county 
shall  contain  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles,  nor  less  than  ten 
thousand  white  inhabitants;  nor  shall  any  change  be  made  in  the 
limits  of  any  county,  whereby  the  population  of  said  county  would 
be  reduced  to  less  tnan  ten  thousand  white  inhabitants,  or  its  terri- 
tory reduced  to  less  than  four  hundred  square  miles. 

Sec.  2.  At  the  election  to  be  held  for  the  adoption  or  rejection  of 
this  Constitution,  in  each  election  district,  in  those  parts  of  Worcester 
and  Somerset  Counties,  comprised  within  the  following  limits,  viz: 
Beginning  at  the  point  where  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  crosses  the 
channel  of  PocomoJke  River,  thence  following  said  line  to  the  chan- 
nel of  the  Nanticoke  River,  thence  with  the  channel  of  said  river  to 
Tangier  Sound,  or  the  intersection  of  Nanticoke  and  Wicomico  Riv- 
ers, thence  up  the  channel  of  the  Wicomico  River  to  the  mouth  of 
Wicomico  Creek,  thence  with  the  channel  of  said  creek  and  Passer- 
dyke  Creek  to  Dashield's  or  Disharoon's  Mills,  thence  with  the  mill- 
pond  of  said  mills  and  branch  following  the  middle  prong  of  said 
branch,  to  Meadow  Bridge,  on  the  road  dividing  the  Counties  of 
Somerset  and  Worcester,  near  the  southwest  corner  of  farm  of  Wil- 
liam P.  Morris,  thence  due  east  to  the  Pocomoke  River,  thence  with 
the  channel  of  said  river  to  the  beginning;  the  Judges  of  Election,  in

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oach  of  said  districts,  shall  receive  the  ballots  of  each  elector,  Totiii*r 
at  said  election,  who  has  resided  for  six  months  preceding  said  elec*- 
tion  within  said  limits,  for  or  against  a  new  County ;  and  the  Return 
Judges  of  said  election  districts  shall  certify  the  result  of  such  vot- 
ing, in  the  manner  now  prescril)ed  bv  Law,  to  the  Governor,  who 
shall  by  proclamation  nfiake  known  tfie  same,  and  if  a  majority  of 
the  legal  votes  cast  within  that  part  of  Worcester  County,  contained 
within  said  lines,  and  also  a  majority  of  the  legal  votes  cast  w^ithin 
that  part  of  Somerset  County,  contained  within  said  lines,  shall  1m? 
in  favor  of  a  new  County,  then  said  parts  of  Worcester  and  Somerset 
Counties  shall  become  and  constitute  a  new  County,  to  l)e  called  Wi- 
(M^mico  County;  and  Salisbury  shall  be  the  County  seat.  And  the 
inhabitants  thereof  shall  thenceforth  have  and  enjoy  all  such  rights 
and  privileges  as  are  held  and  enjoyed  by  the  inhabitants  of  the  other 
Counties  of  this  State. 

Sec.  3.  A\Tien  said  new  County  shall  have  been  so  created,  the 
inhabitants  thereof  shall  cease  to  have  any  claim  to,  or  interest  in, 
the  county  buildings  and  other  public  propertv  of  every  description 
belonging  to  said  Counties  of  Somerset  and  Worcester  respectively, 
and  shall  be  liable  for  their  proportionate  shares  of  the  then  existing 
debts  and  obligations  of  the  said  Counties,  according  to  the  last 
assessment  in  said  Counties,  to  be  ascertained  and  apportioned  by  the 
Circuit  Court  of  Somerset  Countv,  as  to  the  debts  and  obligations  of 
said  Countv,  and  bv  the  Circuit  Court  of  Worcester  Countv  as  to  the 
debts  and  obligations  of  Worcester  County',  on  the  petition  of  the 
County  Commissioners  of  the  said  Counties,  resi)ectively;  and  the 
property  in  each  part  of  the  said  Counties  incliuled  in  said  new 
County  shall  Ix?  bound  only  for  the  share  of  the  debts  and  obligations 
of  the  Countv  from  which  it  shall  be  separated;  and  the  inhaoitants 
of  said  new  County  shall  also  pay  the  County  taxes  levied  upon  them 
at  the  time  of  the  creation  of  such  new  Countv.  as  if  such  new  Countv 
had  not  been  created ;  and  on  the  application  of  twelve  citizens  of  the 
proposed  County  of  Wicomico,  the  Surveyor  of  Worcester  County 
shall  run  and  locate  the  line  from  Meadow  Bridge  to  the  Pocomoke 
River  previous  to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Constitution,  and 
at  the  expense  of  said  petitioners. 

Sec.  4.  At  the  first  general  election  held  under  this  Constitution 
the  qualified  voters  of  said  new  County  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  a 
Senator  and  two  Delegates  to  the  General  Assembly,  and  all  such 
County  or  other  officers  as  this  Constitution  may  authorize,  or  require 
to  be  elected  by  other  Counties  of  the  State ;  a  notice  of  such  election 
shall  be  given  by  the  sheriffs  of  AVorcester  and  Somerset  C/Ounties 
in  the  manner  now  prescrilwd  bv  Law ;  and  in  case  said  new  County 
shall  be  established,  as  aforesaid,  then  the  Counties  of  Somerset  and 
Worcester  shall  be  entitled  to  elect  but  two  Delegates  each  to  the 
General  Assembly. 

Sec.  5.  The  County  of  Wicomico,  if  formed  according  to  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Constitution,  shall  be  embraced  in  the  First  Judicial 
Circuit,  and  the  times  for  holding  the  Courts  therein  shall  be  fixed 
and  determined  by  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  0.  The  General  Assembly  shall  pass  all  such  Laws  as  may  be 
nec^essary  more  fully  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Article.

AMENDMENTS   TC)   THE   CX)NSTITUTION 

Section  1.  The  General  Assembly  may  propose  Amendments  to 
this  Constitution ;  provided  that  each  Amendment  shall  be  embraced 
in  a  separate  Bill,  embodying  the  Article  or  Section,  as  the  same  will 
stand  when  amended  and  passed  by  three-fifths  of  all  the  members 
elected  to  each  of  the  two  Houses,  by  veas  and  nays,  to  be  entered 
on  the  Journals  with  the  proposed  Amendment.  The  Bill  or  Bills 
proposing  amendment  or  amenthnents  shall  l)o  piiblished  by  order 
of  the  Governor,  in  at  least  two  news])apers  in  each  County,  where 
so  many  may  l)e  published,  and  wliere  not  more  than  one  may  l>e 
published,  then  in  that  newspaper,  and  in  three  newspapers  pub- 
lishf^d  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  one  of  which  shall  be  in  the  German 
language,  once  a  week  for  at  least  tlirc?  months  preceding  the  next 
ensuing  general  election,  at  which  the  proposed  amendnjent  or  amend- 
ments shall  be  submitted,  in  a  form  to  bo  prescril)ed  by  the  General 
Assembly,  to  the  qualified  voters  of  the  State  for  adoption  or  rejec- 
ti(m.  The  votes  cast  for  and  against  said  proposed  amendment  or 
amendments,  severally,  shall  be  retiirned  to  the  Governor,  in  the  uum- 
ner  prescribed  in  other  cases,  and  if  it  shall  appear  to  the  Governor 
that  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  at  said  election  on  said  amendment 
or  amendments,  severally,  were  cast  in  favor  thereof,  the  Governor 
shall,  by  his  proclamation,  declare  the  said  amendment  or  amend- 
ments having  received  said  majority  of  votes,  to  have  been  adopted 
by  the  people  of  Maryland  as  part  of  the  Constitution  thereof,  and 
tlu»nceforth  said  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be  part  of  the  said 
Constitution.  When  two  or  more  amendments  shall  be  submitted 
in  manner  aforesaid,  to  the  voters  of  this  State  at  the  same  election, 
they  shall  be  so  submitted  as  that  each  amendment  shall  he  voted  on 
separately. 

Sec.  2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Assembly  to  provide  by 
Law  for  taking,  at  the  general  election  to  be  held  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty-seven,  and  every  twenty  years  thereafter,  the 
sense  of  the  people  In  regard  to  calling  a  convention  for  altering  this 
Constitution ;  and  if  a  majority  of  voters  at  such  election  or  elections 
shall  vote  for  a  convention,  the  General  Assembly,  at  its  next  session, 
shall  provide  by  Law  for  the  assembling  of  such  convention,  and  for 
the  election  of  Delegates  thereto.  Each  County  and  I>egislative  Dis- 
trict of  the  City  of  Baltimore  shall  have  in  such  convention  a  number 
of  Delegates  equal  to  its  representation  in  both  Houses  at  the  time  at 
which  the  convention  is  called.  But  any  Constitution,  or  change,  or 
amendment  of  the  existing  Constitution,  which  may  be  adopted  by 
such  convention,  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of  this  State,  and 
shall  have  no  effect  unless  the  same  shall  have  been  adopted  by  a 
majority  of  the  voters  voting  thereon. 

Article  XV 

MISCELLANEOUS 

Section  1.  Every  person  holding  any  office  created  by,  or  existing 
under  the  Constitution,  or  Laws  oi  the  State  (except  Justices  of  the 
Peace,  Constables  and  Coroners),  or  holding  any  appointment  under 
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any  Court  of  this  State,  whose  pay  or  compensation  is  derived  from 
fees  or  moneys  coming  into  his  hands  for  the  discharge  of  his  official 
duties,  or  in  any  way  growing  out  of  or  connected  with  his  office, 
shall  keep  a  book  in  which  shall  be  entered  every  sum  or  sums  of 
money  received  by  him,  or  on  his  account,  as  a  payment  or  comj)en- 
sation  for  his  performance  of  official  duties,  a  copy  of  which  entries 
in  said  book,  verified  by  the  oath  of  the  officer  by  whom  it  is  directed 
to  be  kept,  shall  be  returned  yearly  to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Stale 
for  his  inspection,  and  that  or  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State,  to 
which  the  Comptroller  shall,  at  each  regular  session  thereof,  make 
a  report  showing  what  officers  have  complied  with  this  section ;  and 
each  of  the  said  officers,  when  the  amount  received  by  him  for  the  year 
shall  exceed  the  sum  which  he  is  by  Law  entitled  to  retain  as  his  sal- 
ary or  compensation  for  the  discharge  of  his  duties,  and  for  the  ex- 
penses of  his  office,  shall  yearly  pav  over  to  the  Treasurer  of  the 
State,  the  amount  of  such  excess,  subject  to  such  disposition  thereof 
as  the  General  Assembly  may  direct;  if  any  of  such  officers  shall  fail 
to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  this  section  for  the  period  of  thirty 
days  after  the  expiration  of  each  and  every  year  or  his  office,  such 
officer  shall  be  deemed  to  have  vacated  his  omce,  and  the  Governor 
shall  declare  the  same  vacant,  and  the  vacancy  therein  shall  be  filled 
as  in  case  of  vacancy  for  any  other  cause,  and  such  officer  shall  be 
subject  to  suit  by  the  State  for  the  amount  that  ought  to  be  paid  into 
the  Treasury;  and  no  pei-son  holding  any  office  created  by  or  existing 
under  this  Constitution  or  Laws  of  the  State,  or  holding  any  appoint- 
ment under  any  Court  in  this  State,  shall  receive  more  than  three 
thousand  dollars  a  year  as  a  compensation  for  the  discharge  of  his 
official  duties,  except  in  cases  specially  provided  in  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  2.  The  several  Courts  existing  in  this  State  at  the  time  of  the 
adoption  of  this  Constitution  shall,  until  superseded  under  its  provi- 
sions, continue  with  like  powers  and  jurisdiction,  and  in  the  exercise 
thereof,  both  at  Law  and  in  Equity,  in  all  respects,  as  if  this  Constitu- 
tion had  not  been  adopted ;  and  when  said  Courts  shall  be  so  super- 
seded, all  causes  then  depending  in  said  Courts  shall  pass  into  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  several  Courts,  by  which  they  may  be  respectively 
supei'seded. 

Sec.  ,3.  The  Governor  and  all  officers,  civil  and  military,  now  hold- 
ing office  under  this  State,  whether  by  election  or  appointment,  shall 
continue  to  hold,  exercise  and  discharge  the  duties  of  their  offices 
(unless  inconsistent  with  or  otherwise  provided  in  this  Constitution), 
until  they  shall  be  superseded  under  its  provisions,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  duly  qualified. 

Sec.  4.  If  at  any  election  directed  by  this  Constitution,  any  two  or 
more  candidates  shall  have  the  highest  and  an  equal  number  of  votes, 
a  new  election  shall  be  ordered  by  the  Governor,  except  in  ca.ses  spe- 
cially provided  for  by  this  Constitution. 

Sec.  5.  In  the  trial  of  all  criminal  cases,  the  jury  shall  be  the 
Judges  of  Law,  as  well  as  of  fact. 

Sec.  6.  The  right  of  trial  by  Jury  of  issues  of  fact  in  civil  pro- 
ceedings in  the  several  Courts  of  Law  in  this  State,  where  the  amount 
in  controversy  exceeds  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  shall  be  in\4olably 
preserved. 

Sec.  7.  All  general  elections  in  this  State  shall  be  held  on  the  Tues- 
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day  next  after  the  first  Monday  in  the  month  of  November,  in  the 
year  in  which  they  shall  occur;  and  the  first  election  of  all  officers, 
who,  under  this  Constitution,  are  required  to  be  elected  by  the  people, 
shall,  except  in  cases  herein  specially  provided  for,  be  held  on  the 
Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  November,  in  the  year  eight- 
een hundred  and  sixtv-seven. 

Sec.  8.  The  Sheriffs  of  the  several  Counties  of  this  State,  and  of  the 
Citv  of  Baltimore,  shall  ^ve  notice  of  the  several  elections  author- 
ized by  this  Constitution,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  existing  Laws 
for  elections  to  be  held  in  this  State,  until  said  Laws  snail  be  changed. 

Sec.  9.  The  term  of  office  of  all  Judges  and  other  officers,  for  whose 
election  provision  is  made  by  this  Constitution,  shall,  except  in  cases 
otherwise  expressly  provided  herein,  commence  from  the  time  of 
their  election;  and  all  such  officers  shall  qualify  as  soon  after  their 
election  as  practicable,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices  immediately  upon  their  qualification;  and  the  term 
of  office  of  the  State  Librarian  and  of  Commissioner  of  the  Land 
Office  shall  commence  from  the  time  of  their  appointment. 

Sec.  10.  Any  officer  elected  or  appointed  in  pursuance  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  (Constitution,  may  qualify,  either  according  to  the  exist- 
ing provisions  of  law,  in  relation  to  omcers  under  the  present  Consti- 
tution, or  l)efore  the  Governor  of  the  State,  or  before  any  Clerk  of  any 
Court  of  Record  in  any  part  of  the  State ;  but  in  case  an  officer  shall 
qualify  out  of  the  County  in  which  he  resides,  an  official  copy  of  his 
oath  shall  be  filed  and  recorded  in  the  Clerk's  office  of  the  Circuit 
Coui-t  of  the  County  in  which  he  may  reside,  or  in  the  Clerk's  office 
of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  if  he  shall  reside 
therein. 

VOTE  ON   THE   CONHTrriTTlON 

For  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  sense  of  the  ])eople  of  this  State 
in  regard  to  the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Constitution,  the  Gov- 
ernor shall  issue  his  Proclamation  within  five  days  after  the  adjourn- 
ment of  this  convention,  directed  to  the  Sheriffs  of  the  City  of  Balti- 
more and  of  the  several  Counties  of  this  State,  commanding  them  to 
give  notice  in  the  manner  now  prescribed  by  Law  in  reference  to  the  * 
election  cf  members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  that  an  election  for 
the  adoption  or  rejection  of  this  Constitution  will  be  held  in  the  City 
of  Baltimore,  and  in  the  several  Counties  of  this  State,  on  Wednesday, 
the  eighteenth  day  of  September,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-seven,  at  the  usual  places  of  holding  elections  for  members  of 
the  House  of  Delegates  in  said  city  and  counties.  At  the  said  election 
the  vote  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  upon  each  ballot  there  shall  be  written 
or  printed  the  words,  "  For  the  Constitution,"  or  "Against  the  Con- 
stitution," as  the  voter  may  elect;  and  the  provisions  of  the  Laws 
of  this  State  relating  to  the  holding  of  general  elections  for  members 
of  the  House  of  Delegates,  shall  in  all  respects  apply  to  and  regulate 
the  holding  of  the  said  election.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Judges  of 
Election  in  said  city  and  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State  to  receive, 
accurately  count  and  duly  return  the  number  of  ballots  so  cast  for  or 
against  the  adoption  of  this  Constitution,  as  well  as  any  blank  ballots 
which  may  be  cast,  to  the  several  Clerks  of  the  Circuit  Courts  of  this 
State,  ana  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Baltimore  City,  in 
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the  manner  now  prescribed  by  Law,  in  reference  to  the  election  of 
members  of  the  House  of  Delegates,  and  duplicates  thereof,  directly 
to  the  Governor;  and  the  several  clerks  aforesaid  shall  return  to  the 
Governor,  within  ten  days  after  said  election,  the  number  of  ballots 
cast  for  or  against  the  constitution,  and  the  number  of  blank  ballots; 
and  the  Governor,  upon  receiving:  the  retunis  from  the  Judges  of 
Election,  or  the  clerks  as  aforesaid,  and  ascertaining  the  aggregrati- 
vote  throughout  the  State,  shall,  by  his  proclamation,  make  known  the 
same;  and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  be  for  the  adoption  of 
this  Constitution  it  shall  go  into  effect  on  Saturday,  the  fifth  day  of 
October,  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty-seven. 

Done  in  Convention,  the  seventeenth  day  of  August,  in  the  year  of 
our  Lord  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-seven,  and  of  the 
Independence  of  the  United  States  the  ninety-second.

THE  CHARTER  OF  NEW  ENGLAND— 1620 ' 

JAMES,  by  the  Grace  of  God,  King  of  England^  Scotland^  France^ 
and  Ireland^  Defender  of  the  Faith,  &c.  to  all  whom  these  Presents 
shall  come.  Greeting^  Whereas,  upon  the  humble  Petition  of  divers  of 
our  well  disposed  Subjects,  that  mtended  to  make  several  Plantations 
in  the  Parts  of  Amenca^  between  the  Decrees  of  thirty-flfoure  and 
flfourty-five ;  We  according  to  our  princely  Inclination,  favouring 
much  their  worthy  Disposition,  in  Hope  thereby  to  advance  the  in 
Largement  of  Christian  Religion,  to  the  Glory  of  (iod  Almighty,  as 
also  by  that  Meanes  to  streatch  out  the  Bounds  of  our  Dominions, 
and  to  replenish  those  Deserts  with  People  governed  by  Lawes  and 
Magistrates,  for  the  peaceable  Commerce  of  all,  that  in  time  to  come 
shall  have  occasion  to  traffique  into  those  Territoryes,  granted  unto 
Sir  Thomas  Gates^  Sir  George  Somers^  Knights,  Thornas  Ilamon^  and 
Raleigh  Gilbert^  Esqiiires,  and  of  their  Associates,  for  the  more 
speedy  Accomplishment  thereof,  by  our  Letters- Pattent,  bearing  Date 
the  Tenth  Day  of  Aprill,  in  the  Fourth  Year  of  our  Reign  of  Eng- 
land^ France^  and  Ireland,,  and  of  Seotland  the  ffourtieth,  free  Lib- 
erty to  divide  themselves  into  two  several  CoUonyes;  the  one  called 
the  first  Collonye,  to  be  undertaken  and  advanced  by  certain  Knights, 
Gentlemen,  and  Merchants,  in  and  about  our  Cyty  of  London;  the 
other  called  the  Second  Collonye,  to  be  undertaken  and  advanced 
hy  certaine  Knights,  Gentlemen,  and  Merchants,  and  their  asso- 
ciates, in  and  about  our  Citties  of  Bristol,  Exon,  and  our  Towne  of

the  principal  Knights  and  Gentlemen  Adventurers  of  the  said  Second 
Collonye,  and  by  divers  other  Persons  of  Quality,  who  now  intend 
to  be  their  Associates,  divers  of  which  have  been  at  great  and  extraor- 
dinary Charge,  and  sustained  many  Losses  in  seekmg  and  discover- 
ing a  Place  ntt  and  convenient  to  lay  the  Foundation  of  a  hopeful 
Plantation,  and  have  divers  Years  past  by  God's  Assistance,  and

in  Possession  of  any  of  the  said  Lands  or  Precincts,  wherebv  any 
Right,  Claim,  Interest,  or  Title,  may,  might,  or  ought  by  that  Meanes 
accrue,  belong,  or  appertaine  unto  them,  or  any  of  them.     And  also 
for  that  We  have  l)een  further  given  certainly  to  knowe,  that  within 
these  late  Yeares  there  hath  by  God's  Visitation  raigned  a  wonder- 
full  Plague,  together  with  many  horrible  Slaugthers,  and  Murthers, 
committed  amoungst  the  Sauages  and  brutish  People  there,  heertofore 
inhabiting,  in  a  Manner  to  the  utter  Destruction,  Deuastacion,  and 
Depopulacion  of  that  whole  Territorye,  so  that  there  is  not  left  for 
many  Leagues  together  in  a  Manner,  any  that  doe  claime  or  challenge 
any  Kind  of  Interests  therein,  nor  any  other  Superiour  Lord  or 
Souveraigne  to  make  Claime  thereunto,  wherebv  We  m  our  Judgment 
are  persuaded  and  satisfied  that  the  appointed  Time  is  come  in  which 
Almighty  God  in  his  great  Goodness  and  Bountie  tow^ards  Us  and 
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our  People,  hath  thought  fitt  and  determined,  that  those  large  and 
goodly  Territoryes,  deserted  as  it  were  by  their  naturall  Inhabitants, 
should  be  possessed  and  enjoved  by  such  of  our  Subjects  and  People 
as  heertofore  have  and  herealter  shall  bv  his  Mercie  and  Favour,  and 
by  his  PowerfuU  Arme,  be  directed  and  conducted  thither.

mav  with  Boldness  goe  on  to  the  settling  of  soe  hopefuU  a  Work, 
which  tendeth  to  the  reducing  and  Convei-sion  of  such  Sauages  as 
remaine  wandering  in  Desolacion  and  Distress,  to  Civil  Societie  and 
Christian  Religion,  to  the  Inlargement  of  our  own  Dominions,  and 
the  Aduancement  of  the  Fortunes  of  such  of  our  good  Subjects  as 
shall  willingly  intresse  themselves  in  the  said  Imployment,  to  whom 
We  cannot  but  give  singular  Commendations  for  their  soe  worthy  In- 
tention and  Enterprize ;  AVee  therefore,  of  our  especiall  Grace,  mere 
Motion,  and  certame  Knowledge,  by  the  Aduice  of  the  Lords  and 
others  of  our  Priuy  Councell  have  for  Us,  our  Heyrs  and  Successors, 
graunted,  ordainecf,  and  established,  and  in  and  by  these  Presents,  Do 
for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors,  grant,  ordaine  and  establish,  that  all 
that  Circuit,  Continent,  Precincts,  and  Limitts  in  America,  lying  and 
being  in  Breadth  from  Fourty  Degrees  of  Northerly  Latitude,  from 
the  Equnoctiall  Line,  to  Fourty-eight  Degrees  of  the  said  Northerly 
Latitude,  and  in  length  by  all  the  Breadth  aforesaid  throughout  the 
Maine  Land,  from  Sea  to  Sea,  with  all  the  Seas,  Rivers,  Islands, 
Creekes,  Inletts,  Ports,  and  Havens,  within  the  Degrees,  Precincts, 
and  Limitts  of  the  said  Latitude  and  Longitude,  shall  be  the  Limitts, 
and  Bounds,  and  Precints  of  the  second  Collonv :  And  to  the  End  that 
the  said  Territoryes  may  forever  hereafter  be  more  particularly  and 
certainly  known  and  distinguished,  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  the 
same  shall  from  henceforth  be  nominated,  termed,  and  called  by  the 
Name  of  New-England,  in  America;  and  by  that  Name  of  New- 
England  in  America,  the  said  Circuit,  Precinct,  Limitt,  Continent, 
Islands,  and  Places  in  America,  aforesaid.  We  do  by  these  Presents, 
for  Us,  our  Heyrs  and  Successors,  name,  call,  erect,  round  and  estab- 
lish, and  by  that  Name  to  have  Continuance  for  ever. 

And  for  the  l)etter  Plantacion,  ruling,  and  governing  of  the  afore- 
said New-England,  in  America,  We  will,  ordaine,  constitute,  assigne, 
limitt  and  appoint,  and  for  Us,  our  Heyrs  and  Successors,  Wee,  by 
the  Advice  or  the  Lords  and  otht^rs  of  the  said  priuie  Councill,  do 
by  these  Presents  ordaine,  constitute,  limett,  and  appoint,  that  from 
henceforth,  there  shall  be  for  ever  hereafter,  in  our  Towne  of  Ply- 
mouth, in  the  County  of  Devon,  one  Body  politicque  and  corporate, 
which  shall  have  perpetuall  Succession,  which  shall  consist  of  the  Num- 
ber of  fourtie  Persons,  and  no  more,  which  shall  be,  and  shall  be  called 
and  knowne  bv  the  Name  the  Councill  established  at  Plvmouth,  in 
the  County  of  Devon  for  the  planting,  ruling,  ordering,  and  govern- 
ing of  New-England,  in  America;  and  for  that  Purpose  Wee  have, 
at  and  bv  the  Nomination  and  Request  of  the  said  Petitioners,  granted, 
ordained,  established,  and  confirmed ;  and  by  these  Presents,  for  Us, 
our  Heyres  and  Successors,  doe  grant,  ordaine,  establish,  and  con- 
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firme,  our  right  trusty  and  right  well  beloved  Cosins  and  Councillors 
Lodovick,  Duke  of  Lenox,  I^rd  Steward  of  our  Houshold,  George 
Lord  Marquess  Buckingham,  our  High  Admiral  of  England,  James 
Marquess  Hamilton,  AVilliam  Earle  of  Pembrocke,  Lord  Chamber- 
laine  of  our  Houshold,  Thomas  Earl  of  Arundel,  and  our  right 
trusty  and  right  well  beloved  Cosin,  William  Earl  of  Bathe,  and  right 
trusty  and  right  well  beloved  Cosin  and  Councellor,  Henry  Earle 
of  Southampton,  and  our  right  trusty  and  right  well  beloved  Cousins, 
AVilliam  Earle  of  Salisbury,  and  Robert  Earle  of  Warwick,  and  our 
riglit  trusty  and  right  well  Moved  John  Viscount  Haddington,  and 
our  right  trusty  and  well  beloved  Councellor  Edward  Ix)rd  25ouch,

first  modern  and  present  Councill  established  at  Plymouth,  in  the 
County  of  Devon,  for  the  planting,  ruling,  ordering,  and  governing 
of  New-England,  in  America;  and  that  they,  and  the  Suruiuours  of 
them,  and  such  as  the  Suruiuours  and  Suruiuor  of  them  shall,  from 
tyme  to  tyme  elect,  and  chuse,  to  make  up  the  aforesaid  Number  of 
fourtie  Persons,  when,  and  as  often  as  any  of  them,  or  any  of  their 
Successor's  shall  happen  to  decease,  or  to  W  removed  from  being  of 
the  said  Coimcill,  shall  Ix*  in,  and  by  these  Presents,  incorporated  to 
have  a  perpetual  Succession  for  ever,  in  Deed,  Fact,  and  Name,  and 
shall  be  one  Bodye  corporate  and  politicqiie;  and  that  those,  and  such 
said  I*ersons,  and  their  Successors,  and  such  as  shall  be  elected  and

Sir  Thomas  Roe,  Sir  fferdinando  Gorges,  Sir  ffrancis  Popham,  Sir 
John  Brooks,  Sir  Thomas  Gates,  Sir  Richard  Hawkins,  Sir  Richard 
Edgcombe,  Sir  Allen  Apsley,  Sir  Warwick  Heale,  Sir  Richard 
Catchmay,  Sir  John  Bourchier,  Sir  Nathaniell  Rich,  Sir  Edward 
Giles,  Sir  Giles  Mompesson,  Sir  Thomas  Wroth,  Knights;  Matthew

Gilbert,  George  Chudley,  Thomas  Haymon,  and  John  Argall,  Esqrs. 
and  their  successors,  one  Body  corporate  and  politick,  in  Deed  and 
Name,  by  the  Name  of  the  Councell  established  att  Plymouth,  in  the 
County  of  Devon,  for  the  planting,  ruling,  and  governing  of  New- 
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England,  in  America.  Wee  do  by  tliese  Presents,  for  Us,  our  Heyres 
and  Successors,  really  and  fully  incorporate,  erect,  ordaine,  name, 
constitute,  and  establish,  and  that  by  the  same  Name  of  the  said  Coun- 
cill,  they  and  their  Successors  for  ever  hereafter  be  incorporated, 
named,  and  called,  and  shall  by  the  same  Name  have  perpetual  Suc- 
cession. And  further,  Wee  do  hereby  for  Us,  our  Heires  and  Succes- 
sors, grant  unto  the  said  Councill  established  att  Plymouth,  that  they 
and  their  Successors,  by  the  same  Name,  be  and  shall  be,  and  shall 
contini^e  Persons  able  and  capable  in  the  Law,  from  time  to  time, 
and  shall  by  that  Name,  of  Councill  aforesaid,  have  full  Power  and 
Authority,  and  lawful  Capacity  and  Hability,  as  well  to  purchase, 
take,  hold,  receive,  enjoy,  and  to  have,  and  their  Successors  for  ever, 
any  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Royalties,  Privileges,  Immuni- 
ties, Reversions,  Annuities,  Hereditaments,  Goods,  and  Chatties  what- 
soever, of  or  from  Us,  our  Heirs,  and  Successors,  and  of  or  from  any 
other  Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  as  well  in  and  within  this  our 
Realme,  of  England,  as  in  and  within  any  other  Place  or  Places 
whatsoever  or  wheresoever;  and  the  same  Manors.  Lands,  Tenements, 
and  Hereditaments,  Goods  or  Chatties,  or  any  or  them,  by  the  same 
Name  to  alien  and  sell,  or  to  do,  execute,  ordaine  and  performe  all 
other  Matters  and  Things  whatsoever  to  the  said  Incorporation  and 
Plantation  concerning  and  belonging. 

And  further,  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  the  said  Councill,  for 
the  time  being,  and  their  Successors,  shall  have  full  Power  and  lawful 
authority,  by  the  Name  aforesaid,  to  sue,  and  be  sued;  implead,  and 
to  be  impleaded;  answer,  and  to  be  answered,  unto  all  Manner  of 
Courts  and  Places  that  now  are,  or  hereafter  shall  be,  within  this  our 
Realme  and  elsewhere,  as  well  temporal  as  spiritual,  in  all  Manner  of 
Suits  and  Matters  whatsoever,  and  of  what  Nature  or  Kinde  soever 
such  Suite  or  Action  be  or  shall  be.  And  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is, 
that  the  said  ffourty  Persons,  or  the  greater  Number  of  them,  shall 
and  may,  from  time  to  time,  and  at  any  time  hereafter,  at  their  owne 
Will  and  Pleasure,  according  to  the  Laws,  Ordinances,  and  Orders  of 
or  by  them,  or  by  the  greater  Part  of  them,  hereafter  in  Manner  and 
forme  in  these  Presents  mentioned,  to  be  agreed  upon,  to  elect  and 
choose  amongst  themselves  one  of  the  said  ffourty  Persons  for  the 
Time  being,  to  be  President  of  the  said  Councill,  which  President  soe

And  further,  AVee  will  and  grant  by  these  Presents,  for  Us,  our 
Heiros  and  Successors,  unto  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors, 
that  they  and  their  Successors  shall  have  and  enjoy  for  ever  a  Com- 
mon Seale,  to  l>e  engraven  according  to  their  Discretions;  and  that  it 
shall  be  lawfull  for  them  to  appoint  whatever  Seale  or  Scales,  they 
shall  think  most  meete  and  necessary,  either  for  their  Use,  as  they  are 
one  united  Body  incorporate  here,  or  for  the  publick  of  their  Gouver- 
nour  and  Ministers  of  New-England  aforesaid,  whereby  the  Incorpo- 
ration may  or  shall  seale  any  Manner  of  Instrument  touching  the 
same  Corporation,  and  the  Manors,  Lands,  Tenements,  Rents,  Rever- 
sions, Annuities,  Hereditaments,  Goods,  Chatties,  Affaires,  and  any 
other  Things  belonging  unto,  or  in  any  wise  appertaininge,  touching, 
or  concerning  the  said  Councill  and  their  Succe&sors,  or  concerning 
the  said  Corporation  and  plantation  in  and  by  these  our  Letters- 
Patents  as  aforesaid  founded,  erected,  and  established. 

And  Wee  do  further  by  these  Presents,  for  Us,  our  Heires  and  Suc- 
cessors, grant  unto  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors,  that  it  shall 
and  may  be  lawfull  to  and  for  the  said  Councill,  and  their  Succes- 
sors for  the  Time  being,  in  their  discretions,  from  time  to  time  to 
admitt  such  and  so  many  Person  and  Persons  to  be  made  free  and 
enabled  to  trade  traffick  unto,  within,  and  in  New-England  aforesaid, 
and  unto  every  Part  and  Parcell  thereof,  or  to  have,  possess,  or 
enjoy,  any  Lands  or  Hereditaments  in  New-England  aforesaid,  as 
they  shall  think  fitt,  according  to  the  Laws,  Orders,  Constitutions, 
and  Ordinances,  by  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors  from  time 
to  time  to  be  made  and  established  by  Virtue  of,  and  according  to 
the  true  Intent  of  these  Presents,  and  under  such  Conditions,  Reser- 
vations, and  agreements  as  the  said  Councill  shall  set  downe,  order 
and  direct,  and  not  otherwise.     And  further,  of  our  especiall  Grace, 
certaine  Knowlege,  and  mere  Motion,  for  Us,  our  Heires  and  Suc- 
cessors, Wee  do  by  these  Presents  give  and  grant  full  Power  and 
Authority  to  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors,  that  the  said 
Councill  for  the  Time  being,  or  the  greater  Part  of  them,  shall  and 
may,  from  time  to  time,  nominate,  make,  constitute,  ordaine,  and 
confirme  by  such  Name  or  Names,  Style  or  Styles,  as  to  them  shall 
seeme  Good ;  and  likewise  to  revoke,  discharge,  change,  and  alter,  as 
well  all  and  singular,  Governors,  Officers,  and  Ministers,  which  here- 
after shall  be  by  them  thought  iStt  and  needful  to  be  made  or  used, 
as  well  to  attend  the  Business  of  the  said  Company  here,  as  for  the 
Government  of  the  said  Collony  and  Plantation,  and  also  to  make, 
ordaine,  and  establish  all  Manner  of  Orders,  Laws,  Directions,  In- 
structions, Forms,  and  Ceremonies  of  Government  and  Magistracy 
fitt  and  necessary  for  and  concerning  the  Government  of  the  said 
Collony  and  Plantation,  so  always  as  the  same  be  not  contrary  to  the 
Laws  and  Statutes  of  this  our  Realme  of  England,  and  the  same  att

And  Wee  do  further  of  our  especiall  Grace,  certaine  Knowledge, 
and  mere  Motion,  ^ant,  declare,  and  ordain,  that  such  principall 
Governor,  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  authorized  and  appointed  in 
Manner  and  Forme  in  these  Presents  heretofore  expressed,  shall  haue 
full  Power  and  Authority  to  use  and  exercise  marshall  Laws  in  Cases 
of  Eebellion,  Insurrection  and  Mutiny,  in  as  large  and  ample  Man- 
ner as  our  Lieutenants  in  our  Counties  within  our  liealme  of  England 
have  or  ought  to  have  bv  Force  of  their  Commission  of  Lieutenancy. 
And  for  as  much  as  it  shall  be  necessary  for  all  our  lovinge  Subjects 
as  shall  inhabit  within  the  said  Precincts  of  New-Enghind  aiore- 
said,  to  determine  to  live  together  in  the  Feare  and  true  Worship  of 
AUmighty  God,  Christian  Peace,  and  civil  Quietness,  each  with  other, 
whereby  every  one  may  with  more  Safety,  Pleasure,  and  Profitt, 
enjoye  that  whereunto  they  shall  attaiue  with  great  Pain  and  Perill, 
Wee,  for  Us,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  are  likewise  pleased  and  con- 
tented, and  by  these  Presents  do  give  and  grant  unto  the  said  Coun- 
cil and  their  Successors,  and  to  such  (iovernors.  Officers,  and  Min- 
isters, as  shall  be  by  the  said  Councill  constituted  and  appointed 
according  to  the  Natures  and  Limitts  of  their  Offices  and  Places 
respectively,  that  they  shall  and  may,  from  time  to  time  for  ever 
heerafter,  within  the  said  Precincts  of  New-England,  or  in  the  Way 
by  the  Seas  thither,  and  from  thence  have  full  and  absolute  Power 
and  Authority  to  correct,  punish,  pardon,  governe,  and  rule  all  such 
the  Subjects  of  Us,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  as  shall  from  time  to 
time  adventure  themselves  in  any  Voyage  thither,  or  that  shall  att 
any  Time  heerafter  inhabit  in  the  Precincts  or  Territories  of  the  said 
Collony  as  aforesaid,  according  to  such  Laws,  Orders,  Ordinances, 
Directions,  and  Instructions  as  by  the  said  Councill  aforesaid  shall 
be  established :  and  in  Defect  thereof,  in  Cases  of  Necessitv,  accord- 
ing  to  the  good  Discretions  of  the  said  Governors  and  Officers  respec- 
tively, as  well  in  Cases  capitall  and  criminall,  as  civill,  both  marine 
and  others,  so  allways  as  tne  said  Statutes,  Ordinances,  and  Proceed- 
ings, as  near  as  conveniently  may  be,  agreeable  to  the  Laws,  Statutes, 
Government  and  Policie  or  this  our  Realme  of  England.  And  fur- 
thermore, if  any  Person  or  Persons,  Adventurers  or  Planters  of  the 
said  Collony,  or  any  other,  att  any  Time  or  Times  heereafter,  shall 
transport  any  Moneys,  Goods,  or  Merchandizes,  out  of  any  of  our 
Kingdoms,  with  a  Pretence  or  Purpose  to  land,  sell,  or  otherwise 
dispose  of  the  same  within  the  Limitts  and  Bounds  of  the  said  Col- 
lony, and  yet  nevertheless  l>eing  att  Sea,  or  after  he  hath  landed 
within  any  Part  of  the  said  Collony  shall  carry  the  same  into  any 
other  fforaigne  Country  with  a  Purjx^se  there  to  sell  and  dispose 
thereof,  that  then  all  the  Goods  and  Chatties  of  the  said  Person  or 
Persons  so  offending  and  transported,  together  with  the  Ship  or  Ves- 
sell  wherein  such  Transportation  was  made,  shall  be  forfeited  to  Us, 
our  Heires  and  Successors. 

And  Wee  do  further  of  our  especiall  Grace,  certaine  Knowledge, 
and  meere  Motion  for  Us,  our  Heirs  and  Successors  for  and  in  Respect 
of  the  Considerations  aforesaid,  and  for  divers  other  ffood  Causes  and 
Considerations,  us  thereunto  especially  moving,  ana  by  the  Advice 
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of  the  Lords  and  Others  of  our  said  Privy  Councill  have  absolutely 
giuen,  granted,  and  confirmed,  and  do  by  these  Presents  absolutely 
give,  ^rant,  and  confirm  unto  the  said  Councill,  called  the  Councell 
established  att  Plymouth  in  the  County  of  Devon  for  the  planting, 
ruling,  and  governing  of  New-England  in  America,  and  unto  their 
Successors  for  ever,  all  the  aforesaid  Lands  and  Grounds,  Continent. 
Precinct,  Place,  Places  and  Territoryes,  viz,  the  aforesaid  Part  of 
America,  lying,  and  being  in  Breadth  from  ffourty  Degrees  of  North- 
erly Latitude  from  the  Lquinoctiall  Line,  to  ffourty-eight  Degrees  of 
the  said  Northerly  Latitude  inclusively,  and  in  Length  of,  and  within 
all  the  Breadth  aforesaid,  throughout  the  Maine  Land  from  Sea  to 
Sea,  together  also,  with  the  Firme  Lands,  Sovles,  Grounds,  Havens, 
Ports,  fiivers,  Waters,  Fishings,  Mines,  and  Mineralls,  as  well  Royall 
Mines  of  Gold  and  Silver,  as  other  Mine  and  Mineralls,  precious 
Stones,  Quarries,  and  all,  and  singular  other  Comodities,  Jurisdic- 
tions, Royalties,  Priveliges,  Franchises,  and  Preheminences,  both 
within  the  same  Tract  of  Land  upon  the  Maine,  and  also  within  the 
Faid  Islands  and  Seas  adjoining:  Provided  always,  that  the  said 
Islands,  or  any  of  the  Premises  herein  before  mentioned,  and  by  these 
Presents  intended  and  meant  to  be  granted,  be  not  actually  possessed 
or  inhabited  by  any  other  Christian  Prince  or  Estate,  nor  be  within 
the  Bounds,  Limitts,  or  Territoryes,  of  that  Southern  Collony  hereto- 
fore by  us  granted  to  be  planted  by  diverse  of  our  loving  Subjects  in 
the  South  Parts,  to  have  and  to  hold,  possess  and  enjoy,  all,  and 
singular,  the  aforesaid  Continent,  Lauds,  Territoryes,  Islands,  Her- 
editaments and  Precincts,  Sea  Waters,  Fishings,  with  all,  and  all 
Manner  their  Commodities,  Royalties,  Liberties,  Preheminences,  and 
Profitts,  that  shall  arise  from  thence,  with  all  and  singular,  their 
Appertenances,  and  every  Part  and  Parcell  thereof,  and  of  them,  to 
and  unto  the  said  Councell  and  their  Successors  and  Assignes  for 
ever,  to  the  sole  only  and  proper  Use,  Benefit,  and  Behooffe  of  them 
the  said  Council  and  their  Successors  and  Assignes  for  ever,  to  bo 
holden  of  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors,  as  of  our  Manor  of  East- 
Greenwich,  in  our  County  of  Kent,  in  free  and  common  Soccage  and 
not  in  in  Capite,  nor  by  Knight's  Service ;  yielding  and  paying  there- 
fore to  Us,  our  Heires,  our  Successors,  the  fifth  Part,  of  the  Ores  of 
Gold  and  Silver,  which  from  time  to  time,  and  att  all  times  hereafter, 
shall  happen  to  be  found,  gotten,  had,  and  obtained,  in  or  within  any 
the  said  Lands,  Limitts,  Territoryes,  and  Precincts,  or  in  or  within 
any  Part  or  Parcell  thereof,  for,  or  in  Respect  of  all,  and  all  Manner 
of  Dutys,  Demands,  and  Services  whatsoever,  to  be  done,  made,  or 
paid  to  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors. 

And  Wee  do  further  of  our  especiall  Grace,  certaine  Knowledge, 
and  meere  Motion,  for  Us,  and  our  Heires,  and  Successors,  give  and 

frant  to  the  said  Councell,  and  their  Successors  for  ever  by  these 
Vesents,  that  it  shall  be  lawfull  and  free  for  them  and  their  Assignes, 
att  all  and  every  time  and  times  hereafter,  out  of  our  Realmes  or 
Dominions  whatsoever,  to  take,  load,  carry,  and  transport  in,  and  into 
their  Voyages,  and  for,  and  towards  the  said  Plantation  in  New- 
England,"  all  such  and  so  many  of  our  loveing  Subjects,  or  anv  other 
Strangers  that  will  become  our  loving  Subjects,  and  live  un^er  our 
Allegiance,  as  shall  willingly  accompanv  them  in  the  said  Voyages 
and  Plantation,  with  Shipping,  Armour,  Weapons,  Ordinances,  Muni- 
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tion,  Powder,  Shott,  Victuals,  and  all  Manner  of  Cloathing,  Imple- 
ments, Furniture,  Beasts,  Cattle,  Horses,  Mares,  and  all  other  Things 
necessary  for  the  said  Plantation,  and  for  their  Use  and  Defence,  and 
for  Traae  with  the  People  there,  and  in  passing  and  returning  to  and 
fro,  without  paying  or  yielding,  any  Custom  or  Subsidie  either 
inwards  or  outwards,  to  Us,  our  Heires,  or  Successors,  for  the  same, 
for  the  Space  of  seven  Years,  from  the  Day  of  the  Date  of  these 
Presents,  provided,  that  none  of  the  said  Persons  be  such  as  shall  be 
hereafter  by  special  Name  restrained  by  Us,  our  Heire,  or  Successors. 

And  for  their  further  Encouragement,  of  our  especiall  Grace  and 
Favor,  Wee  do  by  these  Presents  for  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors, 
yield  and  grant,  to  and  with  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors, 
and  every  of  them,  their  Factors  and  Assignes,  that  they  and  every  or 
them,  shall  be  free  and  quitt  from  all  Subsidies  and  Customes  in  >few- 
England  for  the  Space  of  seven  Years,  and  from  all  Taxes  and  Impo- 
sitions for  the  Space  of  twenty  and  one  Yeares,  upon  all  Goods  and 
Merchandizes  att  any  time  or  times  hereafter,  either  upon  Importa- 
tion thither,  or  Exportation  from  thence  into  our  Realme  of  England, 
or  into  any  our  Dominions  by  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors, 
their  Deputies,  ffactors,  and  Xffignes,  or  any  of  .them,  except  only  the 
five  Pounds  per  Cent,  due  for  Custome  upon  all  such  Goods  and  Mer- 
chandizes, as  shall  be  brot  and  imported  into  our  Realme  of  England, 
or  any  other  of  our  Dominions,  according  to  the  ancient  Trade  oi 
Marchants;  which  five  Pounds  per  Cent,  only  being  paid,  it  shall  be 
thenceforth  lawful  and  free  for  the  said  Adventurers,  the  same  Goods 
and  Merchandize  to  export  and  carry  out  of  our  said  Dominions  into 
iforraigne  Parts,  without  any  Custom,  Tax,  or  other  Duty  to  be  paid 
to  Us,  our  Heires,  or  Successors,  or  to  any  other  Officers  or  Ministers 
of  Us,  our  Heires,  or  Successors;  provided,  that  the  said  Goods  and 
Merchandizes  be  shipped  out  within  thirteene  Months  after  theire 
first  Landing  within  any  Part  of  those  Dominions. 

And  further  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  and  Wee  do  by  these  Presents 
charge,  comand,  warrant,  and  authorize  the  said  Councill,  and  their 
Successors,  or  the  major  Part  of  them^  which  shall  be  present  and 
assembled  for  that  Purpose,  shall  from  time  to  time  under  their  comon 
Scale,  distribute,  convey,  assigne,  and  sett  over,  such  particular  Por- 
tions of  Lands,  Tenements,  and  Hereditaments,  as  are  by  these 
Presents,  formerly  granted  unto  each  our  loveing  Subjects,  naturally 
borne  or  Denisons,  or  others,  as  well  Adventurers  as  Planters,  as  by 
the  said  Company  upon  a  Comission  of  Survey  and  Distribution, 
executed  and  returned  for  that  Purpose,  shall  be  named,  appointed, 
and  allowed,  wherein  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  Respect  be  had 
as  well  to  the  Proportion  of  the  Adventurers,  as  to  the  speciall  Serv- 
ice, Hazard,  Exploit,  or  Meritt  of  any  Person  so  to  be  recompensed, 
advanced,  or  rewarded,  and  wee  do  also,  for  Us,  our  Heires,  and 
Successors,  grant  to  the  said  Councell  and  their  Successors  and  to  all 
and  every  such  Governours,  other  Officers,  or  Ministers,  as  by  the  said 
Counciirshall  be  appointed  to  have  Power  and  Authority  of  Govern- 
ment and  Commana  in  and  over  the  said  Collony  and  Plantation, 
that  they  and  every  of  them,  shall,  and  lawfully  may,  from  time  to 
time,  and  att  all  Times  hereafter  for  ever,  for  their  severall  Defence 
and  Safety,  encounter,  expulse,  repel,  and  resist  by  Force  of  Arms, 
as  well  by  Sea  as  by  Land,  and  all  Ways  and  Meanes  whatsoever,  all 
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such  Person  and  Persons,  as  without  the  speciall  Licence  of  the  said 
Councell  and  their  Successors,  or  the  greater  Part  of  them,  shall 
attempt  to  inhabitt  within  the  said  severall  Precincts  and  Limitts  of 
the  said  Collony  and  Plantation.  And  also  all,  and  every  such  Person 
or  Persons  whatsoever,  as  shall  enterprize  or  attempt  att  any  time 
hereafter  Destruction,  Invasion,  Detriment,  or  Annoyance  to  the  said 
Collony  and  Plantation;  and  that  it  shall  be  lawluU  for  the  i^id 
Councill,  and  their  Successors,  and  every  of  them,  from  Time  to 
Time,  and  att  all  Times  heereafter,  and  they  shall  have  full  Power 
and  Authority,  to  take  and  surprize  bv  all  Ways  and  Means  whatso- 
ever, all  and  every  such  Person  and  l^ersons  whatsoever,  with  their 
Ships,  Goods,  and  other  Furniture,  trafficking  in  any  Harbour, 
Creeke,  or  Place,  within  the  Limitts  and  Precintes  of  the  said  Col- 
lony and  Plantations,  and  not  being  allowed  by  the  said  Councill  to 
be  adventurers  or  Planters  of  the  said  Collony.  And  of  our  further 
Royall  Favor,  Wee  have  granted,  and  for  Us,  our  Ileires,  and  Suc- 
ceasors.  Wee  do  ^ant  unto  the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors, 
that  the  said  Territorves,  Lands,  Rivers,  and  Places  aforesaid,  or  any 
of  them,  shall  not  be  visited,  frequented,  or  traded  unto,  by  any  other 
of  our  Subjects,  or  the  Subjects  of  Us,  our  Heires,  or  Successors, 
either  from  any  the  Ports  and  Havens  belonging  or  appertayning, 
or  which  shall  l)elong  or  appertayne  unto  Us,  our  Heires,  or  Suc- 
cessors, or  to  anv  forraigne  State,  Prince,  or  Pottentate  whatsoever: 
And  therefore,  \Vee  do  hereby  for  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors, 
charge,  command,  prohibit  and  forbid  all  the  Subjects  of  Us,  our 
Heires,  and  Successors,  of  what  Degree  and  Quality  soever,  they 
be,  that  none  of  them,  directly,  or  indirectly,  presume  to  vissitt,  fre- 
quent, trade,  or  adventure  to  traffick  into,  or  from  the  said  Terri- 
torj'es,  I^nds,  Rivers,  and  Places  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them  other  than 
the  said  Councill  and  their  Successors,  ffactors,  Deputys,  and  Assignes, 
unless  it  be  with  the  License  and  Consent  of  the  said  C/Ouncill  and 
Company  first  had  and  obtained  in  Writing,  under  the  comon  Seal, 
upon  Pam  of  our  Indignation  and  Imprisonment  of  their  Bodys  dur- 
ing the  Pleasure  of  Us,  our  Heires  or  Successors,  and  the  Forfeiture 
and  Loss  both  of  theire  Ships  and  Goods,  wheresoever  they  shall  be 
found  either  within  any  of  our  Kingdomes  or  Dominions,  or  any  other 
Place  or  Places  out  of  our  Dominions. 

And  for  the  better  effecting  of  our  said  Pleasure  heerein  Wee  do 
heereby  for  Us,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  give  and  grant  full  Power 
and  Authority  unto  the  said  Councill,  and  their  Successors  for  the  time 
being,  that  they  by  themselves,  their  Factors,  Deputyes,  or  Assignes, 
shall  and  may  from  time  to  time,  and  at  all  times  heereafter,  attach, 
arrest,  take,  and  seize  all  and  all  Manner  of  Ship  and  Ships,  Goods, 
Wares,  and  Merchandizes  whatsoever,  which  shall  be  bro't  from  or 
carried  to  the  Places  l^efore  mentioned,  or  any  of  them,  contrary  to 
our  Will  and  Pleasure,  before  in  these  Presents  expressed.  The 
Moyety  or  one  halfe  of  all  which  Forfeitures  Wee  do  hereby  for  Us, 
our  Heires  and  Successors,  give  and  grant  unto  the  said  Councill,  and 
their  Successors  to  their  own  proper  Use  without  Accompt,  and  the 
other  Moyety,  or  halfe  Part  thereof.  Wee  will  shall  be  and  remaine 
to  the  Use  of  Us,  our  Heires  and  Successors.  And  we  likewise  have 
condiscended  and  granted,  and  by  these  Presents,  for  Us,  oiir  Heires 
and  Successors,  do  condiscend,  ancl  grant  to  and  with  the  said  Councill 
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and  their  Successors,  that  Wee,  our  Heires  or  Successors,  shall  not  or 
will  not  give  and  grant  any  Lybertye,  License,  or  Authority  to  any 
Person  or  Persons  whatsoever,  to  saile,  trade,  or  trafficke  unto  the 
aforesaid  parts  of  New-England,  without  the  good  Will  and  Likinge 
of  the  said  Councill,  or  the  greater  Part  of  them  for  the  Time  beinge, 
att  any  their  Courts  to  be  assembled.  And  Wee  do  for  us,  our  Ileires 
and  Successors,  give  and  grant  unto  the  said  Councill,  and  their  Suc- 
cessors, that  whensoever,  or  so  often  as  any  Custome  or  Subsidie  shall 
growe  due  or  payable  unto  Us,. our  Heires  or  Successors,  according  to 
the  Limitation  and  Appointment  aforesaid  by  Reason  of  any  Goods, 
AVares,  Merchandizes,  to  be  shipped  out,  or  any  Returne  to  be  made 
of  any  Goods,  Wares,  or  Merchandizes,  unto  or  from  New-England, 
or  any  the  Lands  Territoryes  aforesaid,  that  then  so  often,  and  in 
such  Case  the  ffarmers,  Customers,  and  Officers  of  our  Customes  of 
England  and  Ireland,  and  every  of  them,  for  the  Time  being,  upon 
Request  made  unto  them  by  the  said  Councill,  their  Successors,  ffactors, 
or  Assignes,  and  ujjon  convenient  Security,  to  be  given  in  that 
Behalfe,  shall  give  and  allowe  unto  the  said  Councill  and  their  Suc- 
cessors, and  to  all  Person  and  Persons  free  of  the  said  Company  as 
aforesaid,  six  Months  Time  for  the  Payment  of  the  one  halfe  ot  all 
such  Custome  and  Subsidie,  as  shall  be  due,  and  payable  unto  Us, 
our  Heires  and  Successors  for  the  same,  for  which  these  our  I^tters- 
pattent,  or  the  Duplicate,  or  the  Enrolment  thereof,  shall  be  unto 
our  said  Officers  a  sufficient  Warrant  and  Discharge.  Nevertheless, 
our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  if  any  of  the  said  Goods,  Wares,  and 
Merchandizes,  which  be,  or  shall  l)e,  att  any  Time  heereafter,  anded 
and  exported  out  of  any  of  our  Realmes  aforesaid,  and  shall  be  shipped 
with  a  Purpose  not  to  be  carried  to  New-England  aforesaid,  that  then 
such  Payment,  Duty,  Custome,  Imposition,  or  Forfieture,  shall  be  paicl 
and  belong  to  ITs,  our  Heires,  and  Successors,  for  the  said  Goods, 
Wares,  and  Merchandices,  so  fraudulently  sought  to  l)e  transported, 
as  if  this  our  (Jrant  had  not  been  made  nor  granted :  And  Wee  do  for 
Us,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  give  and  grant  unto  the  said  Councill 
and  theire  Successors  for  ever,  by  these  Presents,  that  the  said  Presi- 
dent of  the  said  Company,  or  his  Deputy  for  the  Time  being,  or  any 
two  others  of  the  said  Councill,  for  the  said  Collony  in  New-5]ngland, 
for  the  Time  beinge,  shall  and  may,  and  att  all  Times  heereafter,  and 
from  time  to  time,  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  to  minister  and 
give  the  Oath  and  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy,  or  either  of 
them,  to  all  and  every  Person  and  Persons,  w^hich  shall  att  any  Time 
and  Times  heereafter,  goe  or  pass  to  the  said  Collony  in  New- 
England.  And  further,  that  it  shall  be  likewise  be  lawful  for  the  said 
President,  oi:  his  Deputy  for  the  Time  being,  or  any  two  others  of  the 
said  Councill  for  the  said  Collony  of  New-England  for  the  Time  being, 
from  time  to  time,  and  att  all  Times  heeraJFter,  to  minister  such  a 
formal  Oath,  as  by  their  Discretion  shall  be  reasonably  devised,  as 
well  unto  any  Person  and  Persons  imployed  or  to  ha  imployed  in, 
for,  or  touchmg  the  said  Plantation,  for  their  honest,  faithfiill,  and 
just  Discharge  of  their  Service,  in  all  such  Matters  as  shall  1x5  com- 
mitted unto  them  for  the  Good  and  Benefitt  of  the  said  Company, 
Collony,  and  Plantation,  as  also  unto  such  other  Person  or  Persons,  as 
the  said  President  or  his  Deputy,  with  two  others  of  the  said  Councill, 
shall  thinke  meete  for  the  Examination  or  clearing  of  the  Truth  in 
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any  Cause  whatsoever,  concerning  the  said  Plantation,  or  any  Busi- 
ness from  thence  proceeding,  or  thereunto  belonging. 

And  to  the  End  that  now  lewd  or  ill-disposed  jPersons,  Savior^, 
Soldiers,  Artificers,  Labourers,  Husbandmen,  or  others,  which  shaL 
receive  Wages,  Apparel,  or  other  Entertainment  from  the  said  Coun- 
cil!, or  contract  and  agree  with  the  said  Councill  to  goe,  and  to  serve, 
and  to  be  imployed,  in  the  said  Plantation,  in  the  CoUony  in  New- 
England,  do  afterwards  withdraw,  hide,  and  conceale  themselves,  or 
refuse  to  go  thither,  after  they  have  been  so  entertained  and  agreed 
withall;  and  that  no  Persons  which  shall  be  sent  and  imployed  in 
the  said  Plantation,  of  the  said  Collony  in  New-England,  upon  the 
Charge  of  the  said  Councill,  doe  misbehave  themselves  by  mutinous 
Seditions,  or  other  notorious  Misdemeanors,  or  which  shall  be  im- 
ployed, or  sent  abroad  by  the  Govemour  of  New  England  or  his  Dei>- 
uty,  with  any  Shipp  or  Pinnace,  for  Provision  for  the  said  Collony, 
or  for  some  Discovery,  or  other  Business  or  Affaires  conceminge  the 
same,  doe  from  thence  either  treacherously  come  back  againe,  or 
returne  into  the  Eealme  of  Englande  by  Stealth,  or  without  Licence 
of  the  Govemour  of  the  said  Collony  in  New-England  for  the  Time 
being,  or  be  sent  hither  as  Misdoers  or  Offendors;  arid  that  none  of 
those  Persons  after  theire  Returne  from  thence,  being  questioned  by 
the  said  Councill  heere,  for  such  their  Misdemeanors  and  Offences,  do, 
by  insolent  and  contemptuous  Carriage  in  the  Presence  of  the  said 
Councill  shew  little  Respect  and  Reverence,  either  to  the  Place  or 
Authority  in  which  we  have  placed  and  appointed  them  and  others, 
for  the  clearing  of  their  Lewdness  and  Misdemeanors  committed  in 
New-England,  divulge  vile  and  scandalous  Reports  of  the  Country 
of  New-England,  or  of  the  Government  or  Estate  of  the  said  Planta- 
tion and  Collony,  to  bring  the  said  Voyages  and  Plantation  into  Dis- 
grace and  Contempt,  by  Meanes  whereof,  not  only  the  Adventurei's 
and  Planters  already  engaged  in  the  said  Plantation  may  be  exceed- 
ingly abused  and  hindered,  and  a  great  number  of  our  loveing  and 
well-disposed  Subjects,  otherways  well  affected  and  inclined  to  joine 
and  adventure  in  so  noble  a  Christian  and  worthy  Action  may  be  dis- 
couraged from  the  same,  but  also  the  Enterprize  itself  may  be  over- 
throwne,  which  cannot  miscarry  without  some  Dishonour  to  Us  and 
our  Kingdome:  Wee,  therefore,  for  preventing  so  great  and  enormous 
Abuses  and  Misdemeanors,  Do,  by  these  Presents  for  Us,  oiir  Heires, 
and  Successors,  give  and  grant  unto  the  said  President  or  his  Deputy, 
or  such  other  Person  or  Persons,  as  by  the  Orders  of  the  said  Councill 
shall  be  appointed  by  Warrant  under  his  or  their  Hand  or  Hands,  to 
send  for,  or  cause  to  be  apprehended,  all  and  every  such  Person  and 
Persons,  who  shall  be  noted,  or  accused,  or  found  at  any  time  or  times 
hereafter  to  offend  or  misbehave  themselves  in  any  the  Affaires  before 
mentioned  and  expressed;  and  upon  the  Examination  of  any  such 
Offender  or  Offenders,  and  just  Proofe  made  by  Oathe  taken  before 
the  said  Councill,  of  any  such  notorious  Misdemeanours  by  them 
comitted  as  aforesaid,  and  also  upon  any  insolent,  contemptuous,  or 
irreverent  Carriage  or  Misbehaviour,  to  or  against  the  said  Councill, 
to  be  shewed  or  used  by  any  such  Person  or  Persons  so  called,  con- 
vened, and  appearing  before  them  as  aforesaid,  that  in  all  such  Cases, 
our  said  Councill,  or  any  two  or  more  of  them  for  the  Time  being, 
shall  and  may  have  full  Power  and  Authority,  either  heere  to  bind 
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them  over  with  good  Sureties  for  their  good  Behaviour,  and  further 
therein  to  proceed,  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes  as  it  is  used  in  other 
like  Cases  within  our  Realme  of  England,  or  else  at  their  Discretions 
to  remand  and  send  back  the  said  offenders,  or  any  of  them,  to  the 
said  CoUony  of  New-England,  there  to  be  proceeded  against  and  pun- 
ished as  the  Go vernour's  Deputy  or  Councill  there  for  the  Time  being, 
shall  think  meete,  or  otherwise  according  to  such  Laws  and  Ordi- 
nances as  are,  and  shall  be,  in  Use  there,  for  the  well  ordering  and 
good  Government  of  the  said  Collony. 

And  our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  and  Wee  do  hereby  declare  to  all 
Christian  Kings,  Princes,  and  States,  that  if  any  Person  or  Persons 
which  shall  hereafter  be  of  the  said  Collony  or  Plantation,  or  any 
other  by  License  or  Appointment  of  the  said  Councill,  or  their  Suc- 
cessors, or  otherwise,  shall  at  any  time  or  times  heereafter,  rob  or 
spoil,  by  Sea  or  by  Land,  or  do  any  Hurt,  Violence,  or  unlawfull 
Hostillity  to  any  of  the  Subjects  of  Us,  our  Heires,  or  Successors,  or 
any  of  the  Subjects  of  any  King,  Prince,  Ruler,  or  Governour,  or 
State,  being  then  in  League  and  Amity  with  Us,  our  Heires  and  Suc- 
cessors, and  that  upon  such  Injury,  or  upon  just  Complaint  of  such 
Prince,  Ruler,  Governour,  or  State,  or  their  Subjects,  Wee,  our  Heires, 
or  Successors  shall  make  open  Proclamation  within  any  of  the  Ports 
of  our  Realme  of  England  commodious  for  that  Purpose,  that  the 
Person  or  Persons  having  committed  any  such  Robbery  or  Spoile, 
shall  within  the  Term  limited  by  such  a  Proclamation,  make  full 
Restitution  or  Satisfaction  of  all  such  Injuries  done,  so  as  the  said 
Princes  or  other,  so  complaining,  may  hold  themselves  fully  satisfied 
and  contented.  And  if  that  the  said*  Person  or  Persons  having  com- 
mitted such  Robery  or  Spoile,  shall  not  make  or  cause  to  be  made 
Satisfaction  accordingly  within  such  Terme  so  to  be  limited,  that 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  for  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors,  to  put  the 
said  Person  or  Persons  our  of  our  Allegiance  and  Protection;  and 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  and  free  for  all  Princes  to  prosecute  with  Hos- 
tillity the  said  Offenders  and  every  of  them,  their,  and  every  of  their 
Procurers,  Aidors,  Abettors,  and  Comforters  in  that  Behalfe.  Also, 
Wee  do  for  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors,  declare  by  these  Presents, 
that  all  and  every  the  Persons,  beinge  our  Subjects,  which  shall  goe 
and  inhabitt  within  the  said  Collony  and  Plantation,  and  every  of 
their  Children  and  Posterity,  which  shall  happen  to  be  bom  within 
the  Limitts  thereof,  shall  have  and  enjoy  all  Liberties,  and  ffran- 
chizes,  and  Immunities  of  free  Denizens  and  naturall  Subjects 
within  any  of  our  other  Dominions,  to  all  Intents  and  Purposes, 
as  if  they  had  been  abidinge  and  born  within  this  our  Kingdome 
of  England,  or  any  other  our  Dominions. 

And  lastly,  because  the  principall  Effect  which  we  can  desire  or 
expect  of  this  Action,  is  the  Conversion  and  Reduction  of  the  People 
in  those  Parts  unto  the  true  Worship  of  God  and  Christian  Religion, 
in  which  Respect,  Wee  would  be  loath  that  any  Person  should  be 
permitted  to  pass  that  Wee  suspected  to  affect  the  Superstition  of  the 
Chh  of  Rome,  Wee  do  hereby  declare  that  it  is  our  Will  and  Pleasure 
that  none  be  permitted  to  pass,  in  any  Voyage  from  time  to  time  to 
be  made  into  the  said  Country,  but  such  as  shall  first  have  taken  the 
Oathe  of  Supremacy;  for  which  Purpose,  Wee  do  by  these  Presents 
give  full  Power  and.  Authority  to  the  President  of  the  said  Councill, 
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to  tender  and  exhibit  the  said  Oath  to  all  such  Persons  as  shall  at  any 
time  be  sent  and  iniployed  in  the  said  Voyage.  And  Wee  also  for 
us,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  do  covenant  and  grant  to  and  with  the 
Councill,  and  their  Successors,  by  these  Presents,  that  if  the  Councill 
for  the  time  l>eing,  and  their  Successors,  or  any  of  them,  shall  at  any 
time  or  times  heereafter,  upon  any  Doubt  which  they  shall  conceive 
concerning  the  Strength  or  Validity  in  Law  of  this  our  present  Grant, 
or  be  desirous  to  have  the  same  renewed  and  confirmed  by  Us,  our 
Ileires  and  Successors,  with  Amendment  of  such  Imperfections  and 
Defects  as  shall  apjx^ar  fitt  and  necessary  to  the  said  Councill,  or  their 
Successors,  to  \w  reformed  and  amended  on  the  Behalf e  of  Us,  our 
Heires  and  Successors,  and  for  the  furthering  of  the  Plantation  and 
(Jovernment,  or  the  Increase,  continuing,  and  flourishing  thereof,  that 
then,  upon  the  humble  Petition  of  the  said  Councill  for  the  time 
being,  and  their  Successors,  to  us,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  Wee, 
our  Ileires  and  Successors,  shall  and  will  forthwith  make  and  pa« 
under  the  (Ireat  Seall  of  England,  to  the  said  Councill  and  theire 
Successors,  such  further  and  better  Assurance,  of  all  and  singular  the 
Lands,  Grounds,  Royalties,  Privileges,  and  Premisses  aforesaid 
granted,  or  intended  to  \ye  granted,  according  to  our  true  Intent  and 
Meaneing  in  these  our  letters-patents,  signified,  declared,  or  men- 
tioned as  by  the  learned  Councill  of  Us,  our  Heires,  and  Successors, 
and  of  the  said  Company  and  theire  Successors  shall,  in  that  Behalfe, 
be  reasonably  devised  or  advised.  And  further  our  Will  and  Pleas- 
ure is,  that  in  all  Questions  and  Doubts,  that  shall  arise  upon  any  Dif- 
ficulty of  Instruction  or  Interpretation  of  any  Thing  contained  in 
these  our  I^Hters-pattents,  the  same  shall  be  taken  and  Interpreted  in 
most  ample  and  beneficial  Manner,  for  the  said  Council  and  theire 
Successors,  and  everv  Member  thereof.  And  Wee  do  further  for 
Us,  our  Heires  and  !!^ucc(»ssors,  charge  and  comand  all  and  singular 
Admirals,  Vice-Admirals,  (renerals.  Commanders,  Captaines,  Justices 
of  Peace,  Majors,  Sheriffs,  Bailiffs  Constables,  Customers,  Comp- 
trollers, Waiters,  Searchers,  and  all  the  Officers  of  Us,  our  Heires 
and  Successors,  whatsoever  to  be  from  time  to  time,  and  att  all  times 
heereafter,  in  all  Things  aiding,  helping,  and  assisting  unto  the  said 
Coimcill,  and  their  Successoi^,  and  unto  every  of  them,  upon  Request 
and  Requests  by  them  to  be  made,  in  all  Matters  and  Things,  for  the 
furtherance  and  Accomplislmient  of  all  or  any  the  Matters  and  Things 
by  Us,  in  and  by  these  our  I^etters- pat  tents,  given,  granted,  and  pro- 
vided, or  l)y  Us  meant  or  intended  to  l)e  given,  granted,  and  provided, 
as  thev  our  said  Officers,  and  the  Officers  of  l"s,  our  Heires  and  Sue- 
cessors,  do  tender  our  Pleasure,  and  will  avoid  the  contrary  att  their 
Perills.  And  AAVe  also  do  by  these  Presents,  ratif\'e  and  confirm 
unto  the  said  ( ■ouncill  and  their  Successors,  all  Priveliges,  ffranchises, 
Liberties,  Immunities  granted  in  our  said  former  Letters-patents, 
and  not  in  these  our  Letters-patents  revoked,  altered,  changed  or 
abridged,  altho'  Ex])ressed,  Mentioned,  &c.

To  all  to  whom  these  presents  shall  come  greetinge:  Whereas  our 
late  sovereigne  lord  king  James  for  the  advancement  of  a  col- 
lonie  and  plantaCon  in  the  cuntry  called  or  knowne  by  the  name  of 
New  Englande  in  America,  by  his  highnes  letters  pattents  under  the

a  The  "  Pilgrims  "  who  landed  at  Plymouth  had  procured  l>efore  leaving  Europe 
a  grant  of  land  from  the  London  or  South  Virginia  Company,  but  had  subse- 
quently decided  to  establish  a  colony  in  New  England.  Before  leaving  the  ship 
which  had  brought  them  across  the  Atlantic  they  drew  up  this  compact.  They 
obtained  several  successive  letters-patent  from  the  Plymouth  Company,  but  none 
of  them  were  confirmed  by  the  Crown,  and  in  1G91  the  Plymouth  colony  was 
annexed  to  Massachusetts  Bay.

manner  of  duties  demands  and  services  whatsoever  to  be  done  made 
and  paid  unto  his  said  late  Ma****,  his  heirs  and  successors  as  in  and  by 
the  said  letters  i)attents  amongst  sundry  other  privileges  and  mattei^ 
therein  contained  more  fully  and  at  large  it  doth  and  may  appeare.

forever;  Yeeldinge  and  payinge  unto  our  said  soveraigne  Ix>rd  the 
Kinge,  his  heires  and  successors  forever  one-fifte  parte  of  the  oare  of 
the  mines  of  gold  and  silver  and  one  other  fifte  parte  thereof  to  the 
presidente  and  councell,  which  shall  be  had  possessed  and  obtained 
within  the  precints  aforesaid  for  all  services  and  demands  whatsoever. 
And  the  said  councell  doe  further  graunt  and  agree  to  and  with  the 
said  William  Bradford  his  heires  associatts  and  assignes  and  everv 
of  them,  his  and  their  ffactors  agents  tenants  and  servants  and  all 
such  as  hee'or  they  shall  send  and  employ  aboute  his  said  particular 
planta^on,  shall  and  may  from  tyme  to  tyme  ffreely  ami  lawfully 
gm^  and  returne  trade  and  traffique  as  well  with  the  Englishe  as  any 
of  the  natines  within  the  precints  aforesaid,  with  liberty  of  fishinge 
uppon  anv  parte  of  the  sea  coaste  and  sea  shoares  of  any  the  seas  or 
islands  adjacente  and  not  l>einge  inhabited  or  otherwise  disposed  of 
by  order  of  the  said  presidente  and  councell :  also  to  importe  exporte 
and  transporte  their  goods  and  merchandize  att  their  wills  and  pleas- 
ures paying  only  such  duty  to  the  Kings  Ma"*,  his  heires  and  succes- 
sors as  the  said  Presidente  and  councell  doe  or  ought  to  pav  without 
any  other  taxes  impositions  burdens  and  restraints  uppon  them  to  be 
imposed.

a  rx)rd  Sheffield  gave  a  patent  in  January,  182.3,  to  the  New  England  Company, 
for  the  lo<*atlon  of  a  colony  at  Cajx*  Anne.  It  was  established,  but  the  new  set- 
tlement did  not  thrive,  and  this  charter  was  obtained  March  4,  1628-*29.  The 
officers  provided  for  in  it  were  appointed  at  IMyraouth,  in  England,  but  under 
a  resolution  adopted  by  the  (•omi)any,  August  29,  1629,  the  seat  of  government 
was  transferred  to  Massachusetts.

Powder,  Shott,  Corne,  Victualls,  and  all  Manner  of  Clothing, 
Implements,  Furniture,  Beastes,  Cattle,  Horses,  Mares,  Merchandizes, 
ana  all  other  Thinges  necessarie  for  the  saide  Plantacon,  and  for 
their  Vse  and  Defence,  and  for  Trade  with  the  People  there,  and  in 
passing  and  returning  to  and  fro,  any  Lawe  or  Statute  to  the  con- 
trarie  hereof  in  any  wise  notwithstanding;  and  without  payeing  or 
yeilding  any  Custome  or  Subsidie,  either  inward  or  outward,  to  Vs, 
our  Heires  or  Successors,  for  the  same,  by  the  Space  of  seaven  Yeares 
from  the  Dav  of  the  Date  of  theis  Presents.

And,  tor  their  further 
Encouragement,  of  our  especiall  Grace  and  Favor,  Wee  doe  by  theis 
Presents,  for  Vs,  our  Heires  and  Successors,  yeild  and  graunt  to  the 
saide  Governor  and  Company,  and  their  Successors,  and  every  of 
them,  their  Factors  and  Assignes,  That  they  and  every  of  them  shalbe 
free  and  quitt  from  all  Taxes,  Subsidies,  and  Customes,  in  Newe 
England,  tor  the  like  Space  of  seaven  Yeares,  and  from  all  Taxes 
and  Imposicons  for  the  Space  of  twenty  and  one  Yeares,  vpon  all 
Goodes  and  Merchandizes  at  any  Tyme  or  Tymes  hereafter,  either 
vpon  Importacon  thither,  or  Exportacbn  from  thence  into  our  Realme 
oi  England,  or  into  any  other  our  Domvnions  by  the  said  Governor 
and  Company,  and  their  Successors,  their  Deputies,  Factors,  and 
Assignes,  or  any  of  them ;  Except  onlie  the  five  Pounds  per  Centum 
due  for  Custome  vpon  all  such  Goodes  and  Merchandizes  as  after  the

LAHB  TO  HIS  MAJESTT— 1635  * 

To  all  Christian  People  to  whom  this  present  writing  shall  come : 
The  President  and  Council  established  at  Plymouth  in  the  County 
of  Devon,  for  planting,  ruling,  and  governing  of  New  England  in 
America,  send  Greeting,  in  our  Lord  God  everlasting. 

Whereas  our  late  Sovereign  Lord  King  James,  of  ever  blessed 
memory,  by  his  Highness  letters  Patent  under  the  (Jreat  Seal  of 
England,  bearing  date  at  Westminster,  the  third  day  of  November, 
in  the  eighteenth  year  of  his  Majesty's  reiffn  of  England,  France, 
and  Ireland,  and  of  Scotland  the  four  and  fiftieth :  Upon  the  motives, 
reasons,  and  causes  in  the  said  Letters  Patents  mentioned  and  con- 
tained, did  for  him,  his  heirs,  and  successors,  grant,  ordain,  establish, 
and  confirm  his  then  right  trusty  and  right  well  beloved  Cousins 
and  Councillors  Lodowick  then  Duke  of  Lenox,  Ijord  Steward  of  his 
Household,  George  then  Marquess  of  Buckingham  then  High  Ad-

and  all  their  and  every  their  right,  estate,  title,  interest,  claim,  de- 
mand whatsoever  of,  m,  and  to  the  same  Letters  Patents,  licenses, 
powers,  priviledges,  and  authorities,  and  of,  in  and  to,  every  or  any 
parcell  of  them  or  any  of  them.  In  Witness  whereof  the  said  Presi- 
dent and  Council  have  caused  their  common  Seal  to  be  put  to  these 
presents,  the  seventh  day  of  June  in  the  eleventh  year  of  the  reign  of 
our  Sovereign  I^ord  King  Charles,  and  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  God, 
One  thousand  six  hundr^  and  thirty-five.

three  miles  to  the  Eastward  of  Naemskeckett  and  from  Sea  to  Sea 
crosse  the  said  neck  of  land.  The  second  of  a  place  called  Accon- 
guesse  (alias)  Acockus  which  lyeth  in  the  bottome  of  the  Bay  ad- 
joyneing  to  the  west  side  of  f oynt  Perrill  and  two  miles  to  the 
westerne  side  of  the  said  River  to  another  place  called  Acqussent 
River  which  entereth  at  the  western  end  of  Nickatay  and  two  miles 
to  the  Eastward  therof  and  to  extend  eight  miles  up  into  the 
countrey.  The  third  place  of  Sowawsett  River  to  Patuckquett 
River  with  Consumpsit  Neck  which  is  the  chief  habitation  of  the 
Indians  and  reserved  for  them  to  dwell  upon  extending  into  the 
land  eight  miles  through  the  whole  breadth  thereof,  together  with 
such  other  smale  percells  of  lands  as  they  or  any  of  them  are  per- 
sonally possessed  of  or  interessed  in  by  vertue  of  any  former  titles 
or  graunts  whatsoever  and  the  said  William  Bradford  doth  by  the 
free  and  full  consent  approbacon  and  agreement  of  the  said  Old 
Planters  or  Purchasers  together  with  the  likeing  approbacon  and  ac- 
ceptacon  of  the  other  part  of  the  said  Corporacon  surrender  into 
the  hands  of  the  whole  court  consisting  of  the  Freemen  of  this 
Corporacon  of  New  Plymouth  all  that  ther  right  and  title  power 
authorytie  priviledges  immunities  and  freedomes  graunted  in  the  said 
Letters  Patents  by  the  said  Right  Honorable  Councell  for  New 
England  reserveing  his  and  their  personall  Right  of  Freemen  to- 
gether with  the  said  Old  Planters  aforesaid  except  the  said  I^nds 
before  excepted,  declaring  the  Freemen  of  this  Corporacon  together 
with  all  such  as  shall  be  legally  admitted  into  the  same  his  asso- 
ciates And  the  said  William  Bradford  for  him  his  heires  and 
assignes  doe  further  hereby  promise  and  graunt  to  doe  and  performe 
whatsoever  further  thinge  or  thinges  act  or  acts  which  in  him  lieth 
which  shalbe  needf ull  and  expedient  for  the  better  confirmeing  and 
establishinge  the  said  premisses  as  by  Counsell  learned  in  the  Laws 
shalbe  reasonably  advised  and  devised  when  he  shalbe  thereunto 
reqiiired  In  witnes  whereof  the  said  William  Bradford  hath  in 
Publicke  Court  surrendered  the  said  Ijetters  Patents  actually  into 
the  hands  and  power  of  the  said  Court  bynding  himselfe  his  heires 
executors  administrators  and  assignes  to  deliver  up  whatsoever  spe- 
cialties are  in  his  hands  that  do  or  may  concerne  tne  same.

France  and  Ireland  Defender  of  the  Faith  &c.  To  our  trusty  and 
welbeloved  S'  Edmund  Andros  Kn'  Greeting :  Whereas  by  our  Com- 
mission under  our  Great  Seal  of  England,  bearing  date  the  third  day 
of  June  in  the  second  year  of  our  reim  wee  have  constituted  and  ap- 
pointed you  to  be  our  Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in  Chief  in  and 
over  all  that  part  of  our  territory  and  dominion  of  New  England  in 
^Vmerica  known  by  the  names  of  our  Colony  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay, 
our  Colonv  of  Xew. Plymouth,  our  Provinces  of  New  Hampshire  and 
Main  ana  the  Narraganset  Country  or  King's  Province.  And 
whereas  since  that  time  Wee  have  thought  it  necessary  for  our  service 
and  for  the  better  protection  and  security  of  our  subjects  in  those 
parts  to  join  and  annex  to  our  said  Government  the  neighboring 
Colonies  of  Road  Island  and  Connecticutt,  our  Province  of  New  York 
and  East  and  West  Jersey,  with  the  territories  thereunto  belonging, 
as  wee  do  hereby  join  annex  and  unite  the  same  to  our  said  govern- 
ment and  domini(m  of  New  England.  Wee  therefore  reposing  espe- 
ciall  trust  and  confidence  in  the  prudence  courage  and  loyalty  of  you 
the  said  Sir  Edmund  Andros,  out  of  our  especiall  grace  certain 
knowledge  and  meer  motion,  have  thought  fit  to  constitute  and  ap- 
point as  wee  do  by  these  presents  constitute  and  appoint  you  the  said 
S*"  Edmund  Andros  to  be  our  Captain  Generall  and  (lovernor  in 
Cheif  in  and  over  our  Colonies  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  and  New  Ply- 
mouth, our  Provinces  of  New  Hamjpshire  and  Main,  the  Narragan- 
set country  or  King's  Province,  our  Colonys  of  Road  Island  and  Con- 
necticutt, our  Province  of  New  York  and  East  and  West  Jersey,  and 
of  all  that  tract  of  land  circuit  continent  precincts  and  limits  in 
America  Iving  and  being  in  breadth  from  forty  degrees  of  Northern 
latitude  from  the  Equmoctiall  Line  to  the  River  of  St.  Croix 
Eastward,  and  from  thence  directly  Northward  to  the  river  of  Can- 
ada, and  in  length  and  longitude  by  all  the  breadth  aforesaid  and 
throughout  the  main  land  from  the  Atlantick  or  Western  Sea  or 
Ocean  on  the  East  part,  to  the  South  Sea  on  the  West  part,  with  all 
the  Islands,  Seas,  Rivers,  waters,  rights,  members,  and  appurtenances, 
thereunto  belonging  (our  province  of  Pensilvania  and  country  of 
Delaware  only  excepted),  to  be  called  and  known  as  formerly  by  the 
name  and  title  of  our  territory  and  dominion  of  New  England  in 
America. 

And  for  your  better  guidance  and  direction  Wee  doe  hereby  require 
and  command  you  to  do  &  execute  all  things  in  due  manner,  that 
shall  belong  unto  the  said  office  and  the  trust  wee  have  reposed  in 
you,  according  to  the  severall  powers  instructions  and  authoritys 
mentioned  in  these  presents,  or  such  further  powers  instructions  and

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authoritys  mentioned  in  these  presents,  as  you  shall  herewith  re- 
ceive or  which  shall  at  any  time  hereafter  be  granted  or  appointed 
you  under  our  signet  and  sign  manual  or  by  our  order  in  our  Privy 
Councill  and  according  to  such  reasonable  lawes  and  statutes  as  are 
now  in  force  or  such  otliers  as  shall  hereafter  be  made  and  established 
within  our  territory  &  dominion  aforesaid. 

And  our  will  and  pleasure  is  that  you  the  said  S^  Edmund  Andros 
having,  after  publication  of  these  our  Letters  Patents,  first  taken  the 
Oath  of  duly  executing  the  office  of  our  Captain  Generall  and  (Jov- 
emor  in  Cheif  of  our  said  territory  and  dominion,  which  our  Coun- 
cill there  or  any  three  of  them  are  hereby  required  authorized  and 
impowered  to  give  and  administer  unto  you,  you  shall  administer 
unto  each  of  the  members  of  our  Councill  the  Oath  for  the  due  ex- 
ecution of  their  places  and  trusts. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  |)ow€r  and 
authority  to  suspend  any  member  of  our  Councill  from  sitting  voting 
and  assisting  therein,  as  vou  shall  find  just  cause  for  so  doing. 

And  if  it  shall  hereafter  at  any  time  happen  that  by  the  death, 
departure  out  of  our  said  territory,  or  suspension  of  any  of  our 
Counselors,  or  otherwise,  there  shall  be  a  vacancy  in  our  said  Councill, 
(any  five  whereof  wee  do  hereby  appoint  to  be  a  Quorum)  Our  will 
and  pleasure  is  that  you  signify  the  same  unto  us  by  the  first  oppur- 
tunity,  that  Wee  may  under  our  Signet  and  Sign  Manuall  constitute 
and  appoint  others  in  their  room. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  rive  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and 
authority,  by  and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  our  said  Councill 
or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  make  constitute  and  ordain  lawes 
statutes  and  ordinances  for  the  public  peace  welfare  and  good 
governm*  of  our  said  territory  &  dominion  and  of  the  people  and 
inhabitants  thereof,  and  such  others  as  shall  resort  thereto,  and  for 
the  benefit  of  us,  our  heires  and  successors.  ^Vhich  said  lawes  stat- 
utes and  ordinances,  are  to  be,  as  near  as  conveniently  may  be,  agCTee- 
able  to  the  lawes  &  statutes  of  this  our  kingdom  of  England :  Pro- 
vided that  all  such  lawes  statutes  and  ordinances  of  what  nature  or 
duration  soever,  be  within  three  months,  or  sooner,  after  the  making 
of  the  same,  transmitted  unto  Us,  under  our  Seal  of  New  England, 
for  our  allowance  or  disapprobation  of  them,  as  also  duplicates 
thereof  by  the  next  conveyance. 

And  Wee  do  by  these  presents  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power 
and  authority  by  and  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  our  said 
Councill,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  to  impose  assess  and  raise  and 
levy  rates  and  taxes  as  you  shall  find  necessary  for  the  support  of 
the"  government  within  our  territory  and  dominion  of  New  England, 
to  be  collected  and  leveyed  and  to  oe  imployed  to  the  uses  aforesaid 
in  such  manner  as  to  you  &  our  said  Councill  or  the  major  part  of 
them  shall  seem  most  equall  and  reasonable. 

And  for  the  better  supporting  the  charge  of  the  governm*  of  our 
said  Territory  and  Dominion,  our  will  and  pleasure  is  and  wee  do  by 
these  presents  authorize  and  impower  you  the  s**  S'  Admund  Andros 
and  our  Councill,  to  continue  such  taxes  and  impositions  as  are 
now  laid  and  imposed  upon  the  Inhabitants  thereof;  and  to  levy 
and  distribute  or  cause  the  same  to  be  levyed  and  distributed  to 
those  ends  in  the  best  and  most  equall  manner,  untill  you  shall  by  & 
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with  the  advise  and  consent  of  our  Councill  agree  on  and  settle  such 
other  taxes  as  shall  be  sufficient  for  the  support  of  our  government 
there,  which  are  to  be  applied  to  that  use  ana  no  other. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is,  that  all  publick  money  raised 
or  to  be  raised  or  appointed  lor  the  support  of  the  government  within 
our  said  territory  and  dominion  be  issued  out  by  warrant  or  order 
from  you  by  &  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  our  Councill  as  afore- 
said. 

And  our  will  and  pleasure  is  that  you  shall  and  may  keep  and  use 
our  Seal  appointed  by  Us  for  our  said  territory  and  dominion. 

And  wee  do  by  these  presents  ordain  constitute  and  appoint  vou 
or  the  Commander  in  Cheif  for  the  time  being,  and  the  Councill  of 
our  said  territory  &  dominion  for  the  time  being,  to  be  a  constant  and 
setled  Court  of  Record  for  y*  administration  of  justice  to  all  our 
subjects  inhabiting  within  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion,  in  all 
causes  as  well  civiU  as  Criminall  with  full  power  and  authority  to 
hold  pleas  in  all  cases,  from  time  to  time,  as  well  in  Pleas  of  the 
Crown  and  in  all  matters  relateing  to  the  conservation  of  the  peace 
and  punishment  of  offenders,  as  in  Civill  causes  and  actions  between 
party  and  party,  or  between  us  and  any  of  our  subjects  there,  whether 
the  same  do  concerne  the  realty  and  relate  to  any  right  of  freehold  & 
inheritance  or  whether  the  same  do  concerne  the  personality  and 
relate  to  matter  of  debt  contract  damage  or  other  personall  injury; 
and  also  in  all  mixt  actions  which  may  concern  both  realty  and  per- 
sonalty ;  and  therein  after  due  and  orderly  proceeding  and  deliberate 
hearing  of  both  sides,  to  give  judgement  and  to  award  execution, 
as  well  in  criminall  as  in  Civill  cases  as  aforesaid,  so  as  always  that 
the  forms  of  proceedings  in  such  cases  and  the  judgment  thereupon 
to  be  given,  be  as  consonant  and  agreeable  to  the  lawes  and  statutes 
of  this  our  realm  of  England  as  the  present  state  and  condition  of 
our  subjects  inhabiting  within  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion  and 
the  circumstances  of  the  place  will  admit. 

And  Wee  do  further  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power 
and  authority  with  the  advise  and  consent  of  our  said  Councill  to  erect 
constitute  and  establish  such  and  so  many  Courts  of  Judicature  and 
public  Justice  within  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion  as  you  and 
they  shall  think  fitt  and  necessary  for  the  determining  of  all  causes 
as  well  Criminall  as  Civill  according  to  law  and  equity,  and  for 
awarding  of  execution  thereupon,  with  all  reasonable  and  necessary 
powers  authorities  fees  and  privileges  belonging  unto  them. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and  au- 
thority to  constitute  and  appoint  Judges  and  in  cases  requisite  Com- 
missioners of  Oyer  and  Terminer,  Justices  of  the  Peace,  Sheriffs,  & 
all  other  necessary  Officers  and  Ministers  within  our  said  Territory, 
for  the  better  acfministration  of  Justice  and  putting  the  lawes  in 
execution,  &  to  administer  such  oath  and  oaths  as  are  usually  given 
for  the  due  execution  and  performance  of  offices  and  places  and  for 
the  cleering  of  truth  in  judiciall  causes. 

And  our  further  will  and  pleasure  is  and  Wee  doe  hereby  declare 
that  all  actings  and  proceedings  at  law  or  equity  heretofore  had  or 
don  or  now  depending  within  any  of  the  courts  of  our  said  Territory, 
and  all  executions  thereupon,  be  hereby  confirmed  and  continued  so 
farr  forth  as  not  to  be  avoided  for  want  of  any  legall  power  in  the 
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said  Courts;  but  that  all  and  every  such  judicial]  actings,  proceed- 
ing and  execution  shall  be  of  the  same  force  eflfect  and  virtue  as  if 
such  Courts  had  acted  by  a  just  and  legall  authority. 

And  wee  do  further  by  these  presents  will  and  require  you  to  i>er- 
mit  Appeals  to  be  made  in  cases  of  Error  from  our  Courts  in  our 
said  Territory  and  Dominion  of  New  England  unto  jrou,  or  the  Com- 
mander in  Cheif  for  the  time  being  and  the  Council,  in  Civill  causes: 
Provided  the  value  appealed  for  do  exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
pounds  sterling,  and  that  security  be  first  duly  given  by  the  Appellant 
to  answer  such  charges  as  shall  be  awarded  in  case  the  first  sentence 
shall  be  affirmed. 

And  whereas  Wee  judge  it  necessary  that  all  our  subjects  may  have 
liberty  to  Appeal  to  our  Royall  Person  in  cases  that  may  require  the 
same:  Our  will  and  pleasure  is  that  if  either  party  snail  not  rest 
satisfied  with  the  judgement  or  sentence  of  you  (or  the  Commander 
in  Cheif  for  the  time  being)  and  the  Councill,  they  may  Appeal  unto 
Us  in  our  Privy  Councill :  Provided  the  matter  in  difference  exceed 
the  value  and  summ  of  three  hundred  pounds  ster«  and  that  such 
Appeal  be  made  within  one  fortnight  after  sentence,  and  that  secur- 
ity be  likewise  duly  given  by  the  Appellant  to  answer  such  charsres 
as  shall  be  awarded  in  case  the  sentence  of  you  (or  the  Commander 
in  Cheif  for  the  time  being)  and  the  Councill  be  confirmed ;  and  pro- 
vided also  that  execution  be  not  suspended  by  reason  of  any  such 
appeal  unto  us. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  graunt  unto  you  full  power  where  you 
shall  see  cause  and  shall  judge  any  oflFender  or  oflfenders  in  capitall 
and  criminall  matters,  or  for  any  fines  or  forfeitures  due  unto  us,  fit 
objects  of  our  mercy,  to  pardon  such  oflfenders  and  to  remit  such  fines 
&  forfeitures,  treason  and  wilfull  murder  only  excepted,  in  which 
case  you  shall  likewise  have  power  upon  extraordinary  occasions  to 
grant  reprieves  to  the  oflTenders  therem  untill  and  to  the  intent  our 
pleasure  may  be  further  known. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  S'  Edni'* 
Andros  by  your  self  your  Captains  and  Commanders,  by  you  to  be 
authorized,  full  power  and  authority  to  levy  arme  muster  command 
or  employ,  all  persons  whatsoever  residing  within  our  said  Territory 
and  Dominion  of  New  England,  and,  as  occasion  shall  serve,  them  to 
transferr  from  one  place  to  another  for  the  resisting  and  withstanding 
all  enemies  pyrats  and  rebells,  both  at  land  and  sea,  and  to  transferr 
such  forces  to  any  of  our  Plantations  in  America  or  the  Territories 
thereunto  belonging,  as  occasion  shall  require  for  the  defence  of  the 
same  against  the  invasion  or  atteixipt  of  any  of  our  enemies,  and  then, 
if  occasion  shall  require  to  pursue  and  prosecute  in  or  out  of  the 
limits  of  our  said  Territories  and  Plantations  or  any  of  them,  And  if 
it  shall  so  please  God,  them  to  vanquish ;  and,  being  taken,  according 
lo  the  law  of  arms  to  put  to  death  or  keep  and  preserve  alive,  at  your 
discretion.  And  also  to  execute  martiall  law  in  time  of  invasion 
insurrection  or  warr,  and  during  the  continuance  of  the  same,  and 
upon  soldiers  in  pay,  and  to  do  and  execute  all  and  every  other  thing 
which  to  a  Captain  Generall  doth  or  ought  of  right  to  belong,  a.s  fully 
and  amply  as  any  our  Captain  GeneraU  doth  or  hath  usually  don. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  ana  author- 
ity to  erect  raise  ana  build  within  our"  Territory  and  Dominion 
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aforesaid,  such  and  so  many  forts,  platformes.  Castles,  cities,  bor- 
oughs, towns,  and  fortifications  as  you  shall  judge  necessary;  and 
the  same  or  any  of  them  to  fortify  and  furnish  with  ordnance  ammu- 
nition and  all  sorts  of  armes,  fit  and  necessary  for  the  security  & 
defence  of  our  said  territory ;  and  the  same  again  or  any  of  them  to 
demolish  or  dismantle  as  may  be  most  convenient. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  S'  Edmund 
Andros  full  power  and  authority  to  erect  one  or  more  Court  or 
Courts  Admirall  within  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion,  for  the 
hearing  and  determining  of  all  marine  and  other  causes  and  matters 
proper  therein  to  be  heard  &  determined,  with  all  reasonable  and 
necessary  powers,  authorities  fees  and  priviledges. 

And  you  are  to  execute  all  powers  belonging  to  the  place  and 
office  of  Vice  Admirall  of  and  in  all  the  seas  and  coasts  about  your 
Oovernment;  according  to  such  commission  authority  and  instruc- 
tions as  you  shall  receive  from  ourself  under  the  Seal  of  our  Ad- 
miralty or  from  High  Admirall  of  our  Foreign  Plantations  for 
the  time  being. 

And  forasmuch  as  divers  mutinies  &  disorders  do  happen  by 
persons  shipped  and  im ployed  at. Sea,  and  to  the  end  that  such  as 
shall  be  shipped  or  imployed  at  Sea  may  be  better  governed  and 
ordered ;  Wee  do  hereby  give  and  grant  unto  you  the  said  S'  Edmund 
Andros  our  Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in  Cheif,  full  power 
and  authority  to  constitute  and  appoint  Captains,  Masters  of  Ships, 
and  other  Commanders,  commissions  to  execute  the  law  martial,  and 
to  use  such  proceedings  authorities,  punishment,  correction  and  exe- 
cution upon  any  offender  or  offenders  who  shall  be  mutinous  sedi- 
tious, disorderly  or  any  way  unruly  either  at  sea  or  during  the-  time 
of  their  abode  or  residence  in  any  of  the  ports  harbors  or  bays  of 
our  said  Territory  and  Dominion,  as  the  Cause  shall  be  found  to  re- 
quire, according  to  martial  law.  Provided  that  nothing  herein  con- 
teined  shall  be  construed  to  the  enabling  you  or  any  by  your  author- 
ity to  hold  plea  or  have  jurisdiction  of  any  offence  cause  matter  or 
thing  committed  or  don  upon  the  sea  or  within  any  of  the  havens, 
rivers,  or  creeks  of  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion  under  your 
government,  by  any  Captain  Commander  Lieutenant  Master  or  other 
officer  seaman  solcfier  or  person  whatsoever,  who  shall  be  in  actuall 
service  and  pay  in  and  on  board  any  of  our  ships  of  War  or  other 
vessels  acting  by  immediat  commission  or  warrant  from  our  self 
under  the  Seal  of  our  Admiralty,  or  from  our  Higjh  Admirall  of 
England  for  the  time  being;  but  that  such  Captain  Commander 
Lieu'  Master  officer  seaman  soldier  and  other  person  so  offending 
shall  be  left  to  be  proceeded  against  and  trj^ed,  as  the  merit  of 
their  offences  shall  require,  either  by  Commission  under  our  Great 
Seal  of  England  as  the  statute  of  28  Henry  VIII  directs,  or  by 
commission  from  our  said  High  Admirall,  according  to  the  Act  of 
Parliament  passed  in  the  13th  year  of  the  raign  of  the  late  King 
our  most  dear  and  most  intirely  beloved  brouier  of  ever  blessed 
memory  (entituled  An  Act  for  tlie  establishing  articles  and  Orders 
for  the  regulating  and  better  governm*  of  His  Ma*^'  navys,  shipps 
or  warr,  and  Forces  by  sea)  and  not  otherwise.  Saving  only,  that 
it  shall  and  may  be  lawfull  for  you,  upon  such  Captains  and  Com- 
manders refusing  or  neglecting  to  execute,  or  upon  his  negligent  or 
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undue  execution  of  any  the  written  orders  he  shall  receive  from  voii 
for  our  service,  &  the  service  of  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion,  t«> 
suspend  him  the  said  Captain  or  Commander  from  the  exercise  of 
the  said  office  of  Commander  and  commit  him  safe  custody,  either 
on  board  his  own  ship  or  elsewhere,  at  the  discretion  of  jrou,  in  order 
to  his  being  brought  to  answer  for  the  same  by  commission  either 
under  our  Great  Seal  of  England  or  from  our  said  High  Admirall 
as  is  before  expressed.  In  which  case  our  will  and  pleasure  is  that 
the  Captain  or  Commander  so  by  you  suspended  shall  during  his 
suspension  and  commitm*  be  succeeded  in  his  said  office,  by  such 
commission  or  Warrant  Officer  of  our  said  ship  appointed  by  our 
self  or  our  Hi^h  Admirall  for  the  time  being,  as  by  the  known 
practice  and  discipline  of  our  Navy  doth  and  ought  next  to  suc- 
ceed him,  as  is  case  of  death  sickness  of  other  ordinarv  disability 
hapning  to  the  Commander  of  any  of  our  ships  &  not  otherwise; 
you  standing  also  accountable  to  us  for  the  truth  &  importance  of 
the  crimes  and  misdemeanours  for  which  you  shall  so  proceed  to 
the  suspending  of  such  our  said  Captain  or  Commander.  Provide<l 
also  that  all  disorders  and  misdemeanors  committed  on  shore  by  anv 
Captain  Commander,  Lieu  ten',  Master,  or  other  officer  seaman  sol- 
dier or  person  whatsoever  l^lonping  to  any  of  our  ships  of  warr 
or  other  vessel  acting  by  immediate  commission  or  warr'  from  our 
self  under  the  Great  Seal  of  our  Admiralty  or  from  our  High  Adm" 
from  England  for  the  time  being  may  be  tryed  &  punished  according 
to  the  lawes  of  the  place  where  any  such  disorders  offences  and  mis- 
demeanors shall  be  so  committed  on  shore,  notwithstanding  such 
offender  be  in  our  actuall  service  and  borne  in  our  pay  on  board  any 
such  our  shipps  of  warr  or  other  vessels  acting  by  immediate  Com- 
mission or  warrant  from  our^self  or  our  High  Admirall  as  aforesaid ; 
so  as  he  shall  not  receive  any  protection  (mr  the  avoiding  of  justice 
for  such  offences  committed  on  shore)  from  any  pretence  of  his 
being  imployed  in  our  service  at  sea. 

And  Wee  do  likewise  give  and  grant  unto  you  full  power  and  au- 
thority by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  our  said  Councill  to 
agree  with  the  planters  and  inhabitants  of  our  said  Territory  and 
Dominion  concerning  such  lands,  tenements  &  hereditaments  as  now 
are  or  hereafter  shall  be  in  our  power  to  dispose  of,  and  them  to 
grant  unto  any  person  or  persons  for  such  terms  and  under  such 
moderat  Quit  Rents,  Services  and  acknowledgements  to  be  thereupon 
reserved  unto  us  as  shall  be  appointed  by  us.  Which  said  grants  are 
to  pass  and  be  sealed  by  our  Seal  of  ^ew  England  and  (being  en- 
tred  upon  record  by  such  officer  or  officers  as  you  shall  appoint  there- 
unto, shall  be  goo&  and  effectual  in  law  against  us,  our  heires  and 
successors. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  give  you  full  power  and  authority  to  appoint 
so  many  faires  martes  and  markets  as  you  with  the  advise  of  the  said 
Councill  shall  think  fitt. 

As  likewise  to  order  and  appoint  within  our  said  Territory  such 
and  so  many  ports  harbors,  bayes  havens  and  other  places  for  the 
convenience  and  security  of  shipping,  and  for  the  better  loading 
and  unloading  of  goods  and  merchandize  as  bv  you  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  our  Councill  shall  be  thought  ritt  and  necessary ;  and 
in  them  or  any  of  them  to  erect  nominat  and  appoint  Cuxtom  houses 
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ware  houses  and  officers  relating  thereto ;  and  them  to  alter  change, 
place,  or  displace  from  time  to  time,  as  with  the  advice  aforesaid  shall 
be  thought  ntt. 

And  forasmuch  as  pursuant  to  the  lawes  &  customes  of  our  Colony 
of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  and  of  our  other  Colonies  and  Provinces 
aforementioned,  divers  marria^  have  been  made  and  performed  by 
the  Magstrats  of  our  said  territory;  Our  royall  will  and  pleasure  is 
hereby  to  confirm  all  the  said  marriages  and  to  direct  that  they  be 
held  good  and  valid  in  the  same  manner  to  all  intents  and  purposes 
whatsoever  as  if  they  had  been  made  and  contracted  according  to 
the  lawes  established  within  our  kingdom  of  England. 

And  Wee  do  hereby  require  and  command  all  oracers  and  ministers, 
civill  and  military  and  all  other  inhabitants  of  our  said  Territory  and 
Dominion  to  be  obedient  aiding  and  assisting  unto  you  the  said  S' 
£€1™*"  Andros  in  the  execution  of  this  our  commission  and  of  the 
powers  and  authorityes  therein  conteined,  and  upon  your  death  or 
absence  out  of  our  said  Territory  unto  our  Lieut.  Grovernor,  to  whom 
w  ee  do  therefore  by  these  presents  give  and  grant  all  and  singular 
the  powers  and  authorityes  aforesaid  to  be  exercised  and  enjoyed  by 
him  in  case  of  your  death  or  absence  during  our  pleasure,  or  untill 
your  arrival  within  our  said  Territory  and  Dominion ;  as  Wee  do 
further  herebv  give  and  grant  full  power  and  authority  to  our  Lieut. 
Governor  to  do  and  execute  whatsoever  he  shall  be  by  you  authorized 
and  appointed  to  do  and  execute,  in  pursuance  of  and  according  to 
the  powers  granted  to  you  by  this  Commission. 

And  if  in  the  case  of  your  death  or  absence  there  be  no  person 
upon  the  place,  appointed  by  us  to  be  Commander  in  Cheif ;  our  wiU 
and  pleasure  is,  that  the  then  present  Councill  of  our  Territory 
aforesaid,  do  take  upon  them  the  administration  of  the  Govemm' 
and  execute  this  commission  and  the  severall  powers  and  authoritys 
herein  conteined ;  and  that  the  first  Counselor  who  shall  be  at  the  time 
of  yo""  death  or  absence  residing  within  the  same,  do  preside  in  our 
said  Councill,  with  such  powers  and  preheminencies  as  any  former 
President  hath  used  and  enjoyed  within  our  said  territory,  or  any 
other  our  plantations  in  America,  untill  our  pleasure  be  further 
known,  or  vour  arrivall  as  aforesaid. 

And  lastly,  our  will  and  pleasure  is  that  you  the  said  S'  Edmund 
Andros  shall  and  mav  hold  exercise  and  enjoy  the  office  and  place  of 
Captain  Generall  and  Governor  in  Cheif  in  and  over  our  Territory 
and  Dominion  aforesaid,  with  all  its  rights  members  and  appurte- 
nances whatsoever,  together  with  all  and  sinmilar  the  powers  and 
authorityes  hereby  granted  unto  you,  for  ana  during  our  will  and 
pleasure.

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CONSTITUTION  OE  FORM  OF  OOVEENMENT  FOE  THE  COMMON- 

WEALTH  OF  MASSACHTTSETTS— 1780  "* 

PREAMBLE 

The  end  of  the  institution,  maintenance,  and  administration  of 
government,  is  to  secure  the  existence  of  the  body  politic,  to  protect  it, 
and  to  furnish  the  individuals  who  compose  it  with  the  power  of

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enjoying  in  .safety  and  tranquillity  their  natural  rights,  and  the 
blessings  of  life:  and  whenever  these  great  objects  are  not  obtained, 
the  people  have  a  right  to  alter  the  government,  and  to  take  measures 
necessary  for  their  safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness. 

The-body  politic  is  formed  by  a  voluntary  association  of  individ- 
uals: it  is  a  social  compact,  by  which  the  whole  people  covenants 
with  each  citizen,  and  each  citizen  with  the  whole  people,  that  all 
shall  be  governed  by  certain  laws  for  the  common  good.  It  is  the 
duty  of  tlie  people,  therefore,  in  framing  a  constitution  of  govern- 
ment, to  provide  for  an  equitable  mode  of  making  laws,  as  well  as  for 
an  impartial  interpretation  and  a  faithful  execution  of  them;  that 
eveiy  man  may,  at  all  times,  find  his  security  in  them. 

We,  therefore,  the  people  of  Massachusetts,  acknowledging,  with 
grateful  hearts,  the  goodness  of  the  great  Legislator  of  the  universe, 
m  affording  us,  in  the  course  of  His  providence,  an  opportunity, 
deliberately  and  peaceably,  without  fraud,  violence,  or  surprise,  of 
entering  into  an  original,  explicit,  and  solemn  compact  with  each 
other;  and  of  forming  a  new  constitution  of  civil  government,  for 
ourselves  and  posterity ;  and  devoutly  imploring  His  direction  in  so 
interesting  a  design,  do  agree  upon,  ordain,  and  establish,  the  follow- 
ing Declaration  of  Rights^  and  Frame  of  Governments  as  the  Con- 
stitution OF  THE  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts. 

Part  the  First 

A  declaration  of  the  rights  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  common- 
wealth of   MASSACHUSETTS 

Article  I.  All  men  are  born  free  and  equal,  and  have  certain 
natural,  essential,  and  unalienable  rights;  among  which  may  be 
reckoned  the  right  of  enjoying  and  defending  their  lives  and  liberties; 
that  of  acquiring,  possessing,  and  protecting  property;  in  fine,  that 
of  seeking  and  obtaining  their  safety  and  happiness. 

II.  It  IS  the  right  as  well  as  the  duty  of  all  men  in  society,  publicly, 
and  at  stated  seasons,  to  worship  the  Supreme  Being,  the  great  Cre- 
ator and  Preserver  of  the  universe.  And  no  subject  shall  be  hurt,  mo- 
lested, or  restrained,  in  his  person,  liberty,  or  estate,  for  worshipping 
God  in  the  manner  and  season  most  agreeable  to  the  dictates  or  his 
own  conscience;  or  for  his  religious  profession  of  sentiments;  pro- 
vided he  doth  not  disturb  the  puolic  peace,  or  obstruct  others  in  their 
religious  worship. 

III.  «  I" As  the  happiness  of  a  people,  and  the  good  order  and  pres- 
ervation of  civil  government,  essentially  depend  upon  piety,  religion, 
and  morality ;  and  as  these  cannot  be  generally  diffused  through  a  com- 
munity but  by  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  (jod,  and  of 
public  instructions  in  piety,  religion,  and  morality:  Therefore,  to 
promote  their  happiness,  and  to  secure  the  good  order  and  preserva- 
tion of  their  government,  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  a 
right  to  invest  their  legislature  with  power  to  authorize  and  require, 
and  the  legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time,  authorize  and  require. 

« Amendment,  Art  XI,  substituted  for  this. 
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the  several  towns,  parishes,  precincts,  and  other  bodies  politic,  or 
religious  societies,  to  make  suitable  provision,  at  their  own  expense, 
for  the  institution  of  the  public  worship  of  God,  and  for  the  support 
and  maintenance  of  public  Protestant  teachers  of  piety,  religion,  and 
morality,  in  all  cases  where  such  provision  snail  not  be  made 
voluntarily. 

And  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  also  a  right  to,  and  do, 
invest  their  legislature  with  authority  to  enjoin  upon  all  the  subjects 
an  attendance  upon  the  instructions  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid, 
at  stated  times  and  seasons,  if  there  be  any  on  whose  instructions 
they  can  conscientiously  and  conveniently  attend. 

Provided,  notwithstanding,  that  the  several  towns,  parishes,  pre- 
cincts, and  other  bodies  politic,  or  religious  societies,  shall,  at  all 
times,  have  the  exclusive  right  of  electing  their  public  teachers,  and 
of  contracting  with  them  for  their  support  and  maintenance. 

And  all  moneys  paid  by  the  subject  to  the  support  of  public  wor- 
ship, and  of  the  public  teachers  aforesaid,  shall,  if  he  require  it,  be 
uniformly  appliea  to  the  support  of  the  public  teacher  or  teachers  of 
his  own  religious  sect  or  denomination,  provided  there  be  any  on 
whose  instructions  he  attends ;  otherwise  it  may  be  paid  towards  the 
support  of  the  teacher  or  teachers  of  the  parish  or  precinct  in  which 
the  said  moneys  are  raised. 

And  every  denomination  of  Christians,  demeaning  themselves 
peaceably,  and  as  ^ood  subjects  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  be  equally 
under  the  protection  of  the  law:  and  no  subordination  of  any  one 
sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be  established  by  law.] 

IV.  The  people  of  this  commonwealth  have  the  sole  and  exclusive 
right  of  governing  themselves,  as  a  free,  sovereign,  and  independent 
state;  and  do,  and  forever  hereafter  shall,  exercise  and  enjoy  every 
power,  jurisdiction,  and  right,  which  is  not,  or  may  not  hereafter  be, 
by  them  expressly  delegated  to  the  United  States  of  America,  in 
Oongress  assembled. 

V.  All  power  residing  originally  in  the  people,  and  being  derived 
from  them,  the  several  magistrates  and  officers  of  government,  vested 
with  authority,  whether  legislative,  executive,  or  judicial,  are  their 
substitutes  and  agents,  and  are  at  all  times  accountable  to  them. 

VI.  No  man,  nor  corporation,  or  association  of  men,  have  any  other 
title  to  obtain  advantages,  or  particular  and  exclusive  privileges,  dis- 
tinct from  those  of  the  community,  than  what  arises  from  the  con- 
sideration of  services  rendered  to  the  public ;  and  this  title  being  in 
nature  neither  hereditary,  nor  transmissible  to  children,  or  descend- 
ants, or  relations  by  blood,  the  idea  of  a  man  born  a  magistrate,  law- 
giver, or  judge,  is  absurd  and  unnatural. 

VII.  Government  is  instituted  for  the  common  good;  for  the  pro- 
tection, safety,  prosperity,  and  happiness  of  the  people;  and  not  for 
the  profit,  honor,  or  private  interest  of  any  one  man,  family,  or  class 
of  men :  Therefore  the  people  alone  have  an  incontestible  unalienable, 
and  indefeasible  right  to  institute  government ;  and  to  reform,  alter, 
or  totally  change  the  same,  when  their  protection,  safety,  prosperity, 
and  happiness  require  it. 

VIII.  In  order  to  prevent  those  who  are  vested  with  authority  from 
becoming  oppressors,  the  people  have  a  right,  at  such  periods  and  in 
such  manner  as  they  shfiu  establish  by  their  frame  of  government, 
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to  cause  their  public  officers  to  return  to  private  life;  and  to  fill  up 
vacant  places  by  certain  and  regular  elections  and  appointments. 

IX.  All  elections  ought  to  be  free ;  and  all  the  inhaoitants  of  this 
commonwealth,  having  such  qualifications  as  they  shall  establish  by 
their  frame  of  government,  have  an  equal  right  to  elect  officers,  and 
to  be  elected,  for  public  employments. 

X.  Each  individual  of  the  society  has  a  right  to  be  protected  by  it 
in  the  enjoyment  of  his  life,  liberty,  and  property,  according  to  stand- 
ing laws.  He  is  obliged,  consequently,  to  contribute  his  share  to  the 
expense  of  this  protection ;  to  give  his  personal  service,  or  an  equiva- 
lent, when  necessary :  but  no  part  of  the  property  of  any  individual 
can,  with  justice,  be  taken  from  him,  or  applied  to  public  uses,  with- 
out his  own  consent,  or  that  of  the  representative  body  of  the  people. 
In  fine,  the  people  of  this  commonwealth  are  not  controllable  by  any 
other  laws  than  those  to  which  their  constitutional  representative 
body  have  given  their  consent.  And  whenever  the  public  exigencies 
require  that  the  property  of  any  individual  should  be  appropriated 
to  public  uses,  he  shall  receive  a  reasonable  compensation  therefor. 

XI.  Every  subject  of  the  commonwealth  ought  to  find  a  certain 
remedy,  by  having  recourse  to  the  laws,  for  aU  injuries  or  wrongs 
which  he  may  receive  in  his  person,  property,  or  character.  He 
ought  to  obtain  right  and  justice  freely,  and  without  being  obliged 
to  purchase  it;  completely,  and  without  any  denial;  promptly,  and 
without  delay ;  conformably  to  the  laws. 

XII.  Xo  subject  shall  be  held  to  answer  for  any  crimes  or  offence, 
until  the  same  is  fully  and  plainly,  substantially,  and  formally, 
described  to  him;  or  l>e  compelled  to  accuse,  or  furnish  evidence 
against  himself.  And  everv  subject  shall  have  a  right  to  produce  all 
proofs  that  may  be  favorable  to  him;  to  meet  the  witnesses  against 
him  face  to  face,  and  to  be  fully  heard  in  his  defence  by  himself,  or 
his  counsel,  at  his  election.     And  no  subject  shall  be  arrested,  im- 

f>risoned,  despoiled,  or  deprived  of  his  property,  immunities,  or  privi- 
e^es,  put  out  of  the  protection  of  the  law,  exiled,  or  deprived  of  his 
•li&,  liberty,  or  estate,  but  by  the  judgment  of  his  peers,  or  the  law  of 
the  land. 

And  the  legislature  shall  not  make  any  law  that  shall  subject  any 
person  to  a  capital  or  infamous  punishment,  excepting  for  the  gov- 
ernment of  the  army  and  navy,  without  trial  by  jury. 

XIII.  In  criminal  prosecutions,  the  verification  of  facts,  in  the 
vicinity  where  they  happen,  is  one  of  the  greatest  securities  of  the 
life,  liberty,  and  property  of  the  citizen. 

XIV.  l!very  subject  has  a  right  to  be  secure  from  all  unreasonable 
searches,  and  seizures,  of  his  person,  his  houses,  his  papers,  and  all  his 
possessions.  All  warrants,  therefore,  are  contrary  to  this  right,  if 
the  cause  or  foundation  of  them  be  not  previously  supported  by  oath 
or  affirmation,  and  if  the  order  in  the  warrant  to  a  civil  officer,  to 
make  search  in  suspected  places,  or  to  arrest  one  or  more  suspected 

Sersons,  or  to  seize  their  property,  be  not  accompanied  with  a  special 
esignation  of  the  persons  or  objects  of  search,  arrest,  or  seizure;  and 
no  warrant  ought  to  be  issued  but  in  cases,  and  with  the  formalities 
prescribed  by  tne  laws. 

XV.  In  ail  controversies  concerning  property,  and  in  all  suits  be- 
tween two  or  more  persons,  except  in  cases  m  which  it  has  heretofore 
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been  otherways  used  and  practised,  the  parties  have  a  right  to  a  trial 
by  jury ;  and  this  method  of  procedure  shall  be  held  sacred,  unless,  in 
causes  arising  on  the  high  seas,  and  such  as  relate  to  oiariners'  wages, 
the  lerislature  shall  hereafter  find  it  necessary  to  alter  it. 

X.\l.  The  liberty  of  the  press  is  essential  to  the  security  of  free- 
dom in  a  state  it  ought  not,  therefore,  to  be  restricted  in  this  con- 
monwealth. 

XVII.  The  people  have  a  right  to  keep  and  to  bear  arms  for  the 
common  defence.  And  as,  in  time  of  peace,  armies  are  dangerous  to 
liberty,  they  ought  not  to  be  maintained  without  the  consent  of  the 
legislature;  and  the  military  power  shall  always  be  held  in  an  exact 
subordination  to  the  civil  authority,  and  be  governed  by  it. 

XVIII.  A  frequent  recurrence  to  the  fundamental  principles  of  the 
constitution,  and  a  constant  adherence  to  those  of  piety,  justice, 
moderation,  temperance,  industry,  and  frugality,  are  absolutely  neces- 
sary to  preserve  the  advantages  of  liberty,  and  to  maintain  a  free 
government.  The  people  ou^t,  consequently,  to  have  a  particular 
attention  to  all  those  principles,  in  the  choice  of  their  officers  and 
representatives:  and  they  have  a  right  to  require  of  their  lawgivers 
and  magistrates  an  exact  and  constant  observance  of  them,  in  the 
formation  and  execution  of  the  laws  necessary  for  the  good  adminis- 
tration of  the  commonwealth. 

XIX.  The  people  have  a  right,  in  an  orderly  and  peaceable  manner, 
to  assemble  to  consult  upon  the  common  good ;  give  instructions  to 
their  representatives,  and  to  request  of  the  legislative  body,  by  the 
way  of  addresses,  petitions,  or  remonstrances,  redress  of  the  wrongs 
done  them,  and  of  the  grievances  they  suffer. 

XX.  The  power  of  suspending  the  laws,  or  the  execution  of  the 
laws,  ought  never  to  be  exercised  but  by  the  legislature,  or  by  au- 
thority derived  from  it,  to  be  exercised  in  such  particular  cases  only 
as  the  legislature  shall  expressly  provide  for. 

XXI.  The  freedom  of  deliberation,  speech,  and  debate,  in  either 
house  of  the  legislature,  is  so  essential  to  the  rights  of  the  people, 
that  it  cannot  be  the  foundation  of  any  accusation  or  prosecution, 
action  or  complaint,  in  any  other  court  or  place  whatsoever. 

XXII.  The  legislature  ought  frequently  to  assemble  for  the  redress 
of  grievances,  for  correcting,  strengthening,  and  confirming  the  laws, 
and  for  making  new  laws,  as  the  common  good  may  require. 

XXIII.  No  subsidy,  charge,  tax,  impost,  or  duties  ought  to  be  es- 
tablished, fixed,  laid,  or  levied,  under  any  pretext  whatsoever,  without 
the  consent  of  the  people  or  their  representatives  in  the  legislature. 

XXIV.  Laws  made  to  punish  for  actions  done  before  the  existence 
of  such  laws,  and  which  have  not  been  declared  crimes  by  preceding 
laws,  are  unjust,  oppressive,  and  inconsistent  with  the  fundamental 
principles  of  a  free  government. 

XXV.  No  subject  ought,  in  any  case,  or  in  any  time,  to  be  declared 
guiltv  of  treason  or  felony  by  the  legislature. 

X^JSLVI.  No  magistrate  or  court  of  law  shall  demand  excessive  bail 
or  sureties,  impose  excessive  fines,  or  inflict  cruel  or  unusual  punish- 
ments. 

XXVII.  In  time  of  peace,  no  soldier  ought  to  be  quartered  in  any 
house  without  the  consent  of  the  owner;  and  in  time  of  war,  sucn 
quarte'rs  ought  not  to  be  made  but  by  the  civil  magistrate,  in  a  manner 
ordained  by  the  legislature. 
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XXVIII.  No  person  can  in  any  case  be  subject  to  law-martial,  or 
to  any  penalties  or  pains,  bv  virtue  of  that  law.  except  those  employed 
in  the  army  or  navy,  and  except  the  militia  in  actual  service,  but  by 
authority  of  the  legislature. 

XXlA.  It  is  essential  to  the  pre^servation  of  the  rights  of  every 
individual,  his  life,  liberty,  property,  and  character,  that  there  be  an 
impartial  interpretation  of  the  laws,  and  administration  of  justice. 
It  IS  the  right  of  every  citizen  to  be  tried  by  judg^  as  free,  impartial, 
and  independent  as  the  lot  of  humanity  will  admit.  It  is,  therefore, 
not  only  the  best  policy,  but  for  the  security  of  the  rights  of  the 
people,  and  of  every  citizen,  that  the  judges  of  the  supreme  judicial 
court  siiould  hold  their  offices  as  long  as  they  behave  themselves  well ; 
and  that  they  should  have  honorable  salaries  ascertained  and  estab- 
lished by  standing  laws. 

XXa.  In  the  government  of  this  commonwealth,  the  legislative 
department  shall  never  exercise  the  executive  and  judicial  powers,  or 
either  of  them :  the  executive  shall  never  exercise  the  legislative  and 
judicial  powers,  or  either  of  them:  the  judicial  shall  never  exercise 
the  legislative  and  executive  powers,  or  either  of  them :  to  the  end  it 
may  be  a  government  of  laws  and  not  of  men. 

Part  the  Second 

the  frame  of  government 

The  people,  inhabiting  the  territory  formerly  called  the  Province 
of  Massachusetts  Bay,  do  hereby  solemnly  and'  mutually  agree  with 
each  other,  to  form  themselves  into  a  free,  sovereign,  and  independent 
body  politic,  or  state,  by  the  name  of  The  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
chusetts. 

Chapter  I 

the  i.e(}I8lative  power 
Section  I. — ^The  Genebai.  Coubt 

Article  I.  The  department  of  legislation  shall  be  formed  by  two 
branches,  a  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives ;  each  of  which  shall 
have  a  negative  on  the  other. 

The  legislative  body  shall  assemble  every  year"  [on  the  last  Wed- 
nesday in  May,  and  at  such  other  times  as  they  shall  judge  necessary ; 
and  shall  disvSolve  and  be  dissolved  on  the  day  next  preceding  the 
said  last  Wednesday  in  May;]  and  shall  be  styled.  The  General 
Court  of  Massachxtsetts. 

II.  No  bill  or  resolve  of  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives  shall 
become  a  law,  and  have  force  as  such,  until  it  shall  have  been  laid 
before  the  governor  for  his  revisal;  and  if  he,  upon  such  revision, 
approve  thereof,  he  shall  si^ify  his  approbation  by  signing  the  same. 
But  if  he  have  any  objection  to  the  passing  of  such  bill  or  resolve, 
he  shall  return  the  same,  together  with  his  objections  thereto,  in 
writing,  to  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  in  whichsoever  the 
same  shall  have  originated ;  who  shall  enter  the  objections  sent  down

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by  the  governor,  at  large,  on  their  records,  and  i)roceed  to  reconsider 
the  said  bill  or  resolve.  But  if  after  such  reconsideration,  two-thirds 
of  the  said  senate  or  house  of  representatives,  shall,  notwithstanding 
the  said  objections,  agree  to  pass  the  same,  it  shall,  together  with  the 
objections,  be  sent  to  the  otner  branch  of  the  legislature,  where  it 
shall  also  be  reconsidered,  and  if  approved  by  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers present,  shall  have  the  force  of  law :  but  in  all  such  cases,  the 
votes  of  both  houses  shall  be  determined  by  yeas  and  nays;  and  the 
names  of  the  persons  voting  for,  or  against,  the  said  bill  or  resolve, 
shall  be  entered  upon  the  public  records  of  the  commonwealth. 

And  in  order  to  prevent  unnecessary  delays,  if  any  bill  or  resolve 
shall  not  be  returned  by  the  governor  within  five  days  after  it  shall 
have  been  presented,  the  same  shall  have  the  force  of  a  law.« 

III.  The  general  court  shall  forever  have  full  power  and  authority 
io  erect  and  constitute  judicatories  and  courts  of  record,  or  other 
courts,  to  be  held  in  the  name  of  the  commonwealth,  for  the  hearing, 
trying,  and  determining  of  all  manner  of  crimes,  offences,  pleas, 
processes,  plaints,  actions,  matters,  causes,  and  things,  whatsoever, 
arising  or  liappening  within  the  commonwealth,  or  between  or  con- 
cerning persons  inhabiting,  or  residing,  or  brought  within  the  same : 
whether  the  same  be  crimmal  or  civil,  or  whether  the  said  crimes  be 
capital  or  not  capital,  and  whether  the  said  pleas  be  real,  personal,  or 
mixed ;  and  for  the  awarding  and  making  out  of  execution  thereupon. 
To  w^hich  courts  and  judicatories  are  hereby  given  and  granted  full 
power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  to  administer  oaths  or 
affirmations,  for  the  better  discovery  of  truth  in  any  matter  in  con- 
troversy or  depending  before  them. 

IV.  Xnd  further,  full  power  and  authority  are  hereby  given  and 
granted  to  the  said  general  court,  from  time  to  time,  to  make, 
ordain,  and  establish,  all  manner  of  wholesome  and  reasonable 
orders,  laws,  statutes,  and  ordinances,  directions  and  instructions, 
either  with  penalties  or  without;  so  as  the  same  be  not  repugnant 
or  contrary  to  this  constitution,  as  they  shall  judge  to  be  for  the 
good  and  welfare  of  this  commonwealth,  and  for  the  government 
and  ordering  thereof,  and  of  the  subjects  of  the  same,  and  for  the 
necessary  support  and  defence  of  the  government  thereof;  and  to 
name  and  settle  annually,  or  provide  by  fixed  laws  for  the  naming 
and  settling,  all  civil  officers  within  the  said  commonwealth,  the  elec- 
tion and  constitution  of  whom  are  not  hereafter  in  this  form  of  gov- 
ernment otherwise  provided  for;  and  to  set  forth  the  several  duties, 
powers,  and  limits,  of  the  several  civil  and  military  officers  of  this 
commonwealth,  and  the  forms  of  such  oaths  or  affirmations  as  shall 
be  respectively  administered  unto  them  for  the  execution  of  their 
several  offices  and  places,  so  as  the  same  be  not  repugnant  or  contrary 
to  this  constitution ;  and  to  impose  and  levy  proportional  and  reason- 
able assessments,  rates,  and  taxes,  upon  all  the  inhabitants  of,  and 
persons  resident,  and  estates  lying,  within  the  said  commonwealth; 
and  also  to  impose  and  levy  reasonable  duties  and  excises  upon  any 
produce,  goods,  wares,  merchandise,  and  commodities,  whatsoever. 
Drought  into,  produced,  manufactured,  or  being  within  the  same;  to 
be  isvsued  and  disposed  of  by  warrant,  under  the  hand  of  the  governor 
of  this  commonwealth  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent

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of  the  council,  for  the  public  service,  in  the  necessary  defence  and 
support  of  the  government  of  the  said  commonwealth,  and  the  pro- 
tection and  preservation  of  the  subjects  thereof,  according  to  such 
acts  as  are  or  shall  be  in  force  within  the  same. 

And  while  the  public  charges  of  govermnent,  or  any  part  thereof, 
i-rhall  be  assessed  on  polls  and  estates,  in  the  manner  that  has  hitherto 
been  practised,  in  order  that  such  assessments  may  be  made  with 
equality,  there  shall  be  a  valuation  of  estates  within  the  common- 
wealth, taken  anew  once  in  every  ten  years  at  least,  and  as  much 
oftener  as  the  general  court  shall  order .« 

Chapter  I 

Section  II. — Senate 

Article  I.  *  [There  shall  be  annually  elected,  by  the  freeholders 
and  other  inhabitants  of  this  commonwealth,  qualified  as  in  this 
constitution  is  provided,  forty  persons  to  be  councillors  and  senators 
for  the  year  ensuing  their  election;  to  be  chosen  by  the  inhabitants 
of  the  districts  into  which  the  commonwealth  may,  from  time  to 
time,  be  divided  by  the  general  court  for  that  purpose :  and  the  gen- 
eral court,  in  assigning  the  numbers  to  be  elected  by  the  respective 
districts,  shall  govern  themselves  by  the  proportion  of  the  public 
taxes  paid  by  the  said  districts;  and  timely  make  known  to  tne  in- 
habitants of  the  commonwealth  the  limits  of  each  district,  and  the 
number  of  councillors^  and  senators  to  be  chosen  therein;  provided 
that  the  number  of  such  districts  shall  never  be  less  than  thirteen ;  and 
that  no  district  be  so  large  as  to  entitle  the  same  to  choose  more  than 
six  senators. 

And  the  several  counties  in  this  commonwealth  shall,  until  the 

feneral  court  shall  determine  it  necessary  to  alter  the  said  districts, 
e  districts  for  the  choice  of  councillors  and  senators,  (except  that 
the  counties  of  Dukes  County  and  Nantucket  shall  form  one  district 
for  that  purpose)  and  shall  elect  the  following  number  for  coun- 
cillors and  senators,  viz. : — Suffolk,  six ;  Essex,  six ;  Middlesex,  five ; 
Hampshire,  four;  Plymouth,  three;  Barnstable,  one;  Bristol,  three; 
York,  two ;  Dukes  County  and  Nantucket,  one ;  Worcester,  five ;  Cum- 
berland, one ;  Lincoln,  one ;  Berkshire,  two.] 

II.  The  senate  shall  be  the  first  branch  of  the  legislature ;  and  the 
senators  shall  be  chosen  in  the  following  manner,  viz. :  there  shall  be 
a  meeting  on  the  **  [first  Mondav  in  April,]  annually,  forever,  of  the 
inhabitants  of  each  town  in  the  several  counties  of  this  common- 
wealth; to  be  called  by  the  selectmen,  and  warned  in  due  course  of 
law,  at  least  seven  days  before  the  *  [first  Monday  in  April,]  for  the 
purpose  of  electing  persons  to  be  senators  and  councillors ;  *  [and  at 
such  meetings  every  male  inhabitant  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and

pounds,  shall  have  a  right  to  ffive  in  his  vote  for  the  senators  for  the 
district  of  which  he  is  an  inhabitant.]  And  to  remove  all  doubts 
concerning  the  meaning  of  the  word  '^  inhabitant "  in  this  constitu- 
tion, every  person  shall  be  considered  as  an  inhabitant,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  electing  and  being  elected  into  any  office,  or  place  within  this 
state,  in  that  town,  district,  or  plantation  where  he  dwelleth,  or  hath 
his  home.* 

The  selectmen  of  the  several  towns  shall  preside  at  such  meetings 
impartially ;  and  shall  receive  the  votes  of  all  the  inhabitants  of  such 
towns  ^  present  and  qualified  to  vote  for  senators,  and  shall  sort  and 
count  them  in  open  town  meeting,  and  in  presence  of  the  town  clerk, 
who  shall  make  a  fair  record,  in  presence  of  the  selectmen,  and 
in  open  town  meeting,  of  the  name  of  every  person  voted  for.  and 
of  the  number  of  votes  against  his  name:  and  a  fair  copy  ox  this 
record  shall  be  attested  by  the  selectmen  and  the  town  clerk,  and 
shall  be  sealed  up,  directed  to  the  secretarj'^  of  the  commonwealth  for 
the  time  being,  with  a  superscription,  expressing  the  purport  of  the 
contents  thereof,  and  delivered  oy  the  town  clerk  of  such  towns,  to 
the  sheriff  of  the  county  in  which  such  town  lies,  thirty  days  at  least 
before <•  [the  last  Wednesday  in  May]  annually;  or  it  shall  be  de- 
livered into  the  secretary's  office  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the 
said  ^  [last  Wednesday  in  May :]  and  the  sheriff  of  each  county  shall 
deliver  all  such  certificates  by  him  received,  into  the  secretary's  office, 
seventeen  days  before  the  said  **  [last  Wednesday  in  May.] 

And  the  inhabitants  of  jjlantations  unincorporated,  qualified  as 
this  constitution  provides,  who  are  or  shall  be  empowered  and  re- 
quired to  assess  taxes  upon  themselves  toward  the  support  of  gov- 
ernment, shall  have  the  same  privilege  of  A-oting  for  councillors  and 
senators  in  the  plantations  where  they  reside,  as  town  inhabitants 
have  in  their  respective  towns;  and  the  plantation  meetings  for  that 
purposi*  shall  he  held  annually*  [on  the  same  first  Monday  in  April], 
at  such  place  in  the  plantations,  resj^ectively,  as  the  assessors  thereof 
shall  direct;  which  assessors  shall  have  like  authority  for  notif^'inff 
the  electors,  collecting  and  returning  the  votes,  as  the  selectmen  and 
town  clerks  have  in  their  several  towns,  by  this  constitution.  And 
all  other  persons  living  in  places  unincorporated  (qualified  as  afore- 
said) who  shall  \yQ  assessed  to  the  support  of  government  by  the  as- 
sessors of  an  adjacent  town,  shall  have  the  privilege  of  giving  in  their 
votes  for  councillors  and  senators  in  the  town  where  they  shall  be 
assessed,  and  be  notified  of  the  place  of  meeting  by  the  selectmen  of 
the  town  where  they  shall  be  assessed,  for  that  purpose,  accordingly. 

III.  And  that  there  may  be  a  due  convention  of  senators  on  the  * 
[last  Wednesday  in  May]  annually,  the  governor  with  five  of  the 
council,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  as  soon  as  may  be,  examine  the  re- 
turned copies  of  such  records :  and  fourteen  days  before  .the  said  day

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he  shall  issue  his  summons  to  such  persons  as  shall  appear  to  be 
chosen  by**  [a  majority  of]  voters,  to  attend  on  that  day,  and  take 
their  seats  accordingly :  provided,  nevertheless,  that  for  the  first  year 
the  said  returned  copies  shall  be  examined  by  the  president  and  five 
of  the  council  of  the  former  constitution  of  government ;  and  the  said 
president  shall,  in  like  manner,  issue  his  summons  to  the  persons  so 
elected,  that  they  may  take  their  seats  as  aforesaid. 

IV.  The  senate  shall  be  the  final  judge  of  the  elections,  returns  and 
c^ualifications  of  their  own  members,  as  pointed  out  in  the  constitu- 
tion ;  and  shall,^  [on  the  said  last  Wednesday  in  May]  annually,  de- 
termine and  declare  who  are  elected  by  each  district  to  be  senators " 
[by  a  majority  of  votes ;  and  in  case  there  shall  not  appear  to  be  the 
rull  number  of  senators  returned  elected  by  a  majority  of  votes  for 
any  district,  the  deficiency  shall  be  supplied  in  the  following  manner, 
viz. :  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives,  and  such  senators 
as  shall  be  declared  elected,  shall  take  the  names  of  such  persons  as 
shall  be  found  to  have  the  highest  number  of  votes  in  such  district, 
and  not  elected,  amounting  to  twice  the  number  of  senators  wanting, 
if  there  be  so  many  voted  for ;  and  out  of  these  shall  elect  by  ballot 
a  number  of  senators  sufficient  to  fill  up  the  vacancies  in  such  district ; 
and  in  this  manner  all  such  vacancies  shall  be  filled  up  in  every  dis- 
trict of  the  commonwealth;  and  in  like  manner  all  vacancies  m  the 
senate,  arising  by  death,  removal  out  of  the  state,  or  otherwise,  shall 
l)e  supplied  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  such  vacancies  shall  happen.]  ^ 

V.  Provided,  nevertheless,  that  no  person  shall  be  capable  of  being 
elected  as  a  senator,''  [who  is  not  seised  of  his  own  right  of  a  free- 
hold, within  this  commonwealth,  of  the  value  of  three  hundred 
pounds  at  least,  or  possessed  of  personal  estate  to  the  value  of  six 
hundred  pounds  at  least,  or  both  to  the  amount  of  the  same  sum,  and] 
who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  conunonwealth  for  the  space 
of  five  years  immediately  preceding  his  election,  and,  at  the  time  of 
his  election,  he  shall  be  an  inhabitant  in  the  district  for  which  he  shall 
be  chosen. 

VI.  The  senate  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  themselves,  provided 
such  adjournments  do  not  exceed  two  days  at  a  time. 

VII.  The  senate  shall  choose  its  own  president,  appoint  its  own 
officers,  and  determine  its  own  rules  of  proceedings. 

VIII.  The  senate  shall  be  a  court  with  full  authority  to  hear  and 
determine  all  impeachments  made  by  the  house  of  representatives, 
against  any  officer  or  officers  of  the  commonwealthj  for  misconduct 
ajid  mal-administration  in  their  offices.  But  previous  to  the  trial 
of  every  impeachment  the  members  of  the  senate  shall  respectively 
be  sworn,  truly  and  impartially  to  try  and  determine  the  charge  in 
question,  according  to  evidence.  Their  judgment,  however,  shall  not 
extend  further  than  to  removal  from  office  and  disqualification  to  hold 
or  enjoy  any  place  of  honor,  trust,  or  profit,  imder  this  common- 
wealth;   but  the  party  so  convicted  shall  be,  nevertheless,  liable  to

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indictment,  trial,  judgment,  and  punishment,  according  to  the  laws 
of  the  land. 

IX.«  [Not  less  than  sixteen  members  of  the  senate  shall  constitute 
a  quorum  for  doing  business.] 

Chapter  I 
Section  III. — House  of  Represent atives 

Article  I.  There  shall  be,  in  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth, 
a  representation  of  the  people,  annually  elected,  and  founded  upon 
the  principle  of  equality. 

11.^  [And  in  or^er  to  provide  for  a  representation  of  the  citizens 
of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  principle  of  equality,  every 
corporate  town  containing  one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  may 
elect  one  representative ;  every  corporate  town  containing  tnree  hun- 
dred and  seventy -five  ratable  polls  may  elect  two  representatives; 
every  corporate  town  containing  six  hundred  ratable  polls  may  elect 
three  representatives;  and  proceeding  in  that  manner,  making  two 
hundred  and  twenty-five  ratable  polls  the  mean  increasing  number 
for  every  additional  representative. 

Provided,  nevertheless,  that  each  town  now  incorporated,  not  hav- 
ing one  hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls,  may  elect  one  representative ; 
but  no  place  shall  hereafter  be  incorporated  with  the  privilege  of 
electing  a  representative,  unless  there  are  within  the  same  one  hundred 
and  fifty  ratable  polls.] 

And  the  house  of  representatives  shall  have  power  from  time  to 
time  to  impose  fines  upon  such  towns  as  shall  neglect  to  choose  and 
return  meml)ers  to  the  same,  agreeably  to  this  constitution. 

The  expenses  of  travelling  to  the  general  assembly,  and  returning 
home,  once  in  everv  session,  and  no  more,  shall  be  paid  by  the  gov- 
ernment, out  of  the  public  treasury,  to  every  member  who  shall 
attend  as  seasonably  as  he  can,  in  the  judgment  of  the  house,  and 
does  not  depart  without  leave. 

III.  Every  member  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be  chosen 
bv  written  votes ;  ^  [and,  for  one  year  at  least  next  preceding  his 
election,  shall  have  been  an  inhabitant  of,  and  have  been  seised  in 
his  own  right  of  a  freehold  of  the  value  of  one  hundred  pounds 
within  the  town  he  shall  be  chosen  to  represent,  or  any  ratable  estate 
to  the  value  of  two  hundred  poimds ;  and  he  shall  cease  to  represent 
the  said  town  immediately  on  his  ceasing  to  he  qualified  as  aforesaid.] 

IV.  ^  [Every  Vnale  person,  being  twenty-one  years  of  age,  and  resi- 
dent in  any  particular  town  in  this  commonwealth  for  the  space  of 
one  year  next  preceding,  having  a  freehold  estate  within  the  said 
town  of  the  annual  income  of  three  pounds,  or  any  estate  of  the  value 
of  sixty  pounds,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote  in  the  choice  of  a  repre- 
sentative or  representatives  for  the  said  town.]

VI.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  be  the  grand  inquest  of  this 
commonwealth;  and  all  impeachments  made  by  them  shall  be  heard 
and  tried  by  the  senate. 

VII.  All  money  bills  shall  originate  in  the  house  of  representa- 
tives ;  but  the  senate  may  propose  or  concur  with  amendments,  as  on 
other  bills. 

VIII.  The  house  of  representatives  shall  have  power  to  adjourn 
themselves;  provided  such  adjournment  shall  not  exceed  two  days  at 
a  time. 

IX.  *  [Not  less  than  sixtv  members  of  the  housa  of  representatives 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  /or  doing  business.] 

X.  The  house  oi  representatives  shall  be  the  judge  of  the  returns, 
elections,  and  qualifications  of  its  own  members,  as  pointed  out  in 
the  constitution;  shall  choose  their  own  speaker;  appoint  their  own 
officers,  and  settle  the  rules  and  orders  of  proceeding  in  their  own 
house.  They  shall  have  authoritv  to  punish  by  imprisonment  every 
person,  not  a  member,  who  shall  be  guilty  of  disrespect  to  the  house, 
by  any  disorderly  or  contemptuous  behavior  in  its  presence ;  or  who, 
in  the  town  where  the  general  court  is  sitting,  and  during  the  time 
of  its  sitting,  shall  threaten  harm  to  the  body  or  estate  of  any  of  its 
members,  for  any  thing  said  or  done  in  the  house ;  or  who  shall  assault 
any  of  them  therefor;  or  who  shall  assault,  or  arrest,  any  witness,  or 
other  person,  ordered  to  attend  the  house,  in  his  way  in  going  or  re- 
turning; or  who  shall  rescue  any  person  arrested  by  the  order  of  the 
house. 

And  no  member  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be  arrested, 
or  held  to  bail  on  mean  process,  during  his  going  unto,  returning 
from,  or  his  attending  the  general  assembly. 

XI.  The  senate  shall  have  the  same  powers  in  the  like  cases;  and 
the  governor  and  council  shall  have  the  same  authority  to  punish  in 
like  cases:  provided,  that  no  imprisonment  on  the  warrant  or  order 
of  the  governor,  council,  senate,  or  house  of  representatives,  for  either 
of  the  above  described  offences,  be  for  a  term  exceeding  thirty  days. 

And  the  senate  and  house  of  representativas  may  try  and  determine 
all  cases  where  their  rights  and  privileges  are  concerned,  and  which, 
by  the  constitution,  they  have  authority  to  try  and  determine,  by 
committees  of  their  own  members,  or  in  such  other  way  as  they  may 
respectively  think  best. 

Chapter  II 

EXECTTTIVE    POWER 

Section  I. — Govebnob 

Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  supreme  executive  magistrate,  who 
shall  be  stvled — The  Governor  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massa- 
CHU8ETTS ;  and  whose  title  shall  l)e — His  Excellency.

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II.  •The  governor  shall  be  chosen  annually ;  and  no  jperson  shall 
be  eligible  to  this  office,  unless,  at  the  time  of  his  election,  he  shall 
have  been  an  inhabitant  of  this  commonwealth  for  seven  years  next 
preceding ;  [and  unless  he  shall  at  the  same  time  be  seised,  m  his  own 
right,  of  a  freehold,  within  the  commonwealth,  of  the  value  of  one 
thousand  pounds;]  [and  unless  he  shall  declare  himself  to  be  of  the 
Christian  religion.] 

III.  Those  persons  who  shall  be  qualified  to  vote  for  senators  and 
representatives  within  the  several  towns  of  this  conmionwealth  shall, 
at  a  meeting  to  be  called  for  that  purpose,  on  the  *  [first  Monday  of 
April]  annually,  give  in  their  .votes  for  a  governor,  to  the  selectmen, 
who  shall  preside  at  such  meetings;  and  the  town  clerk,  in  the  pres- 
ence and  with  the  assistance  of  the  selectmen,  shall,  in  open  town 
meeting,  sort  and  count  the  votes,  and  form  a  list  of  the  persons  voted 
for,  with  the  number  of  votes  for  each  person  against  his  name ;  and 
shall  make  a  fair  record  of  the  same  in  the  town  books,^  and  a  public 
declaration  thereof  in  the  said  meeting ;  and  shall,  in  the  presence  of 
the  inhabitants,  seal  up  copies  of  the  said  list,  attested  by  him  and 
the  selectmen,  and  transmit  the  same  to  the  sheriflf  of  the  county, 
thirty  days  at  least  before  the  J  [last  Wednesday  in  May]  ;  and  the 
sheriff  shall  transmit  the  same  to  the  secretary's  office,  seventeen  days 
at  least  before  the  said  ^  [last  Wednasday  in  May] ;  or  the  selectmen 
may  cause  returns  of  the  same  to  be  made  to  the  office  of  the  secretarv 
of  the  commonwealth,  seventeen  days  at  least  before  the  said  day; 
and  the  secretarv  shall  lav  the  same  before  the  senate  and  the  house 
of  representatives  on  the  ^  [last  Wednesday  in  May] ,  to  be  by  them 
examined;  and  ^  [in  case  of  an  election  by  a  majority  of  all  the  votes 
returned] ,  the  choice  shall  be  by  them  declared  and  published ;  •  [but 
if  no  person  shall  have  a  majority  of  votes,  the  house  of  representa- 
tives shall,  by  ballot,  elect  two  out  of  four  persons  who  had  the  high- 
est number  of  votes,  if  so  many  shall  have  been  voted  for;  but,  if 
otherwise,  out  of  the  number  voted  for ;  and  make  return  to  the  senate 
of  the  two  persons  so  elected ;  on  which  the  senate  shall  proceed,  by 
ballot,  to  elect  one,  who  shall  be  declared  governor.] 

IV.  The  governor  shall  have  authority,  from  time  to  time,  at  his 
discretion,  to  assemble  and  call  together  the  councillors  of  this  com- 
monwealth for  the  time  being;  and  the  governor  with  the  said 
councillors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall,  and  may,  from  time  to  time, 
hold  and  keep  a  council,  for  the  ordering  and  directing  the  affairs  of 
the  commonwealth,  agreeably  to  the  constitution  and  the  laws  of  the 
land. 

V.  The  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  have  full  power  and 
authority,  during  the  session  of  the  general  court,  to  adjourn  or  pro- 
rogue the  same  to  any  time  the  tw^o  houses  shall  desire;"  [and  to 
dissolve  the  same  on  the  day  next  preceding  the  last  Wednesdav  in 
May;  and,  in  the  recess  of  the  said  court,  to  prorogue  the  same  from 
time  to  time,  not  exceeding  ninety  days  in  any  one  recess;]  and  to 
call  it  together  sooner  than  the  time  to  which  it  may  be  adjourned  or

prorogued,  if  the  welfare  of  the  commonwealth  shall  require  the 
same ;  and  in  case  of  any  infectious  distemper  prevailing  in  the  place 
where  the  said  court  is  next  at  any  time  to  convene,  or  any  other 
cause  happening,  whereby  danger  may  arise  to  the  health  or  lives  of 
the  members  from  their  attendance,  ne  may  direct  the  session  to  be 
held  at  some  other,  the  most  convenient  place  within  the  state. 

?  [And  the  governor  shall  dissolve  the  said  general  court  on  the 
day  next  preceding  the  last  Wednesday  in  May.] 

VI.  In  cases  of  disagreement  between  the  two  houses,  with  regard 
to  the  necessity,  expediency,  or  time  of  adjournment  or  prorogation, 
the  governor,  with  advice  of  the  council,  shall  have  a  right  to  adjourn 
or  prorogue  the  general  court,  not  exceeding  ninety  days,  as  he  shall 
detennine  the  public  good  shall  require. 

VII.  The  governor  of  this  commonwealth,  for  the  time  being,  shall 
be  the  commander-in-chief  of  the  army  and  navy,  and  of  all  the  mili- 
tary forces  of  the  state,  by  sea  and  land ;  and  shall  have  full  power, 
by  himself,  or  by  any  commander,  or  other  officer  or  officers,  from 
time  to  time,  to  train,  instruct,  exercise,  and  govern  the  militia  and 
navy ;  and,  for  the  special  defence  and  safety  of  the  commonwealth, 
to  assemble  in  martial  array,  and  put  in  warlike  posture,  the  inhabi- 
tants thereof,  and  to  lead  and  conduct  them,  and  with  them  to 
encounter,  repel,  resist,  expel,  and  pursue,  by  force  of  arms,  as  well 
by  sea  as  by  land,  within  or  without  the  limits  of  this  oonmion- 
wealth,  and  also  to  kill,  slaj,  and  destroy,  if  necessary,  and  conquer, 
by  all  fitting  ways,  enterprises,  and  means  whatsoever,  all  and  every 
such  person  and  persons  as  shall,  at  any  time  hereafter,  in  a  hostile 
manner,  attempt  or  enterprise  the  destruction,  invasion,  detriment,  or 
annoyance  of  this  commonwealth;  and  to  use  and  exercise,  over  the 
army  and  navy,  and  over  the  militia  in  actual  service,  the  law-martial, 
in  time  of  war  or  invasion,  and  also  in  time  of  rebellion,  declared  by 
the  legislature  to  exist,  as  occasion  shall  necessarily  require;  and  to 
take  and  surprise,  by  all  ways  and  means  whatsoever,  all  and  every 
such  person  or  persons,  with  their  ships,  arms,  ammunition,  and 
other  goods,  as  shall,  in  a  hostile  manner,  invade,  or  attempt  the 
invading,  conquering,  or  annoying  this  commonwealth ;  and  that  the 
governor  be  intrusted  with  all  these  and  other  powers,  incident  to  the 
offices  of  captain-general  and  commander-in-chief,  and  admiral,  to  be 
exercised  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  constitution, 
and  the  laws  of  the  land,  and  not  otherwise. 

Provided,  that  the  said  governor  shall  not,  at  any  time  hereafter, 
by  virtue  of  any  power  by  this  constitution  granted,  or  hereafter  to 
be  granted  to  him  by  the  legislature,  transport  any  of  the  inhabitants 
of  this  commonwealth,  or  oblige  them  to  march  out  of  the  limits  of 
the  same,  without  their  free  and  voluntary  consent,  or  the  consent  of 
the  general  court;  except  so  far  as  may  be  necessary  to  march  or 
transport  them  by  land  or  water,  for  the  defence  of  such  part  of  the 
state  to  which  they  cannot  otherwise  conveniently  have  access. 

VIII.  The  power  of  pardoning  offences,  except  such  as  persons 
may  be  convicted  of  before  the  senate  by  an  impeachment  of  the 
house,  shall  be  in  the  governor,  bv  and  with  the  advice  of  council; 
but  no  charter  of  pardon,  granted  by  the  governor,  with  advice  of 
the  council  before  conviction,  shall  avail  the  party  pleading  the  same,

IX.  All  judicial   officers,  **  [the  attorney-general.]    the   solicitor- 
neral,  ^  [all  sheriffs,]  coroners,  *  [and  registers  or  probate,]  shall 

nominated  and  appointed  by  the  governor,  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  council ;  and  every  such  Aomination  shall  be  made 
by  the  governor,  and  made  at  least  seven  days  prior  to  such  appoint- 
ment. 

X.  The  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  militia  shall  be  elected  by 
the  written  votes  of  the  train-band  and  alarm  list  of  their  respective 
companies,  *[of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  upwards;]  the  field 
officers  of  regiments  shall  be  elected  by  the  written  votes  of  the  cap- 
tains and  subalterns  of  their  respective  regiments;  the  brigadiers 
shall  be  elected,  in  like  manner,  by  the  field  officers  of  their  respective 
brigades;  and  such  officers,  so  elected,  shall  be  commissioned  oy  the 
governor,  who  shall  determine  their  rank. 

The  legislature  shall,  by  standing  laws,  direct  the  time  and  manner 
of  convening  the  electors,  and  of  collecting  votes,  and  of  certifying 
to  the  governor,  the  officers  elected. 

The  major-generals  shall  be  appointed  by  the  senate  and  house  of 
representatives,  each  having  a  negative  upon  the  other ;  and  be  com- 
missioned by  the  governor.** 

And  if  the  electors  of  brigadiers,  field  officers,  captains  or  subal- 
terns, shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  such  elections,  after  being  duly 
notified,  according  to  the  laws  for  the  time  being,  then  the  governor, 
with  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint  suitable  persons  to  fill  such 
offices. 

^  [And  no  officer,  duly  coimnissioned  to  command  in  the  militia, 
shall  be  removed  from  his  office,  but  by  the  address  of  both  houses  to 
the  governor,  or  by  fair  trial  in  court-martial,  pursuant  to  the  laws 
of  the  commonwealth  for  the  time  being.] 

The  commanding  officers  of  regiments  shall  appoint  their  adjutants 
and  quartermasters;  the  brigadiers  their  brigade-majors;  and  the 
major-generals  their  aids;  and  the  governor  shall  appoint  the  adju- 
tant-general. 

The  governor,  with  advice  of  council,  shall  appoint  all  officers  of 
the  continental  army,  whom  by  the  confederation  of  the  United  States 
it  is  provided  that  tnis  commonwealth  shall  appoint,  as  also  all  officers 
of  forts  and  garrisons. 

The  divisions  of  the  militia  into  brigades,  regiments,  and  com- 
panies, made  in  pursuance  of  the  militia  laws  now  in  force,  shall  be 
considered  as  the  proper  divisions  of  the  militia  of  this  common- 
wealth, until  the  same  shall  be  altered  in  pursuance  of  some  future 
law. 

XI.  No  moneys  shall  be  issued  out  of  the  treasury  of  this  common-

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wealth,  and  disposed  of  (except  such  sums  as  may  be  appropriated 
for  the  redemption  of  bills  of  credit  or  treasurer's  notes,  or  for  the 
payment  of  interest  arising  thereon)  but  by  warrant  under  the  hand 
of  the  governor  for  the  time  being,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the 
council,  for  the  necessary  defence  and  support  of  the  commonwealth ; 
and  for  the  protection  and  preservation  of  the  inhabitants  thereof, 
agreeably  to  the  acts  and  resolves  of  the  general  court. 

XII.  AH  public  boards,  the  commissary-general,  all  superintending 
officers  of  public  magazines  and  stores,  belonging  to  this  common- 
wealth, and  all  commanding  officers  of  forts  and  garrisons  within 
the  same,  shall  once  in  every  three  months,  officially,  and  without 
requisition,  and  at  other  times,  when  required  by  the  governor,  deliver 
to  nim  an  account  of  all  goods,  stores,  provisions,  ammunition,  cannon 
with  their  appendages,  and  small  arms  with  their  accoutrements,  and 
of  all  other  public  property  whatever  under  their  care  respectively; 
distinguishing  the  quantity,  number,  quality  and  kind  or  each,  as 
particularly  as  may  be ;  together  with  the  condition  of  such  forts  and 
garrisons;  and  the  said  commanding  officer  shall  exhibit  to  the  gov- 
ernor, when  required  by  him,  true  and  exact  plans  of  such  forts,  and 
of  the  land  ana  sea  or  harbor  or  harbors,  adjacent. 

And  the  said  boards,  and  all  public  officers,  shall  communicate  to 
the  governor,  as  soon  as  may  be  after  receiving  the  same,  all  let- 
ters, despatches,  and  intelligences  of  a  public  nature,  which  shall  be 
directed  to  them  respectively. 

XIII.  As  the  public  good  requires  that  the  governor  should  not  be 
under  the  undue  influence  of  any  of  the  members  of  the  general 
court  by  a  dependence  on  them  for  his  support,  that  he  should  in  all 
cases  act  with  freedom  for  the  benefit  of  the  public,  that  he  should 
not  have  his  attention  necessarily  diverted  from  that  object  to  his 
private  concerns,  and  that  he  should  maintain  the  dignity  of  the  com- 
monwealth in  the  character  of  its  chief  magistrate,  it  is  necessary 
that  he  should  have  an  honorable  stated  salary,  of  a  fixed  and  per- 
manent value,  amply  sufficient  for  those  purposes,  and  established  by 
standing  laws;  and  it  shall  be  among  the  first  acts  of  the  general 
court,  after  the  commencement  of  this  constitution,  to  establish  such 
salary  by  law  accordingly. 

Permanent  and  honorable  salaries  shall  also  be  established  by  law 
for  the  justices  of  the  supreme  judicial  court. 

And  if  it  shall  be  found  that  any  of  the  salaries  aforesaid,  so  es- 
tablished, are  insufficient,  they  shall,  from  time  to  time,  be  enlarged, 
as  the  general  court  shall  judge  proper. 

Chapter  II 
Section  II. — LiEUTENANT-GovmsNOB 

Article  I.  There  shall  be  annually  elected  a  lieutenant-governor 
of  the  commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  whose  title  shall  oe — His 
Honor;  and  who  shall  be  qualified,  in  point  of  <»[religion,l  property, 
and  residence  in  the  commonwealth,  in  the  same  manner  with  the 
governor;  and  the  day  and  manner  of  his  election,  and  the  qualifica- 
tions of  the  electors,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  in  the  election

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.of  a  governor.  The  return  of  the  votes  for  this  officer,  and  the 
declaration  of  his  election,  shall  be  in  the  same  manner;  ^  [and  if  no 
one  person  shall  be  found  to  have  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  returned, 
the  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives, 
in  the  same  manner  as  the  governor  is  to  be  elected,  in  case  no  one 
person  shall  have  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  people  to  be  gov- 
ernor.] 

II.  The  governor,  and  in  his  absence  the  lieutenant-governor,  shall 
be  president  of  the  council,  but  shall  have  no  vote  in  council ;  and  the 
lieutenant-governor  shall  always  be  a  member  of  the  council,  except 
when  the  chair  of  the  governor  shall  be  vacant. 

III.  TVTienever  the  chair  of  the  governor  shall  be  vacant,  by  reason 
of  his  death,  or  absence  from  the  commonwealth,  or  otherwise,  the 

'  lieutenant-governor,  for  the  time  being,  shall,  during  such  vacancy, 
perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  upon  the  governor,  and  shall  have 
and  exercise  all  the  powers  and  authorities,  which  by  this  constitu- 
tion the  governor  is  vested  with,  when  personally  present. 

Chapter  II 
Section  III. — Council,  and  the  Manner  of  Settling  Elections  by  the  Legis- 

LATUBE 

Article  I.  There  shall  be  a  council  for  advising  the  governor  in 
the  executive  part  of  the  government,  to  consist  of  *  [nine]  persons 
besides  the  lieutenant-governor,  whom  the  governor,  for  the  time 
being,  shall  have  full  power  and  authority,  from  time  to  time,  at  his 
discretion,  to  assemble  and  call  together;  and  the  governor,  w^ith  the 
said  councillors,  or  five  of  them  at  least,  shall  and  mav,  from  time  to 
time,  hold  and  keep  a  council,  for  the  ordering  an^  directing  the 
affairs  of  the  commonwealth,  according  to  the  laws  of  the  land. 

II.  ^  [Nine  councillors  shall  be  annually  chosen  from  among  the 
persons  returned  for  councillors  and  senators,  on  the  last  Wednesday 
in  May,  by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representatives  as- 
sembled in  one  room ;  and  in  case  there  shall  not  be  found  upon  the 
first  choice,  the  whole  number  of  nine  persons  who  wnll  accept  a  seat 
in  the  council,  the  deficiency  shall  be  made  up  by  the  electors  afore- 
said from  among  the  people  at  large ;  and  the  number  of  senators  left 
shall  constitute  the  senate  for  the  year.  The  seats  of  the  [arsons  thus 
elected  from  the  senate,  and  accepting  the  trust,  shall  be  vacated  in 
the  senate.] 

III.  The  councillors,  in  the  civil  arrangements  of  the  common- 
wealth, shall  have  rank  next  after  the  lieutenant-governor. 

IV.  *  [Not  more  than  two  councillors  shall  be  chosen  out  of  any 
one  district  of  this  commonwealth.] 

V.  The  resolutions  and  advice  of  the  council  shall  be  recorded  in 
a  register,  and  signed  by  the  members  present ;  and  this  record  may 
l)e  called  for  at  any  time  by  either  house  of  the  legislature;  ani 
any  member  of  the  council  may  insert  his  opinion,  contrary  to  the 
resolution  of  the  majority.

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VI.  Whenever  the  office  of  the  governor  and  lieutenant-governor 
shall  be  vacant,  by  reason  of  death,  absence,  or  otherwise,  then  the 
council,  or  the  major  part  of  them,  shall,  during  such  vacancy,  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  do,  and  execute,  all  and  every  such  acts, 
matters,  and  things,  as  the  governor  or  the  lieutenant-governor 
might  or  could,  by  virtue  of  this  constitution,  do  or  execute,  if  they, 
or  either  of  them,  were  personally  present. 

VII.  «  [And  whereas  the  elections  appointed  to  be  made,  by  this 
constitution,  on  the  last  Wednesday  in  May  annually,  by  the  two 
houses  of  the  legislature,  may  not  be  completed  on  that  day,  the 
said  elections  may  be  adjourned  from  day  to  day  until  the  same 
shall  be  completed.  And  the  order  of  elections  shall  be  as  follows: 
the  vacancies  in  the  senate,  if  any,  sliall  first  be  filled  up;  the  gov- 
ernor and  lieutenant-governor  shall  then  be  elected,  provided  there 
should  be  no  choice  oi  them  by  the  people ;  and  afterwards  the  two 
houses  shall  proceed  to  the  election  of  the  council.] 

Chapter  II 

Section  IV. — Secbetabt,  Treasurer.  Commissary,  etc 

Article  I.  ^  [The  secretary,  treasurer,  and  receiver-general,  and 
the  commissary-general,  notaries  public,  and]  naval  officers,  shall 
be  chosen  annually,  by  joint  ballot  of  the  senators  and  representa- 
tives in  one  room.  And,  that  the  citizens  of  this  commonwealth  may 
be  assured,  from  time  to  time,  that  the  moneys  remaining  in  the 
public  treasury,  upon  the  settlement  and  liquidation  of  the  public 
accounts,  are  their  property,  no  man  shall  oe  eligible  as  treasurer 
and  receiver-general  more  than  five  years  successively .<^ 

II.  The  records  of  the  commonwealth  shall  be  kept  in  the  office 
of  the  secretary,  who  may  appoint  his  deputies,  for  whose  conduct 
he  shall  be  accountable ;  and  he  shall  attena  the  governor  and  council, 
the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  in  person,  or  by  his  deputies, 
as  they  shall  respectively  require. 

Chapter  III 

JUDICIARY   POWER 

Article  I.  The  tenure,  that  all  commission  officers  shall  by  law  have 
in  their  offices,  shall  be  expressed  in  their  respective  commissions. 
All  judicial  officers,  duly  appointed,  commissioned,  and  sworn,  shall 
hold  their  offices  during  good  behavior,  excepting  such  concerning 
whom  there  is  different  provision  made  in  this  constitution:  pro- 
vided, nevertheless,  the  governor,  with  consent  of  the  council,  may 
remove  them  upon  the  address  of  both  houses  of  the  legislature. 

II.  Each  branch  of  the  legislature,  as  well  as  the  governor  and 
council,  shall  have  authority  to  require  the  opinions  of  the  justices 
of  the  supreme  judicial  court,  upon  important  questions  of  law,  and 
upon  solemn  occasions.

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III.  In  order  that  the  people  may  not  suffer  from  the  long  con- 
tinuance in  place  of  any  justice  of  the  peace  who  shall  fail  of  dis- 
charging the  important  duties  of  his  office  with  ability  or  fidelity, 
all  commissions  of  justices  of  the  peace  shall  expire  and  become  voi3, 
in  the  term  of  seven  years  from  their  respective  dates;  and,  upon  the 
expiration  of  any  commission,  the  same  may,  if  necessary,  be  renewed, 
or  another  person  appointed,  as  shall  most  conduce  to  the  well-being 
of  the  commonwealth. 

IV.  The  judges  of  probate  of  wills,  and  for  granting  letters  of 
administration,  shall  hold  their  courts  at  such  place  or  places,  on 
fixed  days,  as  the  convenience  of  the  people  shall  require;  and  the 
legislature  shall,  from  time  to  time,  hereafter,  appoint  such  times 
and  places;  until  which  appointments,  the  said  courts  shall  be  holden 
at  the  times  and  places  w^ich  the  respective  judges  shall  direct. 

V.  All  causes  of  marriage,  divorce,  and  alimony,  and  all  appeals 
from  the  judges  of  probate,  shall  be  heard  and  determined  by  the 
governor  and  council,  until  the  legislature  shall,  by  law,  make  other 
provision. 

Chapter  IV 

DELEGATES   TO    CONGRESS 

"  [The  delegates  of  this  commonwealth  to  the  congress  of  the  United 
States,  shall,  some  time  in  the  month  of  June,  annually,  be  elected 
by  the  joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives,  assem- 
bled together  in  one  room ;  to  serve  in  congress  lor  one  year,  to  com- 
mence on  the  first  Monday  in  November  then  next  ensuing.  They 
shall  have  commissions  under  the  hand  of  the  governor,  and  the  ^reat 
seal  of  the  commonwealth;  but  may  be  recalled  at  any  time  within 
the  year,  and  others  chosen  and  commissioned,  in  the  same  manner, 
in  tfieir  stead.] 

Chapter  V 

THE  UNIVERSrrY  AT  GAMBRmOE  AND  ENCOURAGEMENT  OF  LITERATURE,  ETC 

Section  I. — The  University 

• 

Article  I.  Whereas  our  wise  and  pious  ancestors,  so  early  as  the 
vear  one  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty-six,  laid  the  foundation  of 
Harvard  College,  in  which  university  many  persons  of  great  emi- 
nence have,  by  the  blessing  of  God,  l)een  initiated  in  those  arts  and 
sciences  which  qualified  them  for  public  employments,  both  in  church 
and  state ;  and  whereas  the  encouragement  of  arts  and  sciences,  and 
all  good  literature,  tends  to  the  honor  of  God,  the  advantage  of  the 
Christian  religion,  and  the  great  l>enefit  of  this  and  the  other  United 
States  of  America, — it  is  declared,  that  the  President  and  Fellows 
OF  Harvard  College,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  and  their  successors 
in  that  capacity,  their  officers  and  servants,  shall  have,  liold,  use, 
exercise,  and  enjoy,  all  the  powers,  authorities,  rights,  liberties,  privi- 
leges, immunities,  and  franchises,  which  they  now  have,  or  are  en- 
titled to  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy;  and  the  same  are  hereby 

a  Superseiied  by  Art.  I,  Constitiitlon  United  States. 
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ratified  and  confirmed  unto  them,  the  said  president  and  fellows  of 
Harvard  College,  and  to  their  successors,  and  to  their  officers  and 
servants,  respectively,  forever. 

II.  And  whereas  there  have  been  at  sundry  times,  by  divers  per- 
sons, gifts,  grants,  devises  of  houses,  lands,  tenements,  goods,  chattels, 
legacies,  and  conveyances,  heretofore  made,  either  to  Harvard  Col- 
lege in  Cambridge,  in  New  England,  or  to  the  president  and  fellows 
of  Harvard  College,  or  to  the  said  college  by  some  other  description, 
under  several  charters,  successively;  it  is  declared,  that  all  the  said 
gifts,  grants,  devises,  legacies,  and  conveyances,  are  hereby  forever 
confirmed  unto  the  president  and  fellows  of  Harvard  College,  and  to 
their  successors  in  the  capacity  aforesaid,  according  to  the  true  intent 
and  meaning  of  the  donor  or  donors,  grantor  or  grantors,  devisor  or 
devisors. 

III.  And  whereas,  by  an  act  of  the  general  court  of  the  colony  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  passed  in  the  year  one  thousand  six  hundred  and 
forty-two,  the  governor  and  deputy -governor,  for  the  time  being,  and 
all  the  magistrates  of  that  jurisdiction,  were,  with  the  president,  and 
a  number  of  the  clergy  in  the  said  act  described,  constituted  the  over- 
seers of  Harvard  College;  and  it  being  necessary,  in  this  new  consti- 
tution of  government  to  ascertain  who  shall  be  deemed  successors  to 
the  said  governor,  deputy-governor,  and  magistrates;  it  is  declared, 
that  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  council,  and  senate  of  this 
commonwealth,  are,  and  shall  be  deemed,  their  succeSvSors,  who,  with 
the  president  of  Harvard  College,  for  the  time  being,  together  with 
the  ministers  of  the  congregational  churches  in  the  towns  of  Cam- 
bridge, Watertown,  Charlestown,  Boston,  Roxbury,  and  Dorchester, 
mentioned  in  the  said  act,  shall  be,  and  hereby  are,  vested  with  all 
the  powders  and  authority  belonging,  or  in  any  way  appertaining  to 
the  overseers  of  Harvard  College;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  snail 
be  construed  to  prevent  the  legislature  of  this  commonwealth  from 
making  such  alterations  in  the  government  of  the  said  university,  as 
shall  be  conducive  to  its  advantage,  and  the  interest  of  the  republic 
of  letters,  in  as  full  a  manner  as  might  have  been  done  by  the  legisla- 
ture of  the  late  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay.

Chapter  V 

Section  II. — The  Encoubagewknt  or  Literature,  etc 

'•Wisdom  and  knowledge,  as  well  as  virtue,  diffused  generally 
among  the  body  of  the  people,  being  necessary  for  the  preservation 
of  their  rights  and  liberties;  and  as  these  depend  on  spreading  the 
opportunities  and  advantages  of  education  in  the  various  parts  of  the 
country,  and  among  the  different  orders  of  the  people,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  legislatures  and  magistrates,  in  all  future  periods  of  this 
commonwealth,  to  cherish  the  interests  of  literature  and  the  sciences, 
and  all  seminaries  of  them;  especially  the  university  at  Cambridge, 
public  schools  and  grammar  scnools  in  the  towns;  to  encourage  pri- 
vate societies  and  public  institutions,  rewards  and  immunities,  for  the 
promotion  of  agriculture,  arts,  sciences,  commerce,  trades,  manufac- 
tures, and  a  natural  history  of  the  country;  to  countenance  and  in-

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culcate  the  principles  of  humanity  and  general  benevolence,  public 
and  private  charity,  industry  and  frugality,  honesty  and  punctual- 
ity in  their  dealing ;  sincerity,  good  humor,  and  all  social  affections, 
and  generous  sentiments,  among  the  people. 

Chapter  VI 

OATHS  AND  SUBSCRIPTIONS;  INCOMPATABIUTY  OF  AND  EXCLUSION  ITROM 
offices;  PECUNIARY  QUALIFICATIONS;  COMMISSIONS;  MERITS;  CON- 
FIRMATION OF  LAWS  ;  HABEAS  CORPUS  ;  THE  ENACTING  STYLE ;  CONTIN- 
UANCE OF  OFFICERS;  PROVISION  FOR  A  FUTURE  REVISAL  OF  THE  CX)N- 
STTTUTION,  ETC 

Article  I.*  [Any  person  chosen  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
councillor,  senator,  or  representative,  and  accepting  the  trust,  shall, 
before  he  proceed  to  execute  the  duties  of  his  place  or  office,  make  and 
subscribe  the  following  declaration,  viz. : 

"  I,  A.  B.,  do  declare,  that  I  believe  the  Christian  religion,  and  have 
a  firm  persuasion  of  its  truth ;  and  that  I  am  seised  and  possessed,  in 
my  own  right,  of  the  property  required  by  the  constitution,  as  one 
qualification  for  the  office  or  place  to  which  I  am  elected." 

And  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  councillors,  shall 
make  and  subscribe  the  said  declaration,  in  the  presence  of  the  two 
houses  of  assembly ;  and  the  senators  and  representatives,  first  elected 
under  this  constitution,  before  the  president  and  five  of  the  council 
of  the  former  constitution;  and  forever  afterwards  before  the  gov- 
ernor and  council  for  the  time  being.] 

And  every  person  chosen  to  either  of  the  places  or  offices  aforesaid, 
as  also  any  person  appointed  or  commissioned  to  any  judicial,  execu- 
tive, military,  or  other  office  under  the  government,  shall,  before  he 
enters  on  the  discharge  of  the  business  of  his  place  or  office,  take  and 
subscribe  the  following  declaration,  and  oaths  or  affirmations,  viz. : 

*  ["  I,  A.  B.,  do  truly  and  sincerely  acknowledge,  profess,  testify, 
and  declare,  that  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  is,  and  of  right 
ought  to  be,  a  free,  sovereign,  and  independent  state ;  and  I  do  swear, 
that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and  allegiance  to  the  said  commonwealth, 
and  that  I  will  defend  the  same  against  tr&itorous  conspiracies  and 
all  hostile  attempts  whatsoever;  and  that  I  do  renounce  and  abjure 
all  allegiance,  subjection,  and  obedience  to  the  kin^,  queen,  or  gov- 
ernment of  Great  Britain  (as  the  case  may  be),  and  every  other  for- 
eign power  whatsoever;  and  that  no  foreign  prince,  person,  prelate, 
state,  or  potentate,  hath,  or  ought  to  have,  any  jurisdiction,  sup>erior- 
ity,pre-eminence,  authority,  dispensing  or  other  power,  in  any  matter, 
civil,  ecclesiastical,  or  spiritual,  within  this  commonwealth,  except 
the  authority  and  power  which  is  or  may  be  vested  by  their,  con- 
stituents in  the  congress  of  the  United  States;  and  I  do  further  testify 
and  declare,  that  no  man  or  body  of  men  hath  or  can  have  any  right 
to  absolve  or  discharge  me  from  the  obligation  of  this  oath,  declara- 
tion, or  affirmation ;  and  that  I  do  make  this  acknowledgment,  profes- 
sion, testimony,  declaration,  denial,  renunciation,  and  abjuration, 
heartily  and  truly,  according  to  the  common  meaning  and  acceptation

"  I,  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear  and  affirm,  that  I  will  faithfully  and 
impartially  discharge  and  perform  all  the  duties  incumbent  on  me 
as  ,  according  to  the  best  of  my  abilities  and  understand- 

ing, agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  constitution  and  the 
laws  of  the  commonwealth.    So  help  me,  God." 

**  Provided,  always,  that  when  anv  person  chosen  or  appointed  as 
aforesaid,  shall  be  of  the  denomination  of  the  people  called  Quakers, 
and  shall  decline  taking  the  said  oath[s]^  he  shall  make  his  affirma- 
tion in  the  foregoing  form,  and  subscribe  the  same,  omitting  the 
words,  ["/  do  swear^^'*  *'^and  ahjure^^'^  ^^oath  or^'^  ^^and  objurations'^ 
in  the  first  oath,  and  in  the  second  oath,  the  words]  "  swear  and^^  and 
[in  each  of  them]  the  words  ^^So  help  ma,  God;"  subjoining  instead 
thereof,  "  This  I  do  under  the  pains  and  penalties  of  perjury y 

And  the  said  oaths  or  affirmations  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed 
by  the  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  and  councillors,  before  the 
president  of  the  senate,  in  the  presence  of  the  two  houses  of  assembly; 
and  by  the  senators  and  representatives  first  elected  under  this  consti- 
tution, before  the  president  and  five  of  the  council  of  the  former  con- 
stitution; and  forever  afterwards  before  the  governor  and  council 
for  the  time  beingj  and  by  the  residue  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  before 
such  persons  and  m  such  manner  as  from  time  to  time  shall  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  legislature. 

II.  ^No  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  or  judge  of  the  supreme 
judicial  court,  shall  hold  any  other  office  or  place,  under  the  autnority 
of  this  commonwealth,  except  such  as  by  this  constitution  they  are 
admitted  to  hold,  saving  that  the  judges  of  the  said  court  mav  hold 
the  offices  of  justices  ot  the  peace  through  the  state;  nor  shall  they 
hold  any  other  place  or  office,  or  receive  any  pension  or  salary  from 
any  other  state  or  government  or  power  whatever. 

Jfo  person  shall  be  capable  of  nolding  or  exercising  at  the  same 
time,  within  this  state,  more  than  one  of  the  following  offices,  viz.: 
judge  of  probate — ^sheriff — ^register  of  probate— or  register  of  deeds; 
and  never  more  than  any  two  offices,  which  are  to  be  held  by  appoint- 
ment of  the  governor,  or  the  governor  and  council,  or  the  senate,  or 
the  house  of  representatives,  or  by  the  election  of  the  people  of  the 
state  at  large,  or  of  the  people  of  any  county,  militarv  omces,  and  the 
offices  of  justices  of  the  peace  excepted,  shall  be  held  by  one  person.

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the  same,  shall  operate  as  a  resignation  of  their  seat  in  the  senate  or 
house  of  representatives;  and  the  place  so  vacated  shall  be  filled  up. 

And  the  same  rule  shall  take  place  in  case  any  judge  of  the  said 
supreme  judicial  court,  or  judge  of  probate,  shall  accept  a  seat  in 
council;  or  any  councillor  shall  accept  of  either  of  those  offices  or 
places. 

And  no  person  shall  ever  be  admitted  to  hold  a  seat  in  the  legis- 
lature, or  any  office  of  trust  or  importance  under  the  government  of 
this  commonwealth,  who  shall,  in  the  due  course  of  law,  have  been 
convicted  of  bribery  or  corruption  in  obtaining  an  election  or  appoint- 
ment. 

III.  In  all  cases  where  sums  of  money  are  mentioned  in  this  consti- 
tution, the  value  thereof  shall  be  computed  in  silver,  at  six  shillings 
and  eight  pence  per  ounce ;  and  it  shall  be  in  the  power  of  the  legis- 
lature, from  time  to  time,  to  increase  such  qualifications,  as  to  prop- 
erty,«  of  the  persons  to  be  elected  to  offices,  as  the  circumstances  of 
the  commonwealth  shall  require. 

IV.  All  commissions  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth 
of  Massachusetts,  signed  by  the  governor  and  attested  by  the  sec- 
retary or  his  deputy,  and  have  the  great  seal  of  the  commonwealth 
affixed  thereto. 

V.  All  writs,  issuing  out  of  the  clerk's  office  in  any  of  the  courts 
of  law,  shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts ; 
they  shall  be  under  the  seal  of  the  court  from  whence  they  issue: 
thev  shall  bear  test  of  the  first  justice  of  the  court  to  which  thev 
shall  be  returnable,  who  is  not  a  party,  and  be  signed  by  the  clerk 
of  such  court. 

VI.  All  the  law^s  which  have  heretofore  been  adopted,  used,  and 
approved  in  the  Province,  Colony,  or  State  of  Massachusetts  Bay, 
and  usually  practised  on  in  the  courts  of  law,  shall  still  remain  and 
be  in  full  force,  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the  legislature;  such 
parts  only  excepted  as  are  repugnant  to  the  rights  and  liberties  con- 
tained in  this  constitution. 

VII.  The  privilege  and  benefit  of  the  writ  of  habeas  corpus  shall 
be  enjoyed  in  this  commonwealth,  in  the  most  free,  easy,  cheap, 
expeditious,  and  ample  manner;  and  shall  not  be  suspended  by  the 
legislature,  except  upon  the  most  urgent  and  pressing  occasions,  and 
for  a  limited  time,  not  exceeding  twelve  montns. 

VIII.  The  enacting  style,  in  making  and  passing  all  acts,  statutes, 
and  law^s,  shall  be — ''  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives, in  General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same." 

IX.-  To  the  end  there  may  be  no  failure  of  justice,  or  danger  arise 
to  the  commonw^ealth  from  a  change  of  the  form  of  government,  all 
officers,  civil  and  military,  holding  commissions  under  the  govern- 
ment and  people  of  Massachusetts  Bav  in  New  England,  and  all 
other  officers  oi  the  said  government  anci  people,  at  the  time  this  con- 
stitution shall  take  effect,  shall  have,  hold,  use,  exercise,  and  enjoy, 
all  the  powers  and  authority  to  them  granted  or  committed,  until 
other  persons  shall  be  appointed  in  their  stead ;  and  all  courts  of  law 
shall  proceed  in  the  execution  of  the  business  of  their  respective 
departments;  and  all  the  executive  and  legislative  officers,  bodies,  and

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powers  shall  continue  in  full  force,  in  the  enjoyment  and  exercise  of 
all  their  trusts,  employments,  and  authority ;  until  the  general  court, 
and  the  supreme  and  executive  officers  under  this  constitution,  are 
designated  and  invested  with  their  respective  trusts,  powers,  and 
authority. 

X.*»  [in  order  the  more  effectually  to  adhere  to  the  principles  of 
the  constitution,  and  to  correct  those  violations  which  by  any  means 
may  be  made  therein,  as  well  as  to  form  such  alterations  as  from 
experience  shall  be  found  necessary,  the  general  court  which  shall  be 
in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  ninety-five, 
shall  issue  precepts  to  the  selectmen  of  the  several  towns,  and  to 
the  assessors  of  the  unincorporated  plantations,  directing  them  to 
convene  the  qualified  voters  of  their  respective  towns  and  plantations, 
for  the  purpose  of  collecting  their  sentiments  on  the  necessity  or 
expediency  of  revising  the  constitution,  in  order  to  amendments. 

And  if  it  shall  appear,  by  the  returns  made,  that  two-thirds  of  the 
qjualified  voters  throughout  the  state,  who  shall  assemble  and  vote  in 
conseauence  of  the  said  precepts,  are  in  favor  of  such  revision  or 
amendment,  the  general  court  shall  issue  precepts,  or  direct  them  to 
be  issued  from  the  secretary's  office,  to  the  several  towns  to  elect 
delegates  to  meet  in  convention  for  the  purpose  aforesaid. 

The  said  delegates  to  be  chosen  in  the  same  manner  and  proportion 
as  their  representatives  in  the  second  branch  of  the  legislature  are  by 
this  constitution  to  be  chosen.] 

XI.  This  form  of  government  shall  be  enrolled  on  parchment,  and 
deposited  in  the  secretary's  office,  and  be  a  part  of  the  laws  of  the 
land ;  and  printed  copies  thereof  shall  be  prefixed  to  the  book  contain- 
ing the  laws  of  this  commonwealth,  in  all  future  editions  of  the  said 
laws. 

ABTICIiEB  OF  AMEKDMSNT  „^^ 

AKTICL.E  I.  If  any  bill  or  resolve  shall  be  objected  to,  and  not  ap-    I 
proved  by  the  governor ;  and  if  the  general  court  shall  adjourn  within   ' 
five  days  after  the  same  shall  have  been  laid  before  the  governor  for 
his  approbation,  and  thereby  prevent  his  returning  it  with  his  objec- 
tions, as  provided  by  the  constitution,  such  bill  or  resolve  shall  not 
become  a  law,  nor  have  force  as  such. 

L  Art.  II.  The  general  court  shall  have  full  power  and  authority  to 
^rect  and  constitute  municipal  or  city  governments,  in  any  corporate 
town  or  towns  in  this  commonwealth,  and  to  grant  to  the  inhabitants 
thereof  such  powers,  privileges,  and  immunities,  not  repugnant  to  the 
constitution,  as  the  general  court  shall  deem  necessary  or  expedient 
for  the  regulation  and  government  thereof,  and  to  prescribe  the  man- 
ner of  calling  and  holding  public  meetings  of  the  inhabitants,  in 
wards  or  otherwise,  for  the  election  of  officers  under  the  constitution, 
and  the  manner  of  returning  the  votes  given  at  such  meetings.  Pro- 
vided, that  no  such  government  shall  be  erected  or  constituted  in  any 
town  not  containing  twelve  thousand  inhabitants,  nor  unless  it  be 
with  the  consent,  and  on  the  application  of  a  majority  of  the  inhab- 
itants of  such  town,  present  ana  voting  thereon,  pursuant  to  a  vote 
at  a  meeting  duly  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose.  And  pro- 
vided, also,  that  all  by-laws,  made  by  such  municipal  or  city  govern- 
ment, shall  be  subject,  at  all  times,  to  be  annulled  by  the  general  court.

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Akt.  III.  Every  male  citizen  of  twenty-one  years  of  age  and  up- 
wards, excepting  paupers  and  persons  under  guardianship,  who  shall 
have  residea  within  the  commonwealth  one  year,  and  within  the  town 
or  district  in  which  he  may  claim  a  right  to  vote,  six  calendar  months 
next  preceding  any  election  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  sena- 
tors, or  representatives,"  [and  who  shall  have  paid,  by  himself,  or  his 
parent,  master,  or  guardian,  any  state  or  county  tax,  which  shall, 
within  two  years  next  preceding  such  election,  have  been  assessed 
upon  him,  in  any  town  or  district  of  this  commonwealth;  and  also

y/  Art.  IV.  Notaries  public  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor  in 
the  same  manner  as  judicial  officers  are  appointed,  and  shall  hold 
their  offices  during  seven  years,  unless  sooner  removed  by  the  gov- 
ernor, with  the  consent  of  the  council,  upon  the  address  of  both  houses 
of  the  legislature. 

*^  rin  case  the  office  of  secretary  or  treasurer  of  the  common- 
wealth shall  become  vacant  from  any  cause,  during  the  recess  of  the 
general  court,  the  governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council, 
shall  nominate  and  appoint,  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  law,  a  competent  and  suitable  person  to  such  vacant  omce, 
who  shall  hold  the  same  until  a  successor  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
general  court.] 

Whenever  the  exigencies  of  the  commonwealth  shall  require  the 
appointment  of  a  commissary-general,  he  shall  be  nominated,  ap-

y  law,  nrescribe. 

All  officers  commissioned  to  command  in  the  militia  may  be  removed 
from  office  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  may,  by  law,  prescribe. 
>/Akt.  V.  In  the  elections  of  captains  and  subalterns  of  the  militia, 
all  the  members  of  their  respective  companies,  as  well  those  under  as 
those  above  the  age  of  twenty -one  years,  shall  have  a  right  to  vote. 

Art.  VI.*  Instead  of  the  oath  of  allegiance  prescribed  by  the  con- 
stitution, the  following  oath  shall  be  taken  and  subscribed  by  every 
person  chosen  or  appointed  to  any  office,  civil  or  military,  under  the 
government  of  this  commonwealth,  before  he  shall  enter  on  the  duties 
of  his  office,  to  wit : — 

"  Ij  A.  B.,  do  solemnly  swear,  that  I  will  bear  true  faith  and 
allegiance  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  and  will  support 
the  constitution  thereof.     So  help  me,  God." 

Provided.,  That  when  any  person  shall  be  of  the  denomination 
called  Quakers,  and  shall  decline  taking  said  oath,  he  shall  make  his 
affirmation  in  the  foregoing  form,  omitting  the  word  "swear'-  and 
inserting,  instead  thereof,  the  word  "  affirm^'  and  omitting  the  words

Art.  VIII.  No  judge  of  any  court  of  this  commonwealth,  (except 
the  court  of  sessions,)  and  no  person  holding  any  office  under  the 
authority  of  the  United  States,  (postmasters  excepted,)  shall,  at  the 
same  time,  hold  the  office  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor,  or  coun- 
cillor, or  have  a  seat  in  the  senate  or  house  of  representatives  of  this 
commonwealth;  and  no  judge  of  any  court  in  this  commonwealth, 
(except  the  court  of  sessions,)  nor  the  attorney -general,  solicitor- 
general,  county  attorney,  clerk  of  any  court,  sheriff,  treasurer,  and 
receiver-general,  register  of  probate,  nor  register  of  deeds,  shall  con- 
tinue  to  hold  his  said  office  after  being  elected  a  member  of  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  and  accepting  that  trust;  but  the 
acceptance  of  such  trust,  by  any  of  the  officers  aforesaid,  shall  be 
deemed  and  taken  to  be  a  resignation  of  his  said  office;  and  judges 
of  the  courts  of  common  pleas  shall  hold  no  other  office  under  tne 
government  of  this  conMnonwealth,  the  office  of  justice  of  the  peace 
and  militia  offices  excepted. 

Art.  IX.  If,  at  any  time  hereafter,  any  specific  and  particular 
amendment  or  amendments  to  the  constitution  be  proposed  in  the 
general  court,  and  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  senators  and  two- 
thirds  of  the  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  present  and 
voting  thereon,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  the  two  houses,  with  the  yeas  and  navs 
taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  general  court  then  next  to  he 
chosen,  and  shall  be  published;  and  if,  in  the  general  court  next 
chosen  as  aforesaid,  such  proposed  amendment  or  amendments  shall 
be  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  the  senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  house  of  representatives  present  and  voting  thereon,  then 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  general  court  to  submit  such  •  proposed 
amendment  or  amendments  to  the  people;  and  if  they  shall  be 
approved  and  ratified  by  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters,  voting 
tnereon,  at  meetings  legally  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose, 
they  shall  become  part  of  the  constitution  of  this  commonwealth. 
y/  Art.  X.  The  political  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Wednesday  of 
January,  instead  of  the  last  Wednesday  of  Mav;  and  the  general 
court  shall  assemble  every  year  on  the  said  first  Wednesday  oi  Janu- 
ary, and  shall  proceed,  at  that  session,  to  make  all  the  elections, 
and  do  all  the  other  acts,  which  are  by  the  constitution  required  to 
be  made  and  done  at  the  session  which  has  heretofore  commenced 
on  the  last  Wednesday  of  May.  And  the  general  court  shall  be 
dissolved  on  the  day  next  preceding  the  first  Wednesday  of  Janu- 
ary, without  any  proclamation  or  other  act  of  the  governor.

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<"  [The  meeting  for  the  choice  of  governor,  lieutenant-governor, 
senators,  and  representatives,  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
November  in  every  year;  but  meetings  may  be  adjourned,  if  neces- 
sary, for  the  choice  of  representatives,  to  the  next  day,  and  again 
to  the  next  succeeding  day,  but  no  further.  But  in  case  a  second 
meeting  shall  be  necessary  for  the  choice  of  representatives,  such 
meetings  shall  lx»  held  on  the  fourth  Monday  of  the  same  month  of 
Novemoer.] 

All  the  other  provisions  of  the  constitution,  respecting  the  elec- 
tions and  proceedings  of  the  members  of  the  general  court,  or  of  any 
other  officers  or  persons  whatever,  that  have  reference  to  the  last 
Wednesday  of  May,  as  the  commencement  of  the  political  year, 
shall  be  so  far  altered,  as  to  have  like  reference  to  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January. 

This  article  shall  go  into  operation  on  the  fii"st  day  of  October. 
next  following  the  day  when  the  same  shall  be  duly  ratified  and 
adopted  as  an  amendment  of  the  constitution;  and  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  councillors,  senators,  representatives,  and  all 
other  state  officers,  who  are  annually  chosen,  and  who  shall  bt» 
ohost»n  for  the  current  year,  when  the  same  sliall  go  into  operation, 
shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  first  Wednesday  of  Janu- 
ary then  next  following,  and  until  others  are  chosen  and  qualified 
in  their  stead,  and  no  longer;  and  the  first  election  of  the  governor, 
lieutenant-governor,  senators,  and  representatives,  to  be  had  in  virtue 
of  this  article,  shall  be  had  conformablv  thereunto,  in  the  month  of 
Novemlx»r  following  the  day  on  which  the  same  shall  be  in  force,  and 
go  into  operation,  pursuant  to  the  foregoing  provision. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby  wholly  annulled. 

Art.  XI.  Instead  of  tl>e  third  article  of  the  bill  of  rights,  the 
following  modification  and  amendment  thereof  is  substituted : — 

''As  the  public  worship  of  God  and  instructions  in  pietv,  religion, 
and  morality,  promote  the  happiness  and  prosperity  of  a  people, 
and  the  securitv  of  a  republican  government;  therefore,  the  several 
religious  societies  of  this  commonwealth,  whether  corporate  or  un- 
incorjwrate,  at  any  meeting  legally  warned  and  holden  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  ever  have  the  right  to  elect  their  pastors  or  religious 
teachers,  to  contract  with  them  for  their  support,  to  raise  money  for 
erecting  and  repairing  houses  for  public  worship,  for  the  mainte- 
nance of  religious  instruction,  and  for  the  payment  of  necessarv 
expenses;  and  all  persons  belonging  to  any  religious  society  shall 
be  taken  and  held  to  lx»  members,  until  they  shall  file  with  the  clerk 
of  such  society  a  written  notice,  declaring  the  dissolution  of  their 
membership,  and  thenceforth  shall  not  be  liabte  for  any  grant  or 
contract  w^ich  mav  be  thereafter  made,  or  entered  into  T>y  such 
society;  and  all  religious  sects  and  denominations,  demeaning  them- 
selves peaceably,  ana  as  good  citizens  of  the  commonwealth,  shall  Ix? 
equally  under  the  protection  of  the  law;  and  no  subordination  of 
anv  one  sect  or  denomination  to  another  shall  ever  be  established  bv 
law."

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zens  of  this  commonwealth,  founded  upon  the  principles  of  equality, 
a  census  of  the  ratable  polls,  in  each  city,  town,  ana  district  of  the 
commonwealth,  on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned 
into  the  secretary's  office,  in  such  manner  as  the  legislature  shall  pro- 
vide, within  the  month  of  May,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  and  in  every  tenth  year  thereafter, 
in  the  month  of  May,  in  manner  aforesaid;  and  each  town  or  city 
having  three  hundred  ratable  polls  at  the  last  preceding  decennial 
census  of  polls,  may  elect  one  representative,  and  for  every  four 
hundred  and  fifty  ratable  polls  in  addition  to  the  first  three  hundred, 
one  representative  more. 

Any  town  having  less  than  three  hundred  ratable  polls  shall  be 
represented  thus :  The  whole  number  of  ratable  polls,  at  the  last  pre- 
ceding decennial  census  of  polls,  shall  be  multiplied  by  ten,  and  the 
product  divided  by  three  hundred ;  and  such  town  may  elect  one  rep- 
resentative as  many  years  within  ten  years,  as  three  hundred  is  con- 
tained in  the  product  aforesaid. 

Any  city  or  town  having  ratable  polls  enough  to  elect  one  or  more 
representatives,  with  any  number  of  polls  beyond  the  neceasary  num- 
ber, may  be  represented,  as  to  that  surplus  number,  by  multiplying 
such  surplus  number  by  ten  and  dividing  the  product  by  four  hun- 
dred ana  fifty,  and  such  city  or  town  may  elect  one  additional  repre- 
sentative as  many  years,  within  the  ten  years,  as  four  hundred  and 
fifty  is  contained  in  the  product  aforesaid. 

Any  two  or  more  of  the  several  towns  and  districts  may,  by  consent 
of  a  majority  of  the  le^al  voters  present  at  a  legal  meeting,  in  each 
of  said  towns  and  districts,  respectively,  called  for  that  purpose,  and 
held  previous  to  the  first  day  of  July,  in  the  year  in  which  the  decen- 
nial census  of  polls  shall  be  taken,  form  themselves  into  a  representa- 
tive district  to  continue  until  the  next  decennial  census  of  polls,  for 
the  election  of  a  representative,  or  representatives;  and  such  district 
shall  have  all  the  rights,  in  regard  to  representation,  which  would 
belong  to  a  town  containing  the  same  number  of  ratable  poUsi 

The  governor  and  council  shall  ascertain  and  determine,  within  the 
months  of  July  and  August,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-seven,  according  to  the  foregoing  princi- 
ples, the  number  of  representatives,  which  each  city,  town,  and  repre- 
sentative district  is  entitled  to  elect,  and  the  number  of  years,  within 
the  period  of  ten  years  then  next  ensuing,  that  each  city,  town,  and 
representative  district  may  elect  an  additional  representative;  and 
where  any  town  has  not  a  sufficient  number  of  polls  to  elect  a  repre- 
sentative each  year,  then,  how  many  years  within  the  ten  years,  such 
town  may  elect  a  representative ;  and  the  same  shall  be  done  once  in 
ten  years,  thereafter,  by  the  governor  and  council,  and  the  number  of 
ratable  polls  in  each  decennial  census  of  polls,  shall  determine  the 
number  of  representatives,  which  each  city,  town  and  representative 
district  may  elect  as  aforesaid ;  and  when  the  number  or  representa- 
tives to  be  elected  by  each  city,  town,  or  representative  district  is 
ascertained  and  determined  as  aforesaid,  the  governor  shall  cause  the 
same  to  be  published  forthwith  for  the  information  of  the  people, 
and  that  number  shall  remain  fixed  and  unalterable  for  the  period 
of  ten  years. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby  wholly  annulled.] 
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Art.  XIII.«  [A  census  of  the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town, 
on  the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken,  and  returned  into  the  secre- 
tary's office,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June,  of  the  year  one  thou- 
sand'eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  of  every  tenth  year  thereafter; 
which  census  shall  determine  the  apportionment  of  senators  and  rep- 
resentatives for  the  term  of  ten  years. 

*  The  several  senatorial  districts  now  existing  shall  be  permanent. 
The  senate  shall  consist  of  forty  members ;  and  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  every  tenth  year  thereafter,  the 
governor  and  council  shall  assign  the  number  of  senators  to  be  chosen 
m  each  district,  according  to  the  number  of  inhabitants  in  the  same.

*  The  members  of  the  house  of  representatives  shall  be  apportioned 
in  the  following  manner :  Every  town  or  city  containing  twelve  him- 
dred  inhabitants  may  elect  one  representative ;  and  two  mousand  four 
hundred  inhabitants  shall  be  the  mean  increasing  number,  which 
shall  entitle  it  to  an  additional  representative. 

Every  town  containing  less  than  twelve  hundred  inhabitants  shall 
be  entitled  to  elect  a  representative  as  many  times  within  ten  years 
as  the  number  one  hunared  and  sixty  is  contained  in  the  number  of 
the  inhabitants  of  said  town.  Such  towns  may  also  elect  one  r^re- 
sentative  for  the  vear  in  which  the  valuation  of  estates  within  the 
commonwealth  shall  be  settled. 

Any  two  or  more  of  the  several  towns  may,  by  consent  of  a  majority 
of  the  legal  voters  present  at  a  legal  meeting,  in  each  of  said  towns, 
respectively,  called  for  that  purpose,  and  held  before  the  first  day  of 
August,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  forty,  and  every 
tenth  year  thereafter,  form  themselves  into  a  representative  district, 
to  continue  for  the  term  of  ten  years;  and  such  district  shall  have 
all  the  rights,  in  regard  to  representation,  which  would  belong  to  a 
town  containing  the  same  numoer  of  inhabitants. 

The  number  of  inhabitants  which  shall  entitle  a  town  to  elect  one 
representative,  and  the  mean  increasing  number  which  shall  entitle  a 
town  or  city  to  elect  more  than  one,  and  also  the  number  by  which  the 

Kopulation  of  towns  not  entitled  to  a  representative  every  year  is  to 
e  divided,  shall  be  increased,  respectively,  by  one-tenth  of  the  nimi- 
bers  above  mentioned,  whenever  the  population  of  the  commonwealth 
shall  have  increased  to  seven  hundred  and  seventy  thousand,  and  for 
every  additional  increase  of  seventy  thousand  inhabitants,  the  same 
addition  of  one-tenth  shall  be  made,  respectively,  to  the  said  numbers 
above  mentioned. 

In  the  year  of  each  decennial  census,  the  ^vemor  and  council  shall, 
before  the  first  day  of  September,  apportion  the  number  of  repre- 
sentatives which  each  city,  town,  and  representative  district  is  en- 
titled to  elect,  and  ascertain  how  many  years,  within  ten  years,  any 
town  may  elect  a  representative,  which  is  not  entitled  to  elect  one 
every  year;  and  the  governor  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  published 
forthwith.

No  possession  of  a  freehold,  or  of  any  other  estate,  shall  be  re- 
quired as  a  qualification  for  holding  a  seat  in  either  branch  of  the 
general  court,  or  in  the  executive  council. 

^  Akt.  XIV.  In  all  elections  of  civil  officers  by  the  people  of  this 
commonwealth,  whose  election  is  provided  for  by  the  constitution,  the 
person  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  deemed  and  de- 
clared to.  be  elected. 

y  Art.  XV.  The  meeting  for  the  choice  of  governor,  lieutenant- 
governor,  senators,  and  representatives,  shall  be  held  on  the  Tuesday 
next  after  the  first  Monday  in  November,  annually ;  but  in  case  of  a 
failure  to  elect  representatives  on  that  day,  a  second  meeting  shall  be 
holden,  for  that  purpose,  on  the  fourth  JMfonday  of  the  same  month  of 
November.

The  legislature,  at  its  first 
session  after  this  amendment  shall  have  been  adopted,  and  at  itsi  first 
session  after  the  next  state  census  shall  have  been  taken,  and  at  its 
first  session  after  each  decennial  state  census  thereafterwards,  shall 
divide  the  commonwealth  into  eight  districts  of  contiguous  territory, 
each  containing  a  number  of  innabitants  as  nearly  equal  as  practi- 
cable, without  dividing  any  town  or  ward  of  a  citv,  and  each  entitled 
to  elect  one  councillor:  »r<??>w/€</,  however^  that  if,  at  any  time,  the 
constitution  shall  provide  for  the  division  of  the  commonwealth  into 
forty  senatorial  districts,  then  the  legislature  shall  so  arrange  the 
councillor  districts,  that  each  district  shall  consist  of  five  contiguous 
senatorial  districts,  as  they  shall  be,  from  time  to  time,  established  by 
the  legislature.  No  person  shall  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  councillor 
who  has  not  been  an  inhabitant  of  the  commonwealth  for  the  term  of 
five  years  immediately  preceding  his  election.  The  day  and  manner 
of  the  election,  the  return  of  the  votes,  and  the  declaration  of  the 
said  elections,  shall  be  the  same  as  are  required  in  the  election  of  gov- 
ernor. «  [Whenever  there  shall  be  a  failure  to  elect  the  full  number 
of  councillors,  the  vacancies  shall  be  filled  in  the  same  manner  as  is 
required  for  filling  vacancies  in  the  senate ;  and  vacancies  occasioned 
by  death,  removal  from  the  state,  or  otherwise,  shall  be  filled  in  like 
manner,  as  soon  as  may  be,  after  such  vacancies  shall  have  hap- 
pened.]

and  house  of  representatives  on  the  said  first  Wednesday  in  January,

Art.  XVIII.  All  moneys  raised  by  taxation  in  the  towns  and  cities 
for  the  support  of  public  schools,  and  all  moneys  which  may  be  ap- 
propriated by  the  state  for  the  support  of  common  schools,  shall  be 
applied  to,  and  expended  in,  no  other  schools  than  those  which  are 
conducted  according  to  law,  under  the  order  and  superintendence  of 
the  authorities  of  the  town  or  city  in  which  the  money  is  to  be  ex- 
pended ;  and  such  moneys  shall  never  be  appropriated  to  any  religious 
sect  for  the  maintenance,  exclusively,  of  its  own  school. 
y  Art.  XIX.  The  legislature  shall  prescribe,  by  general  law,  for  the 
election  of  sheriffs,  registers  of  probate,  commissioners  of  insolvency, 
and  clerks  of  the  courts,  by  the  people  of  the  several  counties,  and  that 
district -attorneys  shall  be  chosen  by  the  people  of  the  several  districts, 
for  such  term  of  office  as  the  legislature  shall  prescribe.

A  census  of  the  legal  voters  of  each  city  and  town,  on 
the  first  day  of  May,  shall  be  taken  and  returned  into  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  the  commonwealth,  on  or  before  the  last  day  of  June,  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-seven ;  and  a  census  of 
the  inhabitants  of  each  city  and  town,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  sixty-five,  and  of  every  tenth  year  thereafter.

If  such 
vacancy  shall  happen  when  the  legislature  is  not  in  session,  the 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  may  fill  the 
same  by  appointment  of  some  eligible  person. 

Art.  XXVI.  The  twentv-third  article  of  the  articles  of  amend- 
ment of  the  constitution  oi  this  commonwealth,  which  is  as  follows, 
to  wit:  "  No  person  of  foreign  birth  shall  be  entitled  to  vote,  or  shall 
be  eligible  to  office,  unless  he  shall  have  resided  within  the  jurisdic-

not  affect  the  rights  of  any  child  of  a  citizen  oi  the  Unitetd  States, 
born  during  the  temporary  absence  of  the  parent  therefrom,"  is 
hereby  w^hoTly  annulled. 

Art.  XXVII.  So  much  of  article  two  of  chapter  six  of  the  consti- 
tution of  this  commonwealth  as  relates  to  persons  holding  the  office  of 
president,  professor,  or  instructor  of  Harvard  College,  is  hereby 
annulled. 

Art.  XXVIII.  No  person  having  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of 
the  United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  having  been  honorably  dis- 
charged from  such  service,  if  otherwise  qualified  to  vote,  shall  be 
disqualified  therefor  on  account  of  being  a  pauper;  or,  if  a  pauper, 
because  of  the  nonpayment  of  a  poll-tax. 

Art.  XXIX.  The  general  court  shall  have  full  power  and  author- 
ity to  provide  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  towns  in  this  Common- 
wealth more  than  one  place  of  public  meeting  w  ithin  the  limits  of 
each  town  for  the  election  of  officers  under  the  constitution,  and  to 
prescribe  the  manner  of  calling,  holding  and  conducting  such  meet- 
ings. All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  herein  contained  are  hereby  annulled. 

Art.  XXXI.  Article  twenty-eight  of  the  Amendments  of  the  Con- 
stitution is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  in  the  fourth  line  thereof 
the  words  '*  being  a  pauper,"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words: — receiving  or  having  received  aid  from  any  citv  or  town, — 
and  also  by  striking  out  in  said  fourth  line  the  words  "  if  a  pauper," 
so  that  the  article  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Article 
XXVIII.  No  person  having  served  in  the  army  or  nav}^  of  the 
United  States  in  time  of  war,  and  having  been  honorably  discharged 
from  such  service,  if  otherwise  qualified  to  vote,  shall  be  disqualified 
therefor  on  account  of  receiving  or  having  received  aid  from  any  city 
or  town,  or  because  of  the  non-payment  of  a  poll  tax. 

So  much  of  article  three  of  the  Amendments  of  the 
Constitution  of  the  Commonwealth  as  is  contained  in  the  following 
words:  "and  who  shall  have  paid,  by  himself,  or  his  parent,  master, 
or  guardian,  any  state  or  county  tax,  which  shall,  within  two  years 
next  preceding  such  election,  have  been  assessed  upon  him,  in  any 
town  or  district  of  this  Commonwealth ;  and  also  every  citizen  wiio 
shall  be,  by  law%  exempted  from  taxation,  and  who  shall  be,  in  all 
other  respects,  qualified  as  above  mentioned,"  is  hereby  annulled. 
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Abt.  XXXIII.  A  majority  of  the  members  of  each  branch  of  the 
general  court  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  busi- 
ness, but  a  less  number  may  adjourn  from  day  to  day,  and  compel 
the  attendance  of  absent  members.  All  the  provisions  of  the  existmg 
Constitution  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  herein  contained  are 
hereby  annulled.

So  much  of  article  nineteen  of  the  articles  of 
amendment  to  the  constitution  of  the  commonwealth  as  is  contained 
in  the  following  words :  "  commissioners  of  insolvency  ",  is  hereby 
annulled. 


The  constitution  of  Massachusetts  was  agn'eed  upon  by  delegates  of  the  people, 
in  convention,  begun  and  held  at  Cambridge,  on  the  first  day  of  September.  1779. 
and  continued  by  adjournments  to  the  second  day  of  March,  1780.  when  the  con- 
vention adjourned  to  meet  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  the  ensuing  June.  In  the 
mean  time  the  constitution  was  submitted  to  the  people,  to  be  adopted  by  them, 
provided  two-thirds  of  the  votes  given  should  be  in  the  affirmative.  When 
the  convention  assembled,  It  was  found  that  the  constitution  had  been  adopted 
by  the  requisite  number  of  votes,  and  the  convention  accordingly  Resolved, 
"  That  the  said  Constitution  or  Frame  of  Government  shall  take  place  on  the 
last  Wednesday  of  October  next;  and  not  before,  for  any  purpose,  save  only 
for  that  of  making  elections,  agreeable  to  this  resolution.**  The  first  legislature 
assembled  at  Boston,  on  the  twenty-fifth  day  of  October,  1780. 

The  first  nine  Articles  of  Amendment  were  submitted,  by  delegates  in  con- 
vention assembled,  November  15,  1820,  to  the  people,  and  by  them  ratified  and 
adopted  April  9,  1821. 

The  tenth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years  1829-30 
and  1830-31,  respectively,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  May 
11,  1831. 

The  eleventh  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1832  and  1833,  respectively,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  Novem- 
ber 11,  1833. 

The  twelfth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
38.'55  and  1836,  respectively,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  the 
fourteenth  day  of  November,  1836. 

The  thirteenth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1839  and  1840,  resi)ectlvely,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  the 
sixth  day  of  April,  184(). 

The  fourteenth,  fifteenth,  sixteenth,  seventeenth,  eighteenth,  and  nineteenth 
Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years  1854  and  1855. 
respectively,  and  ratified  by  the  i>eople  the  twenty-third  day  of  May,  1855. 

The  twentieth,  twenty-first,  and  twenty-second  Articles  were  adopted  by  the 
legislatures  of  the  political  years  1856  and  1857,  respectively,  and  ratified  by  the 
people  on  the  first  day  of  May,  1857. 

The  twenty-third  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1858  and  1859,  respectively,  and  ratified  by  the  i^eople  on  the  ninth  day  of  May, 
1859,  and  was  repealed  by  the  twenty-sixth  Amendment 
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The  twenty^fonrth  and  twenty-fifth  Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  political  years  1859  and  1860,  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  seventh 
aay  of  May,  1860. 

The  twenty-sixth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1862  and  1863,  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  sixth  day  of  April,  1863. 

The  twenty-seventh  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1876  and  1877,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  sixth 
day  of  November,  1877. 

The  twenty-eighth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1880  and  1881,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  eighth 
day  of  November,  1881. 

The  twenty-ninth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 
1884  and  1885,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  third  day  of 
November,  1885. 

The  thirtieth  and  thirty-first  Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the 
political  years  1889  and  1890,  and  were  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on 
the  fourth  day  of  November,  1890. 

The  thirty-second  and  thirty-third  Articles  were  adopted  by  the  legislatures 
of  the  political  years  1890  and  1891,  and  were  approved  and  ratified  by  the 
people  on  the  third  day  of  November,  1891. 

The  thirty-fourth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 

1891  and  1892,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  eighth  day 
of  November,  1892. 

The  thirty-fifth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 

1892  and  1893.  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  seventh 
day  of  November,  1893. 

The  thirty-sixth  Article  was  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years 

1893  and  1894,  and  was  approved  and  ratified  by  the  people  on  the  sixth  day  of 
November,  1894. 

[A  proposed  Article  of  Amendment,  prohibiting  the  manufacture  and  sale  of 
Intoxicating  Liquor  as  n  beverage,  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political 
years  1888  and  1889,  was  rejected  by  the  people  on  the  twenty-second  day  of 
April.  1889.] 

[Proposed  Articles  of  Amendment,  (1)  Establishing  biennial  elections  of  state 
officers,  and  (2)  Establishing  biennial  elections  of  members  of  the  Genera] 
Court,  adopted  by  the  legislatures  of  the  political  years  1895  and  1896.  were 
rejected  by  the  people  at  the  annual  election  held  on  the  third  day  of  November, 
1896.] 
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
